'/ halfbftheRomanEmpire. For,layingafidewhatfocuertheEmperotusdidaddcvntoit,before

ThegrtAtm of In Europe they w^re MafterSofall itdip^nd Gallia Cifalpm or lomb&tdit^ ^Jutfria and Jlliricum ,

difCrranean Sea, They alfo fubdued SpMn (but wi< h more difficulty and oppofiuon than any of 
thereft) and in likemanner all Erme, with that part of Germanic which lies on this fiderhe Rhine, 
' called the Lower,or Gallid Belgiea t which was the work, of Cjzsak himfelf; and in likemaner 
thatof Bruamie, vnder which are comprehended Engltmd and ScotUnd . They were Matters of 
s all (jtjftkk (which is thethirdparc ofthc world) that is tofay, of the fr uitfulleft and moft habi- 

tableparts,hauingruinedproiidCar/^. Inc^Arheybadfubduedthegreateftandbeft Pro- 
idnces, and made them their Subje<tts and Tributaries: among the which were.called So*

• a of King Ni e o’mibis. The Kings of Egppi and Cappidocia were their friends and confcdc- 

/ rates* arid they had a commanding power mcJrwemyCdebos, and other Prouinces.

jbeyUj and fome other Countries, did them homage, arid pnied them tribute: which Countries 
had been vanquifhed by them., apd many Kings and yaliant Captains flain. Finally, they were 
Lords of fo many CitieS and Piouinces, as it were an cndlefie labour to fot them down in parti¬ 
cular ; andtheir power was fogreat, as no forces but their owne were ableto annoy them., But Jhs ^ 
afterwards, difeord and ambition creeping into this State which was (b free and powerfulljwha’t v<tnqui(hld * 
forren force could not effetft, they wrought with their owne Arms, and triumphed ouer them- thwfihas.- 
•lelucs. The caufe of alf this grew through the difeord between Pdm p. b t and I v l 1 v s 
Cje s a r, whichtwo were at that time the moft eminent and powerfull meninRmt; andyet 
at the fame tnftanc there were other Citizens of great efteem. But,the root ofehis hatred grew 
from a further caufe, that is, fromthe factions and ciuill war between Scipia and Mari- 
vs: in which, Mae 1 vs being/lain, S c ( i 1 l a" made himfelf Diiftaror,andfcizcdvponJ?^j 
yet before his death hee gaue it ouer, and left the City at liberty. PomiI.hy had followed 
Scili as faftion, and done braue exploits for him: but C je s a r had fided with Mari- 
v s, being his kinfmnn, and at that rime very young. This was the feed from whence fprung the 
ciuill war between them. But, it (hall be needfuli to relate fome former matters, for the better 
vnderftanding of the occafions which went before, and the fuccefs which followed • the which 
weewill defciibebriefly afterthis manner: The warreand power of Sciua bceing ended, Competency it* 
■Gneivs Pompbivs and Ma a c vs Crajsvj (who had alfo followed that partie) ^Q^ihs^ 
remaining in great reputation, the one fought to fupplant the other, fo as there grew fome jarrs * 
between them, which began during the life of S c 11 l a. C11 a s s v s grew very powerfull: jbe mfonsof 
for, befides his Wifdome, Nobility and Eloquence, lie was very rich beyond all the other Ci-' t ^ l ’£ rMMes » 
tizens of his time. P o m p b y alfo became famous and much efteemed, befides the fucceifion' 
he had by Sen. 1 , a, for his great vi<ftories and valiant exploits in Arms performed in S c 1 l- 
l a s time and fince, both by fca and land, in ^djfrick, Spain and i^Aftd •, the which are fo many 
andfo great, as I dare not rc,late them. The deeds of thefo two eminent Perfons being growne 
to this height, and their quarrels incrcafing daily as the heads of factions ( 3 nd yet at the fame 
time there were others of great note’within the City, as Cato, Cicero, Lbntvivs, 
and others) duringthc&alterations, l v a vs Caesar returned to i?<7^fromhis Pretotfoip 
in Spain with great reputation, yet his ambitious thoughts aimed at greater matters, both in re-, 
gardofthegreatnesof his houfe (for, by the fathers fide, hee was of a Noble and very antient CxCxrsfAtmlit 
Family 5 and by the mother hee defeended from the Kings of Rome, who were extracted from Ml<i vertm ' 
iEN bas of froy) and for his many allies and friends 5 beingalfo very witty and eloquent. He 
had alfo purchafedgrcatcreditand authority in the managing of thofc charges which had been 
committed vnto him. He had bin Queftor in Spain, Tribune of the fouldiers, *JRdile^ high-piieft 
and Pretor; hauing gotten victories in Spain againft the Inhabitants of Qalitia and Portugal ad-; 
ding to all this* his merits and vertues, being bountifull, wife and learned in all good Arts, moft 
a< 5 tiue in the managing of Arms both on foot and horfc-bacJc * very valiant and ftrong, whereof 
he made great proofs before he had any command in the wars of i^Apay nder the Pretor Mar- 
c v s T b n m o, and S e it v 1 L i v s the Proconful * where hee obtained a Ciuicall Growne. 

He was,moieouer, ofa good conftitution of body, tall of ftature, fair, ftrong of his members, 
and very patient oflabour. For all which confidcrations and many others, hee was in great c- 
fteem ; but neither by his authority nor place able to equali Marcvs Crassysoi'Pom- 
p e y, for that the roots of their greatnes had been of long continuance. 

C ^E s a r being comn to 2J<w>f,with a fecret intent to make himfelf greater than either of Cxhtspolip. 
them ; C it as s v s and Pompb y affeded his friendfliip, by whofe help they might fupplant 
oneanother. But C^e s a r, being difereet and wife, would not follow any-party, nor tie him- 
folfto defend their atttions; but, carrying himfelf indifferently, he laboured to reconcile them; 
hauing a conceit, that, if he carried himfelf as a Neuter, tfiey would both yceldvnto hfs will : 
and this his cunning practice (as Piytarch reports) was onelydifeouered by M.C a t o. 

In the end, by his cndcauours a peace was concluded between them, beeirig both bound vnto Ah^uehe* 
him : yet, being Bill jealous one of another, and fearingto lofe C jl s a r , they both fought to ‘cx^Md 
gratifiehim : and in this fort he made himfelf cquallto either ofthem ; and that power- which Pompey. 
two had formerly vfurped, was ncfwdiuided between three ^and in the end wee fiiall foe who 
gotthe foie command. This league and attonement bceing made, Ctu s ar demanded-, the c *fj m ^** 
Confulfhip, which is the greateft ordinary dignity. He carried himfelf in this charge with fuch con( “ * 
reputation,as his fellow ConfulB ibuvs neuer accompani’d h in),hut kept himfelf retired du¬ 
ring his Confulfhip. C ft. s a R,the better to rnaintain the credit and authority w ch he had got, , .* 
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and to attain to thegreatnes whereiwrohc afpired, he himfelf took to wife Ca.iphvknia, 
PompcVsLthe daughter of Lvc iv s Pis o, who was to fucceed him in the Gohfulare ; and hee gaue 
ri*gi, IV i, i A his daughter in mariage to Pompey, rejetfing her former fpoufe Servuivs 

Cb p io, by whofe help he had a littlebefore croft his Collegue Bib v l vs.C a s a r s con- 
fulfhip being ended , thefe three Confederates being equally greedy of honour, they eafily 
Cxhv oes wade a match to inuade the Common-weal. C^es a-r made choife of Gaul or Frame for his 
ySh4»Mmk. Prouince • C r a s s v s, of Ajia 5 and Pompey, of Spam: whither they went with three puif- 
into twite, fant Armies. And thus the whole world wasto beheld by three Princes in partner/hip. The 
exploits of C a s a r in his Prouince, what battels he fought, what vi&otics he won, what cir 
ties and people he fubdued, what ftratagems, policy and valour he.vfed (this wane continuing 
little lelfe than ten yeers) 1 cannot relate, my meaning being to obferue breuity. He left excel¬ 
lent Commentaries of his owne deeds, and full of truth ;the which were approued by his very „ 
enemies, and much commended by C i c h r o. Yet A s i n r v s P o ll i o (enuying Cae¬ 
sars vertues) doth in fome things taxhim. They are alfo written by P l vt a rch, S ve¬ 
to ni vs, Ap pian vs, A l b x an d r i nvs, Lv c an, Pavivs Orosivs, Lvcivs 
Florvs, Evtropivs, and many other: to whom I refer the R eader. C a s a r got fuch 
reputation in this war, as he was held the greateft Captain of his time, yea,or of thofe that were . 
Cxhtsm* ' m former Ages. He fubdued all France,From the Bprene Mountains vntothc Alp/, and all theie- 
mainder vnto the riuer of Rhine. Hee firft vanquished the Suiflers and Tigurins, who (as Plv- 
tar ch affirms)were300000men,whereof 190000 were welhrainedvpin Arms. He con¬ 
quered the Germains, with Ariovistvs their Leader, who had inuaded Prance , from 
whence he expelled them. He fubdued the Belgij, the A'mbiani and Neruij, with other warlike 
people of France ,and he fpilc more blond than euer was in any wars in the world. Thcn,pafling 
the Rhine vpon abridgeof wood which he built* he fubdued the Germains to the Roman Em¬ 
pire; and, finding no more oppofition there, liee paft with his Army into Brmanie, which was 
inhabited by a fierce Nation, not till that time knowne by any traffick or commerce: thefe hee 
■ forced to fubjeftthemfelues to the Roman State. During the continuance of thefe warres,in 
which Cje sar gotgreat fpolls and wealth, heneucr left to purchafctohimfclffricnds, both 
in Rome and in all other places, both by letters and gifts, and in like manner with the Kings and 
hhhU,m & Cities of Ajia, Greece, and other Countries 5 fending them aids of men, without any Ieaueor au- 
ptlicyoj Cxfc thority from the Senate: the which he might fafely do, as long as the league continued betwixt 
him, V o mp e y and Crass vs. He won men vmo him, and was much beloued of his foul- 
diers,giuing thefe double pay, and beftowing honours vpon others: by which means (Pom¬ 
pey not forefeeing it) he grew to fuch power and reputation, as he began to fear him when he 
»w°K/cS was. not able to fupprefle him. But now that find league.of friend/hip,which had been betwixt 
‘ thefe two, began to diftolue, for that the pawn which maintained it was taken away ; fo as there 
grew a mutuall fear & jealoufie betwixt them ; firft, by the death ofIVLiA,Cj&sARs daugh¬ 
ter, who marrying to Pomp by entertained concord between the fon and the father-in-law, 
by the league ofnuptiallloue;fecondly, by the death of Mar c vs Crass vs,the third man 
in this company, who was (lain by the Parthians in Ajia, whither he went to make war (as fome 
write) more to heap vp riches, than to win honour jwhofe reputation notwithftanding was a 
fupport to their good agreement. So as the chiefcaufes, wherupon their friendfliip was groun¬ 
ded, being taken away, their emulation prefently brake forth. Pompey was jealous of C a- 
. SA js greatnes; and C jes a r hardly endured Pompey’s fupereminency: the one brookt 
jfjtir forces in no equall3 the other, no fuperiour. Whereupon they fell to warre, which was the greateft and 
tbecMl w 4 r. g^erall that euer was: for, in it there were engaged the Senate, all the Roman Legions, 

all their friends and fubjefts, Kings and Cities, for the oneor the other partie. On the one fide 
wereeleuen Legions, on the other eighteen 5 all Roman and Italian fouldiers, with all the for - 
' ‘ , ' ce s of Rente, befides the aids of their confederates. This war was managed in Italie,France,Spain, 
EpiruaiThefalie,Egppt,Ajiaand Africk t hy themfelucsortheir Lieutenants^ andin the end, after 
fiue yeers, it died in Spain. Some Authors fetdown the caufes ofthis ciuill war, although they 
ih unfit of vary in fomepoints: bwtthe truth is, the chief reafons were enuy, ambition, and defireof com- 
the C//M xedt. - inand, wherewith they were bothinfe<fted: and the one jealous of the others greatnes (as if the 
* Roman Empire had not been fufficicnt for them two) the one fought to mine the other. That 

P o M v e y had any intentto vfiirp the State,and become a Tyrant, it doth 110c appear; but it 
isapparanr, he would nothaue C j&s a r attain to that dignity wherein he was. Gf C a s a r 

•fbmewrite, that being forced through fea’r he came to Arms, left he Ihonld lee himfelf called in 

. que- 


queftiort, arid condemned: for, C a t o had threatned to accufe him whenfoeuer hee fliould 
giue-ouer his Prouince. Others objedt, that he hadalwaies a defire to vfurp the State; and ther- t 
fore, balancing his power with Pomps t^s, he thought it behoouefull to entertain friendfliip 
and central an alliance with him. Cicero faith, thathehadalwaiesin his mouth that yerie 
of E vr 1 p 1 d e s, that If it wcrelawfull to infringe the lawes, it was for a Kingdome* and that 
C a s a r , being greedy of command, cbuld not endure to be without an Army: but, in my 6- 
pinion, the reafons were fuch ashauebeen relatedj and thefe,the occafions. , 

T his being the laft of the fecond fiue yeers of C a s a r s gouernment in France, L fe n t v* 
l v s and M a r c e l l v s; being Confuls, and of p. o m p e y’s faction •, it Was propounded in 
theSeriate,to fend a Succeflor to Ca sa n, and that hee Ihould giue-otferhis gouerntnent and 
the Army; and if he would (as he had written) demand the Confulfhip, he fliould com to Rome . 
inperlbn. C jesar demanded, that his command in the war might be prolonged, and the go* 
uern'ment which he had, and that he might demand the Confulate being abfent,before he gaue- uvmftrfoi 
ouierhisArmie; whichhonorten Tribunes had formerly granted himjwith P omp h ys gpod 
liking. But now Pomp e y would not yeeld vnto it, as being againft the lavyes, which did not m ^ l ^‘ 
allow any man to demand the Confulfhip but prefent; forgetting, that he had been made Con- 
iul Before he came to lawfull age, and had attained to other dignities, contraiy to the ordinarie 
coprlcoflaw. But it is the common condition of mcn,To blame that in another which they '

Thisbeingdenied to C A s a n, he ritede another propofition ) that hee would leauehis Ai*- 
niy, and Come to asapriuateman,foas Pompsy Would gtue-ouer his which he held in 
Spain. This was put to thequeftion,and did qaiifo a great diftraftion in the Senate. Cicero cue npOfto 
interpofed himfelf, labouring to reconcile them, and to conclude their jars with peace. Pom- 
p e y would haue been tra<ftable, had nor thofe of his fa#ion, being of the prime men of Reme, 
flood proudly vpon tearms i whb(notwithftanding any juft and r eafonable conditions propoun¬ 
ded by C a s a r) were inflexible. It was therefore decreed in Senate, that C A * a r, by a hficcrceoftix 
certain time prefixed, fhould leaue his Army, and that hee fliould not pafle it ouer the riuer s ™***i*W 
of Rubicon, which did bound-in his Prouince 3 declaring him an enemy to the Roman State if ^ ar * 
he did otherwife. L v ci v s Anton ivs and Qvj ntvs C vr 10, Tribunes of the peo¬ 
ple, fauoiiring C a s a a, oppofed rhemfelues to this decree: but they were difgraccd, ill-in- 
. treated, and thruft out of the Senate. Whereupon, they fled out of Rome, and' went to C/e- 
s ar. : the which was a great help to him to win the hearts of his fouldiers, forthac the office of 
theTribuneswasbeldfacred and inuiolable. 

C s a r hearing how matters had paft, feeing himfelf deprived of all future hope of peace, 1 
hemarchtlpeedily From Rattenmc ,onely with 5000 foot, and300 horfc, commanding bis Legi¬ 
ons to follow prefently after, and to joyn with him. Comming afterwards to Rubicon {Which if 
heihould pafle, there would be no hope ofpeace remaining) fome fey that he Raid there a good 
(pace; confidering with himfdf, of what importance this paflage was,and what miferics would 
enfue. Plvi’akh writes, that he dife out fed thereof with Asinivs Porno, and other 
his friends which d|d accompany him. A p pi an vs Aihxanbunvj reports, that hee v- 
fed thefe words, Doubtlefle, if Iforbear to paffe this riuer, it will be the beginning of my ruinej c sfar *rmh 
if I paffe it, the ruine will be generall. AndSVEToNivs writes, that turning towards the ri- bepost 
uer, hefaid, Iris yet in our powerto turn back; but, palling the riuer, wee hiuft make our way 
with our weapons. He writes, morcoucr, that Caesar (landing thus doubtfull and irrefb- & - * 

lure,hewas animated by thcapparition of a man of an extraordinary ftaturc&fliape,fitting neer \ 
vnto his Army, piping vpon a reed. Befides the fhepheards and heardfmen, many fouldiers left 
their guards, ana went down to hear him, and with them fome Tiumpettcrs ; (q as hee caught ! 
houIdofoneoftheirtrumpets,andleaptforthtotheriuer, beginning with a mighty blaft to 
found the battell, and fo went on his pafe to the bank on the other fide. Then,with a furious re- 
folution, C a e sar cried out, Let vs go whither thegods, and the injurious dealings of our e- 
nemies,do call vs: Thediceare caft. I hauefetvp my Reft,come what will of it. After which 
words, he fet fpurs to his horfc, and paft the riuer, the whole Army following him. In this ma¬ 
tter he refolued .* which was the beginning of the ciuill warsjand of Romes feruitude, and the firft 
ftep to a Monarchy and the foueraigne comtriand of one, as I willbriefly fet it down.

' c A E s A R hauing paft tberiuer, and drawn bis whole Army together, where (as S v b t o- 
n 1 vs writes)theTribunesofthe Commonscame vnto him, in bafe and dilhonourablegar¬ 
ments, with the which they had fledde fiomRome - there hee made an excellent Oration to his 

fouldicrs. fhedding fome tears, and tearing his garment down the breft, lay ihg befot e t Ii^m the 

' equity ofhis caufe, and crauing their helps and afiiftance. To whom hauing with a geneVall ap- 
plaufcan.d confent made anfwer, that they were ready to obey his will, he parted prefently, ^nd 
tiA'gnmiofthemt day ctmzto Arimimm, whereon hefeized : the like hee did to all the Towns and Ca- 
thteiuiil war. ftj es w h C re he part. D o m i ti v s, who in a factious, tumult had been nominated his Succeflour 
in G4«/, held Corf mum with a garrifon of 30 Cohorts : which being taken,he pardoned the foul¬ 
diers and inhabitants, and intreated Domitivs kindly, giuing him leaue to depart (who 
went prefently to P o m p h y) which was an ad b of a Noble and generous mmde : the which, 

/' Caesar obferued inall his vidiories during the ciuill war j by which clemency he purchafed 
to himfelf as great honour, as by his viftories. _ c 

Caesars refolution being knowne at Rune, it troubled Pompj y, amazed the benat, and 
terrified the common people; and it would bee tedious to relate what prouifions they made. 
poJtapeyV**- p q ^ p b y was much deceiued, for that hee cpuld not beleeue that Caesar would thiuft 
™, r/ w int0 f 0great a danger, or that heelhould bee able to raife fufiicicnt forces to refill him; 

Alp 1 but the fuccefs proued otherwife. For,notwithftanding that he had authority from the Confuls 

and Senate to leuie fouldiers, to call home the legions, and to fend Captains forthe defenfe'bf 
diuerfe citiesof Italic whereas Caesar (hould patfe, yet all this was not fufficient to refill 
Carsars fury,andthepower hebrought with him. The fame of his coming increafing dai¬ 
ly, P o m p e v with the whole Senat abandoned Rome* going to Capua, and from thence to Brun- 
dulium, a fca-town vpon the confines of italic, leated at the mouth ofthe gulfoffirwre: where he 
gaueorder, the Confuls fliould pafleto Dirmhium, now called Durrapzg,z fea-rown 0?Macedo¬ 
nia (whereof a great part is now called Albania) to vniteall their forces 5 beeing out of hope to 
be able to refill C a e s a r. in lu t//e, who had already taken Corf mum, as I haue formerly faid: 
where hauing drawn Domitivs Cohorts to ferue him, hee marcht onjand, hearing that 
p OM pj r andthe Confuls were together at Brundu/tum, he wenttowards them withhis Legi¬ 
ons with all the fpecd hee could. But Pompey had fortified himfelf fufficiently to make de- 
, fcpfe j yet vpon Cabs a rs approach, beginning to inueft the Town, he imbarkt himfelf in the 
night time, and fo paft ouer to Dirrachium, where the Confuls attended him.. Andthus Ca h- 
S a r remained in Italic without refinance 3 being very doubtf ull what to refolue: for,although 
he would gladly haue followed Pompey, yet he had no prouifion of Ihips; and,by reafon that 
it was winter, fiiipping could not comefofoon as was requifitej and confidering withall, how 
f much it imported, not to leaue any enemy behinde him, which might caufe any alteration in 

France or Italic byhisabfence,herefoluedtodeferrethe purfuit of P o mpey, and to take his 
way towards Spain, which heidfor P o mp e y • wherehe had his bell legions, and two captains, 
PBTRHivsand Aeraniys. Svhtonivs Tr an q_v 11 tvs faith.that when hee had 


7/ thus refolued, he faid to his fi iends,Lct vs fir ft go againft an Army which is without a Captain 5 
t anc j afterwards let ys return againft the Captain that hath ntfuer an Army: for,the fouldiers that 
P omp e y hadin Spain were valiant,and had beetvlong trained vp in Arms 5 but their Com¬ 
manders, P s t r b 1 y s and Afraniy s,were not held for politick or expert in the wars. And, 
on the contrary,P o mpey was moft wife,and a vei;y valiant Captain: but the fouldiers wh jeh 
hchad with him were newly Ieuied, and of final! experience. 
c*far/«yi Returning from Brundufum, in lixty daies, without bloudfhedor batte!l,C usar becatn 

*>y Home and lord of all Italic 5 and coming to Rome, they were in very great fear, vemembring the cruelties 
AHitaht. committed in the time of $ y ua; But Cabs ar, vfing his accuftomed clemency, did hurt 

no man ofany degree, high or lowe; but called to the Senate thofe Senators which remained, 

’ andwiuchcatne with him,comforting euery one withimilde and good words, and laying the 
whole fault vpon Pompe y, in accufirig him of all things which had hapned, and of this dif- 

,cord. He fought by all means to juftifie his owne caufe,and declared how much he did then and 

cuerhaddcfircd peace, and therewith requefted that EmbalTadors might be fent to Pompe y 
C*6r, Co*M procure the fame; and, caufing himfelf to be prefently chofen Conful,he opened the Roman 

Ht ‘ Trcalury,notwithftandingthat M b t bllv s,oneof the Tribunesofthepeople,was defirous 

and wentabout to hinder the lame. Thetreafure which hetook from thcncc he diuided among

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his fouldiers .• which, as P11 n i 1 in his three and thirtith Book reports, was' very greats the 
which L vc an alfo aftirmeth. Thefe things being ended, and Cab s ar defirous togofrom 
Rome mto iww (like a wife and difereet Captain) fit ft ^ took order afwell for the ciuill gouern- 
menu as for the warsj and,making choice ofthe legions which vyere to go with him, hee left 
part of his troops inBrundufiummi Otranto, and in other llrong places vpon the Sea fide,to keep 

P o m p b y from landing ifhe fought to return into//A He alfo nominated H o r t e n s 1 v s 
and D 0 lab b l la for his Captains, to make prouifion of /hipping to be brought to the pore 
o f Brundufum^ thereto bee in a readinefle againft his return from his journey. Qv 1 nttys 
v A L B R 1V s hee fent with a legion to Sardinia againft Mar g vs Cotta, which held the ' 
fame for P 0 m p b y. To Sicilia he lent C ▼ r i v s againft Marcvs Cato, with dire< 5 lion., 
that hauing taken thefame, heelhould paffcoucr into Africa. L b p id v s hee left in Rome, as 
Prefed thereof ; and Marcv's A n t o n i v s, for Gouernor of all Julie: and, determining to 
leaue Licxnivs CRASsvsin France , with his accuftomed celerity he went on his journy, 
and found no refiftance, neither in Italic ,nor in Prance, but onely at Marfctles, which held for 
P o mp a y : who (in my opinion) more like bould and aduehturous friends, than Wife men* 
would not recciue nor lodge him in their city, but put themfelucs in Arms againft him for their 
defenfe, Caesar coming thither belie'ged the City; and, to auoid lode of time, left Dec i- 
v s B r v t v s and C a i v s T r e b o n i v s with fufficient forces, who continued the fiege, 
and endured much f he himfelf followed his way into Spain , where his comming was alreadie 
knowne; and Apr-aniys and Pbtreivs attended him)With the aid of their fncnds,and g^Pctrcius 
foureRoman legions. between whichand C a e « a r the wanes continued many daies, and 
chieily neer rhe city oF Lertda. In the beginning, Caesar was in great danger and much di- 
ftrefled,afwell through want of vkftuals, as by reafon ofthe winrer being com, which annoyed 
him withthe fwelling ofriuers: before and after which,there palfed many great skirmilhes and 
confli&s between the two Armies, and other accidentsand aduentures too long to bee recoun¬ 
ted. Finally,C a bsar knew how to make war in fuch fort, as, without giuing them oportuni- 
ty to come to a battell, he brought hisaduerfaries to fuch extremity and diftreffe, as perilhing 
with hunger they came to a compofition; which was, that to thelegions^^(who now were able 
neither to offend nor defend)/hould be granted liberty to depart &ro go whither they Would : 
which was performed accordingly *and P b t r e i v s and A p r a n i v s wentto ^ b mpey: 
and part ofthe legions, which would not abide with C a bsar, had leaue to do as they lifted; 

Caesar ftill per feuering in his clemency and mildnes. . 

This war being ended, and the fpring come (not to leaue any thing in Spam to be fubdued) he 
pafted forwards, and came into the prouince of Bern, now called ^ndaluiia, with part of his 
forces, leauing commandement with the Armie to march whither hee had appointed, and there 
to ftay for hini, becaufe that Marcvs Varr o, being ,P o mp b y’s Lieutenant in that pro¬ 
uince, held it for him, with one legion of good fouldiers: but not daring to oppofe himfelf a- 
gamftCA es a r, he peaceably yeelded vp vnto him both the countrey and the legion, andfo CxhrjuiJud 
all was pacified, and at his command. Thence hee went to Cordoua , where hee called a parlia- all sj>m. 
ment, and an aflembly of all the eftates ofthat prouince: wherein, among other things which 
there were treated of, he highly commending the Cordouefes and Seuillians which had taken 
his part (as himfelf writeth) marched forwards, and vifiting the prouince he came to the Ifte and 
city of Gales-, and, prouiding there certain neceflaries, hee took the Ihippes andgallies which 
Marcvs VARRohad therein a readinelfe, and fuch other as hee could get, and embarked 
himfelf. And, leauing Qyintvs GasSivs with foure legions in that prouince, he tookhis 
paffageby fea to Taragm, fending commandement by land to his legions to march thither: 
where hauing in few daies taken order forthat prouince, hee departed with his Army towards 
Narbona> and from thence to Mar [dies .-which yeelded vnto him, hauing in the fiege and a faults rbet^of 
endured many calamities. Caesar, nothing refpe&ing the finall regard and ingratitude of gj; 
that city, but the antiquity and fame therof, would not permit any violence tobeoffred to the toHom. 
citizens & inhabitants; but,leduirig a fufiicicnt garrifon to gnard the fame,he commanded his le- • 
gions by appointed journies to march towards Italic: himfelf, with a nccdTavy guard for his 
perfon, and others in his company, took paflage for Rome 5 all things fucceeding proiperoufly 
with him, although thatfbme of his Captains had ill fuccefte. For, Caivs Antonivs, 
whom (we faid) he left with Do label la for Captain of his Nauie, was ouerthrowne arid 
taken prifoncrin the gulf of Venice by O c t a v 1 vs, Pompjy’s Lieutenant. Atthisouer- 
thrqwe there was an A<ft don worthy to be recomniended with honour to pofterity. Ant 1,10- 
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* wn 3 was contained to ftiip hisfouldiers in long boats forwantof feruiceable fliips. the which 

' -were taken by a ftlatagem as in a toil, by the Pompeians, who tied ropes vnder the'water. One 
." ■ -ofthem, which carried almofta thoufand Opitergins, young men and valiant, was intanglcd in 
this fiiare, and was atfaulced by the power of the whole Armie, they making refiftanee from 
morning vmiU night; but, in the end being opprelt by the multitudes of their enemies, and fee¬ 
ing no means to efcape by their valour, by the incoumgement of Vvlt »i vs their Colonel 
they flue oneanother. And Doushu was likewife ouercome neer to the He of Cocyra, 
now ca!ledCi?r/» • and C vuy\ who (according to C a b s a r s comiiuindement) went in¬ 
to Africa with two legions, hauing in the beginning good fucCefle,was afterwards ouertht own, 
and the moll part of his people Haiti by Pompey's friend, I v b a King of Mauritania, which is 
hee might haue fled away, but fliamc peifwadcdhSmtoidy with"that 
Armie which his raihnes had caft away. _ 

C a e s a r being cpmn to Rome, and made Dilator (as P l v t a r c h; and A r p i a n v s te- 
ftifte)new Confuls were chofeta • and he, being one of them, depofed himfelf from his Difta- 
torfliip, andfo, changing and proniding Prctors for the prouinccs at his pleafure,fending Mar- 
evs Lmpidvs intoS/>a/n,and Av lvs A lb in v s into Sicilia, S e x.v vs Pedvchiys 
into Sardinia, and DbcivsBryty s into France, and taking fuch further order as he thought 
good, he departed from Rome in the moneth of. December towards Brmdufwm: whither hee 
commanded all his Forces to march, there to take paflage far Macedonia, the greateft part w here¬ 
of (as I laid) is now called Albania $ where he knew that Pompby Raid with his Armie. Who, 
all one whole yeer, which Cab s ar fpent in his journey into Spain, bulled himfelf in prod¬ 
ding a Name, to return into Italic, and in gathering treafure,and in leuying fouldicrsfa r that pur* 
pofe, and had made ready a wonderfull great prouifion of allthings. For, there came vnto him 
Pompcy’s m«. fhips, mony and men, from many kingdoms, prouinces and cities of Ajia and Gracia, from Syria, 
f t &j>r 9 wfm. pus, Bithym, Cilicia , Pbcemcia , Cappadocia, Pamphtlta, Armenia the lefle, Egypt , Gracia,xbe{j'alia , 
Boetia, Acbaia,Epire , Athens,Lacedemonian and the lies ofCreta, Rhodes ,andimny other, parts and 
"countries: there came alfo to his aid, in perfonj rhe Kings, Dbiotarvs and Ariobarza- 
u b 9 .‘Ofwhichpeoj)le,and ofthofe which he brought with him from Italic, Pompby had 
drawne together a great Annie by land,and an exceeding great number of fliips and gallies by 
fea $ which I donot fet down, by reafon of the diueriity of opinions between Authors touching 
the number of his fouldiers and of G a b s a r s : for certain,they were very mighty Armies,but 
thegreateft number were of Pompjy’s fide. Who imagining (becaufethatit was in the hart 
of winter) that Caesar flfould not be able, nor haue time, com mod ioufly to palfe the teas • 
and hauing (as indeed he had) aduertifement that Caesar was in Rome , hediuided and lod- 
ged his people in Macedonia and thejfalia, retiring himfelf from the fea', commanding and char- 
glng bfe Captains by fea (of which, Marcvs Bibvlvs was chief e) that they Iboujd guard * 
and defend the coal*. But C a b s a r knowing, thacin the fpcedy execution confided the prin- 
Opommyhfi Cipall pointof his .victory, and thatoccaflon once let flip is feldome recouped; beinq departed 
u/ni r “° m ftom Rmc >™d arriued at Brundujim (as we haue before faid) notwithftanding that all his legi¬ 
ons were not yet come,yet heembarked aboord thofe jhips which bee bad there in readme flk 
lo many as they could contain,which were feuen legions of his choife men (as lie himfeifrecor- 
deth) and fentcoipmandemerit to tho/e which were comming, tomakehafte, to the end they 
fliould join with the reft which there remained, whom he would fpeedily fend for. Andfo hee 
Cafa nfoffdge departed from Brjtndufrum,now called Brinde&,in the beginning of Ianuaiie: and, croiftng the 
teas with profperous weather,the third’day after,he arriued vpon the coaft of ^Macedonia, before 
^that.P 0 m p e y> had any intelligence of his embarking; and, lotting his people on flioreirithe 
aefpiteofPo m p b y*s Captains , hee commanded the fliips and gallies prefently to returne to 
Brundajtum to fetch the reftofhis Armie which hcehad there left and commanded to come. 
And the wars beginning, hee prefently feized vpon the cities of ApoHoma, which is now called 
BeUona, andErko • driuing from thence Lvc xvs T o r qjv at vs and Lvcivs S u a b e- 
?■ * v *» w bich held thefame for Pompby: who as loon as he was aduertifed- of Cabs a r s 

lariaing, with the grearefl: fpced pofliblc fending for his troops (fuch as were neereft hand) hee 

marched towards Dirrachitim, wherelay all his viduall, munition, and prouifion for the warres 5 
doubting that Caesar would.comc to furprife the fame, as in truth he did • but in vain: for’ 
the htuation thereof made it inexpugnable. 

PomDc vfolrc Pompby being come, their Carnps were lodged within few foilongs oneof the other, a ri- 

- y • UCf running between them t there pafled many aduenturesj skirmiflies, and alfo fome treaties of 

- peace. 
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peacewhich C a bsar offiedj the which were not accepted by P o m p r y, fa much he a(fu- nnrmtb djk 
red hinifelf of bis power: and Caesar daily expe&ing the comingof his other legions, who 
flaied ion ger than he thought they ought to haue done,withouc the which he thought it no wif- 
doroeto come to a battfU A beeing much gricued, and very carefull for the fame, hec rriolucd' 
in perfon, with three confident feruants onely, fecretly to embark himfelf in a Brigand ine, and 
to paife that ftreightof thefea to fetch them, thinking to bee able to perform the lame without 
the knowledge of any. And,putting it in execution accordingly,he paired down the riuer to the 
fea, which he found fo troubled arid tempeftuous, as the Mafter of theBrigandine (not kriowing 
whom he carried) nor daring to paffe any.further, would haue returned. Then Caesar, difi 
couering his face, as it is reported, faid, Be not afraid, Friend; for, thou carrieft-with thee C &- 
■s a r and all his fortune. The Mafter,heerwith encouraged, ftiiued to bould-on bis voyage : * j ■ 

but, at length, the force ofthetempeft was fo great, and the winde fo contrary; that (notwith- smfcxht 
Handing C & s a r s courageous words) they were conftrained. to return, vnable to palfe anie 
further forwards. Which being vnderftoodin his Armie, they much wondred; grieued, and 
murmured thereat j praifing him morefor a valiant Knight, than a wife Captain : and fo V a- 
lbrivs Maximvs recounts itfor a rafli aduenture; which, in my opinion, was the occafi- ft 
on why I v l i y s Cya sar records it not in his Commentaries. 

This being p aft, within fewedaies after, Antonivs arriued with fouve ofthofe legions 
which were kfebehinde in Italic,prefently returning thefliips back again fovthereft: and (after 
fome aduentures which hapned) joyning with Caesars Armie, and all things fet in good 
order (andthelikebeingdoneon Pompby’s fide) there pafled fome things between them, 
which for brcuhy I omit, vntill that neer to the city of Dyrracbium (whither C a b s a r went, 
with a determination to haue furprited the lame ,and Pompby to relieueit) the two Armies 
lodged thcmfelues the one fo neer tlieother,asthcrewercdailyskirmiftiesandflaughtersof 
men of cither partie • and that one day the skirmilh waxing hot,and refeues coming from either 
Armie, i- came to a battel! •• wherein the fuccdTe was fuch, that C a b s ar^s troops began .toA Mft- 
flee, and could not bee made to ftand by any intreaties or threats, till they came to their camp mmC *' dr 
which they had fortified i and yet fome abandoned the fame, and durft notdefend it. But P o m- 
p b y, cither for that (as lome think) hee imagined their flight to bee favned, and that there was * 
fome deceit or ambulli, or that he fuppofed there was no more to be done, and that C ab sar > 
had been ouerthrowne with fmall toil, foas heihould beenomoreabjetoiecouer himfelf, did - 
not profecutc the vidlorie, neither followed the charge, but rather caufed a retreit to bee foun¬ 
ded, without aflailing his enemies camp. Whither when Caesar came, herookfuch order 
as was moft conuenient,being noielfe courageous and politick in time of aduerfity,thanofpro- 

fperity: and it is reported that he faid to his friends, Truely, this dayhadjinded our wanes, if 
our enemies had had a Captain which had knownehow to haue ouercome. This day , Tvliv s 
Cabs a r loft a great number of his fouldiers, amongft which were foure hundred Roinane 
Knights,ten Tribunes,and two and thirty Centurions ^ and his enemies took from himtwoand 
thirty Enlignes. This battell ended, Pompby fent the newes thereof to diuerfe parts of the p ornpe y s 
world, lioulding himfelf for abfolutely vi<ftorious ; And Ivlivs Caesar hauing blamed 
fome of his,Captains and Enfigne-bearers (notwithftanding that his whole Armiegrieucd, and 
werealhamed of their late Iofs)again defired the battell; yethe would not then fight, his Armie 
being timorous, againftthofe which were in-heart&vidtorious, but rather tdok a new courfe: 
and, lending'his fick and hurt men to the city of Apollonia , hee departed by night, with the grea^ 
tcftfilencethat could be, from the place where he was, and took his way towards Thefalia,with 
intent torefrelh atidencouragchis Armie, and to draw his enemie further tom the fea-coaft, 
where his chief force lay, and where his camp was fortified and vidua lied -,or,atthe lealftto go 
to meet and ouerthrowe Scipi o,who (as hee was aduertifed) came to join with P ompey. 

/Pomp.by, feeing Caesars departure,after that hee had followed him fome fewe dayes, 
took counfell, and (.is Appianvs reftxfieth) was determined (leauing fo fufficient a Nauieat 
lea, as Caesar fliould not be ableto make any benefit thereof) to palfe into Italicjmd to reco- 
uer the fame, with France and Spain , and then afterwards to return againft Caesar: but, bee- 
importuned and ouer-ruled by the Roman Lords which came with him, he altered his determi¬ 
nation, and prefently departed to purfue Cab s a r, whomadeaftay in the fields of fhatfalia, 
which are in (making his retreit with fuch diferetion and in fo good order, as in all oc- " - 

cations that wereoffred he had euer the better) vntill that at length, f-eirig his men full of r efo- 
lution, force and courage, he relolucd no longer to forbear the Fight j and therefore cared not 

any 
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any mote,to refufe-the battell, but rather daily prefented the fame to P o m p e y . : Who know¬ 
ing (as indeed it .was true) that C a h s a r beganto want victuals, and that bis Armie beganto 
weaken and diminilh, he deferred the fame, and would nor fight $ and, as a wife and well-experi¬ 
mented Captain, would haue prolonged the war, defeating his enemic without putting his own 
Arm/cin hazard: and although that Pokp*av had thus relolued b yet the opinions,murrnu- 
rings, and importunity of thofc which were with him preuailcd fo much (as L vc an,1 j l v- 
|( uhh, and C a h s a r himfelf, report) that they made him yeeld to giue battell, euen con- 
i traiy to his owne opinion and will: wherein joined, ofthe onefide and the other, all the flower 
and fore e of .Raw*. And although that Caesar s Forces were fewer in number (for, all Wri- 
te/'saffirm, that Pomph y’s Annie wqs twice as greats) yet his mm.were more aCfiue, and bet¬ 
ter trained. How many therewere ofthe one fide and the other, I cannot certifie ; the Authors 
doo fo much differ among themfelues therein. Appianvs fettethdownthediueifeopinions 
which are held thereof.Some raife the number to three hundred thouiand men, whereof Lv- 
ciysFlorvs was one- others, to threefcore and ten thoufand : andfome fet down fome- 
what lefle, among which is Plvtaxch 5 who faith, that Pomphy brought to this battel! 
45000 men, whereofyooo were on horfeback* and Iv livs C a bsar, two & twenty thou- 
fand Foot, and ofhorfefewemore than one thou/and. But Appianvs vnderftandeth, that 
this leffer number of thefe Armies was to be vnder flood of Romans onely, who were the rotcc 
and hope of both thefe Generals: for, it is not likely, that of all nations there fliould be fo fmall 
:»number in a warfo Jong prepenfed,and of fuch importance: and, in my opinion, this is moll 
. likely to bO true. But,howfoeuer it was, this battcll was between the beft captains and beft foul- 
diers,alwellforexperience,asforforceandvalour,thateuer were in the world - and yet being 
fo, it was not much fought, neither did it long continue. So ftrangeand variable are theaduen- 
tures which happen in wars and battels :for, where there feemethtobethegreateft force and 
alTurance, oftentimes is found thegreate/l weaknes • and that which is Ieaft feared, doth fbme- 
t times annoy moft. Before the battcll there were many fignes of an eminent downFall ; The run- 
./ ningaway of beafts appointedfor the focrifice,(warms of Bees, the sky darkned in the day time, 
Pouvb y's fearfull dream ouer night of mourning in his Theatre at Rome-, and in the morning 
early he was feen in the headof his main battcll in a black Robe. 

Either of thefe two great Commanders,hauing refolued to giue batcell, ordered his battali¬ 
ons and Iquadtonsas to him feemedmoft expedient, making fpeeches and orations to animate 
their fouldiers; and, the accuftomedfigne being giuen, the battell prefently beganne on either . 
fide: In the beginning whereof, Pomp» y’shorfe-men (wherein he repofed his grenteft hope) 
who were all of the Roman Nobility, and of the Order of Knighthood, and who alwaies had 
thebetter • began to come where Caesar's Cauallery was, and forced them to forfake the 
Field. Which, Cab sar perceiuingClofing nothing by oueifight) he madea fignefcoabatta- 
r lion, which for that purpofo he had left a-part from the other fiyiadrons, to charge I 5 o m p b y*S 
" Cauallery; who charged them with fuch fury, wounding them (according to C a r. s a r*s di- 
region) no where but in the face- thatP om p e.v’s horfe-men either vnable or vnwilling to en- 
dureit, began to retire, in fuch fort, as from that part whence Pomp e r thought to haue ob¬ 
tained the victory, from thence fprang the beginning of his ouerthrowe. For, notwithflanding 
that they had broken the firft fquadron, and were entred into the fccond, and the other battail¬ 
ous continued flilt fighting,and that they maintained thefame with great refoJution - yer,feeing 
that P ompby's Cauallery fled, and that Caesar's came to charge them afrcfli,they all did 
thelike-in fuch manner,as ih Ihortfpace rhe victory plainly appeared for Cabs ar: and Pom- 
r e y, hauing loflall hope to preuail, fled to his camp, leauing the field and victory to his enemy. 
Happy had Po mp.h y beenin this mifery, if he had runne thefame fortune with his flaughte- 
red Armie,: but he out-liued his owne glory, that with dilhonour he might flee for life through 
fTheJJaUe , be chafed from Larijfa, and vpon a forlorn rock of Cilicia ftudie whether to flee • to Par- 
tkky Africk, or Egypt: Finally, that vpon the Pelufian ilioar, by the command ofa moft vn wor- 
thie treacherous King, by the councell of gelded men, he Ihould be murdered by the fword of 

SbptimiVs his Fugltiiie, in the view'ofhis forrowfull wife and children. Cabsa r, letting 
flip no occafion, feeing that hee found no refiftance in the field, alfemblcd his Forces to alfailc 
Pomp b y’s camp, which with fmajl difficulty hee entred: which Pompey pcrcciuing, lea¬ 
ning his en fignes and robes of Genera11 3 and putting on otherappmll, vpon the Ri tt horfe that 
he could get, with foure on horfe-back onely that accompanied him, which (as Velleiys 
Patrrcvlys faith) were his fon S extvs Pomp bivs, and the two Lr-ntvli, and

Some coun felltd him to fail into iy//P/ca, for that 
King I vba was his friend, and very mighty. Others were of opinion,that hee fliould Retire 
himfelf to the Parthians. Finally, lie refolued to go into Egypt, for the friendihip which hee held 
with King Proiony, father of that Pyolo my theh* raigning^ and did fo. Hauing firfl 
touched in the prouince of Cilicia in oijia, and in the lie of Cyprtcs, (ailing into Egypt , and arriuing 
at the city of Alexundridi he had fhch an end as wewili prefendy declare* 

IveivS Caesar hauing obtained fogreat a vi<ftofy,as is aforefaid, vied therein his accu* rbeclemtHeep . 
flomed clemency, not fuflering any Romane to be cither flaine or hurt after the battailevvas Cscfar * 
ended,and pardoningall thofc which were taken therein,or found in the Campciamong which 
wasMARcvsTyiLivsCicERo.AndaltlioughthabinthcbattailewcreflaineoFPoM- 
phies fidefifreen thou/and men,and ofthe Conquerors lefle then two thouiand^ as C a h s a r 
himfdfe writeth : yet vnderftanding which way Pompey fled, to the endtogiuc him no 
place or meanes to rcturne and repaire himfelfe. without lofing any time, he purfued him with 
(helighteflahdfvvifteft ofhis Army . And comming to the Sea fide, bringing to his obedience 
in his Way all the Cities whereby he paired , and gathering together fuch Ships arid Gallics as 
hee then could, together with thefe which C a s s i v s had, who was at this time receiued to 
his graceand foruice, he therein fllipped fuch troupes as he was able, and pafled into Afi* the 
leflej where beingaduertiled that P o m y b y had been in Cyprut, he prefumed that he tooke his 
way - towards Egypt, F01 ■which caufc he tooke thefame courfr,ral^rig with him two whole legi- 
ons of old fouldiers only 5 and ampingin fafetyac Alexandria in Egypt (where we faid that Pom- 
r f y had lately taketvport) he vnderfloodthat Po m p e y wasarriucRtherc: whoprefimuhg 
of the benefits and good entertainment which this King P to lom ihs father had receiued in 
his houfe, he fent torequeft Ptoiom y to harbour and alfift hini.But as withmCn which are 
fallen from a high fortune, few men hol^ faith and friendihip- and in their aduerfities,the bene¬ 
fits and good turnes receiued are commonly forgotten : ib this King fent him his promife to 
perform what he required: and colriming vpon fafe condudf, in a fmall boat towards th efliore, ' 
hee was. murdered before he cameto land by the Kings commandemehc,'by the hands of one pimpey. 
called Seetimiv s,and another A c h i i. a j thinking by meanes hereof to wirine Caesars 
friendihip. This was done by the perfwafion and counfell of F o r 1 n v s an Eunuch, who 
was of great authority in the Court, and by whom thcKing was much ruled. He vriderflood 
allbthat Cornelia, Pom p e ies wife, anc( hislbnne SextvsPompeivs were fled 
from that port in the fame Ihip j wherein they came. C ae s a r being landed and receiued intq 
. the City, they prefently brought hirii fora prefent^ thegreatlPoM pe ies head; which flee 
' w'ould not foe : and his ring aridfealeof ArmCsbeing prefented vnto him, he wept for pity, Ca^ir Kept fit 
cqnfidering the end andfuccefie of the great aduentures and pvofperities of Pomp b v , who 
with fuch honour and fame had three times triumphed, and bin fo many times Con ful in 
and hadgouerned the fame, and had been the moft eminent man there for lb many yeers, and 
had in like fort obtained many vi&OVies and dignities. -

With which words, and his example, his fouldiers took 
CafaittueU heart in fuch manner, that, recoueting the ground which they had loft.thebattell becam equal, 
tttm/winll which (as Appianvs aflirmeth) Iafted the mod part ofone whole day, without any figne of 
Pampcie* fm. victory j fometimes feeming to incline to one partie, and fometimes to the other, vntillthatac 
length Caisar and his men did fo great exploits, as the euening being comehis enemies be¬ 
came faint, and began to flee, and the vi&ory was apparently Cab s a r, s . There died of his 
enemies abou e 30000 men in this fight: and of C a 5AVspart,wercflainca thoufandmenof 
^ account, betides many other of Iefler note. C ^eSar. efteemed this vidtorie fo much,and foglo* 

tied in the danger wherein he had been, that after the vi&oriehevfedtofay,: that only that day 
{[ he fought for his life, and in all other battailes euer for honorand viftorie. He then remayning 

mailer of the field, hisaduerfarie Pompby, who in nothing had failed of the office of a valiant 
and good captaine (after that he faw no other hope) efcapedbyflight, and wandring through 
many places was afterwards taken and flaine by Cjesars friends,whofe head was brought vn- 
to him j the. like hapned vnto Lab ibnvs.' His fecond brother SextvsPompEivs fled 
form Cordoua, &in the end forfbok Spurn hereafter more mention fhall be made of him. I. C 
s ar recoueredtheciciesofJV/////andcW0»4,&allthere%anddifpofingofaII things in spaine 
h?h»vSs at his P lea bire,returned to Rome, 8 c entred in triumph for the wan es in Spme ;which was his fife 
msptme! ° r W and laft triumph: in this placeL v c .Fiorv sand Patucvi vsfpeakofall his triumphs. 

Casar came to bethemoft mightie,the moil redoubted, and moft highly efteemed man 
that cuer had been in the world, hauing fubdued and conquered the greateft part thereof, with 
• an Armie and by force, in as little time, as it might feeme that another man might beableto 
trauail thofe countries by reaibnableiourneys. All which being infubieftion vnto him,he made 
himfelfe perpetual! Dictator of Rome 3 and fo without contradiction he finifhed the makingof 
v himfelfe foucraigne Lord and Monarch of the Romane Empire , within little leffe then fiue 
iST 1 yeeresafter that he began the fame. And this was the originall and beginning of the Romane 
Emptc. Emperoms : for I v 11 v s C a s a r would not be called King (for the name of King Was odi¬ 
ous to the Romans aboue all things,ener fince the Kings were chafed from Rome ) but contented 
himfclfetobecaliedpeipetuaHDidtatorandal/bEmperor. although not with a nameoffuch 
, .. ^ power and dignitie as his fuccelfors haue done fince; but as by a name w ch fignified he had been 

a conqueror in the warres, which in this fenfe was giuen to the Romane Captaines, when they 
gtmr. had obtained any notable vitfloric: but after I vi ivs Cvesa r, all his fuccelfors took that name, 

gloryingto be called Emperors,which was held for the higheft title and dignitie in the world. 
Iv t x vs C aes a r hauing attained to that abfblute power which he fo much defired,he (hew- , 
ed in all things great clemency and magnanimitie, honouring and rewarding his friends,and ea- 
fily forgiuing, and very cheerefully pardoning.all thofe which had been his aduerfaries • and fo 
he not only pardoned B r vrvsandCA ssivs, Cicero, Mar c b t tvs, and many others: 

1 butalfbfomeofthem he admitted to his com panie and priuate familiaritie, and to offices and 

dignities, itiscertaine that among all the many venues wherewith Cjesar was endued,his 
“ *' clemencie and liberalitie were moft glorious. But this fufficed hot to quench the defire oftheir 
loft iibertie, neither to aifwage the hatred and malice concerned againfthim by his aduerfaries, 
as intihiedidappeare. 

And 
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And norwithftanding that many were grieued: yetfome for the loue which they bare him 5 
1 others for feare and diffimulation 5 the Senate and people of Rome , and finally all, gaue him 
names s preheminencies and titles of honour, fuch asneuer had been giuen to any other 5 neither 
ought he 1 o haue accepted the Came, as Ply t arch, App ian and others doe report: But 
C je s a r. s minde and ambition was fuch, and his thoughts fo eleuated and fo high 5 as he held 
nothing fo great, but he was worthie thereof and had deferuedthe/ame: and fo he not only ac¬ 
cepted that which they offered hirfij but many more were offered, becaufe they knew that he 
defired the fame. Whereupon they gaue him the name of Emperour, Father, reftorer and pre- 
ferucr of his countrey: He was created perpetuall Di&aror,and Conful for ten yeeres , and per- SichZrr g u 
petuall Cenfor oftheir cuftomes. His ftatue and image was’erc&ed among the Kings of Romf^mto Cxbt. 
and a chayre and throne of Inode in the Temples and Senate, and a high pulpit and throne in 
the Theatre, and in the place where the Sefiatovs did vfc to fir, his pictures and ftat ties were fet 
vp in all the Temples and publike places. I paffe ouer fome titles which they gaue him, and he 
accepted, which only, to thofe whom they held for God, ought to haue been attributed.The 
moneth wh ich they called Quintil, they called Ivuvs after his name, as March of their god 
M a rs 3 and Iuneafte r the goddeffel vno; they did alio confecrateand build Temples vnto 
him,as vnto Ivpite R,and their other gods ;and gaue him certaine honours which they held 
particularly for their gods, which they call Thcnfas: and fo they did many other things to his 
honour, which exceeded all meafiire. 

JvlivsCjesar cnioying fuch honour and power, fo as he had no equall or fecond in the 
wodd with whomhemightcontendiitfeemeth that he would contend with himfelfe, and at¬ 
tempt fomething wherein he might excell himfelfe: for hewas not contented with all the vi¬ 
ctories which he had obtained,neither (as P l i n r e, S o l i n v s and other report ) to haue 
' in fiftiefeuerall batrailes (in all which he.overcame) fauingin . that one at JDyrrach/um a- 

gainftP o m p b y 3 where, as we haue alreadic faid^he Was not wholly ouerrhrowne, neither 
(according tothe fame authors) tohauedaine in the warres and battailes which hec fought, a 
million, ninctieandodde thoufand men 5 and yet they Cay that they reckon notthofe which died 
in the ciuill warres: but that as he was of a moft haughtie minde, he fought to doe greater mat¬ 
ters, if greater might be. For, fiiftherefolued to pane into the Eaft, thereto conquer and Cub- 
due the fierce nation of the Parthians, and to reuenge the death of M a r c v s C r a s s v 5 , and 
to paflethrough Hircanti and other countries, vntillhe fhould come to the Cafpian fea, and fo 
through allthe prouinces of Scythia Jjie.tica> y and. paffing theriuer Tanais, to returne through Scy - far> 
tbia in Europe,and in this retreit to come into Germany,and other prouinces bordering there¬ 
upon, conquering and fubduing them all to the Romane Empire • for the which conqueftbee 
prefently caufed to be buied in fundrie places, ten thoufand horfemen, and fixteene legions of 
chofen foormen, andappointing the time wherein he thought to depart, he commanded them 
to march towards their Rendeuous. And befides all this,, he (ought not only to fubdue all the 
nations of the world, but to corretft and reforme nature it felfe: for he purpofed to haue made 
an Hand oC Reloponefm, which now is called tMorea f by cutting the neck of the land which is bc- 
tweene the Egeatt and thelontan Seas. 

Of the Riuer Tiber and the Riuer 4 nien (as Plvtarch faith) he purpofed ro haue altered 
thecourfes, and to haue opened new cfianels,through which they fliould run in to the Sea, ma¬ 
king them to Ieaue their natural! courfe,and capeabletobeav great (hips; He commanded, and 
' already began ro dig down and makeplain many bils and high mountainsin Italic, and todry vp 
and dreinefome ofthegreat lakes and marifhes which are therein : and, in this manner, hee 
thought to haue done other things more than a man, which feemed to bee pofliblc to none but ■ ■ 
to God alone. He corrected (as many Authors affirm) the computation of the yeer. conforming 
it with the courfe of the Sun,and bi oughtit to that rule which is yet held: for,befdre that time Cx f ae " mfS " 
it was much out of order. He did the like in the courfe of the Moon, and theconjundlions and 
oppofitions of her and the Sun: andthis\yasattributcdtoJfitn for tyrannie,by thofe which did Suetonius, 
hate him. For,one day, in a diCcourfe in the prefence of Cicero, it was laid, that the next cJXrinu?. 
day there fKbufd bean Eclipfe oft he Sun 3 yea, quoth he,it isfo: for,C a bsar hath fo com¬ 
manded.. Many other things Cab sar began, which were very great, in reforming the lawes, 
cuftomes and oflices,which forbreuity Iomit :amongwhich, the reedifying of the ruined city 
ofCartbdgeby S cip 10 (as all the world knoweth) was one, and he Cent thither Colonies and cutb^eripeo- 
Roman citizens to inhabite: the like hee did by Corinth. But ail thefe works and thefe fo high pM b/exhv. 
conceits and refolutions were abbridged by death, which within fewc daies enfued : and this 

C a man 





man, whom noforcecould re/ift, a fewemen (yea, and thofe difarmed) were of power to be- 
\ Teaue of life . as heerafter we w ill declare. Fiue moncths qtiely hee liued a fcueraigne Lord in 

j)eage(as Yellbivs Pat e rcv lvs hathnoted)whenthbfepnwhomherepofedgreateft 
truft, confpired his death. 

Some write, that Caesar was counftllcd to haue had a guard alwaies about him : where¬ 
to heanfwercd, that he would hauenonej for, he would rather dy once, than liue continually 
7 bcc 4 Hfesoftheinica\ouCiear\dfear. Many fet down the caufes wherefore they defired to kill him. .Some/ay, 
t ^ iat was ^ or ^ ie ^ ,atre d they had long born him: fome others fay , that it w,as for the defire of 
gmi *"« i^erty, houlding him for a tyrant. Butt he moft part are of opinion,that it was for fufpicion that 
hee would haue made himfelf King of itojw*;arhingi» the higheft degree hateful! to the Ro¬ 
mans .* whereof he gauemany fignesand caufes to fufpeeft 5 which Phtasch and others do 
write at large, Hecrunco was added,chat he began to haue men in contempc,and all other things: 
whereby he became hatefull to many. For, he vfed to fay, that the Common-wealth was but a 
voiceanda name without a body orfubftance j and that it well appeared, rhatC ornelivs 
S y i i. a had no learning, feeing that hee refigned the perpetuall DidtatorfTfipT AR the whole 
Senate, coming one day into the Temple of Venus wherein he was,he attended their comming, 
fitting ftill, and rofe nor as he was wonrtodoo.notwithftanding (as/ome fay) that Corn e- 
uvs Balbvs counfelled him to rife : which was a thins much noted, and odious to the 


Common-wealth. His friends and fauourir.es began alfo to fay and to publifb,that in the books 
of the Sibyls (which in Rome were held ingreat venerarion,and tor a true prophecy) it was writ¬ 
ten, that the Parthians could neuer bee ouercome hut by a man which fhould haue the title of 
king ; and they praCtifcd that C js. s a r fhould take this name 5 for that conqueft, whither he had 
determined to goe: and although that he made fliew to be much moued thereat, yet they fuf- 
pe&ed thecontrary.Which fufpicion encreafed (befides that which is already faid) for that the 
T ribunes of the people commanded a man to be apprehended, which had fet a Diadem (which 
is thcenfigne of a King) vpon the head of one of C jk s a r s fiatues .• Whereat Cjesar was 
fo highly offended with the Tribunes, that hedepofed them from their offices , making fhew 
that he aid it.becaufe they gauc him caufe of offence, in this, that they would make the world 
beleeue that there was caufe of fufpicion, that he would make himfelf a Tyrant-king. The like 

in a manner paffed , when MarcvsAntonivs, who was a great fauourite of his t and (that 
yeere) his fellow and companion in the Confullhip, being at certaine publike games, came to 
C je s a r and put a Diademe vpon his head .• and although that he caftit downe , yet they all i- 
magined, that Marc vs Antoni vs would not haue prefumed to haue done it without 
his confent or liking, and that he did this to proue what liking the people had thereto, and how 
they would take it: fo as thefc, and fuch other like things as paffed, gaue rhem occafio n to defire 
and to procure his death} as fome of them did. This did alfo encourage them, and made them 
attempt rodoit-for that in fiindrypublick places certain Writingswere fet vp, which did in¬ 
cite and animate them to confpire againft him! as,vpon the ftatue of B r v t v s, who in antient 
time chafed the Kings out of Rome, were written thefe words. Would to God thou wert now lining , 
Brutus: And vpon theimage of Marc vs Brvtvs, who then was Prctor, and defeended 
| from the other Brvtvs, thefe words • ThouJleepeft long, Brutus: truely thou art not Brutus. And, 
as A p p i an recountetb, at other times they fet vp others, which imported, Thou art dead,B 1 u- 
tus: would to God thouwertlmng: thou art vmvorthy ofthefucceffton from the Br uti; furely thou art not 
defcended.from that good Brutus. And other fuch like things were fet vpon thefe fiatues, and mo¬ 
ther places : So as for all thefe reafons, and for other added heerunto , there were feuenty of the 
Tht mfpimie moft eminent men in itaw which confpired to murder him ^ one alluring another, vntill they 
atmfi iulius grew to that pumher: ofwhich, the principal! Heads were D ec ivs, Marcvs Brvtvs, 
C*far. G A i v is, G a s s i v s jyet M a n c v s Brvtvs was held for C a e s a r's foil: for, his mo¬ 
ther was fufp^fted by him, and hadreceiued from him great honours and good entertainments. 
With thefe were G a i v s Ca s c a, Att i l i vs Cimber,Servivs Galba, Qv in- 
tv s Ligarivs, MarcvsSpvrivs, and many other men ofaccount: which,after fbm 
confutations, concluded to kill him vpon the Ides of March, which is the fifteenth day of that 
Month, in the Temple wherethe Senators were to fit that day: which was agreed vpon, and 
kept fo fecret, that (notwithftandingtheir great number) there was not any one found that did 
d'lfcouer the fame. But there were to many fignes and prodigies, and to himfelf there hapned 
fo many auguries and forewarnings, that, without knowing any caufe, all men were of opinion, 
that C/a b s a r s death was neer at hand. The which,among many other which recite the fame,

Ovid dtkh moft excellently fet doVvn in His MecamorphofJ^, Which fbr breuify I omit .* biir 
Chiefly Si>v-r i « a, who was his diuiner or fbothfaier, fbt washed him, that fiiould lobfc-to 

•himfelf^miU the Ides of March fee paft-^for, his life was ingteat danger : and G a b^Ws 
owncwlfeentreatcd him vpon hei-knee^ that hep Would not that day go forth to the Senate il, 
fbr, ihe had dreamt, that he lay dead in her lap. Finally,C a e $;k‘V was fo many vvaies foi eWar- .V 
ned, and put in fuch fear of fome great danger, as he was about to fend to M a' r' t v : s A H v b - 
n i vs to make his exCule/and to defer He the Scriat vntill ahothcr day. But (as it was Godk Will 
he fihoulddy fo) M ar c V s B tt v t v s, being in place when this matter was in ; queftion ffeo, 
as we haue already laid, was one of the confpirators) counfelled Caesar, that in n6 Cilfu hee 
fhould m'ake'fhewC ofatiy fuch fear: whereupofi lie refolued logo. 

- Some (as' Svbtonivs and Pivtar c h) write, that G a- r s a r made finnllaCCOUht'o'f 
death, and that he fufpe&ed he fiiould dy in this manner: for ho faid, that hee did not fo much 
efieem his oWne life, as the danger whereinto the G-qmmOn-weaith would fall by lofirrg him: 

For,as fofhihi,h,ehad WOnne power, fame and glbty-Cnough for himfelf-and-that hee ih tlo /";>’//■ 
time coiikldy with greater honour. It gaue alfo caufe of this fufpicion, that fome difeourfing 
in his prefcrice, thenightbefore his death, what kinde of death Was beft: eueli, quoth heep the ' 
fudden, and that which is nor prepenfid. Whether this be true or no, I knowetiot: hut b thefif- 
teenthof March, he went from his houfe in a Litter towards the Senate 5 and, parting along the 
flreet, there was a petition deliueredvnto him, which (feme fay) A rt e mV'Ao r v s, his Ma- /\pefimn§m 
i[her in the Greek Tongue , gaue him: others fay,that it was giuen him by another, and that A r- c<slat ’ 
xemidorvs could not come fo neerto him asto aduife him: but,whofocuer hee were that 
gaue it, therein was giuen him (in writing) all that which was concluded in this confpivacie, 
and he which gaue it defit ed him to reade it prcfentlyj which he began to doo: but there came /( 
fomany to fpeak to him, that he could but begin to reade ir 5 for,it was found in his hand when 
he was dead. And, palling fo along the flreet, hee alio met with Spvrina, who had giuen 
him warning to look to himfelf vntill the Ides of March were part;: and as Caesar law him, 
very pleafantand feftinghe faidjDofl thou not k«OWe,S tv rina, that the Ides of March are 1: 
come Yea, anfwered Spvlin a, and I knowe tl^'tthey arc not yet part. Being comn to the 
TemplewheretheSenatewastofitthat day,hecafndowhfromhis Litter,and entred therein j 
and, hatting firft done facrifce (as then was the cuftdme) which all, according to their fuperfU- 
tious ceremonies ofihat time, prefaged to be fatall and infortunatc, he fate down in the Senate 
in his chair .• and Br v t v s A lb i n v s, entertaining M'arcvs A n t o n 1 v s at; the door 
of the Temple, or (after fome others) Tr e b o n t v s 5 as it wasdecreed,one of the Confpira- 
torsCwhofcnamewas Ce LER)camcto Cabs ARvnder colour to increat him to be p haled 
to rcleafe a brother of his from baniflimenr, aiid prefenrly all the reft of the confpirators drew 
neer to his chair. Which when C a i e s -a r perceiued^ thinking that they had all come for the 
fame putpofefit is written that he fin'd vnto them, What force is thisAnd at that Tnftanc one of 
them, whole name was C a s c a, beginning, they all drew their poiniards and fwords, which 
they had brought ki lccret for that piu pofe vnder their gowns, and began to wound him. The 
firfiblowe he receiued, they fay, C a s c a gaue him in the throat: at which wound Caesar 
fpake aloud 3 faying, What doft thou, Traitor Gas and, wreftingthe poiniard out of his 

hands,hearofeand ftabbed Casca through the arm :and bceing about to ftrike him rhefe- 
cond time, he was preuented by the other v/oiinds wlhich they gauc him • with great force and 
coin age leaping from one fide to the other to defend himfelf. But, when hee faw M ar e v s 
Brvtvs (whofe authority and reputation was'great) with his fwoi d drawn in his band,wher- 
with he had already wounded him in the thigh, they write, that hec was much amazed thereat, 
and faid in the Greek Tonguc (which the Romans did then vnderftand audvfiuilly fpeak) Why 
hownovv, fonne B r v t v s /and thou alfo ? And hauing faid fo, and feeing fo many weapons 
bent againft him,and that no body came to his refeue (fot,there was fo great a tumult in the -Se¬ 
nate, as they all thought to haue died ; and, being in defpair, none durft attempt to defend him) 
he remembred to keep the honour of hisperlon, and with his right hand coucred his head with 
part of his lobe, and with his left hand hee girt himfelf and fettled his clothes about him $ and, 
being fo couered, hefell dead to the ground, wounded with three and twenty wounds: an <1, his 
fqitunc was to fall at the foot of the. feat or bafe whereupon Pompe y’s ftatue ftood ; which p «/»/*•"■ . 
was noted for the judgement and pcrrairtionof God. Arid fo in this mancr died the moll inigh- 
ty,the moft worthy, valiant, wife, and fortunate Prince and Captain,that without all doubt be- 
forehim hath been in the world 5 and I knowe not if after him in valor and humane power there 
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hath b.een the like. For,his excellencies,graces andabilities 5 his inuincible minde, his incom¬ 
parable force and courage ; the b attaiies and victories which he obtained 5 the prouinces, Kings 
and nations, which he oucrcame and fubdued j his counfeis, ftratagems, policies, and bold at¬ 
tempts • his magnanimitie, clemencie and bountie to the conquered and conquerors* thegreat 
dtfigneshehad propounded when hewasflaine. being all well weighed and confidered : it will 
plainly appeare,that in none of thefe things aforefaid ; neither in many other more which may 
bclai<dofhim,thci ehath beeneany King or Captaine that hath excelled him }]i but that he 
in the mo ft hath excelled all others,and had fewer imperfections and vices then any other. For, 
letting apart his ambition and defirc to raigne (which he held for. no vice, and might alledge 
that he was compelled thereto,) he was only noted and blamed, as toomuchgiuento women*as 
for the reft, wherewith he was charged, it doth rather appeare to be the murmuring and flan- 
deringof his aduerftries, than any truth. 

Cab sMt was flaine in the fix and fiftieth y cere of his age, foure yeeres and a little more 
mC*fw£' (according wPivtarchj computation) after the death of P o u p i r ; in the feuen hun- 
M K *‘ dred and tenth yeere (according to O r osi v s) after the foundation of Homeland according 
to the Hebrew truth, in the three thoufand and tenth yeere from the creation of the world; and 
according to the greater account of the feuentie interpreters, Hue thoufand, ope hundred , fif~ 
tie and feuen yeeres; in the hundred, cightie and fourth Olympiad 5 and fbrtie and two yeers 
- before the birth of Chrift our Redeemer: But I would haue the reader to vndcrftand,that in this 
account ofyeern, there fometimeshappeneth differericebetweenethe authors. 

C a is a r had neither fonne nor daughter legitimate,at the time of his death; for notwith¬ 
standing that he was married foure feuerall times, yet he had but one only daughter, named I v- 
t 11 a, which (as I haue faid) was married toPoM? my, and died : Wherefore he adopted for 

«&d§(L fonne by his laft will,and made him his heire in the Dodrant,which are nine parts of the twelue 
warn* bit Nf- of his goods, his Nephew OctaviysCabsar; which afterwards was called Ociayia- 
v sArovs tvs, who was nephew to his After I v 11 a and of A c i v s B a l b v s, and fonne 
fAmt^ of A c i a his neece, and of O c r a v i v s Pretor in Macedonia who died fodainely. Octavi- 

v « was at thistime by the commandementof his vnclc,in the citie of^olUnh in the prouince 
of Epifty where hcgauehimlelfc to ftudiej (laying for him there, thcncctogoewith himtothe 
wanes of the Parthians, being then of theage of feuenteene yeeres. 

Caesar being dead in the manner as I haue faid ( as it happeneth in great accidents) the 
tiewesprefently ranneouer all the citie- and the tumult and alteration therein was fo great, as 
no man knew what to doe or fay: all offices ceafed, the temples were fhutvp, there was no man 
' but was amazed: Caesars friends were afraid of thofe which (lew him*; and they 3 of his 

friends. It would be a long difeourfe to recite what fucceeded, but I will briefly fet down that 
which ftiall be moft to my purpofe. B r v t v s and C a s s i v s and all the confpirators, and o- 
thers which were willing to ioyn with them, hauing numbered him, feeing the great tumult a- 
mong the people (and as P1 v t a r c h writes) for f eare of M arcvs Astonivs and L b- 
v i d v s, whereof the one was Conful, and the other Mafter of the horfemen, durft not goeto 
their houfes, neither doefuch other things as they had pretended 5 but prefenrly from thence 
went to feize vpon the Capitoll, and cryed by the way as they went, Libertie, libertie, implo¬ 
ring thea/fiftance and fauour of the peopIe.The reft or that day and all the next night^M ajcvs 
Antoniys&Lepidys who took Casars parr,\vere in arms,and there paired treaties & 
mefTages from the one to the other; wherin it was agreed the Senat fhould fit, whither Brv tvs 
& C a s s r v $ cam, M.A ntonivs fom(by theper fwafion of C ic.br o,a great louer of the 
libertie) remaining hoftagesfor them \ whe re they treated of peace & concord, and all that w ch 
7bc dettrmm - was ft°uld be buried in perpctuall filence and obliuion. Whcrunto M.Antonivs 
tionoftksZ " f who was Conful) and all the whole Senate agreed: and all the prouinces being diuided,there 
«Mti was a g reat hkely hood of peace; for the Senate approued and commended the fa<ft,and the peo¬ 

ple difiembled it: for on the one part, the authoritie of B r y t v s and C a j s i v i , and the 
name of libertie, feemed to giue them fome contentment 5 and of the other fide, the greatnes of 
thefaft,and louewhich they bare vnto C a b s a r, did moue and incite them to hate the mur- 
tberers, and foit refted indeterminate. ButMARevs Antoniv s,as one who alfo thought 
tobecomeatyrant,euerfoughtmcanestoincenfethepcopleagainftthem ; and matters pafled 
C xCmwilienJ in fuch fort,that among other things which were done, Cje s a r s teftament was opened; 
ttpmnh wherein (befides the adopting of his Nephew O c ta v ivsforhisfon,andappoinringhimfor

certaine gardens and heritages neere the riuer of Tifor, and to euery citizen of Rome a certaine 

fum of money, to bediuided among them ; which being koowne, did much renew their olde 

loue, and ^ade his death farre more pittifull. And hauing agreed vpon his funerall,which was, 

with great Solemnity to burne his body in the field of Mare,putting it incffeCt, M a r c y s A h- 

roiuvs, wjio that day made a funerall oration in his praife, and With the intent aforeiaid, took 

the robe wherein, Casas was flaine jwhich being alt bloody, be ihewed to the people y vfing 

fome fpecChes which prouoked them both to wrath and pittie. So as before thefblemmpeqf 

the funerall was throughly ended, they all departed in great furie, with the brands of tlie faine 

fire which was made for C je s ar s bodie in dieit hands,and Went tb burne the houfes of B it v- 

t v s and C a s s i v s, running vp and downethe ftreetes of Rome fecking them and the reft of 

the confpirators to haue flaine them$ and in that furie the'y vnaduifedly flewE iivsCinna, 

by miftaking him to haue been CornbiivsCinn a, who was one oftheconfpirarors.This 

tumultputBRvx v s and C a s s i v sand their confederats, in fuchfcare, as they all fled from 

Remo to fundry other parts; and M a r c v $ A n t 6 n i v s not ©bferuing what was decreed, 

thinking to inherit C^sars power and authoritie^ fought their deftrueftion in all that he J 

might : And notwithstanding that the Senate (hauing appeafed the tumult of thepcoplc) 

would haue infli&edpunifhmcnt vpon fome of the feditious, and fome were already imprifo- 

ncd,yetB r v t v s andC a s siv s durft not returne to Rome^ but after a while went into Gr<t- 

Wi to gouerne thofe prouinces, which C ve s a r (whom they had flaine) had conflgned vnto 

them i which were \Muedom to Brv tv s ,and^rwtoC a s siv s, and fo all the reft of the ZhofeZtcL^ 

conlpiratorsabfented themfclues. Surely it was a wonderfull thing that within the /pace ofM^ji,' 

three yeers, they all died, and not one orthem a naturalldeath. Cxfo. 

At this time C aivsOctaviv s , who (asisaforefaid) was afterwards called Oc t ay t- 
ahvsAvovstvs, came to Rome from usfpollem, being aduertifed of C je Saks death, 
and fent for by his mother and other his kindred, all continuing in the confufion aforefaid. hftmht Jmh 
For MarcvsAwtohivs was now very mightie: for his brother L v c i v i •/ Caiar,Mai. 

Antoniv s was Tribune of the people, and other his friends and 
, kinfmen were in offives and dignicies, many-of which he 

procured for them, faying ; that 1 v l i v s mEjfrtr*

AntoniUSj for that it fhouldfeemetbat Q&auius made[mall'account of bis bratherand be- 
Jicging him in ‘Perugia , he con fir aired him(tf>rongh fami\K) .to come inpfrfon toftntfor 
peace and life 5 whom he gently pardoned, together with all , thojc whig}) were his partakers in 
that wane. He etlfo overcame Sextus Pompous, after ih'cyfb#fwMredfogeibir nfaiij 
jeentV-orftdfating Met with Marcus Antonius by meattes of ha wifib&mii, 'jfflefio'Q&fyi ibpffb that 

Antonitos was bcfdttfd with the hue of Cleopatra fffuecne ofzsEgppt: finally ‘dfitr'idany changes offotiUnc, heo. 
ucrcamc him; wbofe ■viHokie con/lrained Marcus Anroniys (in it mahatrij iridefpairis So J^flbimfelfefandCleopatra 
to poyfon herfelfc-Jut Marcus Antomwfiewhim(clfe;tidrejer thatheboheuA-that Gkbpaitra had already killed 
her fife, then that he accounted'himftlfe cuttcomefy 0<ftauius v «^5r/?^r Anconius being dead, 

dwdl.epidus reduced to a moft bafeefla te, Qftauius obtained thc'Monafcfm aydfole government of the E mpirc. In 
which timeyfubduingmany barbarous Nations,he ft,uerall timet madt,\?,ft\(stemple to be fut, and was called Mo¬ 
narch ; in which Monarchic he liuedin fuch manner, as with his greatnes,hfiioibgfdigrejfed from vertHt by reajonof 
his high eflate ; and was no leffe virtuous then 4 favourer oflearned add vcituq%sn§n. infort unate m hone.fl 

wives, and chafi and continent daughters 5 andmof} vnhappy in fonntifhamngnone^uen him by nature wort hie of the 
Empire. He ruled the world (ixe and fftic year es^foure mdfortii alone, and twelve in com,panic with Marcus Anto¬ 
ni us. In his time our Sauiour lefts Chr'tft was borne., And being little more thsnthreefcore andftxeyeeres old he died, 
to the great griefe and forrow of the whole world > which through his goodneffe had been fo long tern maintayned in 
peace. 


F in the Hiftorieand/ifeofl vt, ivsCahsar icbchooued 
me to be briefe in the relation thereof; I haue now no Idle 
needetodothelikeintheHiftoricofhisNephew O c ta- 
vivs Cahsa r, which afterwards was called Octavi- 
anvs A v gvstvs, hisfonneby adoption, as by that 
which is before written may appeare : afwell/or the great 
accidents which happened in his time, as for the multitude 
thereof, which cannot be repeated but by a long difeourfe. 
But we will dochereii) what we/hall be able, notwithftan- 
ding that his raigpe was long (for it was fiftic andodde 
yearcs ) that in rea/on we may /pend fomewhat more time, 
then in the actions of tlrofe whi'ch were of le/Te continu¬ 
ance. The father and grandfather ofOcr avivs,I haue 
already laid, who they were. Hislinage and familieof his fathers fide, was of rheOc t a vii, 
The Linage 0,/and was of greatantiquitic in Rome, from the time of T ar^v in their king, and in the begin- 
06 tauianus. ningthey were Patricij (asS v et o niv s recorded! in his life) although that afterwards the 
orderaltrcd, reducing it to thepcopleby adoption, or fome other caufe: and in procc/Teof time 
many of the O c t a vi i, obtaining offices and. Magiftracies, continued in the order of Knight¬ 
hood, which was in the midd/edegree betwecnc the Patricij and the Plebeians , vnt ill the time 
■ > of O c t a v 1 v s the father of O c r a v i an v s5 who was a Senator, and a Pretor in Macedonia. 
■' Of 
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O f his mothers fide (as it was /aid of I v l i vs C & s A r) hee defeended from the feings of 
Rome. And y et not wit hftahding all this, as O c t av iamv s had many enemies and emula-t 
tors, it was faid to his reproachjthat his grand-father (the father of his father) had been a mony- 
changetj and that his great grand-father was a Libertine; which is as much as to fay, a man that 
had been a (laue. Butit/eemstonievnIikeIy,thatthc/bnoffuch parents fliould haue been ad¬ 
mitted intothe Senat, and made Pretor • and that Ivl ivs C^es a R,whofe place & thoughts 
werefohigh, would haue married him to his Niece. And/o Svetonivs treats thereof, as 
a matter which he houlds foi vntrue* 

O c t a v 1 v s then vnderftanding of the death of his Yncle I v l i v s Cabsa r, being ad- 
uertifed and ferit for by his mother (as I haue laid) departed from and with the belt 

/peed he could tnakecame to Rome, accompanied wirh fomc of C ml s a r’s friends and fome 
men of warre, of thofc which in Epire and ^Macedonia attended the entcrpvife and wars of Afia, 
as it was decreed : and, arriuing at Brundujium, he found there certain legions, which by C je- 
s a r s commandemenc were comn thither to haue been embarked for t:hc warre pretended • by 
whom he was receiued with thegreateftloue and affediion that could be. And (as faith A p p i- 
a n v s) he was there called and took vpon him the name of C je s ar, by the adoption of his vn- 
cle * and, leauing off to bee called O c r a v i v s the Con ofO ctav 1 vs, was called Caivs Ofauiamis 
C ASAR,fonof Caivs C^SAR;and commonly he was called Caesar 0 ct avian vs; 
wherein he preferuedthe memory of hisnaturall father,with thename ofhisadoptiue father: c^far. 
like as Pave vs Em r 11 vsfon of Pa vi vs E mil ivs, being adopted by Sciri o, the 
Ion of S c ipt o the Great, was called Scipio Emilianvs jScipio by his adoptiue 
father, and E m 1 l i a n vs by his natural! father 5 a matter vfuall among the Romans. So was 
OctAvivs called Caesar. O e t a v 1 a n v s: and fo from thenceforth we will call hinu 

Octavianys Caesar, departed from Bruttdufium towards Rome, accompanied with 
the ould fouldiers: and by the way many more joined with him, with many of his vncle and 
/Father Caesar’s friends, and ofhisfa&ion,andentred into the city with great Ihcw&pompj 
But, as M a r c v s A n r o n 1 vs was of great power, and therewith very proud,and took in 
ill part that Octavianvs was preferred before him ,as Plvtarch recordeth, hee 
went not to receiue him: which was much noted, and was the firft figne of the difeord which 
afterwards enfued between them. Octavianvs had a relolution and great defire to re- 
uenge the death of Ivlivs Cab sar. But,by hisinother,and Philip his father-inlaw^ 
withwhom/hewasmarried,hewascounfelledtodifTemblehispurpofe fora feafon: for, on 
the one fide, they law that the Senate had approued the death of Ivlivs Cje sar - and, on 
the other,M ar evs Anton 1 vs, who was to bee their pnncipall fauourer heerin,didnot 
lliewe himfelfa friend to Octavianvs. Wherefore he, following their wife counfell, ad^ 
uifedly concealed his thoughts for a time .- and,to juftifiehimfelfand to hould correfpondcnce, 
and temporize with A n t o n i b, he went prefently to his hovfe to vifit him. And, vndci (lan¬ 
ding that A n t o n 1 e had in his cuftodie ail the tieafuvc which Ivlivs Caesar had 
left, after difeourfe offome other matters, he defired him to command it to bee dcliucrcd vnto 
him, therewith to /atisfie his debts,and to diftxibuteit as Caesar had ordained by his Will. 

To this, and all the reft.which Octavianvs required, hee was anfwered by M a r c v s 
A n t o n 1 v s with greater haughtinelfeand grauity chan the minde and thoughts ofOoTA- 
v 1 a n v s were able to bear, denying to him what he required, yea, and reprouing him for his 
demands. Whereupon prefently contentions and di/covd arole between them jOctavia- Oftauiatuw 
n v s aiding himfelf with the counfell ofMAitcvsTvLiivs Cicero, a great enemy to 
Antonivs: whole authority at that time, by rea.fon of his wifdomeand eloquence, was ve- 
ry great. The hatred encreafing, although that friends of either (idc palled between them to 
bring them to fome conformity, and to haue reconciled them, yet in the end it brake out. And 
Octavianvs his power encreafing, principally (as I faid) through rhefauour and afiiftance 
of Cic b r o, Ma r c vs Antonivs leftRome,and began to raife forces in Italic, and fo 
leuied foure legions of ould fouldiers againft him. And becaiife that Decivs Bb'vtvs,. 
who commanded GalliaCifilpim (which is now called Lombardie) was oppofite vnto him, pro¬ 
cured thereto by Cicero his counfell and letters, Marcts' Antonivs went to be- 
liege him in the city of Mutina,now called Modem, Thisbeing knowne in Rome , C t c e r o his M A . ^ 
crcdirand authority in the Senate was fuch , as, after much contention. M aecvs Antoni- c u rci t an ] mn it 
v % was declared an enemytothe State: and the new Confuls Hirci vs and Pansa were to the comnm- 
fehtagainft him, and withthem O c r a v 1 a n v s, withenfignesof Confuland titleofProprc-* 

tor, 



tor, with part of the Armie, bauing been fir ft receiued into the Senate (notwithfta’nding that he 
was not yet eighteen yeers Quid) by the procurement of Cicero, although that afterwards 
he did ill requite it. 

Therewcrealfoaflignedvnto Marcvs Brvtvs the prouincesof ltlyricum Or Sclauoma, 
and tMacedom, with the Armies therein 5 and to C a s s i v s, the prouince of Syria in 
with the Armie alfo. This and other things beeing granted by the Senate, Octav ia nvs 
and the Confuls with their Armies drew neer to Marcvs Antonivs, Marcvs Tvi- 
1 hUmiid* 11 v s Cicero remaining for chief in all matters in Rome. After fome skirmifties. and in- 
counrerswhich pafled between the two Armies, they came to battell,or (as fome record) bat- 
• vbmrn ofta- tels, which are declared infundry manners* but in effettthey allagree: and the rrurh is,, rhac the 
it'-onfuisand Cj.sar hadthevi<ftory,andone of the Confuls (which was H in civs) was 
vtftric. * n ri ie battell, and Pan s a the other Conful came wounded from it, and died fliortly af¬ 

ter: and fo Oc t a v 1 a n vs remainingwirh the whole Armie, Decivs Brv t v s was 
freed from the fiegc5 and Marcvs Antonivs, with parr of his people,efcaped by flight. 
In this feruice, Octavianvs made maruellous proof of himfelf (asSvETONivs repor- 
teth) notonely as a Captain, but alfo as a priuate fouldier: and, among other things which hee 
did, one was, that feeing him which bare theftandard ro bee fore wounded and ready to fall , 
with the Eagle, theenfigneofhis legion, which were the Amies of Rome - Octavianvs 
rook the fame, and bare it a great while, vntill that he put it in fafety: yet for all this, fome of his 
enemies forbarenotto defame him • faying,that,being in thebarrell, hehimfelf flue the Con- 
full H1 r c 1 v s} and that afterwards he caufed poifon to be put into the medicines applied to 
the Conful Pans A,andthatrhereof he died. 

Marcvs Antonivs, being efcaped from the battell, gathering together the remainder 
of his Armie, palled the Alps and went into Frawjollicitingthe friendfhippeof Upidvs, 
who remained there with an Armie fince the death of I v l 1 v s Caesar : with whom af¬ 
ter fome treaties and matters which lucceeded, he concluded to be his friend. And Oct kv i- 
an v s, after the battell and victory obtained, feeing himfelf at liberty From the authority of the 
Confuls, began to put in effeft the high defignes which he did inherit with the goodsand name 
of C a b s AR,and prefently Cent to theScnareto require triumph for the viftory. and alfo the 
Confulfhip for the reft of the time which temained to the dead ConfuJs,with fuccdfion in their 
charge, and command ofthefouldiers fucceeding them in dignity. But his demands werenot 
fo pleafing to the Senate as lie denied : for, the kinfmen and friends of the confpirators which 
flue Ca e s as, began to ftan din fear of him, and they grieuedtofee him fopowerfull.Wher- 
foret as Appianvs Alexandrinvs and Veueivs Patercvlvs diftin&ly 
fet down) they vfed a mean to protra<ft and delay that which he required* and in the end they 
icfolued to afligne the Armie vnto Dbcivs Brvtvs: and temporizing with O e t a vt a- 
n vs, they granted him the triumph, without admitting him to the Confolihin. Whereat hee 
fliewedhimfelfmuchdifcontented,andtookoccafionthercby to attempt that which perad- 
uenture he had before projected: which was this* He had fecret treaties & practices of friend- 
fhip with Marcvs A n t o n r v s, and hauing draivne vnto him rhe hearts and good will of 
the Armie, imitating Ivuvs C ab $ar ^accompanied^therewith, he took his way to Romet 
and approaching neer vnto the city, in cfefpite of the Senate hee made himfelf to bee chofen 
mSSfto 9 0n [ l ! 11 ’j b £ in 8 rh , en fl % twcnt y y em ouW • Wherein hee prefently entred: and, difeoue- 

U (boftnton- nn 8 hls de “ reanc * re/olution,hemade accufations to be exhibited againft B r v t v s and C a s- 
M si vs, and the reft of the confpirators, which was declared againft them all :and as there were 
mSh c#- t( ? cau ^ an<J they abfenr, not daring to appear, they were condemned. This 

(uscc H f<4 c r being done, he again departed from the city • and, with the Armie which he brought,returned 
"mdtnwd. t0 draw neer to the camps of Lefidys and Marcvs Antoniv s.who were already en¬ 
tred Italie. ' 

Dbcivs Brvtvs, being aduertifed of rhe treaties and league betwixt Octavianvs,' 
L e p 1 d vs and M a r c vs A n t 0 n 1 v s, not daring to ftay in that countrey,departed witli 
his people 1 by which, feeing himfelf abandoned, part whereof going to Caesar, and pare 
to Marcvs Antonivs, he fled into fundry parts 5 and in the end was taken and brotight 
to Marcvs An t o n 1 v 5, and put to death by his commandemenr, and (his head beeing 
brought vnto him, hee caufed him prefently to bee buried. The Armies of theCe Captains a 
proaching neer together, with which As 1 n i vs Po t l 1 o and Pi ,a n c vs, with the icoj- 
Dns which they commanded, were joined* the league was made, and friendfhip concluded be¬ 
tween 



tweehethefe three, to wit,0 c t av t an v s’ sa RjMarcVs' A nTONTV s,and I/bpi- .

L b* 1 i>-V!$ was covetous of richesifhe hopewherof confided in troubling the State. A it ;o- 
n j r by nature an cncmie to peace, and troublefome to the common weate,defiicd tobfeVevett* 
ged of fu ch as had declared him an enemiero theSrare. And O c tav i vs, for the death of his 

adopted father, uponB r vt v s and Cas si vSiWhofe lives were offeiVfive to his unrevenged 

ghoft. After which^O ctavia nv s, putting away Sbrvilivs daughter, towhomheC 
was married, contradled himfelfe to Gxavdia, Antonivs daughter in law, daughter to 
his wife F vl vi a, which was then a childej from whom he was alfo divorced afterwaras'with^ 
out touching her, by realon of the difeord which aro/e, as fliall bee declared. In this piolcrip^ 
tion and league Which they made, befidcs the dividing of the Empyre and Provinces, as hereaf¬ 
ter fliall bee declared, they concluded each of them to kill his enemies, and the one delivered' ji t anil pm 
them into the others hands, having more rcfpe<ft and care to bee revenged ofan cnemic,then to ™-<d» 

the faving ofa friend jand fo was made the moft cruelland inhumane profeription and butche- 
ric that cvcvwas fecne or heard of, giving and exchanging friends and kinfmen, foretiemies AntdnfJ*?* 
and adverlaries. For Mae CvsAntonivs gave his fathers brother ; and L b p 10 vs, Lv- Ciccro 
civs PavLv s, his owns brother • and O c t avi anvs,MarcvsTv Ilivs Ci cbro,^^; 
whom hee called father* and by whom hee had becneintreared and honoured as a fonne; Be-* ! 
fides th'sfe,they proftribed and condemned to dye, three hundred other principal men of Rome i 
as P L V T ARCH fetterh downe iil their lives, although L v c i vs F l o r v $, and T1 t v s 1 1- 
v 1 vs doe but biiefely fet downe the.numberoftheSenarours: of which one faith, there were 
put to death 130, and the other 140. But if wee fliall beleeve A ppianv s , a moft diligent and 
grave Author,there died ofthe Senators in a.manner 300 (therin agreeing with Pivtarch) 
and neere 2000 Romans ofthe order of Knighthood: fo great power had ambition & hatred in 
the hearts of thefe three Citizens. ; , 

Having made their agreement ,and refolved what they would doe, they all three (newly re-‘ 
conciled) went to .Row*,where they tooke upon them the governement ofthe Common-wealth* 
by tliename of a Trium virat, for that they were three, the time being appointed for five ye ares, 
although they never meant to leave the fame. And prefently thofe which by them were con- 
demnedand proferipr, wereby their commandementputtodeath,beingfoughtoutinallparts 
and places, ranfaking their houfes and confisking their goods: In the execution whereof there 
was fo great eonfufion, (or row and heavinefle in the cittie of Rome , and almoft in all ItAlit, as the 
like was never Teehe nor heard of by man. And although AppiAuvsAirxANDAiNVsve- 
ry eloquently recounteth the cruell dpath of many,it flial be fuflicient for us to deferibe the mur¬ 
dering ofC 1 c ERoonely: who underftanding that his name was nvthe catalogue of thofti 
which were profeript, onely for that he had beene a lover of the llomane libertie, fled towards 
the Sea, where imbarking himfelfe , hee had fo cruell fortune , as hee was forced to returrie to 
thefliore; and comming tp certainc his pofleflions neere to Capua, not far from the fea,flceping* 

hee was awakened by Crowes, which with their bills pluckt the doathes from his backe. His 

/ervants moved with this evil 1 pre/age, tooke him and put him in his Litter , and agaitie carried 
him towards the Sea; but hee was overtaken by the executioners, which finote offhis head, and 
fight hand, wherewith hee had written the orations againft Marcvs Antonivs called 
Ph n ip p i c k s, imitating thofe which D e mosthhnjs made againft Phil 1 p, father 
toAtBXANDER the great: and fo G 1 c b r o was flame by one whom hee had defended and 
delivered from death. And his hand being ioy fullie beheld by Marcvs ANToNtvs, was by 
his order nayled up in the place where hee was wont to plead* whither repaired all thcRomanc 
people to behold fo miferable and forrowfull a fpe&acle ; whereof there was not anie one but 
was heartily Ibrie for the death of fo great a perfonage, and fo fervent a lover of the Common¬ 
wealth. , 

Thefe Princes having done their wils in Rome, and knowing that B r. v t vsandC ass tvs had 
a great and mightie Armie in Grma., able both ro defend, and offend, & called rhemfelves deli- 
veld's oftheir Countrey } and gaveit out publikely, that they would goeto fet [Rome at libertte 
from oppreflion 3 Cass i vs having before overthrowne and flaine Dolabhua ihSyrti, 
whowasmade Conful in the place of.Ivti Vs C^saa when he was flaine * andin the tlm^

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, that G i £er pbarcfway, was adjudged for an enemietohis Cotintrey;•: and being certified 
v thj?y ihad (with.lthe afliftanc&ofthe Kings and proviriceS of and fuch pcopl&nsthey 

ov .^couldlevifc:)diawn together 18 legions: This (I fey) baingiknowne ,\M-a r c vs A-kt-jo n i vjs 
t ; li ;'and t Q « 3 U: % i. A n y fc refolvcd to goe againft them with the greateft Annie they were able to 
'■ trb€^ fea4-,o»f expert and old Jbldiers, and that lnB* i.x>.v$,foduld remains behsnde 

toward Rome* Being departed from thence, and arrived in 'Swm, dividing their Annie, for the 
morejCortimodious marching thereof,they drew neere to the place where Brvtv s andC As- 
$ iV's. were encamped, whichwas in t^Macedsuht , in the.fields calledMillippuks, for that they 
Weren^ere the Citty. Philippes. Before the Armies came to joyne, there were appai,ent fignesof 
an ineyitaWc overthrow jfor thofe birds which ufed to gorge themfelves with Canon, hovered 
. about JLr y t y s Campe, as if it had becnc their owne alreadie: as they marcht out to battel, a 
it b/a^Jlo.ore met them, which was an eminent/igne of ominous fucce/Ie rand B r vrvshim- 
felfe being alone in his tent at night in meditation, a man fad and gaftly appeared unto him; and 
being demanded by him, what he was ? he anfwered, I am thy evill fpirit • and foyanifhed out 
■* . offiisfighc. In Cadars Campe, all prefeges were as good as the others bad, birds, and hearts 
, I pronaifingall fay re fortune. Thefe contrarie Armies being fo neere together ; after fome en-

battaile, for that hee was then very ficke 5 neither durft he abide in his Tent in the Campe, for a 
certaine augurie or dreame of one who was his Phifition, who (they fay) advifed him, that he 
foould not abide in his Tent in the Campe* forifheedid, heewouldbeflainebyhis enemies. 
Vet Svbt-oniv s,V att b i v s-P a*t bs.cy.lv s,and PavlvsOrosivs affirme thathe 
Was there, & that being overcome,he retyred toAnTONivs battaile. And although that this 
be diverfly reported (as it ufually happeneth in great exploites and adventures) the truth wher- 
in all agree, is, that his people being overthrovvne, and his Campe entred by his enemies, ima- 
giningthathehadbeeneinhisbed, there were many thrufts and (tabs given thorough the cur- 
taines, and into the bed, and it was publifhed abroad that hee was dead. And while as B r v t v s 
Caffiu* followed this vi&orie , his companion Cassivs was overthrowne by Marcvs Anto- 

udbj Amojiie n i v s, notwithftanding that hee performed all that was poflible for him to defend his people; 

fbas there was vi&orie on either fide, whereof the cloudes and dLift of that day were a great oc- 
cafion*for throne could not fee nor underftandthe other: and Cassivs feing his peopleo- 
verthrowneand fcattered, retired himfelfeto a high ground, where hee had pitched his Tent, 
whereintohe could not come, for that the enemie had alreadie poffeifed it: And fo handing 
and looking about ,hee faw Brvtvs troopes come to his ayde, and to relieve him : but bee 
. imaginingthey came Hying, or that they were his enemies, as he had before refolved (fo great 

washis griefe and fovrow) fo commanded hee a (lave of his, whom hee had made free (named 

rbe JeMtb of Pind a rvs) to kill him, who performed it prefently, and fo he died foolifbly, yet bound by 
caffius. neceffitie,believing that which was not! 

O c t a v i/A n v s his people efcaped by flight,& retired toM.ucvs ANtoNiv s campe, 
whole forces returned to him with vi&ovie: although their General Marcv s [ A ntonivs, 
as fome write, did not that<Jay difeharge the part ofa good Captaine but rather affirme, that 
the battaile being begunne v hee left it, and went into a lake which was thereby, where he re- 
mained unrill that heecertainely underftood .that the vi&orie remained on hislide : which tru¬ 
ly is hardly to bee beleeved in fo valiant a man, and of fuch experience as, he. was ; fo as there was 
agreatbroileandaconfufion. ButPtvr ARCHaffirmeth,thatifBR vrv s his people had not 
that day bufied themfelves in ranfacking and pillaging of O c t a v i a n v s his Campe & Tents, 
his partie had obtained an entire vi&orie: for they might in fufficient time have refeued Cas¬ 
sivs, and both being joyned together, might eafilie have broken Marcvs Anton tvs his 
battaile. But the vi&orie divided in fuch manner as I have told you, the Captaincs of either par- 
tie gathered together theirforccs, where ofBR vrV s part wereflaine 8000 men-and of his 
adverfaries a far greater number.: and Brvtvs did his beft to comfort the foldiers and gen- 
tlemenwhich followedC a ss i v s. And although the next day there werefoihe fliewbetween

J[j e p i d y s he lent word, that (all matters fetafidey hee fliould make his prefent repaire to the 
I/le of Lipm , which is betweene S'mlid and CdUbyki whither hee fliould come fofoone as hee 
might poflibly. 

With the/e provi/ions , and the diligence and good order which hee tooke, hee /b 
much prevailed, as witlpn a fhort time, being holpen with the wars which L e pidvs andA- 
c r i p p a made (in deCpite of P o m p e y) he pa/fed overall his forces into Sicilia . And joyning 
himCelf with Lbpi ovsfoe encamped necr to the citie of Mc/sm^vheic the war began to be molt 
cruell both by fcaand land; which truely was admirable,to confider the power and fufficiency 
cf Po aip b y, to know how to defend himfeife againft/b great enemies. Who feeing himCclfc 
opprefled, (notwithftanding that hee had well fortified the land, and wanted no forces for 
pom c doth his defence by feaj hefenta challcngeto O c t a v ianvs C m s a r, with this meifage.

Gaptaineofhis (as is aforefoid) cable to his refeire: yet ^acknowledging that all fufficed not to 
defend hirtifrom fuch powerful/ enemies, ina darke night he imbarkcdhim/clfe in a Galley, 
and witli the other xvj which efcaped, abandoning Sicilia , he fled towards the Baft, and fayled

Mahcvs 
An ton. 1 vs cjpne with fuch power, as Hiftotiographers affirme, that ifhehadprefently 
takcnHispalTagefor/w^jhchadput Octavia n to his fldfts,and in great hazard: for he had 1 ;

A pa A ( who 
euen in this alfo was the caufeof his mine) would needes trie his fortune in a battaile at Sea, 
noiwithftanding that in his armie by land hec had the aduantage. C leo patra di^ this (as 
forne write, and as it after appeared > thereby to hauckhe better mqmes t o flic if the battaile 
(hould be loft. An ton v chuflng 22000. men out of fos armie, put them abooid his fleer, a 
which was necrcat hand; and Octavia n, who refufed n or to fight ac r fea,made iiis prouifion 
alfo for the battaile 5 and/hipping himfelfe aboord the galleys, committed the charge of his 
armie by land,to T a y r y s : and Antony doing the like left his force?.with C a n i d i -V s * 
ih fight of both which, tbefe two moft powerfull Capraines with the beft.tronpesand Hauies , , , 

ofthewioildytooke the 5 eas, where they foughtfornp leftcjthen.theEmpireanci Monarchic of Stwfnf 
the world;:. The which was deferred for three daie'sfpacc imdefpifc of botli parties, the Seas ocimmus 
fwdling fo high asthey could not gouernctheit velTels. The-fourth day .they came toencoun- l"^ Maicus 
ter at a Gape called ^ceitts, which is in Spire, not fir from whenceweTcfoeir armies jbylimcL mTO ' 
The battaile was one oftfie moft cmell that hadi bqene written of: fQlitlaftcdtcnnchoure?' 
before that Oct avian, who was the victor, .did wholly obtaine the viftorie, although, that 
Anton rftaied nor fo long in theEght: foras: C lb op a t r A knew better how to moflifie 
and /often mens harts, then to encourage them j in the hotteft greateft furie of the battaile^ 

with a feminine hart vnable to endure the fight of fo furious a fpeftacle, (he fled away in her 
galIey,whome 700/her other galleyes followed ^ which is not tojbcwoundri at,but hovvflj* 
durft ftay fo long. Biitthe vnfortunate M a r c ys A n t o n i v s,who all his lifetime had been rteamefult 
a valiant and worrhie Captaine, that day metamorpholed into Clh o p a t r a, feeing her,fe if<,/Mar - 
galley flie,whercon he had fixed his heart & eyes/went out of his (for that it fe.emed too heauy) Cus Anwniu,> 
and embarking himfelfe in another more fwift (deEring rather to flie with Cuopatra), 
then to conquer without her) followed her, without rcfp.cft of his Armies by land or fea : and, 
onevtaking her,he went aboord the fame galley whereinihe was ; Wherein hee failed three daie? 
without feeing or [peaking to her, lorlhamc (as it is moft likely ) for the great-wcakenes which 
he had fticwed. And after fome wandring, hee atrived in the Vo\xa.x, 4 (emMn in Egypt, oaauianm 
where heeafterwardscndedhislife, as we will declare. , i h" nttow. 

His Armie which he left fighting,although without a captaine,made refiftanceas I haue faid, 
whereofthere were flame about fiuc.thoufand men: but in theend it was wholly ouerthrowne| 
moretluough want of a captaine, then through any force of the enemie: although fome write, 
that tlie lightnes and fwiftnes of O c t avian s gallies was a great help vnto him, and fo he re¬ 
mained conqueror, and graunted life and pardon to the conquered, and had in his power three 
hundred oftheir gallies. In the armie by lnndthere wanted neither conftancie,nor faith to their 
generall Amt o n i b, although abandoned by him;wbo continued feuen dayes in their campe 
readie to giuebattaile, without accepting any compqfition or offer, made vnto them by Oc¬ 
tavia N<with a fliew that they would yet haue flayed longer)ifC a n i d i v s,whom An to* 
nib left in his place, had not abufed his charge, as he who had giuen him that charge had 
done. For it happened after feuen dayes that he fled fccretly in the night from thecampe to 

feekeAw toni h, and abandoned,the armie: which being fovfaken,ycelded to the encmiej and 
O c r a v i a n vfed his vittorie with great clemcncie: which being obtained, he either thought 
it not good, or could not at that time purfue Antonie, but tooke his way towards the citiO 
of Athens ,where taking order for.all matters inGmwiby rcafon of fome mutinies of his fouldi- 
arsin Untie fasSvBiONivs writs) he returned thither, where he Rayed fomewhat longct 
then he would haue done, afwell by rcafon of the former lects, as the euilf weather to faile in, 
which followed. 



After all this, O c tavian vs hauingferall ihingsnecelfaricina readinefs,he failed wich o^auius m 
great forces into Egypt,with a refolation to make an end with M a h c v s Antonivs (as ^ 

indeedehedid) and arriued neere to the citie of Alexandria : where Antonie (rccoucring ^“^0. 
courage,andQueehe CiBopatra making great preparation for the warres, in the time of me ’ 

Oct avi an vs his flay ) had leuied great forces, both offootc and horfe for their defence* 

They had alfo a great nauie by fea, as well of C1. e o p a t r a's , as of thofe which came ftom A . 

other places: and MarcvsAntonivs with his old courage,which now too late and to no 
purpofeherecoucred, rooke the field and entertaining a skivmilh with C a. s a r s hoifmcn , 

which 
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which were then landed and flrohgly entrenched, he vfed fuch skill, andcharged them with 
• fuch dexterities he made them flicto their ftrengrh; and beingrerurned to the cirie,heag/?ine 
fent to Challenge O c *a v ia nv s to fight with him body to body.Whereto C ms a k aSfwc- 
ted, that; M arc vs An r o w r vs had other waics and nieahes enoughin a readineft to die, 
without dying by his hands. 

A N T o N I E recciuing this anfwerc, determined to die fighting,although it happened other- 
wife. The next day in the morning he agaitie ialied forth with an intent to fight and Aandinp 
vpon a.high ground, looking towards the fea, hec fawe that his nauie and gallics moued, and 
made towards Oc r a vi a n his fleerc; which he thought they had done* with a reiolution to 
fight: and flaying a little to fecthefequell, within a while, he faw them ioyric together in com- 
panie, by meanesof afccret practice part betweencthem. Whichwhen hee faw,and fearing 
thelikemthofe which he brought with him to field, he returned to the citric, fufpedingand 
affirming that C i a o r a t r a had betraied him , although that in truth (he was blamclefs 
therein; and (he being aduertifed of what An ton ie hadfaid, ftoode in feaie of Him . and 
withdrew hit* felfe intoa ftrong temple or fepulcher: and commaunding the doores thereof to 
be i hut and fortified-, (he fent fome fainedly to tell him that {he had flaine her felfe with her 
©wnehands. Which Marc vs Antonivs beleeucd as finitely as though he had feene it, 
and vefufing to Hue any longer,without flay to die fighting • -after he hadvttercd ceriaiiiefpee- 
’/ ches> he ltabbed hispoiniard into his ownebrefit, andfo (deadly wounded) he fell dowac 
vpon a bed in a fwoune. And within a whilecommingagaineto himfelf,being aducrcifcd that 
Cleopatra wa^ yet lining,he made himfelfeto be carried thither whereflic was: who re- 
ceiued him witltfo many tcares and fuch pitifull complaints, as he being fo neere death, be^an 
to comfort her, faying, that ihe ought not lament for him, neither to hold him for vnforcunate 
fithheeaccounted not him/clfe lb, for hehad been agreat captaineand very powerful!, and in 
the end died ouercome bythcRomans.He counfelled her to yceld to the mercie of O c t a v i- 
anvs Caesar, and/peaking thefe words ( his ftrengch failing within alittle while after) he 
dyed i and fo ended the power and life of M a r cv s Anton i vs. Who in truth formatters 
of war was very famous; and if his excellent wit and courageous mind had not been captiuated 
with the lone of C i b o pa t r a, after I vl i vs Cm s a r lie was in election to haue obtained 
the monarchie-of the world; but it appeared plaiuely that the ftars and the diuine powers were 
inclined to fauour Octavivs. 

Octa ri an vshauingintelligence hereof,andofthebad order and guard of the citv.mak 
ched thither with his fotces and Cntred the fame, fending to comfort C l b o p a r r a , and tS 
make great offers vnto her, to theend fhefhouldnotkill her felfe; and going ipfcehcrin per/on 

h e did the like: but all his care little auailed. For/he being aduertifed,that he would fend her to 

tome, and would dame herand her /bnnes in his triumph, choferather to dye, then that he 
mould triumph ouer her : andfome fay, thatflietookepoifOn whichiheehadprouidedfor 
that purpofe, wherewith /lie killed her felfe. Others (and this is the moft common) that file put 
an A fpjpqne to herarme (which is a ccrtaine kinde of Serpent or venemous Adder) to the end 
that it moulding her, which was brought to her in a basket of flowers, fo as fhee was found 
dead without anyfigneofblow or wound,butasif/hehadbinafleep. Whereat Octavian 
was much grieued (not without great admiration at the refolurion and courage of that woman) 
and he commanded her to be buried in the fame Sepulchre wherein fhe had entombed her felf- 
togerherwith Marc vs Antonivs, with whom diehadliued andraigned 14. yearcs (lie 
being yearcs old when flie dyed, and Marc vs Ant onxvs 56, or ( after lome) s 2 He 

comtiiaundedthetombewhichthey had begun,tobefiniibed. 

Octavianvj cafily pardoned all rhofe which had ferued or fctitfuccours to Rf a r c v s 
Antonivs, and alfo his children, which were feauen,by three women, F vlvu O c t a- 
vr a filler to Octavia n vs, and Cibopau Ajfauingtheeldeft, which he commanded 
■ to be flame, and the like he did by Casauon Cibop at r a s fonne by Iva 1vs 
vn S ^a, of whom wehaueaIreadiemademention:theeldeft(thcy fay)lie flue Vpon particular 
dilpJedure which he concciucd againft him- and C r s a r 1 0 n, by the counfell ofAknivsa 
Philofopher,who told him that it would not do well to haue rhany s au= an vfuall thine 

among Princes to fecurcthriveftates. . 

This bufinefs touching Marcvs Antonivs being ended, and rbe YmpdomeofEzypt 
made a tributane prouince, that it might bee fit to yeeld corneandvifckfortheCitieof 
Rome- he viewed rhetombe with the bodie of Alh * a nh « r the great, taken newly out of 
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thei vault oy fectet Chappell where it had beehe layd j hee (et a coronet of gold vp6n itj 
. and ftrewing flowers rheron woifliipped it ; and being defoatided if be would looke vpon the 
;P t o t o m’i e s,he anfweted that his defire wastbfecaKing,akdho.t the dead., 

Afterwards pa/fing through Syruaud ^ 4 pa the le/Te,Ieauing all qiiiet anti in peaCej he palled 
intp Gracia, and there doing the like, he came into Italy ; where hauing,ended all duill wan es; 
and the whole Empire being fubied to himfdfe alone j he enrredinto Rome in tr impph^with the 

, greateft feafis and Iblemnities of the Senat and the people of all Italy , that couid be deulfed or 
imagined. 1 It was granted unto hiih to triumph three times* to..wtr» -for the vidiori’e ih 
oum, and fortbevidoriein his bartaile by Sea, and the overthrow of Mar cvs Antonivs, 
thcconqucftoftheKingdomeof £g/f>t,and Qyecne Cx eop a t r a, wholefiatuevsias.placed 

in his triumph,with the,Afpicquesfettothdvcines df her armes. . 

AndfoO c t av 1 a n vs finiflied the building, and erected the Monarchic which bis Vjicle 
I v l 1 v ,-s -Gal sar had begun and founded ; which ( at it feemeth by P, rl vi vs Orosiys 
his computation) was fixtecneyeeres .after the death of Iv t ivsCa-sak. And although 
that hee obtained it by mcanes hardly juftifiable,yet truely, he afterwards gOverrted it moll juft- Oftariaaus kk 
ly and wifely , and was one of the heft Prince^ that ever was in the world - gentle, merciful!, li- 
beral, juft, valiantj indued with many vertuesind excellencies»moft happieand fortunate in all 
his affair es, and beloved above meafure of all men. 

As there was no man to contend with Octav.ianv^ Cm s.a a, and He fo beloved ofall 
mcn(as is aforefaid)thc people Sc Senate of Rome gave him a new name, which before that time 
was never heard of,A v ov sfv Sj&fohewasafterwardscalled C^isAR Avcvstvs a name 
which they held for holy, venerable,ofgreatma)eftie,and which appertained to the Gods and titfagbentt 
their temples 5 as wee finde it ufed by C1 c I r 0V 1 r g i l ,0 v i t>; and other authors ‘ 3I- 
though that fome derive it from the Verbe^tf,in Larine,to increafe, becaufethat 0 ct a\- i- 
a n enlarged and increafed the Empire; and fomeothers give it other deri vations; but wiiether- 
foever be the moft ccrtaine,it was given him for the moft honourable name Of al others: they al- 
fo called him father of his Countrey, &gavehim all the other titles & names they could devifk 

Caesar Av o vs tv s (for this name henceforth we/bmetimes give him) feeing himfclfe 
now in fuch quiet, & without war with any pet/on or nation in the vvorld;com .nan’ded the tCnv 
pleof I a n v s to be Aim,which they religioudy obferved that during the wan es it Ibonki hand 
open 5 and never had beene /hut but twife from the foundation , according to T t t v s j 

Li vi vs,Lv e iv s F t o r-v s,andPr, vt a r cH,andothtr Authoijio»iceintheti me of N v-^ ; J ! 
m a P o m p i l i v -s^fetond King thereof 5 and .theother aftef tile end of the feirond Punicic 
warres, which they waged with Carthage, whehas Tit v i M a n 1 i v s was Conful. I know ot I,nus 
that feme Authors fet thisftiutting up of Ianv* temple byOcfAviANtobea great while ^ 
after, at the time of the birth of Chrift our Saviour. Biit in thisplace I follow theaiirhority of 
P a v ivs Oil o sir s, aChriftiap Author, who ufed great diligence and truth, andisofnoo 
yeeresantiquitie jwho feckoneth,thatC ms a r Avgv st vs ftiut this temple three times; 
whereofthis was the firft j arid I hold his opinion for certaine: for hee is alfifted by theauthon- 
tyofTirvs Livi v s, who in his firft bookeaffirmeth, that A v o v s t v s«did /hut this tem- 
picafterthewarreswithANToN y: and Lvcivs Fl o rv s, and other Authors fetdowne; 
that this temple was /hut after that. And hereby it appearcrh, that O c t a v i a n vs C je s a r 
did/hut the temple of I a n v s more then once, and every one flieweth his timewhehj and 
P a v t v s O r o s 1 v s all, which was thri(e,fcttirigdoWne the time to every one df them, as 
he noteth • which is alfo drawrieout of S v » ton iys Tran^viuvs, following rhe 
letter, as, P Hi liPbvs Bb r oa 1 by s followeth. I have a defiretofet this downe here (al- t L r4 ^ 
though it little importeth) to the end that the varietie and di/ferencewhich the Readcr lhaU , 

finde among Authors /hall riot offend Him * and that hee may know that I have an approved Au¬ 
thor whom I follow, though I name him not,if he /Kail finde ought written by me contrary to 
that which he hath read .Octa vian'vs Cjesa r, living In this peaccand tranquil|icie, omit¬ 
ted no part of his care for the governement of the Romane Common-weaWi, and Provinces 
fherepfj/ending thither Prerofs,ProconfuIs,andother Go'vei pours,which were excellent men, 
to ruleand govethe j and himfelfe gave diretftion, and was very diligent in all things touching 
juftice, cuftomes, religion, and publike buildings: fo as in all things his faigne was moft happie, 
peaceable, and quiet; and fo it continued during his life. ,

Notwirhftanding that this was common to them all (as great minds naturally affe<ftlibereic)yec 
in that {oprd^crousa time^ fbrnc people and nations were fo prcfumptuousas to/hake.offthe 
Rbmlme yoke, arid to moleft and difquietthe ! Empirc. as the Spaniards, the nation s of Jllyricum 
aridthe Panribnians. In Sfainethc Cantabrians, which are the Alavefesand Biskains’, the A- 
flutfahs, and part of Gallicia were not on ely unwilling to obey; but parting their limits, began to 
make warre againft the fubjefts of the Empire. O c t a v %>a n v s Caesar knowing this,hol¬ 
ding it tobe a doubtfall warre,and bf importance,commarided(a$P a yvv sOrosvs writes) 
ihe ttmplc of Ia n vs to bcc opened, and determined tbgoe thither in per fon, and to fend o- 
fher Captaines tofoilow the other wanes. The time of thefe wavres, which were lirftorlaft, 
Auguftu* goes Authors doe handle very confufedly, fo as I cannot britigit to light .* whereof it might bee

There came alfo Kings* friendsand fobietilstotheEmpire, to Rdtne, to dochimho-' f *‘ 
nour,ashis familiar friends, laying afidetheit Eniigncs and royall Robes, and many ofthan

The world continued in this quietnes and general] peace, fortie arid two yeeres being fullie 
expired fincethar Ocr avi a v, after the deathof Zvt iv, C**ar, ealneto Rotnhom 
whichtime is commonly accounted Hts Empire; X n this generall peace was borrie Ibsvs 
Chris t our Lord and Sauiour in Brt^ofthe holie womb ofthe blertbd Ladiethe Vireirt 
Mary (Hii rod b being King oflerufalem, placed there by the R omancs, he who ftevv the 
innocentchildren) comming to the world in humane forme and nature, to faue aric?redeeme 
mankmde with his blefled death and paffion: whofe moft fiolielife»myrteries and infinite mira¬ 
cles ought not tobemixedwithprophaneHiftories, and therefore I will not intermeddle to’ 

Create thereof. Bur returning to my purpofe,t fay, that Octavian emoyingfogreatprofpe- 
utieandgood fortune, was not altered in his naturall condition, as in other Princes it hath hap¬ 
pened, but rather became more milde, iuft, and affable,more curteous, more liberal! and more 
temperate. He oftabh/hedwondet full good orders and lawes/or the reformation of abufes and( 
euill cuftomes: he cre<ftedin Rtms and without it, great arid fumptuous edifices, and beftowed 
great gifts and fauours vpon all fortsof people r heedelighted the people With feaftsarid plaves 
in diuers manners,going himfelfe iti perfon, to honour them,and /eric Colonies and inhabitant 
to lunatic pans and proutnees: he made an excellent good ord?r for the gouernment arid go- 
{jf t | ie Empire, the like hee did for the ivarre and martisll difcipline. he /hew¬ 

ed himfelfe louing and fociable to his familiars and friends , and honoured arid loued themf 
much. Some con/piracies which were difeouered againft him, he punilhed without rigours 
guung more pardon then punijhment and cormftion. Of murmrirings arid ddamatorieltbels 
ai no ^ r .“ l enred to know the authors, but with ereat grauuie ari/wered. eiuifftr fa- u<,Iuit yof 

isfadion, and paging himfelfe ofthok things which were imputed vnto him. He was miieh 0 ^ auJanil ^ 
siucn and affected to letters and learning, and was very learned and eloquent, arid compiled 
ookes and notable workes -j He did much honourand reward the wife arid learned men of 
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his time, wherein were manjiiVcry learned in all Atts. Butforallthefevemicsandpj,*. 
diions andothcriwhich for brepitie I write nor, ye f he efcaped not to-be noted or ippie vices,

All things /landing in this /late, O ct A .vian being now feauentie and hxe yeeres oldvand 
odde dayes, hauing raigned aboue fiftieand fixe, yecares,and being thebeft beloued and moft 
obeyed Prince, that euer was intheworld,deatbouertookehim : the caufe thereof was a flux 
which held him for certaine dayes, whereof in the end he died in the cine of '^(whither he 
came ficke from 2 {apUs ) aquiet and peaceful! death, in the fifteenth yeere afeerfhebirth of

Hbdeath was generally lamented, and there was an vniuerfallforrowand hcauinesouerthe 
whole Empire for him:for hedid wifely and vpiightlygouernethar,-which by force and cun- 
nine he had gotten. O c r a v i a n was of a meane ftatnre, and of a veiy good lhapc and propor¬ 
tion of his body,exceeding faire of face mixed with modeftie and granitic,his eyes tVere excee¬ 
ding deere and bright, he was very aduifed, and loued to fpcake quicke and bnefl y, His m will 
and teftament was written a yeare and foure months before he died, and left in t he cuftodie of 
the VeftallVirgins.lt was then produced,& in open Senate read: the contents whereofyou maie 
readcin Svet o niv s . ;

He ruled the Empire 9 fomeand twentieyeares ? and was no great tnimie to Chriflians : he proponed in the 
S mate whet her Ckrifi fsou la be accepted for a God or no , whereto i he Senate cotife nte'dhit'. Finally, hi died thritigh the 
treafon e/Caligula, whom he had nominated hisfUceejfor,beingfcHtmk 'and eight yeatesold; which hedid, as it was 
thought, to the end that Caligula his vices fhoHldmaki hiffeeme lejfe, who was Jo wicked mid cruelfas he wifljed that 
the world might end at hit death. ■ 1 ?

In the beginning of his Empire he madefhew ofa 
good prin ce, and did many good, deedes j hut afterwards (as this was 
but counterfeit)he difeopered hisjn.al.ice,and gOu,erncd cruelly,coue- 
toufly, and dilhoneftly^ This TvC? b a i y s (as I haue faid) was the 
fonne of Tiberiys Nero and Li v i a, y whom O c i a Y7 a n d(t?rwaids tooke to wife, 
of both fide s defeended of tlieauneient family ofthe G ljavV Jp i n whofe,grandfather by his 
fathersfidewas Tiber ivs C lav d i vs. N rr o j.and by hismothersfidehedefeendeej 
from A-p-p i v s C l a y d i v s P v l c h e r , and by adoption: he fikewile defended from the 
L i v 11, a worthie family (although but Plebeian) for Goilfplfiiips, confutes', and triumphs, ftlwhlofi}. 
He was ofa tall and ftrong body,and had alarge bred arid br^adeflionl.ders^whercroall parts of 

his body were atiCwerablet he had a fairc face, and igreac eyes r? and Co cfe<ere, as theya/firme a 
ftrange thing of him, which is, that awaking in^the night, fora good fpace he cleetely faw the 
place wherein he lay, and al things therein afwel afifhe hadbad a light. He was a man of.great 
ftrcngth,and had the vfe of both his hands alike; whereas commonly euery man vferh theright 
hand with greater dexteritie then the lefc,and he had Co greatiftrength in his fingers, that with a 
fillip he would (as often as he lifted ) breake a jiages o f a young mans head, as S v e t o n i v s 
reporteth.-He wqs very leained both in GredCand Latin v .delighted chiefly in poefie, and Tiberias^ 
made many Verfes mborh tongues,which truely was ill implpyed in him,feeing he fo little pro- ' 

fited thereby. When 0 ;ct a v i v s; Av g v st v s fell ficke, T iberivs was gone towards 
the prouince of Myricitm or SUttoma : and his mother L i v i A feeing that his ficknes encreafed, 

Cent in great; ,haftc for him,and he iiappilyaniued at the cicic of Casar Avqystys 

being euenneerehis.end, but yet in fuch cafe asbe could fp.eake.and (as S v Bto n i v s> repor- 
teth) he conferred with him a great while infec.ret: Alchough Coruruvs TacitvS 
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faith, that it is not ccrtainely knowne whether he found him aliue at his comming or no, for his 
mother the Empereffe had fetfo manygardsas thedeath of O c t a v i a n wasnorknowne, 
vntill that all had confentedthat Tubmvi {hould rule, andfucceede him. At that time 
was Pijibumut Afo ripp a Nephew wOctatiaj), and lonne of his daughter 1 v l t a 
by A os if p Aherfecorid husband, flainc by the hand of a Tribune of fpldiers whphad him in 
' keeping;( as it was thought) by the commauridement of his father in law Tibemvs, and 

by the cbunfcll of his mother L i y i a , to the end that hee Ihould bee afTured of thefuceeJBon. 

But yet he gaue it Out that it was done by Avgvstvs eommandement, who (as heiaid) 
hadgiued charge to the Tribune or Centurion which had him in gaidy tomakehim awaieas 
foone as he (hould haue notice of his death: but it is not credible, that to allure the ftate to his 
wiuesfonne, hewOtfldfeekethe bloud of his owne Nephew. The Centurion bringing word 
thathehad fulWllea hisdommandemenr, he anfwcred prefen tly that he had commanded him 
no (rich thing, and that he Ihould anfwer it before the S cnat. Crispy s Salystivs 
'who was acquainted with Tiberius greateft fecrets hearing hereof, hauingfent the Centurion 
letters to proceede in the bufinels, fearing his owne danger aduifed Livia not to diuulge 
thefcfretsofher houfe,thecounfdl''6ffriends i ,ri6rtheferu'icesoffoldiers s 6ahatT iberivs 
Ihould haue a care not to weaken his power ofToueraigntie, byreferringa)lrotheScnate,and 
fo this bufirieis was paft ouer in filence. 

In ifcwvlibercic now was Co fo.rg9tten,and the Monarchic Co lettftd by thy cuftome ofmany 
yeerescontinuancejVndertheiaigneof 0 gtavianv s, that notwithftanding that there were 
ConiulsiPretorSjTribunes,and other names"of dignitie arid magiftracie 5 yet ther was in a man¬ 
ner no man in Rme that did remember and vnderftand the manner of rheoldgouernraent, 
which was before that I v l i v s C^e s a r fupprclTed the Common-wealth ; and the death of 
Octavian being knowne, there was no man that dui ft nameor fpeake of Jibertie, but when 
as Tib k r i v s came to Rotne^ they prefently gaue the gouernment and adminiftration ofthe 
Commbn-wealthvnto him. Andhe was thefirft Emperor that did quietly and Jpeaceably inhe¬ 
rit the Empire, fo as he was not forced to make a conqueft thereof, as Ivuvs Cj& s a k and 
Octavian had done. And notwithftanding that before he would accept thereof he cau- 
, led himfelfe to be much intrearcd, and made great Ihew to Iiauc no defire to the Empire, yet 

afterwards itappearedplainely that he did but counterfet, to the end he might difeouer euery 
mans aflTe<ftiOn towards him : For to all thole which yeelded to accept of hisexcules, and did 
not importune him , he barc a perpetuall hatred; for although that one way he excufed him¬ 
felfe,yet in many other things he began to vie the authoritic’of an Emperor,taking a guarde,and 
muttering the armies, 44 Emperor. 

Hauing accepted the Empire, there were lome accidents which put him in great feare: the 
firft was, that the armies in Pmnom or Huttgarie, mutined, and reuolted from Ivins Bis- 
s vs their Commander, acaptaine called Percenivs being principall ofthismurinie, 
and they fent to require many ejccefiiue things : againft whome Tibbriys fent his fori 
D r v s v s, whom he had by A g r i v v i n a 4 with whom he was married before he cfpoufed 
I v l i a. The which was pacified with much danger and difficultic 5 Pbrceniys and V i- 
bv li ny s, with lome other ringleaders of this mutinie beingput to death. 

It happened alfo that the legions which were by the riuer of , as the cuftome was, did 

thelike, through theabfenceofGs rwanicv s their Generali before namcd,adopted forise 
and Nephew to T t b’ e r i vs: And thofe of Pamonk were not oncly difeontinted with the 
paies arid exemptions whichthey required,but they prefumed to chufe a new Emperor againft 
Tibbkivs, nominating their generall Gbrmanicvs, who (as is before laid) wasT i- 
bbbivs Nephew and adopted Tonne, and preferred beforehis naturall lonne, by thecoma 
maundement of O c t a v i a n. But Gbrmanicvs was foloyall, that when thefenevves 
were brought vnto him, he not onely refufed their offer, bur with great danger and hazard of 
his life, and with much trouble, pacified thole alterations. 

Tibbriy s was another way difquieted, being aduertifedthat.Lvciv s Scrib on i- 
v s an eminent man, and one which bare great fway in the common-wealth, hadfomefecret 
pra&ices againft him : but he freed himfelfe from all thefe troubles ,and they were pacified, 
though not without great d/flicuItie.For his Ion D r v s v s on the one fide (after lome treaties) 
reduced the legions of Pannonk to his obedience,and did iuftree on P r r c e n i v s. And Gb 
m a n i c v s (as 1 faid ) after forrie great difficulties ( which Corne li v s T a c r t v s rela¬ 
ted! at large) made thofe of Germanic to obey: and notthercwich con tent, he palled the riuer of

King ofrheParthiansrookcarmes and made wan e again/! theRomane Empire, breaking the 
peace confirmed in the time of O c r a v i a n , entring into the Province of Armenia , the King 
whei eofwasinueftcd there by the Romanes: wherewith T ib erivs was nothingdi/pleafed* 
fiippofing thereby to hauethe better occafion to draw Gekmanicvs from his charge and 
government of GerwdfW , vnder colour to fend him to the Parthian Warres, as he did : Audio 
German icvs being fent lor, came for this pu*pofe, hauing few daics before wonneagreat 
battaile,& flame tenne thoufand of his enemies, & fo he entred into Rome in a folemne triumph, 
^nd ^sCo*neuv$Tacitvs reportecli ) hee brought thirher with him theenltgncs 
which Qvinthivs Varro had loft>and prefendy began to prepare for the wane agaiuft 
the Parthiars. 

- A little before Gekmanicvs his triumph, there arofea man in italie,. called Ciembns, 
abondflaueto A c r i p p A,who named himfelf A c r i p p a, nephew to O c t a vi a N(whom 
We hauefaid lobe flaineby Ti b erivs his order)whichadlion feemed offome importance: 
fof much lopfe arid feditious people ioyned with him, which caufed a greattumult i«t Unite-, this

Weakc founds rion, fo vrasiie foone bverthrowne, taken prifoner, brought to T ir er i v s, and 
finally executedalthouah/fecretly. And about the fame time Tiberivs committed a fowle 
and perfidious atft of cruelty» for hauing with gracious and kind words allured Archiun 
K lrigof Cayp^ociatocomexo Rome (who was a friend and vnfftll to the Romane Empire )for. 
fainedand vniu/l chufes he made him tobeaceufed and committcdjwhere afterwards this mife- T 
fable King diedin pVifon, : and his countrie was made a nibutarie prouince. In the like man er he 
dealt vyithmany Piinccsand great men of Spine, Brme, (irxeia, and.other parts.The expediti- 
ort whieh i : t a e r r v .» had intended again/! the Paithians, wasmuch haftnedby reafonofthe.

paft With G. rR manic r s,who (aswehaue faid)was his adopted fonirc and nephew : o:has 
Adhered to: Da v s v S ,his Tonne legitimate, T i b e r i v s and his mother Li v i a eder fought 
tqaduance the reputation ofDit v s v„. and in fecret ro difgract G e r mani cv $ .-for which: 
dceafiqnheigaue the charge of all the legions of lllyricum to his fonne Drv s v s . Andto the; 
endi thatO i‘Ri w x n i c,v s fliould not betoo powerfull in the Eaft whi:her he went , he made 
' G»: B V.srP r.i o captaihe ofthe pfopioceand legions of Syria (who was an eminent man 3 great- 
Jy allied in Rome,and ofa good houfe) for that he held with D r v s v s j and difpolTcjf! G r e t r- 
o v * Sy i la ii v s ofthat charge,being a friend to G b r m a n i.c v s.This P i s o was married ^ 
f o a Romane Matrone called Planc i n a, of rhcfamecondition,butofanhautierfpiritthen 

her husband j to the which husband and wite the EmperOur Ti b erivs andhismothei L ir, 

v i x gauein charge^ to procure hatred and diflike again!! G e r m a n i c v s ; yea and his death 
alfb : as itafterappeafed. And with this refolurion they departed from Rome towards the Eaft ? 
wHereoP i s o pre/ent/y; with gifts and flatterie, began to di aw to hhnfelfe theloucand good: 
liking of thearmie againft G er m anic v s, and to snurmure and fpeake ill of him : who, 
whiles P,is o praaifed thefe tilings* tooke fo good order in the wme'and gouernmcnt,ashee 
placeda King in the prouince of ^Armenia , who was <1 Friend and fubieftto the Romanes; and 
the feingdomes of Comdgenaand Cilicia being voide by the death of their Kings, he reduced into . 
prouinces,and plated ili them Preforsarid gouemours. In Cmogtmt Qy i n c i y s S c * r. i v s. 
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andinCi/ifw QtinTv.s YrrAnivs; moderating in themi both the roy all fublidies and tri¬ 
butes. And after this hetopkefO good order, ashe compelled the King of Rartbt'a to fue for 
peaceand friendfliipwhich he graunted and concludedj to the honour of the Empire. Being 
thus bufied about thefe things, Pi s o and his wife neuer left tdmurmure againft him, andto 
taxehimopeiily.thewhichbedi/rembled,knowingfromwhcnceitdidprocee'd. And having 
made an end of; he Parthian warre,hee departed from thence to vifit the prouince of Egypt: and 
in his abfence (although it Were not long) his competitor P i s o plotted fuch matters againft 
him,as when he vnderftood of his returmhe departed out of that prouince.But as he bad prafri- 
fed his death, he went not far off, but remained Tome daics inanlland : during which time, \ 
Gekmanicvs cotnimngonhisway,waspoy/bnedby thepra<ftice ofPr s o, but by thedi- 
region and counfellof Tib buys (as it was thought) whereof he dyed fuddenly, leaning be- Germanicus 
hind him fonnes and daughters 5 among which was C a i v s Cali g v u, Who was after- 
wards Emperour, For which caufeit hath been very expedient to hiake fuch mention of 
his father G brmani cys, who if he had lilted had been Emperoutand Tuccelfor to 

Tiberivs. . • - 

Before His death he com plained muc b vnto bis friends of the leud pra<ftices of P i S o and 
PLXNciNAhis wife, by whole fraud he was brought to an vntimely death, intl;eating them 
to profecutcreucnge. And turning to his wife,he con jured her by all the bonds of liuptkll loue v 
to fubmit her courage to the frownes of forrune* leaft at her returtie to the Citric, by emulation 
ofgreatnes/he/hould purchafe to herfelfetwo powerfull enemies. 

The worthie and valiant Capraine G v. km a n i c vs being dead in this thanner,a$ isTiid, 
his wife A 9 r i pp ina cameto Rome with her children, arid brought With her the a/hes of 
herdeceafed husband. The Emperour T iberivj made fliew of greatfoitowCthough court-* 
terfet) for the death of G b r m a n i c v s (the like did L i v i«a and her fonne D rv s V s,who 
then was come ro/?<w«<f)but In truth was very glad therofifor by the death of G » R u a nic v s 
he did a/Tutedly hope to fucceede in the Empire^ Buttruc and vnfainbd Was the /oi roW which 
all the people of Rome conceiued for the death of G t tt m a n i c v s *and greatWere the fauours 
and loue which they/hewed to A grip pin a and her children : and great was the hatred 
they bare again/! P i $ o,whom they openly charged to haue murdered him*who prefuhiingon, 

T ns b r i v s his fauour (being altogether /liatnelefle) came to Rome; whei e, in rhe behalf e of 
Ac r j pm n a and her friends, he was accufed before the Senate for hatred to Germ ;a n i- 
c v s ; that he had corrupted the commonToldi^i s with licehtioufnes and done wfongf to thd 
Confederats * that he was called father of the Legions by the leudeft fort •, that hee had beetle 
cruell to all good men,and that he had poyfoned G brmani evs, and borne armes againft 
the State. To m oft heeanfwercd weakely, onely tliepoyibnirig could nor bee wellverefied. 

Which, Tib eu.v s di/fembling, (as one who was not to louc him any better then the reft) 
he vvasdriulen to fuch an extremitie in theaccufation*as before that the caufe was determined* 
hee was found dead in his bed ( as it wasrhought )by his owne hands* although (as Co r n n- 
i tvs T a c it v sfiiith) it was neuer certainelyknowhe: but there were rhany opinions con¬ 
cerning the fame. Who alfo writeth that a powerfull man named T a c f a r.i n a s rebelled 
itic^ifriea in the prouince olNarntdia-, and leuyirig great fortes, ouerthrew Cei'taihe Romane 
cohorts, thinking to hauebeen able to pofiefie the countrie: againft whom Went the Proeonfid 
Lvcivs Astronicys with an armie: andcdmmirigtoa battailehc: ouercamehim and 
put hitn to flight, to his great Ioffe. Which (as it feemerh) happened in the feu nth yeere ofthe 
taigne of Tib erivs; although afterwards the fame T a c far r n as was agalne Ouer- 
throv^ne,by theProcohful Ble s vs,in a fecond rebellion. ' v / 1 

Thcyeere following, the Emperour T r b e r i v s made himfelfe tobcchofeii Conful* and / 
his 1 fonne D r v s v s his Companion , as at other times hee had done 1 : and fainirigthat 
it behooued him for his health, hee went forth of Rome , to the end hee might fettle and 
eftablifb Drvsvs in rhegouemment of the Empire * for ofhis brother C l a v b i v s vn- 
till then lie made fmall account : but God difpofed of all in another mann er: In the fa m eyeerc 
tnany cities in Prance rebelled, being vnableto endure the intolerable tributes and exactions 
whichT i b e r i v s imfiofcdvpon them. The captaines and authors of this rebellion* were 
two hardy men, theonc called F to r vs, and the other S a cro $ i s, Which did fomuch 
trouble the counrrey,as they put Rome it jfelfe in great feare, much more being there reported 
then was true. But this did nothing trouble Ti b b r rvs * fo milch had hee forgotten all ver- 
tueaftdgoodnesjgiuinghirrifeife wholly ouer to vice and fenfualitfc in his old age.But C A ivs; 





S i l i vs, who was Captaine of thofe parts, did foonefuppreffethetroobles of France, who 
with his legions came againft thofe which rebelled, put them to flight in a batcaile, aji<J 
(lew a great number ofthem : and fo he pacified that countrey, and his Tonne D r v s v s did 
principally employ himfelfe in the gouernmerit. Tiber ivs palling the moft part of the 
time in C<<«»/>4W4,b?tweene whom and his mothe^ Li vi a began fome fecrct (vvhich grew 
: to publike) quarrels and diflikes, he being very vnreuei ent arid vndutifull. and (he much dif- 

contenred with his manner ofgouernment, and chiefly for the priuate familial irie betweene 
him and Elivs Seia n vs, whom he fauoured fo-much as he made him captaine of the 
Pretorian cohorts, and gauc him many other dignities : and finally made him fo great, as he 
prefumed to contend with'his fonne D r v s v s: and his preemption was fuch, as by wicked 
pra^ices and deuices, he allured to his dilhoneftluft the wife of the faid D rv*v s, daughter 
7hthftUutits in law to T i b e r i v *, whofe name was L r v i a, the daughter of Ghrmanicvs. Com- 
9 f Scianus, mutingthisadultcrie ( with a conceit to fuccecd in the place of D r v s v s ) he praftifed his 
dcath,and found meanesbyan Eunuch his feruant, to poyfbn him ; whichrookeeffe<ft,and 
TUJuthof E)r vsvs died thereof, and left one fonne namedTiB br i vs, as his grandfather; butitwas 
Drufw.Tibc not then knownc who was the caufe of his death. Whereof arofe great murmuring in Rm, al- 
iw/wir. though it little grieued the great eft part : for they deemed that Grn man revs his three 

fonnes fhould hauefucceeded in his place, whome they much refpeifted for their fathers fake: 
whofenames were CiavdivsNero^aivsCalicu A> and Drvsv s.This Happe¬ 
ned in the ninth yeere of the raigne of T i b brivs, which was a beginning of his misfortunes: 
we may fay the. like ofthc Common-wealth; for frpm that time for wards, all his aftions and 
refolutions had iil fucccfle, his deteftable vices difepuered thcmfelues,and the fubie&s endured 
infinite cruelties, robberies, outrages and oppreifions : asnlfo in this fame yeere, Taoa'hj- . 
nai rebelled againe in t_y//r/cj y who in his M rebellion cfcaped by Right: and hauitigleuied 
much people, in the end was chethird time ouerthrowne in batcaile, and wholly defeated by 
JPvb LIYS D o label LAtheProconfuI. 

In JImw* the wicked Seianvs ( Tiber ivj fauorite) although thatin thebeginnhg 
he made fhew publikely to fauour Ghrmanicvs fonnes, which ( as hath been laid,and it 
was thought ) fhould haue been Tiberivs fuccefTors : yet afterwards all his ftudie and 
pradficp wasto difgrace and ruinethem } and to thatend* procured falfeaccufations to be made 
againft all fuch as tooke their*or A or ipp i na their mothers part; And to bring this and other 
his wicked dcuices to effect, he procured Tib brivs to depart from Rome whither he was 
come X who following theothers counlell, nfwell for this, as themore freely to giue himfelfe 
to his deteftable vices, wentinro thclkot Capra, which lieth vpon the coaft ofwhere he 
remained fora time;and being returned into making his progveffe into diucrsplaccs,neuer 

came any moreto Jte/iw: neither in the reft of his life is there any more to.be fpoken, but ofhis 
yieesana cruelties, whereof in fummewe will makes briefe relation. Before which it is requifit 
ihipdjjitH tf that aUnicnvnderftand, that during this peregrination of the Empcrour Tib briv$ in the 
(hrifitHrreJee- eighteenth yeere ofhis raigne, our Lord and Sauiour Iefus Ghriftrrue God and man fuffered 
loftphui mhis fl nd P^ 10n , P o n r i v s Pilatb being prefident or gouernor of lerufalem in the 

antiquities be prouince of lad 44. And to the end that it may be the better knowne and vnderftoode how 
anlxUe'tbr ^ 1 * AT 8 came to concur with one ofrhc IT erodes, and how many there were offhe 
ttidmbis firff Hbrodhj, of whom mention is made in the holy Scriptures, ( which is a matter whereof 
a»<i/itdHd«f fomehaiie made a doubt) in few words t will here fet cfowne;which was in this manner,as the 
'thfiew"* ** Epangelift teftifieth, and as out of Saint I b r o n and 1 6 s b p h v s it is gathred. Hirobb 
S 4/«fi»rom th^ great, fonneof jA n r i p’a. r b r, who was called Hero d e Ascalon it a, vvasplaced 
thcre b y ^ omancs ; a nd hauingraigned many yeeres,was the fame to whom the three,Kings 

Matthew. * came from the Eaft guided by a Starre, and he who murthered fbmany innocent children, arid 
srikHerodcs fo me ofhis owne children alfo, when Chrift was borne • who within fhort (pace after died,and 
*!r 7 * n>t J by hi$death,hisfonne,whofe name was Archrl a v s, had the kingdomes of/W44, and jdu- 
Tierode* Afta- way and to his other two fonnes (for the other three died before their father) weregiufri 
K Mathew cerrainc Tetrarchies, whereof to this Hero d e Aktipaj (which was one ofthem ) was 
thtficend allotted the Tctrarchie of GaliU^ and by this meanes he is called Tetravch; & this was he which 

chapter, s, put Saint I o h N B a t t i st to death, and he, to whom P1 1 a t i fent Chrift, who difdained 
\ him. And to P mil t p hisOther fonne was giuen the Tetrarchie of Thrachonith: and the other 
brother, who (as I (aid) had the title ofa King, was accufed to O c tavi an, and by him de- 
priued and banifhed into Btdnccpo the citie of Vienna, by meanes whereof P u a r 1 was fentto 
, , goueme 
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gouernethat prouince; and by thismeanesic happened thacChrift died in the time of Pilatb 
and of H b k o d b An.tipas the Tetrarch, from whom the Tetrarchie aferwards was ta¬ 
ken by Ca ivs Cal r gvla, and hedied baniflied inZwwin 'France, and his Nephew the 
fonne ofhis brother A r is tobvivs, who wasoneof the three, which their father flew in 
his lifetime. HeroobAgrippa was hee, to whom Caivs CALiGyiA, reftor’d the 
Icingdome of ludea. And afterwards the Emperor Ciavdivs gaue theTetrarchie of Galilc to 
his Vncle: and this was he, who puc Saint I a m h s to death, who bcgitinning to perfeeufo the 
Apoftlcsjdied ftriken by an Angelicas Saint L v k b beareth record. . . ; . . , 

Chrift being put to death by the ientence of Pi la t e , and he knowing afterwards that 
Chrift was rifen agaihe,by the report of thofe which he himfelfe had fee to. watch his bodiejbe : 
ing alfo informed of the many miracles which he did in his life time (notwithftanding that he 
was an idolater and a wicked iudge, and had adiudged him to die ) yet .T b r t v t t i a n and 
E vs e b r v s in his ecclefiafticall hiftorie, and Pavlvs O r os ivs in his feuenth 'bop.ke, 
moft ancient and true'authbrs, doe recorde, that by his letters, he aduertifed theEmper.or T1- 
berivs. thereof tothe end that he fhould aduife and determine, whether Chrift fhould be 
heldforaGod orno;andT ibb rivs fent to the Senate to confult thereof, hegiuing lirs opi¬ 
nion that he ought to befo: but the Senators, as the diuelsfchoUets,couhfcikd T i b hr i y s 
that he fhould not doe it. Which ( as thefe authors affirmed was for that he had not firft made 
theSenate acquainted therewith , which pretended by an ancient law which they had, .to haue 
the fuperintendenceinallmattersoft’digiori : yet Ti b brivs notwithftanding that the Se¬ 
nate confented not to his opinion, commaunded that the chriftians fhould be free from perfe- 
cutioti; but he neither embraced the faith of ChHft as he Ought; neither left hisfinne and 
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vices. ' >• •. . .• , . 

Firft he gauc himfclfeto his old vice of exceffiuegluttonieanddrunkennes, for which caufe 
from his youth ( in fteede of T1 b brivs Nje r o ) they Called him B i b e k i v s M r r 6 
which fignifieth a drinker of the beft rand euen in this his old age, he hath beeneofeen knowne 
to fit a whole night,& part of the dayjat abaket,giuipg gifts & rewards to fuch as drank moft,and 
in fauour thereof lie inftituted a new office and rHagiftraeit; as,matter of delights and fports. Af¬ 
ter this, his chiefeft time was/pent in abominable lukury and ihcontinericie; which was fuch 
and fo abominable as chriftian eaves can hardly endure ihe hearing thereof, norachrittiad 
hand write the fame, wherefore I will pafle moft of the ouer in filence.Let this fuffice,thdt it was 
horrible atid deteftable: and hot contented to commit it himfelfe, he induced and dre w others 
thereto , and gaue iewels and rewards to thofe which inuentedand committed moft filthines. 

For during his priuate abode in Capm, (as S v s r oni v s writes) hedeuifedaroome with 
feates in it ofpui pofe for his fee ret wanton lufts. For the furniihing whereof he ,drew froin all 
parts a number ofyoung (trumpets, arid ftale Catamites or baudes, and fuch alfo as iriuented 
monftroiiskindes of libidinous filthinesswhome he rearmed Spintrie,who being in three rankes 
linked together, fhould pollute one anothers bodie before his face, that by the fight there of he 
might ftirre vp his owne colde courage and fainting luft, with manie other fuch fhamefull dcui- 
ces, as are not to be mentioned, for the whichmen did vfnallytcarmehimCA p r in b v^’afeer 
the name of the Hand. . . , . ..• 

This wicked old Emperor, perfeuering in his libidinous finne, forgot not his .crueltie and eo- 
uetoufnes,wherero he was no leffe addicted .* for hec cncreafed his fubfidics and tributes in fuch 
manner, that the prouinces became ruinate and de folate 5 and committed many other extort^ 
Ons of the like qualitie. . . 

As for his crueltie, all the examples cannot be repeated, they did foexccede : forheebn- 
demned the principall and beft men in Rome to death,and confifcated their gOods,for very light 
caufes, and moft ofthem forged. One he put iuftly to deaths and With gveatreafon caufeef 
himtobeflaine, whichwashisgreat<fau' 6 riteS e t A n v s, for many finnes which he had lear¬ 
ned of him (as t) 1 o n C o c h 1 v s recorded!:) but for the reft, it is a matter ridiculous,and 
otherwife lamentable , for what caufes they were accufed and condemned. One he caufed to’ 
beflaine, bccaiife that commending B rv tvs and CAssivs, hefaid, they were the jaft 
Romanes: another he caufed to beflaine, becaufe that in a tragedie which he had compiled,he 
fpake ill of Ag aMbmn on ; another Romane Knight he commaunded to be flairie, becaufe 
that in a garden he had taken vp a Capon:and for Other fuch like matters as rhefe,he put to death 1 
fixteene,of twetieancient noble me;whome he had chpfcfn for his Qounfellors. And he forbaire 
not to execute thefe cruelties vpon his allies and kinsfollces : for befides that which is alrcadic' 
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related, he commaunded his Nephew G b b. uani c v .s ro be flaine, and aftenvai ds-rhc flu cc 
fonnes which he left, feeing them to growe in eftimarion.i the two elder of ihero he caufed to 
beaccufed byfalfe witncfTcs, and he himfelfe wrote fuch things to again ft them, that in: 

the end they were condemned to death: the one of them dcfperatcly filled himfelfe,and he cau¬ 
fed the Other to pine to death with hunger, asSvEromvs reportedly It was a raaruell that 
he had hot done rhelikeby thethird, whole name was G a;i v 5 Ca t i o v l a, and by them 
Vncle Cl av d i v s : but it is likely he would bane done.it, if he had fined a while longer.. 
Thefe executionshee thus commaunded to be done, to the end that his cruekie wightattain? 
to the hieheft degree, which were not ordinarie: forbefoee their death, .they fuftered hunger, 
tormehtsiand difgraces,to qualifiethem. Finally, to conclude,they were (a .many andfo feare- 
full that many which were condemned, flew rhemfclucs,, fome.with poyfon, and fome with 
theTwofd* forfearci for Tib,e,r ivs did execute historic with fuch cmeltie.,,, as hceacr 
counted It a deede of charitie ^to.put them to an ordinarie kinde of death: foas, fovthatpnc 
had killed himfelfe before that he.could execute his rage,ypon him>he ci,y cd oi%.Qh how hath 
C oKwii ivs efcaped me < for fb was that mans name: and to another, which entreated him 
: that he would not deferre his death; The uv.s ani\vered,I am not fp muchthy,f ricnd,asto 
haftenit Andimploying himfelfe in thefe diucliflicxercifes,.wherein he .continued vntill his 
death i Artab an r s King of Parthia, breaking the peace and league which he .bad, conrra- 
£ed with Gbruanicvs, prefumed to enter into ^Armenia , and the limits of the Empire, 
andalfo the Sarmatesinuaded the prouinces. for which Tiber IV s tookc no caie,ncithcr 
leuicd any new armie 5 but they defended th.ewfelucs with their ordinarie legions and armies 

the beft they could. .> -0 . , . 

NoWjforafmuch asin many places of this hiftorie, mention is made oflegionsand armies, 

which the Romanes ordinarily entertained in their pi ouinces,in time of peace &:warrc,Ihojd it 

fit to declare whatthey were, for the better vndcrftancfingofwliat is alreadie, and mall be laid 
hereafter. Which is a great argument, to'pmue how great the wealth and power of the Ro** 
manes was : and although that. fome. Authors do trear.e cjiercof, I will oneiy fet downe whar 
CornblivsTaciits writediin the fourth book 0 f-his hiftories, an hiftoriographer of 
great authoritie. He firft faith, that in the two fe'as, of the one and other fide ofitdic^xo wit, in 
the Adriatike fca,now.thegulfof Venice in the Sicilian fea called Mediterranean,they main¬ 
tained two great nauies of galliesand Ihippes for their guard and fecuritie, and for theiarc pah 
fage of Merchants, and fuch other neccdaiie occafions, Another great nauie they maintained 
vpon the coafkof Prance, between SpainemA ltalie . befides thofe which they had inarcadinefs 
and caufed to be built when any occasion of wat re was offered. Their armies by land were di- 
uided in manner following : Vpon the Jlhines fide on the frontiers of France , they maintained 
•eight legions, to keepe thofe countries which they pofieffed in Germanic , and to refifttheGer- 
tnanes and other northerly nations, and thefe qrdinat ily were the moft experienced and beft 
fouJcfiers. And although that thehumber of a legion did incrcafe and diminifii vpon.diuers oc* 
cafions yet the ordinarie in the time of the Emperors wa* (after V b geciv s- and Mo de 5- 

• t v s ) that euery legion fliould containe fixe thoufand and one hundred footemen, and feuen 
hundred twentie and fixe horfemen. Ofchefethcy held,in spaine, three oydinarip legions; and 
in Africa An theprouince of Carthage, two ; and in iMaitmm one ; and two for theguarde of 
the kinedomeof EgfPt\ and in the prouinces of %Mefopetama and Syria (to wit) in the countries 
contained betweene the Syrian fea, the furtheftend of xhq tenant fea,andthe vwer Euphrates, 
which were(fora long time ).theboundsoftheRomancEmpire,they held fourc legions.And 
hccrc in Europe ( befides thofe which I haue alreadie mentioned) they had other fixe legions, 

• in this manner : in and fiungarie they had two } in, Seruia and Bulgaria , asm any* and 

other two in Slauottia . and neere vnto thccitie of itow*,were.alwaycs lodged twduc Cohorts, 
nine of which were called Pretorian, and the other three yrbane, which by turncdid guarde 
thcEtnperors palace. Of all thefe Cohorts ( aceordingto the fame authors) thefirft and chiefc 
of them contained one thoufand, one hundred and fine footmen , and one hundred tlmtietwo 
hdrfe - and the others equally each of them fiuehundredandfiftie footemen, and thrcefcorc 
andfix horfe. Befidesall which,.they had ill. cfi,uers cities and prouinccs -companies of horfe- 
men which were friends and fubie^ts to the Empire ^ and alfo other companies of footemen, 
•Which werere called Auxiliaries, itvhich werejiot trained after the R 9 mane order and difei- 

phne: fo as they continually entertained & paied fiue and twentie legions, befidcs thofe which 
were'payed by their friends. And this was in time of peace, for the aumoiiuc and guardeofthc 
1 } Empire 
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Empire iforwhen there happened any wanes (according as need c required) they reinforced 
their armies, and encr eafed the number of their legious. 

With the force of thefb great garrifons the RomaneEmpire maintained & defended it feife, 
notwithftanding the want ofcare and diligence in fiotfre Enipcrors, as in Tibhriv s, of whom 
we now difeourfe- who (asisfaid) fpent the reft of his life vritill his death,in wicked pra&ices: 
which being much wifhecl for by all the world, ouertooke him in a houfe of pleafurc tieere to 
Naples^ hauing raigned twentie and three yeeares Emperor, in the feucntic and eight yeere of 
his age, and rhirtie, and nine yeercs after the birth of Chrift. In what manner hedied, author^ 
agree nor, for fbme/ay thathee was poy/oned, by his Nephew and fucceftbr C a i vs G Ati- 
ov 1 a : others write that being ficke ( as it was thought ) moitfily, and feeing that he made 
fome flievvofrecoucriej for feare that hcefhould mend, Cali ov la fmbthered him with a 
pillow,or with the coueringoftlicbcd,he hauing ordained him for hisfuCccflbrjNotwithftan- 
dingthat by reafo ofa certaine prophecie which hec held,he had refolued to make his Nephew ‘ 
Ti b b k 1 v s thefbnneofD r v s vshisheire, whom Dt onCocchivs iii his hiftories - 
faith, he would not name, becaufehe was not allured that he was his fonnes fbnne, for tlie fufpi- ; 
cion which he held of his mother} andalfo becaufe that the Mathematicians and Aftrologians, 
to whom he was much affected and gaue credit, had told him, that he fhould liuebijy alitrle,. 
while, and that Cali gvl a lliouTd kill him: andfo vpon a time being Very much of&nded, 
he fff id to C a l 1 g v l a, thou wilt kill me, and another /hall kill thee. It is alio imagined, that 
T ib e r iv s chofe C a l i ov l a forhisfucceffor, for that ke knew his cuill and wicked in-: 
clination, hoping that with his vices, he would deface and blot his wickedhes out of remem¬ 
brance} and alfbfbrthathcbeleeued, thathewould extinguifhtheRomanenobilitie} forhc 
was fowickcdandcruellashedefiredthatalltheworidmightend with his life, andfo hewas 
fometimes wont to fay, that heewiflied, that when hee fliould die, then the heauenand earth 
might bediffolued: buchede/eruednottoieethe heauens 5 and all the earth retoyced and was 
glad when he died} as all Authors write: and this was the end of Ti b h r iv s. ^ybt on i- 
vs writes, that the peoplerejoyccd much atbisdeatb: and fome running up and downc, at the 
newes thereof cryed out fling Tiber i vs into Tiber. Others befought the mother Earth, 
and the infernal gods to vouchfafe him no place but among impious wretches. And/ome threat-* 
ned to drag his liveleffecarcafle into the Gemoniae.

B lAiigula, before he was made Emperor , winsfipteajii}g<and in fuckgracewii h the people and Sep 
j state of Rome , as when he was advanced, it is unknowne whether was thegreater,thefarrow which 
| was in Roniefor the death of O dtavian, or the toy which it Conceived for thejMCCe jfion of Ca- 
1 Jigula. B tit being made Emperour , as ifwith hie dignitie hee had changed his natural inclittd- 
j tion j bee became fo wicked andinf4tHo'us,as I cannot fetdlwne bis vicious life without offending, 
j the chd(l eares of hint that fall redd the fame- nor wit heist a burthen to his modefiie that fall 
] write it, Hee made the Bridge at Baiasy d worky of no tejfefolly thengreaf expenfe., Hcedeflow- 
rcatorec of his owne fifter s ; and of his Palace (with reverence be itfpoken) he made a brothel dfRohsane,Matrons'. Hee 

was fo Covetous , as he ray fed a t ax upon theWnores, and, had a fare of their gettings. He ufcA po rva/kp up and down? 
Upon Cremes j and was fo prodigally that fometimes hee caufed mofl precious icwels to bee diffohed with vinegar and 
plat inti) hit hseat: hee wat finally in all his dblionsfo contrary to himfelfe , that no man knew how to behave himfelje to- 
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wdrdshim. He wo hid be culledand reputedfora God^ which name hefta'md with fnch Absmmbte crucltiC)that he Mis 
mrjt then the dwell i heJhedfomuch blottd, and made the wildebtaRt which he kept > to demure me»% andtodmty 
their blond\ (i at thofe which were condemned to be jlaine by them, rather chofeto ktllthcmje fats hen to endure the tor- 
mfints which be deuifed in hit cruell difpofition . He died of thirtte wounds gwen him by certaine which cofpiredagainfi 
him} hattingraigned almoftfettreyeeret: whofe death wasfo acceptable to thepeople : as it ts hard to fay whether was 
the greater toy, that which was concerned when he was made Emperour, orthat when he left the Empire, together 
with bis moft Jbameleffe life. 
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A l i gv i a the forme ofG f.rm'an i c v.s fucceeded Ti e »- 
uvs in the Empire, who during the time of his raigne, Was iri 
the higheft degree dfgUkipdc of wickednes moft abominable t 
and his words and deedes were fo odious and deteftable, as in 
(futh itisalhameful 8^vtiW,oithiething;hauing written the liues 
of fo worthie tnen, as were fv l i v 5, and Octavhkvj 
C A s a r s, & their heroicall afts • now ro defeendto thefinkc 
ofthevillanie,crueltie, andribauldrieofC aliovi*.' Foral¬ 
though there wanted not in, T ihriys caufe to be abhorred & 
blamed, yetfomeparc of his raigne wasgood ,and he in former 
times had been an excellent Capraine, and had enlarged the do¬ 
minions of the Empire, for which caufe his mil coditionsmight 
be tome what the better tolerated: but this wanting inCuvsCuiovL a, who was a man 
ofndfuch valour ( although in the beginning he deceiucd the world with an appiranceoffome 
good deedes) yet it maketh the remembrance of him the more deteftable, and his hand that 
mall write the fame, the more heauie. But bccaufclam not to make choife of Emperours, 
of whom I am to treare at my pleafure, but to continue rhecourfe of my biftorie, wherein my 

chiefe foundation is, to obferuethe truth, and,eleauing thereto, to continue mytroublefome 

iourney; Let him which (hall reade it confider how deteftable and odious his anions were, and 
how fmall timehis Empire indured (which attained not to.fourcyeeres complete) and the end 
which he made«to the end that he may die and abhorre them, & may do the like by (bine others 
which followed, like to him, or worfe. 

After theideath of T1 b b n 1 v s C M s a* (as I faid)the ioy which the Senate and people Of 
Rome concerned was incredible, and therewith they acceptedandapproouedtheEmpireof 
Caivs CalioviaC whom before his death Tiberivs had adopted and nominated 
for his fucceflour) for the Ioue and goodwill which they bare to his father Gsrwanicvj, 
and forthepittie and commifevation which they concerned fov his death, arid thca/li£ftbn and 
wrong done to his houie.For thefe caufes was he accepted by all the Prouinces,andprouiticiaU 
armies: for his father being Generali in Germnie, and in the Eaft, he was bred vp among them, 

and this name of Caugvl A.was giuen him for acertaine kinde^f hofc, called .Colima , vfed 
among men of warre,which heedid vfe to yveare.Comming from they lade where J e'r i vs 

died, to Rome, a great number ofthe prinqipall men ofall eftates went foorth to entertaine him 
vpon the way, with exceeding ioy, notwithft anding that he camcmouming with the dead bo- 
dieofTiB eriysj which the (ouldiers brought to be burnt at Rome ,-according to the man¬ 
ner of that time. And comming w ith gteatSolemnity to Rom; he was obey ed with vnfpeakeable 
gladnes and ioy, they giuing him new names anthEpirheteSjfliewing great reuerence and loue, 
Caz,i<?via was a man tall of ftature, great boned and corpulent -but hisneckcand Jeggcs 
were very fmall and (lender, deformedand vnfutabletotheveftofhisbodie- his countenance 
was horrible and vgly .• being Emperor,he tooke pleafure to terrific people with his lookesj and 
to this effexft it is vviitten,that beholding himfclfe in a glafte,he would ftudie what countenance 
tofer, to feeme more fierce and terrible. His eyes were very hollow, his forehead broad, his 
complexion yellow, his head very bald, and in thofe parts of his head where he had any hairefit 
was very thinne,all the reft of his bodie being marueiloufly hairy .He was very vnfound and yfr 
healthy, and in his youth was troubled with falling ficknes and other difeafes,and afterwards (as 
•we will prefently (hew) he was ill dilpofed both in bodieand minde, changing his conditions 
■withthe Empire: for before thattime, he was euer held for good. Wherefore it is (aid of him, 
; that he had been thebefli feruant, and was the word and moft wicked Lord in.the world. The 
‘fif^thinghedidafterhe came to be Prince, was to difinnull & make void the teftament of Ti- 
» which he had made two yeeres before, wherein he madehim & his nephew T t- 



jsstYs his coheirs: wheretotlie Senate did willingly agree,&euerie than deuifed&plbtifced 
howtogratifie him and doehimferuicci with fucbloueas within few daics afterhewas ebpfir* 
med intheEmpirc.Going foorth of Rome to recreate himfclfe vpori thb Sea atthelleofc^yrifvii 
and in other Hands vpon that coaft, they madeyows and (acrifices for his health and returrie i 
and writers affirme, that there Were llaine 170000. beads , accordingtothe ritcsandcere- 
monics then vied : And then making (hew of a man, and not ofabcaft ( as hisrdeedes did after* 
wards make manifeft ) he prefently commaunded the afhes of his mother and brethren to.be 
brought to R omt , and rhei e to be fumptuoully buried. He then tooke for his companion in the 
Oon/iil/hip, which hee would execute,his vndc G lAvdi.v s, brother to O hum a H.i g y j 0 

who in the time o(T i b b Rivsliuedpriuateandindi(gracejandyoungTi!BBR.i vs,(which 
was nephew to T1 be rivs the Emperour) fainingtoIoue v and affeft him • to: doe bimho- / 

rtour, hemadehim captaineand princeofalltheRomaueyobth.Seeking bycounteffeitgo'od- 
ncsandbountie,todrawto himfelfethe goodwill of the people* he didtw ice giucivnto cueiy 
bodie ( exceptingnone ) a cerrainedonariue of money, which they called Congiarius 3 and to 
all the Senate, and to all thofe ofthe order of Knighthood (which was a degree betvveenc.the 
communalde and the Nobilicie) he made a moft ftilemne banquet. And faining alfo that he 
meant togouerne with iuftice, he commaunded Octavianvj C m s a k his Iiiftifutions 
to be fought out,whichT x s br-i v s interrupted and brought out of vfe. He commaunded alfo 
great playes and feafts to bemadein Rome of Sword-plaiers, who were men which to (hew 
pleafure to the beholdcrsTought and killed one another • and certaine men on horfcback which 
they called Troians. He alfo appointed certaine huntings, wherein were flaine a great number 
ofLions,Panthers,Boares,Beares,andotherwilde beafts 5 andbefidesthis, Comediesand 
other (liewes which were made in r he Theater, & other kinds of fports and plcafur es to. delight 
the people, whofe hue and grace he then affefted. And belides that which is alreadie ftid ( as 
Sv btoniVs reciceth ) principally in the beglnnxngofhis Empire, Ar t a. b a m v s' King 
of Farthing tvho rebelled and was an cnemie, came to a conference with the Generali of the 
Romanes which commaunded the legions in Syria, and fearingthe new Emperour whpmJie 
yet knew not, made a peace with him 5 and pafling the riuer Euphrates , which was the bound of PeM mh tie 
the Romane Empire, came in perlon to adore and to doe reuerence tothe Emperours ftatue, A'^/pW/a. 
and to the Imperiall ftandard and Eagle: fo as the little, vntill thistime, may be reported of 
Caligyl a, as of a wi(e and difereete prince^and the remainder feemeth to be of a fenfelefte 
man and a brute and fauagebcaft. The beginning whereof was one ofthe greateft fooleries or 
vanities that euer was feene, which was to make fuch a feaft as was neuer heard of, to (hew his 
gi eatnes and vanitie, and to be able to walke and treade on the Sea as well as vpon the land Or 
(as others fay )becaufe he would imitate King X erh s,whopa(Tedhisarmieaut of Ajia into 
Europe ouer the (freight of Helle/pout vpon a wooden bridge, he commaunded tobe brought to¬ 
gether,and to be new built all the (hips he could get, which were infinite^ Sc in a bay of a crCeke. j ^onSafull 
which the Sea maketh neere to the hauen of Mas in CampAm,h om one point o( the land to the Mgr -made ky 
other fide of the Bay, which is about three miles diftant,hee commaunded a bridge to be made 
vpon the faid fliips,fee in two rankes,faftned and moared together with anchors,ckaines and ca*. 

Wes, which made them to (land fix and firme:he commanded this bridge to be made of boordsj 
fo throng and eenen,and to lay fo much earth vpon the lame,as irfcc/ned tobe,firmegraimd,and 
one of the ftrects of Rome. And bringing for this worke a great number of Artificet s and labou¬ 
rers,with an infinite charge • he alfo caufed houfes and lodgings to be built vpon the bridge, as 
writeth Dion, who relateth this worke more at large then all the reft. 

This being finifhed, and hcc with all the Court going thither, with an infinite number of 
people which from all parts came to fee this worke* hee proudly attired in robes ofgold.and 
pearle, with a crowne of Oaken boughes vpon his head ( which was called Ciuica ) on horfe- 
backe, accompanied with men ofwarre, and all the Nobles and gentlemen of Rome , entred at 
the one end ofthe bridge and road to the other • and lying one night vpon it, the next day hee 

returned, riding in a Chairot dfawne by moft excellent faire horfes, in manner of a triumph* 

Dion writeth, that the night when he lay vporr the bridge, he caufed fitch an infinite humoet 
of Torches, Lant-homes, and other lights to be lighted and fet vp, as the deerenes thereQf did 
exceed the darknes ofthe night, ofall thatfideofthemduntainesneereadioyniugiCA l i ov- 
la boding that he had made of the night) day $ and ofthe Sea, land. And fpending herein two 
whole daies (in all which time the Sea happened to bejftill and calme) hefaid; that Neptpui 
(whom they held for the god ofthe Seas) did it for f eare, and to do him reucrenee* The Ituite 
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whicH erifiied ofthis ftrangc follie, was great famine and fcarcitie of cor nc,, and other neceffa : 
ries for that the foips were ftaied about thisbridge, to make the which there were imployed an 
incredible number. Such like benefits as this, did euer follow the anions ofCuiov lA . 
Wherefore before I fpeake of the reft, to fay the truth, it is to be vnderftood,that many were of 
opiniomthat to this man was giuena certaine drinkeby his wife,whofe name was C b.s o n i a, 
wherewith foe made him mad and diftrart of his. wits 5 foee giuing it him, to the end he (hould 
lo ue her .* forhauing been at other times married he had put away hiswiues ; fo as his cvueltie 
and riots were by fom attributed to. his foolifones&want, of wit. Ofthis.opinionis I os b p h vs 
in the-18foooke of his Antiquities, and the Po& I vvb n a l with S r b i* p nt v s :and they 
lay that after he had taken thi$ drinke, C a l *iov l a flept not by day nor night ab.oucthrec 
houresj and rifingfometimes affrighted, itfeerned to him thathefaw apparitions and vifions: 
adding this to his peruerfe condition and nature, hcefoffered himfelfeto be led by her, and 
committed outrages without number or meafurc., which I know not how to fet downe in any 
order j among which hee foewed himfelfefo haughrie and vainglorious, as he defpifed all men. 

In the end(bcfidesthat hee was the firft ofthe.Emperours which caufed himfelfeto be called 
tiMprid'. lord) he purpofed tobe honoured as a God,or to fay better a Diuelljand made: himfclft to.be 
. adored, taking firft vpon him names neuer thought nor beard of, calling himfelfe father of Ar¬ 

mies, Optima & mximtu,with other epithetes, which they gaue to their god I v p i r h r only. 
And certaine Kings in his prefence which cam e to vific him, and to doe.him honour, bemg at 
contention among themfelues about theantiquitie and nobilitie of their houfes and linages, he 
interrupted, repeating aver le out of H o m e r in the perfbn of V t y s s b s, which faith. That 
there neither is noroughttobe, but one King and Lord • and had then taken a C to wne and 
Diademe of a King,but that he was giuen to vnderftand, that his owne was a more high eft ate 
and dignitie. Neuerthelefle, he determined with his pride and elation toviutpewcaignitie 
Jhhn^ct which heheldfor diuine, and cauled to be cavied before him the ftatue of I v pi t e r ,&fome 
th'fo&mth others which (as P l r n i e rccountcth) the Romanes vfed to haue with heads to be taken oft 
InofftZ and on, to the end they might ferue for diuers gods $ and talcing away tbqfe beads which they 
* had he caufed other heads to be fet on,to his owne Iikenes : butm xny opinion it had beene bet¬ 
ter they had cut off his head and fet it thereon. Befides this, he caufed a temple to be built,and 
tpbc dedicated to his name and honor,and made his ftatue at Life to be fet vp therin,which they 
called lcmum, and heinftituted Priefts to ferue him :and this his image to be euery day clothed 
in fuch attire, as hicnlclfe did wcarc. Alfb he caufed Peacocks, Feafants, and an infinite number 
of other princely birds to befacrificed in this Temple, as in other Temples of the gods of the 
Gentiles was vfed • with whom he fought to make himfelfe equal!: which truly was no great 
, matter: for they all were dii)els,Impoftures arid deceits. 

Butconfidering theopinion and conceit which theythenheld, it wasaprelumptionne¬ 
uer heard nor thought of, which camcto beeaccounted a ridiculousfooli/hne/Te; for prefu- 
’ unikdm mine much vponhis deitie, heecame footth one night by Moone light ((hee being then at 
/oft fuch'<uthe t h e full) and wooed and made loue to her, as if foee had beenea faire Ladie. Sometimes 
HK'wnmr ), ee ^d alfo eoe to the Temple of Iv p it e r. and ioyning himfelfe clofe to the L 
' mage hee made foew as though hee had fpoken in his care: and fometimes hee lay d his 
care to the Image, as though icfoould fpeake to him rand fometimes hee made as though 
hee were very angrie, chiding, and threading to fend it into Grtcia ; and afterwards hee 
would fainc himfelfe to bee pacified, and that he was contented that they two lhould dwell 
together V and in this manner hee proceeded to a thoufand idle fooleries, although they 
were diuellifo. And on the other fide, this man which prefumed to difplace the gods,and to 
make himfelf one of them, foewed his enuie to men ; grieuing to fee their foitues and memories 
honored* commaunding many of them to be ouet tbrowne, and defaced. He pra&t led and WAS 
defoous to difgracc the poems Of H OMBU and ofVuoii, and in like manner the hiftories 
' ofthc excellent hiftoriographer T i r v s L i v i v s, and commaunded his image to be taken 
out of the Libraries in Rome , where they vfed to keepe the I mages and pictures of great and ex¬ 
cellent learned men. Of V i *. o i x. he laid, that he was a man without any wir, and Iclielca r- 
/ ning. and T1* v i L i v i v s he reprooued for a man of many words,and negligent > of S b- 
■ Hie* (who in that time was much efteemed,and with great reafon) lie Fayd that hee was fand 
withoutlime, and a vvorke made without mixture : and fodid hetaxethe moftfublimeand 
excellent wittes. Befides which, hee tooke from many Patricij and Noblemen of Itawirthe 
Armes and Ornaments which they bare of their Linages and Families : and his enuy yet de¬ 
fended

He would this ,day pra/te one thing : and the 
next day, he .would peraduenture caufe him to beflaine which fpake well thereof. Finally,, he 
was fo variable that (a^Dioa reported!) men knew not what to doe, r|ov fay, his conditions , 
were fo doubrfull. The like he did in hisapparell,in bis exercifes^nd in all his other actions: for 
procuring one thing, he Would doecjeanecontrarxc *a,s we faid.in robbing and heaping treafurei 
together^he Would (pend fo prodigally, that thofo treafures foou ld not fuffice for his cxpcnces. 

Befides what is already faid.authors afnrme that he cbmaunded cQrtaine fitips ro be builc,vvhich ' 

were the greateft and moft coftly that euer were feene,ol which all the timber was of Cedar,arid 

the poupes and ft.nftes of Inorie tec with gold and precious ftOneS3and.aU the failes arid tackling Iri^LT' 
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were of /like of diuers colours : they were fogreac, asthey had in them halfesarid gardens. 
Wherein were many trees and flavyers: inoncofthefe/hippes , he railedalongthe coaft.of^- 
; i,ttdbuiU pla one whole day, to di/port himfelfe. He alfo began certaine buildings and worke&agairift all 

> • </</#. rea/bn and humane diferetion, and fuch as Teemed impoflible. For in the fca-he commanded 

huge pillcrs and towers to be built, and by land he.raifed ccrtaihe valleyes, & made them equall 
r» ' with the mountaihes , heaping vp rockes and earth in them, vntill they were eudn therewith. 

And m other places, he began to digge downe mouncairies to make them leudl with the mea* 
dowes, prefuming to correct the workes ofnature. 

As Caivs Gaiiovla wasfovariablearidinebfiftant, aswehauefaid^ foincrueltie 
onelyhewasconftant,vfingitlndiflerentlytoallwithoutrefpe< 51 :ofpaicntagedrfrieridfliip; in 
thehke manner he vfed his grandmother Anton i a daughter to G s r m an i c v s,foaslhe 
being in defpaire, tdoke poifon whereof/he died. And the yong Tijbaivs Nephew to the 
TUefufhittl ^P c ** or f 1B E * * v Sjriridfbnheto D-r v svs (as I hatfe faidj he making /hew to loue him, 
CaliguL 1 liuing fccure and without feare,hc fent to kill him by the hands of a Tribune,for no other caufey 
butforthat he vfed a certaine kinde of confe&ion of fweete fauours for his delight: Ca li6t. 
i A ikying,that he diditjorfeare to hepoifoned. And S i l l a n v s, (who had bee ne his father 
in law J he forced to kill himlelfe,onely for that he went not one day to tea, with him* Which 
S i t a n v s did forbeare, becaufethe fea made him ficke. And P r o l o m i b the lonne of 
I v b a King of Maurita/tsafo whom he was neere allied, and Ma tco which had holpen him to 
V get the Empire,and others with whom he was in great league and friendfhip,in requitall of their 

ae/erts he caufed them to be cruelly put to deaf h.To all men generally, both in word & deede 
he vfed fuch crueltie, as it would feeme incredible, had not fo many arid fuch authors written 
the fame : for he commaunded wild beafts which hce kept for feafts and triumphs, to be fatted 
i with the bodies ofliuing men, condemned to death. And fomerimescaufingfomctobe execu¬ 

ted,he commaunded their parents and kinred tobeprefenractheir execution, and theninuited 
them to eate with him, and compelled them to difeourfe ofp/eatent matters. He aIfo qualified 
' his cruelties, with fundrie kindesof deaths which he inflidted} prolonging it, to the end that the 

torment Zhould be the greater:So asthey ftoodein ibgreat feare ofthis man,that many < ifthey 
hadoportunitie) /lew themlelues rather then they would ftayforhisfcntence : among which 
the accurfed Pontivs Pilate, who condemned to death the giuer of life 1 11 v t 
' Christ our Redeemer, ^vas one$ who beingaccufed and banifhed , flew him/elfe with his 
owrie hands. * 

This wretched Cauovia was (o nufled in b!oud,as he much defiled and wiflied that all 
• the Romane people had had but one head, to the end that he might cut offthatheadeatone 

blowe. He alfo held the time of his raigneinfortunate, & complained ofthe infelicitie thereof, 
for that in his daies there was no pcfiilcnce,/amine,earthquakes,deluges, /poiles by fire or other 
„, misfortunes. 

There came by chance one day into his prefence, a man who had been bani/bed by the Em¬ 
peror T i b b r i v s, of whom hee asked what life hee led in his exile ? the other to flatter him, 
anfwered,that he fpent his time in praying for the death of T ibbsiv s,totheendhe/bould 
be Emperor: which when Cauovia heard (as he had banifhed a great number of men) he 
beleeued that they all made the like prayer for him,& therefore commaunded i(b many of them 
as could be found, to be fought out and flame. Vfing thefe cruelties and fuch like, or greater 1 ,he 
made himfelfe within fewdayes fo hatefull, as his death was generally delired, and praStifcd by 
fo me: but thoeonfpiracies againft him being difcoucred,it deferred his death,although but for 
afmalltime, which was as he deferued,as we will prefently declare. But fiift we will/peake of 
the wans &conquefts which he made,wherin he/hewed no leflevanitiethen in all thereft. For 
vpon a fodaine at the end of the third yeere of his raigne, he caufed a great number.of men of 
warre to be leuied, where with he departed from Jtam^giuing it out that he went to make warre 
in Germanic whither he tooke his iourney : whereto he added the oi dinarie legions, which were 
ry™ in thote parts, and with a /hew and appearance to doc /omc great explbice with his armic, he 
aZaTJww** pafled the riucr of Rhine: and he began to make warre at fuch time as it feemed to all men (con- 

tf/Caligul*. fidering his greatnumber of men, and the refolution wherewith he came) that he would haue 

bauuU, ouerrunne the world,and haue madefome great conqueftjbuthe contented himfelfe with this, 

mud. that the Kings fon of which is now called ffo//W)being in difgrace with his father,came 

to his feruice, and herewith hauing done fome/mall hafme in that countrie, he returned, arid 
pafled the riuer: And after he had giuen fome alarmes,he tooke h is way. with his armic towards 

the 
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the tea 5 and in memorie of his vhftorje, he there commaunded a towerto be built, and alihis 
fouldiers to gather abundance of cockle (hclles, as the fpoylcs of his enemies: and then calling 
hisartnietogether, in fuch manner as captaihesvfe to doeafter fome notable vitoie,hemade 
a long oratipuvnto them, and commended them all j and alter wards he commaunded a great 
fomeof money to be diftributed amongft them, ouer and aboue their pay. 

Returning toRdm*, he fent before, to commaund that rherefhouldbe prepared a moft fb- 
lemne trium ph s carrying with him fo that effe<ft, certaine Barbarians his enemies, fuch as he 
could get: but afterwards he altered his determinate,deferring the triumph vntil another time, 
and entred into Rome inouaciatitriumph, and there began againe to execute fome of his ac- 
cuftomed cruelties, purpofing to haue done greater. Whichthe world being vnable to endure, 
many cqn/pjredagainft him : he which did moft therein^and the firft that began to pradifc,was 
a Tribune ofthe Pretorian Cohorts, whofenamewasCHHRE a : he died of thirtie wounds Caligula »m- 
which they gaue him, in a vault or fecret gallerie, wherein he vfed to pa/Tevnfeene, from his 
palace to cenaine bathes,hauing moft vnworthily raigued three ycercs and ten moneths, in the * 3 mmu 
nine andtwentith yeere of his age. 

The manner of his death,hefides Sv et o n 1 v s, D1 on and others, is written by the true 
Hiftoriographer I o s e p h vs : to whom I referre the curious reader to make an end of fo bru- 
tilhamonftcr.aswas Caivs Cali ovla. 

This happened in the three and fortith yeere of C h r i s t our Lord. After that he was 
dead, there died the lame day Cr sokia his wife,abd one only daughter which he had rand 
notwithftanding thatthe Almairies which were of his guarde fell to armes,& would haue flaine 
the confpirators,and did kill fome of them,yet in the end all was pacified,and his death was ge¬ 
nerally approued,as of a Tyrant and mofi cruel Prince- in like manor as the death of fuch Kings 
and Princes isvfualiy approued dcpleafing, whofeliues haue beendeteftable and odious. It is 
certainely knowne, that when C a h g v l a was flain, he had purpofed to haue put many to 
death; for in his clofer or priuy chamber, were found two bookes ,• whereof the one was called 
thepoiniard, and the other the fword,wherein were written the names of a greatnumber of Se¬ 
nators and Knights of Rome- whom he had condemned to[death. 

There was alfo found a cheft full of diuers kindes of poyfons, fiich were the relickes and 
jewels ofthis wicked man. In this /hort time wherein Caivs Cauovia raigned, the 
name and faith of C h r i s t was publifhed and preached in a great part of the world, the holy 
Apoftle? Saint P b t b r and Saint Pavi preaching the fames and particularly in Iuden Saint 
Matthew, who Mo fall wrote the Gofpell.

^ Senate refoluek to extirpate the race ofthe Caefars , and to refiore%ome to her aliment liberties 

i jngfo yeat Aumnh (at commonly it hapfeneth vpon imo»atio»i» States ) ah Jieingby nature 
fearefull>anda cowardjhe hid kimfielfe in a fecret place of the palace, tohertbeingfeundh afml* 
' dier which by chance came to feekefor pillage , he wok by him reuerenced, attdhailed Emperor, 
This [ottldier bccitig feconded by others who together with the people defrd a prince , in the end 
mugre the Senate they made him £mptror\in which dignitiehe carried himfelfe in thebeginningmihfuck mvdtftit 
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aydfiumanitie^allmm began to ajfar f tkcn?(elnes ofan excellentgoner ftetftenf; but he continued, not long in that good 
cfiffiqfitmifar through his little care,t he natural vices ofhis minde ester,caftng,be defrauded the -world of. the hope con. 
cptutd of him, and in fhortjpace became both luxurious, cruelty drunfedrd, and a glutton, He had many wines, but

jhrumps which be lotted to eate , alleaging th'dt they were nteatefor (he gods, for that they grew of their owne accord, 

, whofe death wat poncealed. bjy Agrippina? vnttlljhehad confirmed herfonnefor hisfucceffor in the Empire; He lined

i totheendthatany ofthcm diouIda/piretotheEinpirc, neither 

j ■ . J— . , H for any other man,but onely to free the common-wealth fromfo 

cruel! a Tyrant, had triore care for their owne fafeties then to make choife of a new Emperor. 
The Confuls as foone as they vvcre.certified of his death, a (Tumbled the Senatej and being ter-, 
rified with the miferies paft, refolued to reduce the cittie of Rum to her auncient libeitie^ and 
tominguiih the name of Cm s a r sand the Monarchie 5 andperfeuering.ih this determination, 
they fei fed on the Capitoll, with fomeofthe Cohorts ofthe citie, which bad the gnaiid? of the 
palace, whowerealfoofthcir opinion. But herein were diuers opinions in the citie ; for the 
common people would haue a head and an Emperor, for the hatred which they euer bare to 
the Senate,and for that the leaft part of the euills and cruelties committed hy the Emperors fell 
vpon them j and alfo for that they enioyedand rafted ofthe feafts and fargefs which the Empe¬ 
ror? vfed to make. The men ofwar of the pretorian Cohorts which were lodged hard by Rome, 
defired there fhould bean Emperor,* becaufe they were in hope to make chpy/e of him at their 
ple^fure; arid in regard of the rewards and priuilegcs which they inioyed from the Emperors. 
But the matter remaining in this c6fuli6,neither the one nor the other knew who to nominate. 

^happened that C a l i g v l a being dead, C x a v d i y s was in fo great fearc ofhis life,as 
hedared not goe foorth of the Impetiall palace, neither openly to ft)\evyhimfelfek But being 
amaied and inthis feare, he wentto hide himfdfc inthemoft fecret place he could finde 5 but 
cevtainefouldiers tunning.ypand downe to take whatthey could finde, it chaunccdthatoncof 
them found him,feeing his feeteewho to the end hee might knqw who he was, vneouered him 
and knew him. And C t a y d i v s imagining himftlfe to bee fought for to bee flaine| 
caft himfelfe at the fouldiers feetc, defiring him to fane his life: whereof the fouldier aflfu- 
red him,& prefently refolued to name him Emperor.* who gachring together thofe which came 
with him, they all did the like: and raking him vpon their fhouldci s, they carried him in a litter 
fo their Campe $ where (trembling in great feare ) he knew not to what iftue this would come. 
But he was well intreated'in the Camp,& the fouldiers agreed to make him Emperour.The Co- 
fulsand Senate hearing he was carried to the Campe, in fuch manner as aforefaid, fenttohim. 
requiting him by a tribune of thepeople.to come to the Seriate, and there to treate offuch mat¬ 
ters as i hould bee for the common good, Whereto heanftvered, that hee was there detained by 
force and could not come. It chanced that at this time, He rod e Agrippa King of Judea, 
wa$initaw.'whom (asisabouefaid) CaiV s Ca uov i a hadrcftoredtotheKingdome^ 
which in right had belonged to his vncle Auhblayj, & to his grandfather Hbrodb, 
which flew the Innocents.' : 
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This H r o d a (hewing himfelfe a newter,began td mediate an agreement betweene (UuAiHt ^ 
Cl Avi) ivs and the Senatej although that fecretly he fauored C lavd i vs, courifelling flitfby Heroi-. 
him to herefolute, and not to fubmit himfelfe to the Senate. Orie whole,day and a night was dc Ag ri PP a - 
ipentwithoutany refolution,during which time Cl Av.DiYslwauered betweene hope and 
foare;the next day the people began openly todemande an Emperor,aridriiany abandoned the 
Senate and Confolsjfb as therefollowed much trouble (which Ioshthv s notech. ) But at ijj,, , 5 , f , 3 dj 
length, feeingthat the fucccflion in the Empire more rightly appertained to Cl AVDi'vsjthen 
toany other, they all agreed to makehimEmperout: and the Senate went Vnto him, and the 
Cohorts tooke the oath,and did tl^eiraccuftomed homage, hec making many large promifes ; 
and fo the Senate accepted and confirmed him. And thus he obtained the Empire ofthe world,, 
who but a day before kn ew not where to find a place to hide himfelfe,forthe lafety of his life. 

When CtAvn ivs attained to the Empire, hewasfiftieyeercsold, hauingcuerliued 
poorcly and little efteemed, notwithftanding that hee was neerof kinne to the Empefours,and 
had pa fed great daungers and perijs, without any office or dignitie ; fiuing fome few monerhs 
the Confulftiip,wherein by Caiys Caligvla he was admitted for his companion. He 
wasa man ofa tallftatuve,neither fat norleaner ofa faire and plcafingcountenance*, and whe¬ 
ther lie fate or flood, he euer ffiewed a greatnes, reprefenring maieftie: wherero his faire gray ch„Jm S ^ 
haires were a great ornament. He had fo little ftrength in his knees as he went weakly, and as £ e .lju>j U. 
though he were carelefte. And whenhewasangrie, he was fo much altred therewith , as the ^ 
teares would fall from his eyes, and he ftammered in Jiis fpeech ; befides all whitfh, his head did 
euer fliake.He was a (ickly man: but being onceEm'peror,he was cured of his infirmities,except 
the painc ofthe ftomacke, which fometimes troubled him very much. He was learned both in j" ' 

the Greckand Latin tongues, and wrote bookes and hiftorics. Healfotookevponhimtoadde 
three letters to the Latin Alpabet * but as a matter fuperfluous they continued nor. Latinrngutsi 

Clavdivs is numbred among the bad Emperoursi for his vices and the'great cruelties 
which he committed, fuffering himfelfe to be gouerned by certaine enfranchifcd men which 
were hisfauorites: yethedid many things befitting a worthie Prince, which were profitable, 
fo as P a y l V s O r o s i v s in fome fort feemeth to defend his a&ions. 

Beginning to take the gouernment vpon him, notwithftanding that there were diuers opi¬ 
nions, & many both attempted and fpake much againft him? The firft thing he did, was togiue 
a generall pardon 5 and to commaund all things part to bd buried in perpetuall filence and obliui- 
on: yet for example,and to feare others to attempt the like,he commaunded iuftice to be done , 

on C h e r e a the captaine of rhe c6fpirators& vpon,fome of the reft ; who fuffered death with c hma m 
great courage,and refolution, making mention of B R v r v s and Cass ivs, who flew I v- cwrogcuijlj. 
livsCasar»CheE'Ba defiring t hat he might be flairie with the fame fword wherewith 
hehadflaine Caligvla. Clavdivs ffiewed \himfelfe mercifull to all which had offen¬ 
ded him,and were oppofites in his ele<ftion :and difannulled all the cruel edi^s made byC ALi- 
g v l a. He alfo commaunded to be deliuered out of prifon,& to be releafed from banifiiment, 
all thofe w hich vniuftly, or for fmall caufes did endure the fame * among which he releafed 
from bani fhment Caligyla’s fifters and neeces. And to H a rooiAguppa King of 
Iude 4 (in requitall ofthe m eanes he vfed to aduance him to the Empireffic gaue the Tecrarchie , 
of Qatile, which C a i v s C a l i o v l a had taken from his vncle Hbhodh Ant ipas, Herode Jinn, 
who had put S.Io hn Baptist to death, and was an aftorin the death of our Sariiour. This J" 
Herod Agup pa was of great ftate, and honoured interufalcm: where putting S. I a me $ tUeathy • 
to death, and perfecuting the Apoftles and Primitiue Church, he wasftriken by the Angeli of died mifwabiy 
God, and died as S. L v k b reciteth in the A<fts of the Apofties. And fo thefe three Hbrods ’Sauce. L ' m 
died an euiU death .Of this Aoupp a,& his vncle H erode Tetrarcha,called A u f i p a s Hcrodc a- 
(who put Saint Io h n to death, and in whofe time our Sauiour died - and the other H e- 
rod b the great, who flew the Innocents, in whofe time Christ was borne) I haue twice was 

made mention, becaufe thefe H a r o d b s commonly breed a confufion in reading ofthe ~ 

Scriptures, not diftinguiffiing the onefrom the other. aSp.tiV ' 

. Returning to the Emperor C t a v d 1 v s (I fay) that touching the ceremonies, names and rWHcrodc;. 
titles, which for honour the Romanes were wont togiue to their Ernperot/rs, he/hewed him- 
felfe very difereet and temperate,& would not accept of many of them: and forbad vpon great which mur<te~ 
penalties 3 thatnoneihouladofacrificetohim ,asthey haddoneto C a t v s Ca l i.ov/a i redibeimo- 
and fo in the beginning ofhis Empire, he did thefe and fuch like as a good Prince. Among Shmlall. 
which, one was, that he had ah efpeciall care that Rome ffiould be continually well pvouided of 
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wheat and graine, warranting theMerchants againft all daungeis and pirats by Sea : and here¬ 
in (although afterwards he committed many errours) he was euer diligent and carefnll during 
ESS??"* his life. C l a v d i v i was alio a great Jouer offumptuous buildings': among which there were 
Claudius. three lo proud and /lately ,that it/eemeththey excelled the moft ofall tli^t cuer werein the 
6 world jand for fuch, P hhis,Sybtonivs , and moft authors doe account them. The 
<*/>. V ' one was a marueilous Conduit or Aquedutt of water, which after his name was called Claudia, 
with which none of the Conduitsin Rome could compare, either for abundance ofwater, or 
for coft and excel/cncie of the workman/hip : for it was brought fortie miles from Rome , by 
mines and paflages thorough mountaines 5 and in low valleys, by ere&ing moft high Arches of 
a wonderfulcharge 5 and fo was it caried & mounted to the top of the jiighell: hils in The 

other worke was a Hauen of the Sea made by hand, in the citie of oftia, the which was capable 

' ofa great number oflhips,made in the firm land* and afterwards he let the Sea into it (as Dion 
reporteth ) hauing firft fortified and madefirme the bottome thereof: in truth a marueilous 
worke, and/uch as his pofteritie and thofe which fuccccded him were not able to maintaine. 

His third worke ( although Ieffe profitable, yet moft coftly of all the reft;) was to drein and 

laie drie a great Lake called Butinas , in the countrey of tht^Aarfi, a people neere to Rome, 
which was the greateft Lake in all Italic: the which he did(as fome fay) to bring that water,into 
the Riuerofrwr, toraakeit greater with the current thereof, and to drievp and/ay open the 
fields, which that water couered,to the end they might betillcd.Which to effect,among other 
difficulties and infinit toile, he mined through a very highmountaineofflint, three miles in 
length 5 a worke which feemed impoffible, being (as I faid ) a mine thorough a rock. Finally 3 
how great and admirable this worke was, may appeare by the time which it continued, and the 

\a vfottdlrfuU labourers which wrought therein, which (as fom authors affirme ) were 50000.men, which la- 
- worke, boured eleuenyeeres without ceafingja matter which feemcrh incredible: lo as befides the reft, 

if E v s b b 1 v s ( a moft Chriftian and true author) had not written it, I durft not report nor 
beleeue it. What end this worke and labour had, ihall be related in his place: for (as I fhyd) 
although it began in the beginning of his raigne, it was ended eleuen yeeres afrer.I al/o forbcarc 

, to Ipcakc of other his buildings, which although they were excellent, yet not comparable to 

the aboue named. i«. i- 1 > 

Hauing begun and continued the/e workes, he was not carelefte for the reformation ofeuill 
cuftomesanoabu/es within Rome, and abroad, and in fome other matters:wherein if he had per- 
feuered,he had bin worthily held for an excellent Prince. But afterwards by reafon of his great 
liberty , and wickednes of bis Fauoritcs and fuch as were inward with him , (by whom he was 
much ouerruled) he becanie fo diflblute ,that it defaced and ftained all his former actions-, as 
hereafter (hail be declared. Befides that which is already fpoken, this made the beginning of 
his raigne the more famous, that in the fir ft, fecondor third yeeres thereof (as Evjebivs, 
Pa vlvs Or os ivs. Bed a, and S.Isidorh report) S. P b t b r. the Apoftle came 
to and therefeated himfelfe,after hehadpreached in diuers parts,but principally had re¬ 

mained in l Antioch eleuen yeeres: and being come thither, remained there twentie fiue yeeres, 
vntill the end of the Emperour Nero 3 as i hall be fpecified: they al/o affirme,that with S.Phtbr 
came the Euangclift S. M a r k b , and being by him informed, and erifpired with the holie 
Ghoft,he wrote the Gofpell, by whofe direction he returned to preach C h r i s t in Alexan¬ 
dria • of whom,and of the other holie A poftles and Di/ciples of Christ, ot their miracles , 
marcyrdpmes,&whatfucceflethey had, I make little mention, bccaufc(as I hauefaid) in a pro- 
phane hiftorie,as this is,I hold it not fit to infert diuine and holy matters,although that in briefe 
there (hall be mention made of that which fhall bemoftcoriuenient for the light of this hiftorie 
and the generall good. 

Toreturne toourdifeourfe of C1 a v d 1 v s, it pafied in this manner, that in the fourth 
yeer of his raigne,notwithftanding that the Emperors power was then fo great and fo much re¬ 
doubted, as no Nation ofthe world durft bearearmes againft him : yet the inhabitants of the 
Hand of Brit*ine 3 which IyliysCasu had fubdued, did boldly rife in armies, and denie 
if* Eytytrout their obedience and vaflalage: which the Eniperour Cuvdivs tookefoill, asherefolued 
«to P er f° n t0 vndertake the enterprise to fubdue and pad fie them• For which adion (befides the 

SJH- ° orainarie legions) he afiembled a great Nauie by Sea, and a great ar mie by. land ; and purpofing 
to goeby Sea, he embarked the fame in the Port ofojlia, notwithftanding that the paflage was 
farre aboutbut in the beginning of his voyage he was fb ouertaken with a tempeft, as he was in 
daunger to haue been caft away* Wherefore he difembarked his forces in the citie of Marfclks 
• > , -V ' .in 
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iii Frame^nd altering his determination,crofted through Fr^ &fhipping himfelf againeiight rhe ttitt4]n ^ 

ouer againft England, he paffed into the Hand with fo great a power, that he eafify pacified all i rthflUiagiinjt 

yet (as D t on teftificth) he came to a battaile with the Britain*, Wherin he duerCartie them*. But Claudiuv 

the common opinion is as I fay, andiodoth G1 ld a s, an ancient true Englifh Hiftoriographer 

of pSo. yeeres continuance, record. The iourney into Briianme being ended to his contehr-He 

lent his Nauy into the Hands called Orcadcs,w\nch lie to the North ofSZotUiidfk are now Sublet ; 

to the King of great Brawny , which within few daies he fubdued & made fubiedt to theEh^re:

Hauing performed all thefethings in thefpaceoffixe months, hereturned towards Rome, where 
he entred triumphing w ith the greateft fblemnitie that could be, 5 c to him was giuen the name of 
Britanhicvs ,for fubduing the lie of Britanny. T 6 the folcmn ity of this triiiph,S v a t osiys 
Tranqjil tvs reporteth, that he not only fuffered theGouernours.&Prefeiffs oFfirouih' 
ces to come to Rmcjbiti alfo he releaft many others who liued in exiles from their baniftiment. 

For this vi&orie, hecaufeda crownenaualltobe made,whichwasvfed tobegiuenfofVifto- ACro - n ^ 
riesby fea, which crowne was of gold wrought with the prowes ofgallies and /hips, and placed » 4 mH, 
ouerthegateof the imperiallpalace, hard by that which ordinarily did Hand there made of 
oken boughs, called Ciuica; and for the fame rcafori he commaundedthat afonne of his. Which 
hee had by his wife Msssaiina, whofe name was Gbr m a nicvs, lhould btf called 
Britannicvs : And in this triumph he began to honot with armes & other fauouts /ome 
of his libertines, which had been flaue^and were enfranchifed and fee at libertie, and did them 
fo gtear honor,as men began to murmureagainft him,and thereby he made bimfelfe ill beloued. 

For they committed many infolenciesand wrongs,by meanesoFtheir greatriche^ artd^utho- 
ritie:ofwhichthechiefeftandmoftfpokenof,werefixeorj[eaucn,onenamed DtoDpNBSi' *' 
to whom hegaue for hisarmes, the triumph aforefaid: another, whofe name was F 1 Ti x,he • 
made gouernour and prefect of ludea 3 Samaria, and Gable, by meanes of the death of H b k o v d 
A o r 1 r v a, before which F«uxwe reade in the ads of the Apoftles chat Saint Pay t 
was brought prifoner. Another called C a l i x t v s, of whom Pliny, Senbca, and 
Co'nelivs Taci *rvs make mention. Another was P o t y b x vs, who was a learned man, 
whom Clay divj himfelfe held for his companion, and as it were maifter of hia-ftudies, to 
Whom Seneca wrote a confolatoric epiftle for the death of his brother. Another named 
Narcissv s,whom hee made his Secrerarie,whom Svetonivs p referreth before all the 
reft; Another was Pa dan t e, a man al/o very famous : to all which he did fuch fauours and 
gauefoexceffiue gifts, asthey attained to fuch riches, that Cl av d ivsvponatimecqiriplai-* 
nirtgthathis treafurie&exchequer was poore,he was anfwered. That ir would be rich enoughj 
ifhis freed men Narcissvs and Paiantb Wouldaccompany him, and /hare with him 
In their trade and ftocke. Within /hort /pace he made himfelfe lo fiibie<ft, and was fo much 
ouerruled by thefe Libertines, and his adulterous and di/honeftwife Me s sauna, towhom 
he was how married (after other wiucs which he had had) that by their direftions and coun/el^ 
he committed many diforders,follies and wrongs, more like their {hue and fubie(t, then their 
Prince and Soueraigne, and fuffered others to commit the like 5 pardoning fuch grieuous offen¬ 
ces and committing /uch cruelties , as it would belong and difpleafing to right them all. But by 
that which he committed againft his owne bloud, which I will declare, the reft may be con^ 
ie&ured which I paflfe in filence. One of the firft arid moft notable, wasthe death of A p p i v s 
StiANvia worthie noble Roniane.who fometimeshad been gouernour o£Spaine,and mar¬ 
ried with his owne mother in law,who/e dead \ was plotted by his wife Messalin a, and hi$ 
enfranchifed N ar c 1 s s v s. D i o n writeth, that hauing no caufe whereoftoacaife hira, 
itfufficed toc 5 maundhimtobeflaitie,for that Narcissys in a morning came intoCiXv- 
d t v s chamber before he was vp, faining great hafteand feare, perfwading him toftandypon 
his guard, and ro take heed of A p $ 1 v s S 1 l a n v s ; for he dreamt that night he ivas flaine, 
and that S i l an v s onely had killed him. The Emperor well pleafed with the matter, went 

to the Senatej acquainting the Senators therewith*; much commending & extolling the loyal- 
tieof N ar c issv s, that he euen Beeping had care of hislife and health. Aft erS 1 i Any s, 
healfoputtodeathhistwofonnesiniaw, Lve rYs Si i an vs and Po«p b y, andjwoof 1 
bisowneneeces called L1 v 1 >E,oneofwhich was the daughter of Dr v s v s,and the other oif 
German i c VS; no man knowing any^^caufewheref6rehedidit,noradnriittingtheirdefehce. 

And fo were a great number ofothers put to death, ail by the counfell and pr adice of Miss A- 
l in a and his freed men j who bare fuch fway in the gouernment and counfet of eftate, as they,

^and'uponTuchasha^confentcd ^: participated with them : and feeing ftmfclfefreed from this 
danger^ he contifiuedin his evil! purpofis and cruell courfes. In like maimer the hatf ed cjncrca- 
fingagainft him, it happened tba; JF v r i,.v,s. C am i l l.v s , S c r 1 b o n i a n v s^ who was 
Lieutenant, dnd Governor of Dalmatia (incited by many principal men of Rome) openly -rcb<?I- 

led againft film: and the legions of that Province confenting, with him, he called himfelfe Em> 
pbrpyrj yhis put Cp av d i V s into fuch a fetfre and amazement ? ashee was much dejected and 
ba/emmded •• andasfinneandan cvill con fdcnce is one of the chicfetlcaufes that maketh men 
cowardly and fearcfull, heewasfo daunted, Camillvs (who rebelled) wilting vnto 
f him.and perfwading him to leaue the Empire ar?d to liue priuate,he remained doubtful} what,to 
do i and caufed cert..inepnndpall men to confultthereofrSo as ifthe matter had gone forwards, 
it fe^meth that he would haueftd fmall coinage to haue defended the Empite.But aS'.C ami l lvs 
had no more right thereto,then he,& as his purpofe was not to ledreffe the-Empire and reforme 
the eui|s cpnft 1 rred by Cl a v ©i.v s, but to make himfelfe lord & tyrant, and peraduenture 
doisjlldrworfe,, God would noefuffer it to rake effect according to hisdefire: for it happened, 
that the fame legions which hadiaifed & cholen him, repenting of what they had done, the fift 
day-after flfthimfSpmeAuthpf$, ( among which are Svb.toniv s,and Pavivs Oro- 
s 1 v sjreport,that herein hupned a Grange accident: for the Enfigne-bearers comming to giue. 
their, oath.and obedience to the new Emperourby his commaundement, were not able to re- 
moue the Enfignes with rhe Eagles from the place where they werefef 5 fo as moued by this 
prodigious fpe&acle, they all concluded to fubmit themfelues to C l av d i y s deuotion > and 
to.flay C A m 1 l l v s. And fowas Clavdivs deliucred from this danger,but not from feare 
and jealpufic, but fiued euer after in continuall difquiet and feare 5 infomuch as being one day in 
the templeofiering hisiacrificesCasthen was the cuftome)and by chance findinga fvvord,which 
fomc man peraduenture without any ill intent had brought thither, and there forgotten it, he as 
a man'which knew that he had deferueddearh, fearingall mtn, thinkingthat it was brought 
thither to eflfe& fome treafon againft him, was in fuch a perplexide and feare, as prefently in 
greatjiafte he commanded theSenaretobcalfembled; and with tearcs in his eyes, hecomplai- 
ned vp^O-them, publi/hing himfelfe tobeaman ofmoftmiferable condition and vnhappie, and 
that he was at no time nor in any placeaflured, but in clanger 3 and fo held himfelfe many dayes 
retyred , and came not abroad. . 

' By-meanes of thefe things which were attempted againft Guy n n-s, Mbs sauna 
his wjfe and her fauourites and confederates, tooke occafion to put many men to death, and 
to cpnfifcate their goodes, vfing other cruelties to all manner of people, alleadging that 
they wereguilty oftlie confpiracies afore/ayd, or of fome of them - and this in a moft wicked 
matter: for many vpon fufpicion without any cryall or proofe,were codemned and put to death; 
and tpthecontraric, others which were guiltie, by bribesand gifts werefreed;wherein al- 
thoijoh'thatforthpmoftpart C lav ©iv swasabufed by thofe hemofttrufted, yet the blame 
was laydVpon him, and the world hated him fpr.it. For betides the remifie forgecfulncs which, 
he had of all things, arid the truftAvhich hcrepofed in fuch wicked people, he (hewed himfelfe 
cruell and blopdie j for oftentim^be would ftprefenr when toi-mcnts were infiicfted,and at the 
execution of t heifer u el ties; a thing vuwo.rthiejpf.the ftate & tfignitie which he held.He would 
fQmetimesalfp.fodfindy bpinfucharage,asftp ; feemed to.be ourofhis wits: andfo S v bto- 
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wivs accountethhisfurieforfolUeandmadnes^nOtwithftandingthat Cornel ty 5 -Ta» 
c 1 t v s vvritech ofhim, that he was oatufallie inclined topitie and clemencie: fo as in truth it is 
a ftraiwe thing to confiderofthefontrariecieofthis mans minde. After all this(as I o s fa pbv 53

The loue which Clavdivs bare to M a s S A l t n a was fo great, and the power Ihe had 
ouer him fuch, as (he thought that this might alfo pafte in filence, or that he fhould difTemble it 
as he had done many other great abufes.But it now plcafed God that fhe fhould receiue pumrti- 
ment for al her mifdeedes; as he oftentimes periiiitteth wicked men after fome great hnneS, to 
commit other greater, to theendatoncetobepUniftiedforall. And it wasfo, that his gi-edt 
friend and fauorite N ax c 1 s sv S3 a libertine before named, difcoucrcd this infamous ad to 
Clavdivs, with a multitude of other villanies committed by her: who awaking in fome 
fort out of his droufie (lumber arid forgetf ulnes,riot with (landing that this aaion had put him in 
greatfeare ; yet after that he was welleriformedof thetruth,hecamet6 Rome, finding next be¬ 
fore him L v c 1 v s G b i a, who was captaine of the pretorian Cohorts, to confirmethem in 
his feruice; and being arriued,he Caufed his wifeM bssA.una to b“ apprehended, and ma¬ 
ny others which were guiltie of thisaftion : and by the diligent induftrie of Narcisbvs 
iuftice was done both vpon her and them. And fo they were put to death by hisdir^ion before

mined foprocure her husbands death by poyfon, and there wanted no miniftcrsnormSearte^tb 

accomphfh the fame. For although that Hiftoriog^apheis agree not’herein, yet they pbi£ 
curre that poyfon was giuen him, foehns killed hirfi: & the moft part write, that it wash a Afui- 
Ihrump, which was a meatc he vfed to eat with great appetite/ ^ 

It was the iuft judgement of Go^ that Clavd it sihoolddieby eating : for he vyas lb 
gluttonous and infatiable in eating and drinking (among his other vices) as hee thought no 
time nor place fufficient thereto, and did euer eate fo immoderately, that moft comonly furfe^ 
ting^hevfed vbmits to difeharge his ftomacke,putting a fearherinro his rhroate, aremedy which 
fome gluttonous men doe vfe, eating vpon aftiirance thereof,and carrying themfcldes more fil¬ 
thily, then if they fell licke. In which feather fome authors afiirmfe that the poyfon wasgiueh ih'kmperiw 
him. He died in the fixt&fiftithyeer after the birth of Chri s t our Sauiour,inthei4.yeerc ciaudiiMoji 
ofhis raigne, and the 74. of his age, the 13. day of O&ober about the breakeof day, and his AgttW 
wife Agrippina Concealed his death the moft part of that day : and pretending that he "*« 
mended, fliecaufedcertainevowestobemadeforhishealth, vntill jflie had confirmed the Em¬ 
pire to her fonne N * r o,accordingto his adoption,which (feeing they then thoughtC u Ay/ 
t> 1 v s to be lining) Was no hard matter to be effected.

great donatiues to the fouldiers,he was by them prefently carried backe to the Senat,whet eall 

the Senators,Conforming thcmfdues to the will ofthe men of warre,obeyed and recciued him 

for Emperour with the ordinarie and accuftomed folemnities, giuing him names and titles of 

great maieftie.* among which, he refufed the name of Pater patru , becaufe he was of opinion 

that that title agreed not with his yongyecres, being then but feuenreene ycercs old. And fo ^Zlncjmis 

N bro obtained the Empire, which he ought not to, haue had * and there wanted not fom’e °f*&* 

which murmured, that an adopted fon fhpuld be preferred before a legitimate and naturall ion; 

and would haueliad Gbrmanicvs called alfo Butahhicvs, and nor him But tluie 

men were notofpowerto withftand him: for as he wasobciedin Rome , fo was he in likcmaii- 

ner in all the pvoninces of the Empire. Hethen prefently commanded the obft quies of Clav- 

i>iv s to be folemnized, (as the cuftome was) with great pompe; and according tothefuper- 

ftitiohs of that time, they canonized him among the gods. , . < 

. Great was the ioy wherewith N hr 6 began his raigne, afwell forthedifeontehtmentof 
the gouernment paft, as for that change and itmouations are euer.pleafing, an d de/ire comm on¬ 
ly bringeth good hopes, which Were confirmed by his outward fii^w andapparances in the be- 
ginning.Fiffthepromifedtogoueme accordingtotherulesandinftitutionsof A v ovstv s 
C as am, and began both in word and deede to /lie w himfelfe, or (to fay better) to Mne him-:

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/he might peri fli f This was contriued by thedi region and counfell of one of his fea captaines 
whofenamewas N i c » t v $: and the plot was laid that Ihce Ihould bee drowned in the fea on 
the coidofCalafria: whither N b ro ( faininga reconciliationwith her) caufedhertogoe, 
and vnder color to doe certaine facrifices,he himfelfc went thither alfo. But this plot taking no 
effect, wherein ccrtaine of her company weredrowned,and flic with great daungerefcaping,he 
ieemg that fecrer practices auailed not, he refolued to put her to deathopenly: and to that end 
(through the counfdl of the faid Nici tvs) hecauftd it to be bruted abroad? that ope by 
whom me had fent him word ofthcftiipwrackc and daunger wherein (hehad been atfea,wodd 
haue killed him; & tor this purpofe there was a poiniard let fall at his feete, he which brought 
it faining, that by his mothers commaundement he came to haue flainehim. Vnder this falfe 
pretcK onely, he commaunded eertaine Tribunes,pf which this N i c a r v s was chief?, to kill 
her j Who being come where A on ip pin a wasjlheprefcntlyvnderftoodethccaufe of their 
comming: and feeing them vnflieath their fwords, authors write, that fliewing them her belly, 
/he faid,ftrikc me here fir ft; for this part hath defeated it,feeingft concerned and brought forth 
fucha monfteras N n o' : audio (he died fooneofthc many wounds which were giuen her. 
And Niro whowas in a place there by, came to fee his dead mother, and flood beholding her 
naked body asif it had been the body ofa beaft * praifing and difpraifing her parts and members. 
And thus did the wicked Tonne marcher his wicked mother, who cannot be excufcd, but 
ehatfheforher wickednes deferued the death which fire died j Anditcannotbe denied, but 
that herein Nero fliewed rood abominable crueltie 5 for nature doth abhor thata fonne 
fliould punifll & be executioner to his ownc mother,moued thereto by his ovyne wicked &euill 


Doubtlefle, it is a flrange thing to thinke of the loue which this woman bare fo her fonne: 
for it iS written of her, that before he vvas Emperour, it was foretold her by an Aftrologer,that 
i he fhould beEmperour, and that he Ihould kill his o wne mother; whereto Ihe anfwered 5 Let 
)' him haue the Empire, and then kill her and fparenot. So great vvas her pride and ambition,that 
to the end fhe might be mother to the Emperour, flie would put it in hazard to be flaioc by her 
bwne fonne : and foboth the one and the other were accomplished. Not withftanding that 
the Souldiers,Senatcand people, applauded him for this foule and odious Mat; icide, yet was 
he euer after terrified with the fting of Confcienee for fo foule afafr, and as he often confeflcd. 
1 was haunted wirh the apparition of his Mothers Ghoft, and tormented by the Buries. To this 
of his Mother, he added the murther of D o m i r i a , his Aunt by the fathers fide ? who be¬ 
ing an agedwoman, and lyingfickeof a coftiuenefle*, commingto vi fit her, and fhevfinglo- 
lling fpteches vnto him ; he commanded the Phyficians to plie her ftill with ftronger purga- 
tiues: fo he before fhe was fully dead, feizedvpon her goods, and fuppi eft her laft will, that 


he might enioy the whole. ■ , , . CL . . 

ThetEmperour Nero having performed fo great an exploit as the murdering of his mo* 
Mwttutw ther (fo much are Princes blinded with flattery & adulation, that notwithftanding all the world 
Auf'Al, didfeeand underftand the matter, and how allhad palled 5 yetmoft men m his prefence apprO- 

jUtt'rcrs. vcdjuid applauded the fame: and there were many vowes and facrifices made to their gods, for 
that he had efcapedfuchktrcafon ,and forthe difeovery thereof, making him belecvc that they 
held it for truth) cloaking his wickednes under this colour, he cam to Rome: where feeing him- 
felfitliberty,and free fromchecbntroulementofhis mother (whbfeauthbrity was ever great) 
he began to abandon all thame, giving the reins to his beaftjy appetite,and to all kindc offilthi- 
neffe and itloft abominableluxurie; which was fuch and fo horrible, thar, to keep fuch honeft 
fairm in ourHiftoryas is requitite,ahd not to offend the ears of chafte Readers, I purpofe to 
paflc it over in filence. Wherein he fpending great pare of the time, all the reft he employed in 
lafcivious Comedies and other libidinous exercifes, and oftentimes in banquets and feafting, 
which Iafted all the day and the night alfo. He was prodigal! in all things, efpecially in his rich 
and fiimptuous attire. The ornaments of his Palace,and his expenfes and prodigalities were 
foh as thelike had never been feen. In Comedies and publike Shcwes (moft of which were 
mofrvile and difhoneft) hee a<fted a Part in Perfon 5 and would that the Noble young men of 
&fim* and fomepf the prmcipaU ybng Ladies, fliould be prefentto hear and fee the fame. And, 
above all) he was fo inclined to Mufick, and fomnchaffc&ed it>as,befidesthat hee was skilfull 
in that Aft, he glbfied fo much in fingihg,as many times he refqfed to eat for hurting his voice j 
/ and to deerit and make it better, he purged himfdf,and ufed other remedies and medicines. 

Some write of him, that to that effe&he wore a plaifter or Iheet of lead upon his bread. 

Finally, 


Finally, N b Ro forgettingthedignitieandmaiefty of his eftate^gaue himfclfeouerto ba& 
and vile exercifes and vices, the which for that they Were fo filthy, are hot atalldefcribed^and 
which afterwards brought him to the fluke of all flnneahd cruelty, as we vvilfdeclarc. And ai 
the Subie<fts,for the moft parted imitate the fafliiohsatidbehauiourof their Frinces SeLordSj 
foprefently in Romemd out of it,they began to pvadtife andfollovv their Vices ahd follips,wher- 
ifi the Einpcrout fyent his time $ and tht Lawes , gbod chromes , Arts and Sciences began to 
be corrupted and forgotten. Wherefore, he made himlelfean enemy, and odioUsto all good 
men, although then there were but few; as if it often happeneth. 

While-as hee bufiedhimftlf in thefebafe actions, the wanes which his Geneiall Coni v- wt^hhthi 
i y s begaiine with the Parthia«)s, about the Title of the K?ingdOine of Armenia, never cVafti 
In which, aftei 1 fundi y exploits of war, the Romans prevailing, the Parthiatisweie wholly drl* 

Ven out of the Province of Armem .-and Nero nominated and fent thithef for King thereof 
<asa Subje<ft to theEmpife) Ti o r a n e s , who was nephew to A r e h a j. a v s foideiime: 

King ol CAppidftti, having a long time continued in Rome in bafe and poor eftatc. This man was 
by fomeofthe countrey received and entertained with good approbation • and Others, which 
held for the King of Pmbid, repined thereat) as commonly it u feth to happen in fuch cafes* 

Wherefore there was given unto him an ordinary guard of foot and horfemeo, and fome of 1 the 
Roman Cohorts to aid him to defend that Kingdome. C o r b v t v s beeing vittorfous came 
with bis legions into SyrU : which bapned in thefeventh yeer of the Raign of N ero. About 
t' is time there was fb great ari Earthquake in many partsofthe world, asmanygreat Buildings 
fell; and the City df Loodicea was therewith wholly mined and laid vvafle. 

Withinfewedaies after, the lie of EngUndan d Smkttd^hen called BrUam/reyebclkd againft R*fr ItoninBri* 
the Roman Empire, being unable to endure the infolencies arid oppi efliom oftlve Roman Le* 
gions lying there in garrifon, P av l.x nv s Svetom ivs being their Generali .‘for, from 
the difeafes and vices of the Head,flow*.did flowe diforder and corruption through all the Pro* 
v/nces which were members thereof. The caufe of the in/iirre<flion in this Hand proceeded 
from hence iPaviin v s being defirous to win hbfiout,and Ctivy ing the fame which C b R- 
* v t v s had gotten in the Eaft, who was daily viiflorious in the war againft the Parthians, hee 
wanting neither courage nor difet etion to doothe like, but matter and becafion; and fedhg ? 
that in the lie of Brif-wiiie there was neither time nor hope for his puipofe, leaving fuch troops 
and garrifons there as hee thought fnfficienr,hewent from thtnee with dgr&tPleettp male 
warreinan Hand necr to England, then called Riiiu, and now tMarr ,^ which was inhabited by d '« 
fierce Nation. And notwithftanding that all fliccceded well in that journey, yet,during his im- 116 '-' 

ploiment there, the Britains, chufittg among themftlves a Captain,a man of great account and 
reputation, called PHRAsvRAtvsorpRAsVTAOvs, with the Title of a King, as they 
ordinarily had in that Hand, although it tverefubjetfl. they rebelled for their liberty, killing all 
the Roman fouldietsthey could finde, who had fliutthimfelvesup in aTcmplc t and, after* 7 fa fup¬ 

wards overthrowing a Legion which came to their aid, they flue the greateft part thereof, antj wpiecesfytiit 
compelled Petvs, who had the command in the abfence of Pavukvs SvetOnIVS, 
tofleeto their Camp: whcrcthey prefehtly befieged him, and fo were Mailers of the Field* 

C a l R v s (who, for the Emperour, was then Coverner of the Hand) feeing himfblfunahje 
defend the lame, with the greateft fpeed that poflibly he could fled into France, and abandoned 
the Hand. And the Britains took fuch order,and ufed Rich expedition in this warre agaihft the . 

Romans and their Adherents, as within fewe daiesln diVerfe places there were (lain 70000 
men. P avlin v s, being advertifed of this great difafter, having effected that which hbe had 
attempted of his own authoi ity, with all fpeed poflible returned into the Han d with his trOopSj 
where he affembled together tnofe which had continued conftant in the Emperor’s fervice,and 
thefemainderofthc Roman fouldiers which Were left; and,reprehending fome, and encoura¬ 
ging others, without any longer delay hee went to feck his enemies, and their Captain P R A- 
s v r a ov s . who were now growne fo hardy^as they cam to feck himjand didfoaflurcthem* 
felves of the victory, as they brought their wi ves in Wagons and Cars, to fee the battell which 
they meant to fight. Which,P a v l in vs Sv r t 0 n tvs refufed not • but,like an expert cap* 
tain, took fuch advantage of the ground, and marlhalled his men in fuch fort, and inthe battell £ ; ' 

fought fo valiantly, as hee obtained thevitoy^yetwas it one of the moft fierce bartel$, and 
fought with the greateft obftinacy, that ever was feed : for, of the Contjuerers there died a 
great numb.er • but of the conquered (as C o r n k 11 v s T a c 1 t v s reports) there were

Him he caw&d eo be brought unto him as a Bride, with a Dow- 
vy anda yeUow Vail, after thefolemnmanncfof marriage, and a goodly Train attending on 
liini < whom h e maintained as his wife; whereupon one laid pleafantly, that it had been happy 
f°K ! mankinde if D o m i r i v u his father had wedded fuch a wife. This S t o *. v j, adorned 
with the ornaments of an Empreflei hee accompanied in a Litter through all the Cities and 
Towns of Greece , and afterwards ar Rome, up and down the facets • Si o ilia*, t a kitting him 
often. He had a defirc to lie with his owns mother 5 but was terrified from it by fomc which 
hated her, left that proud andinlolcnt woman fliould by this favour growe too mighty, wher- 
pf no man ever made doubt • and the rather, for that afterwards he entertained a harlot among 
his concubines, very like (a 3 it was reported) to Aoaifpina. It is alfo faid, that in former 
times,.as often as he rode in a Litter with his Mother, he ufed her inceftuoufly : the which did 
appear,|>y the fpoTS upon her garment. 

: -;Afnongft^U his difhonett andfilthypollutions, hee never forgat the ficrcchcs and cruelty of 
,i mii'M his mjpfftyftiedding bloud,and killing an infinite number of men ; and made boaftand vaunted 
• \ ; thereof,faying, that none of his PrcdecdTors in the Empire, did ever knowe their ownc power, 

, but he. And when One in his prefenee laid, asaby-word, When lam dead let the world bee 
•< burned,: Nay, quoth he, let it he before I die. Of fo ill and envious an inclination was this man 
to all mankindc: whfch did fully appear by that which he did within a little while after, which 
tufa »vas,to fet the Citypf^^onfirejas-SyBTp nivsjEVmijiv s, Ev t jo p iy S) P A v- 
b Ntt * tv 0 * 0 s i.v,s ? and Isi d p r h, affirm i yet Co.it n b livs T kb it v s makech fomc 
doubt thereof, whethei ir were done by chance, or by his commandetnent; and yethimfelf 
&ith, ttytJio man durft quench the fire,for fearofhim: and all affirm, that it laftedfocdaies and 
(even nights, and that N uo went up to the cop of a high Tower to behould fhis fpeiftaele, 
yvfiich wasverypleafingto hisfight: where he ftoodlinging certain verfes of H which 

contained thej^uming of the City of Troy. And the fire did confume fo much in the City of 
fams,a$ Tac .i tvs, writech,that,offouietecn great quarters which werein the City, onety 
fpurtt.cfcapcd free ; and of the ten, threciwere Wholly confiimed and burnt to the ground; and 
m thefeven there was never a hou/e whereof the greateft part was not burnt, and many wholly 
confirmed. Finally, they were innumerable, and not to bee imagined, the hou/es, tembes, ri- 
^hes, the ipqils of yitiortes, the clothes and-merchandi^eS, and other things,, which, this fire

theroofe& vaults thereof went eontihuahy round like rheskie,'. in f ch fortas ftytii&bM-Spte 
are made^nd fome of chele roomes Werd wrought with /uch art,as there ivcfe iri thelri t-PWAlfit 
ventalsandalirabiquesof gold upd luovie, wliichat.certainetimei: didcafto^fveete floors, 
waters, and precious oyles. This houfd likewife had bathes offundry waters hot and eoM'iind 
other ornaments and excellencies, fuchand fo many as would he;t e dious to i dcitC • WHetCtri^ 
and in ocher buildings vvhicli he made, hefpenrariinefiimable creafurc; -ahdhrbtherVvhith'lie 
began^ which were ftrange and manieiilous , the which for breiiiiy I omit'i ^ And altliotigH fiis 
is fayd) he had commanded the Citieof Rome tobefet on fire, yet beihg thus burnt, he vfed alf 
diligenceto rcedifie it againe ; in becte,r.tbnme:themit Was before j and had determined 
the. nanic thereof, and to call it Neromna, after his owne name. But this his carefuffictd not 
to cleere him of the infamy which hehad purchafed among the people , foi commanding ic 
to be fet on fire. 

After all rhis, the Emperour Nero by the inftigation of the diuell, in whofe power re¬ 
mained hisfinn.-s (thenumberof Chriftiansin Rome then encreafing, through thepreaching 
of the Apoftles, S. P e t hr and S.P a v e, who then were there) he and his like being grieued 
with the holines and purCnes of the Primitiue Church,refblued to perfeCute ^he /amerand put¬ 
ting it in execution .a great number of Chnftians,both within and without it,Wereput rqdeath Urn ^ 
by his comaundement. And this was the fitft general! petlccution which the Church fuffered; oftheffmtm' 
And although that after the death of C h r i s t there wanted no perfecutors (yet was it neUer Obwi 
perfecutcd by the Emperours publike edi<ft vptill this time. Wherein, how great the eonftaheie 
ofthe Martyrs was, & what fundrie kindes of martyrdome they endured, Co rni civs Ta- 
c i tv s an infidel Hiftoriographer, and an enemie to Chriftians^yet true in hishiftorie,bcfuH 
other Chriftian authors, fh^llbearewitnes: who (like a Gentile murmuring at them) recifeth 
theperftcution ofthe EmperourN e r o : whereof S'v e t out vs alfo making mentidn.fai’h s 
that a verie great number of Chriftian men and women were.put to death : And among other 
cruelties, burnings, erodes and other kindes of death, he reporreth that they were th ro wne td 
the dogges, tobe tornc in pieces: and to the endchat dogges fliould be the more eager agdinft. 
th^niithey coueredthem with the skinnesofBeares and other wild beafts. This perfecurion of * 

thechurcb Svnromvs and CorneiivsTacitvs jfctdowneinthis place after the 
burning of in the eleuenthyeere of the Emperour Nuoss raigne : yetEv s b b tv i 

and o’herauthors note it to bee in the laft yeere of hisErnpiie, wherein died the blcfled Apo¬ 
ftles S. P b t g r and S. P a.v l by His commandernent. But it may be- Sc foi beleeue, that thi^ 

perfecution lafted till then, which was little more then three yeeves j or whether i. were only, 

this time, itpleafed God to preferuehis holie Apoftles vntill the timeaboue ftid. 

After that the Emperour N * r o had executed this crueltieagainft the Chtlftiatis, which

Then the gaihesand plaies which, hee 
jpEflWfd-were fuch arid fo hiany^s itcannptieeivaiued-.what they might coft: for* befides 
tJiQferiwhith in Rome wereordinary, as, ;thd Swajd^pbiers, combats,huntings of Lions, Elc- 
panthers, Tigersiand;othcr.beafts; the Cdmedies and Tragedies which in the 
Theaters and Amphtthea ets.were veprefented, and the (ports on horfeback, and with chariots 
of diyetfe forms',in thec ircuit* and. places of j? me, which were many and more frequent, and 
With'gr.earerm 3 gnificencerhan.ever theretofore. heinventedjiew [ports with chariots drawn 
with .Ojrtjels, an’d.Elcphants with Caftles on their backs, with other new inventions & ftratige 
.devices. which to bring to pafte, it behooved a man to compafle the world: as was.his Ntmma- 
e^afight-With Qalliesuponthe water* makings Lakt for thar.putpofe by hand, which they 
alfo called drawing water from the Sea to fill the fame 5 and therewith fifties to 

fwim therein, becaufe it fhould be more nariirall and at life. Then, in the donatives! which hee 
threw to the people for him which could firftcatch them (which they call’d Mifsiltyht would 
nor give fuchas were ordinary, as other Emperours did,of money, birds, and other things of 
fmally^luc f but therewith he commanded rich apparell, gold,filver, rich (tones and pearls to 
be given • and, toincreafe this in all fuperfluity, of things which could not be thrdwne abroad 
in their,kinde, he cauftd Certain Tables to be call, wherein was fee down what hee fhould have 
into w.hofe hands they caroq in wheat, hcavds, or (laves ; which extended fo far as to give he¬ 
ritages, fields, houfeSj ilands, and other matters of great price. By all that which hath bin faid, 
he.tbat will mny fee bis prodigality, and may imagine what his expenfes might amount to in o- 
ther matters. So as this accurfed man had novice wherein hee would not bee extreme *and fo 
woiild bc be in (pending and wafting, as he was in robbing and fpoiUng the people : Which his 
prodigality as it was gi atefull and pleafingto the vulgar fort, fo I prefume it was the caufe why 
they Co long endured his tyrannic and wicked difpofition. 

But, asthefc things were intolerable, after the eleventh yeer of his Raign many of the prime 
Noblemen of Rome confpiredagainft him : the head and chief whereof was Caiys Piso 
( the m oft Noble man by birth, parenrageand vertue, which at that time was in Rome) and, ac¬ 
cording to his name, this confpiracy was called FifonUm. But it was difeovered before it took 
effect 5 and, in ftead of the remedy which was hoped for, it opened the way to the Emperours 
cruelty: for, upon this occafion he put to death fo many, and of all forts, noble and ignoble, as 
wellthofe which were guilty, as thofc which he would hould for fufpefted, as they were with¬ 
out number .‘among whom, died the witty and excellent Poet Lv can ; and his Maker S b- 
n b c a * a|J>eit he had fworn to him very devoutly (when-as he often made futc for leave to de¬ 
part the Court, and yeeldcd therewithall his goods into Mbro’s hands) that he had no caufe 
to fulpedfc him, and that he would rather lofe his ownejife, than do him any harm. And fear and 
flattery were offuch power (which things commonly concurre),thgt the Senate determined to 
doo facriffce, and ro^ive folemn thanks unto, the gods, for the health and fafetv of N i r o,and 
his delivery from this confpiracy * and they ordained feafts to be made therefore, and that the 
Moncth of April {hould lofc his name, and be called Nuoj and that there fhould be anew

red Scthe confedcrats were by hirtt’broughbto their deathjand many other vpon that pecafion* 

The Cbn 7 j*iratoi's had flieir tiyali,and pleadedbound in cbaines| fom^frt.ely confeiTed ifrJ and 
others added that he Was beholding vnto them for it,beirijg im poiTibldi:o.ciire himhy an^othec 
mearies (infetted as he was and dfthonored with all kindedf impieties) .but by d^th.; Thq 
children bfthe condemned Were expelled thfe Gitie, and afterward poifoned or After 

which hegrcwfo fea^efull,and therewithfo cruell,asfrom thcnceforth.lusgreateflifiudieahcl 
pra<ftice was fo put men to death,vpon any ^occafion whether forged or true, according .to hia 
phantafiei And fo he flew a great number of noble men (as S v, h t on * v and more/ atlargg 
Cor-N'b iiYs Taoi tvs reports.) Beingnufledinthefficruelties,!heforgatnothis.other v 
vices and lewd exercifes . among; which one was to come perfonallyiirt^otheThfiateiv and k . 
thereto tontend and ftriue for the prizes which were giuon to him thanbeft Cciutd f.qcitjeor fing 
verfes and tragedies, and for other rewards ofMuficke which were giuendn that time, as if hee 
had been the pdoreft Mufitionor fingingmanin Rome. And.comniing one day verymerryefor 
* a viftorie which he had obtained in thefe Theatrall Iufts and contentions, he took folue difr 
plcafureagainfthisbeloucdwifeP opfea :andashewas veiy proudeand ill conditioned; 
he gaue her alpurne on the bellie, whereof being with childe fhe fell fo iicke as (lie died; and XtroM'dh}* 
he, who was the caufe of hei* death, was exceeding forty for it. There was no kinde of Alii- ® pp ** 
ance or Cq'nfangniuitie, how neere foeuer, but it felt the waight of his bfoudie hand, A ft vo - 
k i a the daughter of CtA vi> t v s, refufing; after the death of Pop p’s a tohe his wife, hee 
flue,vnder colour that fhe went about to confpire againft him; and to alter the ftate. Hee alfo 
murthered all others thatwere in any fort allied vnto him -. Among the which, A. P x a n c i- 
v s was one : whole bodie hailing by force filthily abufed againft ki ndc before- hjs de.?th* 

Let my mother now, faid he, kiffe my fucceffoursifyvecte lips ; giuing it out that hee was her 
deere darling, and that fheincouraged him to afpire to the Empire. His fonne inlaw Ry ?t» 
mvs C x i s P i n v s, fonne of P o p p h Ajbeihgiyet very yongdorthat It-was reporred.ofhiin, 

that in ganie he would play for great jplaces bf cbmmande ana dukedom.es- hegaue charge to 

drowne him in the Sea,wlicn he fhouidbe-thercfifhiag. After allthis, in thethirce.Qntbyeqrq 
of his raigne, the ptourhees being no longer able to er?dute his tyranny, and much leife tfie ar¬ 
mies which Were in them, they begad to marine arid to tfunke Vpon ; mean.eshOw they might r<?- ; 
bell againft him- as within fhort fpace fome of them did, which Was ini the. iji.ye^fe of his 
raigne. MdUed ypon the! like occafion;the Iewe?rebelled againft the Empire, God .permit- kUtdo^ifo 
ting that they fhould be>the firft, and lhould continue in their rebellion^ for a publilcC! and e?j& Ncro ? 
dent punilhment which fhould be indited vpon them jfor the putting ofour Sauior.G w r i $ x 
to death. For this warrfe which was begun againft the Icwes, V b s p A Vt a n was appoin ted 
Gencrall,a mail vety famous both in peace and warre,and who afterwards was made Emperor^ 
he nadfor his lieutenaht (which is the fecond place after the Generali) his fonne T i TV$,whq 
in proce/Teofrime was alfo Emperor. V a s pasia n began this war very rcfolurely,and it, wh 
afterwards One of the moft famous that euer was in the world. wherein as (hall bedeclated,thfi 
citie of leYttfalmvias wholly deftroyed. This hiftorie is excellently well written by . 1 6 s 
PBvia IeWifbhiftoriographer,-whoferued in that warre,and was taken prifoner by V p,s>A- 
s i an : and by b-sipp v s alewbybirth,butachiiftianby profdfion $ bcfidc^ many O-f 
cher authors which create and write thereof. ' , r. ; . 

VbspasiaU hauing taken fome Cities in Judea ; thecnuic and hatred daily enCteafinga- ; 

gainft Nb n o, with the taufes which he gaue of the fame, allNacions confpiring tp rebel! a- 

gainft him 3 the pvooinces of Frame,and the legions which were there, began, firft chufiftg IV-. ; 

11 v s V i n dbx for their captain. ' The newos hereof came to N b-.ro being then in the 
citie of Naples, whither he Went for hisvertuousrecreations,- fuch as he was accuiiotnedf 0 vfe; 
whereat he feemed not to be much mOued, and (as it was fur mifed) it offended him not,becaufe 
that thereby he might hauc occafion to rob and fpoile all ihc'proUinces of Fttoct.. But the news 
ftill enervating, he began to ftand in fome doubt, and came to Rome,where he was certified that 
a part of Spme called TtrragOnd, Was alfo l ifen againft hirii, with S a Roj ViS G a t B ^- proclai- , • 
rainghitnfclfeEmperour; who vvasa man very 1 famous for hisrioble linage, charges ?nd dig- 
nities which he had worthily executed. Which he did, as fome Write, being peflyyaded 
therccoby letters from Iyiivs Vin dbx who(asInowftddy.wasinarmesinFr<f^. A . , 
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Nero. 

With thcfcnewcsofS/am/, the Emperor N uo was Co much troubled, as after that hee 
had lien *good while (as though he had been dead)without fpeaking any one word, he rofe 
vp asa man defperate* and tearing his clothes, he knocked his head againft the walles,, not de¬ 
manding, nor receiuing counfell or comfort from thofe which would haue giuen it him. And 
this furie being paft, he began to takeordev for the leuying of forces, and to require fuccors and 
aides : but he was Co much hated of all the world, as no man came very willingly to his ferulce. 
rather peifwadingone another to the contrarie: Things /landing in this ftate, as Nuao bud- 
ed himfelfe about leuying an army,difcourfingin himfelfe what cruelties and punifliment9 hee 
might infiitt, there came certaine newes vnto him, that the legions which lay vpon the fron¬ 
tiers ofhigh Gcm4W(*whofe captain e was Rrpy* Virgin iv», werealfo in armes againft 
him,as wdfastho/e of France and Spoitte* Withthisncwes N hr o loft all courage andhopc 
Nero to defend himfelfe: and the Senate and people of Kme were therewith fo much troubled, as 

ojhknfelje. without any leader, but only of their own mcere motion by common confent 5 they decermi- 

nedtoabandon N a xo,and refufeto yeeld him any obedience: whereof enfued his death 
Which waslhamefull and vile, as he deferued* which was in this manner. 

$ y aro s iv,s writeth,that when the newes came ofthe in fur region ofthe legions, Ns no 
was at dinner; and that prefewly when he heard it,he threw the table to the ground,and in de- 
fpair to defend himfelfe, taking certaine poifon in a boxe ofgold, he withdrew himfelfe to cer- 
‘ .. tain gardens which he had, where he deuifed fundrie waies and mcancs to efcape this prefent 

' calamitie • fometime thinking to flie out of mite to the King of PdrthU, with whom he was in a 
great ieagueoffriendfl]ipcuer,.ince the coronation ofhis brother Tiridates King oC Ar¬ 
med* * otherwhiles he thought to yeeld himfelfe to S b r <j i v s G a l b a, and to craue mercy 
at his hands: but fndingno hclpe nor remediein either (for few were they which repaired vn- 
him, or came at his calling) he was of opinion to goe forth into the publike places of afifembly 
Nero hough in Unclad in mourning attire, and there to craue pardon for bis ill forepaffed life • and if they 
into extreme {houldnot grant him to continuein the Empire, yet at the halt that they would beftow vpQit 
mi/ene. him the gouernment ofthe kingdome of Egypt r t and to this effect, were found certain orations 

already drawneinhis clofet 5 but he durftnotput this deuice in pra&ife,fearing to be (lameby 
the people j fo great already was the rumult in the Citie. Palling that day and part of thenighc 
in thefe doubts and fcares, he laid himfelfe vpon fashed, Although hee tooke little reft, deter¬ 
mining with himfelfe the next day to put in cxccutionthat counfell which Ihould fee me moll 
profitable. Attd hauingflept a little, heawokeabout midnight, and was giuen to vnderftand 
that the Cohorts which had the guard of the palace were gone, and had, forfaken him. A- 
mazed at fo great an alteration, hefentfor certaine of his beft and moft confident friends to 
their houies: but as betweene wicked men there isno truefriendfliip,neither was there any due 
to him, neither had he deferued any, fo from none ofthem hee receiucd any good anlwere: 
wherfore with fome of his feruants,andthofe very few (protected by the darkenes ofthe night) 
he went forth of his palace, and in perfon went to many oftheir houfes, at none of which they 
would open the doores, neither giue him any anlwere ifo as hee who within few daiesbefore 
was feared and adored of all the world; returned forrowfull, defpifed, and in feare of all men. 
And returning to the lodging from whence he came, he found if ranlackt and (poll'd euen to the 
very boxe of poifon wh ich he had referued for his laft refuge. Which when he faw,in defpair of 
hislife.and defiring to die,he began in great haft to call for a certain fword player which ferued 
him, who fe name was Spiczllvs Mir mho N,and commanded him tokillhim. Andas 
neither this man, neither any other would doe it,he cried out with a loud voice,faying, Now I 
/[ perceiuethat I haue neither friend norenemie. And in this furie, he went with a determination 
to drowne himfelf in the RiuerT/^r: and making a (land, he asked of thofe which were with 
him, where he might hide himfelf, vntill that he had bethought him what to doc. Prefently at) 
cnfranchifed man ofhis, named F a o n, offered to keepe him fecretly hidden in afarme which 
he had 4 milesfrom Rome. AndibN a r ©taking this for his laft refuge,mounting on horsback, 
being barefooted and in his Ihirt and waftcoate, with an old fullicd ouerworne cloake caft vp¬ 
on him, and fo holding a handkercheif before his face, in the darke of the night hee went out 
of*«**ivith fouremen only, which didbearehim company,- in the moft couert and difgui- 
■ , fed manner that poltibly he could .* And with great feare and trouble came to the village 
whither they carried him • and leauing his horfehidden among certaine trees, he went co- 
uertly through certaine Canes and Reedes; andbeforethat hee came to the houle whither 
hee w4S to goe, the fame F a on which brought him* counfellcd him to goe into a Caue

which was there, where they vFed to dig land: whereto heanfwered, that hee would notburie 
lumfcltealwe * in the end he went into the houle, creeping in on all foure at a hole which they 
made through the wall* and coming into a chamber, he caft himfelfe Vpon a poore bed which 
was there, and being both hungrie and thirftie, he deli red to haue fomething to eate: but there 
was nothing to be had but a peece of brownc bread and a little water • the bread he would not 
eate, but he dranke of the water with wonderfull feare and lorrow to fee himfelfe in that 

place. < 

As thefe things paflcd with Nero (as I haue /aid) as looneas it was day, his flight Was pre- 
fently difeouered, and the Senate afiembled, and by their common confent hee was adiudged 
ari enemy vnto his countrie* and being condemned to die, was commanded to be fought for e- Seme Ji,id 

uery where: to the execution whereof, the men of war of the Pretorian and Vrban Cohorts* 
confentedbyperfwafionsandpromifeswbich were made vnto them. With which newes, the “*■ 
determination of the Senate being published, a feruant to the faid F a q n which brought 
Nero to his forme, wentont of Rome, to giue him to vnderftand thereof: for he knew the fe- 

cretway. And being comc where the Emperour was, hec found him making preparation to 
kill himfelf, through the perfwafion of thofe Which came with him, feeing that there was no o- 
rhcrmeancsforhimtoefcape. He hearing the forrowfull newes ofhis doonie giuen by tlic 
Senate, To be an enemy to the State, and that he fliould be puniflicd ottere Mriiorurtijaeteuport 
he demanded what kinae of punilliment that More <JM.wrutn was < And when hee vtiderftood 
thatamanfocondemncd wasrobeftriptnaked, hisheadfet fait in the flocks, and his bodie 
fcourged with rods to death: He was fo terrified therewith, as hee took the poiniards which 
he had brought thither, and fceliilg their points and edges, hee made Ibew to doe that which 
they had counfellcd him : but growing fearefull and a coward, hec put them againc into tick 
(heaths, faining that his fatall houre was not yer come. And Comedtries lie prayed and intrea- 
ted fome one ofthofe which were with him, to kill himfelf,to the end that he might follow his 
example : At other times lie wouldrcproue himfelf for his bafe minde and want of courage 
vntill at laft hearing the noife of certain horfemen, which by rhe commandement of the Se¬ 
nate came to feeke him, he fet a poinyard to his throate, wherewith, with the helpc of one of 
his feruants, he wounded himfelfe, of which wound within a little while after, hee died * mi- Ner ofli&bm' 
king fuchgeftures and countenances, as made all thofe which were prefent amazed thereat. ^ e ‘ 

And fo ended the enemy of mankinde,the venom and poifon of the earth (for fo P liny cal- 
lerh hi in) after that he had ruled the Empire fourreene yeeres, and being of the agd of two 
andthirtie yeeres , inthefeuentirhyeereafterthebirthof I ES V S C H HIST. This 
N b r o was a man of a goodly conftitution,'tieither high nor low, of a fafre countenance 
though fomewhat wanton , his eyes greenifli, a roundvifage.reddifh haire, with a thick 
and full neck, he had a great belly and little legges, and was ofa found complexion : for nor- 
widiftanding that he was gi uen to all vice and cxcelfc, yet in fourteene yeeres that hee raigned, 
he was neuer butthrife fick.. 

His death being known in the toy which the Senate & people concerned,was incredi¬ 

ble* and ailcamcforthintotheftrcetestocongiatuiateoncwithanother, w\th bonnets vpon; ‘ 
their heads, which was a figne of liberrie} for fo did flaues vfe to weare when their mailers 
made them free. But with all this (as Nero had been a great feafter, a fpender, d giuer, and 
vvasfubiedt to other vices, which many men loued more then other mens vermes) yet there 
vverefome which fora longtime honored his fepulchreand did ordinarily fet flowers vpon 
ir. Andrhe KingofPdribid Cent his Ambaffadours afterwards to Romo to confirme the peace 
andamitle : who'with greatinftance, earncftly defiled that the remembrance of N s r o 
might be held in honour and reuerence. Andasvaineand idle people vfe tofovve falfe re¬ 
ports* many beleeuedthat Nero was not dead, but that he lay hidden and fliould retprne 
againe to the Empire, as though he had been enchaunted. Saint Av ovsns b allb in his 
booke dtcimtAte Bet faith,thatfome wereof opinion that Nero was f»nrichri fbvvbich vanity 
gaue occafion that twenty yeeres after there rofe a man in naming himfelfe N b r o, 
vvhich caulcd great trouble and alteration, being aflifted by the Parthians : although that ill 
truth there remained no honfe of N e r o,neither fon nor daughter,adopted or natnrall.and he 
Vvas the laft Emperor of the houfc andfamiiie ofthe s ar s , founders ofthe Empire s fo ?„}*%** 

in him ended his linage, not withftanding that the name continued vnto this day. thiitiifhcd ihs 

S v ii t o n i v s writes, due there were many fignes forc-flievving the fall and end of C je- 
sars houle in Hero, but among the reft there were two moft euident: As E i v i a fo one * ”*'

after her marriage with Ayovstvj went to iee a far me hbuie of hersyan Eagle {oaring oucr 
her hfrad 9 ler fall a white Hen into her lap, holding in her bill a Laurel branch. And thinking it 
fit to hiue both the fowls kept, and the Laurel fet in the ground, behold; ofthepne there came 
:many chickens all white which multiplied daily; fo as the verie houfc was called Ufd QaHinas .• 
And ofthe other there fprangfofairearow of Bay-trees,as all the C je Tar s when they dicjl 
1 tide in triumph, gathered h orn thence their Garlands : and the manner was, when th$y had t ri- 
umphed,prefently topvickdowneothersinthefameplacc; and itwasobferued, that a little' 
before the death of euery one, the tree, by him planted, did alfo die. But in the laftyeereof 
II K * r o both bay-trees withered at cberootc, and all the Hens died. And Coone after the 
f; Temple of the C a s a r s being ftrooken with lightning, the heads of all their ftatues fell 
/ do,wneatonce,and A v ov stv s fccpterwasfliakenoutofhishand. 1

H brgius Galba fucceeded Nero, and in bis old agewas advanced to the Empire. 'This man was 
of the.NebleVanfily of the Sulpitij, very intemperate in his diet;and of no greatgoo l fame 
concerning Sodomie, and gouerned the Empire by the counfell of three of his familiars. Be¬ 
fore his commwgto the Empire he fubduedmanyTrouinccS} and was very feucrc in the exe¬ 
cution ofmartuiU difeipline. He was learned in the liber allfcienccs , bm chiefly verf expert in 
the form. He was infortuMte in hit children', for tbefcwhich he had dyed before him j and he 
whom he adopted, whofename was Pi fo Lici nia nus 3 w.tfjlaine a little after him. This old man 
dyed through the (edition of Qthojwhofent ctrtatne Souidiers to cut of his head in the publtbe marketplace, whither 
he came armed to repreffe the tumults. His bodte was left to the mercie of the people 3 yet in the end it was buriedlj 
one tfhit bondmen. Hee linedfluenty and three jei ret, and gouerned the Empire fcauenmoneths andfeauendayet, 
Hit death feemtdto be zone acceptable to the people, as to tfjofe which are euer dtjfrotu to fee alterations « 



E*o being dead in fuch manner as we hauc declared, to the 
great ioy ( and with a gencrall content) of all men,S an g 1 v s 
Galba was creared Emperour ; who in thetime of N b r o 
was nominated and proclaimed by the Armie which was in 
Sprint ; and hee was the fitft that receiued the Empire from 
the bands of the Armie, the Senate cOnfenting thereto and 
approouing the fame* hauingno Affinkic or Alliance with 
, the Houle and Family of the C a r. $, . neither by 
Blood, nor yet by Adoption : For, alwaies vntill this time 
i the, Empire fucceeded by inheritance and fucce/fion from 
I one to another, being cither kinfmen by Nature,, or elfc 
I by Adoption., Now to declare the life and fortunes of

was well knowne and honoured by them all-which could not be, without grcai wifdddme 
and valour, to fupport and increafe his honour in times of fuch confufioti y and vndcr To ty¬ 
rannous Princes 5 although imitating them, he efehued not lomc of their vices, for which h ee 
was noted and defamed. So as fpeaking indifferently of this Emperour, \Ve may fay, that hee 
was beiweenegood and bad, and fo it feemeth that Corn m l i v s T a e t r v / noceth 1 him ^ 
yet P t v r a R c a, who writeth his life grauely and at large,amongft other defers in his raicn* 
iaicth the fault vpon the time, and the euill conditions of men in that age, and of Gau a ' Leo 
treateth as of a good Emperour. And he and others write, that he was leariied in the liberal! 

Sciences,and much inclined and giueh to learning and knowledge,particularly in the lavves and Galba, homed 
cuftomes. He was but once married, and then with a Genrie-woman, whofe name was L b p i- mt} > e 
» a .■ who being dead, and two fons which he had by her, he would neuer mariie any more. And Am ' 
this { hall fiifl ice for the notice ofthe pei fon and qualities of G a l b a . Now let vs fpeake of his 
raigne, which although it were fhort, yet ir was not fo in the accidents which happened. 1 
■ Afterthat G a lb a had rebelled in Spmejn fuch manner as is faid, and dkt the title of Eru- 
perour was giuen him, and by him accepted; in the meane fpace vntill N i W o died and a lit¬ 
tle befotc he knew of his death, he was in great Trouble and danger: for although that 'patent¬ 
ly jn the beginning all went well with him,* and hdfookea houfe and held the ftatc of\urEmpe- 
roiff, taking a guard, and chufing lor his C9uncell,with whom he might corifefre and cohfiilr of 
matters of importance, certaine ofthe prihcipallihd wifeftmenof the legion whereof Hee had 
the charge, and had giikmoffices and dighite, ahd'the inhabitants ofthe prouincernadetheii:

Whereto this was; A Jielpe, thathee fought to moderate and dimmiih the exceifiue gifts and re - 
vvard?; which R a k.o was wont to. giue without mcafuve or reafonfeeking to. applie it to Ms: 
owne Benefit, allowing but a tenth part out of it j and .withthis ftridf,. condition ;•) That if any 
a^lprs Vfpon the flage, wreillers. or, other Champiops had /old aijyfiich donations formerly 

giuenynto them, tlie lame fiiould : bc taken from the buici s, feeing that the partiesivho had fold*, 
the /apiedlad fpent the money,and were not able to repaie it.

fouldiersf notwithftandirigthatheewasfentthitherby G A ib a, 8 chadrccciucd that charge 
from bim)tbrougha defire to raigne violating his faith (as* I vuvs C-je s a a was wont to fty 
that for rule it was law full to breake any faith) he pra<ftiftd to get the Empire to himfelfc. And 
forasmuch as heafterwavds came to* be Emperour, itlhallnotnotbcamilfetogiuetherea- 
dcr to vnderftand what hcc was. This Vitshivs was a man of great reputation and autho- 
ritie • which hee had gotten in the offices and Magiftracies which he had held in Rome and 
abroad^ in the timeof theEmperours C a i v s C a l i g y t a, C l a v d 3 v s and N e r o 
with all which he had been very priuatc, more for his vices, and fome abilities of his perfon* 
then for any vertues. With CaiigvlaIic was in grace, for that he was a great Auriga . foJ 

fo were they called which had the charge and rule of chariots and waggons: with Cl a yd i- 

y s , tor that he was a great gamefter .- with N b r o, for the fame, andfuch Inequalities. And 
befidesthis, as he was veryfubtill and cunning, fohec obtained in thofe times great dignities 
and offices,ofPre/e<ft, of priefthood, and alio to be Viceconful in Africa, which hee wifely ex¬ 
ecuted; and in the end Gaiba gaue him this command in Germane* whcrefncceeded that 
which we will declare. His principall defeent was from the familie ofthe V1 r b l n i- where¬ 
of becaufe thereare fundric opinions, fome making it very ancient, and others to ; be of later 
time,I will make no queftion thereof; the fame happened to his fathers and anceftors • for fome 
faid that he was of meane degree.

TheEmperour Ga 1 b Abeingaduertifed of all that had patted in the armies of Germanic 5 
and knowingthat befides his age,hewasnotrefpe&ed/or that he had neuera/onnethatmigli' 
fucceedhim, hee re/oluedto put in execution what he /ometimes before had proie<fted,which 
was to adopt and chufe for his fonne,fome perfonage of fuch age & authoritie, as might befuffi- Gaiba rtfoh>t 
cient and capable of the Empire, &who in his lifetime might proted him,& after his deceaie 
fucceede him. His fiiuorites, &fuch as werepriuatc with him,vnderftanding this his determi- ■ r " ccetflehm 
nation;each of them apart pretended to giue him afonneofhis chufing, fo as there arofeftrife 
and contention among/?: them vpon this occa/ion. O t h o gaped after it and thought to 
haue Obtained this adoption (it was he ,from whom we/aid,tiiat H b ro tooke his wife P o p- 
p » a and fent him into Spam) alleaging for his defert, that prcfcntly after Gaua’s rebellion 
againft Nbro, he was the firft thit came to his feruice. A great part alfo of the Pretorian and 
Vrban Cohorts fauoured him ( which Hiftoriographers indifferently call the Armie which lay 
ncereto andmoftofall Titvs Ivn iv s affiftedhim, who was one of Ga lr a his

ButG a lb a being fully refoluedcO that which wasiholt expedi¬ 
ent for the good of the common-wealth, without any other rc/ped- and likewife diiliking ' 
thedifpofitionof Or h o (whichfentedofN bro’s conditions)hetook noregardofwhac 
was faid vnto him 5 butr.vpon a day when no man thought of any fuch matter, being in the Se¬ 
nate, hee tooke Pi so Lycinianvs by the hand, who was a man both wife and verruous, 
and in whom did con cum? all the qualities and good conditions,that might fteme fit and requi- nco^/ct^ 
rite for an Emperour.'and calling him /onne he adopted him, after the manner then accuftorqedj Galba/orW# 
and with a great traine,in great pompe,he went with him to the Gampe^nd made the Armie to fjj™ Arid f HC - 
fweare obedience vnto him, and to receiue him for C je s a r which hee did wichoutgiuing 

any rewards to the Ibuldiers, or promifing them ought, whereto they were accuftomed j but _ 
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oncly made a grave oration with great majcftyi, after.the antieiit manner: ahd fo it w'ascoldly 
accepted among them, they performing more with iilcnce, than with anyiigne of gladn'es ei¬ 
ther in countenance or in fpeeches j and with the like coldnes he was accepted by the Senate : 
for 3 .np>v Rom was not capable of equity, or the anrient integrity. Ga lb a, having ihade this 
adoption, conceived that it would have been the.mean to haue preferved and protected his life: 
but it proved in effed to be the occahon of his confuiion and utter mine. For, Oth o, feeing 

himfelf dcceivedinhishopeofadoption,andfindingthefouldierswcll-affc6kd towards him, 
.Ohio wthtt for the hatred they had conceived againft Galia, rcfolved to effeft his purpofes by forceand 
deafen: which hee pr efently pr add fed by all means poftible with the Pretorian /ou/diers, by 
Gtibi. S rcat 8 ifts ) and grater pvomifes which he made unto them. And he fo cunningly handled the 

matter (for, fo little faith and loyalty was ufed in thofe daies) that in lefle than eight daies hee 
had plotted his treafon 5 and it was concluded, that they fliould rebell, and create him Emperor 
(as they did) with thedeath of poor old Gaiba, which was performed in this manner: 

Galba being with certainehis priuate friends in his palace doing facriRce j this Or ho 
being there with him, he dole fecretly away from him to a place appointed, where a number of 
fouldievs of the Pretorian Cohorts attended his comming jwho took him vpon their flioul- 
ders, calling himEmperour, nnddrawingtheirfwords (to giuethegreater terror to rhepeo- 
ple) went with him towards their campe. This being related vnto r G a t b a, who doubted not 
any fuch matter, it cxtreamcly perplexed him 5 and as hiscounfds were fodden,fo were they in* 
conftanc&variable. For fome were of opinion that hisbeft courfe wasto put himfelfein arms, 
and to go publikely abroad • for with his prefence he might haue /laid the tumult from procee¬ 
ding any further ; others, that it were beft for him to foi tific himfelf in the Capitoll, and there 
to flay till he fliould fee to what ifluethe matter would grow. The poor old man wavcrcd,and 
was doubtful! what refolution to take, the meffages which were brought him wer efodiverle: 
for, feme made the matter nothing ^ and others, very dangerous.In the end, deceived by a falfe 
report which they brought him (that the Army had not only refufed to receive Otho for 
Emperout, but had (lain him) he rode armedwith his guard, and feme others which repaired 
ainto him, even unto the principall place in /taw j where all the people were aflembkd to fee 
what would be the end of fb great a combuflion. At that Inftant there entred on the other fide 
a great troop of horfemen which O T h o had fent from the Camp (where he was chofcn Em- 
perour) againft G a l b a, to kill him : Whoalthough they cam with that refolution and charge, 
yet coming within his fight, and knowing him, they ftood amazed a pretty while, as doubting 
What rhey mould doo. At this time was Gal* a moft perplexed, not knowing whereon to 
refelvej and the multitude and preafeof people Was Co great about him, as they fvvaid him fom- 
time to one fide,and fometime to the other: and,as it commonly hapneth in fuch accidentsand 
tumults, that then the counfell is praifed and approved when the time is paft wherein it might 
; havebeen putin execution 5 and,/landing mefolutc whether he fliould return to the Palace, or 
<hut himfelf up in the Capitoll, having had fuflicicnt time for either • now,when he would have 

> done theoncor the other, hee could not: For, beeing abandoned by the greateft part of thole 

which did accompany him, they who were fent by OtHo, let upon him,afeer tjiiey had flood 
G>lba wMph a 6 ood Ipaec doubtfull (as l faid) and there flue him. Ply t a r c h writes (although fome 0- 
by theditMim tbers report it after another manner) that when as thofe which came to kill hint drewneefunto 
HuMh 1)5m » he tl, ' uft . out Kis Head,totlie end they /hould cut it off- willing them to doo it,if fo it were 
trilMofmuj. expedient forthe Good of the Common?wcaIth, and of theRoman people. And fo it was 
tntfx point of 4 ftrickcn off, and fet on the point of a Lance, and prefented to O -r h o, and from him was car;i- 
cd up and down the Camp. and his body remained in the place without a head, foranymanto 
tread upon, untill at laft it was buried by a bondman of his. And the fame day, by Otho hiis 
commandemcnt,was Pi s o Lvcinia n v s put to death, whom. G a la.a (asllaid)hadat- 
dopted for his Tonne and CuccelTor: and fo was Tit vs Viniyj aIfe,whowasConfuI;and 
othctsofhis Favourites, whofe heads were all carried to the Camp to Otho, whom all men 
now obeyed for Emperor: and, being laid together with Gal ba's he^d,every one gloried to 
have embrued his hands in their bloud. No mans death did Otho fbtnuch rcjoyce at, no 
' mans head did hee view and review fo unfatiably, as P i so’s 5 whether hee thought himfelf 

then freed from fear and care,P 1 s o being his enemie & concurrent • or that the remembrance 
pf Majefty in G a l b a, or acquaintance with V1 n 1 v $, bad moved him ro companion* 

And /bended the lifcpftheEmpcror Galba, having held the Empireonely feven months. 
His death was in theycerofour Saviour I* s n Christ 71, and 7$ ofhis age, Hecwzsa

H b Raigneof G a l b a (ofwhom webaiiendw endedourdi/- 
courfejofO t h o,and V1 t e l l 1 v s hisfuccefli)rs,ofwhich 
we are totreate, were fo fliorr, fo turbulent, fo conhaf-d, & got- 
fen by luch wicked and vnlawfull means, as more properly they 
might be called Tyrants, then Emperours, and fo feme writer 
rearme them: neither do they put them in the catalogue of Em- 
perouts, of which are Saint Isidore and Bed a. And the 
great Magician AtollonivsThianevs, who liued in 
that time vied to fay ,that G a l b a , Otho, and V i t * • * t z - Galba, OtW 
V S were Tbebane Emperouts ; and the rcafen was, fort!larithe S/Jt£' l 
Thebanet held the Empire a verie fmall time, and fo did thefe as Emrmn* 
little theEmpire of Rome. Plv t arc h in the life oFG a lb! a, *M"wred 
v a Tragedie, which-lati no longer then the time that they avwfr 
prefented vpon the Stage. But howfoeuer it was,they obtained the-names of Emperours. whe* 
ther the Senate gaue it them for feare or flattery, I will uot decideBut palsing on with P1 
T AitcHj Cornel i-vs T a city s, and the reft which writeof them, l fay that the fame 
day wherein Galba was flaine, $here was no man- of any account which went not to the 
Campe where Otho was., to yeeld him obedience and to flatter him, as their fouerafene 
Lord and Emperour ?; cpmmending: the.Cohorts,and Army forthat which they had done" iri 
putting G a l b a todeath,andfbrt:hecle<ftionof O t h o. .. 

Otho was a man very valiant andwitty^and wasthe fonneof Lvcivs OTMowhohad 0 kv 
bin Conful 5 ofan ancient and honorable familic; and wasfe.like vnto Tib brivs m his ge- 2fim* 

ft tire and countenance, t hat feme held him for his fenne. His mother Sifto was ofa noble houfe, 
and fo were her progenitors and aunceftors. Hereof writeth 3 v.:b to n i vs, and Plv t a r c h 
in the life^of him • by which arid by Corn's irys T acitv, s niaybevnderftoodwhatwas 
rhe courfe of his life before he came to theEmpire, or had thenameofEmpcrour * which irt 
briefe I haue before declared,& thereforehold it needleffeto make repetition thereof. Otho* 
befides the occafions which he had to rifeagaiuft Galba, they write that he had this for one, *

Which was; ihattaa-'Aft^oIogbcWhich hecarried with him when hewas f cut by Her o into 
did foretcRandaflurcihimthat he fhould be Emperour o (Rome. Being in the Camp i n 
fuchmanncr as before is recited,compafled about with Senators & the principal!men of toe 
he cameto the Senate; hauing firft commanded the Pretorian Prefett of the cittie to affemble 
the fame: where befidesthe ordinaric bleflings and applaufes, they ga uc him the name of A v - 
o s, ;and all.the other titles and preeminences..which the other Emperours defired do 
hai&And hauingthere made a briefe pratiQn,w herein he let them vnderftandthat he was com-' 
pelled and forccdto. take vponhim the charge ofrhe Eropifc,promifing to gouevne the fame by 
the counfell and aduife of the Senate, he went from thence through the micldeft of the place 
( which was all bloudieand full of dead bodies ) to I v i* i t i n s Capitoll, and thence to the 
I m PP iaUPal a c ,c:andfo was Oiho aduancedtotheEmpire ; who was the fir ft that by the’ 
mutle Emperour Cohorts (which vvere the Army lodged too neer the City of/taw) was chofen anchnade Em- 
hjj* Prettri* peiour, and from whom came the cuftome to create Emperors, after they had forfaken Gal- 
• '* » a : before which time they Were ever the Emperours ordinary guard. This was an accurfed 

and moft pernicious introduftion for the Roman Empire, and for the-Emperours themie/ves 
as experience did afterwards make thanifoft, ; * > 

O r h o,to perform his promifcs ) andto make a good beginning and fhew of a good Prince, 
hec commanded much confifcated goods to bee reftored to their ownera, and to inch men as 
N n *. o had banill)cd $ and did other things in like manner, which were exceeding pleafing to 
all rhe people, in fuch Port,as they took fuch love and liking to him,that they continued ever- 
more fiiithfull untohimuntill his dying day, although in truth his life continued but a fhdrt 
time after. While thefe matters pa/Ted in to*,.the Legions and Army, which both in high & 

’ loweQcrmams (as I have (hid) were difobedient to G A lb a, their Captain yimnvj 
having by gifts and promifes pnrehafed their favour and good will, after fome treaties (which 
Tv f 1 TVs an f! P^yr * cn defcribeatlarge) concluded to create him Emperour, and 
iheLegiomii (without attending the will and plcafureofthe Senate) they made him fo: foasinamanner,at 
Gmmj. oncinftantjO t ho wasadvertifed thereof, and V it b l i. i v s knew what paffed in Rome. 

% T he German Legions,prefuming that Vinitiv* (whom they had chofen) /hould con¬ 
tinue Emperour, pretending that they had as great authority to createan Emperour as the Le¬ 
gions in Spume • ■ the Senate in like manner, the Cohorts and army at name pretended to haue 
the fupreme power, & that hi them refted the abfoluteauthoritie to choofe and create the Em* 
perour, which was O t ho only. And,although that 61 h o by this tncanes feemed to liaue 
thegreateft intereftand beftticle:yet whether his guiltie confidence did put him in feare,orrhac 
it grieued him to thinke of the euils which Were likely to enfuc ( as he afterwards /hewed) he 
■fought in canesby letters & mdfcngers to come to a compofttion and agreement with V i t r l- 
i i v s ; but nothing was concluded: and the diffenfion daily increafing betweene them, either 
partic made preparation for the warres. And certaine tidings being brought that Vitelu- 
v s his forces came marching towards /W^vndcrthe conduct oftwo Captaines,whole names 
were V a lens and Cscinna(Vitbllivs remaining behind them attending more 
aid) 0 t ho departed from Remcwith afaheand wcllordcredatmy,of all the llomane Mo¬ 
bilities the Pretorian Cbhorts,and the Legions wliich were in the Nauies by fea vpoiVthe coaft 
of Italy ^ which he fent for fo that effett ,and fuch others as he then could leuie : and in this ma- 
net he marched from Rome verie mighrie in number of men, though not much accuftom'd or 
train’d vp to the warred,leaning FuvivsSai.invs, brother to V b $ p a s i a n, for gouer- 
nour, who (as is faid ) followed the warres againft the Iewes,’ and fo he continued his iourney 
againft V nuuv s, whofeforccs werealreadie come to the Alpes,to the number of 7000b 
men,whereoffortiethoi]fand werecommaiindcd by V a l b k s, and the reft by-C a c i n n a, 
V l r EiLiv s remaining in France expecting the remainder of thofe in Germany, and the Legi¬ 
ons of Britmny which alfo came to do him feruice. Thefetvvo Armies drawing neere the one to 
iramltT theotheryheduillwar began berwene them,and was very cruel! in many parts:or to fay better, 

'Zv°ir° rhat warre was P ro ^ cute ^ which was begun betweene G a l b a and N b * o /Rome for a good 
,uy * /pace had not bin infefted with any ciuill diffenfions, although ir efcaped not free from fundrie 
s calamities, by reafon of the wicked Princes which raigned there 5 by which meanes the pre/ent 

miferies which were very great,biought the battailes fought betweene M a r. i y $ and Si l l a, 
Ivliys C/lsar and P 0 m ph y, A vg v? tvs and Marcvs Antoni v <?, and others 
1 which depended thereon, into remembrance 5 with winch thefe whereof we now treate may 
well make comparifon 5 both for alteration in eftates/or number of men, and efTufion of blond • 

. ' * ' i 



I cannot fay wbetheu for continuance of time,in countries and prouinces,or no : for sifter thefe 
warres began, there died by the fwordfoure Emperours (as it hath bin, and /hall bededared ) fmtZmpim) 
which which were Nero, Galba, Otho and Vitsliivs, befides Vindb x, and 
other Noble-men which were flain ; and befides Vi«b«x Legions, which (as we faid) were 
over throwne in France, there were great encounters and battels fought , at id extreme cruelties 
committed. And thefe warres lafted untill Vespasian cameto bee Emperour, no part of 
the Empire remaining free from this fury j whereof I can fet down but the fumme and moft no¬ 
table accidents which hapned therein. 

Otho, coming to the City of Brixellum, upon thefide of the River remained there,fen¬ 

ding his Forces before him,under the conduift ofgood Captains ; who were ill obeyed by their 
fouldiers, being growne proud for that they had made an Emperour } imagining, that no man 
ought to have the command of them. The like want ofobedience wasin Vitr*llivs Ar¬ 
my, and for the /ame reafon: and, the warres wsixing cruell between thefe two Gommanders EAitehittUxt 
and their Armies, they made fuch hafte, as leaving apart the great skivmilhes and other encoun* Vi¬ 

ters, there were within fewe daies fpace two or three nocablebatrels fought betwixt themrone uUius * 
ofwhich was neer to the City of Placentia ^ the other, neer to Crcmn*^ and the third neer to a 
place called Caftor, in which were flain a very great number of men: and in all thefe three bat¬ 
tels Otho hisCaptainsandtheRomanshadrhebetrer,althoughthatofeithcrfidetheword 
was, Rome and the Empire. 

After which, Valins and Cbcinn a, who were V1 t b l l 1 v s Lieutenants (which 
untill then had made warres apart) joined their Forces together, reinforcing their Armies with 
new fouldiers and fupplics; determining to fet up their whole reft in one battell, if the eilCmie 
would give itrhem. At that time (asPivTARCH reporteth) Otho, very joyfull for the 
vi&ories obtained by his Captains, cameto his Army at btbrimm (where then it lay)neer unto 
Cremona * and, feeing that his enemies (noewithftanding they had been put to theworfe t and 
were routed) made (hew to defire to fight again,took counfel whether that of his part he fhould 
doothe like or no. The greateft part,and wifeft men, were ofopinion^that he fhould profocute 
the warres without hazarding any battell • for that his enemy endured want of many things,and 
with their Ioffes part had likewife loft much reputation; and many Countries were revolted 
from Vi t 1 l l 1 vs, and held for O t h o : befides that, Vi t fc *, 11 v s could fend them 
little relief, and, on the contrary, his Army was well provided of all things ncceflary,and Rome 
and all Italic werewhofly at his devotion- And, befides all this, the Provinces of the Eaft flood 
firm for him j and the Legions in Serbia, Bulgaria, Hungaric, and i^ujlria, were upon the way 
coming to his aid: fo as he had no reafon fo often to tempt his fortune, and therefore hee ought 
to weary his enemy by delates, or elfe to flay for greater power $ wherein there was no doubt o£ 
viiftory. But thofe which were haughty,and defirous to fight,alleaged many reafons to the con¬ 
trary j that he ought not to lofc the occafion, and the good fuccefle of fortune, neither to fiiffet 
Virmivs to come to his Army, and to free it from the fear wherein it was j with many 
other reafons,to the end a battell might be given. And Otho, being inclined thereto, appro¬ 
ved if, and commanded rhe fame to be put in execution: for, in truth, hee did fo much abhorre 
the war, as he held it for a lefle evill to lofe the vi Aory, than long to ftand in fufpenfe. And be- 
ing vefolved upon this counfell,he returned to Brixcllc: for,it was agreed, that hee fhould not 
perfonally bee in the battell j and fohis Army went to f ek V 1 t 1 l l i v s his Forces, which 
were not farre off. And, as of either party they were defirous to fight, fo they came to a battell; 
where,in the beginning, Otho his Army was deceived by a fhcw of peace which his enemies, 
made: whereupon they gave the charge very flowely, and Authors report the manner thereof 
very diverfly,as it ufeth to happen in the like accidents: butallaffirm,that both the oneand the 
other fought valiantly, faving the Pretorian Cohorts, which were thofe in whom OfHore- 
pofed his chicfeft tiuft ; through whofe default and covvardife, O t h o loft the battell, and 
Vite il 1 v s was Vtefor, and (with great flaugh ter of his adverfaries) became Mafter of the 
Field. 

Otho his Captaines with fuch others as by flight efcaped From the battaile, retired them- 
feluesro their campe, and fortified the fame, in hope to haue been relieuedby their Emperour* 
notwithftandingthat many fled to fundry parts: but he, hearing the newes of the ouerthroW 
of his Armic, brought by thofe which fled vnto him : And among the firft that brought this 
di/aftrous newes was a common Souldier, who when he reported the OuetthroW of the Army^ 
and could purcha/e no credit, but was taxed with vntruth,and that he had runne away through 
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fcarearid cowardi(e,he fell vpon hisownc fword, at O t h o e s feete: at which fight he cried 
• • v •v-’. out: -Tllat he woulduo,more draw fuch valiant fouldicrs, and fo well defer uing, into danger. 
' " ; Notwithftandihg heknewthat in the catnpe there were fufficiehtforce 5 , r and that he had opor- 

‘ f ’ tunitfoto teniporizejaud to (lay for the legions.which came out of MtfiU^tiung&rj^ x^/lttflfia and 
MmtifiWMs aid 1 , and were neereathand: yet he regarded not any of thofe helps, but wi th 
jhjs ownehand refolded to end the ciuillwarres, which as it parted (for that it is a notable a&i- 
qn, although I ihallbe fomwhattetiious) I will declare as; Pt v r a r c.h and Tacit v $ 
write it, and Svbtonivs Txanojillys alfo after the report of his ownc father, who 
was then prefent, which was thusL > The heaui^ tidings ofthis ouerthrow being publi/hed, all 
thofewhich were inthe cirie) which Were many and very good men, and the greateft part of 
the Senate of Home) came to O t h a his lodgihg^ifearing and fufpe&ing that which afterwards 
cnfuetl v by.rea(bn'df that which they had vndcrftood by him before .• all which with fhewof 
v .• gr&tcourugeofFeredtodieforhis&ruice,and:endeuouredtpanimateand comfort him : but 
T ^ • > all this (notWithftanding,that he knew .a great part of his armic yet remained, and that more 
5 ' foiieeswerecommingvnto him, and that there wanted neither courage in his fouldiers, nor 
.mcanes to continue the wanes) fufficed not to alter his refolutions . fo much did he abhor re ci- 
uilt difeord and contention. And giuing anfwere to all the teafons & perfwafions which they 
OtliolhV vfedvnto him, hemadevnto them a very notable O ration, fignifying, that hee wouldneuer 

haue begun the wanes againft Vimnvs, but in hope of peace, which he had fought and 
procured before hetook Arms ; and that he had no ufc for thofe legions and forces which t hey 
laid canae to his aid, feeing that his enemy was neither Hannibal nor Pyr r h v s’, or any 
other contmbn enemy, to the people oFit<wfi but Romans chemlelvcs, and the Lords thereof.* 
do astheConejuerers and Conquered did wrongtheir Countrcy ift hey contended any longer, 
feeing that the joy ofthcvhftory wasto the lofleand prejudice thereof: And that hee could no 
way fo much advance.the Roman Empire by winning battels in xvarand contention, as by ma- 
Icinga fieri ficc of himfelf for the peace thereof^ feeing chat by his death on ely a gcnerall union 
,andconcard would enfue: wherefore he was content that Yimuvs fhould bee Empe- 
iror without any more bloudlhed, and he defoed no revenge nor rule, to the ruineof his Citi¬ 
zens, neither todiminifo the Common-wealth by thelofle of fuch Armies; and that as others 
had purchafed hon.oui’ and fame by well- governing and fupporting the Empire, lo hee would 
LkewiTe procure him fclf a good name by leavingit re/olutely,to the end hee would not damni- 
jfieit. Ands.finally. fpeakitigtltcfe words,and giving other good reafoits, permitting and per¬ 
vading all thofe wtiich were with him togo and forve Vi tb uiy s. ; night being come, he 
OthoJfM * e y r ed himfelf to his,chamber: where he commanded all hismoney and jewels to be taken our, 
hhmt»tyd „4 which he divided among his fervantsand friends. Which although they would notaccept,yec 
IZfcSL commanded them to go to their reft: and he did the like, lay ing firft the (harpeft of two Ra- 

fiitndt. piers which he had,undt‘r his beds head: and, being laid inhisbed,hefleptpartofthenight,m 
prefon ce of thofe which were in his chamber, the door (landing open ; add, awaking- about the 
break ofthe day, and feeing one of his fervants remaining, hee commanded him to goe forth. 
And, then prefently taking the Rapier in his hand,he thruft himfelf under the left fide wirh fuch 
0*0 ft' force as the wound. wafmoiraJl, giuing one only groane, which was heard by his /eruanfs, who 

timfcift* haftily rad vntq him k and found him ftriutng with death,and died prefently vnder their hands.By 

thofe which were prefcnt,&fuch as prefently repaired thither from all partsofthe citieto him, 
there was fo great lamentation made for him,as it femed theheauens had rent a funder: fo much 
was this man beloued info few daies. And his bodie was prefently burned, according as the 
cuftome then was. And fo ended the Emperouf O r n o manfully and refoluteJy,according to 
the opinion and law of rhe Romanes: fcarcely foure rnoneths after that he had vfu rped the Em¬ 
pire, in the 38. yeere of hisage, and the 71. after the birth of CHRIST, kauing after him 
neither fonric nor daughter. He was a man but of afoiallftature, and had crooked feet j but lie 
was fo neit and curious in attiring himfclfe,as the care which he tooke therein,was more befee- 
ininga woman then a man. He cucr ware a periwig, and differed no iot of his beard to grow ; , 
fhauingiiteuery day, and fo vfed fuch.other dfosfninate toyes, much diflbnant from the manly 
refolutiariwbich he (lie.wed at his death.

and obtaine their pardon of them, Vi roiniv s R vfv s, who was a wife and valiant man 
anfwered them with the beft words he could deuife, alleaging that to him itfeemed follie to 
accept ofthe Empire from thehands of thofe which wereou ercome, hauing iefuied the fame 
ofthe Germane Legions, which now were victors j whdn inthe life of N a ti o they had offer 
red it him. And as concerning the ambaflade which they requefted him to perfoi me for them a 
hegaue them arloubtfull and vneertaineanfwere, ftill piitring them’ in hope, vritili that he was 
gotten into his lodging, and out againe at a backe dorc, arid (b retyred to. a (ecret place where 
Hee hid himfelfe vntill that furie waspaft.But a certain man of note whole name was R v in iy 9 
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Gal ly s, afterwards accepting of that iourney, went to Virjtur s his Capuiincs to 
trdite thereof - and peace and pardon was graunted, as well to thefe men as to the armie ouer- 
comeneere Bfirwc*,andfoall came to the obedience of Vi t h i l i v s in his abfence. The like 
was done by part of the Senate which came with O t h o, and was then in Modem. And in 
tome whenaVthedeathofOTHo was known, F la v i y s S a b i-n ys, (being Prefer of the 
citic) aflembied the Senate, who conforming themlelues to the time ( which Was now to pto- 
ferferuice and to flatter) with the accuftomedfolcmnity proclaimed V i * l m r $ for Em¬ 
peror, siuing him the title of Ay o y s tv s, :and Pater puria, with other honourable titles and 
Epithetcs, refoluing togiue great thanks, and to commend the £rmie for that which was done. 
Thencwcs of all this came to the new Emperor Viteliivs in Prance vpon the coaft of 7 - 
tatiiwhich how pleafingit.wasto him,may eafily beimagined • whcrwithhchaftcncd his way 
witfe adt^ira^le pompe and pride, his foldiers in all the cities as they palled, committing many 

dilordc^audip£lcncie s . , , l l • ■ O : u +u 

The German ijCgiOhs which were m Italy , grown proud through the vvftoue which they 
had obtained, and for that they were the Authors of V i t h l l i vs his Empire, committed 
outrages neuer feene nor heard of in that countrie before, whereof the lpoils pnd lofle which 
tftppeople Curtained was iheftimableyas T vc i t y a and $ v a t o m i v s ^eporc : And V i* 
r a xl wsjcoiSingfull ofpridefor his viftoric into 714 ^/, either could not,or would not reme* 
die thefe difotffors, Andrhat in fome fort he mightfeem todoeiuftice ^ foevv himielfe a 
Iulticer, he caiifed all the ftretorian Cohorts,which had been a&ors about the death oi G a l- 
B A a and making of O t.h o EmperOUr, to bedifarmed and depriued of the name and honqr 
of Souldiers, and commaunded their armes to bee taken from them, and one hundred and 
tWenticofthemoftguiltiche condemned to death*, and being fought and found out,a iufifon- 
tence was executed vpon them,if it had proceeded from a iuft Iudgc. Vitbcliy s, thus mar¬ 
ching towards Jfcw*. defired to fee the place where his Captaines obtained the vidforie 
againft O T h o hi5 Armie ;-,and being but fortie daiefrafeev the fame, the Helds lay lull ot dead 
bodies which were yet vnbmied •, and as many of thofe which were with him could not endure 
thbveuillfmeilthereof, thd cruell tyrant reprooued them, faying, That there was no Tweeter 
font in the world, then the imeU ofan cnemie when he is dead, and elpecially of a citizen: A 
fpeech doubtlelfe very inhumane and cruell j the which is written to be abhorred, and ought to 
be read with tficTike aflfokftlon, 

'Vi.t i l l.i.y s bcipgcomcto./tvWff , as vpon the way many fcandals and outrages were co* 

mitted by the fundiicnatfons which <jamc with him, with infinite robberies and fpoiles done in 
the countrey , fo was his entry into thecitie fearefull and terrible : for he entred into it asinto 
ancncmics count! ey which had beenc conquered,mounted vpon a great horfe,cladin militarie 
andwarlikehabilimentSitheSenatcand people of Heme going before him as though that he had 
triumphed ouerthem 5 compared about with ftandards, with the Eagles, and fundrie other en¬ 
tries, and his whole Army both of foot and horfe,armed in the beft armour and furniture that 
could be gotten. In this manner he went to the Capitoll to make his prayers to Ivpit b *,and 
aftetWdrds he wentin thefame manner to his Palace i and the next day commandingthc Senate 
to be afferabled, he came thither j where he made a fit fpeech,magnifying with little wit Or dif- 
cretionhisafts and aduentures, and promifing great goodnes of himfelfej and by them was 
bumblie anfwered, obeyed and honoured asEmperour, and their fouerainc Lord. 

Departing f(;om the Senateand taking his way towards his palace, all the people of Rome 
(bring accuftomed to flatter and to make offers of their (eruice) met him,making fhew of great 
idy, applauding and blefling him: and as new accidents euer bring good hopes, fo all were of 
opinion that; V it buivi would prouc a good Emperour. Thefe firft folemnities being 
ended, he made himfclf prcfcntly to be chofenhigh Prieft,andperpetuall Gonlul •, and tookto 
him felf certain dignities, fuchas he thought good, and commanded that Magiftrates Ihouldbe 
chofonfortcn yeers before hand; foabfolutely andtyrannoufly purpofed he to have ufurped 
all things, if time would have fuflfrcd him. And,thinking by hisinduftry to have prolonged n;s 
life,hebanilhed out of jf^and all JtalitaM the Iudiciall Aftrologers called Mathcmaucians, 

becaufe they had faid, that his Raignfhould not continue one yeercomplear. And hec; was fo 

incenfodagainftthcm,as,if Information were made againrtany one, he<? prefently put him to 
death without hearing the Partie. Prefently after the making of his Edict for their baniujmenc 
by the firft of Oirtober, there was a Writing fee vp in the open marker place, to this e&e£t : Wee 
give warning by,thefe Prefents unto Y i t s l l i v s Gsruanicvs, that by the Calends 
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oftjiefaid Odober, hebe nol extant inany place wherefoever, After this,falling to hisold hu¬ 
mors and licentious inclination, he began to giue himfelf to the pradiees and vices of N a r. o> 
and fwch like - which were plaies and dilhoueft fports upon Theatres,with publike feafts:.wher* 
in he confumed an infinirp treafure, defiring to make the beginning of his Empire acceptable 
and pleafing. In which time he made fo great banfpiers, as never any Emperour had. done the 
like before him ^ t which, was given to h is guefts (which were a great number of people) fuch 
things as never werethought or heard of ^wherein he fpent ineftimable fummes. Svbtomi- 
v s writes, that he fometimes commanded onejandfometimes another,to invite him : in which 
feafls they fpentar the lead ren. thoufatid crowns. But, above all others, one flipper was moft 
ftately,madeby his Brother the day he entred into Rome • at which there were two thousand 
choice Fillies, and leven thoufond Fowle. At which ftipperito hiake it more magnificent, hec 
didconfocratea Charger of a huge capacity, and called it M i n sr..v a’s Shield; in the which 
were the Livers, Brains^and T ongues, of rare Eowies 5 with the ipawn of,Mullets, which hcc 
bad caufed to be filhtfrom fhe Carpathian Sea to that of 

During thefe pleafo^s (and afterwards) hee executed great cruelties s in fueh fort, as, if his 
Raign had lafted long, he would have made himfolfequall with Nbro, whom hee did imi¬ 
tate: for, he did put many to death contrary to all law and equity, feeking forgeries and falfe 
accufationsagainft them* with fome of which he had held ftriert friend/hip aqd familiarity: one 
of which, coming to vifichim being fick, and calling for a little water to drink, he with his own 
hand cart poifon into the cold water, and poifoned him. Atanother time he commanded two 
yong men being brothers to be (lain, for no other caufe, but becaufe they came to intreat him 
to pardon their father, whom hee had condemned to die. And on a time a Roman Knightbe- Cruelties ctm'. 
ing caried by his commandment toward the place of execution, he commanded him to be ftaid, *" 
becaufehe laid he had nominated him forhisheirbyhis Will and Teftamcnt : and feeing his w "*■ 
Will, and finding that jointly with him he had made a bondman of his, whom hee had enfran- 
chifcd, his heir with him, he commanded him to be (lain, and the poor Libertine alfo, without 
any other occafion. An Vfurer, coming to falute him, and to doo his duty, hedelivered him to 
the executioner to be put to death j and prcfontly called for him back again : But when-as the 
ftanders-by commended him for his clemency, hee commanded the Partie to bee flain before 
his face } faying, that he would feed his eyes. Hee alfo ufed the like cruelties upon fome poor 
and mean people * of which upon a time he commanded a great number to be (lain,for no other 
occafion, but for that in certain (ports which were ufed on horfeback, and in chariots (wherein 
werefundry men apparelled in fundry colours) they took part with thofe which were clad in 
green, which was called the Prafian fa< 5 hon j hec being affc&cd to the contrary colour, which 
they called Venetian. Which was grey: which two colours and factions (although there were 
white and red alfo) were the chief among all the reft. And amongft thefe colours the good li¬ 
king and favour of the Roman people was fodiuided, as this affe<ftion extended it felf euen to 
theEmperoursthemfelvcs:as,nowto Vi t b l l 3 vs, who fauoured the grey colour 5 as Ns- 
R o and C a l 1 g v t a before him had affe&ed rhe green r and fometime (as it /hall be heeraf> 
ter declared) about thefe vanities there followed great riots and murchers. 

Thefe and other fuch like cruelties and tyrannies committed Y1 t b 1 l i v s in Rome , and 
fome of his Caprainsand F auountes did no lelfe: for, bailing obtained the victory, euery one 
* reuenged himfelfon him whom he hated * and fometime they fained difpleafures, thereby to 
haue a colour under which they might rob and Ipoil the innocent: fuch are thefruitsof ciuill 
war. Befides this,the violences and oprdfions which were committed in Rome were very great, 
j and in the marches thereof by the men of war w hich he brought with him, and were lodged in 
the Country, flaying to fee him fettled in the Empire. 

While-as Vitbllivs madefo ill a beginning in the City of Rome, fufferinghimfelf tobe 
led and governed by Libertines, apd fuch as were odious to all men yafter that Italic, Spain, 

Prance and ^Africa, w crc come to his obedience j in the Eaft the Legions which were there for 
the defence thereof, although that in the beginning they ref ufed not his Command, yet they 
prefently did beginne to m utinc, and very /Shortly after rc /blued to make Vespasian their 
Emperour, who at this time (as is afovefayd) made waive againft the Iewes, which began 
about the endoftheraigne of N h r o ; They hauing rebelled, beeingabufedwith anolde fa- 
bulousProphecie, which they did conftantly belccue, That by the appointment ofthe defiinks about 
fuch a time thcr fhould come fome out ofluric, wbofhottld be Lords of the vihole world: but the euen t did * 
fliewit was meant by the Roman Empire. Tbe itfuc therof palfcd in fuch manner as followstb.f 
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Vi spas i a N,who for his worthy ads in his life paft j wasmuch efteemed, in this war gained 
greater eftimation forhc obwined many vi^orics,and beficged an dctiok many cititUn/^w» 
and P ax »8 T iiH a; vntill: that at laft beingt^die tobdfiege thtfo<meof imftle#; theElripe- 
roi: N i.» o died r and vnder (landing of his death, and : being doubtftlll what would enfiie, he 
continued.the wawefor a fpace, vntill he might fee who fliould fhcceedein the 1 Empire : and 
knowing that Gia l b A preuailed, he took no care to proceede any further or to opprehe 
the-cittie* but preferued what he had gotten, & kept the dnemic in awe,*obferuing what coui /e 
the new Emperor would take: and fo hefenthis fonne Tirvtto Rome , to treate of this bufr 
nes,and to offer him his obedience. Whobeing hindred by contrarie weather , whefthecamO 
to the coaft ot\Achmm Gram,be was aduertifed that Gus a was flaine by the dire&ion of 
O t h o i wherefore he held it for hisbeftcourfc to returne to hisfather, andfohe did: and as 
(Oth o his raigne continued butfburemoneths as is aboue faid, and in the fame'J followed 
theciuillwatrcsbctweene him and Vithlivs, Vbs»*« i ah; cOrttititied asheWt^ral¬ 
though that he acknowledged Oth o for Emperor,vntiil thatViTWitvs obtained the 
vi<ftor/e>and O r h o wasilainefwhich was nothingpleafing to him, neither to the Captaincs 
inthe'Eaft, neither to their armies, for the diflike they had that fo vicious amah as Vir a l- 
Liw s fhould be Emperour: and fo that day wherein they fwarcfcaltie to their new Empe¬ 
ror , with the accuftomed foleninitie, in prefence of V * sp Asian (Go rn b livs T a ci- 
tvs writeth) that the Legions performed it; with great fileftce and heauineS. And Vbspasi* 
a n profecuring rhe wan e with great honour and fame, and hauing now refolued to befiegethh 
citieof Jerufakm 5 the murmuring and difcontentme.it fo much inercafed againftthenew Em- 
perour Vitblhts, afwell in the armie Which Vbspasia n cortimaunded, asitf tboieifi 
Syria, in Egypt, and other ordinar ie Legions in the Eaft •, as they all fixed their eies vpon Yes* 
pasian, refoluing to create him Emperour'againft. V i tilliv s : whereto was a great 
helpe,thc certaine newes which came that the Legions in hMyfia and Pamorna ,had the lame re- 
folution : for (as is before related) thuy cameto the aide of O r H o when his armie was de- 
feated,and heflewhimfelfe: and continuing in the fame rcfolution.theydi/obeicd Vital- 
nvs,defit'ing and nominating Vbspas ian for Emipmor. In fuch fort as vpon thefe moti¬ 
ons, there paffedfomemeflages and letters betweene'T ib e r i v s A t b x a n d b r, who 

was gouernour of Egypt ., and L i c i n i v s Mvci an vs gouernour of Syria*, who conclu¬ 
ded that Vumsian fliould be Emperour, althoughrhatherefufed.it. And this matter 
being begun by T i b ihiys Album d hr, who was gouernour o f Egypt, in the citicof 
JlexmdrkfV e s p a s i a n was in his abfence proclaimed Emperored al the Army confirmed 
Vefp*fian thefame with great applaufe, doing their accuftomed homage ; vvhich happened the firft day 

madeEmperw, oflulyin the/cancntieand two yeercafter the birth of CHRIS f. And this wasaccounted 
' omm for the beginning ofthe raigne of V a spasi an* and within eight daies or little more or lefle 
fSZJc f his Annie did thelike, entieatinghim firft toaccept thereof: and he refufingandgainefaying it 
thereof by whom (as Ec £ si r p t 5 and Iosbbhvs doeteftifie) they foiccd and compelled him with their 
ZmXX drawnfi fwords threatning to kill him if lierefufed the lame, Hauing accepted thereof and per¬ 

formed all thcfolemnhies requifire in fo great an accident, V a s p a s i a n as a valiant and ex¬ 
cellent prince, with the like wifedomeand valour as he had lined being a fubieft, began to fliew 
himfelfoa Lord • and to prouide forall things with great authoritie and iudgemenc, fending 
Ambafladors, and writing letters to all parts of the world. 

And within few daics after this, all thearmics and prouinces ofthe Euft came to his obedi- 
cnee and feruice j and the like in Europe did thofe of Myfia, Bulgaria, Seruia, and thofe ofUungarie 
and^iujtrU then called Pamom * and alfo thofe in Slamnia, then called DdmatiazndllliricM , 
wholeajuncicnt names I will lometime vfc vntill fuch time as they /hall lofe the/ame. Thelike I 
haue done and willdoe hi moft of the prouincesofthe Empire. All things happening fo prof- 
perous and luckily to 1 V b spasi any s, hauing refolued with M v c i a n v s gouernour of 
Syria+Ti** r ivs A le x a nd hr gouernour of Egypt, and with his owne fonne Tirvs 
whatwasbeftto bee done, it was decreed that Titv s fiiould continue the warresagainft the 
Iewcsjthat-M v eiA N V s with the greateft part of the Legions^iould with all fpcede take his 
A*tonief-y- iourneyfor Italte- and that Vespasian fliould goe to ^Alexandria in Egypt to make prom- 
taitu *f the {| on f lom a i| parts, and with a greater power pa/fe ouer into Italie , there to makean end of the 

uSITJettt warre,if itwerenotbefore handfiniflied by M v cianvj. This being concluded, it was 
italic agMj.ft commanded to beepre/ehtiyputdn Execution. But while as Licinivs Mvci anvswis 
V itelliuj. tralidlin&towards U*Re< Antonib, whowas Generali of die Legions in lllyricum and nd- 
H : ° mutia 
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tMAtia, hauing intelligence of what had pafled, defiling todoe Vespasian fome great fer¬ 
uice, and fo fliew the hatred which he bare againft Vitbluvs, marched in great haft with 
his Leigons, and fuch as he could leuie in Myfia and tannonia, and came to make warrein Italy 
againftrheEmperour V i t b 12. i v s, who wasinarmes. 

Ofthe election of V a s p a s z a n . and of other things (tswe hauc/aid) and ofeuery parti¬ 
cular which had paflfed, within few daies Vitbluvs had aduertifement, who fpent his - 
rime in Jtomein banketting and riot, although that he could not longenioy the fame. And defi- 
rous to make rcfiftanceagainft fo great forces, he began to leuie the greateft power he was able, 
befidcsthoie which he had alreadie, the which lie yet had nor difehurged : and knowing with 
what hafte and refolution Antony commander of illi/hum came forwards- without (faying 
for L l c i n i v s M v c i a n v s, who came with as great fpcede, he fent V a l e « s and Ci b- 
g i n n a his Captaincs before namcd,who had.f^rncd him fa the warre againft Otho, with fo 
great an armie and power, as fecmcdfufficient to make head both againft him and Li c ini- 
vsMvcianvs. He alfo provided extraordinary fleets and Cpptaines for the Seas. Thus the 
warre begun, but it would be too long to repcateall the particular accidents which happened; 
the eflfeit was, that the two armies approching the one necr.e to the other, there grew a iealoufie 
that Cx cimha one ofViTErtivs Captaines praiSifed fome agreement with V a s pa- 
si a n t Commanders: which being knowneinfhe armie, he was flaine by theoldfouldiers- 
Antony hearing this,as he had a great defire to fight before that Mv c i am vs fliould come 
(after fundiy great encounters andskirmiflies, whichhapned bctweenc them) came toa liiainc 
battailewith the Vitellians, neere to the Citie Cremona: which was fought with fuch fuae,ancl 
was fo bloudy and cruell, that of A n t o n y his fide who was Conqueror, there vvere flame Jemilku? 
4500. men, and of the Vitellians, who were ouercome aboue 50000. ^ 

This great vitftorie being obtained , Italy, which vntill then had been wholly at the deuotion 
of V itblliys and took his part,was fuddcnly diuided,and many Cities iided with V b s ^ 

• Asian. It isan admirable thing, and worthy of an excellent Hiftory,to recite theacci- 
dents which hapned within few dayes, aqd the cruell warre which Coknuivs Tact- 
tvs writeth more at large then any other, thc.vV.hich I cannot relate for breuities fake, which 
I obferue. But the i/fiie vvas,that V1 r e l l i y . i Capr«iines,vvho were o.uei com & efcap't from 
the battaile, reinforcing their Army > and gathering together their Souidiers, made what reii- 
llanceagainft V b $ p a s i an s Captainesthey were able,although they were not of force to 
ftop their paffage to iftf we, as hereafter fliall be declared. For, Antony being Vito, with 
the famegreatnes of mind, and expedition whervvith lie began the war,endeuoured to obtaine 
the vi&ory, feeking means to put it in execution. As (done as Vitrluys, beingin Romcy 
was giuen to vnderftand of the ouerthro w of his armie, affrighted wi; h fuch newes (.although 
that lice neuer gaue ouer his vices and beaftly courJes) hemadeelc^ionofnevv Captaines, 
which were Ivlivs Przscvs and Al?h envsVar ho, who with tbirteene Cohorts 
fliould guard the paffage ofthe uippemm monntaines* & fliould alfo fteke to flop Antony 

his paffage for Rome, and Mvczanvs alfo , who as it as is iaid, was tdteadlc avviued in Italy * 

And ofthe reftof hisforceswhich he held for the guard ofthe citric, he made his brother L v<* 


civs Vitbluvs Generali, and vfedallpoffibkmcanestoIeuienienofallfbrts. Butthc 
fuccelfe was fuch,as fearc made V itbuivj defire to come to fome compofition and agree- 
meenthowfouer.• Arid being offered by letters from A N t o n y 5 who was vi<ftor, and alfo 
from M v c 1 a n v s that if he would quietly refigne the Empire, his life fliould be graunted 
him, and a place with meanes fufiBcient for his maintenance 5 thereto he gauc care and took ] 
coupfell thereupon, with Flavivs Sab,tnvj, Vespasian his brother, who in all the/e l 
troubles remained in Rome, and neuer withdrew bimfclfe from Vitbluvs, hailing alfo j 
with him Domitianvs, Vbspasians youngeft fonne, who. afterwards was Empc- / 
tot ; and it was concluded.in the temple of I y n 05 where hefivare and prOmi/cd to renounce 
the Empire, and would prefently haue put it in efifed, as he twice protefted openly: fb great 
was his feare, But thofe which were of greateft authoritie about him did fo much oppofe 
it, and chiefly the Preforian Cohorts, as hee took heart ag^ine, and alrrcd his determination; 

Which when Flavivs Sakinvs vnderftood (to wiiafe houfe were drawne together 
a great number ofthe chiefeft noblemen of Roms, as to,his brorher. whom they made account 
fliould be Emperor) lie was much moued therewith. And knowingthat in the beiialfeof V i- 
telliv 1 there came fome to tnurther him in his houfe, being induced thereto by thofe 


which were with him, he Went forth of his houfe with ftrong hand, al chough with ieife power 
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thenwasrequ<fiteforfogreatana<ftion,andretytedto the Gapitoll ( which was the chiefeft 
ftrength of Komi) and feifed on the fame, where hfe was prefently befieged by Vital l i vs 
his friends. And as it commonly happeneth, Many will giue honourable and graue counfdl, 
but there are few will thr uft themfelues into danger, neither lend their hand to put it; in execu¬ 
tion : fo, few of thofe Which had peifwadcd him to enter into this a<ftion, came to his aide, or 
made any repaire vnto him. The next morning he wasaflauked with great furie. in the defence 
whereof was no good order, but rather little agreement: andasinfuch misfortunes and difa- 
• fters it happeneth,all will diredt and command, but few will execute 5 foas by the meanes of 

ill fighting and worfedire&ion, the Capitoll was by force entred and burned, and all thofe 
which were therein, flame, and Ft avivs Sabinvs taken prifoner, who within a little 
while after was put to death by the commandement of V1 t b l l i y s - and yong D o,m i- 
r 1 a n v s his nephewand fonneto Vijpajian, efcaped by flight, and fo might Sabi- 

hv s haue done that night (as Co rnhlivsTacit vs reporteth) if he would haue come 
forthofthc Capitoll t for there was no fuflicient guard to hauchindred him ; but he with too 

little judgement, and too much prefiimption was loft, as is faid. 

After the death of S a b i n v s, V1 f b l l i v s hearing that Antony drew ncer to Rome 
with his forces,heagain began to feck fome agreement 5 and to that end Pent letters and meffeu- 
gers unto him w and be grew fo fearfull and dcjc&ed, as hee fent the veftall virgins, Who were 
virgins enclofed like Nuns in a Cloifterjwhich was the moft religious and moft ceremonioufly 
guarded of any thing in Rome. But Antony, beeing incenfed for the death of S a b i n v s, 
would give no ear to their words, neither come to any compofition; but kept on his way until! 
he cam&necrJtme, where Vir sllvs his Forces attended him, refolutely determining to 
* defend themfelvcs.So there being, both without and within,a very great number of the beft 

fouldiers in the world, Antony alfiiled it in three parts, and Yitblliys his people (al¬ 
lied out againft him in as many. and there began at each of them one of the moft crueil fights 
in the world; which Cornhuv# T ac i t v s deferibes excellently well i affirming, that 
j it Iafted thegreateft part of the day. And, in the end, that City (which was the Head and Lady 
ofthe world) was taken by thofe which were her ownc natural Subjects .and they which were 
fuhduedenduied that which in like cafes hapneth, and much more 5 as, daughters, /pollings, 
violences, and extreme difgraces, as againft enemies whomthey deadly hated for the death of 
S a 11 n v s, for that he was their Lords Brother, and for the obftinacy and fury wher with they 
had fought. '"'■■■ 

• When V 1 t b l l 1 v s faw thatthe City was entred, thinking to efcape by flight, hec went 

forth of his Palace ; and, finding no (afe way (I knowe not with what hope) he returned thither 
again 5 and, finding it abandoned without guard or defenfe,in the beft manner he could he hid 
himfelf in a fecret place: where he ftaid not long before he wasfound by a T ribune. And bee¬ 
ing taken by him, without attending any further determination or counfdl, they bound his 
hands behinde him, and caft a rope about his neck; and, tearing his clothes from his back, half 
naked they led him through the ftreets of Rome, unt ill they brought him to the principal place i 
whereby the way they did him an infinite number of indignities and difgraces; pulling his hair 
behinde him, as they ufed to malefaftors ; and, ferting a dagger under his chin, that hee might 
lititotbtNu befeen of all men, fome carting dirt and filth in his face, others calling him.Incendiarie Sc glut- 
tcliius. ton * and fome reproaching him with the defers of his body: and there hee was flain by the 
fouldiers (no man being able to aver for certain, who either began or ended) and caft into T/ber. 
And this was the end ofthis tyrannous Emperor, and with him died his brother Irens 
Vitbllivs, and one only fon which he had at his death. He had not been Emperor much 
aboueeightmoneths,asmoftauthors affirme, although that Svjtonivs fetteth downe a 
longer time; for he maketh his account that Vhspasun was chofenr Emperor in the Eaft, 
. in the eight moneth of V1 t b 1 l i v s his vaigne.which was fome naoneths before his death, 

two om.yt. w ^. c ^ was ' jn f he 57. yeereofhis age, and the 72. yeere after the birth of our Saviovh. 

What hapned after his death fhall be referred tothehiftorie of Vs s p a s i an, feeing that it 
wasinhistime. Vithlliv s was fo tall, and fo corpulent of body,as he was therewith de¬ 
formed. His face was verie red, by realon of the much wine which hee dranke, and was very 
corpulent: he went lame of one leg, through a bruife which he had receiued by a wagon.

The Argvment. 

Itellius being ignminioujly pint, the ^^Vefpafwn attained to the Imperial! diguliy , whb 
reflored tyred Rome to fuch reft, as itfeemed to haue recovered herancient dignity and great* 
neffe, front whence the vices andwickednes of many former Emperours had made it to fall. 

This man, before that be attained to the Empire, was no lejfewife then valiant in Art sjMili* 
tarte: foas he grew to be fo excellent, as notmthflandinghee wot not borne of an) very Noble 
houfe, yet for his vert ties he dejtrued to be made Emperor. In his time were ended the warrei 
of terufalem , v»der the gottmmtnt of hit fon He Titus. He made many Provinces tributary 
taiijc Roman, Empire, which vntill then netteryeeldcd obedience. He beautified Rome, not enely by repair ingibe ru+ 
inesygrotvtte by the fire , made by Nero 5 but he alfo built a new Amphitheater and Temples, which hee adorned faith. •*» 

foirc marble,andmoft bcamfullStatues: forin his time pawingand earning flourified, He was very courteous and 
tnilde, and amongfi his other virtues, this was one: to forget iniuries, and not to regardwhat malicious tongues fay d of 
hint. He was very cleanly, and neat ofhisbodie. In his dyet he was very temperate, andfafiedone whole day in tue* 
ry moneth, He wa t noted for no other vice but auarice, whereofhe excufed himfelfe, alleaging, that hefound\ he Irii «, 
pcriallTreaforie emptie, through the pilling of former Tyrants. He lined 6 p .yeeres, and raigned tame, and dyed of 
the px. Trttely, it feemeth this Emperor was borne for the good of the Roman Commonwealth 5 to the end, that- 
after thecrueltie offo many Tyrants it paid not be wholly ruinated, 

r comerh after rempefts and Roms: fo was the Haigri. 
of Vs spasian after the troublefome and ftoimy times of 
the detcftableEmperors Tibhriv s,Caliovl a,N a r o; 
and the tyrannies and civill warres of G a l b a, O t h q, and 
Vitbllivs: wherewith the Roman Empire was fo divideq 
and fliaken, as it was ready to come to ruine, if V b s p a s i a n 
had not upheld and fupported the fame by his goodnes,valor and 
wildome. Vespasian was of the Family of the F l a v i i, ycrjiafidiiS |h 
mean and Iowe, and not honoured with any title;, and dignities j 
Hee had,long before thefe civill combuftions, tokens prefaging 

Sovereignty. Firft, within a C outittey Farm belonging to the 
Flay 11, there flood an old Oakconfecratedto Mars, which at three child-births of Ves¬ 
pa s i a, fodainly put forth a bough at every birth. The firft was {mail,and withered fooTl (for, 
a daughter then born died within onsyeer): the fecoiid grew 8 c continued long: but the third 
cametothebignesof a Tree. Whereupon S a b i n v s (Father to Vespasia N)touid his 
owne mother, that (lie had a Nephew born which fliould be Ciusar. Beingin t^Achdid,hee 
dream’t that heand his fhould profper, when-as Nero had a tooth drawne : and it' Itapnedj 
thatthe day following a Barber*(hewed him a tooth of Nemo’s, newly drawn. And I o s e- 
p « v s, being taken in the Iewiflt Wars, and caft into prifon, maintained conftantly, that hee 
fliould be fliortly fet at liberty by him, but he Ihould be Emperour firft. Thefe, with many 0* 
thcr pre/ages, confirmed his hopes to obtain the Empire. He was 59 yeci s ould when Hee was 
chofen Emperour^ and came to be knowne, and to winne reputation and credit in the times of 
Ciavdivs, Ca licv LA,and N e r o ;and he obtained offices and dignities in the wars, 
and in the government of Cities. In Thraciahc was Tribune ofthe fouldiers; and, beeing Que- Ve(pa(nril 
ftor or T veafurer„thclie of Greta (now Candh) fell to his lot. He was Edil and Pretor in Rome , ^ ces& 
and afterwards was L ieutenant to the Legions in Germanic : and from t hence he was fent to bee 
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Governour and Generali in Britmy when it rebelled, where (as E v r r o p i v 9 and S v n r o- 
hitj report) he foughtabove thirty times in battels and skii miflies, in bis owne per/on ,* fo as 
for his defert there were Arms and triumphant ornaments given him, fuch as they did ufe ro 
give to fuch as did triumph. After all which, he was Confui in Rme two months in the end of 
A yeer, and was afterward ProconCul in Afa in the time of N b r o • and in the end was Cent t hi¬ 
ther by him to that warre againft them: the which he followed when-as he was chofen Empe- 
rour- againft V1 r 1 l l 1 v s, his Army compelling him thereto, as it is already obfei ved. He. 

Iiad at that time two {bnnes, the one called Titvs who was with him, the other Domiti* - 
a n vs who was in jRtfiwc; both which he had by Flavia Domicilla his law full wife, 
daughter to F1 a v 1 v s LiBERALis.by whom hee had had a daughter which was dead, 
tyhofe name was Domicilla alfo. 

And this is the fumme of his life before he catne to the Empire. But, returning to our Hi- 
flory, it paflcd in this manner 1V itellit $ being fo reproachfully and ignominioufly (lain 
in Rome-, although with his death the warre ceafed, yet thefiuirs and effects thereof were not 
ended .-for, the Conquerors committed fo many daughters and/poils upon thofe which had 
taken Vitilli vs part, as there was no part of Rome wherein was not elfufion ofbloudjfo 
as that City endured (by means of this bat tell) the like or greater mifery, than in the wais and 
proferiptionsof M a r ivs and SillA, oranyother wbatloeverintimes paft. But, as/bon 
as Mt ci an vs came to who was the chief Commander fentby V b s ? a s i an, and 

that Do hit 1 an Vs was returned, who ever fince the death of his Vncle Sabin vj, and 
the burning of the Capitoll,!ay hidden jthefe murders and revenges ceafed,and there beganne 
fo me order to be taken in the Common-wealth. 

TheSenatewasaflembled,andthegovernment oFVespasian was accepted and ap- 
proovcd,and there were given unto him the names and titles which were ufually given to other 
Emperors ; and meflchgers with all diligence were fent unto him, to advertife him ofthe victo¬ 
ry, and to yeeld obedience in the behalfe ofthe Senate. And for that (being abfent) he could 
not take order and prouide for the eftate of Ram, his Tonne DoMmiNVj, Mvczanv* 
and A n to n 1 b which then were of greateft power, began to manage thegoucinmcnt, not 
without confufion and emulation betweene them, vntill the comming of Vhspajjan, 
Which by rcafon of the dangerous failing in the winter time was defei rcd. The only thing he 
wanted (beingas it were anew vnexpe&ed Prince) was countenance and authoritic,and a kind 
of royal.Maiefticj which alfo followed fudda inly vp on this occafion: Being in Alexandria (at- 
toiding a feafonable rime for his pafTagc to Jhw) there was a certaine man of meane qualirie 
ftarkeblihde,and another lame,both which cam together when as he fate on his Tribunall, 
crauing help for their.infirmities, it becing foretold them by S e r ap i s in their dreames, 

that If V * s & Asian did but fp£t in the blinde mans eyes, hee fhould recover his fight; and 
the others leg/houid be made/h ong, if he would but touch it with his heel. He doubted much 
ofthe lucccfte, and therefore durftuotputitin practice: yet in the end, by the perlwafion and 
importunity of his friends, before the whole Alfcinbly he tried both the means; and they were 
both cured, asSvsroNiv* writes. 

Domitianvs was called C je s a r, and made Pretor of Rome with Confulavy authovi*. 
fy* and, becaufc he was thc-Empcrorsfon, had the preeminence and chief place in all matters, 
although he proved not afterwards to be fuch as he ought to have been : for, befides that bee 
was vitious,he was difloyallaand difobedient to his Father. The Senates Embafiadors,ando- 
thers which were fent from Rome, found Vespasian in the City of Alexandria in Egypt. 
with his Legions and men of wane ready topafle into italic againft Vitkluys (knowing 
nothing, that he was dead) and ftaied there with the King of Parthids Em bafladors, which offe¬ 
red him4o 000 horfemen. In like manner,there were Ambafladors frdm other Kings and Te- 
trarchs of the Eaft (fomefubje# to the Empire, and fome free) Which came to the like intent? 
bur., feeing there was no fuch need to dra w fo great Forces to Romc^ he gave great thanks to the 
King of Parthids Legats, andthe veftof ihc Kings for their oifers,and rcfolvcd to take his paf- K 
Cage as foon as conveniently he might .* And fo, as a wife Emperour, forgat not to take order for 
the defenfo and extent of the bounds ofthe Empire; refolving tofend hisfon T 1 t.vs to make 
an end ofthe warres begun by him againft the lewesandthc holy City of lerufalem: to whom 
befides the 01‘dinaiy Legions,he gave three other Legions; wherewith T itvs continued the 
warres with great refolution .* ana, by Gods permiflion, the lews were in h is time,by the hands 
ofthe Romans, and through their owne civiHdificnfion,vanquifned even to their total! con* 
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fulionjashereaftcriiibriefeiliallbcdeclaredi Ve spAs'iAfi'cbuldrto'tfo/bineijcp.irtfiom

mg For Vi rmivs captain of thofe legions in Qcrrimj^is flaine’by hft OWrte fouidiers, 
proclaiming V b s? a 51 a Nj&fdthc legions remained without order of commandenC lav- 
i> IVS Civi Lis With the forces of Hollandand FrhJlanJjbynlng with another captaine cab 
led Cl a ssi evs, imagined that in the confufion.of thofe tro\tbiefbmcfimes,they mi-ht free 
their countries. or to fay better, make them felues Lords fh^of, as many. haue done : and 
drawing to their faftioncertaine ofthe legions which remaned firme for Vithl l i v i they 
made an infurre&ionagamft V«s pasi an, publifhing that hewas dead; in fuch fort as with* 
in few daies,fomc cities in France reuol. ed, fo as it was feared' that fome great alteration would 
haue enfued in the Empire. Which,aslfaid, put Mv c x a nvT and Antonie in great; 
doubr; for Do Mir ian vs who ifhould haue had the greateft care, fpent his time in his Vices 
and pleasures. After many counfels and confultations held abdut this bufinefle, Qvinti* 

11V s C b RI a l I s tvas fent for Generali into thofe parrs : who both vul iantly and wifely foU 
lowed the warres^and reduced thofe legions to the feruice of the Empire , whobcin sabufed, 
had loyned with C laydxv$Cxvi L zss and obtained norable viLftories although hardly 
gotten and very bloudie, which Cornem vs Tac irvsfets downcat large. Being in the 
heare of this warre, holding it to be of great importance, Mvcianv s and Domitianvs 
departed from i^wr.with the greatcft power they could raife, to giue reliefe and ayde where 
needefhould require; who being cometo the Alps, they bad intelligence that C'.im i S 
had obtained another famous vi&oriein a great batraile: by meanes whereof, and of the fame 
of their comming, all thofe countricsyeclded their obedience, and the Gwnaineshying downe 

thcirarmcs,defiredpeace Notwithftondmgthis, D...,,..,, although there were no n .. 

neede,hada defire to inarch forwards,and to takerhegouci hrtitttt and forces which Cbri- lZ£P' S 
a tis held and commanded, and wrote fundrie letters to him requefting the fame : whereup¬ 
on he was lufpefted, that his intent was to rtbell again ft his father, and fo writeth Corns- 
1 7 S J A r c .l T vs * thac he did it ofenuieagairtft his brother Titv s' andto 

makehimlelfeequall with him ; But his pra<fticcs,whatfoei\bftl^y were, took no effeft. For, 

C e RIA11 5 diuembled and would nor yeeld his command and ghuernment vnto him , and 
Mvcianv s hindred his paflage from going any further : for C b r i a l i s within few 
dayeshadpacihcd thecountne,and D o M it i a n y s .recgmfcdto Romero recciue his father, 

'S j - C n?- eW within few dales came, lliuing fayled from Alexandria to 

Rhodes m,flnps,and from thence in gallics 5 and paffingall along the coaft of Gracia, vifited-all the 
cities thereof which were in bis way, till hi* airmail in Italy, and fo came to Rome, where he was ^ 
moftfolemnlyrecaued(which lo s s p k'V : imoftelegantlyrdaterh.> For, as his ^mining 

had 
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had been long defied and willed for jfo was it very gratcfull and pleafing to all men, and he 
prcfenrly began to do,.things eopjfpsmable to chc.dcfirc and hope which they had concerned of 
him, in miniftringiullice, ft}, reforming the laVv.es and cuftomes of Rme^ rewarding .thofe 
vvhkh had ferued^^an^ pardoning and puni/liing with fingular clemenck tbqfe^vhich 
were hisaducrfaiics.: in conclufion,he made a good and laudable beginning of his Snigi^and 
perfeuered and ended therein, as fjhall appcarc. , ■ 

In the meanc time vNiilc as the.Emperor V % s p a,s t a n parted from me 

to iltfwe, his fonne Ti t v s pi-ofecutingthewatresagainft the Iewes,hauingfubdued/th?couu- 
trey round about, He came and befieged the Citie of lernfaltm , at fuch time as from ; aU parts of 
the world an incredible number of Iewes were come into the Citie, to celebrate ithe feaft of 
the Pafchall Lambe. Of the fiege and deflation thereof, becaufe it wasa matter of ;great mo¬ 
ment, and prophecicd of before, and was famous afterwards, it (hall not be amiffe in few 
words to declare the end thereof and for as much, as in truth, it was the moft ftri&lyand obfti- 

nately befieged,and beft defended Citie that euer was in the world,the Iewes per/ifting in their 

tefhTim- obftioacy and rebellion,by Godspermiflion, in reuenge of the death and paflion of his only 
7 fonne IE S V S C H R I S T our Saiiiour God and man;: all which Iossphvs, E g b- 
s ippY s and Corn hlivsTacitvs write at large,, jto which I remit the curious reader, 
befides many others whtfh are more briefc: being by T i t v s befteged in fuch manner, as no 
man could fallieforth, or enter into it. For the effecting whereof,not contenting himfelfc with 
the multitude of his men of warreand prouifion, within fewedayes he compared it round a- 
bout wjth trenches and ramparts, fuch as were fufficient, malting the fouldiers of his army fee 
their hands to the work ; fo as he befieged it in this manner the (pace of flue monethsjin which 
time there were/b many a/faulrs, skhmifhcs and Daughters, as by the numbers of the dead, 
whichwewillfctdowne.mayappea^e: an d fuch as I ncucr read or heard that the like hadpaf 
fed beforeany Citie; with fuch obftinacy andrefolution the befiegers affaylcd it,and the befie¬ 
ged defended them fclues. In all which T.i tvs performed the dutic of a moft excellent. 
Captaine and a valiant Knight* fometime giuingdire&ion and commanding, and alfo when 
neede required fighting, that, as I ossphvs teftifieth, in this conqueft he Hew twelue lews 
with his owne hands. The hunger which affli&cd the Citie of Jeyufalm in this fiege, is won. 
derfull to reade; for, all ordinary fufteuancebeing fpent, although they made the greateft /pare 
thereofthat was polfible, they gauc themfe\uq$ JO eate all things that might yeeide any tafte, 
without any difference,good or bad, eating the flefh of horfes, a/Ie$,dogs,cats, rats, fnakes, ad- 
rinTZ'chit ders,and other vnclcaiie and ftrange things,as it Ccemeth incredible to all humane rcafon: But 
*/ itrufMem this gitjeth it the more credit, for that all writers both Chriftian and Heathen affii me,that there 

•whmh was h- was a mother which killed and ate her owne fonne, whom fire had at her breaft. Finally, after 
p J'Ltkr ijl- the? death ofan infinite number by fword and famine, vpon the eight day of September (hailing 

Mandate her bedn befieged about fiuemonechs, and abouefoureyceres after the warre was begun by V b s- 

UrihUmtA- PAi I AN in theraigneof N p n o) the Citie of Jerufalem was entred by force, and a great 
kfubj Tituti number of thofe which were therein flaine: and fo had they all been, but that Trrrs, mo- 
ued with compaflion, commanded the execution vpon women, and fuch as bare no annes, to 
ceafe. But although that this Daughter was flayed, yet in the province and the citie there died 
ofhungcrand the fword (as E v s k b i vs, P a v l vs O r o j i v s and otherauthors affirms) 
fixe hundred thoufand men able to bcarearmes. Andifwe/lia 11 giuecrcditto To s hphvs, 
who was an eye-witnefleto moft part thereof, there died cleuen hundred thoufand ; and there 
Were Captiucs which werefold, nimiefeuenthoufand. E o b s i p p v s, who is of no Icffc cre¬ 
dit and authoritie,agreeth with him in the number of the captiucs ; but in the number of the 
dead, he fettethdownciooooo.Iefle, which feemeth to bee an error but in the letter : both 
whichdoeyeeld the veafon of fo great mortal itie to be, as is laid 5 for that fo great a number 
was gathered together in lerufalem to the feaftat Eaftcr, and had retired thither as to the head 
of all thatprouincc, thereto die or defend the fame. Alfo that famous Temple vvas burnt,and 
Salomon* thofe ftrong and /lately walks of thefamous Temple of Salomon were throwne downe, 

and all the Citie laid wafte,defoIate and wholly ruined, as fundry Prophets had before prophe- 
* y * cied. > 


And this iuft and deferued deftru£lion of lerufalem happened in the fecond y cere of t he Em» 
perorVESp asi a n, and the fortithyefre after the death of CHRIST our Lord,.and the 
feucntiethecc after his birth, being (according to Evsbeivs and Pav lvs O r o s x v | 
onethoufandonchimdredandrwoyeersafterthattheTeinplewasfirftbuiltby Salomo 
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and fiuchundred nintic & one yeer after that it was reedified in the time of K. D a r jv s,hauing 
been d.eftroiedby the Babylonians.

All affirm, andit doth plainly 
appear by P l i n y and C or n b l i y s y a g i t v s, that lernfalem had never been fo rich, Jemfahm di¬ 
nar fo populous, nor.fo fumptiuous in walt^ temples and buildings; as at the tini e of Chs/Vt poycdAnd laid 
bis pamon,and when it was deftroied. And fo that City and the holy Temple WCre ouerthrown ™re remained 
and laid euen withthe ground, not one ftone remaining Upon another j according as our Savi- mt m < lone 
our C H R IS T Bad topld his Difciplesithey fhewing it to hin(f; ; and extolling the greatries 
and bujlding of that Temple, asthe holy Euangefift recifeth more at large: : and fo it lay untxll 
the Emperor Adrian began to reedifie it, although hot in the fame place, neither fuch’as. it 
was beforejas heerafter fhallbe declared. ‘ And fo that Prouincc,which had been gouerned by 
the Romansas their ( friends,ahdina maninerfree, was made captiue and triboraric j and the ^*>2^ 
Iewes being captiueswerefould and difperftd through all palts of the world.. V : /o/SJt. 

ThisWaire being ended bv Titv s in fiich manner as is Ipccified, his Father and all -Rrine Momtbt 
greatly rejoyced thereat, and to both them the triumph was granted by the Senate, bec^tife wrWt 
they both bad followed that warre. And T i r v si kauirig all things in good order in the jEjfft, 
came vi( 5 lorious to Rome, And, within fcwc daies after, both the Fatherand the Sonne entftd 
triumphing with one of the moft fblemn and (lately triumphs that euer was ken ih Rome. 'The Vetyafi

While-as T i t v $ was bufied about the fiege of the City ofi^iw^/^, the Alancs, a people o/tothwu.

theRivcr2w<W: who, in very great numbers abandoned their Country, it being barrenand vn- 
fruitfulLor for that it wasnot fufficient to fuftaine them, and came into the Territory of the Tiric j atcs K j n , 
Medes, robbing and fpoiling that Country 5 and marching forwards cam e into Armeniajw here ofMmnU o? 
they did the like. Tiridath s, King therof, fought a battell with them • wherein he Waiq- **&*»»*«* 
uercome, and by great good fortune efcaped by flights WhichwhenT i tvs underftood 5 ha- ZZf£s/ 
uing then fully ended his enterprize againft Jeru/alem , he marched with his Forces to the relief 
of Tiup ATE5,to affift a King who was vaf&ll and friend to the Empire 5 and came to die 
City ofufMinnas EoBsiryva writeth: but the Alanes, vpon the onely report of his co* ;: ' 

ming, returned to their Country, contented with what they had gotten by theft. V e s p a g i- . 
a n being in enjoying the Empire iii peace, had his fon Ti t v s continually with him; 

having had good experience of his wifdome and milde dilpofition: he did moft matters by Bis 


having had good experience of his wifdome and milde dilpofition: he did moft matters by Bis 
counifell, and after his opinion; and in all things held him for his companion in the Empire, and! 
made him hisfello w in office in the Cenfurie and Tribunate; and afterwards in feuen Gohful- 
fhips together. 

V b :s p a s i a ■% continuing as he had begun the whole courfc of his life, neuer omitted any the dJetJj 
thingthac'ivasfit fora good and cxcellentEmpcrour, as well in prefeming and inlarging the 
Empire, as in beautifying and reforming the fame • in correding the abufes and etiill cuftomes, 
asin execution of lUftice and other vertues: and chiefly he took great care for the publike edifi¬ 
ces and buildings, wherein he/pent much treafure j and madethe Capitol which V / t h ll i- 
v s had burnt (when his brother S abihvs was (lain) to bee reedified and new built, farre 
moreftately and beautifull than euer it had been. Hee alfo repaired the City of Rome ofthofe - 
ruines which yet regained fince it was burnt in the time of N e ro, asin his life wee have de¬ 
clared. Befides this, hebuilc a moft (lately Temple to the goddeffe Pallas; the workman- 
fhip whereof^was fo rich,foexquifitc, and fo excellent, as the like had neuer been feen in Rome. 

For, touching the painting, caruing,and inlaying,all the moft excellent workmeh of the world 
(thefe Arts being then at the hicheftyfhewed their skill,and left memorials of their handwork¬ 
ing,as P l i w i v * writes j an d Iosbphvs (who was an ey-witnes) affirms, that men came 
from all parts of the world to fee the riches and excellencie of this T emple. Vespasian 
alfobuiltan Amphitheatre, offingular and moft rareworkmandiip; which is yet at this day to 
be feen in Rome, although ruined and defaced : which is a building of marvellous and fumptu- 
ous greatnes, round in form, as if two Theatres were joined together like to half circles: in the 
middeft of which were repre/ented the plaies, fh ewes, wreftlings, fightings with wilde beafts, 
and alfo combats of fword-plaiers: And euery thing was wrought and framed in fuch manner, 
as by means of their feats it was capable ofan infinite number of people, without any hindrance ,y 

one to the other 5 which we may comprehend by the Theatre which Octavianvs Cje- .if ;'[] 
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V e s p a s i a n. 

JAT built j'nremembrance of his ft ephew M a r ciuv ^ofwliichwe.rcadethaettewcre 
kat<sfot'foure(Vorcthoufau4 perfqns.

wife it to fome good proportion. Which makes it fecrii ro be true,feeing hee was very bounti- 
full and liberall ro all men, and fpent and freely parted with that which hee fo gathered; Final¬ 
ly,howfoeuer it wasjheis reckoned in the number ofgood Emperors; foiVwith lingular wifei 
domeand valour he gouerned the Empire nine yeers: at the end whereof (beeing feiieritic arid 
nine yeers old) a Flux took him, and hee died in peace in the yeer of our Lord 8 1.. Hee.Wis a 
man of a middle ftature, well corhpad in his linis, and of a ! good complexion, and liued eucr 
found and in good health: for the preferuation wherof, he ordinarily vied ftiitionsonhis arhfi 
and legs* and euery month failed one whole day, without eating any thirig: ;'.

S foon as the Empeiour V e s p a s i a n was dead, his . cl-* 
deft Sonne T1 r v s (called by hisfurnamc V fi fe p a s,i 
nvs) without any cdnrradiiftion was rcceiued andobeyeef 
for Emperor ; as wel for that his Father in his life-time had' 
made himhis companion in the Empire (and that* gs fome 
Authors lay, he did participate with him, and than hegaue 
him the name of Emperor) as alfd for that in his Teftamenfc 
and laft Will heeappomred him 1 /is SucceMbr .vyet his bro¬ 
ther D o MiT r a n v s proudly mnintained^chat his Father-' 
had nominated him,and not his Brother T1 f v $ r andthat: 
his Fathers Will was fulfilled. Titv-s was an ekccllcnt 
Ethperor; but his Raign was fliovt ‘ lor*k lafted little more, T‘ tus 
than two.y.eers.: fo as,fbrhisnattiriill bouhiyar?d hobledif- y^Zf 
pOfitioh, he was called Thelone and delight of manklndc, although before hee wasEmperour. 
he was taxed vpon fome occalions 5 fome imagining, that hee would haue proued wicked and 
peruevR. But truth and vettue, alt houpfo for a time they may bee fupprdfed, yetat length they 
viiM-pvcuai), and ouercome enuy and Hander r and as the ele'er Sun dilberfeth the dark clouds • ■ 
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Titvs, 

fo did T i x y s cleer.himfelF of the fufpicions concerned againft him,with the brightnes of his 
vcttucs and worchy adions. He came to the Empire at the age of 3 9 yeers, and (oniewhat lefs j 
in which he followed the.warres, and gat great experience both in peace and war. Fivft, in his 
1 ihFancy he was brought up in karningand other vertuous exercifes, and therby grew to be very 
learned both in Greek and Latin, and expert in many Arts. He wasavety good horfeman, and 
moft skijfullin Mufick - a very good Singer,an eloquent Orator, and could make verfes with 
wonderfull cafe and facility. He had a fingular.memory, and was endued with an excellent wit- 
and was fo /pcedie in writing m ciphers and abbreuiations,as he excelled all his Secretaries and 
Notaries 5 and would to well counterfeit any mans hand and writing,as it was (aid of him, that 
he might haue been a notable counterfeiter or forger. 

Being endued with thefe graces and fefficiencies in his youth, before his Father came to the 
Empire he bore Arms in the wars, and was Tribune both in Germany and Britanny, and purcha- 
fed the reputation of Wife and valiant. After which, being comne to Rome, hee ufed to plead 
and defend caufesand anions (which was then theexercifeof the moft eminent men) 5 and af¬ 
terwards in time he was made Queftor or Treafurer, In procefle of which time hee married 
twice: the fiift,with Ax ricidia the daughter of a Roman Knight whofe name was Tbr- 
t v 11 v s , who had been Prefer of the Pretorian Legions; and, after her death beeing a wi¬ 
dower, hauing neuer a childe, he married thefecond time with a woman ofgreat bloud, whofe 
name was Mar t i a Fyiyi a, whomhcc afterwards put away,hauiug firft had a daughter 
by her. 

The warres beginning againft the Iewes, he went thither with his father, hauing the com- 
mand and charge of a Legion : and matters fuccedinginfuchmanner asisalreadicfeid,he 
madea finall end thereof. And although that fome practiced to bring him in fufpicion with his 
father, falfcly fug getting that he would haue rebelled againft him 3 yet after thofe victories he 
came into Italy , fufficiently cleered liimfelfe, and triumphed of the Iewes 3 and ( as wee haue 
faid ) obtained fo much grace with his father, as hee made him his companion, 3 nd in a manner 

equall with him in the Empire. In his fathers life time hee purchafcd di/like vpon fome occafi- 
ons: whereof one was, that they charged him with the couetoufhes and auarice of his father, 
forthenewimpofitions which he laid vpon the fubicdls of the Empire; whereof although that 
he might well haue purged himfelfe,yet he would not make manifeft his innocencie,for thar the 
fault mould not be imputed to his father. The other was, for that he had caufed A vtvs 
C1 n n a 'and certaine others of great note to be puttodeath,ahhoughheehad iuftoccafionto 
doeit;as S v b r o n 1 vs fhewethiri Av ly s Ci nn a : and other authors,in others. 

. T rr v s alfodifcreditcd himfelfeforbringingofQueene Veronics from Jtit/ea with 
Him,for his friend or concubine, whom hee fo dceily loued, as hee entertained her in a manner 
as his wife: and there is an author which affirmerh that he (lew Avlvs. Cinna , through 
iealoufiepf her., All which being laid together, when by the death of his father hee came to the 
Empire,they doubted that hee would haue prooued wicked and cruell : but his clemencie and 
other vertues did prefenrly difperfeall thofe clowdesoffufpicion. Thefirft ; andhappelythe 
greateft conqueft was, the forcing of his will and bridling his defires and afte<ftion$ by with¬ 
drawing himfelfe from the company of V a icon ic H,for the which he was taxed withinfa- 
mie,although that he loued her exceedingly, and was by her beloued intlie fame degree. Hee 
alfo gaue ouer his other paftimes, which he held vnfitand vnbefeeming an Empcrour, and be¬ 
gan to liue and carrie himfelfe very modeftly and honourably, and to (hew his liberalitie, cle- 
inenciei and lingular curtcfie. Whereof I hold it requifite (; although I kcepenot order, feeing 
his time was fo fliort) to make fome mention $ that feeing his bountie, clcmcncieand wiidome 
made his Empire voide ofciuill mutinies, warresand alterations, which vfually pleafe the rea¬ 
ders,yet they may fpeake of the vertues & greatnes of this Erttperour.Firft for a (hew & oftenta- 
tiori to the world (which great Princes (bmetimesfliduld make.becaufe that thereby they do in 
fbm fbrt purchafe the loue of the comon people)he repaired■& made fbm new great buildings, 
and he alfo prefented games and fports, wherein (accordingto Ev s bbiv s , Evtxopivs, 
and Sthtonivs) wereflaine 5000. wild beafts,and therein alfo fought a great number of 
Sword-players. He caufed alfo to be reprefented a Naualbattaileinoneoftheauncient Nau- 
machias, whereof mention hath been made heretofore. And as he was by nature moft noble 
and liberall, all the fauours, gr aces and rewards, which his Predeceftors had giuen and granted 
(which none ofthem would confirm, but they granted fome new) hee confirmed by a decree. 
And, moreoucr, to any petition made vnto him he neuer gaue vnpkafing anfwer,neither fuffred 

any 
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any to depart from him difcontented,6r without hope to obtain his demand; And being repro- 
ued by fome of his Couilcell, for promifing nidi;e than it feemed hee was able to perform: hee 
anfw£red them, tbatlr vvas riot fit not* vvorrhy,tha1:ai?y man fliOpid depart from hini forrovv- 
full&diftonterit With his entertainment. He was naturally fo defirctis to do gbod and to help 
others, afc One night after (upper rerriembring himfcl^tbat that dk^he Had giueri nothing,with a 
fad arjd hcauie counteriahW he turned towards thofe which wtefem his company,and faid: Mjr 
Friends, I haue loll this day ; which were fpeechcS worthy to ofce noted and engraven in' the 
mindes of all great Princes* Hee wasr tfifb fo dcfirou&td pleafurc andgiuecdnrentment toa’it 
men (houldingalwaies his grdnity arid authority) as in ail his fpeeches and diftblirfes with any 
people wbacibeuer, he alwaiesftieiveclhintfeifaffable,pleafertf, courteous arid tracftable. 

In fome fitiifter accidents which in his time hapned in Rome, as one was (as faith P a v l v s 
O X os 1 vS)ja great fire, wherewith were hurried a great humb^r of houfes^ and alio a great 
pia®ue - he not onely vfed the diligence of a carefull Prince, but alfo fheWed the loue and affc- 
(ftionofapitifull Father 3 helping with his owne rents to repair and new-build that which the 
fire had confunfed.and caufing thofe which were wounded to bee cured with great diligence - 
and thofe which died of the peftilence,tO be buried, Th^lemerify an 4 mildnes of this Prince 
extended to fo high a degree, as he not oneiy pardoned many, and moderated t he rigour ofthe 
la wes in cafes of ordinary crimes j but two great men of Rome hauing confpived againft him,and 
being thereof conuidfc, fo as they could not deny the faft,he would make no other inquifirion 4 
nor put them to any torments, or otherwifepunifli them, hut on clyaduifed them in fe cret that 
they fliould alter their euill purpofes 3 willing them to confidcr, that the Empire was giuen by 
Gods prouidencc and ordinance, andby the fates,and not by any humane iriduftry 5 and if they 
defired any other thing, it feould bemore fit to lue to him, and he would not deny it: and lay¬ 
ing this, he pardoned them,andufed them Iouingly,and afterwards entertained them with o- 
ther complementSj which Svbtomits writeth; fo as he rookiuch order, that they did re¬ 
pent an d reform themfelucs: whereby he did better affure his life, than if hee had put them t6 
death. For, therein he ftiould haue had greater cao’fe of fear, and more would haue hated him* 

The like temperance he held with his Brother D aft 1 t 1 a n v s 5 who neuer left to lay fnares 
to intrap him, and to ly in wait for his life, and to pW<fti,ce his death. and to incenfe the Legiotis 'D«r : .iti«nu:f 
and Cohorts againft him: yetfor alithis he wopldipot put him to death,as fie might juftiy haue 
done, neither feclude him from him, neither diminifti his reputation and authoviry wherein he 
liued $ but made him his companion in the Empire, arid proclaimed him for his fuccefTor.And 
the better to reclaim him* fometimes retiring him into a ferret chamber alone, with tears in his 
eies he would adnionifti and require him, not to attempt that by treafon and fratricide, Which 
he fliort ly fliouid haue voluntarily, and that which hee already enjoyed with him by his good 
will. And, for.conclufion, this excellent Prince Titvs, in the fliort time that he raigned, go¬ 
verned with fuch wifdome and in fuch manner, as he was through the whole Empire extreme¬ 
ly beloued, and generally obeyed and ferued by all men: So as during his whole Raigri therd 
were no contempts, inferie<ftions v waii es, rebellions, nor contentions. But as men for thefe 
finnes were not worthy of fo good a Prince, fo by Gods fectct judgement hee was taken away , ■ 
from among them: for, beeing taken with a ftrong burning Feuer, Within fewedaies lite died ^ 

thcrof in the feme village wheriri his father died^ neer Rme, being of the age ofone and fortie a 
yeers, two moneths ana twenty dates, although Evvropivs fets do wn feme months leflej 
which may be through error in a letter* 

Asfoon as his death Was knowtic,thcfe wasthegreateft lamentation and ferrow that eiieif 
was feen in Rome : and, the Senat being aftembied, there was more fpoken to his honor & com¬ 
mendation, being dead, than was of any manthateufr liued before him, or was euer. Ipdken iri 
his prefence in his life-time; which hapned in the yeerofour Lord 8 3*

mPK it din all the warns he began, and in 'Rome fihifhed many edifices already begun, and bnih 
I IB}) many mere from the ground t fo as in the beginning of his raigne he purchafedmuch reputatk 
1 M on, and the credit of a very virtuous and good man. But afterwards altering his conditions , 
he became fo &uell, foinfthnt andfo couttou *, that putting men to death for veryfmallank. 
ridiculous cau/etfhe vfnrpedf hegoods of the dtadjpret ending that he was their heire. Hee 
ptrfecutedthe Uwchandmiicularly thofewhichwert of the tine of Daiiid % being informed 


ptrfecutedthe lews, andmkcularlj thofewhichwert of the line of Dauid; king informed 
thatfrom himJhtuld defcenda man which fhould be Lord of the whole wet/d. He was alfo a great Pbfecutor ofttie 
iChrsfUan Religion,fo at ip hit timi many holy menwetfmartyred. He madefuch wAYre With flyts, mu fcour tiltht- 
ittgcUmanded , who was" abode with theEmperour% Unfwered, that therewas riot one fije With him. Himadegreat 
foewof Aflrologie, and was a great friend to ihefe -which made proftffion of that facultie : jet he dealt hardly with m 
Afronmerywhich told him that bo fhould dytfooxtlj, jffe liucdfue andfortyyeeres, ruled the Empire fifteene % and , 
by the csnfp track ofout Stephen) who was Steward of his foufe,) and cert aint others, amongfl which hiswifewas an N 
ajpftant * ho was Jlaino in hit Palace ♦ The commonpeoplewere neither fad norgladcfhis death: but the CfSHtlmenand 
Senators werefo well pleafed with itfhat euen the very fame,day they made all his flatties to be throwne to the ground, 
which hi would bane ofno other thing but of pure gold.

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ceflor DomitixnVs wasfaifevhlike* for this Empe- 
rour was wicked and lewde, although that in the begim- 
ning of his raigne hee did fome things which were plea- 
fing, and gouerned the Common-wealth reafonable vp- 
rightly j viiiig clemetrdejhtimiluiejandlibcraUtie 5 dccei- 
uing the world with fained bountie,cleanecontrarie to fu¬ 
ture a&ions. When he came to the Empire, he.was of the 
age of thirtie yeeres (little more or lefle) itt his younger 
yeeres, he Iiued in meane eftate, and ineuillfame, for the 
dilhoneftie of his perfon.His father being Emperour,in his 
ab/ence he was called C as a r, and to him was giuen the 
greateft dignitie and author itie in Rome, which hee vfed li- 
centioufly and di/honeftly, committing adulteries, with other vices and infolencics: vpori one 
day, he depofed tffentiefeuerall perfons from their charges and gouernments, andgaue them 
to others: fo as his father (when he vnderftood thereof) faid,that he maruelled, that his fonne 
Domitianvs had not /entone,tohaue fucceeded him alfo : and warres thengrowfngin 
Batau/a , he attempted that which we haue related. But when his father was come to Rente , to 
diifembleand eloke his wicked practices he gauc himfclf to ftudy, and to the exercife ofpoeiic, 
although with little affection .* for before that time he neuer regarded it, or any other learning, 
and fo afterwards abhorred it according to that flattering age. For the (mail time which hec

neftandinotcounterfeit.HehadalibayeriegteatmimherofSvytSd-players'andgreafrmards 

for chofc whichdid runne with chariots. Hc had tumeyesand battailes ofhorfemen and foote- 
mcn ^ and huntings of an infinite numberjbf wilde beafts,, in fuch fort as other Emperours had 
don,and more then any other; for he had alfo women which like men fought with wild beafts 
whereof.s y^oksv ,, Ivv ztt a x, and Mar xim, make mention.

And herein concerning Iudges he per/euered, not onlybefore that: he difeouered his cruelty 
and wickedneffe, but euen afterwards: and though that he were euill ofhimfelfe.yet he for- 
barenottopuni/h Cuill Gouernors.* and fo Sv e to n i v s affirmeth,thatGouernorswerene- , 

, in' ) ucrio tempera te,iu(l: and vprightatany time as in his. He alfo caufed'himfelfe t<5 bechofen I 

bomtian. Cenfor,WhCrein he endeuouved to reforme and correct the abufes and cuill mannersof the Ro¬ 

mans; as though that his owne conditions hadbeen good'and fo he made many other good or¬ 
ders, anddid jiuftice it) all things: and of the otherfide Viewing himfelfe mercifull and pitifull, 
in fuch fort that ifhe>had perfeueredin that manner of gouernftient which he bcgan,he had this 
day been heldfor a very good Emperor'. But neUer any man fell fiom gOod to euill fo notably, 
ftor made to ftrange an alteration as he did, whereof in that which we haue before (aid, he gaue 
fomc indice and forewarn ihg. For in thofe gobd things which he did* he vfed fuefv firide and 
elation, and fhewed himfelfe fo vaine-glorious, that a man of any iudgement might well per- 
cciue, that what he did, proceeded not from any good mind, or from-his natural! inclination; 
which he manifefted in tome of his worlds andfpeechcsrchiefely when he Was InadcEmperour 
(withoutihame orbluihing) he vaunted in the Senate, that hee had giuen the Empire to his 
father and to his brother, which they had nOWreftored vttto him- this be*ingas falfe,as by the 
vomitiMut hiftorie before doth appeate. And thofe his ftatues which they commaunded to bee let vp in 

h * db ” ft™** the Capitoll, he would not coitfent that they Ihould be made of any other thing,then of cleane 
* * * gold, and foin other things hee/hewed extreme pride. But hee did one thing which was lb 

accurfedand abominable,as to make mention thereof onely,is a fufficienfproofe of the incom¬ 
parable pride of this man : for hecommaurtded by a publike Edi^,tharifiall Letters and EdiAs 
they /hould write our Lord and God, which’both rhe ohfiftian and heathen authors doeaf- 
firmfe : For which finne and wickednelft it pleafed Godto fuffer him to fall into thole abomi¬ 
nations which he afterwards incurred, ' as epttetoufnefTecruel tie, and other wickedaftions.* 
whereof before that we difeourie, it lliall not be amiffe, to treate ofthe warres which happened 
in the time of his wickedneffe ^although heeprofeciked them not in his owneperfon, which 
werethree or fourewith ftrauge tjations^ndone quill wane.; , v v 1 

The firft warres abtoadewete againft the Sarmafes in Europe,which inuaded theEmpire, 
with whom and alfo with thofe of Afia\ thereby ned many of the auncient Scythians.' -That 
*Zni A rl*i! >h4t ^ rou > nce i* fituate in the north of Germany jmd ftretcheth tothe fea callcd MareSarmiicum. On 
ftprmrd, theEafl: it is bounded with the^iueroFTj»Asjandtheh}{etjMeo//j : and on the Weft with the 
riuer rijlttia. Vnder.this Prouiriceare now contained Mttfcmia , Mjftt , Fclsnin , Lituania , and 
lome other Prouinees. This warre was cfufelland dangerous, and in the beginning it Went 
ill with‘the Romanes : for in a battaile were flainc the Generali of th©Romanes^ and one 
whole legion: but D on i r t aw v s afterwards reenforcin g his armies,the Say mates were ouer- 
throwne and conftrained with IolTe of many of their peoplero retire themfelues. Hehadfwife 
warres withthe inhabitants of the great prouince of Dacia i the inhabitants whereof (as Picnic 
affiruieth) , were called by the Greekes,GrtA That prouincexontained'aU that Which is nOw 
T> 4 tUb**h called Walachia , mdTtanffyludnh , and other countries.

Aiid this was thC ftCbhd 
generall pet f^ution oftheptmutme Church - 5 in Which Saint I o h n the Ettdneelift w*s bAni- 
flicd into the tie ofPathmei^whcxc he faw the Vifioij of the ApOcalypfe. How long this perfe - 
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cution endured, I cannot fay: butby Evsbeiv s it feCmetb, that it lafted little more than two 
ycers 5 for afterwards, in the thirteenth Chapter of his third Book, hee faith, that Domi t ia- 
n ▼ s did moderate this perfection, and commanded it toceafe. So as by that which is writ¬ 
ten and hath been feen, Domitian was one of the worft Princes that eucr was in the world 1 
and fo bad, as he ufed to /ay, The vice of the fle/h was but a kinde ofhoneft recreation; and fuch 
were thofe wherein he ufedto pafle his time. 

Forthcfecaufes, and many other which I omit, wherein Domi r ianvs /pent fouj-eteen 
yeers of his Raign, he came to be extremely hated and abhorred of all men. And as now it was 
growne to a cuftome in Hot to endure wicked Emperors long; and as God alfo permit# 

teth, that fometime wicked Princes com to euil endstfo thofe which were moil priuateand nee- * 
reftabout him confpiredagainfthimitheChiefe&Captainof which was Stb phan vs, who 
. was Reward to his wife and Emperefic Domic iila, whomthey affirmtohauebeen parta¬ 
ker in the cpnfpiracy and pra&ice to murder him: and they afterwards flue him in fuch manner 

as I will tell you. 

simimm* During the timethis conlpiracie was a plotting, there appeared certaine flgnes in the skies, 

fiuarintttit whereof all men conceited and prognofticated, that the death of D o m 1 t 1 a n r s was at 
• dtdtbojpomi* hand: and hee alfo flood in extreame feare thereof, as he which took great heede to auguries 
^ ' andfignes, and prefumed muchto be an Aftrologcr and Dtuiner. Andamongft other fignes 
which then were feene, there appeared for many daies together round about the Sunne a great 
bright Ihining Crowne thatdid compalfeirabout, which refembled the Raine-bow againfh 
roule weather j but . that it was a whole Crowne and did compafle the Sunne in (itch manner, 
as it bereaued and eclip/ed the fame ofhisbrightncs: Which figne all men did interpret to 
fignifieachaungeandalterationintheEmpire,W!ththedeathof D o mi -r 1 a n r s. Andforas 
much as Stephanas in Greckeflgnifieth a Crowne, there were Come which concerned that 
the faid Stbfhanys ihould kill him, notwithftanding they knew nothing of thepra&ice. 
By meanes whereof, and of other things which then were feene, Doeitiak v * was in fuch 
; feare and de/pairc, that as vpona day there was a great tempeft, and there happened certaine 

flafhes ofiightning, which hec and all others did pie/age to beagainfthim : and he being very 
• angrie, they write that he/aid, Let I v p i t s a then fmitewhom hee will. Whereof,the feare 
' which I tolde you ofjwas the principall caufe : for euen then was the timeaccompli/hed which 
the Aftrologers, cafting his conftellation, had told him that he ihould die. But one thing aboue 
all the reft made him moft amazed, which in truth was veiy ftrange, and for iuch ( although it 
beoffmallimportance)I will declareir,which wasthis : that he liuing in this feare, Cent for an 
Aftrolpger, who at that time was very famous, and asked him many queftions thereupon: who 
S#/iJ omu anftyerd him, that by his art he found that his death was neere at hand. Wherewith Domi* 
JtAth,dtii 6 { r i a m was /o wroth, that hauing determined to command this Aftrologer to bee flaine, hcc 
kittmntjft. asked him, if hee knew what end hee him/eife ihould haue. The Aftrologcr anlwercd him,that 
by his conftellation hec knew, that hee ihould iliortly be tome in pieces by dogges. And D 0- 
m 1 t 1 a m thinking to make him a Her in that which hee had foretould, and that, what hec had 
prqphecied of his owne death, ihould not cotne to pafte, commanded him prefently to bee 
flaine, and his bodie to be burnt, and his alb es to be buried, to the end that dogges fliould not 
teare him. And hauing begun to burne his bodie,there fell fuch a tempeft & raine as quenched 
anddi/perfed the firc$and the body of the poore Aftrologer remaining halfvnburnt,therc came 
certaine dogges which tare it in pieces, as he had prognofticated. Which (Ithinke ) was, by 

GodspermiJfion,aprafticeofrhe diue),as he which knew the fccvecie of the con/piracie,which

ly jjhewthemfclv'CS'to bee fuch. Now, as the folcmnities and aecuftoped ceremonies for the 
ncwvEmperour were ended, in the beginning of his Empyrehee beg^n fo doe moil noble and 
excellent workes, whereof in fumme wee will make a breefe relation, without diftin&ion of 
time, feeing his Empire was fo lhort,as in a manner no; to be divided,. And one of thebeft and 
j. ... firftwas, in releafing from banlfhmentall tlieChriftians j' which'from £ i«?»^andocher Cities 
MMthv&oj wcrc baniflicd in the time of the Empcrour D Omit tan, and to permit and give liberty to 
every man to hould what faith and religion he would.* and in this time (accordingtoEv sin- 
v s, and other Catholikc hiftoriographers) Saint Iohs the Evangelift came from the lie of 
Tatbmas (whither heewasbanni(hed)totheckicof Ephtfmm uifi** The like humanitie did 
Nbrva ufe in all other matters .-'Firfthee relealed and difeharged all the cities of the Em¬ 
pire from the new impofitions, which V«shsian aud Domit.uk had laid upon them. 
And to many which by Domitunvs were unjuftly difpofefTed of their goods, hee com - 
manded their pofleflors to be reftoredtoall their moveables, which could bee found in the 
imperial palaces. And he notonely (hewed himfelfe liberal to thofe which were oppicrted: but 
to all poorc men which had fonnes, hcc made them to bee bred up at his charges Hce made 
alfo a diftribution among all the people of Rome in greater men.Pure then was ufually done by a- 
ny others. And to feme poore Citizens of Rome which he knew had no wealth, hee made cer- 
tainepofifrisions, which heebought for thatpwrpofe, to be divided among them. And above 
all he did greatfavours,and bellowed great girts upon thofe which had bin his friends and allied 

unto him-, and his liberalise was fo great ,as D ion writeth, that in the beginning and ffrff 

comming to the Empire, hee was conftrayned by necefsity to fell hisgold and filver plate > and 
other moveables of his houfe , to performe thofe his favours and good deeds. And in this 
manner hec did many deeds of charitie and pictie • for it is written for certaine, that hee fware 
thatno Senatouv of Rome Ihould by his commandement be put to death, which hee afterwards 
performed, although there were thofe which deferved the contrary. He al(b forbad many Han¬ 
ders and accufations ufed in thofe timcsjdefiring,all men fhould live contented and at liberty. 

Athough that N h R v a wasfo good a man (as wc haue laid ) and vied fo mildc a kinde of 
gouetnment, fo as there was nothing in him to be reprooued • yet there wanted not fome which 
murmured againft him,as wicked men vfe to doe agaiuft the good, alleaging that fo great Hu- 
militie and mildnelfe in a Prince was not profitable:fo asFRoNiona principall man in fame 
prefumed to fay openly,thait it was an euil thing to have fuch an one for Emperor, which would 
fuffc no man to doe any thing that he defired 5 but it was.aworfc matter to haue fuch an one

yndcr whom euctym^n might doe what hee lifted. Wbeft N b r v xfwas ad uertifed thereof 
he was not angry, but forbad fom.ethings,which had ginen’him caufctofayfo: and heddired 
lo much togouernejtnghtly., asbe did nothing of his owne heads but had alwayes about himi 
and. lent for wife and good men,fuch aswerc of thegreateft experience- in Rami 'bv Whofe 
c ;“? r $! 11 hce provided, ordained 6 t ; difpatch ^4 all matters,. He alfo, made during the fmali time 
ofhisEmpire fome very good lawes Stordirisinccs 5 ampiig which, heftiarpelyTorbad'an abufe 
of thofe tunes, which was, to geld^en & to n?ake them Euniicbcs.^^HCalfbforbad thatahy man 
ihould mat ry his neece, or brothers daughter • and many other things which wanted reforraa- 
tion.To conclude,this Emperor had in his fhort timeal thofe parts a good prince ouchc to have- 
and fo clcere a confciencc, that h? oftentimis feid, he ieftiembred not to have doneanv thinJ, 

(albeit he gave over the Empire)why he Ihould not live feciire,and without feareofanv bod^ 

And,though all this was true,(as to the wicked,the yoke,Sc feepter of the juftjsa heavie burthe 
and Rowe had then gotfuch a cuftome, that it could neither indure an evil! Emperor nor obey, 
him that was good) yet there wanted not fomefohich pra&ifed his death,and confpited aeainft 
rax>tor &head therofwas Cra ssvs Catlph vrniv^j j but it plcafed God that it tooke no 
effefl but was revealed to the good Emperor - who without any rigor or bloodfli cd was h eed 
therof,contenting himfelfe only (asSsxTvs Ayjeiivs wrircrh) with the bani/hment of 
thofe which wereculpable,though thefenare would have infliaed a more rigorous punifemec. 

All thefe things being pa/fed (as I have faid) and ah things fucceeding well and profpaoufly

This vidlotie being 
pbtaincd.and Trai ANfollowinethechareofhis enemies, hepurfued them fo hard, that D t «uai M & 
c e l v s , eing in defpan c, fent to him* humbly defiring peace, olferingto accept any °f 

^ conditions 1 Ian * 
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conditions he fliould prcftribe. And T r a r a n (who took as great glory in pardoning the 
humble and meefcc, as in taming and fubduing the proud and hautie) notwithstanding thac-hec 
had taken almoft all his countries was contented to admit him to his grace andfauour, fending 
certainc conditions to be performed: which.were,thathe(hould prefently deliuer vp all his 
ihftruments and engines of warre, and the eugineis and matters [thereof,together, with aH 
fueitiues that were within his dominion, which were Romans,or their confederats, and. ramie 

S e enemy. And that out of all the Cattles an§fortre(fes within his dominions*'hee mould 
draw the garrifons, and fliould throw downe fuch as fliould be appointed: and before all 
theft things,that heibouldfurrender certain lands which he held within the bounds of the Em. 
pjjjgi 4jnd that he fliould euer hold for friends and enemies,thofe which the Senatc of Rom held 

^°Xhefe articles and conditions the King of Dacia accepted and promifed to aecomplifli, more 
through neceititie then for any good will 5 and hauing fworne to obferue them, he came to the 
Campe to the Emperor; where proftrating himfelfe vpon the earthbefore him ; he conrefled 
himieife to be ouercome, and to be his vaflall. this iolemnity being ended, and other things 
done-which were expedient, T * a i a n returned victorious to Rome, where hee entted in tri¬ 
umph, as faith E.v s bbivs hauing raigned two yeeres, and brought With him thcAmbafla- 
dors pfthe King ofD4f/4, to whom was giuen audience in the Senate* and the peace, which 
T it a i a n had granted, was there confirmed. And he for his vi&orie was called for 

that he had fubdued thecounttie of Dacia , as the Romans in former time had vfually done to 
fomeother excellent Captaines. e . 

When Trajan had ordered all things in the prouinceof Dam m this maner, for loy & honor 
of this viftoric,and to pleafe the Roman people,he made all manner of fpoits and games,which 

ofeuftome were wont to be obferued by the Emperors (as is aboue faid) adding thereto fuch 

other things as he thought good. But thefc games and fports did not withdraw him fromdo- 
ing iuftice, neither from care of the g ouernment: bur rat her folong as they lafted, helpent the , 
greateft part of his time in difpatching of bufincs, and doing iuftice, going himfelfe inperfon 
to the Tribunal and publikeaudience,to iudge and determine many caufes: which he did moft 
iuftlyand wifely. Paflingfometimein good quiet, reft, and generall peace, the King of Dacia 
beingasvnableto endure fubiedtion and feruitude, as his predeceflors, began forne combufti- 
ons and alterations- firft fecretly, and afterwards publikely: repayringand fortifying his Ca¬ 
ftles, prouiding armes and engines,and lcuy ing his neighbour f orces again lithe Empires wher- 
of as foone as T ui a n and the Senate had intelligence, he was adiudged the fecondtime,an 
enemy to the Empire. And fo with an equall avmie, but much more incenfed then for- 
merly, Traian went this fecond time to the wanes in perfon: in which the King of Dam 
taking warning by that which was part, tefufed to come to battaile, and v/cd policies, ftrafa- 
gems and trecheries againft Tr aian ; which were liich and fo many, as the Emperor was in 
danger to haue been either flaine or taken: and bytrecherie(vpona fafe conduct) they took a 
lingular good Captaine and a great fauoriteofthc Emperors called Lon oinv s.TheKing 
of Dacia hauing fo good a pawnc,fent to T r a i a * to entreate a pardon,and to treate of peace, 
threatning that except he might obtaine the fame, he would put the faid Lonoi n y s to 
death. Whereto Trman gaucfuchananfwere, as the King vnderftood, that he preferred 
his honour and the publike good before any particular perill, and protected the warres by all 
waies and meanes poftible: During the which, within a very Ihort fpace he built a bridge ouer 
thcriuer Datmbm, beyond which (parting from Italy ) lieth the countne of Dacia, which was 

one of the moft (lately bridges that euer was made in the world, all of/quared Hone ormai r- 

ueilousbeautie. This bridge contained twentie Arches* each of which was one hundred 
and fiftiefoote high, befidesthe foundation, and fixtiefoote broad; the one Arch was diftanc 
from the other one hundred and fixtiefoote, which was the compafle ofthe Archesjjfthe 
bridge? which truely was a wonderfull workers well for the greatnefte thereof, as for the 
many difficulties, and the fliort fpace wherein it was made ? Which among otherthings is an 
argument of the wealth and greamelfe of the Romane Empeiours. Which bridge this 
Emperour made, to hold a free paffage for his Armies to pafle the riuer Danubius, againft 
thofe batbarousnations : And Adrian his fuccelfor being of a contrane opinion, 
to bercaue the barbarous ofthe like paffage (as fome fay) commanded it to be broken. This 
bridge being finiflied, Traian continuing the warrc, did many things, wherein he (hewed 
himfelfe to be a valiant and excellent Captaine: and fo opprefled the enemie(notwithftanding 

that 


that rhe countrie was great, and the people very fierce and bardie ) that he conquered and ’flib>- 
dued icall, and put their King Dhc v Al v s to fuch a ftraight, that to efcape taking, being 
in great danger rhercof, he flew himfelfe; and his head was caricd to Rohe, and rhe countriebf " 

Dacia was made fubie&and tributarietQ the Romane Empire: thegreateftpart whereof at this 
•time (for our finnes,)is fubie& tothe Turke. After this, taking fuch order for all things in thofe 
parrsaswasrequifite, Traian came to Komemxh great honour, bringing with him an ex¬ 
ceeding great fumme of money and wealr^taken from that King and couhtric, being now ( as 
Evssiivs tefHRcth ) the Rft yeereof Ms raigne. And his name and bountie was fo famous 
through the world, that vpon the way Ambafladours met him from the Eafi Indies, and diuers 
other parts to fue for peace, and to acknowledge him for their Lord. Being come to Rowe 
hee entred in great triumph ? and afterwards there were made great fhewes and feafls for ioy 
of his Vitaie and Returne which did lafte 120 daies, which were foure whole moneths- 
which being ended, he applied himfelfe rotheadminiftration of iuftice, and the tranquillitie 
of the Empire. Remaining in Rome bufied in thefe exercifes, hee made many bridges, caufeies tonHnuAMe ' 
and other publike edifices both within Italy and without. About this time there died a great 7 hfathofSve 
friend and fauorite of his, whofe name was S v a a L i c i n i v s, whofe death he took heauily « Lkjmius l. 
and honoured his memoriall with publike ftatues, which he comtnaunded to be erected to 
him,and orher honors then yfed. This S v ha was fo good a man, and Thai an repofed ^ 
fuch truft in him jthat being told one day for certaihe, that Svra meanttokill him, heewent 
that night to fup at his houfc; and commanding his guard to returne, remained there alone 
mongft Svka his friends and companions, and commanded .his Barber to fliaue his beard 
with a rafor, which the Emperors then held for a cuftome, vntill the time of his fucceflour 
Adrian, who worehis beard fomewhatlong: and hauing fo much trufted and tried this 
S v r a 1 .1 c 1 n 1 v s, he returned to his Palacc ; and calling thofe vnto him which had told him 
thereof, he faid co them, that he had made tryall of L1 c i-wivi IoyaItic,and that they fliould 
no more hold him in fufpicion ? and fo he euer after loued him both aliue&:de.id,as I hauc faid. 

T r a 1 a n liuingin this profperitic without blemifl) or diforder in any thing that might do 
feme reproofe, being deluded by the diuell, or fome of his miniftei s, he refolued to pcrfecute 
the Chriftians,and made edi€lsand decrees againft them, commanding them to adore his Idols, 
fo as an infinitenumberofthem were put to death vpon that occafion. This was the third ge- 
nerall perfection ofthe Chriftians, wherof Evshbivs treating faith,that it was in rhetenth The / A jz mi 
yecreofhisraigne v and fo doth O r o s i v s and other Cbriftian authors. Which peiftcu- 
uon Thaiau commaundedafterwardstoceafe,asitappeareth by fome hiftories and by ch “ nh ' 
the Letters written by P 11 n t & to T r a i a n , and from Trauh to P11 n 1 b, which 
are extant to this day : Wherein he commaunded,that if the Chriftians were not nccuiedofa- 
ny other crimes, they fliould be fuffcicd to liuc ar liberrie, and according to their iawes.In thefe 
and other things, and in doing iuftice, Traian, bufied himfelfe in Roms, vntill that moued 
With deiire of fame and gloric, he refolued to make war againft the King of Parthia , and againft 
the King of ^rw^/4,making this his occafion^tbat the King of Armenia had receiucd the crown 
and enfignesota King, from the hands ofthe King of Parthia ( acknowledging him for his 
fuj;enor and foueraigne) and not from the Emperour of Rom , as he was bound to haue done 
as appeared] by that which is already faid. And hauing ordered his troupes, and made fuch 
proni{ion,as for fo great an enterprise was requifite: heparted fronj Row,with a veiy great ar- Traiin wh 
my both by fea and land; andavriuing in Ajia,h.z inuaded Armenia, where thefame of his com* re.irre /tgabijl 
ming was fuch, and there was fo great a feare ouer all the Countne, than but in very feiv pla* 
cm he found any refinance,dwell in Armenia as in countries adioyning. And the greateft , 
part ofthe Kings, Mohles and Gouernors of the prouinccs bordering thereupon, came peace*’ 
ably to him, humbly confefling themfelues to be his fubie&s, and him to be their Toueraigne 
Lord, and bringing him many prefonts they made great (hew of fubieftion. Among inanVo- 
ther things ofgrcat price which they prefented-vnto him, there was broughthim a horle in 
greatnes,colour and fliape,one of themoft faire in rhe world: which being taught before hand «tSST 
a^looncas|ie came in rhe Emperours prefence, kneeled downe vpon both his knees,and bow-* 
ed downe his head to the earth .which although it were knowne to be avtificiall, yet it made 
a very goodfhewe, and did greatly delight the beholders, being a thing rare and vnthoughfi 

; Trajan hauingin fliort timefubdued Armwa,and gotten the King thereof into his po¬ 
wer,? a r t a m 1 1 a s i t s s by name, who had fubmitted himftlf, he (eifed alj inco his hand. 
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. ^ . Arid'la;(asE v tro riv s and' Si‘xt v sR v pvs teftifie)thecountricof Ameniawas made 

. a tributary; prouince, and at that time he gratified and gaue gifts and rewards to thofe Kings and 

Petrarchs; which had ferued him in thole wars, and to many others. And others he condem¬ 
ned in great fums of money, according as each one had deferued. And fetting all things in good 
MtZlumU brd£r,leaning fufficient garrifons to defend the fame,he marched forward with his Armiejcon- 
trUtArh queringthc dominions of the King of Parth/a,and particularly entred into the fertile country of 
to the Empire. J le f 0 p 0 ^ m ^ an d took the citie oftP(ffibe, and other^laces there, and made that prouince, like 
Armenia, tributary and fubieft to the Empire; the King of Partbia being no way able to hinder 
the fame, therein happening many skirmilhes, en counters, alFaults of cities, and feates of arms, 
T r a r a n Shewing himCdtein all things an excellent Captain, as well in trauailes and dangers, 
as in directing his armie, in lodging it, in marfhalling his men, and matching with them accor- 
dingto militariegouernmentanddifeipline. For whom the Senate (being aduertifed of his 
great vi<5tories and good fuccefle)commandcd great facrifices to be made, after the manner of 
.. . „ the Gentiles * and fent him new titles and names, fignify ing his victories, calling him Optimal, 
nTtJlnij' K^irmemcus, Parthicm , and other titles, for the conqueft of eAmma, and other coun- 
tbt stLt, tries of the Parthian, Hauing had in all things good fuccelfe, encreafing and enlarging the 
Romane Empire, defiring, for fome relpe<fts, to repofc himfelfe for fome fewc dayes, 
hee came to pafle the winter in the Prouince of Soria', where difperfing his Armie in thofc 
marches, he lodged himfelfe in the Citie of ^Antioch, whither came Ambaffadours from ma¬ 
ny parts ofthe Haft: And being there in greatprofpericie and at reft,with a full determination to 
rerurne to the wars as afterwards he did, the whol citie being full ofhis Court, andof Am- 
bafladorsand Princes which came to fee him,and to follow their fuirs vnto him , there happe¬ 
ned an earth-quake which was in a manner gcnerall, which in that citie and in a great part of 

jfu (but chiefly in thole quarters) was the greateft that eucr wasfeen or heard of, which began 
, hmjbh after this manner. On the 22 of October there, did rife fo furious and violent a winde, as it tare 

and 1 ur(full and turned vp trees, made the birds fall to the earth, vneouered the roofes, and made the hou- 

Earthquake i n f es Jhake: then followed lightning and thunder, in fuch abundance,as being yet night,it feemed 
ZC ° ! An ' noonday 1 after which there fell from heauen fuch fearefull thunderbolts, as with their vio¬ 
lence they brakcdowneftately buildings, and flue many men, fo as it feemed the world had 
been fetbnfire, and that the earth had opened. The Sea wasalfo wonderfully troubled ; after 
all which there was fuch a violent heate, as, not able to endure if, men Script themfelucs, and 
hid them vnder ground ; and the skie was fodavke, and the duftfo great, as one could not feea- 
tiother, but (hocking together Fell elownedead: But he that will know the wonders which paf- 
Ted therein, let him reade Dion, and Coccuts in thelifeof Traian; for-many ci¬ 
ties were ruinated, much people periled ; many mountains and hils funkeand becameplaine j 
many riuers were dried vp; and many fountaines and waters fpvang where neucr had been any 
before. Andin thcC ideal ^Anttoch, almoiiallthe houfesand buildings thereof fell to the 
-ground;-and the Emperour Tuva n, efcapcdby flight, and was driuen to leapefout at a 
window into the fields, feeing that all his palaces fell downe: in which fieldcs hee remained 
many dayes in Tents, vntill the earth-quake was paft • fo great feare pofleffed him for that 
which was already happened. This misfortune beingpad, and this Citie and others,which fti- 
duredthe like calamitie,being repaired by Traian, and fommer being come, gathering 
together all his forces, he parted from tAntiecb to proceedsin the wan e which he had begun, 
direfting his ioutney towards the Eaft, to make a conqueft of tAs/yrk and Chaldea , with the 
great Glue of Babylon, head ofthe ancient monarchy of the Afiyrms. And being to paffe the 
Auer Euphrates, at a great turning which it maketh,he vnderwent many difficulties and dangers* 
forthc with all their whole powerendeuoured to ftoppe his paflage : But T r a x an 

jt bridg out* knew fo well how to vfc fuch induftrie, and toproceede fo warily , as making boates and bring- 
ihe rim mh * j n g t f iem cartSv f 10 m the mountaines neereft athand, he made a bridge, and paffed his At* 

* mts ‘ my in de'ipite of his enemies, although not withoutgreat (laughter and daungertoboth parts: 

And hauing patted the riuer, he marched forwards, conquering Cities and Caftles on euery. 
fide, and among other the great Citie of Arbek in Afsywi which Mar cilunvs cal-: 
icth Cmdabek , in who le fields AisxakdeA the Great , ouerthrew King Dak tvs . 
And from thence he went and took other countries, wherein.neucr had .any Romatre enfignes. 
Babylon And been difplayed : And from thence without finding any that durft to giue him battaile in his 

rtefybow* march,he came tq the fambus Citie ofJJ^y^ofwhofegreatnefTe and power we read maruels; 

tahtbj Tra- anc j it ^ f orC(3 0 f arnies/he did the like by alltheborders: and from thence he marched

8 id to the riuer riband attaulted and took by force the great citie of Theftphonte, which 
erfia,a nd other townes in thofc parts. But in what manner Traian took this Citie; 
hat happened in the many aflaults and battailes giuen,and how long this warre continued, 
de it not written: for thofc authors which arc come to our hands treate thereof fuccinft- 
d the bookes ofhis life and famous exploices which FuvivsMarcuivj and 
biivsYerys wrote at large and copioufly,areperi(hcd, with other notable works; 

1 time hath confumed and wafted * by which meanes the adts of this Emperor are vn- 
tie. Neirher is he compared with Alexander the Great, or the greateft capraines 
world- notwirhftanding that he was no leffe, confideriog the counti ies,che Seas,and Na- 
which hetraueiledjtamedandfubdued,with his armie, his minde,his wifedome and 
y. 

a r a it hauing made himfelfeLord oFall thole Countries, both on this fide,and beyond 
lers Tigwand Euphrates, to wit, Syria, Babylon, Chaldea, and other countries and prouinces, 
thereto adioyning; Dion writeth that he went downe the vmer Tigris, towards the Perfiant 
Sea,tofubduea mightieKing,named Atha b 1 l v s, who liuedinanlland(whichthat riuea 
maketh, diuiding it felfe into two arms)& comming to that countrie,thc King and inhabitants 
ofthofe countries not daring to makeany refiftancc,ycelded all rhofeplaces into his hands.But 
here he was in thegreareft trouble and danger of all others : for,winter comming on, there fell 
fo much raine, and there were fuch tempefts, and the riuer Tigris made fuch inundations, as hee 
wasin danger to haue loft thegreateft part ofhis armie. Afrerwhich,thefeauthors aflirme,that 
he rigged vpagreat fleece, wherewith fayling along the Per fun Sea, became into the maineO- Trai unmade 
cean, conquering euen to the Indies, and fubduingthem to the Roman Empire: and finding by - m Pcr f ,k 
chance certain Merchants fhips which failed to the indies, on this fide rhe riuer Ganges , they * ndthe 
write, that he informed himfelfe thereof, and difeourfed with fuch as were in thofc flaps of all 
matters concerning thole parts. And he fometimes laid, that had ic pleafed God that hee had 
been a little yonger,and had more ftrength & health, he would not haue ftaied vntiirhathe had 
attained tothevttermoftand moft remote ends ofthe world: and that he accounted Ar«x- 
ander the Great for very happy, in that hebegan to raigne when he was but yong i yet he pur* 
pofedto pafte further then he had done. And fo he wrote from thofe Seas to the Senat of .«!>/»*, 

[ and fent them the relation and names ofall the Nations which he had conquered and fubdued* 

! the number whereof was fo great, as they could hardly be reckoned and knowne, Vpoti which 
| newes,there were made in Rome great ioys, new facrifices,and many other things to his honor* 

I among which was a moft fiim ptuous Arch. But thisattemptandenterpriie ofthe Wwprofpe’ 
red not with Traiam, according to his expe<ftation: for as thofe councries,wliich he left be¬ 
ll hiude him in the JEaft, were newly conqueredpvhile as he continued his Nauigation and con- 
I queftby Sea, many of thole countries reuohed,and thruft out the Roman garrifons which were 
left in them, Befides this (wherof he was aduertifed) he found not in thofe coafts and countries 
‘ where he came, fuch fertilitieand abundance of victuals as he expected j neither were they an- 

fwerable to the reports ofwriters, which fabled thereof: for he found there great fcarcitie and 
want of many necelfaries, and the enterprife feemed vn worthy of lo great a Prince: for which 
caufes,and for that that he wasnowold andvnwieldie,herefolucd to return with his fleece to 
the place from whence he came. 

That an returningin this manner by the Pcrftan guife, and taking land neere to the riuer 
jj TigWjhefpeedily took order for the punching ofthofe which veuolted, and the rccouefie of 
f thofe countries which had rebelled, whither he fent two Captaincs called L v c t v s and M a- 
rj xi mv s, with two good armies, which in rhe beginning profpzied ill - for M a x j m vs in a 
I battaileagainftthe Parthianswasouerthrowncand (lainc : but Lv c ivs afterwards veinfor* 

• ) dhg and relieuing his armie, obtained fome victories againft the efiemfe, wherein he repaired 
■ the loftes recciued,and rccouered againe by foicc ofaVra^sthe citie ofNifibc In Mefopotantia ,and 

I j others which had rebelled } and did the like by the citie ofEdtJla in the fame prouince,which he 
| fet on fire and wholly ruined. While as Lv c 1 vs was bufie about thefe things, Traian bis 
1 other Captaines and Lieutenants, namedEv ric 1 vs and Cl arivs, madewarre iti other 
parts againft fuch as had reuolt ed, and took by forte the citie of Seltacia, which ftandeth vpoti 
the riuer Ttgris, and other cities which the Parthians had j ccouered in thofe quarters : fo as in 
ftiort fpace Traian not only recouered all thofe countries which had rebelled,but alfo con¬ 
quered many other cities and prouiiiccs : fo as he was Lord of the greateft and beft parts of 
Ajia. His wifedome and valour was fo great, that during all the time that hec followed thefe 
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Wirtcs and Conquefts, fo remote andfarre from tymetfe t there was not any tumult or difor-I 

^ ei But this ft «eand wife Emperpur feeing himfelfe now. old and tired,and knowing how great! 
the Romane Empire was, and that it feemed impoffible (as indeed it was true) well to gouerneJ 
a ftatefo large and great,chiefly thpfe prouinces which hee had conquered from the Panhtand 
who were fo hard tb be tamed and kept vnder* he refolued to fettle a King in Parthia and Pcrjf* 
of his chooiing .and in fomeother countties which hee had taken trom the Parthians ,.whi<fh 
Kingfhould rule and goueroe the fame, as befpre they were ruled, yet asa King whichihoiild 
be fubiett and a valfall to the Romane Emp h e * referuing to himfelfe the fupreame iurifditfxon 
and foueraigntie. And with this refolution he came to the great citie of Tbefiponte , which is m 
fer/ia • and calling thither the principall men of the Parthians, hee conferred with them com-, 
cernjne the making them a King of their owne ftocke andnation* they giuing him great fecuri- 
tie to feme and obey the RomaneEmpire. This being concluded, he placed and cftabhfhed, 
in the royall throne with great folemnitie, a great man pfthe royall houfc of the Parthians, 
whofe name was P a r t h * n a s p a t b s . And afterwards (asSExrvs Avr BLivsand 
B v r r o p i v s record) he did the like in the prouince of Albania, in v>*>,neere to the Cafpian 
Sea feating there a King togouernethefame : and placing gouernours and Presidentsin the 
Other prouinces,he enlarged and extended the bounds & limits of the Romane Empire beyond , 
the riuer Tigris, where before his time the name of Romane hadfcarcely been heard of. And 
hauing ended all things in good fort in theEaft, with great glorie and honour (for noplace 
could defend it felfcagainft him, lauing one little citie in ^Arabia deferta, which the Agarencs 
had taken, which could not long be befieged for the great fterilicie and want of water in all the 
fields and marches thereabout) hee refolued to direft his iourney towards Italy,a nd fo to Rome, 
with greater honour and triumph, then any of his predecclfors had euer obtained. 

While as T r a i a h made prouifion for his iourney towards Italyyt happened that the Iewes 
which inhabited rhe prouince of Cyme, which is in Africa, to the Eaft of Syrtis tMagna , con- 
fpired and rebelled againft the Romanes and Greckcs which liued in that prouince, and flew 
moft of them. The like did thofe Iewes which dwelled in Egypt, and both the one and the other 
committed fuch cruelties, as were neucr feene or heard of: So as P a v t v * O r o s; i v s wri- 
teth, that they left the land in a manner difpeopled ; and that Nanon was euer fo readieand apt 
to rcbcll• as thofe Iewes which dwelt in the lie of Cyprus , knowing what had nailed in the pro¬ 
uince of Cyrene, and in Egypt, rebelled alfo, and committed greater cruelne and exceflc,then the 
others had done ;fo as Dr d o n faith (althoughitfecmerhincredible) that there were flaine 
by themiooooo. perfons,which inhabited that Hand. Which is confirmedand made credible, 
by that which Evsebiys and P a v i. v s Orosivs report,who affirme,that they flew all 
tho/e which dweltin the citie of S alumina, which is in that Hand: vpon which occafion there 
was afterwards an Imperiall law made,that no lew vpon paine of death fliould come within the 
He of Cyprus, vpon what occafion focucr. This law was afterwards fb feuerly executed, chat if 
j*ny of them came thither,although through mifchanccor fowle-vveather at fca,they were pre* 

fe0 WhenUieEmperoiu- T r a i a n vnderftood of this great rebellion and crueltie ( being 
vpon his way toward italic) as a iuft prince willing and defiring to giue condigne punifliment, 
according to the qualitie of the crime, heferit Captaines with fufficient troupes of fouldiers in¬ 
to diners parts, to put to death all the Iewes they fliould finde in thofe countries before named, 
orin ahy other wbercfoe.ucr: which they affirme, was thegreateft execution and punifliment 
that : euer was done in the world, God permitting the fame for their ftubboi nnefs, and obftina * 
cy .This gtcat (laughter & punifliment being executed, taking the heft order that might be for 
' matters in Ajia , the good Emperpur began his iourney towards Italic , lcauing his Nephew 
A H1 1 V s A dr I 'a N V s, who was afterward Emperor,for General of the Armies in the Eaft, 
andio continued his iourney with infini.teihonourandioy $ there being in Rome thegreateft tri¬ 
umph and the moft folemne receprion prepared for him,that had euer becne made. Comming 
m&the prouince of Cilicia, which is in ejfu theleffe, as he was old and fomewhat fickcly, his 
difea^ in created Vpon him ip fuch fort, assaying in the citie of SeUucia, within few dales after, 
he died there, of a natuvall ficknes, aithough that fome fufpefted that he was poifoned. And fo 
ended this excellent Emperor,ihaujpg r^gned njneteeneyeeves and a half, and liued fixtie and J 
three* in tfieycereof oiu Lord irg, leauing.nejkherfpn nor daughter by his wife Piot ih a, 
With whom he was married ^neither would headopt orname anie one that fliould fucceed him.

■ which hee didin fome mens opinion (as S p ar e * an v s writes) to imitate Albxande a 
the Great, whom he euqr fought to excell in honour and renown. Traian’s allies were af¬ 
terwards brought to Rome, and fet vpon the top of a Pillar, which he had commanded to bee e- 
reifted in the market-place: which Pillar was of one whole piece, containing one hundi eth and 
forty foot in height. This Prince fubdued many Countries and Prouinces, and held the grea¬ 
ter part ofthe world in fubie&ion 5 or, to fay better, was the greateft and mightieft Prince that 
euer was in the world,either before or after him • as he which is curious may finde by this our 
Hiftory. True it is, that difeourfing indifferently touching valour in Armes,and many other 
parts, he was not to be paralleld in greatnes with Ivmts Cjesar. He gouerned the Em¬ 
pire with fuch authority and fo much iuftice, and his vertues were fo many,as he therein cxcel- 
ledallthofewhichhadnotthelightofourfaith:for,thereinisnocompaiifon. And this was 
held for a cuftome in Rome after him, that,when they poured out their blcfling vpon their new- 
chofcn Empcrours,they, would pray that he might be as fortunate asAvovsTvs C^sAr^ 
and as good as Traxan ; accounting him to haue attained to the height of all goodnes. * 
It is great pity To think that fo excellent a man fliould be loft and damned, as doubtleffe hee 
was: for, hee not onely was an Idolater, : and held not ouv Chriftian faith (without the which 
there is no faluation) neither did hee confclfe or profelfe it; bur, perfecuted and opprelfed the 
Chriftians. And fome men, being moued more with pity and companion, than with any wit 
or vnderftandihg,fained a fable and jeft. faying, that, through the praiers of S‘. Gregory* 
Traian’s foule was releafod out of hell (from whence is no redemption) and carried to Pa- 
radife: whei'eof, befldes that our faith doth controul it, there is no Hiftoriographer either anti- 
ent or modern, ofany authority that euer I faw, that makes any mention thereof in their Trea¬ 
ties of T r a i a n, and of S. Gr e o o r i b : whereby it is clt er, that thofe which maintain 
it bear falfewitnes both againft heauen and hell. Ta a ian wasofabiggeftature,of afwarth 
complexion, and had thin hair on his head and beard * and fikewife had a hook nofe, great broad 
(boulders, and long hands* and, aboue all, had a very louin'gafpc&with his eyes* He was borri 

theoneandtwentithday©fMay,inthefecondyeeroftheRaigrioftheEmperor Nero.

THE ARGVMENT. 

■ piey Trajan, Adrian alfMuceA to the Empire,were through the policy 9 fTn^ans wife}. 

thm b] the e/ettion ofthe people or the Senate, orfor that Trajan had adopted Him. Nettety, 
theleffe, after he was preferred to the imperiall dignity, hegatte fo good an account of himfelfe 
as Rome had no canfe to repent for hatting made him her Lord. He meidc vciy great voiages, 
and in his perfon vijited its a manner all t he Roman Empire. He wot very Jhtdiotts in all arty 
AHdfcimces,andcaufedallfuch at mere famous and excellent in any Art, to come to Romel 
He happily ended allfuch warsas he began; and was very feuere to tbe Chriftians. His many ■ 
t t ,vertues were accompanied with many vices $ Heuerthelc([e>he could fo well difcmllethepafti- 

Cfsr cfhts tntnde, as hefiemed to contemn thofe things which he chiefyioHed, He lined 61 jeers, andgonerned the Em¬ 
pire 1 1 . In hit old, age he hadJb grieuous an infirmity, as he deftred to dye. And intreated his familiars to kftlbimytvho 
hayingnot tbe heart to commitfofsrmfh an aft, he wasfinally advifid by hisphijithns to abjlMnefromnieot & drinkei 
ft as following their counfell be battened his death by hunger. 
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He death ofrhegood Emperor Traian was much la¬ 
mented and grieuoufly taken through all the Empire* 
beeing for his bounty and goodnes much beloued of ail 
the people and nations fnbjeft to the Empire. And,as he 
neuer had any fon, either naturall or adopted, that might 
fuccced him, and feeing his Nephew Adrian for his 
| vertuesygreat wifdome, and the affinity between them, 

I was much beloued and efteemed -Piotin a jthc Em- 
prcfle, wife mThaian, who was with him at his de- 
ccafe,for the great Ioue flie bare vnto Adrian ,fought 
meanstoaduancehimtothe Empire. To bring which 
her dcuice topafle, {he agreed with Adrian (who al¬ 
ready was a man of great power,and had been very fami¬ 
liar with Traian, and was his countriman) and took 
fuch order, that his death was concealed vntill hee had founded the good will of the Army 
which he led, and of fuch other great Perfonages as were in the Emperors Court $ faining (after 
fome Writers) that Traian had adopted him for his fonne, {hewing a counterfeit inftru- 
ment or Writing to that effed. Finally, the matter was lo cunningly handled, thatir took fuch 
ctfedas theydefired,andtheArmyprcfcntIyfwarcobedienceanddidhomageto Adrian* 
Adrian Mag notwithftanding that he was abfent,in the City of Antmb in Syria, where he was left (as isfaid) 
in A nt ‘f h > Generali. Who being aduertifed heerof,and the Legions whereof he was Generali contenting 
your? therercro, hepretently wrote to the Senate, entreating to be confirmed in the Empire. When 
the Senate had receiued his Letters, and vnderftood what patted,his requeft was eafily granted, 
and fo was he of all men obey ed and held for Emperor. 

A D R 1 A N was T r AIA n’s Nephew,as fomc fay, by his mother; and fome fay, by his 
father; it may bethathewashiskmfmanofbothfidcs, and fo both the one and other may fay 
thetrurb.Hewasalfoa Spaniard both by linage and birth, and according to Euroiiv, 
and E v s b b i v s, was borne in the fame citie of italic* : yet Spartiamvs inferreth that his 
Adrianfather in Rome was called A d r i a n as He was, but was borne in Juliet, and his mother D o- 
1 ° MITI A Pavli n A, wasalfo natiuc of Spine, and borne in the citie of cMes. He was married 

to S a a i n a T x a i a n s Cillers daughter( as D i o n writeth.) And was a tall man offiature, 
ofa good conftitution arid countenance: and of a very clcane fti ength, which lie much excrci- 
fed. He is reckoned among the good and excellent Emperours *and with great reafon„confide- 
ringhis many veitues and excellencies, his knowledge and witedome wherewith hegouerned, 
and the peace and iuftice wherein he maintained the Empire two and twentie yecres,that he li¬ 
ned therein; whereof for that all authors write briefly, I alfo purpofe to treat therof in fumme, 
feeing I fpent fo much time in the Jaft,fo as except I v/e more breuftie then hitherto I haue done, 
the volume of this my booke will growe to a greater proportion then I purpofed, or is conueni- 
ent. Wherefore I will doe, as he which within a lymited time hath determined to trauell a long 
iourncy, and hauing taken lcafure in the beginning, deeming that trauelling in this m<iner, he 
{hall not bee able to atcaincto that pJac^ac the time appointed, hatteneth his way with grea¬ 
ter Ipecde,,vntill that he know that he may come to his iourncis end beforethetime be expi* 
red: So wilt I dofrom henceforth. At the leaft when I am paft A d r i a n,I purpofe to procecde 
with greater expedition then heretofore, vntill I come fo farre on my way, that I may fafcly di- 
uide the proccttc ofthis hiftorie, and hold the proportion which 1 haue determincd,prefuming 
rather to make this incqualitie in the ftile, then to make a worke fo tedious and wcarifome.

AHdothtruA. withftanding they alfo knew of the ele&ion of his N ephew Adrian ; the Parthians chiefly, 
S V? 0t ^ Cr which Werelately fubdued, began to mutine and rehell .* and there were alfo 

mgtfTtu ^me alterations in BrhfWfr and in fome other parts. All which, Adrian might eafily haue 

mututbt pacified and fubdued by force of Armband wanted neither courage nor means thereto : but 

Ythiitd, he would notfeek it by the extremity of vvarre and rigor. For, trucly, albeit thefe two Princes 

were both very valiantand excellent Captains and Gouerr.crs,yet heerin they did much differ: 
for. Traian, being greedy of honour and fame, defiled by conqucfts and wars to increafe 
ana inlargethe Empire* but A d r i a's care was To preferue the anrient limits without any 
greaterambitidn, and rather he diminiflied a great part thereof: and fo prcfently in the begin¬ 
ning ofhis Rdign, to the end he might liuc in peace, he left to the Parthians,and to other Prin¬ 
ces 
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cesofrheEaft,aJ|rhofeProuinces beyond the Riuerof EuphrAtes vnto the i*fa s which T k A- 
, A » hadconqucred j Dorhingregarding <j 4 rmenia,<Mtilia, \^Jfyria, terfautofopitmi*, hdr 
alhtcreft; and he fa his bound and placed his Legions at the Riuer Enphraus. Some thought 
and alto wtote, that tiedid it of purpofe, enuying Ti*i»»'s honour : burllmiely attribute 
«to.that.beheld itforthebetter and moft affured courfe. And hauing taken fuch order in the 
EaftfasrsferdJ and left C.ru nn So via vs for Goucrnor of Syria, and pacified the 
troubles lately ratfed by the Iewcs; he took his way by land towards Italy, and fentthe ailtes of 
T R a i AN by tea .• ana, comingneerto Rome, hee was aduertifed that they had prepared a tri¬ 
umph for. him in the fame manner as it was prouided for his Vncle T r a/a n, for that hee was 
m the fame wars and conquefts with him.But he would nor accept therof, comanding that the 

fame triumph and entertainment Ihouldbeemadeandgiuen to Ts* r*N’s Image? and' fo it 

was done • and he (as far as I haue read) was the onely man that euer triumphed after (hat hee 
W m ' A , receiued and obeyed with the greateft loue and applaute that 

could be,and prefently performed many parts ofan excellent Prihce,conformable to the courfe 

ofhts life paft and thehope conceiited of him forthetime to com i fo asall were glad and well 

fattsfied with hts gouemment, with hts manners and conditions: and trucly with great rcafon 

An f becaufe thatthc S raccSilndcxccll ™^«ofthis EmpSour wetein 
the higheft degree, behdes the vertues and wifdome wherewith hee was adorned, I hould it fit 
inthispIacetofpeakthereof,totheendthattheymayferue foranexamnle to otherPrinces* 
whereby they may make themfelues the more refpefted by his imitation. 

W J1 S Rurally endined to leameall fuch fciences as appciteined to wit,and to the ex- 
ercife both of mind and bodie, afwell inlearning, as in the excrcife of armes and other venues, 
wherein he fought to excel! all men.lt is a wonderfull matter to confider how God enduedthis 
Piince with wit and vnderftanding, capable to comprehend whatfoeuer he d'efired. .with skill, j 
ftrength and abilitie in all exercifes: whereby he grew very learned in both the tongues Greek < 

andLatme, and compiled cxcdlcntlic well, bothinverfe and inprofe. He pleaded caJtes and (• 
exercifed himfelfemtheart Oratorie 5 -md fo much afl&bd the {Hle Sc phfafe of auncient times 
that he preferred Cato before C i cib r .o", E.n n tym before V i r o i l , and C b l i v s 
before S a i, v s T . He was asskilfullin other arts as herein: for he was a lingular Math etna ti- ■ 
cian, Arithmetician, Gcom etrician, and a greatMronomer, and took great delight in iudicialt 1 
Aftrologre,and would giue'his iudgement; fo ai $ e a r c t A n v s writeth, that the « day 
of the y eere he would caff the reuolution of the whole,and foretold wliat would enfue, and did 
fo by the faille yeerc wherein he died. Hee wa&very skilfull in Phyfick, and knew the verrues 
and properhesof hearbs andteones, Hee was expert and very politick in warresand mifitaric 
difciphneiand was very ttrong, able and skilfull in armes both on foot and horfeback .• And be- 
fidesall this, he could play on inftruments, and fing maruelouflie well. Hecouldcd-awand 
paint, afwell as the skiilfulleft maiteer wof keman in that art. Finally, in all things he had fo great 
skill,as any man could haue in any onething particularly: wherein,befides his deepe vnd'erttafii 
dmg, his exceeding memorie did much help him: for rhey afTmne.that he forgat not anything 
that he had either read or hard. He was of fuch capacities as S p a r c i a n y t writechi) that 
he would both cndice, write, and confer ofbufines allat one inftanr, and had a fingnlaf nrade^ 
promptnes in vfing quick fpecches and quips, either in earneft.or in iete * and the like inapfwdi 
fing vpon the fodain, if he were tou.cht by any: Ofhis quick and (harp fpecches Mich they 
W u^r l ^ h 1 W1 reciteonc > fitting thistimej although it benone of thefharpeftand fub^ 
tilleft ot them, which was thus ; A certaine Romane Knight came tointreate a fauoUrathii 
hands who (according to his age) had a gray beard, and full of whicc.hait es: and fattingof thac 
which he defired, within few dayes after he came againe with a new petition tothe.farne. t efF65f < j 
But in the meane feafonCit feemeth that men vverethen as skilfull in painting as now they?are)he 
had dyed his beard, and looked ydingagaine : which was noted by thcEmperour.:i who td 
h tm therewith, anfwered to his requeif, I wouldibe very glad to do you the pleafure 
which you require,but a few dayes paft I denied it to your father who defired the fame, where¬ 
fore it feemeth to mca mattervniu/f, to grant that to theforine which Iwould not yecldto the 
•- a ° the oItleman deparcedwithfliame, and in this manner hevfed many fuch like 

lefts. BefidesaIlthat;isfpoken of him,, he was Very ttrong, and able to endure any labour; and 
was lo atftmeof his body, as lieordinarily went the greateft part of his way on foote, and bare 

headed, m thefunue,in the raine and mills. He was miichaddi<ftedtothe dhace, and wasa great 

Hunter, and excellent therein: fo as with his owne hands he killed Lions,Beares, wild Boares, 

and 
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and Other mod fierce Beafts ; he was oftentimes in great danger, falling on^vhavVares from 
* a rock j where he pur one of his ftiouldcrs out of joint, and brake one of his kgs, with fome of 
his ribs. Finally, there was nothing wherein the Emperor Adrian was hot excellent and 
very able, and in' all things prefumed to excell the wifeft 5 as cruely he did in the tnofiv And ah 
thoughhee were a great reprouer of Mafters in all Ai ts, and did often put them to.their (hilts 
with his queftions aud arguments, yet he did much honour them, and bellowed many gifts and 
rewards vpon them $ and had about him Philofophers, Aftronomers,Poets, Rhetoricians, 

' 'Crammarians,Muficians,Arithmeticians,Geometricians,and excellent Painters and Carvers 1 

with all which he might compare, and the moft of them he did farre excell ; and didivfe to fay, 
that ile had not forbdrn to learn any thing more than other men did, that might be needfull in 

peaceorwarre, either for an Emperour, or a man of any other condition whatfoeuer. 

Being endued with thele qualiciesaboucmentioneddie was not void of other vcrtues&gifcs 
ofthe mind, which he (hewed and put in pi aftice during the time oftjis raigne, more, and bcc- 
Adiimtdxti ter then before > a!tIlo »g h in beginning he was noted of crueltie,for that fome Ipeciall men, 

ftr twlty. by his commandcment and permiffion, were put to death. There were alfo fome vices and bad 

inclinations noted to be in him:but they all affirm he did fupprefleanddittembiethem,and was 
fomuch matter of himfelf, as he cafily mafterd his naturall euill inclination* which well appeal'd 
in his manner ofgouerning the Empire,and the good vfage of hisfubje&i,bellowing fauors vp¬ 
on all meii;abating the tributes and fubMesthrough all the Empire 5 miniftring jufticc with in? 
diflferency-doingall things by the aduice and counfell of the Senate,and ofvvife men which he 
keptabout him,and caried with him whirherfoeuer he went: for,he not only loued to be'coun- 
fclled, but alfo to be reproued and aduifed. Hce entertained all men mildely and courteously: 
and although to the common fort he Ihewcdgreatnes and majefty, yet men of note he honou¬ 
red much, and vilited them in their fickncs, and inuited them,and went to them when they in- 
Diced him. And although he euer loued and procured peace, yet all his life-time he had excee¬ 
ding great care ofmartiall difciplinej punilhingtheliberty and vices of men of wane j refor¬ 
ming errors p aft, and prcfcriblng rules foi* time to come. In rhis mancr (as I haue faid) he had 
liued when he was priuate, and followed the famecourle after he was Einperor. 
xmhtnimiSf A n n i a n hailing remained fome fpace in Rom\ gouewning the Empire in good form and 
Vtfe tjrmjt ik or der, many northern Nations rebelled.agaiftft the Empire, to weer, the Alanesand Scythians 
m P Tt> of Europe- and the Sarmatcs, which are now the Inhabitants of Rufstd, Mufceuia,md PoUnd,and 

other Countries thereto adjoyning -which,With intent to make war in the Empire,came down 
in^o the. Prouinces ofthe vpper (now called Servid) and the lower Bulgaria) both which 

atthis day arc in (ubjeftion to the great Turk. Againft which nations,the Emperor Adrian 
parted from Rente with a mighty Army: but, coming neer to thofe Prouinces where the ene¬ 
mies were, there were certain treaties of peace propounded • and Adr i a n, who was addic¬ 
ted thereto, granted the lame : and, making his abode forlomcdaies in thofe Quarters, hec rc- 
turned to iJtfwc,leaning M a r c i v s T v r b o for Lieutenant and Gouemor of PaxnonU and 
X)dciA .-In this journeythcr was a certain confpiraey againft him 5 which being difcouerd,foure 
jprincipiall in en which had been Confuls(being guilty thereof) were put to death: which qx c- 
.. cution jtheEmper or.: A i> r i a n afterwards denied to haue been done by his will of con lent, 
Bcirigcomn to Rome to purge hitnfelf of the infamy and enuy thereof, he made-a great congia- 
rieo.ritliiffiributibnofmoney amongthe people, bellowing many graces and fauours vpon all 
men $ and commanded alfo infinite games and fports to bee made, fuch as were accuftomeci in 
Rome* notforgetting. (neuerthelclfe) the execution of iuftice in his gouernment. Staying at 
this; time a letter fpace in Rome thanac the fii ft, he departed with a great Court and Army to vi- 
. (It France arid the. Prouin ces necr adioining j vpon the Cities whereof, hee bellowed many gra¬ 
ces andiauout's.i And.from thence he went to vifit the Legions and Armies in Germanic ; wher- 
in hee fee goodqrdcr in man j things concerning militarie difcipline: and, hauing remained a- 
AMin“vifiteJ while inthbfi? parts, hauing relolued to vifit the whole Empire (as afterwards he did) he direc- 
th Emprt. ted hisiourney into Flanders, and from thence into Brit anny ywherc hee reformed many things, 

and reconciled the Inhabitants, and the Romans which liued there; as well thcgarrifons,as the 
Inhabitants and Colonies. And, for their better quictnes and fecurity, Sparcia n v s faith, 
that he caufcd aftrongwall offourefqore tidies long to be built, to make a diuilion ofthe lands 
of the one from the other!; which was a maruellous great work. And, hauing made fuch prouw 
(Ion for all things in that Iland as he thought necdfdll,he return’d into France1 where he erc^cd 
fome finguIarBuildings^andbeftowfcdother graces and fauours in that Countrey. 





After that the Emperour A d r i a n had vilited France and the borders thereof, anti 'clvef lb 
of Britannic, he dire&ed his iourney for Sfame^ where he was ioyfully receiuedj-as a tiukinmue 
and borne in that countrieand afterthac he had vilited fome places, he went to winter in the 
cittie ofTarragona, where he called a parliament of ail the prduirtces,arid ordained many things 
forthepublikegoodthereof. Afterthat thefurieof.winter’Waspaft, he trkmiled thrdt^ lill &«**<■*» 
SfatM) vifiting thecities,and beftowingbenefitsvponthem • •principally vniohisoWnbCdurt- *?*>>«■>*>**/& 
trie, ndicdmdsemly hegraunted many.priuilcdgbsand exemptions,and did many greatfaters, 
as D1 o n wi iteth ■ * but would not come thither, notwithftanding that he was iri-tltehfeies 
thereof. Thus hauing vifited all Spaine ,he returned towards Rome^ & at this timb he letddwnc 
the limits,and bounds ofthe Empire^from the barbarous Nations: where there were nb fibers, 
to diuide them with notable markes of ftone, pillars, trees, and other things - and his authbri- 
tie&reputation at thattimewasfogrear, thattothehigh Qermaneswho werbfred,heappOiti- ; ■ 
tedaKing:andatthatttmelbmetumnltswerepuhilhedin^/r<c<i. ; / ' U. .! 

The Emperour Adrian Iiuing now in peace, being thefeauenth yeere of his raighe'' the 
Parthians a fierceand turbulent nation, began to arme and to make warres againft the Empire; 

and A d r i a n making jprouifionforall thingsaccordingly^afledintothe Eaft^ith afuifici- 
entArmie to follow that warre in perfon : but feeing that he managed it himfdfej they pro¬ 
pounded certaine treaties of peace ; which being concluded, he trauelled peaceably through 
all the Eafterne prouinces, and came into Afiaxhe Idle, and from thence into Gracia, where he 
didmany fauours to the Athenians, and other cities, where he remained fome Ipace. Prom 
thence he took his paflage into the Ueof Sicilia, and vifited the principal! places of thatlland^ 
and defired to fee mount Etna , which is lo famous for the lire which it contitiually cafteth out. 

Setting all things in Sicilia in fuch order as he thought good, being very ioyfull he returned to 
Rome, now thefourth timeafterthathc was Emperour. After hislaftcomming, heftaied not 
long : for he had vndertaken ( forthe better gouernment thereof) to vifit the whole Empire in 
perfon; and to that purpofe preparing Ihippes and gallics he patted into Africa 1 where the ioy ^ x 

is incredible that was concciued for his comming. For befides that Adr 1 a n was very much jmi. 
fceloued,it happened (as Spa rc i anv j and others doe write) that Africa for fiueycctes 

fpace had endured great want of raine, and by confequence hunger and famine 5 but as foptie as 

he was arriued in that Countrie, raine fell plentifully: which madehis comming moftioyfull. 

And the time that he was in that countrie, he /pent in reforming ofthe gouernment, in ending 
controucrfics, and commanding certaine publike buildings to be eredted : among which was 
the reedifying of a great part of the citic of Carthage, which (according to my author) he com- cirtlwe re : n 
manded lliould be called y^ddrianopolU, after his ownc name. tdtfiedl) Add* 

And all matters being ended in Africa at his pleafure, and hauing ftaied there fo long as to an> 
him feemedgood, he returned profperoully to Rome , where hee prouided for all other matters 
oftheEmpire : yet the rime was nor long that he ftaied there; and when eucry man thought 
leaftofanyiourney, hee againeprouided for his paftage into the Eaft. And within fhort Ipace 
he went into Gracia-, and trauailing through it, ftaied in fome cities, and made thole buildings & 
temples to befmilbed, which beforehehad commanded to be begun, and enioyned others to 
bebuilt; and fo continuing his iourney he went into KJifia thclcflc, and did there as he had 
done in other prouinces wherehehadtrauailed. Being comeinto^rM, by letters and meflen- 
gersheinuired the Kings and Tetrarchs, as well thofe which were friends and fu.bieifts, as 
others which were neighbours and ftrangers,to come to lee & fpeake with him. Among which^ 
one was the King of Patthia,to whom he freely fent his daughter, whom the Emperor T * a- 
1 a n in the former wars had taken priforier 3 for which generous a<ft, mamecame tohis Court 
to vi/h him and to doe him honour : all which he fo friendlyandcouiteouflycntertained, as! 
fuch which came not did exceedingly enuie thofe which came, grieuing very muchthatthey 
had not done thelike. Thefe meetings and feaftsbeing ended (which in truth were very great 
and memorable) A d r i a n took his way towards Syria, and came info Paleftm and Itidea, vi¬ 
fiting the principall cities thereof • and from thence went forwards,and did the like in i^drahia; 

After which, he prefemly went in:o£g^/; w'h ere he remained longer than inany other part, 
and therecomman'ded a moftfumptuous Sepulchre to be built ouer^the great Pomp ey, for J. Sepulcher 
thathis Tomb wasruined and decaicd. Heallo caufedaCity to bee founded to the name and ”‘*f b y A 
v fnemoriall of a moft fair young youth which died there, whom hee deerly loued. And at, the 
Marne time he permitted and alfo commanded, that the hoiy.Gity lcrufalcm s v/h\ch (as is before 
laid) was deftroyed & laid defolate, Ihould be reedified & new buiit 3 which was prcfently done 

with 
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with;admi^ble expedition, principally by the Iewes- and commanded, that (leauing the Grit 
j name ) itftiouldbe called U*kMm Capkalimt: fo great was then the power and wealth of the 
tin. 1 ' Rpijuan Emperors, that it was as eafie a matterfor them then to build Cities, asnow houfes, or 
things of Idler moment. And although the Iewes did greatly reioyce for the new-building and 
reftoring of Jerufdkm, yet after wards they took it very grieuoufly, that the Gentils Ihould ioint- 

. lydweirtherc with them j who built Templesto their gods and idols,not fufFeringthe Chrifti- 
an » .fejy.to vf? their vites and ceremonies. And this is the caufc of the rebellion whichafcer- 
wards^nfued. ' 

Twly, it is a thing much to be noted in this Nation; which became fo ftiffe-nccked, that 
wfaytbcy were bound to keep and obferue their law, being good and holy j for very light oc- 
rtheptmiyji cafiopsthey would forfakeit„and take ftrangei religions, and becomeidolateis .• but after that 

k was.a bolilhed, and oughtno longer tobeobferucd.thcy would neuer leaue it,neither receiuc 
* * the holy Catholike faith * and yet, vntill this day, fome of that generation in fundry parts of the 

world obftinately peifeuere therein. 

Thefe and many other things being ended by A d it i a h in the time of his abode in of ’fid 
andinEgypl, he returned into Europe: and, arriuing in he ftaied with his whole Court in 
the City of Athens* Being there (which was in the eighteenth yeer of his Raign) all the Iewes 
rebelled, and call the Roman garrifons out of their Prouinccs of/staled, Gatile , and the reft 5 kil- 
lingasmany of them as they could, with a very great number of Chriftians. This was a very 
dangerous warre; for, with them did confpire all the Iewes that dwelt in any other Prouinces, 

? which were very many. Adrian confidering the importance of this accident, provided a 
new Army, whereof he made Ivnrs Sbvervs Generali againft the Iewes, cauftng him 
to come from Britawy, where hce commanded the Army 5 who came with great power, and 
pafled into Syria, and made moft cruell warre: wherein, after the Ihedding of much bloud on 
•A* uwti tuet - both fides, the Iewes were ouercomn and deftroied, and the whole Countrey left in a manner 
jfeKdtoi ^^kte, So (as writeth Dion) there were fifty excellent ftrong Cattles and FortrdTes laied 
Seuerat. mhA cucn with the ground; and nine hundred, foyrefcore and flue Towne9 and populous Villages 
bdnj/htfrm the burnt s and there were Gain in skirmilhes and battels fifty thoufand lighting men, b elides thole 
EaST* whlch without number died of hunger, ficktres,and mifery of the wav rc: and fo was performed 
the lubduing, and (in a manner) the totall dfcftruCiion of the Iewilh Nation. And A d a,i a s 
gaue commandement and made an.edift, that the Iewes Ihould be perpetually banilhed front 
the new lerufalem^and prohibited to inhabite there. 

Within few daics after the war againft the Iewes was ended, the Alanes and Mafiigets,whid» 
are barbarous and fierce Nations of Scythia came with great fury,and entred into Me- 

din making war, and afterwards into Armenia, and came as far as Cappadecid (where Flaviti 
Arri an v $ was Generali for the Empire) putting all the Countries therabouts in great fear. 
But Adrian (who euerloued peace) vfed fuch means,as through rhe gifts which hee lent 
to their King Votoourj by his Amballadors, they returned peaceably to their houles, 
loaden with fpoils and riches which they got mother barbarous Countries. 

Adrian, hauing, ended all matters to his beft liking; after he had beftowed many gifts and 
fauours ypon the Cities o f Gracia, came in the end to Rome, hauing (as I haue Paid) trauelled a 
long time through the world* where his coming was very grateful! to all eftates in that City: 
and although he were now old and vnwieldy, yet he failed not to prouidc and take as good or¬ 
der for all things then, as when hee was of greateft ftrength. But, confidering his age, which 
vras now aboue threescore ycers,that he had not any (bnne,and that a difeafe he ordinarily had, 
which was much bleeding at the nofc, did now more opprefle him rhan euer * hee took great 
care who Ihould bee his Succcflbr, and therefore determined to adopt fome excellent man to 
fucceedhim in the Empire *and heehipontook much counleli,and made many doubts before 
he would refblue. In the end, contrary to the liking of moft of his Counccll, hee adopted one 
R Awtdi, L- V c 1V BCI . NITS Coajmodts, intituling him C je s a r, and nominated him for 

Adrian <obe his Succeuor * which (as S j* a r c t a n v s reporteth) had not been vied to be donein that ma* 
hitfmtpor, ncr vntill then; and changing his name, after his new Father he was called Jnv s Vjrvi. 

* The fame day he did this, he Commanded Sa v uiahvs to bee Gain (who was agreae man 
in Rome) and Fvscvj which was his nephew, for certain cuident fignes and fufpicions which 
hedifcousrd, that they prattifed to tyrannize &vfurp the Empire: and folikewife he comman¬ 
ded fome others to be put to death, and made away. After rhis election and adoption,and great 
feafting for the fame,this new-adopted C m $ a r was ouertaken with an infirmity,which was fo 
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giicuoBs.andoffoIongcontinuance^s Am,;,, found himfelfedeceiued rand feeing that ‘ 

BOW hecouldootl,Belong,he : repented that he ihould leaue fo weake and feeble a PucSor. 

It IS written, that he often fatd, he leaned to a rotten wall. But it fo happened that within few 
daies.hewaseafedofthatcatc • forth*L-ttv. C.crrVs, whomhehadadoptedand 
called & 1 1 v s V11 a vs, died. And notwtthftanding that this man left tonnes bchinde him, 
yet Abb 1 an prefently adopted An t o n in vs or An t o hi v s (forlfinde him writ¬ 
ten after both names) whowasafterwards fumamed P,v t ; vponcondition that heftoukt 
alibadoptafonneof theiayd iEmvs V «it vs, who was called Lvcm VihVsAh- 
ton.nvs, and Maaevs Anutv, alfo, butin tbefirft place An r o n ,„V s ;of 
whofe Image hereafter mention llull be made, who wereNoble, and verie ettcellentand V Z 
tuons men. This being done to the good lilting, and with the content of the Senate, and 6f all 
rhepuncipall men in Jtmt, Adrians mfirmitieencreafing, hemadehimfelfetobecaried 
to the citicofB*^ ; where his gnefe fo extremely tormented him, and therewithal! camefo 
many palGons and convnllions, as heoftentimes defired to die, and procured his owue death • 
andwith gifts and flatteries, and fometime with threatnings prouoked fome to kill him - and 
feeing that no man would doe it, and that he wanted fli engthto doe it himfelfe, for the laft re- 
ntedteofiitsitifirmitie,bytheadmccoffome ofhis Phyfidans (forhehad man^bonthim) he *w, lf 
refo utdrofprbeaieeitherto eate ordrmt,andfbhediedinthe yeereof our Lord lio.vfing ’ lr

I’yf d h ian being knowne ( which was greatly lamented ) 

f Anton inv s Piv s, his adopted fonne,was prefently 

Hgj ;. without any contradiction admitted and obeyed for Em- 

perour, accordingly as he had appointed by the con fen t of 
Antoninus bit rMrr all the Senate,as in his life we haue written. This A n x 0 - 

n i n v s was the tonne of Avrelivs Fvlvivs, andNephewof Titvs AvrhliVs 
JP v l y i v a , who had been Confnlsand had held other offices and dignities, and wereNoble 
men and of an auncient Family, whofe original! was in Gallia cifalgina , now called Lombardie. 
His mothers name wasA r a i a Fa t i d i e l a, the daughter of Arrivs Ant on-in vs 
a Noble gentleman and t wife Conful. ThisEmperour Anton’invs was one of the moft 
excellent princes in vertue and bounds, that euer was in the world $ and who with greateft 
/ attthoritie, Mice, liberalitic, and clemencie gouerned the Empire. Hee had agpod afpeft, 

Was tall, and of a good £ onftitution of body, of an excellent witte, mild of condition, moderate 
irteadngatiddrinking,woI|learned, andfingularfy eloquent, very bountifull, and Willing to 
giue of his oWne, And veiy ibftincnt from taking from others. He was a great louer of husban¬ 
dry, and delighted much in hunting -■ and he was io free from all mannerofvices, as therein 
Antonina neither T r a i a n, A d r r a n\ noi-any of his predeeeffors could compare with him: Where- 
NumaPomt for 6 the wifemen of his time compared him with Nvma Pompiliyj, who was fecond 
pilius. King of R»me, and deferued to bee called P r v s, forwhichtheyfhewmany reafons. Before 
that he was Emperor ho had; bin Qt^ftor, Prctor,and Conful, and had held fbme other charges 
andmagifti&cies. In his time their was little warre, or at leaft little fpokenofj and thofei trou¬ 
bles which were, he eafily pacified by his Capraines: and therefore the moft that Hiftoriogta- 

phers write ofhim, is of his good conditions and bountie : and fo will I; although it will not 
belo plcafing to the Reader as to diicourfe of warres; yet to follow the truth,andprincipally 
to (hew the Suite which is to be gathred out of this hiftor ie, which are examples to liue well : 
as for the reft there will bee fufficiently enough found in the proceffe of this booke, andthat is 
not a little which is alreadie written. 

A NT o ni n v s, as foone as he began to rule, he prefently made (hew of his natural! good- 
nefte: for lie rempuednot any of thofe from their offices and charges, which he found placed 
and eftablifhed by A d,r j a n$ but rather confirmed them therein : and euer held it beft, to 
fuffer thofe which probued good Goucrhours to continue long in their charges and gouern- 
ments. He commanded alfo his rents and feruices (belides that they ffiould be moderated) to 
befauorably and temperately colledled. He prefently did fo many fauours, and gauefo many 
gifts ofhisowne goods which he had before, that his wife A n ia Favstina daughter to 
Antoninu* - AnivsVbrVs reprooued him for itf o whom he made anfwere that fhe knew not what 

pj^Urtc* fhefaid, and therefore he did let her know, that at what time he attained the Em pile, he had j 

loft all that which before he enioyed lining priuate. In matters ofequitieand gouernment, he 
.was as vigilant, and took as good order as Adrian did. He refolued neuer to depart from 

^^<during fiis raighe,except ir were to recreate hinifelfe, and fometime,to hunt, being herein 

; Contrarie in opinion to his Predeceflor Adrian: for he fayd that the Court and people, 
which traudled With tho Emperoiuy were troublefomeand preiudiciall to the Countries and 
Cities by whfoh they yaffed: and that in vifiting fome parts, he was far from others; and ther e- 
forcthe moft fit andtptuichlent place for the EmpCror coftayand make his abode in, wasm 
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Rome, which was the Lady and head of the Empire, and in the midft thereof, and moft fit ro re* 

- ceiuc A mbafTadours and meflages from all parts. So as following this counfell (which indeed 
prooued not ill ) the Warres “and Infurre&ions which happened , he fupprefted and pacified 
by his Gaptaines j as the Britaines, which rebelling in part of that Hand, the Rebels were de¬ 
feated by his Captaines, and the Hand brought to fubieftion. 

And : within a little afterwards, the like happened in the Country of Dacia, and alfb in Ger* 
manie, which rookeArms) but through the vi&ory of his Legions.peace was eftablifhed: wher* 
by he wanqe fb great reputation, that during the reft of his raigne, there hapned no dangerous 
warre, and all men feared and honoured him for his goodnefle* and therewith he was fb much 
bcloucd, as he was held and cfteemed,for Father,Lord and Emperor. The barbarous Nations 
which were vnknowne to the Romanes, did fo much loue and efteeme him, as in contentions 
and matters in conrrouerfie which fell out betweene them, they chofe him for their fudge and 
Arbitrator, fubmitcing themfelucs to his cenfurc^ And fo thofe of flircania, (which is a Pro- * 

uince of ui</itf,neei e to the C4^w»Sea)and the Batons which are more to the Eaft wards,and, ; 

bo? h very farreand remote ; and alfb the Eaft Indians fent to him their Ambafladors, offering 

amity and obedience. And from other Countries which were exceeding far, there came fome *»d p tLT'* 

Kingstodoehim honour: among which, they make mention of St a n cor y s fro 

and of King P h a r a 5 m a w b s, and others. And in other Count! ies $ he fettled Kings # his.faAmXw 

pleafui e j s whereto the Inhabitants did confent, notwith(landing that they, were not fubie&to 

theEmpire. AndtheKingof Pmhii refoluingto make warre, being with a great power en- 

rred into Armenia, one Letter from the Emperorfufficed to make him retire and to dife barge 

hisArmie. 

Anton invs being in this manner beloucd and feared by Strangers, was no leile eftee- 
med and beloued by his Subie&s and Vaffals, but rather without comparifon farre more 5 as by 
thofe which knew and enioyed his goodnefle and equity ; and feeing that he was1 fuch , 
he was by the whole Senate intituled, Father of his Coumrie, which hemuch refufed t but 
yet in the end hee accepted thereof, with great courrcfieand humility; for hee was naturally 
milde v and Noble of condition- and therewith Io courteous,as he entertained the Senators and 
principal! men gently and louingly, with great honour and courtefie; and neuer did any thing 
of importance, without their counfell and confent,and towards all men generally he fought to 
moderate the ftate and maiefty of Jn Emperor, (hewing himfelfe affable and plcafant. . Anda- 
boue all, he tooke order that no man fliould make benefit of his fauour to another. neither take 
bribes from fuch as were Sutersvnto him : for he gaue audience and anfwere to all men him- 
felfe in perfon, and in this he knew Che quality and difference betweene men,vfing herein fome* 

time the opinion of others when need required. Whereto, befidcs the ordinary counfell of the 
Senate,and his owne skill and knowledge in the lawes, he had slwaies fome excellent Lawyers 
neerevnto him, as Vipunvs, Marcbllvs, Iabol*nv 8 and others : By which 
meanes and fuch others asfhall bedeclarcd, the Prouincesand Cities in his timefloriflicd and 
grew rich, Which he relieued with his owne rents towards the buildings thereof,afwell fuch as 
were neceftary as others, to beautifie and adorne the fame. And when any misfortune or cala¬ 
mity hapned.he repaired and reedefied it with mony out of his Efchequer:as,a great fire which 
hapned in Rome, wherewith were burnt tlireehundred and forty principall houfes, and agreat 
part of theCitieof Narboncin Frame, and the Citic of Anfmh in /ijia, witfcthc Market-place amiiyfimn 
in the City of Carthage. In time of great famine which was in Rome , hee pronided for their fmotif (ata, 
wants, and maintained the people with bread and wine, the moft of the time that the famine 
lafted, making Vhftuals to be brought from all parts, paying for the fame at his proper coft: fo 
as generally through tpe whole Empire, all men were well content with him 5 for he maintain- 
ned them in peace, quietnefie and equity. 

And doubtleffe in this place there is to be obferued (as touching the power and gouern- 
mentof humane things) how great and potent the Romane Empire then was j andhowcon- Awmdtrfun 
tentedly, and at what liberty the SubieCt liued in the time of An toninys, Trai a n, A- okJanulani 
d n 1 an, and other good Emperours j and to foe the greatneffo and riches of that Court fie- 
quented by the worthieft and beft men in the world: and to obferue the greatnes,buildings & 
wealth of that moft populous Citie of Rome ,beautified with the goodlieft Statuesand Pictures 
that euer Eye had feene 5 fb as atthisday her ruines are more efteemed then all the ftately buil¬ 
dings in the world: and to confider the liberty and fecurity wherin men might trauaile,through 
the world, no man being tyed to obey more then one Lord and King, and he good and iuft, 
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without Feareof wanes, theeuesbySeaor Land, without finding euety where hew Lawes, 
new Lords, Kings and Tyrants, needing no fecurity or faf e Condu&s,without being taken pri- 
foncrs, and made Cppiiues, or ill vfed by enemies, ftrangers and vnknowne perfons, bur vling 
all men as friends and neighbours in the grcateft and beft parts of the World, which'as a little 
Kingdome,was quietly and iuftly gouerned. .One Countrey was furniflied from another, 
with fuch things as in the onedid abound, and the other wanted; Merchandize and fcfficke 
palling through the World without fo many Impofitions, moleftations and troubles,las >vefee 
now adayes, all liuingthen vnder one lawe* being in the belt and mofl habitable paits.of the 
Earth in vnion and peace: which they more perfectly enioyed, after that the Emperours were 
. Q Chtiftians, as hereafter {hall be declared. But as this was but humane power, (ocoyld it not 
-^continue long without alteration and change; for fuch is the condition of this world$n©thing 
)gAt> can continue long in one eftate. 

Jo But returning toour Antonimvs, among his other verfues wherwith he made the time 
— v * ofhis.raigne happicand pleafing, one was his clemencie \ wherewith he greatly moderated the 

rigor of the lawes, punching offences with pitie, or pardoning them, euer defiringand procu- 
l ■ ring peace : So as to fuch as fometimes difeourfed with him ofthe valour of I v l i v s C m- 
5 A R ant * H a n n i b a 11, he did commmonly anfwcre with that faying of S upio, that he 
‘ more defiled the preferuation of one friends orfubie&s life, then the death of an hundred ene¬ 

mies. This Emperour Anfom nvs was a great friend to Learning, and,much honoured 
0 f. 0 ^learned men, giu/ng them great re wards and penfions, drawingthem from all the pares of the 
" ' world* among which he caufed to come from cbukifc a great Philofopher which was a Stoick, 

whofc name was Apollonivs, whom he fent for to be Maifter to his adopted fonne 
^Apouonius M a k e v * A n v o n i m v s, who afterwards was Emperor. This Philofopher being come to 
*vbiiofopbcr s Rome, An t o n i n vs fent for him to come to fee him Teeing that he ftaied long ere hedid it of 
mnirTr im Mmfdfe • whereto the Philofopher made anfwere, that with greater realbn the fcholler ought 
to come to the maifter, then the maifter to the fcholler. This arrogancie did nothing offend 
An ton in vs : but laughingthereat, he laid to thole which were with him, that, he maruel- 
ledthat’A p ollo n i vs Ihould deemeit a fhorter way from cbaltide to Rme 0 thchfromhis 
lodging in Rome to his Palace. This Emperour, among the waightie affaires and matters ofim- 
portance, forgot not to plcafe and recreate the people* but < as the cuftome then was in Rome ) 
at cettaine times caufed feafts and folemne fports to be made. 1 In conclufion, he was an excel¬ 
lent Prince, and left nothing vndone, that was behouefull for the good gouernment of the Em- 
'ihitMUf pj rc ? and hauing ruled theikne Z3. yeercs, being aboue threelcore and ten yeeres old , he was 

Amonuim vvith a burning feauer, whereof within three day es he died in peace and reft * firft recom¬ 

mending the Empire IoMar cvi Antoninv s,who was his fonne in law,and married to 
his daughter Fav s tin a, and is commonly called Mar cysAyrhliv s,commaunding 
that the image of F ortvn a which the Emperours did vfe to haue in their chambers, fhould 
Uwi,Vm>x$s, beCaried to Antonin vs chamber, which hap ned in the yeereof our Lord 16$.Some 
time before he dyed, being a man of great ftature, andbyreafonof his age vnabletogoevp- 
righti but (looping, he ware vpon his bread certaine thinne boords, whereupon he made fall 
his clothes with fuch art, that it couered the defeat of nature. His death was generally lamen- 
ted, and the Romanes did him great honour, and made lacrificesvnto him, canonizing him 
for agod,’and buildeda Temple alfovnto him,'as they did to theyanitieof their other fuper- 
ftitibus gods. >

Second of the ANTONINES, called the ■ 
Philofopher, and of Lvcivs Commodvs Vervs,

Marcv s A vr eii vs was the natural] and true fonne ofEuvs Ybrv s,who died 
Pretor. And his Grandfathers name wa$ ElivsVbkvs, who had been wife Confuland 
Prefeft in Rome, and was eriobled and made Patrician by the Emperour Vsspas u», as 
Iv t iv $ Crinor 'iikvs rclateth. His mothers name was Domitia Camilla 
and was the daughter of C alvis i vs T vi tvs, who had been twice Confuh By his fa- 
thers fide he Vvas of fo ancient a linage, as it was reported that he was defended from N r m a 
Pojimivs the fecond King of the Romanes. This Emperor was indued with fo many 

vertues, good qualities, and rare pare?, as there will nor any be found that hath excelled him, 

and hardly any to be compared vnto him. In his time there were fuch dangerous war res, and 
io many calamities, as there was great needc of his vertue, wifedomc and valour, to j:efift fo ma¬ 
ny perils, and to preuentfo may ill fortunes. He vvas fo addi&ed to the ftudie of Philofophie, 
anu all Arts and Sciences, as he was ftu named the Philo fopher^ and he did honour and^gready 
enrich wife and learned men. His chief matters in Philofophieamongft others, were Apo- 
liokivs Ch al cido.n e m s* i s • in the Greek tongue, Sixtvs Cheunbnhs, 
nephew to P l'v t a r c m j and in Rhetorick, Pronto an excellent Orator in that time, by 
whofe inftruflions he greatly profited.. And beginning to gouerne in companic of his adopted 
brother L.V e rys A nt onin v s,as he did in all things fani exccll him, fo (in a manner) he 
hadtheadminiftration ofall matters: for which caufe,ofhim chiefeft mention is made j asalfo 
for that he liued longer, and remained alone in the Empire; gouerningthem with the good li¬ 
king and contentment of the whole Senate and people of Rome, for the great experience they , 
had of his virtue and bounrie. In the beginning of his raigne, there happened fo great an in¬ 
undation and ouei flowing of cheriuer Tiberias ic.ouerrhrew many buildings in Remind drow¬ 
ned mnypiiopk,m[h^ omKnmbtY of and fpoiling the fields caufed anextreame 
dearth and famine. Which, Marcvs Avublivs through his great liberalitie, with the 
confcnt of his brother Lvc ivs V br v s, fiifliciently repaired, rclieuing and vi&uaJling the 
Citie at their owne proper coft and charges, making prouifion of coinc to be brought from all 
parts. . 

After this, in thethftd y«ercofhis raigne, followed the dangerous warre againft theParthi- 

anS (a nation whichthe Romans euer feared) which wane was raifed by their king Vo to <3 b- 

sv$ } wbo,leuying an exceeding huge Armie,came againft the ordinary legions in Sj/ri*,where 
AnoDivs Cornelianvs was Capraine,and gouerned that countrie for the Empire* 
whohauingno fiiflicient Aimieto make head againft the Parthians, was driuen to retire, and 
Vologesvs took fome Prouinces. At that time alfo rebelled a certaine people in the lie 
of Britanny^ and in Germany in like manner: and northern people called Catti, inuaded the bor¬ 
ders of the Empire, againft all which MarcvsAvrbuvs made fpeedie prouifion. Into 
Vriiwy wasfent Calphvxmivs Aouicoia with new fupplies; who ioyning with the 
ordinary legions of that Hand , p added thofe troubles. Again ft the Catti, was lent Awidi- 
v 5 iy 1 c t o r 1 n v s for Generali. To the wane againft the Parthians, becaufe it was im¬ 
portant and more dangerous, itfeemed requifitetothe Emperors and to the Senate, that one of 
them two /hould goe, and it was concluded that Lvcivs Vbrvs Antoninvs ihould 
vndertakethe charge, becaufe that Marcvs Avruivs could not be fpared : for his 
prefencewas very nccdefull in Rome for the general! gouernment, and toprouide for all occur- 
rents. And fo-Lv c 1 vs Vhrvs with great prouifion, and a great Court, departed, whom 
M arcvs.Avr blivs accompanied to the Citie of Capua: but Lvcivs fell fick by the 
way (as fome write)through his diforders,riot,&furfctting* by reafon wherofand his long lin¬ 
gering, the Roman legions wereput to the worfe, and were ouerthrowne by the Parthians,and 
their Generali flaine in a battaile which was fought hetweene them. But Lveiv s V b nvs 
being arriued with his great Armie,the warre w s as managed withapparant aduantageto the 
Romanes* not by the endeuourof Lvc 1 v s Vbr v s, but of his Captaincs Estacivs 
Pr 1 s c vs, A v 1 d 1 v s C a s s 1 v s, and M a r c 1 vs V e a v s, valiant commanders* he gi- 
uing himfehe to his pleafurcs and paftimes* in Summer,in the Citie of ^Antioch •, and in winter, 
in Ldodicea, for foureyeeeres fpace, that thefe warres continued .* wherein patted many great 
contti&s, skirmiflics and bkttailes betweene the laid Captaincs, and the King and Nation of the 
Parthians. But fuccecdingprofperoufly with the Romanes, they obtained many victories in 
diuers parts: fo as recouerine what was loft in Syria, they did the like in ^Armenia , and entred 
the ptouince offinally,,being matters of the field, they came with their Enfignes dif- 
played, euen to the Citie of Babylon, While as thele things were in aeftion, the Emperor Mar-

gtmfitisEm.' ^/^i vyhofeifed vpQnthe Prouincesof ^flwww, which were Kyiufiria, Hungary and other 
i m * coinmies, threatning Italy and France. Whereto the Emperour Marcvs Avrblivs 
cjefirpus to y.eeld redrefle* thought it riot fufficient to fend thither his companion, and much 
lejffie durft he ieaue him in Rome, he was fo retchlefle and vicious, and therefore refolued th^t 
they would both go togither: Which putting in execution,w ith all prouifion neeeffaric,it hap- 
thi iuth 6f pened that vp on the way, L'vcivsVbrvs Antoninvs was taken with an Apoplexie, 
Lucius Veras, yy^epfhe diedfuddainly s haumg raigned abount nine or ten yeeres in company with his bro¬ 
ther*^ Andfo M AR c v sAvr b liy s remained alone in the Empire,who only was worthy 
thereof, profiting his iourney with his Annie, and began the warre with great courage and 
iudgementiin which, the itifeftion did greater harme to his Army, then the force of his ene- 
• miesjaltho.ughit parted not without many bartailes and encounters. And fo with great difticul- 
tie by reafon of the peftilence, he maintained this warre three yeeres : and wanting money to 
pay his fouldiers ( for the Prouinccs, by reafon of the mifeiies paft, could not pay their taxes) 
he was conftrained to fell all.his iewels, velfels of gold andfiluer, the furniture of his chamber, 
and his owne prpper polfelfions, therewith to pay his Armie, which was greatly diminilhed of 
the chiefcommanders and yalianteft men which died of the plague, whereby it receiued much 
more harm t hen by the enemie: Wherfoi e he was often counielled to Ieaue the wars and to re¬ 
turned But he, willing rather to die then to lofe any iot,ofhis honour, continued it with a very 
great refolution, vntill that (after many great perils and extremities, which were fuch that 
Hiftoriogriphers deferihe this warre to he as dangerous as the warres ofHannibdjhe obtained 
’ ' the yi&orie, which hq throughly accomplifhed in a great battaile. Wherein(as it was thought) 

through the praiers of tli? Chriftians which were in his Armie, vnto which he recommended 
himfelfe, God,(hewed amoft euident miracle j which was,That heand his people being ready 
r jtmojiMAuijeh to perifli through want pfwater (thepaflages being on euety fide ftopt by his enemies ) there 
wimle. fell fuch abundance of r^ine from heauen, that his Armie was fufficiently relieued with drinke: 

and therewith there fell fifch lightning and fo cruel} a temped among ft his enemics,thathethen 
fettingvponthen)ouerthrewandflewagreatnumber* as Ev mivi and lv nv s Ca¬ 
pitol i n v s report. And this Being paft, he recouered the Pannonies, and the reft which 
they had vfurpedjandhafj dpne much more,butthat at that inftant AvidivsCass i vs,be¬ 
fore named, who was Captainc and Gouernour in the Eaft , rofe againft MarcvsAvrh- 
[4 rebellion a. livs, proclayminghimfelfeEmperour,takingoccafionforrhathe wasfomuch troubled in 
w/ Marcut f 0 doubtfull a warre : Wherefore the Emperour was conftrained to Ieaue the beft order hee 
Aiirciius. cou ]<j t concerning Germanic^ and to returnc into Italy , from thence to take his way towards 
AvidivsCassivs i whereupon he came ro R»me, and he entred in triumph for the Ger¬ 
mans, and ioyntly with him his fonne Commodvs, whom he had made C je s a r, and no¬ 
minated for his fucccftbr. 

The triumph being ended, and leauing in Rente fuch order for the gouernment as was moft 
expedient, with part of his vi<ftorlous Armie which he brought with him out of Gertnanie, and 
.with other forces which he had newly leuied,he departed towards the Eaft,againft A v idivs 
Cas si vs j where being arriued, the matter went fo well of his fide, as before that hee came 
’ to any conftidor battaile, the fame Legions which An d ivs Cassjv s commanded, re¬ 

belled againft him, and flew him, without the commandement or knowledge of M a r c v s 
A v r b 11 v s .• For, he was rather difpleafed therewith then otherwife* fomilde and noble he 
was. And his head being brought vn to him, he commanded it to be honorably buried, and 
therewith (eemed to be very forrowfuil, laying, That they had bercaued him of all meanes 
Marcus Aurc- to (hew him mercie; and that he much denied tohaue had him in his power aliue, to haue gi- 
lius titty t 0 . uen his life, and tohaue reprooued him of his ingratitude. And thofe Cities which had 
lUS confpired with him, hceafily pardoned,and commanded that they fliould not be rigoroufly 
dealt withall. And of their goods, which the Senate had commanded to be confifcated, and 
put into his Exchequer, he would not receiue any part-but commanded that they fliould bee 
pqc into the publike txcafiirie of Rente. And being by one of the Councell reprooued, for (hew- 
ing fuch clemency in a crime (b notorious,telling him that he ought not to haue done fo, and 
that AvidiwGassivs would not haue dealt fo by him if he had been ouercome, he an-

/pending alfb whole daiesand nights in banqueting, ifeiftiilg, bathings and moft abominable 
luxurie. , And as wicked men neuer loue any, but fuch as are like themfelues ; Co hee Cent foe 
Gouernors into the Prouinces, fuch as werehis compatiifrns in his villanies; whereto he was fo 
much addi<fted,and (pent fo much time in them,as he took no care for the gouernment; Ieauing 
ailf^tHe difpontjoh of a Faliourite ofhis,whqfe name was Pbhesivs (whom he afterward 
mad£ Prctoriart Prefeft, which is. Captain 6fthe Prctorian Cohorts) who was a moft cove- 
i^Vv^u^Vhf^ruejl man 5 yCt very expert in thetyars. This man gouern ingall things, the 
iccuifted Emperbjt C o mm encreaf?d'|b mucKinliis vices and lewd life, as they write 
hejeeptthree hundred Concubines, and as hl^ny boyes, for deteftable vfes: for. which caufe he 


grew to be fo odious, that certame eminent men confpired againft him, refoluing fecrerly to 

hauefiainelum,hisfifler Lvc i l i. a whowaswifetoPoMB Bi AN vs being a partaker in 

thcaOion: Whereby it may well be imagined what he was • feeing that his owne lifter held 
him worthie of death. \ • modi.* 

All being concluded how it Ihould be done, and the charge of the execution being giuen to 4 *¥ 
one, whole name was Qv.i hcianvs (as Huodunvs reporteth) yet Lampu, 
d i r i faith, thatthe charge was giuen to P ompiian v s , that he fhouldfirft ftrikehim,and 
ftiould hauebeene/econded by the reft ofthe conlpirators; It happened that this man , as 
he was very bold and hardy, fayled in the action : for hauing had fuflficient oportunitie to haue 

flam him,andbemg come neciCjhewould notfodilpatch hi m> but in a brauing manner,being 
fomwhat farre from him, heiet his hand vpon his poiniard; and going towards him, faid,hete 
Co mho t> vs, the Senate hath tent thee this poiniard; and for any haftc that he could make to 
ftab him, with greater hafte hc waspreuented by fome of the Emperors guard, and by them 
was taken jfo as the confpiracie was prefcftcly difeouered, and a great way laid open to C o m- 
MoDvshiscruehies. For after that ail fuch as were guiltie, had been executed, together, 
with his own fiftei Ltcili A,andher husband P o m p i i a n v s,by the hand and dire&ion of 
Per B , NI 7 s> rosny Senators and a great number of other Noble and prime men, were alfo 
put to death, and their goods feised vpon, by producing falfe witnelfesj which were fuborried 

toaccufcthem: Wherewith PBR BNivsbecameforich,ashepra<aifed, andwasin hope to 

hauemade himlelfeEmperour. ButC on mo d vs being aduertifed of thete and other his !r ommoc?u ^ 
treacheries, madehim and a fonne ofhls tabeftaine. After which he (offered himfelfe to bee 
gguemed by another faworicc,named whowasfowidtedandextremeincru- »/*& 

elue, rapine, and bnberie, that he furpaffed Pu.kivi. And this fellow did foexceede, as 
the people of Rme enable to endure him, tool^Arms,and in a tumult, went to a hdufc of plea- 
furem Jtmc, where the Emperour was, and required to haue C r e » N D , * , head- andnot- 
withftandmg that tbe Emperors guard began to make refinance, yet the matter came to fuch if- cii^phi

T hls tumult being pacified, which Commodvs durftnotpuniih, hewasfoincenfed and 
therewith fo fearefujl, that from thenceforth hetrufted no man: but as a Swine drawne out of 
the mire, Co returned he to his abominable vices, taking care for nd other thing. Withina 
while after, according to his accuftomed manner, he fuffered himfelfe to be abufed by another 
fauonte, whole name was Ivlianv s, and another called Rbgiuvs, both which he ate 
tervvards caufed to be put todeath; with other his fauorites which fucceeded them < together 
with a multitude ofgreat men, which Iammuuvs reciteth : andall things were Co Carre 
out of order, thatmagiftraaes and thegouernements of Prouinces were fold for money • and 
they which bought rhem were oftentimes flaine. Mattersbeing thus managed bythcEtnpc- 
rour, and by thote which ruled him, he fpent his timeonly in vices, and moft dilhoneft andete 
leminateplcafures; colouring his hayre, and often bathing himfelfe in company of others of 
his condition: whom he called by moft di/honeft names, to the end they ftiould be Conforma- 

c to tjicir Jiues and actions. And he was not afhamed (notwithftanding thete his vicious and# 
abominable eourtes) to take the name and habit ofa man who was a great enemy to thofc vi-

A v * 111 v s Am jo n i n vs, hecommanded himfelfe to be called dncviis the fonne ■*«*««» 
ot t v r ii.i ; and cladding himfelfe in a moft ridiculous manner witli theskin ofa Lion, and 
a club in his hand like H » a c v L h s , he fo vfed to goe abroade ; whereat fome laughed, and 
others murmured. Andfometimes he went cloathed like an Amazon woman, which was 
morecotrefpondenttohis condition: which he did for the loue of one of his Concubines 
Whom lie muchloilcd, whole name was Mum, wbofe piaurc be ware, drawne at life vo- 
onthathabn. Aftertbis asifhehadaswelldeferueditas Lovmi C«*», hecom- 
manded thenioneth of Aiioiiftfliould be called Commodus;and September Hercules, for He

This accurted man, among fyis vmousparts,hadaftrangcabiIiuc of body, which was, to cafli 

or hmle a dare or a launcc, better then any man ofhis time: he was a moft certainc (hooter, ey- 

audio skilfull,that (in certaine teafts and huntmgs,whichai 
cordmgto the cuftome were then made in iWuW, whither came an infinite number of people

to behold the fame) he commanded a gallerie to be made round about the Amphitheater} 
within which he might runne freely and in lafety * and there running round about with excee¬ 
ding fwiftnefle,hurling his darts or iauelins,he killed almoft all the Stagges and Harts that were 
let loofe, without miffing one throw, or needing any more then oneihotte • he was fo fure to 
fltihe them, eyther in the heart,in the forehead, or any otherpart wherfoeuer he would rand he 

did the likie by Lions, Panthers, and Ounces, which to.that end, were brought thither that day. 

With his boweand arrowes he would kill birds flying in the ay re, and did fuch other atfiue ex- 
crcifcs, as in truth were very ftrange: Whereby itappeareth that this man wanted not witte 
and abilitie to haue applied himfelfeto goodnefle, as wellastolmne and wickcdncfle. And as 
crueltie was the thing wherein he did principally delight, lo it pleated the molt merciful! King 
of heauen, that the fame was the caufe of his death. For it happened, thathauing refolued to 
put a great number ofthc beft reputed Cittizens to death,he wrote a memoriall of thole which 
hepurpofedIhoulddie,amon^ftwhichwashislouingfriend Marcia, and A b l ivs L h- 
r VS Captaineof thePretorian Cohorts: it happened that this his beloued Marcia vpon 
(bme occafion came to the light of this note * who feeing her felfe condemned to death,deter¬ 
mined with her fclfe to aflurt her life by the death of C ommodvs. And taking counfell with 
An i v s L b tvs, and with another whofc name was Alhctvs, who was alfo condem¬ 
ned, concerning the contents* they agreed among themfelues to poyfon him, which as fpeedi- 
ly as might be, was giuen him by the fame M a r c i a in a cuppe of mingled wine which hec 
did vfeto drinke: and being prefently taken with a heauie Humber, Marcia commanded 

allthecompanytog&eforthofthechamber,vndercolourtofufferhimtotakehis reft. This 

being done, within a little while after he awoke,extremely vomiting * and M a r c i a and the 
reft fearing that he would again haue call vp the poyfon,in all hafte called in a valiant yong man 
named Nakcusvs, /hewing him thenot^and how the Emperor would haueputhimto 
death alfo • and making him large promifes,they concluded that he Ihould goe in and kill him, 
which he did: and fothisvnhappy and wretched C ommodvs vomiting and ftrangely tor¬ 
mented with the poifon, was by this Naac issv sftabd and flame, to the good liking of the 
Roman people, and generally of all the world. When his death was knownc, there was o 
man but did commend and approuethcfaCt. Hedied, being of the age of yeeres, and in the 
yeere of our Lord ip4»hauing raigned twelue yceres and eight moneths. The ioy which after¬ 
wards was concerned in Rowe when his death was publilhed,wasincredible: and although that 
at the prefent it was not certainly knowne,but that he died lodainly of an Apoplcxie, which 
Evtiopivs affirmetb in his life 5 They ran vp and downe the ftreetes that night, crying and 
calling one to another with ioy, and went to the Temples to render thanks to the gods for lo 
greata benefit': and others went to the Palace to behold his dead carcafle.TheSenateand Ro¬ 
man Nobilitie concerned no lefle ioy then did the people, which may fufliciently appeare by 
the number of curlings which the Senate gaue him, when Pertimax Was chbfen Empe¬ 
ror, andhisfucceflor:which M.Ma x i m vs writeth»andA blivsLampr idivs maketh 
relation thereof, which is.a pleafmg thing to rcade.

pofcd to great daunger. But hauing performed his charge in \s*fricd with honour, although 
not without much trouble&difficultie, being now old and fpent,hc came to Rome> and C o M - 
M o D V S raadehim Prefer thereof; being in this eftate, death feifed vpon C o u m o dv s by 
reafon of his cruelties, Pirtinax day ly experting when Comuod vs would haue berea- 
ued him of life. This valiant man Ivfng one night careleflie beeping in his bed when C o m- 
m o d v s was dead 5 M a r r r a, his jfiend,which had plotted hisdeath, and A a l i v s L e- 
tvs CaptaineofthePrctorian Cohorts, and thofc which confpired with them, agreedtoge- * 
thertocaufe Piuyimax to be chofen Emperour. And to this effc<3 about midnight, before 
that the death of C o m m o d v s was publifhed ,the faid Captain^ A * l i v s L h r v * with 
fomeofhisfouldiersofthc Cohorts, came to thchoufeof P > *r in a x, who (as I laid) lay 
fecure in his bed* and in great hafte caufing the dore to be opened. went vp into his chamber: 
whom when hefaw,yea and before,when hebut vnderftood thathe was cortming vp,hcafTu. 
ted himfelfe that by C o m m o d v j his commandement became to kill him,not knowing him 
to be dead: and refoluing tofuffer death with courage and patience, he lay hill, withoutany 
fhewto be moued thereat,butfaid vnto AblivsLetvs ; I hauc for manic dates expeaed 
1 to end iny life in this manner, and I marueiled that C o u u o d v s hath deferred it fo long: and 
feeing it is fo,why hand you ftilkMake an end with me,and do that which you arc commanded. 

Whereto A« uvsLbtv s anfwered, perfwading hintS to put away all fuchfeare, and 
nottothinkethat he came to kill him, but to defire fafecic of his oivne life, for thar the tyran¬ 
nous Empcrour Comhodvi was dead, and that theycametooffertheEmpire vnto him, 
who was onely worthie thereof. P iktinax could hardlie bclieuc what he heard with his 
cares: but in the end rhe matter being declared vnto him more at large, and the occafion which 
induced them to kill the Empcrour, he accepted of their offer 5 and was carried by them to the 
CohortsCamp: where the fouldicrs being affembled,their Captainc madea fpecch vnto them, 
cbnteiriing the wickcdnes and vices of the Empcrour Co m mo d vs * and how that he by 
meanesofhis exceffe was dead of an Apoplexy; ahd reciting the vertues and excellencies of 
p , k r i n a x, counfclled them to rtiakehim Empcrour. ; Which they prcfcntly performed 
ioyfullie, and calling him Avovstvs, fwarfto hirti as the cuftomc was j yet P * r ti h ax 
remained ftilldoubtfull- and accepted thereof with feafe, and againft his will# 

This being ended, and the day commute od, they came with him into the citie.* and alicm- 
bling the Senate, this old new Emperour tarhe thither 5 vnwilling they fhould beare before him 
thclmperiall Enfignes, neither the fire, as thetfuftome wis j vntill fuch time as the Senate had 
agreed dnd siuen their confent. But when as he came into the Senate houfe, all the Senators 
,. fainted him Emperour, Casax Avovstvs, and with great acclamations andbleflings 
r fware and ycelded to him obedience: which heft ill with flood, faying, that he deferued it not, 

alleaging his old age,and nominating others,whichheefaid were more worthie ofthat dignity. 

Butin the end being ouercomeand forced by them, he fate downe in the Imperial! chaire, and 
made vnto them a folemne oration ( which Heaodianvj writeth). His oration being 
endedihe went forth of the Senate houfe (accompanied with all the Senators anditomane 
Nobilitie, with an infinite number of others, to the exceeding ioy of all men) tothe Tem¬ 
ples, as thee uftome was, and from thence to the Imperiall Palace. Andfohc began his raigne 
and Obtained the Empire,to the generall good liking and contentment of all men,and was obey¬ 
ed in’like fnanrter in alltheprouihccs of the Empire, in all which he was weUknownc : and 
truly they had not been deceiued irt their opinion and great hope which they had of him,it the 
wickednes of the Prctorian Souldiers had not Kindred his good thoughtsand refolutions. 

The firft thing he attempted in the gouernmcnc of the Empire, was to bridle the licentious 
ncsoFthePretorian Cohorts, and the infolCncies and wrongs whichthey didtotheoitizens 
and people ofJtamei by mearies ofthefauout f andloofelife of C on m 6 b vs; Thehkehe 
alfo performed in all other difordert and abufes which in his time were tolerated , fteking to 

redurc all things to ; that forme and manner of gouemment which was vfed in the time otlus 
father M a rc vs'Avr a 11 v s An ton I'ltv s. He entertained all men honourably and 
louinglyl which had any occafion to negotiatowith him: and he diuidedthe fields of Mmt ,and 
ofthe'prouinces which lay vntilled and wafte, granting that for tenne yeeres fpace no rent 
or tribute fiiould be paid for the fiime. With thefe and fuch other things, this excellent and 
gracious Empcrour fo wanne the harts and lout of the common people,that al men held them- 
fellies happie in fuch An Emperour: for whichoCcafion* bcfidcs thc ho nourable titles which 

weregiuenhimbythe content oftheSenate,tHefameSenateintituledhisfon, C^sa r, and

H r | Ftcr tJlC g 00 & ou id Pbrtinax, I v t i any $ fucceeded iti 
the Empire ^hauing obtained the fame for money from thofe 
fouldiers which flue the Emperor Pertinax. This I yu¬ 
an v s was natiue of Mian by his Fathers linage, who was called 
Phtronivs Didivs Se v hr v s : his mothers name r 
was Clara Emilia : his grandfathers name was S a i- 
vi vs IvlianVs, who had been Prefect of Borne, and.twice 
Confiil; which did enobie his houfe. This Iylunv!s wa$ 
brought vp in the houfeandferuiCe of D omiciaL v c i l Lh t 

_ mother ioMarcvs Avrelivs Antoninv* rhe Phi- 

, lo/opher • by wliofe fauourhe attained to offices, and was made 

t^ueitor, fcdil and Prctor, in Rome. Afterwards hee followed the warrcs,and prooued a ^ood 
Captain, performing many notable exploits, which in the time of M a r c v s Avia u v s 
were in Germany and orher parts. Hee wasin the beginning Captain of a Legion, and after¬ 
wards with an Army he had the charge andgouernment of Dalmatia,- and then oflowe Germa¬ 
ny*, and, after that,he was made Gouerner of Bithyrn in Afta, , although in this gouernment hee' 
did not bear himrelfwith fo good fame as in the 1 eft. Hee was joyntlyConful with P,erti- 
n a x, and afterwards Proconful in Africa ^and, hauin g cxecuced thefe charges and offices/was 
now growneoldjand very rich by means of hispofleflions and money which lice had in Romd 
Wnenl ext in ax was dead, hee obtained the Empire in fuch manner as was ihamefulL 
and vnbentting the greatnes of Rome .' For, after that the fouldiers had murdered the Emperor 
i b r t 1 n a x (as is faid) they fortified their camp and lodgings for fear of the people: and 
the people durftnotafliiil them, for that they were too ftrongly defenfed with grbat bulwarks 

and turrets. The Senatours and Nobility knew not what to doo in this fo cruell an Accident > 
but retired thenifelues to their houfes, wherein they fortified themfeluesj and many of them 
went to their Caftles and Polfeftions in the Country,holding themfeluesnot very fafe in Remet

and fo they paffcd that day, and the next after Putinax death. . ' 

ThePretorian Souldiers (as writeth Herodunvs) feeing no man durlt attempt to of- 
fend them, became yet more audacious: for, fome of them, (landing vpon the Ramparts of 
their Cahip, cried out with loud exclamations, that they would giue the Empire to wholoeuer 
would buy the fame, and pay beft for it. This fale was prefently published in the City and this 
Proclamation was fo odious and full of (candall and reproach,andal(b there werefo few rich 
men left in Rome by reafon of C o m m o d v s his cruelty and tyranny,that ther were buttwo 
merchants to be found to buy the Empire that was to be fould.Theonc was S v l r i t j a n r v s 
at that time Prefer of Rome, a man who had been Conful,and was fonne-m-law to the late Em¬ 
peror Per ti n a X • and the other was Di d i v s Ivlian ys, ofwhom wee now (peak, | 
Truely, it is a matter worthy of great con(ideration,and a notable example for Princes: wher- , 
by it plainly appeares, how little conftancy there is in their greatnes, and generally in all thing* 
in this life • and how little they ought to efteem thepower,the kingdoms and dominions of j 
this world’, and all thofe other things called goods which are gotten in this world. For, confi- 

dering that a Roman Emperor, being a wife old man, redoubted, beloued, and kno wne to bee | 

good and valiant by long experience, who (as we may fay) was Lord of all the world (for,hee 

peaceablygouerned(inamanner)allthatwhich the Kings in Chriftendome hould in Europe, 
and the Infidels in Africa,and as much as the great Turk pofteffeth in^Jta, Gracia, and Egypt, 
and many other Princes and Lordsbefidcs) onely three hundred, or fewe more(ouIdiers,funi- 
ced to bereaue him of his life & dominion 5 being in Rome it felf,which was the head & ftrength 
• ofall the Empire j and that they (hould efcape free withoutanypuni/Jiment, no man then fee- 

kinS Who C would regardor greatly efteem the riches and dominions of this world, or account 
the dignities, eftates, and riche^ thereof to be great, and lofe his owne life, and pawne his foule 
to ket them j feeing that a Throne,and fo gr eat a power and majefty as was the Roman Empire, 
was fet to (ale at an Outcry 5 and there were but onely (wo that came to buy it, and it wasfould 

for a little moneys Truely, in my judgement,it was handled as it deftrued. . 

And this may fuffice for a warning and example to vs, that there is nothing in this world that 
is Ought-worth, and tobee held of price 5 nor Ought to bee gotten andheld with the dangerof 
the (bule: and therefore men ought lightly to regard the lofing or winning of the goods of this 
world, fo as they may encreafe the riches of the foule, aud liue vertuoufly as Chriftians ought 
• to dod. He that can attaint heerto,is rich and mighty: and all the reft without this are mifeia* 
ble.bcggerly and vnhappy, although they command and raign ouer the whole world. 

To return to our Hiftory ;Hbrodianvs writeth, that the fame of the fouldiers procla- 
- 1 mation cam to the houfe of D1 d 1 v s Ivl i anvs, being held the richeft manin Rome; who 

with his Wife an d daughter fitting at dinner, very merry and plealant inthemidft ofhisfauou- 
rites and plealant company, was oy them all counfelled, that, feeing hee had more money than 
any other man in Rome, 1 he (hould not let flip fogood a bargain, and fo precious a Iewell as was 
the Roman Em pire-j but that he (hould go to the Camp to conferre with the fouldiers, *nd to 
procuretiimfclf to be chofen and fworn Emperor; Who, prefently arifing from the table,went 
Didiui iulii- thither accompanied with his friends and feruants. Elivs Sparcianys (who wrote 
TZirt tuJ bis life) faith, char the firft which perfwaded. him hcerto, were P v b l 1 v * F1.0 x 1 a « v s, 

^ ’ and Vbctiv s Ap hr, Tribunes. But, whofoeuer were his counfellers, they all agree, that 
when he came thither he found SvLPiciA N vsthe Prefect of Rome there before him, fol- 
licitirig the foldiers to make him Emperor; promifing them a great fum of mony,with other fa¬ 
vours and rewards: Arid the reafon why his offers were not accepted, was, for that he was ion - 
In-law to'P hr fi nax whom they had (lain j and therefore they fufpeded him. Whereof; 

D1 o t v s I v l 1 a n v 8 put them alfo in mindc; willing them to take heed that they made 
hot choice of one who another day would reuenge the death of Pbrtinax - Heepromi- 
fingto glue them an infinite fummeof money which he had in a rcadinctfe; and that hee would 
reftoreallthings to that order and form wherein C o m m ti d v s had left the fame, and would 
prefently brinp thenva great fumme of money to be diuided among them. His offer atlaft was 
accepted by the fouldiers, and hee with ladders was receiued into the Fort, where they fwarc 
obedience vnto him: and, there hauing done certain ordinary ceremonies and facrifices, hee 
went itttothe City,accompanied with the Pretorian Cohorts in Arms; ranged in fo good of- 
luiianutM); der as if they had been going to a battelh for, they were in great fear oft he people. Andfo 
I vi ian v s entredthe City, allthe fouldiers proclaiming his name, and cabling him Empe¬ 
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ror: the cirizens durft nor make any refiftance,neither did they approue his eletf iomas they v- 
fed to do by other Emperors, but curfcd him and threw (lonesat him. 

Ivl i anvs then went to the Senate: where aflembling fuch Senators as were preient bv 

theirdecreehe wasproclaimed Emperor,and they prefently madehisfonnein law C o rn b- 

rivs Rbpbntinv® Prefe<ft of itww,putting Svlpiiianvs out of that office: and from 
thence he was earned to the Imperiail Palace, and held for Emperor,more through force then 
the good wftl of any honed men. And he as though that the Empire had defeended to him by 
inheritance from his father, and that he had peaceably obtained the fame with the good will 
ofall men, gaue himfelfe to notandpleafmes.lhewing himfelf negligent and retchlefTein mat¬ 
ters of government. And notwithftanding that he was milde and affable, and did no harmeto 
any man in all the time ofhis raigne* yet he prefently began to be hated of the fouldiers,for that T , 
he did not performe that which he had promifed. Thepeople Debated him, becaufe he 
was chofen and made Emperor by thofe which murthered Pbrtinax whom all the world 
loued - and they were of opinion that he was guilrie and accefTavie to his death. So as when-, 
foeuei he went out of his Palace, the people openly powred out their curies againft him ; which 
he patiently endured,fometimes with laughter,beckening with his hand that they (hould come 
to him, making (hew of loue and goodwill vnto them .• yet it little auailed him, but rather in- 
creafed their hatreds fuch manner, as (landing oneday to behold certaine games and fports, 
the people: of Rome proclaymed Peschmivs N ioi a who was Proconful, and Gouernor Pefcfn!u * NI ; 
(rf Syria, which Was the greateft charge and gouernmentofthe Empire, calling tohim that hee 
/hould come to their re/cue and to procure their Iibertie • ofall which infolencies, I v l 1 a n v s 
made little reckoning. Audit hapnedthatas fooneas the Armies which were on the fron¬ 
tiers of Gemrny and in Sym vnderftood how ill I v l i a n v s was beloued in Rome, and how 
carelefly he gouei ned, each of thefe Armies prefumed to make their GencralkEmperour. In 
Sjm Pesceni.vsNigbr was Gouernor, who wasamanof goodyeeres, and had held 
great commands and gouernments, and had done very many notable feates of Aimes : it was 
reported of Inm, that he was milde and wife, and feemed to imitate the life and gouernmenr of 
theEmperor P i R T iNAxThismanknowingthegoodwillwhichwas borne him in Rome, 
and that his Armte and fouldiers loued him, determined to proclaime himfelfe Emperor,ind 
prefently took the enfignes thereof: and all thofe nations,Kings and Potentates of cW yeel- 
dingobedience,cameor fent AmbaflTadorsvnto him. The Army in Germany held for their 
General Sep TiMrvsSBVERvs, borne in Africa, a man ofgreat courage and counfell, Septlrtilus Se ^ 
and aboue aft, very double and fubtile, and qfgreat experience, who had had many gouern- .uerus avtlmt 
mentsjinagiftracies, and commands, and had been Conful in Rome, and Proconful in the go- great 
uernments of ^Jfricd,ax\d ihePanmmes, and was alfo very well beloued of his fouldkrs, SK" 
by whom he was impomme^ r and feeing c.heocCafion and oportunitie,he refolued alfo to pro- tbtEmpirt. 
claime himfelfe Emperour, taking vpon him the (latc'and enfignes thereof: and publiffiing that 
he would reuenge the death of the Emperour P a itft ha x, he made himfelfe beloued of the 
men of wane in Germany, and of the Romane people: fo as there were at one time threeNEm- 
perours, or to % more properly,three tyrants. Ivlianvs (who was Emperour in <R*me) 
nowichftanditig that he knew what palfed in Syria, when ir firft b.egan, made no great account 
thereof, holding it fufficient to fend to kill him: but knowing wllat SeptimivsSbvixvj 
did m Germany !t tmubled him very much • and fiedealt with the Senate to proclaime him re¬ 
bell, and thatthey mould fend certaine principal! men Ambaftadors to procure the Army toa- 
banuon S ■ v h r y s ,and to hold him for Emperour Whom the Senate had approued, which 
was himfelfe: and he font V a l e r r v S C a t v l 1 N v s to further the bufinefte, and to fuc- 
fi™ hisgoucminciit. But S a v BR vs had taken fogood order, that this did 
little profit him: for he had already obtained their obedience, and had affiired vnto himfelfe 
/ ofdl that countrie and the marches thereof; refoluing to march with his Army to¬ 
wards where he knew that Iv lianv S was not beloued.

When it was knowne in Rome that Sb r 11 m i v s Sbvbuvs came thitherwards, 1 v 1 j- 
anvs awakened from his drowfie deep, began to put himfelf in Arms, and applied himfelfe 
wholly to makeprouifion for the wan es 5 and.muftering his Troops, took the Fields with the 
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Pretorian Army which had made him Emperor* which he found very feeble, as well for want 
of experience and exercife in Arms, as for that they were ill paid by him : and the people of 
Heme repaired alio vnto him with a very ill will, for that he was made Emperor again# their If 
king : and the Cities of Italy had a long time liued in quiet and peace* and were not accuftomed 

In this manner all went ill with Ivmasvij and well with his enemy: and I v 11 a n r s 
was generally ill obeyed j whom his friends counfelledjthat, with thebefl forces he could be 
able,toleuie,hefliould meet Sbvervs vpon the way, and ftoppe his paflageouer the Alps* 
but either he would not, or durft not do fo, but made the beft probifion in Rome he could 5 and, 
before he was aware,he vnderftood that Sbvervs was already entred Italte^and that the moft 
part of the Cities had receiued him, and yeeldedhim their obedience. The people of Rom 
feeing rhis.and that Piscinits Niobr whom they defired remained in ^Ajia, began 
tolikeof Sbvirys his coming. ' ' 

Iv LI A N vs, feeing himfelfdriuen to this ftreight, obtained of the Senate to write and to 
fend Ambalfadors to S b v b r v $, offering to make him equall and companion in the Empire 
with Ivlianvs. But Shv b r v s, not contented wirhpart, but with the whole, would not 
accept thereof, holding himfelfto bee of greater power than Ivuanys, notwithftanding 
that vntill then the Senate held with him: butthey,feeingthelittlecounfelland lefle ftrength 
of Iv l 1 an v s, beganne to abandon him. And although hee defired that the Veftall Virgins 

(which was the moft precious and highly-efteemed thing in their vain religion) fiiould be fent 

topacifie Sevbrv s, and to work fome means of peace • yet the Senate would not yeeld 
thereto, alleaglng that he was vn worthy to rule, who durft not defend the Emjfite by force of 
Arms. And tnc matter came to this pafle, that difguifed perfons daily came into Rome from 
S a v e r v $, and others went from thence to him * and Iviiaev s,void ofali reliefc and fuc* 

corns, remained in his Palace generally abandoned, fauing of a very few fouldiers. 

The Senate was aflemblcd, and by the common confentofall the Senators it was decreed, 
that I v li^hvs fiiould be deprined of the Empire, and Seyb&ts proclaimed Emperour j 
and there were of the principal! of the Senators fent to S hvervs in ambaflage,to yeeld to 
him tbeirobedience, with the enfisnes of Emperour, C^£sar,Avgvstvs: andipreading 
a rumour abroad that Ivlianvs had ppifoned himfelfe, they commaunded him to be flame 

in his Palace, where theinfortunareEmperour wasfound difarmed, and with fom few ofhij 

friends weeping like a child.. Andfo was Ivlianvs fiaine.atthcageofjy.yeercs, hauing 
raigned only feauenmoneths,inthc yecreofour Lord lyj.

The Argvment. 

H EptimiuB Seuerus hauing taken the Empire more by force of Armes andfeare , wherein he did 
put the Senators and people of Rome, then for any right he had ; the firfi thing he did, was tt 
reuenge the death of Pertinax by deprsuing all thofe which had jlaine him and fold the Em> 
pirc,ef alt Military dignitie . Afterwards, entring Rome with great pompejse per/waded the 
Senators and people to hope well of him , andtobend their weapons againft PefceniusNiger,- 
who was called Emperour : Whomfinally after many changes of fortune, he ottercame. He like 
wife overthrew Artabanus King of Perjia, and toekethe Cttie of Tifipbonte, wherewwat 
all that Kings treafstre, and overcame Albinui , who was made Catfar.

*<tswh*tfort* the ordinary Armie which he had, he fent fbme Captaincs fpeedily to ftop the pallages out ot 
w Empemtootfia the lelTe. and alfo fent to craitf aide ofthe'Kings of Parthis, ^rmem*, and o- 
therKlngsand Tctrarchs of the Eaft; from whom, and froih the Prouinces which were vnder 
his obedience,there came great power and reliefe vnto him: Shd fothe world was diuided into 
two fa&ions • fo as there began one of the moft cruel! warres that euer had been, as well tor the 
valour ofthe Captaines, as for the power and multitude of fouldiers; which wane was couth 
nued in many parts, both by fea and land. Sn rrtuxv $ Sbvhavs paffed out of Europe 
into Afidlht ldTe 5 but with great trouble and difficulties hauing many skirmifhes, and being ot- 
ten availed by P B s c bn i v s histroupes,who fent againft him an excellent Roman Captainc 
called EmuianV s, who was Generali of all his forces. This Emuianvs hauing drawn 
together all the power which P i s c a n i v j fent him,and all the reft chat he was able to leuie 
out ofCappjJoM, GdUtid, BitbymJ, and other Prouinccs of Jfu rhe IdTe, took the fielde, mthc 
way where Sbvbays was to palfe: where followed many.great skirmifhes and encounters, 
and in the ehd a moft cruell dnd terrible battaile, wherein Hmiuanv s was ouerrhrowne.

haue the vnftorie. Which when eitherpartie by all means po/fible had endeuoured to obtaine 
in the later end ofthe day PbscbnivsNigba was ouerthrowne, without failing in any 
point in what he ought, and was moft expedient for a good Captain to hauedone: for in truth

ThisPBSCBNivs Niger wasamanofmeaneparentage ; yetfomefay that he was No- SSni. 

bleandauncient: his fathers name was Ami vs Fvscv s, and his mother was called Lam* gcr. v 
HiuiA. He was a man indifferently well learned, and obtained great riches. He was Iharpe 
and quick witted, euer followed the Warres, and was an excellent fouldier • and afterwards per¬ 
formed t he charge committed to him, with great diferedon and courage : for, they write of 
him, that he was a valiant and much commended T ribune $ a very Angular and excellent Cap- SSSS 
taine ; a moft feuere and vprighr Lieutenant Generali ; a moft wife and prudent Conful. and m P«fc«dui. 
all things happy and fortunate, but only infortunate in being Emperor, not knowing how to 
gouern himfelfe therein. So as it plainly appeareth, that men doe often times defire and pur- 
chafe to themfdues lhaine and perdition, by prefuming to attaine to honour and great- 
neile. ® 

Sav riMivs Sevbrvs, hauing obtained fo notable a vi<ftorie,with all fpeede aduerti- 
fedtheRoman Senate thereof, and as a conqueror did his will vpon the conquered, cruelly 
killing many ofthofe which had taken part with N i o b r : and principally he ruined the Citic 
o f^nttieh, by reafon that it (more then any other) had aided and afliftcd his aduerfarie 
whofe wife and children he commanded robe banilhed from Rome. And to the contrary, hee 
gaue gifts arid rewards to thofe which had done him feruiccand aflifted him ; and repaired the 
harmes and damages which fome Cities, which held with him, had rccciued by Nioix s 
fouldievs. For in truth this man was very cruell in puniihing offences, and in pei fecuting his 
enemies • and very libera)} and grate full tohis friends, and moil bountiful! in rewarding thofe 
which had done him any feruice. In all the Prouinccs ofthe Eaft, after this viftorie, lie found 

no reiiftance, fauing among the Parthians, the Perfians, and the Adiabenians, very mightie Na¬ 
tions :who for the louethey bare vnto Nicer, and the ancient hatred to the Romane name, 
pretent ly took Armes againft S b v i r v s ; and hee in pcifon went againft them, and had many 
pattailesand incounters, and obtained great viiftories, which I haueno time to relate: foas hee 
mlargcd the Empire and the Romane name, and pacified the Prouinces.

And palling from 
Europe out? the ftreight at Sy*an/inm, which is now called Conftantinopk , he wholly 
rumed that Citty; for that when he went towards Aft*> that Citie would not recciue him 5 and 
to he left it Icuell with theground (which was one ofthe moft famous Cities in the world) and 
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itrcmained fo dcfolate vntill the time of Constantin b the Great* as in his time

Sevbrvs trauelling thus towards Rome , his Aduerfary Albinvj being ad uertifed 
thereof, came out of Britattny into France, where he raifed a mighty Armi'e* part whereofhee 
fent to keepe the paflages of the Alpes, thereby to hinder him, who was arriued at Rome, and 
was now vpon his way commingto meetehim: before which time he put Pmcjniv s 
Seuerus pun* N i e h r s children to death, thereby wholly to extinguish all remembrance of him. And 
dt*th Niger* going to the warres,he appointed his fonne B a s si an vs Antoninvs for his fucceflor, 
thiidm* a nd j nt j tu i e d him C & s a r • and changing his name, he commanded him to be called , A v, 

xinvt Antoninvs. Drawing neere to his enemies, the warres began in a moft cruell 
manner betweene them* where in the beginning in fbmc encounters, S b v e a v s his Cap. 
taineswereoueithrowneby thofe of A l b i n v s hispartie. 

Put after that he had parted the Alpes, and was entred into France, the warre was kindled 
In many parts j and in many conflicts andskirmiflies fortune /hewed her fclfc variable, thevi*

Troupes to retire j in fuch fort, as his Souldicrs began to flye: and it lb happened that S bve« 
rv i horfc fell with him, and euery man held him for dead 5 and Al binv s his Souldien 
began to crie Vi6torie, viftorie * taking no care but to follow the execution. Then Lb on, 
Mtvdkuf tf one of S b v b * v s his Captaines, who vntill then had neuer charged* with a very great Tioup 
leo n,mof of armed men which he brought with him, renued the fight in fuch forr, as S b v b r v s was 
mS* C4J> ‘ refeued: and being remounted vpon another horfe, charged with fuch fury, as he tooke the 
vi<ftorie out of A l «i n v $ his Sonldiem hands, who accounting themfelues Vidors, obftr- 
ued no order: and the matter was fo handled, that A l b i n y s his Troupes were driuen to 
turne their backes, and Sevbrvs followed the execution, killing them euen to the gates 
of the Citie of Ztans, * 

The number of thofe which Were flaiine and wounded, was infinite : and the citie was pre* 
fently entred,and A l binv s taken* and his head being ftrikenoffiwas brought toS «v ■ R vs, 
A man may well beleeue that he was not a little ioyfull when he fawir, conftdering that a little 
before he was wounded and caft to theground,and by all men accounted for dead,and his ene¬ 
mies vidorious* but efcapingall this, he now law himfelfc an ab folute Lord, and his enemies 
confounded. Wherefore let euery Chriftian reader confider how inconftantall thingsavein 
this life * and that a man neither can, or ought to repofe his allured confidence in any thing in 
this world. Great were the cruelties which Sbvbrvs committed after that he had obrai- 
Hxcmlrittf hcdithis vi&orie ; and truly if this Prince had not been lb cruell and greedie of bloudic euent$ 
Seuerus, hoth in warreand gouernment as he was, f am of opinion that no man either before or after 
h>m» had excelled him * confidcring the aftions andenterprifes which he brought to an end, 
whereof I write but the fumme. ;

ofiXrib'tltliQfthe Pretorian Cohorts, whereof hee himfelf was Commander., But It pleafed 
God {Hit tfife his treafon was difeouer ed by th e fam e T ribune. Sivuvs held this in. a ma*. 
rier incredible, concerning it to be fome pradice of his fo ns, who loued not P l a n c i v s. But 
bein^ afftired thereof*by the Tribune, it was concluded, that hee fliould go attd bring him into 
the Emperors chamber. T he Tribune, coming toPuNcns, 1 tould him that he had {lain 
Sbvhrvs and Bas s i an vsjandrhatif he would go with him, hee fliould fee them dead: 
whichhauing deliuered, hee madea reuerenee as to the Emperour. As Planciv s defired 
their deaths; fo he eafily gauc credit to his words, and went with him. The Tribune (it being 
late in foe night) brought him to the Emperors chamber j where he found him and his fonne 
liuing,amemgft many of their confident friends, the chamber beeing full of torches. Which 
P 1 A "N c irs feeing, he was much amazed ; and being demanded by the Emperor what hee 
did there at fo vnfeafonable a time; not knowing what to anfwcr, but confeififig his error, and 
crauing pardon, he wasflainby B Assr an vs. r . 

After that' Sivsrv? had efcaped this danger, hee fpent his time m vifictng fome Cities in 
Italh, in hearing complaints and doing juftice, and in molt fumntuous Works and Buildings in 
JRme^ and other Cities 5 and, feehing to bring vp his fonnes verruoufly, and (by abating their 
pride) to reconcile them, and make vnity betweenthem v for, they did ill agree,and werevery 
vnquibt and ill-afTedted the one to the other. He defiredtoeftablifli peace and amity between 
thern^ hailing determined that after his death the Empire fliould bee diuided between Thail¬ 
and to that end inuefted them both therein. And fo this poor old Emperor laboured in vain to 
reform the bad inclination of his fonnes. Arid, liuingin reft from warre,although not without 
domdfticall eare, he receiued Letters,! mpoiting, that the Inhabitants of great Britamy w tie in 
ArmS and Rebelled, in fuch (ore, that his Legions there Were in fuch danger , as they were at the 
poirif either to bcouercome and loft, or at leaftto flee and abandon the Countrey; wherewtn 
he was much dirpleafed. And to the end thatthe Empire in his daiesftiould not be fiiminiflicd 
by foe ld/fe of that Hand (it bein^offuch TmpBirarf’ce) heedetermined to go thither himfelf :» 
perfonto pacifie the fame. And, ; Without any delaying of time, he went chitherv vardsTyfh all 
his forces. Being arriued in Brititiny , the Inhabitants conceiued fuch fear, by rcafon of his hid¬ 
den coining vpon them, that, as He was a warrior, if he had been inclined to peace, they Would 
hauc Corrtn'to any reafonable compofition: but lie, rather defiring to punifii them, made cruell 
waragdirift them: which was both redious and dangerous, by reafoil of the lakes and many ill 
pMges foi- his men itYfeuerdll places ofthat Countrey - foas he was conftrained to make ma¬ 
ny bridges and Other dcuices, with wood and timber, for his fouldiers to pa/fe. And ft> he ob- 
ihiHfitAtitjub* talried many victories, and fubdued the Inhabitants. And to the end that his Legions; front 
duedbj Seuc- thenceforth mightliuein greater fafety,and that the Piftsand Scots fhould not fo freely pafle 
tU5 * •' ' their bounds (as S a x'vvs 'Aniuri Vicr or and E v t r o p r v i report) hee com- 

manded^ ftrong wall to be made, which did crolfe the lie from fea to fea 5 which wall was two 

and thirty miles in length-wherein (asreoriceiue)hecdid but finifii or repair that wall which 
the Eihperour Adrian had made before: which truely was a work worthy the greatnes of 
s 1V B s his mirtde, and the mighty wealth of Rme, Which when hee at his pleafure had 
ehdedindike mariner as he had done all his other enterprifes; hisold grief did fo much torment 
him, that hedefired and fought means to end hisovvnelife: and,liauing raigned 18 yeers and 

stu«uttftrii months, he died in the lame lie of Brimny, . ' 

" "" " ThisEmpeVor was one of thofe which fought as many battels, and obtained as manyvifto- 

ries,as any other that cuer ruled the Roman Empire: for,heouerthrewand brought to Confu- 
ftOrtforedRomaftEtViperoiSjand many other Kings, and fubdued an infinite number Pro* 

* uiftd&'ahdCitiek. * He took fo good order for the preferuation of his t-reafure, and wksfti ifouc- 1 

tollS'atid greedy in gathering the fame together, that, notwithftanding his great' expepfes, and 
the 'irtfite greac gifts and rewards which he beftowed, yet he left more ready money- arid frea- 
futfcfo tesTrCafury arid Exchequer than any other Empefdrof hisPredecdfovs. He piedand 
t&ilitiii'iiltd tokiaty Regions ofCoMers, as there was no caufelo fear any* King of Jfariori in 
t(te WbMi -Hecleft in Rome Co great aboufidauceof wheat^lvineandbile,-as was fufficient (as 
S' p-IA N y s writeth) to maintain and vi^ftall the lame for Hue yeers.

Empire: which twa being borne of fetterMothers j As brother j oftentimes vfe to die, the.one : deadly: 
hating the other, fought one anothers death and Jeftru&iin, Bat CaracalJa, who was a tvariike that* 
and blofsdic) vnavleto endure the companj ofhis brother, who led the life of a rhilofophcr rather then 
ofatt Emperor : or t hat for his good parts he (hekll he fomueh beloned hj the Roman* people at he v>ds y 
fatting to kiUhimfeoretiywithpojfvn,iH the endfltwhimopentj th the tap of hit mother in farr,whifb wot Geta bis mb* 
ihtr i remaining foie in the Empire, And knowing himfelfe to be generally hated, he di/pofed ofhimfelfe to vifit iht 
Umpire: wherfoeuerhe came,hefought to imitate thefaflions of the countrie tshereitt he was , fmtettm.es aitjrmg hiirt- 
felfe after the Cjcrmanefafiion 5 then after the Greece: befdesthat he weald be tailed Alexander , and be reputed a* 
tiother Achilles, for that he had trauailed the countries of thofe Princes, He was very inhumane ana eruel/ytndfo diflio* 
Hcftinhtsltfeidihe/hamdtiottomarriehisflepmotker liilia, who wm mtthet to his brother Gtta, who alfo watfd 
Jhamelcffcattoconfent tofo wicked a mmiage. But they both ended accordingly as they deferred '.for the Emperor was 
flame by the praBice of M acrinus, at fuch time as he went to ea[ehtsbodu ; andfhe hearing the newes, falling into de« 

Jpaire killed her felfe, he hasting held the Umpire fix yeereii 

r v s being dead, his two fonnes, which he had by feuerall women^acf 
cording as he had ordained,remained Empet ours. One of them hee had 
by Marti a, which was his fir ft wife } and foe other by I vi 1 a, as is 
already laid. The eldeft had t6 name BassianvsAnToninv^ 
and the other Grta; both very yong men, and in vertuc farre vnlike 
to their father, ehiefly Bassianvs Carac alia which was the el- Baffianus^w 
deft: Although that in his youth being but a childe, hee feemed to' make 
bctrerfijcweofhimfdfe, tobcofamildecondition, arid of a good witte 5 hee profited very 1 tm ° 
much in learning (as Sparc x an v s Writeth) and therefore was muchbeloucd and great- 
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]y accounted of> but'afterwards, with bis y ceres, and the Empire, healrred his condition , and 
in crucltie not only furpafled his father,but any other crucll Prince ofall that euer were* as if he 
hadbeen borne at one birth with Niro. 

- As foone as hee was fworneEmperour in where he th&v was,(for his father carried 

both his fonnes with him, and his wife Iv t KAalfo^whichwas mother to the fecond Tonne) 

An^win vs Gaaac a ll a pradtifedwiththeArtnierochufehim Emperor alone, and 

^ to diiitiherit his brother Gita. But the men of wai re would not.confenr thereto, becaufe 

that idta >t a wascho/en Cs a r andiuccedor to his father by them* and Bas s ia n y $ 
Anjt ; o n in vswas nominated by his father Si v tiv $. Whereupon being out of hope 
tobring his ptirpofeitoeffeft, accompanied With his brother and mother in law, they agreed 
to cpn£rtoj?*»&f yind bidnghtivieh them thebodiedr a fhes of their father S n vn « y s. But 

thcregr^Ienilygvewfo many iealoufiesbetweene the; two brothers , that it was daily feared 
inmity between tfieoinc would killthe other jnotwithflandingthat I v t tx (as though flie had been mother to 
htibrother tHcm both) vfedi allpoflible meanes to haue pacified them, and to haue brought them to 

Gita, liuciouingly and like brothers together: w hich (he could neucr bring to parte, and To vpon the 

wayejfcherbf them did lodge ahd eare apart;' and cither of them flood vpon his guard , for 
feare of the other. Being come to Romo , they were recciued with great /olCmnitie, tri¬ 
umph and ioyj but in their palaces they tooke their lodgings apart, and each of them had his 
guarded particular officers from the other: and they neuer vifited, law, or Ipake the one to the 
other»excej)fc when they went tdthc Senate: fo £reat was the hatred which the one bare to the 
ot^eej,- v ’’ 

The fir ft thing theydid after their comming to itww, was to buric their father, whom they 
canonized for a Saint, placing him among the Gods,as the cuftome was todoe by thofe which 
were good Emperors. And feeing that occafion will often be giuen to readc of Tome Emperors 
which haue beenjdeified - in my opinion it fhalllnot be amifle,in this place to recite the ceremo- 
UwhAtmM- nics which were then vfed therein. The order which they held(rbeEmperor being dead) was 
SSw to artcjmble the Senate, to confider whether Inch an Emperour had deferued or were worthie 

tftperm. to be placed among the Gods or no; and finding him to haue been wicked, the Senate would 

not be prefentatthe ctremonie* vfed at his'f unerall: but if he had beenea good Prince, they 
all went in mournipgflttire todpe him honour at his cpnfeeration. The manner to confecrate 
him, was fir ft to buriehim without, any ceremonies j then they made his image of wood, which 
refembled a pale fickly weake man', which tjaey placed vpon a high fcaffold ouer theentring in¬ 
to the Palace 5 which image was clothed in rich attire- and on the one fide thereof, fate the 
Senate, and on the other fide the Roman Ma!:rons,where they continued from the Sunnc rifing 
Thefelite 6 j the vntill the euening, doing nothing btft groanc and figh.This order they obferued the fpace of fe- 
mim. uen daicSjin which rliePhyfirians cameand felt the pul fes of this Statue,fayingjhat the Empe¬ 

ror would furely die: at which words,they lamented and fctieched out. The fixt day the Phy- 
ficlans fatd that he was dead .‘then the mofl ancient men carried the image on hoi feback in a 
beere to a place which was called the old place 3 parting through'that way which was called 
riaSaqa, In this place was ere&edan edifice after thefafhion of a throne, with ftaires rounda¬ 
bout it, and vpon this throne they placed the Image ton the one fide of the ftaires were many 
children, which were gentlemens fonnes of Rome j and on the other, a number of yong Roman 
damfels which fung tome heauieand forfowfhi! fongs and ditties 5 and the boycs fung hymns in 
pxayfcpfthc dead Emperor. From thence they carried the Image with the beere to the field of 
* Um,where was another fcaffold made of mod drie wood,vpon which they placed this Image. 

Vpon that day peoplecamef/om all parts ofJtaly ro fame to fee the folemnidc : and euery one 
there prefent,was bound to caft vpon the ftaires, certain precious odors of fundrie forts. After 
this the Senators made fiiew of a skirmifh on horfeback - and after them the two Confuls gaue 
a turner vpon their chariots richly adorned, being followed by the moft ancient men in Rom, 
and thofe which had been Captains in the Watson foote r all which after they had gone round 
aboutthisfeaffold, m8kingfundric/houtesandexcJamarions,fdl to the ground. Then came 
he which did inherit and fucceede in the Empire, and with a burning torch gaue fire to this 
throne or fcaffold $ which, for that it was made of moft drie wood, in .(hart fpace was fee all 
on fire. 

But before any of thefe ceremonies were performed,the Senat prouided a great Eagle; which 
being fet bn that fide where the Image of the dead Emperor was, while as this image did burn, 
the Eagle was very cunningly let loofejwhich, according to her nature,mounting aloft into the 
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air e*,i;bje peoplCqfflid that it was the Emperois foule which flew to heauen, there to dwell 
anroogft the god* * s which H a a© i> i a tfv s idoth write at large in the hiftorie of thefc two 
Empe^urs. -Gtft a- the younger brother was of k more gentle nature: for fhewirig himfelfe 
mildoand courteous, he began to be generally well beloued ofall men. Anto nW s Ca¬ 
ra 3 Ajt .1 a was fowre, ahd wttuld be dheied for feare. Enuying the loue which he faw al men 
. bcare tp.h is brother jQ «;r A^ndthe reputation wherein he was held,he deuifed with himlelfe 
how he might fecrtfly kill him with pbifon,ori other wife howfoeuer: healfo fought to get the 
good will of thefPMWriaa Soluidiers giuiog them-raany-gift., doing them many f 4 uduis,and n.m,.... 
gmmg them leauc to do what they lifted. So as it was eafily perceiued,what manner of gouern- fwghtmewt 
ment t;here would be in the Empire,where were two Emperours with equall power and autho- V ut bit br0 ' 
Title, and fo contrarie in condition each to other. thatheing brothers theypra<ftifed and de- 
fired* each others death; and hjmactersof iufticc and gouernment were euer contrarie in opi¬ 
nion- and'for Captaines andgouernours which were to bemadc, each fought topreferre his 
friends and fauorites, and.did the like in chufing of Confuls and other Magiftrates ; And fo all 
things wfnt by fauour and in contention.. There were committed intolerable diforders and 
wrongs,eitherof them perfecuting the contrarie fatfion, without daring to pun i/hthofc which 
wereoftheiv own partie, for feate to make thein their enemies : whereof grew an vniuerfaH 
preiudfcctoall theprouinCcs , ahd generally to'the whole Empire. Wherefore to aUoide thefc 
troubles and inconuenienccs, fome pradifedto makea diuifion of the Empire; an d that A n- 
t O N p N; V S B A s s X A H V S fliould reriiaine in Rome and gouerne the Weft • and that Ghta 

ffiouldgpuernec 4 /iA&alltheEaft.ButfbistobJcasJittleefiecft;forIv 11 Another toG a t a 
hindred it, thinking to draw them to fome compofition and make them friends: andwhenfhe 
thought herfclfe to b.ciii the right way to haue brought them to concord and agreement,B a s- 
sianvs Car ao A.LtA (who was more proud andprefumptuous, and who in truth did 
fcorne his brother, as well for that he was his younger, as for that he gaue himfelfemoretohis 
book &to ciuill difeipline, then to Armes and cbiualriej hauingalwaies about him honed and 
learned men ) refolued to kill him in what manner foeucr j which he had till then attempted to 
do by fecret and coloured meanes,chinking with himfelfe that he was and ought to be foie Em- 
perouv.and could not endure any riuall or companion in command. And with this crirell deter- 
hunatipn,asthcy were lodged both in one palace, G1 r a being one day. with his mother, no¬ 
thing fuipefting any open violence,although hemiftrufted fccret pradices 3 B as sianys iuft 
at the time when euery bodic was at dinner, iuddenly entred his brothers lodging,and with the ^ brother Ge- 
aide of tfiofe which came with him, i lew his brother in his mothers Armes, before that he was m,hert 

able to put himfelfe in defence, or could be refeued. And hauing committed this detcftable 4rm * x 
murder-with the like furic and hafteashe had done this fa£t, he went forth at his palace gates 
compaffed about with his friends and feruantSi and/hewing great amazement, cried out, that 
his brother would haue flaine him, and hefaid to thole which faw him, that he bad efcaped an 
extreame danger ofdeath, but his innocencie hadpreferued him. And calling to his guard,he 
commanded them to conuay him ro his Pmorian Cohorts, where he might remaineinfafeae* 
for whileft he continued within the citie he flood in feare of his life. 

Thofe which heard him, not knowing what had parted, beleeued what hefaid: and both 
thofc which heard him, andbeard him not, followed him - and the people began to be much 
troubled to fee their Emperour,fo out of feafon, and in fuch haftc and manner go to the Camp. 

When he came to his Camp,where in truth by reafon of his former praftices,he was better be- 
loued then his brother.the firft thing that he did was to go to a place apart,where their enfignes 
and banners were, which they held for religious and facred • and then he began with great ex¬ 
clamation to fay , That he gaue infinite thanks to the gods for deliuering him from fuch and fo - 
imminent a danger. And the fouldiers flocking about him, maruelling at his fo vnfeafonable 
comming, heput himfelfe in the middeft of them,and with a huge voice began to implore their 
aidand fuccour,tellingthemthathis brother would haue flaine him;and being aflailed by him, 
wasrefcucd,and had fought,and God had giuen him The vi<ftorie,although with great difficul¬ 
ty - and that he now fled vnto them from the furie of thofe which would haue flaine him. He 
ipake and famed the matter with fuch efficacie,as the fouldiers beleeued him j and notwithftan- 
aing that he exprefled not fomuch, yet they plainely p erceiued that he had flaine his brother, 
as he gaue them to vnderftad;and incotinentlie he promifed them,feeing he remained foie Em- 
P er ^ ur ’. a ^ ie would beftow vpon them the accuftomed faupurs,gifts & rewards^and prefen- 
tlic lending fora mafs of money which remained of his fathers treafure, he diuided it among

Hee fought alfo to win the good will of other men \ 
of wane, (hewing himfelf veryaffabli? and fociable, helping them in perfon in their bodily ex- 
erciies i.e^tinganddt inking with them fuchthings as they did, and dooing many‘other thinos 1 
likea fouldier and a man ofwavre: whereby hee made himfelf beloued both of the oneand the 
other, although heforbarenot to commit fundi y cruelties, killing certain eminent men among 
them. .. 1 1 . d 

Hailing fet all matters in fuch order as hee thought good in Germany, taking his way towards 
rbracia, he paffed through Macedonia, where a notable folly po/Te/Ted him : for , heer hee made 
fhew to be much affedfed to Albxandhk the.Great,and to publifh his Noble adts • fen¬ 
ding coraraandement to eredt his ftatuein many parts of Home: amongft which hee fet vp one 1 
with two faces; tbe one refcmbling Auun.db /?, and the other himfelf, de firing to make 
others beleeue (himfelf being fo perfwaded) that he did very much referable him • and,becaufe 
hchad readthat A i b x a n d b.r's neck Rood a little awry towards one (houlder,he counter¬ 
feited the like: and fo within fewe dales, of an Almain, he was becomn a Macedonian inappa- 

rell, tehauidur and fafliion 5 and onefquadronofhis Army he commanded to bee called Pha¬ 
lanx (for-fo were they galled in that Kingdome) and fome of his Captains hec caufed to bee cal¬ 
led by the names offomeof Alexandb n’s Captains. Hauing made this (hew in G^rw.he 
took his way to wards x^ifu 5 wherehe defiled to fee the ruines of Troy ; and 3 feeing the Sepul¬ 
chre of Ac mu * S) another humour took ; him,which was, to refemble Achilimj fo 
as h^e feemed to trauell the Countries likea Player, with Comedies and making (liewes; at 
which his lightnes and in con ftancy,the Romans which were with him,laughing to themfelucs, 
were ipuch difeontented and afliamed. 

Trauelling through.^4 the Iefle, and thence into Sprit, he went into Egypt (ashe faid)tofee 
the City of esikxandrh, becaule Aibxand b r the Grear was Founder thereof; where lie

o But to retufrie to the Hiftorie ofhis life, it paffed in this manner j That comming from his 
inuaflbri agdlnfl: the Parthians, he flayed (ome daies in eMefifetamk : For, that countrey was 
very pleaiant arid commodious for hunting & other fpovts- where, within fewe daies hauing 
raignedfullfixeyeeres,he wasflaineby treafon. The manner whereof Her o d i an v s wri- 
teth, faying that he was much addifted to Mathematicians and Afti ologians, and gau« great 
credit vnto them land in all matters vfed their opinions and iudgements, and had in and 

with him all the Aftrologers that he could get } wherein hciefemblcd his father Sb verts, 
who did the like'. Being fearefuil of confpiracies, knowing what he had deferued • hee Cent to 
Matbrnvs wbowasthe greateft and moft confident friend he had, whom he leftgouernor 
of Rente, commandirighim fecrctly to afiemblc all the bed Aflrologers he could get , and de - 
matid ofthem what death iiefliould die ; and procure-them to giue their opinions, whether 
any confpired or pradized his death or no. M a t b r n v s did what the Emperor commanded 
in the footeofhis letter, arid with great hade anfwered him (either faining it, or being fo ad- 
ueitifedbythe AftrologersXthat Macrinv s which was hisPrefed, arid with him in Me/a- 
fotanm, went about to kill l^im, and therefore he (liould in any cafe prefently difpatch him j for 
fo did the Aftrologers aduife him. Which letter he fent fealed, and made it vp amongft othef 
letters , to be the mot e (ecretly conueyed. The whole packet was deliuered to the Emperor 
as he was going into his chariot, to runne for a wager with other chariots; which was a kind of 
fport, wherein hetook much pleafure, and was greatly vledin thofedayes. And hee, for that 
he would not giue ouer that which he had prefended,gaue his letters to the faid Macrinvs 
to reade, and afterwards to make relation to him* of the contents thereof. Macrinvs rea¬ 
ding all thefe letters, met with that wherein B as sianv s wascounfcllcdtoputhimtodeath.* 
whercathe was muchaftoniflied; and concealing that letter, made relation to the Emperor of

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all the reft. And donfidering With himfelf,that hee which wrote that Letter would doubtiefle 
write another, and that length he ihould furdy dy 5 he rcfolued firft to mutther the Erapeiour: 

’ and, ruminating vpon the matter, he bethought himfelf of a luftie ftrohg fellow, a Centurion 

of the Emperors guard, called ;M arti ax l * who, being difcoiltcnred,murmured againft the 
Emperor, and fecretly hated him, for that he had caufed a B rother of his to be (lain,and he him 
y. felt.was ill-intreated and di/graced. Macrinvs, conceiuing this man to bee/it for his pur- 

pofe, after fome other difeourfe tould him,diat feeing he had oportunity to kill the Emperor, 
, being euernecr vnto him hauing charge ofhis Perfbn, hec ought to reuenge the death of his 

Brother, and then flee to him j who, with others ofhis faction, would pi otc& and defend him 
againft all fuen as might leek to offend him. 

Some daies after M a c k i nv $ had laid this plot, it hapned that the Emperor, comming 
from a Temple wherein he had been ,neer to a City called Carr os , and riding finally accompa¬ 
nied towards the City, withdrew himfelfout of the way bebinde a bulb* to doo fuch things as 
' nature required j with one Page with him to hould his horfe, thereft for manners fake beeing 

withdrawn. Whichwhen Marti all perceiued, being one of them, faining that the Em¬ 
peror had called him vpon fome neceflary occafion, he ran haftily vnto him5 and,before he was 
perceiued, ftabbed him in behinde,whereof hec prefently fell down. dead. Sparcianvs 
iht JtAth tf faith, thar, coming to help the Emperor to horfe, hee ftabid him in with his poiniard ; and that 
Bafli anui Ct- Ma rtia 11, returning to take horfe from which hee was alighted, by little and little with- 
raealla. ^ rcw himfelffrom the company: but the Page bringing newes of the Emperors death, he be¬ 

gan to fleefo faft as his horfe could r,unne; but could not make fuch (peed, but that hee waso- 
uertaken by the Germane horfemen of the Emperors guard; who prefently flue him.. 

The death oFBassianv* being vndcrftood by thofe which accompanied him, there 
grewa great tumult among them, not knowing with whom to be angry: for, as then it was va« 
knowne by whole order hee was (lain. And., they approaching to the dead body of the Empe¬ 
ror, the firft that came to haue aided him, was Macrinvj j who, weeping and lamenting, 
Itemed to bee very forrowfull - no man fufpe&ing him or any other, all men concerning that 
Martiali. had murdered Basstanv* vpon paflion, and for fome priuate reuenge. 
TakingthcEmpeioursdeadbodytheybumtit,accordingtothecufllomc then * and, putting 
his alhes into a pot, they fent them to his wife and mother-in-law I v n a, who was in ysfmt- 
htt who being in delpairpoifoned her felf : and fo they both had fuch ends as they deferued.

By this aforefaid it appears more cleer than the light, how variable and inconftanc all things 
are in this world: and that there is no other firm and liable dominion qr kingdome,but the fer- 
olitlxfwb uiceof God r whereof the faithfull Chriftians in thofe daies had efpeciall care, and fought no 
ommAnd, worldly dominion,Magiftracics nor Empire, but to liue holily and vprightly j and lo, condem¬ 

ning the world, attained the eucrlafting Kingdome of heauen. But thefe vnhappy Infidels for* 
bare not to commit any cruelty or trealon whitfoeuer, fo as thereby they might gette the fu- 
premegouernment and command, although it were but for three dates, God for their fumes 
permitted (for the example of others) that by the fame means whereby they obtained it,by the 
fclffame they commonly loft it; being either put to death by the fword, or elfe by treafon, as 
they had done by others. And, that whieh is ivorft of all, together ^virh their bodies they loft 
their miferablc loules: in fuch fort,as isfaid, it hapned to the Emperor Macrinvj, who 
died in theyeer ofyeer of our Lord 220.

He was fain by hit fouldiers * who,bee ah fe they,could not cafihiminto amt/t 
filthy ditch, trailed him through the fit ie, and threw hint into theritter Tiber, he hatting held the empirefor 4 certain, 
timet the truth whereof it vneertain^ritendofo much differ j and hadfuch a death at hit filthy life had deferntd, 

A c mi wvs dyingashedeferued, Antoniny* Hb« 
l i o <3 a * a 1 i. v s, without any eontradi<ftion, Was made 
Emperor s who in truth proued to be fuch,that in Hifto- 
ries there ought no memoriall to bee held'of him, nor 
mention to be made of his life j to the end* that if it were 1 
poffible,none /hould knowc that (uch a motifter hade* 
uer attained to the Ma jelly of the Romans Empire,if 
we had not.already written the liuesjof Gal ioylV 
N b r!o, Vi t b ll iv$, Co m mo o va , and fuch o- J 
thcrsh.Butas oriedndthe fame-ground commonly pro¬ 
duced vnholfome hearbs full- of-poyfon, and Which 
kill j and likewifo good and holefomh, which hcale, and 1 
fcedethbdthlheepeandferpOnts i So in our Hiftorie, 

in recojmpencd of thefe wick«i Princes, we will bppofe 
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V S, M.A VRBLI v S,and (in part) Sbptimivs Severh. who were Angular Emperors 
and gouerned the Empire with great vvifdome and equity .And fo the vices of the one are to be* 
laied open,as well as the vertues of the other, to the end, that if any Prince of our rime /hall 
read their Hues, he may fee how abominable and deteftable their a&ions were 5 and fo, efdievv* 
ing the euil,and making choice of the good,may follow the fame ; and may confider how filOlt 
a time thofe cruell and vitious Emperors raigned, and what /bamefull and fatall ends they had: 
and how thatthegood liued and gouerned longer time,arid ended their daies in peaceand q U £ 
et, dying their naturail death:except fome which were murdered by traitors, to vfurpthe Em¬ 
pire. 

But, coming toHBLiooAUALvs: when he had obtained the vi&ory,and that Maori- 
hvi was/lain, and he chofen Emperor, hee wrdte the molt louing and kinde Letters to Rome 
that could b edeuifed. But the Senate and people of Romedid hardly digeft the newesj for, they 
would rather haue had Macrinvs : but, daring to do nothing to the contrary, they yeelded 
obedience to Hb l i o gabaivs • of whom they prefently conceiueda good hope, for that 
which they heard ofhis gallant feature, and ofthe good conftitution of his body, and for the 
names fake of A ntoninvs, which in Rome was exceedingly much beloued and re/be<$ed 
In the beginning of his Raign (by reafon ofhis yong age) all things were ordered by the coun- M j 
(ell and direction of his grandmother M s s A ,and herfauourites: who,caking order for all mat- 
ters in the Eafti determined to come fpeedily to Rome with the yong Emperor which fbee put 
in execution • bur was driuen to ftay longerthan flieepurpofed 5 by reafon of the winter which Il0 £ abaiul * 
was very rempeftuous. Wherefore Hie wintred in Bithyula- where he began to di/couer his wic¬ 
ked inclination, giuing him/Hfito moft odiousluxurie: and apparelling himfelf in fuch attireas 
was far vnfit foran Emperor, and feeding on moft delicious farc,hegaue himfelfouef to all fen- 
fuality: which faults his prudent old grandmother endeuoured by fpeech and good admoni/h- 
ment to reform and amend s but/hej>reuailed nothing. Being comn to Rome , hee was moft fo- 
lemnly receiucd; where he fpent the whole time ofhis Raign in fuch manner, as wee haue no¬ 
thing elfe to write of this Emperor, but ofhis abominable vices .-which Were fuch that I nei- 
thercannor will defcribethein for the filtbinefle thereof. The firft thing hetook in hand after 
his coming to Rome.was.To build a Temple to his god the Sun, orHniocABALVs, whofe HdWataias 
Priefthee had been in Phoenicia. Hee procured that the Chriftians (whofe number at that time 
Was infinit) ihould alfo hould that for a T emple, and therepihould vfe their ceremonies, make 
their piayeis, and doo their deuotion to Christ. But it pleafed not God to permit that P*** to the 
the Sun, being a creature, /hould in worlhip be made equall to the Creator. He (hewed himt Smit ' 
felffo effeminate, and fo addhfted to women,' that.the firft time hewentto the Senate,he caried 
his mother Syhiamira with him, and took order that her opinion ihould be demanded in 
all caufes } and that from thenceforth /hee ihould.bee prefent when any mattei s of importance 
were determined: a thing neuer feen, that any woman vntill then had any voice in the Senate 
of Rome, After this, hee made a Chapter-houfe or Senate apart; where women ihould meet taste of 

and confult, what apparell and attire the Roman Matrones /hould wear. And,, proceeding to wmtnm . 4,u 
a far more Ihamefull practice, he commanded certain Stews to be made in his Palaces,ofcom- Hdtoga?4w/ 
mon women, for his friends and fauountes. And, delighting himfelf fo much in the company 
offuch, he commanded vpon a day all the women that could be found of that nameand life to 
beaifembled together; and hee, clad in Womens attire, came intotheplace where they were, 
and made a very fetand ftudied Oration vnto them,- calling them Commilitoms • a word vfed by 
Captains to their fouldiers when they would doo them honour, by calling them their fellows 

and companions in Arms. The matters which there were treated of,were inuentions & means 
how to pradtife their filthinc/fe and abomination: and thither he brought with him ruffians and 

bawds, which were his Brokers in thofe deteftable a&ions and affemblies. In truth, this Hir 

l i o gabaivs was fo deteftable in all manner of vices, that it cannot be fufficiently ei/pref 

fed. He was fo great a fpender, and fo prodigall-in his attire, and in the furniture of his. houfe, 

in his fare and diet, and his other follies, as that which is written of him feems incredible.: He* 

s o d 1 a n v s and A b l r v s Lamprisivs write his life s wherein they recount moft 

lfrange matters, hefides what other Authors.rep.ort of him. AH his ftudy and care was To de- ik'prodifilitk] 

uifehow he might fpend exceffiucly, and to finde out.fuch.dainties arid delicates ^s neuer had 

bin thought of. He neuer fate but among fweet-fmelling flowrs,mixed with Am her, Musk, and ' 

other moft exquifire fweet odors; neither would he cat any thing but /hould be of an exceffiuc 

price,and fought means to make all thofe things which he did eat to be moft coftly. arid vfed to 
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%, that that meate had no tafte, which was not dearc boughr. He attired himfetfe in cloath 
ofgold and purple, fee with pearles and moft precious ftones : and euen on his ffiooes he wore 
(tones of ineftimable value. The chamber wherein he lay and all his palace, was fumilhed with 
cloath of gold,bluer, and of (like, • and his beds were of cloath of gold, of bluer, and office 
coueted with Roles and fweete flowers 5 among which were Itrawed many jewels and pcarles’ 
And all the way whereupon hee (hould let his feet,betweene his chamber and the place where 
he took horfe or coach,when he would ride abroad,he made to be couered with the powder of 
gold & bluer: for he difdained to tread vpon the earth, as other men did. All his tables, chefts 
chaires,and veftcls offeruice for his chamber, epen to the bafdt offices, as clofe ftooles cham* 
ber-pots, and fuch like, were all offinegold. He madeno account of wax light, but had in his 
hall and chambers great lamps, which in fteed ofoile burned moft excellent Balfame.brought 
from todca and ^Arabia : and euen his very vrinals were made ofOiiyx and other moft precious 
ftones. His expences were fo infinite and fo exccffiue, as no Kings reuenewes in the world 
were fufficient to defray the charge thereof, but his onely: for hedeuoured all the reuenewes 
of Spainc, France, Africa, part of Germanic, italic, England, Sicilia , Gw/4, ^djia, Syria , Egypt, Ara 
bia, and of all the Hands and prouinccs of the world • and yet all this was not fufficient but that 
he endured want, by reafon of his prodigious expences : for he neucr ware any one fute ofap- 
parell twice, being fuch as wee haue faid. His fingers were euer full of rings. and thofe which 
he had had on ce put off, he neuer ware any more: and fo in plate of gold or bluer, he would ne 
uer drinke twice of one cup: which heegauetohim thatferued and attendee! on him that day 
And the very Bathes wherein hee did vfc to bathe himfelfc, muft be new built, and furniffied 
With perfumes,and moft precious odours • and after once'bathing they were to berhrowne 
dovvnc: fo as they built new Bathes continually. His mattcrefles and beds were neither of 
wool],flocks, nor feathers j but of the downe growing vnder the wings of Partriges. He made 
certaine feafts in Rome , which were the greateft and moft fumptuous that euer were : and hee 
gauc to the citizens and fouldiers a donatiue and diftribution of money and corne, to an infinit 
value. After the feafts and lacrifices were ended, he gaue to the people (as Hbrodianvs 
reporteth) great (tore of plate,gold,bluer, and other iewcls 3 which truly was the caufe whv 
they endured this deteftablc man the thelittletimeheliued in theEmpire, for the debreof 
ofthofegifts and benefits which they enioyed by him 5 asalfo for that his grandmother, being a 
moft wife and difcrcete woman, fought by all tneanes to reforme his voluptuous fenfualitieand 
rioting, and to procure a good order in the gouernmm; But there were great oppreffions in 
the prouinces • and the barbarous nations inuaded the frontiers of the Empire. For he gauc all 
offices and places of charge vnto wicked men,which did accompanie him in his abominations 
and by their counfell he was gouerned ; fdr,depriuing all good and vertuous men from all 
charge, he lent them into exile. Among which his fauorites, one whofe name was Z o t x- 
‘ CVS was fo priuate, and in fuch fauour with him, that he was held as a Lord ouer all the reft. 
This mans counfell was as a law vnto him,and by his direction all offices and Magiftracies were 
fold • and he made C onfuls fuch as were the fonnes of flaues, and men of moft bafe condition. 

The like order he oblerued in the chufing of Generals and Lieutenants, giuing thofe charges 
vnto bafe and bmple men: for which and his other vices, notwithftanding that they made be- 
nefit ofhis prodigality, yet both the people & foldiers began to wilh his death, fo as he was of¬ 
tentimes in great danger. Which when his mother & grandmother perceiued,they perfwaded 
him to adopt his cofin germane At e xu n vs,and to makehim his companion in the Empire 
who was the fon of M a m a A his mothers lifter,which he performed according!y,and A l E x- 
i a n v s was called At exandhrSevuvs*Aibxand b Rafter the name ofthe great 
A t E X A H B * K K. of Macedonia 5 and S b v b r v s after SaPTiMiysSiiVEnn, erandfa- 
therto Hel ioo ab tv s. ° 

This young mani wasfovvellindiiied, and fo well bred, that during the time his Cofen 
led a wicked and infamous life, hee fpent his time in learning, conuerfinfe with learned men 
anctfuch as were good and honeft , and exercifing himfelfc in Aimes and in fuch othe* 
practices, as were fit for a Knight and a vertuous Gentleman, and fought excellent ma¬ 
tters to mftru(ft him mall thofe faculties. Wherefore, all men, concerning good hope of him, 
began to louc and afte< 5 t him • and the hatred which they bare againft Hhuooaba- 
i vs dayly encreafed. Which hee perceiuing, fought meanes to kill Alhxianys, or 
at the Ieaft to depriue turn of thenameof C ji % a r, and his fucceffor ? But hecould notef- 
fea it , by reafon of the diligence vfed by his Grandmother in proteftinghim: andalfofor 
x that 


that the men ofwarredeerelyloued hitri 3 . but vpon a time they would haue flaine H e t f 
6ab a l v s for that caufc,as he was walking in a garden: where he efcaped by hiding himfelfc 

in a corner, fo as he was notlccne / and through the entreatie of A li r i 0 C H , AHV s w howas 

his Pretorian Prefect, the fouldiers returned to their Campe, where remaining in a tumult and 
mutining,they threatned himi and vpon compofitiori,they required that H u i o a a b a j, ts 
(hould put t rom him, certaine vicious and wicked per/ons which were very priuate with hifn 
and which fold and gaueofficesfor bribes; and afterthis manner difpatched the bufinefs which 
mdn had with the Emperour. They alfo required that certaine of their companies might haue 
the particular guard of A ia x a n 6 e* S a v fi x v s, to the end that H e lio ga a a lys 
fhohldnot kill mm ; and that his fauorites and familiars {hould not conuevfe with him. for 
corrupting him with their euill conditions : all which demaunds were prefently putinexe¬ 
cution. ■ r .

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MnaHvV the Vices and Icud conditions ofthis wicked Empeiour were fuch; as in thatkinde, 
ridhJ either before or after him was to be compared with him : wherefore I will not fpend any 
lonaertime in fo bad a fubka-, for the reft of his doings were fofflthic and abominable, as they 
Sermay well be written.neither ought to be publilhed, and fo could not long be endured:

Lam p r t d i vs,and He r od ianv.s report jfo many excellencies of this Emperour, that 
ofncceifitielmuftneedesmakefomelitfjeftay,asonapleafingfubie(a.; Firft, he was much 
affeded to learning* and hauing excellent wien for his maifters and tutors, he was very skilfull 
in all the liberall/ciences : for he was agooei Mathematician,and did prefedlie vndcrftand the 
rules of Geomeci ie. He was much delighted with Mu(ick,and could paint and carue very well* 
and had good skill in Song: but he neuer fung but in fecrer, in the hearing of fome of hi$ cham¬ 
ber.

aduice • notwithftanding that of himfelfe he was of fingufov judgement, and fo wife, as noioah 
could deceiue him.

and excellent Lawyer,and ofa good & holie life,by whofe cwunfel he did d-iefely difpofe of all 
matters in his gouernment i although that at that time there were ofhiscoimfell Fab i vs 
Sab iny s aiuftand Vpright man, who was called the C a to of his time i and with thefe, ;

Wherefore the firft thing that Alexan db k-Szv b rvs did, wash .reform ail |he j 

offices and magift^acies in his owne Houfe and Imjieriall Palace,difplacing aiid difcharging ^1 j 
wofevitious and diflionefl: perfons which.. H a t i.o 0 * b a l v s i had eftabliihed there j 'nftfiher 
would headmitany man to his fertifoe,o» to any office in hishouie s that was not ariiidneffttoiAnj 
arid of good fame and behauiour. Tlieilike hecidiclby all the' Iudges whiclv FH j. t ,q 9 
iv * had made; andalfodn the Senate and in thd order of Knighthood, hbd^ftoredtb; their 
Offices arid dignities thofe which vnjuftly had beendepriued.-Heobferuedlb good ariilj^^rid 
order in his gouernment, that all matters ofjufticdwfire to bee determined by men learned in, 

the 
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the lawes i and matters concerning the warres were managed by wife men, and fuch as had ex¬ 
perience therdn } and by fuch wife old men as were well read in Antiquities and inantientHi- 
ftpi ies. Finally, heCneuer gaue any charge to any man either for fauour or reward , but for dc- 
Tert and fufficiency onelyj being thereto chofcn by him and the Senate-. 

He heklanothercuftomc which in my opinion was very commendablethat when hce re- 
folued to (end to any City or Prouince a new Gouerner, hee gaue them to vnderftand thereof, 
tnafcfng his name knownc to them before hand; to the end, that ifany man could except againft 
him why he ought nor to be preferred, another might be prouided 5 but the allegation muft be 
jjuft and true; otherwife,they were grieuoufly punifhed who did falfely flandcr or defame him. 
This cuftome it may bee he learned of the: Chriftians of that time, who chofe their Priefts and 
Bifhops by voices, for their vertues and good works j and in no cafe he would permit, that any 
Office 6fjpftice, of what kinde foeuer, fliould be bought or fould • and he made diligent inqui- 
ry thereof, and did rigoroufly puni/h the offenders; for, laid he,He that buyeth his office,muft, 
ftfll jufticejand I cannot endure merchants of charges and offices: for, if I tolerate them, I can* 
nor afterwards condemn their doings 5 and Ifhall be afhamed to puni/h him rhat bought, feeing 
Ipermifted him toibuy. 

Befidcs all this, he was a moftftuere puni/her offtchludges as took bribes 3 and vftd to fay, 
that healwaies bad his finger in a readineflcropull out that Judges eies which wasparriall, or 3, 
receiuer of bribes & rewards 5 wherein he was fo extreme, that, among other Senators, one co¬ 
ming to do him reuercuce who had bin accufed thereof,he cried out aloud, that Arabinvi 
(for, fo was his name) did notonely Iiue,but houid him for fcnfelefleand of no worth, feeing 
he dared roappearin his prefence, A Ifo they write of him, that he, feeing an vn juft Iudge, was 
fo troubled therewith, and choler did fo much abound and oucrcomc him, that itinadc him to 
vomit. To the contrary,he did greatly honour thofe Goucrncrs and fudges which were good; 
tthd, When hepafled through their Provinces, he took them into his litter or chariot with him, 
ahdbeftowcd many fauouts and rewards vpon them - and, the better to vnderftand the truth 
cohCei ning theft men,hevftd Angular diligence and care, the manner whereof was this: Hce 
had certain fecret and vnknowne chofen honeft men,which diligently looked info the dealings 
of Magiftrates, 1 and fought to knowe the trutfoof all that pafted in all rhe Prouinces of the Em- 

8 ire, Which care I would ro God the Princes of our time had; for, beftdes that juftice /houid 
i&tbe duely exeebted, they fhould knowe the good from the bad: and then they /houid bee 
informed of many Injuries donein fccrcr, which for fear are concealed by rhoft which endure 
therh 'fo as the ttiii h ncuer comes to light, and the errors and abufes are feldomepunilhed. 

S s Vi r v 1 defired alfo that good Iudges, Gouerners and Magiftrates.fiiould remain long 
in their offices and charges } and did vfe to fay,that it was not a fumcicnt puni/h ment to depriuc 
[an euill Gouerner of his charge, but to giuc: him mod ftuere puni/hment; yea euen to bereauc 
himoflife. When hee fent any one to fuceeed in the place where had been a good Iudge, hec 
fthtrof'hini to giuc him thanks in rhe nameand behalf of rhe whole Common* wealth, and be- 
/lowed rewards vpon him j as, pofteffions, beards of cattcll, and corn, wit h many other things, 
Aafbi 5 money, he gaue bur little: for, this Prince although he was very liberally ct was he no* 
thibg ptodigall;and the gifts which he gaue werefor the moft part fuch^oods as fell tohimby 
iCOhmcatidn,and by order of law and juftice, and fuch things as became void by iomc .mens I 
Which died without ifluc or heirs, andfo felt to him. But of his money he was cuer very 
for, hevfed to fay, that the publique rents and reuenewes ought not tobe.fpent, but iri 
•puMquc Buildings, in the warres, and in publique oceafiofts 5 and not vpon the Princes Fauo- 
'ritesknd Fatnillats; and fo both within and without Rome he built mod fumptuous and ftatcly 
t?dlfic& Of Palaces, Baths, Theatres, Courts of Audience, and many other. He abated the or- 
Idirt'afy charges of his houfe, and reduced it to a conuenient order, abolifliing the fbperfluout 
Expends of his Predcceflors. He apparelled himfclf decently, but not codly, andneuer ware 
Sniyijbtecioiis flbHes or jewels, neither wou ld he haue any in his chamber • ho uldingit for a va- 
hltyythac a thin of fo fmall a quantity fhould be of fo great a price. His diet was ordinary ,nci* 
thetddicious liorCodly. He was a great feeder; for, he had a good ftomach, not that he took 
afl^'d^Iight'thef eim In drinking he was very temperate, and neuer exceeded mediocrity. And 
althdugh’hewefe very carefull of His publique Rents* 1 and the Reuenues of hisExchequer, yet 
h&fleuef hictchfedthb /ame[neither inuenced atiy new impoftcions • but rather mitigated and 
limited thofe vyhiidh H s l 10 0 u a tvs had impofed: foas in his time the third part of the 
fribufetvas notpaid,aswasin Ihe time of his Prcdcceflbrs. Healfo reformed the coins ofgold

ged or endamaged any man,; He punilhed all offenfes ordinarily, but without ci ueltv- and a

Ujlhjifgtftbc iOufdgc and very polirike, whofe name was Ar -r ax rrxhs, took Aimes and rebelled, and by 
Verfiw. Ij'tJrfo’ahd little grew to be very powerfully and commingtoabattailc with A rt a b a n v s,he 
dliykhrewand flew him,and made himfelfe a might.tc King. And fo he againe reftored the 
Kifigdbfoe ofthe Perfians, and defeated, the kingdome ofthe Parthians:Which the Romans 
were neuer able to doe. And he gaue it: out, that he would reftore the kingdome of the Perfi- 

ans to their ancient power and greatnelfe rand not content herewith, he began to inuadc the 

borders of the Romane Empire, in felling the countries of Syria and Mefopotamia. Thefe newes 
being brought to Aiixandbh, who- was then in Rome, and had therein raigned three ycers 
in’peice, exceedingly bejoued of all men 5 and hauing intelligence of the power and forces of 
this King: duly confidering thereof,and holding the a&ion to be very honourable, he prcfently 
With all expedition made preparation for this war re, and went himfelfe in perfon into Kjlfix 
with an infinite number of men of warre. Huodianvs writeth, that he firftfent his Am- 
bafladors vnto A r t a x s r x h s, requ iring him to containe himfelfe without the bounds of 
the Empire, and loiiiic in peace with him. Which requeft Artaxbrxh s~(fceing him- 
felferich in treafureand very mightie) would not performej perfwading himfelfethat it was an 
cafie matter for him to become Lord of all Kjdfia.

FirA.he maintained ftich iuflice in his Army, 
andfofeucrely punifhed theft, robberies, violences, iniuries and mifdemeanors committed 
looJor&Hd- by his fouldiers.that his Campe feemed to be a very well gouerned Gitie. He was very cave.

And fo,leauing all part? ofthe Eaft in pe-ace and quiet, he returnedto Rome^ where hee en- 
tredin triumph with greater folemnity and pomp than euer any had l triuniphccf before him 5 1 
his chariot being drawn (to the wonder of thebehoulders) by Elepjiants which he had taken: l 
and all the people and Senate of j?aw/blefled him, and receiued him with vnfpeakeable joy.

S b V fa Vv s was twentie nine yeeres, three moneths and feuen daies old when he was mm> 
thered,ahd had raigned thirteeneyeeres and ninedaies.His death was more lamented in Rome 
then euerWas any Emperours before him j and all the Cities and Prouinces of the Empire 

were extremely grieuedthereat. Inthistoannerwas this moft excellent and vertuous Prince 

flaine by treafon, who neuer had commanded any man to bellaine, in the yeere of our lord 
2^7. Andalrhough that we readefhathe was married, yet wereade not of any children that he 
left behind^ him.

abound, which corrupt good cuftomes and manners, and vertueis fupprefled, and men liue itl 
danger both of life and goods. And in the time ofa good Prince and Gouernor, all thefe de¬ 
fies are repaired: forithe iuft raigning, the wicked amend and become vertuous/ For (as the 
Philofophers fay) Such as is the Prince, fuch will be thefubie^s: fo he which prayeth for a 
good king, may be iuftly faid to pray for the benefit of the whole kingdome: For it dpth often 
times plainly appeare, that the diligence and induftrie of a good husbandman doth mbreauaile, 
then the fem]itieofthefoile:andfo we fee that fome places which are barren, doe abound 
with neceflaries to the vfeofmans life 5 and to the contrarie, other places which are moft fer- 
tiljtfirough euiii gouernment, become wild and ouergrown with weedes, yeelding little profit, 
i Andfo hiftories, and experience doe teach vsj that in time ofgood and peaceable Kings, men 
grow rich and mountto eftates and dignities : And in'time of troubles and calamities which 
happen when the Gouerncment is in the handes of Tyrants, many men lofe their eftates and 
liues, and fometime their Soules,by their meancs, and all things goe to confufion and out of 
order. 


But comming to our Hiftory, the good Emperour S e v b r y s being dead :as he had neither 
fonnenor brotherthat might challenge theEmpire-and Maximinvs being the chiefe man 
in the Army, and of greater power then any other, they all agreed ro choofe and fwearehim M^iminus 
Emperour, willingly yeelding obediencevnto him, which they ought not tohaue done ; for <ho/<n£n r m 
hee proned wicked, cruel!, and couscous * notwithftanding that he was old and loden with 
yeas. And bccaufe that this man was of a goodly ftature, and came to the Empire by 
great aduenture,I will briefly declare the fucceffe of his life,which I prefume will be a pleafing 

This M a x i m i n v s was the fonne ofa man whofe name was N i c a a, borne in Gotland, Maximinus hi 
and his mothers name was Ababa, of the nation ofthe Alanes, which iiued in a village in /»»?. 

Tlmeia j fo as of either fide he defeended of barbarous nations: and he afterwards grew to be fo 
tallof ftature,ashefeemedtobea Giant: for (as I v l 1 v s C apito unvs report eth) he 
wseightand a halfe Geometricall foote high 5 which is twofooteand a halfe move then we 
feeany man ordinarily to be in thefe daies. And as,he had a great bodie, fo had he all parts ther- 2 SS» 
ofproportionableco his greatnefle: for he had a good face and was very faire, with great full 
eyes; and was fo extremely ftrong, that a care heauily laden, and which two oxen could hardly 
moue,he would eafily draw and turne at his pleafure ; and with his fift he brake a horfes leg: and 
(asIvMvsCAPiTouNYs faith) ftriking a horfe in the chap with his fift- he brake out all ttST/T*\h 
his teeth; and with afpurne with his foote, he fplit him in pieces: alfo with his fift hee brake a 
(lone, and with bis hands cleft a tree, and did many other things, which were they n’ot recor¬ 
ded by very true authors, would be.accountcd fables. And befides all this, he was offo great 
courage, that he was neuer knowne to ftand in feare of any thing, and was naturally fierce, 
prowa and prefumptuous, and made no account of any mail. His bringing vp when he was a 
hoy, was in keeping of hearts (for his parents were poore, and liued in the countrey) and after¬ 
wards his minde increafing with the ftrength of his bodie, he came to the Romane Annie to 
feeke entertainment to be a fouldier, and to follow the warres : where by reafon of his great- 
nefle of body and his extreme ftrength, he was foone knowne, and admired of all men, which 
wasintheraigneof Sbptimivs Sbvbrvs, who was father to Bassi any t and Gi- 
U.Capitolinvi writeth, that Sbptimivs S b y e r v s being in SorU with his Max j' n J‘ nu >^ 
Annie, celebrating the birth day of his fbnne G bt a, with many fports. (which was a thing fmlbUlsm 
much vfed in ancient time) and giuing the winners for reward iewels, collars, bracelets, fouldi- *? e 
ttsgirdlesjandfuch like things j Max iMiNvs,who was but newly come torhe Army,and unuu,Seutru ' 
could fcarccly fpeake the Latine tongue (which was then the vulgar Romane fpeech) came 
before the Emperour, and intreated him to giuehim leaue to try himfelfe in thofe exercifes. 

The Emperor mcruailing at the vnmeafurable proportion of his perfon, and feeing him io faire 
and well proportioned, granted his requeft; but vpon condition, thathe fliould not encounter 
a contend with any Roman fouldier, but with fuch as were water-bearers, andferuitorsofthc 
Ump, amongwhich were many very valiant and ttrongmen. Maximinvs comming to 
handy gripes with them, ouercame 16 of them which were of greateft ftrength, and fought out 

tor thatpurpofe, without refting,or oncetakingany breath,not being raoued by any ofthem: 

or which viftorie, the Emperor caufedfome jewels offmall pricetobe giuen him, butnotany 
uchas were vfually giuen to thefouldiers ; and commanded alfo that he fhould receiue pay 4 
and be entered m the muftcr role to feme as a fouldier.

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_ Maxim i n v s. ____ 

Vpon a dayrheEmperorridingto view his Camp, heefaw this Maxim in v s (who w « 
yet but a raw fouldier) out of order j wherefore he willed a Coronell to call him into his rank, 
and to inftruft him in the duty that he ought to obferue in the wars; and M a x r M i n vs,mu* 
gining that the Emperor fpake of him, came before him, and kneeled down at his feet. The 
Emperor, defiring for his paftime to fee whether he could l unne well or no,fpurred his horfe, 
andgaue fundry turns in the field j and feeing that Maximikvs euer kept cuen with him, 
and that bis horfe was tired, and he running afoot (hewed no figne oFwcarincfle, hce rained his 
hot fe, and asked of M a x r m i n v s whether he could wreftle; whereto he anfwered, that he 
would wreftle fo long as it (hould pleafe his Majefty. The Emperor,maruellingat his (Length, 
made choice of certain of the ftrongeft men in all his Army to wreftle with him j and M a x r. 
m i n v s, without breathing or any refting,ouereamefeuen of them. Whereupon, S a p t j. 
mivs Sevbrys commanded a collar of gold to bee giuen vnto him, and certain peeces of 
filuer, and made him one of his guard, and commanded that hee (hould attend in the Palace; 
and by this means he came to be much eftcemed among the Coronels and men of warre. And 
he daily increafed both in ftatureand ftrength: for, when he came to the Camp hee was buta 
boy. andfometimein wreftlinghe would ouerthrowe twenty or thirty of the ftrongeft men in 
the Army: and in battels and encounters he euer bare away the prize and chiefeft honour, per- 
forming rtrangc things. Wherfore Sbveavs fauoured him very much, and ga ue him good 
places and charges in the wars. He did eat and drink according to the proportion of his body, 
or rather more: for, C a p i t o l i n t s writes,that he did daily yfe to eat 40 pound waight of 
fte/h, and to drink a meafure of wine which contains about 6 gallons of our Englifh meafure. 

Sbptimiys Seybrys dying in England, as we hauc faid, heferued his fonne Anto¬ 
ni n v s B a s 11 a 11 v s, and was a Coronell, and had other offices and dignities in the wars. 
And, after the death of B a s s i a n v s in Syria, he would not feme Macrinv s,becaufehe 
held him guilty of the death of his Lord: but, returning to the village wherein he was born,Jic 
there purchafed certain pofleflions, and liued there fome time in reft, vntill M a c r i n v s was 
dead, and that the yong vitibus Hbiiooabalvs came to the Empire. Atwhichtimehe 
came to Rome, as to the Con of Bass 1 an vs, and nephew to S b v b r y s,both which had bln 
his Lords * imagining,that he (hould haue been as much refpe&ed by him, as hee had been by 
them. ButHHLrooABAivs more regai ding lafeiuious and difhoneft men, than fiich as 
were of worth and valorous, he found with him no fuch entertainment as hee expe&ed. For, 
when hee came to kiffe his hand, Hblioqabalvs (aid vnto him; Maximinv s,itij 
tould me thatin wreftling thou art too hard for twenty or thirty men : I would gladly knowe, 

whether fhoudareft in amorous aflaults encounter as many women. Which fpeeches didfo 
much difpleafc Maximiny s,that he would prefentiy haue abandoned the Court j but that 
certain of Heiiooabalvs friends (for his honors fake)ftaid him: for,they held it afiwrac 
to him, that one which was held to be the moft valiant and ftrongeftmanofhistime (and who 
for that caule was by (bme called Ackhu s,andby others A1 ax)/ hould not be entertai¬ 
ned in his pay to ferue in his Army. And fo there was giuen him by H b 11 o o a b a l v s the 
leadingofeertainfootmen. But Ma x i m in v s, abhorring and not able to endure the beha- 
uiourofthis effeminate Emperor, in allthe time of his Raign after that time, neuer came into 
his prefence; fomtimes faining himfclfto be fick, and other times feeking occafion and means 
to ab/ent himfclf j vntill the good Aibxandu Sbvbrvs was made Emperor after the 
death of H b l i o o a b a l y s * and then heereturned to Rom : where Sbybrvs rcceiued 
him very gladly,commending him highly in the Senate j and made him a Coronell and Com¬ 
mander of the fourth Legion ,whichhehadraifedofnewfouldiers. Maximinv s accepted 
the charge,and performed hisduty fingularly wellin the wars o f Germany, where hee {hewed 
great proweffe: by means whereof, ana of the gifts which he vfed to beftowe vpon his fouldi¬ 
ers, and of the Emperors fauor, he wan fuch honour and reputation with all men, that Al ax¬ 
le n d e r (as we haue (aid) being (Iain by his fouldiers,he was by them created Emperour; and 
fome write, that he was one of thofe which conipircd his death. Of fuch force is the defire of 
rule, that men forgetting the duty and loyalty they owe, and the benefits they haue receiued, 
praftile notable vil/anies, and commit horrible treafons, to the end they may raign and com¬ 
mand • not remembring,that by what means they obtain rule and dominion, by the felf fame 
they commonly lofetheirgouernments, and are throwne down by the fame means that they 
mounted.. c 

After that Maximiny* faw himfelf an Emperor j as he was naturally proud and fierce.

Thecruelty of Max i mi n ri did principally extend it felfagain(l fuch as were rlchi ahd 
j e § r ' ean ^*uthotieyjstrhom hee intreated very ill, an'dforveiyffight occafionsput 
them to death, and confifcated their goods ■ which the common people little regarded • fort 
Ihe richareeommon y odious and hatefull to the bafer fort, and to fuch as arc poor. On the 
ther fide, he cunningly held himfelf in thcjoueanldgood liking of themen of.war, for, hefidei

But 
following thewars he went out otHmtpru into Germme -, and, making moft cruell war afcainft 
the Germans (hauing in his 1 Army thoih fduldiers Which Ax ex a no an S*T..«y..h»d 
left, being many, very wellttained, and of great experience) the number hee lncrealcd j fo as 
with them he Wan many battels,putting all to fire and fword where hee came, fppihhg.all that

Hauing pacified all matters in Oemmk, ftas hefound no more refiftanee 5 bp reafon -of, iv ra .

pointment ofAuxANDBR Sbvhrvs, who was M a xi«i n v s his Predece or s y 
whom, for his deferts and vertues, hee was greatly honoured and efteemed :for, Oooia- 
n v s was a vertuous and moft temperate man in all his anions. Hev^asamanof atalUtature, 
rather inclining to be fat than lean, and of a goodly prefence. His face was high-coloured, rc- 
prefenting great authority. He was in his fare and diet (as in alt other matters) very temperate; 
and was learned, and much giuen to the ftudy of Philofophie. He was married to the daughter 
of s B r TIM t V S S E V B R V S, and by her had fonnes and daughters, and by chance had With 
him when he was chofen Emperora fon,whofcname was alfo Gordianvs 5 who hadbifl 
Conful; and was held in great honour and reputation: whom they alfo chofeEmpcror together 

^hcfouldfei'sand the country-people being aflembled together (wherof, one M a v r i c *, a 
Decuiion was chief & fir ft motiue of the matter) they entred tumultuoufly into Gordia- 
n v s houfe; who,not thinking ofany fuch thing,in the beginning was in great fear and trouble, 
conceiuing that they came to haue flain him : but after that hee vnderftood wherefore V 
Gordiartu*came (for, they tould it him) he vtterly refufed their offer, excufing himfelf by reafon of hisi ow 
fufid the empire a a e . But they came fo refolute, that not withtading his oppofirion, yet hee could not other- 
wife chufe,but he muft accept ofthe Enfigns,and title of Emperor-, which they gaue him, toge¬ 
ther with his fon. G o r di an v s , although he were therto compelled,and accepted theico 
again# his will: yet he prcfently wrote with all fpeed, giuing the Senate aduertifcment of 
etc<ftion,andhow he hadconfented thereto,and accepted of the Empire,that he might free tn 
fame from the cruelty of Max i min vs .Hauing publifht the fame in the cityof Tifdra,wnctc 
hee was chofen Emperor,hee took his way towards Cmbdge ,with the magnificence, Enlignes,

,G o ,R. n. i an vs, who was nephew to Old Gordianvs : and fo there was afodaine altera- 
tion in aft things, for there wasagcnerallfeareand confufion. . altera mnwM . 

> The Senate confidering then in howgreat danger the citie was, and what might enfue by 
reafon of the great power of M a x i m i n v s s they made great preparation, writing their let¬ 
ters info a)l theProuinces 3 commanding thatal thofe gouernours which were placed by M a 
i m i N vis jftiould be difplaced,and therewith alfo they proclaimed G 6 r d i a n v s for Em- 
perour. This order and direction (asHBioDiANVs writeth ) ih the moft part of all the 

Prouinces was obeyed,and in the moft of them they flew the gouetnois fet there by M a xi m t- 
uvs. And in fome places they did the contraric, killing or apprehending the meffengers-fd 

as cuery where was bloudfhedrfbr the crueltie of the Emperour had made al men ci-uelh Wheri 
as the newesofthat which happened in Rome and Africa came to Maximinvs(Capi- 
to t in ys writeth) he was therewith#) troubled and enraged, that he cried out like a man 
diftempered: and running his head againflithewals, he rumbled in thefloore, rent his cloarhs, 
and made many, other fhewes of furie and paffion. 

This fit being paft, the next day he aflemblcdiiis whole Armic, wherettj hemlde a fpeechi 
complaining to them of thetreafchqrieof the Africanes,and ofthe lightnes and inconftancie of 
the Romanes, proubking them all he could tp bereuenged; arid making great promises aftured 
them that they ifhouldpofleffe the goods of all thofe.which had offended. And when he had 
ended hisoration, he prefentlie gaue them their ordinariepay with great aduantage, ffiewin<* 
himfelFe very bountifull; fo as they all promifed to feruc him faithfullie, notvvithftandidg that 
many among them hated himdeadlie; In this manner vfing all poffible diligence, M A i i M i- 
n v ,s directed his iourney towards Rome, with the beft fouldicrs, and the greateft prouifion of 
munition he could, with intent to aflwage his wrath, by the execution of bis extreme crueltie: 
and fo he began to march; not fo faft as he would, for the great number of men,of cariages, and 
° a ?g a g e which wentwith him,and wantofvi^uals: for all the cities (being rifenagainft him) 
had put all the vi&uals and fruites of thecarth in fafe keeping. 

While as thefe things pafted in Gernitnj and Rome^ C a i* e. l i a n v s , who was Gouerriout 
ofthe Prouinces of Numidia, and Matirifam ip Africa, rebelled againft GordiAnvs, afwell 
for that they were auncient enemies*, as for that Capuianvs wau very great friend vn- 
foMA x r k r n vs \ and had been fettled there by him: who,as foone as he heard that thd 
Go R d i a n s were chofen Emperours, put thofc Legions which were Vnder his command 
mordcr,leuying theretp the jgreateft forces he could,and took his way towards Carthage againft 
whom came yong G o r a n y S , with all the forces he could IcuieC the old man temaihing 
m the citie in great care and feare of that which afterwards followed ) and thefe two Armies 
loymng battaile ( which was very bloudie ) G a p b 11 a n v s in the end had the vi$orie,and 
Go R i>i an vs was ouerthrowne and flaine: for the greateft part of his people were Bifoniom, r A °. un z . 
orraw fouldicrs, arid: not accuftomed to the warres. The father heating ofthe death df his SI?"* 
tonne; ahdiofthe Ioffe ofthebartaile/ecing no hopcofrelicfe,and the victorious eneiiiiedt the 
gates of the citie/iVith the girdle which he ware hunghimfelfeiand fo died he with reproach & J»doldGot~ 
oifhonprably ( hauing a few daies enioyed the riame ofEmperor) who had lined fo'urefcore tiSnnM 
yeeres very honourably & in greatreputation.And Capbiianvs following his viCtorieem 
tred Cortb 4 ge;wh cr c he flew the principal ofthofe which efcaped from the batcafle-and robbed 
m i n J. templet,(hewinggteat crueltie both within the citie, & abroad in the countrie • 

roDbihg & lacking towns & villages,in colour of reuenge for the wrong don tb M a i i td i n vs; 

ffieking 
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fccking by all mcanes pofliblefo pleafe-his fouldiers, with adefii e to make himfclfe Emperor, 
The fame of this aduencurecame fpeedily to Rome : wherewith the : Romanes'wereincrcdi. 
bly troubled and perplexed, to fee themfelues depr/ued of the fauour and fuccour. which they 
hoped^for from G o r d*i a n v s and his ionne. And knowing that M a x t m iIn v $, came 
like an enraged lion againft them (for redrdfe and remedie againft fo great a daunger) -the Se* 
nate aflembled in the Temple Of I y pit e R ; and after many coufultations held betweene the 
principal& bcftexperienced men ofthe citie,they choftM ax ihv s Pvp i bn v.s^andCivd. 
Mtxinrut Pa. Pi v »B a l b i n v s for Emperours; both which had held great offices, and had been valiant 
pienmMd Captaincs and gouernours, and liued with great fame. And to pleafe the people which con- 

SSm 1 ' noc co th ‘ s election , the Senate named young Gordian vs, nephew to that G o«. 

EMperouis,^ d Ian vswho hanged himfelfe in Carthage, Cisar, who was his daughtcrs(bnne,and of the 
Gordimusik age of eleuen yeeres. 

GordTanus Thcfe two being created and fworne Emperours, and hauing taken the Imperial! robes and 

mrf*Cjc£ar. enfignes, they leuied the greateft forccsthat in Rome and the borders thereof they were able, 
Maiimvs PvpiENvsjWho was the wifer and more fufficicnt man, left the citie, to make 
head againft Maximinvsj who with great hafte and f urie came to wards Italy, and had con. 
ceiued incredible ioy, for that he was giuen to vnderftand of the death of G o rdian vs and 
ofhis fon^and of the vittorie which Cape l i a n v s had obtained againft them : butaftet 
that heknew of the.ele&ion of the new Emperours in Jfow/jhis rage and wrath redoubled* And 
vnderftanding that Pvpirnvs came againft him with a fufheient A rmie, he put his troupes 
Maximinus in order- and hauing paffedthc Alpes,cntring into Italy, where he thought to haue found great 

cmtditdj. plentieof vi<ftuals, hefoundallcleanecontrarie : forallfuftenance was carriedaway,and thofe 
places and townes which were not fortified, and able to defend themfelucs, were abandoned 
and left defert: wherefore the fouldiers for the hunger and want which they endured,began to 
murmurcandtofpeakciUofMA x im invs jand hepunifh.inglbmeofrhemforir s grevvhate¬ 
ful! to all. 

Drawing neerc to the citie of K^iquilcM, which hee made account to enter without difficulty, 
he found very great refiftance: for befides that the citie was very populousand rich,there wctc 
within it for the defence thereof, two Romane gentlemen, which had been Confuls; the on! 
was called C at s p invs, andthc other Minrfilvsi.- who had in fuch fort furnilhed the 
citie with men and munition, that Maiiminvs with great difficultly paifing the riuer, and 
encamping himfclfe beforeit, gaueavery cruellaflault, in which much people died of either 
fide: but thofe which were within,defended themfelucs fb valiantly, as he was enforced toal* 
ter his determination, to raife- his fiege, and to retire. While as Maximinvs lay before 
J^a/hf4,and P vp i bn v s with his Army marchttoward him,Pome endured a great affliftiohifoi 
theregrew a contention betweenethePretorian fouldiers and the people of Rome, abouttwo 
fouldicrs which had bcene flaine by two Scnatours, whofe names were G a t l i c a n v s and 
M b c b n a s. And both parties taking Armes, there were (laughters and cruelties commit¬ 
ted,the like whereof hauc bin feldom heard ofifor the city was fet on fire, & a great part there¬ 
of burnt, thenew EmperourB ai b invs not being able to quench or ftayirrwho feeing that 
he could not redreffefo great an inconuenience, retired himfelfe to his palace. So as whofoe- 
euer (hal wcl confider hereof,(hall finde that the three yeeivrs tyrannous gouernment of M a » 
i m i n V s ( for fo long it lafted ) was the caufe that the citie of Rome and the whole Romane 
Empire were neuer free from war res, tumults, robberies, murthers, and all manner of calami¬ 
ties. And he (aslhaucfaid) lying before , preuailing little by the aftaults which hf 

gaue, by rcafon of the great refiftance made by the befieged, and wanting vi&uals ( for P 
n b n v s, and the Senate had commaundcd all to be carried away out of that territoiie, and 
the borders and marches thereabouts ) and ioyntly herewith his fouldiers daily hearing 
' that all the Eaft had reuolted and rebelled againft him, by letters (ent from the Senate of 2?<ww 
With this feare and For the fecret hatred which the old Romane Souldiers bare again ft him, 
they agreed to mutine and to kil him • feeing that Jto/w(wherein were their parents,their vviues, 
children and kinsfolkes) and alfo chat all Italy was enemie vnto them, and had proclaimed them 
rebels. It happened that Maximinvs and his fonn e one day about noone vepofing them* 
feluesin hisTent, the fouldiers and many others with them, came very 1 boldly to his pauilion, 
Mnximinus and without any refiftance fievv him ; the like they did by his fonue , faying. That ofahcuill fo 
Z'lciJlT cou * d ncucr P roouc S ood whelpc 5 when he had raigned thcee yceres, , and was fixtieand odds 
■rent " 1 "* yeeres old ; and his fonne nincteene, and fomewhat mere. His death wasapprobued by all ths 
*' ; > . Armir: 


Army.: and as foon s as it was knowne in the City of t^Aquileia, they opened the ports, and be! 
came all friends. They fent the heads of this tyrannous Emperor and his (bns,to Rome where 
withvnipeakeable;oy they were receiued; and bytheway they carried thennb P vpi b n v s- 
who was in RAuema. This hapned inthe yeer of our Lord 246. 5

Fcer the death ofMAxiMiwvsjMAxrMvs Pvpihnvs & 
ClodiysBalbin v s,withoutany contradi<ftion continued 
Emperors; which (as I (aid) were fb already created :and P v- 
pi r n v 5, who then was in Rattcwa, with allfpeed went toexf- 
qmeia, to content the Army which MAxiwiNvshad left 
thei e j where,by thofe of the City and of the Army,he was with 
great joy receiued, (worn, and Obeyed : andhepaied the (ouIdL 
efs, and gaiie them great revvards^nd afterwards difpatched and 
fent tfie Legions very well contented to their Prouin ces anti pla¬ 
ces where they vfed to remain. And himfelf came to Rome with 
,, - fome companies of Germans for his guard , by reafon of the dif- 

coid between the Pretonan fouldiers and the Citizens ; who, vnderftanding of the death of 
Ma x r«1 n v s, padffedthemfelues,and vyent with the Senate to receiue B a l b i n v s into 
neEinpir.c,and G o rd ianys for C js. s a R,asis aforefaid: andfo they were moft/olemn- 
iy entertained. And being cbmn into the Senate, befides the ordinary acclamations, bletfings 
J nd Whiles, in remembrancethatthefe Emperors were created by the Senators, they vfed 
uch hkcfpeechcs: Princes, wifely chofen, rule accordingly 5 and thofe which are chofcn by speuhesyhA 
vmvjiemen,and(uchaskn6welittle,inlikcmannerendtheirdaies: wherein they feemed to 
n o tethemen ofwarre, who made choice of Maximinvs; Which fpeeches the Pretoriail 
louldiers took in fo ill part,that they prefently began to miflike and to be difeontented with the 
Kai^i or Pvpibnv 5 and B a lb xnvs 5 and they held thcmfdues for (corned and difgrai 
ced, in that the Senate(hould feem to triumph ouer them,and to haue taken from them the au- 
wonfy to make Emperours: fo great was their pride and ambition, that from thence-foorrh 
they not onely wifhed 5 but praiftifed the death of rliemiboth 5 who gouerned all things ttiofl ex-r 
ceuenHy and prudently, and made very good and ptofitable lawes and ordinances - and into all 
, rou / n f cs where nccd squired, fent ordinary Legions, doing juftice to all men indifferent- 

y,gready honourmgjbe Senate;and generally to all men (hewed themfeluesgentle and cur- 
tcous. But all this fufficed not to set the good will of the fouldiers: for,vertue and goodnes doi 
not pacific the hatred of the wicked - and by fo much their enuy & malice the more incrcafcth, 
y ow much theyfee thofe whom they hate, exercife thcmfdues in vertuous and good a<fti- 
£1 J 1 that ? S th °f e 3ccirrfcdmen in time ofpeace were not fo much efteemed, neb* 

h^Hiad the liberty to hue fo didolutely and Iitentioufly ,as in the time of warres; all their care 
ndftudietherefore was (alrhoughthey did diflembleit, and keep it fecret) how they might 
Without any danger to themfelues, kill thofe ^Wo vertuous and honourable odd Princes, Pv- 
»i a N v s and Balbinvs. Whereto, the emulation, jealoufie and contention^ between! 

thefe 





y thefe Emperours,although in fecret, opened the way to their determination j for Bauihy, 
held h'uhfclfe for farre more Noble and of a more ancient houfe.and family, then Pvm. 
n v s: For it was three hundred yeeres or little leffe fince that his anceftors came from the life 
mnUimic- 0 f Ca [ (S in spaine> with the great P o m p b y ; and being made citizens of Rem had Iiued cucr 
EZTwpup- honorably and richly .-and therefore as Pvpi envs < was but of a new rifen family, hee made 
ienu*. account to be more regarded then he, and difdained him. And P v * r e n vs notwithftanding 

that he was a newer citizen and lately rifen ;yet was he ofgreater courage, very graueandfe- 
uere, and had held many offices and magiftracies; which with great valour and wifedomc he 
had diichargedjand therefore was of opinion that in true nobilitie, which wholly conGfbethiti 
the vertue of theperfon,hc did far re excell Bub invs. And thus their vaine preemption 
coft them both their Hues. Notwithflanding that they flood vpon thefe points * yet they no 

way forgat ought that might concerne the good government of the Empire. Thefe two wife 

Emperors agreed betweene themfelues , to goe the one into the Eaft againft the Parthi- 
ans 5 or to fay better, the Per/ians, which ruled in the Eaft,as I haue already declared, andby 
meanes of the ciuil difeords part, had entred the bounds of the Empire, and taken certain Ci- 
ties: And the other to the warres of Qtrmmc. And as one day all the whole Citie was bufie 
in beholding certain games and paiUmes which were made, with them was alfo the greateft 
part of the Emperors guard and houfhould jfb as they remained in their Palacesimally accom¬ 
panied, without any miftruft or fufpicion of any trecherie. Whereof the Precorian fouldiers 
being aduertifed, they came with great furie fully armed in order of battaile,towards the Em¬ 
perors Palace: Which when Pvpisnv slvnderftood, and that they came to kill him, hee 
commanded in great hafte the companies of Germanes which were his guard, to be called; 
the which ti uely had beene Efficient to haue defended them. And he alfo gaue Bauikvi 
to vnderftand thereof, de/iringhim to doe the like. But B a t b r n v s entringinto a fond fuf« 
picion,that Pvpiinvs fentfor his guard to haue done fbme thing againft him, did not only 
leaufc that vndene which was requefted at his hands, but hindred it, fo as the guard was not 
called. By which meanes the Pretorian fouldiers had oponunitic to enter the Imperiah Pa¬ 
lace in fafety; and there finding none to refill their furie, they took both the Emperors and 
The e mptms difpoy ling them of their Imperial robes, vfed the poore princes with all kinde of villany, as (f 
Balbinus And they had been two theeues 5 carrying them through the midft of the Citty towardes their 
bytfaVmoriM Camp ; But hearing that the Almaincs came to refeue them, they flew them vpon the wayj 
fntUkrt. leauing their dead bodies in the ftreetes. And the yong Gordianvs meeting them by 
chance (who, as we haue faidbefore,at the requeft of the people was chofen C j a a.) was 
by them hailed A v o v s t v s and Empcrour. And they crying to the people faid t that fee¬ 
ing thofe two Emperors were dead, which in defpite ofthem were chofen by the Senate; 
they Ihould now receiue Gordianvs for Emperor, which they themfelues had defired 
■< 3 ordunus to be made C je s a r j and fo they went to their lodging leading the youth with them^whojfCt 

p-ocUmedBm- W as not fully fourteen yeeres old. 

The ^j maines a f ter vn derftood of the death of P v p 11 n v s and B a l b i n v s , feeing 

there was no hope to refeuethem, returned to their lodgings, which was in the fields neere to 
Rime. And fo thefe two good Emperors ended their liucs,hauing raigned two yeeres; and in 
rewarde for pacifying the Empire and deliuering rhe fame from the tyranny of Maxim i- 
The word* «f n v *, thefe bafe rafcalls murthered them, which PvpraNvsfas faith Ivttvs Camto- 

bXTAX* M N v s) did before Prognofticate: for when they were chofen,he faidto B al* xmvsj Te/f 
tbeynwh- mcBAuiNvj, whatgood /hall wereape, if we kill this accurfed cruell beaft Maximi* 
fen Emfcrourt. N v$?B al b i n v s anfwercdiWc fhall win theloue of the Senat,& of the people of Rme,m 
generally of all the world. It is true quoth P v p 11» v s, but I feare me we fhall incurrc the 
hatred of the men of warre, and that it will coft vs our hues. Which hapned as we haue deck* 
red, in the yeerc ofour Lord 242.

The Emperor GonDiANvsAvovBTvs,tohis Father,and PretorianPrefe<ft,greeting, 
If the Aim jghrie Gods had not defended and protected the Roman Empire,I had truely by this 
time been deceiued,and fold by thefe wicked and difhoneft men: for] now know, and do very 
well comprehend, that I ought not to hauegiuen the charge of the Romaq. Cohorts 'to Fa, 
11 x, neitherto S er ap i o ofthc fourth legion: And becaufe I will not recite all my errors, 
I acknowledge that I haue done many things that I ought not. But thinks be to the Gods, that 
thou guiding and inftrufting me,which daft nothing for couetoufnes or reward,I haue learned 
and vnderftood many things, which being Ihut vp in my palace with my feruants, I Ihould ne- 
uer ha lie learned, neither was it poilibleforme to haueknowne. ForconRdera little I piijjy thee 
what I could do, being blinded, and fold by May r vs, who was confederac with Gvndu. 
Nvs,REVEftBNDVsandMostxNVs; fo as whatfoeuer they commended or reproued, 
trufting to their judgement ,1 pi efentlicaccepted and allowed.The truth Father,That Prince 
js very infortunate, who hath not about him thofe which may plainely tell him the truth: for, 
as the King cannot be among the people, neither can he know what palTethand what is faid, of 
neceflitie he is to vnderftand it by the relation of thofe with whom ne is conuerfantj and accor¬ 
ding to their information, good or euill, to gouerne and difpoie ofall matters. God giuc thee 
health. By this letter is confirmed that which I faid ; and how that the good counfell of his fa¬ 
ther in law, was of great efficacie to make him a good Gouernor. 

In the beginning ofthe raigne of this good Emperour, there were fecneccrtainefignes and 
tokens in the aire, and vpon the earth, whereby many men did prognofticate that his raigne 
fliould nor long continue. The firft was fo great an eclipfe of the Sun,astfie day feemed to be 
turned tonight: foas euery where the people kindled lights, thereby rofeetodothcirnecefla- 
rie bufmefs,fo long astfie Ecliple continued. And, about one yeere after, there was fo great 
and terrible an earth-quake in a manner through all theprouincesof the Empire,that many ci¬ 
ties and townes were deftroy ed, and fome were fwallowed vp by the earth, which did open in 
many places. This being part, and the Ioffes repaired in the belt manner that could bee,G o *. 

dia mvs departed from Rom towards the wars of Per fin, with great prouifion and infinite 
fummes of money to pay thefouldiers which he carried with him, which were many in num. 
ber, and exceikntlie well armed and trained: for he had as g^od an A rrfiie as euer had any Em- 
perourj and marching ouer land from Mil) to paffe the (Height of Helltfiont >be, tookhisway 
through Mifsta ^tp Paythe Gotbes and othernationswhich cam,edown.e with intent to haue inha¬ 
bited Tbraciacagainil which heobteined fome vi< 3 ories,and left'thofe provinces free from trou¬ 
bles ,and in peace. Hauing paft that (height, he marched with his Armie through Serin, and 
came t’o the citieof ^itttiech which the Peifians had taken, ah/d fought fome batrailcs with the 
mightic Sapor King otP<rJi* } who fucceeded his brdthef ; A r t a x- b r x h s in that king¬ 
dom ‘ Where obteining fome notable victories, he rccouered the citie oFromthencc 
he went further, and conquered the great chics of Cdrrds, andJVi/ibe : forbcingteirified with 
thefil'ft battailcs, S a ? o a was in fogreatfeare, as notwitrhftanding that hehad.leuieda very 
fufficient Army,yet he not onely durft not fight with Q o r d i a n r * j but leaning the faid ch 
ties and others,he retired himfelfe into his kingdome^bandoning the limits and confines of the 
Roman Empire, In this Wfu re all things were gouerned and managed by the counfell and di- 
re&ionofM i s 1 r h i v s, G o i d i a n t «his father in Iaw,whowashis Prefetfand captainc 
generall twho gouerned all things fo well.that he failed notin anything • and fo by his counfcll 
and valour Go rdiantj obteined many vitfories : and the Romane Armie proceeded/ 
being cxcellentlic well inftru&ed and trained, afwell in the difeipline whichapperteinethfo 
fouldiers, as in all other things which were requifite for the warres. ^The like happened mil 1 
other matters, which were expedient for the good gouernment of the wholeEmpire ; for he 
Was fa good and fo wife a man,and therewith the good inclination and difpofition of theEtnpe^ 
rour didifb.concurre, in whom wanted no fufficiencie nordiferetion forhisage, thata/lthe 
time ofhiifdigne (which were fixe yeeres ) the Romane Empire enioyed peace, reft, andall 
happinefs. And while asall things were in thiscftate,M isithbyj feli’fick and died.* Irn* 
vs C Aprro tut v's writeth, that he was fecrerlie poifdned.byP n i l ip, whofucceeded 
him in his charge,and was afterwards Emperour, and who alfo was the caufe of the death and 1 
mine of the Emperour Gokd i a nv 35 who as /bone as M inr we v swa^ dead, made

this barbarian was aduanced by Goad 1 ah vs to that high dignitie, hepraftifed howhe 
/nightpbtaine the Empire for himfelfe, and fought by all meanes to win the good will ofthe 
ibuldiers, and to make them enemies to Go rdiawvs. It happened that in the Armie was 
great fcarcitieof vitfuals} which was done by the fecrct practice of P hi Aip : and thefouldi- 
ers imagining the negligence of Go r © iamv s to haue been the #mle thereof, determined 
to make Philip cquall with himin theEmpire, andthathe^ouidbeaahis tutor and gouer- 
nor: which thevertuousyong Gordian vs patiently endured;^ For fie coiild not with- 
flandthe audacious determination ofthe fouldiers: and Phil i p, Teeing himfelfe equAli with 
him, became prelently fp infblentand audacious towards Go r d i a n v r (by reafofi of his 
young yeeres, and the fauor of tfie Armie) as he began to commaund all; as though fiee had 
been lole Emperor. But Gordianv s bqingvnable to endure this difgrace (for great and 
Noble mindes can hardly fufifer themfelues to be defpi/ed and oppreffed), a/Tembling the Ar¬ 
my, complained openly to the Captainesandfou!diers,ofthc pride and-ingratitude of Put-’ 
l 1 p, calling to minde the benefits which lie had befto wed vpon him, and fought to perfwade e 
themtodepofe him from the Empire. r ; *> 

Phi lip feeing this, letting all ftiame apart, aflembling together fuch as were of hisMiJ ( 
on, and feeking to get the good will of all then, brought his purpofe to fo good ifTue, as the mi- 
ferable Emperor G ordianvj being abandoned, was brought to fuch extreraide,as he fent 
tointreat Philip , that if he would not permit him to be his equail, yet at the leaft that he 
would be pleafedto allowe him the dignitie of C a s a r : which feeing he could not obtaine 
he defir ed that he might be his Pretorian Prefefo Which beingalfodcnied v hercquefte^him 
todoehim thefauour,that he might be one of his Captain^ Colon g as hcfhould fiue. -Xofhis 
hislaft petition, his cruell minde feemed to yeeld : but afterwardsconfiderind homrnycL 
Go.r dIah vs was beloued in Rome, in Africa, and in all the other Provinces, as welffqfhis 3 
natural! vertues, as for the nobilitie ofthe houfe from which he was defeended, he trommanded ‘ 
himto beeflainc. And this was the end ofthc Noble and Worthy yong Emperor G o Rd-jI* 
uv s • who raigned fixyeeis: foure alone, and two in the company of P v ns n v s i 
jiNV SjititheyeerofoUrLorda^.andihthetwentithyccrof hisage. ' • 

G o r »1 a k r t was of a pleafant and very Noble condition,of gentle bchauiour,very ftuli- 
ous, and giuen to learning -fo as they write,that he had in His Library threefcore and two tfioh- 
fand Bodks. He was infinitely bcloucd ofthe Senate and people of Rmc> and generally-of 

nations ofthe Empire, and no lefie by the fouldiers and mchofwar, who called him their foil. 

Although in thi* (hort fodaine fui ie jafter the mannner of beafts they murthered him by the 
procurement, pra&iccand treafon of Philip, .yet their furie being part, they made him a 
fepulchre in the confines of Whereupon they wrote this ihfeription inefie Eatittt, Perft-

couer the honour which He had loft. But that warre ended before it began, without any 
breach of peace; for the Perfians promifed to reftore the Prouinces without warre or any 

°*P°h i l r p hauingnowraignedtwoyeeres(andathoufand yeercsbeing expiredfinccthat 
%ome was foundcdT/He commanded ccrtaine leads and games to be made, which they called 
;,0 Secular, whichfeas it were) to celebrate the birth day of Rcme ;which feafts were made m 
tome cuery hundred yeeres. Yet concerning the time there were many opinions• and fome 
Emperors cclebratc|ihcfe feafts and fhewes before their timers,the Emperour C tAVDivs 
before remembred. Bnt the truth is,that they were called Secular, for that they cou d be made 
butonceinamans whole life time. Finally, they were the moft fumptuous and folemne that 
were made in tome : for fo did O c r a r i v %■ make them, and Ciavdivs alfo, as 1 naue 
faid. And afterwards the Emperor Do mi t i an y s, although heobferuednotthe iuff com* 
put^tpn of the yeercs, as did the Emperour C l a v d ivi, but followed the account^ A y-

When P hJi i * vndferfoti h^tgof.W wasmuthfioiibled: and in great fcare complaihed 
totheSenate,oftheingrat|tudeandprcf^mption of Marin vs. Some write that Dec i vs 
was there prefent: who being a man of great wifHom Sc experience, very Nobly defcendcd.and 
was after wards Emperour, did comforcaijdencouiyge him, aud perfwaded him not to bee 

gneucdtherewith: for (quoth he ) M a r i n v s his prefumption will ihortly cod him very 
deare, which happened foindeede: For, within fewe daies after, the fame Armie which had 
cnolcn him, being difeontented with the manner of his carriage toward them,wcre as ready to 
bereaue him of his life, as they were to make him Emperor. } and accord ingly flew him. Which 
newesbeingbroughtto Phili p, ahdheiemembr/ngwhat Dec iys had faid in the Se¬ 
nate, gaue him the charge and command of the Armie agajnft the Goches and Scythians, with 
agreatencreafe both of men and munition, and of all thin? s neceflaric for fuch an enterprifb* 

D b c i v s as a man of experience and diferetion, and fufficienily able to difeharge that office, 
came to the Army: where within fewe daies all chefou!diers,as well for the worthindfe of his 
perfon, as alio for that they flood in feareof P h i l i-p for thofematte lately pafl, refoIued D 
tomake him Emperor j and foindeede By force and againft his will they made him to take the E 
e/iiignes, name and dtgnide of Emperor.. ^ 

When Dh civ s law himfelfe aduanced to fo high an cflate, he praftifed a cunning policy, ^ 
vmch was thus j He priuilyfentafecretmeflenger to tell Philip to he had accepted the 
title of Emperor, beingperforceconftrained thereto, as was well knowne - but held no man 
tor Emperour but Phi lip -and that he therefore fhould not be offended : for he did affure 
ninii, that as foone as he could poffibly get any libertie, he would renounce the Empire. This 
e did to the end that Philip fhould take no care, nor make any fuch preparation agaitlft 
/»m,as reafon required 5 and finally, to temporize vntill that he might encreafe his power, 
andmake himfclfeabletodefend his caufe. But Philip (whether lie gaue credit to his 
lpeeches orno) forflowed not his bu/inc/Tc, but determined with himfelfe to repofe ho truft in l] 
any other Captaine, butto goe againft him himfelfe in perfon: and to that ehd leuied many 4 
new troupes, and fent forthe ordinary legions out offundry Prouinces, threatning and fwea-

A »idfo departed from Rmc> commanding his men of warre with fuch choler and in fuch hau-

mies. For, all Writers affirme, that morally this D s* 
civs was an excellent man, and was endued with ma¬ 
ny vertues and fufficienciesfhee was very wife and dif* 
creete,and of great experience, and had held many offi¬ 
ces and dignities hee attained to the Empire*, 
which he obtained not by fauor or any finifter meanes $ 
butfor his de/ertsand goodnefte: Andfogouernedthe 
lame wifely and vprightly ,'with lingular- equitie and 
; - authority. The like he did in the Empire, during the 

(mail time he enioyed the fame .*and aboueall,he was a raoft politick, valiant and excellent 
Captaine • fo as he might iiiMy haue been numbered among the good Emperors, if he had not 
(as an infideil) perfecuted the Church of God, and all Clmftians,with moft barbarous cruelty} 
fuch,as the like thereof had neuer been feene .* the which (as Ip me Writers affirme ) he did of 
malice, and for the hatred which he bare againft his predeceflor the Emperor Philip*^ 
that he wasa Chriftian: And fo in histime the Church of God fuflfered the feuenth pcrfecu* 
ftwlonoftit*" ^ on * fo c b fort he perfeuered in his cnteltie y f)aining therewith his other vertpes, that he

Codings. This Emperour was borne in a Citie called CaMi in the lower Pomnia which wee 
call Hungary and (as we haue fayd) was ofa very Noble and ancient Lineage. Asfooncashc 

faw himlelfe an abfolute Lord, through the defire he had to come to made C o rn 

U V s L i c 1NI v S V A L B R IA N v S Generali of his mightie Annie, who was a wife mart 
and of great experience: fo as for his good conditions, and his age, being threefcorc and fixe 
yeeres ould, hee was of great authorise, andtoallmenfeemed moll to bee fitte for. that 
charge. 

When D b ci vs was come to he (he wed himfelf in all things a very good Gouerhof 

and preferued the authority of the Senat - 3 following their counfcl in all matters of gouerimentl 
And among other things, he permitted them to chufea Ccnforat their plcafure, whichwasan 
gntient M agillracy of great authority 5 for his office was to correct the manners and cuftomes 

and to reforme the abufesand difordersof the people, and therefore hadfupremeiurifdiftioii 

ouer all men: and this office, from the time that Rom came to be commanded by one head 
thdEmperors vfurped, and made themfelues Cenfors'. Whereupon the Senate chofe the find 
Valb r ian v s for Genfor, not withftanding that hee was abfentj and, moreouer, without Valeri™; 
any req Licit made by. Deciv s , they nominated his fonne (whofe name was aifo D B c rvs) >^ece>,/o> 4 y 
C m s a r , ind his S ucceffor. And fo he lined in the City about one yeer, goucrning all things 
with great vvildome and equity, by the aduice and conlent ol the Senate 3 to the great content- ym Dccius/or 
raeht of all the Roman people, excepting the Chriftian Common-wealth • againft which hee 
(asablinde man) madegenerall edidsand decrees 5 whereby he commanded them to bee Haiti trtthir>f " C(tjJ<ir 
find pcrfecutedj as E vsiuiy? wriceth. And whereas thc.Got(is,at this time inuading Thrd- 
tii and *MiJu 9 had fubdued the greateft part ofthofe Prqpihces, D'b civs deterniinedm per-^ 
fon to,make head againft them 5 and, carrying his fonne with him, hee left the gouernment in 
the hands of the Senate* and, leuying new forces, he marchedag^n(l the Gothes j and,coming ^ hM- 
where his Legions were, within fewedaies aftet he joined battcllyrith them: in the which at *»«»Deciu i 
though it were very doubtful], yet ip the end hee had the vidtorie j and Hue thin y thou find of Md ,k Gi,k * 
them j conllraining the reft to Hie to the mountaines and other places of hard accede, not da- 
r/ngto come into the Plainesjand he brought themtofuch extremitie, as he had cafily ruined 
them, if he had not beene betrayed, as yon Iball heare. For, theKingbfthe Gothes Cent him 
word, that if he would giue him leaue quietly to depart, he would abandon that Land, and re¬ 
time to his countric. But the Emperour hauing taken the paftages, imagining that he might 
cauly kill them, or take them prifoners* and fo puniifi their breach df peace granted them in the 
lime of B a t b 1 n v s , would noc yeeld to the Kings requeft. Hauirlg brought them to fuch a. 
ftrexght as they could not efcape out of his hands, he gaue the charge to ,1 notable Captaine of 
his.whofe name was Tree o n ia n v s G a l lv s, being a Roman Gentleman 8 c Gouernor 
or the frontiers of t to keepd cerdane paffuges, through which the Gothes might pafte - 
and to that effect gaue him the command of a great number of fouldiers. Who, hailing a de- 
lire to make himfelf Emperor by fuch means as then were vfed, not onely difeharged his office 
wherein he was imploied, very ill 5 butgaue fecret intelligence to the King of the Gothes , that 

he vvomd let him pafte, aduifing him therewith to diuide his Army into two parts • the one half Trcboniaiius : 
wherof he ftiould lay in ambufti, and with the other he Ihould aftault the Emperors Camp.who 
miftrufted no fuch matter - and that,faining fear, he ftiould flee back, and draw the Emperour 
into ms ambufti, where he mightinlafety kill him. This contract being made, the e&ift fob c f l, ' uk4,h > 
lowed, as writeth P omponivs Letvs : but Ioknandes relateth it after another 
raanneh Yet all Authors agree, that, through the treafon of his Captain Galus, the Em- 

I S f amC j°, a .} wtr ^ the Gothes, to their great aduantage : whereinnot- *Utu\lbe« 
MtftHanding that hee and his fouldiers fought moft valiantly,yet both himfelf andhis fonne twmDwm 
herein ended their Hues. Iornandss writeth, that} before a man could well judge ofthe 4>,d iht m,esi 
wttory, the yong D ecivs was fo mortally wounded with an arrow, that hCe fell from his 
K ln figh u 0t i^ S the Emperor ■; who with a loud voice called to his fouldiers, vvil- 
kng than not be difmaid: for, thedeath of one Knight would bee no hindemnee to the'Com- 
mon-wealthi neither to the battell. But in the end forefeeing hisruinc,and that the Gothes ap- P- cc ^f ee < 
vuftbry - to the end he would not fall into his enemies hands, he clapt his fpurs \tfmd 7 fl\ui 

his horle, and (gluing him the head) leapt into a deep lakcof water that was thereby •< wher- df ground. 
^through the wa.ght °fhi sa rmoLir,he wasfoon drowned: fo as his body was neuer found. 

T)e Gothes, fofto wmgthe vi^ory, made great (laughter in the Roman A>my,which wtfs put 
oc °ut sand thofe which efcaped fled to the Legions w^ T « B 1 o k x a n v , G a r r t , coW 

R ■ manded,- 
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manded ,who as a confederat with the Gothes, wasinfafety 5 and fought no reuenge for the 
death of the Emperor. And in this manner ended the life and raigne of the Emperor D s c i- 
v, who had oftentimes deferued the fame for the cruelties which he commanded to be execu- 
jtn d m i u ted vpon the Chriftians, which hapned in the yeere of our Sauiour 154. and in the fiftith yeere 
jin. um.i »• When he had raigned but two yeers. It is not knowne who was this Emperors wife, 

neither what his father and anceftors names were, or who they were 5 neither can we fet dovvnq 
anv particularities, as we haue obferued in the liues of other Emperors, for that no author ma* 
keth any mentioh thereof, and all write very little of him. I fay this, to the end that the reader 
jnay vnderftand,that I will not prefume to write at large in a matter wherein I find fuch breui. 
ticvfed by authors: fori feeke rather briefly to fet downe the nak?d truth, then to beautifie the 
Hiftorie with fi<5tiohs,as I haue feenefome men doe . Myputpofefrom thebeginning hath Wen 
tobebriefe : for I do not properly write an Hiftorie, but the fum and an abridgment of Hifto- 
ries containing the liues of the Emperors, whereof we will write more largely when it ihilt 
feeme more expedient 5 although that in the times whereof we now write, Hiftoriographers 
wrote fo negligently, and obferued fo little order, as a man can hardly draw that little out of 
their writings which wc treate of. 
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|HE Gothes hauingby the meanes aboue mentioned obtai¬ 
ned this vi&orie, wherein both D * c 1 v s and hisfon died, 
thofefouldiers which thence efcaped rccouering G u- 
t v s his Camp, hailed him Emperor, knowing nothing of 
the treafon which he had committed: and he which defired 
nothing more, accepted the fame,and took the Enfignesof 
the Empire. When the newes of the death of D b c i- 
v s andofhisfonne came to Rme, and of the flaughter 
made ip the Roman Armie (before that Gauvs h/s 
treafon was difeouered) the Senate vnderftandingthat the 
Armie had chofen him for Emperor, and that his compa¬ 
nies had refeued thofc which efcaped from the battaile, 
confirmed his election, and gaue him the name and titkot 
Avcvjrn, But this Gauys, notwithftanding that 


fuu m*dtby hee was a Gentleman and defeended of an honourable houfo , was not contented with 
GrIIujwi itbtht the treafon which he had vfed towards his Emperour and foueraigne Lord, but through a 
mb". Jefirc to com to Jtam.made peace with the Gothes • the moft fhamefull and difhonovable,thac 

cuev was made by any Roman fincc that Rome was fiift founded ; for hee promifed to pay

them yeerly a great fumme of money j making that people which was held for Lord of the 
vvorld,and Sybduer aodTamerofall otherNation$, tributarieto the barbardus: foa$yto -tfjie 
end he might be called Emperor, he made both himielf and the Empire tributarie and fub jedi 
to the Gothes. Such power hat hambition and defire to raign;thiat men thereby make them- 
feiues flaucs to fome, conditionally that they may command and haue authority Ouer others^ 
/^nd hee profpered as ill therewith as hee had deferued: for, the Gothes afterwards brake fche 
peace, and did more harm in his time than in any Age before, facking and fpoiling the Prouin- 
ces otlbmii* Mifi/t , theffalia, Macedonia and the Confines and Frontiers thereof: for all whiph 
jje took little care. And, on the other fide* thePerfians in o-^/w/eeing the gbbd fuccefleofthe 
Gothes,entred with great power into theCountries oC-Mfoptiamid and Syria • which werp pro- 
pirtcesoftheErapire:andafterwards,paifingforwards, they fubdued 4. But G a l- 

t v s, taking no carefor thefe things,made his fon Boly,ssbnvs his companion in thp Em¬ 
pire, who was a very cliilde. And afterwards he not otiely permitted the perfection infilled 
by D b e 1 v s vpon the C hriftians, but, increased the fame. , : 

There began alfoin hisrimeamoft cruellgenerall peftiienee,whereofdied an infinite num¬ 
ber of people 5 which beganne in Ethiopia in the Confines of Egypt, and from thence infe<fted all 
parts of the world,and continued ten yeers. During which time (as Pave vs Oros rv $ 
recounteth) there was noProuince, no City, nor priuate houfe 9 which was not left in a manner 
jefolate with this vniueriall plague 5 whereof hee coni piled a Book, asHvsis iv s and S. 
Cyprian bear record, who liued in thoie times. So as all the Raign of this wicked Empe¬ 
ror was infortunate and mouvnfull • as well for the Prouinces which'hee loft, as for the calami¬ 
ties before recited. Onely hee had one notable victory in the Prouince ofcJW#/i4againftthe 
Gofhes, vnder the leading of Eui 11 amv s a Captain ofhis: where he flew many chou/ands 
ofthem, and followed the execution for certain daicS. This ouerthrowe was the ruine and to¬ 
tal! deftru&ion of. G a r i v s : for, Em i l j a n v s, waxing proud for fo great a viftory, and 
Ktuming from it with an imagination of that which afterwards enfued, gaue great gifts arpchg 
his fouldiers jand fo, getting their loueand goodwill, was ehofen and (worn Emperor.Which 
when Gallts vndeiftood, with all the hafte heecould makehce parted from Rome with a 
. great Arniy, leading his fon with him. Againft whom Emiuanvs bpldl^ cam to a battel^ 
and had the victory: wherein Gallv s and his ion were bpth ftain,and their fbuldiers went 
to ferpe Em ilia n v b. This hapned in theyeevofourLord 256 • G a it v s beeing then 
(asteftifieth Av r uivs V1 c -r o r) at the agepf feuen and forty yeersj andinthefecond 
yeer ofhis moftvnhappyRaigm 
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B M1 l 1 a n v s fucceede.d Gall vs$ in the Empire. Some Author^ aceduni 
him not in the number of the Empcrours, and file w a reafon for it, confide- 
ring the fmalltinyethathe hddt.he fame ^which was rather in name than ef- 
feOt. But, feeing he vi^s fo, I haue thougiitgood ro makepamcular relation 
of him, for as much asEvraopivs and other Authours haue done] the 
like, rtaychcn^hat the Emperor G a l b v s being odeithrowiie and fiaitlB 
*nd E m i l 1 a n v s. remaining victorious j joy ning both Armies in one, hee beganne to vfe the 
name and^uthority which was giuen him. But, feeing the time ofhis Raign Was fo firort that 
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it lafted notaboue foure moneths, there can no worthie thing be written : fora's his time was 
; very briefe,fo doe authors briefly write. He was by birth an Africane, borne in thecountrie 
of mtfritarn, of bafeand obfeure parentage, and frohi his youth was bred vp in the wars .-and as 
he increaied in yeercs, fo did he in honor and offices. At length the Emperor Dec r ys mad<i 
him Captain General^nd Gouernor ofthe frontiers and confines of Sarmtia^ in which charge 
GX l l v s left him,and there fucceeded that Which we haue recited,which was to obtainea vl 
dfcorieagainft the Gothes,and to rebell againft Gauv s • and afterwards to ouerthro w and kill 
borh him & his fo«i,and to make himfelf Emperor. When as thefe matters Were ended he wrote 
with all fpeede to theSenat,giuing them to vndcrftand of his victory and de&ion,puttingthem 
alfo in mind of the negligence and euill gouernment of Gallys, and of the P iouin<tes which 
the Roman Empire had loft in his timejpromifihg very confidently to recouer Thram from the 
Gothland MifopotmtiSt Armnia from the Perfians, and to cleereailthc confines of the Em- 
pirefrom their enemies: whichhispurpofeashewouldhaueput it in execution, hewaspre. 
uented ; for the Army which was in the Alps(wherof V al e r i a Nvs,a man of Noble birth 
and ofgreat authority,was General)oppolcd,and in no cafe would allow the election of Em m. i 
ANVS.but rofe againft him,andchofe their commander for Emperor. Which when Em r maws 
fouldiers vnderftood,mov'd with the reputation of Vale rianv s, which (as we will declare 
in his life) was very greaqand to auoide ciuil wars; they refolued to confirm his election: and fo 
in a manner by the Common confent of them al,E milianvj was flaine,being 40 yeers old, 
when he had raigned little more then 3 moneths.All his troups went to feme Vuerianvj, 
to whom they (ware,and obeyed him for their Lord and Emperor. And this was the end of the 
raigneof Em i l i a n v s,bccaufehisendfoouIdbeanfwerabIetohis ( beginning.Andintruth, 
writing this difeourfe, and confidering of the eftate & condition of things in thofe times, I was 
moued with great admiration and pitic,to think of the miferies ofthat age: for where there wai 
Rich infolency and diforder, as fouldiers did daily murthcr their Emperors, and chofe others as 
they pleafed,and no man fought to puniih them,or to reuenge the wrong;what flial a man think 
was done in particular proiiincesfWhat robberies,what rapines and outrages Were there v(cd{ 
What execution of iufticc could that Emperor command to be done, which came to the Em. | 
pireby treafon,and killing his foueraigne Lorddf is eafy to be beleeued,thathe would willingly 
pardon all 0/fcqce$,vp.on condition chat he might be obeyed; efpccially fuch as were commit¬ 
ted by powerfull and mightie men. Andmoreouer, oftentimes the newes of the election ofan 
Emperor was fcarcely publiihed, and his ele&ion confirmed, before that the like newes came, 
that he was flaineby thofe which had chofen him, or by fomc otherperfonage ofmore power, 
And it may be that it happened fovnto them, for that they tooknoother care,rior bulled them- 
felus about ought elfe, bur how they might fupportthenifelus in the Empire. And fo the reader 
/ball find that thirteeqne Emperors which preceded Valerianys, of which we will treat, 
died violent deaths-,and none oft hem naturally ,in his bed, beginning from the time ofthegood 
M a r c v s A v rb l 1 v s,vntill this man. And fo the fame Vaurianvs, together with his 
fon,& other Emperors alfo died by the fword. InthetimethatthisVAiE ria nvs & Ga- 
iibkvi raigncdjthere were thirtie tyrants which vfurped the name of Etnperor, who killing 
one another, or plotting it byXomc other means, none of them died his naturall death j fo as, 
when one was proclaimed Emperor, he might be allured to com to an ill end; in fuch fort,that 
among all the miferies ofthofetimes,thegreateft was, 1 To be ah Emperor: and the Emperours 
were fuch, and came to that dignity by fuch means, that by Gods juft judgement they made 
fuchends.And though in all eftates there were diforders and confufionCand fo it appears by the 
hiftories of thofe times) yet onely the holy faith and Chriftian doClrine encrcaled, as well in 
vertue and hohnefs of life,as in number of people: but they efcaped not free from perfecution, 
This I thoght good to note & obfei ue in this place,therby to ihew that men ought not fo much 
to blame thefe times wherein we now liue, as fome haue done 5 commending the cuftoms of 
ancient times,diffaming and reprouing all that paflethin our time; I deny not but wee now arc 
wicked and finners: but let the difereet Reader make a comparifon bf the order now obJferucd 
in all things, with the gouernment of thofe times; and he lhall eleerdy perceiue the difference, 
and how farre this doth excel! thole times paft. Godgrant that we may equallthegoodantj 
happy times,in vertue. It

the Perfians, the Gothes,and other northerly nations: and fo he determined to goc himfelfin 
perfon (and did fo) to the waitcs ofthc Eiaft, againft the Perfians,, which was irioft dangerous: 
foi-S apo r K. of Ferfit had inuaded & taken certain prouinces of,the Empire. There \yasalfo Norths cfa* 
then in the Eaft,one Cori a lv s,an audacious mari,and pfgreat account, who by the confent of 
Sap o r K. of Perjid ,proclaimed himfelfEmperor,feifingon CdJdmsAMheh&L other cities and thtKmgof 
places in the borders;but his pro/perity foon ended:for his own people ofmalice & fearing Va* 
l uUwYscoming)flue him ete the Emperor ^riued: who,Evs bbiv s faith, in the bcgmriihg

came tp incountcr him j between whom it was fuppofed there.would haue been a very great 
battell 5 but it hapned othervvife. For, theEmperoiir through the negligence, as (ome fay, of 
the Generali of his Army Who Conduced it 5 but, as others lay, through the treafon and deceit 
of the fame Generali, was fee in a place without any fuffidcrit guard: where being comparted 
Valcrknus u- about by S a p ©ys men of war, all the paflages were taken $ in fuch fort, th&t, being vnable to 
kHprifoHtrby make any refiftance, he was taken piifoner by Sapor, who was a proud Barbarian; befidei 
tSpJjwtf other injuries which he vfed to the poor old imprifoned Emperor,cuery time he took horfc 

and hitvfnge. he made him to ftoop down* and he, fetting His foot vpon his neck, mounted on horfeback. 

In this forrowfull bondage and mifei y liued this poor old man fix or feuen yeers: and his (on 
Gali bn vs took no care to procure his libertyjto the great rtiame and difgracc ofthe Impc- 
fiallMajefty. * 1 

This imprifonment of the Emperor was fo much abhorred through the world,and S a p o * 
was fo much blamed for the excefliue cruelty\yhich he vfed towards him, that not onely thofc 
which were fubjeCt to the Roman Empire, but alfo the barbarous Kings which were friends to 
■ ’' it, were greatly difpleafed therewith i fo as prefently, when they vndcrftood therof,they wrote 

their Letters vnto him,that he fliould freely withoutany ranfome fet him at liberty ; of which 
Letters, Trhbbuivs Pollio tranflateth one, which I will fet down vtrhitim 5 wher- 
by it may appear, how much the power of th^Rqjiwns then was bv them efteemed. 

A imtr ff«m Brlsoxys King of Kings, to KJing S,A,r p r, greeting. Ir I were aflu red that the Ro« 

Km Beiroiu* mans might at any time be wholly ouercomn, I would rejoice with thee for the victory which 
0fL>er^ KMg thou haft obtained againft them 5 whereof thou makeft fuch vaunts, accounting thy particular 
i good to be profitable for vs all. But, feeing that through their fortune, or their force and ver- 

tue, that Nation is fo mighty • confider and take good heed, that the taking of an old Emperor 
(and that through treacberie) redound not to the ruine of rhy fclf and thy Uicceffors: and con- 
fidcr how many people and nations the Romans, of enemies, haue made fubjefts and vafials to 
their Empires by which informer time they haue been ouercome. We haue heard and knowt 
thatin rimes paftthe Gaules ouercamethem, and chat the great and mighty City of Rtme was 
entred, yea and burned by them $ and now it is manifeft ,that the feme Gaules are fubjc<ft to the 
Romans. And fiaue not the Africans ouerthrownc them fometimes 1 Yet at this day they arc 
their fubjedts, and dp fer ue them. I will not make mention of any more antient and farther re¬ 
mote examples j onely I. will fey, that Mithaidatbs, King of P*MM t was Lord of all 
fit i and,yet in the end was ouerthrownc by them • and at this day all chat part of /tfi* which he 
commanded, is fubjedttothe Romans. If thou wilt follow my counfell, make benefit of the 
occafion which isoflfred thee, to obtain a perfedfcpeacc with them 5 which thou maift doo, by 
reftoring Val rri an v s to his people. And fo I conclude,that thou haft had great fortunes 
whereof I am glad if thou knowe how to vfe it. 

This is the contents of this Letter,and of others which he rcceiucd from other Kingsjwhich 
in effeti do import the feme. And the Ba<ftrians,che Albanians,the Iberians*the Scythians of 
Mount Taurus, and other nation* ofthe Eaft, were fo much difpleafed with the taking of V a- 
urianvj, that they would not receiue the Letters wherein Sapor wrote vnto them of 
his vifeory: and Co they fent their Ambafiadors to the Captains of the Romans, ottering them 
their aid and afliftance for the deliuery of the Emperor, But all auailed not to mitigate the pride 
and prefiimption of that cruell King: for, all the timethat Vaurianvi liued in his pow- 
' cr,he vfed him worfethan if hee had been the bafeft fiaue in the world 5 and in the end (as E r- 
vicriwwf * B * 1 v s writeth) hauing commanded his eicsto bepulled out, hee died of age and forrow in 

prifon. And A o a t h vs (an Author of no fmall authority) writeth, that before hedied, Sa¬ 
por caufed him to be fiaied aliue: fuch was the pride and cruelty of this barbarous King. 


V* I Mt»T. died in the eight yeere after that he was chtifcniEmpefor:: and betaufe 
that the moftor the time he liuedinprifon,thereftofhis iaigne they put to-the accourttOf 
hisfonne Ga 11 bn v^whoWaschofeaEmpcror.aVthcfemeumcwithhim* i- 
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the wrong done te hi* father, neither t6o\a»y car* to reJeeme him from imprisonment tilth 
money or any other tneatut: And fo feeing himfilfe alone in the Empire, My fbroetiin* Mi 
father, leading* lifeno Jeffo care/e fo then MfhoneSt , fp ending his time in banqmtting, 
things, tafcmoH/neffc, and in beholding fometimes bloudie md smell , and fometimes pleafani 
and ridiculous fpettadet. This emperor made fo[mail account of his orene honor j andvmtfd 
carelefeofthc Empire,<u notmthflanding that he vndcrftood of the rebellion of many Pronin* 
tet } and that many men were made Emperors, jet hsfeemednot to regard the fame ^Hedging that he ceUldliue wella- 
nough without them : Info much as d woman, Queene Zenobia, prejumed to make head agabfl him , and to defend 
her fe/fo againft his Armies, Finally,going againf Aureolus, wbffmade himfelfe prince of Stauonia, he wds Mi* 
led m Milam, through the confpiracy offome which afpiredto the Empireiandwas faint in battaile, tihen hoe had 
raigned eight y ceres Alone, and feuen together with his fat her : whoje death although it Was difpleaftng to hisfouldieri ‘

Citie he left no man liuing, of what age foeuer : Yet afterwards HeegauehimfeIfefomnch< 
to vice and lenfualitie,that when as the world was infefted with wars and combuftions, he con* 
tihufed the moft part in iia»if v taking his pleafure among whores and bawdes, compared about 
with rofes ahdfldwers;<fccking new delights ; oftentimes bathing himfdfe; fiudyihghowhec 
ittightleepe figges and other fruites greens all the yeere^and how they might laft two bt‘ three 
yeercs*, haviiflg ordinarily at his table moft exquifite and delicate mcates,and of great coft. And 
hifiidh maPnd’be parted bisi time, that nothing troubled him /neither took he any care for the 
which daily enfuedin the territories of his Empire. It is ftrange, Toconiider, that the 

Romane Empire ac that time was not onely molefted with warres and perfecucioiis by men,but 
euart the very heauens and elements did feemetoconfpire, and to plague jt: for T r bb a lli* 
a*atUmtt v^'P b i. l t b wHtethjtliatthehcauens weredarknedih fuch fo^that for manydaiesfpacc, 
th^yfiCuer fa\y theSunne- 1 arid therewithal! thefcarth did oftentimes fliake in Rome> in all Jtty 
wAdlthe in \iAfricAjrnd other countries: atid*with thOfeEarthquakeSitnany great buildings fell downe, 

timeaf Gal,>- w.^n fhfinfte tVumbcr ofyeople. Principally in <jdfa many cities were deftroied, and the 

“JJgJ catthfepened in many placdsjand /hewedgreat vaults andkaues 5 and there fprang out at them 

ether furejull gfcat'-Rreames of fait water; ■ And there were heard ttiundrings and brings in the bowels of 
' hl,t z u the&trth, without.anythunderin thcaib,as isvM .* whereat many were fo amazed, as they 

• died 


died with feme. The Sea exceeded the bownds, and ouerflowed and drowned many cities * 
and many prodigious and wonderful! things happened. After this followed the moft cruell 
peftilence that.euer was heard or written of: fo as in Rome there died in one day thereof fiue 
t houfand perfons. Fdr all which accidents Ga hbnvs took Co little care, as though there 
had been no fuch matter. And when it was told him that the whole kingdome of Egypt rebelled 
againft him, heanfwered • And what then ? Cannot we Iiue without the lihnen cloth 6 f Egypt? 

Being aduertifed ofthe fpoile and lo/fe' of other prouinces, he anfwered fo fcortiefully, that he 
Teemed not to care for any thing : which was the occafion that fo many tyrants made them-* 
lelucs Lords and Emperours in histime. Of which it /hall not be amitte ro fay fomething,fee- 
thar we hauelliewed the life and conditions of G a l i e n vs, and of his raigne ; totheendthat 
his hiftorie may be the better vnderftood. I f I ffiould /peak ofthem all at large, and deferibe 
their parentage, and all their a£ts } it would bee an endleflc worke: for (as I {aid ) they were iti 
all,thirtie. Butlet the reader vnderftand, that all theaccidents arid occurrences cannot bee lit 
downeinorder as thdypaflcd : lor they were fo many, and happened in fo many places, and 
many ofthem at one inftant, that it would bee impoffible to bee well vnderftood,if I /hould ob- 
ferue the order of the time, wherein cuery thing happened : for to fpeake of one matter I miift 
leaue another - fo as the hiftorie would be abrupt and Very confufed. And therefore we wilj 
begin with thofe matters which happened in the Haft 3 and when we haue briefly giuen notice 
thereof, wee will pafle to otherparts. Wherefore let him thatlhall rcadeit vnderftand, that 
many of thefe things came to paffe at oneinftant j and fometime before thofe which are treated 
of. 

Vaurianv s then (as we faidin the beginning ) being taken prifoner, and hisfonne 
vfing no induftrieto fet his father at libertie, thefbuldiers and Captaines which remained in the 
Baft, went difperfed and feat tered with great {ottow for the difgrace they had receiucd • great¬ 
ly offended with the carelefnesof Gaurnv $. Wherefore B a l i s t a, who was Prefed; 
and Generali of V a ie r ianvj Armie,'an excellent man of warre, very fufficient, and dili¬ 
gent in making prouifion for the Armie, and in all other things requifite for the wanes j and a- 

nother Angular Captaineofgreat experience arid age, whowas of greateft eftimation ofany 
hian ofhistime,whofe name was Maciinvs, aflembling the Romape Legions and cohort*} 
together ■ with the confent and good liking of them all, they agreed to chufe an Emperour, td 
defend and pre feme the bounds ofthe Empire, to recoucr what was loft, and to fet, V a lb r i- 
anv s (ifpoffible) at libertie • feeing that Galienvs took no care thereof. And after long 
confultation betweene Balista and M a c r i n v s, in the encf Macrinvs was chofen ^ 
and obeied for Emperourand with him his tvvofonnes, the one named- Macrinvs, and ZTHwm^ 
the other Qv,i e t v s, were made his companions in the Empire: and he pvefcntly made B a- i>l the «- s 
list a Prefed; or Generali ofhis Armie. When Ma e riu vs faw himfelfe an Emperour 
and mightie by rea/on of the Annies in the Eaft, which he fpeedily drew together and put in 
good order • he marched with them to the confines of Perfia, and in fome battailes ftaied their 
infolencies by reafon of their former vidoiies.- But /landing in fcare of a valiant Captaine whofe 
[ name was V alsn s, who was Procdnful in the prouinceof ^yiebaia in Gracia • hee fent againft 
! him a great Armie vnder the command of Pi s ©,whohadbin Conful, andwasa Noble and 
I valiant gentleman, to feife on that countriei and thence to paffe intoltaly. When Val b.ns vaicnsmaJt 
" vriderftoodthereof, to the end he might be of greatpr authoritie and power, he caufed himfdfe him/eljlto be 
I to be chofen Emperour, and took the ornaments and enfignes of the Empire: wherewithhee 
drew fo many men vnto him, that P i s o was driuen to retire with his troupes into Thejfalid, m,r * ■ 
and there was ouerthrowne andflaineby fuch as Val bn $ Cent againft him ; P is o hauing Pifo^/w by 
fiift proclaimedhimfelfe Emperour, vfingthe/amepolicie which hiSenemiehaddonc. But vaien khUjouk 
Valhn s didnot long enioy thisvidorie* for within few daies after, he himfdfe was ftaine ^ \ 
by his owne fouldiers. And M acr i n vs, who raigned Emperour in the Eaft ,^hauing notice tySliw* 
what had-pafted concerning V alb n s and Pi s 6 ,not contenting him/elfe with that which f 9Mi(r *'o 
he held, determined with a great, Armie togoe to Roma, toruine the Emperour Gausnvs 
( if he were able ) and other tyrants which rebelled 5 leauing behind him C^v i n r v s one of. 
his/onnes/and with hinvB a list a, with certaine troupes of his beft /o u ldie rs ,foi feare of 
0 d e n a t v s, of whom we will fpeake hecreaftcr. He began his iourriey with flue and fortic 
thoufand good men of warre: and marching ouer land through CAfia the Idle, paflingthe 
freights ofCenjiantmepU, he entred into Thracta. But before all this , there arofe another tyrant 
in SIamma and Jbalmattd^ whofe name was AybU'o&vs, and wascomfeander of thofe men,, 
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of warfei which for the Empire were in*hoftquarters,who (asfomefay) againft hiswill was 
his fouidiers to take vpon him the ftate and enfignes of the Empire. So as it ap. 
m»4. :, pcareth»thatin that fmall time, euery.one held himfelfe fufficienr to be aii Etoperour • and that 

Arraie which made none,was held to be of little worth and of no repuwtionrbut truly the world 
p^id them their due. for none ofthem died oftheif naturall death,and moft of them were flaine 

by thofe whichchofe them. M acr invs being to paiTe with his Armie through thofecoun- 
tries which were in fubie&ion to Av r b o l v s 5 as both of them fought to be foucraim 
ml 12 Maori- they fell at variance, and M a. c r i n v s fought a battaile with Avuotvs his for- 

nus/j(^Au- ccsjWhereofan excellent man called D omicianvs wasGencrall: wherein Mi c*i N » s 
2&iS W “ fln ^ his fonne were ouercomeand flaine, there ending their high deflignesandgreat power; 
was flmt. But before \ie fought this battaile (in his way parting through the prouince of^icbm j hcouer- 

; threw the Gothes, who had made great fpoile and flaughter in the lands of the Empire: where- 

upon they retyred,and alittle withdrew themfelues. And ofM a crinvs his fouidiers which 
cfcaped from the battaile, 30000. went ouer toArootvsj and fo where A v r 1 o its 
thought he Should haue loft,from thence arofe his game. Which neweswhen the lawful Empe- 
jtptAtewdie rour Gali anvs vnderftood in Rime, finding himfelfe too weake to fubdue Avr *otvj 
by Galiemis he made With him a kinde of league and peace, thereby to end the warres which he had begud 

PoMumus US * a S ainft Po 8 T H VMV $, another great Captaine who rebelled in France, and was called Empe. 
■smfMurm rour: of whom (although this be his place) we will fpeakc hereafter, firft to make an endof 
. &***- rhetroubles in the Eaft, not wirhftanding that itiall parts of the Empire there were tyrants j nei¬ 

ther can We make an end ofAv*. eoiv s-,becauft he outlined Ga lien vs, and died inthc 
time of his fucceflor C l av d j vs. Ifay then, that in the Eaft there wap an excellent matt, 
whofename was Odhnatv j, who was Prince and Captaine ofacertaine people called 
• Palmerini, inhabiting a prouince in Syria, who feeingall things out oforder ( asall the red did) 

fought to make hknfdfe abfolute, and in the beginning ( as writeth Trbbbllivs Pot- 
no ) had thetitle of a King: but afterwards things fucceding profperouflie, he took vpon 
OdcMtnsr*. him the name and date of an Emperour,imparting thetitle and dignitie with H b rod b the cl- 
h'lb the we. deft of three fonnes which he had by his firft wife. This his tyrannic was both honorable and 
cfEmpcronr.. profitable to the RomaneEmpirc : for heperformed many notable exploits againft Sapor 
King of Persia, who held Vaieiianvs prifoner .* fo as lauing the letting ofhis perfon at (i- 
benie (for chat could not bedone) in all the reft he gat fufficient fatisfadtion for that which was 
loft, and rccoucred what Sapor had vfurped. For, railing many troupes of excellent good 
fouidiers-, he gaue him many battailes, in which he gat the vi&orie, recouered all uMcfyotam^ 
iht fnwtfft of and the noble cities of Nifibc and Garros, and compelled King Sapor toflye (hauing firft 
Odenatus. ouerthrowne him)and taking his wiues,his treafure and riches, he marched to the citieof Tfi 

j>honte,and had other great aduentures and vi&orics. But for afinuch as his ehicfeft purpofc was 
againft M a c r t h y 5 and his fonnes,he font a great prefent of the iewcls and prifoners which 
he had taken from the Perfians, to the Entoerour G a l i s n v a: and G a l t B n v s was fo in- 
conftant arid fo bafe minded, as he not onely accepted the prefents, but confirmed his deftion, 
Odenatus<c 8 iuin 8 the name of Av o vs tv * and his companion in the Empire, and he triumphed in 

fltedbj Ga- Rome for the vidtoiie which the other had obtained in Afta. While as Odinat vV gatthefe 
ISj vi&ories in the Eaft, other greatmultitudcsof Gothes (befides thofe which werealreadiccn- 
thiimptt, - fcred by Tbracia into Gracia and into Europe) came downeinto tyffia the lerte, and ft? in Bithjnit, 
burning and fpoiling the countries. 

When O d m na tvs vnderftood of the death of M a c r invs and of his fonne, (asl 
haue declared) he prefentlyrefolued to march againft Qvi et v s, who was his other fonne, 
Whom he had leftinthe Eaft with B a l 1 s t a the Prefeft of his Avmie, whenhe wasproclai- 
1 med Emperor. And this iournieprouing fo profpevous to Odbnatts as the reft had done, 

, with little difficulty he gat Qv 1 9 * v s into his power, ancfcaufcd him to be flaine, and after¬ 

wards did the like to B a l i s t a. And although that fome lay, B a l i s t a was confentjng 
to the death of Qv 1 a t v s, and that afterwards heattempted to make himfelfe Emperor, yrt 
all agree that he was put to deatli by O d s n a t t a : and in this manner remained he without 
any contradi&ion Lord of all the Prouinccs of theEaft, and valiantly warred againft the Per* 
fians. Hcc had two other fonnes, the one called Hsxbnnunvs, and the other T1 m 0- 
ba v s byhis fecond wife Z a n o ai a , the moft manly and valiant woman that euer was « 
the World. ' 


Open at v t liuing inthisprofperityfearedof all thePrinces ofthe world , ichappened 

' • that 
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that a cofen gcrmaneofhis, ivhofenatne was Mioniv *, p ra&ifed his death in hope to haue 
had the Empire ofthe Eaft after him,and vied fuch meanes that Obunatvs and H irode, 0 j a 'V. 
his eldeft fonne ( who by his fathers order was alfo called Emperour) were both found dead: hi S/ome 
and M b 0 n 1 v s the traitor and murfherer, as he was wickedliemoued to kill O d snatvs } tofxhno ' 
foitpleafed God to permit him to be flaine in thelike manner, who waswithinfew daks after thrwpbtht 
put to death by the lame fouidiers whieh holp him to execute his treafon j being a man which tn w» °f hit 
n 6 waydeferuedtheEmpire,exceptbybeingofkintoOD hhatvs .• for he was a moft vile 
and wicked man. Zbnosia, Odbnatvs wife, remaining with her two yong fonnes a 
widow (Teeming rather to haue neede ofa tutor and gouernour, then to bee able to rule and 
goueme others) witft courage and iudgement more then manly beganne to rule , and car¬ 
ried herfelle therein with fuch wilHomeand valour, as is incredible; and to the great difgracc ' 
of G alik n vs inhis life time, and of Clay di v s hisfuccdfor, lire poflefled the Empire 0 / Zenob «‘*, 
oftheEaftmanyyeeres, on the one fide making warre againft the Perfians, and on the other 
defending herfelfe againft the RomaneEmperours. The vertues and noble ads of this woman 
were fo many,that I would I had longer time to deferibe them; but becaufe they require a par* 
titular hiftorie, we will with ou r wonted pafe hold On our way. wherein of force we muft re- 

tlirnetomeetwithher,becaufethatlheliuedinherprofperitievntillthetimeofthcEmpe- 

rourA vrelian v s, ofwhom we are to treate hereafter,where we will fpeake of her fall and 

end, if God permit. But to the end that the excellencies and vertues of this woman may be the 'ihepature 

better knowne.feeing we recite not her ads, Ifay firft that X « n obi a was oFan excellent 

goodconfutation of bodie,and was exceedingly faire and beautifull, not very white,but fome- ^ Zenobifl; 

whatbrowne. Her eies were great and black j very cleere and bright, and in all parts ofher 

body Hie was proportionable. And as Ihe was verie beautifull and amiable, fo had Ihe an honeft 

countenance, and had fuch white and bright teeth, that they rather refembled pearles then 

teeth. Her voice was cleere, but founding dcepe more like a man then a woman. Herewith file 

was moft honeft and continent, and would ncuer Jy with her husband after that Ihe was concei- 

ued with childe. neither twife, vntill that by naturall fignes Ihe knew whether Ihe had concei- 9/z,;nobia - 

ued or no. She was very wife, and learned, and fpake the Latine, Greeke, and Egyptian Herk/(rni!t & 

tongues per feilly,and was very liberal! and temperate in all things 3 fomewhat feuere, and yet mr motion 

pitifull. In her diet Ihe was moft temperate: butyet when Ihcinuited anyguefts, ihe would a in her diet. 

little exceede, more to plea fe others,then For any natural} defire. She was forued very cercmo- 

nlouflie,and with great honour, after the cuftome ofthe Kings of Ftrfii. 

When Ihe made any fpeechto her foldiers,orfatein councell among them,ftiecamcarmcd Zcnobia fc 
witha caske vpon her head, and rode in the like manner. She delighted much in hunting, h hte 4 M hu»' 
and did other things Ihewing ftrength and courage, as though Ihe had bin a valiant and gallant 
Knight. She vaunted much that Ihe defeended from C r e o p a r r a, andfi om theP r o l o- 
MYH S, Kings of and fliefaidjthatihealfodefcended by another line fiom greatS b mi- 

ha mi 5 Queene ot Bdyion.By meanes of this her prowefie and valour, fhe heldtheEmpirc 
oitheEaft,andwascalldd Av ov s r A,thefpaceofmanyyeeres. As for her t wo*fo«nes H £ - 
a bhn ian vs end Tim o la vs, I find not written what their end was, but onely that they 
had the habit and enfignes of Emperors, and arc reckoned in the number ofthe tyrants ofthofe STSaui 
times. Trbbrllivs Pollio writeth, that the Emperour Avruianvj caufed them called Km/e^ 
tobe flaine. Others affirme, they died of their naturall death. When as the Emperour G a l i e- r0Hru 
nv s(being in Rome) vnderftood ofthe death of Odbnatv*, thinking to make abetter 
hand againft Zinobia, he commanded fouidiers to be leuied , and to be fent into the Eaft Hcradian« 
againft Her and thePerfians, and fentwith them a Captaine whofename was Hbrac l.i a- ouertbnwne 
n vs| who with his troupes was ouerthrowne by Zbno bias forces. The Gothes alfo in thofe \ y z ' nobias 
times made another incurfion into the Iefle,failing through the fea called Mare Euximm, 

jindwereouercomeby Athenvs andCi-B o p han vs, Captaines fent by Galisrttji 
butyet for al that,they made great fpoile in thole coafts,and were alfo againc ouercome by fea, 
by another Captaine called V b n b r i a n v s ; and fo that nation did much harme in the con¬ 
iines of the Empire, although that fometime they were ouerthrowne. About this time there 
tocsin thekingdomeof Egypt another Captaine of certaine companies of Romanes , whole 
name was E mi l j anvs, who after fome tumults which happened there did as he faw others 
uo,and proclaimed himfelfe Emperour, and with great courage and audacirie feifed on that 
moft auncicntkingdome. But as theft buildings had but wcakc foundations,fo fmall force and 
alittle foule weather ouerthrew them, which was in this manner. Gali b n y s (notwithftan- 
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ding that hewas carcleifcand negligent) Tent from Jtawagainft-hinx a Captaine called Th e« 

' odatvs; who took (iicha corn fe, that, Emilianvs friends failing him, hce was appre* 

hended by Thbodatvj, and afterwards put to death in prifon. 

Tie Authors Iprefume,that the Reader will imagine me to be very tedious in writing the life of this Etu* 

txw/e. peror, feeing he was fo remifle and negligent $ hauing briefly written the liucs of others which 

were good and excellent. But, ifhefliall confider, that in this Hiftory are comprehended the 
liues of thirty T yranrs (whereof many did better deferue to haue been Emperours, than G a- 
11 b n v s) he fliall haue greater reafon to accule meof breuity,than of being too tedious. Bur 
tbauoidthebieachoforder,lwillbeasbiiefaspofliblylmay» * 

While matters parted in theEaft in this mane r, the other Prouinccs of the Empire were nei¬ 
ther in reft nor peace: but rather there was not any of them wherein were not wars,battel$,and 
tyrants which called themfelues Empcrorsithc right Emperor Guibhvs folacing himfdf 
in Rom , contented with Jtalie , which onely obeyed him in peace. The reft fometimes 
obeyed him, and fometimes they denied him their obedience: and hee, taking no care to find? 
any redrefle, fait onely certain Captains which did fomething; whereof we will fay lomwhat. 
In this generall combuftion Africa forbare not to make fome alteration, although not fo much 
as other Prouinccs did : for, at that time there was for Captain-generall thereof, a Roman? 
Knight called F a b x v s Pompqnianvsj and for Proconful and Gouerner, ano* 
thei'jwhofe name was Viw s Passibnvs • who, for that they would hauean Emperour 
of their owne making,agreed ro chufcand nominate a Tribune who fe name was Cbl sv s ,t 
SffIK m nian . mll . ch cftccmed and commended as well for his excellent good carriage, as for his vertuc 
fruitful f«t n and juftice, andalfofor his perfonage; for,hewas exceeding tall of ftature* and of an excellent 
*"**>'"• ‘ good conftitution. Hauing effected their purpofc,the poor mans majefty lafted butfeuen daics• 
For, he was put; to death by the order of a woman dwelling in thofe Countries, who was a kinf- 
woman to the Emperor Gaiibnv s,whofename was^G a li ena : and,after he was dead, 
they fliewed extreme cruelty to his body. After whom,Ifinde not that any man rebelled a- 
gainft G a 11 e n v s in Africa: yet great and many fcandals,and much trouble, enfued in tint 
Countrey. 

While theft things parted in the places aforenamcd,in Hmg&rie ,nnd the marches therof;there 
... was a Captain of the Armies in Dalmatia and Slauoma, called R b a 1 l r 4 n y s, which rebel* 

SfiSiT ^ ed 5 and > with the confentand good willof the Inhabitants of thofe Prouinces, he was prochi- 
Hun^ry and hi ed Emperor: for, they were greatly incersfed againft Galibnvs for the cruelties by him 
Dmutut, vfed in thofe Countries, when heouercamc Evohnivs ; who in the beginning (wee fay) 
had rebelled in that Countrey,and been ouenhrowne and {lain by G a l i e n v s. Trudy, it 
is a tioublefome peeceof work,To make relation of all the Tyi ants ;and it is asftrange a thing 
to confider, that of all the Captains that Vai. brianvs, father to Galienvs, made, 
there was not any one of them butin the time of G a 1 r en vs was called Emperor* whereiti 
they fliewed little loyalty to their Countrey and their Lord: but it was gvowne to acuftome To 
to do j fo asfthey Teemed to haue light of inheritance. Ncuerthelefle, it argued the great judge¬ 
ment of Valbrianvs, in churtng for his Captains men of fo great courage and valour, 
There were alfo, befides theft Captains, others, who in this confufion of the Empire werecal- 
Titut made Ied Em P 5 ror s: among which was one T1 t v s a worthy man, who in the time of Ma ximi* 
j imptmh. bit N v s had been Tribune • but he continued with this title but fix months* for, the fame fouldi- 
R4inb* the rime eis ^ ad clc<fted him, due him. And in the fame manner began and ended Censori- 

N v s 5 a man which had been Conful, and had held other offices and dignities, And another 
f^nlndZlcd Ca P tain > called Tr . bB B . L . LIANVS > waschofenand proclaimed Emperour by the Yfluri, 
in the J dm nut’ which are a people inhabiting the mountains,borderingvpon 07 /'tia in Aft* the lefle ; who ma- 
*“**• n y titles gouerned thofe Quarters: againft whom, Gauesys fent a Captain called G av- 

si.soibv s, born in Eg jpt. Between which two was fought a terrible battelljwherein T r b- 
bbilianvs was ouerthrowneandflain. Ycr,forall this,the Yfauri continued not in peace; 
but rebelled many times afterwards, more for that their Countrey was of hard accefle,than for 
the valour or vertue of the inhabitants. And, to make a conclufion, let vs write ofthofe which 
in France, and themarchesthercof, were called Emperors, from the time of the imprifonment 
V a 1 a r 1 a n v s, vntill the death of his (on Galienvs ; which of purpofe I haue left 
hisda^ ^ ecau Fe iu thofe wars Galibnvs employed bimfelf, and finally therein ended

When Clavdivs was inuefted in the Empire, he gouerned the fame with fo great 
wifcdomeand courage, as in a good Prince was requifite. The firft enterprizehebad being 
Emperour, was againft Avrbolvs, who (as wefaid) was in c Mil*#. Who, vndeiftatv 
of tne death of Gaubnvs, fortified himfclfc infuch fore, as hee made account to hauc rc< 
mained foie and abfolute Emperour. But C l a v d i v s, hauing reinforced his Armit, fought 
Ha yiHorietf many battailes with hinijamongft which,in one which was very Famous,he obtained the vi# 0 . 
S? Auno. ilc wrorefeily-, fighting therein moft valiantly. Whereupon Anaotyj retired into 
W ' and from thence fought to come to fome competition with C l a v d i v $, as he had dotifcwith 
Gal i BNf-v s • but Clavdivs , as a veituolus and vi<ftoriou^sPnne.e, would not feare of 
any agreement with a tyrant} butanfwered, That fuch demands might wellhaue been m'adeto 
Gaiiinvs, who could haue endured AvREotvshis conditions, and Hood in feareof 
him? but of him he was not to expeft any vniuft or vnlawfull matter. Avrb olvs was after- 
ibedtAihtf wards flaine, as fome fay, by his ownefouldiersj and as others fay, by Cl a y divs hiscom- 

Aureolus. mandement, fighting at the foote of a bridge. But wherefbeuer, Clay d ivs became Lord 

of his Arfnie, and ol all the countries which he held: and going with this vi&orie to Roms, he 
was there receiued with great tiumph and feafting • where he fettled the affaires ofthe Empire 
in fuch fort, as could not be bettered; he did nothing without the confent ofthe Senate. And 
hisgoodnescommingtobelcnowne,he wasobeiedinall parts of the Empire, fauing in fucil a»

From hfo infancy TheJirptjim 
he waainelined tothe w.arres and militariedifcipline • and in qbferuing it* and making it to be ^Aureliawuii 
obferuedjhfc was moflfeuere; . |H? : Was of great courageand lingular ftrengtb,and exceeding- 
lytdqfiroUs to cQme.to bio wes .with lus enemies. Being a priuate Coddicr* he cueraffetfed bat-

He did other things, whieh akhough rhey feemeto be but meane and pf fmall importance, 
yet they demonftrate the valour and fortitude of this nian$:wher^y' : :l^%$.-hre^r'redto great 
offices and commands in the warres. He was many times Captdine. andTribunbjand aboue 
foity times was Lieutenant to other Captained arid Tribunes. In which offices ne£ did fo ft. 
werely puni(h fouldiers for their infolencies, and did fo ftri&ly obferue the difciplinc of the 
warres, that he was much feared oftiiem : ’and did likewife many notable things in battaiks 
and skirmilhes • and principallyiriihewarres Which his pvedecefTor Claydiv* ;h?d with 
the Gothes, hee wonne more honour then'any other Captairie did j-hifo being Generali of 


thehorfe. • ... , i 

Which his doings were the occafion.that, Clavdiys being dead, he was by the general 
content of the whole Armie choftn and made Emperor. And, ,Qs 1 „ N T1 LIVs bein S dead, 
who was obeied in Rome, the Senate and people of Ao/wapprooucd his ele&ion, and held him 
for Emperor, foiling accepted the Empire,>vithout any longer flay hee m arched with his vi¬ 
ctorious Army againft the Suevians and Sarmates, northerly nations, which had inuaded the 
bounds ofthe Empire. With whom he came to a battell, and obtained a moft honourable vi¬ 
ctory : but therein befell him one miffiap, whereof many incpnucniences enfued* whieh was, 
that Beeing bufied in this warre, the Marcoirianni, and other mpft fierce Nations 0 iQemanit, 
came down into’ Italic, and made great ipoiland daughter in t$at part which is now called Lem- 
burdie, and in the marches of Milan • whereof they were in fo great fearin £#«<?, as they thought 
they (houldhaucbeen wholly loft: which put all into coiftbpion, euery man fpeaking ill of 
Ay u t 1 a ny s. But,when-as heheard thenewes,hee w^greatlygrieped,and came with 
all fpeedtothe refeueof Italic. And this was fo dangerousa vfe'f hat neer vnto Plamtia there 
wanted buta little, that the Emperor fyid not beert wholly opirthrownefor, joining battell 

with their whole powers on either fide, theyfought a whole yiy^rom 5 un to Sun ; and Av- 

r ml i a n v s loft in that Fight the greateft part of all hi$tto|jpsl(b criieli was the battell. But 
bee afterwards reinforcing hisArmipinthree np’tablebatffo hauing the vi&orie) ended the 
warre,deftroying the whole Armie ofthe MatcomaOni - and! ifiom thence went to Rome, much 
difplcafed withtriofcwhichhad murmured aridfpokeji ill offer: amongft which were fome 
CtHtl vftd m that had praftifed agai nft hint. An d whereas Re was very cruell (riotwithftariding that lice was 
jymtby Awe- reCeiucd with great feaftingand (blcnrtnity) he vted'/o cruell puniflimerit for light offentes, and 
Uanus, xndthe 0 ff 0 firiall importance, that any gentle or mcrtri'flill Prinfce would haue difiemblcd, ahd made 
no f ec k 0 ning theraf. But he would not do fo j but,to the-contrary,put many cruelly to death: 
- for whichcaiifc he cameto be extremely feared,and therefore generally hated. Hce enlatged 
Aurelianusthe wals ofito>w,and fortified the fame,repairing that which was decaied ; which was not law- 
Urgtd thtwtis fuijrfpi'any Emperor to doo, but for fuch as had enlarged the'Produces and Limitsof the Ro-

Hauing fettled all matters in Rome (his chief delight confining in Arms) hee- could my but 
Aurclianus fewdaies there j but /peedily departed towards the Eaftagciitift the great Z h n ob i A,aecoun- 

tingltafhame that a woman'fliould hold the Baft EmpireiiH : cfilgfitce of- Rome and the Empe- 
iS/ityh& rorstherebf.

So as in Tma hee 
onelyput Hbr a c la Mon to death, who betraied the City into his hands . which hee laid Mlfl e -j 
he did, for that he which had been a traitor to his Couritrey, could neuer bee faithfull to him. f<,,“rc«}o»* r 
But his wealth which was very great he commanded to be giuen to his heirs, to the end that no 
man fhould think he had condemned him to bee executed for the defii e of his goods. Arid to 
the fouldiers,complaining that hee had not giuen them the fpoil of the Ci ty, wherein hee had 
fworn that he would not leaueany liuing, no not a dogge 5 hee anfwei ed,I promifed that there 
fliould neuer a dog remain aliue in Tiatsa , and I giue you leaue to kill them all. 

Wheri'theEmpcror had gotten thisnoble City, he from thence matched to cJrnmb, which 
bordereth vpon the Mount Taurus 5 Where, granting a getterall pardon, with one onely battell 
of (mall refinance, neer to a Wood called Daf>bne,hc feifed vpon all that Prouincc. And,leauing 
allthofe Countries in peace, heepaffed thence into Syria againft Zbnobi a 5 who with ano¬ 
ther woman called Z a va l l a (in a manner as manly as herfelfe) attended his coming with a 
very great Army of lingular good Souldiers and excellent Captains, trained vp with great ex¬ 
perience in the warres with her husband O d en at v s ;andafterwardsiii orh^rwarsagainft 
the Perfians. The two Armies comingneertheone to the other, a mod cruell wane beganne bAttl i' { 
between them. For, Zbnobia, notasa woman, but as though (he had bin H a n n 1 b A L , betwixt Zeno- 

prouided and performed whatfoeuer was fit,againft the Romans, finally, after fome cncoun- ^ a u rf '" /Aurc!l - 

ters they came toa battell neer to the City of Emafa, which borderetli vpon the defeits of Pat- 
mrinag . Prouince in Syria •, which was (b bloudy and doubtfu!,that Avrelianys was wel- 
neerouerthrowne : for, his Cauallerie, being tired with fighting, began to rerirej rcfufing the Zcnobh otter* 
battell, and were ready to haue turned their backs, and to flee: but beeing detained by their 
Captains, and by the footmen contained to (land firm, heobtained the vidoiy, and Zeno- Snif M ‘ 
bia eteapedbyflight. 

When A v r b l 1 a n v s had obtained fo noble a vi&ory, he went into the City of Emefa, 
and from thence to the City of Palmyra,which is the Head of that Prouiricc,and Zinoha's 
principallfeat. In which way his fouldiers endured many Wants and difficulties, wrought by 
their enemies where they were to paffe: and the City with fuch courage made refinance, that 
his fouldiers were greatly efiftreffed; and the Emperour him felf in peifon incurred many great 
dangers •? which plainly appearetli by aLetter written by him to a familiar friend ofhis.Wher- 
upon Avr b 1 ia n v s, defiring to make an endof this war, thinking to induce Zbnobia 
toyeeld herfelf into his power, (enthera Letter wherein hedid afiiire her of her life, and that 

he would giue her all lief treafure; her jewels and her money ; and that fhee fhould line free and 
at liberty in any place oi; city ivhefethcSenatefhouldappoint: 

- Zbnobia, haiiirig receiiied dhis Letter, in lieu ofgranting or requiring peace, became 
therewith more haughty and proud than before 5 anfweritig him with another very proud Let¬ 
ter; which,' N't c o hi a> c a'v 'i ,, a'Wliitev Of thofe Times, tiii'nflated out ofthe Syrian into the 
Greek Tongue; and-Ft ]-k viv s Vo fiRC-v^harh left ic to vs in Larin : which I will fette 
•down, co^foc end that the haughty^efijrriptupfis triirideofthis woman may bee made knowne

Aridfp: (he ended Her Letter, glorying more in her valour, than in 
her eloquence. ■ 
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This Letter being receiued by Avrelia n v s, hee made no account thereof; but drew 
neer with his Armie, and commanded hi>Captains to be/iege the City more ftraightly and 
with fuch order and policy to aflauit the fame, and to defend his Camp, that he failed not i n a 
ny thing of the duty ofan excellent Captain. For, upon the way coming to Zhnobia hee 
ouerthrew thefuccours which came from Perfia^nd did the like by certain companies of Sa- 
racens. And the forces which came from Armenia, what through fear and fair promifes, hee 
drew to his fci vice, and made them his friends; in fuch forr, that Zhnoju, feeing herfelf 
ouercome, in the beft manner (hee could /led from the City with Dromedaries, carryingfuch 
Zcnobu taken treafure with her as the fhortnes of the time would permit : and,trauelling towards Perjia (hee 
Au ' was ouertaken u P on the way b y certain horfemen which rhe Emperor fentafter her. And fo 
Ayrilianys took her, and the City of Palmyra, and afterwards all the whole eftate of the 
Eaft. And although many counfelled him,yet he would not put Zbnobia todeath,puipo. 
Eng to haue her aliue in his triumph. But he put the Philofopher L o n a i N v s to death, f or 
that it was faid he had penned the Letter which Zbnobia wrote unto him. 'Tujeih, 
vs Poliio writeth, that when this valiant woman, was brought into the prcfencc of A r. 
r 111 anv j, hefaidunto her • Tellme, Zbnobia, how durft thou prefume to contemn 
Emperors, and to defend thy felf againft their power' Whereto /he anfwerd,excu/ing herfelf l 
ntauTruf of and honouring him, faying; Onely thee, At«uhnvs,I acknowledge to bee an Empe! I 
Zenobia made ror, for that thou knoweft how to ouercome. But as for G a l i b n v s, A ▼ r b o lv s, and ' 
10 Aureiianm. the reft,I never held them for Emperors nor Princes. In this manner (as I faid) ended chepow 

erofZaNOBiA. r 

The Emperor Ayr el i a n vs hauing ended this war re, leaving order and force# in the 
Eaft, returned into Europe the fame way he went: and, coming into high Germane, he fubdued 
a certain people called Carpi, which were in Arms,and ouerthrew them in battell, Vpon this 
occa/ion he was in Rome called Carpicys.: whereat he was both angry and form that for 
that onely victory theyftiouldgiuehimafurname • And therefore caufed himfelfto be called 
Aurejianu* bn Gor HICVj, SAHJUAHCVs,ARWBNrcVS)PAR t ,|| I c V S,A DIABRNICYSGer- 
manic v s,and S r a i c v s, after the names of the Countries and Nations which he had fub¬ 
dued. 

As matters flood vpon thefe tearms,and he being to march againft. Tbtricvs the tyrant 
TheTatmems o£ Frame 5 newes was brought him that the Palmerins which had bcene under Zbnobia 
rttifca. were i Cvo itcd, anddid rebelled had flaine Sandario whom he had left there for Cap- 
taine andgouernour of the Citie, with iixe hundred archers, with him •, and that they had made 
A R c H B IA V S, who wasofkinticto Zbnobia, their Prince. When Av r r t .1 a nv » 
vnderftoodthereof,with his accuftomcd courage and-expedition (which was naturall unto 
him) he returned by great iournies into Jfia: and being come into Syria , he made no ftay untill 
that he came to the pith of Palmyra > which when he had taken,he inflifted moft cruell puniftl- 
ment, by putting all forts ofpeoplc to death, men,women, old folkes and yong children, with- 
out leaving any Iiuing creature therein. And afterwards he left the whole Citie defoIate,and 
almoftall theothcr Cities,which conJfentedand eon/pired therewith in the rebellion. With¬ 
out any long abode in , in great hafte he returned into Europe, where be happily pacified 
ail matters ; fo as there remained no part, but all was in obedience. - Neuerthelefle, for as much 
asthe people were accuftomcd to the libettie Jnd evill cuftojnscs permitted vnderthe.guuern* 
mentof Galienvs, a certaine Captaine called Firmvs, whpi;\yas in fi^m W: avpfe and 
n Ltty flknt mad c all that Kingdome to rcbell; and, as fome write, made, himfeifjEmpcror: arid, as othf/s 
r write, crying Liberty, hee promifed to maintain the liberty ;and priui ledges pfthat County.

And as at other times thelegionshad betrayed their Captains & Emperors:fonow thejEm i *° Aureliantli ' 
peror to be rid of trouble deliucrcd vp his legions tri another: which is a great example 6 c proof 
ofthe miferies,ieloufies, and troubles, into whichthey are involved; which vnjuftly and tyran- 
(lpufly hold dominions 5 daily expecting and fearing death, and to be di/poftefled^ of theiv .go- 
ucr.nmenti; whereof ancient Hiftories arc full: and in our time we hauefeeoe with our eyes^ 
that although they efcapc for a time; yet there is;no day wherein they are not: vexed with the 
jnfolenciesand dilfolutcnefsof thofe.by whofeaidethey maintaine their tyrannies: and moft 
commonly they are by them brought into greateft danger-. And fo to keepe themfelues on foot, 
they vfe great cruelty againft their fubievfs; and/hew themfelues partiall, remifte ; and humble 
to their fauorites and friends. And above all, the fecret martyrdomc and remorfc of confci-* 
fncedoth torment them: whereof D i o n y s 1 v s, M arivs> Sr l la, and other famous 
tyrants which haue been, are fayre prefidents : who,vpon their fubie<fts, committed moft hor- 

rible cruelties, and oftheir friends and companions endured incredible infolcncies and intole* 
rable audacious prefumptions. WhichTETRic v s knowing well, although hewere not 
ynproUided nor deftitute of power, courage or valour* yet he voluntarily yeelded himfelfe to 
Ay re li an v s, holding it for a more difficult thing to commaund with, trouble, then to 
ferve with quiet. Which difcreeie advice may ferve for a rule and admonition to fiie andief- 
chew a vanitie much v/ed by thoie which in townesand common-wealths maintaine fa<ftions 
Jnddifcords, and will command and tyrannize ouer that which^^is none of their owne* who 
thereby vainely and foolilhly make themfelvesfervile and flaves to very bafe feliowes, flatte- « 
ring them and giuing what they will have; becaufe they will n or endure the companie of thofc 
which are their equals: then which there can be no greater madne/Te. It prouedno evill courfe 
that Tmicv* tooke: for he liued many y eers after in great honour and peace, and ended 
his dayes as we will declare: whereas otherwife if he had perfifted in his tyrannic, he had made 
fuch an end as all fuch had ;which was eyther to have been flaine by hisenemies,or by hisowne 
fouldiers j and the time which he Ihould haue liued, would have been full of continuall feare 
and Ieloufie. 

; Ayr b li any s having fully (ubdued and pacified all the Prouinces of the Empire, and 

! reduced the fame to the antient power and reputation, by taming and fubduing the tyrants,and 

by expelling the ftrange and barbarous Nations with force,felicitie,and admirable expedition, 

hee refolued to come t oRgmeto rcceiue the triumph for his victories: which was giuen him 

with the greateft folemnity and pompe that could be.deuifed, which in refpctftof tny accufto- 

med breuity cannot particularly be recited. It mayfufficerofayin briefe ,thatit was one of 

the moft /lately triumphs that euer was made in Rome, wherein were led an infinite number of tmmh prepa* 

Prifoners and Captiues of ,diuers and fundvy Nations, great variety of wild Beafts, asTigres, 

Lions, Ounces, Elephants, Dromedaries, Beares,and fuch like. There was alfo aboundance 
of Armes taken from tho/e which were overcome, and moft richand fumptuous chariots: one, 

, which had bcene of O denatvs,Zbno*ias husband • another which /he hcr/elfe had 
made: and another which the King of Perjia voluntarily fent to Ay r 1 lx any s for a pre- 
fenr. 

There went alfo in that triumph the great Zbnobi a, moft richly attired, in doth of great 
price fet with pearle and ftone.in manner of a prifoner bound with chainesof gold. There were 
inthenumberofthem,ofwhom Avr imanvi triumphed, T e tr i c v s and his /onne^ 
whom the father had intituled Emperor. Avreiianvs entred in another chariot, which 
had beene the Kings of the Gothe$,drawne by fourc ftagges: and after him came all the victo¬ 
rious legions both of foote and horfe, moft rich and gallantly armed, bearing boughes of law- 
rell or ofpalme in their hands: there were al/o many other things of great Pomp. And he in this 
mancr went to the Capitol to do his facrifices according to the cuftom,& thence to his Palace, 
and the next day w ere made in Rome all kinds oflports and feafts, fuch as were wont to be 

made.

E warlike andinuincibleEmperor Avrblianvs be¬ 
ing dead, as wc hauc faid, who with fuch valour brought all 
the Prouincesof the Empire to peace and tranquillity 5 and 
in fo lhorc a time,that it feems the fear and reuei ence which 
they bare him in his life time, held the fame authority eueri 
after his death f For, no man attempted to make himfelfe 
Emperor in any ofthe Prouinccs wherein Legions lay in 
garrifon, as at other times they were wont to doo i neither 
durft the Arnrtie which was with him chufcan Emperor, he 
had in fuch manner tamed the Prouinccs and the pride of 
the peoples And the Captains which then were with him 
wercalfo better aduifed,and took warning by the death and 
confufion ofthofe which in the time of G a l 1 h n v s had 
vfurped the name of Emperors] Therefore, forthat they 
deemed none worthy ofthe Empire* they defiring to auoid the like inconueniences as befell in 
times paftj and to the end thata good Emperor might be chofen,who with his authority might 
preferueand maintain the ptefent cftate,themcnofwarrcof Avrbei a n v s his Armie fent 7 he Mmtfm 
word to the Senate, that (as veafon was) they fhouldchnfeand name an Emperor* and that mhesenateto 
they would obey him,and confirm his eleiftion. «j/c m Emje : 

The Senate, knowing that the Armie wasnot vront to bcc contented with a Prince of their 
chufing, made anfwer, that they fhould name and make choice of one, and that the Senate 
wouldapprouetheirdoings. Indiisftrainingof courtefies, fist moneths paffed (which may 
fttuefora wonder to him that hathread the former Hiflovies) jin which the world was with-- 
1 outan Emperor, and the Empire was gouerned by the Senate, and fuch Officers as A v r 1 l 1 - 
a nv s had left. At the end of which time,ouci : comn by the entreaties Jand AmbaflSges from 

Armies, the Senate made choice of Tac t ^s,a Noblc-man, who had been Confiil,and , • 

wasagood man,and of great age, who earneftly refufed the feme * fo as there weremany com* 
plements between them about the matter. But in the endhe accepted thereof, to the great my' 
ofthe Senate and Roman people, and aifo ofthe Pretorian Cohorts which ordinarily lay neer 
to Rame. And fo he performed the folemnitics, donatiucs, and gifts which the- new Emperors 
Wcreaccuftomcd to make. Tacitvs was very ould when hee came to the Empire* but of 
great experience in magiftracies andoffices of charge, and had euetliued a veituous life. Hee 
was very temperate in all things, milde and kinde, and a loucr of iufticc and equity. 

When as T a c z r v s had taken vpon him the goueriiment ofthe Empire (as agood Prince 
free from ambition) he did all things by the aduice and counfell ofthe Senate* and held fuch a 
courfe in all his a<ftions, that the whole Empire was in peace and cranquillity,and juftice vvase* 
uery where adminiftred with quietnes ? and to that end he made excellent lawes and ordinan* 
ceSjaboliihing certain abufes and euill cuftomes in Rowe. But, for any notable matters which 
Readers commonly diefire in Hiftories (as, wars,battels,great aduenturcs and accidents) there,

werenoneinhistimejaswellforthathefoundallinpeaceandingoodorder, asfor that hep 
raigned butafmall time^which was but fix moncths, ancl thofe not fully expired. What death 
r hee died, the Authors doo not certainly fet down. Some fay.thathisownefouldiers flue him 
^ death of vpon the way travelling towards Afu ,whither he was going with an Army to make war ag^inft 
Taeuu*. Pcrfians : but S b xtv s Av r b l i v s Victor and others write, that hce died ofj 

burning Feuer in the City ofThtrfus •, which feemeth moft likely to be true: for,he was a vet. 
tuous man, and much beloued. Among his other vertues, hee was veiy temperate in his diet 
and in all other things jip as hee would notallow his wife the Emprefie to wear any pretious 

ftonesor jewels of any greatptice: and he much honoured the memory of good Emperours. 
His countrey or linage I finde not written. He left no fon, either natural! or adoptiue. 
rht m g iM In thofe times fprang the famous Hcreticks of the Manichees j whofeOriginal! and Maiftcr 

thehnwo/tf* was a wicked man called M a n a s : who with his Followers were id wicked and ftichlnfi- 
dels,thatthey prefumed to fay, that there were two Gods, the one good, the other euill 5 ad- 
ding thereto, that the one was the Originall of all goodnes 3 and theother, of all euill, And 
this horrible and diueliflj Herefic lafted in (bme wicked men ahoue two Hundred yeers; againft 
which, Saint A v o v s t i n b and other holy poftors oppofedthemfelues. The life ofthis 
T a 11 t v s is written by F l a v i v s Vom evs, whom I haue followed, and the other 
Authors aboue-named.

S foonas Taci r v s was dead,a brother of his named F to ri an vi, 
trulUtigin theneemefieof b loud to the laftEmperor, withoutanyau- 
thority or election took vpon him the name of Emperor: which hcc 
didthrough the fauour of part of the Armie, and of certain principal! 
men which were with him. But his eftate continued but a fmall time: 
for,whenthe Armies in the Eaftvndcrftood of the death of his bro¬ 
ther Taciiys, they made choice of P r oiws,ofwhomwevvill 
fpeak heerafter 5 who was a man of fuch authority, and fo well belo* 
-_— ued,that Fiokiamvj vpon the newes thereoffyeld himfelf for¬ 
lorn* And, knowing that all the martiall men would abandon him (as, many of them alreadic 
had done) he made his veins to be opened (imitating Qv i N t x 11 v s, who, as wehauefaid, 
did the like) j and fo he died (as the other did) bleeding, about two months after hee had taken 
vpon him the name and title of Emperor. Wherefore, he could doo no fuch notable matteras 
toight be worthy writing. He was a than very like his brother Tacttvs - as well in condi¬ 
tion and goodnes of life, as in the (hortnes of the time he held the Empire. He died in theyecr 
ofour Lord 179. ,

BufctO returne to our good Emperour Pro b v s : he wasbomein Hungary in acitiecalled 
'£**{!£*'*! Sirmit, of noble parentage,principally by his ntothers fide,-His fathers name was Maxi my S) 
to a man very famous, and one which followed the wars,and had had the leading of martiall men; 

and being Tribune, died in Egypt 5 His wife lining after him, with this fonne and one daughter, 
which was his fitter. This young P rob v $ prooued to be fo vertuous audio valiant a young 
man, as the Emperour V a l h r i a n y s who died pvifoner in Perjta , made him a Tribune, 
being fo young as hee then had no figne of any beard. He performed in the time of V. a l a. 
it I a n v s, and ofhis fonne G a n « n v s, apd of Ayouanvs, and Clav DI v 5 
{ wherein happened great wanes , with many battailes and conflicts) fuch notable fern ices, 
both as a fouldier’and a Tribune,and afterwards when he was a Captaine-that he was held and 
reputed for a moft valiant man, and make men now to admire him, which reade his doings. In 
giuingaffaults to cities, he was many times thefirftman vponthe fealing ladders, and the fitft 
that entred the enemies camp or forcrefles. He was vi&ofious in many fingle combats,man to 
man, and in battailes freed many Romanecitizens from death : wherefore according to his de- 
ferts there were giuen to him many ciuical crownes,collars,braceleis,launces and banners,with 
other enfignes, deuicts and martiall priuiledges. And afterwards being a Captaine of Legi- 
ons and Generali gouernour of prouinces • there was almoft no nation but was fubduedby 

him* in rhe infinite warreswhich were in thofe times. 1 

In ^fricahee. fubdued a people called M.armaridcs,and ouerthrew fome mightie tyrantsand 
rebels. In Egypt being a captaine, he fought a'gainft the Palmyrincs, who would haue vfurped 
that counttie and kingdomc; but he brought them to quictnes with great partoftheEaft, in 
the feruice of. A v r. b l i a n v s. In the time of Ciaydivs, he oucrcame the Gothcs in 
many battailes 5 and in the time of Ayreiianvs, theSarmatesand Germanes ; and often 
was victorious in many other parts; And Withthefe victories and noble a&s, with the goodnes 
oflifeand bchauiour hce made the difcipline and knowledge of Armes equal! ; So as he was in 
all, a good and a valiatit Souldrer, Captaine, hnd Emperor» 

Many letters (recited Liy Flavins Vaipisc v $) written by G\l i b»vs, Cbav- 
d IV S, A v re li ANY s ■ T A.c, it v, and other Emperours andPrinces of that time, bea re 
• record of that which is faid of him • in which they extoll the venues, valour, and excellence 
ofthis man: wherefore he was infinitely beloucd,and honored generally. Which plainelyap- 
peerethby the manner of his election : for.the; Armie which was in the Eaft defiling to male 
haftcin Choofing an Emperour, being adufrtifed of the death of T a c. i v v s • the Captaines, 
- and Coronels drew their fouldicrs into the field; and without any former requeft, practice or 

Agreement, they began to fliew vnto them, that it was requifite to make choife ofan Emperor, 
a manwhich fhould be valiant, honeft, religious; good, pit jfull, wife, and adorned with all ver- 
1 tuousl qualities; whichfpecch they vfed in fundriefquadrons and parts of the Armie. Thefoul-

raintnation, that durft attempt any atationi Butas mens harts are commonly( euen from 
tbeW infancies more inclined to eulll thCngdO'd thrbUgli the Corruption of our nature* wanting 
forrjjihe epemies,, there arofe feme domfeftteallcufebuftions ; and thofe which were wont to 
make head aj^infeforrainbenemie?* inadeitofefe'folues pnemies. • 

Thefe was in theEhfl parts a Captaine whofe nanta was Sat v r n in vs, who was both 
vaiiaht,expertin;tHe warsjdifereeteandofgreatiudgement, and in the time of Av xi b i i A - 
n v s had been Generali of thofe frontiers, being by birth a French-man. This man comnmg 
to uileMndm in Egj/pt about feme matters of importance which wee know not • without his 
knowlcdgeor imagination* the Egypciansjasfoty were euei vnquictjtebelltous and defirous of 
Sttuminui innovations; by a common andgenerakonfept,hailed him Emperor; and called vpon hisname 

wifihi*will* B r t ezt bbftinjacie as h£ durft not refufe it,neither forbear to lay that he confented thereto, 

* B f utihiiagining that’through hiSabicnc^thistUhiultvvoulcl haue bin pacified * he departed from 
^pifahdeame im'pJteJlma ^ v Butthey*neo^r gluing ouer what they had begun, and as thofe

ringfrme, I beihgafree Captaine recouered Afrmftpm the Moores. I pacified Spam, and 
did other things tothe honourof the Empire ; but what auaileth it to haue done all this i for 
with this daies work all is Io’ft. A'nd as his Captaines arid Coroiiels encouraged and entreated! 
rtem'Mk ^ lmto be nietrie 1 this wife man,who well knew what it was to raigne with tyrannic, anfwered 
teniimn of them, faving; My friends, you know not what it is to raigne. But I will make you vnderftand it 

ryrsnt*. in tntffclfe: fop from henceforth there will daily hang ouer my head, threading me and putting 

me in feare of fey life, fwordes, gleaues, fhields, and on cuery fide 1 fee my felfe alfaultcd with 
halberts, launces; and other weapons* and II begin to ftand in feare of thofe ^which haue the 
guarde of me, and to fufpeft thofe which keepe me companie. I fhall not eate any thing that 
Ihall tafie well,neither without fufpicion, I can trauaile no way in fafetic. I fhall not vndertakc 
any Carrie to fey owne liking,neither fhall I beare Armes for exercife,but- forced; and although 
IdidMflb^hiyfelfetothe'cdncrarie, yet trdlyiit isimpoffiblefor any Emperourtopleafeand 
content all his fub'iC&s.

him to take vpon him thehameofEfeperour. Butintlieefid, Satvrninvs being appa- 

mtly ouercbfeA he was heficged fe 'A^Caftle, and there was fiaine by the Souldiers againft the 

Emperors Will j Who would rather haue forgiuetthim. - . : 

After this Vi&orie, which washeldfo doubtfull, Probvs returned into Europe i at\Ath^ 

Souldiers & Legions remained foquiet, and in fiich obedience,as it grew to bea common by¬ 
word ; that the Mife did not : dare to gnaw for feare of Probvs, But as he was bufie in this 
iftion (thefucceffe whereof was doubtfull) ; in France and Germanic were two Captaines, thd 
one called B o n o s vs, who wasthechiefe; and the other Procivs: who raifing niigh- 
tie Armies in France and in Britannic ( where Pro b v s was ill beloued , for the Vi<ftories 
which he had obtained there) and hauing alfo fome Spaniards, befidcs the ordinarie Legions 
of their gouernmentS; they both tooke vpon them the name of Emperors, and the purple ^ 

Rube. But for chat it would be alongStorie* particularlytorecountallthatpafied; it fhall prodmM 
fuffice toknow, that Probvs neuerrefted j fo as according to the fmall time of his raigne, 
which was but fixe yeereS, it may feeme a wonderfull thing to confider the warres and voya¬ 
ges which he made. But in the end, he found outtHefe Tyrants, and inuaded them both * of 
which, the warre againft Bo nosys (as they write) wasvery dangerous and lafted long .-but 
in the end Proxy s had the victory, and Bon o sv s falling into defpaire hung hiinfclfe, 

Procivs being likewife oueicome, fled into the Countrey, where the Germanes (there- Bon ° ras «* 
by to winne Probvs Ioue) deliuered him : and fo he had an entire and compleat Vi<ftorie 
ouer all. ‘ ■ •: J 


This P r o c v t vs was borne in' a place among the Alpesneere to Gmua, and Bon d- 
/ J v s was a Britaine , feted vp in Spme% of whom they write, that he would drinke fo much Produs rod 
wine, as tenne greatdrinkers could not drinke fo much ; and that therewith he had two won- ^* me hy fj. 
dcrfull properties: the one was 3 thac how much foeuer he dranke, he was neuer drUnke • the o- ^ S ° M **' 
therthatwhen itpleafed him, he couldpiffeas faftas hedid drinke, without containingariy iot 
Within his bodie: wherefore the Emperor A v r b l ia n ys was wont to fay of hint , that stwgc quail* 
Bonos vs was not borne to liue*but to drinke. • ***• 

After that Probvs had defeated thefe two great Captains and Tyrants, it might haue bin ' 
heldreafonable,that Arms fhould haue giuen him leaue to haue repofed himfelfe in Marne . for 
now bis yeeres and trauailes required no leffe : butithapned otberwife; for the Nations and 
people which he left (a$ we hauefayd) to inhabit Thracia , notwithftanding that the Baftarnari 
'remained in peace and quiet: yet the Vandales arid Other Nations feeing the Emperout pefteA 
redinthc warres (trufting in their ftrength and multitude) refolued to make no longer abode 
there, but to inuade all the ProuinCes of the Empire, robbing and ftealing all they couldlay 
hands vpon : and their number was fo great , that no City or Countrey could niakeheada- 
ga/fift them, but they fpoiledand burned all wherefoeuer they came. Which, when thieEm- 
perour had well confidered, imagining that whatfoeuer he had formerly done for the<good 
2nd liberty of the Empire, was to no effe<ft orpurpofe if hefutfered this plague to goe ort* Eee 
refolued to put himfelf in hazard,and to go in perfon into al thlofe parts Which thefe peopleln<? 
uaded. Ana for that (by reafon of their multitudes) they could hot march together,he fought 
Jyith them in fundry places: wherein many were fiaine of either fide, and the Emperor him- 
fdf was foirierime wounded* and in danger of death, ’ But in the end he ouercame them all,and 
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of the confines and frontiers of the Empire. And, very joy full and victorious, finding; now: no

jto/wftrucfrom the common opinion, againfewhich we May not contend, giuing to C a, la 
and&eh;excellent men the firft place * yet it is veafon we /hould alfo make an honourable men- 
tion ofthofe which were vertuous and valiant, and that vyee fiaquld prqferuc the memoriall of 
them % an example topofterity. Which wanted no other thing (as I fajd in the beginning)^ 
Writers 5 who mighteloquently,and in a good ftile, haue particularly written their a< 5 ts,which 
th^othefs fiad : for, ifof P *. o a v s',arid oflbrne others of whom we haue ; already treated, and 
areto treat heerafter, there had been any which had eloquently writtemtheHiftorics, relating 
all their a#s and valiant deeds#* particular (their boldattempts, theij? coun/els, their -orations, 
thciraduertifcment>s,their w.ondcrfull policies, ftratagems, and other matters of importance) 
which; doubtlefle, hapn ed without number in fuch and fo great enterprifesand battels j wee 
ihquid not; onely' bee contenttdgiue vnto thefe men tire fecond place,but perqduenture*wee 
Ihould ,contend for the firft b .confidering, they were no leife excellent in vertue and bountir, 
than in Arms and valour. 

But, leaning this deputation apart (for, in the end,the world will giuc Sentence in the behalf 
of;C.4'SAR, and ofthofe famous men of antient times) our Probv* entred Rome, trium- 
pbing-Of the Germans, ofthe Blemi j, and of many other Nations and Tyrants. His triumph 
was.moft folemn 5 and his men of warre entred with him among which were, Germans^ Spa¬ 
niards jXnd othcrNationswhich hadferuedhiminthew<u’res,aswell-asthe Romans. There 
werC:a!fo fome. excellent and great Captains: of which themofl noble were, Ls.onidhs, 
D^q&liEs r a n v *, Car v s » Co m s r an * 1 n vs, AnabumAnv s,M aximini-* 
awvs, Pisoni any s, Hbrcyiby a, Ce c r o p it s,*and others; whereof fome were 

afterwards Emperors. . 

This trumpb being ended,the next day (according to the antient cuftome) began the fea/fc, 
gam^s and /ports 5 wherein were huntings, of fauage hearts; more, and more ftrange - , than euec 
before that time were feen in Rowe: for which purpofe he caufed, in a place called C'mulwML- 
stithy a great Grou.e of wood and a Mountain to bee made, full of very great trees 5 fee in fuch 
<ort,that they Teemed naturally to hauegrowne there. Theplacc was fo,capable, and fo : large, 
that therein were hunted xthoufand Oftriches,a thoufand Stags, athoufand mountain Goats, 
a thoufand wilde, Boars, a thou/and fallow Peer, and other lei tides of hearts: and : the people 
Were pKnmittedrtq^ih and take,thereof at tKeif pleafure. Afterwards there were killed with 
Lances-three hundred Bears vand, it) a.maner, as many Lions, of thofe of Libp and.of spin 
whichwasa ipe^a^^reprefenting more maiefty and greatnes, than delight or pleafure.

Thefe fcarts beingepdejdjtheEmperorniade certain Iaws 0 apd took CftrsTor the goo^gouctti; 

ment 
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ment ofthe Empire; and all men Rued in fuch peace and quietnes,that P noivs vfed tofeyi 
that lie would Ipeedily rake fuch a courfe, that there Ihould be no more neede of any men of 
war.Wherfore,as alfo for that he would neuer fuffer his foldiers to be idle, butimploid them iti 
labours and neccifarie edifices,they began to hate Him and to wifh his death 3 .as'-mem which 
tadbcehaccuftomcdrorobbeandfteale,andtoliuelicenrioufly. And hauing taken order for 
a Jl matters concerning a peaceable gouernment, he determined to goe into the Eaft, to fubdue 
sn d wholly to fubuertrhc kingdome of the Perfians and Parthians : for therenoiv remained no 
other power that he needed to care for, to confirme that peace which hee refolued to fettle 
through thcEmpire. And vndertaking this enterprife, vvith greater preparation, then euer was 
jnade many other (for now nothing letted him) it Teeming to his fouldiers that it was not 
good to haue a Prince fo valiant, in vvhofe time they were compelled to liucin fuch fubjeftion 
and were puniflied, and could not followtheir old courfe and former liberties they refolued to 
jfidiiim j and in fecre't many ofthem confpired againft him : So as when hee pa/fed through ' 
Slmma ,they muvthered him by treafon j when he had raigned (afeer E-vtrop tv s)fixe 
yecres and fome moneths • which (as I laid of A v r e 1 i a n v s) was a very f}]ortfpace,fot‘ the fort. 
ac<omplirtiingoffuchand/bgreata<rtsan^enterpnfes, as his were. And {brnc authors write 
that he raign ed not fo long. Hisdeath was much lamented in itwwtf,both by the Senate and Ro¬ 
man people.Thearmie flood not vpon thepunilhingofthe offendeis/or no man durft atteriipt 
tlicfamc: but they ereerted to this inuincibleEmperor a morti honorable Sepulchre, whereon 
was engrauen this Epitaphe.

which may benumbred the deaths of C a r i n v s and N v m b r jt a n v s , fonnes to the Etn- 
pet or C a r y s, whp were called Avovsti: from whofe life we will prefenrlybeein^ and 
rheprocefleof thehiftory willihewothersnoleffcftrangeandfearcfull. 

Of C a r v s his two fonnes ,which he made C a s a r s with powerand authorityof 
A vo v s t 15 theyonger , whofe name was N v m s r i a n v «, was with his father whenhee 
dyed; who as well for the worth and deferts of his father , as for his owne, was much bcloucd 
of all rheArmie and Romanc people: wherefore by common confent, as foone as his father w • 
was deed, he was chofen Emperour, and for fuch was generally obeyed. He was maried to 
thedaughter ofa rich and mightie man, whofe name was Arrivs Ars*. This new Em- 
paour greatly lamenting the death of his father, and imagining that in that warre at that time 
there was no more to be done, railed his Camp, and began to retire: and for that he was difea- 
fed in his eies, and qoutd not endure the light. he made himfelfe to be caried in a clofc Litter, 
foflshe couldnot befeene. But as the defire to raigne is themoft violent of all other pafhons * 
fo his father in law Ak iv $ Aper forgetting thedutie which he ought to his ibueraigne 
Lord,and the loue to his daughter and fonne in lawe, refolued to kill him* and by meanes of his 
great wealth and friends to procure the Empire for himfelfe : which he might eaCily bring to 
pu/Te/or that he was allowed to come to him when he pleafed: fo as by his hand(or fome other 
mans by his diredion ) Kvmiiuanvs was (Iainc in his Litter ; l and to the end it fhould not M 
bereuealed, they left him therein: and giuing it out thathee could notindureto feeany man, {SlTtT 
they caried him dead two or three daies, pra^ifinginthemeanetime what they had proic< 5 ted: 
but as the dead bodie began to fmeli, the treafon was'diftouered fboner then A rriv s would, 
and there was fo great a confufion and forrow in the whole Armie, that cuery man took Armes 
and /aid,that they would choofe an Emperour which fhould punifh Co great a treafon. But firfl 
ofall Arrivs Aper. was brought prifbner before the Imperiall Iudgement feat; for it was 
prefently knowne that he had committed this murthcrV " . 

The Armie being in this confufion and tumalt, by the common confent ofall men Dio- 
c l e s i a n v s was chofen and falutcd Emperour,who was the chief man in the Armie ,and one 
ofthe moft excellent Captaines in the time of P r o » v s: he was ( as it were ) the Emperours Diocledanui 
fteward, and had the ruleandgouernmcntofhishoufehold. He Was borne ihpdmMof oh* 
fcure parentage, itf fo m uch as fome fay that his father was k Notarie i: and others ikf , that he mt \ 
was the fonne of a bondman. But he was a man ofa great courage, very wife, aereafdefender 
and louer ofthe common-wealth, ofa C(iiicke wit and vnderftanding to make prouifion for any 
occasion that might be offered, according to the time and feafon : and was of great experience 
itiaf&ires and charges of importance. He was alfo a man of high eonceites, which he put in ex* 
ccution j but with great wifedomeand diferetion. . i.-.-•. 

pioczBsiANvs feeing himfelfe called by all men Emperour^ with great courage accep- 
ted the Empire: and clothing himfelfe with the Imperiall robe,hefet him in the.cribunallfeate j ' 
and being feluted A v o v s t t s, the firft thing he did, wasto make inquirie, how Nv mb r i* 
*^y.:S:came to his death, notwithftanding that he alreadiekneii/t^e fame. .The treafon and 
praftice being difeouered vnto him, hemade the wicked A k r j v$ Apr r tOtje brought bqi ^ rr}UjA 
forebim/ana 1 with his ownefword flew him jfo much was hedifpleafed therjrvttth .* And afi jl^tyDio, 
terrvards hemadethofewhich were his’complices and partakers to be flaine. '■ I|i this manner dcfianui. 
was the death ofthe good Emperour Nvmerianvs reuenged. C a r i n y 5 s the other bro- 

“who was left Cjesar and was gouemour of fnmt and spam, was very vnlike vnto hinii 
for as this wns noble, verruousand giuen to all vertuous actions and exercifes,- and befidcsall 
Ws other excellences, we read,he was the beft poet of his time,and an excellent Orator; fo#^s 
Car- i wv s difhoneft, luxurious, an adulterer, and giuen to all kind of vice: whcrfore,hewds 
generally abhorred ofall men. info much that his own father hated him, and being aduemfeyt 
ofhis behauiour, faid,he held him not his fonne ,purpofing to depriue him ofthe Empire.

He then remairtitig in France, hauing put from him all the good and vertuous men which his 
father left with him, cornierfing altogether with fuchas himfelf,vndcr(iood ofthe death ofhi s 
father, and ofhisbrother, and alfo oft )ioclm i anvs his de&ion. And as (although 
wicked and vitious) he was vajiant and of great courage, without amending any of his cull coti- 
ditions,but rather with his liberty encreafing thefameyfo heleuied the greateft forces he was 
able,and with great diligence made prouifion to make head againft Di o cu j xanv#, ho« 
ping toremaine foie Emperor. Whereof when Diocusianvs wasaduertiled,hewith 
great expedition came out ofthe Eaftinto France againft him. And as of either fide there was 
both great power and courage; Co they had fundry skirmilhes,which were very fierce and cm, 
. di: but in the end, each of them fetting vp his reft, they came to a battell, which was the Uft 

thmw and moft crucll • wherein Carinvs was juftlyouerthrowneandflain. And in this matinee 

/W. remained DiociajiANrs atthac time Idle Lord and Emperor, which wasintheyeetof 
om;XQrda88.

At the Lift, when with his own hands.he had ilaiiiethe 
fathermlawto NvM a r i a n v s , whofename was Aph r, which fignifieth a Boare . it is 
vmttentlm hethcnlaid^owis my prophecy expired and accomplifted: for I hauc killed the 
Bdart which did.prognofticate to methe Empire: and fo he held the Druids,prophecy fulfiL 
led. It is (aid, that he came, doWne fromhis throne of purpofeto kill A r ri vs Ap at. with * 
his.owne hand .* akhoughit feemed not fitting his grearnts to do Co vile a deeded yet hedid it 
to confirm the prophecy.lt is fo written by thefe authorsiand alchoughl thinke not but that it

S W R? andtyrantS holding himfelfe alone infufficicnt for fo greata charge, he now 
made M a x 1 min 1 a n v s (whom beforehe had made G m sas) Avov<t v s, Emperor 
his companion and eqUall iVith himfelfe in the Empire 5 as fome other Em perors had dope the 
like.

Gothes :and, to bee the better allured ofthem, they caufedthem td put awaythe wiues they 
had, ( &nd to'matile others. G on $ t an ri v s did put away II at a by whom hee had ai„ 
read^one fonrie tailed C on's tan r i n b, who afterwards wasan excellent Emperor 5 and 
he married with T h a o u <j s i a, the daughter-in-law of M A x i ** t n i a n v s* 

When they had made this prouifion, diuided the Empire among them, and leuied their At- 
mies, the ErriptirOr M A xIminian v $ went into {Jifrica^ and Diocusian into R. 
W/^againft Achi tLEVi. G a l a r i v« Armbntarivs went into the Eaft againft 
the Perfians. Co nstan rivs Clorvs C je s a r remained in France, to make head a. 
galnft Caravs i vs, who called himfelf Emperor in Britannic ^and againft the incurfions of 
the Northerly Nations. Which wanes, although lomeofthem hapned at one ipftant and to¬ 
gether,! will relate in fiich manner as (hall fee m moft expedient. And to begin with the Em- 
peiors; 1 fay, that Diocuiun being ariiued in Egypt, Achihbyi attended his co 
ming with a great and mighty Armie: and joyning battell (notwithftanding that Achu 
levs fought very valiantly) Dioglbsian had the vidtorie* and A c h i l l h v s, (auing 
himfelfby flight, recouered the City of ^Alexandria: where, feeking to repair his forces, hee 
wasbefieged by D roc ibjian 5 and in the timeof eight monerhs (for, Co long the liege 
failed) there hapned many battels,skirmithes, and encounters; but in the end the City was ta 
ken byforcc,ahd Ac hill sv^by Diocieman’s commandementwas cafttobede 
uoilred by Liorisarid other wilde Bealls. And lo in all that Kingdom he vied cruell & extreme 
punifhmetits, putting to deatli many thoulands of men j but principally of thdle which had bin 
leaders and mptiues ofthis rebellion,or had cqnfented thereto. 

Ma ximin i an vs the other Emperor, who Went into Africa againft the Quingentiani, 
in the beginning warred very doubtfully,and with great difficulty: but the greaceft part of that 
people fighting with his power, he vanquilhed, and conftraincd the reft to fue for peace $ and 
afterwards went into diuerfe parts, deftroying the tyrants and theeues which were in thofe 
Cdahtries: wherefore he was called Maxim ini any a H e k c v l e v s, for that H a «- 
evil s trauelled many partsofthe world, doing the like. And Dio c l as t a n by a new 
furnamewas called I o v iv s, of Iv r 1 t b r • who,they faid, did ouercomeand killtheGi 
ants. And foi heeand bis companions (in his name) oner came and flew the tyrants. The other 
warS made by the C ^$aes proued not lo well at firfl: for, Constantivs Clorvs, 
who was left to make head againft Caravsiys ; as Caravsivs was valiant and wily 
and pofleffedbf all Brinonnie, fo could he no way preuail againft him , but was rather forced by 
the Germans that came down againft him,to conclude a peace with Caravsivs. And fo 
Caravsivs remained peaceable Lord of Britannic 7 yeers. Yet afterwards his! companion 
andfamiliar friend called Alec y vs,fluehim 3 and took the rule of the countrey to himfelf, 
which he held 3 yeers. But heat laft was ouerthrownand {lain by A sc l a pidot vs, or A s- 
c EO t 1 v s Dot vs,aPretorlan Prefedl: and Co Britanny was again recouered,after it had bin 
Yfurped by rebels ioyeers. When Constantivs madepeaccwith G a r a v s i vs, hee 
had a dangerous war with the Germans & barbarous nations.-With whom,among other battels, 
he foilghtone very memorable ♦ whrein,in one lame day,he was ouerthrown,and Conqueror $ 
which hapned thus: Coming toa battell with them in the morning, neer a city of the Ligones 
or Cigones in Gallia Belgica, part whereofis now called Flanders - his troops fought fo ill,as they 
wefe constrained to turn their backs,and to rerire to the City ; and Constantivs Ck> 
e vs was forced to do the like. But when he came to the gates of the City,he found them fall 
locked^ and was in fuch a ftreight, that if they had not let downe aiop^-wherewith hee was 
drawn ouer the wall into the City, he had then been flain by the enemie* When he was within 
, ' the

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thecity he call’d the fouldiers.together,and made fuch a fpeech vnto themes’thty were greatly 
aihamed'at their dilbonorrfo asin rheeuening within Giichouies after the firft fight (che'ene^ 
my miftruftin'gno fuch matter ) he commanded allthe gates to be opened,, and fallied out fiid* 
denly,fcttingvpon hisenemies with 1 fitch*courage 5 that after a long fight they were ouerthrown 
andcutinipeeces^bcmg’feweleftethenOddoomen. ' . , . ... 

, Ihlike.manner hapned many great accidents to Con s tantxvs in thole parts. And 
while as D:na. c t e s, r a n arid M a xi mini a n. Emperors, and Con t± a : nt i v's 
s ah followed thefe waves, Ga lbk it s began a waire no lcfTe dangerous, againft Mar. 
a e v s Kingoi Ferfta : againft whom (aswehauefaid) he went. For, belides *hat ir continued 
long, there were many men ftaine on eyther fide, without any aduantage or hope of viaor'y ro 
either party,vntill at the laft they came with their whole power roa [ctbmailc neere to the ci¬ 
ty ofCarrot j into which Gaisrivs C^sar : entred with Idler forces then hec ousht to 
haue done or-was requiftce rand lighting with greater courage then diferetion, hee .was ouer- 
throwne, and lolingalmoft his whole Armie, heefcaped by flight. Whcrat the Emperor Di- 
OC.IE s 1 an, was fo much grieued,^ that Gal b « 1 v s coming to his prefence into Mcfopotu- 
w'rf,meeting him Vpon the way alighted from his horfe,and came to the Jitter wherein trfe JEm - 
peror was, to do him.honor: but Dio c l b s ta n fuffered hinno go a gfcat while ouer the 

ficldson&aiejWithoutftayingoi-virilJinghim tatate his horft; Warning him,that he had with -afate*. 

lo little dilcrenon fuffered himfdfeto be orierthrownein battaile.In the end,hcgaue him Ieaue ^ oued h Dio- 
to depart,inoyning him to leuie a new Annie, and.to endeuor to rccoucr his loft honor and ro cMan ‘ 
defend his prouince. Which Gal j r ivs (parringfiomhimmuchaftjamedj with alLdilfc 
gencepucmexecution .ioclrs la's remaining with his tmups rndtefobumi* in the 
meane time, to the did the Perfians Ihould not-inuade ir. Andfo Galerivs with alifpeede ^Mtaii 
went into to leuie fou diersihnd bringing with hinnhc kgionsof SlmwMa md -M- 
^ e ^ ta ^ ne ^ i^o and went into the greater Armenia, whither N a r s b v s the King Sit 

of the Perfians,by whom he had been ouerthrowne, was already come, with whom hee be- 
gannethe wavreagame invery good order, with good aduice, and no lelTe courage. The two 
Aimies came fo neere the one to. the other, as by a mutuall conlent of their Generals they iov- 
nedbattaiie : The one prefutuiug on thevi<ftoriepaft,and topvcferue the honor which they 
had gotten; and the other to rccouer their lofles. And fo the fouldiers for thefe reafons fousht G $ mhis . a 
with incredible courageand refolutionjwhich made the battaile very cruell and bioudie : But 
trie Komane Armie confuting of more choife men, and better trained, obtained the vi&orie -■ 
but not without great difficultieand danger. The King cfaped by flight, mi Ga 1b « ,vi 
ollowing the execution entred his camp 5 where he found great riches, and tooke his wiues. 
his children, his lifters, and many Nobleand principall menofthe Kingdomc of Perfla. And 
marching forwards vvith his forces, he inuaded his countric, and did great fpoilc therein, not 
finding any man that durft to make refiftanceagainft him. And from thence he went into Mtfc 
Potato ice Diocibsian, where he was received as in a triumph; and D 1 o c x. a s 1 a U 
honor C t0 raeetC hlm> ^ entertaincd and embraced him checrefully, doing him great

laid,where was made vnto them one of the molt (lately triumphs that' cuer was feene in 
wherein was.an infinite mafle ofheafureof thefpoile oftheEa/Vof^/, andof other nations 
by themfubdued: there were chariots full of arms,and ofveflels of gold,and filuer-and there 
io wereled prifotiers the wife and children of the King ofPerjia, with many other Kings and 
Captames of fundrie armies of the Alanes,of the Catti and others,which was in the eighteenth 

yeerof'the raignof D t^c * a s i a n :forfo long was the time that he had been bulled in the 

wars, and in prouidmg and giuing order for fuch things as were done therin. This Di o**„ 
s 1 an was fo wife,fo politick and fo valiant in thegouernment of the Empire, as no Emperor 
; either before or after him, held the Empire inthelikefubjeaion : for Max iminianyso 
beyed him as his fatherland Gal imyi&Cohit an t I vs as their Lord, and fo he W 
honored and reucrenced more like a King, then an Emperor } and he would haue his fub/e&a. 
dore him } and do him reuerencekneeling vpon the grounds fter the maner ofthe Kim r s of />«-. 
Jta. And as the cuftome of the Emperors in former time was* when they were intreated by anv 
eminent men to giuc them their hands to kifle,they,railing them vp,gaue them peace with their 
lips on the cheekeand meanemenvfed to kilfe their knees: but Diocu si a * comman- 
ded by a publike Cduft,that without any difference all men Ihould kilTe his f ootc proftrate vnon 
the earth 5 and for the greater rcuerence, he made his fhooes to be fet with pearleandftonVof 
great worth: And in the top of this his great profperity^by the inftigation of the Diuel, here- 
n . thuMtk ^i«ed to perfecutetheChriftians, and this was the n* generall perfecution ofthe primitiuc 
• H/Lm. ChurcJiafterNERo 5 andcrueIIeflofthem all,andlafted longer then any othcr,forircontim]S 

loyeers.The Ghriltians had liued in reft and Jibertie many yeersafrer the perfecution ofA v- 
V. L1 * * v *> and then umber of them and of their Churches was now fo great, that in all the 
cities of the Empire and out of it there was a great concourfe of people, and their Churches 
were much frequented: with which reft and tranquillitie (asEvs bb ivs, who was a chrifti- 
an author of thofe times reporteth) the ceremonies and difcipline ofthe Church began to bcc 
corrupt, and feruent dcuotion began to wax cold, enuie and contention growing between tht 
Bifnops. There was fuch difeord among them, that (as heconceiueth) God did iuMvMet 
the perfecution which then happened, which in truth was fo crueil, as no tongue is able to 
exprefle the lame : Wherefore well faith the fame Evsebivs, who was prefent and 
law the fame, thathee cannot thoroughly exprdfe with wordesall rhar which hee fair 
with his eyes. And both hee indPmoOio,,.. write fuch things, which 
weteoFthatquai/tie, as there can be no heart fo hard, but will hauc companion, and hee 
gneued to hearc what they haue written : Soasitiswonderfull to confider of the patience 
them COn a " CIC “ thC pcrrccutcd * and of the ra S e and crueltic of thofe which perfecuted 

_ In generail, D ioc tuia n endaiouved to deftroy all the Churches and Temples of the 
Chnftians, to flic end they Ihould not alTemMe to pray and to vfejiumefemice, anSheckrnr 
' a T • 00 e CS he co , l ! d S ct of th ^ h°ly feriptures, and would not permit that any man of what 
‘??y oa / oeucl i ‘fhewerea Chriftian, Ihould hold any office or Magiftracy: andifhewere 
ikcUfL! alrcadyaduanced to any,he Ihould be deprtuedand held for infamous, if he c/caped with hit 
hfe. The fouldiers and men of warre, being Chtiftians, which would not renounce theit 
faith, were caffiered,and depriued ofall military honour, and fome of their hues. The Bi■ 
(hops and Prelates were fpoiled of that which they had,and many of them ftaineand martyred* 

• n if u UC W . C1 wasa Chriftian could by no meancs obraine his freedom. This was common 
mall the promnees of the Empire: but particularly in fome of them was committed very 
great crueltic, as in Pbrygk , in Egypt, in Syria, and in other parts.

fotenis time; which was, to renounce the Empire and to liue a pviuate li(ejconl]deri»iri(as fdm 
write) like a wife inan, the mutabilitie of all things in rhis life, which neuer continue in one ep¬ 
ilate i buttyhen they are gro wne to their height, naturally decline and fa% Taking examplehy 
thegreat 1 o m i >« r, M a n c v s A n t o n t v s, H a n n i b a l, arid other great Captains and 
princes,who haiung attained to the higheft ofall felieitie and profpeririewere afterwards 
thrownedowneand brought low. Accounting himfelfalfo inefficient for fo great a charge by 
teafop of his decrepit old age, and fearing to fall into contempt, (ie would frit cpntemn *11 d& 
mimon and rule^vith fo many carcS and troubles* and fo leade a quiet life in mcanceftate with- tv , 
onrwre or dillurbanee. And he was not contented to leaue the Empire himfdfe, but he per- nmtifh?*

the Jike, Which between them was concluded arid agifed vpon. by letters and Embaffies iti 
fuch lore, that both of them vpon one day, hauinggouetned the Empire- the fpace of twentie 
yeeres,m the yecre of our Lord three hundred and feuen,M a ximuuov sbdnginM/^ 
md D i o c l b s i a n in McomeM^ renounced the Empire * and putting off their impbriall 
robes and enlignes,they catrle downe from the thrones where they fate, and madethemfclues 
equall with other particular and priuate men. Fir/l nominating and chufing for Emperors and 
Avov sri, Co n sTAWTi-y s Ci-orvs, and,G al bkiv s Arm bnta rivj. who 
bclotcwcrc C* th «5.

Captain ; but therewith cruell, terrible, churlifh, incontinent • but well proportioned, ana (as 
Ava Birrs Victor (aith) ofa comely and goodly conhitution of body, Notivithftan- 
ding that in conditions there was great difference betwixt them,yet D10 c l b s i a n through 
his great wifdome made them to Hue in peace and concord • (6 as they no way difiigreed. Bur, 
he being dead,they (as wife men) forfear to fall out, agreed by lot to diuide the Prouinces of 
the Empire between them. To Con jtast i y s befell Italic.; Sicilia, and Africa, with all 
theProuinces thereof, together with France, Spain, Germanic and Britannic: and to Gaibri* 
vs was allotted Slattonia, (Macedonia, Tbracia, Tbeffalia • all the Prouincesof Gitfrw, of ^Jia t oi 
Egypt) ofand all the Eaft,and the Hands therein. 


This diuifion being made, it feemed a great charge and a burden to the milde condition of 
C o n s tawti v s G t o s v s, To haue tHegoiiernmerit of fo many Prouinces as fell to his 
(hare: for, he rather deiired to gouern w ell, than to gouern muchj and therefore renounced to 
G a l BRiv s the Prouinces of Olfrica; and of Italic, contenting himfelf with France, Spain, and 
the lies of Britannic. Truely he had reafon, feeing that one of thefe Kings at this day is,held for 
one ofthe moft mighty Potentates of the world; Co as that part which. Co nstantiv s did 
hould forthe (mail time he Iiucd.he gouerned very wifely andvprightly,to thegreat good and 
content of the fubje&s* and was fo highly efteemed and beloiied, that in his time there was not 
any warre or rebellion in any of thole Prouinces. He didmuch honour and'fariour the Chrifti- 
ans, and would not coirifcntthat any violence or difpleafure fhould bee done vnto any of them. 

He died in England of ficknes, after that he had been (as witnefleth E vs eb ivs) fixteen yeers M'&wrour 
Cjes a r, and two yeers Emperor. And in his place hisfonne Constant ine (whom clowsS*« 
he had by his Hr ft wife called Helena, from whom he was diuorced to marrie with the Em- zngUnl* 
peror M a x 1 m in t an v s daughter-in-law) was chofen Emperor. Thefaid C on s t a n- ^onfiantme .. 
TIN E was alfo married to F a v s t a, the daughter of Maximin r an vs. And this was the tt'Sn* 
end of Co nsuht i v s. But his companion Galbuvs hauing accepted that which he i lM - 
defired not (which ms Italic and Africa) and confidering alfo that one man alone could hard¬ 
ly rule atid gouern fo great an eliate well 5 to the end therefore that he might bee shifted in the 
wars,and in all other accidents that might befall him, he made two C a s a r $, which were Seuertls ^

After that Dioas* ian and Maximi ri an had renounced the Empire jthePreto- 
rian louldiers, who (as hath been often (aid) remained necr to Rome, difeontented with- the go¬ 
uernment of Sbvbrvs which ruled it (he being farre abfent from thence, going into Slatto- 
mio fee the Emperor Galbrivs) alTembling themfelues in a great tumult, choie M a x- 
intiv s forEmperor,who(asisfaid)was M aximi n 1 anvs hisfonne,who renounced 
the Empire- whom hee had by a bafe woman of^rw, called Evt r o pi a : the which bred 
a great confufion in the Empire, being then in peace^ and there enfued fo great troubles, as can 
hardly be deferibed. WhentheEmperor Gal buv s vnderftoodheerof,hec commanded 
Sby e r v s C a $ a r with all fpecd to take his way towards Rome, where the new Tyrant 
Maxbntivs was. Being incampedneer to the City, the greateft part of his Armie (for, 
noueJtiesareeuermoftpleafing) went ouer to Max h nt i v s : which his father M a x i mi^ 
h i a m v s, being then in Lucma, after he had renounced the Empire, vnderftanding, through 
defireto rule, came in great hafte to Rome, vnder pretext to counfcll and affifb his fon in the ’go- 
uernment * and fent foDiocu-iua, defiring him to do the like 3 who (as wire hauc (aid) 
would not accept of his counfell, but 1/ucd in peace. 

M a x 1 m 1 n 1 a n v s hauing receiucd his anfwcr, and finding himfelfto be much efteeitied, 
refolued to repofiefte the Empire, and to difpofiefiehis fonne} furmifing, that he being in pofc 
f (fion of Rome, and chat his (bnne-in-Iaw Constantins raigning in Britannic, Spain and 
France, all would yeeld obedience to him. But his imaginations had fo ill fuccdfe, that heenot 
onely mift ofhispurpofe, but was fo hardly dealt withallbythePretoi ian Cohorts (his fonne 
permitting the jarne) that he was glad to flic out of Italic into Frawc^whcre his fonne in law the 
good C o s si ast in i had the gouernment^ who very honourably receiucd bim,as his fa¬ 
ther in iaw,andasamanwhichhadbeeneEmperor. But he which had fet his thoughtsonly 
vpon the’Empire, and (ought by all meanes how he might attainc thereto, like a wicked arid 
difioyall father in lawe purpofed to haue flaine his fonne in law Constantins : blit it 
pleafed God to difeouer his treafon, to the end that he (hould receiue punifliment forthecru- 
eltic whichhe had vfed againft the Chriftians:for flying from ConitantinSs Court he 
was overtaken at tMarfeilles j where hee fought to haue embarked himfelf, and there was (lain: 
and fo M a x 1 m 1 n r a n v s made an vn fortunate end , his fonne Maxbntivs remaining 
Emperorand Tyrant in jff<wc,asisaforefaid. 

When G a l a r a v g Armintahys, who was the right Emperor, vnderftood of the 
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ill fucc^ffc arid death o£Sb v e rv» C^sar,. whom he had fefit again# M a x en t x y, . 
; he refolued.iri pcrfontogo againft-him with the greateft powerhes was able, to .make J and t» 
|he end he might leaue a good guard in the Prouinces-of Sfawb, hee made an excellent Cap. 
tain called L i,c in.ivs, Cabs a n who vvasa wanofm^n condition ftnd bah: parental 
beingbut the fonne of a poor Labourer otoew^butyery wjfe,andan e^ceHent Captain in the 
‘ warres. v ... ' 

This being done, and hauing taken fuch order as was requifitc, hee departed with his, Annie 
towards i/rf//r,dire<fting his journey for Rome: but by the way he was aduertifed, that his ownc 
fouldiers did treat among thcmfelues of abandoning him, a n d.,of goingouer to M axeni j. 
' y j } and that certain companies of fouldiers in italic, which votill then had held for him, had 
donethelike . Whereupon,fearingto beouerthrowne,hereturnedtotheplac'c where he left 
Lie in i v repenting alfo that he, had made him G jf. s ar, forthathefaw he wasofgrca- 
ter power and authority than he defired he fliould haue bin. Galhuv s being jo returned, 
there grew in his flank an impoftume -fonoi fame and peftilent, that no medicines or remedies 
whatfocucr were of force to cure it: and it becam Cq corrupt, that there fell a number of worms 
GaW from it: which did put him to iuch intolerable pain, that he was ready in deipair to haue killed 

himfelF. Seeing himfelf tody in this manner, he made fome of his Phyficians which had him 

in cure, to bee {lain, becaufe they could not cure him. And now at the laft, without any true 
repentance, he beganne to think that this hapned vnto him for perfccuring the Chriftians : and 
therefore in great hafte, confulting with Constantini who raignedin Britanme, France, 
and Spain, he commanded all lawes and edids whatfoeuer made againft them, to ceafe, and to 
bee aboliihed j and to that effedfent his Letters and Decrees into allthc Provinces ofGrm, 
ahd of the Eaft, where Maximinvs (who was C m s a r for him) gouerned • which,H v- 
s i »i v s (an Author of great truth, and ancy-\yhnes) fas down verbatim. Apd, betides this, 
he made many Chriftians to be brought into his prefence, whom hee defired and ihtreated to 
pray to God for his bodily health ; for, hee remembred not the health of his foule, but would 
haue continued an Infidell ftill. Wherefore cither they would not make fo vnjuft a fupplicati. 
on to God for him, or elfe it pleated not God to hear their praiers: for, within few dales after, 
JWMffeof he died ofthat his incurable difeafej yet fome Authors fay, that he killed himfelf. 

’ . This his death hapned in theyeer of our Lord 312, he hauing raigned fix yeersj the firft tvw 
r incompanie with Co ns t ant i y s , and the reft with the Caesar s. Being dead,all things 

remained in this eftate :Maxi«tiv», who ty rannoufly was called Emperor, held Remtmd 
all ItAlie. Con j t an tint j, who indeed was Emperor, held Prance, Spain, Britannia, *h d 
part of Germanic. Licinivi, whom Gaihrivj had made C&s ax, remained in pof 
leflion of Skuenfy,and of the Prouinces of Gracia, and prefently made himfelf to be called Em¬ 
peror: and Maximxnvs enjoyed all the Eaft, with the dignity and name of C-* * a *. A- 
mong all which, onely Constantine feemed to haue juft title, for that he was the fonne 
1 of Co nst a n t xvs, andhad married the daughter of M axxmini ants * both which 
had been Emperors.

H H E Empire was Mulcted among dtuers Princes, and each gouerned his part wsthecjuallautho* 
my ; but Maxentius raigning in Romeos a Tyrant , behaned himfelfe in fuch fort, that Con- 
ftantine bare Arms againft him notwithflanMngthat he j vat allied vnto him, andioinedbat. 
task with him, left confident in the force of his Armie, then in the vifton which he hadfeenei 
that vndtr theftgne of the Croft hefbouldouercome ; which be t Her after bore for his deuice. 

Hehkewifc ouercamt Marcus Licinius, who alfo gouerned a part of the Empire. Hee greatly 
fauoured the Chriftians'. andwhile he liued ■, theperfecution ofthe Chriftians ceafed, and the 
Prelate) of the Churchwere had ingreat veneration, and mad* rich. He did put a fonne of his ome to death, who ft 
name was Cr)fyus,bythe inftigation of his wife ’BsuU&,whomhe afterwards alfo flew, being grieuoufly reprehended by 
hit mother Helena for the death of hi)fome. He would haue rooted out theherepe of Ardus S but death intercepted 
him, which tookfim out ofthis life when he was very olds he died a Chriftian , at he had Chriftianlike liued, kauing the 
0ttrch in great honour and rich, whereto he had of his bountie giuen many great and rich gifts. 

Am of opinion, and do verely beleeue,that it cannot be other- 
wife, but that the Reader (hall fee himfelfe in a great confufion, 
and will not withoutfome trouble comprehend the fubie<a of 
this Hiftorie 5 by reafon of the multitude of Emperours and 
C m s ar s, whichconcurreatoneinftant: fo asifitbeahard 
matter to remember their names only, how much more then 
will it be to vnderftand the a&ions of cuery of them particular¬ 
ly i It is true, that the Romane Empire was then lb great, as no rhematw 
one man alone was able to gouerne the fame 5 neither was it 
poflible that many flioiild rule it: for in raigneand command Emiw * 

(as I haue elfewhere fayd) equality and company cannot bem- 
dured. And from hence arofe io much difeovd, mui ther, and 
other ftrange accidents, which then could not throughly be 
vnderftood, neither can now be fo clearely deferibed, as they may bediftintily concerned as 
rheypaft. Wherefore,it (hall be needfull that the curious Reader remember well what is paft, 
to the end he may the better comprehend that which followeth* 

The Tyrant M axent ivs being as Emperour in Rome 9 Constantins in Errne, wlatfonihe

therefore extreamely hated of all men : for he was a cruell homicide and a murtherer of No- 
ble-men,libidinous,anadulterer, dilhoneft,couetous, andabouealiaperfecuteranddeftroy- 
er of the Church of God. Finally, in all his a«ftions he was a Tyrant, a great Sorcerer, and a 
friend to Southfayers, Enchanters,Charmers, and fuch like. For which,the vertuous and moft M , 
noble Constantins ( being in France) was very forie : and being called by the Senators £**W*?. 
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of Rente and other Noblemen, he refolued to leuic an Armie again ft Max? n r iv s, notwith- 
ftandingftvat He. wgi? brother to bis wife Favsta, aslhaue&yd. But the better topreferue 
his owi]e : Empire,hcmadc MauvsLic inivj, who commanded slmnii andtheother 
prouinces aforefaid, his friend- giuing tohim bis lifter Con sjanc * to wife, in thecitie of 
dUilon^liere they two met For tbatpu rpofe, and made great feafting. Whither was inuited 
(butwOwidnotcomCfthepIdEmperour D iocl e sian, who yet liuedinhisvoiuntarie 
pouertfo.. Wherewith Constantine and Lici niv s beingdifeontent,wrotevnto 
Tktfathof him foltjteahd threatning letters, alleaging thathefauoured Maxem t i v s 5 wherefore (as 
$be Emp'taur f ome write ) iietook poifon wherewith h e killed himfclfe - and others lay that he died mad. 
Diode 1*«. After t | ie f ea ft s werc enc j cc | j n yMiiw s t he good Constantine comming with his 
Army in to Italy againft Maxintivs, who (although he were a wicked man) was both va¬ 
liant and hardy: and railing alfo the greateft: and beft forces that he was able,went to meet him 
milling in the enchantments and charmes which he had made,and in the matters which he had 
with him, which for that purpofe killed innocent children, making with their bloud a thousand 
charities and other vanities: wherewith he held the vnlearned and vnbejeeuing people fo ama¬ 
zed, that the greateft number of his friends gaue credit thereunto* and his enemies flood in 
feare to giue him battaile. Wherefore, and alfo for that in truth he had a great Armie and ve- 
ry expert, principally the Pretorian louldiers which dr ft madechoife of him j the watte grew 
ETi n™,A t0 be very doubtfull, and there were fome encounters and battailes betweene them, wherein 

Masentius. for the moft part Constantine had the viftorie. But Maxentivs reinforcing his 
Annie, and vfing his diueliih arts, came finally to Rome, where he procured all poflible fauour; 
and making greater preparation to offend his enemies by the counfel of a Magician woman,, 
or rather a witch, he refolued to fallie forth and to giue Constantin*, battaile, who 
with bis forces was come neere to Rme. Who vnderftanding what Maxentivs meantto 
put in execution • conlidering the great Ioffe that might enfue, and Handing in feareand doubt 
ofthe iffue of the battaile, afwcll for the great number of the enemies, astor Maxbnthj 
. enchauntments wherewith he amazed the world* he was in great care and perplexirie; Andas 
1 he gaue great credit to the Chriffians, and was their prote<ftor and defender ( notwithftanding 
thatyet he was not baptized). but had afirme and ftedfaft hopein IESVS CHRIST. 
Evsbeivs, Cassiodoevs , and others write, thatthere appeared vnto him one of the 
greateft miracles that eucr was fen in the world: which waSjThat he law in the heauens a great 

croffe, ofthe colour of fire, like vnto that whereupon our Sauiourfuffered his paffion 3 and 

fewatl'con therewith he heard this voice, Jn beeftgno •vinces. By venue of this figne thou fhah ouercome, 
■famine when By meanes of which ligneand miracle, God gaue him lo great confidence, as he prefont/yaflu- 
tZZTi? " YC< * vi< 5 toric: and therefore caufed the ligne of the crolfc to be made in his imperiail 

MaxoItiHs, ftandard-and euer after vfed to beare it wrought in lorn iewel or otherwifein his right hand,and 

on his forehead: and finally, from thenceforth his deuice was continually the croffe, andhe 
made it to be ft t in all his enfignes. 

Constantinvs then putting his hope and truftin the voice whichhe heard fromhea- 
uen, and Maxin tits his beliefc and confidence in his diuels and enchauntments, ioyned 
battaile neerc to a bridge ouer the riuer Tiber > called PensuMiluM , which was fomewhat more 
dew Con- then a mile from Rme i whither Maxetivi very courageoully came in the foreward of all 
fta atinewd his Amiie. The fight being begun,and heouercharged by Constantines vauntgard,be- 
Mixentius. p ore w hich was carried the croffe, he fled:and entrihg vpon the bridge which he had comman- 

■ ded to be made vpon Barkes and Boatcsncereto the other,both he and his horfe fell into the ri- 

ucr,wherehe was drowned: which bridge hehimfelfe had caufed to be made, to the end there- 
jriaxentius fly . with to haue deceiued his cnemic. Wherefore to him may be well applied the faying ofthe

Tiber, em ' Constantine hauing obtained this vi&orie in the feuenth yecrc ofhis raigne (accoun- 
‘ ■ ting from the death ofhis father), without any Ioffe or flaughter of his people, the Senators and 

People of Rome, with their wiues and children came forth to receiue him , asthePrince who 
^oE&mehythe had freed them from feruitude i and they gaue him the title of Father of the countrie, and re- 
senate «nJ ftorer of peace and libertie. In this manner was he attended into Rome , with incredible ioy 

people S:r and feafting, euerie one finging his praifes * yeelding generally, fundrie congratulations, with 
great ioy *n 4 mirth and gladnes. But he attributed nothing to his owne power or policie, but all to God 

v onely. And in the right hand ofall the Statues and Images, which in Rome by decree of the So

Constantin b liuing in this felicitie, being Lord ofall the prouinces of jtfyjcaflmeatfti 
ofthat part which was fubic& to the Empire) of Pranee, Spaitte^ Germanic, and al/b Italy , with 
the Hands of hriimnie and Sidlie ^ in all which countries he maintained peace and iuftice ( for 
the wiiedonie and police of this prince was exceeding great, andno lelfe was his courageand . r • 

valour ) in fuch fort that as hewas moft valiant and venturous in Armcs, fo was hee very wife 
and politick in peace 5 and made new lawes, againft the newffanders and inuentions of the wic¬ 
ked. He alfo took great careandpaineto reduce all Arts and Sciences to their ancient perfect!- 
on, greatly honouring fuch matters as were excellent, who then were greatly decaied and di- 
mini/hed, and he gaue them more honor:he alfo exercifed himfelfe in' moft honourable exerci- 
fes, reading ? writing, and inditing, and in hearing the Embaffesatid complaints which were 
brought to him from fundriepi'ouinces ; andto all men wasaffable,milde, courteous andlibe- 
rall; prefer uing in all things the bountie and finceritie ofhis minde. ’ > > 

Being in Rme, as ibme reckon in the yeere of Lord 314. and as other lay 3 16 . fome fay more, 
fomeleffc (for which computation I take no great care, fecingitlitrleimporteththetruth of Conftamjnc 
thehiftotie) he was thefo infftu^ed by Pope Sieves r hr in all matters concerning the i n [irufuain tin 
Chriftian faith: which he ( as fome writers aflirme ) receiued with great feruencic 3 and with chrijiumMtb 
his fon C r 1 $ p v $, whom he in the beginning ofhis raighe had made C je s a n, was bapti- Sy - 
zed in Rome, hauing Hi ft made for that purpofe a moft fumptuous Fbnfjwhich (asPt at i na 
affirmeth) is at this day there to be feene : yec fome others aflirme, that hee was baptized but a 
little before his death. Rut whenfoeuer, it hath greateft apparance that it was folemnized in 
Rente. But wee will leauethis controuerfie vntill another time. He liuingthus in quiet in Rente, Majumi'nus 
MaximinveCasa r, who ruled in the Eaft,feeing himfelfe richand mightie,held it for a 
difgrace to be inferiour to L1 e 1 n 1 v s or to C o n s t a n t i n e 3 and therefore taking vpon 
him the name of A v ovsr v s and Emperour, and reuoking the priuil edges giuehtotheChri- uilttosgturjt 
ftians,hcbegantodeclaiehimfelfeanenemiejcfpeciallyto Li c injvs, who commanded 
ncercft vnto him: and knowing that L1 c 1 n 1 v s prouided for him 5 trufting inthe multitude 
ofhis men ofwarre, he marched towards Li c inivs : but before they fought any generall 
battaile, they made moft cruell warre both by fed and land in many parts: and after many cofi- 

at thelaft they came to fight, Armie againft Armle^ wherein Maximinvs wasouer- ji 4tt4 ;j e i e ; 
throwne: and the battaile was fo cruell, as the greateft part ofhis men were flaine, andtliofe /WfWfMaxi- 
which efcaped yeelded themfelues toLiciNivs. Maximinvs himfelfe eftaping by minua^Lu. 
flight, changed his habit, to the end that he would not be difeouered, vntill he might come to cuuU, ‘ 
fomeplace oHafctie. And (as E v s b b 1 v s wrlreth) imagining himfelfe to be deluded by his 
Magicians,and thefalife Pri efts ofhis diuelifti gods,he putmany of them to death, and began to 
intreate the Chriffians very well * and font abroad his decrees, whereinhe commanded that 
they fliould be fuffered to liue at libertie, and fo build Temples,and to doe what they thought, 
good. Which this wicked man did, more for that he hoped that God would therefore giue 
him vitforie, and fo he might be fouenged ofhis enemies, thei*for any beleefe he had in him; 
for what he did was not willingly,but with a diflembling heart,and through defire of reuenge: 
for this wicked man thought that Chrift fliould aflift him with his mercie, who vpon the croffe 
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.ptayedto hisfather to.fotgiue them whidh bad nailed him thereon. Hauitigonce againe leuied 
Acigreat^ftawlbq^ifojrm he could:* with an intent to retUtne to fight with L i e>a « i v s « 
plcafedGodtO fruftrate ; bis purpofes by his death, affixing him firftittith the ihoft cruel id 
grieuousdifeafethat euer was heard of* wherein through the intolerably painewhteftheTcU 
5 *s guts and'intrailes, he did bite his owne hands, and did daft himfelfe defperatlyifrOm his bed 
to thegtound:and this torment corn inuing many daies,fo as hec could neither,eatc*;drinke,no> 
fleepc.’atlength his eyes flatted out of his head* and fo he died mad and in defpaire. Through hk 
death the Chriftians. enioyed an abfolute peace and quiethes through all the proUinces ofthe 
Empire:and, C o Nj.nrr in aandLi c i n i v s remained abfolute hordes and Emperors 
and fo continued ingreat peace and tranquillitiefor afeafon jLicin i v s wentprefently into 
the Eaft, whetie he flew. V a t h s n s, a Captaine whom the Armie there had made Emperoraf. 
terthedcatholf M a x i m u v s :, and that tyrant being fiaine, and he in pofieflion of*the conn* 
hepunifbedtheSorcerers, the Inchaunters, andthemimftersof; Max iu i » v* cr«(.

ii ' The Empire being governed in this manner • in thole times one A l a x a n d h r a Captains 
inUdyr/w rebelled andyfurped the name and title of Emperour; againft whom C o n s t ah. 
tine fentfromittf^ah Armie*. whichcomming to a battel, A l ex a n d er wasouercome 
and flainc. So as all remained vnder the command of C onstantinb and Lie i n i v< 
onely. And although their dignitieand Empire was equal!, yet was the authoridc and valour 

• of Con STAN tine farre.greater, and he much more efteemed and better belouedofall 
men then L win ivs, and for the raofl part remained in Rome, doing iuftice to all men indi. 
fferentlic • parti,cularlie honoring and enriching the Church of God, hearing and reading the 
holie feriptures, andin thistmanner remained in reft for a fpace. But the DcuiII,who heuer cea* 
feth to induce men to tfbeqiJl, and to fow difeordand enmirie amongft tlicm, matte L i c i. 
n i y s to alter his mind, who in his hdrt favoured nor the Chriftians,and drew him to perfect 
them. Thefirftthingjtedid, was to caft out of his.houfe and fertuee, and fo, out ofall offices 
and placesofcharge, any btie whatfocuer that was a Chriftian • and afterwards he committed 
filch crueltiesagainftthem as had feldomebeen feene : which hedid (asfome write) thereby 
to pick occafton ofdifcorda/jdwar, with C o ns r an tine ,. whom he enuied for his great 
authorise andigoodneswy He' alfo fought many m.eanes to make him away either by poifonot 
treafon* wherein failingof his will, herefolued openlie to fall Out with him • whereto Co* 
s T A n TI N E fulfered himfelfe tb beiriduced, more as a true Chriftian, for the defence ofthe 
Ghriftian faith, then for hisowne particular honor or intereft: for Licinivj, now ruined 
the temples and churches which he himfelfe had hcforc commanded to be built‘.wd 
without either feare or fhame ,i commanded all thofe Chfiftians to be flainc which wouldnot 
commit idolatrie, and adore bis idols : whereupon many being weake and inconftantrcnowi* 

ced their faith, and others ioyfullie receiucd the crowne ofMatyrdome. 

EachofthefetwoEmperoursmuftringvp his fouldiers andmen ofwarre,they hauingraig- 
ned twelue yeeres in peace together, there began very crucll warres betweene thetn : and as 
Constantin ■ euer bare the crotfe in his enfigne and ftandard, itpleafedGodthatmoft 
commonlic his people preuailed. And both thefe Emperours comming into Humane with his 
forces, there drew, neere one to the other, the gbod Con s t a n t i n b hauing a fir opoitu« 
nitife (for Licihivs, was encamped neere to the fide of a lake) in the night gauc him a ca* 
nuzado ; and notwithftanding that Lie in i v s fought very well and made great refinance, 
yet in the end bis forces were ouerthrowne,and his camp was entredjand he efcapingby flight, 
the cttte of '*'**»*•**»%'which ere long after was called Conflantinoplt. Where to relicue 
himfelfe and to recouer, greater authoritie, he made one of hisCaptaineswhofenamewas 
MA r t ian v s, Cjp.sa r, who was miifterofhis offices, or high ftewardofhishoufej and 
railing thegreateft powerthathe was;ablcboth offooteandhorfe, hepreparedhimfelfefoia 
tecond battaile: Butinthemeanefeafon Con s t anti n, b feifed on the prouinces of jUAt/h 
tiMtjtA 3 Macedonia, and others which were vnder Licinivs his gouernmenf. 

Lie.i mivs hauing gathered his Armie to a head, againe renewed the warre, which (as 
E v tr o p iv * and A v nuirs Vicxo r write in his life) was very variable and cruell, 
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vntillthatbytheinterceffionof Con stantia lifterto Constantin h, andwifeto 
1 1 c r v i v s, there was fomc truce and peace taken betweene them : but through the enuie 

and malice of L i c i h i v«it held not long; andthey both againe returned to Armes warring 

with greater malice and power both by fea and land then before. And both thefe Emperours 
comming againe to a bataile, in the prouinceof Bitbynia, in <^(/ia rhe leffe, whither L i c i n i- 
v s had withdrawne himfelfe ( hauing loft all that he held in Europe ) it was extremely bloudie 
and crucll-but m the end Constantine had the viftorie, and L r cini v s e/caped bv T - 
flight ; And yet afterwards through theintreatieofhisfifter Constant! a, wife to L i d 
Nivs, Constantine graunted him his life, he yedding himfelfe into his power-but he 
confined him tothe citic of^w/wr/ZMin the fame prouince: whereafter wards fearing hefliould 
rebell againe as M a x i m i a n v s had done, or as fome thinke, for that Licinivs t • • 
began to pr^/ce vvirh fometo take Armcs, die was put to death by Constantin as 
command,and with him Mart i an y s whom he had made C je s a r , in rhe fifteenth veere ltam,nes cm ' 
of his raigne,and the threefcore of his age,and in theyccreof our Sauiour Chrift three hundred mAude, “ tnu 
andteuenandtwentirh. 

This Emperour Licinivs was of a moft wicked and cruell difpofition beeins 
diihoneft, incontinent, couetous, and alfo moft ignorant, as hec who had no Le’arnino. 
and (which is vvorfe) did abhorre and dereft it, affirming that Learning was a publike 
plague : whereas to the contraiie (to whom is it not cuident) that without Learning or lear¬ 
ned Councell , there neuer wasyet any King that cirher did or could rightly ooueme and 
Ehne IUftlCe? N cuei ' lh <? 1 e i re, hee was very valiant, and folio wed the warres aiihis whole 

The whole Empire regaining vnder the command of rhe good and ChrWun Emperour

Andbyallhis fubje^shee was beloued, and 
much honored, and by barbarous and ftrange Nations greatly feared; and aboue all, the Chri- 
itian raitli was held in great reuerence, and embraced euery where, ft is wonderFull what E v- 
s b B i vs doth write in the end of his Ecciefiafticall hiftorie , and So c a a t h s in his T ii- 
parriteHiftone,ofthefauors, grace*,priuiledges, benefits, and gifts, which Constan- 
h/Irvii ‘ j y p°n Bi/hops and tbe Ohurches, and generally vpon all chriftian people, a- 

ddduld hlS P red ^ efr ° rs lwd againft their libertie: and hecommnn- 

ded by pubhke edift, that there fhould no more temples be builr to the honour of the falfe 
gods and idols whjch the Romanes adored^ But he commanded throughallthe Prouinees of 
the Empire; that the Biihops commandementsihould be obeyed: and that to thoic which had Vd Con ' 
not whcreofio hue, there fhould beaffigned goods and rents to maintaine them during their thecZnhZd 
hues. And he not only rooke care for the Chriftiiins which lined in Countries fubjoft to the 
Empire; but vndeiftandjngtbatto thofe Chriftians which liued in other Provinces fubjeft ro 
wOng-of ftf/fa'wasvfcd for c eandoppreffion,hefenthis AmbafTadors to that King, requi-

True it is, fbmc%,ehat he put his fonC rispvs to death,becaufe that his wife F a v s r A) 
Conftantine a °d Smother inlaw to hisfaid fonne, had complained to him that he would haue raui/hed her * 
whereasto the contrarie (he had dilhoneftly fought it of him, procuring his loue anddiffioneft 
bnj^i»fA»a companies whereto.he as a loyall and dutifull childc would not confent. The truth whereof 
ffcrfX. W being afterwards knowne, Constantins caufed her to be flaine: which he did with great 

reafon • although hee were dccciued in the death of his fonne. Others fay that ftie as a mother 
in iaw,pra6tf zed thedeath ofC it 2 s r v s.becaufe he (hould not be preferred before the other 
fonneS which ihe had by Conitantinj. ButT am ofopinion that thefe executions were 
not but for (ome offences and iuft caufes which raoued him thereto, although they were not 
publifhed and made knowne to the world. 

Pa vlvs Oro sivs reciting the deaths of his wife, ofhisfonne, and of his Nephctr, 
faith that the caufes were feciet and vnknawne, which mooued him. And truly a man can pre- 
fume no otheiwife, confidcring how wife and how good a Chriftian this Prince was. And fo 
Sozominvj doth excufe him, as rclateth C a s s 1 o d o x v s in his T ripartite Hiftorie, 
Evs iBivs and Rvfeinvs in their writings, and the fame Cassiodorvs, onely de¬ 
clare his vertucs, and blamehim in nothing. Saint Grigorib callethhimEmperour, of 
holy memorie. Saint Ambrose fpeaking of the death of Thbodorvs faith,that Con. 
stantinb was worthieofgreat praife, who with the Empireleft the Chriflian faith/bran- 
inheritance to hisfucceftors : So as what fuchmen commend , I dare not reprehend ov con- 
demne. Holding it then for certaine, that he was a good man, returning to his Hiftorie, Ifay, 
numsaga)4 that after thatheraigned alone, their failed not wanes: for the Sarmares jnuaded the Empire, 
the SdmAtes. ^ j^ c * n p Cr ftj n w i t h a mightic Armie marched againft them *and ouei throwing them a in bat- 
taile, he forced themto obey, and to be quiet, The like he afterwards did by the Gothes, and 
other barbarous nations. Winch when he had performed, and hauing made his three fonnes 
Constantin? s, Co nsta ntiv s, and Con s t an s, C^esars, andal/ohisNe- 
phew DAt M a r 1 v s : for fomerefonableconfiderations, holding it more conuenient for 
matters oftheEaft and tobeneere at hand,which was hisgreateft care; he determined to tranf* 
Conflantinp port his imperiall throne and /eat from Rente into Bitbynia in Apt,or into fome other part of that 
retdified the ti. countries and hauing confidered thereof, and thought vpon fund tie fit places • herefoluedin 
wlZwSeJ the end to reedifie the citie of BiuMtu, which is in Thrawand meaning to call it new Rom,hi 
After hit »4me beautified it with edifices, priuilidges, and other riches, more then any other citie of the world. 
ccnfidHtmojtle AndasSaintI bao M/aithinhisadditionsto Ev s bb i v s, he enriched and adorned that ci¬ 
tie with the fpoiles of all the reft. For all the worthie and notable monuments whichwerein 
Ram,as ftatues, pillars, colofles, and all other things which were Angular and excellent,of gold 
ffone or metall, he made to be taken from Rom and to be carried to that citie : Whereto not- 
witfhhanding that he gaue the name of new Rome± yet was it then, and now to this day is called 
CanfiantinopU f, after his name : and fo it became one of the greateft and mo/l noble cities of the 
world; and he went chither,and there fettled his imperial! throne andftate,leauing his fonnes in 
Burnt, Spme, and Italy , which prouinces he had giuen them to gouerne. 

The Empire being in this profperitie,rhe herefie of the Arrians, through the fuggeftion of 
The tigitMl'of thediuell aro/e in the City of Alexandria in Egypt, which denied the eternity of the/cm of God 

■ theytrmnbt* with the Father, alleaging that he was notofthe fame fubftancc with him.This herefie did then, 
ve and a long time after, trouble the quiet eftate of the Church. The head and inuentor of this 
herefie, was one Arrivs aPrieftin the Paid citie of Alexandria, who was a man which out¬ 
wardly made great (hew of holinefle,and Iiued morally, well. At the fame time was Bifliop of 

Alexandria one Ai b x a n d BR,amanofgreatho]ineffc&learoing:Butashewasgemleandof 
a mild condition, fo he endeuoured in the beginning to haue cured Arrivs of that heretical 
infirmity,with loftandgentle medicaments; praying andadmoni/hing him to leaue his etroui' 
and misbeliefe, with holy fpeechesand exhortations jbut being proud and infolent,perfiftingh 
his herelie,hc induced many others to follow his errorsiand this peftilence increafed and exten* 

, ded it lelfe/o far, that many were infected therwith: and all the po/fible diligence that At b.<‘ 

a n d b r could vfe,did nothinga,uaileto fupprelfe the lame • notwithftanding that A r r i * 5 
was by him excommunicate our of the Church. Whereupon Alexander aduertifed the 
Emperor thereoftand the mifehiefgrew to be fo great, as it required a great remedy* and fo by 
order of the fame Emperor, a general! Councell was called in the City of Mcea, which is

Although that wcfhall fomewhat exceed ordinarie in this difeourfe, yet I account it time 
well fpent to treated fomedoubts, which growin the life of Constantine. Theffrfti 
tor t hat fome fay this holy Emperour was not baptized, vntill a little before his death, and that 
he was then baptized by E v s B a i v s, Bilhop of Mcomedm ; and that all the reft of his time]* 
liued without baptifme: alleaging a reafon why he did Co, for that he hoped to have been bJ. 
2 ed in the nuer lwdM, wherein our Sauiour Christ was baptized by S. r o h n. But lac- 

count theopimono/thofetobcmoftcrnaine, which write that he was baptized in Rom\>v 

ri 1 ' a J 1 l°f^ 0pC W b afl . er the dcath of M A X B N TI V S. For itis hardly to be be- 

<- eucd > that there could be fuch deuotion found (as Constantine lliewedin his work-in

But he was decciued which 
wrote fo: for that washishis fonnes error, who was alfo called Constantin b : andthat 
Which was written of his fonne < being deceiued through the name) was imputed to the father, 

whole, true faith, life and death thereoughtnodoubtro bee made* neitherin their h/fto- 
nes treating ofhis life,do they make any doubt, as O r o s i v s, Ev t r o pi v s , S. Greco- 
kib, ttvp fin vs,and Cassio d o Rvsteftifie: Of which S.Grgorib callcth him.of 
holy memoric. S., A m b r o s e in an oration which he made at the death of T h e o d o r v s 
giueth him the title ofhohe, and highly extolleth him becaufe heleftthe Chriftian BLLCom 
gnemance,with the Empne. And the Greek Church doth celebrate his feaft as a Saint, vpon 
the twentith day of April!. And fo doc alfo defend his faith and holinefle both in life an din 
death, A n t o n i v s S.a b b l l i c v s in his ^neades jPiatina in the life of Pope M a r 
cvs-.l O ME ON IV S Let vs in his abridgement ofthe Roman hiftorierandBAP t i m 
^ e n 4 t i v s in his epitome ofthe Emperours 5 and S. A N t o n j n v s in his Hiftorials: and 
generally all the moderne authors, befides theauncient alreadie named. And wheras it iswrit- 
fen that he recalled A r r i v s from exile - if he did fo as fome write, yet according to the fame 
aU ir °n 5 he v y as indu ; cec “hereto by a certainePrieft, and at the entrearie ofhis fitter, but piinci- 
pa y through a writing fent to him by Arm vs, wherein he declared what opinion he held 
concerning the faith • feeming by his words to be conformable to the decreee ofthe CounceK; 
ana theiimperour not comprehending his deceit in thofe words, releafed him from banifh 
merit, Neuertheleue he referred the examination of the caufeto anewcouncellofBllhops, 
Which was then afTembled abour the building of rhe Temple at lerufdem } without approouing 
his opinion many refpedt. And it happened that A r * i.v « died in this demand, actor 
aingly as his imnes and herefie had deferued .* for it pleaCed God that he died faddenlic 

and

and his bowels came forth at his lower parts. Many of thefe Authors affirme, that this hapned 
in thetime ofthe Emperor Constantine thefonne, and-not ofthe father. They being 
both ofone name caufeth this confufion and doubt in the Hiftorie. Soasit may be fetdownc 
&auouched for ccrtain,thatrhc Emperor Constantin b ar what time foeuer he was baptized* 
fure if was in Rente many ybers before his death: And he died holding and bclecuing the holy 
Catholikcfaith. Andasanholyandtruc Chriftianheneuerconfented vnto,nor beleeuedany 
point of A r r i v shis herefie, as fome charge him, being deceiued by the name ofhis fonne* 
Jy/io was infe&ed with the venome of that wicked herefie. 

Now concerning the donation, which fome fay that Constantine made to Pope 
Syivhstir and to his fucceflor$,ofthe Citic of Rome and of.all Italy, when hee wenr to 
cwmmnople-, notwithftanding that all authors agree that he gaue great gifts, and builded ma^ 
n y Temples • yet ofthis fo nocablea donation, I find not that any author ofithat age doth tefti- 
he or auerre any fuch matter. P.avlvs p r 0 s 1 v *» E V t a o p i v $, S, 1 
R o mb, or T h b o ,x> o r b r v s which liuedneere to that time, and wrote the reft, 
m ake no mention thereof. Wherefore it is to be doubted, whether there were any fuch 
donation. 

It is true that there is a text in the decree, which recitcth this faid donation of Rome and of 
Mljand other orienrallProuinces : But thattextis held for Apocrypha* neither is it found iti 
Gratiani ancient originals. But finally,this is a queftion which I cannot determine,aod 
therefore I will not thruft myficklcintoanothcrmanshaiueft, neither will I beiudgeherein, 
feeing that I am but onely an HiftOriographer. Yet to one thing I will not forbeare to make 
anfwerc, in fome fort to fetisfie the malice of our times. I!ay,that they haue no reafon to taxe 
theEmperor Constantin®, as fome haue done* pretending that hee hath been the 
caufeofmucheuill, inthatheinriehedtheBiflioppeSj Prelates and Priefts, for that before 
h/stimetheyfbllowcdthetrueruleandfbrmcofa Chriftian life- all lining in the perfc< 5 tion 
ofthe Gofpell, imitating the pouerty of C hri st and ofhis difciples. Tothefirft.letitbe 
that this were true j rhe good and holy meaning of C on stantinb wasmuch to be com¬ 
mended, and therein he did Well and acceptably before God. To the other, it is not certains 
that before the time of Con sVantinh the Cltrgie had no tcmporall goods ; for it ittc- 
meth to the conrrariein the Chapter Videmes 12. quxjlim 1. wherein it is expfefied that the 
ancient Fathers, confidering that it was riot fo pro fitable to tell the goods and to diftribute the 
mony wcomtnutte , as the Chriftians did in the beginning* as it was to keepc thole heritages and 
potfeflions, to the end that by meanes ofthe fruites thereof, the Minifters then being might be 
maintained, and their fuccenors might do the like after thein : And comming to the ground 
of the matter, although that our Lord 1 E SV S CHRIS T and his holy Apofues and 
Difcipks, commended pouei tie , preferring it before riches, as chaftitie before wedlock, for 
the full perfe&ion ofthe holy life which he had chofen ; it doth not therefore follow that he 
would that Bifoops, Priefts and Miniftersfoould haue no temporall goods oftheir owne: for if 
he had meant fo, it is to be prefumed that he would haue ordained it, and fo it fhould haue 
beenobfeiuedeuentothisaay.Andiftheyihalfaytome,thatheforethetimeof Const a n- 
r in h, they liued without rents or reuenewes, and yet there were many holy Bifhops, as 
Clement,L i nv s, C l e t vs, Ion at ivs, Poli care vs, Marc el l vs,andfiicli 
others which liued in pouerty,contenting themfelues with a little in holy exercifes .* I anfwere, 
thatallthefe holy men were not altogether withoutgoods, but that they and their Churches, 
had fome poffdTions. And I alfo affirme that it is cerraine, in the beginning, about the firft pro¬ 
pagation of the Gofpell, as the name of Chriftian was odious and hatefull to the Emperors and 
Princes of thofe times, principally theBifhops and Priefts: fo it behooued them of ncceftity to 
be contented with that which they had, and to mairitaine themfelues as they were able. And 
wheras it appeareth that commonly they then liued more deuout,moreholy,and in greater hu¬ 
mility, then after that the Emperor Constantinh became Chriftian , and the Church 
obtaynedlibertie, and chat the authorise thereof was confirmed with riches * Yet it is cer- 
taine, that after that time there were alfo very many holy men. . And although that after¬ 
wards there was not generally fo great fincerity and hplinefs of life, as before: yet neither the; 
Emperor, nor the riches he gaue were to be blamed, but the euill difpofition anti conditions of 
thofe which had the vfe thereof and did abufe the fame. For it is not to be beleeued,that thofe 
ancient holie men in the beginning ofthe PrimitiueChurch, would, by reafon of riches, for- 
beare to haue been holy and deuout 5 neither am I afliired that thofe which-afterwards were

proud and infplent, would hauebccn holy and deuout, notwithftanding tb^c they had been 
poorb It is true, and 1 acknowledge the fame, that voluntariepouenieis a Rate Of great perfe 
tfion^and that great riches oftentimes minifteroccafionofpride and wickednefle: but hereof 
meiithemfelues arc the caufe-, for we are naturally inclined to euill: but toputthefamein exe¬ 
cution, the rich hauegreater power then the poore. Thereforeneither riches nor pouerty are 
thcpccaiion: for neither are all rich men wicked $ neither are all poore men good : which 
would be fo, if riches only be the occafion thereof. For neither riches nor pouertie in their 
, owne nature are good or euill': but rather, as faith S. P a y l ; t^dll things are steam te thecltane . 
Neither ought riches to be contemned, becaufe that fo me wicked man doth abufe his wealth • 
For, if that Argument were of force , fo were likewife to bee condemned and defpifedthe 
jlrcngth of the bodie, beautic of countenance, /harpenefle of wit, and quickneflc of vnderftah- 
ding 5 and a man ihould deiire to be vgly, feeble, dull,ignorant and of little diferetion : for thofe 
which be ftrong,faire,beautiful!,quick-witted, and of great capacicieand vnderftanding, may 
doe more harmeand vfe greater oeccitc, then the deformed, decrepit and ignorant. And ifa 
man fhall judge according to the occafion only s pouerty bringeth with it little care, and great 
diftruft, and therewith men become enuious, greedily couecous, malefactors, coueting and 
ftealing other mens goods: yet I will not clenie, but that in riches is the greater danger. But 
in botfythe fault is in v s, and not in the goods, which of thcmfelues are neither good nor euill 
but are as is he who hath the vfe of them . And fo not to fwarue any further from our Hiftory, 1 
conclude and fay * Let vs forbeare to blame C o n s t a n t i n a , and blame thofe which haue 
abufed and miifpent the goods which were giuen by Cosit aut i n s.And let thofe which 
are fo zealous ofthe gen erall reformation of the Church, reforme their owne Confcienccs, 
and amend their owne liues and abufes* and let them with teares pray vnto God to amendthe 

reft. For if euery man in particular would doe thus and amend one, all would prefently be a- 
mended. But truly moft'tpen take care for the gouernement of Empires and States, euen at 
diome in their houfes :.buc of their owne houfes and Confidences they take little care. And to 
the end that they thinke not, that all the mifehiefe confifteth in the Church goods,, let them 
know that after that the Churches were rich, and that the Prelates were of great power and au- 
thority, there were therein; a S.L b o, a Pope, aS.Gn boor ib, S.Au bio si, S.Ih- 
& ok b, S.Ayovstinb, S,Bhr nard, and an infinite number of other Bi/hops which 
poflefted riches, and defpifing the<n were poore in ipirit, w hich is acceptable before God.

And o in this manner beganthe Empire to be gouerned by three Emperors, and one C a- 
sar whichwas Dalmativs : whereof enfued great difcord and warre, for that eithef of 
them would take place before other, and be Lord of the whole. And, on the other fide, the 
Aoman Empire was fogipt, that no one man could well gouern it alone; and fo very few held 
the wh° ,c m quiet pofie/Tion; and therefore it declined, as all kingdoms and dominions which 

atetaireextcnded andenlarged, willdoo: for, neither mans life, force.nor humane policir,are 

auie to manage and gouern that which is of too great an extent. ‘' 

In the beginning oftheir Raign thefe Brethren Iiued in peace, for joy to feethemfelues fo

And therefore hee fent Ambafladors vnto them, requiring a new diuifion: and as 
their parts feemed to them to be but Iittlc,they would not yecld to his requeft. Whereupon he 
muttered vp his men and leuied an Armie, refoluing to take that perforce, which they would 
not allow him by their free will, and with a great power inuaded the Frontiers if his brother 
C o n if a n s his Empire, to whom befell Italy and Africa, Ac that time Cokuans was in 
ConJUntine Dub (which is Tmfilmia and Walachia ) making warre vpon the Gothes and Sarmates, who 
had made incurfions into the limits of the Romane Empire : and he vnderftanditig whathis 
CoSvit, brother did, fent a Captaine with men of war into Italy, who with fuch power as he was able to 

raife, made Head againft Constantinvs, neere to the City of cAqmkia. But G o n. 
stAiit imv ijirtle regarding his brothers forces, vnadiiifedly refolued to hght:and being en¬ 
trapped in an ambufti laid by his ene mies, fighting vnkno wne,his hor/e being killed vndcr him, 

con and ne falling tothc earth was flainc, hauingenioyedhisEmpire but three yceres, beingofthc 
4J ' age of 25. yeeres, in they cere of our Lord, 343. Which as fome imagine hapnedvntohim 
forhisfinnes: forthey writeof him,thathefauouredthehereficof Ar r 1 vs. And Cas- 
siodorvs, Rvfhnvs, and T heodoretvs in their Ecclefiafticallhiftories write, 
, that vpon the death of Constantin* the Great, father of thefe young men, thofe which 
were iafe&ed with the her efie of A r r i v s, tooke courage audacioutty to maintaine the fame, 
contrary to the decree of the holy Councell: and by their illufions they perfwaded Con¬ 
st a n t x v s thereto, who ruled in the Eaftpavts,and many Arrian Biihops fought tofupprefs 
and difpofefle the Catholikesj againft whom Constants the other Emperour and brother 
made great refiftance, who was of the Catholikes opinion. And particularly the holy Bilhop 
) AthanasiVs wasperfecutcd, who was the chiefe man in the Nicene Councell, and in 
that perfecution were fent into exile, both he and others, which fuffered great iniurie and infa- 
mie. There were al/b many cooncels and alfemblies held by the Heretikes, and others by the 
tCatholikcs, wherein were many contentions. Finally, the Catholikes were greatly troubled 
"and molcftcd,by reafon that many reuolted from the faith,and ioined with the heretikes: which 
I forbeare to write, becaufe it requireth m uch time to relate the lamej and alio, for that I rather 
write t^ie liues of Emperors, then any Ecclefiafticall Hiftorie, wherof I muft ofneceflity make 
often mention hereafter, 

Constantin* the elder brother being flain by his brother C o n s r a n s his fouldb 
ers, Constans took polfcflion of ail the Countries his decealed brother was fea/cd of and 
lb he became Lord of ail the Wed, and of Africa, whereof already he was in pofleflion. After 
this,prefentlyenfued another dangerous war againft a kinde ofpeople cald Franqucs, apeople 
of <?rm<M»y,inhabiting neer the riuer of Rhine (as Agatnias writes): which Franques re¬ 
belled, and feifed on a great part of Gallia • from which the Frenchmen vaunt themfelues to be 
' defeended 1 and of Galli were called Franci 5 and Gallia , Branch. And, to make their original! 
teen 1 to be of greater antiquity , they alleage that thofe Franques defeended from thofe which 
cfcap’t from Troy, and that t hey cam e to inhabit Germany w it h one of FI ector’s lons,whofc 
mm whence 113,116 was ^ R a n c v s i but heerof we will fpeak more heerafter. Thefe Franques came to 
blowes with Consta-ns $ and, after cruell wars and much /laughter between them, they 
frm "% 4 ut were v/nquiflied,and made fubjeft to the Empire. And although Constans were much 
CorAmt troubled with thefe wars, yet afterwards he liued fome yeers in peace and profpei ity, • but ve- 

niddeibe rmty ty weak and impotent ofbody, both in his feet and hands,by realbnofthegout wherewith he 
fubUBtatht was oftentimes much a fflifted. His gouernment in the beginning was goodand p leafing to all 

^ his fubjefts: but afterwards he became vitious and negligent in the execution of juftice,and by 

> mcansofhisinfirmitygrcwvnwieldy and ill difpofed 5 and therfore ill-beloued by theProuin- 

cialsMnd Subjects of the Empire: fo as certain wicked men, making benefit of this occafioti, 
pra« 5 lifed hisdeath.The chiefauthors of this treafon were C r b s p ivs&MARCBLLiNvs,his 
own captains,who agreed to make Maonbntivs Emperour, a man of bafe condition and 
mean parentage,although through his courage and valour in the wars he won great reputation: 
Magncmios and they found the fouldiers very willing and ready thereto • for, they hated Constans; 

and* giuing theimperiall robeto Maonbntivs, they fent to kill Constans, who mi- 
ftrufted n<? fuch matter. In the manner of his death Authors varie: but in conclufion hee was 
. /lain in a certain place called fie Una,neer to the Pirenean mountains which diuide France from 

mtmemr i^ h yeer of his Raign, and the thirtirh of his age, in the yeer of our Lord tf&acco r- 

ding to S. I a r o m’s computation.

Whild matters patted in the Weft after this manner, in the Eafl with the third brother and 
Emperour Con st a n t i v $, who ruled alhthat part of the Empire, things profpered not c ° nftanUuso ' 
fo wcll,efpecially inthe warres: for he had great and dangerous warres with rhe King of Perfia: 
and hauingfought with him nine feuerall times, he was at euevy time ouerthroivne, with the the per^m-. 
lofte of many of his people. In the end, they fought one moft cruell battaile: and the viftorie 
being apparantofthe Emperors fide, his fouldiers vftd the matter foill, asthofe which were 
held for conquered, became conquerors: and fo C o n s t a n r i v s loft this battaile alfo, as 
he had done many others, in fuch fort that the King of Perfia recouered certain great Cities in X mtbZneli 
Mefopot&mia. Moreoucr in the famepartsoftheEaft,there happened many earth-quakes wher- b > th . c v f( ldns * 
with certain Cities were deftroyd,andfwallowed into the earth.- which by true Chriftian au- L/Ztly^ 
thors was attributed to the iuft iudgement of God for that this Emperor did maintaine the he- th v,Hor > 
refie of A r r i ▼ s, and perfecuted the true Chriftians. But returning to our new Emperour 
Magn liNTiv s, it happened in this manner: that hauing murthered Constans, as we VdfimtVtime 
hauedeclared, the Armie which was in France obeyed and receiucd him gladly, and all Spaine °/ Conft ‘ 1ntlus 
prefently did the like, together with Italy and tyffrica in like manner: whither he determining 
to come, made his fonne who/e name was Decbncjvs, C^es a r j to leaue him in the go- D cccndus 
nernment of Brancewd Spaine with their confines. But in Hmgarie, ^iuflrh , Skttonh, Udma- made Caslar by 
<M,and part of Gracia, the ordinary legions which were in thofe places, chofe an old and valiant Ma s n<mcius - 
Captain for Emperor, whofe name was Britannio or Vbtranioj who was a mail 
highly beloucd of the fouldiers, for his great wifcdoincand valour in the warres; and for the 
victories which hehad obtained in the defence of thofe Prouinces againft the barbarous Nati¬ 
ons. Of Britannio you (hall heare more hereafter. 

About the finite time, when it was known e in Rome that Constans was dead, N b p o- 
t ian vs prefiiming on his ncernetteof bloud to the deceafcd Emperor (for, hewas the Ern- Ncpotfanus, 
peroror Constantine's lifters fon) alfembling together a company ofFenfers, Sword- u f k Zf ,! fif de f 
plaiers,and fuch others,procIaimed himfelf Emperor. But as his beginning had no found foun- 
dat ion ; fo had he an vnluckie end : for, within twenty nine daics after that hee had with great ncntius c<t t 
difficulty enjoyed the title of Emperor, he was Haiti by Maonbntivs his Captains. And 
fo Maonbntivs remained Emperour (although a Tyrant) of ltalie, Africa, France, and 
Spain, in concurrence and difgrace of C r o nstantivs in the Eaft, who in truth by juft title 
was Zoic Emperor. 

Constantivs, beeing aduertifed.of the death of his Brother C o n s t a n s , and of 
the fuccefte of Magnbntivs, was greatly perplexed, feeing himfelf opprelfed with warre 
againft the Perfians • and, on the other fide, bound to reuengc the death of his Brother, and to 
root out fomighty an enemy as Magnbntivs, who grew great in a ve y Ihort time 5 and 
B r itann'Io alfo , who was not {lightly to be regarded. But,after many confultatiotis, it 
was concluded to fettle all matters of the Eaft in the beft order hee might, and to paffe into En- Gallus m*At 
rope againft M a gnbntivs. Whereupon he determined to makehis cofcn germane Gal- h CoiX 

lvs, G^esar • who was brother to I vu a nvs, of whom we {hall fpeak heerafter : Both antius * 
which were fons to a brother of Constantine the Great, named Constant i vs-. 
whom his father Constantiv s had by a fecond wife; and, the better to bee affiired of 
thisndw C as a r, he married him to oneof his owne lifters, whofe name was Con sr an¬ 
ti a. And leauing this Gallvs in the Eaft, hauing fii ft concluded a kindeoftruce or peace 
with the King of Perfia, he came into Europe againft Maonbntivs, with thegreateft pow¬ 
er he was able to leuie • and by the way purpofed to haue fought with the ould Captain Bri- 
tann 10, whom we {hid to bee called Emperor in Aufiria^ Hungary, and Slauonia. But Bu- Britannio' 
t a n n 1 ° would not make any refiftance: for, laying afide his imperial! robes, hee came into t d Wi 
Thracia to meet him j and, humbling himfelf before Constantivs, find vnto him,that he Conft:uluus * 


renouncing the Empire, yeelded himfelf into his hands ; to the end hettiould difpofeofhim at 
nispleafure. Con s t a n t i vs very joyfully accepted his humility ; and, lifting him vp from 
ground,embraced and honoured him much in Ipeeches j and, calling him Father, fet him at his mo foil 
ownetable: and they two fupt that night together. And, beeing informed of all. matters by p ,d f 4k 
Britannio concerning M a o n en ti v s, he kept on his journey; and fent Britan- d<nsr ' 
n 10 to a City in Bithynia in A fa, and gaue him rents & rcuehues fufficicrit for the maintenance 
othis eftate: whither he retired himfelf with many his friends and Familiars, and lined there 
fixyeers after in great reft and tranquillity.

Whim thefe matters befell C o u s t a n t i v s in the Weft, his cofcn G a 11 v s (whom 

he left for C s a n, and Gouetnet gcncrall of the Proninccs in the Eaft) adminiftred no pok 

• ofjufticc,neither defended tbateftare with fucli valour,is hee ought to haue done. For itis 
written, that Sa, o * King of PtrJU rouerthrew him in battell, and in the reft hee vfed extreme 
cruelty : And Writers particularly affirm, that in the City of rslmiech hee did put todeath the 
greateft part of all the Nobility there. And of the Iewesof AiAa, and of TMim, for that they 
bad attempted to rebell he moft cruelly made many tlroufands ofeither fex, and of all ages, to 

beflain. He commanded the Cities of7>W,i)»^&,CA/Ar«, and others, to bee fet on fire 

which, Saint Ib ro m doth report: in his additions to Ev s bb i vs. When Con st anti- 
V5 vnderftood of the fe and other matters (which, Ammianvj Mar cellinv s recites 
atJarge^eingan ey-wienes: which Author wrote the life of Constantivs Ivlianvs 
I! V f A N V 5 \ Em ^ L ' 01S thofe times,vwy miely and diftimftly. bur withrhc moft rag- 
ged ftjlethat cuei-1 read m any tatm Author: yet it was great pity that fo many of his Works 
wer e toft) hee, bemgd^irous to preuent the diforders whereof I haue made mention, and flan* 
Conftantius ding already in fome fear of G a l l v s, fent fome fecretly to kill him , which was eafily effec-

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Among other accidents, a valiant ould Captain, whole name was Sitv » N v s , who ac; 
that time was Generali againft the Germans,wasaccufed to haue pva&ifed fome matters againft 
his Imperiali Majcfty. Which accufation (all Writers affirm) wasthrough theenuy which 
they barehim for his victories and good fuccdle; and this credulous Emperor, as it /eems, did 
alfoenuy him, and intended to caufe him to be flain. Whereof S t tv an v s beeing aduevti- 
fed (ashe was very much honoured for his age and bounty,and for the great honour which he ' 
had wonne in fundry warres and battels * but principally in the warres of Constant ins 
the Great againft Lie x* rv s ) and Ending no means toaflfure his life; forced more through 
fear than his own voluntary choice,he refolued to rebell, and to take vpon him the title of Em¬ 
peror. Which he did, (hewing firft to his fouldiers his difgrace, and how he was odious to 

Co n s t an Tiv a .andhowthatfortheferuicewhichhcandthey had done, he had com¬ 
manded him to be flame. Which being vnderftood, they all with one voice hailed him Em- stomaM 
peror, (wearing and promifing to protect and defend him. Thefe newes did greatly trouble r^hhk 
c °N ST A NT IV s, who wasyetin MiU»ei and at the very inftant that he wasaduerrifed here- foMw ‘ 
of. without difeoueritig it to any man, making (hew as though he knew nothing, hecompoun- 

dcdwith a certain fubtile and valiant Captaine, named Vr si cinvs : who befides his fa¬ 
miliars and neceflaric feruants tooke with him tenne Companions extraordinary men and 
very valiant 5 with which hee vndertooke to kill Si lyanv s, vnder this pretext and 
policies > r 

C c H S T antiv s wrote certaine Letters vnto S11 r a k v s, wherein makine no (hewe 
to haue vnderftood ought ofhis rebellion, hee fained hee would depart from Mtlrn and haue 
him with him, with many honourable words willing him to repaire to him and to deliuer vp 
the charge which he held,tothe Captain whom he had fent. V r s ici nv $ ‘made great hafte 1 
on his way; to the end, that through theftiortnefle of the time, it might be the better belecued, 
that all his proceedings hid been vnknowne to C o n s t a n i v s. ' As he with his compani¬ 
ons came neer to the Army,among which one was Marce t linv* the writer ofthis Hi- 
| ftoryj Siivanvs thinkingno other butthat this man was fent to be his fucceifor and then 
king no ometodebateche matta, made no account thereof. Va SI c inv s feeming care- , 

klft and fimple.fo cunningly handled the matter, conferring with certain captains hk friends, fX v£. 
and others which were difcontented with Siivanvs, that by means of fome gifts which m fJ }rreb vto 
hegaue^nd great promifes which he made,they refolued to kill poor Silv anvs. Where- h/lSllumus - 
upon, aueiTibl ing together a good number of fouldiers,-they went one morning to his Palace; 
where killing his guard, they entred perforce; and Silv a n vs, fleeing into a Church of the Si,uanu *f rf/ « 
Chriftians, was therein found and (lain. And in this manner ended his Empire with his life, 
hauing vfurped the fame onely 30 daies. . < ! J 

. This plot being ended to thegood liking of Conjtantiv s, there followed other trou- * 
blessnd combuftions: For the barbarous Nations of high Germanie came down to make warr e 
in the Empire i and as all things were yet very much^^out of order, by reafon of the death of 
Si l v an v s , they did much harme by taking certain Cities , and by robbing and fpoiiing the 
Countrie. Which when Constantiv j vnderftood, confldering with himfelfthat if he 
went thither in pei fon,the whole Empire was without any defence 5 and imagining alfo that a 
Generali was notto be trufted with that warre, he refolued to choofe his cofin germaneJ w- 
1 ianv s,and to make him C a s a r, who was brother to G a l l v s, of whom wee 
haue fpoken heretofore,and had been Cje s a r in theEaft,and flain by his commandement; 
both wliich were the fons of Constantivs, brother to C o n t t a n t i n b the Great, 
before fpoken of, , 

Thjs Ivlianvs was a yong man of whom there was great hope: for hee was of a good 
conftitution of body, ofan excellent wit, inclined and.giuen roftudic, and therewith very well 

earned. Ivlianvs was made C>e * ar and adopted by Co ! n *t ant'iv s, with great tv, ^ 
folemnity in the Citieof Milrnc, where Constantivs then made his abode : yet fome (^Xcin 
fay, that it was at yd them, in Gracia: and the betfer to confirmethefriendfhip and a!liarce,he " 

married him to his fifter Helena. Other matters alfo palling, which for breiiity I omit,I v- 
l 1 a n v s went towards the Army which was in Germame • where all things fucceeded fo well 
withbim, that he not onely recouered the Ioffes receiued, but allb made great fpoil and/laugh* 
ter of his enemies. i ( , 

^ Co N S T A N T r V S, leauing the Weft in charge with I v L x A N V S, refolued to paffe into 
the Eaft, where there was no idle dangerand need of his prefence: for, thePeifians, being an- 

dent 
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tient and daily enemies to the Romans, as the of-fpring and fucceffors of the Patthians , neuet 
ceaftd from inuading and making wane vpon the frontiers of the Romans * robbing andfpoy. 
Jing the Territories of the Empire. And in his way hepurpofed to goto Kme, where hee was 
rieceiued with great ioy and magnificence. But he could not ftay thereaboue thirty daies: f 0r ^ 
besides other newes from theEaff, he vnderftood that cheSarmaces, a fierce and barbarous na¬ 
tion (which were the Ruffians, Mufcouites,PoIonians,and fome others) had entred and runne 
through tMijia (now called Bulgaria and Serna) and with other nations were comn into Hung¬ 
ry. Wherefore hee’prelently departed, and committed the charge of theSarmatian warresto 
Margiuvs Peberv$, an excellent Captain of great experience, and himfelfe paffed 
through Slsuma towards the Eaft. And notwithftanding that lie had a grear Armie,yet he ivas 
not free from fear: for, as this Emperor euer preuailed in all his ciuill warres, at)d againft Ty¬ 
rants ifbagainft the Pei fians he waseuer vnfortunate: wherefore he praeftited to cometofomc 
compofition ofpeace with Sapor (the fecond of that name) King of Pcrfia . who then raig. 
ned,and refufed not to giue eareto an Ambaflador which motioned thefame. Whereof S 
v o r, growing beyond all mcafure proud, wrote a moft hautie Letter to Constantivs. 
which, with the anfwer thereto, Marcellin vs fetts down. Wherein he required, if the 
Emperor would haueany peace with him, that helhould firft refigninto his hands rheProuin- 
ecs of Utfofptawk and Armenia which had been fubie&to his Anccftors (fo great was the pow¬ 
er and preemption of the Kings otferfia, that they would not gram peace and truce to a Ro¬ 
man Emperor,except he would gi ue t hem two of the belt Prouinces or the world). 

Tothis Letter, Constantivs fi nt him another foranfwer$ which wasa notable Let- 
ter and very difereer, which for breuity I do not inf i t. Wherein he held thegrauity and ma- 
ieftv of a Roman Emperor-and, reprehending Sapor for his pride and ambition, he not on¬ 
ly denied what theother require^!, but didalfo put him clean out of all hope to haueany peace 
with him: and fo afterwards there began a very cruell war, 

' At fuch time as thefe matters paffed in the Eaft, I v l i a n v s , who remained in France^ C A* 

$ a r, and Generali againftthe Germans,after fome other victories fubdued his enemies in a ve- 
ry great and bloudy battell; arid,.hauing obtained this notable vi<ftory,by a generallconfentof 
the whole Armic he wasxalled Emperor and A y o v s t v s • and they made him equall with 

CoN $ r an rivj. x .,i . \ i. / 

Thefe newes within fewe daies were brought to C o n s t a n t i v s in the Eaft ^.wherewith 
he was fo much difquicted, that he was once refolded to haue abandoned the warres there,and 
to hauc marched with all his Legions againft Ivlianvs. But, afterwards altering his deter¬ 
mination, he refolued to fend Ambaffadorsvnto him; and, thinking with good words to win 
- him, he fent to perfwade him to content himfdfwith the title and dignity of Caesar, and to 
renounce the name of Emperor andAyovsTvs. With this ambaffage he fent a chief man, 
whole name was L e o na$ * who, for thar he came from Constantivs, was honoura¬ 
bly receiued in the Army, and audience was giuen him. He hauing deliuered his AmbafTage, 
and the Emperors Letters being read, the Avmic not onely refufed to yeeld thereto, but they 
all with one voice,confirmed what they had done, calling Iviianvs Emperour and A v- 
o v s t v s: onely they obeyed Constantivs in putting F l o r e n t i n v s out of the 
office of Prctorian Prefect, which wasgiuen to N a b r i d i v s. Touching the reft, I v l i a- 
n v s. anfvvercd Constantivs in humble manner, with the belt words hee could, promb 
fing to beto him a loyall-andan ob- dient companion jdefiring him that hee would not depofe 
him from his dignity, feeing that hehad accepted thereof againft his will, being thereto com¬ 
pelled by the Armie. And heei'with he returned to make war againft the Germans with grea- 
ter force andciicumfpecftion than before, And forefeeing it was very requifite to tame and fub- 
duc thofe nations* imagining that he fliould haue war (which he could not auoid) with C o n- 
s TAN-rx vR^headuifcd his Captains and Troops tomakehafte, andto aflail their enemies 

before they Were by them a flailed ; whereupon there enfued between him and the German es 

lome notable battaftsandiencounters $ which I cannot relate without altering my ordinarie 
courfeofbreuitic; 

After that Constantivs vnderftood that his Ambaffadors could hot obtain what hee 
required, he re(blued to make war againft I v 11 a n v s, prefuming on his great powei^ud the 
good fortune which he had euer had againft other Tyrants. Wherefore hee fought mcancsto 
confirm the peace and friendfhip,,which then Was in queiftion between him and A r. s a c bS 
King ofand other Kings of the Eaft * to the end they fliould not ioin in league and 

con-

confederacy with the King of Perjia, his chiefeft enemy: againft whom hee left fuch forces a§ 
he thought fufficient to defend the countrey, and to continue the war. After this he came into ^ 
Fura/c^nd, trauelling from AmiocbmS/m to the City of Thar fa, by the way hee felt himfelC 
fomewhat ill of a light Feuer: but yet uotwithftanding he held on his journeyshinking that his 
€ xg rciJfe would haue holpen him by diuerting the humour - and therefore he caufed himfelf td 
be carried in a Litter,making fmall journies. But, coming to the foot of Mount Taurus, he felt 
himfelf much opprefted with his difeafe 5 the Feuer increafing vpon him in fuch forr, that hee^ 
feemed to be all on fire. And fo* knowing his infirmity to be mortall, and that his death appro¬ 
ved, he made his Will 5 wherein he nominated Iviianvs (his cnemie,and a tyrant) for his Confhmiiis 
heir and fucceftbr: fo the man, whom in his life time he would not admit for a companion, at te ~ 

his death hee chofe for his heir ; hauing in this action (as a good Emperor)great regard to the 
common good and quiet of the Empire. 

' This Emperor raigned fou re and twenty yeers 5 feuen with his brethren, and feiienteen a- 5 
lone,although in contention with the tyrants aforenamed * and in his fathers time he was C M- rfji ^ 
s A R thirteen yeers: wherefore fome fay,that he raigned in all eight and thirty yeers. He was ConflaXi, 
v/hen hee died (as faith Evtropiv s) fiue and forty yeers old : yet all Authors agree not 
heerupon. This Emperor was reckoned among the indifferent Emperors : for, notwitliftan- 
ding that he was endowed with fome fingular gifts, yet was he not altogether free from vices* 
por* as he was courteous* milde,and ofapleafingconuerfation,liberalland affable to his fer- 
H3iits,and very temperate in eating and drinking 5 and would cake great pains,and delighted and 
defiled much to fpeak well (yetnaturally he was neither very fliarp-wit ted, noreloquent) and 
was ail excellent Archer, and delighted greatly therein :lo was hceotherwife very credulous* 
and delighted to hear men fpeak euill of others. Which moued him to commit many cruelties t 
for, he was by nature miftruftfull, and euer feared treafon* and therefore trufted fewe men: fa' 
was lie likewile much giuen to women. 

With thefe vices and vercues he well preferuedand defended the Roman Empire 5 and died* 
according to S.I a r o m’s computation, in the y eer of our Lord 3 64. 
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Fter the death of Constant xy 5, which hapnedas x$ before 1 
declared, his ^ofen germane Ivlianvs remained foie Em« 
peror of the whole Roman Empire s who in the others life time 
enjoyed the title qf A s tv s. This Ivuakvj was by 
birth fuch as we ha ; ^pcgifie^qthe life of G o n s t a 1 n f I y- S; 
and in valour and fufficiency was one of the feeft Emperors that 
euer was - as presently we will make manifeft. AH whijeh gpqdi 

graces he corrupted and defaced * by renouncing the Chriftiart 
faith whereof he had before madeprofefton, and by turning to 
the idolatry of the Gentils: wherefore he was commonly called 
: whereof/ome Authors fay,onc Lxbaniy s an Idolater &>a 
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famous Rhetorician was the occasion. Which, befidesthe reafons which may bee heeito an- 
nexed, is a notable example for all Princes, and men ofall eftates and conditions whatfoeuer, 
that they not oneiy with all diligencefeeke out matters for their fonnes, which maybeexpeit 
in thofe fciences wherein they purpofe to inftruft them; but that principally they be vertuous, 
honed, and found men in religion : for learning without vertue is little worth. And it is molt 
certaine, that what children learne in their youth, is fo imprinted in their vnderftandings^s 
theyneuer forget the fame. And thofe exercifes & qualities wherein they are bred vp in. their 
tender age, become proper and naturall, and are neuer left by them in their whole lifetime, 
whereof the mailers which haue charge of the children are the principal caufe. - And although 
we might produce many good and fair examples, yet this ptefentfliall now fuffice, returning to 
I v 11 a n v s, in whom his matters infidelitie took fo deep impreffion, that it well appearcth, 
what prejudice hec thereby receiued : for, in the rett hee wasfbcompleatand to rare, that in 
jr*»W>Iulia- goodnes, bounty and courtefie,they compare him with Titvs j in clemency, with An- 

riu Mm*™}*- TO N I N VS • in his fortunate ftratagems at wars againft the Germanes,they make him equal! 

wTraian : intemperance and modettie,toM arc v s Avr b li v s : and in knowledge 
and learning, to the ancient Philofophers. He was endued with a Angular memory , andwas 
very ftudious, and therefore learned in many Arts and Sciences - and was eloquent and well 
fpoken,no Iefleby the gift ofnaturcthcnby Art. He was moft temperatein his dyetand deep : 
and moft chafte and free from all flelhly paflion and diflioneftie. Hee was fo valiant and hardie 
in Armes (although but ofafmallconftitution of body, and delicately limmed) that hee was 
therefore noted and reproued to be more hardy and aduenturous,than for a Generali or Empe¬ 
ror was fit or conucnient. Of glory and renowne hee was greedily couetous; which is a vice 
wherein great fpirits do oftentimes offend. With his friends he was very pleafant and bounu- 
fulhand loued to do juffice indifferently to all men j which he ftriCtly obferuedin the time that 
he was Cjsar, and in the ftnall rime that he enjoied the Empire. He was likewife adorned 
with many othervertues ; which, EvTRoPivsasan ey-witnes, A vr h 11 v s Victor, 
and Ammxanvs March uinvs, doo record. Bur, with all this, hee was an Infidel], , 

Inliaims4»i- which was great pity j and his vndcrftanding was blinded by the perfwafion of his matter Lr* 

doUterbj the b a n i v s, who was a Gentile and an Idolater. . , 

SSKSar Thofe things which patted in the time that he was Cals a r and Emperor, are very largely 
and particularly defer ibed by Ammianys MARCBt£invs,asby him which law and 
vnderftood the fame i for, they hapned in hi^time 5 and he alfo followed and ferued him m the 
warsof Perjia. Butl will i elate oneiy that which happened when hee was Emperor, and that 
briefly 3 for, he raigned oneiy two yeers : wherefore,I hold it not fit in a Raign offo fmall con* 
tinuancetofpend much time. . , _ , .. . 

Being aduertiled of the death oFConstantivs (which newes were biought to him in 
FrancCy whence he was about to go to meethim jandtheother 5 'as we haue laid, was comroiflg 
towards him with the fame refolution) in great hafte hee marched to the City of CMjtmtttfe, 
which etierfince the death of the Emperor Constantine was the Head of die Empire ; 
where,by all means pottibie he fought to win the loue & good will of the people ofall nations* 
IulUn*s»M<fc which the better to bring topaffe, heevfcd this policie: Firft,hce caufedthe Temples ortnc 
.. Gentiles to be fet open, and fuffi ed them therein to commit their fuperftitious idolatry, and to 
be otenetf. adore their idols. And although he abhorred, and was an enemy to the Chriftians,yet at tha 

time he perfecuted them not with deaths and tortures; and in contentions between the Gnr/* 
ftlans and the Arrians he was neuter, (hewing himfelf inclined to neither partie: whererore e 
was not very hatefull to any j and the barbarous nations (landing in fear of his great fame (tor, 
by reafon of the German wars he was growrievery famous)1 abftained from making warre, or 
from doubling theEmpire - ahd fo Tent their Ambaffadors to him to treat of peace and men* 

Thipi which he granted, . , • fn r 

.' Ih this mannerEee began to gouemthe Empire with as great profperity and . contentment 0 
airmen, as eyeranyihah had d#% il Biff(fi^his hearthee was an Idolater'jfohee refoluedto 
findtf'fome mcans to fupplant the true Chriiflian religion- induced thereto by the diuell and n s 
tZvtLtt bwhie&ickednes: And, the better to effeft the fam<\lie praiftifed a means neuer before vied y 
fer/tcutethe sui^tfthd^ whi&h-wityTo (hew himfelf pitifull and not crU<dj,perceiuing that by means o 

mentsinfli( 5 led vpon the Marty rsjthe holy Chriftian faith was greatly increafed: and tllcrero * 

, - ‘ he determined fo take a contra irie- courfe (as R V ? ? in vs, S. I* r. o m, and C as s i 0 

r v report) which was,to induce them by gifts,fauours,flatterics,and by bellowing 
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^flGcesanddignities, to the^end theyffioffidrenounce theCp(tofaith and do facrifice to 

his falfe godsf And as the fame authors affirme, there werefome, and they not a few,which ^ A !ce 

being couetous and ambitious, through defire to grow rich and to be honoured, denied the . 

Cb And this was one of the greateft perfections that euer the Church endured, afwell mrefpeft 
ofthofewhichabandonedthefame, as for that Iy-l ia n y . perceiued that by thismeane 
he could noFthroughlie accomplifli his defire; although as is laid,he put none to death, neither 
vfed anv violbnce to any. He therefore made lawes and gencrall decrees, that no Chnftian Decrees.^ 
(houldbe matter of any arts or fciences, neither flioiild therftudieinany Schoolesbutfuchas ggy* 
would adore his Idols,to the end that throughthe defire of learning,they ttiould become Idola- 
Zb* or elfc at the leaft fliould remaine idiots, and without learning , andfobemfufficientand 
vnable to preach the chriftian faith. He lilcewife> ordeined that no Chnftian ttiould haue any 
charge, or hold any office of iuftice, neither fhould be a Captaine in the wan es, neither emoy 
anv other dignitic. Finally, her vfed all the inuentions and meanes hecoulddeuifeto make 
warreaeainft IBSV’S CHRIST, withoutffieddingany chnftianbloud: whichlholdto 
be the inuention and fubtiltie of the Diuell, to take the cro wne from the liohe M artyrs, which 

they obreined through thep'erfecution ofthefword v , ,, . A 

Vfine this pitifull crueitie againft the Chi iftians (as a man of courageand valiant in Armes) 
he refolued to make warre againft the Perfians, who oneiy had not ihewed any humiline, or ac^ 
ktiowledgcd his fuperioritie. Wherefore he went into Afu with a great Army: with which and 
theordinarie legions hauing pafled through Aju the leffe and other prouinces, he entred W*- 
f^kwhichCasisfaid ) was the Lady, for whomtheRomanes and Perfians did ordinarily 
contend : and after fomc light encounters and skirmifocs, hefeizedvponthe ciaeofc^ Iulian/;/V ^ 
which fauouied the Romanes and was enobled by the Empcrour Dioc lbs i a n with wals umifitunfi 
and bulwarks 5 and from thence hepaffed toZma, where he was aduemied that the King of 
VtrCu wasneereat hand with his whole power: whereupon he niaittialledlus troupes, with a 
great defire to come with him to a battaile.But his cnemic at that time dur ft not fight with him, 
but fent him many Ambaffitges, intreating pardon, and promifinghim a great part of his coun¬ 
tries. To whom this valiant Empcrour would giiie no audience : but feeing that he refufed the 
battaile,the more to prouoke him, he entred his countrey by fundne Wales, taking many cities, 
in Aril’ Come by force, and others yeeldcd themfelucs without any refiftance ; committing 
great fpoiles in all that countrcy, vmillat Iaft the Perfians for very tt^mewere Forced to fight, 
whichbattaile was very cruell. Before which, this blmdI Iv l i a«v* fas O r osiv s and 
S. I a r 0 m h recite) ofvery malice and hatred which he bare to the Chnftians,.whom.he cal¬ 
led Galileans (as faith Th bo p o r B T V S in his hiftorie)madc a vow to his gods,that if he ob- 
tained the vi(ftory,he would do facrifice to them in the bloudofchofe Chnftians which would 
not worfliip idols. And it pleafed God in his fecret iudgement to giue him vidtonc at that time, 
thereby to reward him in this life for the morall vertucs wherewith he was endued,»to the end 
that perpetuallie he ttiould be puniflied in the other world/or his damnable infidelitie. _ ^ 

He feeing himfelfe vitoious, and fin ding no refiftance, marched to the famous citieof 
fhefipbrne- and finding no forces that durft ftop his pattage, he determined ro rcturne to winter 
in Mfopoimhx but v^pn the way his people indured great penuneand want with thirftand 
hunger, afwell for that hw Armie was exceeding great,as alfo tor that his enemies did Oftetj 
aflaultand moleft them. And notwithflanding that the Perfians would neuer come to any equal 
fight, butgauecamizadoes, with light skirmifhes, fodainely charging, and then running awaw 
after the manner of the Arabians in thefe dales; yettherewith his Armie was cxceeditlghe 
much toiled and tired. And in this manner it pleafed God ( whp with his death would ftop the 
execution offo many innocents which he pnrpofedto haue facrificed)^ that a Peifian rug 111 ,* 
who wisthe guide to his Army, trecherouffie led him and his Armie into a place where many t 
of his enemies lay in ambuih 5 where being charged,.he was conftraincd to fight, and in the 
fight pell mell being vnknownc wasftriken with a launice through the aimemto thebodie. IuIianus 
with which wound lofing his fenfes, he fellvpon hishorfes necke, and fo his people took him, \ p mumM. 
and caried him into a tent, wherein with fome medicine^ which they applye'd vnto him, he 
came againe to himfelf 3 and recouping ftrength , he called for his horfe and Armes : torhe ^ 
would againe returne to the battaile. But afterwards feeling his force to ratle him , th !y 
write, that with extreme pride he vfed thefe words againft our Sauiour CHRIST, ndh 
Itfufficeth that thou CHRIST of Qdilea haft ouercome, forfo hewas accuftomedtp

call him. After this, feeing that all tho(c which were about him began to weep, hee reprehen¬ 
ded them, faying; You do ill to weep for that Prince which dies in the fauouf of the gods; a n j 

lulianus died fo he difeourfed ofthe immortality of thefouleas long as hee was able to /peak, vntill that his 
bjoud being wholly fpent, he died 5 which in truth was great pity,that there /hould be fuch ao 
curfedblindnesinamanin whom there was fo great valour, and f6 many good and vertupas 
parts. Hee died in the feuenthycer after he was made s a r v and in thethirdyeer of hi s 

' Empire, being 51 yeers old, in the yeer of our Lord (according to Saint Ih r o m )% 66 . 
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Vch was the death oFIvlianvs lamented by the whole 
Armie: for, heewasmuchbelouedby allhismenofwar, 
But the Church and all Chriftians rendred thankstoour 
Lord God,whoin hisincrcy had ddiuered them from the 
yoke of fo great a feruitude. There was fo great a confufi- 
on in the Camp by rcafon ofthe death of this Emperour, 
that they were in dagger to haue bin ouerthrowne by the 
Per/ians: bc/ides that,they were much diftrefted through 
want of vittuals. And the enemy, vnderftanding ofthe 
death ofthe Emperor, neuerleft to moleft them on eiietic 
fide with fuch continuall hidden a/Iaults and alarme$,thac 
they were not able to endure them. W here fove,t he chief 
, Commanders of the Army attcmbled themfelucs toge¬ 

ther to chute an Emperor which might gouern them. After much contention anddiucr/ity of 
opinions, they agreed to chufe one (as faith Evtropivs) whofenamewas M a r celii- 
nvs. But finally they concluded to name a very famous man called Io vi an vs, who was the 
fonne of aNoble-man called V a r r o n i a n v s, an Hungarian, or an Inhabitant ofHungttit: 
who, Jcauing the warres which hee had long followed, and to auoid the tumults and troubles 
which he faw in the Empire, retired, and gaue himfelfto his reft and quiet in certain poffdTions 
Which he held in Hungary. But his fonne Iovianvs cameto theEmperor C o n s t a n t t- 
V s Court, and followed the warres; who, for that he was valiant,md a goodly Perfonage,wa$ 
greatly eflecn\ed by I v L 1 a n v 3 • and, whil'ft he was C & 1 a r and afterwards Empcroui:, 
this man was the chief Commander ofthe ordinarie Troops which went with the Emperor. 

• ‘ 10 v 1 a k v s was of an excellent witte and found judgement, giuento ftudie.and 

therewith well learned. He wastallofftature,and well proportioned, and a faithfull Chrifti- 
aniinfamuch that when I v 11 a n v s commanded, that no Chrifiian fhould beea Captain, 
neither mould haue any charge or office in the warres • Iovianvs plea/antly /aid, chat hee 
made greater account ofthe faith whereof he made profe/fion, than of any dignity of honour 
that he enjoyed 5 and fo gauevp his charge. Being afterwards chofen Emperor, R v f p 1 »v s 

- > , ■ and 



and Tit ropor'htvs write,that feeing Ivuanvs had drawne the men of warreof his T , 
Armie to commit idolatrie, and to doo facrifice to his gods; he in a publike Oration which he ^ 
made to them, faid, that he (although he might) would not (being a Chriftian) bean Emperor 
of Infidels. And fo hee refilled, and abfolutelyrefufed the Empire. But all men were fo well 
plcafed with his election,that, after they had approued thefame, they cried out aloud, faying j 
Vacat e all Chriftians. And for his fake thofe which were not fo 3 tefolucd to become Chrifti- 
ans, vpon condition that he would accept the Empire. 

’in this manner, with incredible joy and gladnes,they fware obediencevnto him, and galid 
him the Imperiall Enfignes. Whereupon hee prefently ordered and rc-inforCed the Armie* 
which could not be done without great difficulty s for, Sapor vnderftanding ofthe death of 
Iviunv! (who,for his noble ads and great courage,was generally feared of all men)made 
final! account of this new Emperor ; but, gathering together the greateft forces hee was able, 
gaue fo fierce a charge in theEmperors Armie, that the Romans were likely tohaue bin whol- 
fy defeated: and the Perfiansapparantly had the better. Iovianvs marching with great 
trouble and danger,for that the waies were craggie and mountainous j The firft day he follow¬ 
ed his journey : and, making an Alt in a vallie, his Armie was prefently compared about on e A 
uery fide by the Perfians■ who aftailed and skirmiftied with them after their manner. 

• Thenextday hecametotheCityofC<irm, where Iovianvs and his fouldiers remem- 
bringthat in antient time Marc vs Crassvs was in that coaft overthrowneand flain by 
the Parthians; holding it for an ominous pre/age, they accounted them/elues loft, if checnemie 
euer gaue them battell. The principall caufe of which feate was by reafon of their weaknes 
through the hunger which they had endured, and at that inftant did endure, through want of 
viduals .-for, as two fo great Armies marched foneer together, no prouifion could bee made 
that could fuffice to fuftain them. But in all thefe extremities Iovianvs neuer fainted or 
was difeouraged,neither omitted to vfe all diligence in guiding, defending and animating his 
fouldiers,till they cameto the riuer Tigris, their dangers ftill increafing: where King Sapor 
fent him Amba/fitdors, giuing him to vnderftand,thar,confidering the weaknes of his Army and 
his owne forcc,he was moft alfured of victory; yet, if hee would render him theProuinces hee 
required (which were many) he would be content to hould perpetuall peace with the Empire. 

Iovianvs, feeing the p.re/entneceftity wherein hee was, took coun/ell heerupon with the 

c’niefeftmen in his Army: and,after 3 pv 4 daies confutation, a peace was concluded for thirty A\>tActm*k 

yeers - Iovianvs learning to King $ a p o r all the Prouinces beyond the riuer Tigris, and betwixt the per* 

jfomc Cities in Meftpotmti h with further condition,that the Emperour /hould notaidoraffift 

Ar s ac e s King of Armenia; which peace or truce (as Evtropivs writes, whofe hiftorie ym* 1 

ends with' thelifeofthisEmperor ;and many other Writers) was held for very /hamefuU ahd 

diftionovableto thegreatnes of the Roman Empire, for voluntarily giuingto the enemy pate of 

theProuinces thereto belonging,and for decreafingthe bounds and limits thereof.But,for that 

Princes a&ions are euer diuei fiy judged of, P a v i v s Orosivs and other Writers, excufd 

him ^alleaging, he made fuch a peace as was requifite,con/idcrbg the time ^ and albeit ir were 

not honorable,yet at Ieaft it was profitable and ncedfull: for,he was in manifeft danger to haue 

loft his whole Annie,and the greateft part ofthe Prouinces that he rendred. Heeror mery man. 

may judge after his phantafie j but thus it was: Io vian vs,hauing concluded this peaefc* 

went into Soria ^ where he commanded by publike proclamation, that all thofe Bi/hops whi&h 

were exiled for re/ifting and contradi<ftirig the herefie of A r. r i v s,or any other vnlawfull oc* 

ca/ion,/houId be recald and reftored 5 and principally the great Athanasivs. He iikfcWife 

rcuoked and made void all the prohibitions and decrees made by Ivlian y s agairift the 

Chriftians • and ordained that they /hould be admitted to any dignity,officc,<&harge, magi(lra- 

ry or ftudy,as they were wontto be in thetimeof theEmperor C on st an r in b. the Great*, 

He likewife caufed to be paid to the Churches tho/e rents of corn and other tilings that C o, n* 

«r a n t j n s had giuen them,and which by the commandement of I v l i a n v s were reque¬ 
ued . which is written by Th b odor b rv.s and' Rvfpin vs. Iovianvs, hauing laid!

fait hAvREt iv s Victor - and as he and Pa vi v s Diaconv^ affirme, was very 
poove,and by his trade a i ope-maker: But he was of fo great ftrength, as vpon a day fine loul- 
diers ftiiuing with all their mightto take one qfthofe ropes which he fold,out of his hands,they 
were notable to doe it. Wherfore feeming to be ftrongand a very able man for the wanes,he 
was cOunfelled to follow the fame 5 which he did: and hauing no lefte courage of minde then 
force of body, he profited fo much in Armcs, through the notable exploits which he perfor¬ 
med therein, as offices were bellowed vpon him; and fo afeending by dgrccs, he became Pre- 
torian Prefect. 

By thefe means his fon V a l b n t i n i a n v s,of whom we purpofe to trcate.came to be bred 
vp in the wars , and therein wan great honour. Being Captaine ofthe companies called Scuta - 
rij, which were targettiers, fo called , for that no others did beare targets, but they 5 I v L i a- 
n vs the Apoftata commanded him to doe facrifice to his gods, or ocherwife to giue vp theof- 
iicewhich he held (as he did by others, and as we faid by I o v i a n v s) : but hec as a good 
Catholikeand not as a fained Chriftian, voluntarily furrcndi cd his office and Captainftiippc, 
to continue in the faith of CH RI ST. And the good and Chriftian Iovianvs coming 
tothe Empire* drew vnto him all fuch,as he was * by meanes whereof Valent inianvs 
was in his feruice when he died, in the fame place and office which he forfookein ihc time of 
Ivt i a nvs. Aslooneas Iov ianvs was dead , theftrft and chiefeft car? that V At f, n- 
t i n i a n v s took,was,to prepare his body to be Cent to Confiantinople to be buried; and the fc- 
cond and next was, to confult who fhould be the next Emperor. -> The chiefe com maunders 
marched with the Annie to the Citie ofJVicea^which is the head and Metropolitahcofche Pro- 
\iincc of Bitbym- where determining to nominate an Emperor, there were fome which made 
account rohauebeenfo* and among many,one was named, which was a Tribune called E- 
o^v i t iv s • who (as M a h c e l 11 n w s reporterh) wasafrerwards for his curri/li and harfh 
conditions depofed. But finally after long co; f.ltations, Valentin ianvs was chofcn, 
byreafon ofhisgoodneffe and valour, being ar that rime abfent, hauing remained certain daies 
journey behinde the whole Armie 5 and being fctit for, and come, they all (ware obedience vn¬ 
to liinijwith great ioy and contentment. For ti uly he was(as all men wt he)a goodly peribnage 5 
very vaiianf, and magnanimous -very wile and temperate, a louer of juftice, eloquent, and ofa 
good grace, honorable and vertuous, and a man who knew how to makehimfelfe beloi-cd and 
refpetfed ofall men. Hauing accepted the Empire, and beginning to prouide for iucii things 
as might be ncedefull for the good gouernment thereof j it leemed good to the captaines and 
fouldiers ofthe Armie to giue him a companion and nn eqiiall in the Empire, to be an affiftant 
to him in the gouernment 5 which the Emperors ot their own accord did often vfetodoc. V a- 
irniin i a n v s being aduertifed hereof, commanded the Armie to be calledtoge- 
ther s atrd wirh a bold andfuddaine refoluiion , among other matters fpake vnto them in this 
manner: • 

Gentlemenand Souldiers, it was in your hands and at your plcafuve, when I was not Empe- 
rour,to giue me the gouernment and command ofthe Empire 3 bur now that I hauetbegouern- 
mentand am in pofteftion thereof, it is no pare of.your charge, neither ought you to enterrned- 
dletherein: for that is my charge on!y,ancf thecare thereof appcrtaiticth to me to command 
andgoiiernethe common-wealth. And as fora companion,when needc fliall require, I will 
takecarefor one. Thefe fpecches arc written by Thhodoretvs and other Authors 
makemention thereof: which madefuch an impreffion in thcfouldicrs hearts,as from thence¬ 
forth they all tookecare to obey his commandemenrs, not daring to fpeake a word concerning 
any fueh matter. But when he came to the Citie of Conflamimple , which euer ftnee the time 
ofthe Emperor Con s t an t inb, was the head ofthe Empire, imagining it to be a matter 
veryrequifitCjhe made his brother Valens his companion and equall with himfelfc in the 
Empire: which truely he oughtnot to hauedone,for chat he was infe&cd with the Arrian he- 
reliefs Hereafter we willdeclare. And hauing made this eledlion, they diuided the Empire 
hetweenethem,foas Valbntinianvs tooke charge ofthe Prouinces in the W£ft, and 
Vale n s of thofe in the Eaft. And matters (landing vpon thefe tcarmes, they both fell fick 
of a burning fe.uer,{o grieuoufly, as all men thought they would haue died 5 but afterwards re- 
COuerlng, there happened vnto thefe brethren fo many ivarres and fuch ti oubles, as they both 
had enough to doe. For the Saxons and Scots which are, notrherlie Nations, came uv great 
troupestpmakeaconqueftofther(leofl 3 r/w»W(r;andrheGermanescame againe downe into 
Brand land the countries ofHmgarie and s^Aujlria wereinuaded by the Sarmatesand the Cat- 
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ti .* Into Thraeid catne certaine companies of Gothesto robbe andfteale. The King,of Pcrfu 
brake the truce, inuaded Armenia, and afterwards Mcjepotamia; Whereupon by reafon of theft 
combuftions and others which werefeared,and feme already begun, V.a i bn s rook his wav 
towards the Eaft, and V a l b n t i n i a n v s towards (Milan : And into Hungarietheyf^ 
S s v brianv s,a valianc Captain ; and fe they prouidedand placed indiuers parts excellent 
Captains and Gouernors. To recite alhhatpaft in particular, wouldbealong workefeut j n 
femme it was thus 5 that in the firft three yeers of the raign of V a l b n t i n i a n v s ,he had ve¬ 
ry cruel warres with the Saxons and Germancs; which in the end, after many battailes, he ouer- 
Vaicnxiwianus cameand fubdued. In the third yeere of his iaigne, he made his fonne G r at i a n vs his 
BmnZiZa companion, Em perour, and A v a v s r vs. And in Romeby reafon of the death or depriuation 
of Tvrcivs Apr. oni anv s (for the Hiftorie declareth it not, or I am forgetful!) hcpla- 
ccd a Noble man, named Orphitvs, Asa good Chriftian, he honoured andfauoured the 
Chriftians, their Tcmples and Churches .• whichhis brother V a l s n s did notin theEaft. 
but lying for the moft part in thecitie of Am'tocb, fuflfredthe idolatries and fuperftitionsofthc 
Vaiensfrrw/V- Gentiles, and likewifethc rites^nd ceremonies of the Iewes. Butthe Arriays and Hereticks he 
Z&c/Zm- extremely fauoured, only he molefted and was enemieto the true Chriftians t andaboueall, 
met of the ; gauehimfelfe to diuinations,ferceries, and prohibited Aftrologie* which Cassiodoryj

> T hefetwo brethren gouerning the Empire, although after diuers manners, making heada- 
gainft the incurfions of ftrange and barbarous nations, which infefted the lame; a Noble man 
called Procopivs, borne in Sicilia, and neere kinfman to I v l i a n v s Apoftata(who begin- 
ning by meane degrees, came to be Captaine generall of the Imperiall Armies in the Eaft) »e- 
frocopius wm belled in Confiantmople: and with thefauour and aftiftance of certaine Ca ptaines,and feme other 
7 6 uf. £>T ~ men ofwarre (taking the Imperial! enfignes) he proclaimed himfelfe Emperour«which great- 
ly troubled the two Emperours: for they knew that he daily grew greater, and that his Forces 
continually increafed, and that he had fent for fuccours to the Gothcs, and other ftrange 
nations. 

vnivcrfaii The Empirebeing thus troubled, therealfo followed in thofe daies fo general 1 and terrible 

tMkqutbf. an earth-quake , that an infinite number of houfes, and fundrie cities fell downe. For in Sicilit 
and in many other Hands, whole countriesperilhed, and thefeaouerwhelmedand drowned 
. many townes and cities, ouerflowing the naturall bounds and limits,* andaboueall, it was moft 
7 becititof tcrr ible in the province ofBitbyttia ^ in tyffim fo asthc citie of was therewith whollie 
nitu dtjiroy* ruined. And in many other prouinces bordering vponthefea, the fea altering his courfe, in 
r pMkc* ne4rt ^ ^ ome P^ aces difeouered and left dry land, where before was nothing but fea j and in fo me other 
places made fea, where before were greene fields and paftures $ as Pavlvs O r o s i y s and 
other authors write, principallie'M arcellinv s,who was an eie witnes, and S. I jj r o m e 
alfoi Whereof the Cofmograpbers of our times Ihould take notice,and not fo much blame and 
maruell at theauntient, if they End not de/cribed and let downe in their bookes the fea-coafts, 
the capes, points, hauens, and entries into the. fea,to be fuch as they deferibed them then to bp: 
for thefe and many other naturall changes haue been the caufe thereof; befides the error which 
may be in the letter and painting of the bookes, orinthephrafe, through their fault which 
tniilfell from wroteand mnflated them . A little while after this earth-quake (S.Ibrome writeth) that 
l ^ cre ra * ne ^ ^ l 0m heauen, like asat other times it vfeth tofnow, an infinite- quantitie of wooll, 
as perfect and as fine vvooll as the /hcepc bcarcth. But returning to our hiftorie ; This attempt 
of Pro copiv s fo much troubled Valentinianvs and Valb n s, thatV a i bn- 
tinianvs was in doubt whether he Ibould go againft him in perfon, or leaucitto 
V a i b n s ; whom it feemed more to concerns, afwell for the neernes to him, as for that thofe 
parts were vndcr his iurifdi<ftion» And being refelued to go in perfon,he was conftrajncd to al¬ 
ter his refolution, for that certaine ftrange nations made new inuafions in the Empire, afwell in 
Germany as in Brit Annie, and the qi ties and prouinces in thefc parts by their Ambafladors requi¬ 
red fpccour.Wherupon he determined rather to relieue thofe which were friends to the whole 
Empire, and to the common eftate, then his owne in particular : pnd publishing his intent, he 
returned to make warre againft the /hangers, fending an excellent Captaine with a very good 
Armie .againft Procopiys, to make head againft him, and not to fuffer his power to in- 
creafe: and he himfelfe went to the warres of Germany, wherein he did many worthie deeds of 
Armejs againft theSaxons,thcBurgonians, and other nations: whofe farce was fo great, that 

although 
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although they were ouercome by him, and reduced to his obedifoce t yet vntill this dav the 
remembrance of them continueth, and they inhabit thofe parts. the other fide V A - 
t R ns, asaman which had the letter charge, marched towards Procop i V s, and he came 
to meete him m ^ijta the lefle, or in Phrygia, neere to a Citie called Natcda, whcrltmv 'fousht 
and P r o c o p i v s was ouet thrown and fled. But before this batfaile, Val* ^ r*ad fent 
a Captaine whofename was I v n y s with a very good Armie, againft thofe G<khes whicii IZtHS 
cametotheaideof Pr o co p i v s , hehamng fpre^dfe Aor that Val * H tia r an v s • 

was dead in Frme,and thofe Gothes were ouerthrowne by Tvlivs. Pnocopm^ is 
aforefaid, efcapwg from the battaile, vfed all pofliblemeanes t|rcinforCe his Armie that hec 
might returneagaineto fight: but he not only failed of his puvpofe, but was by his QWHC Cap- 
taines which fled with him, thereby to obtaine pardon and grace with Valins, apprehen¬ 
ded and deliuered into his hands . ‘Jiflh, , ^ 

Some write, that Va 11 h s as Come as he had^qjlmadc his head to be fttiken off; ahd a. 
there fay, that bowing downe two trees by force, dffSKg was bound to the one Tree, and ano- 
thet to the other, and the Trees being let loofe,he was tornein p^gc^and fo ended hehis life 
paired and diuided in two parts, who had caufed fo great parts-takiw^%d diuifion in the Em- 
pire. Pro cor iv s when he died, was of the age of 4 i yeercs, IS^Ss of a great courage 
and goodly confhtution, but that he went fomewhat /looping. It is reported of him that he was 
euer very fad, and was neuerfeene to laugh, and that he alwaies did meditate on melancholy 

matters; andfo had an vnfortunate end,asonewhich was difloyall, and aTraytor to his foue- 

raigneLord.' ' 

After that V a l a n s had obtained this vidlorie, he feuerely puni/hed thofe that had fauo- 
redandathttedPRocovxvs: and becaufetha,t cbulccdem *,which is a Citie in Afia the lelfe 
ouet againft CenfimtinopU, had taken part with him,he caufed alLthetowne walles to be thrown 
downe, and made euen with the ground, which before were very faire. When P R 0 c o* 
rivs wasdead, a Captaine and neere kinfeman of bis, named Marc buy*, being inthe ScXi*/ 
Citie of Ntcc* with cei tainc companies with him, and with 30 0 o Gothes which he had caufed 
to come thither, tooke ypon him thename of Emperor: but he wasfoonefet vpon 'taken and 
mine by another Captaine, whofe name was E<^vrci vs, Goucrnor of SUuonia, This fo 
important an enterprife being by V a 11 n s brought tok happy end,; he then endeuored him- 
felfeto pevfecute theremainder of thofe fouldiers, and to prpuide for other accidents iti the 
Eaft: which,for that they were many and oflefle importance,! will omit. But in matterscon- 
cei nmg.our religion, as an Heretickand a wicked man, he committed fo many outrages, exiled 
fo many,and did fo great harrae,as it would require a long time to deferibe. HisbrothcrVA- 
X B NT X NIA N V s following the wars aforefaid, obtained fundrie victories, fame in his owne •. 

pei /on, and feme vnder the leading of his Captaines. In great Britanny, by a Captaine of his sml m 
whole name was Valentin b, hcouercame and fubdued the Pitfs and the Scots, from 


whom the Scots at this day are defended, andrhe Kitigdome of Scotland in that Hand tooke

D 0 s 1 v s » of whom wee will fpeake hereafter, obteined feme other nota- ^ 
ble vivories \n Germany,whom V a 1 s n t i n 7 a n v s fent a\fo into Africa: for therein rebel: nZm// 
edamightieCaptain whofe name was T irmy s,whom T h BO'DO-siv’S'Ouerthrewinbat-' 
taile, and tpokeprifener, leauing the countrey in quiet. But notwithftanding that hee had fo 
good and happie fuccefle, yet the Roman Empire was fo odious and hatefull to all ftrange Na- 
tions^s they neuer de fitted as long as they had any oportunitie to inuadc and moleft the fame. 

Whereupon the Sarmates, a barbarous people, of whom we haue often made mention hereto - 
tore rebelled and emred Hungary : againft whom Valentin i a kv s (being greatly offen- 
oed) went himfelfe in perfon; and hauing ouerthrowne them in battaile they fent their Ambaf- Vale ff niu 
aaors vnto him: and the Emperour being in an earned: difeourfe With them, it is reported that S. / ' S4rm 
he was (0 mooued,and cried out fo loud, as with the force thereof the blood guftied out at his 
mouth in fuch aboimdance, that he died within fe we daies after. Others write, that he wasta- 
ken withanApopkxy,wherewithheloft hisfpecchonly,allhis other fenfes remaining per-

- fonfor befides his valour and fufficiencie, he was a very iuft Prince, and a great enemieand a 
putiiiherofvice 3 efpecklUe ofbriberie and couetouftics. When lie died he left two formes and 
three daughters, which he had by two women. His eldeftTonnes name was Gratian 
whom he-had by his lawfull wife, named Sevbra - him before his death he made Emperour 
A v o v * tvs . His other fonnes name was Valbntinianvs, who afterwards was Ernpe. 
rour alfo. And his three daughters, Ivsta, Grata, and Gaua, he had by a Gentle- 
womamcalled I v s r i w a j of which, one, which was Galla, was afterwards married to 
Thhodosivs, who in procefle of time came to beEmpcrour. It is written, that this I v s , 
r i n Another to thefe three lifters,was the faireft woman of complexion,of the molt excellent 
conftitution of bodie, the comelicftperfonage,and was endowed with more commendable 
parts, fhen any woman then to be found in the world • fo as flie was brought to the Emperors 
Palace to his wife the Empereffe for a miracle in beautie, where he had by her thefe thr cc 
children, asPAvtvsDiAcoNVs reporteth, by the confent and permiftion of his wife the 
Emperefle. 

We haue related thechiefeof all that palfedinthetimeof V a l b n t i n i an v s , E m . 

. perorin the Weft, and: of his brother V a l e n s in theEaft. Valbntinianvs dying 
. in fuch manner, as we fayd , he lefc his /onne G r a t i a n v s for Emperour of all that which 
he poflefled, and made him Emperor in his life time. And Valens feeing himfelfe freed 
and at liberty, from the re/pe<ft and dutie which he ought to his brother Valentinian 
making finall account of hi§ fonne Grat ian, began tofauour and fupport the Arrians, and 
. to periecute and opprefle the true Chriftians. Amongft other things, S'*. 1 e r o m h wrireth 
that he commanded all the Monks and Hermiies in Egypt, and other pans, that (leauingtheie 
Moriafticall life) they Ihould become Souldiers, and follow the wanes: but before that hee 
could-bring them to it, hee put many thou/arids of them to death, and did many other cruel! 
deeds, for which. God gane him fuch an end as he defeated. To the contrary, hisNephctv 
G r at ian was a good Chriftian, and waslikewifeagood Poet, and an Oratour, a very 
vertuous, temperate, honeft and courteous Prince, and indued with many noble qualities, but 
he was condemned to beVery rCmiflein matters of gouernmenr. But concerning the Chri¬ 
ftian Religion, hee fimouredraild fupported the Chriftian ChuL'chesin PhowicU , and other 
Provinces in the.Eaft, as his father hadidone before him. By mcanes of whofe death the 
high Dutch cook heart and courage to come downe, and make warre within the bounds of the 
Empire, with great multitudes oTmen : and he with a farreleffer number went to fight with 
them, neere to a Citic called Argentine or Collcine\\shexe recommending himfelfe to IE $ V S 
CHRIST, hdfoughca.moftcruellbaitcil, and obtained the victory : and as P a v l vs 0 - 
rosivs reporteth Hew of them aboue 40000. men. S. Ibrome fayth 30000. When 
thcyoungEtnpcrour G r a.t i a n had obtained this vi&oric, lie refolucd to make his brother 
Va lbn tinian his companion in the Empire, who was his brother by the father, and 
fonne to the faire Ivstina; which he performed with great folemnity. 

The Empire being in this eftate, Valens liuing in ^Anttocb in Soria , and Graviak 
and this his young brother V a l e n t i n i a n in Prme , V a l b n s as he was giuen to diui 
nations, inchantments, nigromancies and fuch other like vanities, made certaine figures to bee 
caft; andthediuell willing to/hew him that after him there/houldra/gneone,whofenamebe* 
ganwith this Greeke letter, e, which in Latine is th y he therefore caufcd to.be flaine that moft 
excellent Captaine Thbodosivs, and others whofe names began in that manner. 

THefe thirigs being paflyis God in his fecret iudgement had ordeined that the Romane Em 
pire ftiould generally decline ( as not long after it did) it pleafed him in his diuine wifedome 
to permir that there fliould .firft happen fome great and particular calamities, which ihouldbe 
as fignesand forewarnings prefaging thegreat and general miferies which afterwardes enfued 
and cbntinue eucn vn till this day. Fora beginning,and foretelling ofthe commune and gene 
rail calamitic, which in procefle of time after wardes followed, it pleafed God to permit (for 
Valens his infidelitie) that in thofedaies in the Northerly parts of Stythh, betweenea peo¬ 
ple called Hunnes, bordering vpon the Rifean mouhtaines, and the Gothes which with them 
diuid?d their frontiers , and were their neere neighbours ( both moft .valiant and 
fierce nations, asin this hiftorie hereafter /hall appeared great warresarofe : and after 
many baitailes and/laughters betweene them (which make nothing to our purpofe)all begin 
ning about the parting of fields and diuiding their bounds and limits, and other ancient quar 
rds,as vfually happen betweenc nations which are fo neere neighbours 5 in thefc controuerfies, 

the 


the Gbthes were finally ouerthrowne in a great battaileby theHunnes,and driuen out of their 
owne countrie by force: and being a huge multitude of people ( compelled through neccfluie* 
asouercome,and defiring to liue in peace) they lent to increatc the Emperour Valens by 
their Ambafladors, that it might pleafe him to receiue them for his ftruants and vafTalls and 
togiuethem fome lands, which they might till and inhabir.The Emperor /imply granted’ their 
requeft, arguing vnto them a great countrie beyond the riuer Danubhts, and certaine fields ill 
the Province oPcMijia, which at this dmeis called Bulgaria and Serna (as P a v l v s O R 0 g j_ Countries dfsirz. 
VS, and Pav.lv s Diac o n vs and others doe report) and there fora certaine time they 
remained in peace and reft; and it was thought they would Co haue continued, had not two of mZ 
the Emperors Captaines (whichdiuidedthefieIdsamongftthem,and remained there as their 
guard and oueifeers) begun to vfe them cruelly, like tyrants, doing them daily great wrongs 
and injuries, as though they had been rather Qaucs then fubjefts. Whereupon they conuerted 
theirobedience and humility into rebellion and de/peration . refoluing to beare Armes, and to 
take perforce that which tho/e men denied them. And fo raunging chemfelues in good ol der 
(leaning that which was appointed for them) they marched forwards, deftroying/obbingand 
fpoiling all wherefoeuer they came. & 

Entring into Tbracia , they tooke fome ftrong holds and Cities, vntill they came neere to Con* 
ftMMple, where Valens then was 1 for as foone as thefe troubles began, he was adue t ifed 
thercofiand departing from the Citieol^mmbjaecame by great iourneyes to Conftantwoplc 
out ofwhich he afterwatds/allied with a great and very well ordered Armie, to make head a- 
gainftthc Gothes, which from ancienttime had been eucrmuch feared, and were ftill famous. 

And although they vndcrftoodoftheEmperorscomming, yet they were .therewith nothing 
difinaid, nor doubted to meete him, but rather fought to fight with him. Which Valens ^ 
refiifednotj/oasthere wasacruell battaile betwtene the two Armies ■, wherein, at the firft en- tmm Valc,,s 
counter, the Romane horferaen behaued themfelucs fo ill, that disbanding, they left the fqua- Andtht G * ehet ‘ 
dtonsof footemcn naked without any defence j which the Gothes horfemen perceiuing, char¬ 
ged the Romane Infantry; and compaflingthem about on cuery fide with an infinite multitude 
of Archers,brake through them,and conftrainedthem to flie; and fo the Gothes had an entire 
v/tforie, and did great execution in the Imperial! Armie. Valens, flying then ce wounded 
with an Arrow, would haue hidden himfelfe in a Farmers houfe neere to thar place: but being 
found,the Gothes fet the houfe on fire, wherein he was burnt. Some write that he died fi^h- Tf j r , 
ting, and that feeing the horfemen flic, he alighted^ and putting off his Imperial! robes, placed lien! 

himfelfe in a/quadronoffootemen, and there being vnknowne, was flaine. But I hold the firft 
opinion for moft certaine, for fo doe the moft and heft Authors affirme. One ofwhich is Saint 
Ieao m b, in whofe rime thefe things happened ;foashe died a death conformable to the 
courfeof his life. 

The Gothes hauing obtained this vidlorie, marched forwards, and befieged the Imperial! 

Cm ofCoHftantitiople, where enfued that which we will hereafter declare. The Emperor 
Valens died in the fiftith y cer of his age 9 and the fifteenth of his raigne • ofwhich, hee had 
migned aboue eleuen in the companieofhis brother, and the reft with his nephew Gr a tia- 
N v which was in the yeere of our Lord IE S V S CHRIS T, three hundred, /bure/core 
and two, after S. I b r o mbs computation,who in that yeer ended his Hiftorie, which Pro- 
• p b u v 3 afterwards profecuted. I haue not read that this Emperour left any children be« 
hindehim. 
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E ‘whdlt burthen ofthe Pf»pt% relltng vpo» Cra th rm s, he woe adr'ertifed that the Gotha 
daily were*fed their power, and were growne fo audacious as to a (fan It the Citie ofConfan* 
tinople; wherefore he made prout[,on togoe again# them , and wade one TiieocioflUS A St A* 
niard Generali of his Army, who oner threw andfnbdned them, and reduced the Empire n 
the antient dignitie. Whergfore^mhms made him his companion i» the Empire, a/fie. 
ning vnto him the Saji part: and he remaining in France, fur chafed the emit will of his ntn 
of war, by fjewinghimfelfe too much afitted to theystlanes, and to other flrmgc Nairn, 
"i " whofi fafhions in attire he often vfed to weave,In which time one Maximus,rc6f Mm in'Brh 

tanny, made himfelft a tyrant and Gratianus, feeing himfelft for fa fen by hit Legions, ret urntsimo Italy :in rvhiih 
imney Maximus by* jtmagcm>c<wfed him to beflmr . He hadbeene a veryvertttousAndgosd Emperor, ifhehd 
applied himfelft to thegouernment of the Empire :for othemife he was endued with many good parts , and lined little 
merethen lH.yeeres. 

H Ffcr the death of V a t« n s which was fo.ill and vnforfo- j 
nate,, as we haue declared, the gouemment of the whole 
E lipirc, Eaft and Weft, remained in his nephevve Gra¬ 
tia n v s, his brother VAUNnimNs forme, who , 
before ruled the Weftern Empire, and in his brother,yong i 
Val bn tinian, whom he had made Emperour • al¬ 
though by reafon of his yongyeeres no great account was 
made of him. The Gothes following the vi&pric which 
they had obtained againft the Emperour Vaunsj 
without any ftay, became mailers or all the countrie round 
about,and (asI i (kid) befieged the imperiall Citicofcoaftn- 
wherein was the Empreife Dominica, wife of 
thevnfortunate Vauns; and they aflaulted it with 
... . , „ , great furie and very refolucely, burning all the jfuburhs 

which were very great. And fo they inuefted the Citie, vntill that the widow Empreife (as 
wnteth C A s sio p o rv s) vfed fuch diligence in encouragingand animating the fouldiers 
which were within it, with good words,gifts, anefreadie money, which /hee diftributeda- 
mongft them, as they fought fo valiantly, that thef Gothes receiued great lolfe & could not cn- 
ter the Citie - and fo it was defended by the diligence of this woma/?, and the valour of the be- 
fieged. The Gothes,diuiding themfelues into feucrall troupes, became Lords ofthc Premia- 
ces or Thracia^Tsada, and their coniines. Here hiftoriographers make large defcriptions ofthe 
. originalland countrie of thefe Gothes* and by what meanes, and when they came forth of 

their 


their countrie 5 wherein they are fo tedious arid fo contrarie in opinions, the one to the other 
that I purpofe to efehew that labour, forthatit lirrleimporteth;neither can the truth be* 
folly fet dome . But it is true, they were a people which came out of Scythia in Europe , accor¬ 
ding to moft writers * but Whether they were bornethere or came from fome other countrie 7 h f' G * thes >¥ 
(as fome fey they did) it importeth riot much: neither the difference in their namesin calling tZ > 

Them Oftrogothes or Vifogothes i for herein is no greater difference, but that the Oftroeothes 

w ^re more eafterly, and the Vifogothes more wefterly: but generally both the one arid other 
were called Gothes, and fo I purpofe tQ call them, as often as I fhall haue occafion to mention 
thern.wnich will be very often • for in truth the greateft wound, and chiefeft lofle the Roman 
Empire receiued, and the beginningofthcfallthereof,was through their occafion.

nations ofall the world,which weretheaforefaid Gothes,the Alanes,and theHunnes-all p eo . 

P~ y^cyihU. Wereadethat Alexander the Great, would notgoeto make any cOnqueft 
of the/e people; for they were feared ofall the world. . 

The Alanestooke their name ofa riuer in ScythU called Alane. Am m i a n v s Mar. 

The Hunnesa te 
alfoScythians of Scythut in Europe, inhabiting beyond the bogges of uMeotis, all which were 
moft fierce Nations: and although that all the northerly nations were fuch, yet were thefe 
more then any of the reft 5 as in this Hiftorie hereafter will appeare ; And thefe (they fay) ate 
• jnofe which at this day are called Tartarians. This people being againeentred into Httnnm, 

Th b o d o s i v s went to fight with them, fomecimes with one Nation and fometimes

•Within few daies after that this valiant King A tin an^rkS v!s came to Conjiminople, hee 
ViMtAthofA. Tr akea ^“basricuous ficknes, wherof he died, after that he had been tormented therwitb, 
thajwjcus. the (pace of^monethsjwhom T h eo do iiv s fumptuoufly buried arid bello wed greatcoft 
vponhjsobfequies. Some Authors, as Iorna n d'bs and others,(ay,thatthisjpeace with the 
Gothe<;,was made by C a a r i A n v s j for T h b o do s i vs fellfogrieuouflyuck,that almen 
thoghthc would haue died,arid that in this feafon the peace was granted to A rux nar.icvs 
mote torfeare then for any good will: and that T«iu do $ i vs,, recouering health, would

cyorGod, Gratianvs and Thbodosivs being true Chriftians, the Qtholike 
/ Church was fauored and pfote<fted by them t Yetfomc write; that The o d 0 « sivs was'hUp- 
nzed atter ehat he was Emperor : Bucbefdre that time he did rcuerence and bqleeite the Glni' 
uiaoiaitlm S.momen vs, aftdr Ga k> s i od o r v s, affimjethiefo, which .to mefeemeth 
hardly to be befeeUed. Buchdwfoeiieritwas, Theodor b tvs writeth^that as foohea's 
yMHwpk, hauing oiicrcomc and ftibdued all the barbarous nations ♦ he applied 
nimielrc to the reft>rmation'©f the Churchy 1 and the fubuerfion arid rooting out of the Arri* 

an herefie, which was difpdrfedouer'all theEaftparts. ^And vpon this occafion he vied ineanes 
to aftemblea great number of Bifiiops at Cbnftmimlc y and although that thafthe euill wasnot 
throughly cured thereby,yetthat which he did, waS;Very profitable. C A S $ I O D O R V 9 fttS 
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downe Th‘ho : d oVi v s decree, wherein heprofefled and protefted that hee beleeued the 
fame faith, which was preached by the holy Apoftles -and Which was publifhedin the Nicene 
Councel/ He fetteth down alfo, how that Theodo s i v s bahifbed certaineBiftiops from 
Co»(tmtinople,d or thatthey wereofthediucllifeand abhominablefeftoFthcAriianSi In the 
•Weft there waS no needeofany fuch care of diligence 5 for this Arrian peftilence had not Co 
much infected thofe parts ; as we haue already declared in the liues of the three fdnnes of 
Constantin b the Great. Cohstans which raigned in that part, tooke great-care 
to preferue and defend theauncient Catholike faith 5 and after him I o v i A n v s and Va- 
l bn t i n i A n v s. So as, afwdl in matters concerning Religion, as alfo the warres and ci- 
uill gouernment, Theodosivs (liewed himfelfe a worthie Prince, and was fo much fea- TheK{n , of 
red and honoured by all Nations,as the King of Pcr/Mfnotwithftanding that he had (laine the ve^iu/du 
Emperour Iv lhnvs, and obtained fo many vidories) in great humilitic, fent his Ambaf- 
(adors to entreating a perperuall league and peace \vjth T u io dosivs: And 

hefeeiu^ with how greatfubmiilion that King fued for peace, graunted ir. 

Th b o do siv sjiuinginthisprolpericiejthcbettertoafturethefuccefiion of the Em¬ 
pire to his pofterity, made one ofhisfonncs whofe name was Arcadivs, his equall and 
companion :notwithftandingthathewasbut achilde,and veryyong. In this meanc while 
lined Gratian in Frmefiom thence making prouifion and fending diredion to a|l parts; 
as jm o Africa, Speitte, Britamp and Germany, and as he was a man very remifle and foft fpirited 
(as the moft part doe write of him) lie waxed much more, after thathehad taken Theodo- 
5 i vs for his companion ^depending much vpon his diligence and valour: fo as he became 
ill beloned of his fouldiei s. And this diflikcincreafed; for that he (feeing;that Theodo- 
sivs had entertained t he Gothes which ferued Athanaricvs into his pay. and wa- 
ges . drew to his feruicc ccrtaine companies of A^nes, and refpeded and honored them fo 
much, as he fometimes apparelled himfelfafter their fafeion,and made them his guard j wher- 
with the Roman and Italian fouldiers were much difeontented. 

In Rome and all iulie the Empire was ofno abfolute authoritie : for therein Wa$ the young 
Va lb nt in i an, brotherro Gratianvs* who for that he was very young and of lit¬ 
tle diferetion, a Noble man called Pr ob vs hadthecharge of thegouernement, who had. 
been Conful, and was then Prefe<ft of the Citie. Thefe matters gaue occafion to the legions 
which were in Britmny to prefume to rebell, and to chufe an excellent Captaine, whofe name 
Was Maxim VS foi Emperour; and as PaviVeDiac o n vs writeth, againft the will of Max . mnr ^ 
Max i mv s. But afterwards hauingaccepted filename, herefolucd to proceede.-andfo with fen Emperor Ij 
all expedition poflibl e, he w ent into France ; and forafmuch as G r a t i a\n was ill bcloucd of >* 
his Arraie, thegreateft part ofhis men of warre forfookc him, and calling M a x imv 4 Emjie-, 
ror,vvent to his campe. Whereupon Gratianvs finding himfelfe vnable to fight with 
him, purpofed to retire into 714 /ic, where his brother was. Max i.m v s being aduertifed 
thereof, vfedfuch mcancs as G r at i an vs fell into his hands. Which was after this man¬ 
ner : He cSufed a rumor to be fpred abroade, that Gratianvs wife was comming to fee 

her husband with a good troupe of fouldiers, and to goe with himirito/w^, and he fent feme 

meffengers before with counterfeit letters, which aduertifed him thereof. After this, he fent; 
a valiantand fubtle Captaine called A n d r a g a t h i v s, to the end he fliould put himfelfe| 
in a horfelitcer, with (bme chofen (ouldiers, and gbe to meete Gratian, faining to be the| 

Emprelfe, and fo take him and kill him. - ; t 

This cunning Champion performed what his Lord hid committed to his charge , and at 
lions in France, in pafting the riuer Rhddam, he came to ioyne with him ; fome going before 
and telling him that the Emprelfe wasneere at hand. The goodnelfe and fincevity pf G r a¬ 
ti a n v s were the occafion that he fufpe&ed nqthing, neither difcoucrcd the deccipr, vntill 
became (b neere, that he (aw it with hiseyes, where being compafled aboilt with An>ro~ 
g a t h i v s his fouldiers, he was there by his cotpmandement flaint. Tu^his manner ended Gratianus 
the life and raigne of the Emperor G r a t i a n v s, being of theage of niheand twenty ycers; Andra- 

fifteeneyeeres after that his father made him Emperour and his companion; whereof eight 8 f*^*}*™^ 
yecres were in his fathers time, more in nametheneffed; and of the other feiienyeeres, three Maximus, 
were with his Vncle V-a lens whowas (laine by tfteGothesjandthe reft with T n u .9 do-, 
sivs whom he chofe for his companion, and with his brother' V a t h n ^ i n i a n ; who for 
that he was a childe was not regarded. He died (after P r o s ^ br v s his computation )in the 
yeere of our Lord three hundred, foutefcore andfeuen. This Prince was endued with many 
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exccllcntvertues; for he was valiant, noble and difereet 5 and aboue all,a Catholike and a very 
deuout Chriftian 2 but he had a fault, which was, that he was too fofc fpiiited, remifle, and ncj. 
ligent, taking little care for the gouernment: which (as is faid) was the principal! caufe of his 
ruinei Andtruely this is a greatand dangerous fault in Kings and Princes: for as their princi.

The fir ft enterprife he undertook?, min 
Italy, again# the tyrant Maximus, who caufed the Emperor Gratianus to be fiaine, Ani 
beftfgtHghm in Amina, he made him die like a TMy tor, together with 4fount of hit. Aid 

h*(*ing triumphed in' Rome, herofteredthe Empire to V alentinian. Returning to Cettjhu- 
iinoplt withinfhortfpace after, he vnderftoodtbat Valentinian was fiaine^ and thut ml) 


two (to wit jAtbogaflca and Eugcnius,vfurped the Empire, Whereupon returningagme 
iinto Italy, he fought with thefe two tyrants,and ouercame them both, more by miracle endby 
the efpeclailgrace of God, then through his power or any huthane wifedome. sAfter this victory, the whole chirp »/ 
the Empire%thEaft and JVeft,reftedvp»n him alone i but he calling bisfonneHonotm,inteefted him in the Em • 
fire of the Weft, and to Arcadius he left the Empire of the Eaft s But hecaufe they were both children, and very lit> 
tie, he gone them two tutors, men no left valiant in Armes then politique in peace. After this, happening te be mm 
municate andabfoluedby S. Ambrofe Eifhop ofMilan,.for certain cruelties committed in The (fateniea,falling grit • 
uoufly fickj he dyed at the age of fifth yeeres . 

IX yeeres raigned Thbodosivs in companie with 
- G- r a t 1 a .n v $, whenhewasflaineby the commande- 
mentof M a x i m y s, who as a tyrant and vfurperpro- 
claymed himfelfe Emperour : And by jreafon of G r a* 
r 1 a n 5 death, all the care and trouble both for wane 
and pcacelefted vpon Throdosiv s* who was very 
fufficient, and well able to fupporc the fame. For although 
that young Vaihntin ian was in Italy, yet hee 
• had neither power nor courage to reuenge thedeathofhis 
brother/ Gratia sy 55 but knowing that Maxi- 
m v s came with a great Armie, and was already entred /* 
laty, he abandoned ir, and went to Cotiftawtinoplc to intiwte 
vr : aydeof Thbodosivs: Who caking companion 

of the two brethren, the one flaine by treafon, and the other wrongfully difpolfeflfed of his 
Empirejofhis naturalland accuftomed valour, refblued to goe into Italy to reuenge the death 
ofthc one, and to reftore the other to his eftate, by purfuing and deftroy ing thisnew Sc mighty 
tyrant.Wheruponleauinghisfon Arc adi v s in Conjlminoplc , taking Valentinian with 
himjhc prepared for his departure, raifing thegreateft and be/i forces he was able, and began 




to march through Gallia Cifalpm, which is now called Lombardie , where Maxim vs alreadfe 
was in the citie of Aqttileia, hailing made Androgat h iv s Generali of his Armie to make 

headagainft Theo do s 1 v s. • 

This Androgathivs was a politick and a valiant man in the warres,and he which Hue 
the Emperor Gratianvs- who with great care and diligence had taken all the (heights, ri- 
uers, bridges and paflages, whereby Thbodosivs might patfe : and afterwards changing 
hisminde, thinking that Thbodosivs peraduenture would hauc paired his Armie by 
/h,hedrew his forces from the mountains,and from thofe places which hee had left-them in 
guard, and embarked them aboord a great number offhips and barks, putpofing tooucrchrow 
him,and to take him pnfoner vpon the water. The valiant Thbodosivs, being adlifertifed 
heerof, marched by great jourmes 5 and, finding the paflages open, entred with his troops into 
the Plains of and befteged the City of^w^wherc the vfurping Emperorwas,be- 

fore An d r o o a *r h 1 v s could ouertake him; and comparing the City round about thofe 
which were within it, ofmeer fear hauing guilty confidences, deliuered him into the hands of 
Theo d os IV S, without ftayingfdrany aflaplt or fight . and he iuftly caufed him (asaTrai- 
lor and Rebel! to his Prince) to bee put to death. The like was afterwards done by a tonne of Maxim,, s Jl 
his whofe name was Victo r, whom his father had created Emperor, to auoid the perils and ]>,tfon ^^ 
troubles that might enfue. When Asi)Roo*rHiv S who was his Generali, beeing vpon ^hSdofius^ 
the fea with a very mighty name,.vnderftood ofthc taking and death of M a x i m v s, hee was 
fo ouercomn with forrow and dcfpair, that hee call himfdf ouer-boord out of his Galley, and Aiid ro g.,th,w 
there was drowned i and his people, wanting a Leader, yeelded themfelues to Theodosi- 

vs. Andfo, without either death or bloud-fliedj Godgaue him a very great victory • and from 
Mm, Britannic , Germanie , and Spain , came Ambalfadors vnto him,yeelding him their obedi- 
ence, with great humility and deuorion. 

Hauing performed this enterprife,he went with yong Valentin I a.n !tO Rome, I he prin- Theodofiu* 
cipall Head of the Empire, where they were, receiued. with a folemn triumph (as Pv v r F 1 n v s ‘wheel in 
and C a-s s 1 o d o r v s report) whither he fent for his.yong fo n A r c a d r v s from Confian- I{om 
tinofle, where he left him to the end he might beknowne and honoured in Rome: where he con¬ 
tinued certain daies, reforming the abufesand diforders there ; and hee inflicted greatpuniih- 
ments, and did great iuftice vpon certain euill and wicked perfons. And,as he was a deuour and 
good Chriflian,fo lie took great care to reform the abufes of the Church, And, finaKy/ecting 
allthings in good order,he returned to Cotiftantinoplc to gouern the Empire of the Eaft ?and to 
V a len Tinian he left all the Weft, leauing him an Armie and power fufficient to^defenef. 
thefiime r which is no fmall argument ofhisgoodnes and loyalty, that being of pow^r; able (if 
lie had defired to haue made himfelf onely Monarch and Lord of the whole) yet hc ; held it for 
greater honour To reconquer the Empire, and to reftore it to him to whom in right it apper- 
twined, than to hold the fame himfelf. Theoboshs being returned to Conshminopleff A- 
l e n r 1 n 1 a n went for France ,that he might be neer at hand if any occafion fliould bc.offr.cdi: 
whereliuing in profperity and void of care, a Captain of his, called Aheogastbs, piatti- 
fid his death. who was a man of a haurie courage, politick, venturous, and of great power! by 
reafon of the place and authority which he held neer about the Emperor • whom ,P avIlw s 0 « 
Rosivsand Pavlvs Diagonvs call Cootm or Earle: for in rhoiei'imes wee finde that 
1 nameand dignity, and before that alfo 5 and thefe’were thofe which were Gouernefs and Cap- 
tains ofProuinccs,and fomecimes werethe Emperors companions, to' ivhorh were /committed 
matters of greateft importance: In-Iikc manner as the antient Confiils, when' they went.tQ makq 
acouqueftof any Country, had with them Legars,which is as much as Lieutenants.' This A r- 
b 0 c a si-Bs refolued with himfelf to kill V a v b.Mvi n 1 AN('tlicrcby to'aduanCeian Errfpe-. 
rot of his making, although it profpered ill • nqtdiring to vfurp if .himfelf, for that hdc .wfis of 
bare parentage, aftranger born, and an lnfidell, and for other-caufes which in dic Hiftor/eare 
notmentioned. Finally, he pradifed With one E'viob k 1 vs 3 who of a Grammarian and’arRfc- a^c* 
toncian (being for that caufe wel beloued and eftccmcd) came to bear Armband to foilow-tlie pnfijtii m 
Court/and was now highly regarded and ofgrent account. prdmifihg hi in to kill: V a * 

Nia N,and to make hinrEinperoijgiuing him to vnderftand, that it .was a: matter jlpffibl^hnd %alCHtul,a,u 
eafierohedone. Evgb n r vs accepted what this wicked man offired-and! A r bo gast.bs 
^ fed fuch means,that he corrupted the Eunuchs that waited in V a len t r n ian s chamber, 
and agreed with them to ftrangle him in the niglit,and giue it out in fpecch t hat they found him 
wad in the morning 5 and they did fo. V a l e n t i n i a n, being in the city 0 f Vienna in France 
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Thbodosivs. _ 

Valentinian ^ ee P in S * n hi s bed, was by thefe Eunuchs ftrangled ? and they publifhed abroad, that hee had 
p,4ngkdbyi } if hanged himfelf,eighteen yeers after that his brother had nominated him Emperor. The man- 
Ehmebt, tier of his death was kept fo fecret, that it was bruited abroad that he had hanged himlelf > fo as 

PR05»BRVs,in the addition which he made to Evs bb ivs book of Times, writinghis 
death, faith,that he died in that manner. 

Prefently, when as his death was knowne, before the treafbn was difcouered, A* bogus- 
Eugeniuj mb » ® * nominated and made Evobnivs Emperor. What thefe two men did, being of grea- 
EmferotlyAx. teft authority, was generally approued by ail men 3 and by means of their reputation, andtfio, 
bogafte,. rough their cunning, large promifes, and great gifts,they leuied a great number of men of war, 

as well Barbarians as Romans, and fo became Lords of all the Prouinces: And although Ey- 
oititvs bare the name of Emperor,yet all was ordred and di/pofed accordingly as it pleafed 
Arbogastbs. 

Within fhort fpace Thbodosivs was aduerrifed of this fa <ft j for which hee was very 
forth, and therewith much troubled, feeing how dangerous a wane lay before him : but, ac- 
counting it a great difhonour and a fliame to fuffer fuch an action to pane vnpuniflied, with the 
greateft expedition and diligence that could bee hee muftred vp his men of warre, and with al) 
pofliblc fpeed departed from CenHantinople, leauing his fonne Arcabivs there 3 and H‘ 0 . 
n o r i v s alfo, whom he then made Emperor,appointing him.tobee equal! and companion 
with his brother. But,asagoodanddeuout Chriftian, the firftprouifion hee made, was, To 
faft and pray, that it might plcafc God to giue him vi&orie againft thofe Infidels and Tyrants. 
recommending himfelfto the praiers of a Monk which was accounted a very holy man,whole 
name was Iohn, dwelling in the City of ’Thebes in Egypt: who fent him word that hee fhould 
haue the vi&ory, but fhould dy in Italic, and neuer return to Conflantmple, 

Theodo s i vs being coran to the confines of Italic 3 the Tyrants had fo great forces ,and 
had taken fo good order for all matters concerning the warres,that allpaffages were ftopt inthe 
Alps, and at the foot thereof Ev o BNivsand Arbogastbs attended with their whole 
Armic jfoas Thbodosivs was much troubled and diftrefled, afwell after hcc had pafled 
thofe paflages and mountains, as when he was entred into Lnmkrdie, where hee found himfelf 
inclofed about with enemies, which on euery fide fiopt the coming of any vi&uals to his camp} 
they hauing,befides this, a greater number of men than hee had, and no lefle cxperieiicedand 
valiant in the wan es than his were. But the valiant Emperor, vfirig the beft means hee couldin 
all things, as a faithfull Chriftian expc&ed and hoped for his beft relief from God, to whom 
with tears he made his contin uall fupplications. Truely,the dangei and extremity wherein he 
was, and the multitude ofhis enemies was fo great, thatall Writers affirm he had been vcteiiy 
loft, if Godin a battell that enfued had not fliewed a manifeftand apparant miracle. The night 
beforethe battell lie fpent altogether in praier, without either eating or Sleeping: and the next 
day, feeing himfelf charged on euery fide, he fet his men in very good order to fight j and with 
great courage and refolution attended the coming of his enemies • where prefenrly in the be¬ 
ginning a Captain of theirs called A r b i c i v s came ouer to his fide with his whole charge, 
which was a good figne ofhis good fuccdfe: and the battell beginning, where Romans fought 
againft Romans, they fought at eucn hand, moft cruelly killing and wounding one another .The 
otherbattalionsandfquadrons,whichwereauxiliariesoffundrynations,beingof T hsobo- 
s l vs his fide, had the worfe 5 fo as at the firftchargetenne thousand Goths which were in his 
pay were flain: which when he law, he lifted vp his eies to heauen 3 and, with a true faith and 
ftedfaft hope ffiedding many teats, prayed to the Lord that he might not be ouerthrowne in fo 
juftaeaufe. 

At that Inftant a Captain of his, called Barba rivs, with agreat troop of fouldiers came 

to the re/cue of certain fquadrons which in /hew were ouerthrowne • and hee came with fuch 
courage, that they which were in a manner vanqu/fhed recouered ft length and heart • in fuch 
manhfer, that without retiring they fought moft valiantly forthevi&ovy! but the enemies were 
fo many, that it feemed impo/fible for them to defend themfelues. At that Inftant it pleafed 

God to fend'them fuccor from heauen 5 which was, that fuddenly there arofelo violent a wind 
and tdmpeft, as the like thereof had neuer been feen by any man then liuing • which, without 
annoyance to the Emperors people, did beat in their enemies faces with fuch force, that it be- 
reaued them oftheir fight; lb as they were not able to march forwards: and the winde was fo 
UmMcuhut ftrong and forcible, that allthearrowes, ftones, darts and lances, which they (hot and hurled, 
iempeii. were thereby born back again 3 and they which threw them were therewith wounded, in fuch 

. man* 
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manner, that it moft plainely appeared to be miraculous,and the efpeciail gift of God. Which 
rhemoft Chriftian Emperour perceiuing, rendring thanks to God for the fame, incouraged ^ re4tyiFlo : 
and animated his people, fo as within fhort fpace he obtained a compleatevi&orie. For his m ebuinrd 
enemies fouldiers took no other care, but how they might faue themfelues by flight .• but Thcodofius. 
£ Y o b s t v s perfifting obftinate in his treafon,was taken fighting 3 and brought to T H e o b o- Eu ehilij 
s tvs who commanded him to be flainc; yet fome write that he killed him,himfelfe. Jlmnntht 

Aft writers affirme, that Arbogastbs, feeing himfeife ouerthrowne,fled from the bat- 
taile and findingnocertaine place of refuge, withhisownefwordcuthisowne throat?. Soas w ° 1US * 
T h b o d o s 1 v s obtained a moft glorious vi^orie,followed theexecution,and had the fpoile 
ofhis enemies Campe. Ofthisbattcll and the ftrange accident that happened therein, we haue tbJtZblu 
for teftimonie, not onely Chriftian and godly authors, more then a few, as well fuch as liued at ome/word, 
chat time and neerc vnto it, but alfo one C l a v d i a n v s a Heathen Poet of that age, who 
reciteth the fame in heroicall verfe moft excellently, in the third and fourth Conful/hipof 
H on o r 1 v s the fonne of T hiobosivs.^ 

After Thodosivs had obtained this vi&orie, ther was no man either in the Eaft or Weft 
that durft oppofe himfeife againft his power ; foas all the Princes of the Empire fent him their 
Amba/fadors to congratulate his vi&orie: and many barbarous nations did the like, and fo hee 
became abfolute and onely Lord of the whole Empire. And feeing himfeife free from wanes, 
he came to (Milan, whereof S.Amb rose was Archbifhop: where he remained all the reft 
ofhis life time, applying himfeife to ciuill gouernment 5 whereof in the wanes he neuer left to 
haue all poflible care. Being thus in ///^acknowledging himfeife to be but moitalfand know¬ 
ing how vnfound and difeafed he was in bodie, he purpofed to prouide for matters to come : 
wherefore he fent to Constantinople for his fonne HoNORivs ; to whom (by theaffenr and 
good will of all men) he afligned after his daies the Empire of Italy and of all the Weft 3 and to Theodofi** 
his other fonne A r c ad i v s, the Empire ofthe Eaftj and into Africa and the prouinces there- 
of, he fent a man of great wifedome and experience called G1 l d v s to gouerne the fame,and Uonorm e»» 
he himfelf took care and had the ouerfight of the whole. With fuch profperitie was the world 
gouerned (as Pro s p erv swriteth)the fpace ofthreeyeercs: for fo longtime liued T hho- 
d o $ 1 v s in Mian , in companie with thegreat Do&or S.Amrro s b, with whom there hap* 
pened a notable matter ^ which becaufe it is an example of humilitie, Imeane to declare ina 
more large manner then ordinarie, which is alfo writtenby T* bo doretvs, Pavlys 
,-Diaconv5, Rvffinvs, and CahiodorVs. . 

Thbodosivs being in Tbeffahnkd , a very rich, populous and a Noble Citie in the pro- 
uhice of Macedonia, there hapned a great tumult among the people, againft the Magiftratcs and 
gouernours thereof 3 and their furie and preemption grew to be fo great, as they flew the 
Iudgesandall thofe which took part with the Emperour in the gouernment. Which when 
T H E o D o s IV s vnderftood, notwithftanding that he was very vertuous, yet did he much 
defiretoexecutehis wrath againft him, and not without iuft caufc: but he did therein fofarre 
exceede the bounds ofreafon, as he made his fouldiers put to death feuen thoufand perfons of 
the common fort,making no difference between the guiltic and innocent. Which puni/hment 
was held for rigorous and very cruell 5 although the offence were very great, chiefly againft a 
Prince fo iuft and fo much admired in all hisa&ions. Amongft thofe which reprooued him for 
this fafl, the holy DoftorS. Am® bos ■ then Bifhop of Milan was one 3 and the Emperour af- 
terwards comming to that citie, and being recciued as to his eftate appertained,the next day he 
meant to haue gone to the Church to haue done his deuotion,and to pray,as of cuftom he vfed, 
nothing thinking ofwhat he had done ax.Thejfabnkd^ whereof it was thought he had long before 
repented. But S. A m b r 0 .$ b , to the end that his punifliment Ihould be as publikcashiS 
offence, with great authoritieand boldnes let him/elfein the Church doore, and told the Em¬ 
perour that hee (hould not enter there ‘ making a learned oration vnto him, wherein with 
the authorise ofaBilhop, be opened vnto him his fault and offence 5 excommunicating hijn, 
and forbidding him to come into the Church. All which fpeeches the Emperour heard with 
great patience, and returned to his palace,obeyingthe excommunication and prohibition, and 
fo remained eight moneths without comming any more to the Church 1 at the end whereof, a 
priuate/eruantand Captaine ofhis (whole name was RvffInvs) finding the Emperour 
melancholikc, and difeontented for that he was fo long excommunicated, offered to goe to S« 

Ajibro s h to get him abfolution, perfwading him to come to the Church, and he would go 
beforeto obtaine his leaue. The Emperour,although he much doubtedthcfcof, did fo. But 
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R v p V i NY s was not onely denied ofhisrequeft, but was highly reprehended by theEi/W 
asamimfter and counfdlor oftheEmperourscrueltie : which when hepcrceiued, he Tent to 
adueitife the Emperour thereof, and to aduife him not to come, for at that time 'he Iho'uld b v 
nomeanesbee recciued. The Emperour met with the meflenger vpon the way, andhearinc 
what meflagehee brought, anfwcred • Yet truly I will goe to fee what penance my PaftorwiU 
lay vpon me for my offence. And fo went forwards vntill he came to the Church doore and 
went not in, but came where S. Ambrose was: whom he requeued to abfolue him and to 
permitt him to come into the Church there to heare diuineferuicc. When S.Ambrou f aw 
the Emperor,and heard whathe/aid,imaginingthathe came ofpurpofe to go into the Church 
which he was 1 c/blued to withffand vntill he were abfolued, qv had done fome open penance 
for the great cruehie which he had commanded to be done, he asked him wherefore he came 
foasatyrant,contemningand violating the la wes i Whereto the Emperor inildely anfweied * 
lcomen°t to breakc the lawes , neither thy commandement, neither will I pafle ouer the thre¬ 
shold ofthis doore : but I come to requeft thee to loofethe bands wherewith thou haft bound 
me, and that thou wilt pray to Godtoforgiuemcmyfinnes, and not/hut thedooresofhis 
Church againft me, which God openeth to all Cm tiers which heartily repent. What repentance 
haft thou /hewed (quoth the Bi/hop) for fo hahiousan offence ' and with what falue haft thou 
healed fomoitall a wound? Thou (quoth the Emperour) art to inftru&me, andto/hewme 
What I ought to doe, and thou/halt fee thatlwillaccomplifh what thou (halt preferibe. The 
Bi/nop (ccingtheEmpcrours mildncs, thinking it a fufficient pcnancefor him tobeexcommu- 
mcated from the Church the fpace of eight moneths, with faireand charitable rpecches Paid. 
Any penance Thbodosivs /hall be this, that (feeing that to follow thy owne .will, and to 
cxc c lit c thoudiddcR commit /o cruel! a murder) thou/hale pre/entlyproclaime 

and eftabh/h a Lawe, that no man, whom thou (halcadiudgeorcondemne to dye, or any thy 
lucceftors, (hall be executed within thirtie dayes after that thou haft pronounced the fentcncc 
or death againft him. Attheend of which thirty dayes, thou /haltbeagaine demanded, whe- 
ther thou doft hold thy commandement for iuft: for by that time being free from paffton.rliou 
wdt iudge of rhyfelfc whether thoiLhaftiuftlyiudgcdor ho. When The : o D os rv s 
heard this, he pi refently commatwW-that law to be written,and made itto beproclaimed; and 
he mm/dfeobierucd it during his life, wherof much good enfued. 

This law being made, the Emperour came into the Church, where making his prayers,and 
doing[his deuotion.hercceiued the Sacrament, and from thenceforth loued the Biffiop very 
deerdy, and vfed his counfell in many matters: For as he was haftie and choIerick,this law was 

a bridle to reftrame him from being too extreame in punifliing offenders. Th b o d or nr vs 

reciteth one example thcrof: which was,thar the Citizens o C Antioch hauing committed a sveat 
offence, and made a great vprore in the Citie, T h e o dosi vs commanded great punifli- 
ment to be inflicted vpon the malefactors* which was not prefently executed, by reafon ofthis 
law. and and afterwards he altered his opinion $ which he attributed to the coun {ell ofS.Au-> 
b R/o^whom bee loued fo much, that to enioy his companie and counfdf hee ftaied in M/m, 
and there made his abode the remainder ofliis life. From thence he fent to Confiantimple for his 
lonneH °nori v. s, who came to MtUn, Soone after Thbodosivs fell fo extreamdy 
Hcke, that after care taken for his foules health, he difpofed of the Empire, ordaining his fonne 
HoNORivsto nauethe gouernment of Rome, and of ail the prouinces of the Weft: and A k- 
c adits to rule mUnfmmpk and theEaft. And for. that theft his two fomies, were very 
young, >and not of hr yeeres to gouerne, he left with them as their tutors and gouernours, two 
very lumcient men both for wane and peace, the one called Rv'm N v s , and the other 
te o * R v p Fi nv s to be with A rcadivs in theEaft,.and S t ittco with Ho- 
n_ rv .3 lathe Weft; and into Africa and the prouinces thereof he fent G1 1D v s, to gouerne 

theiame : as Lieutenant to the two Emperours, to whom he gauc that charge. After that he had 
/etAlI things m order, his difeafe fo much cncreafcd, as he could not endure it any longer ; 
wherefore lecommending his foule to God, he departed oi/t ofthis preftnt life, as S h xtv s 
7 B *, rv s 7 \ c tor. faith, who here maketli an end of his hiftorie, and the moft part of 
Other authors, in the fiftith ycjffrc of his age, and the eleuenth o fhis taigncjaccountine from the 
deaChqfCR a r j AN v s^aigningalon^andwith G rat ia ny s other fixe yeeres-: foasin 
all he w gned icuentccne yeeres* and in theyeereofourlord, three hundred, ninetie and

This Emperour, according to, alia uthors that write of him, was of conft itution of bodie, 
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countenance,and gefturejvery like to the Empefor T r a i a n, as by T a a r a NVftatuesand 
pictures,which in that time were iv*maining,migbt eaftly be concciued,and might be imagined 
by chat which was written both of the one and the other: And they write, that he wastibtone^ 
ly like vnto him, and did referable him in bodieand gefture; but that he did imitate and excell . 
him in vertue and good conditions, and had thefame qualities , and was.naturally foincliaed- 
failing that if Traian were fpotted with any vice, Theodo siyswas freefrowa it. It Ttaiane. 
is written that T raian was a little too much giuen to the drinking ofwine: but we reade that Theodofiu* 
Thodos iv s was moft temperate, in eating and drinking* Traian was very defifous of ki* conditions 
triumphs, glorieand honour; T h b o d o s i v $ de/pifed them and held them for things of no And ^ mlmeu 
moment: but he euer fought to obtainethe vi<ftorie,and in all battailes and skirmi/hes was both 
valiant and politicke,euer giuing thankes and honour vnto God as a good Chriftian. In conclu¬ 
sion, T h bod osi v s was of admirable valour, force and courage, very politicke and expert; 
in the warres, of an. excellent witte and iudgement in ciuill gouernment, alouevof iufticc 
andcqiutie,.mercifuil,pitiful, andofamoftnoble inclination,although fomewhat haftieand 
cholcrickeagainft malefa&ors 5 but he wasprefently pacified and eafily entreated. And to mo* 
derate this pa/fion, befidcs S. A m b r o s e his law concerning matters of death, he vfed of cu- 
ftome(knowing his owne haftie difpofition) not to determine of any thing,vntil that he had re¬ 
peated ouer the foure and twentie lettersof the Greeke Alphabet: for in that fpacc his wrath 
would be tempered. He was much honoured and beloued by all men, e/pecially by fuchas 
were honeft. He was exceeding liberall,continent,and lhamefac’t, very circumfpeft and care- 
full, indifferently well learned and feene in hiftorie. He much defired to know the adts of the 
antienr. and greatly honoured learned and wife men. He was wellfpoken,and ofa pleafantand 
men-ie conuerfation, framing himfelfe with great difcrction tothequalitieofthofeperfons 
with whom he di/cour/ed,maintaining themaieftieofhis eftateand the authoritieofhis per/on* 
and had alfo other excellent vertues too long to recite. Thbod os i vs. when he died left 
two fonnes (ofwhich we hauealreadiefpoken) and onqdaughter. His. fonnes An cadi vs Theododu* 
and Honoriv s were Emperours .-/both, which he had by hlsfirft wife whofc name was children.

HE Empire beuijrvMder the government of Theodofius his tmfomts, and*vnierthcTt& 
tors ordained by him, that is, Ru/finu* and Stilico , which ought to hane taken cart fir the 
young men , and to haste gosttrned them as fathers; they not only negletied the Cdrt of the * 
yonthes committed to their charge ( nothingcarmgthey Jhouldbe acknowledged for Emperors) 
feeking to make thmfelues abfolnte r Princej:bttt they both came to an euil end. For Ruffinua, 
who was Arcadius his Tutor inthe EaSi, his treafon lekgdlfcouered, had his heddfliricken of, 
and Jet otter one of the gates of Conftantinople. e^hd Stilico , who was HonoriuS his Tester 
. , , . , inthe Weft, notmthJrandiMg that hee went againfi the Gothes , yet he temporized i that bee 

ossgbt brvsg hts treafon to fome effeSi j which being in the end Mfcomred, he was faine by Honorius his commands

Inwhich time he fell fic^and dyed in Rome,without leaning any hart 
ofWhidfXfor he had no ebi/drenty any wife)'when he had held the Empire in a manner tight andlwenlieyeeres.

put intruft tofee all wellordered,were theoufethkt the Empire was molefted,in fuch manner, 
as it plainely appeared* they wcrethco^csfionofthe total! ruine ofche Empire, or at the lead, 
the beginning thereof . ! For.as foone as T n pd d o s i< v s was dead, Gildvs who was Go* 
uernoulof Africa, and of the Prouinces there, and RvrriNvs andSmico in their

And Gr id vs vnderftanding that his brother was gone to the Empcrour (like a 
thtn fcnmto cruel! tyrant) madetwoof his fonnes.which were his Nephewes and left in Africa, tobeflainc, 
death. nothing, regarding how neercthey weretohim inbloud. Mastblzh r i vs came into italic;

Coming vpon the Coaft of Africa with the fmall Forces which he brought, with great toil- 
rage hee went to Land, and entrenched his Armie, and fortified the fame, and fent abroad to 
giuenotice of hisarriuall,and of his power in all places 5 from whence hee thought bis friends 
and fouldiers would haue comn to join with him: but his brother cam againft him with three- 
fcoreand tennethoufand men,veiy well appointed.

Heerupon, M astblzbrivs remained there vntill the third 

day j and then with inuincible courage fallied out of his trenches againft his enemiesfwho 

thought of no fuch matter, but rather daily expected to haue had him in rh eir hands • and,they 

coming forth againft him, he went towards them before his troops, aduiftng a/id perfwading 

them to yec Id obedience jnd not to bear Arms againft him: for,he was fent thither by the-Em*- 

peror, their foueraign Lord. And as an Enfign-bcarer would haue charged him,andthofcfhat 

werewith him,heeftepttohimi and, wounding him, fmotehiscolouts to the ground i with 

which onely bio we it p leafed God that befubdued and pacified all the reft: for, there was not 5

fliccp. But howfoeuer it hapned,for it might be that there was a battaile alfo • therhttH 
heatidhis Army were ouerthrowne in this Iourney*, arid all taken prifoners by H d iiVs t vs 
his Souldiers: in fuch fort, that S.Avgv st ine wholiued in thac time, whofe reports ale to

This feare being paft,within a little while after Aluicvs entred italic wlioWas a man of ^i ar ; cus ^ 
greater iudgement and courage then R a d a g a s i v s, and his fbuldiers better trained,: and of 
greater experience -againft whom Srmco courageoufly oppo/ed him fdfc,and the Wan^ 
began between them in the marches of Rauenna, where Alaricvs was oucithrown in battel 
by S t 1 1 1 c o : for in thofe daics * S t i l i c o for valour and policy in the wars, had riot hfc Stilico j 
equal in the world.But his purpofes being fuch as we haue faid,he would ncuer wholy vanquifli 7 eUm fy~

But Smigohis 
ti-Mfoafpoikdail; for notwithftanding that he did that which Honoris commanded, i n 
jorfmee. luffcring Alar i c v and the Gothes to begin their iourney in peace, and gaue them fucH 
thmgsas wereneedefull, accordinglyas the Emperor had appointed $ yet as a man which alto¬ 
gether repined againft peace, and chiefly that to A l a r i c y s fliould be commuted the de¬ 
fence otProme, he refolued to breake and fcatter ail thofe troupes • and had fiich meanes to ef- 
it, as I will tell you, whereof enfued his otone totall dcftru&ion, and the ruine of the whole 
■ Empiret which hapned in this manner. 

AiARicvs, free from any fufpicion (according to the agreement) went for Brsncei but 
5 t 111 c o fecretiy praiftifed vvitha Captainein bis Annie which wasaIew,whofename ms 
SAVLythathe with hiscompanie,faining Come difplcafure, or particularquarrcll,V0On an Ba- 
tter day (when the Gothes mifhufting nothing being Chriftians celebrated diuine feruice) 
,, told then fet vponthem, and kill as manyof them as he could .-for bythefemeanesheew/s 

allured that the wars would begin againe, and therewith would his power and aiuhoritie alio 
begin, which with the peacewas at an end. Theicw put this fecret practice in execution, and 
the Gothes being fuddainly fet vpon> receiued great lode: but he pi efenrly paid for it - for the 
Gothes, m great hafte putting themfelues in Aimes, fought with him 5 and there was S AV l 
ilaincwiththegreaccflpartofhis/buldicrs. Alaricts being herewith highly offended,re- 
tumed againft Sruico his Army :and Snuco faining to ftand in great feare, made 
ihew not to dare tofight, butfent to the Emperor for new foe cots • who being aduertifed of 
what S r i ii co thought to bee moft fecret, and what had hapned concerning the lew Say l. 

• f , 2ndftandingmgreatfcareof St m e o,fent certaineperfonstotheArmie, who finding o- 
Stji/© 1 * portunitie fhouldkill both him and his fonne: which was performed accordingly,and his trea- 

Ion was difcouerd, and the caufe wherefore they were put to death. But herein, although the 
Emperor H o n o r i v s vfed a good policy,yet he was carelclfe in prouiding for the reft: for 
hefentnotany fuch Generali to command hisArmieasthe cafe required.' So as King Ala- 
ricvs either beleeucd that the in jurie which Savi had done him, was by theJEmperours 
content, or elte he knew and few his time and opoi tunitie: and thereupon finding no rdiftancc, 
marched directly with his whole Armietowards Rome, the head and Emprctfc of the world, 
Alarkui vaur And making moft cruell warre by fire and fword, he drew neei c vnto it, in the veer one thou- 
tomPtcfitgti ” l °. nc bun ^ r t C( ^ and three/core, after the foundation thereof: but the Romanes (landing vp- 
erm^h. on then* guard, he could not take it at the fir ft afiaulr - wherefore he befieged it, which ficse 

continued two yeers. Ofthe befieging oPRme^ and how Aiaricvs took it in the eijd, ma¬ 
ny authors writeibut in what manner it was taken ,and what exploits were done during the time 
of theTiege, theywrite fo briefly as in a manner they fry nothing thereof. But that it was ta¬ 
ken • Pavi vs Orosi vj in his teuenth booke , PAvivsDucoNvsin the life of 
H O N o R IV S I o R N A N D H s in his H iftorie of the Gothes, S. A v g v s t i n b in his book 
Ve CimtotcDei£. Hmomin his epiftlc ad Pmcipmm, as a matter which hapnedin his time, 
auerre the fame: and fo doth S. I s i o d o r a in his Hiftory ofrhe Gothes . P a d c o p i v s, a 
GieekeAuthour, and others of later time, as 1 couldgather out of their writings,fey,thatA- 
v f , marchln S with bis Army towards Rem , with a refolution to doethat which after¬ 
wards he did; as to a Chriftian, although fierceand cruell,there came a Monk which very bold¬ 
ly (A l aricvs giuing him audience) admoniflred and countelled him to defift from his en¬ 
terprise, and to confidcr that he was a Chriftian, and that for the loue of God he fliould mode¬ 
rate hisfurie, and not feeme to rejoy ceiu the flaughter of men, and the (bedding of humane 
Wood; and fith that Rom had notdone him any o/fence, he fliould not goe thither. To whom 
they (ay, that Aiaricvs madethis anfwer: I let thee vnderftand, man of God, that I goe 
Uy'ifm Aftt* not Of my own will and defire againft the great Citie of Romethut I afliire thee, thatthere daily 
rtJttMiiicuu appeareth vnto me a man, who doth vrge and importuneme thereto: faying, Get thee to Rome 
and aeftroyit euen to the ground. Whereat the religious man being greatly amazed,dut ft fay 
no more. This I nnde written in the Annales of Ccnjiantincple annexed to the hiftory of Ev- 

tr opit s : wherebyitplainelyappearethjthattheaffli^ionofit^wastheefpecialpuni/h- 
ment of God. Pavivs Orosivs affirmeth the fame; faying, That as God drew juft Lot 
out of Sodom, when he infliftedfo great punifliment on that Citty- fodvew he Pope I nno- 
c B N * out 0 *& ome wlien At a r i c v s came to befiegc it • who went to Routnm to fee the Etn- 
peror HoNOAm. Vet P* atina writes, this misfortune hapned in the time of Pope Zozi M vs: 
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bur it may be that it began in the time of the one, and ended in the tinte of the Otheri 
5 . H i e r o m e liued alfo in thofe daies out of Rome * being then gone to doe penanceirt

But returning againe tb the matter, AlAricvs held.the citie of Rome^ {hi 6 ily befieged i 
-where betweene the befieged, were many skirmilhes , and many men were flaine in thofetwo 
yeeres fpace; and the famine was fo great in Romeos they endured it with fo great patience and 
conftancie, that Saint Hi sro m faith, that when the citie was taken; there were few men ■ v 
thereinthat could be flaine or taken prifoners, forthac exercame hunger had confumed them* rmmknmc 
and Had.conftrained them (in horrible manner) to eate the flelh the One of the other 5 fo as the m thr tmc of 
mother did not (pare the child which die held at her breft,but through hunger,lodged the fame tkJie£( * 
again e in het worn be , from whence not long before it ifiiied. Thefe ate the words of Saint 
H i : e R o m. But in what manner Rome was taken,authors agree not: for P r o c o i> i v s faiths 
that-A i.a R.i cv s feeing he could not take it by force, refolued to vfe fo/ne ftratagem 5 and fail 
h 'in§ that lie would raife thefiege, made a kinde ofyruce, and fecretiy fent into Rome three hun¬ 
dred pfifonbrs in which he repofed muchtruft, hauing firft inftrueted them what they had to

D uring the time of thele troubles in italic, Arc adiv j Iiuedin peace in Confiminoplt,^ 
in the eafterne parts free from troubles: for authors write not of any wars of importance which 
troubled him, or of any aduerfitie that befell him; for it plcafcd God to lay his fcourge vpot\ 
v*Kmptn*t the prouinces of the Weft onely: apd fo hauing raigned thirteene y ceres, in the one and thirtith 
Arcadiiis died ofhisage,hediedin ConJlantinople . Othersfay, that he held the Empireagreat while longer.

Con stant ivs Generallfor the Emperour H o n o r i v s, being thus £owcrfuU in 
7 hi 0/ France, A t h a v i p h v s King of the Gofhes, who lay in Barcelona, and was Lord bf all the 
Athaulphui. countrie round abound had there liued in peace and quiet the fpace ofthree yeeres, at the 
intreaty of P l a c i d i a to whom he was married, which was Honokivs' filler • began 
to ftand in fome feareofthe power ofthe Emperour and of his Generali Consta ntivj 
knowing that they had fortified the Alpes, to the end hee (hould no more returne into fiabl 
Attaiusr M Whereupon he refolued to attempt to make himfdfc Lord of all Spaine; and pevfwaded a Ro- 
mane Captaine, whofe name was Attalys, to rake vpon him the name and title of Empe- 
rouivand to goe with a fleete which he would giue him, to feife vpon the Countrie of 
!»***> which was then called Bette* 5 and to do the like, if he foould be able, in Africa • and hee 
would alfo make warre in his owne perfon. Attalv s, very vnwifely* accepted; his offer 
and prefently fent into c Africa an Armie with Iudges and Gouernours, as though he had been 
/ the peaceable Emperour thereof* and began to make warre in Spaine, Againft whom, H o* 

norivs fent a wife and a valiant Captaine called Hbr a c lianvs: who,driuing all Ar* 
t A t v s his Iudges and Gouernours out of {^Africa, leauing the Countriein peace, with a Na* 
uie came to feekehim himfelfe * ancf, finding him, fought with him in abattaite by Sea, and o- 
Hrradimus uercamc him. And he, fleeing to the coaft of Spaine, w as taken by the Spaniards, and fent to 
ZlcA^C* Constant i v s, who was Generali for H o n o a i vs, who was then in France- who pre- 
frifmr. lentlylenthimprifonerto Honorivs* and Honorivs madehishandtobeftrikenoff, 
and fent him in exile into the Me of Lippari, neere vnto Sicilia. To H e r a c i i a n v s for the 
Vitiorie which he obtained againft him, was giuen the Confulfhippeand the Gouernemeritof 
t^frtca. But as in profperity, pride and ambition increa/eth, and men are then tatfe inorc in* 
folent, then in time ofaduerfitie : Sothis Huach aw vs, Teeing himfelfe fauoured and in 
great authority, thought that he might alfo be an Emperour. And as he was in pofleflion of 
Pavlvs Or o sivs writetb, that talcing another Captaine for hisfonnein fawand 
mJT* companion in his rebellion, whofe name was S a b i n v s, a moft fubtle fellow and- very vali- 
^ijr.cs. ant,hc.a(iembled (to goe into Italy againft Honorivs and to make a conqueft thereof) the 

greateftNauieofallmanncroffoippesrhatlcuerreadof. For Orosivs affirmed? that 
UnmM ^gathered together (if there be no error in the figures) foiirc thoufand and feuentiefailesofall 
grm KmcU lorts bttle and great 5 which without compa’rifon was rhegreateft in number that euerwasfeen 
vpon the Sea: For we doe not rcade that Xsrxhs or A l b x a n d a a euer armed fo 
' greata Nauie. , 

With this great fleete, fraught with fouldiers, avmes and victuals, he came to the coaft 
Hcradianus of/tsfo, and fethis men on land, to march direttly to Rme, being many in number, but not 
ctmttm itdy» experienced and trained as were the Romans 5 who by Honoriys his commande* 

ment attended their comming, led by a good Generali called Marinvs, ymh the title and 
dignity of an Earle: who had raunged his Romanes in very good order, with a refolutiouro 
die or to ouercome,and not to fuffer themfelues to be befiegcd,as they were by Alar igvs, 
„ Hbracuanv$, who thought to haue amazed the world with the name and number of his 

fleete, and that helhould haue found no refinance, was Codifcouraged when he Caw Mari* 
fat*. ; N y s his Armie, that he prefently fled to the Sea 5 and embarking himfelfe aboord one of his 
(hippes, returned by flight into Africa with that only Ihipoe • from whence he came with fo

AH the vittorics and aboue recited good fortunes of H o nor i v s, after fo many calami¬ 
ties ami wanes, which he had in his time, Authors attribute to the care which hehadofthe ' 

CIniftian faith and religion. For in thofe times through chediligence and endeuour of a Cap- 

tainc of his called Mar. cel l invs, with the afliftance of his great Captaine C o ns tan- 
tivs, he procured concord and vnitie in all the Churches of an d of oth er Prouin- 

cc»» wherein were many Schifms, and erronious opinions concerning theChriftian Faith. And 
truly S. A y g v 5 t i n b wasa good meane to bring this to paffe, who at that time was 
Kifaoppc Qf ffippo in Africa j which the Emperour Charles the lift in his journey and 
conqueft of Turn took from thepowerfull and cruell tyrant B a rb ah ossa, but his forme 
P h 1 l r p the fecond within few yeers after againe loft the fame. 

Ho NO R IV s then feeing himfelfe free from thofc tyrants, and the moft part of the Pro- 

uinccs of his Empire in peace, and obedient, refolued to driue the Grange and barbarous Nati¬ 
ons out ofthofe Countries which they held in Spa/wand France about Naricna • thinking it beft 
to begin with the Gothes, which were the moft poWerfull and warlike people of all the other 
'Nations, and pofTefled fuch part of Spaine, as is afotefaid: for thefebeing defeated, he held it 
ane;i/iemattertomakeancndofthereft*>. King, A"? h.a vip« ashe deerely loued his 
wife. Pi a c 1 d 1 a, much defired peace with Ho nor i v s,andfo by all meanes fought the 
fame.* Which when his fouldiers perceiued*whoiwereofafarre contrary opinion, they fo ha¬ 
ted him that they flew him 5 but Authors fet not ddwne in what manner. And rhey prefently 
chofe a great man among themfelues for their King, whofe name was Sbgericys* and ^ G<ntjes(!ev> 
forthatthey fufp^ted him as they did Athaviphys, they handled him in thefame £S s A ' 
manner, as they did their laftKing. Hauingflaine thefe two Kings, they chofe one Wali a Seg-Lus^ 
fortbeir King, concerning that he would be a great enemy to the Romanes, with whom they j ' 
defired to haue cruell warres 5 they hauing the Emperours lifter Piacidi aIh their "Er/ ' 
power who at that time was a Widow, whome they entreated very honourably and Wnlia pngop 
honeflly. 3 the Goth*. 

This W a l 1 a beginning to gouerne his kingdom he held it for neceflary and found co\m- 
fellto haue peace and friendfhippe with Hono ri vs : but taking warning by his predecef. 
fots (tofatisfie his people) he rigged vp a great fleete, which he fent to make a conqueft of 
fitca ^ which held for H o n a r 1 v s: and as it pleafed God fo to worke for H o n o r i v s, 
without his afsiftance, fuch a tempeft tooke them vpon the Sea, that the whole fleete was in a 
manner loftand call away. Which misfortune, together with thenewes of the comming of 
Oo nstantivs Generali of the Emperours Armie with great power, did much temp er 
thefiaccnefTcandfutieoftlieGothes* And W a l i a tooke fogood order with them, as of

Hon.or.ivs there bee no notable mention made of his doings, aAvell forhis fcweye£rs,as 
for that the Empire of the Eaft was in better reft and quiet than the Weftcrn, which then Was 
infcftedandrurmoiled.

Neuter. In Spain the Vandals, Sweuians and Alanes, thinking that C ast inv s (who was Hottorius - 

Generali for the Empire) (hould not be able to withftand them, began vpon a fudden ro be dif- 

conrent with that which they held ; and fo took Arms, and would haue more. The. Gothes, 
who were Lords of Barcelona, Narbena, tokfa, and all the Countries round about, by the leaue 
andpermiflionof Honorivs, ashisailics and friends, tookthefamerefolution as the reft 

did. And theBur^onians in like manner which dwelt vponthe^/&to/ide v and the Franqucs 

which had been driuen out of Frame, refolued to return thither again. The Hunnes aIfo,a rnoft rheumse»: 
fierce N ation, whofe O riginall was in Scythia, as that of the Gothes, defirous to leaue their bar- trd Hungry. 
ren Countrie, departed thenceingreatnumbers, and came to the confines of Fanttma inferior 
which now is called Hungary :Co as into all thofe Nations, and intofundry others,the death of 
Ho n 0 r 1 v s did put new thoughts and conceits,although they did not prefently put them 
in execution : of all which, as it /hall be moft fit for my purpole, I will heerafter make paiticu- 
larmention.

This Tyrant Iohh hauing made himfclfe Lord of Borne , and of the greateft part of Italy , a 
great part of France holding for him alreadie, and all that part of Spatne which was vnderthe 
command and gouernement of C k s t i n v s . the fame E c 1 v 5 and C a s t i n v $,as they 
were both enemies to B o n 1 r a c b gopernour of Africa feeing that hee tooke not part with 
I oh N;, perfwaded him to declare him for an enemie: yet they diTcouered not themfelues 
as then, the betterto bring thcotherto confufion. Wherefore Cast i n v s fled from Spaine 
into Kjljmk, with a great fleet and a great number of fouldiers, fpreading a rumour that hee 
fled thither for feare of the Vandales, from whom in no part of Spaine hee could line In fafetie. 

Vnder colour whereof, and writingverylouing letters to Bonifacivj, ietting his men r 
on land, he feifed on many cities on the coaft of Africa, and fo liued for certainc daies in coun- ^ J soHr 
terfeirpeace and friendfliip with B 0 n i p a c i v s 3 yee B o n i f a c s was not free from iea- 
loufie. Heereofther are at this day epiftles extant, written to him by S. A v ovstin s^who

But ho wfoeuer the matter 
went, Va i. b n t i i a n font presently two Captains againft him, the one called M.a.hor- 
civs orMAJORCivs, theother called Gall i.o or Ga l b i o • hee, who(as I faid) 
went to aid the Britannes with a Legion: who being avriued in Africa with great power,Bo- 
n ii a c a, who wasan excellent man ofwar, withavery good Armyattended their coming 5 
and, knowing where they landed, went to meet them: and feeing his power equal!, they came 
to a battellj wherein Boniface through his great valour and policie got the vi&o.ric ,and 
the Emperors Captains were ouerthrownc and (lain, together with a great number.of their fol- 
diers: and Co Boniface becam mightier, and a greater Lord than before. 

Thelofleof this battell, and of men ofwarre, greatly encrcaftd the ftrengrh of the enemies 
to the Empire: for, firft the Gothesfollowd the warres in Spdwwith greater forcethan before, 
as well againft the Emperors fubje<Sis,as againft the Vandalsand other Nations inhabiting other 
parts of that Country. And the Burgonians began to make a »aore refolute refiiiance againft E- 
c i vs, than before they had done. And, aboue all, rhe Franks or Francons (a people of Grmt- 
nj) COtning from Franconia (after fomc Authors) fo called after their name, as truely writes A- 
oathivs (although of their Originall the re be many fabulous opinions) feeing that Ec i y s 
had enough to do againft the Burgonians and the Gothes, and that the Emperor Valent i- 
mian had loft his Armie in ^Africa, and that his cofen Thbodo siys was bufied about 
matters ofthe Eaft 3 they refolued to inuade France: outof which a little before they had been 
expelled by the Vandals, AlanesandSueuians,in the time of the Emperors H o no r i vs and 
A a c a d i v s 5 and alfoby E c i v s, as wee haue faid, when Honor ivs fent him into 
Spain. But now, taking the benefit of the time, they came with a very great power, and entred 
theProuince called Senoncnfis, and the count vies about Orlcdnce and Paris, and prefently took 
thofe countries: Marcomvndvj hauing been before this rime their Leader • and after¬ 
wards his/bn Farram ono was the firft King ofthe Franks : whom ,C l o d i v s fuccee- 
ded, who at that time was their King. And in proccfle oftime their power increafed fo muck, 
that Gallia from them took thenameof France ',and the King therof is called King of the Franks 
or Frenchmen. 

Of thefo Frenchmen (who in truth were a warlike and valiant Nation) feme French Mo¬ 
nographers recite certain fables; faying^ that they defcended from theTroianes, from one of 
He c r o r’s fons called F r a n c v s, and that from him they took their name. Others fay,they 
had this name for certain franchifos, priuiledges and immunities they enioied in the time of 
V a jt e n t i n i a n the Firft. All which is fabulous and vntrue: for, neither had Hector 
any fuchfon, neither defended they from the Trojans, neither is there any memorie of thofe 
Franks but from the time of the 1 Emperor Avr blianvs, who ouerthrew them about the 
yeer of our Lord 260, little more or iefle. N either obtained they thisname in the time of the 
Emperor Valbntinian : for, hee liiigned long afterwards, and they (as I faid) were Co 
cald 200 yeers before. But they were then a new people • of which, C<£sar,Str.abo,Ph- 
nTjCorneiivs Tacitys, Pomvonivs Mrla, nor P t o l o m y , made any 
mention 5 neither were they then of any naine,orknowne .* which if it had bin otherwifc,ithad 
bin impoflible but fome of thofo Authors,if not all,would haue left fomemenioriallofthem. 
The Franks might begin to be knowne a little before Avrbliany s time: the reft is winde, 

And it is tobevnderftood,that the Kings which in our time raigned in Prance, are not defen¬ 
ded from this people: for, in the Houfe of France there haue been two or three alterations and 
changes* The firft was about the yeer of our Lord 750; at which time King Childhricys 
or Chile br levs wasdepolcdby Pope Zachary, that s Kingdome hauing continued 
330 yeers in the line ofthe Franks. And Pepin, father to Charles the Great, beeing a 
Germane born, was chofen King: and fo the Franks then loft the royall Scepter. And in King 
P b v 1 n s pofterity it afterwards continued 238 yeers, vntil the yeer of our Lord ppo: at what 
time Lew b s the /on of L o t h a r i v s then raigning was poifoned 5 and, for that hee had 
no fons,they fought to haue made his brother Charles Duke of Lorrain, their King. But 
a great and mighty man, whofe name was Hvoo Capvtiv s,and born in that Countrey, 
hundred the fame 5 and was of fuch power, that he took Chaslhs prifoner, and enjoyed the 
Kingdome: and in his pofterity the Kingdome continueth till this day, the next in bloud inhe' 
riting for want of heirs males. So as we are not to hould the Kings of France to be of the linage 
, of the Franks,feeing they come not, neither are they defeended from them. Heerin doo all 
good and true Authors agree.

But to retume to our hiftorie* I fay that the Frenchmen entred with fuch force and fin ie, as 
they tooke all that that they inuaded: which Ec 1 vs confidcring, and the warres whichthe 
Gothes made in Spake, hot withflanding that he had oftentimes ouerthrowne the Burgonians, feciu * 
and waS in hope ftiortliewhollie to haue fubdued them, yet he refolued to graunt them peace: t0,l Z 

whichthey humblie fued for,to be the better able togiuefuccours to other places where heede 
jc^iired; but efpecially to come againft the French/or they were a mightie and valiant people. 

In this time whileft that E c 1 v s was thus troubled to defend the Roman e Empire againft 

fo many nations, then ew Emperour Valentinian, being ftill in hope to recouer \Jifrica 
with a greater refolution then at any time before,commanded fouldier s to be leuied in Halit and 
Siciltei and with the aide of men and /hips which his cofin the Emperor Thhodosivs Cell c 
him from Confiantinbple, he fent an excellent Captaine called S isviphvj, againft B o n 1- 
j a <: b in Africa ; who byPAVivsDiAcoNVsis called Sioisvldvs. And he brought Valeminuri 
fuchan Armie and vfed fuch meanes, that taking land in ^Africa neere vnto Carthage, hee grew 
folhong in that countrie,as Boniface durft not abide his commingin hut Went 3 ^?°' . 

into Mauritania Cafaricnjis , and themarches thereof, which now contained! the fcingdc lies of S 'jjS; 
Hague , Argier and Or An, and the countries bordering vpoii Spaine. And yet not holding ldnfelfe 

i thereinfafetie,hefcnttotreatewith Gen s bricvs KingoftheVandalcs,whotheJwasin 

| theprouincc of Betiea, called after their name yandalutiafco the endhe/hould come from Spaine 
torclicue him, and he would giue him townes and cities to po/Tefie, if he would helpe him to 
recouer what he had loft* 

This embalfie came to Gsnsbricvs When he ftood more in neecje of helpe, then able 
to fend any: for the Gothes who had many times inuaded Spaine, taking the benefit of the time 
when as all things were turned vpfide downe, Theodoricvs being their King and leaden 
and nor contenting themfelues with what they held, and was giuen them in Spaine , entred; 
making a conqueft of (he countrie, with an intent to make warre particularly again ft the Van- 
dales • wherewith G e n s b r 1 c v s was fo opprelTed, as he was out of all hope to be able ro 
defend himfelfc. Whereupon,more of nece/ficie, then forany good will, he accepted the offer 
made by B o n i f a c e : and abandoningthe prouince of VancUlozia , he pafled the /freights of 
Gtfrdftar, as well with his men of warre, as of peace, women, children, goods, andcattell', and 
f ifed on rhe beft part he could, of all Mauritania • and hauing entred vnder the name and title of 
fuccour,he made himfelfe abfolute Lord,robbing and fpoiling the cities and townes with great 
Ciuelde. And this people thus abandoning x^indalu^U, was the occafion that Thro dor h 
c vs and his Gothes tooke a great part thereof, and fo the Gothes continued Kings of spaine, 
vntill the time of rhe Emperour Cha rlb s. And although thatat fundrie times they had war^ 
and battaiJes with the AIanes,and S ueuians, yet in the end the power of the Gothes preuailtd: 

From this T h h o d o r i c v s the firft, is defeended the roote and ftocke ofthe Kings of 

vntill this day . The Vandnles being barbarous and misbeleeuers (for they were ofthe fed of 

the Arrians) held not promife nor league with BoNiFAcain Africa, who had diawnerhem 

thither; but taking the cities vpon the coaft which he had giuen them, they entred and tooke 

the reft in defpite of him : wherefore he was conftrained through neertficy, to become eneraie 

to thofe which he had drawne thithet for his fuccour and reliefe, feeing they tooke all. Buta^ 

nec was hated by the Emperor V a l b n t i n i a n, and could hope for no fuccours from anie 

Where elfe, as wife and as valiant as he was, he was not able to make fufficicnt rcfiftance againft 

ah; but, being too weak, was driuen to flee froth place to place. But the Prouince of Carthage made them” . 

and all the countries thereabout, were valiantly defended by the Generali Sim PH vs fibummitif 

whom the Emperor Valentinian fent thiiher againft Boniface.Gens B ricvs & Ajm^

Heer in Procopivs differs from other Authors•$ who writes, 
7k JSSr* thatheraifedhisfic § ewithouttakin S* he City•*and,concemingB osTjacs.Pro s* »rvs 
s^Auguiinc. and Pay tvs Diaconvs relateitaftcranoihermannerjfaying, that hce had his pardon, 
and went into Italy, where he died ofa naturall death. 

After the taking of Hippo, the power ofGBNSBRicvs daily' increafed, in fuch manner, 
that he made a full conqueft of all Africa: and fo the Vandals remained for a long time abfolute 
The’emlmy- Lords thereof. Wherein this cruell King committed fo many cruelties againft the Bifhops and 
pdby Ga&u. Priefts which held the true faith, and would not become Arrians as he was, as the like had fel. 
vaSaZft dome been feen 5 moft cruelly putting many of them to deaih, and bani/hing others. T he like 
the true ckrijli- hev/ed towardsall kindeof people,committing incredibleinfolencies and robberies, as many 
* >,s ' credible Authors affirm 5 whereof V ictor wrote a particular Book, which he intituled the 
Vandalicall Perfecution^ whereto 1 referre the curious Reader: which Book is newly impi jn. 
ted and annexed to Ev s hb ivs his Chronicle, and to the tripartite Hiftory. After this acci* 
denthapned in Africa , V ubntinia n had daily aduertifements, thatthe Huns, who alr«. 
dy were becomeLords of t^Anjlmand Hnngatie with the marches thereof, made preparation 
to come down into France 5 ana to that end had railed a great number of men of war (Totin 
Totila, k.'m£ <>/ a molt fierce proud man being their King) :againft which their deiignes he daily fentnew forces 
the mats, to E e i v s, who followed the ordinary wars of Prance 1 by m canes whereof, Ecivs could !

The Brit/thtes framing of any other help, called to their aid, and folicited with fair promifes, the Angles then 
tailed the Sax- called Saxons, a people of Germany,inhabiting neer to thefea-fide: who being allured thereto, 
w to their a ? i. partly for pay,and partly through the fertility and fruitfulnes of that Country, came into Bri- 
fanny vnder the leading of their Captain H s n g i s r v s (as faith Be da) • who, aflifting the 
Inhabitants, in fuch manner fubdued their enemies, that they rebelled no more. But they, af- 
tyj»£lrs» terwards growing flrong and ambitious,did the like in Britanny as the Vandals did in Africa^ 
saxowtock the making warvpon the Country, and fubduingtl)eBrirannes,madethemfeluesLords of all the 
Ht»f mttrntc, excepting that which is now the Kingdome ofScetland. 

In this manner the Empire loft this I/and, and the Angles remained Kings thereof j and af 
Mamie eM terwards it loft the name of Britannic, and by them was called ^Anglia, and now England, which 
E*gattl is as much to fay, as the land of the Englifh * and fo from henceforth we will call ir. And their 

power fo much increafed, that in the timeof Aygvstylys, as we will hereafter declare, 
they banifhed and draue the Britannes wholy out of that countrie, foas fome came ouer into 
tritatmUm prance,and inhabited that countrie which is now called Britannic ,where before that time dwelt 

lafed. * y t> the Turoncs and Veneti, which through their comming thither is called Britannic; But a great 
number of the Britannies fled to the mountaines towards the North-weft now called Wale), 
where they maintained themfeluesagainliall Inuaders. Thus the dominion ofthat llmd retted 
in the Kings of the Angles or Englifh,and hath continued in them with great alterations, wanes 
and troubles, which import not me tojrecire. Of all which, befides Beda, and other antienc 
and moderns authors not a few, Polidorb Virou, an author of our time, hath written 
a hiftorie, of the beginning and fucceff? of all matters in Britannic or England. 

But to returne to our ftory of G a n s a r i « v 5 King of the Vandalcs } I fay, that being

It is written of him, that he was 
a y "Hgion V ery deuout and religious, and fpent much time in prayer ; and that he failed two daies in the 

Thtodofiusi Weeke, and much honoured the Church and the Clergie, 

Finally, he left nothing vn done w hich a C hriftian was bound to doe, neither what was con* 
uenient for an Emperour. He was very ftudious and addicted to letters, and to Philofophie, 
and madegreat Libraries, principally of the holie Scriptures. He was fo pitifull, that being 
UnexmpU ./ one d;*y reprehended for giuing fo many malefactors their liues, he anfweredii I would to God 
tiemtneie. 1 that I could raife againe thofe which I haue put to dearh. In conclufion, he vvas accomplilhcd 
with all vertues, and free from all vices, foas he was not fubieeft vntoany:onely he was noted to 
be lomewhat mutable and haftie* He was married to Ev©ox i a, a very godly and dilcrcetc 
woman, the daughter of Lbowcivs, whom he married for her vertue . oneiy rlhewascil* 
led,before that fie was married to him, A tan a is, and.withdier mariage herrname was 
chaunged. For this his goodnes and vertue, it pleated God that hisraigne contiriuedtwo and 
fortie yeeres: foureteene or fif ceene being a childe, vnder the Protection of che Kiiig of ferjt, 
in the time ofhisVncle Honorivs, asisalreadie written 5 and feuen and twentie with his 
Colin V a 1 £ n t i n i a n ,and for the molt part he enioyed the Empire of the Eaft in peace and 
quiet* and died being about fifrieyeeres old:for ina manner as foone as he was borne jheinhcii.

For which vittorie Valentinian began tohaue'Etiusinisaloufie, that he hadanirW' 
to haue made hituftlfe Emferour, and to that end had fome intelligence with Attila* feeing that he did not wholly? W' 
him when he might : wherfore he cattfed him to be fain, which was the caufe of the ruine of[talie, and ofthe JVeJltrftt 
Empire for htt\U( wderjianding that Ecius was deadReturned into [tdltejwhich Y akauniauww^ 
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berngittuaded, noneoftheEmptrotirs fet his hand to releeue it, being vnable to leuiedny fufficient Armie to withfand 
the'enemy.

Bur A t r 11 a made 
fmall account of all thefe : For he had formerly ouerrhrowne thegreateft part of them; fo as 
nothing made him to feare or doubt ofthe vitoic, but only the diferetion and vafour’ofE- 
civs, who was their Generali.

And as E c 1 v s and his partakers defired the fame, the- tWo Ar- • 
mies came foncere together, that there refted nothing but to come to blowes, and fo they 
fought j whichas Procopivs,Iordanvs,Aiabivs,Pavlvs DiACONVs,and 
others write, was in this manner. 

. B °th parties being defirous to fight, the one Armie being in the morning by breake of day 
id fight ofthe o;her, both Generals commanded to marfliall and raunge their troupes, and to 
order their banailions/or to charge their enemies; but as their numbers were infinite(notwith- 
ftanding all the diligence and expedition that could be vfed by eyther partie) it was pad noone How 
before they could fet their men in order. Attila with all his carts and wagons which hee h J e s r tAm > iti9Y - 
brought for his cariage, made a kinde of fort or fconce vpon thefideof a hill, wherein he put 
the women and difarmed people of his Armie,and of his whole Armie made three battailions, 
teferuing to himfelfe with his Scythians andHunnes, the maine or middle battaile. And A&- 
V IICTs Wng of the Gepidi with his countrie-raen, and many others in whom he repofed 

greateft 
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greateft cruft, Jed the battaile on the tight hand rand to Andaricvs, VaiAmIr, and 
Th iodomir, brethren, kings of the O ftrogothes,with their owne people and their friends, 
he gaue the charge and lead ing of the battailion on the left hand . 

And in this order he marched again ft Eciv s: who had (omewhat prolonged the time, 
by reafonofagreat mifttuft which he had concerned of Sanovibanvs King of the A- 
lanes, doubting that he would hauegone ouer to Attiu; for he was adueitifed that there 
had been fome treaty between them; wherein A tr t i l a granted to refigne to him a Cirie, 
H<m Eciuj wherein he had lien,and which was taken from him. Wherefore ranging his Annie into three 

ff vr/hAtledk* fi^adrons alfo,in the middle (quadroti, he fee the (aid Sanovibanvs, placing in the a- 
. uaunt, and arierward ofthetroupe,themoft valiant menofthe Romane Legions* to the end 
that he {hould not chufe but fight. And to Thbodoricvs with his (bnne T h o- 
kismvnd with his Gothes and Spaniards) he gaue the leading of the (quadron on the right 
iiandj to the end that they (hould encounter the Gepidi, which were a mighty people. And 

hetooketo himfelfethelcadingoftheleftwingjtakingwithhiin Merob bvs, King ofthe 
Trench, with hispeople, and the Burgonians,whofe Kingwith the greateft part of his forces 
wereflaineinan encounter which hapned the night before this battaile. With thefe troupes lie 
placed himfelfe againft the Oftrogothes (the right wing ofthe enemie) changing it in this 
tnanner/or that he imagined, that ifthe Vifogothes which wereof hisfide, (hould haue been 
placed againft the Gothcs which were of the other fide (for that they were countrie-men,and 
neighbours) they would not haue charged with fuch furie as he defil ed. In this order thefe 
two migktie Armies marched the one againft the other, with incredible courage and aftiucci 
r jt bMuih confidence,theonetoouerthrowtheother. And fo there began between them, the modern- 
f-ughtlretj»erne anc j bioudy battaile that euer was. For, although it may be fayd.that in other batrailes there 

iiuTthemd' bath been fo great a concout fe of men, as they could not well be numbred; yet they were not 
erJii tlm fuch men, as thefe which now fought; or that it was foobftinateand cruelly fought, with the 
daughter of fo many men and effufion of fo much bloud as this was, I doe not remember that 
W#r ’ I euer read. For therein fought the Flower (for valour and courage) of almoft all the.Nations 
of the World : As,the Romanes,the Scythians,the Hunnes,the Gothcs, the French,the Get- 
manes, the Spaniards, the Gaules, the Burgonians, and of each of thefe a very great number • 
So as in my iudgement, this may be recordedfor thegreateft and nioft fierce battaile that euer 
was. The firft attempt was to geta little Hill betweenethetwo Armies, which either oftha 
two Generals thought requifit to be taken, thereby to haue the aduantage ofthe other. A t i- 
i. a lent ccrtaine troups to take that Hill: but to that thither already Thorismvnb, 
fonne to Thbodoricvs, was come with his people, which were Gothes and Spaniards; 
fo as thefe by this Hill, and all the reft prefently gaue the charge : and the (laughter, the cries, 
and the iound of the blowes with (words and launces,was fuch, as it fcemed the firmament had 
refit in funder • fo as no man could doe any other but fight. And they all fought with fuch fit- 
rie, as there was not any aduantage feene from none till night, for fo long it endured. What 
particular exploits were therein performed, cannot certainely be known e.* for the Hiftorio- 
graphers (which treare thereof) affirm >that among fo great a multitude of people, it could not 

be feene nor judged how things pafled ; for cilery one apply edhimfelfe to fti ike, and to kill, 

and there wasnotany(quadronor.troupethatftoodftill, toJookeon. Butitiscertaine, and 
they allaffirmethe fame, that a little Brook, which ranne where this cruell battaile was fought, 
grewfo high with the bloud of thofe which were (Line, as it vfed to doe after fome great raine 
fight* hadfallen. And the ftreames of bloud were fogreat,as they carried the dead bodies down the 
* valley. This ought not to be held for incredible, feeing the number of the dead was fo great,as 
■all authors agree it exceeded thenumberof one hundred & fourtf.oiethoufand men - and they 
all lay dead in a fmall circuit of ground.For in this fight there was no retrait, nor running away, 
butall dyed fighting. In this manner, in the heat and fury of the fight, the night came vpon 
them,and parted them, but with great andapparant aduantage onE c i v s his fide 5 for A t- 
r 11 a his troupes began fogitie ground, notwithftanding that hee vfed all pofliblemeancsto 
Theodorieut haue maintained the fight. And Theodo ricvj, Kingof the Gothes and of Spaine^chat- 
k m of the ging too favre in amongft his enemies, was (laine.Some fay, that his hoi fe fell with him, and fo 

Goths was tro den to death by his owue men 5 and that his fonne TNorismond falling into 

the like danger, was refeued by his people* Attiia, perceiuing the defc<ft and weakncfle 
which was in his people, in the beft order that he could retired to his fort or fconce, which he 
bad made of his carts and wagons^ and therein fortified himfelfe that night, with thofe which 
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repaired to him from the battaile ( for fame were fled other wayes) there expecting the next 
dayesfortune. Ec j v s went vp and downerhefields,as the Lord thereof, gathering his peo¬ 
ple together and fetting them in order ; to the end, that thisir diforder fhould not incouragethe 
enemie; for by reafon of the multitude qf people, and the darknefle of the night, it could not 
certainly befayd Who had the victory; and fo they palled that night wirhoutany certain ktfo w- 
iedgewhether Th booricvj were aliueordead. The next morning by.the breakedf 
day the vi<ftorie wasapparanc: for A r t i la durft not come forth of his campe; andfb E- 'jt great vitiory 
c fvs and his fouldiers had the (poile ofthe field, and were Lords thereof. The Armieswere 

fo neere together, as not withftanding that Attila held himfelfe for ouerthrownc, yethee 
neither durft neither could retire : wherefore, he refolued to fortifie his campe and to defend 
himfelfe therein. And as T h o r i s m v n d found his father dead in the field, he with his 
Gothes and Spaniards was fo ex ereamly enraged j as he purp ofed to haue affaulted Attila 
jn his campe, to reuenge the death of his father, by his ruine. For all Writers affirme that hee 
mighthauedoneit, if Eci v s would haue contented thereto, and Haue giuen him fuch ayda$ 
lie might haufc done. And they alfo write, that At rr la wasinfuchdefpaire t whenhevn- 
derftood chat they meant to aftault him, feeing the fmall forces hee had to defendhim, t fra the, 
refolued rather to kil himfelf then to com irito his enemies hands.But the wife & valiant captain 
Be rv s, knowing both the ambition and powerof Thortsmvn d, Th bo d 0 r i.c v s 
hi5lorjne,and how mighty the Gothes were, was in great doubt, that they hauing wholly de- 
feated A t t i l a and his Armie, would haue conuertedtheir Arms againft the Homans, who . 
would haue been vnable to defend themfelues againft them : and therefore it was moft prpfi- 
table (the time confidered) to giue A tti l a nieanes to efcapeto the end that the Gothes 
and French (liould not be freed from the feare of him. And to that end, without difeonering 
his coticeit, he compelled Tro r i s mvn d, that fettin^ all other matteisafide, he (hould go 
to take pofTelfionofhfrkingdomeof^w, before that the ALnes,'the Sueuians, or any other. 

Nations (hould cauleany aIteration,or rebell againft him : And that before this, hee (hould 
not attempt any other enterprife; for it was vnCertairie whether he (hould beable to bring his • 
purpofe to effect. Thorismvnd deeming this to be the counfell of a father , an d a frend! 

(as iodeede it was profitable for him) accepted his aduice, and without any delay prefently de¬ 
parted towards his countries- afweli thofe which he held in Frince, ks thofe in Spam. And E-- 
civs, fortheconfiderationafordaid,forbaretoaflault AtTi t**s Camp : andfoheand 
the kings which were with him had meanes to efcape, and abandoned what he held in France, 

But the counfell of this great Captain (although that to this eifeft it feemed profitable) after¬ 
wards fell out cleajie contrary: for it was the caufe of his o'wne death, and of great miferies (as 
hercafter(hallbedeclared)totheRomaneEmpire. ' 

A t y 1 l a being in this manner gone out of Fiance, by long iburnies, as a man vanquiflied, 
went with his Army into Hungary , and the countries thereadiacenr, of which he was in peacea¬ 
ble po/feifion i where relieuing his people, he refted certaine daies. From whence (they fay) 
the Hungarians arc defcended, deriuing their name from the Hunnes and another nation cal¬ 
led Catti or Gatti b and fo they were called Hungary, and Pannonia is now called Hungaria n al¬ 
though that neither in Hungary, neither in other Prouinces are obferued the limits and bounds 
which in antient times they held. For as there haue beene great changes and alterations in 
the names - fo haue there beene likewife as great in their limits and confines. But foeing this 
concerneth me not, without producing any example, this (hall fufficc for an aduertifement to 
the Reader. 

Ec 1 v s (hauing obtained fo great a vi&orie,leauing all that which in Ffcwwthe Romans, 
enioyed, and Amu had poftefied, and the French and Bprgonians in amitle, and friends) 
be'came to Heme, where the Emperor V a lentiniak expetfted the iftue of the battaile. 

This victory freed all Miff from feare, and pur chafed to Ec i vs. thegreateft honour po(fible 5 

he entring Rme with great folemnity and incredibleioy of all forts of people: within feW daies 

after (as the moft ofthe Authors which I follow doe write) Val bn tinian began to (uf Eclu ^ $ 

pc<ft,thathehadan intent to haue made himfelfe Emperor, and that he had intelligence with f^doniyv^ 

A. t t 1 l a 1; The fufpicion growing (as he faid) for that Ecivs nfter the battaile did not 

wholly ruine Attiu.^ And as Evtropivs particularly relatcth, Valbnti ni an 

was fo highly incenfcd againft Ec iv$by Maximvs a Gentleman of Rome , as he caufed, 

him to be fiaine. Which (they fay) M a x i m v s did to the end to be reuenged of Y a- tit death of 

1 > n t i n 1 a n (as afterwards he was) for raui(hing‘ his wife * which iniurie he diftembled, 

and 
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andmade no Ihew to vnderftand, vntill that he had oportunitie to effect that which afterwards 
he put in execution, which was to kill the Emperour j which he neuer durft attempt fo long as 
Ecivs liucd. Ecivs beingllaineat'this time (althoughthat Pavly s Diaconys 

fcemcs to be of opinion that it was afterwards) with him ended the whole for.cc and power of 

rfjtrty'tt&of theWcfternEmpire;wherof Proximys adilcreeteandNobleRortianegentlemangam 
ptoxmus /o Val unt ini an to vnderftan d. Who being demanded by the Emperor (as P r. o c o p i y s 
vStuiIL writeth) whether he had not followed tbebeft and moft profitable counfell,by putting E c i vs 
‘to death,anfwered : whether the Einperor hath put E e i v « to death with or without rcaCou 
I dare not determinj but this I dare affirm, that by killing him,thou haft with thy own left 
cut off thy right. Sure,he was a true Prophet, as the Hiftorie hereafter will make manifeft. 

While thefe things palled in the Wefterne parts, the Emperour Martia^vs raigned 
in great profperity in Gracia and thcEaft: for he was a very wife man, and a louer ofpeacc. 

Co he maintained and preferued the lame with the Petfians and other Nations, without lofinga. 
ny iot of of his confines: but rather in all treaties, had euer the aduantage,and got ground. He 
fent aide and men of warre to ferue V a lent ini an in the mires with Ami. a ? fo as 
Martian lined in pro/perity and well beloued. But returning to our Wefterne Hiftorie 
(thus it went) As fooneas A t t i l a vnderftood that Ec i v s was dead (the feare of whom 
made him to contain himfelfe within Hungary and Germany) he refolued without any delay, fet. 
ting all other matters apart, to comcagainft italie, which only being in peace, held for Va- 
% b n r i n i a n. And coming downe with a very mightie Armie, with fome of thofc Kings 
. before named, which after that he was driuen outof France, hehadioyned with him,hedefeen- 
ded with great furie, taking by the way all the Ciries and countries as he paffed, putting all to 
Attih bit com- fire and fword. And in this manner he emred poore /w/7, through the Prouincc of the Vene- 
tump mo iroiy. tians now called Friuli, robbing and fpoilingall places: where there came againft him a Cap. 
Totumiuli). tainefentby V a i b n t imi.an with a great and mighty Armie, with which Arrt n 
/ fought a very cruell bactaile: butt he Iiqperiall Generali and Armie were oUetthrowne, with 

great Ioffe and (laughter of men * and fo A t t i i a marching forwards, tooke many Cities? 

which put all Jtalie in fuel) feare, that tfie inhabitants in no part thereof, held themfclues infafe- 
7f* kffumztf ty ifrom the power and rage pf Arm a. And this his comming and the feareofhim , was 
thccaufe of the firft beginning of the mighty and famous Citie of Venice, which in thofe daies 

begunne to be built (accor^ipg to the moft part ofthe heft Hiftoriographers)by people which 
ftyingfromtherageof A tnu, reduced themlelues to dwell in certaine little Hands, with 
their wiues, children,and goods, where that Citie now ftandetb, imagining that there they 
might liuc in fafeiy : and there forrifying themfelues in the belt wanner they could (for A r* 
T11A his Armie did conftft ot land-men only) afterwards they refolued to continue there, 
not withstanding that the feare was paft. ; and began to let orders concerning their gouerncmcnt 
andiuftice. And hauinggood fucc£ffe,they grewinproceffe oftimeto fuch greatneffe, that 
in a manner they became ablolute Lords of the Sea, and gat many Hands, kingdotrres and No- 
trZZtltT ^Cities, andare vntill thefe our daies the honour and credit of all italic,* nd preferue their li- 
Mvmmot berty inuiolatc^ calling their Citie Vemtia, after the name of the Prouince from whence they 
the/e melt cattle, which was the main c Land Vpon the fhore {ideneercto Venice r which , for that it apper- 

jdby£ Vm taineth notto my Hiftorie,! will paffc oucr \yithfilence, referring the Reader to B iokdi s, 
which wire fir it Sabb llicvs, and other Authors which treate thereof at large.

wreln lari t» which at that time was of great power* whereinto, befidesthe inhabitants, and fuch a? were 
cme thuher, borne therein, entred many Romanes, and other ofthe Emperours fouldicrs which efcaped 
lie f"# of A- from the battaile wherein their Generali was ouerthrowne:and they fo valiantly defended the 
^uiieid. Came, that At tua hedged it three yecres,and could not take ft, holding it for a great diflio* 

iior to raife his liege before he had it :in which timehedid much harm in all the countrey round 
about,with his men of warre, and there were many confli&s between the befiegers and the 
beGeped, 

During the time ofthis long fiege, Gen s eri cv s kingofthe Vandalesmade himfelfe 
peaceable Lord of all l. Africa. And thcFrench with M a r o b b v s theirking grew mighty 
in France, and enlarged their Dominion,and the Burgonians in the countrie now called Bar- 
gundy did the like. And the Gothcs, Alanes, and Sueuians in like manner in Spaing and in fuch 
part of France as is afore laid. And the Emperour V a l b n t i n i a n neuer came to relieue 
nvtquiltja^d a§ little did Martianv* the Erppcrour olConttmwopic , eyther through

But in the IVefierne Empire many tjmu 
arofe, at)d many Emperonrs\whuchfor that they lined not long, were the caufe of great altt• 
rattens andcombnftionst and theZIandaletaduenttsred to come into Italy , againf when 
Leo font a goad and a worthy fleet*,vttd'.r the conduit of,a Capt mine called Balihfcus, wbi 
i enco wiring t bent, oner threw them. In the means time Leo in Conflantmpk wot dxim 

t$ fight againfl fame who fought to bauevjit'ped xxche beingetttrceme and flake, he had great difficulty tt rtfcut 
Rome, mich watfaektdandfpoiled by many vnder the name of Emperorwhichfor that they fitted not long, er wrt 
depofedfrom that dignity by other t which were more mighty then they, were the cauiers of very great treublet in thl 
Wefttme Empire, in the middeft of which tumults enfuedthe death of the Bmperottr Leo in Conflanttnople, when bn 
had raignedfenenteeneyeeres. 


1 R e f c ^ t jy w j ien Marti am vs the Emperor of Conflanttno- \ 
pie was dead (whofe death was greatly Iamented)the principal! ] 
men began to conlult about the choofing ofanewEniperour: 
and Asp-ar, who wrought the Jail Emperors death, ibushtto 
hauc been his fucccilor; but he prcuailed notXor as much as lie 
was of the Arrian fe6fc: for as the Catholike Chriftians werethe 
ftrongcr/ide,fo they would not confent to his eIe<5h’ori. But 
feeing that he could not obtaine the Empire for himfelfe,hce 
bare a great fway in the election ofanother, which was an ex¬ 
cellent man both in peace and warre, a Tribune, whofe name 
was L b o, a Greeke borne, and the firft that euer was Etnpc* 

--- — ■— — - rour ofthe Greeke Nation, and as moft Authors write, was 

1 the City of Bcjsica'. But A s par firft made this bargain with him,that when he fliould 
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be in full pofTeffion of the Empire, hee fliould then make his Tonne, Ajdabvrivs Ga- 
s a k 5 although itfucceeded not. This being concluded. Lb o was chofen and obeyed for 
Emperor: and gouerning the Empire in good order and with good fuccefle, in the beginning 
thereof he wan great credit and reputationj fo as neither Africa,x^dfia, nor Perjia, durft to ftirre 
againft him t but in the Weft, in Italic, and in Sicilia, there were great alterations,and many were 
Emperors more in name, than in power or authority comparable to the Antient. And that old 
and mighty King Gb nsbricvs neuer defined from infetting 7 /j/^coining himfelf in per- 
fon, and fending his fleets to rob and fpoil the Gountrey 5 fo that (as E v T r o p i v s relateth) 
he ruined and laid wafte many Cities* and in the end became foie and aboiute Lord of all Sicilia, 
InthefirftycerdftheRaignof Lb.o, Avitv s died inJt«w,who (as wchid) raigned there- the death of a 
and the Roman Army, being then neer to Ranema, chofe and nominated for Emperor a good 
man of warre, whofe name was Maioranvs : whereto the Emperor Leo gauehiscon* 

Tent. 

This Maioranvs was a good Prince, and an excellent Captain, for the time he raigned: 
for, he took great care, and vfed great diligence in defenfe of itt/fragainfi: the Vandals & G .b n- 
s i r i c y s their King t and to that end he raifeda great Army,and remained for the moft part 
ofhistimevpon the fea-fide, to be the better able to fend relief and fuccoUr where moft need 
required. This profpering well with him.andfeeing himfelf mighty and ftrong in men and 
munition, he refolued to haue failed into \yifrka, in hope and with intent to haue reconquered 
the fame • but he could not accomplifh that good work: for, death furprifod him when he had ne death of 
raigned threeyeers and oddemoneths. Some fay, that heediedofadifeafe : and others % • 
that the fame Army that chofe him flue him. In place of M a i o r a n v s rofe vp another Em- thofe * Em 'f eror ’ 
peror, which was an eminent man called Sbverianvsj who,b;fidesthe ordinary'warres Scuctmuscbd 
againft the Vandals, was troubled with another againft the Alanes: who,with Gh 0 rob fenEmytrour .' 
thdr King departing from Spain, where they had of long time inhabited together with the 
Gorhcs, refolued to come into italic , thinking to haue conquered the fame, and to haue made 
rhemfelues Lords of certain places in Lumbardy: againft whom, Sbvbrianv. s comman* 
ded an Armie to bee leuied, and madea valiant man called Rithirbr Generali thereof, 
who was by linage a Goth, butnow made a Citizen of Rome, and rcceiued into the degree and 
dignity of a Roman Gentleman. The King ofthe Alanes coming with the Roman Generali 
neerto the City of Bergamo, to a battell which ofcither party was very cruell, in the end the A- 
lanes were ouerthrowne, and their King (Iain. 

After this victory and other accidents which bapned of lefle moment, Sivbrianvs di- 7 he deathly 
ed in Rome, when he had gouerned the Empire in Italy almoft fou re ycers; and in his place was Seuerianu?, 
chofcn a very excellent man of war, fent thither by the Emperor Leo tofticcour and prote<ft Anthemiii* 
Italy againft the Vandals, who was called Anthhmivs, and was fonne-in-law to the late f ho/m Emperor, 
Emperor M a r r 1 a n v s, L h o’s Prcdeceflor. There prefently arofe againft Anthbmi- 
y s (intituling himfdfEmpaor) a Captain whofe name was G b r v a n d vs, who was Prc- Getusndus 
fc^land Goucrnor of the Prouinceof Myhetjg-which was all that remained lubjeft totheEm- toat called 
pirein Frame, But An r h b mi v s fpeedilyfenthisCaptains againft him ; and, beeing by ffr0 '’* 
them taken, hec was condemned to perpctuall exile and Anthemivj eftabliihed in his 
place a friend of his which was a good Captain,callcd Buui*s,to gouern the Gountrey 
of Gallia 2 (arbo»ettJis. This rebellion was fcarcely ended, when in Rome another prime man a- 
rofc,and would alfo haue rebelled, called P a t r i c i vs : but A n t h e m i v s pacified that 
matterwith as great facility as the reft. 

During all thefc alterations, apd the deathof Emperors in Italic^ the Emperor Lao gouer* 
ned Gracia and theEaft very valiantly, and ! in peace. But the ould and politick Gbnseri* 
cvs, King ofthe Vandalcs in s^r/w, feeing the alterations arid troubles which‘daily happe¬ 
ned in Italic, refolued with himfelf to inuade it, and to make himfelf abfolute Lord thereof; 
winch was a thing that hee long defired, as a man who had tafted the fweetnes of the wealth 
and riches of Rome, Whereupon hee muftredvp his valiant Vandales, and the countrey In- Genferjew, 
habitants oft Africa and other Nations; and armed and rigged the migbrieft Armie and Nauy ^ ofthe Pan, 
mat hee euer before had leuied. Whereof when L b o was aduertifed, and knowing that inoSt!^ 
Anth bmi v s had not power fufficient to defend himfelf againft Gbnsericv $, and that 

? NT h B M i V S fped il, his eftate was not affured (artheleaft^<w/4, and thofe Countries 
° or dered vpon/w^) he refolued to imploy his whole power againft Ghnsbrigvs, 
m defenfe of Anthem i vs ; who ofhis fide made all the prouifion of men and Arms that 
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polfibly he was able, for the defence olItaly , and had rigged vpan excellentfleet for die Sea. 
When Lao had prepared his Armieand fleete, hemadeoneB a s i lis cvs, a great man in 
his countrie, Generali thereof, who was his brother in law, being brother to his wife the Em- 
perelfe, and was alfo brother in law to Anvhemiys .• for A h v h h m i v s had maried his 
filler. B a s I l 18 c v s, with his great fleet departing from <?r<ww,lafely arriued in Italy ~ and foy. 
ning with the fleete which AwTHiiMivshad prepared, they went inqueft of G bn s b r x . 

c vs, who with no lelfe a fleete was come vpon the fame coaft. 

Thefe two Nauies being come within fight one of the ocher, and Ginsb iio.v ^know¬ 
ing his enemiesiouldiers tobefarre more readieand expert in Sea feiuicesthen his were,would 
gladly haueauoided the fight* but he was fo charged by Bas nr s c vs, thathe could not 
• chufe but fight: and asthe battailewas fearefully begun, fo was it cowardly maintained. And 
hefeelng his difaduantage,would haue gon our ofthe fleete,whileft the (hips were fighting one 
Genfericus with an other, and did attempt to haue donefo: which the reft of his fleete perceiuing, they all 

ouerthrevtne prelently turned their backes, and he was apparantly ouerrhro wne: where he loft nldny of his 
inabAttAtUly fhjpsand much peopie'jand fo very lhamefully fled into Africa. Whom Basil i’s c v s put- 
Sem * fued,and took land butt wo hundred and fourefcore furlongs from Carthage; and (as Pnoco- 

p i v s reporteth) if he had prefently gone thither he had eafily taken the fame. And G e n s b- 
jl> i c ts being without forces (ashethen was) he might haue taken all that prouinceforalrea- 
dieontheotber fidetowardstbeEaft,anotherCaprainwhom L b o had fent,whofe name was 
He racli vs, had taken the citie of and other town es : butthrough ignorance, oras 

fomefayjB a« i usev s being corupted with a great fummeof money by G b n s bri c vs, 

he forflowed the wavres, and was content to retire his Armie into Sicilia , and there to recouer 
what G'b ns e r icvs pofieffed. Whileft as the Emperor Lb o's Captainesandfouldiers 
performed thefe feruices, he himfelfe was not idle in Conjlantwople :for A s p a r and his fonne 
Aildabvmvi had caufed great eombuftions. And as they were chiefe in making him Em- 
perour 5 fo were they of great power and authorise in his Court, and in the gouernment ofthe 
Empire : befides that both the father and the fonne had euer been eminent men, and very 
powerfull. This Asp a r, perceiuing that B a si lis c vs the Emperors Generali profpered 
well in all his adiions, began tofeare to fall fromthat dignitie which he then enioyed; imagi¬ 
ning that the Emperor being out of leareofG bnsericvs, would make Imallaccountof 
him: andtoauoide this, he refolded whileft as B a s i n s c v s was in the warres, to importune 
and vrgehim to nominate and make his fonne Ard ab v r. i y s , C & s a r , according to his 

former promife when he was chofen Emperourj'which he had hitherto deferred, by entemi. 
ning them withfomeapparantreafons. Butnow Aspar (asamightieman) fo audacioufly 
importuned him to hold his word,as taking hold of the Imperiall robe which the Emperor then 
, ware, he /aid ,Lbo thou oughteft to performe whatthou haft promifed me ; for he that wea- 
ndbyh^t reth this robe ought not to lie. Whereto the Emperor anfwered : And much letfc ought he to 
totUEmwot' enduretharanymanvfeviolenceorforcehim. 

A'T'tYc ^ Aspar, perceiuing the Emperors determination, refolued to make his fonne C s a r by 

s<i wm. force; and accountinghimfelfoffufficient power to effect it, gaue himthenameof Caesar; 

ct£v”hts and leuying fuch forces as he was able,thc warre began betweene him and the Emperor. Some 
father ArJa- fay that L b o nominated him Cm s a r , and that the Catholike Chriftians would not yceld 
fcuxius^/o«^. thereto, for that A s v aR and his fonne Ar d a b v r i y s were both Arrian herctikcy; whereof 
enfued great tumults. But howfoeuer the matter went, irisccrrainethatthey tookeArmes 
againft their $oueraigne,and that their men of warre fought one partie againft other. Where¬ 
fore in great hafte Leo lent to recall his Generali Basiliscvs from Sicilia fo the end the 
with his Armie and fleete he Ihould come to his aide: but before that he could come, theEm- 
perour was in great danger, and likely to hade been vtterly loft and ouerthowne. 

: But being corned with his Armie, notwithftanding that there were many skirmi/hes within 
the citie of Conjlantwople , and that ih apparance it feemed the matter went in a manner at euen 
. hand (for A spa a and his fonne were excellent men of warre, very rich and of great power ) 
A(p tfiiufim ’ yet in the end Lh b' his partie preuailed, and the two tyrants were taken and put to death by 
A^dabu- theEmperours coinmandcjnent: andfo was he freed from! this daurigerand feruitude. 
thetornm^c- ' ® utr ^ ,ere p r£, f ent ly enfued other troubles with the Oftrogothels, which bad accompanied 
mm ofthe At til a in his watres. For BaLimir and Thbodomir Kings of thofe Gothes,with 

Er T m,r Lco * , 3 ]l their whole power, after many battailes fought between'them and the fonnes of A t t 11 * 
( which I write not) For that it appertaineth not to our hiftorie) refolued to make warre in the 
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jEaftEmpire : and beginning in Slauani^ they put the Emperor Lao to great care arid trouble; 

But he,as a wife Prince and a louer of peace(feeing that there was no other remedie)gaue them 
fltwgme and dujlria, ^and taking hoftages arid great aflurancesofthem, concluded a peace; 
which at that time was very neceffary an a profitable for theEmpire, although nothing honou¬ 
rable* He alfo grantedvnto them Seruia^ and Walachia. 

Inthemeanefeafori,afcertheouerchrowofG hnsericvs, the Emperoi: An t he- 
hicvs liued in peace mltdy. Butasthereisnoconftancy in humane eflates, and that in the 
time ofmoftprofperiry, there many times happen the greareft difafters and calamities; R i- 
t hi«er, who (as we Laid) oueithrew the Alanes and flew their King neere to the Citie of tbthiner 
SergdWj being growrieproude and vaineglorious,by reafon of Co famous a viftory, forgetting 
thefeuours which Anth emits had bellowed vpon him (firft in maryinghim toHisowne 
daughter; and then making him Gouernour gencrall of Gallia Cifalpind , now called Lombardy} 
refolued to rife an dr ebell againft his father in law, and fouer a igne Lord; by either of whichhe 
was bound to haue been a faithfull and loyallferuant 5 and to that end refolued to come with 
the greateft force that he wasable, againft the Emperor Anthemivs : whereupon,all Italic 
was in Armes, eitherfor the one party or forthe other. But Pope Emthawivs vfed the 
meanes to bring them to a peace: Which he caufed to be confirmed vpon cemiine conditions, 

and with exceeding great oathes. Butthewicked Rithikbe ( within a little while after) 
brake all, and with his Army cameto the walls of Rome, making warre againft all fuch astooke 
p;irl with the Emperour. 

Anthemivs was then vnfurnilhed of anyfufficient Army to take the field- and therfore 
contenting himfelfto defend the City, luflferedm: to be befieged,expe<fting the fuccours which 
came to him out of frame. For Balemir (whom as we haue fayd, he had made Gouernour 
of Gallta Narbonmfis) vnderftanding in vy-hat diftreifd he was (as a loyall and gratefull feruant) 
refolued to come with the greateftpower he wasabletoleuie,roreIieuehislbueraigneLoid 
and to raife the liege. And the Emperor L b b vnderftanding what part in Italic, and knowing 
howfmall meanes and power Anthimiv s^had to defend himfelfe, being informed alfo of 
thetrealonof Rithiner, with all ipeedhb lent into /w/rVaCaptaine whole name was O- 
iiBRi v s, with a good Army againft him 5 with authoritie, when he fhould fee timefit for 
intake the name ofEmperour. Which when Amthbmivs vnderftood, thinking by this 
meane to be freed from the fiege, wherewith the Citie was diftrelfed, he agreed that the other 
(hould be called Emperor, and willingly allowed his name and title. 

But before that Olibrivs could come, Balemir arriued with fuch fuccours, as he 
brought with him out ol France : and feeking to enter Rome, and to ioin e with Anthhmivs, 

R1 t h i n e r. got betweene him and the Citie, in fuch manner, that whether Balemir 
would or would not,they came to blowes, and there was between them a cruell battell,vvhere- Memtem 
in the loyall Captainc (through the fecrct judgement of God) was llaine by rhe traytor: where- an(i 

upon,the people of Ro me being out of hope ofthis fuccour (and as Oubuys which came n™® ? 

from Conjlantimple was in Rauenna , fo farre from Rome) they fo cowardly fainted, as Rithi- 
n f. k entred the Citie by force; and being in poftelfion thereof, put his Lord and father in law 
the Iimperour to death, and lacked the whole Citie, excepting two ftreets wherein hee was 
lodged. And fo this was the third time that Rome endured wants and much trouble in defen- Home ttkntnd 
ding it le!fe r and violence and Ipoile after it was taken. So that (as it hath been feene, and here- 
after will often appeare)this World knoweth not how to giue any good thing, but takes it away „cr, Jxm tlx 
againc; neither how to aduance, but to the end topull downe againe. Rome had commanded Emperor An- 
and fubdued the whole World, and had raigned oner all thehabirableknowneNationsof the 
earth; it had tamed and deptiued great Kings and Common-wealths of their Kingdomes and J 
Dominions, and had enriched it felfe with the fpoiles and wealth (in a manner) of all the Na¬ 
tions and Cities ofthe World. Neuerthelefle,through the diuine prouidenceof God, in pro- 
celTcof time it Was taken andfpoiledby thefamc people and Nations whichit had fubdued, 
and brought vnder their yoke. And thofe Nations came to Rome , tooke i^and made Ipoile 
thereof, as if they had come to fet home, and to haue that reftored to them, which in former 
timewastaken from their Aunceftors; whichthe Reader may plainly perceiue by that which 
is already written, and lhall be written hereafter! which will Ihew how often Rome hath beene 
enh ed and taken by force, and how often it hath been facked and fpoiled,and indured fuch like 
di/aftres and calamities. 

' But to returne to our Hiftory : R1 *r h 1 n b r being Matter and Commander of Rome, and 
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jff'Inhis thereof, which was defended by 0 l i b a. i vs) three moneths onely hee enjoyed this fouc. 
*4rA. raignty: after which, he fell into an extreme ficknes, whereof he died in terrible pain. And as 

En^nr]JHf e f° on 28 he wasdead, O lib rivs was proclaimed Emperor in Rome, who then was in J?4# w . 
bwdtatk pa t and coming thither, and giuing but the fignes and fliew of an excellent good Gouerno'ur 

within foure months he died of his naturall death. And as Rome had loft her power and autho*. 
rijy: fo had the Emperors thereof little health, and fhort life. For, who-fo mail make a com¬ 
putation thereof ftiallfinde } thatwhirft L b o raignedintheEaft J therewerein//4/«(bygoo(i 
and bad tides) one and other, fix or feuen Emperors. 

Prefently after the deceafc of O l i b r i v s , the Senate of Rome, conftdering the lofTes and 
tyrannies paft, would haue vfed theirauthority in chu/higan Emperor by voices, and by gene¬ 
ral! confent,with good aduiceand conftderation h but they could not bring their purpofetoef- 
fe&: for, being ouerfwaiedby Gvanduarvs (a Captain who then was in Rauerina) they 
oiiMriiu made choice of one Gliz b r i vs a Senator of Jaw#, who was in R^uenna with him. Yet his 
nutde Emperor^ Empire lafted but a while: for, the Emperour L b o, vndcrftanding that bis eleClion was by 
dndtyofa force, fent againft him a Caprain called Nepoj, with the title and name of Emperor j who, 
being aftifted by the Romans which again ft their wils had fworn obedience to G l i z z r i v$| 
depofed him, and made him againft his will to rake Monafticall Orders, andgauehima Biilio- 
prick; but he tookthe Empire to himfelf; which was theoccafion of many commotions and 
troubles in italic. For, Gvandibarvs, who had aduanced G l i z b r i y 5, took his fup. I 
pre/fion fora great di/graceand an indignity done to himfelf : wherefore he leuied an Army, to 
theend to haue reftored him. But Pope Epiph an ivs vfed fuch diligence, and took fnch 
pains in the matter (who, as we faid, made the peace between Balemir and Anthemi- 
v s, although it continued not long) that hee made a ftay thereof, procuring peace between? 
them; Co as they laid down their Arms; and for that time N b r o s remained in peace in Rom, 
But,asheliuedinthateftate 3 hewasadijertifedthat Henry King of the Gothes (who then 
raigned in Tholoufe in Prance, and in the greateft part of spine) made warres vpon thofe Coun¬ 
tries which were fubjetft to the Romans^ and had taken certain Towns jfo as it was feared that 
he would haue proceeded further. Nbpo s, to fhew his power, leuied a very good Armicj 
and, making one Okestb s, a priuate friend of his, Generali therof, commanded him to take 
QreftcsMiz his way towards France* But O r e s t r s, departing with very great forces, took no care for 
iZtVlc Em ' g° in R ^at journey according to hiscommiflion, which had been more for his honour ^but ra- 
with *n Jrwjc fher.as fo on as he came to Rauenna (hauing hr ft founded thegood will of his Arm y,fo far forth 
w'frAKt, as he thought expedient) made his fon to be called Emperor, whofe name was A v g v s t v s • 
whom the Romans called Avovstvivs (for, that name they gaue him when hee was a 1 
r*h. cbilde) and fo he is called by all HiRorians. And hatting brought this to dfc<ft, he re fo lued to 

return to Rome againft Nbpo s who, as hee had imployed all his men of watte and whole

The death ofthe while the affairs of Italic flood in this eftate, the Emperor Leo died in the City Q^Conftm- 

cSZit/leH tm Pk-> hauing raigned (as writeth PaylvsDiaconvs) feuenreen yeers with great valor 
and honour, as an excellent Prince, in the yeer of our Lord foure hundred, threefcore and fix- 
teen 5 who left not behinde him any Co nne to inherit, but two daughters, the one called A R r- 
a d n b, and the other, L b 0 n c t a ; the one was married to Z h n o, who afterwards was 
Emperor - and the other to Marti a n vs, fonne of Anyhbmivs, who (as we haue faid) 
had been Emperor o£lta/ie:yet fome fay, that A r i a d n n, who was wife to Z b no, was 
not his daughter, but his After, and that hee inftituted a fonne of hers before his death fbr Em* 
perour, and his Succeflor. His death was condoled by all, and many lamented the fame with 
tears. ■ , 


The Emperor Leo being dead in CenJlatttwof[e,ar\d Avgvstylvs raigningin Rome, 
the generall eftate of all the Prouinces that were wont to be in fubje&ion to the Empire, flood 
inthis maner .* The Gothes, with their King called by fome Evriqvs, and by other Hbk- 
hi evs, held Thebufi, and that part of France which borders vpon Spain, and the greateft part 
of Spain it felf. The Sueuians in Gallim, and in part ofthe Kingdomeof Leon, held warres with 
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rhe Gothes, and to the Empire remained fome hauen towncs on the coaft of \jimgon, Carthi* 
ocna, and Tarragona, and fome others alfo. The Alanes which remained in Spine, d v\ clt toge¬ 
ther with the Gothes in a part of Sftaine towards Italy : and after the names of thefe two nations^ 
that prouince was cald Gotalonia, which now through corruption of fpccch is called Catatonia. In 
Prance raigned the French,in Paris and in al thecountries round about it, and in other countries 
with all that which we now call Flanders and Picardie, whofe king was called Hrdericq^vs. 
The Burgonians held the two Burgundies , and the Empire held no more but Narbotte, and 
fame land thereto necre adioining, which continued but a while in the Emperours inrifdi&ion. 
In England raigned theEnglifh Saxons, and in Scotland the Pi<fts and Scots. In Hungarie, 
and Miflta, Seruia, and H-’klachia, the Ofttogothes, with their King To d o m i r, and his fonne 
T h e 0 > o r 1 c vs, by per million ofthe Emperour L b o, bare the fway. In Africa were the 
Vandalcs,and their very old King Gbnsbricvs, many times fpoken of: who died within 
a Jjitle while after, and hisforme HoNor icvs fucceeded him. The moft ofthe proiiihceS 
ofGtnn'atiy were vforped by the fucccflibrs ofthe Hunnes, calledHeruli, Turingijand others 
which came thither with Att'ila : andbetweene all thefe nations and countries and rheir 
Kings were great warres, each of them coucting to inlarge his territorie and dominion. All the 
Eafterne prouinces were in peace fubicCt to the Empire, and to the Eaftcrne Emperour, who) 
then was L b o,nephewofthat L b 6 of whom webutnow difeourfed.

S H "E Emperor Leo being dead, bit Nephew, whofe name was alfo Leo, ioohe pojfejfien of the 
Empire j to whom it fearned a matter v^reafondhle, that hts father, whofe name was Zeno* 
fbottldliue as a priuate man, and he an Emptronr: where fore he renounced the Empire vnto 
. hint, and crowned him with his ervnc hand, and wtthin fmt/pace after dyed. Zeno toeing 
then made Emperour, the widow £mprejfetow<r touch difpkafcd that heftioutd enioyfogreat 4 
dignity, procured Bafilifcus a Captaiheof his owne, toretollagainft him 5 who making him» 
felfe Emperor , compelled’Leno tofheinte I fauna in Afia; but he continued not long in t hat 
miftrietfor Bafilifcus being hated for his pride , bduuedktmjeifefo, ds Zeno was rejltred to the Empire. Wbilefl 
fu tit fined in the Eafl inpeace, the ftffierne Empire and Rome were fo t terms i/cd,thdt Oreftes father to the Emperor 
AuguftulllSHW taken prifomr in Pauia, and there pine. And Auguflulus (fir ft are ) lefttht imperial! enftgh^ 
the Empire and Rome to the difiretion of Odoacer, who was afterwards dfpoijfe ft by Thcodoricus King of the O- 
ftregetbet. And Zeno hauing heenfomtwhat troubled with warres m the E aft,and hauing obtainedvi&orie againft 
t'teo tyrants, which were Afpar and his fonne ArdaburillS, which ref S againft him , dyed of an ordinary death in Cofa 
Jlantinop/e, when he had raigned {ixteeneyeeres. 

Am of opinion 'that the Reader hath fufficicntly vndcrftood, in what 
eftate the Empire remained, when the Emperour Leo died in Con» 

■ ifami nope; wherefore I hold it needlefle to make any repetition there¬ 
of. I fay then, that as foone as L e o departed out of this life, his Ne¬ 
phew wLhout any Contradiction was acknowledged and obeyed for 
Emperor, whole name alfo was L a o. Foraslfayd , his Grandfather 
had chofenand fo appointed him to be, before his death, and hee held 
the Empire the ipaceof certaine moneths: at the end ot which he did 
9 thing which feemeth ftrange , and breedeth admiration. Which was, that of his owne ac-

cord and voluntarie fie? wtl J ( holding it a hard cafe, that the father fhould’bc fubieft and info 
UonfuMtk ri°rtothe fonne ) he renounced the Empire, and gaue it to his father Zb^o, and crowned 
Empire, md him with his owne hand, and prefently ; did him homage. For fathers in their life uVr 
Slzlno. Siuf to their children their kingdomes and dignities, is a thing we haue feei)e,arid often read of 
and it leemcth that there is reafon to induce them thereto : but feldome hath any man eue! 
heard,that the fonne would di/pofTefle himfelf of a kingdome or Empire,to giueit to his father 
For it hath rather happened to the contrarie,that the fonne hath bereaued the father thereof fo! 
force in his life time ; yea and fometimes hath wifhed and pratfifed his fathers death to b e hk 
heire,and to lueceede him. Therefore Jfay,that thisaccidcntis very ftrange, and the metcnee 
and obedience of this fonne much to be noted. ^ 

But it fucceededin this manner, rhatZ a no was crowned and obeyed for Emperourin 
'Confimimfik, and his fonne L e o remained in his former eftate. To the contrarie hereof, in it»h 
Or bstis made his fonne Avgvstvlvs Emperor, not deli ring or procuring it for him. 
felFe. Leo hauing renounced the Empire qnd giuen the fame to his father (as I o r n a n d bs 
and ocher authorsfty) died within few daies after. But Pavlvs Diaconvj reportethi ! 
afteranorhermanner: forhefaiththatthefatherfoughthisfonnesdeath, from which hewa« 
deliuered by making himfelfe a Prieft,and fo liuedcertaineyeercs. But howfoeuer itwas,there 
is no more mention madeofL e o, andhisfather Z en o began to rule the Empire. Goinein 
progrefieto vifit the fame,being in Cbalctdma , the widow EmperelTe, his wiues mother who 
remained in Cpnd&ntinople, repining to fee Zeno Emperour, whom her husband Leo neuer 
accounted worrhie of the Empire (asIoRDANvs writeth) induced her brother B a s ms, 
c t s, who (as wc faid) ouerthrew G s n s h r i c v s in a battaile at fea, to take vpon him the 
name of Emperor. And as by reafon of that vi<ftorie and the affi.nitic which he had with the 
» nr j * ate t^ e °* 10 was ver y m, *ghtie and highly efteemed: lb was he both able and willing 

hmftjjriZ/ *° ^ ake .^mfelfe Emperour, and for fuch was recciued . and they fware obedience vnto him in 
raur^mfi conjtantwDple. Which asfooneas Z a n o vndcrftood ( whether it were through hafenefeof 
LSr mln ® e J or f t0 suoide the warres and the effufton of blood which would haue enfued) he took no 
care ro make any head againft him, but retired himfelfe into Ifmfa, which is a very ftronsand 
guardableprouincein Aft* the leffe, where heaflured himfelfe toliue in fecund?. Whereof 
Basilx sc vs waxing proud , and very ioyfull , and holding himfelfe now fafe and paftall 
r nger ’ he ™de his fonne M a r c v s , C je s a r. But his pride and ioy continued but a white 
jdther as wa s infedted with the Neftorian herefie, fo he began to perfecute and affli<si the 

Bafiiifcu*. Church and Cathohke Chr iftians j by mea ties whereof (as Iordanvs and P r o c o p i v s 

Report) he grew fo hatefull, and was fo abhorred by all fortes of people, that thofe Capraines 

BafiWcus tfjc which he fent againft Zeno, returned againft himfelfe,and by the generall confent ofall men 
SIX' wasreftored, and reefebli/hcd in d» Empire, an d lie with liis/onnc M* rcv s and

battaile, were entetwjnedby Thbodoricvs, and hegaue them pay, and in flip: tfpace 
made himfelfeTo,rd ofall /wly, finding not any refiftance ; afterwards he went to Ramp, where 
hewasreceiued witjrgreat ioy and folemnitie,as well for thefame and good report, which they 
had heard of him, as for that he was fent thither by the Emperor Zeno. And thismoreouer 
didgreatly helpehimtogetthegoodwillofcheciticithacachis very firft comming riiither, he 
cailfeda;grcat quantitie of wheat to be diftributed amongft the citizens i whereofthc*y then 
flood iri great rieede i Ahd fo he remained Lord of Rome, arid of all Italy , calling himfelfe king 
ttipreof,asODOAC b,r had done, thirtecne yeereS before. ZdmSL 

This THioffifcvs was a very vertuous,iuft,and a moft excellent Prince and gouev* Me Lord then* 
Dpur and made himfelfe very mightie, and much beloued and feared : but aboueall, he was 
very wife j.nd tircrimfpe<ft in preftruing his eftateJ And to the end to make himfelfe thpmore 
hiigbtie,h(* procured alliance With all thekings then in Europe : for he prefently treated a mar- 
iage vy ith Ahde prbda the French Kings daughter, which hefolcmnizcd with grear fea- 
ftingand triumph. Apd ofhisowne three daughters, one he maried cpSigismvnd King 
ofthe Burgonians) and another to Ax a r i.c vs King of the Vifogothes, and o fSpajite-and 
his third daughter called Am a las iVhikA, he married to a Prince of Germany called T £ codoriciI ,' 
ErrHARicvs. andhisfifter Almaprbda hee maried to Honoricvs King ofthc 
Vandales and of Africa, who was G b ns b r i c v s his heir and fucccifor. So as with all the 
Princes neere vnto Italy , he made fome affinitie and league of friendfhip, arid held that ki.ng- 
dpme,which with fuch honour he had conquered, with no leffo honour; the fpace ofthirtle

Whileft thefethings paiTed in ^» Z » the Emperor of C^4»ri^fe ariM pf theEaft; 

hadfomewhat to doe With the Bdi^ian^Mio^iiet/ince the death of A t f r L>had injhjbited ™*J e 
Qirmny, and had made an incutjlion Into tl\pprouinceof Tbracjia, and done muctinafmc 1 ih. that , - rt cmjlctttino- 
countrie: but they quickly returneljto their habitation.

obfequiesofher dead husband were folcmnized,and hisbody intombed, flie married with the 
iievvEniperour: and bythismeaneobrainod Anastas ivs the Empire. In the beginning 
^hereof, without any contvadl 6 iioti , but with the gen era 11 contentment ofallmenjhewas 
obeyed; and he not onely found the Empire in peace,but there waspeace alfo in Italy , Brume* 

Spawt, Grermanie^ and Africa 5 they gouerning thole kingdomes as their ownc, who were fuc-> 
ceflors to them which firft vfurped andtooke them from the Empire j notwithftanding t|iat 
fhortly after there arofe great wavresbetweene them. Theodori c YS,vyho was.called 
KingofM/y,tnade choile of the dr je offor his royallfearc;wbich was by himenobled 1 

withfumptuous buildings : and in hisabience hc commanded the like to be made in Rom e,and 
did much good through all Itrtie^ directing all things like a good and an excellent Prince; in lb 
much as the people praifed God for him, and h eld themfelues happie, in that they had fo good 
a man for their Lord and gouernour. 

But returning to our new Emperour • as fooneas he was crowned, he commanded by a 
pnblike decree that all fuch debts as were due to his chamber of accounts, or as we fay, his ex¬ 
chequer, vnfill that day, Ihould be pardoned, and not be rccouercd from the debrerg • which 
amounted to a very great fumme. He began allb to giue offices and places of charge to fuch 
pei ions as were of worth, and fufficient for them, and not for money (as the cuftome was) by 
icalon ot late wants. By meanes whereof and of other apparant iignes ofa good prince, in the 
beginning of his raigne, ihe was very well beloued. But this lafted but a while: for he was rn- 
fefted with the herelie of E v t i chbs< who held an abominable opinion of the perfon of rtr W«/ 
Christ. And forasmuch asnorhingcan be of anyaifurance, oraccepcable without faith; Euuc es> . 
this Einperour began to grow iecrerly hatefull to God, and publickly odious to men -and fo ab 
though that he died old, yet hc died an euill death : And in his life hc was neuer free from ty¬ 
rants which rebelled -and other warres and troubles. Thefirftwhich rebelled, wererhepeo- 
p koflfauritt ( a very valiant nation in the lefle ) the occafion whereof was, for that hce 

took, from them,that pay which his predeceflor Zeno had promifcd,and giuen them, when 
he fubdued the tyrant Ilios, who (as we laid ) falfely defamed the Empcrcfle. This na- 
fion making choife of a valiant and expert foldier, whofename was Luinovj for their Lilmgus veM. 

[ captaine • made cruel! Warres vpon the lands of the Empire, for the fpace of fixe yeeres. In u 

which time,bctvvccne the louldicrs ofAwASTAsivs and of E111 n o v 3, there happened $£$, na * 
fome battailes, and many conflicts and skirmifliesjvntill that Lilingvs dying, the Ifaurians 
being flattered, and loft through want of a captaine, were cruelly puniihed, and many cities 
wer ruined, and laied wafte,as relaterh I o r d a n v s. the Bilhop: who although briefly, yet he 
exprefteth the greateft part of that hiftorie. 

There nrofe alfo againft Anastas tvs, another captaine in CtlitU , at the fame inflan t, Athcmidotus 
called At h e m 1 dory s, but hc was foone brought to vuine. In s Unwin and D<tlmati<t,icbcU Sabia^us, 
Iedtwomightie men and very rich, called Sabi AwvsandMvN do :and neere to Adriano- 
//f another whofename was Pommy : and within the citie of Con/lammple , were certaine mm, y * 
tumults and infolencies committed, wherein many men were flaincs. Byreafonofallwhich 
rebellions, Anastasiys was much perplexed • and being in great feare, hc came to lomc 
compofitiona (little to his honour) and loft fundrie townes. Being freed from this trouble,he 
bad another ciuiU warre,which was ofgreat importance and long contmuance,againft a valiant 
foldier,a Scythian borne j but trained and broughttvp in the wars ofthe Romanes, and in the 
Emperors houfe,and court: he was high conftable,or commander of his men of warre,and was 
called VArrLiANVS-, who either of ambition and defire to beah/olute, or for fome difplefr 
fureor difcontentment (which hiftoriographers write not) rebelled againft A ha s t a s i y s j 
and with thi eefcore thoufand men, which he leuied, of Hunnes,and other nations,began cruelL 
wane againft him, both by fca and land • fo as fometimes he came within three miles of the 
imperiall citie of conjlmtmple, Againft whom the Bmperour railed a great Armic, and mad^ 
hisnephew Hipatias Generali thereof. who before he could come to fight any batcaile, Hypmias made 
by a wile was taken prifoner by the Hunnes,and dcliuered into the power of V a t 11.1 a n V S: yJJJ 
After which, the Emperours other captaines wereouerthrowne i fo as the warre continued a 11 aus * 
fixe yeeres: and in the end thereof, the Emperor bought his peace of V a t i l i a h vs , for a 
greatfum of money which hegauehim,and fo was deliuered from the peril,although not irom 
the difgrace and dishonor ofbuying peace. In this warre(as writeth Zonaras) called I o- 
annes Monachvs ( asrelateth I o h a n n b s Cyspinianvs) Anastasiys 
w*as greatly affifted by the skill and induftrie of Pr o c 1 v s, an excellent philofopher and 

D d z Mathematician, 
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Mathematician j who was moft skilfull in inuenting inftruments, engines and ftrataeems 
AtoOrfgft other matters, they report one thing oFhim, which feemeth incredible, which I dare 

neither affirmej nor deny, but will recite it for a wonder, Ict.the reader belieue what he lifteth • 

' yeti fay that the fecrets ofnaturearc To great, as we ought not to hold all for impoffible which 
> we cannot comprehend how it may be brought topalfe. That which I fay, thefc authors write 

for certaine, which was, that as we n o w fee certaine glades, which being fet inthefunne,with 
mnJcrfull the reflexion of the beanies thereof will fet tow offlax on fire, and fuch like other dry 
burning gldffcft neere at hand t fo did this Procivs make a very great many of thefeglalfes, which wrought 
effect with fuch force as bei ng fer vpon the high turretsof the walks and bulwarks , they feton 
fire and burnt whole fleets of fliippes in the harbour, with all the people that were in them • and 
in like manner any other engines that were erefted againft the walks, wherefoeuer they were 
x (if the funne-beames might reuerberare from thofeglalfes) wherewith the enemie was greatly 
annoyed, which was done in the fame manner as we now fee tow kt on fire. Whim thek 
things parted in the Empire of Conjlmmplt , there were great wars betweene the Kingof 
PrAMC) and spaing andTHEODoucvs King of Italy: which for that they are long to recite 
^tid nothing to my pui pofejomir. ’ 

But returning to our Emperour, who feemed now to bee at fome reft, being freed from 

Warrcwnh V at ixi a n v s • there happened another warre with the Pei fiam, which wasof I 
as great importance, and no Me perilous, the caufe whereof was this. At that time in Pel 
SSSs?*** signed a King both mightie and valiant, vvhofe name was C a y a d A s; who by reafonof 
* yJU ’ warres artd other cxpcnccs, ftoode in ncedc of a fumme ofmoney, therewith to pay a mtaine 
iting which was his neighbour to whom he was indebted ; whjkh by ambartage he recjuc/lfd 
the Emperour A n a s t a s i v s to lend him, as to a friend and confederate (as he then was), 
But Ana s ta s i vs taking counfell vpon the matter, was aduifed not tograunt it, fonhatit 
was a meanc with his owne money to ioyne in league of amitie and friendlhip , thofe which 
were the antient enemies of the Empire : and that therefore the beftcourk was totake away 
the meane from the Perfian, to bee able tomakepaiment • tothe end that they mightmak 
warre one againft another, and fo wafte and confumethemFelues. And in this manner it was 
concluded, in the bek for thar might be, to cxcufe the matter, without granting what the King 
reejuefted. The King of Pcrjia haying rcceiued this anfwere, was fo extremely enraged 
therewith, as he refolued to make wane againft the Romane Empire: and putting his determi¬ 
nation in execution, leuyinga great Armie, and making great preparation for the wanes, hec 
perfonally entred the limits and con fines thereof, and made cruel! wartes, and incampcd him- 
u u elfc bcfore thc citieof ^miia , which was thena great and a famous citie in rhep rouinceof 
vZZZ tMefopotamia, as wrireth Procopivs, before which were many conflicts .-but in the 
end thcPeilian tookeit, and held the fame for fome fpace. As hee lay before this citie, 
Anaftafius && Ana s t a s i v s raifed the greateft Armie that eucr. hee bad before* which he diuided 
TZfllbXne in ■ 0 fourc parts > and fent the fame vnder rl1 ^ command of foure Generals,againft Cavuv s: 
ofrirfa. * ^bofe names were Arioviwdvs, who then was Pretor in the Eaft • and C b i e r , the 
Awouindus, CaptaineoftheEmperoursguardi and another was called P a t * iciv s borne in Phym> 
c 7 £ 2 jhu and thc fourth was H i p a t i a * who was the Emperours Nephew, asisbeforekid. aJ 
patia*. withthefe went other great men : as Ivstinvs who afterwards was Emperour, and fome 

other noble and and expert men in the war res. 

Thefc Armies marched by feucrall waies, and direded not their courfe to reXteue ^imik‘, 

, f butto make warre in fundrie parts of C a v a d a s hiskingdomes. He being aduemfed of 
, their comming, went to meete with A r i o y i n b v s • who behaued himfelfe fo 

cowardly, as not claring to fight, he retired very fliamefnlly, and left his campefull of many 
nth things, and of great value, which were taken by the Perfians, who had them in chace, and 
purfued the Imperiall Armie. Thcothcr two Generals, to wit, P a r k ic tvs an d 
tt i h r i a s, ioyning their forces together, being neere the enemie, began the warre, 
without any certaine knowledge where the King was, after the retreit, or rather flight of 
A * r o V I K U V s 5 and they by chance met with eight hundred horfe of his, the King; 
being but a little behind them with a very mightie Armie : who putting themfelues in 
order for their defence, were all flaine and cut in peeces, without ^ny newes kamed of 
them by the Romanes : and they hauiiignofigntof Cava Da s his troupes, pitched their 
tents vpon a riuers fide; the currant whereof ranne dirc&ly that way as C-a v i d a $ 
came , and fo they began to vi&uall and refrefli theiju/elucs , of their weatiejourney} 
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and wentimo the water,, and didifetch water out of the laid riuer. And as C.n

In that eftate was he when A N a S t a s>t Vis died, 
being now wel growne in yeers : And as prefently after hisdeceafe the Lords began to confult 
whom rhcyihould make Emperor; a great Courtier named Aman tT v s,.who was an.Eu- 
nuefyatid had bin the Emperors Stewai d,and was now the beft monied man pf his time,fought j 
by all.means to make a great and mightie man, called Thbo cr bt ianv s, who was his 
zTTgtt greatfriend, Emperor. And for as much as the Armieand men of warn* bare greateft fway in 
the Empire/o^ theelcdion (for, now nothing was done in fuch order as it behoued,but by force and for bene- 
hisfrimi The- g . he there fore determined to buy the good wils of the Captains and men of warren And to 

ocrcuanur. thi |^beeporpoledfirft towinne Iy s t i s v 4, and to vfe him for a mean to oerfwade 

thc reft 5 and conferred with him concerning the fame. And, coming to a cofflpOfttion, hee 
gaue him a great fummeof money, to the end he Ihould diuidethe fame among the Capraines 
and men of warre where he thought good j conditionally that Thhocretianvs might 

be chofen Emperor. , ' , . r ' ^ 

When Ivstinvj bad gotten this money into his fingers, hee forgot to deal for 1 h a o. 
hiSnnot COTIA n v s, but fecretly fought t:o buy their good wils for himfelf; and carried the matter 
tie Lmpire. ft> cunningly, that when ' Amantivs thought that the fouldiers would haue made lus friend 

Emperor, he found thatthey had nominated and would haue Ivstinvs. And in this manner 
they prefently fware fidelity and obedience to him, by the generall cohfent both of the Senate 
and Army: for, befides what is already faid, he was well beloued, and held for a vertuous man, 
and a good Chriftian. r 

A m.a n t i v s feeing himfelf deluded, although for the prefent he could notrefufe to yedd 
him obedience, yet fhortly after hee pra&ifed the death of the new Emperor, and confpired 
with Theocb.htianvs, who pretfcnded to haue bin chofen Emperor • and with another 
called Andrbas, and with Missahale and Ardabvrivs ( all which were of 
the Emperors chamber) to the end they Ihould kill himasfoon asanyoportunity were offled, 
But it plea/cd God that their treafon v<as difeouered} and, it being proued, Ivstinvs com* 
nianded Amantivs,Andrbas and T h b o c r e t i a n v s, to be flain *and the re/ho 
be perpetually banilhed. And, the better to allure himR lf in thcEmpire, hee vfed a mean that 
Vatilianvs, who rebelled againft Anastasivs, came to Court; whom hemadeor- 
dinary Conful, and Generall of all his men 6fwarre,andbcftowed great gifts and honours vp* 
on him. But, for all this, he (as ingratefull, and a Traitor) within fewe daies praftifed withfom 
j ,et rfv 4 v others again ft the life and eftate of I v s tin vs : which being difeouered, he was vpon a dip 
flain in his Palace, together with PAvtvsandCBiEMARvs, who were confederates 
and complices with him in his treafon. . 

Ivstinvs being freed from this danger, and feeing himfelf in peace m the Empire, being 
a good Chriftian, and knowing how far the Arrian herefie had extended it felf ouer the world, 
refolued to vfe therein all the remedy that poifibly he could: whereto he was likewife pcrfwa* 
ded by Pope Ho rmisda, who from Rente fent Geamanv s, Bifhop of CAfira, to conffit 
with him of matters concerning the faith. Wherupon Ivstinvs fent his decrees through* 
zmpmtptrfr out all the Eaft, commanding that no man Ihould bee accepted into the Church for Bifhop or 
AttdtheArru p r i e ft that Ihould bee of the fe<ft of A r r ivs. Atwhattime Ivstinvs did thisgood 
4Ht ' deed, Trksimvnd King of the Vandals died in Africa , who was an Arrian Her etic/cj and 

bisfonne Eldbrigvj poflefled his Kingdome, whom he had by the Emperor Val a n* 
t i n i a n’s daughter. This man, following his faithfull mother, and not his hereticall father, 
as foon as he was eftablilhed in the Kingdome, recalled from exileallthe Catholique Billiops 
which his father had banilhed (as is aboue-faid), and reformed all the Churches. But thefctn- 
peror and this King hauing done fo good a deed, Thbodoricvs, who ruled in Italic, bee- 
fog of great power, and for that he was (as the moft of the Gochcswerc) an Arrian Heretique, 
was therewith much difpleafed • rdoluing, if the Emperor did not reuoke his decree,to v c 
throughall his dominion all manner of cruelty againft the Catholiques. But firft hee conltia • 
ned Pope I o h n , who fuccecded H o r m i s p a, to go to Conftantimple ’, and with him 1 h *• 
odor vs and Agapbtvs (men who had been Confuls) to treat with the Emperor, tot 
end he Ihould prefently reftore thole Arrian Bilhops which he had depoled ; otherwiie that »n 


\ 
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■j,j S dominions he would put to the Iword all fuch as did not bdeeue as he did. 

Pope Ion n and the other Ambafladors being arriued at Conjtanimple, were very honorably 
received 5 arid the Pope with teares iritreated the Em peror to be plcafcd .notwithftanding that 
his fuit was vnjuft; yet to auoide the exceftive crucltie which was expeded, for the prelent, to TJWorkus 
permit the Arrian Bilhops to be reftored. The Emperor to efehew this crueltie, granted his d 

requeft •* and fo the wicked Bilhops were reftored to their Churches j and the Emperour did tSJttrZ* 
Prtpc I o h n great honour, and thofe which came with hirm In the meanetime, whil'ft they 
werein Conftantmplc, T hbodoricvj King of Italic , made S imachv s, and Bo b t i- 
ysSbvbrinvs to beflaine, who had beene Confuls, andvvere very Noblcand excellent 
perfonages, very deuout Chriftians, and excellently learned in all Arts. And not herewith 
content, hauing beene vntill then a good and a iiift Prince 5 hapirig Pope I o h n and theother 

/Vmhaftadors which came with him from Cettftamwople in fulpiclpri’, by reafon of the great ho- 
noutdonevnto them by the Emperor, he commanded rhem to be apprehended and call in pri¬ 
son ; where they all three died of hunger and cruell vfage..( After which cruelty, it pleafed ThZmZ 
Cod that withinninetie daies he died fuddcnlyj leauing a Nephew of his , called Athala- ZnTSh! 
R icv s forhisheire: for he had not any lonne. And for as much as his Nephew was but 
eight yeers old, his mother took vpon her thegouernment of the Kingdome^ as a woman whd 

very wife and valiant. ; 

Returning to Ivstinvs the Emperor j It grieued him much for that which Thbo- • 

po ric v $ had done: but he was not of power able to redrefle the fame; for ,befids the wants 
2nd needfivies wherewith he was opprelfed, the Pcrfians made warres againfi: him, which was 
a Nation, of all others, moft feared by the Romanes. But for the fmall time that he liued, hee 
had good ftccefle in thofe warres, and his Captaines obtained lome vi<ftories;Sc ita and 
B b 11 * a r i v s being his Generals. Of which two, Bel'isarivs (who then was very 
yong) proued afterwards to be one of the beft Captaines in the world, and which conquered 
more countries, and obtained more victories,then ary other man in his time: as we will here¬ 
after briefly declare. I v s r i n b, liuing in this profperiry, feeing himfelfe old , and without 
any fonne to fuccee.de him, refolued to make I v s t r n i a n, who was his Nephew and his fi- 
flerslonne, C je s a r* and to adopt and nominate him for his lucceflor; and lo prelently made 
him his companion in the Empire. And within foure moneths after,falling lick, he died in the 
Citieof Cdn(iantincple 3 when he had raigned eleuen yeeres, or (as fome Authors write) but 
nine, I finde little more wiitren of him> then by me is rehearfed. He died in the yeere of our *

this life, no leffertplenijhed with yeerestherjMof glory. * 


Fter the death of I y s v i n v s , I v s v t n i a n v s was wit fa 
out any contradiftion receiued and obeyed for Emperor. 
being of the age of foure and fortic yeers. He was a povv’ 
crfull and a good Prince, and fuch a one, as might well be 
comparedwiththebeftinanticnttime, for his good go, 
uemement, both in peace and warre. The wanes anil 
conquefts which hapned in his time (which was little left 
then fortie yeeres) were fo many., and Co nobic, that I can- 
notexprefle the fame as I would, and they deferue . fol¬ 
lowing my accuftonud breuitie. I will therefore -write as 
I may* norwirbftanding that the length of the rime, and the 
variety of accidents., will compel! me to exceede my pic. 
fixed limits. 

. As fooneas Ivstinianvs faw himfelfe confirmed 

in theEmpire, he was not contented to preferue that which he inherited from his Vncle: but 
(bearing the minde and hauingthe iudgementofan antient and good Emperour) he began to 
defire, and therewith to pra&ife, to enlarge the Empire, and to reduce the fame (if it were po f. 
ThtltgmHw of iible) to the antient ttiajeftie and dignitic.. The tirfloc cation of warres that was offered, was a- 
twtlSL Perfiansi who in the time of his predeceflbrs, had broken and vidlated thepeaceJn. 

pirn luftinian uaded the bounds of the Romane Empire,and vfurped certaine countries and Pj ouinces there* 
4 Hdtite’Pir(iAns of:in fo much (as P x.o C o PIV S writetb) that for the fpace of fiftie yeers before the raigneof 
Ivs.;t in i a n, in all the wars the Imperialifts commonly had the woi ft, and all conclufionsof 
peace were made to the aduantage of the Perfians. 

The caufe of this warre bet weene the Emperor Ivstinian, and C a v a d a s Kin® 
offerfia , was in truth the emulation and hatred which thefetwo Empires, and the Lords the? 
of, had rifantient time borne, and ftill did bearc the one agairft the other, which was contitm- 
ally nourifhed and increafed, as by that which we haue written may plainely appeare* But t/te 
occanon and principall caufe was this, Ivstinianvs, as fooneas he was Emperour. fent 
B slis a r. i v s, an excellent Captaine, into thofe frontiers, with direction, in a certaine citie. 
which was on the borders of Perfta , to build theftrongeft and molt inexpugnable Caftle that 
could be deiiifed, for that Citie was one of the entries and paflages of greateft importance* 
whichorder Bb l is arivs prefently put in execution. Whereof when Cavadai was 
aduemfed, he was highly offended, and prefently lent Captain es and men of warre, to require 
B a f i s-A r t v s to giueouer the worke, which if he would not doe j that then they lhould 
throw down what he had built. ■ 

Thefemen being come to the place where this CafUqwzs a .buildings there pafled many 
words, and fomedeedes bet weene them .* and for as iquch as the builders were not of force 
lumcicnt to make refiftancc aeainft the Perfians, the Emperor fent thither two Captaines, bro¬ 
thers, with lome companies of louldiers. Thefe being arriued, and the Imperialifts perfifting 
In their bi»Iding,an d the Perfians in hindering the famejthey came to fight a battaile,wher in the 
Imperialms being fewer in number, were by the Perfians defeated and ouerthrown, and many 
were flame, others were carried away captiues, and the building was laid.leucll with the earth. 

. . A ^ ynderfioodofthisouerthrowj he prefently made Be l isar. iys Gc- 

GeMrlf'r 4 ?* ftera .v? .‘ lls rprfCSintheEaftj who as a wife and valiant man, with all expedition raifedave* 
thfpetim. jy tnl ^htteArmie*.and taking him another Captain caled Hbhmogb n d s (whom the 
Emperor wirh a goodfuppjiehad fent vnto him) he took his way towards the Cilid of Dar^ 
at that time was the frontier of the Perfians j where began a cruell warre 
" ■ - • \ . betweene 
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beween the one and thcother Nation. But as Ivjtini.n, fecking to implov his timein 
lccoucnngfomeothcr Prouinces which the Empire had loft,defiled peace with the Perfians 
he fent an Ambafladorcalled Rvptnvs, toCavApas Kingof Pirtii, to Beat of a peace 
(ifvpon honourable conditionsit might be concluded;. ■ f 

This Ambaflador being comn into the Borders where the King w ilS) before that hee was to 
cometo his Court certain motions were madeofpeace: and as they treated thereof thelm- 
ptiiall Generals weregiuen to vndcrftandjthat rhe Perfian Army came tofeek them and was 
within half a dales journey, and had for Generali thereof a great man called P e r. o i a s,who 
wasa Mirranes 5 which was the name of a Magiftrate, of great dignity and authority in Perfia ■ 
Whereupon B uiiauts fet his troops in order-and rhe two Camps came to lodge neet 
one to the other: and fothey continued the fpace of two or three daies, ranging themfelues d* 
uety day m order of batcell - either partie expecting when the other lhould charge. Vpon one 
pi thofe daies certain Archers of the one and other fide begannetoskirmifli: whereupon the 
fquadrons moued and brake the one vpon the other j and fought in fuch manner, that it was a 
very cruel land a bloudy battell, which lafted till necr night: wherein the Romans in the right 
wing had the woi fc, and thebetter in the left • and euery Captain did his beft to obtain the vic¬ 
tory-but in the end the Romans preuiiiled, and made great daughter of their enemies* and 

Pbro z a s the Mirranes e/caped by flight. . 

Beiixarits, hauing obtained this notable victory, within fewe daies after recouered 
feme places in Mefopotmia , which the Perfians had vfurped j wherein alfo paiTed fundi v d >ubN 
full confines and encounters. In the Kingdome of ^rmema^ wherein the Perfians held many 
places, S i r t a s being Generally and Dorothbvs Prctor, the warres were followed 
with the like good fortune .and the Imperiall Army, obtaining vi&ory, recouered moftp'art of 
what was loft. The wars ftanding in thefe tearms, and kindled euery where, R v b i n v s (who 
wefaid went Ambafiador to the King of Perfta) vpon fafe conduiftcame to his Court, and had 
many treaties and difeourfes with him * but no peace could bee concluded : and C a v a d a s 
refoluing to profecute the warres anew, to bee fatisfied for the loftes w hich h is people had i e- 
ceiued 5 by the eounfell of A t a m a n d b r, a valiant ould Captain of his (who in times paft 
nadgotten many viiftories againft the Romans) hemade EiaiJeth a, Generali of hisArniie, 
a man both valiant and of great experiencc,and a Perfian borm With'Whom, B a l i sari vs, 
together with S it t as the other Generali, after fome encounters, came to a battelL which 
was one of the cruelleft and greateft of all that hapned in thofe warij; 5 

Thisbatteil was fought neer to the Kiuer Euphrates, and much againft theopinion ofB si i- 
SAR i Vs J Who, knowing that the enemie had the aduantage, would not hauefought i but his 
troops againft his will prepared themfelues. Whereupon he , 1 fe’dhg their refolution, mat lhald 
and encouraged them againft the Perfians, which were already in order. And the figlif began 
wirhfogreat fury and obftinacieon both fides, that for rhegreateft part of the day it appeared 
nor whether parry (hould haue the vieftory jvntill fuch time as the Imperialifts, beingvnablea- 
ny longer to endure the toil therof, for they were failing, being Eafter Euen (Chriftians of our 
Age may fee how inuiolably falling daies were obferued in thofe rimes) they disbanded,and 
began to fcatter. Whereupon the Perfian horfemen charged B * 11 z ar i v s his hoile-troops 
uuth fuch force, that the Romans brake, and began to flee, andthc like did the other fquadrons 
ot foot. Which when Bblizarivs perceiued, after that'lkx? had vfed all means to ftay 
them,and to haue renewed the Fight,and could not preuail, hee alighted from Itistefe, and 
placed lumfclf in a fquadron of footmen, which kept together whole and vnbroken } and, En¬ 
couraging them with his prefence, they all refolued rather tody than ro be ouerthrowne. Add 
P * ^ B ¥ .« A ‘ and the Perfians, which followed'the chace of thofe which fled, feeing that 
iquadron to remain whole,returned with great fury,thinking eafily to haue had die execution 
of them ibut they failed of their purpofe, for they kept themfelues fo clofeTogecher.Thatthey 
Eould notbe broken * and fought fo valiantly, that they did tlie Perfians more harm than they 
reoemed from them v and fo til night held their ground s and kept themfelues in fuch ofderjthat 

r r b t h A and his men were fain to leaue them: but they had the ranfacking of their tents, 
a P '|9 returned to their Camp. Bel i-s arivs in very good order withdrew himlelftoalit- 
tleUmd, which the riuer Euphrates maketh in that place •, whither the greateft paw of his fouldi- 
ers which fled, were already retired. And there tbenext day he again fet himfelf in order, and 
gatnered together his fouldiers: but the Perfians, houlding themfelues for victorious,' had the 
poii or theField. After this journey Ezaretha remoued his Camp to another quarter ;

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for, there hee had receiucd greaterIoffethan Bhiia arivs 5 mfomuchthat C a vadas 
King of vndcrftanding what number ofmen were loft in that battell, held not hitufelfe 

contents nor for well ferued in that victory. And dyinglhortly after,his fonne Cos 10 usfuc- 
CauadasK^ ceeded him in his Kingdome: with whom, after many embalfiesand treaties, a peace was con- 
SwCoSs eluded ♦ and BatisARivs reconquered other Countries, which other nations held in the 
fucdcdtJ, Eaft. Thus much honoured and victorious, being fent for by the Emperor I v s t i n i a n f or 
the warres in ejtfrm, Sittas remaining Generali, he came to Conftminople j where he was 
receiued in triumph with great/blemnityv 

.j rt4Humuh This being paft, within fewe daies after there fell fo great an vprore andtumult in the City of 

ht conjOttuin^u Conjlantirtopk, that it was likely to haue gone ill with Iv.&tinianvs : for, this tumult in the 
beginning, growing from the factions of the common people, came to that point 3 that I p a r r- 
vs and Pomp by brethren, the chief men of that City, with the fauour of the people which 
took their part, rhey being the Empe ror A n a s t a $ i v s lifters fonnes, rebelled againft I v. 
JptthisnhiUJ s t i n i an ♦ and Ipat i v s took the Enfignesand nam e of Emperor: and the wane wasfo 
, cruel! within the City,that 30 thousand pcrlons were fiain.But in theend Ipa t 1 v s was taken 
and flain, and Ivs t i n i a n’s troops remained vigors : wherein Bblxsarivs did him 
great feruiceaboue all others. Afterwards (punching fuch as were offenders, and con Asking 
their goods) the confpiracies and troubles were all appealed 5 and Ivstinian liued more 
in peace,and in better eftimation, than euer before. But foon after followed the wars of Afm- } 
tbeoccafion whereof grew through thediffenfion between Gensericvs his nephews, the 
firft King of the Vandals that euer raigned in ^Africa, which hapn ed after this manner; Y t d g. 
'iheotufmof * 1 c v *> one nephewes of G a N s e r i c v s, fucceeding in that Kingdome, becing in 
ikeetnquefiof , contention with another who was his cofin germane, and nephew alfoto G b n s b r 1 c vs, 
whofe name was Guimjr : both which pretended to hauetitle to the Kingdome, vpon 
tlxrctf, t>KW£ what occaAon for breuity I will omit* This Yl per icv s grew to be Co negligent, that Gi* 
11 m: a r. (who was both wife and valiant) took him prifoner, and againft all reafonmade him- 
felf King and Lord of all t ^Africa • vnder this title, that the other was vncapable and inefficient 
' for thegbuernment. Wherewith the Emperor Ivstinian was very muchdilplealed : for 
before.thathewasEmperqr he heldfriendihipwith Yl dui cvs, who was now depriued 
, ofhis Kingdome./Whereupon, after that he had required Gn imbr byhisAmbaftadours 
to renderthe Kingdome to hiscoufin Yiosbicv s, which he refilled to perform, hee re* 
lolued to make a conqueft of the Kingdome&of Africa , and rigged a mighty Nauy, and fent his 
NobleiGeneral) B.h 11 s ab ivs vpon that feruice-and to that effect commanded a great an 
B clirarlu* we»* .my tobeleuied : ; \vith which B e n s a a 1 v s embarking himfelf, accompanied with many

Callie out, an <J take the Field againft Bblisarivs, and at a certain time appointed Ihould 
fight with him • for.fiat he at the lame Inftant would charge him in the Areregard. Hee fent 
another Captain all the day long to trouble him on.theone fide, and to tire his people with 
continual! alarms. To be brief, there palled many things in that journey worthy to bee noted <* 
andj coming neer to the pity of Carthage , Amata, beginning to fight at fuch time as his bro* 
therhad appointed, was flain by Bbluari v s his Vaunguard: And G1111^ b R.without 
Jiauing intelligence thereof, with his troops fo refolutcly charged in the Arereguard, that the 
Tmperialifts began to retire in fuch manner,that if Guimu had not made an Alt (as Pao- 
eopivi affirms) that day he had gotten the vi&ory.But when it was told him that his brother 
was dead, heeaufedhis troops to {land. And Beusarivs his Ibuldicrs, vndcrftanding of 
the good fuocefte of their Auantguard, which was farre before them, being by him animated 
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which cfcapcd fiomthtfbatteif,ftraggledintodiuetfcparts: vpon which.greater'execution tiiii-nr-r 
had been done, if night had not ouCrtaken them. 5 wowr/h,™* 

Thenext day after this battell, Bbliiarivs marched With his Amiie towards the CirV 
of C4nbnn ; where hee al nued in the euening,ohd found no rifflfauce 5 for, they opened their 
polls, and made grehV lights to hauereceiued him: but he would not by night com e iritO an e- 
nemies City, leauing it Vtitill the next day, and then entred With great quiernes, without any BeMriu* 
fpoil or murder committed by any of his fouldiers 5 he hauingfo commanded j for, hfs ftuthori- tnJ , <mha e 
tyand reputation was.fuch that no man durft doo the contrary, the Vandals, which were in 
embage.

Being come to Carthage , for the full accomplishment of his vitaie,he fent a Captaineto 
take the Ifle of Sardinia, and fent other Capraines into Mauritania, and into diuers other parr sj n 
all which he had mod happy fuccefle: for the Vandales in all places (for the mod part) were il( 
Beiifarhs tt>u beloued* So as in little more then foure moneths, Belijariys reconquered all 
MtrcdAiU- a f t c r t h at the Empire had loft the fame thefpace offourefcore and Exteene yeeres. And 

mmbenfwe truely it was a wondcrfull thing .• for all that people were Arrian hereticks, and for fuch the 
montthty vthith f ame Ivstinian recordeth them, in h is bookc de officio Pretoris : wherein although that he 
faith, that there.were one hundred and fiftieyeeres expired after that ^Afrita wasloft, it doth 
mtey px yttrs. not therefore gain/ay the ninety and fix, as I haue reported; for that was written nine yeersaf.

And fo B e li s ar iyj 
m Beiifavius, ended his victories and enterprifcs: which truely was an admirable thing,and wortjiic of great 
confideration, if wecall to mindethe valour and power of thofe Vandales,. and rhe.great vido- 
ries which they had obtained againft the Romanes, of which wehauctouchedfome. Bel 
s ar.iv s presently fent to giue the Emperor Ivst.ini an notice of the fuccefie and iftueof 
the warres, and to intreate him to giue him leaue to make his repaire vnto him, andjto bring 
G i l i m s r with him. Whereto I v s .t i n i a n anfwei;ed, that he fiiould doe therein what 
beftpleafed him, either to continue in the gouernment of 4 fried, or to repaire to him at bis 
pleaiure. But Bsu jarivs to cleere himfclfe of certaine whifpering muttering}, 
vnjuftly railed againft him, chofo rather tpgoc to Cmfiantmfa and left S a t puq n be 
Belifariui U)t fore named for Generali and Gouemor of ^/r/w,with agoodpart of his! Armie • who after 
Salomon^- wards had wars with the Maurufij. which rebelled, and he fubdued, although with great 
JET*- gcr and trouble. 

Bblisarivs followed his iourney, leading with him the King at\d. mapy 9f [lis Icindred 
men and women prifoners, with infiniteiewels, treafureand riches, which was thegreatefhnd 
beft part of all thktthe Vandales had ftolne from Rome,Spme, Africa, and other Piotiinccs* in 
Bdifwius his almoft a hundred yeers before. Being come to Conftantimple, the Emperour commanded Bim 
triumph, to be receiued in triumph,with all the ceremonies and fpleninities, which theRomane f Confulj 

in old time, and the Emperors afterwards triumphed fo kerne, , • 

TheHiftorieof Iv st iniah muft ofnecefiitic be longer then that of many other Erape 
rorsj as well for that he raigned a long time, as alfo for that the accidents which hapned in his 
timej were great and famous, and the feates of Aivncs done in that time, noble and excellent; 
wherefore it /hall not be fit to forbeare to make.mention thereof. I doe alfo knovv, and (asl 
thinkc) haue faid it, that Readers take pleafinc jnreadfog of great battailes, ftrange aduentures, 

1 y conqueftsofcountries,andalterationsoflvjngdomesapdeftates: wherefore the Hiftories of 
x; , peaceable Princes, and of happy times, vvfthput warres and dilafters, are nothing fo pleafing^s 
are.thofe which treate of (laughters, mines pf eftates, alterations of kingdomes, notable vi&o 
ries, fofurreCHons, fa&ions, tumults, rebellions, and finally great accidents whether good or e 
uiir .-for which reafon fabulous bookes are read, and doe commonly giue content , for that 
they kill and cut in peeces thoufands of men^ batter Cities,3nd faine things in a manner impofli- 
ble. Herein, following the aduice of Horac b, I haue determined to take care, as well to 
pleafe, as to profit the Reader (when I may) with the truth* relating fometimes the great deeds

B b l i s a r i v s, leauing a good guard and garrifon in Naples y marched with his Armie to¬ 
wards Rome • where the inhabitants knowing of his comming.', refolued that they would not 
Rand vpon "heir defence, but opened the ports&let him in : and they fo agreed together,as the 
Gothes could not hinder it, but held it their beft courfe to be gone. And it fo hapned, that in 
oneday, and at one inftant, Bbusarive entred at one port,and they {allied out at another. Bc k farh >«fn: 
Who after that he* had made a mod excellent (peech to the Senate, and encouraged ™ 
them to embrace their iibertie, he prefently applied himfelfe to repaire the wallesand to

With thi$ Armie he began to march towards Rome, wherein Belisarivs was • but ”p 
not with any fuch force as might fuffice to taker he field, or to fight with fo great an enemie. W>. 
Whereupon King Vi t i g b s ( nothing doubting ofthe vi&orie) grew fo proud, as he not 
onely tooke care that Belisarivs fhould not flie and abandon Italiejont by the way he euer 
asked, whet her Belisarivs were fled or no : and reioyced infinitly when it was told him 
that he fortified himfelfe in Rame^ and that it feemed, be meant to abide his comming. But the 
valiant Belisarivs was fa ire from that which Vitigbs fuppofed, for he was refolued 
rather tp diejthcn to abandon what he had gotten. But feeing his final! power, in l’efpett of his 
jlduevfarie,hefentto Blsssvs and Constantianvs, Capraines which hee had Cent 
into thofe marches, that they fliould prefently returne to Rome with their troupes, where hee 
was with liis,and had fortified and furnifhed thecicie; with a refolution to defend the fame,and 
toftoppethe enemie, if he purpofed to goe forwards, to recouer what he had gotten in Campd- 
m, Pulia, and Calabria. But Vitiohs held on his way dire&ly towards Rome , imagining 
that it could not be held: and at his arriuall there happened fo great an accident, that although 
I know it will fomewhat detaine me, yet I will deferibe it. 

Belisarivs, ata bridge oucr the riuet Tiber , about a mile from Rome where Vit i- Vitigistnard * 
©e s fliould pafie, had caufed two very ftrong towers to bee built, and placed therein a very ‘mZZtnfh 
good guard to entertain the enemie: but V i t i o e s being comn with his Armie, thofe that KfaS. 
hadtheguard at the bridge, one night were in fuch fear, that without any fight they prefently 
gaue vp the place • and the fame night Vitiges began to pafie ouer a great part of his Ar¬ 
my. The next morning, Belisarivs, fufpe&ing no fuch matter, Tallied forth of Rome «s

Hehadwarret with the Perfim, 
Atf they were foone ended, and he particularly applied himfclfe to the affaires of Italy, which 
'Lf &I for the Empire was governed by Narfes .•JV,Iuftini« the Eafl, gaue himfelfe to fleafurt 
andfenfnalitic, This NarCesfauingto his great glory performed many worthie enterprifa 
So'ajT was ill rewarded by luftin, and his wife Sophia : But tht ininriet done vnto him were tk 
occa f m 0 f jo great miftrietjospoore Italy jhattemr fane ctmfe to lament them. For Naifw 
calling Alboin us Kingof the Lougobards into Italy, and afterwards defiring to haue flayed thtm (when bee cedi 
not) hee was the caufc of the mine thereof : For they made themfelttes Lords of the great eft part thereof end 
foffeffedthe fame alone two hundredyeeres. Its time of which warre, luftin died of the Gowte, when hee hti 
raigntdclcHcttyecnt, , 

■ T was fo hard a matter to abbreuiate,and to relate,theac- 
cidents happened in the time of the Emperour I m i- 
nianj and I was lb much troubled therewith, they 
were fo many and fo notable, that I doe not onely feelc 
m y felfe eafed of that burthen, and doe likewife reioyce 
in that I haue brought chat worke to an end, but am alio 
of opinion that from henceforth I flial be ieife troubled:

• , This forme ofgOueinempt being eftabh’ftied,and Alb o in v s i kitig of the Longobarda 
being in a readineffe to take his iourney towards/^,.it.fol]owed that Pope Iohn the third, 
with .thegenerall confent ofall$heRoman people*, whoinfinircly loued N ui as, went 
from Rtweto Nagles, where he then was i and perffrading him to returne to Rome , preuailed fo 
much as he brought,him with him, where he was receiucd with great loue and ioy, they pre¬ 
tending to protefflthim, and to.keepehim thereamongft them. Whereupon N a r s » s re. 
pented that eucr he bad called ;A-r ii o i N 1 v s, and againe wrote ro him, to rakeno care to come 
into Italy, alleaglng many difficulties. But as A l b o i n vs was refolued, and knew the fmall 
force that was in Italy, with thegouernement- of Lonoinvs, and the little diferetion and 
care of the Emperor 1 y si i n, he would not be diflwaded from his intended enterprife, but 
hafteped his combing. Before which, Naksss died in Rome, where he left great treafurc 
hidden, which afterwards was found ; and his bodie was carried to ConjtamiMple, And at the 
lame time died Pope I o h n who brought him from Naples. 

-Kip g A l b oin v s departing With a great ArmieofLon gobards from Hmgary,to gethcc 
with^a great number ofSaxons and other Nations which he had leuicd^ and were ioyned with 
In'm* through the defirethey had to dwell in lutlit, all which might amount to the number of 
two hundred thoufand men, with their wiues,children,heards of Catrell.and moueablegoods, 
ftich asthey could carrie, would not abandon Httngarie, but left the Hunnes, Which liued in that 
coumric.and were the remainder of the great Armieof the fierce King Arm a (ofwhom 
heretofore we haue made much mention) to guard it. Which Hunnes (as the Longobardj 
profpered well in /w/«)rcmained owners and pofleflors ofthe countrie,which after their name 
isnpwcalled whichbeforewascalled/^ww,asfomefay .yetfome others affirm 

(as is before noted) that a certaine people called came,from the frozen fea, and togc- 

ther with them the Hunnes dwelt in Pmmni*, and fo after thefe two Nations it was called/^ 
gary. But howfoeuer it was, vntill this day it is fo called, and the fucceflbrs of the Hunnes haue 
pofTefTcd it, and valiantly defended the feme againft the Infidels, vntill our time, that for 
our finnes S o t i m a n the TurfcifhEmperour tookethegreateft part thereof. 

A t b o i n v s palling with his Armie towards Italy, came into that Prouince which now 
is called Pmli: where he tooke many Cities, and vfed no fmall cruelty, and much more would 
hauedope, if he had notbcenc fo mewhat pacified by the prayers and intreaties of P a v i the 
patriarch of Aquileia, and of F blix Bifhopof Treuigi. But being defirous to enter further 
into Jtalie, and toleauethat to fafekeeping which he had gotten, heleft therein for gouernout 
and to guard the paflages into thofe countries, a valiant Captaine which was his Nephew cal¬ 
led S f svlph vs ,and he proceeded in his journey : It was the will of God, that hee found 
fmall refiftance in/w/^,foritwasthenaffli«fted,both with famine and peftilence. By reafon 
whereof jLongin vs, theGouernorandExai'chbeforenamed,wasnotofpowertoleuiea* 
ny fufficient Armie to fight with A i. b o i n v s, and therefore held himfelfe in Rauem, where 
lie drew together the beft men and the greateft number he was able, with a refolution to make 
frontier^wmes by fovdfyingthe Townes, and putting good Garriions in them 5 which hee 
principally did in Cefarea, which at that time was a very noble Citie, ncere to Rauenna , whither 
he dr.pyv the great eft number of fouldiers he could poifibly leuie, and foitifyed Palma, and 
therein pur a Garrjfon, which is now called Padciia, and is v/jder the gduemmentof the Vene¬ 
tians.; Thc.likef)cc)id by Crcmonaand Mantua,ax\d mother ofthe ft rongeft Cities, imagining 
ifhe # couWhoIdthofecountries, Alboinvs wouldpairenofurther 5 andifhedid,henioul(l 


be greatly anoyed by them in his Ariereguard- Which was no ill deuice, if in that Prouince 
there had becnc any Armie to haue made Head againft Alboinvs and his forces inthe field.

KIV S. In the gcnerall euatc of the Empire »hc cuer maintained iufticc , and raisned valiantlie. 

and alitlieproumceswhichthe Empire held in Afu and in Europe, peaceably obeyed 
him. But die wan cs in //.fo againft theLombards, andin thcEaft againft the Perfians. didput 
him to much care and trouble. In the war res of Perfuhee had good fucceffe.whereofweewiU 
hrftfpeakebriefly. ForasfooneasT came to die Empire, hee fent his Arnblb - 
dors to King Hosmisda, to conhtme the peace in fuch manner as his predteeflors held

Hormisda faued himfelf by flight. and therein were taken the gteateft and richeft fpbiles ZZZnZu. 
that euer were gotten fromfche Perfians: all which were giuen to the men of warre, excepting 
the Kings treafure, and the veflell of gOldand filuer for his feraice h which ; (as Pa v t y s . b 1- 
a c 0 n v s. feith) was carried to Ti b„e r i v s in CMjlantiuople vpon twenty! Elephants (which 
had not other loading) with a great number of prifoners j to iwhom the Emperor commanded 
rich; and gallant apparel! to be giuen, and then to. beiet at liberty, to return to their Couhtrey. 

And in the mean time the Impcriall Armie entred.t he Countries fubjcCt to the Perfians- and, 
burning and fpoiling the fame, returned with vi&orie. But within a fmalftime after, H or- 
mis ha leuied the greateft forces that he was able, and made a very valiant and expert man of 
warre, Generali thereof* for, by reafon of his laftouerthrowe, hee made a law, that the Kings 
of Perjia tfiou Id ncuer be prefent in any battell ; and fo hee again renewed the warre againft the - 
Empire, to recouer his loft honour.' ‘ Againft whom the Emperor fent a new Generali, a vali¬ 
ant and wife Earle named Mavrics, who afterwards was Emperor j who with the like good Maurice 
fortune fought to fight with the Perfians: and; leuying infinirenumbers offouldiers on either Grnm Uwn& 
fide, they fought a great part of the day, vntill that, after m;my thoufands of the one and other tb ' VeT ( ms ' 
fide were flfn, the vitiorie ihewed it felf to be of M a v r t c u his (ide .: and he recouered ccr- A i wt i ^ (re .

Sothat^<asAu.thovs affirm) if 
Clip h i s had litied but a little While longeV;hehad made himfelf Lord offkome ^nd Reiuen- 
w, which were the two eyes andfdrfrtiles of all July. But his defignes were .made fruftrare by 
death, like to other Kings and Captains, who hauc been a s great and greater ifian tuCr hee was * 
whofe death was praftiled by the treafon of his ovvne people. After his deceafe the Lombards 
would neither chufe nor haue any/tnore Kings at that time: but thereardfe tbirty principal! thirty tpmt 
men,or,(to fpeakmore properIy)thirtytyrams 3who inuefted themfclucsinthirtyof the beft oftneu^dt 
Towns which they held in Italic* Andfo euery of them gouemcdhisTown and the Territorie 
thereof.

Lombards : but we cannot certainly fay, whether at this time or afterwards. Yet Rauema held 
for the Empire, and fomeorher ftrong HouldsAeeMntoit j which, throughthe wifdome and 
fotcfightofL o n hi nt v s, were defended.- Another £ alfo held for the -Empire of either fide 
ofrlveriuerof Pe } Como^Cremw, and rcrcclli; andthe tombardi at this 

time had all theTeft. Thus the wan^e was managed on either fide with great cruelty r for, the 
Lombards as they were barbarouS^and had nof yet well rcceiued the faith of C h r r s f, robd 
and fpoiPd all jalWell facred as proftme, without;any difference,Whereto,befides what is alrea- 
dy /aid, .this was a great iprrheranefythat in the time of this combuftiori T ib s r i v s fbll fo 
fbrely fick,tfiat he could hot apply himfelf rq.the gouernmenc of the Empire; and his infirmity 
neuer left him till he died; Wherefote theRoraansyopprefled by the Longobards,modoned a 
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The death of 
Tibcriui. 
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treatipdf peace* an datruce was concluded betweene them fora certain time. } Which truce’ 
the Lombards graunted^fbr that the kings of Prance (wherein at that time raigned three bro. 
thers) being much grieued to fee the Lombards growne fo mightie in Italy, fent a great Army 
againft them, which'was already enrred Lombardy. Arid they alfo the more willingly grated 
thetruc^ for thatthtfSfljtons, which vntill then had aided them in their warres, had now left 
them jtndvyerc returned. Tib erivs being f?ck in Confamineplc ( as we (aid) as a good 
Empefour defirotis as well to prouide for the time to come, as he tad done for the prefent and 
part5 nominatedfdr> C^sar and Iiisfiicccfforhisfonneinlaw M-lv rich. And afterwards 
iea'uingall the Empire entire and in peace,as heinherited the/ame (the (iate of italic onely ex¬ 
cept) in thlffcucnth.yeere of hisvaigne (although feme fay lefTe) he died, in the yeere of our 
Lord, fiue hundred fourefcore and Hue* and after fome others, Hue hundred fourefcore and 
ninei Ffis’dcath was much lamented by all eftates, for his great vertue and integritie, rtndfor 
that he was liberall and bountifull to all men.

Thefe cwogreat Caprainesand Armies came fo ncere together,that both partiesde/ired to 
glue bat^ile, wherein they fought fo obflinately, as it was one of the tnoft cruell battailes in the 
World; and both the one and other partie fought with fuch obftinacie and courage, that it la* ■ 
fted thegreateft part of the day, but the Perfians were ouerthrowne j not for that they were tyr 
therdireburaged or ranneaway, but for that they werealmoftall flaine.

Aqd to this his diflike was ioyned the trouble which the Slauons ,who came to his enemies 
aide, did put him to ; for C a y a n v s the fierce and proud King of the Auares (the Slauons 
and their king M v * a c i v s being come into Germany) ioyned his forces with his enemies.and 
fome Frenchmen came alfo to them, and entred the bounds of the Empire. TheEmperorfenc 
againft them one Priscv s, a captaine ofgreat account, with a mightic Arm ie , to flop their 
paffage ouer the riuer ljler , now called Dantttous • who wan ed fo aduifedly and with fo great 
Mufacius Ki»£ valour and difcretion,as molt times that he fought with them he obtained the viftoric. And one 
utnfrSt night hegauethcSiauonvaCamizado, and tooktheir King. Mv s a c i v s pritoncr, arid flew 
bjVtSL, oe- a great humber of them*. There afterwards happened many things in that wane, which would

, After all this, C a y a n v s with his Auares and Slauons entred D/tlmatiajknd did great harme 

diTihe iS. robbing and fpoiling many towiicstherc. But Prijgvs comming to relieuc them, hereti 
v ‘ red to his lofic,and altving his courfe took his way towards Thmhi and marching without toy, 
came within few dates iourney ofconflMtMple. And as the report and fearers vfually greater 
then the daunger, fo hee drake fo great a terror into the citizens of Ctnfiamittopky as thy 
were ofthe minde to haue abandoned the citie, and to haue parted ouer that arrae of theSeaitv 
to 4fid, as the Annales of Conftmmplt doe teftifie. But the Emperor Mavrics ( as in truth 
he was valiant) commandedall the peopleto be.put in Armes^an^thegates ofthe citie to bee

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Hcedicdin the 63. yeere of his age, and thetwentith of his raigne,ahd in the yeere of our 
Lord ( after moft writers ) 60$. Some write that when he fled from Cenfim'mopU, he ftnt his 
Conne T h b o d o s i v s to the King of Perfidy there to be kept, and chat afterwards he was deli- 
uered into the power of P H o c a s. And foendedand was cxtinguilhed the whole houfe and 
linage of the Emperour Mavricii. There were alfo put to death,by Ph o cAshiscommati- 
dement, the Emperors brother, Pete r, and other principal! men. In the time ofthis Empe- 
rourthere were wanes betweene the Kings of SPaitte,and France, and betweene the Saxons and 
theSueuians, betvveene the French and the Auares, and fome others: which for that they 
concerne not my hiftorie,I omit. In this time alfo the Turkesbegan to be knowne in the world* 
for it is found written,that they made warres in otf/ia againft the Perfians. Then alfo beganthc 
name of the Bulgarians to bee knowne in Burnt, a fierce people, ofwhom wee will fpeafce 
hereafter. r 
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Fter the manner as I haue before declared, was the Emperor 
Mavrich put to death: who,as he was valiant, wife,and 
venturous in the wars, if he had bin bountifull and liberal!, 
hee had been accounted for a good Prince, and had longer 
enioyed the Empire. For all authors affirme,his couetoufi 
ncs and {paring to hauc bin the caufc of his death, Imcane 
of his corporall death: for the waies and judgements of the 
Lord are vnfearchable and incomprehenfible. And to fay 
the truth, couetoufnes is one of the moft dangerousand 
hiitefiill vices wherewith a Prince can be infetted : for be* 
fides that itmaketh him ill beloued and odious to his fub- 
iofts, itis the fountain e and roots of greater euills in thofc 
which are rich and mightie: for from thence grow violen¬ 
ces, wrongs, rapine, briberie, extortion, crueltie, intolera¬ 
ble taxes, and impofttions, no reward for feruicc, condemning the innocent,abfoluitig the guii- 
tie for money, coueting other mens goods, Vniuftwarre,and fhamefull peace. Finally,in Kings 
and Potentates couetoufnes is the mother ofall euills,and a vice which makerh their raigneand 
gouernment fhortand miferable, as may be prooued by many examples. And to the contrar/V, 
liberalitie hath been the occafion that many (notwithftanding that they were wicked ) raigned 
longer then others. And forafmuch as I haue not time to make any long digreflion, I conclude 
that the couetoufnes and miferable lj>aring of the Emperour Mavrics, made P » o c a j fo 
mightie, as to be able to bereaue him both of his Empire and life. And the fame vice was after- 
wards the caufe of bis death alfo: as we will (hewyou, as fo one as tve (hall haue related what 
happened in the Empire. When the Emperour May*, ice was dead, there was none that 


durft lift vp his hand againft Phoca s, and therefore he was generally obeyed of all men (ex¬ 
cepting N a R s h s .the generall commander in the Eaft,before named.) ThisN arses when 
he vnderftood that Phoca s had caufed Mavricb to bceflaine, he with an Aimie went 
jntoacitieof Arabia, called Edijfit • witharefolution to yeeld him no obedience, but with the 
jide of the Perfians to make himfelfeftrong againft him. 

But P hoc a s was crowned in Conflantinople by the Patriarch thereof with great folemni- 
tie, and great ioy and gladnes of the people, who are euer defirous of innovations: And as they 
fudden/y de/ire them, fo they as fuddenly abhor them. And the like happened in Rme vpon 
the newcsofhis election: for the Romanes hated Mavric e, for the enmitie betweene him 
and the Pope whom they loued. As fo one as Pope Grhgorib vnderftood that Phocas 
wasmadcEmperor, he wrote vnto him a notable epiftle,which vntill this day is extant; where¬ 
in he admonifhed and counfclleth him what he ought to doe, to be a perfett Emperor. 

Thcfirft thing that Pho cas did, was to lend into all the prouinces and nations of the 
Empire, priuiledges, exemptions and kind letters, with new garrifons and fouldiers where need 
required: all which he did with fuch expedition and in fo good order, that he made himfelf© 
well beloued ofhisfubie&s, and relpefted and feared by (hangers: but both in the one and in 
the other it continued but fhortfpace. And to Gurmanvs who was Preto.r and gouernor 
in the Eaft, he lent commandement prefently to goe and befiege Narsbs who rebelled a- 
gainft him. In the mcane feafon, Agisvlphvs King of the Lombards(who in the tr ouble- 
fome time wherein Phocas was chofen, and before his election, had taken the cities of Cre <* 
mna, uMantua, and yoltnrnia ,and therein had done irreparable harmes, afvvell in the walles and 
buildings of the citie,as among the citizens, the inhabitants, and their goods ) for feare of the 
nevvEmperor concluded a truce with Sw a r a o d v s the Exarch, and with Pope Grego- 
rI B^and with all Italy, for one ycere. And from thenceforth to be the better able to Hue in fe- 
curity,he fought to match hiseldeft fon Adoaldvs with the daughter of Thhodober- 
r v s King of Frame. And FoPhocaj raigned in great profperitie the firftyeere; vntill hee 
began to difeouer his bale condition,and little worth,together with his extreame couetoufnes, 
and negligence in all things, by mcanes whereof he became little regarded and efteemed by all 
men,whereof enfued warres and troubles. In the fccond ycere of his raigne died Pope G r h- 
gorie, and Sabinianvs fucceeded him, who alfo tooke truce for another yeere with 
Agisvlphvs, whichwasafterwardsproIongedforotherthrecyeevesmore^yAmbafla- 
dorsfentby A gi svlphv stotheEmperorPHocA s. And in the fccond yeere alfo of the ; 

nigneof Phocas , began the warre againft the Perfians, which in all mens judgement was 
leaft to be feared, confidering how greatly Cosrobs King of Per fit , ftoode bound to the (r l mi * 
Emperor Mavrice, and to the Empire, for reftoring him to his kingdome. The'caufc of 
ofthis wan e is written fo diuerfly,that I therefore leaue to fetit downe: in thebeginning wher- 
of, G e r m a n v s the Generali in the Eaft, leuied an Armie to make head againft him, and they 
fought a battaile, wherein Germanvs was ouerthrownc,and the greateft part of the Impe¬ 
rial! Armie fiaine: he being wounded efcaped by flight, find within eleuen daies died thereof.’ 

When Phocas vndefftoode ofthis Ioffe, he then graunted the peace, which wefpake of, to 
the Lombards, and procured the like with the Bauares,with the Hunn es, arid With thtSlauohs. 

With great diligence and little diferetion, he fent thegreateft part of his power into Syria , for 
the wanes in the Eaft, vnder the condu<ft of very good Captaines --and commanded L ho' n cr- 
v s, and M a gn at b s, who were two of them, to make warre Ypon N a k s e s j who ypon 
the faith and fecuriticgiuen vnto him yeelded himfelfe: but P ri ocas breaking his faith and p^ ocas 
promife, made him moft cruelly fo beburnt. His Armie in the Eaft had yet another battaile mglwfath 
with C 0 s r. o e s, and was againe ouerthrowhe with great difhonolu* and confufion. Whileft ^NarCc?. 
the Emperors Captaines loft thefe battailes, there grew very great turn ultsaridfoiftions in Cm- w e m,t ' 
jlmmple, and in many other cities in ejifi 4 j which role of very light and friuolous occafions. 

Which were,that as inauntient time,in Rome ,and afterwards in ConJianiinopU,they vfed eertaine 
fportsand games of running with chariots, and on horfe backe, after a kindeof turneying y as 
heretofore in the life of D omic r an vs we haue declared: (o nowfbmedothing themfelties 
in grecne, and others in gray, the common people which faw the fame (as their manner is) af- 
feftedfome the one colour, and fome the other; and this fo much encreafed, that (as in times, 
paft'there had been great fcandales, and murthers done vponthe like occafions) fo itpleqfed. 

God to permit, that in the time of P h 0 c a s, the matter grew to that extremitie, as there were 
infinite (laughters and murthers committed, in Syria, in Egypt, in GrMtA, and in many other pro- 
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uinces .• which the Emperor by his letters and commandemems was not able to pi-ciienTl^ 
notwithstanding that he was very crucll, and did wrongfully put many to death - yet was the 
fmall account made of him - for all men knew the bafenes of his mind,and his difordinate vice* 
arid couetoufnes , and how that he applied himfelfe to nothing, but to his pleafure atnon°ft 
men, and to fceke new meanes to encreafe his tributes, andtoheapevp money : by^r' 
whereof euery where were tumults^onfufions, and riots • and the princes and nations bonfe 
ring vpon rheEmpire knowing this, determined to feife vpon fach part thereof as they could 
c A Y A N V s with the Bauarians and Hunnes, comming from Noricttm (by them called bJ' 
ria) and from the countries of tfungmc and Jujlri/i . after they had enlarged their teritorie con 
eluded to make warre vpon the Lombards (which was the onely thing that kept the Empire in 
peace) and fighting a battaile with a great Armic,and a Captaine of them, the Bauarians obtai 
ned the viftorie. After which Cayanvs took by force a citie called Forum Inly , which he 
wholly deftroyed, and hauing done much harme and taken great fpoiles in the prouince of n 
***** he returned to his kingdome. Then the Stations who before had made thcmfelues Lords 
of a great part o fillyrimm, in this time took zWlUyricum, and Dalmatia, which now contains s \l 
the coaftand countrey from FmlhoDuraffo.hy them called SlatmiaAn this mcanetime,Co$. 
MfipotamU, f ° ® s King ofParJia was not idle, hut entred with a mightic power inco Mcftpotamia, and tool 
^rmenj^nd it all, and part of Syria, where, in battailes and conflufts, he wholy defeated the legions and Ko 
iXlrwtT’ mane . At ; mic - On the other fide, his men of warre made themfelucs Lords of 
Kcmtmbjtht Cappadocia, and did much huttin.othcrprouincesoftbe Empire. Whileft rhefe things nail'd in 
Ttrfw. thefe parts $ In which of long time (euen fince the death of the Emperour I v stint. 

a N) had been in pcacc,and in the feruicc and obedience of the Empire; Hhacuvs whom 
fomecall Hsraciianvs, who for the Emperor P H o c a s was gouernour thereof,feeb 
his pufillanimitieand cuill gouet nment, began to leaue his feruiceand to doe what beft plead 
himfelfe, without any refpeft or regardeto his decrees or commandements. Andtotheeud 
the mifehiefe (hould be generall, in the citie of Antioch in Soria , the Infidels rofcagainft the 
Chr idians, and flew a great number of them, together with the Patriarch of that citie- vpon 
whom P h o c a 3 commanded great punifhmcnt to be inflicted. Finally, in all the provinces 
there was great 1 dilorder and little iuftice, and thofeprouinces which bordered vpon thecne- 
mics were fpoiled, and a great pan: of them loft. And the matter came to this ifliic, that oneof 
mrdmiUi. thefe two things of neccifitiemuftenfue. which were, that either thcEmpiremuft beremin 
urn 4 *** 9 and wholly loft, orelfe P n o c a s mult die. Whereupon the principal! Captaks, 

F * and his chiefeft friends,fceing it expedient for the common good,and the eftatc of the Empire! 

confpircd againft him,and rcfolueclto kill him. Among which was hisgreateft fauourit Pms- 
evs, who by letters agreed with Heracuvs ( whogouerned Africa and rebel led,and to 
whofe daughter P r i s c v s was maried)to kill him,and make his fonne Heuclivs which 
was his wines brother,Emperor. There were alfo confederates in this treafon(ifit may be/aid 
to be treafon to kill a tyrant and,a traitor) Pat r ki vs, and other principal! men .'And as 
Priscvs wash great credit with P » o c a s , fo he fained to reduce his father in law H * 
r ac livs to his feruicc • and vnder this pretext, hee fii ft brought his brother inlawH hr a- 
c liv s to Constantinople., for a pledge and aflurance of his fathers loyaltie. This treatiewas 

double: for his father was prefently to come to CottfiantimpU , with thp greateft power that hec 
was able to make, vnder colpur to paflfe into AfiA, againft the King of Perfia ; and according to 
this rumor he did fo,and came with a very great Armie, and fuddenly landed in Thracia, which 
coaft is now called Romania. And h is fonne who remained in Conftamimple with the fauonrand 
mcompameof Pr i s c v s, and many others,entred the palace and Hew P h o e a s 5 and then 
•which after him pi efently arriued his father with his. forces, and according to the agreement betvveene them, 
f“ cc f' A ” the H bucmvs was made Emperor,and generally obeied. In the manner of P h o c k s 
r • his death, authors which write thereof make fome difference: but they all concur in this, that 

was Elaine through the confpiracic of the Captaities, and great men before named ; in the 
eight yeerc of his jaigne, and of the incarnation ofour Sauiout C h r i s t fix hundred and ele- 
ueijj without ieauingany fonne to fitccecde him in the Empire.

Hi 
obtained viUorie againfl John Campfinusrf Captain of bis, which rebelled auinfi him, 
a»d made himfelfe a tyrant over part of Italy j by another of hU Captaincs whofe name WOS 
Elutherius, who by rcafon ofthisvitloriegmvfo proud, that he alfo dared to rebelled to

mny countries of the Empire , be made peace with Cofroes/wrtf, who rofe againfl his father, for an iniurie teceined 
frm km which peace was a great helpeto the Empire , and very.hurt full to Cofroes : but by meanes thereof, the 
fomt knauedt he father both of his kingdome and life. In thefe times began the feel of Mahomet, againfl which He- 
raclius m the beginning made no refinance, making »o account thereof: but afterwards be began to feare the fame when 
be mU not fuppreffe it. 7 his Emperour made a great exchange from vertue to vice 5 fa as when he grew old, he be - 
tmefHptrfiitvms , an heretkke, and libidinous,fitting himfelfe to pleafure, as ayotmg man, when it had been more re* 
ejuipte and wore honorable for him to haste lined gravely, as an old man : and took towife n young woman, giving him . 
M' more to car nail delight , then for his jeer es, and the dignhit of Jo might ie an Emperor was fit. Butfallincinto the 
oropjie, he died fuddenly, when be had raigned twentiey ceres. 


S the life and conditions, of Phocas were odious to the world, and his 
raigne fo vnhappieand infortunate, that the Imperial! feeprer and dignity 
was likely to haue wholly falne and to hauc comero ruincjfo all men reioi- 
ced at his death. And lorafmuch as Heraclivs was the adftor and exe¬ 
cutioner thereof, they very peaceably and ioyfully receiued him for Em¬ 
peror 3 who was a man fortunate in the wanes, and obtained many noble 
vitaies, andpoflTefled the Empire many y eeres, although that in the end 
many things happened contrarie, for his finnes and little conftancicin the Chriftian faith: as in 
ms hiitone wowill relate,as briefly as poflibly we may. P h o c a s and thofeof his partie being 
puttodcath Hbracltvs was with great ioy and folemnitie crowned in ConjlantmopU, by 
* r of S B R 01Y s » Patriarch thereof; his father Heraclivs being there pvefenr 
Ri s c v s and other great men, who had bin confederates in the confpiracic againft 
1 o c * s . And vpon the fame day he folemnized his manage with a great Lady,whofe name 
nu 0 x 1 A 5 who afte ™ards in the fecond yeere of his raigne died in childbed 3 of a fonne 
MLoNsrANi'iNB! and he married for hi s fecond wife wifi a neece of his O wne called 

M A R T x N A, v/hich alfo bare him a fonne called H B R A c LIV s. 
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34,0 H E R A C L I V S. 

ThisEmperor Heracliys found the Empire in fuch combuftion, and fo rent in peeces 
HwadiM as ir fecmcd impd^ible rp continue. The affaires ofthe Eaft were in fuch cafe,as wee told you’ 

found the em.- where £0 s a o Bs'ha.d defeated all the armies, and entring into, the Empire, daily tooke 
f,fe% townes’and forts. In the prouince of Arabia Petrea, which bordreth vpon Egypt and ludea, the 

^ time Sarazins rebelled j; with whOmeaccurfed Mahomet afterwards madehimfelfvery mightie. 
Mahomet le- C a y ah v s and -tlie Bauarlans which inhabited Bauarid\ LAufirta and Hmgaric, feeing the 
m'h/”" Emptre.fo weakened , come hup Tbracia , and made wanes there. In iflyrmmm Slamnm , the 

tw * Slauon^w.ere ofgreatpower land in Italy , although there was peace with the Lombards (for 

they wfcb defeated'aha weaken edby the ouei throwcs which they had receiucd from the Baua- 
rians and Slauons) yet there wanted not combudions and tumults : for Phocas before his 
death had bereaued Smaraodvs( oftentimes before named) of his Exarchat and gouem- 

mentpjand had fent thither anorheT Captaine called I oh h 5 who comming to Rattema^ with 
his wife and family, and a great number of Iudges and officers for all Italy ,Phocas wasby 
that time dead 3 and I o hn being move earned in demanding tributes,and other exaftionsthen 
hee ought tohauebeen, thejpcople were't herewith fomuch incenfed as they flew him: andfo 
Italy remained without a gouernour. And at that time the Church of Rome being without* 
Biffiop by the death of Pope Bonifach, and by reafon of difeord among the Clet- 
gie, that feat being voide the fpace of eight m'oneths, a Captaine which liued in Naples t called 
Iohn Campsin vs, whogouerned that citie with the territorie thereof, determined to 
rebell and make himfelfc Lord of Pulia , Calabria, Campania,and ofa great part of that countrie 
which at this day is the kingdom of Naples ; imagining that the new Empcrour fhould haue 
enough to do to defend or to rccoucr the red-, and fo he might make himfelfe King of /tally. \ 

H e r ac l 1 v,s comming to the Empire fotorne and difmembred • to encounter with fo 1 
many extremities, inthebeginingvled not fuch diligence, aswas requifite, neither had hee 
power or meanes. For as all Authors write he found the Empire fo di farmed & vnfumilbed of 
men of .warre, as there were neither old fouldiers, neither experienced legions left, but they 
were all flaine and fcattered. Neuertheleffe hee began to make Captaiacs, and tolcuiemen 
of wai?re,and fent Or i s p v s with fuch forces as he could get,together with fuch as his father 
brought him out of Africa, into the prouincesof Apathe leife (now called Turkic ) to guard and' 
defend the fame, feeing they were not able tpgiue battaile to thePerfians: and hee cauftdhis 
father to feturnemto Africa, which wasall that the Empire peaceably cnioyed,together with 
Sicilia and Sardinia $ and he himfelfe remained in conpamimple, procuring peace with the Baua- 
rians and their King G a x a n v s, by allpoffible meanes,as well by gifts as entreatie. But thtfc 
things were fo longadoing, that Cosrobs King ofPerJia, as matter of the field, taking fome 
Cities by furprife, and others by force, came conquering all Syria , and From thence into Pole- 1 
fina , and fo to the Citie of lerufakm not the old lerufakm, for that (as is already faid) was de* 
ftroieci and laid wafteby Titv s and Vespasian, but to that which the Emperour A- 
d r i .a n new builded, in the fame place, or at leaftnecrcvnto it, as already is declared 3 which 
ftJAUmuken ^ as a g lcat aneJ a n excellent City. And entring it by force he vfed great cruelty, and did 
btheperji^s. much harmc to the Chriftians 3 fo as therein (as it is written) were flaine 80000 perfons 5 and 
taking the wood of the croffe of Chrift, which Helen mother to Constantine the 
Great had left there, and carrying it thence with him, he let it with great reuercnce vpon the 
top ofl)i&chaire,orroyall Throne, made of fine Gold, fet with many Iewels and Pearles. He 
likewife carried with.him prifoner Z aohaai as the Patriarch 0 flerufalem, who was an ex¬ 
cellent Prelate. 

This taking of Ierufalm , fome Authors write to hauc happened about the end ofthe rajgne 
of the Emperour Ph ocas : but the moftcertaine and true opinion is, that it befell in the 
time of ft era ci 1 vs, wherein I place the fame. Crispvs who was fent by the Empe¬ 
ror, and then was in the pvouince of Cappadocia n eAfu the lefle, endeuoured to leuie fouldiers, 
and roprouide (fo much as in him lay) for the defence of thofe Countries, againft the great 
power pf the Perfians: buticauailed not atthat time. And foras much as ic was bruited that 
the Pefrian meant to goe into Egypt j. and then ce to make a conq ueft of Africa • H b r a c l 1 v * 
father -to the Emperour being then in the City, of Carthage , leuying a great number of men of 
war, departed thenc.e,.marching- along the Sea coaft, to goe into Egypt to make head againft the 
Perfians;; where we wiJUeaue him, and tell you firft what enfued afeerthae Iohn CAMf 
HNv s rebelled'with the City of Naples, and all thatProuince. 

The Empcrour being much moued with his audaciousrebeiIion,fent a Captaine into ftdlit, 
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w hofe name Was E lev yherivs, with a good number of fouldiers 3 which captaine was 

ofa great and noble familie, and very wife and expert in the wan es. He as foone as he arriued JjSmTL. 

at RauettfiA with his fleete, was recciued end obeyed there- and vnderftanding who they were p er ^^n(i 

which had confpired in the rebellion and infurrc&ions paft, he punifhed fome of them vfine IohaCan, F fi * 

greater clemency then feueritie. And there withall hee fpeedily affiembled fuch forceS^aS re- nU *' 

mained in the gouernement of Raoem ; with which, and with thofe which hee brought with 

him, he purpofed to take his way againft Campstnvs, wholayin Naples^ and by the way 

went to Rome) where he was well entertained and honoured by Devs D b dit, who then 

was Pope. And marching towards Naples, Campsinvs confidering that by prolonging 

the wars he daily loft, and the Emperors partie encreafed • with the great eft and beft power 

that Hfc was able to make he took the field,and neer to the citie of Naples they two fought a cruel r 

tattclh but H ta v 1 k 1 riv s obtainedthe viftorie, although very hardlys for Campsi- 'Jj 

ev a fought valiantly, and died fighting. [i^ety Bie«. 

After this battel^ El h vTh n riv s with final! difficidtie recouered all that Campsi- kJiewUi * 
h v s had vfurped ,and returned with vidorie to Rome : and for his better fecuritie, and to bring 
toeffe<afuch things as he had proiefled (which we will prefently tell you) hepradtifed to pro¬ 
long the peace with A oisviphys King of the Lombards, which was concluded for other 
renyeers. And he procured and leuied money, wherewith he payed and contented his'fiddl¬ 
ers and men of warre: for which his doings fo valiantly and fo fpeedily accomplifhed,the Em¬ 
peror H b r a c l i v s Tent him the authoritie and title of Exarch and Gouernor of all Italia j 
wherewith hd came to Rauentia, which was the feate ofthe Gouernorsjeauing all italie in peace 
and in quiet fubiedtion {Lombardy excepted, and the reft which the Lombards pofTeffed) by 
meanes whereof he grew fo proud and fo ambitious, as without the fcare of God, or refpedt to 
theEmperor, knowing himfelfc to be greatly bcloucd by his fouldiers, he rebelled againft his 
foueraigne Lord, and tooke vpon him the title of King of Italic 3 and prefently departed with his 
Armie from Rauenna towards Rome y meaning to make himfelfe Lord of all the countrie. But it ^leutheriusw 
pleafed God to giuebim fpeedy puni/hment : for the fane Captains which aduanced him, and ¥ le ^. (4lleA t 
vjion whom he had grounded his difloyaltie* the fame Ifay,tofhew themfelues loyall to the Zif ^ 
Emperor, within few daies iourney from Rome dew him, when he nothing fufpe&ed any fuch 
matter • and the Armieapproued his deaths ahd they altogether returned to Rauenna , and fent . 
h/s head to the Emperor to Confimimple ; .who being adiKrtifed ofwhat had pafled, was very a 
well pleafed with what they had done. Then he fent for anew Exarch, a Noble Conflantino - f ent 

politanc, called Ys a n t i v s, who was very well entertained. And at the fame time died the 
valiant A o r s v tr h v 5 king ofthe Lombards, and his fon Odoaldvs beingachildeof Mi death of Ai 
tender age, was made their King * and the wife and Chriftian Queene TftBvbiLiNDAhis g^phus km 
mother,took vpon her the gouernement,and gouerned that kingdome very wifely and difereet- ofthe LmbHY<ft 
ly, and obferued and renewed the peacemade with the Italians, and the Imperialifts 3 and fo /- 
take remained for fomefpacein reft. But in the warre againft the Perfians, matters hapned 
to the contrary: whereof we will make a briefc relation, and what eh d it had. 

| H E r a c l i v s the Emperors lather, who was Gouernor of Africa , marchirig with great 
power towards Egypt, to make head againft thePerfians, being very ioyfulljahd of great power, 
by the way died oran infirmity. By bis death all was outof order and came to nothing .* foil the Je*tbt>pM 
there was not any man amongft them capable of the gouernment, Or fit to leadc an Army; This Hcr3cIiu *« 
hapnedin the fixe yeer ofthe raigne ofthe Emperor Heracliys; vvhoall that timeremai- 
^^iicnjlaminoplc giuing himfelfe to pleafure and eafe. WhentheKingof Perfuvtidctfcood 
ofthedbath of Her aci i v * thegouerhour of Africa ' 5 With the greatett hafte hee could 
make, hee fent a very mightie arhiie into Egypt • and as that kihgdortie was vnfurniihed of men - 
or warre,and the Perfiins became vidlorious, loin few dai$$ they madethemleluesabiolute 
Lords thereof: and the fame ycerc paflihg Further they conquered Africa euentothe citie of 
Carthage v for no citie neither people Were Of power able to make head againft them. Whjch 
Hhraclivs vnderftanding , hee fent Awbafladors to Kiiig Cosr obs , with milde „ . r . fc# , . 
wordsentreating him for peace , de firing bimro dcMftom ihedding fomuehbloud , and to ™c,T f i 
reltlatisncd with what he had done. Ifo this JEmbaffie the infidcll made anfwerc, (o hautily, 0/ ^^ to tin 
and with fuch pride, that among other things he fent him word, that he would grant no peace 5X7^ 
tw i ^ 1 1 vs, except he would renounce the Faith of I e s'vs C n a 1 s t, and adore ibis 
Idols. With this aniwer the Ambaftadors returned,and thePerfians theyeer following(profc- 7 ^ s c!t y tfw* 
cutmgtheir warres) befieged the Citie of Carthage ,• and tooke it, with the marches thereof, 
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an4 leauing goueinours and Garrifons in that countrey, returned int o^Jia moft richly Iodcn 
withfpoiles. 

HfiRAciivj hauing obferucd how much of the Empire hee had ioft, refolued with 
himfelfe to goe in perfon to rccoucr the fame, ortolofe the reft . whereto the Bauariaui and 
their King C a y a n v s, werea gecat hindrance. But to the end that the reader may the 
bettervnderftand the matter, let him know, that thefe Bauarians (in former time called 
Hunnes Aiiares ) of a long time called their Kings C ay *mi, as the Egyptians called theit 
Kings Ph araonbs, and as many other nations gaue their Kings ordinavie and peculiar 
names. I fay then, that C a y a n v s returned with his fortes to infeft the countrie of 7brad* 
which till then had free paflage. And this was the caufe that the Emperor Heracuvs \ VJ j 
detained two or three yeers, after that which hapned \n Africa^ vntill at length he fough^Ij 

waiej and means to come to a peace with Ca y a ny Sjahho^gh to his dilhonor & with loffeof re. 

St?}™** P uration * Finally, irwas concluded and confirmed with great othes and protniics: and fo ft,* 
ConiUntinc, uing ali/M& and Grata in peace, he refolded to march againft the Pcrfians, and to that end he 
c *r»r. named and ordained for C je s a a and his companion in the Empire, his fonne C o n s t a-,. 

tiNB, to make his abode in the cilie o fconjlantiwpk. And forafmuch as hee was very yong 
hee appointed Sbrgivs, Patriarch of Cdnftant'wopU , and Bonos vs a wife and noblegcjj! 
' tleman, for his gouernours and tutors. Which being ordained, preparing the greateft power 

and munition that hee was able, with many praiers and folemneproceflions, hedeparted from 

with great (olemnitie 5 and embarking himfelfe with his people , hee paiRdonu 
intothofeprouinces which were vnder his obedience in Ajja, and entertained into his pay 
many other nations. Andforafmuch as hisfouldiers were but newly raifed, hee thought it 
notftt prefently to march vntill that they were better praeftifed and trained. Which bcingdonc 
calling vpon the Lord for aide , he entred into his enemies coutitries. This his iourney was 
Hetacliui in fo much bruited and obferued by all the nations of the world, as there was nomanbuthadjo 
Afm. . eipeciall eye thereto. 

c PS r o B S K. of Perfia y being well ^formed, how valiant&good a captain H s r a c l i vj 
was & hovy refolute an armie he ied,refolued not togiue him battel,but retired himfelfe within 
his countrie, and made all the yi$uall$ to bjse^tyithdra wne and carried Away, and the trees to 
bee cut downe, and laid athwart,th$-vyaies hee fuppoled the Emperor would patte. And 

on the other fide, hee fenr an bugs .armie oFvery,expert oldfouldicrs, vnder the leading of 3 
captain e called Savar a ov s, or Salvar vs,( for in the/e names theauthors euer vary) to 
theendthatheefiiou/dchargetheEmperor / either on the flanke or on the backe^’who with 
great refolution and in good order marched againft King C o s roes* and by the way recoue* 
red and wonne many .cities. Butholding it^rnoafTuredcourfetoleauefogreatan.arniiebe- 
hindehim, hee tooke another way, and fought out, $ a r a va g vs b and hauing pa (fed the 
great mountaine Taum fhe two armies apprpehed the one neeretheother,not far froraa riuer: 
before which time there patted many conflicts and other accidents between them,which I m- 
not poilibly fet down at large.The coticlufion therof was,thatthey came toblowes: and as the 
Perfians of long time had been victorious, and made, final! account of the Romans ( I alwaics 
twemlhe Romanes which were o f theEmperorus armie : for although that the feate of the

the Emperor being* great helpe thereto ) both the one and the other fought with fo great 
couragearjdobftinacie, as the battaile continued long , and; was very crucll. And although 
that mhe beginning itwasverydoubtfull, yet in the end the Emperour obtained the Viftorie, 
and made.great (laughter of his enemies. With thisvi<ftoriethe Imperialifts were fo. much in- 
' couraged, as they abandoned the fearc, which vntill then had poflefled them - and the Em* 
perpr was wonderful! toy full to fee himfelfe victorious. And forafmuch as winter drew on, he 
purpo/cd to retire himfelfe , being loden with exceeding rich fpoiles , and many prifoners j in¬ 
tending to returns the next fpring with greater force * which, was in the eleuenth yeere of his

But on the con trarie fide, C o s a os s was very forne, and much grieuedjahd imputing the 
fault to his Generali, depofed himfrom his charge, purpoftng to haue caufed him to be flaine, 
and made another Geperall, called S a i n , 1 or S a t h in/ a very valiant man and of great ac¬ 
count: and gathering together the remainder of the laft Armie, he commanded him to raife 
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oneftrre prearer ; and ftoiild follow rl'c wairc with a greater refolutionaiid vehemen- 
cic.

plcafed God to permit, in his fecrefc & incomprehensible ji]dgem'ent,that Mahomet began 
fo to profper and prcuail in his proceedings, that H b .r a c l i v s began to Stand in fear of him, 
pjfvrhom in former time he. made fmall accoiJnt ;.for*he had daily news,that he leuied men of 
warre, which came vnto him as well out of^rM, as out oFPeifia j Some deluded through his 
allurements and fu ggeft ions }Others*to enjoy the great liberty which hee gaue them to rob and 
ileal;for,thefe^were the miracles wherewith in the beginning he planted hisdiuelifh feft.And 
jt followed that the Sarjazins, which vvefaid Helacuv* had gotten from him, by reafon 
ofthe Emperors ill pay and entertainment, mutined, and went to Mahomet into KyirAbU. 

Soas he went out of /<r/w,whcrc he firft gathered head; and, making himSelf Lord of Mahomet his 

(he three Cdr/thU, went lnto Egypt, and afterwards into Syria, and into Mefopotama 5 and had fo f HCce fl et 
goodfucceSTo, that with’thqfe Sarazins, and fuch other forces as he could get, hee reSblucd to 
inake himfelf King oFPtrjia. Whereto, this was a great help 5 for as much as that Kingdome 
was much wafted and weakried, as well by ciuill differifion, as through thegreat Slaughter made 
therein by. Hh k a ctnyqs'i.-and befides this, the Inhabitants of-nicer iightnes reuoltcd to 
Mahomet. ■ ■' j.'.: ■ : • •■ vv:: 

There raigned at that time in Perjid 9 great manwhofe name was Hormisda, allied to 
the fore-pafted Kings :: for , Sir o'b s (who was H a r a c l i v s friend) raigned but one 
veer in that Kingdome j and after him his fonne A d.hb sser likewife but a yeer. By. the 
death of which two, Hormisda attained to the Kingdome; but notin peace, nor without 
great tumults and contradictions. ' 

At that time Mahomet marched towards Fcrjia with his Sarazins, and much other peo¬ 
ple; againft whom came-H o r mi s.d a : andtbey two fought a very greatbnttell 5 wherein 
Hor m is d a Was ouerthrowneand Slain. Yetfomewrite,that Mahomet was firft ouer- 
thvowne. This onely battell, and the illufion ancfdeccic ofhis fed and fuperfticious religion, 
brought all l Afia vnder his obedience, together with all Africa, Babylon, andall tire other Pro¬ 
vinces fubje^t to the mighty Kings of Perjia . And he wholly fubuerted that Empire ; fo as from 
thartime forwards it had not any title of a Kingdome: but all thofe Nations loft their names, 
and from thenceforth Were called Sarazins and Mahomet ifts, after their falfe Prophet and Lea- T fc s 9 jwf l 
dcr; wh;ereas in truth they ought to haue bin called Agarenes, Ifmaelites: for, Mahomht ! ixirfiSfft?' 
defeended from Abraham, by Agarb bond-woman, and his fon t s m a b l. 

The Emperor, vnderftanding of thefe victories, applied nothimfclftor efiftthe courfc thev- 
ofwkh fuch magnanimity as he ought to haue done, notwithftanding that heknew he returned 
m Syria and Pdesim^hh a refolution to take UrufaUm: but hec fent thither onely to fetch 
from thence the Croffe of C H R IS T. and to bring it to Constantinople: from whence after¬ 
wards in.prfcceffeof tiiincit was brought to Rome. Mahomet then came, and took many 
great Cities in Syria 3 wherein he found fmall refiftance; and,among them,the Ci tyof lerufakm, ^ 
publifliing himfelf eueiy where to be the Prophet of God. Y et fome write, that lerafaltm was 
not taken by Ma ho met, - but, by hisSucccffors, after his death ; but it imports not greatly 
whether it were taken by him or others. 

Within fewe daies after thefe victories, Mahomet deceafed, being ofthe age of two and 5rfW^</jqf 
fortieyeers: but,leauing difciples ofhis wickednes,his fe<ftandfuperftition died not, nor took a om8U 
any end • butcontinueth vntill this day , and will continue vntillit fhaWpleafcGodforhismerr _ 
ciesfake to cure this contagion. For, his Succeflor remained, a great Arabian CaptaKTcalli^f 
Ga up h;a : and him others fucceeded, who conquered Africa^ and other Countries ; as iri Caliph?, Ma- 
theproceffeofthisHiftorylhallbeexprelfed. ■ . , 

' Whilethefe things pafted in the Eaft •, in /w/y,notwithftanding that there was peace with the 
bombards, as it is often fecn that forrain peace breeds ciuill warre ^oMavricbCar^v- 
i ar iv S , who was Prefident of ^^w<»,making fmall account of the Empcror,or ofhis Exarch 
f S A N C.I V S, rehellingmade himfelf a Tyrant. Againft whpm,,. Isancivs came from Ra- 
«w»4,and after many aduentures apprehended him, with many other his confederates', and,’ 
carrying him to Rome, ftnote off his head : and fiiortly after this, Is anciv.s died. And the 
Emperor Hbracli vs lent a Noble-man, cald The o’do r b G a l l i o p a, to be Go- 
uemer of Italy. But none of all thefc things could moue the minde of H e r a c l i y s to leuie 
any Armieagainft the Sarazins; he gaue himfelf fo much to his pleafure and licentious lining, 
marrying in his old age with his brothers daughter, who was a yong dam fell,called Marti- 
« a : and fo it pleafed God that vpon a time he was taken with the dropfic; whereof hee died ^ x dtMh > 
fuddcnly, when he had raigned thirty yeers, in th^ yefirof our Lord Afi. Others fay, that hec n«a. 

didkJ 
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died of a difeafe called Pmpifmtts,a ftrangeficknes,and fuch as with modefty cannot be expref. 
fed. He left behinde himtvvo Tonnes, and one daughter, which hec had by his firft wife h* 
daughters name was E p i p h a n i a : One of his Tons was called H hr aclivj. the other 
Constantine, whom he made C je s a r, when he went to the wars in the Haft againft 
the Pei dans. By his fecond wife he had one fonne, a ehilde of ten ycers ould, called H a « 

ciiv s alfo. AhdfoendedthisEmperor:ofwhomirmaybefaid,rhartwoEaiperorsn7ieht 

well haue been made • one very good, and the other parting ill, considering the contrariety in

Atwhattimethe Emperor Heracliv s died, the Empire ofthe Eaft was much decaied 
for, all the Provinces of Syria, Mfopetamia,Egypt and Arabia, were in the power of the Infidel ’*

The Emperor Constantine being thus wickedly 
made a way ; themurthererte Martin a, with fuch fauour andaidcas (lie procured,made her 
fonne H E'R a c l i a n v s Emperour, brother to him whom flic had poifoncd.bcingoftheage 
ofeleuen yeeres; and rtie took vpon herthegouernment: but this villany could not Ion'? con¬ 
tinue, for the Nobility deteftingfodcteftaldca fadfc,rofc again ft Mart i n a and her/on, when H eMC , /anii , 
he bad raigned fcarcely two yeeres • inwhichtime I firide not any thing written to haue been 
done of importance } and therefore I cannot diuinc ought, failing that in this yeere the Sarazins n W ‘‘" Con- ‘ 
took the city of Ccfarta, which they had befieged the (pace offeuen yeeres • and therein flew 
feuenthoufand fouldiersofthe Empire* The Senate and Nobility ioyning with Co NsrANS) 
fonofrhe deceafed Constanti n e, and Nephew of the Emperor H braclivj made 
him Emperor 5 apprehending M a r t i n a and her Tonne Hrraclianvs ; and To ended 
the vnluckie and vnfortunate raigne ofthofe two brothers, which fcarcely merit ro be accoun¬ 
ted amongft the Emperors. When as the mother and fonne were apprehended, the mothor had , 

her tongue cut out,and the fonne his nofe cut off,and both were exiled into the prouincebfe^- Mwtma 
pirn in t_Afid the Idle. Alfo Pirrhvs the Patriarch whichcarnefrombaniflimGnrouraf f oxvneouto f 
yjjma, and came to intrude himfclfc into rhefe counfels, died likewife, as an hcrecicall Wolfe 
clad in Ihepheards rayment ; and in his place was chofen P a y l, who in the end proued like to mfc 
hispredecertor.

AND THREESCORE AND SIXT 
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H E making of Con s tans Emperour (whom fa V- -A 

/omecall Constantine) by the Senate of • ' 

Conjlantimple (which we may call Romane j) and 
the death of his vncleH braciianv s, ofwhom CbnftatisJ> 
we now left writing, was all at one inftant: and the •conftantme. 
great wickednefle v/ed by Martina in poi/b- 
ning his father, made the raigne of the fonne more 
Rrme and affured. But Constans proued not 
fuch a one as they hoped, and as indeed was need- 
full for the prefent eftate of the Empire ; for he was 
infeSted With the Arrian Herefie : and concerning 
the affaires of the Eaft,he contented himfelfto make 
head againft .MA h o m b t's fucceffors-by placing 
garrilons in the paflages of Cilicia, to keep themfrom 
entring into tyffia the lclfe • andfo they remained 
Lords of thofe prouinces which they had gortenin 
tneEaft. Pope T he odd rb vnderftandingthat P av l the new Patriarch of ConlUrmmpU 

held 








held fome erronious opinions of the Chriftian faith, wrote vnto himcertaine louing monitory 
Letters, perfwading him to amendment,and to conformehimfeifeco the truth. But when hec 
pcrceiucd his labour to be in vaine, he proceeded otherwife againft him, and depriuing him of 
his dignitie, he commanded him to be baniflied: but the new Emperor would not permit it, 
but rather (hewed him/clfe to be of the fame opinion j which made a generall confufion cuery 
where > for the head being ficke, the reft of the members iU execute their office. 

In Con/laminopUand in Gracia, the catholike Chriftians were much afflidted With the new he- 
ritickcs; for thar the Emperor rook their part 3 and in e^dlja, they held warres with the Maho- 
mcticallSarazins. I n Italy, although there were peace with the Lombards, through the good 
gouernmentof the Exarch The ooo r v s, and the care andendeuour ofthePope, yetthe 
diuell after his accuftomed manner fowed tares among the good (eede i which was, that by the 
' meanes offomeof his difciple$,heperfwadedR otharivs King of the Lombards to leane 

to the opinion of his ariceftors, which was the Arrian heretic - and the more earn eft the catho- 
like Chriftians were in refitting the fame, with Co much the greater obftinacie he placed in cue- 
j cowifill held ty citiean Arrian Biftiop, wjierc before had been catholike Bi/hops. Pope Martin who 
m the t»me of /bcceeded Pope Thbodoai, againft the nevvherelie held by the Emperour and fome pre- 
Tofe Martin. j at€5 - n t | ie ^ affonbled a councell of one hundred and Hue Bifliops 3 wherein they which 
held thole opinions, were condemned and proclaimed hei etikes, and he depriued the faid Pa. 
triarch and fundry Bifliops of their prelacies and dignities r wherewith the Emperor Con. 
s t a h s was highly offended , and did that which hereafter fllall be declared. On the other j 
fide, the Pope by all meanes fought a reformation in the Lombards, which hee could not ef&ft 
wnmlt- duringthe life of R othahivs; for he made warre againft the Imperialifts, after they had 
twew the jj uec { man y y f cres together in peace : which warre was very refolutely begun with great pre- 
ZZ'mj paration, byRoxH a riv s of hispatt^nd by the Exarch Theodore of the other fide. 

The Exarch comming from Rauema drew his forces to an head in the citie of Bologna ; for now 
the cities of/talybyreafon of their long peace and reft, weregrowne rich and populous 5 and 
Rotharivs kuied no lelfe an Armie in the citie of Parma h and the one taking his way a- 
gain ft the other, they came to ioynenecre the cirieof Modem : where (31 Sigirbr tvs 

and Pay LV S D IA C O n V s doe report) after fome encounters and skirmilhes, they fought 
The viihric of a very crudlbattaile ^whereim he Romanes were ouerthrowne, and feauen thou/and ofthem 
the lombards, time ; and r he Exarch Theodors clcaped by flight. 

Rotharivs hauing obtained this vi£ory, came to thecoaftof Gmsa- ana afiaultca 
andtookemany Cities, which vnrilf then he could not doe, and Co marched victorious, vntill t 
that T h b o d o n. b the Exarch gatheringtogether thofc which were fcattered, leuiedanew 
Army ; wherewith he entertained the enemy, and vidEualled his frontier Gan ifons. The Em¬ 
peror Constass vrdeiftanding hereof, tooke no care to relieuc his Exarch, butbeingve- 
ry much offended with Pope M a r t i n, he put Theodors outof thegouernment of/- 
talk 5 and in his place Cent another called Olimpiv s (as very an Hcreticke as himfilfe) gi¬ 
ving him dirc<ftion»tofceke to bring all the Bifliops in Italic to hold of his opinion 3 and if that 
he could notbringittopafle, that then hcfliouldvfc his beft meanes to get the Pope into his 
hands, otto kill him. With which commiilion and refolution being arriuedin Unite, he de¬ 
parted from Ravenna, and tooke his way towards Rome, vnder colour to goe vifit the Pope } ac¬ 
companied with many Souldicis and men of warre; firft procuring an agreement and truce 
with the Lombards. Being come to ^wehefoughthow to apprehend the Pope- but bcingvn- 
' able to effed the fame, he agreed with adefperateboldSouldierto kill him, which tooke no 

effect 

During the time that thefe things patted in Unite, the Infidels (Mahomets fucccffors) 
were growen Co mighty, as they now contented not themfelues with Egypt, and thoCe pro uin« 
spoilt madeVy cCs which they held in the Eaft ; but preparing a great Fleet in yikxandm in Egypt , they mua- 
the Saraynt. deifrlre He of Rhodes , and took it, and afterwards other Hands in thofe Seas; and from thence 
came /boiling and robbing through all the Leuant Seas, euen to thclle of Sicilia, wherein they 
took fome townes vpon the coaft • and landing their Armie, there burnt and fpoiled the couii- 
trie in the mainc land: whereof when O lx mpivs the gouernour or Exarch of Italy was ad- 
tier tiled, within whole gouernment Sicilia was contained; comming firft to an agreement with 
the P 6 pe,hetook his way towards Naples h whither hekad commanded to be brought,the gicj* 
teft numberofmen and /hips that could begotten from all par ts of Italy : and finding himfelte 
fufficiently fuvnifhed, he went to feeke his enemies,refoluteandin very good order : and they 


a 
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vnder Adding of his coming^ttembled themfelues,with refolution to fight with him^which h 6 
refufednot: And fo,when as the two Nauies came within fight one of the other jthey fet theni- 
felues in order j and each Generali animated and encouraged his people, and the fight began 
with great furie,and was maintained withfuch r efolution,as.many thoufands of men of the one 
^rudothet* tide were /laine* Not with/landing, in the end the vi&ovicfeemedtoendinetothe 
Imperialifts ; yet before they could obtaineit, they had loftfo many mcii and fliips, thatak 
though the Exarch might haue driuen the enemies out of the Hand, and Jiaue recovered whac 
wasloft 5 yet he was fo beaten and diftrefled, as it feemed not that he had ouercome. And ( as 
Hiftorians affirme) he endured fo greattoyle, and was Co tired in the batraile before and after 
it, as he fell fo extremely ficke, that within few daieshe died. 

The Emperor Co n st an s vnderftandingdfthisvi^ioric; Being then in great care and 
fufpence, forgetting to amend his leud life, toleaue his hcreticall opinion, and ro.giue God 
thanks for this viftorie, he grew very proud,refbluing againc to procure the deftrubtion of the 
Poperand to that end gave the charge of the government againe toTHBbooRE, from whom 
he had taken the fame. In the end he /ent Theodou into IM^with a fecret charge,to doe 
that which he afterwards performed, and I willdifcouer: and for his confort and companion 
therein, another aduenturous fellow whofename was* Pav&vsPbllarxvs. In this time 
died Rotauys King of the Lombards 3 and another called Rodoaldvs fucceedcd 
him 3 who fliorrly after falling in Joue with a greatmans wife, and. being taken with her was 
(bine by her husband; and Arriopbrtvs fucceedcd him. All which obferued the p’edce 
with the Empire. And the new Exarch Theodore comming into Italy, and with him his 
friend and companion, was very well entertained afterwards in Rome: for from the firft time of 
hisbeing there 3 the people were well contentwith his gouernment. Remaining ccrtaine daies 
fa Awe with his people, and concealing his purpofe, he went one day to the palace, as though 
he had gone to vifit thePopC; and feifing thereon.; apprehended him, and deliucrcd him to his 
aflbeiate Pvvl: who prefently departed with him towards Rauema.a nd fpcedily took the Sea 
and went to Conjlantmepk, where the Emperor held him for certaine daies prifoner,and then ba- 
nMhim to Gherfim in tonm, which was in the confines ol the Empire; where he afterwards 
died, when he had been Bi/hop ofRmetixyee red. A little before this, died the king of the Lom- 
bards A r r 1 o p a r r v s, who (as I faid) fucceeded R 6 d 6 a & d v s.. 

This A r m o p a r. t v s left behinde him two fonnes, which were but young } theone cal¬ 
led P b x r h b r i T V s, and the other G v x b 1 b b r r v S'. b etweene ivhi ch (each detiring to 
be abfolute) there grew diflenfion and difeord: andGvN d i b e r t vs which was the youn- 
gerroft with Milan i the elder brother which ought to haue been King, remaining in Pamjthen 
the head of that kingdome. When this came to the knowledge of one G r 1 m o a l r>. v s,agreafc 
Gaptaine of the Lombards,Duke and Gouernour of Bcnettent^nd other townes 5 he Ieauing his 
fon R omoaidvj with agood garrifon therein, came to the citie of Pam j which heentred 
by force, and draue out the young King P B r tberitv s, and to^fuchorderinallthereft, 
as the two bretheren were driuen to abandon their Countiie • and he remained in their place a 
mightieKingi r 

The Emperor Cons tans ini ConJlantMoplefmmvzmg that by meanesof the wars which 
the Lombards made amongft themfelues, he comming with any great power might driucthem 
out of Italy • this his defire hfce refolued to put in execution, and to that effect made his Tonne; 
L 0 N Stf A N T1N E his companion in the Empire, that he might rema'inc in Confiantinople. And 
10 pieparinga great fleeteby Sea, and a great Armie by land , he came into Italy to the citicof 
mentum . where landing his men, he marched therewith to ioy ne with the ordinarie compa¬ 
res which Thbjdohe commanded. G r i m o a t d v s the tyrant King of the Lombards 
(more hke a wife and prouident Prince,then one that was any way fcarefullor acowavd ) had, 
y that time leuiedal the power that he was able to make,both to defend himfelf and to offend 
nistncmic. After many aduentures in this warre, rhe Emperour wenttobetiege Rimoai- 
d v s thefonneof Gr x moaedvs in Beneuetit, and did put him and th.c citie to great diftrefle? 
sewing himfelfc very valiant, he publi/hed that he came to reftore Italy to her former Iibertie, 
P that he would agaifie make Rome the feate of the Empire • alleaging that it was greater rea- 
ion to honour the mother, then the daughter. Whether this were fained, or in earned, I know 
'w i but I am fure the Kings foonne being befieged,fent to his father for aide; who ( as I faid > 
Was not carelefle thereof, but daily Increafed his forces, that lice might bee able to fight with 
eEmperor. But he ftaying longer then R»i m o a l d v $ would (for fb was the (on called) 
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he wrote certain pitiful Letters to his father,by one who was husband to her which bad hurled 
him at her breaft : whom the father, meeting vpon the way, fent back again to certifie hisiorine 
of what he had feen, and to tell him that he came to vific him. This man, feeking to gette into 
the City, was apprehended by the Emperors fouldiers: and beeing brought into his prefence, 
and examined,and his reports found conformable to thatwherofhe was other wife aduertifed 
the Emperor being in great fear,re folued not to abide his coming 5 de/iring firft to dofomc no- 5 
table exploit, whereby he thought to haue taken the City • but it hapned contrary to his expec. 
ration .* which I haue thought good to relate for an example to others which are feruantsand 

vafials to Kings and Princes} which was thus : 

Constans, piomifing great mattersto his Nurfe, requefted him to go to the wals jand 
that, calling the befiged Prince, he fhould aduifeand counfell him to giue vp the City, forthat 
his father was not able to relieue him. And heerwitnall he threatned the Nurfe, that ifheedid 
not fo, hee would prefently caufe him tc*beeYIain. The Nurfe, feeing that there wasno other 
way left for him to encourage the Beficged, fainingaddire to fatisfiethe Emperor, promifei 
to perform his command. Whereupon the Emperor, the next night following, commanded 
him to be brought neer to the wall, with a guard which held him fall bound: and hee, coming 
thither, called aloud to thofe within, willing them to call R o m o a l d v s to him, for that 
there was a man which much loued him, defired to (peak with him. R o m o a i d v s, as foon i 


as he was aduertifed heerof; cameto the wals, and with a loud voice asked who would /peak 
with him. His Nurfe, knowing him well by hisfpeech, and hee him alfo, anfwered: It tithe 
Nurfe which bringeth you an anfwerfrom your father- who willeth you to be of good cheer; 
... for, this day he arriueth at the Riuer Satrico , and within the fe three dates will bee heer with an 

k wfi , 4 ty 04 infinite Army. I can fay no more: for, I am in t he enemies hands,who already begin to murder 
me ? I recommend vnto thee my wife and children. 

Hauingfaid thefewords,thofewhichwerewithintheCity were therewith greatly encou* 
raged : and thofe without were fo much defpited, that they prefently flue him, by the Empe- 
w rors comraandement: who,not daringto ftay any longer (to his great fliame and dilhonor)rai- 

^ fed his fiege from before Beneuent , and took his way with his Army to wards Naples. G a x m o- 

aidVs, being comn with a very great Army, fent an excellent Captain cald V1* o t. a, with 
the beft and moft choice men of the Army to purfuethe Emperor: and hee, marching a great 
pafe, ouertook him at thepaflage oFa riuer called Calero. The Emperor, being already pa/Tfd 
with the greateft part of his Army, Vitola charged his arieregard : and there begannea 
fierce battell • wherein the Emperors people (for that they could not be feconded by realonof 
the riuer) were ouerthrowne,and the moft part of them flain : and fothe Emperor was diinen 
to retire to Naplesboth with Ioffe and difhonour. 

Being to depart from Naples to Rome, he commanded a Captain of his whofename was Sa* 
b v r v s, born in that he with twenty thoufand chofen men fhouldftay behind toguard 

that City and Prouince: who more hardy than wife (the Emperor being gone) with the Army 
aforefaid drew fo ncer to the Lombards, that the Kings fonne, Romoaldv s, defiring his 
father to giue him leaue, came with his forces to fight with him } in fuch fort, that with equall 
defireofboth the Captains the two Armies joyned, with En/ignes di/plaied rand, after great 
Tbtyifhyjof (laughter of men of the one and other fide, the Lombards obtained the vi&ory, and following 
thtLomhtrJs. the chace flue S a b v r v $ the Generali, and many of his men. The Emperuor with all his 
troops was folemnly receiued into Kernels well by Vitilianvs who then was Pope,as by 
the Citixensandlnhabitants thereof - but he continued there but twelue dates: and when hcc 
had vifited the whole City ;notas an Emperor and their Lord, but rather like an enemie, hee 
commanded to be carried out of the City all the beft ftatues of Marble and Retail, of moft ex¬ 
cellent and curious workmanlhip, and much gold and filucr, and other rare things: all which 
being brought aboord his Ships and Gallies, he commanded them prcfeHtly to depart • and he 
himfelf went from Rente to Naples , without making any prouifion againft the Lombards: by 
reafon whereof, they became mightier than before. 

The Emperor came to Triplet, purpofing to paffe-ouer into Sicilia: and,being paft with much 
people, he went to the City of Syracnfa^now called Sarragaffa, hauing (to no purpofe) alibis 
Army together in Arms, as thoughheehad meant to haue done fome great exploit jfo as men 
greatly fufpedfed it, and were of fundry opinions. But he did it to no other end,than,vndcr co¬ 
lour to repair the harms which he had receiued, with cxcefliue greedinefie to gather the rents 
and feruices of all the Prouinccs of the Empire; and to impofc new taxes and tolls in xjifiuW

. cesdf Africa, did the like. whereto the peace with the Satazins andother nations: was ag rcat ’ 
helpe - for it feemeth, that Co nstans being in Sicilia fo accompanied with men of warn* 
they durit not make warre againft him. Thefc great forces commiftginto j «4 againft M s’ 
i »w c 1 v s, and he being flenderly fupported by his owiic people. Was itifhon /pace taken and 
flaine ; and mafty of his friends which were with him, Were taken and carried prifoners tocw 
Tn,p'e^J antin(, t theyoung Emperor Con sr a n t 1 n» f Who prefently after this vidtoriebeauj 
euery where to bee obeied and held for Emperor, and tooke vpon him therefolution and cou¬ 
rage of a Prince. Some alfo write that he went into Sicilia , And notwithftanding that after- 
wards hee prooueda good and vertuous Emperour • yet in his beginning he committed a mod 
cruel! fa&, which was- to put to death his younger brothers, thereby to liueaflured that they 
teould not feeke to depriue him of the Empire • andfomealfo write that he caufed the toppts 
oftheir notes to be cur off: but the truth is,that he commanded them to be flaine 5 andfo hebe. 
came Lord of the whole Empire, without any difficulrie.

Sarragefa, and fome other towns * where robbing and fpoiling, they continued certaine dales • 
and it feemmg to them an hard matter to hold thofe places,carryingaway with them an inlink 
number of prifonersand great richeife of gold, bluer , and other ieweis r they returned to Alex¬ 
andria. 


In the Conftantinopolitane Commentaries I find, this warre written more at large- where 
it is affirmed, that they firft made warre on the borders of 7 bracia and Gracia , the /pace ofm- 
nydayts, and tooke many places 5 and that in the end being repelled thence by the Emperor, 
they went to Sicilia, fo writerh Zonaraj: but after the firft manner, wriceth Paw- 
1 v s Diacomv!, an Author neere to that time, andafterwards others of leflcanti- 
quityi I fomefcimes fee downc the fundry opinions of Authors (although it (hallnot beneed- 
full alwayes to doe fo 5 ) tofatisfie the curious Readers, that they may not condcmncnivHi- 
ftory , finding therein any thing contrary or differing from that they /hall read in fome others, 
Bupalthough that ! doe not alwayes thus, let them reft allured that I follow an Author, which 
writeth it as I relate it; for in the diuerfity of opinions, I follow that which feemeth to bee 
moft true and probable, weighing all conie&ures .• and when I cannot or dc/ire notto doc fo, 
I briefly let downe both opinions 3 asnow I hauedone. That which tmnee feemeth tobe 
thejnoft certaine, is, that they firft inuaded Sicilia^ and did as I haue relateJ>and afterwards 
rayfing greater power through their fucccTfe and yi&ory , there enfued that which theft 
Authours let downc, which is, thatthey a long time made warre on the Coaft of Grach, and 
the ; confines of Ce»flammple ; where they tooke many places- out of which by the dili¬ 
gence and valour of the Emperonr, they were driuen by force : this wane laded full 
fixe veeres. . 

. Ail authors affirme that Const an r1 nb herewith not contented, tent a great Ar/nie 
vM «>»«/ tht by land againft the Mahometickc Sarazins, into the prouince of Stria which is the auhtient 
3 £L: ^.whichfoughtwithalUhcirwhoIc power, and the Chriftians obtained the viftorie* and 
V. of the infidels were flaine thirty thoufand. And they were brought to fuch diftrefle, as their 
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Prinfceor King, whofe name was MA vnvs, fent to intreate the Emperor for.peaee,offering J . . 

very profitable and honourable conditions • and thereby bound himfelfe to pay yeerely to the 
Emperor, a great number of pounds or markes of goldc - and for the prefenr, to rdcafe many J»%httotbe 
thoufand prifoncrs.which he held captiucs: whereuponthe peace wasgraunted and confirmed 
by CotfSAN r 1 n b , to eafe himfelfe of that trouble j that he might apply himftlfe to the re- peiue, ° r 
formation of fome other matteis concerning the Chriftian faith 5 for hee was concerning what 
heeotight to belccue , a very good Chriftian. This was concluded in the tenth yccreofhis 

raigne. 

But there prefently enfued another trouble and it warre equall to the former 5 which wdSj mmsht 
that a certaine people of the prouinces of Scithia (thefountaine of many others before mention mm the Em* 
ned) called Bulgarians 5 not thofe which I heretofore fpake of,but others, of the fame name and the 

nation, came downe into Tbracia, being in number aboue one hundred thoufand peribns • and Vt1 & rms ‘ 
they began to make warre in the Empire, with a defire to take ibme good countrie, wherdn 
they might dwell and inhabit,as many other nations before them had done. F01 the Northrch 
countries are barren and ill inhabited • yet by reafon of the cold, men multiplicand encreafe in 
therri exceedingly; as we daily fee by experience, and Pavivs Diaconvs noteth the 
fame. The furie wherewith this people came, was fo great,as they did infinite harmc 5 and they 
made them fdues Lords of Come cfpetiall countries j which being made knowne to the Empe^ 
ror(in whom there wanted not the courage of a valiant Prince) he raifed his forces, and.in his 
owneperfon went to defend his fubiedts • and the war for fome daies was very fharpe and cru- 
ell - and the Bulgarians fought to fight with him inthe plaine field: which he (prefuming much 
of his people) as a valiant Prince , rcfvfed not • fo as they fought with 'banners difplaicd^vhich 
battaile was exceeding terrible. But it feemeth that through feme his ill dire< 5 Hbn s or the great Etke 
force of his aduerfaries, the Emperour was oufcrthrownc, arid many of his people flaine,and he theBul^rU^ 
himfelfe was conftrained to vfe the common remedy of thofe which are ouercome, which is to whe /f u he 
flie,by that meane to efcape and to faue his life. And as in the battaile he had done what he was 
able j io afterwards gathering hi s people together, he retired with great good order and ditere- fic¬ 
tion. But it pleafed God that at what time, as it feemed, and when it was feared,that the Bulga- r/}e 
rianswould haue broughtthe Empireintogreatdiftrefle, mecrelyoftheirowneacdordthey /««• to Coa* 
fent to the Emperor,and fuing for peace drill ed him to giue them fome place where they might 
inhabit, and they would become his friends, yea and his fubie&s: whereto he gaue eare (confi- ***"' 
faring his prefentettate^) with a very good will. And fo treating of the matter for a certaine 'rixprmhee 
(pace, the prouince of the lower JSiifta was afligned vnto them,and was (after their name) called nlhrTJrZ* 
wherein they haue quietly and peaceably inhabited, vntill that of late yeeres they mus^nhhrp 
iverefubdued and conquered by the Turkes 5 anewfeourgeand plagneto the Chriftians,after 
MaHoABT. ^ 

While the/e things pafled in Sicilia^ in Gracia y and in ^4fia y which tVas during the /pace of , 
renne yeeres j in Italy although there were peace betweene the Lombards and Italians,yet there IZltfhl' 
failed not other tniteries andpertecutions’: And there happened fo great and fo many tempefts eUmmin 
and alterations in the air, as it feemed that the foure elements had confpired againft mankinde: 
for the ivindes were fo furious and violent,as they jouerthrew .many buildings, and rent vp many 
trees by the too tes : and theraine likewife waste great and tempeftuous, as it deftroyedail 
their tillage, aswellfor-bread-corneasall other kind of hearbs and feedcs: And therewith fell 
an infinite number ofthunderbolts, and fires from heauen, which flew a great number of peo¬ 
ple : and the earth with thefefo great alterations became fo corrupt,as there enfued many con- 
tagiousdifcafcs. Wherfore the people repenting them of their finnes, made their prayersand 
fuppl'ications to God, that it would pleafe him to ceafe theft? te great calamities .* but yet the re- 
liques thereof remained a long time after. 

At phis time died Pope D a o d a t v s,and by reafon of his death the feate was voide foure 
moncths -• making a new elefto'n in JRdme, Donvs onely fo called, was choler! Pope, who was 
held fora Saint,and liued two yeeresand ahalfe (as faitii Putina ). In his time The o- 
D 0 st e Archbifhop of RMtnna wholly tebmitted himfelfe to theCJhurCh of Rome , whereas 
fome of hri predeceflors,with the fauor of theExarchs or gouernors had before him denied the 
fame. OthV?rs(amongft’ which is B t o n d> s ) affirme, that th’ishapned in the time ofhisluc- 
cefibr A o 'a thv s, wholiuedtwoycers 6c a half: in which time, although but fhort, he trea- 
ted with the Emperor concer ning a general eouncel to be heldjprincipally againft the berely of 
the Monothid lites,which was di/petted ouer all the Churches of Gr<ecia } which confounded the 

Hh 3 two 
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two Natures in-CHRIST, Humane and Diuine; affirming that in him was buta will on 
ly. And fo for this time the Greeke Church remained vnited with the Latine: but it pieafej 
GO D afterwards to fuller it to come (as wee now fee) into the power and fubie&ionof 
Infidels . i.n: 

, J In this Councell were many other matters handled concerning the reformation of the 

Church and the Ceremonies thereof; and this was the fixt of thole Councels which for 
their excellencies were fo renowned and famous, and among the reft called Vniuerfall. Great 
was the reputation which the Emperour Constantine purchased to haue celebrated 
this Councell in his time, and to haue fini/hed Co holy a worke. Within few dayes after, Pope 
Ao a t h v s dyed, bywhofeauthority ithadbeencalled; and L h o theiecQndborneinJy. 
tf/wfucceededhim, who was worthily aduanced, being learned, eloquent and of a holy life: 
he ordained the £axe to be giuen in the Church, which is obferued in the Church of Xmvti. 
till this day. being dead, Bikbdict thefecondfucceededhim .* with whofe eleaion 
the Emperour was Co well pleated, as after he had confirmed the Came, he renounced the right 
and cuftome which the Em perors held to confirme the election of Popes; to the end that from 
thenceforth, as (bone as by the Clergy they were chofen, they might vfe their authority, with- 
out any need of the Emperors confirmation, or of their Exarchs or gouernours, as oflong time 
they had vied. 

Constant, inb Iiuing in this profperity, had peace with the Sarazins; and the Pro- 
winces of Africa, and the lie of Sicilia were in quiet, and fo was//ate : for the Lombards being 
at variance and diflenfion among themlelues, veryfirmely maintained the peace with the En> 
pire : and the eftates of Grtcia with the territorie of Conttammoplt, were all invery quietfuh- 
ieftion. But this good forme and manner of gouernment, was difturbed by the Emperour* 
death, which Ihortly after enfued b when hcc had ra/gned feuenteeneyeeres, and had protc. 
^ted and defended the Empire which he inherited, with iuftice and equity, reforming erww 
in the Chriftian Religion, as aforefoyd. And thus it was, that falling grieuoufly ficke in Cm 
Staminoplc , and the incurableneflc of his difeafe being in (hort fpacc bruited abroad through 
the World ( as vfually it happeneth) in fome parts his death was publifhed before that hcc 
was dead : whereof G izbt King of the Sara2ins , whom they called Am v R A . 

T E s ■> beeing aduertifed, and beleeuing the fame to bee true, with all hafte leuiedavery 
g7z» .8““ Army both by Sea and Land, which hee forth-with fentfrom Egypt, and conquered 
*1 the SArJtjuj, allthecoaftof Africa tp Carthage: wherein, by reafon of the Emperours death, hee found no 
fumcient refiftance. 

, The wanes of Africa proceeding in this manner, the Emperour dyed before hee wasa r 
rt'<!'«!> of the ble to prouide for the lame, as hee would haue done if hee had liued. Hee departed ourof 
ftKc. this World intheyeere of our Lord, fixe hundred fourefcore and fixe; his wines name was 
Anastasia, 6 y whom hee had lawfull Hcires ; of which I v s t i n i a n and 

I V S T I N fucceeded him in the Empire; as prefently (hall be declared. 
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The Argvment. 

His Emperor attained to the dignitic being very young: in the beginning of his raignehe made 
yearres again ft the Turkss, andcopflrained them to /tie fir pence : whichfor that he maintai¬ 
ned not jtfo hapned that lofirtg a battaile inthefecorJ war,he was driven tofits for p eace (and 
. ret (truing home with difgracewds depofedfrom his Empire, hatting his nofe and his litre scut 
off: and inhis p/aee.leoncius,* captaineofhis wot Made Emperour. Afterwards another 
of hit Captaines, whofe name ww Tiberius, rofe again fl Leoncius, and dtp)fedhimfrom 
the Empire, and condemned him to pcrpetmll imprifmmnt, with a determination to faftepat 
him to death mtbgreattrtoment. IVbicbTibenm.wM liktwije Armen out of the Empire 
kyMmmniwho with the aide ofhitfather in law the King of'Bauarta,returned andreceinered the Empire 3 where¬ 
in vftttg extreme crticltie againfl the favourites of Tiberius and Leonci us: finally mouingwarres againflthe Bulga- 
rim, wherein he had but little goodfucceffe, he was compelled to ret nr tie home , to his great flame anddifhonour. ,<±And 
Inputting to (land in fsare of one Philippicus, whom Tiberius had haniflied, and feeling me met to kill him ; Philip- 
pim rebelled againfl him , and being made Emperor came to abattaile , whereinhoth Tuftinian and hisfome Tiberi¬ 
us miftrably ended their treigsdie, reprefented in this feene oft he worldwith fuch varietie of fortune,as nmer any other 
Emptrour was fo much toffed and turmoiled as hee was : and her getter tied the Empire at both times fix andtwentie 
yeerei.

writing, or pleading; to procure the attention, and wil¬ 
ling audience oftheir hearers, or readers : which is prin¬ 
cipally done when they extol or magnifie that which they 
haue to fays letting them know that it fall be very plea¬ 
ting or profitable r for with a .defire to know fome great 
matter, or moued with the greedinefs of profit, or allured 
with the hope of the delight and contentment which is 

promifed • they attentively heare, or willingly reade ; what 
is proponed i yet the. author m uft alwaies be carefull to 
performe what he doth promife, and.that in his fpeech he 
come not (hart ofthe expedition held of him. 

Comming now to write the life of the Emperour Iv s.t in i a n thefceond, fannetorhe 
Emperour Constantinb the fourth; with an imagination to bee found true in wfiat I 
(hall fay,and that he which (hall reade the lame (hall not bcdeceiued,I encreatc the reader to be 
attentiue. And although I tell not wonders and marueilous things happened in the heauens and 
oneartli : yet truly hewhich with attention fllalj reade the,hiftdrieoffifteeneyeeresfucceee- 
amg, (hall fee a pleafantandftrange Comedie; which Fortune, or (to % better) the wpvid re- 
prelented m thole times. The principall and chiefe parts whereof,we may fay,were afted in the

perfon of Ivstinian *whofom etimes as an Emperour, and fomferimes as apriuateman, 

luftinian hit camc V po n t J ie ft a g e . J may Vdy well fay fo, feeing that hee was twice chofen and obeyed, 

and twice alfo vtterly depriued and bcreaucd of his Empire : fo as itfcemcd hee went it\ 
and out, making a fliew vpbn the theatre of the world: and with him other two or three Em¬ 
perors or tyrants, which were in his time :asLsoNcivs,TiB n it i v s, and P h i lp p t . 
c v s : which like a&ois in a tragedy did nothingbutputoflf'andontheirmaskes.'fbr/ometiaies 
you fliould fee them come in withanofe, and fometimesnofekfle ; fometimesby force, and 
fometime by fauour ;the ond fupplantingthe other. Finally, I fay that in my opinion, thishi- 
ftorie icemeth to be like an old.wiucs tale, or a fained fable,only to depaintjfome ftrangeaduen- 
tures,or great misfortunes,it being for certainea moft true hiftory:from which may be drawnc 
a notable example of oftlie mconftancie and vneertaintyoftheeftate of this life, and lightly to 
account thereof * and to the end that men leaue to toyle and to take fuch care for the obtaining 
of riches and (oueraigntie ^ and that they grow not proud when they haucatcayned the fame, 
neither be greeued or difmaied when they lofethem, but alwaies account them for doubtful), 
without any firme continuance: confidering what perill and daunger they vndergoc in getting 
them,and how little atfii ranee they haue toenioy them. 

Comming now to our hiftorie,it patfed thus: After the death of the Emperor Constah- 
t i n b, as he held the Empire in good order and gouernment in his lifetime; fo his fonne Ivs¬ 
tinian after his deccafe found no difficultie,but was gladly receiued and obeyed ofal men; 
and notwithftanding that he was very young,being but fixteene y ceres old,yet he began peace- 
ably to gouerne his Empire; fauing that in ^Africa in the time of his fathers /icknes, and after 
his deceafe, the Sarazins became Lords ofa great part thereof. 

In the beginning of his raigne hee commanded great forces to be leuied, for the defence 
and fccouerie of ^Africa j and as to a new Prince, fo many and fogood men of wane made re* 
pairevnto him, as the Sarazins flood in feare of him. Wherefore VALDviAtheir King and 
Captsinc which fucceeded G i z r t b s (theauthors differ much in theie names) lent to him 
for peace; and for as much as he offered very large conditions, Ivstinian graunted the 
fame for ten yeeres. Thefirftofwhich was, that he fliould reftore all that which hee held 
in c Africa ; which was the Citie of Carthage^ and all that which lierh betweene that and 
neere vnto the Sea fide, befides other contributions of money and horfes, which were to bee 
paid vn to him yeerely: and this peace being confirmed, there was generally peace through the 
whole Empire, without any fufpicion ofwarre ; yea and fome Hiftorians report,that there was 
' an yniuerfall peace through all the world: fo as neither the Kings of France, Spaine, nor England} 
neither the Princes of Germany, or the Kings of theBauarians, of Slavonia, ofuMtfia, ofBvlgm, 
neither the Hunn'cs which inhabited tiungarte, among thcmfelues had any wanes, or were at 
contention with any others : Thclikewasintheeftatcsand Prouinces of the Eaft. Which 
luftinian ten* peace and concord Ivstinian through pride and euill counfell difturbed,by warring con- 
trAyjohU trary to his promife and agreement made with the Sarazins which hee began very rcfolutcly 

SSl with ’great preparation; and after that he had fent L a o n ci v 5 for his Generali, he went in 
fycihmnt. ' p£rl6n and did much harme, and recouered fome Countries in Soria, and entred Mefopmm^ 
wh^re the Sarazins reinforcing their troupes, and repairing their Armies, gathered together 
" J 5 an infinite number ofthem, and came to giue him battaile: which the yong Emperor refufed 

not^but yet aftergreat flaughfer of his people he was ouercome, anddriuen to flie, and toa- 
bandort what he had recouered, 'being brought to fueh extremitie, as he was forced to fueand 
entreat them for peace: which after many treaties and demands was concluded,& the Sarazins 
for that time remained in quiet. In this time died Theodor Exarch or Gouernor of ltilie, 
and in his place was fcnt.another prime man called I o m n, -and Pope Cohon aforefayd alfo 
dyid: after much controuerfie about the ele&ion of a new Bifijop, for an Archbifhop called 
T hi b.uo re, and another called Pa $ c a t, fought to haue been Popes, and with money 
had bribed the Exarch Iohn, to affift them with his voice and fauour 5 the matter being like¬ 
ly to haue come to bio wes, they all agreed tochufe one whole name was Sbrsivs, borne 
in the Gitie of Antioch in Syria , who was chofen and obeyed for Pope: yetafterwards there 
Vtare'/bme tumults about that matter, which concern me not. 

In thofodaies'died C vmp br m, who then was King of the Lombards, and there fuc- 
ce&jodk forine ofihis balled Limpertv $, of whom we haue not made any mention,for that 
they* lined in peace with the Italians and the Emperors fubie<5Is. The Emperor Ivstinian

on. Thefirft thing ht did after that he was Lord and abfolute,was,To command many of L b- 
otic iv* his friends to bee either/lain or defpoiled of their goods 5 as Fauoritesofa Tyrant. 

And truely he had reafon on his fide,if he had had authority to haue infixed fuch puni/hment, 

and hid not himfelf been guilty of the fame crime,and been aTraitor and a Tyrant to him to 

whom he had fworn fidelity, as to his Emperor; and alfo to the Commander who left him in 

his place • punifliing the treafon wherein he himfelf had been a partaker, and had approued the 

fame. And this his holy zeal extended it /elf fo farre, that a great familiar friend ofhis whofe 

name was P h i l 1 p p i c y s, and who had greatly aided him in his enterprife, and to bring 

him to that eftate, onely for faying that vpon a night in his fleep he dreamt that an Eagle aligh- topku* 

ted vpon his head (imagining that to prognofticate him to bean Emperor) he was by his com- hShfir* 

mandement apprehended and banifhed into an Iland, where hee could haue no conferenceor drtm ' 
fociefy with any body j notwithftahding that hee was a Nob/e Gentleman, and of high paren¬ 
tage : from whence he afterwards fetit him to the City of Cherfona , whither the depofed Em¬ 
peror Ivstinian was alfo banifhed. Wc will tell yon heerafter what hapned to this Pm i- 
iippt c vs : for, he was one of theA&otsin thisComedie. ■< 

TIB B R1V S, hauing executed thefe his crueltics,fent his: brother Heracuvj with an 
Armie to aid the Armenians, who in antient time had been fubjeCt to the Empire, and now re* 
held againft the Infidels 5 where he won a great battel!,and flue a fgreat number of them : but it 
feerneth that he did not long enjoy the vi&ory ; for,the Infidels in procelfe of time preuailed, 

2nd their Empire greatly encrcafed. In It die alfo there fell difeord and dUIcnfion between the 
Lombards and Italians, who had liued together a long time in peace. The caufe whereof was, 
for that T1 b e r 1 v s, throughthedeathorab/enceof Io h n the Exarch aboue-named, fent 
into Jtalie for Exarch or G ouei ner, a Chamberlain of his called Thbophhatvs f where- Thco hlIafu , 
with all Italic was much grieued : for, the greateft part thereof now pretended to beefubje<ft to 
the Pope 5 or at leaft hated the gouernment and Empire of the Greeks. ThbophiLatvs 
camenotto Kaucntta as his Predece/Torsvfedtodoo,butlanded in Sicilia, from thence to come 
toStfttf .* which when it was published, all the companies which lay in Rantnna, and in other 
pkes, came to ii^,dttending his coming 5 rather as an enemie, than as their Generali r and 
fobcing arriued,if Iohn which at that time was Pope had not protected him, hee haMeen 
to. But through his fauour he had liberty to depart and go to Ravenna , beeingout of hope to 
dowhac he had projected ; for,ir. Kmc they would not obey him. Whereupon he procured the 
Lombards to make war againft the Romans, or at Icaft againft thofe Cities which the Romans 
heldneereftro 5 principally Benenent: whereof was Duke and Gouerncra great man cald 

S1 s v l p h v s, who was therewith much annoyed: but the Pope repaired all his Ioftes with 
bis riches and treafure jand, buying peace, the eftate of Italic recouered reft and quiet. But our 
Lord would not permit T1 b b r i v s to reft in peace: for, wexing jealous of the Emperqur 
Ivstinian, which earlefte and nofelefle liued an exile in Cherfona , or,as fome fay^ vridCr- 
ftanding that Ivstinian intended to procure aid ro recouer the Empire, whereof hee was 
difpoffdfed by the Emperor Lboncivs, hee began to pra&ife his death • and to that e/feeft 
fent fome to deal with the Inhabitants of that City. . leath, 

Ivstinian being aduertifed hereof, and ftanding in great fcare of his life, in the belt 
manner he could, took flipping; and failing ouer the Sea called Euximmor Ponticum, landed iuftmia njuito 
in Euroland came to the King ofthe Bauarians, who was a very mighty Prince j by whom he 
j was not only well receiued,but was alfo maried to his fifter or daughter. And he appointed him JboZh mdc 
anhouftanu eftate, promifing him all.aide and fauour to reftore him 5 fo as there began to be a *Utme, 
great alteration throughout all the Empire, feeing that Ivstinian was now to returncto 
phy his part vpon the Theatre ofthis world. Tibbriv^ being aduertifed hereof, tooke it Tiberius*™ 
m heart (as indeede he had reafon) and imagining that hefhould preuailelittle by force,he pra- ti/id with the 
ftifedto fee whether money would take effetftj which commonly can doe more then eycher ^of/heBA 
fword or launce ; and to that effect dealt with Cayanvs (for as I faid fo the Bauarians called "ZiubiJln 
meir King) to deliuer Ivstinian into his hands j for whom he would giuehim agreatfum w*otiuhMds 
ofmony. And this couetous and inconftant King, greedy thereof, agreed with him vpon the ^ rmm > 
wnme,and promifed to accompli/h his defire: and being ready to haue put it in execution, by 
hu? * V r ,* N1A N l 13 ^ intelligence thereof ; and fo alone pui fued by him which was ei- 
jnerhis father in law, or his brother in law, he efcaped by flight. About one yeer after that hee 
bad long wandred, he went to the King of Bulgaria , whofe name was Trbbellivs; who

non.of men and armes, as he cook his way wich him towaxdsConflantinbplt j where were many 
which defiredhisreturne,forthe hatred they bare to Thieriy s. To be bricfc,in fliorttime 
and with little difficultie,although with fome effufion ofbloiud, he cameto the Imperial! citfe 
and entringitby force Tib eki vs Red: but being afterwards ouertaken and brought backc 
into his power, he committed him to that priloti wherein Leon civ $ was, whom hee had 
depofed and cut off hisnofe and his cares: and making them both to be fii ft carried through a l( 
the publike ftreetes ofthe citic,he caufed them openly ro be fiaine,after that.T i b b r i v s / lac ( 
raignedfeauen yeers. Such are the rewards which the world giueth to thofe,who to bearefway 
and to commaund, forget God. And fo ended thefe two mightie Emperors, or more properly 
proud tyrants. And I v s t i n i a n , not content to execute his wrath vpon thofe two alone 
caiffedTiB brivs brother to be hanged ; and many ofthe friends to both ofthem, to be ei! 
therfpoiledor flaineithe Patriarch Galii canv s,whoconfpircdwithL boncivj agakft 
him, had his eyes pluckt out. And they further report of him, that as often as hee would h auc 
wiped his note (if he had had it) he cauted fome ofthofe which had been followers of hisene- 
mie L b o n c i v s to be llaine, And fo the baniflied Emperor Iystinian recouered his 
throne and Empire 5 and returned againe to the.theatre,toa& the reft of his tragedie, which was

Prefently after that I v sHniam fawhimfeifreftoredandfettledinhisEmpire,hauingcxc* 
cuted fuch cruelties, as the like had feldome bin heard of,vpon thofe he fuppoted had offended 
him^he fent great and rich prefentsto Trbbbilivs King of Bulgaria, who had holpen him 
torecouerhis Empire, with a very iblemneandpleafingambafiage: but asit/hall hereafterap. 
peare, he continued but a while fo.gratefuli. He alfo lent for his wife Tit b o no r a, daughter 
of C a y a n v s King ofthe Bauarians,ftom whofe Court he fled; who liued in a certaineplace 
abfent from her father: for as fome write, fhe aduertifed her husband of the treafon whichhc/ 
father t pretendedagainfthim. And fhe being come, he made her to be honoured as Em pieflc 
and Augufta; and his young fonne whom he had by her in the time ofhisexile,he caufcd tobe 
chofen and called Emperor. Other matters concerning his gouernment and execution of ju- 
Iftce,hyejre corrupt and out of order: for as the Princes were wicked, fo were the fubjedbj 
for fuch as is the head, fuch are the members ; fo that fo fan e as I can conietfture, thefe were 
the mQftmiferable and lamentable times, that euer the Chriftian Common-wealth endured 
fince Christ was borne • G O D permitringitfor a puni/hment of the wicked, wherewith 
the world did then abound; and for the greater reward of thofe which fuffered amongft 
them: for befidesthe wars & troubles of the tyrannizing Emperors,there was fo little faithand 
feareofGodjthat the Church loft then all theprouinces of ^Africa y/heri n, i;i fteede ofChri/i 
perfetft God and man, Mahombt is adored and worfhiptvnto this day, without recoucry. 
Which to relate in fuch manner as itpafled,I neither haue time,neither find lit diftin<% writ¬ 
ten : but that after that Tibbrivs went thence with the name of Emperor, and depofed, 
I e o n c 1 v s from the Empire; the Sarazins feeing the countrie abandoned, came out of 
Egypt,^irahia, and other Prouinces ofthe Eaft, and madeaconqucft thereof > finding fofmall 
refiftance, that within thefpace offoureyeerstheybecameLordsofalltheCountries,from E< 
gypt, vhto the Prouince of Mauritania Tingitania, and fo that wh ich now is Ceuta, Tangiar and Ar- 
uU \ wherfore wc call thofe of Mauritania, Mauri or Moores and Arabians, for that they came 
ovxof Arabia • being 170 yeers after that Africa was recouered from the Vandales, and had 
ferued and been fubjc&to the Empire. And within ten yeers after, with the ioy of their vifto- 
rie (D o n R o d r 1 g o then raigning King in Spam ) they being ayded by a traitcrous Earle 
called D on I v 11 a n, and others, they came ouerinto Spam, and in threee yeers conquered 
altnoft all the countrie, flaying in battaile King Rodrigo, andthemoft part ofthe Gothcs, 
excepting fome few which liued in the Mountainesof BifcayjGaliciannd Outdo ; from whenec 
afterwards (alrhough abandoned by the Chriftian Kings and Princes) they haue by little and 
little, not withour great trouble and effufion of much blood, recouered their countrie : and fi¬ 
nally about / 00 yeers fince, the Infidels were driuen out ofall Spam by. King Ferdinand 
and Queen I s ab h l. So as ifother Chriftian kings had done their parts afwell as the Kings of 
SpAtnt, it is to be thought that Chriftendome had not been fo much diminifiied, but had againe 
recouered what it then loft,and had been reftored to thatgreatnes wherein it was in the time of 
fome antient Emperors.

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[H E Emperor Ivstinian being ouerthrowne andflaine, 
Philippicvs called alio B a r d a n i v s or B a r d a n b i, 
remained Emperor : of whom there is little to be written , fot 
that he enioyedthe Empire lo little, and for that the Authors 
which I follow, make finall mention of him. And of that little 
which weknow of him, the firft: is, lhatasfoOne as he came to 
Gonftmiwflc, and was there fworne and crowned, he begatuo 
hold certaine doubtful! opinions of the Chr iftian laith$ afweli 
concerning the Diuinity of Chrift, as fome other matters, con¬ 
trary to the re/olution of the jfixt gencrall counccll, holding 
with the Monothelites : and hereupon he aflcmbled certain Bi* 1 

_/hop^in CvttflantihepUj banilhing Cyrv s the Patriarch there-1 

otj and in his Rome placing a Monke called Iohn. And therewith not fatisfied, he wrote his 
Letters and fent an Ambaffage to the Pope, requiring him to approue his opinions. Which 1 
the Pope not oncly refuted to doe, but for anfwcre, commanded him vpon great curies and ex- ( 
communications to renounce theopinidns which he held : and in Romejnthe Cloyfters,aiid 
the Porches of Saint Peters Church, he commanded the Cone lufions of the fixtr gene- 
rall Councell to be written, to the end that all men might know and beleeue the fame. Where- 
ofwhen the Emperor was aduertifed, he prclently comraaundedthat painting and writing to 
berated and defaced, and the like to be done to all the crucifixes, images, and pifturcs of 
Chr ist, ofourLadie, and of the Saints, which he affirmed were not to be adored, or to be 
let vp in Churches. But his commandemenrs were little regarded by the Pope,or the Roman 
people• for by a generaU decree they proclaimed him a fchifmatick and an Heretick: and the 
Pope further commanded that in their diuine feruice he Ihould not be prayed for, neither ihold 
there be any mention made ofhis name in any publike aft or proclamation; which was execu¬ 
ted accordingly: by meanes whereof he became odious and hatcfull to the people of Am, 
and generally of all ltdy, wherein the Empire and gouernement of the Greekes began to be of 
/mall authority - by reafon of the great power of the Lombards, and the great commaund and 
Authoritie ofthe Popes. For as much as the Emperors were contrary to them in fome points 
ofReligion, the people abhorred them,and denied to be theirfubjefts: but Philippicvs, 
notwithftanding the Popes Eliminations,would not bediuerted from his determination}wher* 
fore and for fome other occafions, certaine principall men fecredy confpired againft him i the 
chiefc of which, was one Anthsmivs- which fucceedcd in this manner. TheEmpcrotit 
refting himfelfe vpon a Whitfonday euen, after certaine difports on horfebacke, vfedinthofe 
times j the confpiratours violently milling into his lodging apprehended him,and carrying bim 
thence to another place piuckt out his eyes; and leauing him blind and imprifoned, refuting to 
kill him,they depriued him ofhis Empire.when he had raigned but one yeere and a halfe : and 
they aduanced the fame An th emivs to the Empire, and gaue him to name, An a stasi* 
v s. This happened in the yeere of our Lord, feauen hundred and fouvtcenc. _

Asfooneas Anastaiivs was Emperor, of two things he tooke efpeciail eare/tiieM 
JJnd principall was for the Chriftian faith and religion, wherein fome ofhis predeceOors had 
erred; the other was to take order for the defence of the Empire* which he found ill guarded 
and out of order. ® 

Touching the firfi* he lent his Letters and Ambaifedours to the Pope, whereby heprote- 
fled to beleeue and td hold that faith which the Church of Rome beleeued: and approu ind 
ajidratifying thegfnerall Councells, hee ccmitnaunded all his fubje&s to hold and beieeue 
melame. And as concerning the Empire, kribwing that the greatete harms that it rcceiucd 
was trom the Sarazins (Mahoiuis Difcipiesj who then had ednduered all 
/w^agamftthem only he refolued to employ all his whole force and power, feeing that hi 
couW not obtaine the peace which he had firft procured. And thereupon hee fpeedily Icu 
Captames and Souldiers, and made a man of great efteenie (whofe name was L b 6 
^enerallpfhis Arniie for the defence ofthe frontiers againf! Som, for from thencechelni

Hileft that thefe Emperors of a yeercs (landing, as ConlE 
blcs of Countrie Villages, or(to fpeake more properly)Ty¬ 
rants, did ftriuc to fubuei t one another,they had no caveto 
make head againft the Sarazinsand Infidels, which daily 
.increafcd, and grew more inightie, fo that Chriftcndome 
was now q|,cfpiYed and opprefted : for be/idcs that which 
happenedijn the Empire, which now was of fmall force in 
the Kingdomes off France and Germanyere alfo wanes be- 
tweene the French and the Burgonians, and likewifebe- 
tweenctheFrizons and the Sueuians, and betweenethc 
Saxons and the Bauarians, and other Nations too longb 
be recited in this Hiftorie. Ac which time Chauh 
- M a r. t e l in Frame (tluoughthe fame of his noble ads) 
grew to be very much eftcemcd, and conquered and fubdued fame, or the moft part of all 
CharlasMar^ ^efeiaid Nations.. This Charles Martel was Pretorian Prefed, or rather High 
tell! " Conftablc of France^ which was the higheft dignity in that time next to the King j whobyrw* 
fonofthcinfufficicncyof King Childericvs, who afterwards was depofed, and of his 
owne great valour (although the other had the name) he had the authority of King. And in 
Italy alfo were fome iunouations, fo as the Infidels daily more and move pveuailed: and haui.ng 
conquered the greateft part ofa\\spmt y they extended their power thence into France, and 
tooke.C4taknia y and_ afterwards Narbewe y a nd b efieged i^Auignon j wh icfiwas within the bounds 
. ofthe.Gothiflikings of Spaine. ButthofecSFntiies being aftowards recouered by the Kings 
of Ff/iffK, they conttTTnndiatheir fubjeftion. Thefe heathen Princes alfo conquered the files 
ofMasorka and Minorica , and other Iflands in that Sea, with the Ifie ofSardinia. Prefently after 
that Thhodosivs was depofed from his Empire, and that Leo the third of that name, 
Zulemon h!» S ' was.receiucd and eftablifhed, being vnworthy thereof Zvlbmon (whom fome call after 
oj the SdfAym another -manner) King and Captaine of the Sarazins, dhd now Lord of of Africa,md of

Empire. himfelfe wholly to fubuem the fame * And to that effe& vfed all the meanes and dcuices 
ppflihje, toJcuie men and prouide /hipping, to goe or fend againft the great Citie of CmIUn- 
■ tirtof/lej [ together with all Tbracia and Gracia, The prouifion which he made was fo grea?, ihtt 
fomea^thqrsafiirrne,hehad in his fleete three thoulandJai(c of fhippes, and an incredible 
number ofmcnofwarre, which he fent vnder the v &>ndudl of two Generals, the one called 
M a s g i i, d v s,, and the other S o l i m a n. 

Thefe Armies came into Europe, and patted the Straight’of Conjlammpk, without any refi¬ 
nance : for although that the Emperor Lso had intelligence of their comming, yet was liee 
not able to taifelb great power as might fuffic? to keepe them from landing. Whcrcfore.hec 

thought

thought it a better courfe to defend the City 5 and fo fuffted himfelf to be befiegedj rather than 
to abandon it to the enemies, who madethemfdues Lords both of Sea and Land, and befieged C on(iAnthm] e 
the City found both by Land and by Sea, for .the fpace of threeyeeis continually. Andnot- kfie^ibpHt , 
withftanding that the Befieged valiantly defended* it, yet it was thought for certain; .that it 
would hauebeen loft,if in the Befiegers had been fuch valour and policie as. was to haue been 
expend in fuch men: but, through a defire to fob, they difperfed thcmfcluesfo. ouer.the land, 
that they were thereby greatly endamaged, and the City was the Idle diftrdfed, and had the 
better bpoitunity to pfouide fuch things as were wanting. And particularly .fome Caprsines 
with part of this Army, feeing thatno man made rcfiftance agairiftthem, waiodfed vp & downc 
the Countrey ouerall tbracia y killing and robbing’vntill they came into Bulgaria^ which in anr *, 
tient time was called the lower kMtfu: for defenfe whereof, thcKing of that Countrey fejit fo ui&u wh;* 
good an Army, that he not onely defended his Frontiers, bur o iter threw his enemies, arid floe 
ofthem (as fome Hiftorians haue written) two arid thirty thohfimd. But their, .power was lb 0 ! ‘ 
great, that all C hriftendome flood in extreme fear of them,.and held the Emperor L kq and 
all Gracia for loft. ’ i ;• 

f. At that time there was fo much ambition and fo little charity among Chriftians, that* they 
could not be induced to giue-ouer the warres and priuate contentions among themfclues :* for, 
iny/4k>theLombardsinlargedtheirdominion,andtookaIlfuchtownsastheycould geteither 1 
byforce or policy. The Frenchmen and other Princes did the like; and euen theirowncCap- 
tains and (truants failed them in this extremity: for, Sbrgivs, who was Pretor or Goucrner 
for L b o in Smlia y houlding the Emperor for loft, with the confent of fome others chofe one 
Gab a o r i e for Emperor j and, making him to change his name,they called him Tiberi- Gregory ktJ 
vs j what end he made I will tell you heerafter. Onely the Bulgarians aflifted the Empire : 
for, in truth they had intCreft therein, confidering the danger that hung ouer their owne heads ftrw ' 
if the Sarazins preuailed. And the Chriftians which in Confiantinople were befieged, made fuch 
praiers and Explications, that it feemd the Lord took compa/fion of them, and. pr oteifted them ; 
for,no humane power was fufficient to haue refilled lo great forces. Which, as Hiftoi ians af¬ 
firm, was manifeftly a diuihe miracle,:that in fo long time as the fiege lafted, the whole Empire ■ 
hadnot been loft, comparing the garrifon which was within to defend the City, with the mul¬ 
titude and power of thofe which befieged it: to whom, by Gods appointment, befell fo many 
misfortunes and difafters, that without any mans help they were ruined. Firft, :iii the time of 


thefiegedied their King Zvlbmon, whom they alfo called A u v r a t h ■ and about the 7 j )e j e j o p 
chufing of a new King they fell at fo great variance and diftenfion among themfelucs, that they ZulemonS/% 
were difordred, and the Befieged greatly recomforted 5 vntill at the laft Aminthas H v- ®/ thc sm>,s1 
m a r was chofen, who followed the warre more faintly and retchlefly than before : and there 
afterwards followed fuch colde weather, fuch ftorms,and fo many plagues of famine and pefti- °J the ur^ms. 
lenceamong them, that the greateft part ofthem died, as Well by Land as by Sea. Befidesthis, 
therefollowcd fo many teinpefts and violent windes vpon the teas, that in thebeftand fafeft 
harbourstheir fliips wereouerfet and call away; in fnch fort, that the Infidels were fo much.di- fed m thSnie 
minilhed and decaid ,that the City of ConftminopUms not only freed and deliuered from that °J ,bcSAt *0. 
liege, but alfo fewe ofthem efcaped with their Hues from before it: for , of three thou fandfaile ^ **” ,in ’ 
which they brought thither in the beginning, lo fewe returned with their people, that it feems 
tobcamatrerincredible:and,befidesrhofethatwcrecaftaway.byfoulweatheratlea,tbe:Hi- 
ftorians write, that very mahy of their fhips were burnt by one mans induftry. Finally, all that . 

great multitude and number of men and (hipping,whic h feemed to haue been fufficient to haue 
ouci run the whole world, and to haue laid the fame wafte, in little more than two yeers was 
loft and confumed: and Leo rcmainecUhe folc abfolute Lord of all that which before he p'ofi 
fc/led. who fhe wed not himfelf fo thankfull to God for his fo great benefits as he ought to haue 
done. He had alfo no ldfe’good hap againft Tib.briy s a Tyr^it, which rebelled in Sicili4 s 
whoinfliortfpace was brought to confufion .-for, the Emperor L e o fendirigfrom Confianti- 
M/jlt the Captain of his hor/emen called P a v l, witlTthe title^and authority of Gouerner of 
Sicilia, and with Letters to the Captains and fouldiers there ; Pavl by a ftratagem gotintoithe 
City o fSyracufa, now called Sarragojfa .* where he fliewed his authority to thofe of the City & 
ofthe Army 5 and they all, knowing thatthe Emperor whom they held for loft \ was aliu.e and ! 

at liberty* obeyed his command j and with fuch fauour receiued and entertained their new 
Captain, that they apprehended their new King, arid deliuered him into the power of this; 
a v i, who put him to death: and S b r o i v 5 the Pretor of Sicilia^ who was the Authoriand Gm 
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Originall of this rebell ion,fled into Italy to the Lombards 3 and Co that Hand remained in peace 
and obedience to the Emperor; 

TheEmperor Leo being freed from To gkeatdiftreflcarid opprclfiohibuglittruiy to hau c 
applied himfelfe to the feruice of God , and to haue rendred thankes for the fame, and to hauc 
relieuedhis poorefubi efts and vaflals, of the Ioffes and harmes by them fuftained : burheero 
the contrarie, voder colour to recohcr the charges which he hhd been at, laid newimpofiti- 
ons and taxes vpon the people, and too kc order chat the Churches ftiould hauc been ranfaefced- 
againft which Pope G r b 0 o r i », to the vttermoft of his power, oppofed himfelfe. By rca- 
fon whereof (diflike growing betvveenc them) theEmpcronr fought to hauc made away the 
Pope,or to haue taker! him priioner; and to that end he Cent thither for GouernouroneM a r x- 
hts, and afterwards the Exarch Pay l, where there happened many accidents which I omit; 
vntill that at Jaft tlie Pope found reliefe where he neuer thought to haue had any, which was in 
La YTHub King of the Lombards. After this, the Emperor ieeming defirousto beat 
peace with the Pope, requeued him to caufe the images to be taken fro'mxhc Altars,and to bcc 
put out of the Churches and temples, in fuch manner ns he bad done in Confant'mple; whereto 
the Pope making a prefumptuous anfvvere, with great authoritiefent his Letters and Buis 
through ail Chriftendome,cxcommunicaeing the Empcrour, and commanding the imagesto 
be honoured and had in rcuacnce.The pontificall command ofthis Pope Gregori b,yms 
of fuch authoritie, and the Emperour was thereby brought into fuch difliking with the people, 
as moftofehc cities in Italy, and the men of wane in Ratecma tooke part with the Pope ag 3 infl 
him 5 and there was fo great debate and diflenfion in Rattcnm ,that they flew the Exarch P a yi 
and dcCiicd the Pope to depofe the Emperor L e o,and to chufc another in his place. Thisdif- 
fenlion gaue occalion and oportunitie to the Lombards ( contrarie to the peace) to take 
the citie of Bologna, and many other cities and townes in that quarter. Which the Emperor per- 
ceiuing, he defliXTl and praftifed the Popes death or imprifonment, and to that end Cent a new 
Exarch or goueniourinto/^, called Evmsrm* who landing at Naples (to be necrcto 
Rome) endeuoured cither by force or policieto execute his comtnifsion, writing letters to ma¬ 
ny his friends in Rome and elfe-where, to that effeft: which put the Pope and his friends in great 
fcarcand perplexitie,fccingthcmfelucsoftheoneiideopprefledby the Emperor, and outlie 
other (landing in fcare ofrhe Lombards. Wherefore they fought by all meiuiestobeatpeace 
with them .which Livtprand their Kinginconfldciationofhisowneaduantageandhe. 
neiir, granted, and came to Rome ; hauing occalion to pafle by it with an Army againft ccrta/ne 
Captaines which rebelled in SpoUto and Bcncuent* foasthc Emperors practice was the fecond 
time made fruftrate, but he had his will in throwing downe and burning all the images : and 
forasmuch as the Patriarch G n r man v s would notconfcntthereto, hedepofed him from 
his prclacie,and placed another in his rootne. Matters (landing in this eftate, Pope Greoo- 
k. 1 b died,who was thefecond of that name 1 and another of the fame name borne in Syria,fuc- 
ceeded him,who commanded a generall councell tobeaflembled in Rome,whither cainemany 
Bifhops: and therein the vfc and veneration of images was againe approoued and ratified, and 
the Pope proceeded againft the Emperor, in fuch manner, that he was excommunicateand 
Anathematized by the councell. In that time hapned many terrible earthquakes,wherby many 
cities in the lefle,and in Gratia, were ruined: and the Sarazinscame out of Syriaimo Afu 
thelefle, doing much hurt, and tooke certaine cities in Cappadocia. Before this, the Emperor 
made his cldeft lonnc being a young man, whole name was Constantinb,Caks AR,and 
nominating him his fucccflbi , married him to the Kings daughter of Bamria called Yr ehi. 
This feemech to haue pafled in the feauenteenth yeere of his raigne,all which time with the reft 
of his Empire, which was in all foure and twentie yceitfs, he gouerned with greater rigorthen 
befeemed a King or an Emperor: and notwithftanding that he wanted neither valour nor poli¬ 
cieto maintaine himfelfe in tjie Empire; yet matters were carried with fuch violence and co- 
uctou/hes, that in his time were great warres. In leafy the Lombards took many cities, and 
befieged Rauennai and the people within it,once againe flew their Exarch or gouernor. In dfa 
thelefle the Infidels entred the countrie,and robbing and fpoilingthe fame,carried awayan in- 
Unit number of captiues,and made conqueftofa great part of the countrie. And all the provin¬ 
ces thereof, with Gracia, Italy , the Tiles of Sicilia and Crcta, now called Candia,which were in his 
fubieftion, were greatly opprefled with tributes, imprefts, and other intolerable exactions; iii 
fuch manner j that many reioiced at his death : which happened in the yeere of our Lord feuen 
hundered and one and fortie, he dying ofa Dyfemtria • apd in his place remained his fon G 0 «-

B Qtwithftanding that Lbo was but a bad Emperor, and 
therefore 111-beloued; yet, as loon as hee was dead, his 
/onne was recciued and obeyed, in hope that he would 
maueproued better than his father,or elfe for that in his 
fathers time he was growne fo mightie, that they durfl: 
not attempt to make choice of any other. Butheproo- 
u.ed fo good a fcholar to his father Leo, that in all 
things bet excelled and furpafled him much, and liued 
longer than he vfo as thefe feem not to bee the lines of 
Emperors which we now relate, in companion ofthofe 
Which are paft: but,likeasin great veifels wherein wine 
or fome other good liquor hath been kept, as it Confu- 
raetb, fo it becometh of a worfe tafte, and in the bottom 
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yo^j)aue,ften y aad whofe ehdiwftmayfaydrcw necr; fceingthat within feweycetsthe title ai 
digVwfthe Empire was translated from them'to. the French and Germans • notwithllandihg 
that^nEfnpcrors a longtimeiaftert; 1 •:. •« , • - * • ■ • 

IPiefeotiy aftfjrhat C o n.^ant in a was crowned.-- to gitie Some fiJjneof&ftmlVe.goo# 
Emperor, hee prouided a great Armie and a Nauy, therivyith rogoin perfon intd bgypt'urid 
Pope Zachary, vnderftanding thereof,tent him two Ambaflaaors to congratulate his co¬ 
ming to the Empire, according to the cuftome of his Prcdeceflors $ diflwading him from his 
fathers opinions, and exhorting him to beleeue as the Church of Pome did :anu heetherewith 
fent him in writing the Articles which he would haue him to beleeue. 

Thefe Ambaflfudors (hied fo long vpon their way,that, when they aniued a t Gotffimino^ 
the Emperor was already departed with his fleet towards ££?/>/againftr he InHdcls^hinkirtg to 
haue furprifcd the City of Alepcattdria,a nd afterwards to haue conquered the wholcCountrey; 
fori in that Kingdomc, and in other Prouinceswhich were but lately Aoftj iiued many Chrifti, I 
ans, which continued therein a long time s and in fame Cities were Bi/hops, by the permiffion 
ofthcSarazins. H ? . 

f Within fewe dates after t;hc Emperor was embarked, an eminent man which remained in 
whbfe nafae wSs Art h. a v s t v s^bejng affiftedb^nianji which tobRhisparf, 
rofe with the City, and was called Emperor : whereof C o n s.t a n t x n e was fpeedily ad- 
ueitifed, euen at fiich time as with his fleet Hee was comn’within fight of s^/tUxwdriit in tyftu 
Hauing certain notice thereof, without apy longer ftayhe returned towards Cpnftjnmopk: and 
A r *• h a v s t vs, who wasin poffefilon’thereof, put hirhtelf iii Arm^wfid? much people to 
defend the fame. But C o n s t a n t i n b, landing, Befieged the -Glr^/I'pd, entt ing it by 
force, apprehended the Tyrant, and commanded hiseies to be pluckt out, and to be perpetual¬ 
ly b anifhed t which in my opinion was too fmall a punifhment for fo great a treafon: but then 
was vfed fo much difloyahy, that it was not punched accordingly as it deterued. This becing 
foon ended (although not without bloudfhed) he heard the Popes Ambaflage,finding his Am -1 
bafladors there in that confufion : which he anfwered with good words, but without perfor-, 
ttiing whatthey required 5 perfifling in his opinion concerning the abojift#*^ of Images,and o- 
ther points which his father hcld 5 and therewith hee defireefthat the Cht#(i bf&pme ftiouid j 
doo the like: which put the fcope into agreat agony, as well by reafonheerAfas of the tyranny 
and wars ofthe Lombards. And the Emperors fuccours failing, it pleated God to fend it from i 
other parts ; all which, from the root and ground, paffedin this manner: j 

Atthat time the Chriftian faith and religion flouriftied in the Kirigdome of FrdMt, princi* 
pally among the Princes# grcatLordsthereofj wherein by the death of Ch a r l* t Mar* 
t b l, who as we (aid was high Conftable of that Kingiiome, histwofonnes, whereof the one 
was called C ar ioman, dnd the other Pepin, remaining in their fathers place, cameto 
the gouernment as ab/olute Lords of the whole Gountrey. Which JCingdome was then much 
greater than now it is (although it beyet very great) i for, befides that which theFrenchnow 
hould, they then podefied a great part of Germany j as, ^Aafiria.Saptome,Flanders, BtirgunJifStu* 
Madrid other Prouinces* The elder ofthefe two brethren (which Was Carl q m a t*)maktng 
no account ofthe woi Id, wherein he had fuch parr, deter mined to leaue it,and went to Romvi 
Pope Z ach a r y, whogauehim Church-orders s andhebecameaMonkof theOrderofS, 
Benedict, wherein he continued and died. His brother Pepin remained alone in the 
gouernment ofthe Kingdom of Branch and did many noble feats ofArms, inlarging that king* 
dome againft the enemies thereof • and hegouerned the fame fo well,that there was no fpeech 
or mention made of King Chiidbrick. Wherefore, forafmiich as in truth the King was 
a man offmall diferetion, and altogether incapable of the gouernment. Pope Z a c h a * 
depofed him from the Kingdome,and confirmed and approued the ele#i©n of King Pepin, 
as, Thomas A q^vinas, Robert Gaovin, and Pavivs Emiuvs, French 
Hiflpriographers, write. Chiipbucr became a religious mail, and in him ended die 
line and lineall defeent of the Kings of France, extra# from the blond of the famous Francons i 
and the Crown pafTed to the line of this Pbpir, wherein it continued almoft two hundred 
and forty yeas, vntill fuch time as there happened another change; as (hall bcc declared when 
time anti place (hall permit. This P b r i n was fatherto Charles the Great, who after* 
wards was Em neror * wherefore it behoues me heer to make mention of him. 

The (late of France (landing in this maner, in Italy died Pope Zachari B.and S t * ? »t n 
ihe tecftndftl chat name fucceedcd him: in the beginning of whofe Papacy, A i s to rr hvs 


was King ofthe Lombards ; and,as we may fay, of all italie: for, his brother Rachisivs 
who was Kingi became a Monk ofthe Older of Saint Benedict. This new King feeing 
the fmall care the Emperor took for the affairs of Italy', breaking the peace whereto hee bimtelf 
was fworn, raifed a great power (asamanthathadfufficientmeans) and cruelly harried the 
Land,and then befieged, battered, and took the City ofRaucnna, which oflong time (excep¬ 
ting Rome) had been the principal! City of all italie, and the feat of the Exarchs or Goucrners* 
i and he alfo wonne many other Towns, which vntill then had valiantly defended themfelues •’ 
fo as there remained no more but the City ofRme and the Terri tone thereof; for ina man¬ 
ner all Palia and Calabria were held by them. Which when Pope Stephe n the.Second fa w 
he fentto giuc the Emperor to vnderftand thereof plainly manifefting to him. thatifheedid 
not fpeedily fend relief, all Italie would come into the power ofthe Lombards. 

The Emperor in this cafe made not fuch prouifion of an Army and men of vvarre as thene- 
ceflity of the caufe required, and fent but onely an AmbafTador to the King of the Lombards 
and other Ambaffadors were fent by the Kingto the Emperor,and long treaties and many fpee- 
ches were fpent about the matter: but Aistvlphv*, without refpetf of any perfon fent 
tothe Pope, requiring him to giue vp the City of Rome into his power - if not, that hee would 
then come and take it by force, and cut off the heads of all fuch as he ihould Hnde therein. The 
Pope feeing this-, after long confideration and confultation had about the matter,with thc con- 
fent of the whole City, feeing there was no other remedy, refolued to fend to P h p, i n King 
of France for relief; which was done with the greateft.fecrecy that could bee, hoc fecking by 
ther means to entertebiKing Aistvlphvs with prefents&promifes. The King of France 
willingly heard his imbaltege,and promifed to doo what he required • and therewith fent to 
thePope, counfelling him for his more fafety to come into France. 

In the mean time returned the Ambaffadors which were fent to the Emperor to Conlt&ntittd- 
who brought no other relief^but diredion for the Pope to go in perfon to King Aistvl¬ 
phvs, and tdentreat him for peace. T he Pope,hauing already fully determined of his iourny 
muft of neceifity paffe through Aistviprvs dominions,and therfove refolued to do both * 
andfo departed frotpppme, accompanied with the Ambaffadors of both the Kings and of the 
Emperor, and came eO huitt where the proud King A i s t v l p h v s then lay - but could not 
cometo any compofition with him: for,he required to haue the dominion and rule of Rome and 
the reft of italie , and that they (hould yeerly giue him a'certain peece of gold for eucry head' 
And notwithftanding that they treated of peace, yet he daily made preparation for the warres • 
loas the Pope,in the beft manner he conld,took his leaue of him, and by long journics came in- 
to Prance, houlding his way towards King Pbpins Court ; who commanded his eldeft fonnd 
C it ar l b 5 , who afterwards Was Emperor, that as foonas he were com into France he fhould 
Conduftand accompany him-arid he himfelf afterwards came tlirce miles from Paris where 
he then held his Court, to meet him : and flighting from hishoi fe, he kift the Popes foot and 
would ride no more; but led the Popes horfe by the bridle. And in this manner, with too oreati 
humility, he conduced him to his Palace 5 where he was magnificently rcceiucd, and loyally 
entertained f and there he confirmed King Pain’s eletfipn, and fo anointed and Crowned 
fom.Kjng ofFrwce. . ■ • 

KingP spin, after many, matters which paired about this bu/inefs, rcfoluin? td rdieue the 
Pope } ctiufed an Armie to be leuied : but hee firft fent Ambafladors to King Aistvlphvs’ 
to treat with him concerning a fettling of peace, offering him reafonablc and honourable con’ 
aiuons. Whereto he anfwerd with gfeater pride than befitted him: for, making fmall account 
Of King Pepin, hee repofed his chief truft in the multitude of his men. The peace beein* 
broken, and the wai re refolued, Repin commanded his troops to march - whole Vauntpairf 
* King the Alps, fought with Aistvlphvs his fortes which guarded the. pafTages • 
whldl bang broken and fcattered, the King p affed with hi s Whole Armie 5 and; Ai stvl- 
p » v j, (laying in the Plains with the reft of his power j and vnable to make head againft him 
ivas forced to retire: whom King Pepin purflied, vntill he had (hut him vp in the City of 
ram, where (being Mafter ofthe Field) be befieged him: during which ftege, many rapines 
obberiesandQutfageSjWerecdmmitted. Pope Stephen teeing what ill was befaln ; ndt- 
‘Wtnftaiiding that he apparantly law the vi#ory, and that hee himfelf was the procurer ofthe 
war yet he aboured for peace, and dealtwith Aii.mPHvs ro that eflfe#, perfwadine him 
ofe/ignewhathehadtaken,and to b’inde himfelf by oath to maintain the peace, andtooiue 
aoitages and fecurity for the obfefuing ofthe fam’er

AisTriPHV$ being thus befieged, and hearing thefe newes, in ourward (hew prajfed 
God, faining great humilitie and thankfulnes to the Pope, and extolling him, he promifedand 
(wareto his moft obedient Ton, and (da peace was concluded : for King P b pin pretended 
nothing, but reftitution to be made to the Pope, and the quiet ofthe Church of/to/H*: and asit 

leemcdthat he had cffe<fted the lame, taking with him fortie men of account, which A i m v L , 
ph vs deliuercd vnto him for hoftages and pledges, for the performance of his promife, he 
within a certaine prefixed timc,raifed his fiege from before Pauia, and returned towards France, 
leauinga great Noble-man called Vsrnsrivs to fee the conditions performed : whereof 
the Pope holding himfelfe aflured, departed alfo towards Rome-, and Aistvlphv s accon> 
plilhing fome matters of fmall "importance, with faire words deferring the principall (which 
wasrhe rendring ofeities and townes) temporized, vntill that King P h pi n was returned in¬ 
to his countrie. Afterwards contrarie to his oth, he would performc nothing of what he had 
promifed, but went to Rattenna, and thither fent for the greateft part of his forces; and continu¬ 
ing his pretended purpofe, within a vpry fmall timeafter, took his way towards Rom, wher< 
newl'pfgfJ the Pope w.as; and encamping himfelfe before it, held it befieged the /pace ofthree moneths • 
bAnh. Um ' in which time (as all biftories beare record) hee did greater harme in the fields and ter itoric 

thereof, then had been done before in three hundred and fortie yeeres, by the Vifogothes, the 
Oftrogothes, the Heruli, the Lombards themfclues, orany other nation. In the beginningof 
this fiege, what patted I haue not time to fet downe; but that the Pope fent his Ambafladoms 
downe the riner of Tiforjnd thence by lea to king P h p i n into France who was then the Popes 
only refuge, to entreate him to come to his reliefe • whom they found bufie in making prepara¬ 
tion for his voiage,notwithftanding that they had not requeued him but with their comming 
farre greater hafte was made. Whereof when Aistvlphvj hadintelligence, he railed his 
fiege from before Rowland cam^ into Lombardy,with an intent to haue flopped king P n p t m s 
defeent from the Alpes; w here we will leaue them for a while, to the end hereafter to mataan 
end of the ftoric. And let vs now fpeake of Conjlantine, of whom this Hiftorie treats, whom 
wee haue not without reafon forgotten: for in truth it hath bin to glue light to the reader,to vn* 
derftend the caufe and reafon why the Pope tran/ported the Empire into the \Vefterne parts, 
and firft into the houfe of Frawctf; for which caufe it was requifite to declare what is laid, and 
what (hall be fpoken hereafter: for although it be not direrftly ofthe Emperours, yet it is very 
expedient for the hiftorie, andthe cleerencs and order of what we fhall write hereafter. Ifay 
then that Constantin b was not idle all the while that thefe things patted in Italy, butat- 
tempred to make wan e againft the Infidels, fomtimes in Egypt , and ibmerimes in Syria,but diet 
with ill fucccffe. 


His Empire was alfo muchdiftrefted and weakned,by reafon of a great peftilence^hichfell 
among the inhabitants in thofe parts, which was fo terrible, that it was feared the land would 
haue been difpeopled which, as Htgo Floriacensis writeth, begariin Calabria, a nd 
from thence patted into Sicilia , and afterwards into Grata, and to Constantinople, a f Hiding thofe 
countries. So as it is thought and held for certaine, that if there had not happened to arilcnew 
and vnexpedled enemies againft the Sarazins, the Eaft Empire had beene in great dangerto 
haue beene loft. Buriinlie time ofthiscalamitic the Turkes defeended, in a moft huge multi- 
tude, out of Scithia Afutico .. for being in a manner innumerable, and in a cold and barren coun* 

- trie^mouedcheretothrough the fame of the wealth of^/£«,they came into the prouince of the 
Alanes,and afterwards into the countries of the Cokbi,md from thence defeended into \jtrme- 
m • and laftly into Perfia, andfointo uifia the leffe, foiling and fubduing thofe countries: in 
fuel) fort that the Maho/m-tifts could not attempt ought againft the Chriftians, neither were of 
power fufficiently able to defend themfelues,and therefore concluded a peace with them: and 
(b the Turkes remained Lords of a great part of thofe prouinces, and afterwards rcceiued the 
accurfed fed oFMahombt, which they found in the countries by them fubdued. 

The Sarazins being much troubled inthiswarre, fuflfered Constantins toliuein 
peace. But the Turkes did him much harme,for they rook from him certaine prouinces in AjU 
the leffe land therein, and in the reft of continued a long time after,mixed with other na¬ 

tions, hauing no rule or dominion, but liued oblcurely, vntill that about two hundred and fiftie 
Ottoman Kmt y eercs afterwards, ( as when time (hall feme wee will tell you) one amongft them whofe name 
if the Ttiritfs. £ was Ottoman, began the dominion and Empire which they hold this day. This nation of 
the Turkes (/ettinga part all other opinions) had their originall beginning in Stt/bia in Aju i.'Oj

ofhis firft booke.make merit ion of them , and place them amongft the Sanmtes in the confines 
of Scithia, Oder the Caiman pattages in the Syfedorea* mountains 5 and they fay that they lined 
difpei fed in the fields,by that which they could get by hunting, fo as they were vnknownefvet 
fome mention was made of them) vntill this their defceiit in the time of C o * s t a n t i n e the 
fift; and fo for almoft other hue hundred y ceres , there was no great account made of them 
Theopmion of thofe which fay that the T urkes defeended from the Troianes is meerely falfe* 
andtfiall notneede to bereproued,or impugned,forthat it is ridiculous,and no’t to beregarded^ 
for what is before faid is true. But returning ro my ftoric, I fay chat the affaires ofthe Eaft re¬ 
maining in this eftate,and theEmperor knowing that Amvipav s King ofthe Lombards 
bad befieged Rome, and chat the Pope had Cent to the French King for aide, and that hee made 
preparation to,cometo relieue him; being greatly grieued therewith,in great hafte he fent two 
ofhis fauountes to the Pope, requeftmg him not taretaine the fuccours of France for that hee 
himfelfowould aflift him* But thistookenoettea:, for as much as they fpake too late andalfo 
forthat the Pope and ftate of Rome had no good conceireorhopeofhim : fd as the Emperors 
Atnbattadours flared not jin Rome, but went to the French court, where they fought to haue di¬ 
verted the King, and to haue dittwaded him from going into Italy. But King Pepin relented 
notibut rather with a greater and better ArmiepafTed the Alpes 5 in which p adage were many 
skirmiflies, and many men were loftof the onefideand the other.

Thishapned in the fiftycer ofhis raigne, and in they cere of our Lord feuen hundred foure- 
fcoi eandtwo. He was much condemned for the taking of a Crownc of Golde, and cerraine 
ftones of great price, out of the famous temple of S. Sdfhia , which by the Emperor Mav- 
rice were offered and dedicated to the Image ofourLadie in Conjlantimple , which hetooke 
from thence, and put vpon his owne head. 

In this time in Frame and Germany flour i/hed Charies the Great, of whom (for that 
he was afterwards Emperour) I haue made this mention, as well in matters of war, as peace; 
w ho honoured and fauored valiant and hardic knights, and letters alfo and learned men: he pro¬ 
cured juftice to be maintained in all his dominions, and that his gouernment fhould be juft and 
vpright. Whereupon he created many Dukes and other dignities,and among them the twclue 
Peeres of France,which are fo famous in all Hiftories. He alfo made and ordairied the parlia¬ 
ment at Paris: afterwards intheyeere7po,intbe life time.of Con j t a n t uiE forme of 
this L b o,he founded an Vniueriitie in the lame Citie,which hath becne famous and excellent^ 
and is yet fo vnto this day: and another in the Citie of Pattia, which was the caufe chat both 
chiualric and learning fo much fiouriflied in bis time. 

In the time of the Emperor L e o, of whom we no W leaue to make arty inore mention,the 
faid Ch a r l e s came into Spainc ; where he was by treafon ouerthrowneat Roncettaulx , and 
lofttheflowre ofhis nobilitie and Chiualrie: by mcanesof Alow so the Second, called the 
Cbafte,aided and afllflcd by the Moores and Infidels which then lined in i ^Arragon, and in the 
territorie thereof. In matters which preceded and fucccedcd this battailcandrhe caufcs therof, 
2nd which palled therin,there is great difference between the French and Spanilh chroniclers, 
and among thenifelues of either Nation. 1 Wherfore,and for as much as the ails of Charles 
the Great (before that he was Emperor) coneernenot tny Hiftorie, I therefore Ieaue to fpeake 
any more thereof. And alfo for that we know that Florian Db Campo hath written! 
thereof at large in his gencrall Hiftorie of Spaine: of whofe fingular diligence there is no doubt 
robemade, but thathe hath inuiolablyob/erued the trutfowithout omitting any tiling worthy 
ofmemory, efpecially in a matter fo famous and memorable j and therefore referring the Rea- 
denohim, I willrecuinetoprofccutcmy iourhey.

B E' O bdn^ dead, bit feme Gonftantine (notwithflanding that he wae hut A chi/de) Succeeded 
bint , and through the tvifidotfie of his mother , and the oath o( the men ofivarre, wm obeyed* 
This ivotmnwat fo difcreete,that fie ruled the Ehtpirttenyecres, arid wm the caufe of the 
Council!ajjemhledabout the contmtsrjie for Images ,and Agreement to hi made between 
the,G recces arid Lathe Chiireh'es. Tut thjpng man camming to riper age, btremedher cf 
the gouernementy/ind made her to line apart frpm him j and became fo difpleaftug , that htt ■ 
own? people confpired again/} him, although the confpiracy tool ^ not the wified ejfeti. Tub 
he being illbeloutd,certa\ne of the principal! men of the Empire incited her to refume thf go- 
utrnemint j and fie fet ting aftde the lone of A Mother towards her fonne, apprehended him , arid caiifed bis eyes to bee 
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plucks out, as be bail dene Ij many others. This was the catsfe that the Bajlern Empire was tran(luted into tht fVtft . 
fir the Popefceingthe Eafi Empire to decline , and that it was gouerned by a woman, bee annointed andcr<m nt \ 
Charles the Great , Emperour, with whom Yrene fought to bane been* married; bat it tooke no effett, Jhee btina 
difwaded by the Princes of Gracia-, but fbe made afirmc and affured peace with him , which /bee not tong enioyeeT. 
forfundrie valiant men , which tooke in ill part to be ruled by a woman, cenfpirirg again?} her, by a wile appreht*. 
ded, add depofed her from the Empire, gilding the charge thereof to a very Noble man, whofe name was Nicephoru*' 

HTen as Leo the fourth wasdcad, his fonne Con stan- 

riN h being little more then twelueyeeres old,was recei- 

lied for Emperor (notwithftanding his fmall age)- where¬ 
to his mothers wifedome and valour was a great Jhclpe, and 
alio for that the fubjefts of the Empire were fworne to hi^ 
in the life time of his father, yet this could not beeifeflcd 
withoucdifficultiej for fame principal! men difdainingto 
be commanded by a childe, and a woman, fccretly pn <% 
fed to make Nicbphorvs Emperor, who was the 
yong mans Vncle, and brother to his father L ■ o: al¬ 
though that through forgetfulnes, no mention was before 
madeofhim. But this was not fofeeretly done, but that

tine, commanded all, and (as all Authors write) very vprightly and prudently; for (lie was a wifeand , 

a very excellent woman, and aboue all was very much deuoted to the Romifli religion, where- I 
of this may ferue for proofed for lhe feeing the difeotd betweenc the Greekes and Latinsabout I 
the wor/hipping ofImages,and other points in Religion wherein they difagreed, endeuoured ' 
very carncflly,tbat a gcnerallCounceli might be called* and her induftrietookefuch effeft (al- I 
though fomewhat long firfl )that a councell was aflembled in the Citie of Nice»,in the Prouince 
Cornell hid Fythim , where other councils in former time had beene held 5 ;in which were three 1 
mthe erne of hundred and hfi ie Bi(hops,and therein were handled many matters concerning the eftate of 
N,mK * the Clergie, and thofe were condemned for Heretic^, which denied the veneration of Ima¬ 

ges in the Church. So as during the gouernment of YR b n e , the Images and pi&urcs of 
Christ, and our Ladie, and fundrie other Saintsin theEafterne Churches were agme fet 
. ■ V P i whereat the common people which euer delighted in nouelries, was very joyfull • and fo 
was T h:m* a siv S the Patriarch ofCenjlatitimylc,which fucceeded P a v t,who had fought & 
much defired the fame. And for that he could not obtaineitof the Eraperour, L u o,feeing 
himlelfe grownc old and (ickly, before his death, he left his dignitie and made hiinfelf a Monk: 
Who going to vifite the Emprefle Yrjnh, (he demanded of him the reafon of Co noble a 
change 5 (he making an eloquent Oration, he toldeher,that he had left the world, for thathee 
couldnotrefifttheEmperoiir,andforthatheewould not die fepmted from the Vn ion and 
obedience or the Catholique Romifh Church, befeeching her to procure the {aid 
Vnion, which could not be but by a generall Councell j for the effecting whereof, (he fliould 
vie her Aut horny, & that for his part he would nor liue our of rbe Church, bur continue in his 
Monauerieto doe penance for his finnes, the which he laid was to difcharee his Confidence 
before his death. ® 

It is faid, that this T h b r as r v s was he which principally moued Yrb n b fo earneftly 
to (olhcite the calling ofa Councell; the refblution whereof concerning Images, is contained

Hauing ended a matter offo great importance as that which I recited • in all the reft of the 
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Hine of her gouernment, both before and after the Councell which were Ibme y eers,fhee bare 
herfelf farremore like a politick valiant man, than a delicate and beautifull woman as (he was t 
but her fonne Constantinb, who was now comn tomans eftace, and like to his father, 
difliked his mothers gouernment, and in the end depofed her from the fame, and from the 
Councell alfo, making her to liue priuately, without any authority, when fhee had with great 
wilciome gouerned in his name the fpace often yeas, and maintained the Empire with jufticc, 
in peace with all the world. 

It is written, that in thofe daies was found in in a very old Sepulchre, a plate /-W of gold 

or leaf of gold vpon thebreaft ofa corpfe, which therein had been buried; wherein were writ- 
ten the/e words, Christ /hall be born ofthc Virgin Mary : Thou fhalt fee mee again at Mym clnjZn, 
fuch time as C o n s t a n 11 n b and his mother Yubne lhall be Emperors. This was held 
for a great matter, and Y r b n b and her fon made great account of this Table: for, it feeihcd * 

to be written before the coming of C h R i s t. * 

The Emperor,being now at liberty, began freely to vfe thofe qualities whereto hee was na± 
turally inclined j in fuch fort, that he became ill beloued, and they again the fecond time con- 
fpiredagainfthim,feeking to make his vncle Nicbfhorv s. Emperor. But, as to Princes 
(whether good or bad) mod matters are commonly difeouered: fo this confpiracy was like®- 
wifereuealed; and he, knowing it,commandedfome ofthofe which bad been pra&icers ther¬ 
eto be apprehended, whom he (euerely punched-and commanded his vncle Nicbpho* 
r t s to be perpetually baniflied. After this, he put away his wife, who was a very Noble wo* 
man called Mary $ and,cliuorcinghimfelf from her, /hut her vp inaNunnerie,and maried 
one of her maids called T h h o d o r a, of whom he was enamoured ^ a woman of no defcrt 9 
but onely that (he was fair and very beautifull. 

Atfuchtimeas C o n s t a n r i n b and his mother raigned in the Baft, C h a n t i $ the 
Great was King of Evme-, fo called forthe great exploits which he had performed: yet fome 
arc ofopinion, that he was lo called by reafon of the great‘conftitution of his body yfor, he was 
corpulent, very big limd and tall, and had not lined at his eafe,but had vndergon great and dan- ** ‘ ‘ 
getouswars. " , ■ . 

In the beginning of the Emperor Constantines Ralgn,King C m e s eamein 
perfon into uly ro foe the Pope, and to pacifiecertain combuftions raifod by fome Dukes, Who 
were defirousofinnouations: which being quieted , hee had intelligence that the Duke of Bd* 
wre(For, now they were no more called Kings) rebelled againft him, with an intent to exempt 
hirofclf from his fuhjedtion ; and to that end had leuied his forces. Whereupon, C h a r l b s 
refolued to go againft him in perfon, and by another way to fend his fonne Pepin vpon .the 
fame [entice $ and fo he beganneto make cruell waire againft him; whereof when the Eaftem 
Emperor Constantine was aduertifed, imagining that Charles, beeing bufieditt 
thofe war res, would not beable to prouide for the affairs of Italy , hee fent commandemetttincb * 

thofe Countries which he held for him, and fom new ri oops which he leuied for that ptbpofo* 
thatthey (hould make wan eagainft the Pope and King Charles j which 'they prcfently 
put in execution: but rhe Dukes of Bencutm and Sfokto, and of other Cities, made fuch (peedy 
preparation againft them, thatthey were eafily repelled and ouerthrownej fo as from thence-*’: 
forth they liued quiet andat peace. And C h ai'l u s had-Iikewifc fo good fucceis in his want 
againftthe Bauarians (although not without effufion Ofmuch blond) that hee pacified all that 
ftatc,and reduced the Prouinces to his fernicc. • i , 

From thence hee went again ft theSlauons, whicli held the Prouinces of Jjflrid and Ddlmatidi 
by them called S/auonia ; and in one Summer brought all vnder his dominion. ! Afterwards,rai-' 
ling a new power, he refolued to make a conqueft of Hungary andx^ctujlria, beeing the antient 
Prnom, which the Hunncs Auares,had of long time pofle(fod,as is before (aid: And notwith* 

(landing that this wasa very dangerous warre, and that therein were many great and notable 
battels (wherein all the Nobility, and thegreaeeftparf ofrheicommon people of thofe Coun¬ 
tries,died; (b as the Land lay in a manner waft? afiddifpeopled) r yet in the end, inthe efghcth 
yeer after the beginning thereof, he became abfolute Lord of all the Countrey. After thefe %eatco!uuerd 
forefaid waj res, he had warres wirhthe King of D-mark: for, the Danes harried rhefea^coafts 
with their fleets 5 and heerin (as wellasin the reft) this glorious Prince had the vi<ftory :■ andhe , 

afterwards made peace with their King, and refolued to make abend of; fuhduing the Saxons' j w»j?t£ 4 fa* 
Whofe warres at times, as they rebelled, continued thirty yeersiiand he flueofthem in one bat- °f V'm*rk, ■ 
fell thirty thoufond: and in another, which he fought withthehrtiaftei wards,' h'e brought them 
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wholly to obedience, and made them fubje< 5 t to the Empire 5 and, for his better fecurity, heled 
the principal of them with him into Brattce.ln which conquefts which I fo briefly haue recited 
fome battels were fought by himfelf in perfon,and fomc by his fon P b p i n : in all which, he 
won the nameand reputation of a moft excellent Captain. 

Thcfe things being part, in the yeer of our Lord feuen hundred ninety & flue, Pope A d r j. 
a n dfed in Rom ; through whofe death they chofe Pope L b 0 the third of that name. who 
prcfcntly after his election, Pent great Prefents and a folemn Ambaflage to C h * n l g« the 
x Great. In thefe times the Emperor Constantine’s men of war did greatly annoy thofe 

ofG h a ribs the Great: for, after that he liued apart from his mother, he became very qru. 

ell, and in his gouernment negligent and diforderly: wherefore he grew to be fo ill beloued by 

his Suhje&s, that fome of the chief of them perfwaded his mother Ya. b n b to depofe him 
• iand reitime the gouernment ofthe Empire in to her ownehands; whereto they promised to af! 
fift her. The mother, who had a courage more like a reuengefull man, than a delicate woman 
Irene made he t P re f er ^ n g th? difpleafure which /he had conceiued,beforetheloueofa mother to her fon,with 
fans da tube the aid of thofe which took her partin that action, vpon a day by awilefeifed on him, and cau* 
puttHt. led his efes to bepre/cntly pluckt out, as hee had done to many others: which was one of the 
ftrangeft and moft cruel! and inhumane parts that euer woman plaid in the world. And this be* 
i ing done, all obeyed her 5 and /lie alone had the gouernment of the Empire,* which yet was ve¬ 
ry great .-for, ft contained, in Europe,Tkacia,am all the Prouinces of 'Graft, the lies of Sicilit, 
Candia , and thofe in the great fea called uircbipel&gw, and that part of Italic which was called 
Magna Gracia, and all the Prouinces of Lsdjia the Lcfle: all which were gouerned by this valiant 
woman, with great policy and authority. Who when /he vnderftood of the victories & great 
-power of Charles the Great, defiring to bee at peace with him, and fearing his greatnes, 
(he commanded thofe Cities which (he held in Italic, and the Gouerners of them, to hold good 

corrc/pondeuce and neighbourhood with thofe Cities which were vnder the Pope, or King 
Cha'ubs ; and, befides this, fliefent her Ambaffadorsvmo him, excufing herfclfe of that 

which had bapned concerning her fan,and made him many great offers. "Which , Charus 
gladly entertained: for, he was a milde Prince to the meek, and rouglvand cruell to the proud 
arid rebellious. -.1;: ■ ■ . . 

■Aft 7/4//* being in p£acevnderthe/hadowandprote<ftionof C haai bs the Great, where 
now.washomehlory of the Lombards which were wont to opprc/feit^thcdiuell, a Power of 
di/Tcnfion, adtedhis part in the City of Rome: which was, that Pope L b o' fitting (as they fay) 

■ \y in Saint P. b t s.» ! s Chair, two Priefts, Cardinals of great account, called Pascal & Ca- 

v mw confpirea againft him, and held fo ftrong a hand among their complices,that they vp- 

c - on a day apprehended him going in Procelfion ; which they did with Rich an vpvore and ru* 

millt, that they had almoft (lain him 5 and handled him in fuch manner, that (as moft Writers 
affirm) they put out his eies, and cutout his tongue, and fo they committed him pri/onerfo a 
Monaftcric of Saint Er a s m y.s • publifhing abroad, that they did it for the crimes by him 
committed , 1 arid the errors which he maintained : and being there, as Bibliothbcari- 
V s/and fome others affirm, he was miraculou/ly reftored to his fight and /peech • and a cham¬ 
berlain of his vfed fuch fecret means, 01 with the permifiion of his Keepers, that he was hidden 
in ascertain grauo or fcpulchrc, and by night convayed to the Duke of Spsleto, who then was 
Litfufendnt to. G ka!r l m s the Great in ftafe (which offices then were giuen for euer, or for 
term of life) f by whofe aid he went to King C it a r. 1 b s in Germany, to complain ofthe vio* 
lerice done vnto him-: whither already melierigers were Pent by the other two, Pa s cal and 
G a elviL v $, withinformations-abdaccu/ations againft him. But, notwithftanding,thePopc 
wasifo.lemtily entercaind& honourd by him:and,remaining there fom few daies,the Kingpro- 
mifed toebme iifperfon to Rome,* and appointed fo many Prelates and religious men toaccom- 
pdriy hirri, as fufficed to bring him thither, and to reftore him to his feat and eftate, with great 
proc.eflions wbichwere made for him: and the two Priefts Cardinals aforefaid, which were fo 
, , .mightte, abfenting themftlues, euer gaue out in fpeeches, that they attend ed the coming of the

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as to him did appertaine 5 where killing the Popes foote he did him fuch other fuperftitions re-M 

uerence, as the cuftome was. After this, hauing continued eight daies in Rome ,he commanded 

all the prelates and Princes which then were in the citic to be aflembled; and the Pope himfelf,, 

and all the reft being together,there were iorne which complained and accufed the Pope to the 

Empcrourand fo the Emperor began openly to aske cucry mans opinion concerning thofe 

accufaijonsjwherto all anfwered. That no man ought to iudge theHead ofthe Church: which: 

the King obferuing,heforbare to aske any more queftions. Then the Pope which hitherto had 

becrifilent, rofe from the place wherehe Fatc,and went into a pulpit which was there, and with 

aloud voycefaid, That feeing of his life and behauiour, no man would or had authorities , v 

make e/iquiribior to gine fentence,yet thenext day (following.theicuffiome of his predeceftbrs); 

he would purgeand cleere himfelfe,as it behoued: and therewith for that day the Confiftorie 
wasdiffolued: And vponthe nextdayi theyallbeingaflcmblcd inlike manner, heagaine went 
vp into the fame place,and taking abookeof the holy Euangelifts in his hand^faid with folbwd, Pope Leo his 
a voice as they all might heare him, that he fwareby God, and thofe holie Euangelifts, thatall W uh >» tfte 
that which his aduerfaries had laid to his charge, was falfe and vntrue, and that he had neither 
committed or thought any fuch matter as they obiedted 5 but that they had of maliceand enuie * ' 

flandered him : and that he there rfore publikely made this prottftation, and confirmed by his 
oath, feeing that to them all the manner of his life and gouernment was well knowne. ,-.V >; 

Hauing ended this his proteftation, his oath was allowed, and himfelfe commended} and 
the King commanded hisaccufers, Pa sc a tandCApVL r s y 'to be fought but and appreheh- ' /? 

dd, and would haue condemned them to dear h * but the Pope was contented to fparetheir 
lints,fo as they might be committed to prifon,and thence condemned to perpetual exile. Eight 4 ^ ^ 

(iH/ iJifier, the Pope hauing firft confidered how much the Greeke Emperors enuied his great- : f ^ ^ 

ncs,together with the fmallaflfediotithcy bare to the wor/hipping of Imagesi and other points 
wherein they were oppofite,and feperated fromrhe Church of Rome . and howrequifirdit was 
to haue an Emperor which mightmainrainethe prouinces of Italy in peace, which vpon euery J 4 
light occafion were difiurbed: but chiefly to (hew himfelfe grateful! for the benefits which hsSjf^r P 
and th^Church of Rome had receiucd ftom him and the houfe of trme, butaboueallforac- 
cepting his proteftation in his owne defence, for a fufficient proofe of his honeftic - he refolued^ cv/^ ^ <PZ' 
to make .Gh ar l b sthe Great,Emperor-and totranfiate die head of the Empire into the'Weft. O /* 

Wherewith, as moft writers affirme, he did not acquaint the King,conceiuing the greases of ^ 
his minde to be fuch, that he neither had defired it, neither would haue accepted the fame. And 
hauingfuminated hereupon-againft the day of the natiuitic of C h r 1 si:, hee commanded all 
thcPritfft Cardinalls, and all the other prelates tacome to a Mafle, whither Char l $.s was 

slfo inuited, and came, together with all the other princes j and fo about the middefi ofthe $00 
j MalTe,tliePopethen/ayingit,hee turned about from the Altar to the people, and with a loud 
voice faid, That he did there ele&,create,and publi/h C h a r l b s the great, the moft mightie 
and vidorious King of Italy, ofthe Germanes, and ofthe French-men, Emperor, and euer A v- 
c v s t v s. Which being done , hee fet the Imperial! Crowne vpon his head , and all thofe 
which were prefent confented thereto, with acclamations and applaufes, faying > To the moft 
godly, euer Ayavsrvs, great and moft vidorious Emperor Charlbs, God graunt long C h ar ies the 
fife and vi&orie. : y gre*t s^wned 

This acclamation being ended, the Pope anointed him , ,and therewith anointed and inti- 
tied his fonne P spin with the good liking and confent of his father) King of Italy ■ which co- 
matrons were performed,with fuch feaftings and folemnitic,as the difercete Reader may well Po P e Leo - 
imagine • vpon the birth day of C h r i s t, which was the flue and twentith of December, in 
theyeereofourLord eight hundred jfoure hundred threefcotcand eight yceres from the time 
that Constantine thegreat transferred the feate of the Empire into tWw, to the citie 
ofconftantinople, and three hundred and thirtie y eeres from the timethat Avgvstvlvs was 
die laft Emperor in Italy. And fo C h a k 1 a s remained Emperor, and the Empire wastranf- 
ported from the Greek es to the Germanesj for although that Ch a r l b s was King of France , 
yet his originally linage, and countrie was in Germanic, and fo it appeareth by hiftories ; and not- rk origmihr 
withftanding that he was King of th^ French, he wasbomcin Germa»ie,and the French-men al- chiles the 
fohad their otiginall and defeent from Germanic) and the kingdomeof France extended it fdfe gYeAU 
fo ferre in the time of this Emperor, that the moft of the prouinces of Gevmanie were called by 
the name, and contained within the Kingdome of Fjvwr* • fo as there is no reafonthatany au¬ 
thors fliouldfay, that the Empire was firft tranfpofed to the French, and afterwards in procefle

fairecdificestd'be ere&ed; arid-chat he procured gentlemen to come and inhabit the ftime.The 
fameofthishiseledionbeirigifpiuid.ouerthewbrld^themahlyEmpie^c Yr e nr,, whichm-

minlonthereof, which ijhot lightly to be regarded,remained friend to all, and fu bie<ft to none, 
This being concluded, Yrinb theEinprciTeenioyed not the lame long after: for in the end 
as(beiwasa woman,men of haughtic fpirits^ holding itforbafenefs,difdaioed to be commanded 
by her,and found meanes that a man of high degree,great power,and of noble parcntage.whofc 
namejwasiM ii gj-phor vs, fhould rebel! againft her , and take vpon him the title-of Emp C . 
lorjwhichtookeffeft, lo as by aftratagem Ihifwas taken, and dilpollelfed of her Empire.

hHen m Charles the great wot made Emperor, he was ofthe age offiftie and eight jetrtu 
' ■ and returning into Germany, he wholly converted the Saxons to the Chriflittnfaith t and mil 
an accord with Nicephorus Emperor ofthe Greekest which afterwards was broken, for that 
Nicephorus ayded the. Venetians , againft himand his fonne.Pepmittt Charles fall/ 

I peace with the Venetians , left them in that liberty, wherein they have maintained 

themfelnes vntill this prefent , and cameto a full peace with Nicephorus. He divided the 
\ Empire betweene his three femes , and commanded Pepin togoe to Corfica and Sardimfo 

defend the fame againft the Infidels which went thither to inhabit, dnd vnderthe coMHUmA 
of Charles hisfonnehe overcame many other Nations, Rebels, and Infidels, and becamefogreat as the King of tfo

[Onfidering the great paines I haue taken in writing this Hiftory (I 
take God to record) that I (land in more need of iome reft, and 
tobecafedof fo great a burthen, by abbreuiating thcHiftorie, 
and leauing out as much as may be without confulion, then to 
redouble my roile, through- the occafions which now prefent 
themlclues. I fay this, for that the Pope in this time had tranf- 
ferred the Empire to C h a r l r s the Great ; and it hath eucr 
fince continued in Germany : And in Gracia alfo remained Prln» 
ces, which in like manner were called Em perours, and preten¬ 
ded good right; fo as we may fay that the Empire and the title 
thereofwasdiuided, and came to be two Empires and to haue 
— ===sl - l two Emperours. But I iinde my/elfeinagreatconfufioh, to 
S!ijSovv this matter maybe handled: for, fitft to write of one, and thentoreturne to write 
ofthcorher,as did Bajp r i st a I c n a *r \ v s, in the Ihoft epitomie^which he wrotfeof the 
Emperors; itfeemcthtobeinconucnientto bringoneofrhemroan dkl,and then to make the 
Reader turne backs againe feauen or eight hundred yeeres in the hiftoffc,- And to write one or 

two lines ofthe Empire, and then as many ofthe other, as did I oh nCv spi nian, that li- 
k e th ttieas ill: for ir greatly.cOnfoundcth the hiftorie,and fo in a manner neither the one not the 
other can be vnderftood -and to relate all together at large ( for the many occafions which are 
offered, and the diuerfitic of the times and places ) I fee not how it can be. To treate onely of 
theone (as fome haue done ) and wholly to leaue out and forget the other, I alfo hold it for an 
iniuiicand crueltie.To let fink and die in obliuion a matter oflb great importance as is the do¬ 
minion of the Greek Emperors, which continued fo long after wards-.or to leaue t he fucccflbhvs 
of Or aus the Great,in which at this day the Empire reraaineth, were to leaue the right 
way which Ieadeth to the place whither I am bound, and to rake another whereby I (houldne- 



waits- after fome confiderations, I haue refolued to take for my principall fubiceft and hiftorie 
of the Empire,that which the Church of !?<«** approued and then eftabliflied, which is that of 
Idly and Germany , in the perfon of Cha ribs and his fucceffors; recounting their Hues and 
adcs with fuch order as I haue obferued in thofifivhich are alreadie paft; and by the way of dil- 
cowfe cuer to make fome mention ofthe Greeke Emperor$,as occafion fiiall be offered • there¬ 
by he that fliall reade this hiftovie,may vnder(land the fuccefieof both Empires,vnder the name 
snd title of one only. 

Hauin^ refolued vpon this courfe, let vs returne to our Charles the Great, whom we 
left newly made Emperor; and to Nicbphorv$ who tyrannically vfurped the Empire of 
Ctnttmmplc, by depofingthe Empercfle Yrenb.I fay then that C h a r l b swas fiftie eight 
yeeres old, when (as I haue related) he was by Pope L a o the third crowned Emperor in the 
citie of Rami- and had raigned three and thirweyceres the mightie King of F^rcand Germany-, 
all which time he had fpeht in the warres,againft rebels and Infidels (whereof in German) Wcit 
many) with great felicitie and vieftorie, taming and fubduing diuers nations and proiiitices. 
Char i b s being come into Germany , wholly fubdued the Saxons, and reduced them to the 
faith, wherein as the other nations of Germany fhzy euerwere inconftant and ftbbborn .N i c b- 
1 p h oVv s' who chen raigned in ConpanunopUfunowins, his great power; after that he had fettled 
himfelfc in his throne, and was well allured of thole whome hce had difpoflefled, and had mod 
caufetofufpeft, and had banilhed Yk b n b ; hee fent Ambalfadours of great account to 
C hail l »a the Great, very louingly defiring him to hold him for his brother and friehd.Th.e 
EmpetorC.H ulbs who was abenigne Prince, knowing how mightie the Saraziris were, 
and thegreat danger that all Chriftendome lhould incurre through difeord betweene the tyvo 
Empires; concluded a peace with Niciph o r v s 5 and with his Ambalfadours fent others 
ofhisowne,to confirme the lametwhich was eftablilhcd in thefame manner and with the lame 
conditions, as it was made with the EmprelTe Yrbne ; the citic office remaining friendto 
both parties without any fubie< 5 Hori to either. There was alio a peace concluded betweene him 
and G o n f r i y King of Dertmarhy which fome call Dacia ? whereupon the faid G o*d-

Ch ar l b s Iiuing in this tranquillitie, Godfrey King o? Denmark* made warre asM 
mrn,w l io was a mightie Pnnce,and commanded a large, dominion: and with great forces came 
u^rTrfu to ^»whcre he did great harm. Againft whom the Emperor adding 

himfelfe ( although now old and vnweldie ) fpeedily departed with a great Armie t and by the 
way newes was brought him, that the laid King was dead, and his Annie returned; which was

held for great newes, confidering how great warres were expe&ed. And, vpbn the Fame day, 
1 newes came alio, how that his fon P a p i n, who in great profpericy raigned in Italic, was dead 
In the City of (Milan ; for the which he was forry, and returned to the City of ^4 ken, or Ax • 

whither Ambaffadors came to him from Humiovs King of Denmark , Which fucCeeded 
G o d fr a yh humbly defiringpeace: the like came from NicbphoRvs, Emperour of 
erafifi and the like petition alio came from Ambvlat, a King of the Moors, who raioned 
inagraatpavtof Spainmo zW which, he madegratiousanfwers. and, granting their petitions 
^//e harry thanks to God, For that he was generally fo well eftcemed. Bur, after this profperi- 
t y, agreat calamity and fcourge enfued ^ which was, chat it pleafed God to take away hiS other 
fonne called Char lb s, who lay onthe Borders of Germany, for the delcnfe thereof t foas 
b6w his whole hope refted in his third fon Lews s. 

Nicjphorv S the Emperor of <3^4,being afliircd of C h a r i e s the Grcat*and ha j 
uingbeught his peace ofthe Infidels, took his ion St a yrati vs for his companion in the 
Empire; determining to make warre againft his neighbours the Bulgarians, whofe King wa? 
then called C rvnv s , with whom hefought fomebattels 3 wherein he had the vidorie, and 
• flue many of his enemies. By reafon of thefe vitfories he grew fo proud andinfolcnr, that, ma¬ 
king fmall account of his enemies, he managed the warres with little care or diferetion: which 
this C R vuv5 perceiuing, heraifed thegreateftand beft power that he was able to make, and 
the moft fecredy that might bc,marcht by nightyind, before that it was day, aflaulted the Em¬ 
perors Camp; who being vnabie to fet hispcoplciri order, they were defeated, and the Empe¬ 
ror was there (lain j and his fon Stavrativs, beingfore wounded, efcapedby fiig hr; and 
1 b ended the life and Raign of Nice ph orvs. Ac this ouertbrowe great treafure was loft, 
3nd much ofthe Greek Nobility then perilhed; which happened in rheyecr of our Sauiour 
Christ eight hundred and fiue,hc hauing raigned nineyeers. His forme Stavr at iv s, 
coming fo Mmm^U f and Fainted and fworh Emperor, wasfo ill inclined, and fo infiiflicient, 
^nd therewith (aboue all) fo deformed, ill fauoured, and churlifh in behauiour, that there was 
notany man pleafed with his fuccelfion ; fo as within fourc moneths after hee came to rhe Em¬ 
pire, heewas djfpotTeffed thereof by hisbrotketdndaw Micsau 5 who, apprehending 
him^ put him into a Monaftery: and this Michael, remaining pcacefull Emperor, was a 
vertuous man,and agood Gouerner \ but fo inclined to peace, that afterwards, through his ex- 
cefliue fear of war, he loft his Empire, as we wilHHew. Now,asfoon ashewaschofcn Empc- 
ror,he with all expedirionfent his Ambafladors tO-the old Emperor C h a r l s s the Great, 
defiring friendlliip and peace with him . which was concluded in Fuch manner as it was with 
hisPredeceflbr Nicbphorv r, And Charles the Great,being now very old, defiring 
to take Older for the eftate-ofthe Empire, called a mdift lolcmn Parliament in the City of 4qtiifi 
gm or Akm, where he made his fon Lbvvrs tobeintituled C^esau, and his Succeifbr* 
and his nephew Bi r n a r D,fon to P b pin, King of Jtafy, with the conient of Pope Lb o, 
whbvntill then lilted. And, this being performed, the reft of his time hc fpent in alms-giuing, 
enriching the Churches and Clergic, releeuing the poor y and reforming abufes, hee ordained 
good lavyesand ftatutes. Theyeer following, the Infidcll-Sarazinsof Spain and Africa, inua- 
ded Sardinia and Coyjica 5 wherein they made cruell war, and did the like on the Coaftof ^Italics 
but yet (though not without great trouble) they were repelled and fcattered by theEmperours 
Captains, nud by his nephew Bernard King of Italy. It folio wed,that Michabi Em¬ 
peror of Canjlant'moplc^ being aflailed by Crv n v s King of Bulgaria^ againft his wil was forced 
tOMkcthcFidd,andtofightwithhim>andinthefirftbattell got the viftory : but fighting a- 
gain thefecond time, he was ouerthrowne, and therewith loft both the day,and the courage to 
rule 3 foas he voluntarily renounced the Empire; or (asfomc fay) a principal! Captain of his, 
called L a o, rebelling, and hcnotdaringto make head againft him, depofed himfelf from the 
Empire,ahd went into a Cloifter, hauing raigned not.fully three yeers. And- this Leo, who 
Was fon ofa Gentleman called P a r i> v s, was made Emperor; and prefently , in the like m in- 
wrasMi ch a b l had done, he lent his Ambafladors to C h a r' lbs the Great, to efta* 
Wilhaml confirm the peace concluded with his Predeeeflbrs 5 which was performed. 

^ the mean time that Leo was choFen and crowned, C r v n v s King of Bu/garia t follow- 
wgtheviiftorywhich hehadobtaincdagainft the Emperor Michael, marched with his 
Army the direA way towards Conjlanllneple, whither the Emperor Lao had drawn his forces, 
Jnd had railed new • and Cr vsys came to neer vnto the City, that hee might well fee the 
time. Which tjilgrace L & o could not with patience endure (beciing a very valiant man) 
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but took the field with aU his forces, in very good order , and made bead againfthisenemic. 
who with theioy of the late vittorie attended him: and there was fought bet weene them a cruel 
battaile, which lafted a great part of the day, and many meh. wereflaine of either parfle. Anti 
therein happened a notable accident fcldomc fecne in other encounters, which was,that i nt he 
furie of the fight the Emperor and the king chanced to meete-and either knowing his aduerfary 
there charging one the other, the Emperor carried himfelfc fo well, as he ouetthrdwthe King 
dead to the earth; fo that within a whileafeer, the Bulgarians began to retire, and pref$nrly to 
runtie away, in filch manner that Leo hada full com pleat and noble vi&orie, together^ 
the /poile oftheir Campe j and fo leturned to Cottjftontmople with great ipy. The Bulgarians be¬ 
ing now contented to defend theii owne limits, the Greeke Emperouv; remained in peace, as 
Charles the Great did in Germany, But as all things in this world haue an end ;fo ended 

the good fortunes and great power ol Cmhui the Great,togeebet with his life: for 
then Ofthe age ofthrecfcore and eleuen yecres, he was taken with a paine in his fide* whereof 
within the fpace.of feuen daics he died, in theyeercofour Lord eight hundred and fourteen 
when he had raigned Emperor fourteene yeeres.and feuen and fortith King of Pram fund of Qer. 
flwiy; and of/w# forty two, 

Duringhis wholelifehchad much reuerencedthe Church & imployed his authorise toad- 
uance it,and bountifully imparted his treafure to inrich it: but this great abundance in fo plenti. 
ful a peacc,madeChmch-mcn to grow difioiute.TheEmperor Ch a a l b s being welinftruc- 
tedinrcligion.knowinghow much it did import that learning and good life fhould fiiine in 
thofe which were to ihftruft others, he called fiue Councels in diuers parts of his dominions: 
ateMcntz, at Rhciaes, Twrt) chalet** and at Arks ; and by die aduice of thde Aifcmblies he fet 
downe orders for the reformation ofthe Church, in a booke intituled. Capital* Carols tMagm- 
a reuerent reftimonie of thefingular piety of this great Prince. 

This noble Prince was endued with fo many excellent vertues,that we reade of very fewin 
auntient hiftories that excelled him, fo as iuftly he may be compared with any ofthe moft ex¬ 
cellent whofoeuer* forininartialldifcipline, in .valour, and dexteritie iharmes, I know not 
any that hath exceeded him .* he obtained fo many vi&ories, fought fo many battailes>andfud- 
dued fo many fierce and warlike nations* before, apd after that he wasEmperour, as any ofthe 
moft famous that euer was, He, was tad oj&ftature, very well proportioned in all parts, palling 
ftrong,ofafaire and graue countenance, valiftnt, mild, pitifull,aloUerofiuftice, liberal!,very 
affable, plcafant, well read inhiftorie, agyeat friend to Arts and Sciences, andfufficientlywdl 
feene in them, and a manwhichaboiie all honoured and rewarded learned men. Hewasvery 
charitable and a great alines giuer j and fo good an harbout cr of flrangers,that ip Syria 
in Egypt, and in other prouinccs of the Infidels, wherein Chriftians liued, he found meanesto 
haue hofpitals.and alines houfes,forfuch as were poorc 3 and in his kingdom es, and cueninhiJ 
court, he harboured and rclicticd Grangers and pilgrimes. Concerning his faith and religion, 
he was very zealous; and the moft of the warres which he made, were to enlarge the Chriliian 
faith.Hefuperftirioufly honoured&obeied the Church ofRmejnd the Pope Bifhopckreof, 
and other Bi/hops and prelates, and commaunded his fubictfts to doe the like 3 whiereofkfules 
hiftories,fbme chapters in the Decretals,beare record. Ide was Iikewife very deuout,andfpent 
great part of the time in prayer, and hearing diuine feruice. In his diet he was very temperate, 
and a great enemie to all riot and Oxceffe 3 for at his table were neuer feruedaboue fower 01 (iuc 
diihcs,and thofe of fuch meate as beft pleafed his tafte • which he vfed to tile fame end that God 
created them: which was forhisfuftenance, and notforaihew and pompe, as tiowadaiesis 
vied3 in fuch fort that themeates which naturally are but to pleale the tafte, or at the moft the 
fauour or finell, they will now ha£e them to fatisfic all the other fenfes- and Iikewife finding 
new inuentions, the greateft partof their life isfpent atthetable - and fothey eate of a greater 
number of exquifit meats, dreft in fuch mannerand with iiich faufces, thacitis hard to know 
what tafte they haue, fo as they feeme ftrangc and rare : and fometitne meate is made of 
fuch things as were not created of GOD to fuch purpofe, no more then he made Goatcs 
to draw carts, or to till the earth. 


Our Charles was not as iomc are at this day ; for as he was rich and mightie, 
ft) hcc was temperate and vertuousj and maintained his body with what was needfull and 
wholefome. His ordinarie exercifc was hunting, when hcc had leafure, in time of 
warre-and mdmeofpeace,heegauecatcto fuch as did reade hiftories to him-, and fame- 
times hce heard mufickc, wherewith hec was much delighted, and had good skill therein.

N fuch mariner as I haue related in the hiftorie of C h a k t E s 
the Great, his fonne L b r v s s was by him in his life time no- 
minated, and chofen Emperor. Wherefote when as his father 
was dead,he was by al men peaceably held and obeyed for fuch 
and proued a vertuous Prince* and for his vertue and goodnefle 
was called P iv s. The fifft thing he vndertooke, was to conic 
to the citic of uditoi, where he held a generall Diet or Parlfe. 
menfj and took order forall things, concerning the peace, and 
gouernment of the Empite, and the kingdomes which he inhe¬ 
rited • whither came AmbafTadours from Lao Emperourof 
' Greece , to ratifie the peace made with his father : forthebet. 
ter affurance whereof,he fent Ambafladours with thofc which 
came, to the end that Lao fhould confirme the fame in Cm. 
JlM 'mple. He refol ued alfo, as a new Emperour, and greedie of honour* to make warre againft 
i theDaneSjinthebehalfcofE roudv s,andR an b r e d v s,two Kings which were friend 
and fubied to the Empire, and were depofed from their kingdomes by the fonnes of Go B . 
r r a y. For this enterprise he made great preparation, fending for his nephew Bernard 
King of Italy,as is before faid: and for the better defence ofhis countries he left his $ ions, to wit, 
LotharivsjPepin, and Lewis. Lotharivs which was his cldeft fonne, hec 
made gouernour ofBauaria, and themarchcs thereof • and to P b p i n he left the gouernment 
of %^/tqu/tanid, apd other places thereabout ; in the other prouinces, hereon firmed thsDukcj 
thereof,and in all he fee very good order, Departing with his Armic, andbeirig come intoM. 
any, the weather grew fo cold, a? during all that winter he could marchnofurtherdoashctvw 
contained to winter in a citiginSaxeny called Parhrnia,o r RarUrin* for the cold was foex- 
treame, as the leas in all were frozen, and the warre was afterwards made by his

L> wa * returned into fya*#, by reafon ofother accidents which happened ; fofitfd! 
out that in Rome, fome gieacmen feeing Pope L b o old and fiekly, confpired againft him. A- 
gainft whom he proceeded,detei mining to haue done juftice vpori thetrijfor which caufethere 
was a tumult in Rome, and in fome part of Italy : whereof when Lbwbs was aduertifed, he 
fontcomtiiandemenfto King B hr n ar t^fpeedily to go thither, to preuent rebellion in thofc 
parts: AndB erhard did fo with all poffiblc expedition, and fully pacified all matters in 
Rome, and in all Italy. Within few daies after, Pope Lao died, hauing beene Pope one and 
twenty years-and in his place was chofen S r h r h b n the fourth, who prefently after fuse- 
^ legion went into Frame t0 the Emperour * and finding him in the Citie of u<rles, was honota- 

Ums cre+Kd bly receiued, and he with very great ceremonies and folemnitics, crowned and anointed Li- 
^Poff Ste- vves Emperor, and then returned tp 

*>hen. The coronation and folemnitics being ended, there enfued fome rebellions in the Domi« 

nionsofL h vvb s • for the Gafcons,and other people their heighbours,rebelled . for that L «. 
v v e 4 had taken from them their Duke and Gouernor, called S i g v i« x v s; for it feemeth 
that then Dukes were made gouernouvs of Prouinces,and that they for the moft part, continu¬ 
ed their whole life time in their gouernmems, or at leaft a very long time, from whence after¬ 
wards came the great houfes of Germany, and other parts: fome by the Emperors gift * and o- 
r „ m wht „ ee thersby force, making themfelues tyrants; which in procefie of time were ratified, and confit- 
the title e/ med in their dignities. Thefe aforefaid gouernements were alfo giuen with the titles of Earle- 

D4« W domes, and Marqudfes, as it appeareth by Hiftories: For, there was giuen vnto them a matke 

4rt ofland, or land ( contained within certaine bounds or markes) to gouerne ; fo as they detiued 
their titles in fuch manner as did the Dukes. At this time another king of certaine Hands in the 
North /ea, taking part with the King of Denmark e, made warre alfo againft theEmpcrout 
L b y v a s: vpon thefe two occafions Liwis railed new Armies. The matters of GaftM} 
were ended in few daies with little difficultie ; but the warres with the Danes were more doubt- 
fulljfor in thebeginning the Saxons and thclmpceialitts had ill fucccflc; but at lad the Emperor 
prouided fuch Captaines and Souidicrs, as they not onely obtained thevi&orie, butrefto- 

red 
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red Eroaldvs tohis kingdome;, who liued in fubiedion to the Empire, hauingbeCnebei 

fore depri ued. 

This happened in the third yeere of the raigne of the Emperor L b : Vy es: in the beginning 
of which, newes came that Pope S t b p h bn was dead,who had been Pope bur feuen months* 
ivhomPA s cal thcfirftfucceeded, and executed hisauthoritic in the. Popcdome, without 
the Emperors confirmation, being thereto vrged by both eftates of Rome, ecekfiafticall and fe- 
culaf i whereupon he fent to cxcufe himfelfe to the Emperor* for Pqpe Adrian and the clergie 
had graunted that preheminence to his father Char lbs. the Great, and to his fuccctfdrs, 
which was obfemed vntiJl this time, which authoritie Lbwbs renounced, as it appeareth 
by the chapter Ego LudouicM in the diftin&ion 6 3. L b v v b s accepted this excule;a»d ordained 
that horn thenceforth the Imperiall authoritie fliould beobferu xl in.this manner, viz.-that ak 
foone as the Pope-was chofen, he Ihould giue the Emperor to vnderftand thereof, as to a friend 
demoted; o that Churchjbut not that hefoouldftay vntillthe Emperor had confirmed his elec¬ 
tion. Yet norwithfianding,the Popes afterwards vfed to fue torhe Emperors to appi ooue rheir 
cle<ftion, vntillthe time of Lews s nephew to this L e w bs, who voluntarily left this cuf 
tome, which had continued from the time of A d it 1 a n the lecond,as fhall be declared in time 
and p^-% if our memoric faile vs nor.' 

Whiled thefe tilings pafied in France, in Germany, and in Italy, L e o ( as I haueaboue faid) 
r: lint* the Empire o fConftminopte, and through his vi&oric obtained againft the King 
gnw, lining fome fpaccin peace and pvofperitic, and highly eftcemcd ] waxed fo proud,-: and 
thc'i t-wirh fo fenere and cruell to hisfubictfts-, as he pui-chafcd their hatred * wIuTeto this was a ^omJI the

Bin(ns nothing in this world is permanent) after this there befell fome troubles and warres 
between. the Ehiperors and the Dines, who began to rebell: through which occafion, by the 
coiiftiifllUi'id'jjrerfwafion of certaine wicked perfons, whereof fome wore prelates, his nephew 
B K'D, !

himfelfetfp>alvfol«l ; C'Kin^ arid notfubjedt to the EmpCibur • and his coura’ge Wasifo.great, that 
nelcuied an f Annie, and came with him to a battaile^ wherein this tyrant whole name was V i- 
°ai ARCH v s was oiierchrowtie, but not without great difficult^ and effufion ofbloodv.but 
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the Emperor had the viCtorie. After which, enfued the death of his wife the Emprefie called 
HbrnjoaAj for whom he was exceeding forrowfull $ but yet be fhortly after married the 
fecond time. After this, the Emperor Lbvus Jiued two or three yecres in peace 5 at the 
end whereof, a Duke, Gouernor of Hungary , moued with a defire to raigne, rebelled and beg an 
Lewes /wified to warre in Austria, which in antient time was called the vpper Pannoma , and in Dalmatia n 
,b e min in slauoma I ike wife ; againft whom Lawns railed a great Army, and the tyrant being in f un , 
dry skirmi/hes and battailes ouerthrowne, fubmitted himfelfe, and the Emperour granted him 
his life ;and fo tholeProuinces remained in peace. 


After thiSjCerrainc Romanes came to complaine to the Emperor againft Pope Pascal 
pretending that he had caufedcertaineprincipall men to be flainc, for that they were hisfoh 
lowers and defirous to dpe him feruice: whereof the Pope excufed himfelfe by his Ambafl*. 
dors.-which thcEmperotnotonly accepted, but much fauored and honored the Papall Sea. 
And for as much as there arole fundric doubts and queftions, which ofthe Townes and Cities 
of/to/jf appertained to theEmpire,and which tothc Pope; the Emperour L hwb s madea 
new donation to the Church of Rome, ratifying the charters of his father, and grandfather. 
tZhchZZfZf Raphael Voi.atbr.anv 8 writeth in the third booke of his Geographic, as 
hauing feene the Original in the Popes library, in the Vaticanc 5 the tenor whereof, as he fa. 
tie Emperor teth it downe, is as followeth, at whole perill I write thefame. 

ludqu/cui Tn the name of God Almighty, the Father, the Sonne, and the hoIy-Ghoft; I Leyyes 

the Emperor, doe grauntvnto thee Peter the Apoftle, prince ofthe Apoftles, and for thee 
to thy Vicar, the Lord Pascal the higheft Bi/hop, and to his fuccefiors for euer, the Citie 
of Rome , with all the jurifdiftion thereof, and lands and marches thereabouts, the confines, ci¬ 
ties, ports and places vpon the Tufcanc and ^Mediterranean $ea,Cwta,pecchia, raheo, Reggie,yi- 
terbo, Sauona , Papulonia, Rofello, Perugia, Matumo, Sutri, Nepe, and towards the countrie called 
Terra di Lauoro, \yimenia, Seguia, Settentino ., x^Alano, Patrico, Frttjino, with all the lands and pla¬ 
ces in their fubjeaion, and alfo all the gouernement ofthe Citty of Rauenna, accordingly as my 
father the Emperor Charles ofholy memory, and alfo our grand-father P a pin , intime 
part granted the fame to Saint Peter the A poftle, that is to /ay, Ttgucnna, Bomo, Emillia , Bo- 
ropopuli^ Forli^FacnM ) imk , Bologna, Ferrara, Comaccbio, ^Adeia, Camay and in the Marca, ft. 
fero, Fano, Smgaglia, ulncona, yjlufm, Humana, Efio , Poffembme, Feltro, Vrbino, the territory of 
Valnenfe,Caglb, Luceolo, Ogobb ,and alfo in Terra di Lauoro, t^Afola, Aquino, Arpino , Tbeano,Caput, 
and all the lands therein appertaining to our jurifdi&ion, to wit, the dukedomes of Beneuem , Si- 
lerno , and Calabria the fuperior and inferior, and that of Naples , of Spoleto, Tuderto , Oricalco, Mr- 
nia, and all .that juri/di< 5 iion ^ and alfo the Hands in the Sea called the inferior, Corjica , Sardians, 

• . an d Sicilia. All which lands and Cities, Pbp i n our grandfather ofholy memory, and after¬ 

wards Our father C h a r l h s, by their prerogatiue in writing, gaue and granted by their Am- 
baffadors , Athekivs and Ma vnadv* Abbots, of their ownefranke and free will, feat 
to Saint Petes, and his fuccefiors, and we alfo doc grant and allow the fame. Moreouerwe 
will and declare, that the power and authority to chufe the Pope, is, and /hall remaine free to 
theRomane Councell and Colledgc,tobe made without any fehifineordifeord • andthataf- 
terthat he is cho/en and con/ecrated,for the pre/eruatioti of loue and friend/hippe between vs, 
he /hall /end his Ambafiadors to me,and to my fuccefiors which /hall be Kings of France^ the 
cuftome was in the time ofmy great grand-father Ch ar l h s M a rt b l l, and Pepin 
my grand-father, and ofmy father Charles, and this our will and grace Which we doe ,wc 
giuc inwriting, and confirme with an Oath, and fend the fijmt to Pope Pajcai our Lord, 
fubferibed with our owne hand,by Theodore theLegajpe ofthe Holy Church of Rom. 
SignedyEgo indoubt#. 

This donation was likewife attefted by the Emperors three fonnes, tenne Bi/hoppes, eight 
Abbots, fifteeneEarles,oneSecretary,achamber-keeper, and a doore-keeper. The which 
donation the fame Author Volatbranvs, affirmeth to haue feene confirmed by the 
Emperor O t h o the third, in the yeere of our Lord, nine hundred fenenty and two, in the 
time of Pope Io hn the twelfth. 


Of this donation ( although not /o much at large) mention is made in the De- 
cretall, in the chapter Ego Ludouim, in the diftinftion 63, In wh jeh chapter is exprefled,the ci¬ 
ty of Rome, with all that Dukedom e, which then contained all the lands,townes andxities vpon 
the fea fide, and the Hauons thereto appertaining, with all the other townes and cities of ftf- 
cane: but their names are not ftt down, neither the Hands abouc named. 


This 
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This donation being made, the Pope within fewedaics after died, hauing been Pope eight 
veers-and Ev gen tv s the Second was chofen, after that there had been a fchifm, wherein 
two were chofen, who were per/waded by mutuall confent to renounce their elc&ion, and in 
their fteed was chofen Evoenivs, in the yecrofourLordeight hundred, foure and twen- 
ry and in the eleventh y eer of the Raign of the Emperor Lbvybs. At the fame time the Em¬ 
peror with three Armies inuaded Britanny in France , which again rebelled,and with the effu/ion 
of milch blond fubdued the fame. In like manner, theyeer following, hee defended the King- 
dome oi Hungary agamftthe King of Bulgaria, which made warre there, and compelled him to 
f u c for peace. He alio Pent an Army to the relief of Beknaldvs Earle of Barcelona , againft 
the Infidels of Spain ,who made cruell warres vpon him. And Zo the Emperor Levvbs Iiued 
cU er (although not without fometroubles) in profperity and with good lii ccefil*. 

In the mean time there were no lefie wars and troubles in the Eaft Empire, wherein the Em* 
peror Michael raigned • a wicked and misbeleeuing Prince, who held abfurd and wicked 
opinions, fading the Saturday with the Iewes, and denying the refurre&ion of the dead: and it 
pleafed God, that the whole 1 time of his Raign was infefted with warres and doubles, and the 
Infidels eclip/ed both his honour and Empire. Firft, he had very dangerous wars with a great 
loot'd called Thomas 5 who taking part with L Bo,whom Michael had put to death, ThomsM 
being inhe drew together much people, and, with the aid ofthe Infidels, took many Gi- mUZZI/imC 
ticsjandjCOmingintofirw/tfagainftthenew Emperor Michui, took many cities in<?r<«- chacT^*™- 
wjnd befieged the City of Cenfi&ntinsplt wherein the Emperor was, and did put him fo to his ?' r9ro f Gr * tuit 
fhifis, that he hardly efcaped from being cither taken or/lain. But, being thus diftrefled and in 
delpair, he l e/blucd to try the laft and moft perilous remedy > which was, That lie, arming the 
greateft number of fouldiers he could gee, Tallied forth, and with fuch fury aflailed his aduerla- 
riesvpon thefudden.thathe/lueagreatnumberofthcm • in fuch forr, that within very fewe 
daics Thomas wasdriuen to raife his fiege,and to retire: And it followed alfo,that his fleet 
at fea was oueuhrowne by the Emperors Nauy; fo as his power eucry where began to decay. 

Shortly after this, tin? King of Bulgaria came with an Armie to aide the Emperor: whom Tho- rusu^ritu, 
M a s refolued to encounter, before that he/hould ioyne with him s and comrning to a battaile ewe to did the 
Thomas was ouerthrowne, and the Bulgarians returned to their countrie, rich, with the fZvZk?™' 
Voiles of their viftorie. Whereupon the Emperour aduentured to take the field: wherein his 
foicefomuch encreafed,that Thomas not daring to fight with him, fuflfered himfelfe to be 
befieged in Adrianoplr, whereafter many chances of warre,hc fell into the Emperors hands, by 
whole commandement he was put to death : and pardoning fome, and punching others, hee Thomas are: 
fubuerted all his enemies, and his people returned to their obedience. Neuerthdefle,the In- 
fidels in the warres and enterprifespaft became fohardic, that they euery where inuaded the ZLmZj Mi-’ 

territories of the Empire, /polling and taking many places: principally there came a great fleet chzdjEmpem 
of them into the Iln ofCandid, whereih they made great {laughter, and obtained a notable vie- ^ Cor, P m W‘ 
■ tone by fea againft the Imperialifts. They likewife came into theTie of Sicilia, and took a great 
part thereof, as Iohannes Monacvs,Blondvs ,and Sabellicvs do write. 

The Emperor Lbvvb j was required by Pope Greqorij the fourth (Ev obniv s 
being dead, after whom Valentinian was chofen, who enioyed the Papacie but fortie 
daies, and after his deceafc this Grb.gorib was made Pope) to relieue Sicilia: which 
L b v v b 5 hauing other OCCafions,refufed j alleaging,that the Emperor Michau ought to 
defend it, for that Sicilia was of his Empire. By rea/bn whereof the. ftate of the Eaft Em pire at 
that time en dured many calamities, and M # 1 c h a b l the Emperor of Conjlantimple liuing in 
greattrouble, continued but a while, as hereafter we will declare. And although that for that 
time the He of Sicilia was rclieued by the Venetians, who then were very mighty by fea-yet 
that had not fufficed, if a mightieman called B 0 n 1 b a c b, Earle and Gouerner of thelfle of 
CerJicA, with the aid of a brother of his, and other great men in italic, had riot leuied a good Ar- 
mie,and failing ouer into Africa, made fo cruel! warres in the marches of C^f/^.ouerthrow- 
ingthe Infidels in foure battels,as they were cohftrained to recall their Army from Sicilia (as 
they did in the time of Sc ipio rhe Africane, and Han n ie a l o fCarfhage). By this mean 
was the lie of Sicilia freed from the Sarazins: for, conftrained by this necefiity, they abandoned 
whatthey had gotten,and returned into Africa. 

The Emperor Lvdovicvj Pivs liuing in great honour and profperitie,it pleafed God The Emperor 
to lay fome affliction vpon him: for his owne fonnes,vpon whom he. had beftowed kingdomes 
and prouinces, confpired againft him,and began to refufeto yeeld any obedience • and leiiying J

fouldiers, raifed armies againft him. The caufes mouingth'em thereto, or as they falfly preten 
ded, Hiftorians r flat e diuei fly .Some fay it was,becaufe he fo rendcrly loued his young f oa cal¬ 
led Charles, whom he had by his fecond wife, his eldeft fonne Lothariys^ fe an - n * 
to bcdifinherkcd, fought the mine of his o wne father. Others fay it was, for that hec retained 
into his feruicc a valiant Spaniard called Bernardodel Carpi o, nephew to Kins 4. 

2. 0 n s o, of whom Spaniih Hiftorians write wonders :ofwhom he made fo great account for 

his valour in the wanes, rhat in all matters of importance he was wholly led by his counfell.O. 
thcrsfay.jthat his wife Iv d it h, who was a woman very ill conditioned,onely ruled and bare 
all thcl way with him : fo as charging him with thefe defers, and other sas vnmre and vnj u ft as 
thefe,they oppofed thcmfelucs againft their father. Some great Prelates interpofed themfclncs 
to pacific fo dfthoneft a controuerfie: and, feeking to reconcile them, this milde Emperorlo- 
lied his fonn es fo tenderly, and was fo defirous ofpeace. that, to grace his fonnes,he repudiated 
his wife (although much againft his will) * and,bellowing many great rewards vpon B b r n a 
doom Carpi o, heedifcharged him. But the true caufeVas ambition andarrogancy' 
which increafing in them, this fained agreement endured not long: for, the fonnes,by the con- 
fentofeertain great men which joyned with them, apprehended their father -and,, bcreauiiw 
ihc Emperor him of the robes and enfignes of Emperor and King,and generally of all gouernment & aurho. 
VnTpufZ* ri, y^ P»t him into a Monaftcry: which hee endured with fitch exceeding great patience, that 
mattery ij when (being priFoner)hef.iwany of them, he neucr vttcrcd any cuill fpeeches; but wild them 
bh/ons. to take heed, that thofe their priuate friends and fauourires did not one day deceiue them • and 
to remember what duty and obedience they ought vnto him being their father. Finally, there 
palTed many treaties about this matter. and heliued one wholeyeer depofed, and as a prifoner: 
at the end whereof, his fonnes acknowledging their error (although fome write,againft the will i 
. of his eldeft fonne Lotharivs) reftored him to his former eftate, and hee forgaue them: 
and as for the reft of their confederates, hee was content in giuing them a very light punilh-

Fter the death ofLvoov ic v s P1 v 3, the Wefterne Em¬ 
pire defeendedto his eldeft fohne Lotharivs : and ■ 
ioyntly therewith his father left Vnto him thole kingdoms* 
which heand his father Charles the Great, poffefted '* Lothar,us ° 
in .Frmc, in Germany,and in Italy, excepting thofe Prouin-i 
cea l which were giuen to his brothers L b vv b t and 
C.H a' r l b j, Which were Btuieremd Aufim, with fomc 
others thereto . adioynirig. Asfooneas the father was 
dead, thefe two fonnes,difcontenrwirh their portions* ;de-» 
termined to take Armes igainft their elder brother L o- 
t har 1 v s 5 and Lot h x hi vs in like manner pretend 
ding all to be his,for that he was the firft borne,meant the^ 
fore to depofe them : whereupon there prefendy beganne 
bfitweenc them a very criicll wane, eyther party bein^ 
ayded by fundricDukes and great perfohages. Some writers affirme, that thefe two btidchiS 
ten Lothabivs and L n w es* who Were foqnes of one mother, held together tin thfl 
warre:(gainft C har t b s, who wa^ the Emperors fonne by his fecond wife. But thermos 
no reafon why it fhould be fo: for it feemeth not likely, that Chariis alone could ihttue 
power fuffident to make head againft the other two 3 and alfo for that L o t ft a r i V s fought 
to be Lordofthe whole, allowing neither the one ftor the other. And it afterwards plaineiy

All thofe which write of this conflict, affirm, that therein were {lain the greateftparcofall 
theNobility arid flovvreofthe French Nation-and that in number more men died ,than in any 
other that in France hath hapned euer fincc the battell which was fought between H c i v s and 
hrteli. At r i la, King ofthcHunncs, in the fields of Catalonia $ as before we have related. L o t h a* 
ri# 5\ efcaped thence by flighttotbqCity of Aken-, and houlding himfelf to bee there in no 
fafefty’jhebyfundry^ waitseifn^bViehein Prance, where hee again gathered headland leuied 
new forces out od otbirparcs - and His brethren refblued to purfue him. And notvvith- 

Handing that frotrithePope camethe Arcftbifoop qf Rattenti a, and many other Prelates volun¬

Archbiihop of 1 lauctma, and many other Prelates, brought* hem to an agreem ent: wherein the 
Emperor (as a man forced and ouercomn) loft much. The conditions were,that the kingdoms 
fliould be diuided between them: which diuifipn fo much dccaied the power of Prance, charit 
neuer after recouered that greatnes which vntill then it held j the accord was made in thisma-

Sarazins, who made incurfions into his Dominions in utfia the Idle : in which warre two 
Cap taines did him cfpeciaU ferUice: the one was called M a n v e l’ and the other P hea vs- 
the Emperor himfelfe in perfon went t 6 this warre, wherein the vi&ories wefe variable, fome- 
times of his fide, and fometimes againft him. Being in this manner buiie<L and our Emperout 
and the houfe of Prattce( which then was the only defence and refuge of all Chriftendome) be¬ 
ing weakened and diminifhed, by reafon of the faid watres, and difleniton which iiapnedj the 
Moores of Africa with a great Nauie came into Italic, and into Sicilia, and landing in many pla- 
c #,t 6 okefundryTownes. Laftly, a mighty King ofAfrica t called Sabba, ivithagrear/leete 
of(hippes and Gallics entered/ta/ie : And knowing that the. Coaft neere to Rome was well 
Garrifoned andfoi tifiedjvheaflailed Otranto^ and that place being taken and fackr, he did the 
likeby other Townes on the fame Coaft: and rrturning from thence, he fayled into the A * 

Matty* Sea, now called the Gttlfe of Venice, and tooke and fyoyled many places. 

The Emperor of Gracia Thbophilvs feekingtopveuentrhis danger, lent a good Cap- 
tainecalled Theodosb, with a great fleets to which the Venetians ioyned theirs, which 
they had already rigged for the fame purpofe, (containing threefcore gallies ): This Infidel! 
kingoftheMoorcs was nothing terrified to come, tobloweswith Thbodosiv s, but they 
fought a moft cruell battaile,wherein the Chriftians were ouerthrowne, and the Venetian fleet 
fell inro the hands of their enemies. -ButTii b o do s 1 v s efcaped by flight. The Mahome- 
tifis became fo haughty by reafon of this viftory: and it caufed fo great feare in Italic, that if 
God had not fent reliefe,thc Infidels in fhort fpace might haue made themfdues Lords therof: 
for prefently after this ouerthroWjtheyaflaultedcx/w^, tooke ir, and burnt it, With fundrie 
other Townes vpon that Coaft. And rheir power was then fo great, that neither the Empe- 
ror L 0 t h a r 1 v s, nov the Pope, were able to makehead againft them,but contested them- 
ielues to keepe and defend what they had in pofteftion .- Neither was the Bmper^urs brother 
Char lbs King of Fr<w«,abletofecany fleeteto Sea,oryeeldeany relicfc : for the Nor- -Korthmen. 
raanes(a moft fierce Nation) made wanes vpon him,robbing and harrying his Cbuntries^witfl 
whom he fought many battels. 

Of thefeNormanes I finde no antient Authors that make any mention; whereby I conje- 
tathaticwastheRjforaenewnamcofthepeopleandlnhabitantsof thofe Countries which 
rofein that manner: yet Sab bllicvs, and N vv clbrvs, and fomcothers affirme,that 
they came from Denmarke. When all other fuccors failed, it pleafed God to fend a remedy : . 

forthere hapned fb great a Tempcft vpon the Sea,that the greateft part of King S as b a s fleet , 

was funk and caft away: and thofe which efcaped, returned into Africa , torne, and fore wjinAtmfijl 
weather-beaten: and fo Italy for that time was relieued, and reftored to liberty; but yet afrer- 
wardsthey againe infefted it. 

At this time died Pope Sbroivs, hauing beene Pope little morbthen thiee yeers, and 
thenfucceded L h o the fourth, inwhofe time Platina aifirmeth rhisfhip- wrack of the 
Moores Nauie to haue hapned: but moftfayas I haue written. In the beginning of Pope Lao 
liispapacie, Thbophilvs Emperour ofthe Grcekes died in c<mtfanimpie\ who before his 
death feeling himfelfe deadly fick, and that he could not cfcape, arid confidering alfo that He 
fhould leaue his fbnne MichRil very yong • and that T h b o r> o s i v s' the Captaine bc- 
forenamed, was rich and very mighty, he refolued with himfelfe, fii ft to difpatch him out of 
thcwbrldjtotheendthathefhouldnotvfurpetheEmpirewhenhewasdead.-wbichwasave- 
tygoocl re/oiution, and figneofa good Chriftiari in a man fo neere his end. Fxrft, hee cau/ed TlxItAthafit#, 
him to be deteined in his Palacerand feeling his (Icknefle fo to increafe vpon him that he could 
not fiue,he madehis head to be ftriken off,and within few houres after died. After his death, %<>4ttrdnum. 
his fount Michael was made Emperor, and for as much as he was very yong, his Mother < 

Theodora the Emprefle (as heretofore did Y r b h b Mother of C o n s t a h r 1 h h ) 
fookcvponherthegonernmenf,andruledtheEmpireforherSonne Mi c ha a L,andnotiIl, 
as it is written : but as he increafed in y eeres, fo there grew in him a defire to gouerne alone, 
and his Mother became move ambitious : : in fuch manner, that the young man fetcing all 
lefpc&apart, compelled his Mother to goe into a cloyfter, and fohee remained foie abfolutc 
Lord. 

Within a little while after, the Emperor Lotharivs remainingm Lorraine, and Pope ,.. ,, 

Tb 0 ir 1 Herne s the Infidels growne proud by reafonoftheir late viftories • and couetirigthc 
Wealth of italic , repaired vp the remainder of their fleete, and building other vefre!s,returned to with wive 
make a conqueft tlBereof, with greater power and rdblution then at the firft : And after forae 




/poiles dqne in /omeother places they fayled dire&ly to the port of ojlia , where /etting their 
Army on Land* they marched towards iffo/w, with an intent to'haue taken it, and afterwards all 
the Countrie: which as they hoped, fo the poore Inhabitants feared. But itpleafedGodthey 
were repulfed, and deceiued in their expe&ation. Neuerthele/fe, they came and beiieged 
1 J?tf/we,andaauea very great aftaultvnto it: but it was Co well prouided and furniftied, andthofc 
which were therein did fo valiantly defend the fame, that lofin^ all hope to get ir, andvnder- 
tbe Moors burnt Ending that fuccours were commin^ 5 robbing and burning the Vatican with great cruelty, 
ihtr*ticane& they raiftdtheirficge:firftburningand prophaningSaintP bt h r. s Church which was there 
S £rcbinRomt and whercit ftandethat this day. And for as much as the Moores raifed their fiege from be! 
Hrcjmt^me ^. ore without taking it,the Freiieh writers attribute the honor th e r 0 Fro Cha&ibs ld n g 

of France, who (they fay) came to relteue it, and fo r feare of whom rheMoores departed. and 
leauingtheirattemptagainftit 5 fettingtheir Army in order, they took their way towards to. 
/>/es, burning and fpoyling all as they went. : 

In the meane while, Pope Leo /allying forth of Rome-, with the ayde of the Emperotic 
Loth a r y, and his Sonne, whom in his life time he had made his companion in the Empire 
and in the kingdome of Italic, who fent him great fupplies ; he rayfed a fumcient Army, where, 
with he went to feeke his enemies , which laden with great riches and /polls,were come neetc 
to the port of ojiia ; where the Pope confider ing how mighty they were, if they /hould remain 
in ltake{ asthey gaue outthey would>nd how much the Countrie were ruinated, iftheylhold 
cmbaike themfelues with their prifoners and riches, and the Emperor flaying longer then they 
would he/hould hauedonc,here/ohicd tovfethefword; and encouraging his/ouldiers, lice 
charged his enemies, and foughtwiththemaiharpeandbloudiebattaile, wherein many were 
AhAttd fiufht flaineof eyther partie. But in the end ir pleafed God that the Chriftians had the vi&ory: anda 
P °V great/laughter was madeoftheir enemies, and a great number of Captiues were releafed, and 
jrfdZ. ‘ all that they had taken, recouercd, and the gveateft part of thofe which fled,were ouertakenand 

carried to Rmein great triumph. 

Thofe which remained in the harbourat Of/ia , vndei /landing of this ouerthrow, hoifing 
their failes, with all the hafte they could, vetuvnedintotheir Countrie: And fo was Howe freed 
TeleLe 0 ^ ^ from thegreat calamitieand milerableferuitude which it feared. Great was the ioy which 
■ was concciued through all Cjmftendome for this vidlorie, and the Pope was highly extolled,’ 

who fpeedily returned to Ham: where with the con/ent of the Citizens he refolu'd co compafj 
in with a wall, all thofe Suburbs called Vatican, wherein are Saint Pbtbrs Church, anithe 
Popes Palace, to Ire end they /hould no more endure the like, asthey now twice had fu/feted. 
To theperformancc whereof, the Emperor Lotiiaiuys and his brethren Lbyybs king 
of Germany, and Charles theBauld, King of France fent much of their Treafure : and the 
worke began with fucb expcdition,thatnotwithflandingic was very great, and the walles full 
of Turrets: yet in the fpace of fiue yeers it Was perfected and fully ended: and fo that part was 
madea Citie,and called Cimtat Leenina, after the name of Pope L a o. 

Theyeere following the Emperour Lotharv went to Rme t t o tee and fpeake with /tie 
Pope, for that he was falfcly informed that he purpofedto haue reduced the right title of Em* 
perour to whereof the Pope gaue him full/atisfa<ftion:and fo contented, the Em- 

TbcEmpemrr P erour burned into his Countrie. And feeing himtelfe now old,and that his Empire hade* 
Lotiwius du uer bcene vnfortunate, afwell for that he was ouert hvownc and difpofle/Ted by his brethren, as 
wdtdbiiEm. f or other accidents injtalie, imputing it to his finnes, efpecially for the difobedience and little 
iSthJUstmtt w rc § arc l which he had /hewed co his Father ; he refolued to put himfelfe into a religious houfc, 
and toleauehjsEmpireto his Sonnesj and putting itincxecution, he made a diui/ion thereof 
inthis manner; to his eldeft Sonne L b vyb s, he gaue that Which he held in itilie, and to the 
fecond, whofe name was LotHARivs,he gaue the Prouince of Lorraine, and other Lands, 
which in the diui/ion were allotted to him in France, and in Germany , about the riuer of Mint', 
and to C h a r. i s s his third Sonne, he gaue that part of France, which is called GaMa Nttrln- 
*enjis 9 and now Presence and Languedoe 9 which fell to his /hare in the peace which he made with 
his brethren when he was by them ouetthrowne.

jc<Ted:ahdgstting.together certai ne Armed; men,he fuddenfy|rufht into the Emperors lodsinp 
with intent to e haue flaitie him *and had done fo, but that being perceiued, the EmperouraJ 
thofe few which were with him, fo valiantly defended thetnfelues, that they gat out of Betu 
new,and went to Rome • from whenceby the Popes counfel, he tent fuch an Armie, that the* 
Traytor was contained to for fake the Countrie, and to flie into Sardinia: and fo L i vy b$ te . 
mairied'in peace, Emperor in Italic. 

Itj-t^e pieaneteafon, whileft he was thus bufied in Italy .Michau, raigned in M in . 
twapk-iti Gracia,and in c part of Kyijia, who depofed his mother from the gouernment: but hee 

proued carelefle>and vicious, and appliedhimfelfonely tofeafting/ports on horfebacke an d 

other paftimes, his eftate and houfe being ruled by fauourites.-and in the warres which he made 
-in v^/wagainft the Infidels, he was Jwicefhamefu/Iyouerthrownej yet Phtronas aCao. 
Michael, 7 »d taineof his obtained anoblevidoiie.In the end,one of his great fauourites,called Basiuk 
mAdehmpilfe (a.man Qfbafe linage and condition,whom hehadaduanced to great power and dignxtie) killed 
mttmcjtke him bytreafon, and gat the Empire tobimfelfe 3 for alreadie inMicnAsu daieshewas 

made C:As a r. This happened in the 13 yeerofhisraigne,and in the yeerofour Lord ebht 
hundredfeuenty and fix. Yet the Empire of M ichaei was fortunate in one thing,which was 
that thtt jfcijig of Mlgafta, and many other people which beleeued not in I e s v s C h m s T (at 
the Icaft in fuch fort as they ought to haue belecued)in his tii^e were wholly conuerted. 

Jn’thefe dates alfoMw* efcaped hot free from warres, betweene Charles theSauld 
2 S vneltfto this our Emperor L HVV B S, and the Normanes 5 a rnoft fierce nation ; neither wa i 
L * vvds the Kins of Germany without warres againft other nations, which I am not bound to 
relate; neither fuch as hapned in other Kingdoms, but only fuch as are for our purpofe. I fay 
then ? that within certain yeets, L othari vs King of Lorraine, brother to the Emperor di- 
ithixw l 3 an *-,"{ s Vhcle ;C n a r t us King of France, would haue madefeifure on Lorraine, and all 
0 / lorfdine. the other lands which he held; but the Emperor oppofed hirnfelfe, ahd vfed fo good meaties, 

that he tooke poffeffion ofalfas he/re to his father: whereupon therearofe great wars and con* 
trouei fie between them, which laded aboue flue yeeres. Soonie after this, the Emperour be- 
ingin Milin, was taken with an infirmitie, whereof he died: who in my opinion (fo farre as I 
tan gather out ( of Hiftories, left no fonnes to fucceede him : wherefore thofe which fay that 
Cm ar t^sand Li vv ■ s were his Tons,are deceiued; for they were the Ions of his Vnclc 
L fi Vv e s. King of Germany and BauMria ; the' caufe of which error was, for that thefe two Prin- 
ces were Both of one name • but he that diligently readeththe Hiftories, fiiall finde that which 
I/ay to be true, and the red fade. I do not produce rcafbns and conjectures to verifie ray 0* 

■ - pinion, which are to no other purpofe, but to weary the Reader, and make the Hiftoiymorc

HE death of the Emperour Lewes was foone 
knownc and publifhed to the world,as vfualiy is the 
death of fuch Kings and Princes as he was: but his 

Vncles C h a r r e s the Bauld,king of France, and 

L b vy e 3 king of Germany , who were his fathers 
brethren, had fooneft intelligence of which 
were fonnes to the Emperor L v » o v 1 c v s P1- 
v s, the firft of that name : and although they were 
now old and vnwieldic(for they had beene Kings 
abouethirrieyceres) yet each of them pretended to 
be Emperor. Charles for that hec was King 
ofPr 4 »wfcemed to haue the better title, for it was 
transferred thither in the perTon of his grandfather: 
and L b vv e s for that he was his elder brother, 
concerned as much. Blit Charles vfed greater 
expedition; and made better prouifion, by reafon 
oftlie neeiencfie of France to Italy, being thereto ayded by his owne condition 3 for he was na¬ 
turally proud and ambitious : fb that with greater celerity then any man won Id haue thought,: 
hehadleuied a great Armie,arid palling the Alpes came into M^and took his way dire&Iy for 
Rme\ but hec lent his Son Lewes another way, to feifevponthat whicluheEmperour., 
Lbvv b s had taken in Fr4»f*, by the death of his brother, which was \j(uftrajia, now called 
Lemine, Chaulu being come to Rme,whext he had already by meftages and letters (and 
as feme fay by money and bribes) foliated, and gotten the good will of the Romanes, and of 
Pope Ioh n the eight,or ninth, was prcfently Crowned by him, and held for Emperour, and 
inthemeanetime,hisbrother L bvve s in Germany failed|nottoleuy forcestocome againft 
him : with a refolution to depriue him of the Empire, and of his life alfb if he could. But 
Ch ar l b s hauing fettled the affaires of Italy in very good order( ingreat choler againft his 
brother) returned into France , againft whom he railed bis whole power. They beginningto 
march, the One againft the other, Lbvves was arrefted by death., at Fr-fwf/^r^jleauing his 
Dominions,Fitft,diuided betweenehis 3 fonsiwliichwercveyvaliantmrnjtowitjLE vves, 
C a r l 0 m a n, and Chauh, of which three names, the of-fpring of C harlbs the 
great made great account: which caufcth a great confufion and obfeuritieih theHiftorie,if the 
Reader be not very attentive. The diuifion was made in this irianner by the rpucuall content: 
of the three brethren*, to L byv a s wasgiuen Saxony,Tnringia, F r if eland ) and the Prouinces 
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ritHutimof within them contained, and that he (hould be called Kin^ofo/lrojrancia^x Eaft Frau»ce~^T. 
Ki»j>Ltmsbii Carloma wasallotte^/Mr/d, Auilria , Carwthia,Slauonia,hokum, and jfcfcvw«* Wi vl 
S lcSt; the title of KingofB«wrife^|o Ch a hies befell MU* F^«a„daMiWft of**! 

B / mm*?, and Tome Cities in LotYitne, which had beene vndcr his Vncle-^ o t h a r i v s and he 

(as his Father had beene) wassailed King of Germany. Their VncI&‘C ha a l is rheBauI? 
Emperor and King of Frames .being hcrcofyduei tifed,making lefle adjpiint of the Sonnes then 
he had done of the Father, .tyjing more proud and ambitious, then hardy and valiant enricd 
Germaywith fifty thoufand men, and went as fane as Colcyn 3 nc&fc whercunto his nephew 
Law BS, the new King of Eaft Fim*, flayed for him, withthegseateft partofhis Father 
Army, affifted by his brothers* Ca mow ah, and Char t a 5, ; arid Other great Dukes and 
Princes of Germany, fird fee king peace : but feeing that the Emperor would not grant the fame 
he ioyned in battaile with him, which was fought of either fide very obftinately. And the Em* 
peror feeing his enemies fight with fuch refolutiort,fled from the battaile,and his nephew lT 
w a s remained with the vi&orie. In this battell and purfuit, was made great (laughter of the 
French Nobilitie: And fo the Emperor returned into his Countrey, with lefle power J 
more difhonor, where he repofed himfelfe for a feafon .* hisnephewes taking no care further 1 
to trouble him. 0 KI I 

Baldwin £4 tit Aftcr this > k ha P that one B a L b vv 1 n, then Gouemor or keeper of that Counts I 

0/ vUndtrsJtU which now is called the Earlcdome of Blunders, (and was lately fo populous and fo well l' 
habited,and then for the moftpart was nothing but wood and Forreft, with (ome fewiitclcvih 
Charles the lages) fell in loue with oneof thcEmperors daughters; and her father being abfent inthe wars 
* AHld ' he found meanes to conuey her out ofthe Palace, and fo hid himfelfe with her in thofe woods’ 

againft whom the Emperor meaning to haue proceeded with all rigbur, at the entreaty of m» 
ny religious perfons and ofeftate, was perfwaded tomarry him to her: and doing fo, gauehim 
that countrey, with the title of Earle of Flanders: and this Baldwin proued to befo excel 
rh< oMhf lent a man, and vfed fuch induftrie, that he repleni/hed the Countrie with Inhabitants which 
r °™ nured che L M that withln few y^res it did abound with people and all other thin w 
ceflarie 5 And his Sonne Arnvlphvs, and his fucceflbrs,vfing the like diligence, it erne 
to be one of the moft flourilhing countries of the wofld } of fuch power is diligence and human 
ltiduftryjthis was the beginning of that eftate. 6 

The Emperour Charles being thus in his Kingdome o flraunee, in themcanc 
time while that he warred wifhhisnephewes y thcMooresof Africa, who had a tafte of the 
wealth of Italy, came with a great Army, and made great fpoilcs in the Marches of Cm 
<L?mZ\ y and faefieged that Ciiie : Whereupon Pope Iom fenttorequelhheEmpcrour.tocora 
AnihfugtAthe to protect the Lands of the Church, which hee performed with the seated fpeedehee 
chit of c*pA. could make, for he was very politique, and cunning in the leuying of men of warre . but 
before his going into Italy, (tofatisfichis wiues humour) hee made her brother Boj’oh 
who was alfo his neere kinfeman, King of Prouence. Comming to Rome , the Infidels leauing 
thatcoaftjtooke another way, which was into Sicilia , which yet was vndcr the Empire of 
Conpmmople, whereof B a > 1 L 1 v s was Emperour, of whom we will prefentlv make 
mention. r 1 

When L e vv b s, C h a r u 5 5 and Car lom aN, knewtheirVnclewasinMif, 


they vnitedtheir forces, with a refolution to goe againft him, in reuenge of former injuries! 
Whereof as foone as the Emperour had intelligence, hee departed from Rome with his for- 
ces, to make head againfl them : But it plestfcd God to fane him that labour-which was, that 
The father co ” imlt JB l tojJVlamoa with his Armie, being now old and decrepit, an infirmity tookehim, 
whereofhe feared not that he fliould haue died. But a lew called Zbd.chias (which 
Cl f‘ jV r*'* wa f 11S Ph y fician ) poyfoned him,and fo he prefently died: and his affaires remained confuted, 
ZfZJlSb leaning for his heire in his kingdomes, his Sonne called Lvcovicvi 

wMAitw. B a l e v sj and other three which he had, who alfo had ill fuccefle : which appertaineth not 
Lll , . *? m y Hiftoi ie. They called this his fonne Balbvs, for that fo in Latine they callhim which 

SZmj ^^cth, and cannot pronounce certaine letters, but haue that defetf in their fpeech. At 
fo cailti this time in the Empire of Cfinjlaminople, raigned Bash 1 vs before named who (as I 
haue laid) proued no ill Gouernour 5 for hee releafed many of the tributes and other exadi- 
°ns, w hichhis predecelfors had formerly impofed vpon the people: and hee defended the 
Empire with great valour and much diferetion, although that in fome things hee had ill 
fuccefle. 5

After this, hee wa«cd other 
wmsniAfia , by his Capraines, againft the infidels, TurkesandPerflans : wherein for the 
m0 ft part helmd good Wffcjanddaftly,againft the Africaues,which for fcarcof C » a r u f 
the Bauld (as was aboue laid ) Ieauing Italy, went int o Slarwnia, or Dalmatid.and had taken fome 
Townes of B a s i l 1 v s his Empire, he fenr thither his Army and Nauy - and with theaide of 

the Venetians, draue them out ofthofe Countries, and recouered what they had taken. And fo 
he raigiicd with greater honour, and to the better liking and contentment of his Subicfts then 
many of bis l rcdeccijore. At which time the Emperor Charles theBauIddiedinliwiw . . .. 

when he had inigned little more then two yccrcs, I o h n the ninth being then Popc.Some Au- chtftt 
thors lay that he raigned a longer time • but the truth is as 1 haue fet downe. ^

Fin the time of CharIb $ the Bauld there vvere wanes ancf 
troubles for the Empire 5 there were no lefle after his deceaft,^ 

as the Reader may well obferue by thcproccfleof this hiftorie* 
wherein, 'although it feeme that I vfe breuitie, for that I .vvafte 
lefle paper in one then in another, yetfsitnot fpi fovllpckc ( as 
much as I may)to make an euen diuifion of this bookebetween 
thcEmperoursy whofe Hues I write. But foralmuch asthefe 
Princes of whom I doe now treatejiued but aihort time inthe 
Empire,(to obferue an cqualitic,and due proportion, asfarre 
as poffibly may be) I hold icreafon, that the memoric of them: 
be briefe, according to the time of their raigne, and to the end 
that wee may haue fpace to write of matters necrer to out 
time. The Emperor C h a r l e s.beingdeceafcd.in Mmoa, as: 
is afoi'daid,his nephe w Charles King of Germany , with his brethren, Which already had 
entred Italy againft him, flayed with their Army : for the enemy being deadly the warre was en- 

His Sonne Lewes, wholiued in France being aduertifedofthe death of his Father; 
and l)ow chat his Coufins had laid do wne their armes -• firft he endeuoured to fettle himfelfe in. 
his Fathers K ingdom,and he alfo fent to entrcatPope John to aide him and to ftand his friend 
in attaining to the Imperiall dignitier 
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Charles the Second. 


In the firft he found fome difficultie,being contradicted by his mother in law the Emprefle 
who was coun felled and alii fled by her brother Boson king of Proneme: but the matter was 
carried fo cunningly, that within few daies he was held and obeyed for King.Now concerning 
Icwes wdJe > the Empire, he found great difficultie ; for Charihj furnamed the Fat, being king 0 £ 
lv»*ejTrA>ice. Q ernlAf2 ^ befides that he already had fome Townes in Italic, had alfo the good-will of many of 
the principal!men in Rome lb as notwithftanding that Pope Iohh would haue hadLE- 
■; vv b s king of Frame to haue beenc chofen Empcrour,yet he could nor effeti ir : For, they non 
rh'Vopc A?- only denied to accept him, but were fo audacious as to Jay hands vpon the Pope,to the end that 
prtbcnAed. | le fl lou ] c { n otcloe it. But he flayed not long in prifon, for ibme of his feruants, either by force 

or politic, rcleafed him, and he in great hafte went into France, where he was honorably enter- 
' tainedby the King. Being there (ofhisowne authority) he inritled L a w b s Emperor j and 
giuing him the Imperiallen/ignes, crowned him with great foleranity; and afterthis, remah 
ned one yeerein France', where he called a Coun cell, and made certaine orders concerning the 
7UM uj/ 7 ><>P ftate ofthe Church, and created a Bifh op for the Countie of Flanders, where there neuer had 
ofFUndtrs. f beenc any before,being but lately inhabited. In which time the wanes and troubles between 
the new Emperor, and his cofin germane Charlb s King of Germany ceafed not; who was 
alfo fo called by the will of the Romanes, who were the occafion of a worfe inconuenience: 
mdtftAh m " t * lc M° orcs ( ^ eein 8 ltA b a ^ an d° ne d hy the Pope, and that the defence came 

flow and flenderly) prepared a great Nauie,and did much harme there: whereof Pope I o h n 
being aduertifed, with the aide of C h a r i b s the Fat, King of Germany, who was alfo called 
Emperor, came into Italy-, at whofecomming the Inf dels retired, and the countrie was freed 
from the great danger wherein it was: The Pope feeing how much Rome and all Italy -had been 
better relieued by Charles, then by L b vv h s, and how much Chahbs was more 
fauouredby the principall Barons in Italy-, and to the end to come to agreement with the laid 
Barons, altring hisminde, heapproued and confirmed the nomination and elettion made of 
Charles King of Germany who for his corpulence was furnamed the Fatj andfo he anoin¬ 
ted and crowned him Emperorjdifannulling the coronation oflvDovicvsBALsv j King 
of France^ for vvhichcaufeitwas thought that great wanes and troubles would haue enfued; 
but by the interedfion of certaine great perfonages, a peace was concluded betweene thetwo 
Emperors in this manner .• That they both fhould hold the name and title of Emperors, and dial 
- the countrie of Lorraine (about which was wont to be great contention) fhould be equally di* 
the Empire tit- uided betweene them, and that for the Empire no wane fhould be made 5 but that in all pans 
uided. peace fhould be encerrained betweene the lands and fubie&s of the one and of the Other partic* 

and that in Italy (vntill that an equal! partition were made) each ofthem fhould hold fuch lands 
andtownesas he then had in poffeflion: and ifthat the Infidels inuaded the dominion of cither 
ofthem, the other was bound to aide him with his forces. 

This peace being concluded ( although doubtful! and fained) the Emperor L a yv e i died 
Tlx de Aib of in Frame, whereof he was King, hating raigned not fully two yeeres$ in all which timehcene- 

f ofoG uer Cflme to Feme, neither into Italy. But for as much as Pope Iohm cro wned him in Prance, 

Balbus kjttgof and afterwards in Rome difannulled his ele<ftion and coronation, fome Hiftoriographers lcaue 
France, him out of the catalogue of Emperors. He left when he died two baftard fonnes behindehim, 

the one balled Carlo u a N,andtheotherL b vv* s,and his wife great with a fbnne,where- 
of fhe was afterwards dcliueredj which fonne being pofthumus(for fo doe they cal hint which 
is born after his fathers deceafe) hee left for his heir of the kingdoms of France «wherein grew 
great difcOrd, warres and miferie about thegouernment an’d the kingdome 5 and in the oneand 
other were great alterations and changes, too long to be related; for the baflard fonnes pre¬ 
tended title and right to the Crowne,and fo did Boson King of Prouence. Others wouldhaue 
tbtf child(wherewith the Emperefle was great at the death of the Emperor,who was afterwards 
Chatl«$ the called Charl b 8 the Simple) tobe King. Thegouernoursalfotooke vponthem the name 
simple fop*- of Kings; fometimesone was a King, and fometime another, and each of them made himfelfe 
Xord ot What he could get. Inthefetroublesthe kingdome endured great calamitie. This Era* 
peror L a vv b s died in theyeere ofour Lord t eighthundredand fourefcore,accordingtotbc 
computation which I hold for raoft certaine.

confider) was at chat time but only in name • for the au¬ 
thority of Charles the Great and his fucccflbrs, 
con lifted more in letters, and in the Kingdomes which 
they wonneand poflefled (which were the Dominions 
of Germany and Italy ) then in any part of the Empire,' 
whereof there remained Italic onely, and therein the 
Pope held the greateft part 5 and the Greeke Empire, 
had cuer fome {hare : And that likewife which the 
Emperours held in Italy , was recouered by the laid 
C h a a t b s, and by his father- yet the name of Emperor was inthchighcft degree deft- 
and the authority and Majefty thereof was very greac,andfQConrinuah vntill this day, 

Ch A r l b s the Fat remainingthen foie Emperor in peace, as his vermes deferued, leauing 

Ady in good order, went Into Germany, to take poffeftion of his brorher L b vv h s his King- 

domes 5 who alfo at that time died without hcircs,whofe domin ion contained Friftimd,s&xony, 

Lmine, and other prouinces • and he had fogood hap, that within fhprt jpacc after, his other 
brother died alfo without fonnes or ilfue .* which prouinces were afterwards di tided into fun- 
drieboufes and dates (in procetfe of time) by thegifts ofibe Emperors, and through funefry 
othcraccidents^as it plainly appeareth. Ifaythen that he remained Lord of all Germany, and 
Kmgo f Italy.

Aieundbr. The Emperor Charles hating good fuccdle in his affaires - y and 
knowing what warres and factions were in Prame i vnder colour ro wane againft the Normans 
which harried the Countrie,he fought (as many others did, and had done) to make himfelfe 
King thereof. Leuying then a mighty Army of Germanes and Italians, he entred France, and 
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went to the City of Paris , which the Normans held bcficgcd: and, hauing taken aHtheCm^ 
trey, and put the Normans to rout, he was called King of Prance j the young Kin* Char l 
the Simple, or B o n o s v s King of Prouence, hauing no fufficicnr power to make head np a ;!£ 
him. N 

In this warre were many great fights 3 which, becaufe the Authors handle the fame fo conf) 
fedly, I paflc ouer in filence. And the Emperors party became fo mighty, that lie not otielven 
joyed the title and name of King.buttheKingdomeitfelf alfo: and to the end, that hcemiJn 
the better draw the Normans to his feruice, he treated with them (after hce had oumhrovv,! 
them) ofpeace, and gaue their King to wife a kinfwoman of his,which was a Dukes dauehte 
and affigned to him that part of France which lieth beyond theriuer^w, bordering vonn a * 
ifeZSl En f' m ’is « this chycilleJ Nc r mmJ hm <i is a very good CoumL an j 
if mnmdj . well inhabited. Yet fome Hiftorians fay, that the Emperor C h a r l b s did not this, but that 
Charles the Simple afterwards did it when hee came to bee King of Prance • who at that 
time was but an Infant, and vnderthegonernmentof E v d o n: but in my opinion that was 
too long a time, for they afterwards had warres with him. But howfoeueric was.rheErapcro 
C h a a l e s rhe Fat was L*>rd of the greateft and beft part of France,and was called king thcr& 
of, being before that time King of Germany,and Emperor of Italy: and, fetting all things there 
m good order, he retired himfclf into Germanic ; where being arriued, as the ftate of his domi 
. nion and Empire was grounded vpon but weak foundations, fo ir fuddenly fell fr om theheieht 

of that Throne. Some alledge the caufe thereof to be, for that he became fooli/h, proud and 
vnfir to eouem: others fay, that a difeafe took him which bereaued him of his fenfesf which rn 
meth all to one in effeft.

To conclude, the Princes, Dukes and Goiterners of the Prouinces of Germany and p m( 
feetng his great in fofficiency and vnaptnes to gouet n,rcfolued to depriue him of his Empircand 
Kingdomes: and for as much as he had neuev afonne (being, as they write of him, vnaptbvna 
ture for generation) by common confent rhey nominated and chafe a great and valiant Pcrfo- i 
nage, called Ajnolp h, who was by Charts aduanccd to rhe Duchies of Bawia and ! 
Corintbia, and (as fome write) was but of mean parentage, and no way allied to C h a a i a, . 
and fo they account C n a r l b s the Fat to be the laft of the linage and bloud of C h a r l b $ 
the Great. But after fome, which is the moil common opinion, A r n o l p h was nephew to 
Charles the Far,baftard or natural! Tonne to Carlo man King of Battiere\ which fee- 
meth moft likely to be true, feeing that hce without any gainfaying attained both to the King- 
dome and Empire, and was not oncly intituled Emperour, bu talfo King of Germany: but iti 
France, after Arnoph’sM fury, they made OthoovEvdb# (who was C ha r i h * 
the Simples Tutor) King of Frame $ whom Charus the Simple afterwards fucceeded 
After this,many great matters enfued, which appertain not to my Hittoty. And fo C h a R L i s 
the Fat loft both his Empircand vnderftanding, when he had raigned nine yeers, intheyccrof 
pur Lord eight hundred fourfcorc and nine. and liued afterwards about one ycciyngrearpenu- 

. It is written , that this poor Prince found himfclfat one Inftant depriuedof all mcancs, and 
forfakenofall the world, degraded both of Realm andEmpirc 5 hauing foill prouided >for his 

r S ,rr the time ° f Parity .that he found himfelf naked without a houfc where to fhrowd 
himfeUfrom the thipwrack of his difgvace, driuen out o fhh Palacc,an^ retired into a poor yit- 
? wllcre in e . xtiemc want, without any means or relief. in the 

end died, not lamented or pitied of any man, in an vnknowne corner, yetnote^ to be the The¬ 
atre where was a&edfuch an extraordinaryTragedie, That one of the greateft Monarchy of 
theworld is dead, without houfe, without bread, without honour, without pity, and without 
memory,but to obferuefo miferable an end. 

In Csnjtdnumple yet raigned Leo, not fo ill as fome others: for, not withftanding that hee 
was fome whatcruell, yet he was a louerofjufticc and equity, and very zealous, and built fome 
ftately Temples. He warred with the Bulgares,and ouercame them, and was ouercomne by 
them j whofe death and a&ions we will declare heerafter: for.he raigned 25 yeers.

B "“” ' 1 | T is already mentioned in what maner Arn o l p h at- 

fained to the Empire, who is numbredamong the good 
Emperors: for, he was wife and vpuight in his gouern- 
ment, and ihad bofih valour and courage to defend and 
proteft the Empire. 3 yet in his time were great warres* 
As foon as he was Roman Emperor and King of Germa* 
ny, he had a deffre to make himfelf King of France alfo * 
an< ^ ^ ee ^° u 3 ^ t P° me battels with the Normans : who, 
vnderftanding that Charles was depriued & dead, 
rebelled, and made wan es in Frame , wherein he had the 
victory: but, conftrained through fome innouations in 
Germanic, hee returned thither, and abandoned France • 
which I omit as a matter impertinent. Being comn into 
S5S “ Germany, his firft bufinefle was with a certain people in 

the Prouince of Morauia, called Magarens, which warred in all parts of Germanic • and commit¬ 
ted fuch fpoils, and put him in fo great fear, that he fought to pacifie them rather by policy than 
by Arms: and to the end they fhould liue in peace and quiet, he agreed togiue them that coun¬ 
try to inhabit j fo as to them was affigned the Prouince of Morauia, with part of Bohemia, where 
itbotderethvpon^»«g<«rj, Pokndmd sfcjia* Yet, neuerrheklfe, this continued but a fmall 
time; for, this people, waxing proud of their agreement, with greater preemption inuaded 
thecountrey :againft whom Arn o LPHlcuiedan Army of valiant men at Arms,brought out 
Qfffnngary 5 with which, and his other ordinary forces,he ouerchrcw the Morauians in a nota¬ 
ble batcell^and cutting thegreateft part of them in picces.the reft fled and abandoned the coun- 
treyi but, it being Freed from the Subdued, was much moreoppreflfed by the vi&orious Hun- 
garcs 3 who, mutinying for want of their pay, facked the Cities and Towns of Germany: and, 
wolfing ouer the Countrey, without any rcfiftancc came into Frijeltwd, and thence into Gallia 
Btlgteai part whereof at this day is the Earidome^of Flanders. The/e Hungars, as fome affirm, 
wercof the fame Countrey of Hungarie • and V 1 c b h t i v s in his Mirror, and Martin 
affirm,that they came Out of Scythia into that Prouince: but whcnceToeuer they earnest impor- 
porrsnot much • itfufficeth they all agree,that Arnolphv s was much troubled with them, 
and that they burnt and fpoiled a great part of Germany: and A r n o l p h did all that was pof- 
fib/e, and at length conftrained them to return into Hungary, from whence (as long as he liued) 
they neuer durft come thither again.

'™”"~ Whil’ft thefe things palled in Germany, Italy efcaped not free from warres and corabuftions. 

whereofythe Emperors longabfence was the occafion: for, he had neuer been there, but went 
thitherhein 0 called by Pope Formosvs, who was chofen after tlfedcath of S t a p H H N 
before mentioned. This Formosvs was chofen againft the will of the greateft part of the 
people of itow*, whichtauoureda Cardihallcalled S h r oi v s,to whdm they hadgiuen theft 
voices i wherefore the Pope, houlding himfelfgreatly injured,went to the Emperor, and was 
the caufe of his coming into Italy • of whom before that we enter into any difeourfe, it (hall not 
be amifle to fpcak (after our accuftomcd manner) of the Emperor oiCmjlmthople, in the life 0 f 
L b o the.Fife, who (as wee faid) at that time held chat Empire j wherein ordinarily enfued 
great accidents t for, the Emperor was eucr at contention and variance (in Europe) with the Bul¬ 
garians, the Hungars,the Ruffians,and other Nations $ and in Afta with the Armenians,the Per- 
fians,and other Infidels. But I defire to be held cxcufcd in that I write notthat Hiftory at large, 
feeing I am bound to write but of the Emperors of the Weft oncly, who are held for Che right 
Emperors H and of the others to make but a briefrelation. 

L b o, hauing ended his vvarre with the Bulgarians, refolued to warre in againft the In- 

fidd$,and did fo; wherein ah hough that many lodes hapned to either party, yet in the end his 
Armie (being led by a good Generali) obtained a very notable victory * whereby his name cam 
to be very famous and renowned: fo as in thefe a<ftions,and others which I write not, hue and 
1 coMm twenty y eers of bis Empire were fpent: in the end whereof, he died of the Colick. And after 
o/CMflmw- },is death his brother Abbxander was chofen Emperor, notwithftanding that hee left a 
iifcUndL fonne called Constantine. • bur.forafinuch as he was of more y eers and better beloued, 
lexander fuel the brother had the Empire, and held it thirteen or fourcteen moneths: during which time he 
tteded bm. gjj no thing that was good 5 and for abufing the Ambafliidors of S i m e o n King of Balgm, 

warre was made againft him. He bellowed offices and dignities vpon ignoble and bafe perform 
■ j ges, and in the end was taken with a flux of bloud at the nofe, which neuer left him vntill he left 

BmptorofCM- the Empire; and C onstahtine, fonneto his brother L b o, had the Empire $of whom 
ftautmplejcied wc w fl[ (peak heerafter; for, this hapned in the time of Arnoiph, Emperor of the Wed, 
hh'Jm* m the who p c |jf e we now write, vv hich ended (as Ifaid) coming into Italy, in fauour of Pope For- 
m o s v s,and to recouev luch Cities as were therein vfurped by certain Dukes and Earles • be¬ 
tween whom and them enfued many battels; and in all Jtalie werefa&ions and di (Tendons,efpe- 
cially between G v i d o Duke oispoleto, and Berbngarivs Duke of Friuli , who were 
madeDukesby the old Emperor Charles^ being men of the greateft account in allthc 
Countrey,he thinking by this means to defend the Country againft the Lombards and French, 
and to hould the fame in fub jc&ion, hauing fuch mighty Commanders. But thefe men made 
themfelues Lords of all they could, and cither ofthem was a great enemic to the other, and 
fought a great batrell• wherein Gudo was ouerthrowne, and Bbrbngarivs had the 
vi<ftory: who, vnderftanding ofthe Emperor Arkoiph’s coming,foughttomakea league 
with him, and offred him his feruice 3 more to feek his enemies ruine, than for any fcruicehe 
meant ro doo to the Emperor. 

Arnolph, being comn into Italy with a great Army, fought means to make himfelf Lord 
ofthe Countrey, affifted by Bbrbngarivs, whofeDukedome of Frinli was in his way: 

he took many places which Gyido had vfurped, and went to Bergamo ; into the caftie wher- 

of, a certain Earle (one of thofe which confpired againft Pope Formosvs) was entred .* 
who, together with others of that City, was there befieged by the Emperor; who, taking it by 
force, caufed him to be hanged. Andfohepunilhedanddid juftice vpon many others, and re- 
dvefled many in juries and wrongs done in J/a/y. Afterwards bee went with his Army towards 
Home, where the Pope attended his coming: but his aduerferies were of fuch power,chat,whe- 
ther the Pope would or not,they put the City in Arms, and ((hutting their ports) would not 
receiue the Emperor • whereupon hee befieged ir, which caufed great tumults and mutinies 
therein :but in the end the Popes authority, and the fear ofthe Emperors power, fo much pre- 
uailed, that he was receiued-wherein, by his direftion, great puniffiment was infli&ed vpon 
Amolphfm*- fuch as could be taken • and the Pope crowned him Emperor with great honour and folemnity: 

and, within fewe daies after, hee departed, with an intent to ruine Gvido Dukeo f Spoktt, 
3v/f? who was ofgreat power, and thought as well as Berbngariv s,tohaue been King of/w- 

fy, Hauing taken feme Towns, he befieged his wife in a certain City : the Due hefle pra&ifed 
with one of the Empcros fauourites to giue the Emperor a certain drink, which (hee made him 
beleeue would make him milde and courteous *. but as foon as he had taken it,he fell into a deep 

deep,

(lecpc } which held him fo long, that they thought he would neuer hauc awaked again c • for he 
flept three dates and three nights, and no man could make him to mooue: but in theiklehee 
awoke,and found himfelfefo ill, that contenting himfelfe to fettle the affaires of /ea/fc fo(he heft 
ol der that he could,hereturn'd into Germany ,hoping fo his natiue country to recouer his health. 
At what t|mc astheEmperor Arnolp h departed ltaltej* ope Formosvs died,and after 
him B o n i f ac b thefixt was chofen,who was Pope buttwentiefix daies 5 and then focceq- 
ded St » ph iln the fixt, who was fo great an enemy to Fo^osvs andto his attions that 
when he was Pope»he fought to difennuljpl matters done by him. which was an ill example, 
af ,d wherof afterwards many euils enfued: for fome Popes did the like by theftpredeceifors a- 
gainft whom they had concerned difplcafure. r 5 ' 

& ! This being done, Pope Step hbn dyed in the third yeer of his papacic, and him fuc- 
ceeded 11 o.manv s,a Spaniard borne,who was Pope but three moneths. And after him came 
T h b od o r b thefecond, who held the chaire but twentiedaies, in which time his chicfeft 
care was toconfirme the dpings of F o r m 0 s v s, which S r b p h ■ n had difiinn ulled • and 
after his death Io Hn the tenth was chofen. While thefe Popes ran in fuch hafte to.death one 
afteranother,theEmperor Arn o.l p h with his Army went into Germany and. out Rued them 
all,and raigned in profperitie,nothing befalling him worthie memoric ,• but in the end he was 
availed with a kinde officknes, which proued the worft difeafe that could beimagined, and this 
wasaninfinit number of lice 5 wherewith hewasfo tormented and eaten, that he could not be 
cured thereof, but dyed: this happened in the yeere of our Lord, nine hundred and one,and in 
the twelfth ycerc of his raign. Arnolph at his death left behind him three children which 
hefyadby his two wiues - by hisfirft wife, he had Arnol r h, whom in llis lifetime he made 
Dukeofi?^^,and Bernard Earle of a cercaineproumce: and by his fecond wife he had 
Lews s, whoafterwards was Emperor - hehad another bafefonne called 2 e n b b a l d y s 
whom in his life time he made Duke of Lorraine 3 and one daughter called B e r ta, married tP 
the Duke ofcleue. - ; 
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Inthe time that Arnolph raigned,began theDukes.of^rw^i for the King or cap- 
taineofthe Normans married the daughter of Charts the Simple,king of France ymd ma¬ 
king himfelf to be Chnftned,was called' Robrr t, whofe fonne was the firft Duke^of ^orm* 
k There were alfoDukesin Burgundie of the houfe of France, which a longtime afterwere 
tailed Kings: and in^AT^ alfo, and in other parts,(as hath been obferued, “and hereafter (hall 
appeare in this hiftorie : for the Kings and Emperorus of thofe times did vfe to gdiierne 
their cities' and proui nces by perpetual!

obtained a notable victory. But'when cheaduantage was difeouer'd, and that fo great a number ’ 

ofmen on euery fide came rufhingoutof the wood vpon fitch a fudden, with fo great force vn- 
expetted, the Imperialifts began to retire, and afterwardsto flee • in fuch manner, rhat the vic¬ 
tory iii^nifeflly appeared on the Hungars fide, and the Emperor was driuen to fiiue himfelf by 
flight rafter which they did much harm throughout all Gerptmy-, the Emperor not freeing able 
to reflftor make head againft them i but was conftrained to withdraw himfelf into the co.untrie, 
and fecretly to giue great fiunmes of monyto.thc,Captains and principal! men of the Hangars, 
ro the end they fhould treat of a peace ; and he op.enly gauegreat pay to their men of wane, and 

‘ promifed to allow them yeerly prouifiortfor their houfes: by thefe means he freed his country 
from that mifery for that time$ but the peacecontiniied not long. 

After this exploit-the Emperor, vnderftandingthat his bafe brother Zhnebaluvs go* 
nemedtheCountry ofLormn cruelly,andasaTyrant,he depriuedhimofthat Kingdom and 
feifedit into his owne hands, and took Lvitovarda, the daughter cf Otho Dukeoi Sa+ 
my , to wife ; which Prouince was then fubjeTt to the Empire. In thofe. daies France efcaped 
not free from wars and troubles. The Emperor,, thinking hee had fettled all matters in peace 
with the Hungars, faw himfelf in a new perplexity: for, they not content with the proiriifed 
pay (which was very ducly paid them) a great Armie of them again inuaded Germany ; anu the 
Emperor in perfon went againft them, and fought with them twice in the Prouince of Bautere ; 
andboth times had the victorie, although with great lolfe of men,and with no fmalle difliculrie 
and da linger: hut not knowing how to execute his vidoric, or to follow his good fortune, gi- 
\ikig too much eare to fome mens counfell; thecHungars fledde into their countrie, who (in 
moft mens opinions) raighthaue been wholly ruined and defeated: wherethey reinforced and 
refrefhed their troupes, and did greater harme it) the Empire, then at the fir ft, and werefoex- 
pert inthewarres, arid fo greatly feared, that, crofting through Germany^ facking and burning 
many toivns, amongft which thecitie.of^^wasone, they paffed into Lorraine, which then 
contained the eftates of Flaunders, Brabant>Gelders> Cleue,Trcuter, and many other prouinces ^ in 
whichthey executed great cruelty sand with the like furie they returned the fame way they 
went, burning and fpoyling what before had efcapcd • and fo they retired themfelues into their 
countrie, lodcn with riches and fpoyles 5 but fewer in number then they came from thence. 

This people at that time was growne fo proud, and o flo great power,thatall Nations frordring 
vpon them flood in feateofthem,and did as the reft did: for after the fame manner as they had 
entred Bauiere, they afterwards inuaded Bulgaria , and the Emperors countries of Gracia, facking 
and burning his Cities 5 and conftrained the Emperor Constantine to giue them pay, 
and ordinary tribute,to be at peace with them j and the Empeior L b vv e s was driuen to doe 
the like, to atTurc Germany from this raging fire. 

Hiftoriographers write, that in thofe daies were great wars in France and Italy between Be* 
hesgarivs and other Princes,and the like in other parts 5 and that Princes vfed fraud and 
treachery one againft another :fo as a man can write nothing that is good of thofe times • fo. 
much did malice, ambition, pride and cruelty abound. 

' ,-It afterwards folIowed,thatthe Hungars, moued with the fame of the wealth and afroun- 
danceofall things in 7 w/y,and through theciuill diflenfion which was therein (the ordinavie 
gates by which deftru&ion entreth into any Kitigdome/and for than JL h vv h s withftood them 
mightily in Germany, they refolued to ranfack and make a conqueft of Italie: for which attempt 
theyleuied greaterforces than at any timebefore they had done. Thefame heerofputalli^ 
into fiich a feat ,thatthey chafe Bbrbngarivs for their Captain and defender, who was 
called Emperor; but till this time was not held for fuch. Ber enguivs then with great T i eKftftMrf -. 
diligence and expedition leuied many fouldiersboth of foot and horfe • and, at their corning 
into July, oppos’d himfclfagainfi the Hungars-and coming to blows,fought.a battel with them 
fome Authors fiiy two • wherein being ouerthrowne he fled,and loft therein the greateft par t, of 
his Army, and retired himfelf into the eftate of Milan, wherein confifted his greateft ftrength. 

The Hungars after this victory vvGre Mailers of the Field, and /poiled all the Countrey,, taking.

and ranfocking many Cities, and in leflfe than one yeerouerranne all the Land : in which time 
thefe Barbarians, moued with the bruit ofthe riches of the City of Venice, made Barks, Brigan- 
dines, and other veflels, therewith to haue attempted it • and fo they aflailed the City,and took 
iorne of thofe Hands: but their coming was before-hand fulpe&ed, and therfore prouided f or , 
. fo as although they took fomc part thereof, yet the Venetians fo fortified the reft with ftromj 

. chains,and fome places with wals, that, afcerfomeconfli&sby fea and by land, they defpairing 
. , to beable to take the City, ret urned to Padea; where they had left the remainder of their Caual* 

lerie and their luggage. Bbrbngarivs, feeing by force hee could not deliuer Italic from 
of fiic miters , the Hungars,putthat remedy in practice which L b vv e s had vfedin German? which was, to 
treat of peace by way of money: whereto the Hungars gaue ear, and it was concluded • and he 
gaue them a huge fumme of gold and filuer, which by the induftry ofBBRBNoAmvswas 
cohered from all parrs of italic wherewith, and with the reft which they had ftolne, they de- 
parted rich and victorious; which had lo good a taftc, that it made them come thither again, 
71x Hunger/ The coming of the Hungars into Italy , was in the time of Pope S b r g i v s the Third: for s B i. 
cAtnt thtftctnd NEDicT the fourth being dead,of whom it was Paid that he was a good Bifliop (which ought 
wtimitelic. not t0 t> e accounted for a fmall matter,confideringhow fewe were fo in thofe times) Leo the 
Fife fucceeded, who enjoyed that dignity but forty dates •, for,a great Cardinal! called C h r i- 
jtovhe R,took him prifoner j who within few daks died in prifon,and Christophs* 
remained Pope tyrannoufly,and within 7 months (for,violence cannot laft) was depriued,and 
put into a Monaftery: and then was Si-ueiv* rheThird chofenfm whofc time hapned this 
calamity through the Hungars. But,rcturningtoourHiftoiy,I fay that the Hungars being reti. 
red into their Country,/w//> was not therefore free from troubles : for, the Moors ofjfmk. 
fefted the fame with their fleets ; and for all this,the ciuill fa&ions & difeord ceafed not betwixt 
the Princes: for,E d i l b h T,Marqueflfe ofTufcanejwho vfurped that Country, being of great 
power,rebelledagainft B brin gariv sjandthePopes authority and power was no tfuch 
asithad been,neither were they of fuch force by reafon of their infufficiency and little worth, 
and through the want of thcaccuftomedfuccours from Frartce^hich they had in the time of 
' the fucceflors of C h a r l a s the Great: which confidered, Lewis was of opinion, that 
Italy might eafily be fubdued,& that he might bereaue Bbrbngarivs both of the namei 
dignity of Emperor, which he vfurped. Whereupon with a great Armie hee came into Italft'V 
gainft whom came Berbngarivs with a good number of men of wane • and they two 
Fought a battelhwherein Bbrengarivs was ouerthrowne,with little bloud(hed,byrafon 
ofthe fmall refiftance made by his people 5 and Lewes went to the City offfcrw4,nccrto 
which the battell was fought,and lay there like a Conqueror,and as one that flood in fear of no 
man,and therefore carelelte: whereupon Bbrbngarivs ,albeit he was ouercomn,praftifed 
with fome within the City,and fomealfo of the Emperors owne people, to let him into theCi- 
Tkm ty j fo as he entred it by night,and took Lewes prifoner. Others fay,that Lewes hadnat 

ittJmmtbors the vi&ory,but that he withdrew himfclfinto the City for fear-; and fo in themanner (asI faid) 
about the taking he fell into Bbrbngarivs power. But hotvfoeuer it was,B erenoarivs had himpri- 
fbncr,and put out his eies, and fo within fewc daies through grief and forrow he died; andB b- 
hath. * rbncarivs remained foie Lord of th e Empire of Italy. 

In this manner ended Lew bs his Empire, which he held with fo much trouble when hee 
had raignd Emperor ful eleuenyecrs 5 and died in the yeer of our Lord nine hundred &twelue, 
after the Abbot Wbspbhgensis his eomputation,which I follow* other Authors (ofno 
fpiall authority) as, B x. o n d vs and Cv spinian, recount this after another manner} /ay- 
ing,that this Emperor Lewis neucr came into Italic, neither was ouerthrown by B s r 1 w- 
« a r tvs; but that in the end he died of his naturall death in Germany, and that that L b vv b s 
which was ouerthrowne and taken tnVmna, was Lsvves thefon of B o s o n King of Pre> 
which came into Italy againft Berbngarivs, proclaiming himfelfe Emperor - and 
that Berengahivs releafed him on his oath that he would come no more thither: which 
oath he afterwards brake. But in thatmanneras I haue declared it is written by P l a t i n a,

bullions among the Princes of Germany $ which was tyrannized fomtimeby one,and fometime 
by another, whereby his Empire was weakned,and came to be of lefle power. This was thcla/i

O t h o then anfwe.rd thofe which had chofen him Emperor,that he had neither fuch health 
nor ftrength as to fo able to gouern the Empire, and therefore would not vndertake a burthen 
which he was not able to bear : but he would afliftthem withhisbcftcounfell;Concluding,that 
in hisioplniort Conha d e Duke of Fr<i»<w »4 was worth ie to be chofen jin'w horn all the qua- 
litiespnd m'tuous conditions did concur, rhpt wight fcemercquifircin an Emperor: Andfo 
by edrrimbri confent qf the German es, and part of the French, Comrade was chofen and 
obeyed forEn^perori who (asfomc write) descended from Chajibs the Great; And he 
prelently began to gouerne the Empire, and in all things followed the counfell and aduiceof 
O t h o, by whofo trteariS he obtained it i and fo the firfl yeCr he liued and ruled very happily. 
But the great Dukes and Vrinsf&yt Germany waxing cnuiotis,and defirous to raign , Arnold 
Duke of Bautere rebelled againft hup, and went into Hungary, and induced the Hungars andtheir 
King to warre vpon the new Emperor • whereupon,™ the fecond yeer of his Raign,afharp 3 fld 
crucll warre began; but,as he was very valiant and expert in Anns, fo he drew his forces toati 
head, and came to abattell with the Hungars,and ouerthrew them,and conftraincd them to (lie 
into their Countrcy} and fo freed Germany from that perilh And although afterwards it was 
fometimes molefted,yet by his diligence and courage it was eucr defended : and fo he maintain 
nedthefame in peace as long as Duke Otho liuea,vpon whofe counfell he chiefly relied,but 
neiier durft come to make war in // 4 //#. 

• After the death of Otho, who left one fonnebehinde him called Hbnr y, who was a 
very gaH^intyong man, and ofgrear power. Con bade began to f.ifpecft him ; which wasthc 
bfoijffoh of the troubles which 1 will relate. Bbuncabiv s' being held in Italia for Empe- 
ro^’^^eV.C'o .$*,% i> e who .with better title was Enaperor in. Germania L b-w b sfthefon 
of.fofoVb n KipgfoW. oih^ to depriveB b n bn ox r iy.»- 

of that.Empire ; who held it, not without great vexation and trouble;afwell with the Princes of 
Italic (<wh$feoffonw Rebelled againft him) as with the Infidels and Hungars which in felled the 
toei Aud(as l faid before) fome Authors write,that this L b vv b s came the firft time to the 
toep6rp6foj'at)d'Byas-0Merfhr^iyh;by BbrbnoariV and this (as I beleeue) was the firft 5 
^•irif’wer^thcjTecdhd. he cafoe being called by fome of Buen g.arivs enemies. And 
notwitfiftanding tliat in the foginping of the wars he had good fuccefo, yet in the end hee was 
6 uerthrotvne t andcon(}iainddibfiee. Thus much (hall fuffice for him, the matter beeingfo

in naly^oov 7 / 4 /y(befides domeftick & ciuil wars) was affli&ediWith other far more grieuous & 
pitifull This was,fortbat the Townswhichche CreekEmpireheldinCMr/aand Fulia toge¬ 
ther with' the partialities and rations which were in them, wCrenot in fubjcdlion: whereupon 
C on S tan tine, who at that time raigned in Cenjlammoplc, or ( as others fay ) R 0 - 
h a n ^ s the Tymntj which with him gouerned the Empire for a time, procured the ayde of 
the Moores in Africa^ and.of the Arabians j ofwhich a gteat number came into Italy, oluins it 
out, tlwt. they came 'P helpe the Greekes to i ccouer their right; vndcr colour whereof 4l they S'ZFJ 
.became Lords of all fWw, Calabrta } and the reft which contained* tiow the kingdomc of Naples - I( *b> 
and they drew foncere to Rome , that they fought to haue taken the fame* without regard of the 
Emperor of Conftmmople, vnder whole name they fir ft came into italic. The caufe of all which 
miferkSjNverethewarres and troubles betweenetheChriftians: for C o n r a d b Emperour 
of Germany vt as bufied in making warre againft Henry Duke of Saxony, the fonofOTHo- 
Bbr.h N o A KJ Y.S; was perplexed with the wars againft Lbvvb* the fori of Bo s o n king 
and others which for breuirie I oueipafte: and another occafioti was, the fmall au- 
t/iprity and little worth of the Popes of Rome. But Pope I o hn the eleuenth, whom fome call 
the tenth, feeing this great neceflitie, fent to Alb er i CV s Marquefte of Tttfcane,ox(as fome 
Authorsfay)tohisbr ; othe.r, which wasthegreateft Lord in all Italic (Be r B « a A Klv s ex¬ 
cepted) with whofe father Be.henoasivs had warre and controucifie j who promifed 
him fuccour; and gathering all his forces together, w ith the aide of many others which follow¬ 
ed him in that encerprife,,he-went to Ua#itf,whercin the Pope had already leuyed an indifferent 
good Armie, which he joyned with A l b b r i c v s his forces^ and fo he marched againft his 
enemies : fome write that the Pope in perfon went to this warre, which had fuch happy fuc- 
cefte,thatbefidesmany encounters, Alb eric v s fought one battaile againft the vvhole 
potverofrhe Moores • wherein, notwitbftanding that it was very fiiarpc and doubtful!, yet in 
the tnd he gat the vi&orie • after which he was fo abfolutely maftcr of the field, that befound 
not any one to make head againft him, and fo in fhort time recouped all that the Moores held 
in italic • excepting fome little, and certaine fortrelfes neere to Mount Garvwus in ratio ,. 
whither fheremainder of thofe Moores retired themfelues: whom for that he then forbare 
wholly to ruinate (an: enw for want of forefight) it was the occafion of many calamities which 
ciifued. . 

A l b b r i c vs hauing obtained fo noble a vi<ft.orie,and lcauing it in fuch eftate,as it feemed 
an eafic matter for any other to haue effe&ed the reft • he returned to Rome, where he was recei- 
uedyvirh great pompe and triumph; but within few daies there arofedifeordand controueifie 
heaveene him and the Pope, each of them attributing to himfelife the honour of that journey 1 
whereupon A l b b r i e vs went difeontented out of the Citic • whereof afterwards Crifued 
great war res and mifehiefes: and he Was fo ouercomn with rage and defire to be reuenged, that 
as fooncas he cameinto.hiscountrie, he began Co pra<ftife, againft the Pope, and to moue the 
Hungars to'warre inl/aly, promifing rhem his aide and afliftancc,- thinking ita fmallmatter for; 

Him to haue made himfelfe Lord of Rome. The Hungars came into Italy , and it plcafed God 
that the greateft harmethey did there, was in the faid Marqueffe. A lbbricvs owne coun- 
tdes^nd amongft his fubje&s. In the meane time that Italy was thus opprclfed, the Emperour 
C o h r a i> b (whofe li fe we now write) fought the ruineof Henry Duke of Saxony , who" 
wastliefonneofthat Othq by whofe dire&ion and counlell hcc was chofen and made 
Etnpetour, and was by him governed in the beginning of his raigne, as heretofore hath beene 
inewed. . ■ _ w 

Tlie principal! caufe hereof, was the fearc and jealoufie which he cohceiued of him ; for this 
He n r y wasayong man of very great courage and valour, and aboue meafure defirous of 
rule 3 and in the warresof^^y had done great feruice to this Emperor C o n r a t> a,and to 
nis predeceftbr L e vy a s, againft A u n o l r h Duke of Bawcre, which fled into Hungary , as 
wenauefaid : by reafon wherof, Hbnry was generally fo much beloued and efteemed,thac 
K n A D E * n fe^te to bedifpofteft by him ofhis Empire, and that he would haue re- 
belled againft him, and therforc he refblued (if he might)to make him away: firft pradtifing his 
death by fraud and cunning; and that taking no effect, he refolued not to dilfemble any longer, 
but fent his brother Eeekard With an Armytodeftroyhiscountric, and if he might to be- 
! Ml,e °f his life; for which fad he became infamous, and all his actions were attributed to ■ 

^comparable ingratitude: but his palfion was fuch as he neuerthelefs continued his intended 
courfe. But Hbnry gouerned himfelfe fo difereetely, and had already leuied fuch an Army. 

Nn* v A 
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ofSaxons, which were his fubib 6 fs and friends,that he met with Eb e r a r d inthefield and 
gaue him battaile* wherein his people beha tied thcmfduesfo valiantly, that the EmphbrsW 
thcr was ouerchro wne, with the iofle of the great eft part of his Army; and himfelfefeapcd bv 
flight. 'CoNKAbH being aduCrtifed hereof (in extreme cholbr) raifed the greateft power 
he tolild make, and called all the Princes again/! H a n r r, ftr ft lending A ixibafladois : vhto him 
to'perfwade him to yecld.to his mercie, and not to peifeuerc in his continsiftcic; whOconelu 
dcd : nothing : but returning* they reported that in their prefence one of Duke Hbnr ib 
captafaeswhofenanie was Dim mat m, fold, tlmthe Duke had no redton to come to any 
menti for he knew that thirtie legions of fouldiers were comming to his aide* Thele vvOrdi 
ftrake fuch a feat e into the Emperors Army, that without any battaile, of light ofahy enemie 
the gteateft part thereof disbanded; whereupon hee wasdriuen to retire, withadetemBna! 
tioh to retiu ne with greater force. But God, in whole hand are the hearts ofPrtnCCs, invcrtf 
jhorttime altred hispurpofes $ for Go n rad a wasaflailed with an extreme licknes; whereof 
he afterwards died. And knowing that his end drew neere,he in great haftefent for tkePrinces 
ofthe Empire; theprincipallof which at that time were B v c A a d Duke of Sucrtia, Sigi s . 
bbrt Duke of Lorraine, and his brother E b e r a r d, whom he had lriade King of FramnU 
and many others,excepting A r n o l d Duke of Bauiere, who remained in Hu»garie,md He r! 
r y Duke of SaxonU which rebelled. Thcfe Princes being in this manner aftembled, the Em- 
peior,as a wife man and a good Chriftian, bailing more regard to the good gouernment of the 
Empire, than to his ownecholer or priuate paflion (which is an cxtrordinaiy example) made 
vnro them a very fet fpeech 5 wherein in conclufion he exhorted and counfelled them, that after 
his deceafe (which, Co farreas he could comprehend, would be fliorcly) they Ihould chufe the 
fame H enry Duke of Saxony (who then was in his difgrace) for Emperor: for, not wirliftan- 
ding that he had a brother whom heloued very well, and tvas worthy of great cftate,yethene* 
uerthclefte chofe Hsnr r,asonely worthy to be an Emperor, and his fuccefibr; for, as he ve¬ 
ry well knew, he was an excellent man, and endued vvitlr vcrtue, and with all the conditions 
which were requifite in a good Prince; and that he pardoned and reftored him to his gracuwl 
jfaucmr,and chat this was his 1 aft will,couufeil and refolution.The Noble mindeand COlinfellof 
the Emperor was generally commended j only his brother E bbrard ihewed himfelfegrie- 
ued and difeontented: but Conradb peri waded liim to patience, and tecommendedto 
them all, peace and concord. Tlien he made the Sword,the Scepter, the Robe, and the other 
Imperial enfignes to be brought before him.-and by the confent of all the Princes,he appointed 
and charged his brother to carrie the fame to Hb nr v, and in his name to make hispeaceand 

friendlhip with him, and to yeeld him obedience as to his foueraigne Lord: which he perfor- 
medjand continued inH e n r i h 8 good grace and Ioue fo long as hceheid the Empire; which 
truly was a moll noble part ofboththefe brethren: of the Emperorjn making choifeofhisene- 
mie for his fuccclfo r; and of his brother, in voluntarily obeying him which was chofaii This 
his good reiblution being concluded,and put in execution,with in few daies after Conrads 
departed out of this life, leauing neither fonne nor daughter 3 when he had raigned only feuen 
yeeres or fome what lelfe, in the yeer of our Lord, 9 zo ; C o n s t a n t i n e yet holdinsthe 
Empire of ConftantinopU. In Italy raigned Berengarivs with the title of Emperor nor. 
withftanding that he held no part thcreof,but Lombardy onely, and fome cities neer thereunto 
adjoyning, and thoCe not without wars and troubles, with Lrvyes fon to the King of Fro- 
uence. The ftate of Italy being fuch as I laid,the Hungars inuaded it,being cald thither by Al - 
B BR i cv S Marquefs of Tufcanefdnd ruined the countrie: and on the other.fide the Moores of 
Af/m filying out of fuch places as they held in Pul/a, troubled the ftate of the Church of Rome, 
and the frontiers thereof. And betwixt A t b r r i c v s and the Romans was war and difeord. 

Foiafmuch as in the life of this Emperour Conradb, mention was made of Ar* 
n OL d Duke offliM/^, and for that heretofore this prouince hath been treated of, as of a king¬ 
dom e,and fo it is fa id,that Lewes King of<Sfr/W(i»;, itnhediuifion made betweene his three 
fonnes, made C a r l o m a n King of Bauiere, and now we call Ai NO id, Duke thereof, 
which feemeth to be a contradiction: let the Reader therefore know,that in this prouince(as in 
all others) there hauc been great alterations; the Jaft was, that afterthefaid Charie s,tlic 
Empevor Arnoiph fucccedcd in the ftate of Bauiere, and after Arnoiph the Emperour 
Lb w a S.who dying without iftuc, made this Arnold Dukeof and afterwards in 

proceflcqftime, in this Kingdome happened many alterations and changes, and in the end it 
ioy tied with the ftate of the Countie Palatine of Rhine*, and afterwards it was againediukted; 
and fo through fundrie accidents; it came to that eftace wherein it is at this day. THE

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Hegauehimfelfealfotopacifiealldifcordanddiflenfion,andto eftablifh peace and con¬ 
cord bet\yeene,the Princes, who for matters part were at variance amongft themfelues: for all 
which he prouided a good remedie, employing his wit, authorise and power ; and being o- 
beyedhy all men, excepting Bvccard DakeofStteu/a, who with the fauonr of France (for 
that h^ was fonne in law to the Duke of Burgundy) attemptedfome innouations: againft whonv 
the Emperour raifed forces^but the matter was pacified,and the Duke acknowIedgedtheEm- 
perout for his Lord and Superior. Bcfides this, it happened (which fome report beforethis 
time) that Arnold Duke of Bau/ert,which (as we faid) for feareof Conrads, lined as 
an exile in Hungary, returned to his Countrie, and gathering together a great number of Hun- 
gars,\frasfohardyastocallhimfelfeEmperour,andtodcny his obedience to the Emperour 
Henry- which he vnderftanding, Icuying his old fubje&s of Saxony , and others of the Em¬ 
pire, went with a mighty Army againft Ar. n o l d, who likewife marched towards him* and 
as a good Chriftian; being much grieued for the tronbles which were likely to haue enfued 
forbare not to procure Arnold to giueouer his attempt : anditpleafed God that his good 
defire tooke effect in this manner; 

Both the Armies being in a readinefle to fight,notwithftanding it was apparant that the Env 
perour had the greater number, and betrerand more choife men j yet he fent Arnold word 
by a Trumpet, that he, vpon fufficient fecuritie, fhould come and fpeake with him • which 
Arnold performed : where the Emperor, among many graue, good, and difereete fpce- 
ches,fpake vnto him in thefe words: 

Take heede Arnold, and confider that what thou doeft , is to oppofethy felfe againft 
Gods ordinance, who is thegiuerofkingdomes and worldly power; Thou maift knowthat 
I was chofen of him by the mouth of my predeccfTor C o n r a d e, before his death - and chat 
to this ele<ftion haue contented all the eftates of Germany, and thouonely teckeft to refift the will 
ofGod,andthe gcnerall confentofallmen. Ifay vntothee, take heede what rhou doe^and 
I aduife thee to come to my obedience, and I will vfe thee as my fonne or my brother: and if 
thou wiltnotdoethisjtake God for iudge betweene thee and me. And one thing I will fweare 
anda(Turethce,thatifithadpIeafedhisdiuinc Maicftie that thou haddeft been chofcnEmpe- 
ror asl am, I would haue been an obedient fubie&, and haue ferued thee faithfully : wherefore 
Ipray thee, that fith I amfo>, thou wilt do the likebymee. Thou mayeft fee that I intreat dice 
for peace, at fuch time as ray party hath the aduantagej in the warres j confider well what thou 
doeft, fori will not faile in any thing, that I haue promifed. Thefcandfuchlikefpeechcswere 
of fuch force, and Co much moued Arnold, that he pretently fubmitted himtelfeatidhis 
countvey vntothe Emperor Hbm y,and from thenceforth was cucr moft obedient vnto him, 
without any remembrance of matters pa ft. There happened likewifedifeord betweene Huw- 
r y andthchoufeandkingdorncofF/vw^aboutchefoueraigntyoftheprouincc and Duc/i/c 
of Lorraine • neuerthelefle comming to a peace and agreement,matters palled profperoufly,and 
he continued Lord thereof. And foGerma»y(by meanes of his good gouernment) took a tafteof 
thefruites which Iufticeand the tranquillity of peace bring forth. Butin Italy notwithftanding 

that BBRBNQARivjwas called Emperor, the wane of fuch a Prince as H b n r y, wrought 
the contrary ? it lhall not be amiffe therefore to fpeake of what followed, while that H e n r y 
was bufie about thete matters. 

It is already faid, how that betweene Pope I o h n and the Romanesofthc oncfidc.and 
Albbricvs MarquefTc of Tufcane of the other,were great warres,after the vi&ory obtained 
againft the Infidels; and how that Alb ericvs had induced the Hungars to come into Holy 
againft the citie of Rome, and that the gveateft harme they did, was in his owne countreys, God 
permitting it as a punifliment for hiswickednefte; yet they did great fpoiles in the Church 
lands. The Hungars hauing in this maner robbed the countrey, Bbrbngarivs who wa? 
called Emperor, came to a compofition with them; which was, that they.lhould depart out of 
Italy, in consideration of a great fummeofmoney which was giuen them. And Pope Ions and 
theRomanes(in reiiengeoftheiniurie rcceiucd from Albbricvs) leuiedan Army,which 
Was broken and ouerthrovvne by the Hungars,the Duke of spUto being Generali of that Arrayi 
and Albbricvs was befieged in a towne of his called Ortano , and was therein taken and 
(laine. 

At the fame time the Infidels which remained in Ieuying new forces and fiipplicsw- 
liewed the warres, which was not forefeene in time by reafon of the domefticall difeovd, and 
they took many caftlcsand cities, while the Pope applied himtelfc to be reuenged of A l b b-

’ andbbtained great victories: and nofwithfttfnding that he vnderwent fundrie da lingers and ha¬ 
zards, yet he eucr fhewed himfelfe milde,andpitif(ilkbthe vancjuiflied j which ( in my opini¬ 
on) in the end made his Empire more liable and ftrmftjthen all the victories which he obtained, 
As faoncas his father was dead, he was in the citieofxjdfov, or ^Aqtiifgrat/ chofcn Emperour, 

' and anointed and crowned by Old ericvs Archbifliop of Memz >, all the Princes of Git . 
ma»y( which could com) being there prefent 5 and the reft which could not, wrote their Let¬ 
ters, and fent their Ambafladoiirs, acknowledging t.jiqir obedience : And fo his beginning was 
very peaceable and highly eftccmcd.and he Ihewed himfelfe iuft,and valiant,and gouerned the 
'Roiftmsflcw eftate with wifedome and clenicncie. It happened prefently after this, that Boiela v$,bro- 
hu Lrotljer t her to t j lc X)uke of Behemia ( which at that time had not the title of King) by treafon flew his 
tttljm. > brother W e n ceslays ( for fo was he called) to the end to haue the Soucraigncie ; and re¬ 
belled again ft the Emperor: whereof when Otho was aduertifed, mowed with the hatred 
aijfcl viknels c?f the fa<ft (for JV;ence s j. avs was a iuft. and faith full Prince, and his father 
H^i n*r x had rccdued hirrifdr his ferharic and his fubjeeft, after that (as wee haue/ieerto- 
forefaid) he had fnbdued him,hee refolued to fend a good Army, vnder the leading ofavaliant 
Ciplafne: whom the tyrant Duke attended in the field,and therewith fought a terrible battaile- 
and wasbuerthi'pw.ne with fo great Iofle ofhis people,that the Imperiall Generali afluring him- 
felfeofthevittorie,wasleflecarefullandcircumfpe<ft, then hc.oughtjohauebecn; but B01- 
Slavs within few dales reinforcing his Armie, gathered cdurage from the others negleft- 
and charging him fuddenly in diforderartd vnawares,ouerchrew him, and flew the greateft part 
of his people: wherewith Otho was highly difpleafed, and len ding thither a new fuppiy h c 
fufficiently reihforced his Army: Bur B o i s l a v $ was growenfo haughty,and had fuchrc- 
liefe from the Hungars, chat the wanes grew to be doubtfull, and of long continuance, and in 
themeane time others happened-but Ot h o's courageandrefolutionvvasfogrcat,thathco 
neuer forgat to prouidc for this warre, during the furie ofall the other, as we will declare : yet 
it iafted fburteene yeeres, before he could obtaine any complete vkftory ■ and then BorstA- 
v s yeelded as you (hall heave, 

TheEmperor proceeding in this warre of Bohemia^ in the greateftheate thereof, therebe- 
gap ciuilland domedicall combuftions and Infiirrc(ftions,which tefolued into a very cruell vv^r, 
the beginning whereofwas this.

fore.Ha NK y moued wuh 3 dciire toraigne (a thing which leadeth men to greater mifchiefs) 
refolued to rebel agamft his elder brother and foueratgne Lord; whereto Sun,,, * Duke 
O' Lmm ‘yccldcd ayde andafltffance; who was a mighty Prince, and had the lifter oftheEm- 
perorand of He »u to wife And as the report went, that Hih«i ihould beEmperor.cach 
otthem defired to haue the Emp.rc for himfelf,and fo ptaftifed the fame in fccret, for amonaft 
e wicked there is neither faith nor truth: Burthey all agreed together to mine O r H o , and 
jiitlct beingremoued, each of them thought to haue been a foueraigne Lord, and to haue had 
itohnp/re. The power and Arn.ywh.chthey leuied was fo great, a? they took many townes: 

®dai itv.jially hapnctli, fame and feare aduanced the effe£t>as Onto was in great danger. 
Nm.rtliotflethe other Princes of Qcymuy did^Well and faithfully hclpeand aflift hinuand^he 
mtl. t,.e couj ageand diligence of a good Capraine, leuied his forces, and marched againft his 
enemies -and being come with hisarmieto thebanks oftheriuerof Rhine and part therofbe^

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" TWs«r«at victory being obtained by Or h o’s faithfull friends and fubje<fts,the city which 

hcbpfiffiCdyccWcd,«ndhcpvcpatcd himfelf prcfentlyto purfuehis brother Hhn R who 
, fled intih France. And then the Emperor went into Lmm, where his lifter yeelded herfelf into 

hi&ROWcr, together with her Ton : where hauingfet good order in that eftate, and made peace 

witlV’tBVv B s King of FrMt, and recouered certain T owns which he formerly had loft,hec 
returned into Germany • In this manner he wholly lubduedand tamed all the Rebels * and in the 
end his brother Hihiv humbly yeelded himfelf into his power; and hee forgauc him, and 
sauehimlandsandxcueuuesfor his maintenance,and likewifepardoned the other hades and 
ireat men which had bin his aduerfaries, together with Frbderick AtchbiOiopof 
who was a Traitor vnto him, and was now in his power: but in the end he pardoned him alfo. 
And forafinuch as his brother Henry continued loyall vnto him, he made him Duke of fa 
nine after the death of B » * * o. l d» who died without iftue male * whole brethren loft their 
riaht to that eftate, for that they had confpired againft the Emperor; and H»n * n hadhislt, 
gCimatc daughter to wife, and fi> in good grace he remained in his brothers feruice: Who,ha. 
uinfi broughtthefe matters to an end, refolued to make an end of the troubles m which 

through the aid of the Hungars Ail continued, without any one daies intermiffion/rom thefirft 

beginning of his Raign, which was a long time. , 

Finally* in fomc battels (wherein he was himlelf in perfon) Boisuvs was oueithrownj 
in fitch manner, that hefubmitted himfelf, and became fubjcCt. Hauing in this manner fubdu. 

Empnr, cdtheHungarians,the Bohemians, and fuch as rebelled, he refolued to relieue L e vv ss the 

French King, who was his brother-in-law, and had fued vnto him for fuccours j whom for font 
occafions, too long to be recited, certain Dukes and great Lords offrdwe oppreffed. Yet fomc 
Authors fay that this his going into Frame was before the warres of Bohemia ; but at what time, 
orin what order foeuer it was, he went thither with a great Army, and relieuedhis brother-in- 
law* and fo again returned into Germany 5 where we will leaue him to enjoy his vi&ories & good 
fiiccefle* and will briefly declare in what eftate Italy thenftood, and the accidents which then 
hapned: which appertain to our Hiftoiy, afwell for that it was pare of the Empire, as alfo for 
that Hvc h before named raigned therewith the name of Emperor,although atyrant.fiYQH 
hauinefor certain ycers /pace po/Te/Ted lUWy, and a great part of My nomanfceking to 
depl iue him of his eftate: for, O x h o (as is already faid) was bufied with the troubles ot Gtr- 
many i in the end B b a b n o a r i v s the Third, after many long journies hauing a de/ire to 
recouer the Kingdom which his father and vncle had poffeffed, and of all Italy, whereof the 
Emperor Ro x>v ip hv s had bereaued him 5 with the aid of certain Princes ofGemanieM 
oiltdy, refolued to make warreagainft H v o h 5 and to that effeft leuied a great number ot 
good fouldiers,and took his way towards Italy. Hvoh, houlding himfelf vnable to make ha 

party good againft him, finding that fuch as were of greatefl power and authority in the cities, 
did not fauour his faction 5 he refolued to come to any corapofuion: and fo,finally,they agreed 

that Hv ch Ihould leaue the title of King of Jtalie, and return to his Duchie of Arlesmfrme, i 
vpon condition that his Con Lotharv Ihould remain King in Italy together with B b r b *• 
GARivs. BaHHGAUVS accepted thefe conditions 5 and Hvoh returned tohisould 
Dukedome, and left his fon a King, and companion with Berihoauvs. This Loth a* 
r y. was married with Adblhaida, which by fome was called Alva da, daughter o 
A a n o l P H Duke of Burgundy, who had t aigned fomc certain time m Lombardy, as we laid be¬ 
fore, and was expelled by H v o h. It hapned that Hvoh afterwards died m France : and m J 

it* father fhort foacc (and after other matters that enfued, which I leaue to relate) Lotha r i vs 

Hugi.wi^o- in ibmkardy. And Be & bng ari vs, feeing himfelf freed from company, tooktofctue 
widow Queen Adblhaida, which was a very excellent Lady. And that hefoutidno 
contmdiSion or refinance in the Eftate of ItaUe, againft the dignity of thcEmperour O t h 
( from whom he had receiued many benefits and fauours) he took vpon him the name and tine 
of Emperor, and inftituted his eldeft fonne, whofe name was A i b e r t, King of Italy,,mdi» 
ganne to entreat the people very badly, and in other matters to behaue himlelf alcoge u

fc>nn'e-in-law tbthe Emperorby the inariage of his daughter Lv i o v ar d a : biithis 
fon L V:r f ° l ph v. s wasgon bcforcinto Satimy ,^which was his fathers houfeand patrimbny, 
where he railed fom Commotions againti him , for he was much grieued &difcontented with 
hisfathers late manage. Otho being returned into Germany , andB e r e n g a r i v s feeing 
that by wavre,he could not rccoucr what he had loft, came into Germanyyin<X brought with him 
Jiijfonne A l botVs, and defiring pardon, yeelded himfelfe into the Emperours power, 
vowing to be his loyall feruant and fubie<fi: * which he protefted in fuch manneLsthatthe Empe¬ 
ror thought himfelfe well aftured of him, and thereupon made him his Lieutenant in Milan and. Otho »ude 
(illZowWd)f,theaimtientinheritanceoftheEmpire, andgauecertain lands to him, and tohis J« cn g atius ' 
fonne Albertvsj wherewith his fonne-in-Iaw Conudb, which before held that kimblX'! 
tliarge, being greatly difcontcntcd.hcioyned with Ltitolphvs the Emperours fonne, and 
forhefonneand fonne-in-law rebelled againft him. B l ondvs and other Italian writers,make 
' nomention of Co nr ad b's abode in Jea/y,neither of B e r e n g a r i v s his going into Ger- 
MWjf; yet they mention his pardon, and the offices that the Emperor bellowed vpon him: But 
Abia s Wbs'pbrgbn s is writeth in the fame manner as I haue related, and fo do N a v~ 
ciskv s' and other Dutch writers. Jtaly remainingin this eftate, the Emperor did not Co Coonc 
abandon ir (as I fiippofe)wichoucfbmefu/picion concerned of his fonne L v i x o l p n v s, who 
departed from him and rebelled : truly he had rcafonto miftruft him, for L v i t o l p h v s be¬ 
ing accounted his fucceffor, found many friends to ioyne with him againft his fa\her ; amongft 
which vvas his brother-in-law Conradj, and Arnold, and the other fbnnesot Ber¬ 
io i d late Duke of Bauicre 5 who dying,the Emperorgaue to his brother H b n r y that Eftate: 
wherefore all rhofe whi ch were called Dukes of Bauiere, were fo much difeontented with him, Luitolph*^ 
that they rai fed an Armie, and tooke many townes and caftlcs, meaning by force to defend the other r, fi 
fame, wit h a refolution to depofe him from the Empire, without regard of the faith and loyal- ^ ° tho ' 
ty which they, as his fonne and fonne-in-law, ought to him. 

Or no making fuch account ot this wane as the importance thereofrequired, leuied his 
forces, and went againft his fonne vwho daring not to keepe the field againft him, fortified him- 
felfein the chic ofMentz, where his father befieged him the fpace of threefcore dayes. after LuitolphusEf- 
tlwt he had rccoucred many of thofe townes which had giuen their voices againft him • the fieged by hi* fit- 
citieinthe meanctime being battered, and moft valiantly defended, in the end the befieged t,w Otho * 
made a motionpf peace: and to the end they might haue time to treate thereof, atrucewas 
granted; in which time, the forces brought by the Emperors brother Hen rv to his feruice, 
through the focret perfwafion of A r n o l p h v s, and his brethren, which were called Dukes 
of Bmre, came to an agreement with Lvitoiphvs. with which, and with thofe which al- 
ixady were in Memo,, in a night hce found meanes to depart the citie, and to get into Ratisbone . 
TheBmperor without making one daies tariance, raifod his fiege, and went to Ratisbone , which 
was better fortified and furnifhed then Mentt,andfo the fiege was more hard and doubtful 5 and 
W-t/ieaflauits and Callics many menloft their liues,ofthe one and other party. And although 
that L v 11 olphys defired peace,and his fathers pardon, yet the Emperor would neuer yield 
[hereto, vntiU that by the importunacie of fome Prelates, hce limited a certainc rime, where- 
ln ”’ s faults and offences fhould be cxamincd,and a treaty,fliould be held concerning whait was 
to be done. and fo L v i t o l p h v s gauc vp the citie; And going thence.abfented himfelf from 
hfs fathers prcfcnce, till that ( within the time prefixed ) the Emperor being on hunting in die 
hclds, Lvitolph acknowledging his error,and being very for^forjt,without fecurity from his

Hauing ended thefe words, and other to the fame effe<ft,with great humilitiehe proftrated 
himfelfe vpon thecarth, expe<5fcing his fathfcrs. fentence oflife or death. This ftrake fo great an 
inipreflion into the Emperoufs hearr, to heare and fee his fonne to (hew fuch humility, and to 
Tixtittieof fliedfo many tearesj that he could not.foibeave from doing the like : and commanding him to 

S!/Z!e°Lnu S arife from the ground, withioy mix r with teardsfrom himfelfe, and the reft which were there 
tolplw*. prefent, he prefen tly pardoned him, and reftored him to his grace an.d fatherly fauour, and to 
the fame place and dignity which he held before ; and fo he continued conftant in that loyalty 

andduty which be ought to his father and foueraigne Lord. This is a notable example to bee 
read with attention, whereby fonnes and fubietfts which haue erred and offended their fouc- 
raigne Lords, may learne to repent and amend 3 and Princes to pardon thofe which truly defirc 
to bee reftored to their grace and feruice: for although that it be mod certaine, that it is expe. 
dient for the good of the Common wealth,, that offences be punifhed; yet generally no rule 
ought to be fo ftri<ft and feuereythat no exception fhould be allowed; feeing that fometimesfor 
the common good, clemencie is as profitable. Morcouer, thelhame and fbirow for the offen¬ 
ces com in it ted ,is no final punifhmcnt to him that is pardoned. 

Or h o hauing pardoned his fonne, andrecouered/Ww^ and Ratisbone , and all the other 
ftrong holds which had rebelled, and (according toth'e moft and beft authors) recldimedhis 
fonne-in-law Conrad b, (yet fomc fay the contrary) when he fhould haue taken reft,and 
haucrepofed himfdfe, there aibfe new warres, more dangerous then the former- foronthe 
one fide the Dalmatians and Slauanscntred the territories ofthe Empire; and on the other 
fide, the Hungars (who now bad liued fometimein reft) gathering together an infinirenum- 
ber ofthem, began the moft dangerous and cruell wane they cucr had made; for befidesthat 
they were a mofl valiant and proud people, they were fo many in number, that they reported 
of themfelues, thatthe skies migh fall and fo.kill them, or the earth might open and fwallovv 
them-but the power of no nations, or ofanyKings of the earth wasfufficicnttomakeheada - 
gainft them. Againft a nation fo valiant and refolute, the valiant Emperor leiiicd thebeftand 
mightieftArmiethateucrhehaddone; for icconfifted of eight legions, vnder the leading of 
excellent Captains;and thofe,Dukes and Princes of the Empirc.In this war were many confli&s 
and exploits of :Armes worth relating, which I otnitfor breuitie which I am bound to obferue. 

In the end thefe two mightie Armies ioyned, and fought a battaile neere the l iucr Dak ubim, 
which began about noone,and continued vntill night, without anyfigne ofvi&orie to either 
fide > the fields lying full of dead bodies , and died with the bloud of the fiaine and wounded 5 
and the darknes ofthe night parted the Armies,and madethem leaue fighting: but the Empe¬ 
ror fpent the whole night in dretfing the wounded, giuing them meate, and encouraging the 
reft; and as fooneas it was day,letting bis Croupes in order, he took thefield,where they againe 
began the fight,with as great furie as the day before: But the Hungarians began to giue ground, 
and within (hdrtfpace were oueithrowne, and the Ifnperialifts madearj exceeding great flaugh- 
Oho’swffaWf. ter of them, and obtained one of the moft famous vi&ories that hath bin in the world : where- 
With the Hungarians were fo much daunted, that they neucr duvft after that, time attempt to 
make wars in Germany. Theredied that day ofthe Emperors fide fomeprincipall men, among 
which was his fonne-in-law Co nradb Dukeof Franconia, of whom all authors write,that he 
was the beft and moft valiant captaine of his time. Ofthe Hungarians died in a manner all the 
Nobilitie, and three Dukes or Reguli, were taken prifoners, which the Emperor commanded 
* to be hangedjforan exan^ple 3 and punifhmenc ofthe rebellion and prideofthat nation. 



This battaile was fought in the eighteenth yeere of h&jfaijgne, after which he fpent many 
daiesin proceflions; on d in fhewinj^ himfelfe thahkfull to God for fonobleaviftorifct which!

At this time died alfo in Cwftantwoylc R o m a n v s the Greekc Empcroiywho was a Prince nTJuth of 
fane yinvorthic thereof; for he was both wicked and of a bafe mind, arid fuffered his feruants 
to rule him.In his time were two great warres in the Eaft Empire; orieag^inft the Mahometifts Gi '$ ke 
Infidels, who had taken the lie ofCandia • and the other in t 4 /M,againft the; Turks and PerfiansL 
In the fir ft, Nic s phozvs (nephew to that N i c e p h a r vs which in the time ofB as r- 

uvs was fo excellent a Captaine) was Generali, and wangreat vidories: Intheother;LEo 
was General,coufin germane to this N 1 cBPHoRvsjbothivhichhadhappiefuccefTeHnthe 
reftofhis gouernment he wasa wicked and cruell Emperor • foralthough'that he had an excel¬ 
lent lharperwitand vnderftanding, yet he abufedthefame. Ro manvs being dcad,notwith- 
jlflndingtllat helefttwofbnnes, B a s i 11 v s andC o nSt antin b , and one daughter cal¬ 
led T h b o d o r a ; yet by rcafon of their young yceres and the hatred borne to their father, 
they then obtained not the Empire; but yet afterwards in procefle of time they gat it: and the 
laidCsiptaine N 1 c * v h 0 r j s was chofen Emperor; who in the warres was very fortunate; 
and both valiant and carefull, but in peace careldffeand couetous. 

Returning now to ourEmperour Otho; I lay, thatit was aboue fix yecrcs after his firft 
comminginto itafiej n whichtime hauing ended the wars with his fonne, with the Hungarians 
and\viththeSlauonians,aswehaue declared-; when as (befides other times, that hehadbeen 
, prayed and entreated) Ambafladours came vnto him from Hame,and from fundrie citiesof ^ Italy ; 
entreating him to come thither, and to free them from the tyrannie of B s r. b n g a it 1 v s, and 
thecruell tyrannous Pope l 0 h n, who alfofent Ambafladours to him: whereto O t a 0 con - 
ftnling, refolued vpon hisiourney into Ital're withftronghand: and ftaying to let fomethings 
in Gmmyin order, he font his now louing and obedient fonne Lvitolphvs before him 
with the greateft part of his forces againft Bbrbngarivs; who after fome vi&oi ies obtai- ^ ^ (4th « 
nedagainft him, and the taking of many dries, died ol an infirmirie: whereupon his father ha- Luitolphus. 
ftened his iourney 5 but firft he made his then eldeft fonne called O t h o, ofthe age offouen 
yceies a \y horn he had by his fecond wife, C je s a r and his fucceffor. And being come into 
Itflie, neither Berengarivs nor his fonne Aubkt durft keepe the field, but fled to 
their holds and caftles; and Albert gat into the lie ofCorfica , and B b r b n g a r i v s put 
himfelfe into a very ftrong caftle in Mount Leon: And fo O * h o,without fhedding any drop of.' 
bloud, took all Lombardy, and marched towards Rome, where Pope Iohn attended h is com* 
wing, and had by all meanespoflible fought his friendfhip; his confcicnceaccufing him of hi$ 
vices, In matters which pafted at Otho's focondcomming into 7 fa/y,there is fome difference 
betweene theHiftoriographers which write thefamejbut I will follow that rule which the moft 
ofthem haue fot downe, and that which by many conie&ures foemeth to be moft true. Being zmfmr, ' 
cometo Rome (where of long time they had not fone any Emperor) he was receiued with great 0^° crowned 
ftlcmnitie and incredible pompe, by Pope I oh n and the Romanes-and with thelikewas 
by him crowned, hauing.hrft fworne thofe things contained in the Chapter Tibi Dominein f ; 
the thirteenth Diftindion. TheEmpevour being enformed in what manner Pope Io h. n 
had attained to the Papacie, andwithallof hisloofokind of life; after that he had remained 
there certaine daies, in friendly fort heefecretlyadmonifhed him to reforme his diffolute life , 
and the manner of his gouernment in the Church; and ftcing.that hisfecret warning preuailed 
dot,he fpakc to him in the Confiftorie before his Cardinals,with greater authoritie &fenentie,

When the Emperor was aduettifed hereof, makingan end of fuchbufineffelas- hethenhad 
in hahd, he concluded to come within few daies with his forces to Rome, againft his enemy 
Pope I o h n,- who died there before his comming: fome writers fay,that a Roman, taking him 
with his wife, (lew him, when he had continued Popeninc yecres. The Romanes hating Pope 
L e b, who was now with the Emperor, chole another called Benedict thefifr- andiiee 
and the^r prefently fent their Ambafladours to the Emperour, to entreate him to be pleated 
with his election : wherewith the Emperour was more offended then before, and gaucfkm a 
Very fhaVpe anfwere: But the Romanes (whoby this time loathed the Germancs, mmmurring

tt was Otho, being then but a childe of 
•« deuen and, halfe y ceres old $ being the 
s fourth of that name, but the third of the 
Germancs. Others were of opinion (by 
reafon of the childcs nonage ) to make 
Hbnay Duke of Banana Emperdr, who 
was his fathers Gofin-germane, the firft 
Oth o*s brothers fonne • who beinga 
mighty man and there prefent, fought to 
1 haue gotten his yong cofine into his pow- 
» er, to the end that hcfhould not haue been 


chofen* anddidfo, and tooke vpon him the title of Emperor: And the Romane and Italian 
Princes (defil ing to be freed from theGouernementof the Germanes whom they naturally 
hated) fought by all meaties that an Italian might haue bcene chofen • and they named one v 
who was a very mightie Romane, called C R-_b^s cbhciv s N v m i t a ..h_v s, who , y j 
atrbat time was Goucrnour, and Confullin i?^: for (as itis faidy they had eftablifhed a new 1 
manner of Gouernement, imitating theantientcuftome* for atthistime they had a certaine 
IfindeofGonfulate. 


ThePrincesofG<?r/w^yflandinginfearcoftheRomaneandItalian pcople(ina manner) 
by common confent, maugre He«ry Cuke of Banana (who thought to haue beene Empe- 
rour)refolued to choofe Otho fonne to the laft Otho} for although that hee were but 
young and fcarcely twelueyeeresold,yethegauegreatfignes and hope of a future excellent 
Pr/nce-&takinghimoutofthepowerofchefaid H e n sy of Bauiere, they departed with him 
from flow*towards Germany,w\d came with him to the Gitie of cAken, where he was crowned 
with great folemnity, and obeyed and held for Emperor 5 and fo he was in t dMdlan, and in other 
parts of the Empire. Bur in Rome Cr use sn civs Nvmitan vs, who (as we faid) 
foughttohauebeeneEmperour,pofrcfredhimfelfeoftheCitie, and ofthe territory thercofs 
andforafmuchasPope Iohn tooke part with Otho, he made him to be apprehended in Crefcenc j- 
thethird moneth of his Papacie,atid committed him prifoner to the Caftle ofSaint Angelo ft ^prehnJJ 
wicked and impious aft •, where within flue moneths after he died of forrow. Afterwards Jr lobnthe 
Iohn the fixteenth came to be Pope, who was a couetous wicked man, and confented to the tcf^ntprifmt 
Tyranny of Cr h s c h n civs afore named,and rebelled with Rome agaitifl: the Emperour to the cofiles. 
Otho (whereofthe Empcrours nonage gaue the chiefe occafion, and for the fame caufofbm 
Princes of Germany likewife rebelled againft him) but within fhort fpaceihauing attained to the fomwf 
age offourteeneyeeres, he was offuch courage and diferetion, as he might well be accounted 
fora peife& ilaid man; And with the ayde ofthofe which continued hisloyall fubje^s, hefub- 
duedand ouercame (although long firft) all fuch asrcbellcd againft him; with fuchhappinefle 
and good fucceffe, that he was held for the wonder of the World, feeing in him fogreait valour 
and fo ripe a judgement in fo greene yeers. 

What Rebellions thefe were, and in what manner he had fo great good fortune,none of 
the Hiftoriographers doe write particularly, that I could cuer fee $ fo briefly they paffe ouer 
this place : Wherefore lean relate no more thenl finde written j oncly this they affirme* that 

for 
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for the (pace often yeeres, he was bufied in pacifying and ordering the (late of G trmany • j n 
which rime Cabscbntivj tyrannized Rome ± which puffed in this manner: 

Pope loan the fifteenth, who (as I /aid) fucceeded Iohn the fifteenth (as it plealed 
God; liued Pope but feuen moneths jail which he (pent vilely ; and heebeeing dead, a learned 
man was chofen, whofe name was Iohn alfo, which was Iohn the feuenteenth, but much 
vnlike his Predeccffor; for, he was an honeft man: and for being Co, was Coon at variance with 
the Tyrant Crbscsjnttivs $ who was of fuch power, that Pope Iohn wasdriuen to 
lcauCK^w, and to giue place to his tyranny. He oftentimes fent to the Emperor Otho f or 
fucCot>rs,and to come and reform theftate of Romeand Italic.: But the Emperor could notthcti 
perform hisrequeftjby reafbnof his other waighty affairs ; yet afterwards he did it,as you (ha)] 
hear. 

In the mean time, Crucuntivs fearing the Emperors coming, acknowledging h,* s 
error, pra<ftifed with Pope I o h n to return, promifing him to bee obeyed and re(pc<fted; and 

he (oeffe<auaIIy handled the matter, that a peace was concluded between them i and the Pope 
came, and was rcceiued with great folemnity. But, this notwithftondiog, the Emperour held 
'rheemh* of on his way, and came into Italte with great power (which was in the eleuenth yeer of his raign) 
o £Z 7 L>> and was recciuccl cucry where as he pa(Tcd,with great joy and feafting: and fo he came to RmJ, 
7 where the Pope andCuscEWTirj (after fomc treaties and ambaflages which pafledj 
made great preparation to receiuehim. And the Emperor beeingcomn neertothe City-the 
Popedaccompanied with all his Cardinals and Clergie, and with all the Roman Nobilitie’and 
Gentlemen, wentforth to entertain him: and fo in peace and good friendflhip the Emperour 
llaied fome daics in Rome • and, to gratifie the Pope and the Romans, hce went with hisAroiic 
toev/wandto BcmHcnt, which dilobeyed, and were at warres among tliemfeiues: whom hce 
compelled to hue jn peace,to the contentment af the Romans. 

About this time died Pope Iohn ; arid the Emperor, returning to Rome, procured an vn- 
cle of his of the lioufc of SAxeny, whofe name was B r v n v s , to bee made Pope, and hee was 
called G r b g o a v the Fift: who, being feated in hispapall dignity, anointed and crowned 
the Emperor, with fuch folemnity and pomp as his father and grandfather had been before 
him. Which being ended, and Otho imaginingthattheeftaccof/Mffc ftoodnow in good 
form and order (confidering that his vncic remained high eft Bilhop) he took his way towards 
Germany , and by the way vifited Lombardy t and other parts fubje& to the Empire. 

In the mean time, vvhil’ft that Otho was bulled about the affairs ofItalic, the Succeflors of 
Charlis the Great were depofed from the Crown of France- which although it concern 
not our Hiftory, yet for as much as it is a matter of great importance, I think it worthy tobee 
reduced to memory • and thus it was : King Iothahy being dead (who as we (aid madewat 
againft Otho the Second) his fonne Lews succeeding him, within one yeer died alfo. 
HughCapet This I b V(r B s being dead • H v g h called CA*vrrv S or Capet, Earle or Gouetnerof 
£oj From? being a man of great power and authority in char Kingdome, tyrannically took vpon him 

the tide of King, and made himfcIfLord of France ; hauing no light thereto, but the right of 
warre: and firft he took C h a r l 1 s (brother toLoTHAs ivs) prifoner by treafon (who, 
by the death of his nephew L * vv as, was called King) andcaufcd him tody in prifon, and 
(fubduing all fuch as made any refiftance) got the Crown and Kingdom j which hath continu* 
cd in his Succeifors vnto this day. 

Otho being returned into Jtalie- the Romans, who had euer murmured at the eledfionof 
Pope G r b a o a y, and loathed the rule and command of the Gcrmanes, chofe the Tyrant 
Crb scentivs forConful: by whofe aid and counfd they again rcbeld againft the Pope; 
in fuch fort, that hee was driuen to flee Rome, and carnellly to intreat the Emperor to relieue 
- 1 ' bim 5 in hope that he would hauc comn to his refcue,or that C re sc b nt ivs and the Ro¬ 

mans, fearing the Emperors coming, would hauerecalled him,andhaue made peace with him, 
as they had done with his Predeceftor. But it fell out clean contrary .-for, Cr hscbnt rvs, 
alleagipg that Pope Gr > a o rk’s eleledlion was violent (the Emperor forcing the (amc) hee 
caufed the Bifliop of Flaeentia to be chofen and made Pope, who’was called I o hn the eigh¬ 
teenth (yet fund ry Authors hould him not for Pope). Wherefore Pope Gregor Y,leauing 
//a/xe, went into Germany to the Emperor; who, being highly di(plea(ed, leuied an Atmic, ana 
came into/td/w, and fo <Jire< 5 lIy to Reme, where Crebcbntivs had fortified himfelfj and 
prouidecj a garrilbn to defend the fame; and the Emperor befieged the City : which put the 
Romansin fuchfearithatthey durftnoeftand to their defend:; but, opening the gates, deW 
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theEmperor to pardon them* and the two tyrants,'C rbsc b kt 1 vs and Pope Iohn, with- 
jtew them felues into thceaftell $* Angelo, which Cue *6 o'it-f i v s had fo well fortified, 
that it was held for impregnable : whereupon Otho came to a parley wit'h him, to the end 
that he (hould haucyeelded; and Grhscbntivs prefumihg that his life (hould haue been 
£iucd ( whereof he wasput in fome hope) deliuered vp rhccaftde- and hee and the Popecom¬ 
ining towards theEmperor, were apprehended vpon the way 5 and Grb scent ivs was Crefc * nti “* 

prcfentJy put to death by his commandcment, as a violator of his faith, and one that had been tAtk 

twice a tray tor. Others write that he caufed him to be hanged, and PopeT oh n s eyes to be Topeiohntbe 
put out,who afterwards died miferablyrfuch are the rewards which the world beftoweth vpon %bumb h*i 
thofe which to follow the fame forget God, their owne honour and honcftie. Thcfe tyrants be- hke J (t M otlt - 
ing fuppvelTed, the Emperor reftored Pope G b b g o r 1 ■ to his feate and dignitie, an diet the „

All this which I hauc recited being ended,Pope Gregory acknowledging the fuccours 
which the Church of Rome had rcceiued from the EmpcrdutVand from the Princes of Germany 
(as a man affe&ed to his natiue countrey, and to the Germane nation 5 by the will and cbnfcnc 
oft lie Emperor, and to preuent and efchucthediicord which did arife, or might happen,about 
the chilling ofthe Emperor) madea law and CafiOn,which hath lafted about fix hundred yercs, 
eucn vnrill this day, which was, that the elp&ioh of the Emperor, fo long as the Empire (hould 
bevoide, (hould appertainetofixePrinces onely, which we will prefendy nominates three, 
whereof were Prelates, and the other three, fecular Princes, viz>. a Duke, aMarquelTe, and an 
Earle, andif by chaunce therelhould be equality of voyces betweene thefefix^He King of Bohe¬ 
mia (which then was no King) (hould alfo b aue his voyce, and the parry whereto he inclined, 

(hould make the choife, and their election (hould (land: the Prelates are, the Archbilhop of 7 jj‘oririn*u<>f 
Mtm, t he Archbifliop ofCeIei» y and the Archbifliop of Tremer : the Princes are thc Count Pa- * 

htineo fRhine, the Duke of Saxony ^and the Marque/fe of BrArtdenhurgh. And he further ordai- Empcrours , or* 
ned, that no man (hould be chofen Emperor^exoept he werea Germane borne; and that being cZ'&S* 
chofen by the Princes Ele&orsaforefaid, hce (hould bee called King of the Romanes , and not fft. 8 
Emperor vheill that he were confirmed and crowned by the Pope j as it is obferued 

vntp this day i 

This decreeand law ( as moft authors Write)waSmade in theyeete, dtieihoufandand two ? 
which cannot be fo, for all agree, that Pope Grb cout the fift which made the fame,died 
in the yeerc, nine hundred nineric and feuen: but this eontrarietie is eafily faiued, for the Em¬ 
peror Otho diedintheyeere,onethoufandandtwo, or three; and (o in that yeerc, or the 
next,that Jaw was put in execution, notwithftahding that it was made fome time before, and 
thereforethey fay that it was made thatycere; And thus they arc excufcd^whicli atrriburerhis 
order and forme of eleftion to Pope Sylvhstbr, which fuccecded Pope G r b o o r i b, 
who indeed was the man which made the Ame. And hee further ordained, that the e/e<ftion 
(jjould bee made inthe citie of Frankford , and that hec which was chofen, (hould come to the 
cipcof^itfN to bee crowned King ofthe Romanes. And the Emperour Otho ordained 
ccrraine preheminences and offices, which each of thefeE)e<ftors (hould hold in the Emperors 
houfe and court; as one to bearc his Sword,another to be his GupbeareriWith fuch like,which 
concerne not our hiftorie. 

This being ended and concluded in this manner; fome authors write, that the Emperour 
went into Germany, to fet an order in the affaircs of the Empire, where this election before re¬ 
cited was approoued & ratified: others make no mention of this his going,but rather report,that 
lie (pern rhereft of his time in Rome. Howfoeuer it was, after the death of Pope OnsooRii 
(which was when he had been Popetwo yeeresand halfe ) in his place Was chofen one Gil- 
B E R t, a more excellent man for wit and learning,then any in his time was to be found: but he 
abufed and ill employed the fame • for he was a great NecrOmancer and enchaunter, and gaue 
himfelf to bargaining with the diuell,and to other vnlawfull Artes; he was a French-man bom, p,« e Syluefler 
and was called S y l v b s t b r, and had been the Empcrours Schoolc maftcr, whom moft amytmmr. 
authors affirmc, to haue learned Magicke in the citie of Swill in Spain*: which notwith- 
ftanding that it was in the power of Infidels, yet the Artes and Philofophic did floridi

This people held the chairefoure yeeres,iri which time the Emperour came againe to Rome 
(or had not gone foorth of it) and very eflfaftually applied himfelf to the good gouernment of 
me Empire, punifhing and reforming the abufes committed by fundrie, through the finali

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atttboffey. and worttiof formerPopes,and dietyrannies andfaftions which had beene in Re Wt , 
ail which vvasdonhby the Popes content, asbyhim which had been thcEmpcrours School 
mafteljand wai placed there by his authority. The Emperour (as it is written of him) was a 
man ofgrctitvndMftanding, and.of a very good conditiom .Butthe Romanes, who now were 
. •mudujiteontemfd with the forme fet downe, for choofing the Emperour, wherein they had 
no voice or authoritie, either to chute or to fee chofcn 5 it being the chiefe fcate and head ofthc 
Empire 5 and being alfo extreamely grieued, to tec that O T h o did fo abfolutciy commandin 
, . J lemt and in Italie, and made lo long abode there: firft they began to murmure thereat, and aft 

terwatds fecretly to confpire, and to practice his death-and in the end their enuie encre#f ln j 
7 hitimdhts theiraudacioufnesand contempt likewite encreated: whereupon, one.day when the Emp?.] 
** 4 ' rour fufpe&ed no fuch matter* and the people which he then had with him in the Citic beL"

flew many oftheGermanes: and then went to the Palace where the Emperor was, and being 
hh "' vnable to enter at their fir/l approach (forthat his guard and Gentlemen which repaired thf 

ther defended the fame) they compa/fcd the houfe, in fuch fort as the Emperour had been tv. 
ther prefently taken, or flaine * but that one H v c h (who was his Lieutenant, and gouernedi 
great part of theEmperors countries in Italic, with the title of Marquefle v and was well beloud 
amongft the Romanes) came to a parley with them, defiringfome treaties of peace and agree, 
ment; and with him ioyned Hbnry Duke of Baaiere,to whom they alfo gaue eare • which 
reftrained the furic and rage of the people; and holding them thus intalke, a mcane was fount 
whereby the Emperour (changing his habit) gat forth of the Citie, not being difeouered ,and 
went to the place where his Forccslay i( and the Pope did the] ike) whither repaired to hima(( 
thofe which fled frpmthefurie ; and fo for that time he cfc aped death. But although that he 
was delivered from this publike treafon, yet he could not free himfelfe from that which was 
fecret: for within fliort /pace after, being bufie in gathering hi* forces together (with an intent 
(as fome fay) to hauc goncintoGermany, and as others fay, againft Rome) he was poifoned (as 
fome write) by the wife of C it' z s c i n *1 v s the tyrant before named (whom he comman¬ 
ded to be hangedin Rome) with whom, as /he was the faireft woman of her time, they &yfa{ 
vie Jedth tithe ^ Emperor being in Rome had fecret conuerfation- and that /he faining to be greatly in lone 
ztytrJ. o. * poyfoned him in a paire of Gloues, which Are font him excellently perfumed ,* wheteofwWin 
tho l>j?cyftn three or foure daies after, lie died, the poyfon working /lowly and leifurely. 

1002, Other Authors beleeue not this, but that he was poyfoned by others; yet they all agree that 
, he died of poyfon, in the y eere of our Lord, one thoufand and two*, when he had raigned eigh¬ 

teen yeers compleatvand liued only nine and twenty and a halfe, leauing no fonne to fuccedfi 
him which fome affirm was the caufc why he procured Pope GrboorieK) ordaine that 
manner of choofing the Emperour, as I hauc already deferibed; And they fay moreouer that 
he was married with the king of Arragm daughter, whofe name was M ary, a woman notfo 
carefull for the preferuation of thehohour and honefty of her per/bn, as./hee ought toAaue 
beenc. . /.? 

This Prince is accounted amongft the good Emperors, for his many vertues, and forthat be 
ruled the Empire with juftice, and vprightly. Before his death there appeared great fignes in 

the firmament, as Comets, which continued many daies-and the moft notable was, that one 
day in the morning about nine of the clock, there appeared in the clement a great flaming tec, 
like to a burning torch, which continued a great while - and the light being vani/hed, there ap¬ 
peared in the fame place the likenesofa Serpent. The body of the Emperour was carried by 
7 fo Emperor ** R N R Y of Barnre, and the other great Lords, into Germany, and buried in the Citie of 
O tho buried in Alee*. A little before bis death Pope Snvisn* died in Rome,whither it Ceemeth that he J 
was returned, who died through Gods great goodne/s (as it is written ) very penitent for his 
finnes$and in his place was choten Iohn the ip.who dying within foure moneths after with- 
out doing ought worth the writing,another Iohn fucceeded him,which was I o h n the 20, 
of whom we will hereafter make mention. 

■ During the raigne of O t h 0 5 in dnjlantmpk raigned Bajuivs andCows a* an* 
ri n B,:btethrenibut (asl faid)B a sin vs was the more valianr, and the man by whofe coun-

valiant man, and of great power,who was their Lieutenant in Syria and in Phemcia • who rebel- 
ling, made himfelfe to be called Emperour: thiswasa very'dangcrous warre, but in theend he 
was ouerthro wne, and efcaped by flight to Babylon; butafterwards (many things happening in 
the meane time ) heewasreducedtotheirferuicb The fecond was with Pu o c a s, another 
Captaineofnolcflferenowne and valour then Sc l'erv s,whowouldalfohauebeenEmpe^ 
r 0 ur, and to that efled had leuiedfo great an armie, that hee doubted not to fightabattaile 
with B a s 1 l 1 v s, wherein he was flaine, and therewith ended his life and tiranny • and fo at- 
cbieued Basilivs thefe two great exploits : after which enfued the warre which hee had 
begun with S amvhi, King ofthe Bulgarians 5 from whom, the lands of the Empire hadre- 
cciued much harme by five and fword, in the time of the warres with the T irants afortfaid • of 
whom B a s uivs was fufficientiy reuenged in manybattaiks, as hereafter fhall bee related 
when time /ball ferue: the Greeke Emperours alfo held the greateft part of Ptilt a and Calabria • 
fortheteid B a s i l i v s andG on s-r a n t i n b fccoueredthc fame, whentheyouevthrCW 
0 t h 0 the lecond in Italy\ and they fent fome thither,with the titles of Goueiriours and Gap* 
t nines, who were calle Califti, as in aunricnttime were che Exarchi; yet Sicilia was in a manned

the Duke of Saxony, the Marqueffe of Bmdenburgb, and the Count Palatine of the Rhine) 
purposing to fliew their Authority, and to ehoofe an Emperour, met together in the Citi« 
of Er*nkford% where knowing the many vertues and merits of H i k r y Duke of Bauitre, 
they chofehim for King of the Romanes, and future Empcrour A v o v s t v % . andhee 
was^noynted iiu^/r«*by theArchbi(hopoit^»^,whichwasina manner by the common 
confcnc of them all, excepting Hbrbirt Archbi/lioppe of Coley ft, who was of a contrary 
fa&ion. . 

This Henry was coufin german to O r h o, whom hefuccccded jn the Empire, and 
Nephew (oHbnky Duke of Banter*, Brother toOtHO the firft ( yet fecond of that name) 
who by the fame O t h o was made Duke of Bawtrc, as in his life we haue fpecified j and was 
thelecond of the Emperors fo called .* yet the Italian writers fay, that he was the firft, for they 
doe not reckon the other Hinky, Duke of Saxony, for Emperor (whole life we haue before 
written,who wasFatherto Otko the firft) for that he came not into Italic, neither was 
crowned there by the Pope. The election of the new Emperor was commended and ap« 
proued by all thole which defired the good of the Common-wealth, for that he was a good 
man: yet there were feme ambitious, and vnquiet Princes,which rebelling, took Armesagain/l 
him i but he (he wing his power and valour,in (hort (pace tamed and brought them to his obe¬ 
dience : who they were which thus rebelled againft the Emperour Hhnr.y, I could neuer 
reade, for writers doe not fpecifie the fame. 

ThisHEN r y being confirmed and aflurcd in his feate, defired to come into Italy; buthcc 
could notbring it to pane, vntill thecleuenthyeareofhis raigne,hy reafon of fuch warrs as hap 

pened. Firft, fome Authors write, that there prefently grew warresbetweene him, andRo 

b a rt King of France, who (by the report of all writers) was alfa an excellent Prince,although 
the fon of H v o h C a p e t, which vfurped thofe Kingdomes: for what caufe thofe two good 
Princes fell at variance I finde not written : but thofe which make mention thereof, fay , that 
Henry had the vhftorie in this warre^and that afterwards they came to an agreement i which 
being ended, there followed a fan e more dangerous warre than the former-.which wasagainlt 
Bo p isiav s D.ofCo/Wa-who being ofgreat power & ayded by the Slauons , the Policies, 
Morauians and other nations, rebelled againft the Empire; and the Emperour with a great 
power reiolutely marching againft.him, the warres grew tobee very cruell; and fome battailcj 
were fought , wherein Bo d i * t a vs was ouerthrowne; but not d'lfmayed therewith, perfi- 
fting in his rebellion, he reinforced his avmie,and leuied the greateft power hee was able, and 
againegaue the Empcrour battailej which, through the valour and courage of the Captainct 
and Souldiers of cither fide, was very doubtfull and terrible, but the Emperour He n ry with 
much difficultie obtained the viftoric; and followed the fame in fuch manner as B o d i s u a y * 
was conftrained humbly rocrauc pardon, and fue for peace : which was granted vpon very 
hard and heauy conditions 5 and fo hce was fubdued, and made fubie<ft to the Empire, together 
with his Confederates. , 

.. This enterprife being ended, and hce free from warre, in the meane time that hee made 
preparation for his going into Italy, (which hee greatly defired) hee applied himfelfe to mat* 
tersxlf peace and gjOodgouernmcnt, doingiufticeto all men indifferently • and builded and 
enriched many Churches and Ntonafterics 5 and honored and aduanc’t Biftiops^onk^PrieAs, 
Friars;, and other fuch like religious people. In thofe dayes ( being importuncd,and in a man¬ 
ner compelled by the great Princes of the Empire, wholly againft his will) bee manied 
the daughter of the Count Palatine of Rhine , called Amig^n da, a religious La¬ 
dy: with whom (vndifcoucrcd and vnknowneto any, vntill his death) heliued moft chailc 
ly,bothofthem obferuing voluntary virginity, without hauing any carnall knowledge the 
one. of the other; which is one of the moft rare things that I euer read, of any King or 
Emperour. - 

This Emperor had alio a fifter called Gmu, which (as they write) was the fairelt; wo 
man Other time,.whom Step h Eu>Duke and Lord ofiittngarie, defiring to haue to wire, ne 
couWtlQtobtainehisfute, except hee would firft become a Chriftian, and be baptized (for 
although tli4tih that Kingdome were many Chriftians, yet the Princes were Infidels) wneieto 

S.Yu&jP h e n yeelded, and became fodeuout, that he is accounted amongft the Saints: and the 

Fnipjero.mgaue him his Sifter, and with her the title of King, and fo he was the firft that was 
called King of flMgary. Some write that this Gisilb was Neece and not Sifter to me 
Empcrour. In thefc accidents before related, H i n * r (pent ten yeeres of his raigne.

came to implore the Emperors aide and fuccours.- • 

Conra d h being in Rome, there arofe a grear tumult betweene his traine,and the cit/ze/Wj 
in ib much that they all took Armcs and fought a whole day together, and many were llaineof 
cither fide, but the Imperial^* had the better ; and the Emperour in the beft manner he could, 
pacified this ryot? and flaying but a fhort fpace after this in Rome, he departed therite and out of 
Italy alio towards Germany 5 for his Ibnne-inlaw E&vnsrv* Dukeof Sueuia> Ion ro the Em* f 
prefle G e si l a, by her firft husband Duke ofaafw^rcbdled^nd made warre, feeing him pe¬ 
ered in Italy. But he being come into Germany E r n p. st v seeing ofnofufficient power long 
to defend hitnfelf,waslboneouerthrowne 5 and ft *d to the Mounraines:whcre he was afterwards 
taken and llaine by the Emperors louldiers, and his eftate was giuen to his brother, whofc name 
Was Harman. At this his comming (fo farreas I can gather, com paring the times with the 
accidents) Coiuade gat by his Captaines the countrieof Burgundie, and made it /uble<ft 
to the Empire,which one hundred and odde yecrc^ had been fubie(ft to the houfe of fWff(but 
yet there had been very mightie Kings and Dukes therein) w hich was effe&ed by the will and 
teftamentof Rodviph, who was pre/enrat theEmperors coronation in Rome : and hee be¬ 
queathed it to the Emperors fon H u nr y, which couldnot be done without war and blond* 
fhed; for the King of France of the one parr, and a ceitaine mightie Earle of another,pretended 
right thereto,and were pofleiTed of great part of the countrie j'buc to be ftiort (for herein much 
thedinifm 0/ might be laid ) at this time the fupreme dignitie of Burgundie was ti anfported to the Empire; 
Spf im yet Robert Gagvin inthe end of his.fifr booke, faith, that IHrgttndie was then diuided 
IScL mto two pars, the.one remaining fubM to the French,and the other to che Empire. .

and that it was adangerous matter to introduce fuch a cuftome 5 for, this was a thing thatought 
to be done by the Princes Ele&ors onely • but in theehd (they acknowledging his'good parts 
and deferrs) he was confirmed and crowned Emperor, and generally obeyed for fuch, accor- 
dingto the accuttomed manner : onely G * a t mxv s Duke of Bohemia, whom the Abbat ;

Againft whom,H jnry (asa'new Emperor, of a great courage, and 
defirous to winne honour and reputation) raifed a great Armic,and that fooner than he Ihould 
haue done : for, they write, that he began his warre in the winter, and therefore failed of his 
expiation, and that through the ynfeafonablenefTe of the time,and the diftemperature of the 
Countrie,in skirmifiiesand encounters he loft many of his men,which were taken and (lain by 
rhecncmie • fo as for that time heehad the worft, and was driuen to retire, withouc accompli- 
fhing what he bad projefted, and with Ioffe of reputation: wherewith he was fo much grieued 
anda/hamed, that pre/endyin the beginningofthenext ipring he returned to the warres of Ba-. 
bwdwithallthe force he was able to make; and Gr at i s lavs, growne proud of his late 
good fucceffe, and through the new fupplies which came to him out of Hungary, offred him b^ 
ff)ljwherein(notwirhftandingthatboth Armies fought courageoufly) in the end the Duke 
wasouerthrowne, and afterward taken flying: and the Emperor ((hewing what companion the 
other craued) granted him life, and pardoned the offenfe vpon fecurity, that from thenceforth 
hdhould be a loyall fubjetft • firft gathering-in the arrerages of three yeers tribute which was 
be We vnpaid, as Co s M v s dt Anirtfr&gtnx recounteth in his Annals; whereby the Empc- 
ronvonne much honour. And prefently after this, followed another warreagainft the Hungs* 
rijDsfor the fame occafion. 

By the death of King St h p h h n, whowas K. of Hungary, Petir came to the Crown: 
againft whom,for fome ill vfage, hisfubj.fts rebelled,and made a kinfman of his, King _j whom 
thcAbbat We s p erg b^s j s cals V b o, and others call him Aba: and the Tyrant Aba 
being of greater powerthan^the King, Pet e r was expelled his Country, and driuen to fcck 
juflice and relief from the Emperor Hbsryj who notwithftanding that hee was not well 
plcafcd with him for affixing the Duke of Bohemia againft him,yet forth at he had ftibdued them 
both, he as his foueraign Lord entertained him, feeing that to him it appertained to do jufticc, 
aiidnotto permit any tyranny in his time: arid As a ofVb o beeing aduertifed hcerof, and 
bing fent his Ambafiadors to the Emperor to (hew him the equity of his caufc, and to de fire 
bis confirmation in the Kingdome, not Contenting himfelfin that he had tyrannized HuHgariei 
entred Aufria and Bamia ;and robbing and (polling thofe Countries, carried great booty and 
prey out of thofe Quarters.This he did at fuch timeas the Emperor held a Diet or Parliament 
in Celm • where the Princes of Germany were aftembled i whereupon, by the gcnerall confent 
ofthem all, the Emperor (accompanied with fome of the Princes) with a great Armie depart 
ted from towards Hungary, fending Gr atislav s Duke of Bohemia before to begin 

the warre: which. Aba the Tyrant-king of Hungor/e fearing, hee Cent Ambafiadors to meet 
theEmpciror vpon the way, with all the booty and prey that they had gotten in Aufiria and Bi* 
j«r«} intreating him for peace, promifing to do what be ihould enjoyn him vnto, conditional- 
tythat he might not bedepofed from that K^ingdo me:'whereto the Emperor for that time yeel* 
oed and confcnted • moued thereto by a rumor (pread abroad,that the Duke Lomin, with the 
aiaofFrAw^.wasin Arms and rebelled 5 which was the occafion of the peace grantedtothe 
Kingof Hungary% to theend that the Emperorthereby might haue the better leaftire and opor-; 
fun ity to follow the warres of £crr4m, which were fo much doubted. But Aba made not the, 
^^fihatpeace, which a wifeandapeacefull Prince would haue done: but hee intreated 
nisfubjefts rather with greater pride and rigor than before, putting many of the chief of them, 
fo death: vpon which occafion the Emperor the next yCer following (with no le(Te an Armic ; 
thanthc former,but with greaterrefolution) entred Htingarii i where A a already attended

hi: This warre being ended, as I haue related, the Emperor longed to come into Italic, afwel to 
Hricrowned,as to takeaway thefchifinc out oftheChurch: butfirft he refolued ( for fowasit 
requifitc) to tame the pride of G o d f r is y Duke of Lorraine, who would neither obey nor 
acknowledge him,but rather vfurped fome townes of his; which he had long difTemblcd.atren. 
ding fome fitter oportunitie, thinking thatat length he would hauefubmitted bimfelf to his fo. 
nice: but now holding it vnfic any longer to diffemble,calling a Diet or Counfcll in the cirieof 
ty/r/,without declaring his intention vntil that all the Princes were alfcmbled, he then manifef. 
ted the wrongs and contempts committed by the Duke of Lorraine, and by common confetitfc 
was concluded to make wane againft him: whereupon the Emperor without any further delay,

TheEmperorhauingnow ended and performed (fomuch to’his honour) three fuch «■' 
terprifes and vvarres, as theft; before mentioned, of Hungary,Bohemia, and Lorraine,about which 
he had fpent fix ye&res, reinforcing his Armycs (wherein he ftaied fomedaies) hetookchis 
way dire<ftlytowards Italy to be crowned,and to procure a reformation of abufes in the Church 
wherein was’a fchifme, fiufhas before thatrimehad neUer been, which was thus.

sjid. and did much harme in the tertitories of the Empire.This Emperor was allb much troubled by 
feme which rebelled againft him j yet he at length fubdued them all: and fo betwecnc prolpe* 
rityandaduerfitie, he raigned thirteene yeers. In his time alfo the Empire did greatly decay, 

’ both in power and authority. One only goocj qualitie he had, which was,that he was an Alms 
giuer, and a great relieuer of the poore • and r^iade a great Hofpitall for old men only fuch 3$ 
through their great age being decrepit, could not get the/r liuing. Both he and the Empreflc 
dicd(in a manner) at one time j and qoth of the plague./ 

: The husband and wife being dead, T h b o © o W a, lifter to L o i, had the Empire, 
by the authorise and fehtence of the Seriate, and people of Canfiant'w^le^ and gouerneathc 
fame with fuch equitie, juftice and quictncfte,for the {pace of two yeers, chat they forrowed 
Ihehad not liued much longer. Before her death ( by the counfell of certaine Eunuches

(by witemihe^as tiiuch ruled ) ffietaade Yii'tivs Cbssitivs Generali of her forces; 
who was a valiant and wife Captaine. Th bod or. a being dead, a man of great age, called*

ment, which he Had not ruled one whole yeerej by a general! conferit he w;isdepofed from the 
Empire ^ndYsA civ s C 6 n nenvs (whom Theodora had made her Captaine 
Generali) was chofen iri his plate* who raignbd two yeercs ; and although he made a good 
/hew of himfelf, yet ( coqfidering his fhort time) he could not doe any notable exploit,and hiiti 
Succeeded C o n s t A N t i n v s D v h X.

Emperour’, 
mich was Rodulph t I>ffks of Saxonis : with whom Henry, coming to a halt ell, had no fuch vitiory as hee expetted 5

thisoccafton, hlenty being much incenfed,chofe another Pope called Clement, and made afchifminthe Papacy ^which 
tots the. occafton of very great warre.: but fie nty, after the cleat b of his competitor RoduIphjft<w<h»>* iiafieiand be «/ 
mtd Rome yahd entring it, was crowned $}. the hands of Pope Clementy the other Pope being retired into the. Caftle 
Saint fytfngelo ", to WMm great futcoitfs 'earning,^ Henfy abandoned Rome, and with ‘pope Clemen t wtntinto.' 
Qtrwany ; andPopeGvegory, accompanied wit hhis civt of Cardinals, wehtto the City of Salerno, whtpe hep ended 
htt dates, ■: Auhistimefollowedthe enterprife ofltrufaletn, and the rebellion of Henry'V eideft fon Conradej6«v»«/ff> 
thf Emperor fought to rnakfMsfecondfoit tailed alfo Henry, his fucceffor: .which being done, he alfo rebelledagainft 
yfykfttfoas therewergmorethancftyllTVArsbetwceixtheTntneitisercoH.idthcrc any means bee'foHnd tji dpfpedfi, 
fojHpWWhtrcmU tM'syvqyyt bejnrottftbfifqpcnd but thrpughyhe death of the ouid Empstor Hcnryy who hauing 
pmiquflj (but by conftraint) renounce A atfbss tisriftlittton of the Empire vntb his (otiue, and afterwards repenting,*

Ruly, the three Emperors called Hbn.up Sjofwhom wee haijc treated 
were very valiant and worthy Princes in Arms 3 as, the father of him of 
whom we now begin to write, and the other two before mentioned; but 
none of them can be compared to this Fourth, of whom wee aye now to 
difeourfe. It is certain, that he was valiant and addidted to Arms,as being 
traind vp therin, and was one of the moft excellent Princes that euer was. 
for, vnto this day it is not found written, that any Emperor came fo often 
to blowes with his enemies, as he did: for, all Authors affirm, that he fought in ranged bmds 
with enfignes difplaied, threcfcore and two fcuerall times, and for the moft part had euer the 
vi<ftoiie?to which number I v-Aiy^f CjEs a r -or Ma r ct s tv* neuer attained 

(which two in their time excelled all others). u 

7 hquAihimj This Emperor raigned fifty yect s.He was a man liberalise] fpokcn,verywife- and had many 
thtimpmt other natural gifts and yertues: but (as faith this Author) he ftained and blemiflied them all 
fornl tht Wlt ^ his ambition, for hee would be Lord ouer all both fpirituall and temporall, conternnine 
the Canons and Decretals qfthe Church of Rome ; which was the occafion, that in his laJ 
daics, he was difobeyedby thofe which ought him greateft obedience, which were hi?owns 
childrep. The Hiftorie o f his life cannot but be longer then ordiharie, for that it teeateth of 
many great accidents whicljjhappencd in the (pace of more then fiftieyeercs that he raigned, 1 
fay then, that when his father died, he was not fully ten yeeres old . but yet for his fathers wor- 
thinefs,and his mothers vertues,called Y n v s s (an excellent &dlfc rect woman) he was crow- 
ned and obeyed for Emperor and Kingof the Gcrmanes,as his father in his life time had intitu¬ 
led him j and,by the confent of the greateft part ofthc Princes, his mother gouerned bothhis 
perfon and the Empire: And all that timeihe ruled very wifely and vajiantly,as well in peace as 
in warre,again ft iome Princes, which, for that (he was a woman, and fierfonnethe Emperorfo 
very a childc, rebelled againft him. Into Italic (he Cent one Gilbert for Gouetnet who 
after wards was the cauie and motlue ofgreat/chifms and diflenfions in the Church of Rom,0[ 
thofe which rebelled, the firft was a great Lord called Frbdbuck ofGi^ 6 ,andhisbic. 
threnand kinsfolks, who were men of great power: but (herookfogood order with them, that 
file compelled them to fue for pardon, and to yeeld their obedience. The greateft trouble and 
difficulty that/he had, was againft Rodtiph Earle of Reins felt j with whom in proccflc of 
time, Hbnky had moft cruell warre: who, by the aid of R o m o i d v s ArchbifhopofO* 
fiance, took the Emperors fitter M a v d, and inaried her 3 thinking by this tide to becom Empe- 
ror: and the EmpcrdTe (to gratifie him,and to reduce him to her Tons feruice) made him Duke 
of Sucm, which then was void through the death of O tho who died without iffiie. which 
Dukcdomc was promifed to a great Earle called Bertoid tin recompenfo whereof, die 
Ernperefle gaue him Caritttbia. And fo ffiepacified the great troubles which then arofe-andfom 
other by force, with the aid and affiftanceoffuch as remained loyall Subjefts. But in 5 the end 
they ong Emperor growing to riper yeers, by rheaduice of fome which were of his Couticelf, 
difobeying his mother, fought to be free from her authority, being thereto perfivaded chiefly 
by A no (and,as others lay, O tho) Archbifiiop of Celeini who dealt fo cunningly, that hee 
got him into his protection: and by the affiftance of fome others, hee aflembling the Princes, 
alleaged that ft was very vndecent and vnfit to be ruled by a woman, feeing the Emperor was 
of (Efficient diferetion and vnacrftanding to do what was conuenienf. 

The Emperor being gotten out ofthe power and controulement ofhis mother, the Archbi- 
ihop commanded in fuch fort ; thaiall went to wrack: for, being bred vp in fuch liberty, he did 
what he lifted, which in the end was the caufe ofhis ruine 3 for, he became both licentious and 
prefumptUous, faupuring fome, and grieuing others: by reafon whereof he was ill beloued of 
niany$ and gaue himfolf to hunting, and to fuch other (ports as thac age is chiefly delighted 
withall. His mother,feeing ha felf fo little regarded,and that (he could bear no more foray with 
him,wcnt to/&?»*, where (he liued and died in a Cioifter of Nuns. 

Thtdttth of Getmtty (landing in thefe rearms* in italic a little before this time died Pope Nicholas 

tT Nicholas, the Second, when he had held that Chair foure yeers. This Pope rccouCrcd much ofthc 
Church-lands which were vfurped by fundry Capraines and Gouemoms, which did make 
thcmfelues tyrants. And he alfo gaue the title of Duke of Htia and Calabria, to Gviscar 0

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aNormanebeingalrcadie Lord of thofeprouince$,who made himfelf and his countries (ubie a 
and feudatorie to the Church of Rone, This Pope held a Councell, wherein he ordained that 
from thenceforth, the Cardihalls onely (hould chufe the Popes, thereby to auoide the Famous 
and diirenfion which arpfe concerning the fame • as it appeared! in the chapter m nomine Domini The dM y if 
in the three and twcntithdi(hnaion 5 which is obferued vnto this day. Bythismeane.theDea- Ci> ^ 
cons and Cardinals Priefts attained to great authoritic and credit:for vntill then they were not 
ofany fuch account (although alreadie very much efteemed.) 7 1 

This name and dignitie of Cardinals, was in Rome at the beginning but a troublefome and 
painefuil office ; for they were as the Curates of paddies, and had the chargeof miniftrin* the 
Sacraments and of burying the dead, and were called Pdcfts Cardinals, as the more wdrthie 
and of greater reputation .* and as ifcwmas then held for the head of all other Churches, fo 
thefe Priefts Cardinals were regarded and more refpe&ed then any other 3 and they afterwards 
attained to greater prehemincnce, for that they were euer iieere vnto the Pope,* and bein® fo 
thetimC ofthis Pope Nicholas the fecond eftablifoed Electors, they grew tobeofgrea- 
terreputationjbutnotinfohighadegrce^sweenowfeethcni , vntill the time ofPbpelu-. 
h 0 c, b h t the fourth, about the yeerc of our Lord, one thoufand two hundred foure and for- 
tiej for hee gaue them Iibertie to ride on their footeclothes, and tpwearc fuch robes as the> 
now vie to weare, to the end, that as they did excell other men in their degree and ornaments 
(ofhould they in their behauiorand vertuous conditions: wherfore to paint Saint Ambrose 
» yith a Cardinals a;imfon hat is a meere mockery 3 form his 9 me there were not any : and fo 
itlcngththedignitieoFCardinallcametobee the great d(l and the higheft degree next tothti 
Pope 4 and they accompany and counfell him in all matters of importance: but many of them 
hauc carried thcmfelues foprophanely, astheyhaucgiueniuftoccafionto the world, to note 
jnd murmure at their Confiftprie* 

Pope Nicholas being dead, Ansume Bifiiop of Luca was chofeti, and called 
Albxandbr. theSecond ; againft whom^ G 1 lBub n t Gouernourofz^W^vfortheEm- 
perour, by the confent ofeertaine Bifiiops of that Prouince, made a Schifme in the Papacie, 
and chofe another Pope :But Gothii rbbv s and his wife M a w d , ( which were the 
greateft Princes in italic at that time) protected the firft Pope: And in Rome and abroade elfe- 
ivherc’ followed many flaugh tersand murehers oFtheonc and the other panic, vntill that in the 
fndPope Alexander preuailed, and the other Pope fled to i Milan* 

Whiia thefo matters patted in Italic (the Emperor, as it was faid, permitting and allowing the 
fame) the like or greater were tolerated in Germany; for he fuffiered Priefts to marry, and gaue 
Benefices and Bilhopricks without the'PopcVlicence or authoritie r wherewith the Pope was 
much difpleafed, and twice or thrice fent his Ambaftadors to the Emperor about that bu fintfTa 
Aqflin Other matters were great troubles and fa&ions, and many rofe againft the Emperor: the 
dtllwevethe Saxons: for from O th o Duke ofSaxonic and Bauiere , who Was accufed oftrea- 
fon, the Emperor tookc the Duchie of Rauierd, wliich his morhethadgiuen him, and gaue the 
fame to a Noble man, named G r b l p h 6 . againft thefe Saxons the Emperor attempted 
bis firft wars, when bewasnotfull 18 yeers old- wherin fiiewing himfelf to be ofan high mind, 
and free from feare or cowardife,he perlbnally fought in many battailes and skirmiflies againft 
(hat people, which is,and euer hath been accounted for o'hi? of the moft valiant Nations ofthe 
World: hut he finally ouerthrew them,and compelled them (for this tlme)to yeeld him feruleei 
^Haumg obtainedtheie vi<ftoriessthe Emperor fent into italic for his AmbaiTador to thePope, 
^ehKWifhopofColeyn, with fuflicient authority to conclude whar ro him feemed beft to be 
done, and to excufe him offuch things as were laid to his charge: who being come into italic^ 

Be put Gilbert out of the Chanceloi (hip and gouernmeht of Lombardy , which the Em- 
1 prefie In es had giucn.him,and placed therein the.Bifiiop ofBercelli : and from thence. With 
great authority and majefty, he went to Rome, where (Pope A*t e x a n’ p 'h^ giuing him pub-;, 
fikeaudience; he made a folemneOratiOn • wherin in etfe&jiriche behalfe ofhis Lord the Em¬ 
peror, he reproued the Pope ,for hauing accepted the Papacy without his confirmation, with 
other matters in the behalfe of the Emperour: whereto H i t d b b r a n d, by the Popes 
Ofdetj.anfwered peremptorily j allcagihg that the ^ope onght-not to attend any fuch confirms- 
honand he fo (havpely reprehended the Emperor, as the ArChb; was conftrained to reft fatif- 
to crauc pardon for his fpcech. After this* many ttiadm followedin Italy\ which (vn« 

willingly) I omit, to the end to treate of what patted in thbtifoeo.f the Emperor H a n r.y j of 
;onfy. I write this Hiftory. , .. —

\ About.tbistimevwtii.ch wasintheyeereof our Lord, one thoufand fixty and fix ? E D . 
vv X n d King of England dying without ilfue, he made William Duke of Normandy hj s 
hcircj who with the aide of B a l d Vv i n Earle o fP/Ww, obtained the Kingdome .. and fo 
the houpr. of England and Normandy were vnited, and fo haue continued a long time in the 
kings thcr rof, and in their fucceflors. 

The Archbifhoppe ofhauing difpatched his bufinefTe in ltalie ,returned (difeontent 
with his anfwere) into Germanie,and within few daies after died Pope Alexander 
hauing hcldthatfeateeleuenyecresanda halfe ; Afterwards the Archbifhoppe of Rautnni 
reuolted from the Church of Rome. Alexander being dead, by the general! confent of 
all the Cardinals and CJergie, Hildebrand the Arch-deacon (often before na- 
■ med) was made Pope, and was called Guoorie thefeuenth; who fent his Ambaf. 
iadours to the Emperour, praying and requiring him to become an obedient fonne to the 
Church,andeoalterthemanner of his gouernementin Germanic^ and thereby gaue him fo. 
ther to vnderftand, that he was refolued not to allow thereof, but to vfe his auchoritie to re¬ 
form the fame. 

Pope. Gib'ooub at this time (as fomcapproued Authors write) injoyned the Bi- 
(hops of Germany (contrary to the antientLawcs) not to fuffer the Emperourto conferrc any 
Bifhoprjcks, who he faid would giue them to vnworthy men or not fit, neither fhould they 
from that time require any confirmation from the Emperour; which care and ordination did 
not belong to any fecular Prints, but to the holy order, and chiefly to the Bifhop of Rome , the 
Prefident thereof. 

The Emperour hereto gaue a doubtfull anfwere, but performed in effe<ft nothing of what 
was required; maintaining, that the Popeought not to accept the Papacic without his confir¬ 
mation , according to the agreement made betweene his father the Emperour, H a n r y the 
third, and Pope Clbwbnt thefecond, and fothefe Ambafladors returned without any 
coftdufion : this was in the feuenteenth yeerc of his raigne, intheyeereof our Lord, one 
thoufand feuenty foure. At this time, (and alfo before and after it) the Emperour had cruel! 
warres with the Dukes of Saxonie, which againe rebelled againft him, theyalleagingtheEm- 
perours difobedience to the Church of Rome to be the occafion thereof. This wasthemoft 
dangerous, warre that euer he vndertooke, wherein pafied many perilous Incountcrs, theEm- I 
peror hazarding his perfon (fo valiant and warlike he was) and he principally fought oneverie 
bloudybattell, wherein he preuailed; but (asfaythB to ndv s) with the lofleof fiuethou- 
Land men : and the Emperour and his brother inlawe Rodvlph, who afterward was his 
great enemy, fought therein with their owne hands moft valiantly. 

.Dining thefe Combuftions in Germame , Haiti was not free from factions and controuerfies, 
betweene the Imperialifts and the Popes adherents. G i lb h r T,theabouenamed Archbifhop 
of Raaenna ( who had been Gouernour for the Emperour in Italic) finding that the Pope had 
refolued to excommunicate the Emperour, hefrcretly agreed with one C i n c i v j ayong 
Rpmane Knight,a man of a bold fpit it (whole father was Prefer of the Citie) that he fhoula 
feife vpon the Pope; afturing him that the Emperor would accept thereof, for afpeciall pcecc 
pfferuice ; and he accordingly put the matter in execution *. the Pope being vpon Chriffmas 
Eeue faying Maffe in the Church of Saint Mar y the greater in Rome h this Cincivs with 
a good guard, entred the Church, and laying hands vpon him, caried him away, and in a Tow* 
er-detaioed him pvifoner. But the people as foonc as it was day (being aduerrifed thereof) 
went to Or n c ir $ houfe, and fetting the Pope at Jibertie, ra/ed the Tower, from the toppe 
to,the foundation: And ofall foefi of G i n c i v s his feruants as they found, they cut offthe 
Nofes, and banifbed them from Jt«He s and Cincivs efcaping the death (which they defi- 
rcd .to haue giuen him) by flight, durftnot ftay .in Italic, but went into Germany to the Em- 
perour.:? This Arcbbifkoppe G i l b a r t, whofe practice was not yet difeouered, fet- 
ringa good, countenance.ypon the flatter, departed the Citie $ but being come to RauetiM, 
heewas by the Pope excommunicate and depriued of all his ecclefiafticall dignities and Bene*

Xnfiemany wcrnnoleffecontchipts, againft his Holinefle then in Italic : for (as the Abbat 
Wes ^ » R;G b.*i sis and other Germane Authors report, befides the Italians which vercfic 
jtctumiihtU the fame) by theprocurement ofSio ipbid.vj Archbilhoppe of Mentz, with Come other 
iStRte an <* Abbats which ioyned.yvith him, a Councell was held againft the Pope, (the Bi- 

Jhopsofjftwap difallowing and contradicting the fame) in which Councell it was refolued,

that Gregory fhould not be held for Pope; and that they all fhould renounce their obedi¬ 
ence vnto him i Whereupon the Emperour and his Councell, fent for Ambafladour to Pope 
G r *o o r i By a Prieft, whole name was R o vv l a jf d. 

The Pope in like manner called a Councell againft the Emperour, at Saint t o h n d b L a- 
t b ran in Rome i where Rowland being arriued, and the Pope and his Councell giuing 
him audience, he in the behialf of the Emperor; required Gr b 6 or y to d efi ft from any lon¬ 
ger exercifingthe papall fundHonjandtorcfignetheauthorityOfPope: and helikewife figni- 
fied the fame to the Cardinals,willing them to repairiinto Germdti) t o the Emperor,who Would 
nominate a Pope. Gregory washeerwith much troubled j and for as much as R o vv- 
t an d wa$ an Ambaflador, he commanded him prefrhtly to depart without any anfwer, and 
without any other difgrace. But it is alfo written, that the Emperors mother at the Popes re- 
queft went into Germany, accompanied with many gr^at Prelates; to perfwade her fonne to dc» 
ft ft from intermeddling with the donationof Bilh'dpriidksor other ecclefiaR;icall Benefices • to 
for bid the mariage of Priefts.and to yeeld obedience to the Chinch of Rome ; but for that it 
tooknoelfeddhe Pope very folemnly excommunicated the Emperor, and depriued him of all 
irtipefiall dignity; and healfo excommunicated all fuch astookhis part, and freed all the Prin¬ 
ces and Lords^of Germany and elfevvhere, which ought him any duty or allegeance, from their . 
oaths, homage,and bands of obedience or fubjedibn, giuing free liberty to all men - and aurho- my He* 

rifytotjrhePrincesEle<frors tochufeanother Emperor,fuchaslliouldbeft pleafe them. ; Tfie fourth exeom- 
Arcbbifhop of Merits was likcwife excommunicate,and deprived of dll ecclefiafticall digtiity, 
and with him all fuch as had been in the Councell aforefaid: but before the Pope had procee- tie ^ c ' 
ded fo far, he aduertifed all thePrinces in Chriftendome, of all, both part and pi eferir j and the 
1 Emperor wrote to them, in like manner defending his caufe, and excufing himfeif againft the 
Popesaccufations. • • 

The Popes terrible Sentenccbeingpubliflied in Germany (as there were many that took his 
| part, principally the Prelates of Saxony and others) Rodvlph Duke thereof, with inany o- 
thcv'Princes, called a Diet or Councell; wherein they refolued to require the Emperor to ask 
thcPopeforgiuenefle, and to fubmit himfeif to the Church of Rome: which if hee refufed to 
doo,they concluded to rcnouncetheir obedience vnto him. The Emperor, notwithftanding 
that be wasa very braue man,and exceeding valiant (as tome /ay, fainedly yand asothcrs/ay,of 
Iiis'owne accord) promifed to do what they required, which he openly protefted. FlhSlly, it 
vwsagreed, Tofend to the Pope to come into Germany,where full and entire obedience fhould 
beyeelded to him ; and in the name of the Princes' and Lords a/Tc,mbied at Diet or Coun-, 

cdljtheArchbifhop of^ Treater, and others ofgreat account, wentto the Pope , and intreated 
him with fuch inftancy,that he was perfwaded to takbWs way toward Germany to meet tlie Em¬ 


peror, who ftaied (as they faid) for him, and woulcfcRMc to ask him forgiuenefte, and ftibmit 

himfeif into his hands. The Pope came to the Cftj^dF Bercelli in Lombardy j where being ad- 

ueftifed, that the Emperor marched rowaids him with great troops of men nr Aims, fearing 

thathe would haue either /lain him or taken him priioher,gnuc-oucrhis journey, and turnedin- 

tothe (Country of Gothiredvs and his wife Mayd, arid was by them protected hi an 

cxpugnable Town and ^Caftle,calicd Crnijio or Cantfio^ whithcr Within fewe dales the Emperor 

came: who, lodging his Army before the Town, in great humility fent to. mtrbat' the Pope to' 

abfoluc him of his excommunication, offering to become his obedient foririe and fubjeft; and 

threedaies together camebarefoored to the gates of the City,w fuc.forthis ablolutiph; but rhcEmjxrifi 

thePopewduld not yeeld thereto. In conclulion, there pafied many treaties, daths and promL 

f«s; but at length (through the inftant fuit of the faid. M a y arid of Ad b Va ts Earle of ^ 4 - dmfyrtfowd 

wj,arid,as fomefay,of In b * the Emperors mother alfo) the Pope,admitting the Empei'bu^;

But the Connebeing there with his troupes, hee {hut vp all the waiesand paflages towards that 
Caftle 5 in fuch fort that the Emperour could haue no conference with any, without the know- 
ledgcof his fonne. Some authors write, that he was taken and committed thither prifoner by 
his fonne . and that his fonne made him to renounce the Empire, and that he a Fcenva vds died in 
his power. But the Abbat w H s p a r g b n S I s ( an author of thofc times ) and Otho 
Jr i.s 1 n o sis, and thc moft and beft Hiftoriogmpheis write, as I haue related it. 

Chriftiiias day being come, all the great Princes oi'Germny met in excepting the 
J)ukeofS4Xwy,who could not come,by reafon of his great age^and with him Pope Pascal’s 
Legates *, where the faid Legates ( as it was thought) nor without thcfonnesconfentandpro* 
curement.againe pronounced the Popes cenfure againff the father,and all fuch as took his part: 
undas they debated hereof , and of the Emperor which was in the Cattle ( who offered to per- 
forme what they required j humbly fuing forabfolution/or which puvpofe he defiled to come 
toMtntz,) thc fonne protefted that heneithcr defil ed, neither prerended any other thing, but; 
thathis father Ihould reform himfelf,and become obedient to the Church ofMowe^but in truth 
theilfue did manifeft,that his principal intent was to make himfelfEmpcror.The Popes Legates 
aunfwcred to the Emperors offers and promifes, that they neither could, neither had .mhoi i- 
tieto appoint any penance for the Emperor, neither could they giue him any abfolution, but 
that it mutt be done in a general Coujicel ? and that by the Popes ditetf iou,as it had been decreed 
by G r b g o r 1 e thc Scuenth concerning hisdepriuation, and all thc reft. Matteis Handing 
jnthis eftate, all men were now moft affeAed to the fonne, and defiling to winne his grace and 
fiuour; for they faw that he was mightie and vi<ftorious,and the father as he was a man ofgreat; 
courage, comming to haue put himfelfe into itfwf6,many Princes and prelates went foonh to 
mcetehim, and perfwaded him,that vnlefte he would wholly bring himfdf to mine, there was 
noremedie but to renounce the Empire to his fonne, and to repofe his trull in him, * Hen™ the 

'Henry feeing iiimfelf thus diftreiTed, and finding no redrefte or counfell in any body, ac- m 
ctpted hereof, as fame fay voluntarily;,asheing tiredand worncoutwith wars and troubles, ‘ohh/omii 
finally, repo ling his truftin h is fonne, or in defpaire by reafon of the folemnc decree, he refu¬ 
nd his title to. the Empire to hisibnne H b nry^ and fentto him from thc Caftle wherein he 
was, the Grofte, the Launcc, the Scepter, the Globes the.Browne,and his other Imperial! eh- Hcmv t L r r. 
Cgnes and ornaments: which rcnunciarionbeingreceiued inthc Councell, hya general! con- 
lent H a n r y the fonne was chofcn and created Emperor, and called Henry the Fifr, after roft 
the Germane, and Fouith after the Italian writers * for they allow not of Henry the 5 Firft, 
asisbeforc lhid: and the eledion was cohfirmed andratified by the Popes Legates • and like an 
Emperour,in that Cotincell,he treated with the Popes Legates,and with the Prince^ of Gcrrn^ 
matters fpirituall and temporal J, concerning the’’Empire : and for his Ambaffadours 
hefciit certainc men ofgrcdt account and authoridc to Pope Pascal, and fo continued and 
was held for Emperour. But befo: e many daies were part, the father feeing himfelfe depriued; 
and his fonne exalted, repenting, fccretly fought and procured friends^ to the end to haue beea 
teftored • and wrote to the French King, and to other Kings and Princes, complaining of his 
fonne,allcaging that he was forced to .what he did * and (landing in fome good hope, he openly J? 'H; 
mvtd his intent,and leuied men ofwaite,the Duke 6 fLornim taking his parr,and fom others, .!,- 
With the cities of Cohn and Gulih, anc! other imperiall towncs. 

The fonne hatting intcttigence Jiereof, againc raifed great forces, and defiring to haue gon6 
WaGoimceH inthe citieof hefent three hundred menatArmes ro takeabridge vport 
the riuerof Maze, all which were either taken or flaine by the Duke of Lorraine^ who tooke the 
lathers parr, and came vpon them at vna wares: vvhei ei.pon H e n r y rhe fon proclaimed him 
ttaitor,and depviued him (being abfent) of his Duchy of Lorrmc : in the mcane time,- the fa-t 
merentred theciticoffortifying andfurnifhing thcfunc with men and munition, and 
t icnce went to haue put himfclfinto the citie of Liege t whither the Councell was called, which 
isa moftftrong citic: in hope (as hee was a man ofgreat fpirit) to haue been rcftorcd.hauing 
jomeother afliftancc, befides thofe alreadie named j principally amongft the common people, 
oy whom he was wel bcIoued,they being moued thereto with compafiion to fee him depo- 

, The fonne with his forces went againft the citie of Cohn i and they within it fearing 
(] ! ,( ? C ^’ nt ^ Cffm ‘nefcngers, in general! both to him and to all thceftatesj in the name 
ot his father, complaining in that he was thus depofed and dcceiued; and laying great matters 
Q tomnnes charge,he excufed and iuftified his owne caufeJfQ much as he might,deli ring to be 

rdieued i 
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relieued: whereto the Ton made aunfwere, reciting his fathers exceffe, his fimonie,hisfchifine, 
and rebellion com mitred againftthePopeand Church of i?ow,to the generallpreiudice of the 
Rates of the whole Empire 5 ptotefting further that what he did, was to doe Godferuice, by 
obeing his Vicar, procuring the vnionofthe holy mother Church ofiRome, with many other 
matters which the Abbat W e spb rgbnsisj Bbo ndvs, and other authors do letdowns 
at large. Finally, he lent him word, that he (hould not dote by reafon of his old age,but that he 
flior.ld come priuate, and askc foi gxuenes of the Church } and that then the equitie of his caufe 
fliould be heard, both for himfelfe, and fov'allthe princes which were with him. Thefathcr 
not ondy refufed to follow his Tonnes diredion, but ill entreated his Ambaffadours • foas.they 
could hardly retuvne to their Campe before Colen in fafety. Whereupon the Sonne (feeing that 
hee could not take that Citie in any ihort fpace) hce marched with his army towards Loruin^ 
and before his deparrure, fent a fccond ambalfage to his father,the effect whereof was, that ifhe 
defircdiuftice, he {hould peaceably come to the Councell, which hefummonedtobeheldat 
/ ^4 ken: if other wife, he gaue him to vndetfiand, that by the confentand will of all the Princes, 
hewasrefolued to make warre vponhim, as againfi a common encmie, ThefeAmbafladouts 
came to the citie of Liege, where Henry the father then lay ; who was fo enraged with his 
fonnes anfwcre and refolution, that he did and faid many things in fuiie. Matters (landing in 
this eftate (whereof it was both thought and feared, that great warres, troubles, and other euils 
would hauc enfued) it pleafed God to take companion of his people, which by reafon of the 
cruel warres betweene the father and the fonne,endured daily grieuous and intolerable oppref* 
fions, robberies, and irreparable calamities-which was, by taking the old Empetor Henry 
rhe duthofthe out of this world * which happened on the feuenth day of Auguft, about the fiftith y eere of his 
Lmfmr raigne,and in the yeere of our Lord, onejthoufand, one hundred and fix. It is written, thathe 

iiemy the 0 f paffion and griefe to fee himfelf (as it were) a prifoner, and befieged in that caftle, and 

j depofed and foilaken by bis owne fonne and blood. By thedifeourfeofthis Hiftorie, itmay 

f ecm to the Reader that the Emperor Henry was an vnworthie and ill deleruitig Prince^on- 
fidering that he was excommunicated by the Pope,and his Empire giuen to an other, his oncly 
Sonne took Armes againfi: him,his Nobles rebelled,his fubie&s forfookehim, and in a manner 
all the world abandoned him, being in the end forced to refigne the Empire to his Sonne, and 
thelmperial enfignes and ornaments violently wrefted from him: yet forthe Readers better fa- 
tisfa&ion, I will fet downe what Carion (whom Mbxia voucheth among his other 
Authors) writechofhim in thfetearmes. Thus dyed Hb nr y the Fourth, a valiant and warlike 
Emperor, moftlouing to his Countrie, the lad: reuenger of the ImperiallMaieftie; who when 
hee had fought 62 battailes,hauing felt the (harped (formes ofaduerfe fortune, yet he was 
; ncuer daunted nor dejected, neither did he euer abandon or betraiehimfelfe, or thofe things 
" 2 which concerned the Maieftie of the Empire by the conftitutions of his Predeccfiors. The 

dead bodic of the Emperor Henry, was buried by the Bifhop of the place where he died,in 
a Monaftevy •, from whence(by the decree ofthe Prelates,and confent of his owne fonnc)invas 
afterwards remoued,to the cnd,that(as a man cxcommunicate)he fliould not be buried in Chri- 
ffian buriall, and was caricd to Spire, where, in a prophane place, was made for him amatblc 
fepulchre, wherein he lay fiueyeercsj at the end of which time it pleafed the Pope to permit 
him to bee buried in Chriftian buriall. This Emperor had two fonnes, and three daughters by 
his firft wife Vbbrt a, who was the daughter of a great Marquefle in Italy, allyed to the Lady 
M a vv d : his fonnes were Conradr, who died before him, and Henry the Fife which 
fucceeded him 3 his daughters names were In b s, which married with Fre d brick Duke 
of Sueuia,and was mother tothcEmperor C o n x a d e the Second* and Limpbro a which 
married with the Duke of Carintbia 5 and Sophia, which was wife to the King ofStHgfity- 
In Cenjlmmople at this time raigned Al hxiy s, whofe Empire continued feuen and thime 
yeeres, and hee died afterwards in the time of H a n r y the Fife : and to him fuccecded his 
fonne Caloioannei, as hereafter you (hall vnderftand. 
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B Enty hurting t akfti vpon him the gouernment of the Empire,after that the death of his father WrJ 
kttown, all the (pities and Princes,which had bin his aduerftries made their peace with him-aed 
became bis fttbieUs* He fent ambaffadors to the Pope, promifmtf to become hisgoodfeme j 
to whom he granted to call a Council, wherein all matters concerning the Church fhould be 
reformed, chief ; thofe which were introduced bp his father. He committed the fount Tala, 
tine toprifon, by. reafon off me alterations,and made wars againfi the kin^ofPolonia, who inti- 
tied himfelf* King,andf»bduedhim h but not without great difficulty. He came afterwards into 
Italy to becrowned by Pope Pafcal; and beingcome to Rome in S. Perera Church ,bt fcik.edvp* 
mhe Pope, andcommtttedhim toprifon,facing Rpme and the territory therofi neither would he releafe the Pope vn- 
tillmthe had confirmed his prtuiledges ofinuefting Prelates in the Benefices of Germany : the Pope being out of pri* 
fin,andthf Emperor returning crowned in Germany,the CoUKCelldi'annulledthe authority giuen hem ofmucftiture, 
tl amtter granted byforce .* which when he vnderflood, he was incenfed and committed the 'Bifhop oftJHent*' to pti- 
fon, who favoured the popes party. Butthe Emperor commingimo that City >1 the people mutinedand apprehended 
mm,and would not rdeafe Mm, vntill that hehadpromifedto fet tbeirBifiop at liberty. He was afterward eXcom- 
mummed and t» danger to hauebittdepnfcdfromtbc Empire 3 but leaning Germany,he wentto Rome, where hefmnd 
not the Fode, wither wouldbe comet hit her fo long as the Emperor was therein, neither would he giue credit to his pro-. 

^HtUeany thingthat he faid. Heagainereturnedthethirdtimeinto Italy, and fet afchtfme in the Churchy 
mA vnderfiandmg ofthe Popes comming againfi him,he returned into Germany ,and then made his peace withtbePope 
nfdh humbly Submitting himfelfe to him . There enfued in thofe parts a very grieuous famine, an« pefiilence,and the 
brnptrorfalling extremelyfick. dyed, without leauingany fonne to fucceed him ; when he had raided Emperor, lit* 
title fie then twenty yeetrts, 

■ N that I was longer then ordinarie in writing the life of the Empe- 
i rov Hhnry the Fourth,whom the Italian writers call the Third j 
| I hauealreadiemademy excufe* which was, for that he raigned a 
longtime, in which many great accidents happened: and as hee 
s, was a mod warlike Prince, valiant,and high minded, fo his raigne 
1 was troublefome and vnquict: by reafon whereof, all men (ex¬ 
cepting (bme few which tooke his part) were well pleafed with 
| b*s death,which (as it then feemed) brought to the eftates of Italy 
I and Germany ,a clcere skie and defiled, after the doudieftormes of 
cruell combuftions: and to his fonne Henry, who was Empe¬ 
ror in his life time, all lay fmooth before him: Colein^ and all the

Tt**. came a great number of prelates: and in that Councell amongft other matters which therein 
were handled, it was ordained, that the Emperours authorise concerningtheprelaciesand 
Church dignities in Germany , fhould be aboli/hed, and that he fhould not therein inueft pre¬ 
lates, comrade to the Popes Canons and Decretals; which when he vnderftood,he fenttothe 
‘Pope,intreating him not to determine fo of the matrer,but to allow him fuch right of donation, 
as his predeccifors had done to the Emperor C h a r l h s the Grear. This matter was great¬ 
ly argued, but in the end it was deferred till the next generall Councell.. and Co the Pope re¬ 
turned to Rome, and rheEmperonr in his progrefle vifited fundrie cities ol Germany ; and vpon 
f omc occafion apprehended the Count Palatine of Rhine, whofenamc was Sigifred, and 
' for a time held him prifoner: I call him of Rhine, for the difference betweene him and other 


Counties Palatine. . 

At this time Ain i v s King o f Hungary, camevnto him to complaine andtodefirciuttice

Inthefc anions and others oflelTc moment, 
theEmperor fpent little lelfe then Hue yeers, which were in the beginning of his raigne: in the 
end of which,moued with a ddire (common to al Emperors) to be crowned by the Pope,hete- 
folucd to come into Italy s and to that effect ordained a Diet or Councell to be held in Rathkm- 
wherein (hewing his intent, his departure by common content wa* generally applauded: and 
Ieuying thirtie thoufand choife men (befidcs the Princes and other voluntaries, which had a 
defire to ferueand follow him in thatiourney) he came into Italy, where other troupes ofthe 
Rates of Lombardy ioyned with him, and by the way befell many accidents, which'I oant,to re¬ 
late fuch as were of raoft importance. 

Afterwards taking his way towards .Romany ambalfagcs palfed betweene him andPope 
Pa sc a lj he requiring to be crowned, and the other promising the fame; but vponconditi- 
on,whichwas,thatheihouldrelinquifli his demand concerning the jnuefting of prelates:about 
this matter fome things fo fell out,that the Pope grew iealousand miftrufted the Emperor. But 
in the end the Em perour promifing to maintaine and obferue the privileges and immunities of 
the church of Rome, and todefift from inuefting of prelates, as isaforefaid s the Pope fait a 
ucmy^blrift folemne ambalfage to meete him, offering him amiable and friendly entertainment.

to.be Atbitratorsand iudges of this controuerfie, and ofthe reft , being there affcmbled (and 
ccrraipc Lcgatcsvas fome fay, being alfo there from Pope Cali'xty s) it was by common 
copfe determined, that through all Germany a gencrall and vniuerfall peace fiiould be pro¬ 
claimed and keps between the Emperour,and all the Princes both Ecclcfiafticall and Secular* 
and that the Princes in like manner fiiould maintain e the fame peace amongft themfclues^pon 
jpainc, of death : And t hat whatfpeuer was taken from any Church, fiiould prefently be refto- 
red • and that the like fiiould be done by any thing withheld from the Emperours chamber of 
accounts or Exchequer : And that the like fhould alfo be done between all eftates, which had 
taken aught (from other) by violence : And that all matters in controuerfie fiiould be ipeedi- 
ly decided •. And that juftice fiiould be equally adminiftred in all parts ; And that alloifences 
and wrongs paft fiiould be forgiuen and forgotten : And that thceues and robbers by the high- 
waics, fiiould be.fought out and punifiied: And that fuch order fiiould be taken,that the coun- 
trey fiiould be maintained in peace : For the due execution whereof, the moft fufficienr per- 
lonages that could be found, were appointed 5 and eucry where was done all that was pofliblc 
tofurtjhcr the fame. 

As touching the excommunication and the Popes fulminarions and ccnfures • and the dif¬ 
ferences betweene the Emperour and him, all was referred to be at Pope Calzxws ht$ 
order and di/erction ^ tp whpin die Emperour lent Ambafiadours about the fame ingteat 
humilitic. 

Thisbeing ended. Pope Cinxi'Vs. fent bis Legate tA latere^ and A mbafladours Car¬ 
dinals, to another faceting or gencrall Diet held ar Worries j the Einperour being there prefenf) 
where peace and concord was concluded betweene them : And the Emperour acknowledge 
The Ewpcm ing the Pope for Gluifis Vicar here on earth, and vuiueifiill Popcof the Church, defiredabfo* 
7 kTo/e t ‘ 9 b'dop 5 and refigned into the Legates hands, all the right and title that he could pretend to the 
inueftingofPi dates, and donation of any fpirituali dignities; and then gauevp the pofleflion of 
all Townes and goods belonging to any Church $ and bound himfelfe to vfe his beft mmes> 
thatifany other Princes vfurped any, they fiiould be reftored • and himfelfe to be obedient to 
thecommandanents and fnjuiiftions ofthe Church, and to aide,protetf, and defend the fame. 
The Dcedes and Letters-patents made hereof at large, were carried to the Pope,\vho allowed 
thereof, and gaue his Bull 5 whereby he granted that all the Prelacies and Abbeyes which in 
Gertoawcfhov.ld bevoidc, fiiould. be prouided by the Election of the Chapters of the fame 
Churches,and that the Emperour might be prcfent at the Election j prouided alwaies that it 
fiiould.not be made by force, or for bribes, or through any other kinde of Simonie,- and that 
hce which wasrcho/cn might reeeiuc.from the Emperour, all that was meerely Laical!ot 
Temporally but muft haue recourfc to the Sea of Rome for the reft, according to the Popes 
Canons. 1 

This being ended* the Emperour and all thofc which flood excommunicate, were publike- 
ly ab/olued, and then the Letters-patents and inftruments were fblemrdy read j which befell in 
the fyfoneth of September, in the yeere of our Lord, one thoniand, one hundred, twenty two: 
But thus (faith Cabion) the Conftitutions and Imperiall Lawes made by C h a r t b s the 
Great, and maintained for the /pace of three hundred yeers, by the/editious confpiracy of his

o bn s is fettethdowne) came Ms fonne in law H s nr y Duke ofBamere, with greatandve* 


lygoodtroupsofmenofwarre : Otho Frisin gen sis faith, that Conrade 
Duke of Sueuia, which in former time had beene his enemy,came with him alfo: and beingar¬ 
riued in Italie, entring Lombardy, he found great warre and diffenfion between the Cities of 
Cremona , and of Milan , and he as foueraigne Lord,tookc vpon him to decidethe caufcofthcir 
difference -, and finding thole of Cremona ro be faultic, he proceeded againfl: them; and they 
rebelling were by him fubdued by force. From thence he went to the Citie of Pauia , and fo 
to Bolonia, vifiting and pacifying the other Cities of Lombardy which through ciuill contenti¬ 
on, and the long abfence of the Emperours, were in a manner at liberty, and tyrannized j all 
which he fubdued and biought to fubje&ion: and from thence (fending his fonne in law with 
the one hulfc ot his Army into Tufcane, to receiue the Pope, which lay in Pi/a) he hinifelfbya* 
nother way went with the reft into the Mmadi Ancona, wherein he a (faulted and tookc many 
townes which rebelled • as well againfl him as againfl the Church of Rome • which he recoup 
red and reftored. Afterwards joyning with the Pope and with his fon inlaw Henry, he tool: 
bis way towards Rome^ where he reftored the Pope to his feate and Palace j and thence march¬ 
ed forwards, to warrcagainfl Roobh, who with the helpe of his friends and fubjeds , had 
' raifed a great Army .vaunting in brauctearmes, that he \yppld fight with the Emperor. But 

Roger fhamefully retiring without daring to meetc him, put his men into garrifons, to de¬ 
fend his countries • but the Emperor followed the warres with fucb expedition and courage, 
that within fhort fpace he became Lord of Pul/a, and Calabria, and of all the reft that RoOBft 
^ held iand conftrained him to flic out of Italy, and to get him into sioily. And to the Emp eroni 
onto) Italy, j his being there came Ambafladors from Caloioann us Emperor of ConHantinoylt^ to 
congratulate his victories obtained againfl R o g a r, whojn hemuch hated, and againll whom 
he had afterwards great warres. .

Frer Lochary ,fucceeded Conrade, Nephew to the Emperor Henry the Fift 3 who nw da- 
fen 0 ) the Electors, and confirmed by the Topes Legate. He was in the beginning of hii 
raigne difiurbed by the fonne in law o/iLotharius, who withhtldfrem him the Imperial (», 
fignes ; and not only refufed todelititr them,but alfo toyeclde him any obedience; whtrtupin 
the £mperor proclaimed him Tfebell, and tootle from him byforce m-vy efiates r but the mr 
hadfe many variable accidents, that the Emperor therein Jpentfetten yceres, during which 
time, he tocke no great care how matters went in Italic. Hewentto thewarres of the ltd}- 
land , and being comrt iato his enemies Countries secernedfo great m otterthrow, at that 
fcarcelj remained the tenth man ofthofewhich went with him ♦ Afttrthts rout,he prefecufed his attempt,in cmpsnytf 
the French King, from whom he afterwards departed 5 holding his being with him for diflmorable. He retmti thi¬ 
ther the third time) and together with the Kings of France and of 1 cruft lent, did nothing of any account. Afttrmrb t 
fithit pi cafe d not Cjadto fauor the proceedings of theChrifiians in this enterprife } eyther of the Trine es returned into 
his Countreyi And the Emperor being comn into Germanypvhilfl he was maklngpreparation for his going into Italy ,to 
be crowned, died (as many men thought) ofpoyfon)in the fifteenth jeer of his raigne. 



Hauc already related how that the Emperor L 0 t h a* 

H r y married his only daughter to H e h r y Duke of JB 4 - 
uiere (called the Proud) who was a valiant and mighty 
Prince j and that he gaue him the title of Duke of Samfi 
which was his houfe and patrimoniejand that this H b n- 
r y did him great fcruicein his journ ey info July, and al¬ 
io againft the two mightie brethren, C o n r a d a and 
Frederick, Dukes of Stttm and EramnU , who 
were his enemies a long time : for when Lornar 
waschofen Emperor,, they thought to haue had it for 
ohe ofthemfelues, being Nephews to the deceafedEm¬ 
peror H e mry theFift,and Grand-childrenoftheEm* 
perour H e n r y the Fourth. When-as the Emperour 
Lothary was dcad,h is fonne in law Henry Duke 
of Bauicre, who came with him, and was already called Duke of Saxony, gat into his cuftody 
the'Imperiall Enfignes 5 as the Scepter, the Crofte, the Crownc, and the Globe, imagining 
that he Ihould haue had vfe for them, for that he thought to hauc bccne Emperour, but they 
wereoflittle vfe to him : For the two brethren. Comrade and Frederick Dukes

of Stttm and Franconia (afore named) were of lo great power and authorise, as alfemblitlg the 
Princes &t€tOisinCmfiucttcc (where the Kmer of Mofella joyneth with the Rhine, Theodo- 
ri c vt a Cardinal! and the Popes Legate being there prelent) Conrads waschofen Em- ' 
perour, and all the Princes fwareto him homage and obedience $ which the Saxons and ;Baua- conrade chsfm 
liansonely oppofed with Henry their Lord,and his brother Gyblp.h o,who was a great Ew F mr ' 
and valiant Prince. Whereupon the new Emperor called a generall Dicr or Councell ro be 
held in the ci tic of Bambsrgb, whither came the widow Emprefle, late wife to L o t h a r 1 v s, 
and the Deputies ofSaxony, to acknowledge and yeeld obedience vnto him t But Duke Hen¬ 
ry would not appeare 4 neither would he fend the ImperiallEnfignes which he had in his po¬ 
wer : and fo by all the Princes there alfembled, with the Emperours authoritie, he wasenioy- 
ned to appeare and to fend the Enfigncs aforefoid,by the feaft day of Saint Pe t hr andPAv 1 
then next following 5 which he did (for he durft doe no other) but would not come himfeife 

in petfon: Whereupon the Emperor (defiring to be at peace) after two or three fummons, en- 

joyned him , within a certaine prefixed time, to make his appearance in the Citie of ^Ausburgh- 
for which purpofe he prefcntly caufcd a Councell to be fummoned, and made great prepara¬ 
tion, meaning to haue proceeded againft him with all rigour and feueritie. 

The Councdl being aficmblcd, Henry accompanied with many men of warre i of Sa¬ 
mi and of Bauiere, came ncere to that place where it was held, and lodged his Campe, and be¬ 
gan to treate of meanes to come to the Emperors obedience 5 which treaty continued three 
daies without any condufion : for the Emperour required him to refigne certain lands which 
hisfacher in law the Emperor Lothary hadgiuenhim: but the Emperor holding himfeife 
notinfafety in that Citic,dcparted without any Ipeech of his remouing, vntill he was gone, 
anti went to the Citie of Herhipolii where many Princes meeting, by the generdlconfent of 4 
them all, he pronounced fen fence againft Hen r y of Bauiere • whereby he condemned 
inthelolfeorallhis eftates: and many great matters happened, which we will declare, whcii^*i < l ) 
wehauc told you what befell in italie to the Pope and to Duke Rainold, whom the Empe- 
perour Loth ary made Duke of Tulsa and Calabria, with Roger King of Sicily- which * " 

paflfed in this manner*. * ■ 

As foone as the Emperor L o t n a r y was dead, there grew fogreatalterations and trou- 
blesin Italy > that Roohr in great haftc railed his forces, and went into Pttlia, with a rcfoluti- 
on to haue reconquered thole Countries, whereof he was difpofTelTed : But Rain odd had 
fogood men with him, that he fought with him in bated], and ouerthrew him ; fo as he was 
diiuentorcturne with Ioffe of part of his Army: And being bufied about making new prepa¬ 
ration for the lame enterprifo, Rainold died in the time of his good fortune • fo as with* 
outany great diffieultic, Roger 1 ecouered all the Countries of Pstlia and Calabria , which he 
nrfttooke from his Nephew, and which had been his grand-fathers. Pope Innocent fee- 
ingwhat pafted, he font to theEmperor to defire him to come into Italic, or to fond an Army to 
driuc R 0 0 e r out of that Countrey: but for as m uch as the fuccours came Ilowly (as writeth 
Gothipr hdvs Vir BRBiHNsrs) the Popelcuied a great Army, and went againft 
Roc b r : but as he was no very expert man of warre, fo by a deuice his Army was ouer- 
thvowne, and himfdfe together with his Cardinals taken prifoner. But R o c b r making a 
confeience of the mattej 1 , fot both him and all bis Cardinals at liberty: for which his liberality Roger Ki^of 
and courtefie the Pope confirmed him King of Sicilia h and R o o a r as his liege man did si ™ff :vchcreifi 
nomage tot be Pope, calling his Countries the Church Patrimony • and fo remayned R6- Vmh!L™°nd 
® E R and his fuccdfors kings ofJ/A, and Lords of Pufia and Calabria, and was a verv miizhtv taken prifoner

This being palfed, Roger fearing the Emperors comming into Italie, he font to foilicite 
the proud,and his brother GvBitHo, with Lettersand money to bearcArrtiesa- 
gainft the Emperour Conrade, with whom they already had great warres ;for Rbnry 
t1c Pr J 0 «a ^cing condemned by the Emperour, in the loITe of all his eftates of Bauiereand Saxo- h ^ fit

or H e n r y now by reafon of his old age couid not well.bcare Armcs; and hauing prouided 
a very good Armic, the Emperour went againft Gvupho, and foughta battaile with him*

which was very doubtful], for Gvilpho was an excellent Captaine and very valiant.* b U t 
he being ouer-matched., was ouerthrowne, and loft many of his men,b'6fh Banariansihd Italb 
ans^ which Ro o e : r King of Sicilte had fentto his aide, and hehimfclfe cfcaped by flight. But 
1 ■ he Wasaman offohaughtieaminde, and therewith vfed Rich induftry and expedition, that 
within few daies^he reinforced liis Army j and fought aide ofthe King of Hungary , who repi¬ 
ned atthe profpef ity ofthe Empire, for that he would not acknowledge any fuperiom; .* and p 0 
to hisayde came many Calabrians and Sicilians,fent by R 6 o h r King of Sicilte ; and theEm- 
pero'rir ofnece/fitie was driuen to doe the like,and made his eldeft fonne called Hen r* Ge¬ 
nerali ofhis Army;, who afterwards died before his father: and he befieged a Towne called 
Winfperg And lying before it, his fonne Henr. Y,necrto a place called Elnefen, fought a bat- 
-taile with G v b l p h o, in which, fome of G v a l p h o his partie (which were Italians) cry- 
iheortfHdlof cd, Gv hpho, GvBifHO, after the name'of their Generali j and the Imperialifts cryccf 
% G Jins'* n ‘ l ® iih, G i b e ll i n, for that H i n r. y their Generali was bredvp inaplac; 
fo called. 

Some Authors aflirme, that vpon this occafion it afterwards followed, that in the contro* 
uei lies betweene the Emperours and Popes, the Imperialifts tooke their name of Gibellins- 
arid the Popes partie, Guelphs. And from hence fprang the cruell fa&ionsof the Guelpbs 
and Gibclins in Italie : Heerofare other opinions, which import not much to be treated of 
in this place. _ 

Thebattell was very cruell, but Gvhipho his troupes (being of diuers Nations and 
* conditions) did not fo well fecond and relieue one another jfls Hinui'j did^ lo as G r a t- 
p h o was likely to haue been ouerthrowne. And finding no other remedie, to auoide a further 
danger, he abandoned the field, and Henry apparantly had the victory : who after thathe 
■left the purfuit, joyned with his father the Emperour at the liege of Winfperg ; which being 
greatlydiftre/Ted,ycddedtomcrcy. But all the grace the Emperor would grant to the inha¬ 
bitants, was to permit all the women which were in the Town, freely to depart, and tphaueto | 
otcommnuU owr >e vfc wbatfoeuer they could bearc on their backs : Whereupon they vfed a com- j 

buTcttt'vftd mendableand memorable deceit, which was, that as they went forth of the Towne, each of j 
'■» women in them tooke her husband vpon her back, and thofe which had none, tooke their children or 

Gm»A>y. brothers, andfo comming into the fields, fer them at libertie: and notwithftanding that Kr h- 

d b r i g k theEmperouis brotheralleaged that it was deceit and cofonage, and therefore 
not to be permitted • neuei theleffr the Emperor held it for well done, and commended them 
for the fame. And truely I hold it for one of the moft memorable a&s done by women tliate- 
uerlreadof. N * 

Through thefe two ouerthrowes, the partie of Gva l p h o, and of his brother Hbnry 
the Proud, was fo broken and weakened, as A l b b it t, to whom the Emperour had giuen the 
title of Duke of Saxany, had time and oportunitie to make himfelfe Lord thereof : And Leo¬ 
pold, to whom he had giuen the Duchie of Bauiere y made daily Conqueft of more and more 
' of that Countrey. Duke Henry feeing this, camedifguifed tofuch places as held for him 

in Sdxtny, where he vfed fuch effe<ftuall fpeeches, and wrote fo pittifull Letters to his friends 
and fubje&s, that they being moued therewith,repaired vnto him in fuch order,that Albert 
wasdriuen to fli e to the Emperour for belpe -and Hbnry theProud hauing this good fuc- 
cefle, and being in hope to haue preuailed,died 4 after whofedeceafe, the Saxons in defpiteof 
the Emperour, tooke a fonne of his called alfo Hi n ry, for their Lordj and they recouered 
great part of that eftate : But Leopold was feifed of the greateft part of the Duchie of 54- 
ttiere. who (as I find) was the Emperours mothers brother : G v b l p h o as fbone as his bro- 
theriflHD e n * y the Proud was dead, was called Duke ofBauiere, pretending that it did belong 
vnto hirfi by inheritance: and many friends repairing vnto him, cruell warres beganne between 
him and L » opoid, and Gvslpho ouerthrew Leopold in a battaile : TheEmpe- 
rour Peeking redreffe (to the end he would not at one time haue fo many Irons in the fire toge¬ 
ther) compounded and made peace with the Saxons, marrying the widow Duchefle of Sawh 
daughter to the Emperour Lot ha r y, with whom Henry the Proud had that Duke- 
dome, ofthe greateft part whereof his fonne H in r y was then in pofleffion : and this being 
efFeded, herefoIucdto aide Leopold againft G v i l p h o : but iuthc meanetime Lbo- 
pol t> died, and with thefame troublehis fonne called Henry had the Duchie of Bditieft, 
againft whom (with no lefte courage and diligence) Gv hpho profecuted the warre : But 
Conr adb a/fiftinghiscoufin-GcrmancthencwDuke, neither Gybipho aor hisNc- 
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phew H i m r y Duk e of Saxony, could preuaile againft him: notwithftanding that Gyhl- 
p h o was a warlike and valiant Captain* 

C oNi ad b hauirigfpent ; fixor ; feueftyeeresof his raigne in thefe ciuill wars, a voyage was 
pretended to lerufaletn;which althoughit had no great good fucceffc,yet it was good and com¬ 
mendable. And to the end that you rnay the better vndei ftand the fame,it fh.il be requisite bri e¬ 
fly to fet downe t he moft important caufes thereof, and the eftate wherein the affaires of Gracia 
thetlHood, and of/tdliealfo ; which wds in this manner: The Chriftians hauing poflefted leru- 
filew^nd many other Cities in syri&and, kMefopotatnid, now aboue fiue and forty yeers, arid ha¬ 
uing performed wonderful! matters in their coritiniiall warres againft the Infidels, which they 
vVagedat what time as G o n r a db was bufie about this quarrdl j Fvtco fonne-iti-law to 
B a l b vy i n, beingthen the fourth King of (crufalcm, and hauing done great exploits againft 
theSarazins,there arofe fome contfouCrfies betweeene fome Princes,Dukes of certain.d places 
in theEaft 5 rind fo betweene them, and 1 Ca toi oa u n h s .Emperor of Confiaminepki which 
gaueoccafionto the King ofPerjt* his Captaines, to doe mlich harme in the countries which 
the Chriftians pofTefTed: againft whom,F v l c o'Kifljg : ^of Jernftkm made the greateft rhRlkncc 
he was able, and did many worrhie exploits. 1 

Thenenfued the death ofthe Greeke Emperor,who had raigned fix and twentie yeercs:And 
although that hee had troubled the (late of the Eaft, yetncucrtheletfe by renfon of his great 
power he was much feared of the Infidels; and died of a finall wound giuen him in the left hand 
with a poyfoned arrow : byhislaftwillandteftamcnt, he ordained his youngeft fonne for his 
fnccefTor, for that his eldeft fonne was incapable of the gouernmerit. The ftare of Syria being 
thus troubled, F v i g o'K ing of lernfalem went to cncounrera great Armie of Turks and Pcr- 
fans, which came againft the citic of Olntiocb and ioyning in battaile, Ouerthrew arid flew 
three thoufand of them whereupon the Soldane King of Perfu, vvhofe name was Alap.h, 
drew together all His whole power, and came before Edijfa, a very mightie cirie in Mefopota n .<r^ 
which the Chriftians had held fiue arid fortieyeCres • which citie by the Icvves is called Aracba y 
andis very famous, through the fercilitie and greatnes thereof and for that it was the plate, 
whither T obia s fent his fonne To b i a s to Gab blvs forhismony,and the lame was 
conuerredto the Chfiftiah faith by T h a d * v s - and adorned with the bones ofS.T h o m a s 
the Apoftle,and at this time was inhabited and frequented by excellent ChriftiansrBut Alaph 
comming in perfon againft it. King Fvlco not being able ro relieue the citie, it was taken and 
tick; whdrein the Infidels vfed fuch cruelties and villanies, as haue not been heard of:'fome 
writers reckon the Ioffe of this citie to haue happened after the deceafe of King Fvlco: but 
P t at i n a and B l o n d v s relate it as I haue done.

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After the JofTe of this citie, another great misfortune enfued, which was the vnhappie death ’AiJuthof 
of F vie o King of lettifdiem in this manner: As he was bufie, apply ing himfclfto recouertliis 
loftatfc, and to lcuie new troupes offouldiers, being one day in the fieldshunting the Hare, 
his horfe fell with him, and his head fell vnder the backc part ofthe /addle, wherewith hce was 
brufed, and fo fore hurt, that lofing both his fpeech and fenfes, hee died within three daies, lea¬ 
ning behinde hitii two young fonn cs, the eld eft of which called B a l d vv i n, had theritldandi 
kingdome of lerttfalemi but through the want of F v l c o, and other occafions,the Infidcjs dai¬ 
ly triok to wnes, and did much hurt to the Chriftians . 

’ P°pe In hocb'nt and the Chviftian Princes vnderftanding how matters went in'the 
Eaft, and being forie to heare thereof (as indeedethey had rcafon,efpccially forthcloflcdfthe 
great cifieof Rd'tffa ) they began to confult of fome redrefteand rcliefe for the fame j and as S, 

Be r n ard was then in great credit and very famous,he took vpon him topei fwade the Chri- 
ftiatis Princesi to goe in perfon to this warre, Pope I n n o c b n t giuinghtmin charge to pec- 
fritmethat a<ftion • which Pope hauing held that fcate the /pace offourtecrieyeeres, died (as 
with Plat i n a ) in the yeere of our Lord 1144. and to him fucceeded Cblh s tin the 
Second,Who was Pope but fiue moneths 5 and he being dead, Lv civs the Second was made 
Fope, in whofe time ( as faith Platima and Blon dvs) S.Bern^d vndertook this 
entemtiC^and as others fay,in the timeof r nso'cbntiv s.This difference doth not difcfrc- 
dl t:theauthors:forthel6freofthecitieoffid^4i,and the death ofKingF v l c o,andothermat- 
td S which happened in the Eaft, pafifed at feuerall times, and might happen in the time of all 
there Popes, for the finall time they Iiued:^for L v c 1 y 5 the Second was not Pope fully one 
yeere, and this was in the time of his fucccflbr E v g b n i v s. I fiy then that by meancs ofthe 
Popes Letters, together withtheperfwafionof S.Bbrn ard, Law e s who then washing 
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ofFrancc, caking for his deuice the IJgne ofthe Crolfc determined with many great Lords and 
Knights 6f his countries, to goe to this war re in the Haft, ip the behalfe of the King of lerufakm- 
Conciv an< ^ guying an Army, Bhrnard went into Germany to the Emperor Conrad* ( whofe I 
Lewes Kit#o j fife wc write)and obtained ofhim to doe the like,as the French King pretended to doe: where- 
F^icfVpmto to he willingly and fpeedily prepared himfclfe • and it pleated Godthatthis journey wasfo I 
inufAkm, we jj 0 f by all men, that norwirhftanding that there were very Qiarpe and hot warres he- 

tweene the Em peror, and Gvblpiio. with his adherents,yet Gveipho notwithftanding 
offered to goe this iourney with him, and to do him feruice therein. And fo the Emperovu and 
the French King C by their Letters) agreed to goe to that enterprife pcrfonally. But forafmmrh 
as they both could not conueniently march together in companie, byreafon ofthe greatmul- 
titudes of their people ; it was concluded that the Emperor mould firft let forwards ( and fohe 
did)intheyeercofourLord 1147,according to moft authors, yet fome write one yeere leffe: 
and hedepartedyaccompanied by thefe Princes, Fr e d brick Duke of Sneuia,fonne to his 
brother Fred eric k deceafed,the Duke of Zorr4Wtf,the Earle of Flanders and ErifeUndjht 
Marquelfe of AuJlria, and Gjri pho his former cruell enemie,but then his feruant and com- 
panion, whome the Emperor in all that journey called fellow fouldier, and made great account 
of his perfon, with many other Princes and Lords of great account. In this all authors agree, 
that ofthe Emperors owne forces, with the forces of thefe Princes, together with the aduen- 
turers, which came from al parts,vpon the report of fo zealous an enterprife, his Army amoun¬ 
ted to the number of threefcore and tenne thoufandhor fe, and (inamanner) asnaanyfoote: 
with which, marching through t ^ittjlria and Hungary, he directed his iourney towards Confian- 
t'meple 5 where he was very ioyfully and honourably recciucd by the Emperor Buanvb r.,fba 
I:oCaloioannhs j and his troupes were lodged in townes and places necre at hand; and 
' flaying there fome few dayes, he eroded ouer the ftraight of Conflantimplc with his wholeAr- 
mie, with leffe ftore of visuals then was needfull in fuch an aftion, through the Emperour of 
Cenfianttnopkhis coun/ell and default , who promised to furnifli him with all things ncceflaricj 
and fo hee marched through the Emperors Countries, in^^»theldTe,andhad!Greekcsfor 
his guides, fuch as well knew the Country. f 

Pa/fing through the Prouince of Licama, which bprdereth vpon Galacia, in themicjdcftof 
TrtdtWn «/ <-</** leffe, being in his enemies Country in great want of victuals, all his guides in one 
the i mpems night forfooke him: which, as fome write, was thought to Imic been done by the direction of 
ptndts. the Emperor of Confiantmple , who of malice or enuie repined at this war. Others imagine 
thattb^y flood in fearc,and fled,for that they faw the Afmy fo vnprouidedof viftualls., orfor 
that they had miffed of their way: but howfoeuer it was,thc Emperour flayed neere to the Ci- 
. tie of J centum % which is in Silicia , and (as fome fay) belieged the fame, for that it was rich, well 

furniflied,andof great importance, thinking in fhort time to haue taken ir. But forafrnuchas 
victuals came not according to the truft he repofed in the Greekes* his people within few dales 
/pace endured extream hunger and ficknes ; and falling fick ofthe chaulk which(as fome write) 
the Greeks did put into their mcale, they dyed. , *■ 

The Emperor feeing himfelf thus diftrdfed in his enemies countrie, and his friendsbeing 
doubtfull and variable in rheir opinions, whether they Should goe for wards,or retire(eithcrof 
which was perillous) in the meane time, fo great a multitude of Turks, Perfians,and other hea¬ 
then nations (knowing the diftreffc wherein the Chriftians 1 were) alTaulted his Campe, in fuch 
manner, that his perfon and Armievverein danger tohauebeen wholly loft (Godin hhfecret 
iudgemcnr, permitting it): and the Emperof knowing no better courfetobetaken,cametoa 
battailewiththem 5 fome fay two, and that the fight continued two daies together, oncafter 
•rLt nmptrtt anotfier:and asthc greateft part of his Army was fickly,and almoft hunger-ftarued ; fo after that 
Comrade outr* they had done what they poflibly were able, they were broken and ouerthrowne * and fo many I 
tht ofthem were flainc and taken ptifoners, that there remained little more then the tenth man of 
his Army ; with which he efcaped by flight, and therein endured extteame hunger and many 
daungers^ and flayed not any where vntill he came to the citie of Aicea, in the prouince of By* 
thinU, in the lefle, which was fubieft to the Grceke Empire j where gathering together 
the remainder of his Army (which from many parts, held by Chriftians, came thither to him) 
he determined to atrend the comming of Ljvvbs the French King, who was alreadievpon 
the way .This ouerthrow happened in the moncthof Nouember,in the yeere of our Lord one 
thoufand, one hundred fourtieandfeuen. 

. At what time as the Emperour Conrad h wasthui ouerthrowne by the Infidels, the 

, French 


French King was come from Confiamimplemto Bythwia 3 where he had been well rcceiiiedand 
lodged by the Emperour Emanvel : and within few daies after that the Emperour Con- 
R ad e was departed from Germany, Pope Evganivs the Third,which fucceeded Lvu- 
V s, frying from Rome, came to him in Prance,by reafon of ceitaine mutinies raifed againft him 
in Rome,for the people would haue placed ccrtaine citizens in the gouernment ofthe citie . and 
the Pope finding the King ready to depart, encouraged him to proceedein his iourney' and 
gauehim liisholy benediction $and the Kingin requitall gauehim men and money,wherewith 
lie returned to Rome ,and was with much obedience there rcceiucd. 

King Lews s of France being avriued in tyifia, and vnderftanding nothing of theEmpe- 
rors misfortune {Fredbrick Duke of Sukm, Nephew to the Emperor, came to him,and 
certified him of their ouerthrow : wherefore the King haftened his iourney, and findingthe 
Emperor in Nicea, he recomfoited and perfwaded him to proceede in his company. whidr he 
then willingly did, and fo they marched together to the famous cirieof Ephefus, which is the 
chcefe of all ^Jia the leffe, in the prouince of Ma: where the Emperour confidering chathee 
went hot according to his eftate and honour, going with fo fmall forces, but rather as a fubiett 
totheKing of France, and for fome other j efpe&s, giuinggood words he tookchis leaueof the 
King, and departed 5 and drawing neere to the Sea, fent his people by land, and he by Shippe 
wentto flay for them at Confiantinople : where diffembling the iniurie he had receiuedCor perad- 
uenture not fufpeding any fuch matter) he remained the reft of rhe winter • to the end that re¬ 
inforcing his Army,iie might from thence the next Spring returne to his enterprife, 

Inthemeanc time the French King profeemed his iourney, not withoutgreat trouble and 
Ioffe ofmany of hismen,inabattaile'whichhe wonne • and in another, wherein partot hisAr- 
mie was ouerthrowne: how it pafledldoenot/etdowne, forthatitappertaineth nottomy 
I Hiftotie. After this, enduring great toils and dangers, by long iourneies he came to the citic 
I company of R a i m o n>d or R b m o n, Lord thereof,who cametomeetehim 

I ypon the way, and to doe him honor. From whence he afterwards (as I willfhewyou) came to 
j mfafem. ' : . 

TheSpring being come, and the Emperour C on r a d;b hauingleuicd new forces, which 
I lie ioyned with the remainder ofhis laft Armic3 in agreat fleete which hee had prepared,with 
thchelpeof the Emperour of Confiantimple, he embarked, and came therein into Soria «and 
theredifembarking in a certaine harbour; came with his Army by land to lerufalem. , where, by 
Bald win the King thereof, he was very ioyfully recciued 3 and within few daiestheyhad 
intelligence, that the French King was comming thither alio: whom the Emperour, and King 
Bu d y v i n veceiued with great ioy • and then to auoyde lofle of much time, they prefenrly 
took counfell abour profecuting the wane againft the Infidels ; concluding to befiege the citie 
ofDawfafrom whence ( for that it was very puiflantand populous ) they daily receiucdlofle, 
prejudice, apd ill neighbourhood: $nd fo taking that obftacle,thcy r efolued to haue proceeded 
iiirrher, which plot was prefently put in execution - 3 and the Emperour, and the two Kings de¬ 
parted, with a great and very well ordered Armie, with a refolution, and in hope to haue effec¬ 
ted fome great matters: but it pleafed God otherwife to difpofe of their purpofe: for being 
conic toDama/ca, and hauirig encamped tbemfelues on that fide ofthe citie,towards Mount Li - Tidmafcote. 
hm ,they had many dangerous skirmiflies: wherefore(thiough the aduice and counfel of ccr- f' e & ed J?y the 
taine men oft hat countrie, which,being corrupted with mony by the befieged, defiredtode- C " ^ 
ceiuethefe Princes) they remoued their Campe to the other fide, and abandoned themoft fit 
place fortheir fiege : wh^reofitenflied,thattheInfidelstakingtheaduantngcofan HiII(which 
they fortified) did greatly annoy them; and this Hill was fo fituatp,chat it ftopt the comming of 
viftuals to the Campe: and the Dcfiegcd defended themfelucs fo valiantly,and famine fo much 
encreafed in thefe Princes armies,thatkv;?as impofliule for them to Hue, if they remained there 
Jny longer, fo as they were perforce conftrained to raife their fiege, and returned to letufalem, 
fopowfull and in ill plight, there to confuk of vvhat courfe was beft to be taken. In this ficge(as 
jaith the Abbat W hspekornszs)Gvblpho, the Emperors auntientenemie (yet then 
hisgood friend) fell ficke : and fearing to die if he had ftaied there any longer, he with his fol¬ 
lowers tooke (hipping and failed into Sicilia , where recouering his health; through the counfel 
and mftigation of R o G B r King thereof, be went into Germany, and there againe rebelling, 

Made warres vpon the Emperours countries. 

The Emperour and French King then refolued to returne into their dominions, feeing it 
pleafed not God to profper their proceedings 5 and the rather to the end to auoyde innouations rv„,.-t 

and 
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yv 77fJ he an< * uou ^^ cs t ^ iat might grow in the countries, by reafon of their abfence • and they did fo, lea. 
H0 ?* n ' uing the affaires oftheEaft in as ill eftate as they found the fame. TheEmperor rigging vp his 
nauie, embarked himfelf with his people, and again took land in Gracia (as faith G t h o F r r . 
s X N g B N 31 s, who accompanied him in all this iourney ) and in the prouince of Achaia, met 
the Emperor ofConftminople: whcrcrcfrefhinghimfclfawhileafter his commingfrom Sea, he 
departed from the laid Emperour, and took his way into Germany , and fo ended this religious 
enterprife, in the fourth yeere after the fame began. The French King, within fewdayesafter 
the Emperors departure from the Holy land, rooke (hipping alfoj and afrot fame ad ventures 
which befell him in the way, arriued in his countrie, in health and peace} and the Emperour 
againc warred againft Gv h l p ho, to pumTIi him for his rebellion in his abfence: but atthe 
entreatic of his"Nephew Frederic k , Duke ofSueuia, who was likewife Nephew to 
Gveipho by his mothers fide, he pardoned him } and graunted him peace,and allowed him 
certaine lands and reuenewes for his maintenance. 

At this time came Ambalfadours to the Emperour from the Chriftian Kings, and from the 
Pope, to congratulate his rcturnc; and hee commanded aDiet or Councell to beaffeinbkdk 
the citie of Cewflaettce^ where,after many matters appertaining to the gouernment ofthe Com* 
mon-wcalch, he concluded to come into Italy, to be crowned (being thereto inuited by Pope 
V r b a n i before named ) and making preparation for his iourney, hee wasentcrceptedby 
deathjnot without fufpicion of poyfon,giuen him by an Italian Phifician,through the procure- 
ibeJedth of mento ^ OG8R King of Sicilia ; he died in the yeerc ofour Lord, one thoufand, one hund- 
the Em/eyL dred fiftlc two, in the fifteenth yeere of his raigne (fome reckon one thoufand, one hundred iff. 

Conrade. tie and foure ) and left one onely fonne called Fr 8 dbrigk,\vIio afterwards being Dukeof 

Sueuiajdied in Italy: which fonne he had by his wife theEmpereffe, whofe name was Gjr. 
trvd i,an Earles daughter which was a great Lord in Germany Joy whom he alfo had had ano¬ 
ther fon t calledH enry;qF whom mention hath been alreadie made, who died before his father 
the Emperor. 

InConflAntinqU raigned E m a n v e e, and held the Empire after this almoft thirtieyeeres* 
this Emperour is reckoned amongft the wicked and vicious Emperors,and is greatly condem¬ 
ned, tohaue bcene the occafion bfthe Ioffe ofthe two Armies, vie. the Emperors, and the 
French Kings, as we haue alreadie related. For which ! caufe, it is written that Roger King 
of Sicily warred againft him:and hauing taken certaine Hands from him 5 he came fo neerctothe 
citie of CenBantutople, that thearrowes which he fliot, fell within his palace 5 and they affirme, 
that he gathered apples from the trees,growing in the Orchards and Gardens belonging there¬ 
to. This Roci r. died within a yeere or two after the Emperor C o * n a d > 5 and hisfonne 
WmiAM theFirftfuccecdedhim. 

In the time of this Emperour, in the yeere ofour Lord, one thoufand, one hundred thittie 
lime, died in innce, a man called I o h n du Temps , who (as many authors affirme) had liued 
;^,r p th fee hundred fixtie and oneyeeres, and had beene an Halberder of theEmperor ,C haubs 
lined the Great his guard 5 it is amatter hardly to be beleeued>yec poflible • and many aUthorswntc

lc|;tafbnne whofe name was F r e d s r i c k, who was called 

Puke of Sueuia 5 neuerrhelefTe, fo great was the reputation of 
Ills Nephew Frbderick, who was his brother Fkbd e- 
ricks fonrie, and DukeofAw^M, rhat the Princes Ele&ors 
being nflembled in Pranckford^madc him Em peror-and he pre- J rC L eric J 
fently went to be crowned, with the firft crowne, in the citie 
of Aken; whither repaired all the Princes of Germany to fee the Y0,,r - 
new Emperor. For without doubr, Frederick (as all 
authors write of him) was a Prince of threat Valour, and wor¬ 
ths of the Imperiall dignitie, afwell for the gifts ofthe body 

thenprhTZi —T"-^ as tlie min .de. He was of more then a mcane ftatuie.of great 

• 8 ^ 8n dfgiljnc, very wdlproportibned'in'body, and'ofa faireand'pleafihg:countenancc, 

' aCcompa- 
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accompanied with grauitic and maieftie. His haire and beard were red, wherefore he wascal- 
ledBusAnossAorEnBOBAuvs. With thefe corporall gifts, he was endued with a 
iharpe and excellent wit) and fpake wifely and efte<ftually $ and was of fo excellent a memorie 
efpecially concerning tbcgefture andcountenance ofa man,that whofoeuer had once negoci.* 
ated with him, although in longtime after he had not fcenc him,yet he would know him at the 
firft fight. He was alfo ofa milde and pleafimt conuerfttion,very liberall and bound full , a n d an 
enemieto couetoufncs 5 vertuous, without any noted vice : moft valiant in Armes, and a con¬ 
temner of daungers, very attiue both on footc and horfcbacke ; and very expert,and well adui- 
ied in,the warres andmilitarie difeipline. Thefe vertucs were accompanied with a greatdefire 
of glorie and renowne ; for he was very ambitious, couetuig rule and commaund, which in m 
opinion was the caufe ofmany mifchiefes,of great wan es, and oftheeflTufionofmuch blood in 
his time: the Wars he followed in his owne perfon, yvithgreat courage and valour,for the fpacc 
ofthirtieyeeres, that he held the Empire : and imitating Hbnu the Fourth, hefupported 
and maintained a fchifme in the Church of Arne, for rhe fpace oftwentieyeeres - and reiliued 
the emulation,and competenciebetweeneth£‘Emperors and Popes, which L o t h a r. y, and 
Conudb had pacified : as we wilfbrfefly recite. The firft thing he did after he came to 
the Empire, was, to call a Parliament in the citic of Mesburgh ,whither (amongft othor Princes) 
came the King of De»mark,new\y come to his inheritance, who there was crowned by theEm- 
peror Frbpbric K,anddid him homage, asaKingfubieA to theEmpirc. And there he al- 
fo recciucd the AmbafTades of other Chriftian Pi inces,which fent to congratulate his ele&ion, 
and he concluded peace with them all. So in his beginnings he made lhew ofa very peaceable 
Prince,but he afterwards prooued to be one of the great eft warriors in the world: and ic appea¬ 
red, that in the beginning hce fought peace, thereby to be afterwards the better able to make 


warre. 

At that time was great contention betweene the Dukes of Saxony,and of Bau/We( both wrfiich 
were called Henry) which extended itfelfouer all Gcrwwy jfomcfauouring theonepartie, 
and fome the other. Henry Duke of Saxony made claimetothe DuchieofBdw’w?, which 
had bcene his fathers : whereof he wasdepriued by theEmperour Comrade, andnow 

Henry Marqucflc ofc yiupia held the fame,and was called Duke of Bmerejfo r that his bro¬ 
ther Leo pold hadleftithim-for to himhad the Emperor Con rad h giuenit.TheEm. 
peror Frederick, for that he was neereofkinneto both thefe competitors (fortheoneof 
them was his Vnclc, and the other his cofin german ) reconciled them after this manner. that 
to He n r y of Saxony fhoultl be reftored theDuchie of Bauiere (but yet he afterwards lollthc 
(ame)andlienaade Henry Marquette ofc^nfiria ( who was called the Duke of Berne) 
Dukcof/li*ffria,and gaue him fome other places; and to G v e l p u o, Vncle to the Duke of 
Saxony, he gaue certaine lands, and an eftate in Italy, which he enherited from Mavd, often 
• before mentioned. 

This peace and agreement being concluded, and all other atfions and debates in German) en¬ 
ded, heefpent many daies in eftabhfliing peace, and in doing Mice. After which, Hinr y 

Count Palatine of the Rhino (a prince of great pofleftions) died without iffue or any of his 
howfe,that might fucceede him •, but the Emperor found a meane to make his brother Co n- 
_ RADI his heire • who had that countrie,and he afterwards dying,left it to his oncly daughter, 
-- which was marled to H e n r r Duke of Saxony,by which manage he gat that eftate. Thefeand 
fuch like accidents and alterations which I finde in the Hittories of Gcrmanyjvritten by the Gci- 
manes themfelues, make me to doubt of thefe genealogies, and antiquities of families,which 
they fo much celebrate, to be of a thousand, and of two thoufand yeeres continuance } deice ti¬ 
ded in line mafeuline from the father to the/on without baftardie* and other matters wherer 

of the Germanes vaunt • which are, in a manner impoifible, or at the lead improbable • for wc 
know that all thofe great houfes and eftates began fince the time of Char l b sthe Great; and 
I fee that in thofe principal! houfes there haue bin notable alterations, and chaunges, from one 
howfe to another j as heretofore hath bin feene in fome of them $ and now in this Count Pala¬ 
tine, which in this place cl eerelypalfeth from the auntient linage, to the houfeofSneuia, and to 
this Emperors brother which happened in the fecond yeere of his raigne. 

Thisbeingpaft,theEmperormaried the daughter of Diop o l d Marqvicflco fBofpm 
called Alfa :but forafinuch as it was found that they were within prohibited degrees of confan- 
guinitic, a Sy nod was aflemblcd in the citie of Conffame, in which he was diuorced and Separa¬ 
ted from her; and then he married with the onely daughter of R ainoid Earle of Burgntm 
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by whom he afterwards had Hue fonnes j Henry, Frederick, Comrade, Philip, 
andOrHo. 

Thefe matters being ended, the Emperour refolued to gbeto Rome, to be crowned by 
pope A 0 R1 a n the Third, who was an Engli/h-man • Jeuyinga great Annie- and fetting or- A&kn 
del for the affaires of Germany,he departed towards Italy: it behoued him to do fo.for the cities 't 1 lt 2 
o[ Lombardy and others fubieft to the Empire,through the long abfccnce of the Emperour (for 
Conrad E had neuervi fired them)were accufiomed to fuch ]ibeitie,rhac any kind of fubiec- 
t iotifeemed to them intolerable, efpecially iMilan,which of them all was the richeft, and moft 
potent. Andfo Frederick being arriued in tf^Ambafladours came to him from Milan^ 
which after their due renerence, entreated him to beplcafed, to make Como and Zodifubiecl to 
their citic, promifing to giuehimagreatfummeofmony : which requeft he held vniuft, and 
therefore would notgraunt it; which was the original! occafion of the rebellion of Milan, and 
oftheeuils which afterwards enfued .• andtheMilanois prefently began to fliew their difeon-* 
tentjfor the Emperors Campe being lodged within a mileofithe citie, they not onely refufed 
| tolodgeorto entertainehim therein, but denied to giuc him victuals for his people for mony ; 
whereupon, taking this their contempt in very ill part (as he afterwards manifefted) he prefent¬ 
ly battered certaine Cadies within their iurifdiStion : but holding it no fit time pi c/ently to be- 

ficgc the citie, his fouldiers ouerranne their fields, euen to their citie gates • and he pafiing for¬ 
wards, went to BerceUt, and to Turin, andpafted ouer the riuer Po 5 and' by the way burned^ 
for that it ftood at defence 1 and afterwards befieged the citie of Tertona , for as much as it refii- Frederick w 
fed to rcceiue him, which was a very ftrong hold. The fiege continuing ccrrairfe daies Jtajy^ ** 
with great Ioffe of both parts ■ in rhe endhetookeit, and made fo great a fpoile in ir, that he 
left it (in a manner) defolateand wholly ruined : whereupon thofe of Pauh (for fearc ) recei¬ 
ved him, making (hew of great ioy • and there he receiued the fecond Crown,and thence mar¬ 
ched towards Rome, whither he went to be crowned. 

Pope Adrian a? thattime was not well pleafed with theRomane people,2bout certaine 
Confiils which they had cho/en, a kind of gouernment (which for along time they had 
fought to introduce) greatly abr idging the Popes power and authoritie: about which, great 
matters had pafled between the citizens and fom.e cuf his predeccffors,as before hath been men- o 

tioned. Wherefore toauoide this trouble,and to preuent certaine practices, which Wi 1 l i a m 
the new king of Sicilia attempted againftthepatrimonieof the Church of Rome, tlu* Pope ab- 
fcared himfelfe, and with his. Cardinals attended the Empcrours comming in Sutrio . front 
whence, with a lhew of great louejthey came together to Rome: and the Emperour lodging his 
Army in the fields neerevntoir, he,together with the Pope (hauing a competent guard)Cn- 
tredtheVaticane,andthcnextd2y was crowned in S.Pe t u rs Church with great folem- 
nirie. But the coronation was fearedy ended,when vpon the fame day all the Romane people rtvfwpfe of 
rifinginanvpi'oare,withoutknowinganyoccafionthereof,togcthcrwit:h their Confuls, put 
themfelues in Armes, ashmen difeontented with the friendfhip between the Emperour and the ^ ^ 

Pope -,and comming into the Vaticane,they let vpon the Gei mancs which came with the Em* 

perour; who hearing what palled, hee caufed certaine companies of fouldiers, of thofe 
which were encamped ncereto the citie, fpedily to enter, which fought with the Romanics, 
and many ivere flaine of either fide : but in the end the Romanes were-contained to 
retire by their bridges into the citie ( feuen hundred of them being firft flaine and taken 
prifoners). 

TheEmperour remaining commaundcro ftheVaticanej was foinccn/ed,that but for the 
Popes entreatie, he would haue caiufcd the citie to haue been afiaulted, and vvould^ haue gidcri 
file inhabitants a terribleremembrance fortheir mutinying:butthe Pope mitigated his difplea- 
fure,and the Romanes ftood all that night and the ncAt day in Armes; wherewith the Pope be¬ 
ing grieued, was little obeyed. The Emperor departed thence, and within few daies afrer his 
abode in that quarter , went into Germany (whereof the Pope complained, for that he left him' 
at variance with thccitizens)and.by the way took fome towties by aflaulc • amongft which,^- 
lacked and burnt for refiftihg him : and fb he afterwards pafted through Lombardy,w ith- 
outany ftay, with a determination to'retnrne with greater power; where befell him' fome no¬ 
table aduentures, which (the better to exprefle fuch as are of greater imp'oitance) I omit* 

Being now returned into Germany , with great power and greater authoritie, for that he 
Was crowned by the Pope ; the Duke of Bohemia whofe name was V l a d i s l a v s, or L a-' * 

v > s 1 a v who came with him all this tourney, was ( by rcaibn of his great eftate and the 
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./ worthincfi of his perfon) made King: yet I frndc it written, rhac the Emperour H * n * Y th 
rj ' Fourth, inthe yeere of our Lord, one thoufand, eighty and fix, gaue the title of King roB R 

Vadiflau* TIS “ vs •PukeoFMmM.-biitchartidewasthengiuentohispcrro^andnoctothecouD 

Duke ojjsobe . trie • and fo his fuccdfors enjoyed not the fame,vnrill the time of this Vladislavs; which 
mt mAitKmi. continueth vntill this day. And the Emperor puffing forwards, without difeharging his Artnv 
matched again# the Du keot Poland-, who for certain ycers (pace had refuted to pay the tribute* 

which hcoughttothe Empire: but hccompelledhimtopaythefame. ’ 

The Emperor being gon e our o t Italy, great conrrouerfie arofe between the Pope and W i L . 
HAu Icing of Sicilia 5 wherein the Pope rccouered ccrtaine places which William had 
taken from him jEmanvei Emperor of Conftantinople (and William’s enemy) furthe 
ring thofe difeords, who fent to the Pope, and made great offers and promifes to aide and for" 
cour him : whereupon,after fome confli&s which paft betweene them, William by 3 |[ 
w.Uiam lneanes P ofllble r ° u S ht the Po P es 8 racc fruor, fubmitting himfelfeto his obedience - and 
fimJh-k the Pope confirm ed to him the title of King of both the Sicilieswherwith the Emperor F M . 
Tope DERICK was much difpleafed, and greatly complained, for he hated William • and ai 

botbsuiic. his comming into Italic, went of purpose to warre again# him, although afterwards he could 

not eftedt the fame as he thought to haue done* 

For this caufe and other which are not mentioned, in thofe dales great ftrife and contentions 
grew between the Emperor and die Pope 3 which neither P l a t i n a nor Blondyj f pe . 
cifie^nor any other Italian Authors: but R v d a is i c v s F a i s i n g b n s i s, whoprofecu 
ted the Hiftoric which Otho Frisinoensis left a little before, and other HiftoiW 
phers, deferibe the fame at large: the fumme whereof is, that the Emperor began to doas fome 
of his predeceffors had done, in giuing Ecckfiafticall dignities, and inuefting Prelates without 
the Popes authority, or confirmation3 and would not endure the Popes Legates in his coun¬ 
tries, but when, how, and in what manner it pleafed him j taking occasion hereof,that the Pope 1 
without his confent had made peace with his enemy Wiuiami whereto the Pope an- 
fwered, that he could doe no other wife, tor that th e Emperour abandoned him in his diftrdft 
When Jtow rebelled again# him. And thematteF came to this iffoe, that the Emperor would 
v nor permit any appeales to be made to the Court of Rome 3 and about that matter he apprehen¬ 

ded certain Bifhops, which Nayclervs, and H b n r i c v s Mvcivs, proue by cer- 
rain Letters palling between theEmperor and the Popewhich Letters they affirme to haue 
feene in a Monaftery of Germany . They alfo fpeakc of certaine very fharpe Ambaffages from the 
one to the other 3 and that inthe end the Pope (landing in fearc of the Emperors power (being 
aduifed by ccrtaine Prelates) and alfo for rhar there was great difeord between the Cities of 
Zcmbardy, whither the Emperor meant (hortly to come j they came to an agreement of peace, 
which was concluded by Ambafladors in a Parliament, which the Emperor caufed to be held 
m mbwgh \ where after this was ended, he made relation to all the Princes, of the injorie 
which the Milanois, and certain other Citie s in Lombardy had done him: And there it was con- 

cludcd,that he fhould the kcondtimecomeinro7/4^,with farregreater power ChenatthcM. 

And while# he was bufied about thefe matters, the Milanois (who at that time were of great 
power and very rich) being offended with what he had done in their fields and territory 
thought not only to free themtelues from fubje&ion, and to haue denied him their obedience, 
but alfo refolu'd to attend his coming in the open field with an Army,and to make themfeluej 
Lords of all that countrie with the marches thereof, and ro (hake off the Imperiall yoke, prefu- 
ming ypon their great power, and the aide of their friends and con federats: and fo they began 
ro lcuie men, and to make leagues and confcderacieswithother Cities, as with Crema, Brefm 
Placentia, and other Townes: and they repaired and fortified Tortona, which the Emperor had 
ruinated. Prefenrly after this, they made cruell warre again# Pauia , Cremona, and other p!a* 

C l SW u f ° r ] heEmpcroriandruincdtheCiricsofz ^ andc ^ which of long time 

they had hated, and were vnder the Emperors prote&ion* The chicfe Author hereof, was a 
man of great authority in Milan, whofe name was Gvaephaoo, who (as a Lord or tyrant) 
was of fuch power in the citic, that all was done at his pleafure and by his dirc&ion which 
made the Empcior the move to haflen his comming into Italia j two yeeres being not fully ex¬ 
pired fince his firft comming thither; and with him came the king of Bohemia , L a o p o l o 
Matqueffe of i^/fuftria, his Nephew Fr.bdhr.ick Duke of Sneuia , and other princes, be- 
fides fome which were fent before to guard the Cittie of Cremona : The Emperour 
being in Italy , there came to doc him teruicc, Henu the Duke of Saxony witha 
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thoufand and three hundred men at Armcs, and Gvblpho with three hundred. The Em* 

perours comming into Italy did put thecountvie in fuch feare, that Brefcia (whither he Cent the 

King of Bohemia, and his nephew the Duke of Sueuia ) yeclded without pffault, promifing to be 

at his deuotion . From thence he marched with his Army towards Milan, and by the way had 

fomeskirmifhes, which IpafTeouer ; being come into the marches thereof, heftaied and root 

certaine Cattles, which he did of fet purpofe, fuppofing that the Milanois would haue fired foe 

peace, or haue vfed fomefubmiffton : but they were now growne fo proud, that they applied 

themfelues to nothing elfc, but to fortifie their citic; whereof when the Emperour was adueri 

tiled, he commanded the cities which were vnder his obedience, ro fend him fouldiers. and fo 

fromCremona (as faith the Abbat Wbjperoensis) came to him rhiirierhoufandfight/n* 

men i (o great was the enuie they bare again# Milan :and from Pauia and iv** 4i77i,there came alfo 

greatnumbers 3 with which, and with his own Army he went to Milan: whither when he came; 

they (died out of the citie into the field, in a very great n umber both of Foote and hotfe > and d The Milan* 

bat taile began betweene them, one wounding and killing ahother in moft cruetl manner : but t00kf! Afield 

the Milanois being vnable to endure the furieof thclmperialifts, they retired, flying to the 

walks of the citie • and thofe of Cremona were fogreedy in purfuing them,tbat they fat-re oner- ‘' ^ 

went the battallions of the Gerthianes: which when the Milanois perceiucdjciirning head,they 

charged them in fuch manner that they made them retire, and in their retreit flew many of thei? 

mm: And Frbdbfick who faw all this,charged with his fquadron with fo great force and 

furie, that he made them of Milan to turne their backes^ and wounding and killing many of 

them, compelkd the reft to fly to the gates of their citie, and he firing the Subiubcs, preftnriy 

bcfieged the fame - and fo he held it belieged for certaine daies, in which were many great and 

notableskiimiihes. ButtheMilanoisfeeingtheEtnperoursreft>lutioft,andgreat power, and 

theengines which he railed to batter their walks, were info great feare, that they refolded 

loyeeld, vpon the beft conditions they could get, and to lend their Ambaffadouis ro the 

Campe 5 which confefling their offences, and crauing pardon, with a long fet fpee£h ehtreated 

the Emperour ro admit them into his fcruice - and afterwards in particulaf they treated , 

thereof with the Princes in the Army, and (as fome authors fay) gauc great gifts and 

pre/ents : finally, they obtained mercy, yeelded the citie 3 and were pardoned. CMiUn 

being now brought to fubie<ftion (as it was the head of all the rebels) the reft ofthetownc^ 

kUmbardy prekntly ycelded obedience, and gaue fccuritie, promifirig to ferue theEnl- 

pcrour, ana to doe what they fhould be commanded • atid the Emperour in perfon vilited 

many of them, and appointed Roncal/d to bee the plate (vhither they fhould fend theit 

Ptoftors or Agents with their authority ; where hee detetmihed to hold a Pailiariicht, 

to treate of the common eftate of thefe prouinccs. Hauing in fo Ihort fpaCe had thii 

good fucceffe in Lombardy hcedifarinulled fome of their lawes and cuftomes, atid preferi- 

bed ocher new, with greater rigour then (in truth) he ought to haue done: whereof many in- 

conuehiences ehfued. 

Thetimeappointed fortheirmeetlngbeihg come, and they making their appearance ac¬ 
cordingly- after many matters which there weredebated,bytheaduiceoffomcofhis'G6un^ 

C ff 5 be a n Inftrument to be made, concerning an vniuerfall peace • which he ehioyned 
all the dries, and principal! men, Marqucfles and Earles in all Lombardy , to obferuc. ThiV 
was done after the Germane manner, with penalties therein aceuftomed 3 Which being pub'^ 
u/nedand made knowne vnto them, they all murmured,and held themfelues Wronged, pririei- 
pally the Milanois 32nd this difeontentment encreafed in fuch manner, that if was the Caufe Of 
grater miferiesthen the former, by 1 eafon Ofthe tolls and taies which the Emperour Mipo- 
fed vpon all the countrie 5 referuingto himielfcthe elediori and prouifionof all officers 3 
and although he did it by the aduice and coii'nfell of learned then and Princes^ whickmain*^ 

Mined that the Emperour tnight doe it in all thofo countries • yet the people bring vnaceuflo^ 
medthereto, took it yery grieupufly: which was the occafipn ofrhe eiills Which eflfileld) lj(l« 
tnodghin the beginning they durft not rcbell.

waj'dsthe countrie n't Burgundy 5 which was an eft ate he held by his wife: other authors fpeake 
notofthis departure,but recite what enfued, as though he had not gone out of My .* but in my 
iudgement, Milan, Crema, and Breftia, and the other cities, would not haue dared fo perempto. 
rily to haue rebelled, if the Emperour with his Army had continued in Lombardy : wherefore 
(holding with W»sPUGBNsis,and fuch others as are of his opinion) Ifay thatas 
/bone as the Emperour wasgone out of Lombardy, thefe things infued, which we will prefently 
relate. * 

The Milanois (which neuei yedded to obey the Emperours lawes) feeing themfelues of 
great power, tooke the field with their forces, and went to a caftlewhichthe EmperourJiad 
built neerc to Cum, and aflaulting it, took it by force 5 and fo they began the warre, and did as 
much harme as at the fir/ 1 , but with greater refolution : prefently the cities of Crema, Breftia 
and Placentia did the like, and all the reft of their faction. Iohannis Cremon b n s t $ ^ 
his fourth booke faith, that the Pope made a league with Wil 1 iam Kingof Sicilia againft 
the Emperor, which was the caufe of great hatred betweene them. The Emperour being ad- 
uertifed of the bold attempts of the Milanois,and their adherents • with great celeritie (before 
that his whole A rmy was in a readine/s ) returnd into Lombardy,and went dice£Hy to Milan • and 
finding no refiftance in the field, harried and fpoiled the countrie, leauing nothin? ftandingvn- 
deftroyed 5 fo great was the wrath and difpicafure which he had conceiued againft it: and de¬ 
parting from thence he went to repofe himfelfin Lodi (to be cured ofa lamelegge whichhcc 

had) whithercame AmbaiTadoursfromCnrfflwurfjtocompIaineofthofeofCreOTUjforthegreat 

wrongs they did them,and to craue fuccour:theharmsdon were the greater, by reafon ofthe 
ftrepgth of the place, together with thcaide and reliefe which they had from Brefita % and from 
Milan. As the Em perour was a man of a very haughtie /pit it, fo he fceking a 1 edrefle for alldif* 
ordersjfent his brother Conuadi, Count Palatine of the Rhine, and fome other principal! 
men,with part of his Army,lobefiege Crema 3 and the men of warre which were in Crem took 
the field, and gnue them battaile, which continued long, wherein many of both (ides were 
(laine: but in the end the Impcridifts had the vi«ftorie,and compelled their enemies to returne 
runnning to their towne; fo as they durft falie foorth no more .* and fo the fiege con¬ 
tinued. 

At the feme time new fupplies came to the Emperour out of Germany ; wherewith came his 
wifethe Emprdfe, wjth many men at Armesoutof Burgundie, and with her came Henry 
P uke of Saxouyaqd of JBauiere, of whom we haue/poken much: with which, and with the reft 
vyhich.he had before, he laid a plot for tho/e of tJMilan whereby he took pri/bners abouethree 
hundred of them, and flue aboue fix hundred. But, houlding it hisbeft courfe firft to make an 
end With Crma (which by his commandenient was already befieged) hee remoued his Camp 
thither: and the better to juftifie his quarrell, hee fent to command them ro receiue him into 
their City, as their Emperor and liege Lord; which they not onely refufed, butgaue him ma* 
nyperemptorie proud ipeechesiwhereupon he cauled fund tie great engins&inftrumentstobe 
^d^jtberewith to batter the towne j and the befieged refolutely defended themfelues, and all 
theii-prifouers daily taken of cither fide, were either hanged or flaine • but at length they 
Were conftrained of necelfitie to yeeld, and held themfelues for happy, and charitably 
delt wkhall, that the Emperour would vouchfefe to giue them their Hues ^ and that lea- 
uing.tne eitiejthey might depart with their wiues and children,and fuch luggage as they could 
Carrie bn tbeir backef. 

oqV^hilcft the Emperour was at the fiege of Crema, Pope A dr i an ,choakt withaFly^iecIjI 
. aftcrj^fiofedeccafc, the Cardinals, being in number fiue and twentie, aflembling together inj 
JtJ^chofe Aik t an t> e r the Third ( before caljed R o vvi a n d) in am annerbyagene- 
i’aUcpnfent of them all, excepting onely three w|fich gainqfeidit, which flood for the Caidi- 
naflof^iCf/fwewJjwhofe name was O c t a y i a n v s, whom the Emperor much fauouredi.and 
this Octavianvs (notwithftanding his few voices iq.the eleiftion j wasfo bold,as to pro- 
cla'tme him felfe Pope, and was called Vie to r and there wanted not /bme to cake hisjpatt, 
and toflipport him* The other Pope, A l,h xa,^. per, feeing himfelf thus oppofedy fent his 
Ambanadours to the Emperojr, lyingtbeir^b^Camp before Crema, whereby hefeq.ueftcd 
bim,;that(yfingtheauthprityQf ( a^Emperor)^ip ( y^Qul^faUQu.rthe Gliur^by taking fwayjrhea 
fchifme : The Emperor fprapf^evu willed,thpPQpctocomcio the citie pf f^ia ,whither fie all 
fo appointed VT c r 0 r to co$e,to the ct$ he might, there bear both parities, and fo.(jeter/nit)d 
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of their controucrfie^ herewith A l exa n n br was much difeontent, and refolued ro fecke 
other redrefle. The tiinperpr hauing railed hisfiege from before Crema, leauing to make war 
againft tMilm vntill the iMSpripg (which was after the Abbats computation, in the yecre of 
onr Lord n<5i) came to the citie o t Pauia, from vvhcncche lent two Bifliops in Ambafla^cto 
Pope Alex a n n bk, adui/ing him ro come thither, where he /aid, many Bifliops would 
ittcere in the name ofa Couucdl, to the end that the fchifmcmightbecdccided • which Am- 
bafiac/ors behaued thcmfducs towards him, as to a CardinaII,butnotastoa Pope": for the Em- 
peroy(ashedifliked hisdc&ion) defiled tofupportPope Victor. Aiexande n talcing 
this in ill part, difparching the Amba/Tadors, commmaunded th?m to returne, and’they 
tvent to Victor with the faineincflage, to whom they fjiake, and did reuercnce ns’-tba 
Pope; and hee prefently departed, and went to Pauili, and was by the Emperour very 
well entertained, and there was proclaimed for right Pope: and the Emperour kiflln^ his 
footc, vfed other accuftomed ceremonies, whereof when- Alexa n d b r wa?ad- 
uertifed, holding himfelfe intolcrablie iniuried, hec proceeded againft the.Emperour,and 
his Pope, whom hee excommunicated, and anathematized ; and flic Emperour fending his 
Pope into Germany , returned to the warres of , wherein what pafted, you /hall vn- 
dciftand. 

Pope Alexander afterliisgoingtoi/^,ho]dinghimfe]fenotinfltfcrie ; throughthe 
a/ifi fiance o/William King of Sicilia, went by galleys into Francs, where he was very well 
entertained by P it il i p the French King ( I fay Pa ilip, for that Biondv s, and al1 thofe 
Italian authors call him fo; but hereafter you flial vndei ftand that it could not be Philip bun 
bis father L ewes, comparing the times) and there hccallcda Conned in cliermom, where 
keagaine proclaimed the Emperor and his Pope excommunicate j vvhar after enfued-you fliall 
hearc. ■ 
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The Spring of the yeeve being come,the Emperor very refolutcly returned again ft UVtilan, 
mftia, Placentia, and fuch other rebellious cities as were in league with them: but firft he ouer^ 
tan and deftroyed all the countrey round about tJMilan .‘before and after this time were many 
skirmiflies and encounters.which for breuitie I ouerpafle,wherein for the moft part the EmptN- 
tour had the better, vntill that hauing withdi awne his Army to take-in a caftlc and fomefte at 
thepaftage ouera riuer ncerc to Placentia, and the Milanois hauing a good Army,led by the ty¬ 
rant Gv A LVH a GO, with the aid of thofe of Placentia and Breftia, went to aflat’It a ftromvca- 
ftle, called Carcano, or Coracio: whereof the Emperour being aduertifed, heefpeeciily fenr for 
men to Paula, Noiiarra , and Lodi , with which, and with his ordinal ie troupes, he pur himfelfe 
betweene Milan, and the laid caftlc ( before which the Milanois dien were) in inch a place,and 
infuch manner, that of force they muft fight, or not returne. T#M/Ianois feeing themfelues 
| in this excrcmitie, fent fome of the cheefemen amongft them to the Emperours Camp, to in- 
treate him to fuflmhem to pafle, for they would not fight with him for the honor and dutie 
which they bare to his per/on. And the Emperour prdtiming that healrcadie held the vi< 5 tory 
in his hands, or thatthey durft not fight,would not graunt their i cqncft: by reafon whereof,his 
aduer/aries drawing courage out of defpairc, feeing themfelues loft if their pa/Tage were ftopt, 
and that they were vnable to rclieuc their houfes and friends, or to be relicued by them, refol* 
ued either to make way, or to dye in the action, and fo marched in good order againft the Em- 
perour, who likeivifc in very good order attended their camming, where there began a molt Mattel*; 
crudl battaile, as betweene very expert and valiant /ouldiers, and men in defpairc. In the begin*- twcene t,}e 
nmg, the Emperor apparsutlic had the better, and many of his enemies were flaine, and their Su* 
itandard was taken: but the fight continuing vntillnoone,there came ccrramecompanies from 
thevnited cities to the aid ofthe Milanois, which charged with fuch re/blutidnand fury, that 
the Imperialifts retired, and their enemies (as matters ofthe field) flew and took prifoners very 
many of them: and the Emperour ftiewingthcgrcatnesof his mind,drew together greatpart of 
his Army in thebeft order he could, and ranging his troupes into a round Battallion, moft vali¬ 
antly defended himfelf againft his enemies;but truly he had bin cither flaine or taken if the fight 
nadcontinucdany longer: but itpleafed God that he being in this danger, there fell fo much 
tame, and therewith die aire was fodarke, that they neither few, nor knew the one the other* 
and/bthc Emperour held it for his beft courfe to retire towards Pam, and his enemies as con- 
querors, with fpoiles and prifoners went ioyfully to their houfes, which afterward coft: them 
verydeare. Thisnorable exploit, Pi at in a , J 3 londvs, and other Italian authors pafle 
oiier in filence: but as they donotgainefay it,and the Abbat Wespbroensis and other 
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Germane authors report the fame, I hauc thought good to m%e mention therc^fe- 

This ad uen tine being paftano! knowne in Germany, fona &pHftcjsgand great 1 Prelates, with 
many very good men ofWarre, came to the Emperors ai 4 ? ^ith v®?h,and with all the reft h e 
left Fauia, and with a mightie Army befieged Milan, purpofing not to rife from before it vntiil 
he had taken ir-and the befieged being wel fortified and vi&ualled,were no letfe refolute to dye 
in their defence: by region whereof, this was one of the moft cr uell and terrible fieges that hath 
bin feene beforeany citie,afwellfor the long continuance thercof,as for the skirmifhes/ajjyes 
aflauIts,lofle of men, and effufion of bloud,with the famine and other calamities which the be! 
Oegedindured t andforthelamentableand pitifullend whichithad. The fiege continued ttvo 
A HUnbefi'gtJ whole yeeresand one day: fome authors reckon fiue,and fome more, accounting (as I thinkc) 
deHrtjed, from the time the Emperour firft made wan e in the marches thereof. What skirmifhes were 
betwixt the befieged and the befiegers, the Reader may conic&ure ,confideringthepowerand 
fplcne of the Emperor, and the obftinacic and defpaire ioynedwith the great force and multi, 
tude of the Milanois. During the fiege, there was fo great want of vi&uals in the citie, thataf- 
ter they had eaten all the beads, and other food that might be eaten, they dyed of hunger; and 
being out of hope to haue any fuccour, or mcanes to Iiuc (the Emperor refufing all other com. 
pofitions) they were conftrained toyeeld to his mcrcie 5 yet fomeaffirme, that certaineltrm 
gaue him entrerancejand fome there are which fay, that he tookc the citieby force : butftow- 
foeucr it was,the city cam into the Emperors powers who conceiuing, that enow of them were 
flaine,he gaue the reft their liues 5 but in that Citie,and in al the reft, he did thegreateft fpoile he 
could po/fiblytfor firft he commanded all the men & women to depart the citie,& hisfoutdiers 
to facke it ; and then the buildings and walks thereof to be throwne downe and laid wafte-and 
this to be done by the inhabitantsthemfelues,and by fuch as were borne therein:and whereas 
they fufficcd notjiccaufcd a great.number of people fo come thither from Pauia.and Crernn4, 
which fliould wholly ruinate it, andleaue itwafte and defolate, like to miferable lerufaltmi 
which truly fhould feeme to be one of the moft lamentable fpe&aclcs that euer was feene in 

thisworld. Some writers affirme, that he made the ground to be ploughed, and fo wen with 

ialf.The inhabitants thereof (as G v a l p h a g o the tyrant,the Bifiiop,and many of the moft 
principall) he commanded to be fent pi ifbners into Germany: the reft of the People he permit- 
ted to dwell in certaine fields, which he appointed for them, farrefrom Milan,arnongd buflics, 
in cabbins and cotages. The reliques and bodies ofSaints which were in thecitie, and held 
. ingreataccountjhe diuidcdamor.igft the Bifhops and prelates which were there with him -of 
Which, the three Kings, w^efyeatne out ofthe Eaft to adore Ch r i s t in Bethlehem , were 
ginen to the Archbilhop" * ""drall Church ofColen, where (it is fa id ) theyareatthis 
day. In this manner was \}^SniltiofcMjlan laid wafte, and left defolate • which a little before 
was fo mightie, that.it w^ 6f p6 wer able to fight with the Emperour in the plaine field, and to 
ouerrhrowhim ritbauing three hundred, threefcoreand fiue yeeres (asreckoneth Rapha- 
* L Vo l a b k.‘: ft A'k V-s,for fo long was it after that the Lombards were expelled thatSeig- 
nioj’ie ) enioyeplibertie, with good fuccefte, vnder the foucraigntie and name of the Empire: 
whichbajppejri^a ip theyeereofourLordjOnetlioufand, one hundred, fixtieandtwo. Some 
fay,fopiewhath i iore. 

vi&ory and terrible reuenge,the Emperor came to Pam,whcrehis wife theEm- 
lay 5 from whence he fen t to demolifli and throw downe the walks o fBrefeia, and 
which ( Milan being taken) yeeldedthemfelues. Blondvs, Platina, Phi* 
: ii fBs ao om a s, and other Italian authors fay, that he alfo deftroyed the cirie of Cremona, 
which in my opinion feemeth not likely 5 for Cremona had euer ferued him, and been obedient. 
I beleeue it is taken for Crema , the error being the writers, or printers ; and not theirs. And the 
Emperorhauingtamedandfubduedalltheothercitieswhichrebelled againfthim, and made 
them to veeld obedience to Pope Vic t o r, he refolued to take his way towards Germany, for 
he vnderftood that the fameyere many alterations and troubles began,and that there wasgreat 
want of Iuftice$which grew principallythrough difeord and enmirie betweene a certaine Earle 
called Gvid o, Count Palatine ofTuringin, an dGv upho thefamous Knight ofthe Dukes 
of Battiere before named, by reafonoffome iniury done by thefaid Count Palatine, tothefaid 
Gv elp h o : whereupon young Gv b l r u o comming out of Italy (as a valiant young man, 
efmZy c * e ^ rous to reuengetheiniurie done to his father ) r aired a power againfthim, and the other in 
his defence, and many great Princes taking part with either fide, a cruell battaile was fought 
betweene them, wherein Gveuho was ouerthro wne 5 whereof enfiied great hurt, and the 
> {laughter 
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{laughter ofrnany mem too feng to be related: fo as if the Emperour had any longer deferred 

his comming, the matter was come to that iffue, that Germany was likely to haue beene loft and 

ruinated: but as foone as he came,he endeauored by all meanes, to fet peace betweene them: 

wherein he found great difficulties by reafon that fo many men were ftaine and taken prifoners 

of either partie. And notwithftanding that he had once concluded a peace berweene them, yet 

within oneyeere it was broken,and wan es were againc renewed: but the great valour and ref- 

p eft of the Emperor, was a fufficient meane to make an entire and per fed peace, and to pacifie 

all r wherein he was the more eairneft, for that he knew what was daily pradifed in Italy a«ainft 

hi'mfelfe, whither he had a great defire to returne. For as foone as he was gone out of italy,\ea- 

mgiMihn defolate; the people concerned a great feare and hatred againft him : (as isWuall 

againft Princes which too feuerely, and with crueltie punifh the offences of their fubieds) and 

thfcirfearc and hatred increafed in fuch manner, as they made new leagues and confederacies 

againft himjeafting out the gouernours which he had placed,and taking his rents and Ctiftomes tbe ‘•‘"Mg™ 

into their hands. In which league, befides thofc which before were friends, which were Bref ‘”pf h,Cf ' : d 

eid, Pitman . Crema, and the Milanois, there now ioyned with them Verna, and the Venecians, 

which greatly ftrengthened the league,theirs being a mightie common-wealth 5 together with ' 

pd/aand other cities; all which took part with Pope Albxandea, againft Pope V i c- 

t o r : and all thefe cities fortified and furnifliedthemfelueswith men andmunition. 

The Emperor feeing how refolutely thofe cities were bent againft him, and knowing t he 
doubtfull ifTue ofthe warre, and that the name and authoritieofPope Auxandb r was 
great, he refolued with himfelf to take another courfe,and by letters and ambaffades dealt with 
Philip King of France, who fupported Alexander (yetiitmy opinion it thould bcc 
Lbw a s, for this was in the yeereofourLord ii75,'atwhichtimc,as itappearethby all the f/ 7 f— 
French hiftories, L e v v e s raigned ) for a meeting betweene them two, whither he would ' 
bringwithhim V ictoh, whomhebeld to be Pope : for which puipofe,a place wasappoin - 
(cd on the frontiers of France and Germany, and there a Councell to be held, wherein itfhould 
be determined whether ofthefe two fiiould be Pope : which (asfomefay ) the Emperor pro- 
cured,by that meanes thinking to ha uedepriued Pope AmAOBi. The King of France, 
afthe.Emperors requeft, confented that this Councell fhould beaftembled: but Pope Alb x- 
a n d e r, would not come, alleaging that he held that for no Councell,which was not held by 
hisauthoritic. Finally, the French King and the Emperor grew iealous and fufpicious the one 
ofthe other, which authors report diuer/Iy : but the truth is that the Emperour came, and 
brought with him his Pope Vici pR^andwithhimcametheKingsof^^andofB^w'/i, 
mlmany other great Princes and prelates, with a very great Army .* and the French King 
brought nolcITe i with whotnc catne{H b n r y King of England with very choife men ofvvar 
f from whom in my opinion he ought rather to hauc feared warre, then expected or hoped 
peace) and thefe Princes encamped the one necre to the other, a riuer being betweene 
them. 

TheEmperor vnderftanding that Pope' A l b x andbr came not, but had fummoneda 
Councell to be held at Turrean in France , was greatly difpleafed therewith, and refolued to dc- 
psit: and the French King (to hold his word) without aduemfing the Emperor thereof,came 
to the place appointed: and fome fay that he wafhed his hands in the riuer, and fo returnd to 
nisCampe.

And by letters and commandement from the Etn- 
peroureperfifiing in his determination ) the prelates which accompanied Victor (hebe- 
jngdead ) chofe him a fucceftor, whofe name was G v i d o, borne in Crema, and was called 
km, C A *" ^ L H x A N D B R M ^wtfaftembledthe Councel which he had fummonedj 

whither came many prelates and Bifhops, out of England, Sp&mt, France, Sicilia , Gracia, and ma- 
ny other parts: where they ordained what they thought good. The Emperors preparation for 
is comming into Italy being publilhed, the aforenamed cities, which were in a league and con- 
b/in C * C 3 new ^ uccours » an< ^ prouided an Army to make head againft 

It happened at this time, that in Ti^nte diedaBifhop called I v uv 5, who was Vicar or 

8°uernour thereof in the Popes abfence* who being dead, the Pope fent a Cardinall-called

I o H N : who (notwit hftanding akindc ofgouernemcnt by Confute, 1 whereby the Popes po-' 
wer and authoritie was much diminiihed) vfed fuc.h meaner, that Rome and many Cities of;- 
talieknt to entveate the Pope to returne h and he knowing with whataffc<ftion he was called,rc- 
folued to depart thitherwards: and for that he would not goe Through LomMy (which held 
for the Emperour) he tookehis paflage by Sea into Sicilia, and from thence went to Rome i with 
great compunie and prouifion, which William KingofSial/egaue him. Some write that 
hee himfelfe accompanied him , and that be was receiued into Rome fwith marucilous great 

joy of all the people. With his comming, the Cities which in Italy held for him> tooke ftich 

heart and were Co much encouraged,that they(not contented to haue rebelled againft theR m , 
perov) beganneto make warreagainft the Imperialifts,and tookc fometownes 5 whereinnonc 
were fo forward as the City of Vema : which gaue thc-Empcror occafion to haften his com¬ 
ing 5 which he had prolonged, to come with the greater power, feeing that his enemies forces 
daily encrcafed : and fo he came into Italy mih a greater Army then at any time before fpoketi 
of. What lie did, and the effe&s which thereof enfued; I will recount as briefly as I may: for 
a raigne Co long, and wherein happened fo many and fo great accidents,canuotbeexprefFti , 
in fe we words $ neither reduced to a more btcuiuc. All this while raigned Emanybl in 
Conjlantwople . '■ 

The Emperour'F .r ebbhck’s comming into Italy with fo great power, did greatly 
terrify all the Countrey i conCidcring what harm e he had done there in former times .* but the 
hatred ofthofe which were his ad iierfarie’s was fo great, as they would rather hazard any dan¬ 
ger, then yecld to his obedience. And lie knowing by experience, that his rigour and fcucrity 
had little auailed him,but had done him more harme then good, refolued now to make warre 
after another manner • at the leaft in Lmbaydy^ wherein he pardoned thofe which fubmitted 
them ielues vnto him, and would nor permit the Country to be fpoiied or wafted^yfing all men 
honourably • diffembling and making fhewfthathe vndcrftood nothing ofany confpiracy, or 
league made againft him; and Co drew neerc to Brcfcia with his forces, w here he gaue good civ 
tertainement to all fuch as from Crem, Verona , and Brefcia,, came to vifite him(notwithftatiding 
that thofe Cities were his greateft enemies, and had moftpra&ifed againft him) and fo paffed 
on, without comming into any of them, or doing them any violence; and went to Perrm, 
where he was receiued ;and from thence pitifed peaceably through the territory of Bologna : fo 
as (at this time) he pafted through Zaml/ardy without doing any hanne ; and there he diuided 
his Army • part whereof he fetit to make wanes intufeane , and the marches thereof, for that it 
fauouredPope A l e x a « d e r., and rejc&ed Pope Pascal, which lay in Luca : and with 
'MmmWIc- the reft of his Army he marched towards the City of kAmom • for that it held for bis me- 
gedby the Em. ni y £ M A n v b l Emperour of Conftminoplc: Which he befieged and beganneto batter 
(em ' with great furie : But it was Co well defended , that the fiege continued longer then/ice 
expected. 

The Captaines and men of war, which he lent into the marches of Florence, Luca, and /gar¬ 
ter they had taken cerrainc Townes, marched through the territory of Rowland made terrible 
war againft all fuch places as held for Pope Alexander . and in Rome wanted not fomc 
which fauoured the Emperors proceedings: yet the Pope left no tncanes vn/o tight, as well by 
gifts, as promifes, to affure himfelfe, and to haue all at his deuotion: wherein (it is written) he 
ifluedmuchtreafure. 

Whilclithe wan e was profccuted in this manner, the Emperor lying before eyinc&m } the 
Milanois, which after the deftru&ion of Milan, had for the fpace of Hue or fix yceres liued us ba- 
niflied men, in cottages, cabbins, and villages 5 gathering.themfelucs together, being wonder¬ 
fully ayded and relieued with all manner of materials, ihfhumcnts,workcmen, and labourers, 
from the Cities pCVcrona, Placentia, Crema, and other their neighbours and friends, began to re- 
edifie their old ruined Cirie 5 -repairing what might be jrepaircd,and the reft they new builded, 
MiU» mdified. wrought with Co good a will, that within two or three yeeres the Emperour could nothin- 
derthem: and they rcedified it.iri fuch manner, as there formed[nothing to be wanting. To all 
which (as writer h Hbnkicv s M v c i v ; s) the pvcfence of Gvalphago (called Earle 
oC^AngUria) was a great helpc • who efcaping out pf prifon in Germany came thither. Whilcft 
that the Emperor lay before kAmom, and cruell warre was made againft Rome, W illiau 
King of Sicilia died; and his fonne of the fame name fuccccdcd him, who was an excellent man 
ofwarre, and a great friend to the Church ofRome. At that time Emanvel Emperour ol 
Conjiaminoplc fent a folemne Ambaffage toPope Alexander- whereby hee promifol in 
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pfffonwith great power to come to his aide, and todtiuc F r i„mc, 
outoftofe.andto conforme the Greeke Church, and to make the fame fubjc<»ro the Lat ne • 
conditionally, that he would reduce the whole Empire into one head, by taking it from thc 

Germanes,and depriue F » » . «to k, feeing that he had already erteommuniStedhta and 

that he was a fehtfmattckand a rebell. But Pope Aitnstu (notwithlianding thac’hee 
wasmuch oppreffed by the Emperor, repofing Imall confidence in the promifes or 8 powc of

itianflecte commanded by C i a w v s, who fought with him, defeated his Army, tooke O 
r h o pnfoner, and carried him to Venice : at which time the Pope entring therein triumnK 
he call a Ring into the Sea, and wedded it vnto him, ordaining that cuery yeereonthe Afcpn* 
non day they fliould obferue the like Ceremony. • 7 

Hauing in this manner abandoned Rome, within few daies after the Emperor was forced 
doe the like; for it pleafed God to fend Co greata plague, both in his Campe and in the Citv

-c, Germane prelates, and fome Princes, which came with the Emperour .• Wherefore he hJ; 
r y departed, leauing Pope Pascal witha go odguard of Souldiers in Saint P * t h *’ t 
Mmc : which was in the yeere of our Lord 11and he with his Army came intoTWow/ 
thematiches of f Arm* where he tooke fome ftrong holds which held for the Pope - in which 
and in many other he placed Garrifonsofhisownefouldiers .- and in the marches o

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■liued in the borders thereof in villages, and vnfbrtified places, came thither to dwell, in fuch 
numbers, that the very firfl: yeere it beganne to be inhabited, there were fifreene thoufand 
men ft to beare Armes; fo as at this day it is a good and a famous Gitie, and is called ^ilexm- 
dm of Straw, which name the enemies thereof gaue it in the beginning in contempt. This al¬ 
teration (added vnto the refl) made the Emperor to haften his comming into itatie, when as he 
now had remained fome time in Germany: And hauing difpofed all things in good order, he fee 
forwards and came with a mightie Army by fundriewaies, addrefling his journey diveftly to- 
ivardsthe eftateofoV£<w$rrAf0,and tholeplaces which heldforhim : but hefirfl: rook a Town 
atthefoote of the Alpes, called Secttfa, which he made robe throwne dovvnc and ruined, for 
that it rebelled: and from thence he marched (not without trouble) towards which 
yeelded vnto him, more for fearc of the like fortune as happened to seenfa, then for ought it 
wanted wherewith ir might haue defended it felfe. And hauing fuch fuecefle in the begin¬ 
ning,he went to befiege the new Citie of ^/r^Wr/ 4 ,againft which he came greatly incenfed, 

n iofing to haue vtterly deflroyed and rafed the fame. 

n Lombardy and in Viemom, the Marquelfe of Monferratoheld for the Emperour, together 
with the cities of Pauid,%lt>i44yr4, Tarinand their territories, fubje&s and friends, and fome o- j] H4 „dd4U 
ther Townes. He befleged Alexandria, and lay before it fouve moneths, in which time were pgttbj tfc 
done many notable feates of Armes* at the end whereof, the Emperour was conftrained to Dn * mr ‘ 
rifefrom before it, for that it was relieued by the Riuer with great flore of prouilion ; and all 
the Cities which were friends to it, fent thither Ibuldict s to defend it. But the principall L' 
caufe was, that the great Duke of Saxony, of Battiere , and of many other eftates, called (as was S ■ 

Ms father) Hen it y the Proud, being at this liege before Alexandria, went from the Empe- / //' V?* s 

iorwith all his forces 3 allcaging that he would not be excommunicate, and a rebcll to th O 

Pope. It was fufpe€ted that he was corrupted and did this for money: or (which I rather be- 

Iteuej that be bad fome practice or conceit e to haue made himfelfe Emperour , vnder pretext 

that Feeder i c k was dilobedient to the Church of Rome : for which caufe the Emperour 1 

raifed his flege, and went to ouertake him, and fought by all mean es to haue flayed him j in fo 

much that (as fome write he would haue caft himfelfe at his feet, if the orher had not hindred 
him; and a priuateferuantofthe Dukes called Iordan ftandingby,faid to the Duke, My 
toid,fuffcrthclmperiallcrownetocometoyourfeete,feeingthatfliortlyyou fliall weare it 

vpon your head .* Finally, Duke Henry would not flay, and the Emperour had fo fewe 
foukliers left,and was fo voideofall reliefe, that within fewdaies he was conftrained to leaue 
the warres, for that time < and fo left I talie, without eflfedting pught more then I haue faid. And 
although that Biondv jandpLATiNA concealethishis departure, let the Reader neucr- 
thcle/Te vndcrftand that I draw the wehbe ofmy Hiftory from all the bed Authors j and there- 
forelfay, that he departed in great danger of his perfon. 

Wbsp ergen s i s, Navclbrvs, and Hinricvs M v civs write, that he 
wasaided and fuccoured by thofe o fMuarra, and of Turin, in the p aflages ouer the Mountains, 
through which he took his way towards Burgundy, which was his wiues patrimony • and that 
vpon the w iy he was in fome places in fuch danger, that he was driuen to goedifguifed as ano¬ 
ther mans feruant. 

After all thefe extremities, arriuing in Burgundy, he gathered together his fouldiers, and 
jailed fome new companies, and fo went into Germany j where the /aid Henry had already 
prafliced fomelnnouations againft him, fome Earles confpiring with him* for he was the gres- 
tetf Prince in all Germany ; But the Emperour brought him to be one of the leafl; for as he was 
much feared and very valiant, the Duke could do little againft him. But the Emperour as foon 
as he came into Germany, aflemblcd a Diet or Councell of all the Princes, whither he fummo- 
ned H h n r y to come: but he not daring to make his appearance, the Emperor proceeded a- 
gainft him (although not without contradi&ion and many difficulties) and in the end confisked 
his eftate, and all his lands: which he might eafily doe, by bellowing the fame vpon men of Henry ofsaxl> 
great power,all whichmaking warreagainft him at once, took the famefrom him : Yet fome n J«f hite P 4t '- 
wvitc, that this Sentence and confifcation was afterwards, intheyeer of our Lord 1180, when Q 
thcpcacewasmadebetweentheEmperorandthePopc: Itmayperaducnturebe, thatat this 
time the procefs began, and judgement was then giuen, but afterwards put in execution? which 
was in this manner. 

The Dukedomeoftoxiwyhebeftowed vpon a valiant Knight, called B b r na r d, Earle 
t>i^nhald,yjhom the Arch-bilhops of and Colen, and the Lantzgrauc of Turingiu holpe 
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to take the fame. The beft and greateft part of the Duchic of hanicre he gaue to one O r « Q 
V . ///• Count Palatine, notof the Counties Palatines of Rhine, but of Wttilifpacb-,wh\chhe tookbv 
/ ^hehelpeoftwoofhisbrothers, who were men of great power : another part of this State 7 
which lay on the other fide of Dmubius, he adde^i to the houfeof^tf/rw: other his lands and 
Earkdomes he diuided between e Henry Lantzgraueof Mfacia, L bvv-b s Marques of r«. 
ringid) Bbryold o fcarmthia, andfome others 5 all which together made wanes againft 
him; fo as to him, his of-fpring and dependents* remained only the Countie of Wwfwich 
whichaftervvnrdsintherimeof Fred b r ic k the Second was crededto a Duchic- and chat 
cflate encreafing, great enmity continued between the Dukes thereof, and the fuccelfor* of 
B s r n a r, d, to whom was giuen the Duchie of Saxony* * 

The Emperor did not only apply himfelfe to fupprefle this Henry in Germany, butfrom 
the very firft day ofhiscomming thither, was carefull for the getting of money,and theraifim, 
offorees for his returne intp Italy .• and fo, being affifted by all thofe Princes, to which he had 
giuen and promifed to giue thofc eftates, and by his ownc houfe and kindred of Sum*, and his 
ftruants and fubjetfs ; he in fliprt fpace raifed fo good an Army,that he went very mighty into 
Italy> and carried his wife the EmprcflTe with him. Being coinn to the Citie ofCom,m the mo. 
nethoflune»notwithftandingthat he wanted neither courage, diferetion, power, or forces. 

' yetmattersprofperednot with him as heexpeded,butrather cleanecontrary : for the Mila! 
noisand their confedcrats had now taken fuch heart, and were in fuch readinefle, that they re 
folued to giue him battaile .after they had fpoiled the fields about Paula , and fuch other Towns 
as held for him : and fo they took the plaine field iutiin the way which leadeth from Com to 
MU, by which the Emperor was to paftej who had no Idle defire to fight: and was very glad 
whenhevnderftoodthcirrefolurion. * 

The two Armies being vpon a cleare day come within fight the one of the other, and the 
iquadrons and battalions ofeither fide marfhalled in very good order ; the Emperor drew neer 
to the place which his enemies held; and fin a manner) with equal} fpleenc, hatred and poira 
both parties began to fight: firftthe horfemen brake * and then all the reft * and fo there was 
Mdttaiit h- very fierce and bloody battaile « the one wounding and killing the other moft cruelly, 

tvttmc the Em- It:hapncd,that inthis fo great fury, he which bare the ftandard and Imperiail Eagle (through 
Sn'isveliem ra fijhardinefs,anddefireofvi&orie)aduancedhimfelfefofarreforwardsamongfthisene* 
he ve,u thought wies, that he was fiaine, and the Standard taken: which when the Emperor law, who (as it fee* 
fliT'™ ah) w . a ? not farie from thcncc > . he was herewith fo much enraged, that encouraging hisfok 
* diers, with a new fury and refolution, he fo opprefled his enemies, that he flew and wounded 

many of them with his own hands: but as this could not be done without great danger to his 
c “J t ^ et hickcft ofthcpveafc, and greateft throng, his hoi fe fell with him • being as is 
thought, firfi wounded j and the charge on euery fide was fo hot, that the Emperor was hcldlot 
dead 3 which gaue the Italians caule to gather courage, and the Germanes to faint; for both 
parriescertifiedthe deachofthe Emperor, which fo much difeouraged the Imperialifts, that 
viftory apparantly fhewed ir felfe for their enemies• and the Imperialifts fled and abandoned 
the field, wherea very greatand cruell (laughter was made ofthem,befides thole which thin¬ 
king to cfcapc by fwimming, were drowned in the riucr Tefmo, neere to the place where this 
battell was fought. 

This battaile being loft, and all the Imperial! Army broken and s put to rout} allmcn hol¬ 
ding the Emperour for dead 3 and his wife the Emprcflc, remaining in the Citie of Como , clad 

m mourning attire, fuing to haue her husbands body, to burie the fame , which flje requeued 
the Milanois tograunt by her Ambafladors: the fift day after fhe battaile, the Em peronr ap¬ 
peared aliue,and in heahh,in his Imperial! robes,in the Citie of Pam ; whither vpon the bruit 
of his being there, came all thoie which were diiperkd and efcaped from thebatMilej and 
thokwhich moft defired^to aide him, and to doe him feruice. In what manner the Emperour 
efcaped aliue, it is not written i but it may be conjectured, that being falnc, he remained in the 
field,although without hurt, and the night being come, efcaped by fecrcc and vnknowne 
Wales. His enemies by reafon of this vi<ftory gofte fuch credit and reputation, that 
many Townes and great men in Italy forfooke the Emperour, and went vnto Pope A- 
£ IX AND HR, 

The Emprefle with fome Princes and prelates of the Empire, being come to Pattia, boldly 

and plainly told the Emperor to his face, that for the fchifme which he had made, and main¬ 
tained in the Church of Romo, this calatnitic was befaln him ; for God would neuer giue;

him any entire victory, and except he would fubmit himfelfe to the obedience of the Churchy 
they could not well doebimferuice: whereupon being moued with thefcad monitions, and X 
knowing the time 5 (not withftanding that his feruanrsand fubie&s daily repaired vnto him with Ldlthe 
many warlike troups) yet he fent his Ambalfadors to the Eope; vnftjinedly fuing to him for 
peace: and fo they began to creatthereof by Ambafiadors. In this negotiation, and by what ji^cecomh* 
meanes this peace was made, there is great difference among Autbon*?f>lomc relating it after one het^me 

manner, and fome after another, which I recite not,auoiding the lotftrbftime and labour: but ZfSvTpe 
t [,eyalJ agree , that after many daies fpen t in this.rrcaric, the Pope went to Venice, vvhirher the m tkem. of 
Emperour came, and that there with great folemnity che peace was concluded, and that the %^»myo7 
Emperour kift the Popes foot, and yeelded him obedience. Some Authors write,that(among yroflr/ed him- 
many Dukes and others which were prefent, when as the Emperor did in all humility proftrate f ei l e * thp es 
himfelfe at the Popes feet) Theodor b, Marquefle of , feeing the tyrannous info- **,- 

lency of the Pope, letting his foot vpon the Emperors necke, moued with a generous difdaine, 
witlia threatning countenance,and eyes inflamed with furic,ranne to take him vp: whereat the 
pope was fo terrified, as he fled into the Emperoisarmes and kift him s neither could hee bee yfedth/e 
diawne a way, before he was fecured. - * 

Then a truce was granted by the Emperour to the King of Sicily for fiftecney ceres s anilto & E^siiFcuST 
the Cities oft he league, for fixe: which (according to moft writers) pa/Tedin theyecreofour am bubbo,sc 
Lord, one thoufand, one hundred feuentie and feuen 3 and afterwards in the yeere, one thou- f^ncm &d r a- 
ftnd,one hundred eightie and three, the peace with Lombardy was concluded-in the citie of CO ncm. 
Chance fiutaWin fuch manner as it plea fed thePop^ and fuch townesas were withheld from 
him, were commanded to be rendred; and fo the Emperour continuing there fome few daks, 
returned into Germany, and the Pope to Rome, buthcfirftgrauntcdtothcciticofr<rwee, and the. 

Dukes thereof, great priuileges, immunities, and exemptions. ThcPopebeingcomcneereto 
me t before he entred the citie, fome fpeeches were vfed concerning the depofing of the Con- 
fuls, and that no more Ihould be chofen: but as it was a cuftome of fift ie y ceres continuance, fo 
it could not then bcabolifhcd- but order was taken,that nonefhould be chofen,but fuch as plea- 
fedthe Pope, and that before they executed their offices, they Ihould fvvearc to be in all things 
fe/uiccable, and obedient to his Holinefs. 

Thisbcingconcludcd,thePopecamctoJ?<?wc,whcrehewasreceiuedwithgrcatfolemni- 
tie: and the other Pope C a l 1 xf vs, acknowledging himfelfe to haue erred, call: himfelfe ac 
thePopcsfcete.crauingmercy (hauingfirft laid afide hispontificalihabit) and renounced all 
t/ic right and intcreft that he had to the papacyrand fo A l hxander remained foie pope in 
peace all the reft ot his life 5 and fbthis fchifme ( which had continued twentie yeeres) ceafed* 

The Emperour Frederick being come into Germany (now old and tired with fiueand 
, hranieyeeres wanes,and combuRions ) fpent his time in preferuing the peace which be had 
graunted.and in eftablifliing his fifie fonnes in eftates: which he did in fuch manner as you fhall 
hearc. 

This peace being con eluded in fuch manner as I haue told you, Pope Alexander di¬ 
ed, after that he had been Pope the fpace ofone and twentie yeeres, the moft ofthem, in trou¬ 
bles and contention,and Lv c 1 v s the Third fuccceded him : the yere before his death,in the ft 0 0 
yereof our Lord,one thoufand,one hundred and eighty,died E many b l Emperor of Conjian- 
tinofle ,who raigned feuen and thirtie yeeres, and left a fon who was a child called A l b x i v * 
fot hisfuccefTor, appointing a kinfman of his, whole name was Andronicvs (a man of 
great parentage) to beehisGouernourandProteCtour* whowasfovery aVillaincandfoar- 
ranta Tray tor , that after that hee had governed eertaine yeeres, and committed many info- 'ibjmgr.M* 
lencics •, hee killed the young Emperour, and made himfelfe tyrant of the Empire, putting ma- fiZiopkmr. 
ny great men (fuch as he feared) to death : againft whom for his detcftable treafon, Wil- thtrtdbhit 
liam King of Sicily made fharpewarre, and tooke many Townes from him 3 which brought 
bim to fuch an end as hec deferued : for the Coriftantinopolitanes feeing thenifelues thus op- 
prelfcd, rofe againft Andronicvs, and made one Isac vs or Isa civs, defeended 
oflmperial bloud,Emperor!and I s a e 1 v s preuailing, Andronicvs was apprehended,and 
liauing one of his hands cut off & one of his eyes put out, was carried through the ftreete s vpon 
aCamel. and by the general confent of all men had fuch a death as he deferued,and as fuch de- 
ferue, as through ambition and defire to rule, arc tray tors and difioyall to their Lords. Andfo 
Isa c iv s remained Emperor,and was an excellent prince: his end you jfhal know hereafter. 

The Emperour Frederick cnioying peacefull times inhisEmpire,fummoneda 

V v Councell 
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Gouncell to be held in the citie of iWwte,where he fettled his fonnes in fuch eftates.as you ihall 
heare. His eldefi; fonne he caused to 6echo/en King ofthc Romanes, and his lucceflor; his 
fecond fonne Fridbrick he made Duke of Sueu'ta, which was his owne inheritance : to 
O t h o his third fonne, hcgauc the title of Duke of Burgund/e, appointing him to fucceede 
his wife, the Empere/fe, to wham that eftateappertained : to his fourth fonne Con r a d e 
and to his fife fonne Phuip, he gaue other rents,and fome townes wherein they might ]iu e . 3 
but it afterwards enfued other wife: For Comrade fucceeded Fred brick in the Duchie 
offor that he died without iftue« and Philip after the death of his elder brother 
H b it r y, came to be Emperor* 

Pope L v c 1 v s knowing there was great contention and difeord betweene the Princes of 
the Holy land, and the Rates of Soria, and fearing the daunger that mighc cnfuc,endeuored by 
his Letters and Ambaftadours to reconcile them, and to make them friends : and procured 
William King of Sicilia, which then warred vpon Andronicvs, Emperour ofc^. 
ftantinople (who as I /aid made away the young Emperor Alixi y> s) to giue ouer his wanes 
” and to relieue that countrie, which was opprefled by the Infidels • and fo the King of Sicilialed 

thither fortie armed gallies • wherein went fome principal! men and fouldiers vnto that 
feruice. 

The Emperor Frederick before that the time of the truce by him graunted in Venice 
the cities which had rebelled in Lombardy, was expired; (defiling by fa ire and gentle meanes 
without rigour or Arm es, to recluccthem tohisfc/ uice) fummoned a Councdl,or Parliament 
to be held in the citie ofConJlattee-, whither he willed them to fend their Ambaftadours, with 
fufficient power and authoritie to conclude a peacc,/he wing them fignes of great loue and good 
.will. The cities being wearie of the warres, imagining that there would be farre better condi* 
ditions propounded, held it for their good: fo as befides Pauia, Cremona, ^Ajle, Aka, Term, 
andfome others which had ftill perferued loyal] and in the Emperors feruice* the ciriesof Mi¬ 
lan, Bercelli, Lodi, Bergamo, Brefcsa , t Mantoa, Verona, Noiiarra, yiemia , Padoa, Treuifo, Belem, Fa- 
ttentta, Modeno, Rc&z>o, Parma, Placentia, and others lent their Ambafladours : with which the 
Emperor came to an agreement •, grautiting them perpetual! peace and pardon for all offences 
UsimptiM part deauing to them, their Iawes, cuftomes, iurifdi&ions,ciuill and criminall, with authoritie 

Ew^ror to fan- ro c bufe Confuls and Gouernors,and commanded to be reftored al whatfoeuerhad been taken i 
<trie chia in from them in time of war j and they acknowledging him and hisfucceftois fortheir foueraigne 

lomlwdy. Lords, fware to him fealtic, and homage: and it was fet downe, how,and in whae mannerthey 
were ro doe him feruice j greatly to their aduantage. And befides this, that whereascertaine 
appeales for certa ine fummes fhould come to the Emperor; he ordained therefore to haue his 
Agents in Lombardy, to the end that the people fhonld not be conftrained to come to him into 
Germany t and that the Confuls and Officers to be cho(en,before they did execute their offices, 
fhould do their homage and be/worne to the Emperor: letting downe likewi/e what (eruices 
they fliould doc, at fuch time as the Emperor in perfon fhould be in Lombardy . Finally,there 
were new coucnants and agreements made,which were fworn, and confirmed by the Emperor, 
and the Ambaffadors. The Inftrument of all which, as it parted, appeareth at large, and in 
. particular, in the Ciuill Law, in the end of the Volume intituled (De face conftaneia,) 

This peace being concluded in this manner, the Ambnrtadors with great ioy returned; 
and all the T ownes approued and fware to obferue and keepe the fame. Within few yeeres af¬ 
ter this, in Verona dyed Pope Lv civ s theThird,whitherhecametohaueaflemblcd agenC'- 
rail Councell,for the relieuing of the King oflerufakm,and the Chriftian Princes 0 FthofePro- 
... . uinces in the Eaft,betweene whom was great combuftion. And the potent King S a l a d i n h 

S/Sr did much opprefle them, who by ftratagems,and great battailes, had made himfelfSoMan,and 
Calipha of Egypt, King oi'Damtfeo and Aleppo, an d held great part of ^Armenia, Lida, and the 
moft part of Mefopotdmta j fo as on euery fide he had meanes to make warre vpon Baldwin 
the Fourth, then King of lerufakm, whocarried himfelfe valiantly } and againft the Princes of 
Antioch,Tripoly, and others which held, and defended rhofeparts. Andhefomuch opprefled 
Baldwin ( who in Former time had been of Fuch power, that Egypt was tributarievnto 
him,andheheldceicainecitiestherein,whichhisfatherand predeceflbr Almhricvs 
had gotten, and had in perfon conquered Paleftina , and other lands) that he now employed all 
his Forces in no other thing,but to defend him/elf: and in the end what befell him , we will de¬ 
clare 5 for that it appertained to our hiftoric, to fliew the rcafon, mouing the Emperor Frs- 
d B it 1 c k to goe to the warres of the Eaft, wherein he died. 

.Pope 
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Pope L v e 1 v s (as I faid ) dying in Verona, vyas buried there. and in his place was choFett 
V r » A K v s the Third, borne in Milan. At this time, which was in the beginning of the yeere% 
one rhoufand, one hundred, fourc/core and fix, the Emperour Frederick came peacea¬ 
bly into Italy, and with the good will of the Milanois, and of all Lombardy, and at their cfpeciall 
reque/i and enrrcatic went to Milan, and was there receiucd, with the gicateft ioy and folemni- 
tie, that could be deuifed \ andthere amariage was folemnized, betweene his Fonne H b nr y 
KingoftheRomanes,andthefifterof Wil l iam Kingof Sieiliaiyet Fome Lythatflie was 
his Aunt, filler to his father King William of Sicilia, and daughter of his grandfather Ro¬ 
ger ) /he was a woman of the age of think yeeres, but very faire^ and he of one and twentic as 
Godfrey Vitmrbingensis ; and O t h o in the addition to O t h oF r i s ingen s J $ 
his Chronicle, and the Abbat Wbspbrgbnsis alfo write; which in my opinion is true* 
nos w ithftanding that P i a t i n a and Biondvs Fay ,thac this marriage was nude after that 
the Emperor F r e d b r i c k: was dead, by rhe procurement of Pope Chlbstine the 
Third,,and that rtie was threefcore yeeres old; and that William King of Sicily dyin«* 
^itnout hey res, the Pope by this marriage made him King ofSMy.Buc in my opinion thefir (t 
Authors are to be belieued, /or that they mighc be eye witndTes, and the others deceived, for 
ashewas«frerwards (through this marriage) kingof both the Sicilies, they imagined it to haue 
been done then. ® 

This weddingfeaftbeingended, the Emperor,leaning his fonne Henry for his Lieute- 
rant and Couemot of Lombardy, returned into Germany. Pope Vuane knowing what paf- 
frd in the Baft with the King of Ierufalem, and the other Princes ; when ashee was confirmed 

Pope, endeuoured to perfwade and encourage Chrirtian kings and princes, to fuccour and re- 

licuerhofc places: but they making long delayes (notvvirhftanding that they fent fome fup- 
plics) it came to parte, that lerufalem, and many other Cities held by the Chnrtians were lofti 
thecau/e whereor(as well forchat it was fo great a matter, as alfo forthat itappertaineth to oui 
Hi(lory) I will fet downe, although it will be fomwhat long; for I prefume that the Reader 
will not be difeontented therewith, which as briefly as I can exprefle the fame, pa (fed in 
this manner* r 

B a L D vv IN the Fourth (as I faid) raigning King in lerufalem . and B o h b m v n d who 
wasa mighty Prince being Duke of Antioch : and R a y m o n d, or R B m o n, Earle of Tripoly , 
who was alfo Lordofpther Cities, and oftheprounccs of Galilea, and Ttbcrmdes, which' lied 
had by the marriage ot his wife, who wasa great princes daughter, and Lord thereof; and foo- 
tlie/ Princes and Captains; which although they banded, and had quarrels with the Knights 
Templars, and of Saint I o h N , yet they joyntly together defended what the Chriltians held 
mcheEaft (which was no /mail matter) againft the fovenamed Saladinb. 

Matters (landing in this eftate, Bai dw i n who wasa man oi great ipiric and valour,being 
inthe citie of Na&aretb (wherein he then lay) was taken with fuch a leprofie, that he was not 
able to goe, nor to /land on h is legges 5 whereupon he was carried to lerufalem, and his difeafe 
held him in fuch manner, that he daily expe&ed his end. Which being publiflied,fo much en^ 
couraged the hifidels, that they made continuall rodes and incurfions into the countries ofthe 
Chriftians. Hee feeing himfelfe in this eftate (hauing no fonne rofuccecde him, or togouerne 
the countrie for him) made a m an of great fort, called Gvido of LvsigMan, gouernour 
thereof- who was thcFecond husband of his Filler Sib ill a, who by her fir/l husband, cab* 
led w I L L I A M L O N G S w o«. d, Maiquefle of Monfeyrato, had a (on called Baldwin; 
and a daughter called Sieilla. Withthis gouernment fome ofthc Princes were muchdik 
contented,and Saladinb with a mighry Army inuading their countries, the Chriftians 
difagreeingamongftthemfelucs, Gvido the kings brother inlaw, and Captain generall of 
all his forces, deringnot to fight with him, the Chriftians daily loft Towns and Cafties: 
Whereupon the fick King Baldwin refolued to take another courfe-, which was before his 
death, to make his Nephew Baldwin, who was his /liters fonne, King, notwithftanding 
that he was but a childc, and R a y m g n d of Tripoly, his gouernour and prore&or; and to put 
his brother in law G v i d o from the gouernment: by reafon whereof, enfued new fa<5lions, 
tewhich Followed the Ioffe of thoCe countries, through conflifts, befiegings,artauits,and ta* 
kmgoftoyynsjby Saladinb infiueor fixycers,thatthiswaiiafted,Vntillthegreateftlortb 
°, a rt; which was the death of King Bald vv iNiwhichhapnedintheyeerofourLord, one 
thouiandjOne hundred, eighty fiue. 

R A r-M 0 N D Earle of Tripoly , comming to gouern the kingdom, in the behalfe ofthc 
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young King, Gvipo ofLvsiawAN and Si bhla mother to the faid King, were fo in. 
uefted therein> that he could not execute his office : whereof enfued new troubles, the onefor 
priuate and particular paffions and quarrels ( forgetting the publike good) feekirig the ruineof 
the other. In this confu/ion died the young King Bal »vv j n, eight moncths after the death 
of his Vncle*His father in law Gvid o,and his mother Sib i ^concealing his death for fearc 
that Raymond Earle of Tripoly, by meanesofhis great power, would by tbcgenerall con¬ 
tent of the people.haue made himfelf King: the matter was catied Co cunningly,tliat by meanes 
ofgiftsandfairewords,thcPatriarch,andotherchicfemenofkr#(4/<?/«, chofe him for their 
King ; which was the occafion of the euils which afterwards enfued: for R a y m o n d Earle 
of Tripoly j was fo highly offended herewith, that (to the mine of himfclf,and of all the reft) he 

made a league with Saladinej promising and afturing him,that he would neither aide.nor 
relieue the King of Itrufaltm. 

Thisfriendfhip being made, fuch courfeswere held, thataftercertainetrucesandtreaties 
of peace and breaches of the fame, Saladinb began to make war againft the King and 
kingdome of Jmfalemmih greater furie then at any time before .• and as G v x d o wanted the 
aide of th e Earle of Tripoly., and IIohbuvnd Duke of Antioch could hardly help him, by rea. 
fon of the farre diftance 5 and for that he alfo had enough to doe, to defend himfelfagainft the 
CaptainesofthefaidS a la din B.he was much diftrefled,and daily loft tow»es& Caftlcs^ ne- 
uer ceafing by Ambaffadours & Lettcrs.to folicitetheEmperor,the Pope,and other Wcfternc 
Princes for aide ; and they refoluing to yeeld the fame,and making preparation for the voyage, 
it happened, that Raymond Earle ot Tripoly (either made a double league, as fome write, 
orknowing that if the kingdome ofwere lofl, hefhould be allured tohaueancuill 
neighbour of S a l a d i n b ) agr eed, and made a peace with the King of hrufalem , and came 
with his power to aide him • whereupon Saladjni raffed his liege from before Ptolomik, 
and encamped himfelf before Ttheriades* which belonged to the Earle olTrigoly, ftrhttly Belie- 1 
ging the fame. 1 

The King of ierufalem hauing drawnc together all the power he was able to make, came ! 
with a great Army,the Duke o f Antioch being with him j whither came with all their power,the 
(aid Earle of Tripoly, the matters of the orders of the Knights Templars, andofSaint Iohn, 1 
with other great men, Knights and Captained, the Patriarchcs of Ierufalem, and of AUmdm, 
and certaine Rilhops j fo that (as it is affirmed) there were ^oooo.horfe^ien,and 40000. foote; 
which was the vtrermott of the Chrittians power in the Eaft. 

After many Councels and opinions,the King atthe inftance ofthe Earle of Tripoly refoluing 
to free Ttheriades,and to fight with S a i a di n b , which lay before ir,prefen rly began to march, 
and the croupes and men of wane which he had with him, which were fuch , as no man feeing 
them doubted of victory; but it pIcafedGodtogiueitanotherfucceffc: for Saladi ne, 
.who knew their refolution (as a man which wanted not courage, and had an Annie containing 
double the number of the Chrittians, of very well trained fouldiers) refolued to fight with 
them - (but not nceretothebetteged City) and to that purpofe went to meet them vpon the 
way : and it happened that the two Armies drawing neere together, and the King of lmfilm 
one day purpofing to march with his people with great fpeede, and to lodge them in a place 
wherein was very great plenty of water (whereof in thofe countries is great fcarcity) S a 1 a- 
»1 n b by efpiall or fome other misfortune being ad Licitifed thereof, marched thither with fo 
great celerity, that before the comming ofthe Chrittians, his men had taken the fame place; 
and the Chrittians comming extreamly wcarie,and thirftic, by reafon of their long march, and 
the heat ofthe Sunne, found enemies in the place where they thought to haue found water and 
eafe 5 wherewith they were much troubled : Neuerthekffr, the King feeing there was no 
other remedie, commandcdtheplaceforthwithto beeaftaulted, prefuming thereby to haue 
repelled the enemy: but miffing of his purpofe, heewith his Annie was driuentolodgeall 
thatnightin the dviefieldes $ where they endured intolerable thirtt ; and by thebreakeof day, 
Saladinb (who the rnoft part of the night had been butte in ordering his troupes) took? 
thefield with his lquadrons, where the Chrittians (with tired and weake bodies through ex- 
treamethirft, and their borfes being in the fame extremitie) Haled for them: and notwithftan- 
ding that they began the fight with great courage and refolution, yet their ftrength failing they 
were o'uerthrowne by the Infidels-and there was the greateft and tnoft cruel! (laughter made 
of them, that in thole daics had been feene, either in Zdfia or in Europe. 

The King was taken priloner fighting j and the Earle of Tripoly cfcapcd by Bight, 

and 
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3n d fome fay that he made all the reft to flee y nnd that he afterwards died miferably. The Duke 
0 f Antioch was /lain after thache was taken, with all the Knights Templars,and of Saint I <? h nj ' ' 

that could be found. Saladinb hauing obtained fo notable a vi&ory, following his coutfe* 
went to Ftolmaida, which he eafily took; and did the like b y Bento, and other Cities too long 
to relate. Finally, in his owneperfon (after the taking of many Towns, which, out of hope of 
an y fuccours, or to be relieued, rendred • and the fooner, for that hee was a very juft Prince in 
performing his promife,and curteous, intreating rhofc very friendly which yeelded; he mar- 
chedforwards,andfatehimdownwithhis Army before ierufalem: and hauing fiercely befie- 

gcdandattaultedthefameforthe/paceofthirtydaiescontinuallyjthey ycclded, vpon the fe- * ,D a 
cond day of the moneth of 0 &ober* in the y eer of our Lord, 1187. And fo was tins City loft j 
and at this day is in the hands of the Infidels, almoft eighty nine y eers after rhat it was taken by 
Godfrey of Builhn, and the other Princes before mentioned ; in which time had raigned 
nineKings with him whothen was ,to weet, G o d f r. b y of Buillon the firft and only King 
efthat name; and then after him, the two Baldwins, and Fvl c o, and Ba l d w i n- 
tjie Third, then Aimbricvs, and Baldwin theFourth,and Baldwin thechildc* 

and G v i d o which then raigned; and notwithftanding that the nameand title of King of It- . . ' ’ 
continued a long rime, and that the Chi iftians held many Towns and Cities in Soria for . •/. 

the/pace of one hundred and oddc yeers afterwards, and many Princes went thither to haue 
made a conqucft thereof: yet in the City of ierufalem they raigned no more, neither poftefled 
the fame,but a fmall time that the Emperor Frederick theSecond was there. The Eaft 
parts being brought to this eftate, and lerufalemloft ; Antioch , and the Prouinces thereto bclon- 
ging,together with Tyre , Stdon> and Tdpoli, were in the like danger. 

The Emperor Frederick vndei Handing thefe vnbappy newes (although now old and 
tited) refolued to aduenture his whole power with his perfon, for the recouery of what was 
loft,arid to defendthe vemaindet: and God did put the like refolution into the hearts of the 
Kings 0? England and of Frame, and of many other Princes. The fame of S a i a di n a s afts 
daily increafuig 5 it is written, that befides the eftate of ^/nt/och, he took one hundred and fine 
and twenty walled Cities, and that he 'made cruell wan e ouer all the Country. Through for-* 
row and grief for fo great Ioffe, the greateft prouifion and preparation was made to goe to the 
relief thereof, that hath been feen in Chriftendome at any rime before or fince. For, firft the 
Emperor (kauing his fonne Hen r y, who already was King of the Romans, for his Lieute¬ 
nant,and wirh him his two brothers, C o n r a d e and P h i l i p) prepared a great and excel¬ 
lent army both of foot and horfe,and began to march through Hungary , Bulgaria , and Throciajto- 
wards Constantinople , thence to patte oucrinto s^ffiatand with him went his fon Frede¬ 
rick Duke of Sucm, and B » s t 0 l d Duke of Momin, and his brother the Marquette of 
Bankov Baden,and many otherDukes,Earls, Arcbbilbops and Biffiops. 

A little before this, died Henry King of England , who purpo/ed to haue gone the Came 
journey: for it was enioyned him for his penance concerning Thomas Bbckbt, called 
S.Thom a s ofC 4 »wr^«ry,whichIhadnorimevntillnow to fpeake of. But his fonne Ri¬ 
chard King of England, and Philip King of France, concluding a peace (for they were 
at wanes about the Duchie of Normandy) cytherofthem with the beft Army that hee could 
make, went to this warre in the Eaft. Thelikedid Otho Duke of Burgundy the Emperours 
fon,and the Venecians/entthitheragreatfieete,and fodid thcPilans, w ho then were mighty 
at Sea. To this feruicealfb went Con rad h Marquette of Monferrato , and Hbnry Earle 
ofehimpania, and many other great Lords and Captains of Italy, France and England, whole 
names for breuity I leaue.That which now moft maketh me wonder in this zealous voyage of 
the Chriftians, is, that from Denmarkeand erijland came fifty Galleys, it being fb long a voyage 
from thence into Soria : and the Earle of Flanders fent twelue: and William King of Sicilia 
did very well fet-ro his helping hand: for(befides the fortic Galleys which he fent before ) hee 
furnifhed and relieued all fuch as went, and came by him, and wanted, with ffiipping, victuals, 
armes, and other necettaries, and maintained (for a long time) a great Nauy,to affure all patten- 
gers that would go this voyage, from touersand pyrarsbySea. 

The focccfle which all thefe men had, and what befell them, afwell by the way, as in that 
war, is too long to be written (for they did great matters) and I fiiould too much d igrefie from 
the hiftory of the Emperors (which is my taske) wherefore it fhallfufficc that rhe Reader vn- 
derftand by me the ittue ofthefe proceedings^the reft let him reade in the Authors which wrot 
therof,whichI willnamerl will conclude in the hiftory of the Empcrour, who comming 
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with .his foi-ccs to Confantimfle,made a league with the Emperor Is acivsj andbeing there 
WMigiuen to vndcrftand, that G v i d o of L v s i o n a n, King of lernfalem , was gotten out 
ofprifon, together with the Maber of Saint Ion n ; and that with fuch men of wane as re¬ 
paired vnto him, he had renewed the warre, and determined to take the Field, in hope to haue 
recouered certain places: where upon the Emperor in great hafte palled hij; Army ouerthe 
Streight at Co»Jlmmj>le , in theyeer of our Lord, one thoufand, one hundred,, eightie nine,at)d 
began to march through t^Ajia the Lede } where palling in peace through the Countries of the 
Chriftians, he entred the Country of the Soldan oflconwm, who was a mighty Prince in thofe 
parts, with whom he made peace-, vpon condition, that hee fliould giuc him visuals and free 
paffilge: which if he performed, then he would not wane vpon his Country. Bur, the heatheq 
King not onely brake his promile, but gathering together - a great number of Turks, ftopthis 
pafuge, and did him the greateft hurt he was able: wherewith the Emperor being very much 
incenfed,made cruel! warre in his Countries 3 and coming to the mountains at the entry into 
C/to,'he made his palfage with great difficulty, and danger: for, the Soldan had drawn ahead 
of a great multitude of Turks and other heat hen Nations, thinking to haue ouerthrownc the 
Emperour in thofe Streights. But it pleafed God that hecpalfcd, although with great danger 
and feme lolfe: and, coming down into the Plains, he fought with the Infidels,aha ouerthrew 
them, and flue a very great number of them. And fo, taking and lacking Cities and Toms, hcc 
marched forwards,atid entred Armenia the LefTe,and by force took the greateft part of all that 
Prouince. 

Thenewes of his coming and victories brake fo great fear into his enemies, and fo much en¬ 
couraged the Chriftians, that Gyido King of lernfalem^and his brother E m b r. i « vs, and 
other great men before named, which were therealTembled, leaning the Cities of and Tri • 
folt H whither they had retired thcmfclues 5 with a wellordred Army took the Field,and aflailed 
Ptolomaida or Ann, purposing to haue the fame, for thx it was a Hauen of the fca, and of great 
importance • whither came the (leets from Denmark and Flanders^ and from other parts. The 
fiege was reinforced, and the Chriftians Army daily increafed • and all men knowing the Em¬ 
peror to be neerat hand, Saladins thought himfelf vnabJc to defend what he had gotten; 
and King Gvido, and thofe which were with him* recouered force and courage. But it 
pleafed God in his fecret judgement, that in the time of this hope and of good fucceffe, there 
hapned fo great a dififtcr, that 41 was changed and turned vpfidedown 3 which was, the death 
of the Emperor, which hapned by great misfortune in this manner* 

The Emperor being very neerto^r/4,vponavery hot day in the fummer time, defiring to 
waffi and refrelh himfelfin a riucr (asthey writethat at other times hee had done) the fwiftnes 
and. depth thereof was greater than hee thought or miftrufted: and fo in the pre/ence of his 
people going into the water, wit hout that any of them was any way able to faue or help him,he 
was carried down the bream, and therein drowned. And fo in a little water died he, for fear of 
whom all Ajia trembled j which hapned vpon the tenth dayoflune, in the yeer of our Lord, 
1 jpo, and in the eight and thirtkh yeer of his Raign ; through whofe death the enterprife was 
extremely hindred. 

At the fame time befell another misfortune, which was a controuerfie anddifeord between 
the Princes of thofe parts 3 which hapned by reafbn of the death of S u 11. l a, wife of G v 1- 
d o King of lernfalem, and fiber to King Baldwin deceafed. Whereupon,H b it v r an d, 
who was married to I u b 11, fiber to this Ladie, with the aid of fome of his friends, would 
haue been King, by the right of his wife 3 which the widower Gvido withftood, al leaging 
that he was the fworn and obeyed King,and therefore ought not to be depofecl. And it follow¬ 
ed, that C o n r a d e , Marqueffe of Monferrato, took his Lady from him perforce, alleaging 
that fhe was not lawfully married toHBRPRANc : and fo he married her, and inlikeroaner 
challenged to be King of lerufaltm 3 which (befides that it was a vile deed) cauftd great trou¬ 
ble* for, this Princehcld the City of Tyre. By which means, the widower King G v 1 d 0 loft 
muchof his authority, for that he would not fall at variance with them: yet he bill held the 
name and title of King. 

The matter remaining in this great confufion , after the fudden and in fortunate death of the 
Emperor,a man ffiay eafily coneeiue the great grief and forrow of the whole Army: neuerthe- 
iefle,hisfonnc Frederick, Duke of Sutuia, as a valiant and courageous Knight (beeing 
prefently vpon the death of his father, as reafon was, made Generali and their Head) incoura- 
ged his people, and taking the deadbody of hisfather, marcht dire&ly towards Soria fand lent

I fay the n, that as euill newes are commonly 
more fwifr offoot,then the good: To the death of 
theworthieEmperor Fjsdiiuck wasloone 
knowncin Italy and in Germanyfor which all Chri- 
ftendome generally was foric- as well for that it 
was fo vnfortunate, as for that it troubled and in- 
. terrupted theenterprife which he had begun, and 
followed with fuch courageand good fuccefle.His 
dde/ifonne He nr y, who (as we faid) in his fa- 
Henry the <U theis life time had been made King of thcRomancs, and future Emperour * when as he vnder- 
ftood of the death of his father, v/rote to the electors, and to the other PrinccsoftheEmpirei 
barofla (bofett and they yeelding him the obedience which they hadpromiled in his fathers time, he took 
Emperour. vpon him the hate and maieftie of Emperour: which was in the ycere ofour Loud one thou- 

fand, one hundred, nintie,and one, and was called H bnk y theSixt-yet the Italians call him 
theFifr,for that they reckon not the firft Henry. This man was a wife Prince, ofafoarpe 
and quiche wit, well fpoken, of u pleafing countenance, but fomewhat pale faced, oFa mease 
ftature, and tender and delicate of body, but of a fierce and cruel] minae, and very valiant, 
wherefore he was greatly feared of his enemies, and was more addicted to hunting, then was 
nt for the good gouernment ofh is eftate. In die beginning of his raigne, thole of Cohn rebel 

led. 
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Jcd^nd with them ccrt<unc Esrls & othci grc3t mcn 5 but it W 3 s 9 m3ttcr oi no importance 
and fo it was foone pacified.Being freed from this care,feeking the aid and fauour of hisfriends 
he made preparation to go inro Italy (which was the next ycere) with a defire to be crowned m 
j^.and to get the kingdome of Sicilia, which fell to him by the right of his wife the Emprefsi 
Constance, whereto he was inuited and called by Pope Cblbstine the Third who 
w,is newly chofen Pope (yet fome authors fay, that at this time, this Con stanch was“i- 
uen to him in marriage bythis Pope Cel b s tin h, who gaue her a difpenfation for that foe 
MS a profeffed N unne, ro the end, that they foould haue the kingdome) for the battard T a n- 
or bd e King of Sicilia and of Naples, who polfcffed the fa mc,.was odious andan enemy to 
the Pope. 1 

The Emperour H b n r y being comn into Italic, palling peaceably through the States of 
Lombardy (accordingto the agreement made between his father and them) went towards 
Rom(to be crowned but before the Pope gaue him the Crowne, he wcnugainfl the City of Thr 
fujculam, which was fituate in the Mountainesncer to Rome, which rebelled , and did andhad Henr 5 " ,; fr'^ 
donethe Romans much harm ; and taking the fame (for it yielded without any refinance) he RoZ’hPrpc 
gaue it to the Romans (for lo was he enjoyned to do, before the Crown foould be giuen him) CcIeftinc me 
and they pvefently rafed the City, and vfed the Citizens with great cruelty, for which the Em- 
peror was much taxed,and blamed to h auefuffered fo crucll a fn£t. This cruelty bcin° CXCCU- 

ted,and the Emperour beingwith great folcmnity ci owned in ffawc by Pope Celes’tihi; 
and other couenants and agreements being made between them concerning the kingdoms of 
Sicilia , and of Naples, as feodatory kingdoms to the Church of Rome ,and the fee and tribute let 
. down to be paid for the fame : The Emperour marching forwards, found all thofe Coun¬ 
tries in Arms againft him, holding for T a n c r b d b, whom they had chofen, and held for 
King and their foucraign Lord j yet he took fome Towns by force, and went as far as Naples rtermpembe. 
and belieged the fume, as the head of that kingdom • and the Neopolitans valiantly defending N V l - s 
their Citie,the liege continued the fpace of three moneths; in which time there fell in the 
Camp, fo greata morcalitie, and fo many ofthe Emperors fouldiers died,that without effe&ing 
what hehad purpofed,he raifed his liege rnd returned into Germany: Andas hearofc ffom be¬ 
fore the City, his wife the Emprefs(fome fay going into Germany, which feemeth molt certain, 
and others fay, that Ihecomming to her husband, to go with him to the wars) was taken by 
certain Captaines vpon the way; but fo great diligence was vfed, and fuch a courfe was taken ; 
that within few dales foe was fet at liberty- and they which tooke her,were feuerdy punifoed : 
and foat this time, be returned crowned, but not victorious, into his Countrey. Two yeers 
ofhis raign were expired,and he fruftrate of his purpofe and dclireto recoucr the kingdomes 
of tuples and Sicilia, but yet he dill had a resolution to return thither again (as he afterwards 
did) where let vs lcaue him • and Iwill tell you what hapned viitohisbrother Freds i i CK 
and the other Princes which had continued in the Eaft euer fithence the death of his father the 
Emperour Frederick Barbarossa; wherein if all the skirmifoes, encounters bat- 
tailes, and feates of Armes doneby thefe threekings, of lerufalem, France and England, in thofe 
tivo yeers warres, foould he written,I foould haue much to lay- but the foccellc thereof was 
this, that the fregeof Ptolontaida continued two yeers, reckoning from the time that Gyido 
K ing of lerufalem firft: befieged it, vntill it was taken ; during which time, many great nutters 
palled between them and the belieged, and Sa lad in b’ s other forces. 

At this time died the laid Frederick Dukcof ifawr^fonnetothe Emperour Fre¬ 
derick Barbarossa, and brother to the Emperour H b n r Y,and other'greac 
perfonages. . & 

At the end of this time, the Citie was yecldedto the Chriftians, and tfic Kings Weregrown 

jo mighty and fo much feared, and the potent Salabi n.e had loft fo many men, that thin- 
king himfclfevnable to defend his countries, hecaufed thewallesof Ceftriaih Palefiim ^with 
eAfcalon, Gaza, Porfiria, and ofother Cities vpon the Sea-coaft, to be thrown down r and the 
power of the Chriftians fo much encrcafed* that Saladin b began to ^parle of the giuttig 
vpof lerufalem, vpon condition that he might liuc in peace. But God otherwife difpofed, for 
freKirigs of France and England , were fo ill met, that they could ncuef agree vpOn any thing: 
WheieforetheKiflgofFritwtfrefolued to lcaue the warres, and to. rcturne into his countrie V ,c Fmtch 
and did fo, and leftthegreateft partof his people with the Duke of Burgundy-, and fo the’opor- tml-und 
tumty of the taking of lerufalem was loft; forbyreafon ofhis departure, S a e a d r ne’s ^ 

mindealtered : Neuertheleffe, Richard King of England was a Prince of fo great a cou¬ 
rage. 
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rit 1 ,aid rage, and carried himfelfe lo valiantly in thofe warres, as beiides, that he new builded and for. 

'■-iiciii' de Li- $ified lapka (whilom called lappa) and Tome other Townes, he reduced the ivarres to as good 
Hu Sierra 9 ltlev aild cftatc i as they were in before the French Kings departure. It followed in this time 
‘"'v.iUfiZu™ diat C o n r a d k Marquefle o fdManferrato, who was polfefted of the great City of Tyre, and 

the marches thereof, and was called King of lerufalem, for that (as I told you) he married with 
I a abb l After to Sibil, which was King Gvido’s wife, was in the fame Citic flaine by 
certain fugiriues, T urkes • and the widow lniu hauing one daughter by her husband % v . as 
married to Hekr y, called Earl'e of Cbampama, Nephew to the French King* and he mar¬ 
rying her, had with her that Citie, and the title to the Kingdom of lerufalem , againft G y i d 0 
which held that name and title. Whereupon King Richard dealt with Gvido to ret 
noun.eethe right which he pretended to the kingdom of lerufalem , and he would giue him the 
dominion ofthelfieofty/rAv, with thenameofKing thereof* which Hand the King of Eng* 
Awdtook in his way as be came to this warre. & 

Gvido accepted this bargain* and prouidingmen and /hipping neceftary, failed intoCv. 
/m,as King of that Hand, and raigned therein all his life time* and that kingdom remained in 
him, and in his hey res and fuccdfors,vntilltheycer of our Loid, one thoufand,foure hundred 
andfixty, that theVenechns (1 know not by what title) made them felues Lords thereof : and 
the houfe of England hath cuer fin.ee pretended right to the kingdom of lerufalem,a s faith P la- 
tin a, and other Authors. 

This being paft, and many other matters in this warre, amongft which was a great battaile 
which continued from noonevntill night* wherein the valiant Saladinb wasouerthrown 
and theKing of England, and the Princes with him, had the viftory* they refolued to gocand 
befiege the City o f lerufalem, knowing for certain that Saladina durft not abide them, for 
he fued to them for peace, or truce,prom ifing to render lerufalem , and other places in thofe 
marches,to the end that he might obtain the fame for fume long time: but the Chriftians were 
of fuch power, that they were not therewith farisfied. But vpon a lodain the King of 
(very vnaduifedly) gaue our in /pceches,that he would return into his countrey, for chat he was 
v/ir c.tiife why certified the French king had entred and taken his Duchy of Normandy : which if hce had con* 

1 ■■'famiZtht cealec1, he might haue. had what compofitibn he would haue required .• but Saladoii 
r pint/ knowing his determination, and that the fleets of Pifa and of Venice were already departed , by 

reafon of difeovd and diftenfion between them,would not refign lerufaltm . In the end theking 
of England concluded a peace with him for fiueyeersi and leaning Garrifonsand Goucmoms 
in the Cities which the Chriftians bad recouered (Otho Duke of Burgundy, and H a nr r 
T'S/de Lion, * lle husband ofIs a b b l, which chalengedthe kingdom of lerufalem , remaining commaun- 
.* kinwhrft * ders thereof, with the Knights of Saint John and the T emplars) he departed homewards , in 
the y^ cr ° 11 e th o li fan d, one hundred ninety three, and by the way was taken prilbner by the 
; > tZCl'mt t)ukc of t^iufiria, and was ranfomed, and otheraccidcnts afterwards befell him : and fo hcc 
J M' °J left the affaires of theEaft, and more Townes, and better fortified then lie found there .* yetnot 
fo many as a man would haue thought that fo great Kings,and fuch mighty Armies,might haue 
taken: what enfucd,you fhall vnderftand hereafter. 

. The Emperor Henry (asfomemen write) was well relieued and furniftied with the 
moneywhich theking of England paid for his ranlome, towards his iourney into Italic, for 
which he then made preparation but he firft made his brother Conhbb, Duke of Sutma, 
for that his other brother Frederick died in theEaft without iftue. He then marching 
towards italic, to conquer the kingdoms of Sicilia and Naples, which fell to him by his wife, and 
the Popes grant * and hauing fent certain Captains before with an Army, by which the warres 
werealready begun* King T ancirbdb whichpoflTeffedtholekingdonisdied;andalittlebe- 
v . fore him, bis eldeft fonne called Roger, who was married to Ybes'b the Emperours 
daughter of Cenffanfwplc, and he left another forme called William (whom they pre- 
femjy piade their King) and rivo or three daughters : by reafon whereof the Emperor hafte- 
ned hrs journey, leading with him his brother P h 111 r, and other great Princes: but for all 

this* the great men, and Cities ofthofe kingdoms left not to rebell, and to withflland the Em¬ 
peror Henry, who with his mt?nofwarre entred the Countrie,belieging and battering Ci¬ 
ties with fuch rage and fury, that whatloeuer City refilled him, hee caufed to bee ruined and 
burnt * vfing greater cruelty then befitted a vertuous or Chriftian Prince: and fo perforce, and 
for feare, all the cities in the kingdom? of Naples , and the mod of chofe in Campania, and Palia, 
yeelded jand thence marching into Calabria, did there the like : and feing himtelfe Lord of the 

eftates 
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eftates in the maineland,he parted ouer into tf/d/«:whereiti,as there was hoc any King,or head 
to rule and command (for Tancrbd’s fonne was a childc, and his father had been wicked’ 
and a Tyrant) in Ihortfpace he became Lord of a great part of that Hand. Neuertheleflfe after 
this the prelates and great Lords of thofe kingdoms, with the greateft power they pofllbly 
couldleuie, gathered head neere to the City of Cotanea, with a full refolution to -try their for¬ 
tune : where they fought with the Emperor (yet fome fay the Emperor was not in the battaiM 
and the Sicilians were ouci thrown, the Citie raken, and of them was made great daughter 
in which was executed extreme cruelty, putting to the fwovd both men and women not fpa* 
ring thofe which had retired themfeluesto the Churches for fanftuary: and fome Noble men 
and Bifliops were taken prifoners. 

After this, many of the principal! men confpircd by any meanes howfoeuer to kil the Em- 
perourj which being reuealed vnto him, he caufed death to be inflifted vpon all thofe he could 
get, which had been accufcd to haue been of that confpiracy, with fuch cruelty ahd rigour as 
he could notauoide blame for it: for fome he made to be fleyed aliuc, others to be burnt and 
offome he caufed fharpenayles to be driuen into their heads: finally, heexecured fuch horri¬ 
ble cruelty vpon them, that he made himfelfe to be the moft redoubted man in the World i 
By meanes wherof within Ihort fpacehe became Lord of the whole Hand * and coitimin? with 
his forces toche City of Palermo (which was the t ic heft and moft populous Citie of thcTland) 
he was receiued without battaile or refiftance, and made his entry moft folemnly, with all the 
reprefentations, triumph and fhewes of victory that could be deuifed; in that Citie(itis repor¬ 
ted) he found many precious iewels, and great riches, which had beene the Kings of Sicilia. and 
there were kept. 

Hegotalfointo his power Yrhnb the Emperours daughter of Cenfiantinople, who was 
betrothed to the deceased King Tancud's fonne, Roger* which Yrehb he mar¬ 
ried to his brother Philip, although againft her will. Andtbecbilde whom the Sicilians 
lisd made their King.he made his eyes to be put out, thereby to make him incapable of the 
kingdom z and caufed him to be carried prifoner into Germany, where he afterwards died mi- 

fetably: and his mother the widow with her two daughters, he commanded to be put-into H 

Monaftery in Germany , fo that hee left nothing forgotten that might allure him of thofe 
iingdomes. 

This being done he went into Calahria, carrying with him for hoftages, fuch men as hee 
held ro be ofgrearcft account intorhrhckingdoms: and for his better a ffiirande, both in the 
tnaine land, and in the Hand, he placed Germane gouernorsand captains: to fome ofwhich he 
gaue certain eftates and titles. Before this, his wife the Emprefle, who was there with him,bare 
himalon called Frederick* at whofe birth, by reafon that fome doubtedwhether that* 
woman ofheryeers might be with childeor no,he permitted all that would to be prefent at the 
h/Vf/i,commanding it firft to bee published, at fuch time as it was thought fhee fiiould bee 
deliiiered. In this manner did the Emperour H snry leaue the two Sicilies in peace and fub- 

jedlion : And with the hoftages before mentioned, which were great Lords and Prelates de¬ 
parted towards Germany ( Milan and all Lmbardy peaceably obeying him, both athiscomming 

and going) which was in the fiftyeerofhisraign, and in the yeer of our Lord up V' f 

It is true 5 that al though the Emperor obtained his defire in the conqueft of Sicilia and Naplei 
yctall writers affirm that he therewith puvehafed the name of a very cruel , and vindicatiue 
Piince,for the great cruelties which he committed. And P h i x i p B e « p o m a s alfirmeth 
mat through thefe cruelties, befell atfuch oddes with Pope Cuesti n'e; thathee^com- 
municated him, by certain Bilhopsand other men oforders,w hichthe Emperor apprehchded, 
and put to death: and that he after wards fuing to the Pope for pardon, was abfolued.He was-al¬ 
io noted and taxed of excelfiue couetouftie/s, for the great loanes and imprefts,which h<Je exa- 
«ed from the people in thofe kingdomsrwhich gaue occjifionthat it was not long before that in 
m/a, fome towns and gre.it men, began to mutin and to rebell againfl him: whereupon he put 
ourthe eyes of all the hoftages, which he had fent into Germany i and fent Captains and Ibldiels 
tolupprelsthe r n fui regions 5 and they by his commandemcnt, infli^ed cruell puiiifhmentvp- 
on the offenders. Being in this profperity jo as no man rebell ed,or held vp bis hand againft him, 
HJS brother Conrads Duke o fSueuia died,at fuch time as lie began to warre againft'B e ft* 
J 01B Duke of Zeringc, which then, and before that time was, and had been, a great houfe in 
wrmanyiand hisbrothcr Comrade beingdead without iflue,the Emperor gaue the Duchy 
°f Sfteusato his brother Pam p, who(as I faid) marryed the Emperors daughter ofConflm, 

After 
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After all thefe things, he fought byallmeancs potfiblc, chat the Princes Eletfors fliould 
chufehis Tonne Frederick (a child of little more then two yeerrs old) forKingofthg 
Romanes.: and forafmuch as he was of great power, and much feared, they did Co j notwitti- 
ftanding that it feemed to them, to he a matter very vniuft and vmeafonablc. 

Afthistime Pope Cblestinb very earneftly folicited the Princes of Chriftendome 
and efpecially the Emperour C feeing that the time of the truce, made in theEaftby the King 
9 £ England was expired 5 and that t:hc greatS ai.adinb was dead,but a little before,on whom 
depended the chiefcft force of the Infidels) that they fliould not now forget the conqueft of/*. 
y/yi/4/Wyfeeing they had fo fit an oportunitie. The Emperor ( with the zeale of a Chriftia rt 
Prince,thpughacruellone)feeingthathecouldnot goe himfelfein perfon, bytpafono('hj s 
fmall aflurance in his Kingdomcsof Sicilia , and the tranquillitie of Germany : many Princes 
offering themfelues to go that tourney voluntarily,and many fbuldiers and men of war, which 
hefent in his pay (at his own charges) pr ouided a very great and good Army: wherewith went 
the Archbifhopof Mevte, the Bifliop of Ratisbm, Bernard Duke of Saxony, Co n r a d b 
C hauncellor of the Empire, L b 0 p o l d Duke of uftria, Harman Lantzgraue of luring 
the Duke of Brabant and fome other Marqueflcs, Earls, and men of e/tare* all which leaning 
their houfes and coLiiitries,ofmceredcuotion, with valiant mindes, after long trauaile by laud 
and fea (wherem;they were much aided and relieued by I s a c 1 v 5 Emperor of Conflantinoplt) 
came to the coaft of Palejlina, to the citieof Tyreand Ptalomaida , which they called Aeon . where 
they prelently applied themfeluei. to the warres 5 the truce grautited by the King of Engkndhz- 
ing expired. In w.hich time, Gvido King ofCyfruc,who before had been King of lerufalm, 
deceafed- and forafmuch as he had no fonne, his brother Almiricvs had that kingdome: 
and it alfo happened, that at that famefeafon, Hr nry, who was called king oflerttfaltm, by 
the marriage (as l laid) of I sabii lifter ro S1 b i 1, in his citie of Ptolom&idcL fell out of a 
very high terrafle or gallcrie in his palace jandfo died vnfortunately: and A l m bri evsking 
of Cyprus, fought to manic with his wife, wherewith fire was content • and fo fora rime he was 
called king of Cyprus and lertsfalm. But for as much as he was negligent,and of fmall experience 
in the warres, and in matters ofgoucrnmenr,heafrcrwards loft the title of lernfaltm ,which was 
giuen toIoHNDi B r 1 g n a, a Frenchman, being a man of great worth and valour, who 
married the daughter of this l s a b e l, which Ihe had by her fccond husband Comrade. 
TheGermanesfintby the Emperor ,ioyn ing with Almericvs his forces,became mailers 
of the field 1 and marching-forwards, befieged and affaulred fome cities, took Berko, and reedi- 
ficd Joppa, now called Japha . 

While the Armie did thefe things in the Eaft,the Emperor Hbn r y fetting all things in or¬ 
der in Germany, came with his wife and his young fonne into Italy, to vifite his eftate of iMilm-, 
and from thence, went into Sicilia, the better to confirme himfelfein his new Dominion j and 
the better alto to pvouide for the warres and conqueft of the Holy land, which was generally 
defirtd. He came into Sicilia, to the Citic of Mejswa,mth his wife and his ion,(who was drea- 
die called king of the Romanes) and gouerned the Empire and thole Kingdomes in peace, en¬ 
larging the lame more then the: Pope would he Ihould hauedone, for he held from him the 
Marta At udnem, and fome places in Ttfcane. But it plea fed God to fruftrate all his ddfigns 
hydwtjh ? for being much delighted in hunting 5 it hapned, that hunting vpon an extream hot 
day, in the moneth of A uguft, h e layd him do wne one night to fleep in a grecnc field, neerc to 
certain frelh fprings.ofwater: and awaking with the cold and the deaw ofthe night,he felt him- 
felfejyery ill, and was carried to tMefsm, where his infirmity increafing, he dyed; when he 
had reigned ejght yeercs, in the yeerc of our Lord 119$. hauing firft recommended the pro¬ 
tection and gouernmentof his young fonne Frederick, who was called king of the Ro¬ 
manes, ahd of, the two Sicilies , to his brother Philip Duke ofSueuk, vntill that he fliould 
come, cp age fit torulc; and wrothis Letters concerning the lame to Pope Innocent the 
Hhirdjj who fucceqded C blestin a the third,whodied a little before him in the fame yeer. 
Thi$, JEimperouj*' was a wife, a valiant, and a mighty Prince, but his ouer-mnch fiercencfle and 
cruelty bleinilh<*d thofe vertues. All this while raigned I s a c i v s in Conftmittoplt, which he 
gouerned very wel-for the fpace of eleuen or twelue yeercs in peace- after the death of the ty¬ 
rant An d r o w 1 c v s, as we haue fet downe in the life of the Emperor Faedbrick.

For, Otho being comn to the Court, the Count 
VM'rn ofWitilifpitch, who was Philips fecret enemy, vponaday (with drefolutionto hUlhim) came to his chani* 
hr, Itfring tofpeake with him, and being let i»i he tqckhii/wofdfrom his Page, and therewith flew the Emperour, 
when be badrdignedtenyecres. * - 

T is a common and vfuall thing through all the World, that af- The deathef 
ter the death of great Kings and Princes^nfuegiear Changes and z nn f 
alterations; which is verified by the death of H i n r y the fixr, n ’mmT* 
whofe Hiftory we haue now ended: for by reafon thereof, foi- 1 
lowed great innouations, and vnexpebted accidents. Firft in the 
Army which he Cent into theEaftjio the conqueft of ltrnfalem, 
and which had begun'the Warre with good fuccefle, his death 
being publi/hed, the Princes and Prelates which went thither a- 
grecd together mill haftc to returne home to their houfes, arid 
did to; nothing preuailing with them the counfelland entreaty 
of Simon of tAMonfirraio, a raoft excellent louldier, who 
came thither with certain troups of Frenchmen to their aide: 

andfo they left the countreyabandonedjandin fuchnecdlityj as the Infidels raking the City 

of Upha, deftrpyed the fame, and laid it euen with the ground * and king A l m b r i c v s and 
the Chriftians were brought to fuch extremity, as they were driuen to fue to the Infidels foe 
peace: fo as it appeareth.that it was not Gods will that the warres and conqueft of the Holy- 
land fliould euer haue any good fuccefte. / 

InC sermny followed thegreateft tumults,wars and battails,touching the choife of an Empe» 
tor,thateuerhadbeenfeeneforthelikecaufe. Pope Innocent began to recouer tome 
places which the Emperor Henry held from the Church. The Emprefle prefently fued 
to the Pope, for the confirmation of Sicilia to her and her lonnc, which Ihe hardly obtained, 
out with the Ioflcof lands and dignities. So great effect worketh oftentimes the abfence, or 
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prefence, of one man only: for Philip Duke of Sueuia, whofe Hiftory I now beginne to 
write, hegoingtd $.IVd&%hence, as

- Bet ween thefe two was cruell and iharpe warre and competency, hauing recourfe to their 
Arms : yet the Abbat W a s * e * <3. faith, that Bhrtoid Duke of fringe, before , or at the 
Bcrtoid etlkd f ame time,was a third competitor 5 andivas called Emperor: but Duke Bbrtold's chalengc 
continued not long, for he foone agreed with P h i i i p - and for that moft authors write it 
not, I will pafle it ouer, with the only remembrance thereof. Philip and Oth© being in 
Armcs, each of them with his partakers and friends, began to warre, killing, robbing and im- 
prifoning one another. 

Or h o was holpen and fupported by the King ofEngland as his Vncle and friend, and by 
the Lantzgraue of Tm'nge, the Coune Palatine of the Rhine, the Duke of Liconh , the Eavle of 
timfarght the Archbifhop ofCV/«i,and his Prelates and Suffraganes, the.Earle of Blunders and 
befriends,and fome other princes and prelates: Pope Ihnocbnt alfo faubiftedhisdufe, 
calling to mindc that the anceftors of this Oth o, Dukes bff4X<wy, had greatly affiftedand 
defended the Church of Rome; and to the contrary, P m l 1 p’s predecdTors Dukes of Smii, 
hadperfecuted thd fame, caufingfchifmes and diuifions - as H e n r y the fourth, F'r edi! 
ri c k the firft, and his brother Fk r d h r i c k had alfo held many places mTttfcane, and 
yfoeond, belonging to the Church of Rome. 

r .. Jhofe which tooke part with Philip, werethe King of France , the Archbifooppe of 
leMente, the Dukes ofSaxony, and of^uflrich (who then came from thewarresin theEaujtfic 
King of Bflfoww, the Duke ofSaurere,the Dukes of Z<jrr<«'wr,and of Brabant; and all the reft of 
the Princes which took not pan: with O t ho, (but yet thefucceffo changed thefe fauours) and 
Philip for his perfon was better beloued and more eftcemd then O t h o, for he was mild , 
of a noble dirpofition,difcreete,andliberall(wherbygoodwill is principally got)very valiant, 
thoughbutofa vyeake body,and ofameaneftaturej of a good countenance, and faire, white 
and red. 

Otho had not fo good pat tsofa man in him; for he was held not very wife, ralh, and 
Without meafure audacious., Philip hauing affembled his friends in the City ofMem^t 
wasthere annoynted and crowned Emperor by the Bifiiop of Tar antafia - the Bifhop of Sutritn, 
Philip earned who jyasthe Popes Ambaflador and Legate, being there pre.fent, who came thither for ano- 
Emftm . ther.purpofe • wherewith the Pope was extremely moued. Otho and his friends, perceining 

tfiat Philip was crowned ,went to \yikcn, which Philip had already taken $ and be/ie* 
gingandfealingit, took the fame vpon compofirion ; and there Adolph Archbifliopof 
otho mmtd C fty PI?pofteroufly crowned him, and he therefore was held for right Emperor: which coio 
Emperor, nation was afterwards confirmed by Pope Innocent,, who lent Gvido Cardinall of 
Frene/lejorh is Legate to the Citie of Cohn, for the fame purpofe,and to excommunicate P h i- 
l i p, and all his followers and abbetters. P h i.l i p (as a man of great fpirit) fought to fight 
with Otho, and to that end entred his enemies countries,deftroying the fame with fire and 
fwprd, and took fome ft tong Caftles ncer to Argentine , where between. His and Oth o’* 
troiips, were many skirmifhes and encounters,and many men were flaine of either fide: and the 
nextyeer following he came againft the fame Citie of Argentine, which held for Oiho; 
wich yeelded vpon compofition, and he was therein rcceiued and Qbeyed. 

O t h o in like manner with all his wlioJepower catne againft P h.i l ip : and between the 
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/buldiers oftheone and other, were fome battels and skh mjfhes j wherein Phil i p For the 
moft part-had the vi<ftory, which made fome to come ouer to his fide: but yet the coming of 
the Popes Legate at this time, and thepublifhing: of the excommunication, did greatly hinder 
p H i 11 p's proceedings, and was a great help to O r h 6, with the Prelats and eccjcfiafticall 
perfonages. Ph i li p hauing the greateft quarell againft the Lantzgraue of Turingi, for that 
by hismealis principally Otho was cholen 5 He therefore refolued to enter his Country, and 
tofpoil it j and putting the fame in execution, took one or two very ftrong Towns of his. The 
Lantzgraue railing his power, and fending for help to the Count Palatine of Rhine, and to O- 
v ho Charys, King of Bohemia (who now joined with Oth o,by reafon of the Popes ex- 
communication) and to other his friends and kinfmen . leuied fo great a number of good meti 
of war, that Philip, not daring to fight with him, retired to a ftrong Town, wherein they 
befieged him: but he vfed fuch means,that in thenight he got out of the Town,and put himfelf* 
in fafety- And within few daics after cam O r ho to the aid-ofthe Lantzgraue with his whole 
powcr,in hope tp haue taken Philip j for, rhey had written to him, that he could not e£ 
cape from the place wherein they held him befieged. So as .0 t h o, being then Mafter of the 
field, fummoned a Diet or Coun cell to be held in the ^€ity of Mersburgb, in the month of Au- 
guft,in theyeer.of our Lord 1203: where, in the prefence of the before named PrinCes, and of 
bi$friends, he was the fecond time crowned hy the Popes Legat • and his firft election was ap- 
preued and confirmed, and many reuolted from Philip to him, by reafon (as they preten¬ 
ded) ofthe Popes cenfures. 

At this time the Empreffe Co n s t a n c h, 1 ’utreffe ofthe yong F r h b u ft 1 c k King c»f 
Sitilia , dying, Ihe recommended the protedibn of the childe to Pope I a n o c b n T,who fent 
ceiwinLegarstogOuernthofeCounrriesinthebehalfofrheyong Kingi who afterwards was 
Emperor, as you fliall hear. Otho hisfauourites & partakers beinggonefrom this Diet or 
Counccll with vi&ory, the nextyeer following their fortune altred : for, Philip With the 
aid of Brnce, Saxony, Ciu 8 ria y Ment& } Wtttembergh, Snewa, Bm’sre, and the reft of thofe whidi 
held with him, came.vpon the Lantzgraue and his con federates -and entring his Countries (as 
hehldjdonetheycer before) took certain Caftles. The King of Bohemia 8 c the Count Palatine 
cawetoioin with the Lantzgraue, and lb to.fight with P h i l i p : but Ph 1 l i p met and 
fo(igbc,withthembefore they coujd ioin with the Lantzgraue, and obtained the vi&oiy, al¬ 
though bloudy 5 the Bohemians running a way,and difordringthemfelucs in the beginning, fd 
asgreat llaughter. Was.made ofthem in the chace. Philip through this vi&ory won fogreat th,BQ k l w*M 
reputation, that many of thofe which vntil then had been lilent and neurm,Came to feme hivti* mm mmSe 
and from his enemy came not a few. And the Lantzgraue, feeing his fuccours buerthfowne 
andfeattered, and his Countrey fpoiled, fought means to come to fome compotirion with 
Ph.il tPj and to feme him: and Philip (ashewasa mildeand courteous Prince) admit* 
ted.hira into his fauour and friendfliip 5 and the Lantzgraue with great humility cam and yeel- 
dcdhimfelfinto' his power. . - , . 

Afterhim came Ab.olp h, Archbifiiopof Colon h who nothing fearing the Popes excom¬ 
munications, againft fuch as tookpart with Phi i.ip, or defended his quarrcll,compounded 
with him alfo, promifing to bring rh c Dukes of Lor raw and of Britbant to his dcuotion • a riling 
which P h 1 l 1 p muchdefired, and gaue him to eifexft the fame agreatfumme of money: 
wfiichwas the caufe that many others did the like.' So as this party growing now to beftrori-* 
geft.a meeting was appointed to be had in Ahen: and for as'much as P h i l ip had not bedtt 
crowned there by a generall alfent, he was again with great folemnity crowned Emperor and 
King ofthe Romans by the hands oft he faid Archbiftiop A do l p ii, who defpifed and con" 
tenined his Popes cenfures: whereupon Pope Innocent d'epriued and depofed him froni 
Tis Archbiflhopriclf,and fent commandcmeUc to his Legat, w ho then lay in dolen, to caufe ano¬ 
ther to be chofen : and the Chanons afiembling ? made chofceofone Brvnv s,a man-Of great v 
account -and Otho took luchorder, th.ithewas prcfcntlyConfccrated by two Bilhops that 
came from England: where with Put tip wa 3 fo much in raged j that he presently went and 
let Vpon the City ofColen •, and not being able to take.it by force, hce fpoiled the fields^ and 
put the depofed Archbifhoppe in the poffeffion of fome Totvns in the Marches and Territo^ 
lies of that City 5 in fo much that neither the one nor the other party could rule or goucm that 

The like happened afterwardsin many other Churchesi fome hoiilding ofthe one fSdiT 
OJ!,andothers of the other :and miferableGtfrw4wyac this time endured grievous calamities s ' 
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for,bcfides the great wars and batfails, the Churches and Monafteries were robbed. 

. ; After.all this, the next yecr Mowing, which was theyccr 1205, P h i l i p, with a great 
power of Princes and marfhall men, came to make warre vppn Otho, who with his fnends 
and allies was in Cohn-, with whom, amongft fuch orhers as came thither, was G vino the 
. Pope's Legate, and Brvstj the Archbifhop thereof. And with Philip came the de- 
1 pofed Bifhop : but Otho, hailing no fufficicnt forces to fight with him in field, heldhimfcJf 
within.the City, not daring to keep the field againft him j which, Ph i up perqeiuing,hefenc 
for all the forces he could leuie, and bedeged Otho, and thofe which vrere with him in Co. 
Un: fo as O t h o was in greater diftrefle than hee thought of in the beginning 5 andthefiege 
was fo fliarp, that it was impoffible for any m an to get in or out without the leaue of the befie- 
gers. 

O th o knowing that if he Allied any longer there, befides the reputation which he loft, his 
perfon and life would be in great danger, refolued to make way through his enemies, or to dy 
inthea<flion : and making choice ofhisbeft men, both of horfe and toot, befides men ofac- 
countjheonc day fuddenly faliedand charged into his enemies Camp, and in the beginning 
made great daughter of them ,- but being oppre/Ted with themultitude, he vfed the means 
had propounded, and fo efcapecl by flight: yet in the chace, many of thofe which falied with 
him w$re taken prifoners and (Is, in. Among which, B r v n v s the new Archbifhop was taken 
prifonen, whom Philip held in irons aboue one whole yeer after: and in this flight,0 r h 0 
neucr ftaied till he came into Saxony, where hee was harboured and protc<fted byDukeBER. 
nard. Phili p,thus preuailing, offered fo honourable a compofition to thofe of Ok»,that 
they yeelded, and came all to his feruice-and reftoring Ado lph tohisfearand Bifhoprick, 
he wholly difan nulled and made void the new eletfion of B r v n y s , without any regard of 
the Pope's commandcments. 

Otho perceiuing that Phil ip's power did daily moreand moreincreafe, and that liee 
had not any forces wherewith he might defend himfelf, took fli ip and failed into England; and 

fo for that time remained Philip peacefullEmpcror,findiRg no man that infield made any 
refiflance, but what the Pope did with his fulminarioni;, whereof (as it feemeth) he madefmall 
account. And the better to aflureto him felf tholoue of men (he naturally defiringi to end mat¬ 
ters by clemency) he gaue his eldeftdaughtcvfinrtutriage to the King of Bohrnid, and another 
daughter to the Duke 0 fBrdbm's eldeft Tonne : and foyponother Princes he bellowed fmw 
and benefits • wherein (as faith the Abbat W * s* b r g b n s x s) he fpent his whole patrimo¬ 
ny, giuiug Towns and Gaftlcs,yea, Cfiurches.and their reuenucs : for,{b much do men defire 
to raigu, that, to bring the fame to effedt, there is no law but they will break and violate *yea, 
and they think they may lawfully doit: which may well and fufficiently beprooued byfuch 
matters as parted in thefe times in t he Empire of Conttmimplr, which/or that they make to our 
purpofe and hiftory, I will heei briefly recite, although fo great accidents require a long rela¬ 
tion .• and fo for a while we will leaue Otho fled and baniflied into England, and Phuu 
toinjoy hisvi&ory. ; 

In Gonftwmplt then vaigned I s a c or I s a c 1 v s (of whom we haue made mention)asa 
juft Prince and good Gonemor s who with a great fumme ofmoiiie redeemed a brother of his, 
avaliantand excellent Captain, called Alhxv s, who in the wars was. taken prifbner by the 
Turks: to whom after his coming to hisCourt (befides the Lands&cftate allowed him forte 
maintenance) he gaue fo great authority and command in the gouernment, that all matters of 
greatert.importance were ordered by his dire&ion 5 and he being in this fauour, the diuell,am¬ 
bition, and defire to raign, poffefled him • fo as, to bring bis purpofe to effed, hee refolued to | 
break alllawcs both diuine and humane, together with thebands wherein he flood bound to 
his fbueraign Lord and brother: for, in requitall of the benefits receiued, with the help and af* | 
fiftance of fuch as himfclf, lie apprehended his brother, and put out his eies, and feifed vpon the 
Empire to his owne behoof: and a fon ofl s a c 1 v s, called after his treacherous Vncles name, 
A lex v. s, fled, and came into Germany to the Emperor Philip, whofe wife Yr h k «■ iwi 
this yoUng mans fitter.; but as Phili p was not fo firmly (bated in his Empire, as to be able 
to fuccoirrand relieuc another,by reafon of his wars with Otho, fo he could not then doos> 
he would haue done.

Land; where they ftaidfor fliippmg to g6 oni their voyage f whither' cdmrf recommended to 
them by,the Emperor Pur l i Mbisyouhgi^i ^ .xy s; Whereupon thefe Princes' (by the 
confent ofthc Duke and Senateofr^r, and ofthe Pope) concluded ro go attain ft the Tyrant 
Alex vs; whereto the Vcnccians gaue great aid, fending an Admirall with a K reac fleet The 
jagueand accordbcingmadewkhthcNcphew Ale xv s ; hee promifed, that being 
iC d, he would reduce the GreefcQiurch to the obedience 6f the Latin 5 and* many other mat 
tersmrecompenfe randfo they departed With a good and,prolperoiis,windc.; And. omitting 
fpeh 1 aebdents as befellthem m their voyage.(wherein they, rook thereof Cm*, now’cked 
C^and other places) icwasfo, that they aniued ncer to the City ofConltmLplr 'whe^ 
the Tyrant A l e- x y s in a rcadinefle awaited, their coming, with a very great number offouh 
diets - and they, fettmg their nun on land, had a bactcll with.T.. bodorb-La s ca rv s 
the Tyrant’s fonne-mrlavy^vyhofalied forth with an Arm je to fight with them: ;andiihee.bein^ 
ouetthrowne, thcyipuifucdfiim tqthe gates ofthe City^ which they befieged b'Orhby fea; and 

! At the end of eight daies which they.had been there (wherein -were* manyi brauc skirmiifhcS 
( ajidfierceencounce;s),the Tyrant A l e x v, s ; feeing thatdie could notpiciiail, fled 'out of the 
City by night • ancj after him followed the molt partof his complices: and the next dav rlie 
Citizens Opening the Ports, took the blinde-Etuperor Is a civs out of prifon, and vvirh hini 

went forth to tie Camp j where, very willingly they took thefonne to bee Emperor, together 

with tliefarher: and hee was with great folcmniry receiued into the City, and crownedln the 
Churcli of Sanit So phi a, in the prefenceof all the Latiue Captains; wherewith the blindc 
father was greatly reebmforted j and it feemed that all went weU,and to'the contentment of all 
men: and the Knights and Commanders of the Latines, ro auoid the fcandals which mfrht a- 
rife between their people and the citizens, wenrto their Tents in the Catnp. ,. 

In the mean while that the nevy Emperor and.his father made payment to the Veneciahs of - 
what they had promifed, and had accompliflied the fame, the Greeks greatly murmuring foe 
thenaturail hatred which they bare again!! the Latines, the blindc Emperor I s a c 1 v s died 
and then prefcntly began new fcandals ahd.rumults in the City, they all exclaiming againft the 
promues made by the young A l s x v s fotheJLatines-and allcaging that they oughinottobe 
performed, put themfclues in Arms again ft them: but yet the new Emperor defired to haue 
throughly accompliflied the fame. Yet fome Authors lay this breach to his charge * faying than 
he would n’othould his word. Finally, the matter fellfo out, that the tumult infinitely increa* 
ling) one Miimuvs, who had been a Fautfurite of the Emperor Iacivs (beeing the 
chief occafion of this mutiny, and whom the Greeks chofefor their Generali, calling him Em- 
peroi) went to the Palace wherethe new Emperor Auxvs was, and with his ownc handt 
line him, within onemonth after his coronation: andthenew vjjftart Traitor M ir r illy* 
was fit in his place, who prefendy ftudied how he might fee the fteetoT the Venecians,. and of 
i lances of the Latines, onfirc,and ro cut off all victuals from them , and by afthuhing.them■ 

mtheif lodgings, to haue ouerthr owne and defeated.them,-but the efte<ft enfued after another * 
timer : for , after many skirmi flies, daughters , and effufion of much blond (which for breui-* 
tylomit) the Latines had the vidbry, the Tyrant fled, and they were Lotds of the Cuy,vtoge- 
tlier with all the countrey round about it. And forafmuch as the Empire was withoutany law-! 
iulliucctftoi , and that they had madea conqueft thereof, by.ai general! confeht they refolued 
to chufe an Emperor 5 and, making among themfelues fifteen Eletfors; Baldvvin Earle of, 
Hamers y/as chofcn and created Emperor, and for fuch was fworn, receiued and obeyed: and 
tne Patriarch, T h omas Morosin/, a Venecian Gentleman, prefently went vnro Aom ,• 
wneienis PrcJacy,and thcEmpcror's election, and all the reftj was approued and confirmed by 
the Pope 5 iand he with his owne hands iriuefted him, and gaue ro him for rhe Emperor the Im¬ 
perial l Enfignes. . 


Thisgt eat attempt being atchieued by thefe Captains, according to their firft agreernent 
tliey diuided w hat they had gotten 3 and the Hands of Creta, now CUndia, and Bubcca now Nem~ 
M were giuen to the Venecians, which rhqt haue held vntO this day: and for as much as the. 
rilfh , *V S ■ gU,Cn rolioNIFACa ) Marq ueffc ofeMovfermo ; the Councrey of 
weffalia, which is a Pro.uinceot ovlaccdom, was giuen him; with the title o.f King; with other.

1 The Eniperot Phil fp bauing expelled O t h o oat of Germany, he and his followers 
imagined that their aduerfaries ihould not be able any more to moleft him : neuCrthele/Te ; n 
x regard d£peace,h^beeing in difgrace with the Church of Rotoe^ by the aduice ofthe Pri t i CCS 

which werC a/Tembled for tliat purpb/c, fent hrsAmbaftadors to the Popeyexcufing fats doings 
alleagingthe equity ofhis caufc*entreating hitftto eftablilh fdtn peace inf he Empire,to abfolw 
him, and to confirm his election* and therewith yielded himfelfe to his obedience. The Pope 
hearing the Ambaflagcjj gaue alfo eare to the treaties, ahd fertt* for his Aitlbaftadors, Cardinals 
I . Legatesof great account, to' the Emperour, to treate of a peace: which being come, and with 

much honour recciued; among other motions, one was, that theEmperour fliould marry a 
daughterwhichhehad, to RicHAR d the Popes Nephew* and fhouldgiue him therewith 
the eftates of tyoteto inTtifiane y and the Marcadc sjimona, which belonged to theChiuch of 
Rme, and were in tfie Emperors poffcfiion. >* 

. This motion (as faith A b b a $ Ws s *«:rob nsi s) was made by the Emperor, by that 
mcanetowmthePopesgnceandfauour ;yet fomc attribute it to the Pope, Thefe and ma¬ 
ny other matters Were motibned,.and there were mahy meetings of Princes * whither his com- 
petitor O t n o alfoferit his Attybafladbrs 5 ahd afterwards came out of fi/tgWinto Sumy in 
perfon'5 And of thoonefideand of the other, mariy demands and offers weremade (the Cardi¬ 
nals Legtebeing vmpicisand mediators between them) in the end , in a gencrall meeting 
which was h eld in a Townc on the borders ofSaxtmy, Or ho being in a Caftle neere vnto it,fc- 
cuiity being giuen by tyther party, a general! peace was concluded, vpon condition that 0- 
V u o fhouldniarrie with the daughter ofthe Emperor Philip, and beheld for king ofthe 
Roiharisi and future Emperor afrer the deceafe of Ph i lip ; Which agreement was confir¬ 
med & fworn,and a general pardon was giuen by one to the other,and the Pope difpenfed with 
their neer cneflC of blodd ♦ and all fuch as were excommunicate, wereabfolued by the Popes 
Legates : and fo all was in peace and quiet, and Gtho remained the Emperors fon inlaw, 
and heircappArant ■ dnd for fuch was presently fworne, and the Legates returned to Rome. AH' 
which paflfed in theyeere of our Lord 1207, wherewith all men were very glad and well con¬ 
tented, hoping that it would haue long continued- for Philip was an exceeding iiberall 
, and courteous PrinCe, and deerely beloued generally of all men. But it otherwise happened: 
for theyeere following, the Emperor being in the Towrie of BW^,fortherecoueryof'his 
health *0 two Count Palatine Wttilfpach, who had been his deadly enemy (and was fo (fill in fe- 
cretycartieto the Empferors court, Ihewing himfelfe publikely to be his loyall feruant. His 
comniing (as it afterwards appeared) was but to practice the Emperors death, and as a traytoi 
to kill him, which Ph i lip nothing fufpe&ed. 

The Etaperour being one day after dinner in his chamber repofing himfelfe vpon his bed, 
for thraf he finding himiclffomewhat ilfhadbeen let bloud that day * the Count Palatine called 
at his chamber doore,accompanied with fomc which were acquainted with hisprercnce : and 
theEmperor vndeiftanding who he was, made the doore to be opened,notwirhftanding that 
nonewere with him but his Chancellor the Bifliop of Spire, and a.page which waited on his 
Cup, called H bnry offfllJfiurcb,wuhout any weapons 2 the Count Palatine at his entrance, 
iI P a R 1 l n i n 8i : ^ e Hmenowfir for him to execute his diueliih intent and treaion, atthedoretooke 
ntimb of his fword from a page which carried the fame* and fuddcnly drawing it, before that the Bifiiop 
tbeEmperor orpagecould lefcuchim, wounded the Emperour inrhethroat: which wound, although it

H T ter the death ofthe Emptrer Philip, Qthowtthaiit any cotttradffiioitrw taken for Emperor j and, 
mtmthftanetitigtbathevai chofmfor htf/tfccejform Philips time, it pleafed the E/Mors to chafe 
hm axcw: and he being confirmed, wat cropnedbj tbeBiJbog if Colen. After the ceremonies were 
ended, he appliedhmfelf to perfeettte the murderers of Philip • and notwithfianding that hee was well 
pleafedwith his death, neuerthelcffe he madetbisfhewofremnge. Became afterwards to be crowned 
tn %me : but a great tumult arifmg between his people and the citizens, he departed in choler with the Tope,and made 
mrevpon him ‘,foas the Pope excommunicated him ; attddepriued him ofthe Empire . Whereupon, mam Princes of 
GtrntOny, denying him their obedience,chofa another Emperor, which was Frederick, King of Sicilia : and although

And within few daies after he went to Aagsbnrgh, which is in the 
fame prouince j whither he fummoned the Princes to come ; and with their confent he procee- 
dedaeainft O r h o, jCpuntPalatine of Mitftyb, ( whomunheredtheEmperour Ph i up) 
and aeainft luch as w^rehis complices io the mprther .* all which were condemned, being ab- 
fent,as guilt ie of high treafon, and were depriued ofail the dignities, goods and lands which 
they poflefled 5 of whicJf, fomfclh*bellowed vpon others, and part lice confisked to thcchatn- 
ber of the Empire. A n d notwithflanding that all men prefumed that he was well pleafed with 
the death of P h 1 xi pjy et he inflidtfd this £uniffitiicnt 4 and outwardly made mew of much 
forrow for the fame: and lome were of opinion that the Count Palatine mimhered the Empc- 
rout Philip, in hope that his fucceffor O t ho would haue rewarded him forthefaft. But 
yvhatfoeuer any man thought, he did as I (ay,and well might he be pleafed with his death 5 and 
difpleafed with the treafon.By mean es of this punilhment,and for righting fomc other wrongs* 
hebeean in many mens opinion to be reputed a good Emperour,andagrcatlufticer rycta- 
piongft men of the better fort he was blamed, for the oppre/fion which he vied, both in 
and in'other places 1 but in the beginning hce was without contradidion obeyed of all

Few daies after this, in the moneth of March, in the yeere nop, hee fummoned a genenll 
Parliament or Dict,to be held in the citic of Hagutn&s where the principall point that was fund* 
led, was but how to get aide and reliefefrom rhePrincesandeftatesofthcEmpirc, towards 
his iourney into /eafcto be crowned in Rome rand it was con eluded,that helhotdd doe fo 5 and 
many offered him their feruice, and to accompanichiminthariourney : and fo he, and they

in word and deed approued the fame. Oiho herewith was very much troubled, and ieekine 
meanes to defend his eftate, made terrible warres again ft his aduerfaries. The Germane Am¬ 
bafladours were well receiued by the King of Sicilia, who was in great doubt to vnderrakcfo 
Frederick fag great an enterprife 5 but being perfwaded by rhem,and by the French Kings Letters ( who was 
ofsidlUefa Oth o’s enemy, for his ftritft allyance to the houfe of England ) he confented thereto,and was

Frederick hauing in this manner accepted the Empire } he firft applyed himfelf to rc - 
couer fuch to wnes as O r h o had taken from him in the Kirjgdom of Naples-^ which being done 
with thegreateft power he could raife, hetooke his way towards Germany; and in hisiourney 
went to kilfe the Popes foote, and to intreate him that he might be crowned Emperourofthc 
Romanes, feeing that he was called and choien ; but the Pope rejfolued him that hisrequeft 
could not be gradated, for that thereby thcauntietit cuftome in the election and coronation of 
Emperours fliould be peruerted: and fo incouraging him to proceede in his enterprife, hefent 
bis Leg at with him, to be prefent at bis Coronation in Germany j and therein to yfe his authori¬ 
ty, and to proceede againft fuch as were difobedient, or rebelled againft him. Herewith the 
Emperor ele<ft continued his iourneyj wherein,the cities of Pania and Crcmonafxnd fome other 
ayded and aflifted him$ Milana nd the reft being againft him. % 

^ Finally, w ith much trouble and danger he arriued at the citie of Conftancc in Germany , whi- 
> thicr many men ofwarre repaired to him, together with fome Princes which wereof his fafti- 

on: which, O tho vndet Banding, as he was very valiant, fo with the greateft power he could 
leuie be went to that ciric, thinking ro haue been able to haue either ftainc or ouerthrowne this 
new Emperor Frederick: but the men of warre which he brought with him, daily for- 
fboke him and went ouer to Frederick; in fuch fort, that feeing himfelfe abandoned, he 
retired into his countrie .* and Frederick, very mightie, and accompanied with a great 
Army, marched along the riuer of Rhine, to the citie of eMentz, ; where many prelates and Prin¬ 
ces were affembled ; all for faking Otho, holding him for depriued, in perfourmancc ofthe 
Pope and his Legates commandement: amongft which,thither came the Archbifhops and Bi» 
(hops of Treater, CeUn , Con fiance, Bajtl, Spire, Hiptrfali, the King of Bohemia, the Lantz* 
graue of Turingepht Count Palatine of JtWw,befides thofe which werealready come with him- 
Irom whence,after the handling and concluding ofmany matters, Frederick departed ! 
Frederick tov/ards <^iten, where he was crowned with the firft crown e, in the prefence ofthe Popes £e» ! 

XfiftTrwit gate, who approoued and confimcd his election j and fo he attained to the Empire: and for his !

The Emperour Otho feeing himfelf in Saxony thus forfaken, got from England, and other j 
parts , fuch, forces as he could, and came into the countrie of GueUers, where hee macfccnicll 
warre,for that it held with Frederick, and from thence, together with the Earle of Bhtf‘ 
tfcrs,who was of that fa&ion (for that he married with Ioani daughter to B a l d yy i n Earle 
ofF/Ww, which held theEmpireof cenjl&ntmple, and at that time ioyned with England againft 
France , and with the Earle of Eelagna in France who had rebelled ) they went to ioyne with the i 
King of Englands forces, to fight with the French King (which Otho did for the alliance be- 
tweene him and the houfe of England ) thinking, by ouerthrowing the King of France, who was 
enemie to them both,he ibould oe reftored to his Empire. But his conceits deceiued him: for 
the Kingof France came and fought a battaile with thcm,neere to the citie ofTwr/tay- which is 
recorded to haue been very bloudie and crucll, wherein the French king was in great daunger 
to haue been flaine by the Empe/ror O tho, who difnounted him : but he being refeued, en¬

great reuolutions, warres, battails and troubles, as you 
(hall hear: wherefore I muft /pend ihqre time in writing 
the hiftory ofhls life,than of fame others. He was at no 
leffe variance with the Church .oTtMme, than the other 
Fudeuck his Grandfather was before him* and it 
nowicemed to bean hereditary malady, through which 
the Emperours and the Popes neuer failed to bee at con.

whole only ftudy and care wWto make all old Italy which is diuided from Lombardy by the ri* 
ucr of Rubicon, fubjeft to theCitie of Rome , from whence they bad Included the Emperors'. 
The Popes knowing that what they attempted, they fhould neuer atjraine vnto, nor long 1 main! 
taine the authority which they had gotten, vnleffc they fhould fupprefle the Emperors grow- 
jmg power in Italy, neither could the warresbe euer pacified, vntill they had gotten all they de- 
fired,or wrefted away part ‘Neither did they as Popes doe in thefedaies, in rich their kihffofe 
with the goods oftheChu rch, butro fettle and inlarge their dominion. This C ajiok 
writes, and this experience hath feen verified. 

The Emperors after they had obtained the Empire, and were eftablifhed in their thrones 
pretending that all the jurifdi&ion and fupreme power in tempoi all caufcs, both in Germany and 
viftMiiemxt in Italy appertained to them, could therefore endure no fuperiority 5 and there wanted not 
thePopeanA men of either'fide to perfwadeihem tMt they had reafon: and fotnetitnesambkionand cou& 
tfc Emptrtr. tou fnefle of ey ther fide were the occafions of the miferics before mentioned, and of fuch as wc 
will relate. 

Frederick feeing himfelfe freed from his aduerfary O t h o • the better to juflifie his 
title and raigne, caufed a new aflembly and meeting to be held of the Princes of the Empire, 
and of the deputies of the Imperial! Cities, and went to tjiken, where he caufed himfclfetoie 
Frederick the the fecond time crowned with great folemnitie; and then he made a publike folemne vowe, •

Afterthiscoronation, Frederick went through fundry prouinces,and making him- 
/elfc abfolute Lord thereof, brought them to his obedience as to their Emperour. And for as 
muchas Henry DukeoftBrvfW/had not yet done him homage, he with all the fpeedepof- 
fible, with a great Army, marched into that prouince: and the Duke feeing himfelf in danger, 
/ought his fauour, offering to obey, and to doe him feruice, and was admitted,he giuing hisfon • 
and other Noble men of his houfe,for hoftages and afTurance thereof. Few daies, after thfs(by 
the Emperors confent) Pope Innocent called agenerall Councell in the Citie of Rome, 
whither came from all parts of Chriftendome, Greeke and latine, the Patriarchs of Ierufalcm 
and Conjlaminople, threefcore and ten Archbifhons Metropolitanes, foure hundred and twelue 
jt Councell held Bifhops, eight hundred and odde Priors and Abbats couentuall i and Ambafladouts from the 
V % iu Emperour Fudhrick and King of Sicilia, from the Emperour of Conftantmple, from the 
1 teeny of 0 me j£j n g 8 pf prance, England , Spaine, tarragon,Hungary ^Cyprus and Jerufalem • and from other Kings 
and Princes: in which .Councell were condemned cerfaine fe<fts newly rifen in France j but the 
chiefeft matter that therein was handled,was for the warres and conqueft of the Citie of lernfi- 
lem, whereto they all gaue their confent, promifing ayde and affifiance. The Pope ferit his Le- 
ters into all parts of Chriftendome,inciting all men to this holy war: graunting large Indulgen¬

Vpon this agreement 
he came from Germany to Rome, w hither the kings daughter of lerufaUm was brought; and the 
marriage^ wasfoJemnized with great ioy and feafting. By this title, and by the marriage of tliis 
Lady with the Emperour Fr. id a r. i c k 5 Conrad e their/onne, and tlio/e which vntill 
this day.haue fuccccdcd in the kingdoines of Sicillia and Naples, haue been, and (till are, called 
Kings of i<rufkfcm» This being ended, the king of iprttfdcm went into France, where he recei- 
tiedagreatfummeofrnony, whicb King Philip left him by his laft will and te/iament, to* 
wards the warres: there he ftaied certain e daiesfor the Emperor, whom all men beleeued (for 
that the inheritance of that Country belonged to him,and for t he great power and fit oportunity 
which he had, bejng King ofMplei and Sicilia ) would now haue perfourmed his vow and pro- 
niife, But departing from Rom, he went with his lpoufe into the prouinces of Pulia and Calabria^ 
vifiting his kingdoines, not caring to proceed on his iourney, in more then two yeereslpace: 
for which caufe, and for that he had not fully performed the agreement with the Pope, they 
againefellat variance. 

After this, his eldeft fonne Henry (who was in Germany) held a Counceli in Framkford • 
vndcr pretext to procure certaine Princes to goe with their power to the conqueft of ierufaUm i 
towhichthcEmperoui fcnthis Letters,certifying his fpeedic comming intoGtfmrfwy, to the 
end to goe that,iourney: wherefore many Princesgaue-in their names, promifing to goe with 
him. Atthisaffembliewas Henry King of the Romanes, the Emperoiirs fonne, married to 
Mar oar. it, daughter to the Duke of\^4uJlrU. The yeere following, mo/k o/^ the cities in 
Ltmkrdy made a league, and rebelling againft the Emperor, denied him their obedience, allea- 
ging the principal^ eafon thereof to be, for that he was difobedient to the Church : where- 
wirh he was very much dirpleafed . and many ambaflages were Cent from the onero the other 5 
and there were many tumults, and muchleuying of men, which continued many daiesj the 
Emperor pretending it to be the caufe why he deferred his iourney. ; ■** 

Atthis time died Pope Honor ivs the Third, hauing bin Pope tenneyeeres and halfej 
inthe end of the yeere i2zd. This Pope is held for a very good Pope. The greateftreafonwhy rtetiAtbof 
heis fo efteemed, is, for that hefolcmnely confirmed the orders of the Francifcane and Doim- Honpry 

niane Friers. After Honoriys fucceeded Gregory the Ninth, an Italian horne^ nc- 
phew to r n n o c ent the Third. The fir/l matter he took in handjwas to require the Empe- 
rorto reftore what he detained from the Church of Rente, and to goe the iourney which hee 
had vowed to hrufaUm j publi/hing him for excomunicate, if within a certain time limited he 
did not put the fame in execution; which he afterwards inclin'd; yet he presently anftvercd, 
he was content to go from Sicilia, where he then was,and fent to his fon to c all a Councei in the- 
Citic of (Jihn in Germany ; where (through his perfwafion andtheEmperourslettets) many 
Princesoffei ed to go that iourney: and the Emperor fent to them, rhat(with the greateft expe¬ 
dition that might be) they fliould repaire into Italic^ to the Pprt of Brnndufium, which is in the 
temoreft part thereof, whither he promt fed pr efcntly to come i whither repaired many men 
of war, Princes and Prelates, attending the Emperors comming all the dimmer; but lie came 
not, pretending that he was ficke. Which (as moft Authors affirme) was hut fained • and gs 
B 1 o n d v s and others affirme, he treated voder hand wirh the Soldan of Egypt, hoping to 
June concluded /bme peace with him before his going out of Sicilia into italic ; fo as by rcafoni 
of the great heat ofthe dimmer, the moft of the men of war ar Brmdujium , and the Countrie. 
thereabouts, attending his comming, dyed, together with many great Peribnages, amongft 
j ™ } ’ c h was the Lantzgraucof Turinge, a rich and mighty Prince : which when the Emperouj: 

I vnderftood, he came to Brundufium, where he feifed into his hands all the gold, filuer,Armes' 
j and other things which tlie Lantzgraue brought with him • and it was fayd that the Emperour 
esme thither forno other purpo/c. But the ficknes increafingin the Army & Letters comming 
daily from the Pope; the Emperor,to performe his promife , departed with all his Army to- 
^ardsthe Eaft: but within few dales failing he returhed,and arriued in halie ,alleaging that con¬ 
trary winds had conftrarned him fo to doe. But this was held but for fained, and he was there- 
lore ill fpoken of by all men: and Pope.G reuory holding himfelf to be abufed by the Em- 

perours promife ( other discord and difagrcem,ent remaining betwixt them) lent to declare . 

rim excommunicate, and for fuch proclaimed, him throughout all Germanic ’and Italy. Atthis p^ckT/ck/L 
timedypd the Emprefte, wife to the Emperor Freda rich, and daughter to the King of seaSwo^ 
wujaUm- who left bchtodheronejfonne, whofe name was C q n r-a n b. wmica telly 
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C a r i o n writes, that the Emperor lay lick in Brundujium, when as theLant Z gr aueatlf i , 
diuerfe others died. and that contrary winds draue him back,being in the Streights of eJm 
ne(us and« Crete .* yet the Pope began to thunder againft him, taxing him with the crimes of/S 
jury, adultery, cruelty to his wife, and with the Ioffe of Vamietta,for the which he did excom 
mumcate him. He fent I o h h dc Bregna, the Emperors fatherdn-lavv, hitoRemgnU, with Z 
title of Exarch,and commanded the Earls ofTufianie,with the Cities of Lombardy to take arm 
Thefe matters which we haue related being part ; the Emperor, feeing himfelf inafeiX 
by reafon of the Popes cenfurcs on the one fide, andthe intreaty of many of his friends on th, 
other* with the greateft power that he could make, and with a great number of /hips, f et t e h j! 
courfe towards Soria, and landed in the City of Ptelomaida, other wife called Aeon; y ec B1 0 If 
d y s and fome other fay, that he firft ftaid in the lie of Cyprus, and from thence fent a Cap Jn 
withthe greateft part of his Army to Aeon ; who by his commandement began a treaty ofer- 
with the Soldan, before that he him/elf came to the war. Frh derick coming afterward* 
thither, the Matters and Knights of the Orders of S.Ioh n and the Templars ill agreed with 
him: for, they furmifed he had intelligence and treated of a peaceand agreement with the Sol 
dan. And in italic he was in no better rearms with the Pope: for, Raikold, the Dukes fan 
of Spoleto, whom he had left for Captain and Gouerner in the Kingdome of Naples, beganneto 
make war, and took certain places from the Church of Rom, in the Mara £ Ancona and other 
parts. Whereupon the Pope called to his aid Iohn ^ £*^4, King of itrufalem, who thl 
was ready to haue taken flupping, to haue gone to defend his countries in the Eaft, and to banc 
holpen Fr b Derick mthewarres* which (it was thought) he would haue done: and f 0o 
' ' P cn war began between the Pope and the Emperors Capraines and Countries. I haue not read 
many Author, in what manner hee began and continued the warre, during his abode in hit

Many daies were fptnt about this matter 5 and on Eafter day, in the yeer of our Lord mo 
the Emperor entred lerufalem, and made himfclfto be crowned therein, and was calledKingof 
toMm, Then he prefently fent an ambaffage to Pope Gregor r.giuing him to vnder&nd 
ofa 1 that had hapned. therewith requeuing him, feeing that he hadaccomplifhed his vow,to I 
declare himabfolued ap*n*ct culpa, for his long delay ing the fame, and for fom other matters, | 
But when his Ambaffador came,the Pope houldingthe peaceand agreement made by theHm- 
peror,difhonourabIe (fith the Soldan fhould continue in the poffeflion of the fortress and 
ftrong houlds 3 prefuppofing, that as foon as the Emperor fhould haue leftthofe countries, the 
Soldan would prefenrly refumc them into his hands, as he afterwards did) protefted that the 
Emperor had done this butonelyto make a (hew to haue performed his vow : wherefore, and 
by reafon of the wars which his Captains then and before that time had made againft him; hec 
afnrmd,that the Emperor had made no fatisfa£tion,nor was freed from the excommunication : 
and lopradhfing with the Emperors fubie<fts in Pulia to renounce their obedience to their So- 
ueraign, lie recouered fome Towns which had been taken from him; which when the Empe¬ 
ror vndcruood, with the greateft fpeed that he, poffibly could make, he imbarked himfelf, lea¬ 
ding part of his Army in Paleflina, and the Towns fortified and garrifoned in thebeft manner he 
could 5 and with a fair gale ofwinde landed in P#/M,foasthisenterpfifeof the Emperor Frb- 
p b r 1 c k the Second had no better fucceffe than the reft. 

? e J5 8 arril . led in ltal y > th <>fe places which had rebelled and had held for the Pope, rcuolted 
^u n^ d bin* ; and he fent for men into Germany and into Sicilia • and began to wane vpon 
the Popes townes, and took many of them: and not withftanding that he feemed to haue fped 
well in the wane, yet he fought to beat peace with the Pope, by reafon of fome tumult and 
combuftion in Germany. And by the interceftion of the Matter ofthe O rdcr of the Knights and 
j pe 4 ce tmlu- ^ ri fcalled Teuttnici (which like the Knights ofS.I own and the Templars, lay in the Eaft) 
d r d tT en a ? and chc Archbifoop of Mefsina, a peace was concluded betweene the Pope and him ; Leo- 
tieVopl? * 0 L D ®ukc of^Aufiria, with other Princes and Prelates of Germany , being there prefent. 

C ar 1 o n i writes that thofc Prelates and Princes of Germany were a whole yeere before they 
could pacific the Popes difpleafureagainft the Emperour ; but in the end his choler was nppea- 
fed with a hundred and twentie thoufand ounces of gold 5 and fo hee was abfolucd andthe 

townes 
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townesuierereftored,and the Popeabfoluing him, proclaymed him King of hr»fdm,%Aplbs, 
and Sicilia 5 and they met at a place appointed, and with great Ihew afloue and good will dined 
together at one table, and fb a peace was concluded betweene them for that time; wherein* 
and touching that which I haue already written* were ftindry opinions,as the cuftome is inthis 
world,fome excufing the Emperor, and others imputing the fault to him, for what had pafled; 
and others attributed the fault to the Pope, for pra&ifing againft him in his abfence. This 
peace being made* the Emperour returned into his Kingdome of Naples ; and the Pope to paci¬ 
fic matters in Perugia (where had been great tumults and.contentions) went thither • what be-, 
fel in Rome in the time of this his abfence,I wil prefenrly tel you • fiift,bringing in few words to 
minde, the eftate and fucceffe oftheEmpire of Conftantinoplc, whereto I am alfo bound; foriasr 
the Emperour Frederick raigned long, itisnot conueniehttoleaue this, to make mert4 
don of another matter, wherein were great changes ofEmpcroUts; through the fmall time of 
I their continuance: and thus it was. ■ ■ ' v, 1 

By the death of Henry Emperor of Gracia (as we haue aboue faid).P Iter hadthe 
Empire,for that he married his daughter 1 9 l b ; who returning c rowned by Pope Honorx- 
ys to his Empire, had warres with Theodore Las c;a r v s; who holding the Citiebf 
\jiriancple, was called Emperour, for that he married thefifterofthe Emperour Ataxy s, Peter 
who killed his owne Brother, as is before declared : and a peace was made bfctweed 1 thiem* 
whereln Peter, being circumuented and taken prifoner by La sc a rv s, was afcerwatds ( Ss Sniilti 
puttodeath in pvifon, when he had raigned three yeeresonely : which when his wife Iota, ofMrUtyk 
vnderftoode, foe making herfonne, called Rob e k T,to be proclaimed Emperor, vndertooke* 
thegouernment, vnrill that he fhould come toConfiaminople : ( for hee was in Italy when his Fa¬ 
tter dyed ) and he being cOm,was obeyed,and began to gouernc the Empire. Within few daieS 
after this, dyed Lascarvs the Tirant of Adriample, and left the vfurped name of Emperor j 
tohisfonneinlaw, Iohn dePlehatacfo, who married his onely daughter, called Y ren* ; by 
whom he had already one Sonne, called Theodore L a s c a r v s, as his Grandfather. 

Robert hauing madefoew ofagood Prince (by the diucls inftigation) fell in loue withrii 
faire young damfell, which was betrothed to a BUrgohidnKnight (amanofgreatfort^nd, 
w/u’clihadferuedtheEmperor)andby the content of her mother, brought.her to hiscohrr* 
and married her, and made her to be honoured arid held for .EmpvefleWhich did fo much 
gtieuethe Burgonian that foould haue been her husband, thatafrer fome day Cs diffembling, he 
took terrible reuenge, which was,thatioyninghimlelf with his fri ends and kinsfolkes,together 
with many Greekes, which hated this Robert's gouernment * accompanied with them a!* 
with armed hand he came one night into the Emperors Palace, to the Empreffe which foould 
bauebeen his Wife,and cutoffhcrnofc: and her Mother which had been the cdufer 6f the riiar- 
riage,he threw out at a window into the fea, wherein flic was drowned: and hauing done thisi 
hedeparted* and put himfelf and his friends into a place of faferie, fo as the Emperor Robert 
could not punifli thefatft: who fliortly after came to Rome to be crowned,and returning home*’, 
wards, fellficke in Macedma,and dyed,leauing behinde him one Sonne, called Bald w in* 
others fay, a Brother, who was prefently receiued for Emperour.and his fucccffor. And.for as 
much as he was very young, by a gen crall affent loan de Bregm King o ilerufalem was fent to 
khisgouemourandafiiftantin the Empire, who then was in the Pop'esferuicein Italy ^ and be 
withthe Popes leaue and confent came into Gracia, and tooke vpon him the goiiernment ofthtf 
Empire of Cenfiantinople -and betrothed a daughterwhich be had, to the young Emperor B ae~ 
vv 1 n 5 and gouerning that Empire whileft he lined (which was fome fix or feuen yeeres )hc 
left it in peace to his fonne in lawe : but in what manner he loft the fame, you foall know here¬ 
after. . ‘ 

Thiscommingof Id n n dcBregndtoCohftantmople^wa^ihourtht fametithethatthepeacc 
was made betweene the Emperor Frederick the Secorid* and Pope Grbqory the 
Ninth: which being conciuded,Pope Gregor y went to Perugia to pacific the Gitie ahdth^ 
marches thereof: and theEmperor went to his Kingdome of topics. During the time thit the 
fopc was abtent from Rome, the gouernment of tljC Confuls being abolifoed, ( which was fo 
hatefulito the Popes) and now the gouernment ofa Seriatour:being brought-in , fometimes 
one.and fbmetime fiue* which gouerned the body of the Gitie , d man of great power, called . ■ 

oan n is a l, was aduanced to that dignity. who iricenfcdthe people againft the Pope, he be¬ 
ing abfent: and thePope comming to Ronie at that time, many combuftiohs enfued j blit in the 
Md,this H a n N i » a i ivas depriued of hk office, and one Iohn dePoli, a feditious 
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fellow alfofuccccded him, who put the City in Armcs againft the Pope, and againft fuch 
townes as held for him, and open warre began between them, yet the Pope by all mean® that 
could be imagined fought peace. 

• ' The Emperor Frhdhrick being in Pulh^ andaduertifod hereof • offered to come to 
his aide, and came to fpeake with him (and as faith Blohdvs) gaue him for a pledge of his 
friehdfhipa bafe fon which he had, whofe name was Henry, whom he had made King of 
Sardinia, the Germans call him E n c i v s, and fo do Come authors • but the Emperor perfbr- 
med not what he had offered; for within few daics after, he departed for Germany j the Pope 
remaining in the heate of his troubles with the Romanes- wherewith he was muchdifcontent 
but yet not fo as to breake the peace between them. But before the Emperors departure, the 
Pope with his money drew the Germane fouldiers to his feruicc, and with them rccouered 
certain Townes which rebelled $ and his Army ouerthrowing the Roman forces,he madcap 
et j yet for that time he could not fafely come into Rome. The peace bet wcene the Pope and 
the Empcrour lafted about eight yecres, although there were little loire between them. 

The Emperor being comn into Germany, from whence he had been long abfent, where his 
eldeftfonne Hb nry King of the Romans commanded for his father, and had taken greater 
authority vpon him,than his father would heihonld hauc done : there grew fome fulpicions 
and jealouues between his father and him, and many Princes held with the Sonne, againft the 
Father* Vpon this occafton many Meetings and Councels were held $ but in the end , Fu- 
diuck forced his fonne to leaue the counrrcy, and to go as his Lieutenant and Vicetoy, in¬ 
to Sicilia and thofe Countries. 

After this, the Emperour beinga widower., he married with the King of England* fifa. 
In this journey, the Empcrour gaue to Fridekick, Sonneto L bo p o l d Dukeofuft. 
Siriii the title ofKing, and that his eldeftfonne and his pofterity foould fo be called : but his 

^_J-.? 0 fucceffors haue not enjoyed this priuiledge ,the caufe whereof I thinke to be,for that this Duke 

Frederick died without idhe that might fucceede him 5 and there was great contention 
for his eftate • but in the end, Rodolph Earle of Habfpurg enioyed it, who was afterwards 
Emperor, and gaue the eftate ofAupia to his cldcft fonne Aubr t, as when time commedi 
fhallhe declared. 

This being paft,thc Emperour made no long abode in Germany, but as foon as he could,lc- 
uied an Army and went into Italy : for many Cities in Lombardy rebelled,andfome men waxing 
mighty, tirahnized the fame, and many of them maintained the oldleague and confederacy, 
which they held in the time of Fr iderick i:hefirft$astflli/<w, Brefcia , Mantoa , B#%i, 
Verona, Vicenza, Padua, Triuigi, and many others, which being aflifted by the Venecians, made 
' bead againft the Emperour: and for the Emperor ,Cremona, Bergamo, Parma, Modena, and Rtm, 

continued in their obedience, and bound the one to the other; The Emperour being comn 
neere to Verona, after fome skirmifhes, theTownc was forced toyeeld, through thepolicyand 
power of one Encblinvs, called by his furname Romanvs 5 who was the raighfiefll 
man in all rhofe parts, and by de/ccot a Duch-man.Ncphew to another ofthe fame name, who 
came into thofe parts in the time of O t h o the Third. From Verona, the Emperor went in¬ 
to the territory of Mantoa, where he took and facked two ftrong Townes, the one of which 
was called Marram, and the other Claro.Vi om thence he went to Cremona, where he was joyful* 
ly receiued,and made his abode thcrethe Ipace of nine moneths: at the end of which, giuing it 
out, that he would go to befiege Mantoa • hefodainly returned and came before Vicen&a, which 
he'bedeged:the inhabitants being taken vnawares and vnprouided, offered to yeeld vpon 
compofition • and the Emperor gaue eare to this parle, giuing them good words• but vpon a 
Hidden he commanded theCity tobe affauhed $ and entringby force, he fet it on fire, and did 
much harmc, paflfipg forwards and fpoiling the fields and marches of Faded\ thinking to hauc 
taken Triuigi, he befieged it, arid put it to fuch diftreffe, that if from Padoa had not come reliefc, 
hehfcdentred, and ruined it. 

Thttmftm As h Y before Triuigi, he had certain intelligence.that his fonne H a n r y, King of the 

Fredericks fon, Romans^ whom (for that in Garmanyhe hadpra&ifcd againft him) hchad made Gouerner of 

SSJI/fp was confederate with the City of t Milan, and the reft of that faction, and that fome 

ZJT ** Winces of Germany were of that league, and that they leuicd their forces to foccour thofe Ci¬ 
ties. The Emperor ftood in fuch fear of this prafticc, that he refolued for his refuge to flee to 
' Pope Grecory (notwithftanding that he knew him to be difpleafed, for abandoninghim 
when he had warre with his Citizens of Rome) and by Letters and Am b affadors complaint 
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to the Pope of the perfidy and difloyalty of his fon, humbly intraicing him to grant his Let- - “ 
ten sgswfthim,as againft one that was difloyall and dilobedient to his father • and-the Vtmr 
knowing that it was true, did fo, thinking it a juft requeft r or elfe for fear of the Eraperour’s 
power. He wrote his Letters to the Princes of G e,mtny„ commanding them vpon pain of ex- 
communication not toiom with Hisiv, King of the Romans, agafnft his father the Etnw- 
ror,neither to obey hiscommandcmcnts. The Popes command wasof fuch autfforitv that 

nonedurftcome intoas they promifed ; and the Emperor vfed fuch means, that hee ao- .’ 

prehended hisfonne,andfenthimpnfonerto a Caffle in Palis, where he afterwards died & 
feme men were ofopinion, that he was poyfoned by his fathers commandement .• and he in- 
loyned the Dukes of Bafamia and of Umirt, to make warre vpon Duke of 

^rutwhom he had made a Kmg) for that he had confpired with his fonne againft him /W'M 

Within fewmonthsafeer chat Haw a v King of the Romans was taken, his father the Em- * 

perorleauing the affairs of Lmbtrdy tn the heft order that he could (notwitbftmding that Mi- 
iiwand Other Cities ftill continued difobedient) doubting of the eftate of Grrawn/wenttll 
ther i and making warre in ^Aujiru, took the City ofriema, and many other Towns -foas t«. 
mingand punrihing the Duke of Austria, he was much feared, and generally obeve 'd And

ThePopeeran- 
ted his requeft t for, the Emperor was ofgreat power, and it was faid that he would returnVd 
WbsWliichputhtm in fear, notwithftanding titat the fpeech went, that he came but agaS 
and the other Cities of that faftion, with which he was much difpleafed, and refolued 
to bring them to fubteiSioti: but the Cities alleaged.that they were content to feme himac- 
cordingto the agreement made with the Emperor Floe*,* k the Hrft, called the Deace 
ofC°N vtan c e, as we haue declared in his hiftory ^herewith he held himfelf not*fatis- 
fcd •• andfo railing a verygreat power, he came again into lulj, leaning his fon Conxad'e 1 
King of the Romans, in his place in Germany. 5 

, TbeEmperor, coming into Italy, took his way dire&ly towards Padoa • and the Padoans be- 
mg induced thereto by E n ceunvs (who barea great fway in Zfl»W/)receiued him in- 
toto City, affimngthemfelues, that the liberty and priuiledge which the Emperor Fr h- 
iJBR/c k theFirfthad giuenthem, fliould haiie been maintained: but, this Fr a dbr i ck 
i wasofanother humour 5 for, when he was within the City, he preferibed them fuch lawes as 
pleafed him, asto his valTals and fubie&s.

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The Emperor, leauing Padoa garrifoned, marching through Lombardy, took his my towards 
the City of Brefcia, which was of the league, and befieged a T own calledcAi ramont *, and taking 
ifcbyaflault(themoretoterrifietheBrefcians, and to make them toyeeld)hedeftroyed and 
burnt the fome. Bur, thcBrcfciansforall this were not difmaid, but made/hew of greater ob- 
ftinacy. FREDBRiicitat that time Befieged not their City, but marched towards Minn, the 
Captain and Head of all the Rebels: and the Milanois (with the help of the Vcnecians, and of 
other Cities their friends) had an Army in a readinefTe ; whereof, Pby.br T * v p o l o, the 
Duke of Venice his fonne,was Generali, together with Charrochio a principall citizen 
6 f (Milan, and other primemen of other Cities: all which with great courage (for that not 
Mdttellle . long before they had ouerthrowne his Grandfather Frederic c) ftaied to fight with him 
tmenthc Em • j nt h c field, and met with him neer to a place called Croiona, and he marched with as great a de- 
fire to fight with them 5 foasthey fought avery cruell battcll, the Armies being in number and 
in force (in a manner) equall: bur, after theyhad fought many houres, the Milanois began to 
/brink, and the vi&ory /hewed itfeifon the Emperors fide ,• and Peter Tevpoio their 
Generali and other Captains were taken prifoners: all which, the Emperor commanded fobec 
put to a fliamefull death. After this vi&ory he came to Cremona , to refrefh and reinforce his 
Army.hauing bad fon^e lofle in the battell 5 where fome cities which had rebelled, compoun¬ 
ded, andyeeldedtheir obedience. 

The Pope being aduertifed of the calamity of the Milanois & of rhofeof the league (whofe 
caufcJhe foemed to prote& and defend) fearing the Emperors greatnes (whom heknew to hate 
him) made a league with the Vcnecians (which he knew to bcc much grieued for the pitiful! 
deathoftheirDukesfonne)andrefoluedto fuccoui (Milan and their confederates. Andthe 
better to bring this to pa/Te, he made a kindeofpcaceand truce for ten yeers, between the Ci¬ 
ties of Venice and Genoa, which at that time were at warres, and v/ed fuch n\eans, that he himfelf 
was receiued into Romti hauing euer fince the laft troubles liued out of it. Being in Ram, hee 
tent out his Buis againft the Emperor, which he publi/hed to,all Chriftendome,and excommu¬ 
nicated both him and all fuch as took his part 5 who then from Cremona (where he had reftc/h- 
cd his Army.after the battell) came to Pam, leauing Milan, to make warre vpon the Venccians, 
And there he was aduertifed of the Popes fulminatio'ns, and of the great preparation made by 
the Venetians againft him,bothby feaand land. Vpon this he railed new forces,andfo witha 
great victorious Army (wherein many Moors of ^Africa, which they called Sarazins,,ferud 
him on horfeback)hctook ihe field, and ouerran the Territories ofthe Venecians, waftingand 
fpoiling the fame 5 and incamping himfelf by the waters fide in the fight of Venice, the Veneci- 
ans falied forth with agi eat number ofArchers and others, in barks and boats, therwith to an¬ 
noy his Camp as much as they could from the water. 

The Emperor, feeing how little he profited by lying there, returned to Padoa, leauing E n- 
c e l 1 n v s to warre againft Tmigi and the country thereabout, carrying with him fame prin¬ 
cipal! men of Verona and Padoa, for hoftages ; giuing it out, that he went to befiege Mantoa: and 
paffing by ir, he went to Parma , and from then ce to Luca, and from Luca to Pifa, with a refoluti- 
on not to ftay till he came to Rome, 

At this time Gregory de Monte kngo (who was the Popes Legate in Milan) came to Bob- 
nia, and from thence took the field with the troops which came to him from Milan and other 
partsand ioyning with the Venecians, and others of the league (fitft taking Ferrara by force) 
euery where began a moft cruell warre, which was the greateft that of long time, either before 
.crafter,hadbinfeenin/te/y.fomehouldingfor the Pope,othersfor theEmperor. This war 
was fo great, and Co many and Co great accidents hapne<J,that iff ihould relate what I find writ* 
ten,T mould fpend a great part of this volume in this relation: wherefore I will onely writethe 
fumme thereof. 

. ,. The Emperor being in with a re/blution to befiegeJfotftf, then began the great and fatal 

tlx Sifts lid factions in Italic, between the Guelphs and the Gebelins; the Guelphs houlding for the 
GibeliHsmitAly Pope,and the Gebelins for the Emperor: of the originall of which fa&ions authors write fo 
confufedly, that I will not enter into deputation concerning the fame. Let their beginning be 
what it will: I chinke it was the inuention offome diuel,as it foould feeme by the foqucll; for 
within fiiort /pace, thefefa&ions extended rhcmfeluesfofarreouer all Italy, as no place was 
freefrom thisinfc&ion (Veniceexcept) wherein this peftilence took no hold : all the reft was 
diuided into the/e two names and fa&ions, without any other foundation of loue or hatred, but 
only for the names fake: and there daily enfued fcandais and (laughters ? and in families- audit- 
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jiages it often happened that the father was againft his fonnes, and brothers were againft bro¬ 
thers; which fighting Hue one another, ranfacking townes, burning and ruinating hou/es* in 
wor fe fort then if they had been traytors, or Infidels, with fo great rancor and hatred, as'the 
like thereof before that time had neuer been feciv nor heard of. And truly it was a ftrange 
rhingandtobeadmired: thefetwo fa&ions were fo. contrary theonctothe other, that they 

could nor in any thing endure any conform iry or rcfcmblance: for they differed in their en- 
fignes, in their colours ,in the fafnion of their apparel!, in attiring themfelue$,in their difporcs, 
in their feafts, yea,euen vnto their very manner of going, fpeaking, feeding , riding, and in all 
things that mans wit could inuent. -u;: i 

The Emperor and his adherents were called Gebelins 5 and he proclaimed that allfiichas of 

took part with himfhould be fo called, which was performed throughout all Italic: and allthc th- GuetyfoJid 
Guelphs held with the Pope. With this name the Emperour departed from Pifa towards 
Rome-, wherein the fire ofthefe fadkions was already kindled, andthe greateft part of the peo- pmr "Frederick 
pie were Gebelins, who were ready to hauefetvpoh the Guelphs; and to haue fpoiled and ^mwahA 
killed them , without any redemption. The Pope feeing himfelfe in fo great danger, tooke 
theheads of Saint P b i- b r and Siint Pavl (as they fay) and made a folemn procdfion,and 
therewith a long oration to the people vfliewing them how vaine a thing it was for men to kill 

one another, for that they had only taken contrary names 5 and diffivading them from their in¬ 
tent he perfwaded them to defend his Church and their couutrey againft his enemy F r b- 
deri c e, w ho was comming thither wards .-and of his bountiful! liberality he gaue to all 
fuch as in his quarrell would take Aimes, and would bcare the figne of the Croffe, plenary In* 
dulgence, and abfolution. 

The people were herewith fo much perfwaded, that when the Emperor with his Army 
came before J?«»*,prefuppofing that the greateft part of the Citizens had been Gebelins, hee 
WthecontraryfoundthemallmarktwiththefigneoftheGrofrcjin Armcsagainft him ; and 
comming with his people to the gates of the city,fome companies falied to skirmi/h with him.* 
andfo fome were /lain ofeyther fide, which made him to vfe extraordinary cruelty ; for all 
tho fe of the City which were taken with the ffgneoft he Croffe , hecaufcdtobe ilain : fome 
of them had their heads clouen acroffe; and of fome others hee made erodes in theit 
foreheads with hote irons : and priefts hee made to bee eroded vpon their crownes i and 
after three daies (defpairing to take Rome by force, fpdyling the countrie round abourit it) he 
vrent into Campania, and gaue a fudden turnc and came to Beneuent , which he took and facked, 
andcommanded the fame to bedifmantelled and razed: and fo marched through many parts 
0 fItaly, waning vpon the Popes Townes, and fuch as took his part 5 wherein he took Rauenna % 
and befieged Fanemia. And in Sicilia he confisked the goods of many Ecdefiafticad perfons, 
andapprehended and put fome Bifhops todeath: others hebaniflied out of that countrie • and 
heparticularly caufcd all places, which appertained to the order of the Knights T emplars, to 
he lacked and (poyiedj vfing herein the feruice ofhis hor/emen, which were Moores of kA* 
fm, which ferued him in that war, to whom he gaue many preheminences and double paiesj 
and the City of ^certa in Pulia to inhabit, which they poiTeffed many yeers after. Pope 
Greg or y feeing himfelfe fo diftre/Ted, fen t his Legates to the kings of France, England and 
Spune, bewailing his ynifery, and complaining of the Emperour, he implored fuccour, aide^ 
ardeouncell: whereto they gaue him gentleanfweres ; and by their confect he called a ge-’ 
neraUCouncell, for the reformation and preferuationofthcChurch,andforaconquefttob<S 
made ofthe Holy land, which was now in greater dtftrefle th«n euer. 

The Emperour hauing intelligence that a generall Councell was fummoned, and imagi-* 
ning that the chiefeft intent thereof was againft himlelfe-he refolued by all meanes pofllble 
to difturbe it, by ftopping the pafiages, and apprehending fuch as went to it-and font his fon 
£hcivs (king of Sardinia) to Pifa (which then was ofgreat power by fea) where he armed 
agreat number of/hips and gallies, to ftay the comming ofthe Cardinals, the Popes Legates 5 
which with many prelates of Spaine and France came to the Councel: they being vpon the fea, 
inafleet ofGenoaesof4o Gallies, bet ween C^MaridT^, within fighttheoneof the other, 
the Legates would haue fled, and fo aubided the fight: But the Admirall who was a Geftoais, 
would not alter his courfe,fo as they fought a moft cruell bauaile, which lafted the greateft 
part of the day : Blit in the end, the King of Sardinia had the viftory, and the Gar- 
dinalsand Legates being taken prifoners, were carried into'Pulia, except fohie which were 
/lain or drowned. Z 1 ; • 
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TheFrench Rilfr ops and Abbats which were taken,the Emperor let at liberty, at the requeft 
of the French King : the reft lay long in prifon 5 fo as the Councel could not be held or b<L n 
as the Pope would haue had it: wherewith he was fo much troubled, that with very rag e a n 4 
Pope Gregory ang cr he fell fide and died 5 hauing been Popeaboue fourteen yeers, whereof the irioft part was 
mi*. in; trouble and contention. He died in the yeer of our Lord 1241. This Pope in his life time 

firift canonized S.Francis and S. D o m i n i c k for Saints • and afterwards Saint A n- 
t h ©< n v, called Saint Anthony of Paha, although a Portingall, and born in the Ci y of 
mbm. He compiled alfo the Book ofthe Decretals,and inftituted the ringing of SalutRcgimat 
certain times and hourcs, with the ringing of the facring Bell • and that our Lady Ihould bee 
praifod vnto in the night, with Aue Marid, which ihould agree with the ringing of the Bell • a nt j 
didjiianyotherthingslikeaPope, 3 

Pope Gregory being dead, by the gen erall confent of all the Cardinals which were in 
Memq, G a vnirhde^ caftiluw, a Milanois born,was chofen Pope,and cald C*l e stih* 
the Fdurth, a good man and very learned, but old and fickly b who prefently fought to bee at 
peace with the Emperor, and to that effeftfent his Legates to his Camp, hee then lying before 
PauenctA: but this Pope could not tarry for an anfwer 5 for, he died the eighteenth day after his 
eledion. 

Chbjtim being dead,the Cardinals could not agree about ebufing him a fucceiTor * 
fomefay, that for fear of the Emperors threarnings, they durfhnot chufe whom they would 
haue chofen. Piatina faith, thatthe Cardinals of determined to chufcno Pope at all 

vndli chat the Emperor relcafed thofe which he held prifoners. Blondvs following his 
Author (who as he faid was an ey-witnes) affirmeth the caufe robe, for that the Cardinals who 
were prifoners, fent to require, and therewith protefted, that no Pope ihould be chofen with¬ 
out their voices. So as vpon fomeof thefe occasions, or forall together, for the fpacc of twenty 
months Pome was without a Pope. And in all this time the Emperor would not releafethofe 
Cardinals which were his prifoners * neither would thofe ofRome chufe a Pope. In which time 
the Emperor took the City of FauenctA (which held out againft him about one yeer) and came 
before Bolom ; but feeing that he could not take it, he fpoiled the country, and transferred the 
Vniuerfiry from rhence to iW<w ; and afterwards went to Mend,and to Re*ze,which alfo Hood 
vpon their guard,and took Towns appertaining to the Church of Rente 5 fo as there were great 
wars in all parts of Mie, which cofi: many men their liues. 

7fo ort^mhnd At the fame time, when the Emperor thus warred in My againft the fa&ion of the Guelph?, 

Tatum*' thcTartari f £ inuaded Hungary. Thefe Tartars are a barbarous Nation in the North, which 
came out of Scythia Kjjiatica (as fome fay j and Volatbrranvs faith, out o fTAuricA Cher- 
fmefut in Europe) about theyeer of our Lord 1202, and made an irruption into and ftibdu- 

ediome Provinces therein, vnder the leading of their King and Captain, called C a n c, y i s- 
T a s and they afterwards fo incrcafed in the begin ring of the Empcrour F r a d a s 1 ex's 
Raigri, about the yeer 1222, that they conquered GeorgmK .Jr mem a the LefTe, and other pro- 
unices in eAfid, andfuppreffed the power of the Turks (which I for breuity fake patfeouer). 
And coming afterwards into Europe by iheCafpian fea, croffing the mountains Ripbei, became 
Maftcrsofthofe countries, and made wars in RuJstA an din Pobnia,and fubdued a great part of 
SatmctA, which at this day is called after them, TArtaria - and their King is called the Great 
ttwgpry mt* Can : they receiued thefe# of Maho m it, through their fivftconuerfing with the Turks; 
f* ,ht T4r * and in fuch manner they made war, that they put the world in fear of them. And the Emperor 
now making warre in My againft the Guelphs, the Tartars,vnder the leading of their King cab 
'• led Bat v s, came into Hungary^ and warred therein three yeers, and did much harm; V h la 
the Fourth being then King thereof: atthe end of which time they returned to the countries 
which they before had gotten. And fo Hungary, a Prouince of the Empire, indured as great mi- 
feryas Italy, 

sj And it hapned alfo, that the Emperor of Conflantmple liued not in peace in thofe dales: for,

againft whom IqhnLascarvs (nephew tothc other of that name, who was called Ein« 
peror in Adriaueple) vaifed fuch power , and found lb many friends , that he took Stair nit and Sa - 
with other cities , towns and Hands: fo as the Eimpcror Baldwin, accompanied with 
the Earl of Tofoufit (who had been with him in all his wars and troubles) came into Italy to fue 
for aid and reliefagainft his enemies: and finding it in fuch eftate as you haue heard(imagining 
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that in time offueh condition he Ihould riot get any ) hee fought means to baudd Poptchdlbtr

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and wrote his Lettejrs into Germ*}, excufingand inftifying his proceecjings,and to animate his 
{bnneSut concerning his eftat? to be in great hazard,he refplued to goe in perfon to the Coim- 
celiac Lim in France j and to that etfe&hc ffrft made $ league of {rforidlhip with the Duke of 
kmindy *,and had a {a& conduct and aflfurance, from the French King, for his going, aboad 
aiufreturne. Andlcauinghisfon E n civs (Kingof Sardinia) In Apfci;hecomnMndedhim 
nottofalie out of that City/or that he held the fame anatfielituation thcrof,to be of great im¬ 
portance : and fo being accompanied with men both ofpeaccandwarre* he took his way to. 
wards France t and hauing pa flTarin, meffengers ouertook him,which gaue him to vndeiftaml 
that Parma (whereof he made fo great account) was loft, through his fon ties ouerfight: for he 
through a greedy deiire to haue taken Brefiid, which was of the contrary factionby the ad- 
uiceand procmement ofthofe Of Cremona, went,from Parma with part of the garrjfon 'which 
lay therein § and in the meape time that he; was about this exploit, the Popes friends and kin-* 
dred, which liued in Placentia, hauing intelligence with fome which were within Parma, came 
thither, & by furprife took it, but not without fliedding of much blood. Thcfe ill newes tou¬ 
ched the Emperor Frbd a rick to the quiefoand he fearing on the one fide, hisvnfofcgo, 
iiig into Pram,and on the other fide, that other Cities in Italy following the example of Perm 
(hebeing abfentinaflrangecountrie) would alfo rcbell,refoluedtherforein great fury tore. 
turn: and raifed forces in Sicilia and Napln: and from Tmlgtcamt his great friend E w c an. 
mv« withft great troupe of men of warre jail which he font againft Parma, whither be himfolf 
inarched with a fuil resolution to haue ruined thefame,and to haue laid it waftc,and vied fom 
fpecches to the lame : but he failed of his expe^atiopjfor Grscouj^ Monte hngo, 

who from the time of Grboohy the ninth had been the Popes Legate in UWi/<w,and in the 
other Cities of that faction in Lombardy , getting fouldiers from iMilm, and other Cities ofthe 
league, put himfelfe with them into Parma: and furni/hed and prouided it with all things re- 
quifite to endure allege. . 

It was not long before the Emperor cam e before it with his Army (wherein were three* 
ftorethoufand men) and befieged it, with afull refolurion not to rife from before ir, vntillthaC 
he had taken the Citic 5 and /ofic began to aftault it on cijcry fide. Bui: the befieged defended 
themfeiues fo well, that they daily, filial out and $ldrmifliea with their enemies, in foch man* 

, ner that it behoued the Emperp^tpwffi^w.his Campfe aJittlefurtherfromthe.jCity jand 

khe warcontinuingphecompafifd the round-about with a wall: and as hc^. pqrfoftd 

wholly to haue ruinated Parma, fa he caufojf a new Citie jq be built in the fame place where 
his Army Jay; which he presently enuironedwithwalJes, and made market pIaccs,Church«,‘ 
and houfes in it 5 and appointed lands for tiiofe.ofParma,yy,hich would ^ome thith^to ?i^a- 
bit: fo as within fliort fpace the; city was built, and peopled, and he handle .

1 


called Pb t-e r Image of gold, whom the Pope (being aduertifed of the death of Hin r y ) 
fentfrom thither, the Emperorsfonne Conradb not being able to flay or hinder the 

fame) they mccat ff / armgen ) and chofo William, Earl of Holland* for Emperor : Who, ac- rM \ t 

companied with the Electors, and other Princes and Prelates,went to Framkford ,and there was 0 j miu»d,cbt. 
crowned. And for as much as hevtiderttoodthat Co n r a i> b Ieuied a power againft him, jmEn^nr, 
hocalleda Counccll in the City of pirccht •* whither came rhe Arcbbifoops of t Mentz,, fritter 
and Coltn , and other Prelates • and L'b v y b s, Count Palatine of Rhine, with many other Earls 
and Deputies from more than twenty feuerall Imperial] Cities in Germany,and from fome Prin¬ 
ces aifoj where they ha'ndled fome matters concerning his confirmation in the Empire. But 
Conrad b, railing a great power in Sucitiamd in other parts, began to warag^inft W1 m- 
A and W luiAM Ieuied an Army to do the like by him j in which wane we will leatie 

them for this time, to fpcak ofthe Emperor,andofwhatfuGcdfTe he had in Italy 5 and thenaf- 

terwards, when time (hall ferue, we will again return to this fobic< 5 h 

Two yeers were now expired fince that the Emperor F r b d e r 1 c k came to lie in his 
new City yitforta, before Parma j daily expecting when it would ha ue yeeided (for, the Belie- 
ged endured extreme famine) ; by rcafon whereof, there was not fo good guaid held in the 
Camp as there was wont to be. And Gregory dc Monte Iwgo, the Popes Legate, who had 
the command of the City , as he hadvaliantly defended ir, fo he ncuer ler flip any oportunity to 
do any notable foruice* who percciuing,and beingalfoaduertifed,whatmaner guard was held 
in the new City (without attending any other forces to ioyn with him) he refolued to falie,and 
to attempt it i and laid fuch a plot, that he performed one of the ftrangeft exploits that hath bin 
feenor heard of ^ which was inthis manner: 

Certain companies of Moors and Germanes, coming from the Camp, drew' ncer to the Ci- 

ly,expe<ftingthat fome would come forth to skirmilb with them,as atothertimes they vfedto 
do. The Legate, perceiuing this, and thinking it now a lit time to putin execution what he be¬ 
fore had proieited, with allpoffibleipeed made all his Troops to be armed 5 and fetting them 
in order, when the skirmilb in the field was mott hot he Commanded the Ports to bee opened, 
and lalyingfuddenly,charged with fitch refolution, that without any great adoo or difficulty 

hee ouerthrew thofe Troops • that prerencly retking they turned their backs and fled : and 
liepurfuingrhem cainetothenew City (wherein wasthe^Emperor F r b d b r i c k inhispa- 
lacedilarmed,fii/pcCi:/ug no fuch matter, and fo was the grcateft'part of his Army) and char¬ 
ging with fuch fury that the Guard could not withttand them, entred the City, putting to the 
fword as many as they found to bear Arms again fothem: and To the fight began on euery fide. 

But as the attempt was Hidden and vnexpe< 5 W, fo great a fear fiirprifed them, that without ma¬ 
king any great refiftanCc they all fled: and the Emperor, knowing nobetter courfc to be taken, 
took liorie, and foefcapcd with fuch as could keep with him'; and all thofi? which remained, 
were either (lain or taken: and the Legate and his people had oneof the richcft preiesand boo¬ 
ties that had been feen, as well of fuch things as were the Emperors and of the Army, as of tho 
Inhabitants ofthe City; which they prefently razed and made Icuell with the ground, execu¬ 
ting as much therin as the Emperor thought to haue done in Parma. And heer was 1 Iain I ohn 
T vr a i o, one ofthe heads of the faction in Milan, who kept with the Emperor; and with the dtjlroyed by the 
Legate was one Mat 'hsvv Vise o v n r, who Was the other : for, rhefe two, namely, p am*fm» 
Vifoounts and Turnons, were the two fa<ftions,then in the City of cMalan. As foot: as the 
fame of the taking of Victoria was Iprcd ouer Italic,thofc which held for the Pope were great- 
ly encouraged. 

The Emperor in his fiightfiaied not in any place vntill became; to Cremona ; but hee trufted 
them not fo welkas to come into their city, uotwithftanding that they earnettly intreaced him; 
but railing men from all parrs (befides that many ofthe Gibelins^cam voluntarily toforue him) 
within a fmall time, as a valiant man, and as if he had had a great Annie, hee came to Placencia , 
butbefieged it not, onclyfpoiling the Countrey/ And leauinghis fonne En civs, King of 
Sardinia, for his Lieutenant in thole Towns which held for hjmyhce went into Tufcane* in hope 
to haue taken Florence, which in that Prouince was againft him. But as his faction was now 
but little regarded dr feared; (b the Florentines would in no wiforceeiuc him*, but agreed with 
him to put all the Guelphs, which were bis enemies; out ofthe Town, wherewith he was con¬ 
tented : and ftaying in the Countrcy neer Florence, in hope to haue Ieuied fome new Troops, 
and fo to haue recouered the honour which he loft, newes came how that his fonne E n c 1- 
v 5, with the greateft power that hee could leuic^ thinking to haue done fome notable peece 
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f fcr " ce > we " c '° J w 1 ard f_ B,l Tt i an 1 £ i' c Bol °g»°is,being aducitifcd thereof, with the aide of 
Sul f 1 e ° rt to “ san< * ouerthrow/ng him, had taken him prifoner I 
Which when the Emperour vnderftood,he wasextreamely gricued and offended,; andfeeW 
that m Lombardy his enemies were too hard for him,and that out of German he was out of hoc? 
that any fuccour could come, for that therein his fonne C o nud madewarreagainft Wi V 
Liam, Earle ofA&/W, who wascallcdEmperour. he therefore refoluedto gointohiskine' 
dome of Naples, in hope there to reinforce his Army, and to take fome other counfell. And 
comming into Fulii with greater wrath then honour, by reafon offuch aducnturcs as. were be¬ 
fallen him 5 he made a hale Conne of his, call Mampred, Prince of Taunt, and gauc him ma. 
ny places mfubiedhon. D . 

. Within few dayes after hefell gricuouflyficke, and his difeafe held himlong, whereof 
in the end he dyed: which Hj/loriographers relate after fundrie manners, foas itfeemeththn 
, the ttuth can hard y be known. Some fay ,that his difeafe killed him: otheis fay.that beginnine 

ttltt t0 . r f c ? l jF hfalthjhe was poilbned: others lay .that his fonne Manfred ptaiftifed his death, 
Frederick the with clciirc to raigne$ as it after appeared.Some write,that when he law that not only his friends 
second. Failed him, who commonly change their mindes with fortune, but that alfo fortune had aban-1 
doned him, which hitherto had fauoured him, and vnderfanding that there were pra<5h*ccs to 
poyfon him, hee refolued to returne into Sic Me: but vpon the way hee felt into a bur- 
ning feuer through poyfon,and ended his dayes in a certaine Caftle of utpulid. Some affirme 
that his bafe fon M a n f r b p (hearing that the Phyficians had abated the force of the poyfon 
and that theie was hope of his recouerie) Imothered him with a pillow. Buthowfoeuer he 
dyed at this time, which was in the yeereofourLordone thoufand two hundred and fiftic 
and in the fix and thirtith yeere after his eleflion. In the time alfo there is euer fome difference! 
for there bee fome authors which doo reckon, but from the time of his coronation, and not 
before. | 

He was when he dyed fouen and fifty yceres olde, and left behindehim, three fonnes, two 
baftards, and one legitimate: his eldcft fonne Conrad he had by Iota, daughter to the 
King orlerufaltm, who in his fathers time was King of the Romanes, and inherited the King- 
domes i of Sicilia and Tuples,and the Duchy pf Supuia, And his baftard fonne Encivr, whom 
he made King of Sardinia, liued, and died prifoner in the power of i the Bolognois : whom they 
Would neue” fotat liberty for any ranlbmei Someauthors write, that he was prifoner there 
twenty and odde yeeres, very well vfed, and dyed in Bologna, and there was buried: and M a n- 
f a i D,the afornamed Prince of Tarem- he alfo had two daughters, A nhe and Con s tan ci 
which married with feueral Princes. ) 

This Prince was adorned with fundry vertues, and excellent graces: and fo 1 ikewite infefted 
with dangerous vices: but he was very valiant, and ofa ftrong confticution, able to endure tra- 
uell, very wife, and expert in the warre , dclirous of glory and fame, very liberall, and enefined 
to learning, and skilfull in the tongues, and could fpeake Greeke, Latine, Arabick, French, and 
Dutch very well, and delighted much in thereading of Arts and Hiftories. But thefe vertues 
were greatly obfeured, through his vnmeafurable defire of honour, and his ambition to com¬ 
mand and to be Lord ouer all men, and through his cruelty vied in many exploitesinthcwars; 
deft roving and rafing townes, and in fiiedding bloud, for he was very vindicaduc and fuddain: 
snd, aboue all, was an enemy to the Popes, and foorned their command. Hee was likewife 
T . noted of inetfhtihency: for, befidcs that he hadiundiy wiues, he kept many concubines, and 

fortmiamifli- accompanied other women $ all which, in Princes dcfernc greater reprehenfion : for In the 
ma licemia higher degree, the lefle liberty. What things followed after his death you foall kno we in the 

next. . ' * 

C a r i on, writing ofthis Prince Fudbmc k, faith, that he was ofa’nobleandgcne- 
rous Ipirit, neuer deiefted nor daunted in danger, conftant and tem perate in all fortunes, vali¬ 
ant and warie in battcll, a&iue both with band and counlcll,bountifu]l,and moft free from cru* 
city. And when as the Popes by open force,fecrct fraud and treachery, had fought his death, 
yethefupprefthisindignation,and defire of reuenge, as much as might be, being Vito; and 
did moderate the offenders punishments. But his many erodes and homebred conlpiracics in 
the end did much alter him, and made himbitter,whenashewasdepriuedoftheEmpire, not 
finding any 6ne among his owne whom he might truft: and being often vexed and wounded 
vef y heart with the feat of his friends falling from him, and of new conspiracies, eueiy 
thing grew fufpicious vntohim,and age did make him more apt to iealoufie 5 infomuch that he

/pared nor rhofe who were neereft and moff fairhfull vnto him. But as there is no humane ver- 
tue, how great and glorious foeuer, that is perpeuiall and without fome blemilh, the which is ; 
morcapparant in great Perfonages than in priuate men; fo I will nor deny but Frederick 
was fubieft to fome vices, whereof I may partly impute the caufe to his afflictions 5 the which 
errors at his death he did m uch lament. 

In Confianlinople Baldwin was Euiperor, who had great wanes with Michael Pa- 
iioioqy s, who was called Emperor, and fucceeded Robert Lascarvs before 
mentioned, who left him Tutor ouer his fonne Iohn .• but hee took the Empire to himfoif, 
murdering the pupill, and warred to make himfelfab/olute Lord ouer all. In Fraweatthis 
tinac vaigned King Lewi s, called Saint-, who, vnderftanding that the City of lerufalem, af¬ 
ter thatthe Emperor Frederick had recouered it, was again loft, and that the Chriftians 
in the reft of the Cities were greatly diftrefled j prouiding a great Armie and Nauy, departed 
therewith in perfon,and failed into Egypt to wane vpon the Soldan ; and, taking land, befieged 
the City of Dimtetto before named, and after fome skirmifhes and confli&s took the lame, and 
performed other worthy adiientures, in the yeer of our Lord one rhoufimd, two hundrerh,for- 
rpidnine.' But,profecutingthewarre,itpleafedGodthatinabattellhcewas afterwards o- 
uerthrowne, and by the Soldan taken prifoner,\vithtwoof his brethren • and, to recouer their 
liberty, he gauevp the City of Dmiettd , and the red of what he had gotten • and fo returned to 
his Countrey, hauingeffe<fted as little as thofo which went before him. The Kings of Spaine, 
with equal courage to any of the other Princes (but with better fortune) rcconquerd the coun¬ 
tries wbichthe Infidels held in Spain* AtthattimeraignedKing V buinan D,vvhowonne 
Stall and Cordoun, and many other Towns and Cities.

HE grcateftpartof the Authors.which wrotethe liuesof 
the Emperours, account all the time- from the death of 
Frederic K (whofe life wehauenow written) vtitii! 
that R o d v l v H, 3 Eai;l of ttabfpurgh, was chofen Empc. 
ror (which were 23 yeers, beginning in theyeer 1250, in 
which Fji i & 1 r i c /{ died y andendingin theyeer 127$, 

in which Rodvi ph was chofen) for an interregnum atuj 

vacation of the Empire ; accounting none of thofe for Em¬ 
perors which in that time were chofen and fo called, for 
that they were chofen in competency one againft another* 
and were not crowned by the Popes; which were W u* 
liam, who was Emperor in the time of F it b n a r i c r* 
and Frebuicks /on, C o n r a d *, who, was King 
of the Romans• and Richar d* brother to the King of England 3 and A l o n s o, King of 
CaJHUf whom the Spaniards call the Wife: all which were chofen in contention,and were com- 
petitors j wherein (in my opinion) they haueno reafon , efpeciallyin what concerns Willi - 
a he before Frederick’s death was in name and polfeflion Emperor ; and albeit he 
wasnot crowned by the Pope,yet his eledion wasapproued and confirmed by him: wherfore 

(to yeeldeuery man his title and dignity,howfoeuer it were, as alfo to keep the courfeofour 
hi/lory) I haue determined to treat briefly of all in fuch matters as concern the Empire, which 
is the fubjeft of my tranell. I will likewifein fumme relate what part in Italic, that fo the hiftory 
following may b<khe betteM^ftood. I fity then,that the Emperof rF n bderi c k’s death 
was foon publi/hcd (as that oMthperorsand Kings is vfuall) and cau $4 new accidents. 

In fon C 0who in his fathers life time was Awww^ndKingof 

the Romans, andhis heir in ife Kingdoms of Sicilia and Naples, and W his, mother pretended 
title to the Kingdom e of lerdfolem, took vporihim as Emperor ag^jph yj/j l l j a m Earle of 
Hollands ho by the Popes cidmihandement was chofen agamftldsfSthc^and polTefled cheem- 
pire. W1 l l 1 a m, feeing tbiiithis competitor was dead, made aci^uht to haue defeated and 
fupplanted. C o n it a d : thereto he was prefently county 

from Pope Innoceh t , who all this while was in France, and was fupported by many Prin¬ 
ces of Germany i which, forafimich 2 sConrad was excommunicate (as wcllas his father 
Fred brick) William pretended that Conrad had loft his right to t heEmpirtf, 
and Was depriued thereof by the Pope, as indeed by the Popes Sentence he was.Neucrthelelfc, 
Co if r a d was flill called Emperor. A ndfo they were diuided into two fa&ions: yet Wu* 

1 1 was the mightier, for he commanded (in a manner) all the cities in Germany. 

In Sicilia and Naples, Fred h rick’s bafefonne Man frb d, who (Ibtrte fay') /mothe¬ 
red his father, had a conceit in time to make himlelfe King of Naples and Sicilia : but being a baf* 
tard he knewthat the lawfull inheritance appertained to his brother C onr a d , who was id I 
German]/, in Whofe name (asgouernourforhim, andto hisvfe) he poflefled himfelfe of thofe I 
kingdomes, excepting Naples, Capua , and fome other townes, which would not receiue hirat| 
whereupon he proclaimed them traytors and rebels, and began to varreagainftrhcm. Ini 
other parts of Italy the warresceafed not,notwithstanding that the Emperor was dead •• forma- J 
liceand hatred had taken fo deepe roote betweene theGuelphes and the Gibelins, that they I 
wercncuer without warres and troubles, murthcringoneanother : and Hn-chunys (who I 
as I /aid before was ofgreat power in Lombardy^ and a faithfull feruanttoF rbderick) took 
part with Co. nr a d, as with the Emperour, and fo did fome others : yet the pontwrie part 
which held for thePope was itiore mightie../ 

Conrad feeing the affaires of the Empire to ftand in this eftatq, and confideringthat it 
was doubtfull holding of Germany againft William* and that Naples arid Sicilia was a good 
portion , & came to himby inheritance from his father,railing thegreateft power that he could 
in Sueuiajcauing garnfons therein,and in fuch Other parts as he held ofthe Empire; with the aid 
oftheDuke of Ba«/e«,with whofe fitter he was martied)Came to take poffeffion of tho/c King- 
domes,as moft certain and allured i and with avery goodAimie came to J Verona^ houlding flill 
the name cffjmpeiw, where he was recei ued .* and afterwards (beeing affjtted and guided b) 
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B « c e l 1 n v 5 , Gouerncr of Lombardy) he came to certain Harbours vpon the coaftofthe 
Venecian Sea ; where he was /hipped by the Veneciahs, and thence failed into Valia (for, from 
thence there was no fafe paflagefor him by land) and taking land with his people, he was obeL 
cd by his brother, and receiucd into rhe Towns of Naples and Sicilia. And norwithftandingthac 
thofe of the Cities of Naples and ofcvi/wiallcagedj that in that they refufed to be commanded 
hy M a n p r e d e, it was notinrelpe<ft that they had any meaning to haue rebelled againft 
him, but for that they ynderftood that Man t r. b d b meant to becom a T yrant; Yet M an- 
irbdb carried the matter & cunningly, that his brother was per/waded to the contrary, and 
therefore highly offended: by reafon whereof, the Neapoliranes and Capuans dwil not put 

themfelues into his hands, but ftood vpon their guard 5 and Comrade with great fury held 
Naples belieged the fpace ofeight months: in the end whereof he took the lame through fa¬ 
mine, and executed crucll puni/hment therein 5 and thence went to Capua, where hee did the 
likeiflndin fome other places which were of their confederacy: fo as from thenceforth,where- 
fotuer he went he found no refiftance, neither by Cities,PrincesnorLords.. Andthofe^hiph 
be any way fufpefted, he bam/hed, and then began to war agajnft the Lands and friends of the 
Church of Rome. 

..After thi? (tyvo. yeers after his coming into Italy) he fell lick and died,being poyfoned in his 
medicines (as it was then thought) by the practice of his brother Manfrbdb, who did it 
ofptirpofe.tobaucbeen King. Navclrrvs and Henri c vs Mvcivs wrire,that ^he 
Emperor Co n r ad h before he died went into leauing ^arrifons in Sic/l/e- For that 

lie vndqrttood,the Emperor William made himfclfftrong,and was potfetfed of the whole 
Empire, by the means of the Legates which the Pope fent thither for that purpofe-and that 
C.oNRAftE, Coming into Germanic, ioy tied with the Duke of Barnere, and with an Army en- 
[red the iui'ifdidioii of Ratisbone, and afterwards took the city it felf, where he comqiitrcd great 
jpoils; and that William, vndcrftanding thereof, lenied fuch forces, that Conrab.f 
thirftnotgiuc him batrcll • and that he then abandoning Germny, went to Naples , where he di- 
cd. Hcetclfother Authors make ilo rnention: wherefore I am of opinion, that it was before 
Conrad e’s firft coming to Naples^ and that after his coming thither he returned no more in- 
I/O Germ/wy., Bur whether he returned into Germany or no (for,it might be) he died in the King- rheJuthof tht 
,dome ofyNaples, and left his fonne C on r a d i n b (who was in Sueuta, being very young, and w/ '/ fW, ' c ° n, l . 
whom hchad by the D uke of Battlers fitter) for heir ofhis ettate and Kingdomes • wherein alio M<le 
jsdifFerenee between the Authors: for, fome lay, that he was his fonne (which is the moftlike- 
ly) and others fry,that he was hisnephew,and the Ion ofhis elder brother Henr y, who (as 
; \yefaid) died in prifon in the time ofhis father F n edbrick. But I findeitwritren, 1 that 
!H.in r y maried Mah gar Et the daughter of L eopoid the Glorious, Duke of Atifiritt y 
byxyhom he lefc two Fonsi Fred hr^c^c 8 c H a n r r,whcrofonewas poifoned by Co n- 
iad, a i the other by M a.n f r e n a baftard^s competitos to the kingdoms of Sicily & Napier, 

His fonne C o n r a d 1 N a remaining his.heii;, and not of age fit to gouefn his Kingdomes, 
kelcfthimvndei;rhe tuteleand prore(ftionof his mother,and of certain Dutch Princes., And 
Man f,r b d e (as fome write) for certain daics fpace concealed his brothers/wiH; and'thougli 
asyct hq.durtt not take vpon him as King,yet in hisnephew C o n r a p i n. b’s name,he fought 
Jby alLlieatis to poireffeihirnfelf of the whole Country. 

f As loon asthe death of C o n r a,d ( b was publiflicd in Germany, all thofe which had takept , , t „' : i 
his part, fought to be friends with William- who being freed from Iris competitor,frenej- 
ly l cceiued them,and fought (by force or policy^to draw them to him,to the end to haue made ‘ 

a general! peace. Ac this time Pope Innocent (who had made firs abode in France for the 
faice of nine yefcrs) vndcrftanding. that ,C o n r a d e was dead, came prefently into Jtajie .* Pope innocent 
Afid .M a n f re t> e (as he knew him to haue bin an enemy to the Emperors* Frhdhrick rttumdoutof ., 
and Conradb ; and that heallcaged, that rheir vvils and tettaments were of none effe£t y ' 

feeing, they were by him.exco.mmunicate and depriued; and that, the Kingdomes of Sicilia pnd 
;il^/whelongedtotheGhurch) fainedly took part with him in Otranto• purpoling to exclude 
thofe which came to gpuernfor the childe. Go.sradin b,- who remained in Sueuia , and by 
fi/hing in troubled water, to get the Kingdome forhimfelf, . , . , . 

ThcPope.be/ngioyfullyreceiuedintp moft of the Cities in Italy , with the gvcateil pow- 
f tthat he could make,rook his way towards Naples, where hee was, rcceiued yand.to that place 
came Manfrbde, andfome other Princes and Gou’ernoursof Cities, to yeeld their obedi- 
cnce.as feudatories to theGhurch of Rome: and he,excluding C o n r a p r N’sturorsythpught 
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within ill ore time to be Lord ofthegreateft part ofthe reft. And as this was his drift, fo after 
that the Pope had confirmed him in his eftate,and had beftowed other fauours vpon him j hee 
began to pubiifh the difcord openly, which he before had fo wen in (ecret, and to fliew himfelf 
enemietothePopc:butbeforethatittookanyeffe<ft, the Pope died in Naples, hauingbin fo 
cleuen yeeres and halfe, in the yeere of our Lord 125:4. 

This Pope gaue order th^t the Cardinals fiiould ride on their foot-cloathes, and wcare red 
Tbemjiitittm jq a t san( i Robes,which they vfe at this day 5 to the end that as they did excell other men in dig*. 
S'lutstnd nitie and preheminence, fo they fhould goe different in apparel, and thereby be knowne from 
roOesjj vof other men. Prefcntly vpon the death of Pope Innocent, Manvrk-db publishing that 
Sw his Nephew Conradinb was dead, cladding himfelfe in mourning attire, proclaimed 

1 jioie'.clo*thes. himfelf King of Naples and Sicilia • and raifing forces, drew the Africane Moores, which dwelt 
iniV#rw<*,tohisferuice 5 and fuddenly let vpon thofe places which held for the Pope : foas 
Alexander fucceeding Innocent the Fourth, Pent a Cardinal! whofe name was 0 c. 
r avi v 5 to itoy/w, again ft M a n p r e d b, who proceeded fofarre as to excommunicate hina; 
but M a n a? r e d b, who now was called King of both the Sicilies^ took fuch order with the Le¬ 
gate that he conftraincd him to fhut vp himfelfe in Topics j and fo was he Mafter of the field, and 
notonely in thatprouince.butin all Italy fought to raife diflenfion anddifeord, ffiewing him- 
Iclfe to be of the faction of the Gibelins, with whole aide he made himfelfe mightie, and was 

principally affifted by the great tyrant Encblinvs. In Florence, in Lombardy, and in other 
parts, happened many great accidents, which I haue no timetorelate, beingto returnetomy 
Hiftory of the Hues of the Emperours : neucrtheleffc it /hall be expedient to declare what end 
Manbrbdb and his Nephew Con r a d in b made; who was alfo called Kingofboth 
the<S 7 «//tt *and at that time, by reafon of his nonage, was in his mothers keeping in her eftate 
< 5 f Sueuia ■ which gaue oportunitie to M a n f r a d h to rife, as he did, with the king- 
dome. 

TheEmpcrour Wi l iam, feing in what eftate Italy flood, and being now Lord ofall 
Germany in peace, defiring to come into Italy to vifit the lands of the Empire, which had reco* 
iierediib'ertythroughtheiongabfenceoftheEmperours; andiikewife to becrowtfedbythe 
hands of Pope Alexand b 4 , he fummoned a Councelto beheldin the citie ofcottn\ and 
; ■;;;■[ hauing therein determined of his journey, he was aduei tiled that the prouince 'of Brifilaud wait 

vpiti Armcs.and rebelled againfthim 5 and thatnot content therewith, they had inuadedtfo/- 
/<wd,where they had donegreat harme, by taking and carrying away whatfoeuer they found, 
William, to fupprcfte this rcbellion,refdlued to goe in perfon to bring the Frifons to obc« 
dience, which were fuch men, and fo many, that heotherwife knew not how to bridle them * 
and it feemed no found courfe for him to goe into Italy and to leaue Germany in an vprore. And 
fo marching with his Army again ft the Frifons, which lay encamped not farrefrom him,as it 
was in the winter, N and in that country are many Lukes and Moorish places, which then were 
frofen,the Emperourwith oneortwowith him,or elfe alone on horfebacke, went to view his 
enemies Campe, or to view fome ground where his own Army might lodge: and paflingoner 
alike, his horfcflipt, and fell with him,and the Ice breaking, his horfeand himfelfe were fo pcf- 
tred in the watery that they could nor get out of it: whicha company of Frifons (which lay 
The Emfem vn.difcouered in an ambufli ) perceiuing, {allied out, arid vnknovvne flew theEmperour, tbin- 

Witiiam, Edrle king that they had flaine but fome meanc horfeman,without beingperceiued by any man in his 
trflhowiT' Camp, neither by them which were with him, or elfe th£y durft not reueale it: and fo heclay 
4/ nipne . : In th e water, vntill that aftei wards h* was found and knowne by his eneiriies* : 

■/ This happened in theyecrc of our Lord, one thoufand, two hundred, fi ftieand fix: in the 
" s ■ciglitandtwentithyeereofhisage, and the feuenth ofhis;raigne. And as he was mift in his 

• 1 Gampe,and no man knew what became ofhim, nor what was befalne him ( membeing offuii- 

drie Opinions) fome imagining that he was gone, and had abandoned them, and others were 
oFbther opinipris 5 at laft they were certified of thetrueth by their enemies. Whereupon the 
Aftriy disbanded, and went euery man whither hee lifted : in this mafitcr ended theafpiring 
thoughts, life, and raigne of the Emperour Whiiam, whom hisfonne Ft oris, which 
then was a child, fucceeded in the eftate of Holland and the reft : who afterwards made cruel! 
waffeagainfttheFrjfonSjin reuenge of his fathers death i who vntill then lay in a poore Sepul¬ 
ture. In Shiite and Naples Manfrhde grew daily more mightie, and was called 
King. 

The difcord and diuifion, which (as we fayd)was in the Empire between Frederick 

and 
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and W1 l 11 a m, and afrerwardsbetween William and Conrad b, Fr jdakicks 
fonne, and that which we will declare which hapned after his deccafe, was the beginning and 
original! caufe why the Empire loft in thofe times great part of the authority , pOWer and repu- Germane J.m . 
ration. Which it before inioied, and that fome Cities in Italie recouered liberty, and were ex- >irf " 
cmjptfrom the Empire, and that others fell into the hands of Tyrants, as it afterwards enfued. % 

For not withftaiiding that there afterwards were valiant and mighty Emperours, yet all matters 
were fo corrupt and out of order in the Empire, as it could not be reduced to the: antienc po¬ 
licies neither did the El&ftour s and Princes of Germany ( in whom confifteth thechiefeft 
ftrtnjgth of the Empire ) yeeld fuch obedience and feakie to them,as their anceftors had done 
makingthemfelues through thefe vacancies and diflenfions, free, and of greater power arid the 
Emperours became poore, of lefte account, and were le/Te re/peefted by them. I lay then’ that 
as the Princes Eletos of the Empire were certified of the death of the Emperour Willi¬ 
am (which ivereas all men knowe) the Duke of Saxony, theCount Palatine of Mine 'the Mat- v™™ 
Cjudfeof BranJenlurgb) the Archbifhops of uMem^Golen and Trenier , and (when they cannot * m ' 
agree) the King of Bchemia>ihey began to confult about chufing of a new Emperour, firft wri¬ 
ting the one to the other, and afterwards meeting in Framkfird, where they could not agree 
for there were many Competitors, and the matter was carried by bribes, gifts and fitiifter 
mcancs. 


Comminginthe end with great difficulty to make the election, vpon Twelfth day, i tithe 
yeere of our Lord, one thoufand, two hundred, fifty and feauen: the voices were diuided’into 
twoparts i the Duke of Saxony^ the Archbi/hop of Trenier, and the Marqucfle of Brandenbmh 
chofe Alonso King of CaBile: and Ebbrard Archbifhop of uMemz, , C o nr a d h 
Archbiftiopof Colen , and Le vv e s Count Palatine of the Rhine , gaue their voicesto R r . " - 

char d Duke of Cortoemll , brother tothe King of England. In this manner they parted di- 
uided, either patty holding him for Emperor whom they had chofcn : but mod men affirmed aSf/r 
that it Was no eleftion, for it leemeth not that the King of Bohemia gaue his voice, orwaspre- 
Cent at the ele<ftion, or would ioine with either of the parties, but was lingular in his voicfc 5 fee- 
king to haue been Emperour himfolfe. Thofe which chofe Alonso and held with ! him 
lent him their Ambafladors ( which were the Bilhopsof Spire and Constance) to giue him in- M ° n f n . Kln z«f 
tell'igepce of his eleeftion, defiring him to prepare himfelfe to come into the Empire: at their rmmrn* 
comming into CafHte they were ioifully receiucd by the King, who being very glad of their 
Ambaflage, accepted the election: but he being bufied in the warres againft the Mooresffrom 
whom hee had a little before taken the Towne of I\(ieb/a and other places) hee could notthen 
come into Germany .-but writing his letters to the Princes Electors, lie difpatched the Amballk- 
dburs (giuing them and fending to the reft many icwcls and great rewards)andfo they refumed 
very well content . But King Aionso his going into Germany , through many ocCalipns 
which were offered in Cattle, as well againft the Moores (from whom he twice wan the Gitie it 1 . 1 , 

pfA»w, the Citie oftMttrcia and other places)as for that his brother P hilip with-drewhim- ,! ! >'^ v 
felfefrom his feruice, his iourney was a long time deferred.

At the fame time Baldwi n the Emperour of Conjlantindple being vrtable to make his °^ E ' %Und ' 
parfiegood, againft Michael Paleolo gvs, (who by making away the two fonnes of 
T He odoreLascuvs, gat'the Empire to himfelf) fledde from Conpmmople , and Baldwin^ 
MichablPaleoloovs had the Empire,and fp it returned to the Greekenation hauin* P°f cA P omtl,e 
bin aboue feuenty yeeres gouemed by the Latins : the firft that had the fame was called B a l- mu 

BvviN,andfowashewhichloftit,whichwa$intheyeareofouvLordii( 5 o. cfadpaUolo* 

At this time alfo came Ambaffadours to Pope A l 1 x a n b s r, from C o n r a d V n h 8US * 

Duke of Suenid (who was called,and ought to haue been, King ; ofiy/r//wand Naples) entreating 
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hisfauour in his behalfe againft Mamudi, who vfurped the fa id kingdomes jbut it could 
takeno eflfe< 5 tat that time• for M a n ip r h d h was now growne fo mightiCj thatthe Pope was 
not able to make head againft him : and b elides the kingdomes of Naples and Sicilia,he was Lord 
of Florence and other townes in Italy. Within few daies after this dyed Pope Alsxandhr,, 
tope Alt«n- hauingheld the chayre about fcucn yeeres, with troubles and warres in little prolperitici This 
slhtciwfor Pope canonized Saint Clare, of the order of Saint F r a n c i s, for a Saint: and he beirig 
*s«im. deadjthePatriatchof/^^/fwCaFrenchmanbotne) was chofen Pope^nd called V r b a n a 
the Fourth; who confidcring what great power the Tirant Manfred hadgotin Italy, (lor 
what his father held therein, was at his douotion.) And feeing that there came no fufficient 
aydc from Germany, and moreouer hauing no meaning to approoue the fuece/fton of Co N _ 
n a d e s fon Co n r a din b ,for that hisanceftors had bin antient enemies to thc.C hutch of 
Home, but chiefly for that he had finall confidence in his power, and for other occasions which 
Vope Vrbane I forbeare to write; by the adu ice of his Cardinals he fent his Ambafladours to L e v v b s the 
thefouYtkcdiitd French King, defiring him to fend his brother C h a r l t s Earle of Frittence and \j 4 ritow with 
an Army in rclicfcofthe Church, andtoexpellthe Tirant Manpr b » out of the King. 
to tnakf wh y in domes of Naples and Siriliajmd that then he would giuc the fame to him in fee , as the Churches 
’t£*' t>idS<m inheritance. The French King willingly gaue eare to the Popes, Ambaflage, andyeeldingto 
a idt his demaund, offred aide, and to fend him into Italy: and [oCharlbs began to prouidene- 

ceflaries for his iourney, which Pope Vrbanb could neuer fee take efferft, for he was inter¬ 
cepted by death in the citie of Persia, in the third ycerc of his papacy : in all which rime ( by 
reafon of factions and partialities) he neuer came to Rome, 
the ped(i of ThisPope inftituted the feaft of Corpus CbriJU , which is celebrated by the Church of ,Rme 

Corpus elm. great folemnity, vnto this day, being firft inuented by the famous Do&or T h o m a s of 

fewVrbaac^ A o_v i n e, a Flier ofthe order of Saint D ou i n i e k b, who florilhed in thofe times, At 
thefomh. thattimealfo dorifhed S.Bo n av asrv r s,a Doftorand Frier of theoider ofSainr Fran¬ 

cis. Vrbane being dead, Gvido Cardinall of SulconU borne in Mr bone in France, was 
chofen Pope, and called C l b m b n v the Fourth • in whole time at his inftant entreatie, the 
French Kings brother, or colincgerjnanejEarle ofArirn came into Italy with agreat Army, to 
make a conqueft of the Kingdomes of Naples and Sicilia from Man f r b t> , who was alrea¬ 
dy celled king of Tfaples and Sicilia i and there palled betweene them many conflicts and en- 
, counters, which I ouerpalfe: C h a r l b s. beeing aflifted by the fa&ion of the Guelphes, 
at. length tiecre to the Citie of Beneuent , Manfr b d andhee, with power againft power 
fought a battaile, wherein Manfred was ouerthrowne and flame, after that hec had leene 
Charlh s call to the earth, and his Army in a manner wholly ouerthrowne, but yet in the 
: end Charles had the vkforie • wherein he was much aflifted by the counfell and help of 
ManfiredeW fohndp Rata, Earle of Caferta, who fought rcuenge for that Manfred had rauilhedhis 
Wife. Thus Manidbd loft his life with his kingdomes, the which he had gotten byfraucf, 
^chatls treachery andparricide. 

M'tfAtiiovr. This ouerthiow and death of Manfred can fed a great alteration in Italic, fox the fadi- 

on of the Guelphes euery where preuailed (in a manner) in all the cities of Italic , being fauou- 
redby the new king of Sicilia ,againft the Gebilins. And in Ihort fpaceking C h a r l b s was 
poflefledof the kingdoms of Naples and Sicilia, being firft crowned in Rme king of both the 
kingdoms y and in acknowledgment ofthe fee, he was bound to pay yeerly to the Church of 
JR«#*,threefcorethoufandduckats, or crowns of Gold. In this manner, the ftate of Prouenct, 
who fe head is the City ofMarfelles , was wilted to the kingdom Naples, which was in theyeerc 
of our Lord 1266. 

T11 the time of thele alterations in Italic, Germany was ftill troubled about the ele&ion of an 
Emperour: and whereas theking of Englands brother R1 c h a r p , who contended with A- 
l o n s o for the Empire,«t this time died,if Alonso had then come into Germany he might 

eafily hauc obtained the Empire, ,feeing his competitor wa$ deccafcd : but by reafon ofciuill 
warres againft the Moores, he could neuer haue oportunity to come thither: and his brother 
Philip, and othergreat men of Capita, left his leruice, and ouerran his countrey. Germany 
being thus without an head, endured great milery,afwcll for this caufe, as through the great 
warres which the king of Hungary made againft the king of Bohemia, and other Princes, vpon 
fundry occafions. Chari b $ the new king of Sici/talitiinginthisprofperity, all thofe which 
in Italic were ofthe faction of the Gibelins,.lent tofolicitc Gonradinb Duke of Sueuia, 
who wgsalfo Jdngof^^3fldiVri/w, (as fonne of the Emperour Conrad b, and Nephew 
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to the Emperour F r b p eric k j). to come , and reconquer his kingdomes,andthat thev all 
would helpe and feme him in that ajftion; whereto Conradin n(asa courageous young 
man) foon agreed, and began to gather forces and to trie his friends, whereto he was allb ner- 
fwaded& encouraged by He n r v^the king of Copies brother, who wasbanifhed from his 
brother for fomc factions and confederacies which he had made againft him: And ar that 
time was gouernor,and a Senator of Rome, made by Pope Cle M b n r ; which dighity he 
obtained (after that he had wand.i cd through England, France and Germany) at the requeft of 
Icing C H A u S of Naples , by reafon ofhis affinity, and the Popes fauor,to whofe court he 
came,lying then mmrbo,and the Pope made him a Senator of Rome,whkh then was rhehieh- 
eft dignity and command therein. 6 

This H jNR y was a man offogreat valour, and therewith fo politick , that he wholly 
commant.ed the C«y 5 and being fo, he induced Conradinb to come into/^/v (forhee 
washiskinfman,and had found him his friend at his beingin Gcrmanyypromifing and putting 
him in hope, that helhould not only haue the kingdomes of Naples and Sicilia (which were his 
^inheritance) but Ihouidalfo be Emperour of Rome • for he would receiue him into the 
S^,^ aI,y L C ° N . R K . V r 1 m ouedby thefeLetters and mdfages., but repofing 
hischiefeft confidence in the Gebelms,came into Italy with tenne thouland the moft ex¬

When King C harus was aduertifed hereof, he went from Tufcane, where he then re¬ 
mained,into his kingdoms. leauinggoodgarrifons in thofe to wnes which held for him ■ and a 
gouernour with the title of Mar/hall. And Henry the Kings brother of Gaflilt who was 
then m Rome, whither Conrdine was trauailing, openly Ihcwedhimfclfc for him, being 
of power able to doe fo, whether the Pope would or nor, who fimoured C h a r i A his 
party, as a King whom hee had made. But the fa&ions in Italy made all poore, and in- 
conftant. To he fhott, after other matters Which befell Conrad in h, by the way hebe- 
lngcomeneereto the City of l ArttM, fought a battaile with the Marlhall whom King 
Charles had left in thofe parts. And notwithftanding that the Marfltall and his people 
iought valiantly, yet Conradinb was Vito and the Marlhall was flain in the battaile, 
and his party ouerthrown; wherby Conradinb wonne fo great credit and reputation, 
that lfhe would haue flayed m thofe quarters jmany townes would haue yeelded vnto him; 

butbeing Jbhciced by Letters,andmeftages from Hb nry in Roms,he took his Way thither- 
waias, pafting neere by Viterbo , where Pope Clement lay, wlio as an enemy to wars, arid 
beating of Armes, wasvery foiy for what palled: and comming to Rowe, he was folenmly re¬ 
ceded with aH the ceremonies accuftomed, and Henry calling him Eiiipefor, lodged him 
asoneintheCapiroll, : r 

After fome lew daies ftay in Rome, he departed towards Naphs, accompanied with this laid 
He nr y,to fmde out king Charles, and Hbnrv left in Iris place and office in Rome y 
one G V ID O F E R R B T A N v s, a man whom he much trufted. King Chaubs hauing 
already intelligence of Conradinhs comming, and feeingthat by delaies he daily, loft 
more and more, notwitliftanding that he had no equall forces, yet he refolded to end thecom

Oialled lus troups m fuch manner that he might ihadow the greateft part ofhis Army behinde

C h arl'e s his troups being ncer ouerthrown, he brake out ofhis Ambufcado, and charged 
mil iuch Fury, that he forced his enemies to turnq their backs,andobtained the viaory; Arid 
Con k a ,d r n b, H e n r, y and F r b d b r i c r, who (I know not by tvhar title) was.cab 
MDukc.o fOfufirMy elcapcdby flight. ButtbrOugh fundrycafudlties they all three withhv' 
lew daiesafter fell into hts hands,andhe cruelly cMcifting the law of Amies,. tnadethehcads 
ofkmg C o n R a d 1 n h, andof.

Some Authors write,tbat when thefePrin.ces-werebroughi?before Q nw l® s ^henbt 
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infultcd proudly ouer them. Then by the barbarous and wicked cruelty of Pope C i a _ 
m b n t the fourth, who being demanded his aduiee touching the prifoners anfwered * The 
life of Conrabine is the death of Charui s,and the death ofC o n r a p i n b f s the 
life of Cm miles : whereupon, by a neuer heard-of example of cruelty in the Chriftian 
world and vnworthy the name ofa King, he put them to death, as hath been faidj The Eadc 
offenders telling him in vaine, that moderation and clemency did become a generous con¬ 
queror, So in the end by the execution of Conradinb, a moft generous and innocent 
yong Prince, the moftantient and noble family of rhe Dukes of Suem hauing managed the 
aflfairesof the Empireand their owneat home and abroad,both in peace and wan e,wiieiyand 
valiantly , was by the pra< 51 :/ce of Popes extin< 5 l, when it had raigned in the Empire, one hun¬ 
dred and fifteen ycers, and held the realities of Sicilia and Naples, 7 6 . 

By this meanes king Chauss wonne great reputation, for he had ouerthrown and 
, flain two kings, M anfr b d and Conradinb, And within Ihorc (pace all thole towns 
which held for Conradinb hearing of his death, reduced themfelues to C h a r l a s 
his fubjeftion :and fo in S'mltaJuUa, Calabria and in all July, the fatiion of the Guelphs recoue- 
red the vpper hand. So as poore Conradinb in hope to haue gotten the kingdomc of 
2 Sfaples, loll his life, and therewith his eftatc of Sueuia, whereof he was allured: and in him en¬ 
ded the lin e of the houfe of Sueuia, for he left no heire } a^d that Bate was loll, moll of the Ci¬ 
ties therein making themfeluesImperiall: yet R o d vl r h andhisfonne Io h n were af¬ 
terwards called Dukes of Sueuia, 

The victorious triumphant king Charles, with Pope Clsusht'* leaue and au¬ 
thority, went to to execute the office of Senator, which Henry had loft, and to pa¬ 

cific the factions which were in the City 5 and the Pope from Viterbo where he made his refi. 
dence, neuer ccafed to procure peace and concord between the Cities of Italy, and to paci/ie 
Icing Charls: but his de/ire took no effeti, for he was interrupted by death, which ouer- 
took him in the end ofthe yeer 127$, hauing been Pope little more then 3 ycers, and was re- 
coned amongft the Saints. 

Pope C l a m a n r the fourth being dead, the Cardinals agreed fo ill about chufing him 
a fucceffor,that for the fpace of two ycers there was no Pope.What hapned in themeane time, 
is too long to be written, wherefore I leaue it apart:amongft which Saint L e vv b s. King of 
Frame went againfl the kingdom and Citie of Tunis i where he. died ofthe Plague. His going 
thither was with an intent to haue gone from thence to t he conqueft oflerufatem , whereto hee 
was induccd ty Pope C t a w 1 n t before his death. Before rhe Popes death, Edward 
tbetlTsm Z Kin g ^Fnglaud went to the fame feruice with about two hundred thoufand men,whichfrom j 
Hoij.UnJ, all parts of Chriftendome vowed to goe that voyage, but all wa s afterwards. Two yeers be¬

he fent to the Princes Electors, commanding them to meete, and to make choife of an Empe¬ 
ror. Todds Councd at Lions, came Palbologys the Emperor ofConJlmmopUfwhom 
the Pope confirmed in his Empire, not wirhftanding that he obtained the fame by indi r eCt 
meanes 5 and hee and the Prelates which came with him , in the name of the Greeks 
Church, fubmitted themfelues to the Councell in certaine pointes, wherein the Greeks 
diflented from the Latines: but they obferued the fame as little as ai other time's they 
had done. f 

The Princes EleiSlQrs met at to treatc ofthe ele&icto of an Emperour ^feeing 

how many yeers the Empire was voide, for now twenty yeers were fully expired fince the 
death of Eft B DERI CK, inallwhichtimeiGermaf/ywasneuer free from factions and partia¬ 
lities about the Empire, and thirteene or fourteene yeeres fince the Emperor William 
died, fo that Germany lay abandoned without an head or foueraign Lord : for Richard 
brother to the King of England, and Alonso King of Cafttlc, were chofen in difeord and di£ 
fent ofvoyces; and. R ichaxd within Ihoi t fpace died, and King Alonso could neuet 
come to enioy the Empire. 

All the Princes Ele&ors meeting, fpent three yeeres beforethey could agree about the B- 
lcCtion ;for either of them would haue him to be Emperour in whom they thought to haue 
greateft intereft; fome alleaged that no election could be made, for that King A l 0 a s o of 
Caiiile was chofen 5 and the fame King fent his Pro&ors to proteft that he prepared himfelfe 
fpeedilytocomevnto the Empire ; there were others that bindred the eledion, for that 
they had vfurped the lands and polfelfions belonging to the Empire, and were in fearetolofe 
the fame ; finally, the matter was very confufed and out of orderi but in the end they agreed: 
and notwithfilanding that OthoCarvs King of Bohemia had won the moft part of the 
Ele£tors,and allured himfelfe that he fhould haue been chofen in this great confufed Anarchy 
during the vacancy , Italy being on Hrc with intcfUnc combuflions and feditions, and German) 
toft with old hatreds and new alterations, when as all things threatned a fearefull mine, theti 

did theEIe&ors chofe Rodvlph Earle of Habfpurgh and Hefsia, who iti line Mafcullne de- ^ eE - rt( 0 , 
feended lineally froni the father to the fonne, from Pharomond King of the Francons i 
others haue written (amongft which is Voeaterranvs) that this Rodvlph was de- wu cho/in 
feended from the houfe and family of the P1 r 1 r o n b si or L e o u b j in Rome, an antient E,h ? tm ‘ 
houfe of Earles, and that one ofthemvpon certain occafion left his countrey,and went into 
Ergoata,and there built the Caftleof HabfpHtgk, from whence defeend the Earles of Habfpurgh: 
which they fay was in theyeer 1150, Butitca'nnotbefo, for the Towneand Caftlc of Hab* 
fpargb,From whence thefe Earles are defeended, is not in Frgouia, but another much mcire an¬ 
tient, and farre diftant from that, whereoflong before the time that they/peake of, the tads of 
Hubfturgh were Lords; And Iohn Stabivs fettethdown a pedegrec of nine Kings and 
fourteen Earles before this Rodvlph, ofwhomwenowtreate: who befides that he was 
chofen and crowned Emperor, and gouerned the Empire the fpace of eighteen ycere$, came 
(through want of Heires)tobeDukeofv>^fw: and thathbufehath continued in that linage 
ftomthai: fimevntiil this day,and hath produced nineEmpefors, and a great number pf dukes.

taken from him; and that the Emperor (hould confirm vnto him the Kingdom of Robemh, and 
tMorauU, for which be fhould come in pci Con toyecld obedience,' and to be fworne after the 
Uccuftoihedmannebi All which the King (fedhg ho;other remedy) ycelded to performe, be*, 
ingat the point t6 haue loft allthe reft ; blit? hec inftantly requefted, that- he might doe his 
hoih^ge'in fome fccret pldce.; foV a^he was avery haughty minded mtln, fo did it extremely 
^rieu^hlm'tokneeil^'to anian to whom he had giuen pay *, and thinking that the Emperouc 
would hauepeiformedwhat hee requefted, forairnnch as he flayed for him in a clofe Tent, 
beeCatrteV andkneelingdownebeforetheEmperourtodoehimiiomagejtheTent was fo ar- 
tifidaily madc', tHat /t fel/r&peri, in fuch manner, is he was teene by the whole Army, where* 
with he was much difcoBtfented.' v .1 

Thisrdgreemeht’beiug made* and the Kmglretumed into his countrey,he was by his wifethe 
Quecne very ill entertained-foi* being a Vaineproud woman, flic rold him that hec was not 
worthy the name ofa King, neither to wearea crown, fincehe hadloft fo great eftates without 
theJtfzardofonebatkkiiejandhadhumbledhim/elfedifarmedjbeiorehim wholiad been his 
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feruant jhauing an Army offo good men to take bis part as he had; and /incethathe hadtpadc 
fofhamefuli a peace, he (hould now let her haue his Army, and lhe would by war reepuer wh^ 
i^chadloftby auoidingit. Thefehis wiuesfpeeches, and fuch like, which (he vfejat other 
times, added to the borrow for what he had loft, did fodifquiet him, that he repcntec| him o£ 
what 1)9. h^d. done,* and rebelling,meant to wipe away this reproach by Arm?: ^hereupon he 
drew/ his forces to an head, and fuch places as were not refigned, he repay l ed^nd fortified^ an^ 
yetfinto Jufiritt to recouerwhat he had already furrendred, j v/hich he did with fuch exppd^ 
lion,that he took many places there. When the Emperor vnderftood ofthe ffing q'f. 
proceedings, he with no lcftc expedition raifed his forces, and with fome Princes of tha^Em-. 

Le came againft him with a great power; who refolutely ftayed in the field togiue him batne)^ 
which befell vpon the fix and tvventith day of Auguft, in the yeer of our Lord, 1277: wfiibE 
batteil was (harpe and cruel, and the king in the middeft of the troupes, being deadly wQW/a^J; . f % . , 

Wontf B h r r 0 l d a fauorite of the Emperors, fell from his horfe: Which fudden accifjerir, ^ 11 %^ 
looether with the enemies force, was the caufe of his peoples ouerthrow, and that the ,§mpc^ penr#dti* 
jour being vi^orious was maftei of the field: and the King was afterwards found there ,as naked 
as'hewa.s born ofhis Mother. .hernias ***&; 

The Emperor hauingobtained this notable vi< 5 fory, followed not tlielame with fueh rigor, ntnbro^e^ni 
and cruelty as he might haue done* for the King leauing a fonne called Wbncejl uj v 
theEmpcror married him to his daughter I v d 1 T‘n, ana inuefted and confirmed him ip . the 
kingdotnes of Bohemia and uMeramA ; and for as much as he was but a chi(de, he g aue theigo- 
Ufrnment both ofhis perfon and eftate, to the Marquefie of Brandenburgh apej (ohad ft o- 

m p h the Duchy of Auttm, and other eftates thereto appertaining ♦, which hec afterwards 
jaucto his cldeft fon Alb er r, who in proedfe of time came to be Emperp u 

After the war of Bohemia* the Emperor (ought to fettle iu ftice, and to (iee : he country ftrprti 
liteues and rebels, by reafonofthe late troubles jamongft which, one was (o audacious that 
Jidbamed not to fay that he was the Emperor Fa id b r i,c k the Second, who died, in Italy- 
ftoutely maintaining himfelfe to be the lame ; the caufe whereof was, for that the common 
people neuer certainly knowe whatpafteth 5 and (omc reported that the pmperour Frbpb- 
xicr wasnotdead but lay hidden. This rumor was fo generally diuulged and beleeued', that 

this man fathered (o many vnto him,that he took fo me Cities, and fo much troubled the Em- AMumrftk 
pffor,thathe was conftrained to leuic an Army againft him, by which this counterfeit Fn b- ‘ m t eror ' 
nu c k was ouerthrowne and taken prifoner ; and afterwards burnt by the Emperors com- 
mandement, and the reft of h is.confederats were feuerely punifiied; and fo he was generally o- 
beyedi But as for matters of ltd), he tookeno care to goe thither in perfon,; but fought to go- 
uerneby his Vicars and Lieutenants, euer maintaining peace with the Popes $ contenting hipr« 
felfetbatibme Cities in Lombard), and others which acknowledged the Empire, repaired vnto 
himantil paid their cuftomes and tributes, whereof he was very greedy; for in truth, notwit h- 
ilanc/ingthat this Prince was adorned with many great vertucs, yet he was much noted and ta¬ 
xed for being couetous and greedy of money, as he afeer wards (lie wed. And in regard of peace 
bstweenehimand Pope Kichoxas, he freely granted to him Rauc»M,and. the othec 

Townes of that gouernement, which the Pope challenged to he the Church inheritance^ vni- 
ling thereto the City of Bobmd, which of later time held for the Empire. Pope N1 c h o- 
las hauing the Emperors friendthip,and for that he was a Romanc borne, was ofgrcatcrpo- 
wenkn any ofhis predcccftors had been 5 and took from Chaubs King of Naples theof- 
ficeof Senator, and made a Law, that from thenceforth no king or Kings fonne (Iiould be Sena* 
tor: he al fo tooke from him the Lieutenant/hip for the Church in 5 T^/w*,alleagingthatit was 
nottheEmperors pleafure that he (hould hold that dignity, and fo ieaioufie and lufpicion grew 
between them : for it was odious to the Pope to fee that Charles was of fiich power; ^ ■ 

wherefore he procured Pbter king of Arragon,to make challenge to the Kingdome of Na- AHtlmofallthi 
fits and SitilU * affirming that they appertained vnto him, by rea(bn ofhis manage with G o n- htwtn 

stanc b daughrerto Manfred Ymgof Sicilia. All this the Pope durft to doc, hauing the 
fauorand friend/hip of the Emperor Rodvlph, whom they knew to be of great power in kingdom of ’ 
and obeyed iu Germany* 

About this time the Emperor lent one robe his Lieutenant in Italy, whom many Cities re- 
ceiuedand obeyed, and others would not. At this time al/o died Pope Kic ho t a s,hauing 
bcldthcfeafoureyecrs, fauing fourc monetfis; and vponfornc occafion, that Sea was voide 
finemonethsiand then was chofen S1 m o n Cardinall,of S. siciiiept French-man borne, who 
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wascalled Martin the Fourth. In thofe times, the Popes made their abode in Vkttk 
fib'thc’wSiild not be facred there, but went for that purpofe to Ciuita Vechia,wh\ther came to [% 
him QiriA-R lbs Kirig ofiV^/fy,'who (for that they both were French-men)was very joyfuijy 
fteeiuicRandafeerwardsmuch fauored: which was intheycereofouv Lord 1281. Inthe fame 
^eer; fHfc Emperor fettled Whncbslavs king of Bohemia (whom he had maried with lijj 
v fa 1 t rf) in the gouernment of his kingdom| free from the futor/hip of the Mar™ 
^ c 5 S°f td whom he had giuen the fame. And the fame yeer he had warrewitj 

thWonernor ofa people called Etbni, inhabiting a prouince in France about Lbnm, who J 1 

bell^ahdwobldnauemade himfelfe Lord of .. m 

inptndiii obtained 'p&ory, and left the countrey__ _ _ 

ney,he came into the prouince ofAlfatta, where were manyfaaions^andmanVgreaV'men' 
Belling difobeyed his commandements .• but with his prefence all was ftill and in quiet: f oas | 
m&ll&frmany he was both obeyed and feared, arid raigned in profperity. Butasinthis life no 
eftate high or low is free from difarters and misfortunes, fo a fonne of his whom he much louei

certain other eminent men, and his wife the Emprctfe alfo died * and about three yeeres after li 
maried again, with the daughter ofthc Dukcof Burgondy : and fo he parted fineor fix yecml 1 
without any accident worth the writing. In Italy ,Chau b s , King of Sicilia and frouem " 
being rich and of great power, through the fauor of Pope Martin, hada conccite to hue 
depofed M z c h a e l P a l b o£ o o vs, and to haue reflored B a l d vv i n to the Empire 
of CdfijtaMimple * who marying his daughter, was depriued: and although hee pretended tins 
title, yet it was thought that he would haue had the Empire for himfelfe. 

fhis being cjone, he thoughtto haue recouercd the kingdomc of lemfaltm, whereof hein- 
tituled himfelfe King: whereupon he pra&ifed with the Pope, perfwading him to excoirnmi-, 
nicate P A notoovs, for thathehadnotobferued what was decreed in the Gouncc//f«e 
held atZAw, whither he came to Pope Gr hooky the Tenth, concerning, the vnitingofthd 
Greeke Church toiththc Latirie. Hehad alfo intelligence with certain Cities in Gmwwhich! 
rebelled againft P a l e o l o g v s, and began to prouidemen and gallies for that enterprife, 
ButraUtJiefe purport's were fruftrate: for whileft he fought to depofe another from his Empire, 
he within few daies loft great part of his ownc: for allthe Cities in Sicilia, vnable to endure the, 
violehce and opprelfion vfedby the French, rofe and rebelled, and flew all the French-trior 
which Werein the Hand,in two houres fpace : hauing firft had intelligence with P e t b r King! 
of AYYdgon^ who lay in waite for Sicilia (vnder this title, that he maried the daughter of Km\ 

Manfrbd) and came in great hafte with a fleeteoffifty gallies and fliips,faining that helwd 

rigged the fame, to haue patted over into Africa ; and fo became Lordof the whole Hand. Af¬ 
terwards there were great wars between them both by fea and land, during which, King 
GhUibs falling lick, of an infirmity and of forrow, died jleauing his eldeftfon Chkus 
prifoner, in the power oFPeter King of Arragpn. Pope Mar r 1^ lent his Legate to Ni- 
//ej,to hold that kingdom in fubieftion to Chaubs whowasinprifon, whom he pioclai- 
med to be his fathers heire and fucceflor; the French King Cent alfo to thefame etted. Finally,, 
at this time the Kingdom of Sicilia was diuided from the Kingdom of Naples , and the King of' 
Arrapon held the fame * and afterwards followed other alterations. Returning to my Hiftory, 
I'faythat the Emperor R o dv lph, through the counfdl of Honour vs the Fourth , who 
fucceeded Pope Martin, in the yeerofour Lord 1286, fent for his Lieutenant-general!,an 
Italian Earle called Pincinaglia dififeo (a man very priuate with the Pope) who coin- 
ming into Tufcane, Fltrence, and many other Cities; which were ofthc fa&ion of the Guelphs, 
would not obey him 5 and there parted many treaties and demands* but in the end, he hauing 
made his proteftations, and condemned fome cities, returned into Germany : and the Emperor 
fent thither another Lieutenant,who(hauing commiflion)gaueeareto certain cities, which of¬ 
fered to compound for money 5 and fo by the Emperors conjftnt,F&rcw*,£«M,P^, and fome 
others, bought their liberty, whereby the Emperor gat little honor } notwithftanding that in 1 
all the reft he was a good, a valinf,and a prudent Prince: but the greedinefs of money, and his 
refolution not to come into Italy , made him to vCe this bafenette. 

In thofe daies, Ebbra r.d Earle ofWittembergh, beingaffifted by fome other Princes, re¬ 
belled : but the Emperour erttring hiscountrie, befieged him in a ftrong Cattle, and compel- 
ling him to fue for mercy*atthe entreaty ofthc Archbifliop of Mcntz, he pardoned him 1 and 
although that he afterwards made fome alterations, yet in the end fie perfeuered in his feruice.

^thistime died in Rome H o n o r 1 vs the Fourth, hauing been Pope two yeeres and one 
^neth, and alter his death the chaire was void ten monethsj and then waschofen the Cardi- 
illofSaipt Sabina, a Frier, and Generali of S.F r a n c i s Order, cillledN 1 c holas. 

All this while the Emperour Rodviph gouerned Germany in peace • yet in theprouinee 
of Tarings many infolencies and robberies were committed, by reafon of the factions and con- 
iiouerfieSjbccweenc the Lords oftheCaftles there : wherefore the Emperour called a Diet to 
^heldinthecitieoffir/Wwi and by the confent of r he Princes, made t hreefcorc Cattles in 
(hat prouince to be throwne downe, and laid leuell with the earth,whereby he brought all Ger* 

bn ; obtained^ Aorv an d left rh e country 0 ty rt ?* Smm . » w J?ithci‘he wenl } ft er . So as it cannot be denk<t but that this Emperour was a good Prince, and a prudent go- 

* .t . - y <<n fubiefiion. And returning fromhis louJ^pQ^bothin peace andiriwarre,and in all things (wherein hee woqld intermeddle, which 

iyas but m Germany onely ) defiling as a wife Prince to rule and gouerne the fame well, rather 
ihentofceke to fubdue Italy > arid other countries,and fo to lofe both the one and the other • and 
auoid contention with the Popes, which in 7 /i^ he could npt efehue. One rhing made his 
[{aigneinfortunate, which was the Ioffe of the Holy land y the Chriftians lofing allthe cities TheUffeoftb 
which they held in Soria^ and Palefim : for the Souldan Lord of icrttfAlmSezing Holj 

l the warm betweene the cities of Italy, and the Chriftian Kings of ZlArragon, and of Naples- and 
jlfo betweene the Kings of England and of* France , came with a great Army of foote and horle, 
itid befieging the cicie of Tripoli in Soria^ took the fame by force : and presently did the like by 
(hecities of Tyre^Stdon, and Brito, with their confines 5 which he deftroying,flew and captiuated 
infinit number of people. The Chriftians which eleaped, retyring themfelues by fea and 


land to the citic of Ptolomaida, whither came the King ofc^m,thc Mafters and Knights Tem¬ 
plars, ofS. I o hn, ?md of^theDuch order,together with the Patriarch of lerufalem\ they fell 
(here at variance amongli themfelues , who fhould be Gouernour, and haue the command: 
NhichtheSoldanvnderftanding, andaccrtaine truce whichhehad grauntcdchem being ex- 
piled,he came with 150000 men before the citie*and taking and deftroying all thecountric 
round about it, fefct his fonne with his whole power to befiege the citie * who continued the 
liege, notwithftanding that his father died in the meane fcafon. 

After fundric accidents which happened,the greateft part of thofe which were in the citie, 
abandoning the fame, fled by lea * and neere to the coaft of Cyprus were ouertaken with fu ch a 
terapcft,that the greateft part 0/them were caft away and drowned: and the next day,the Sol- 
dan entring the citie ( fome few which had no meanesto depart, being left to defend the lame) 
commanded firft all thofe which he found therein, to be flaine • and then the citie to be ruined, 

Irauing no hou/e or wall Handing : and fo the Chrifiians were wholly expelled out of all which 
God* r b y of and other Chriftian Princes had gotten 1 96 yeeres before : which was 
intheyeere of our Lord 1290: for which as foone as it was publifhed in Europe, the Emperor, 
tliePope,and generally al the Princes Chriftian were very forie • knowing that by reafon of the 
wars betweene them,thole countries could not be velieued. 

The next yeere after this, the Emperour falling fore fie ke, was carried to the citie of spire, 
accompanied with the Emprefle and his fonne in law, the King of Bohemia and his Qneene, the 
Duke of Bauiete , and many other Princes : and dyed the lame day that hee came to the citie. rheUmpmt 
This Prince may well bee accounted for one of the moft valiant and excellent of the world j tyd 

for that beingbut a meane Lord,and finding the Fmpire diuided,renr,and tyrannized, without 
sn Emperour, and at libertic, for many yeers (pace,he pacified and brought the fame fully into 
fubieftion and obedience, and maintaining iuftice and equitie therein, left the fame in peace. 

His houfe and eftate he fo much encreafed, that he left to his fonne Al bbrt, the Duchies of 
viuftricb, and Carniola. He was twice married : firft with a Countcficof Sacuia called Anns: 
the fecond time with the Duke of Burgondtcs daughter, called Yn h % : by the firft onely hehad 
children. About the number of his children authors varie: but when he died, icfecmech chat 
hehad but t wo fonnes \ the one was A l b b r t afore named, and the other Ro dvlrh, 
whom he made Lord ofpartof£#«»M, who was father t$ Ion n theparicidc, who flew his 
Vncle, as hereafter you/hall vnder Hand. He had alfo (as writerh IohnCvspinia N)feuen 
daughters, which he marked to mightie Princes : the firft was Evr bmia, which was a 
Nunne j the fecond was I v d i t h, married ioWencbsuvs King of Bohemia - the third 
was M a v d, married to the Count Palatine of Rhine } the fourth was Y n e s, married to the x 

Duke of Saxony j the fift was Katherine, married to Harman Marquis of Brandcn- 
the fixe was A n n b, married with Otho Duke of Bauiere } the feuenth and laft was

* L L men thought, after the death of the Rodulph, that the E Utters would hone choftnbii j 

feme Alberts but, through the cunning of the Bifttop of Meniz,, Adulph Earle of Naff aw was chifta] 
which, Albert difdamr.g ( with the aid of the Franck King) hare Arms againfl him, purposing to de 
pofehim, Heerto the EleElors confentedi and repentingthat they hadchoftn him, deprsued him of'the 
Empire ,and ehof ? Albert j who, going to he crowded in rlhen,cam to a h-.it tel with Adulph, andflmbim, 

He Empire, through the death’of the Empcrour Ro- 
r> v l p h, being void, all men were of opinion thathis 
fonne Aubrt Duke of Auftria fliould haue iiiccee- , 
dedhim: and (in a manner) all the Princes Eletadefi-f 
red the fame. But Guac, Archbilhop of Mtttit | 
(which was one of them) vfed fuch policy, that at the I 
Princes meeting at Ermkjord , he (cunningly) got their 1 
voices, and made Advlph, Earle of Neffaw, who was 
hisneerkinfman tobechofen. The mean which he vfed 
was this: Hcc hauing already gotten to this effed the 
Archbifhop of Coitus voice, vfed the feme policy in ob¬ 
taining the reft of their voices. Firft,confetringwithche 
Duke of Saxony, hetold him that he had fome of theEle- 
■. • <ftors voices to chufe the Duke of Bmnfwick (who was 

his great enemy ) but yet he would fqrbearto do it, if he would giue him his voice. The Duke 
fearing that this had been true (for, he had heard that the Bifliop of Cohen, and the Marquefleof 
Brandettburgh, had granted their voices tothe Biihop of Afotf*) perfvvaded him not to confent 
thererp; for if he did, it would be his mine it he were cholenr/b as whofoeuer were chofen 
(were it not the Duke of Brm/wick) he fliould haue his voice prefcntly. \ 

TheDukeof^x^ being thus deceiucd,with the like wile he gat the voyces oftheArchbb 
ihop o iTremtr^ and of the Count Palatine of Rhine-, propounding in fe ctct, to the Count Psbt- 



t ine, the King of Bohemia, and to the Bifhop of Treuter, the D uke of Gueldres . whereto each of 
thenvanfwercd him, that if he were not chofen whom hee named vnto them, they would giue 

their voyces: this they did, fuppofing that he would haue chofen Albert the Duke of 
jtijlria , for fo hee made /hew in outward appearance; To as by this device hecgarall all their 
voyces, the one not knowing wbattbe other had done : and the Marquis of Brandtuburgh pro¬ 
filed him his voice alfo, for that he had favoured him in the controueriie hetweene the vncle, 
and the nephew, Marquifes, whetherof them fliould be Elector: fo as the day of the ele&ion AduI , EMe 
being come,they all referring their opinions to the Archbifliop of Ment&\ by common confent o> Zip* To. 
the.Earle of Najptw was .bofenj whereat they alimarueiled , as well for thatthey exposed f™ 
that Albert fliould baue'bin chofen, as alfo for that A d v l p h was a man of mcane eftate, 
and of too poore a reuenue to maintainethe imperialldignitie; notwithflanding that for his 
p\vne perfon hee was valiant, greatly efteemed, and held for an excellent man of warre: but as 
hisreuencues were /mall, he prefently began to be held in contempt, e/peciafly by the Duke of 
lJuJIw and his adherents. 

A»vlph being thus chofen, by means ofthcBifliop ofMentx,, and of his other friends 
2nd kind red, went to and there was crowned with great: fo/emnit/c ; and then called a 

Councell to be held in a citie in Sum* •• and from thence, ( for that there vvere then great wars 
bmvecnethe Kingsof Engltmdandof Prance) hee fenrto offer his ayd to the king of England a- rhe Emperor 
gginft the French King; and the King of England fent him a great fumme of money, to the end Aclul r l1 
that with an Army he fliould in perfon haue come to his ayd ; wherewith the Princes of the.Em- TeKhTof eh* 
pire Teemed to be much grieued, alleaging that it was a great di/honour to theEmpire, that the gUndmhis , 
Emperour fliould take pay of any forraine Prince : and the Duke of Auftria faid, that feeing 
the Emperor rcceiucd pay ofthekingoffi^tow/, he might as well take pay of the French king. * rmh 
The Emperour hauing receiued this money, and knowing that thcLanrzgraue of Twinges Tons 
made war vpon their Father, hee went in perfon to ayd theLantzgrauc 5 who to obtain t his fa- 
tiour, and for the hatred which he bare again/!: his /onnes, fold to him the Earlcdome of Turin- 
ji», for part of the money which the King of Englandhad giuen him. It feemes the Author was 
not truly informed of this hiftorie: and therforc (for that it is a memorable a&ion) I will bor¬ 
row fo much liberty as to fee it downe as I finde it in an approoued Author. Albert Lantz- 
graue ofTuringe, married Margv brit daughter to the Emperour Frederick the 
Second,a very vertuous Lady,by whom he had two fonnes Frederick and Tichm* n: 

Albert fell fo paflionately in loue with a ftrumper, as he fought his wiucs death,who being 
aduifed by her wife and faithful frends to flic the furie of her wicked husband,rctyred by night 
out of his Caftle, and got to Prahckford,whcte /pending fomcyecrcs in mourning and denorion 
inaNonneric, fliedyed. Soon after the Mothers efcape, Dithrib Marquis of M/fit/a,bro-i 
ther to Alberts wife and a iuft Prince, called the two Tons to his Court, left they fliould 
befpeftatorsoftheir fathers villamc,and alfotp free them from daungcr,breeding them vp ver-. 
tuou/ly in the feare of God. This Marquis had one Ton who dyed, and therefore beeing loth 
his brother fhould fucceedc him, and fearing that he would cha/c away his children, for that he 
more refpefled a bafe Ton, as alfo for that he hated his conditions,he made his wil,by the which 
lie adopted his brothers fans, and made them heires of Mtfnia; and calling together the princi- 
patl men of the prouince , hec acquainted them with his teftament and the rcafons thereof* 
requiring them to proteft his heires, which they promifed, and not to rcceiue any other 
Lord. . • . 

.. Bitbr i e being dead and the heires in pofleflion and much bcloued of their fubiefts for 
their vertues, the father Albert challenged theeftate, as his brothers next heir: butthe ' 
cflarcs of the countrie would not accept of him,, faying that they had allowed of D itsri b V 
pietie and the rcafons ofhislaft will, and that they would defend themwho were recommen¬ 
ded to their protection. Albert flies to armes,and in the beginning took his eldeft fon Fre¬ 
derick whom he kept in prifon a yeere: but his kcpei s pittying the young mans eftate,a/fif 
iedhimin hiscfcape. 

, The Emperour R o d v l r u being dead, who had inioyned them to peace, Adolph* 
fucceeding, Alb h r t takes Armes againe, and to ingage him in this wan e, he fcls him Tvr/n- 
ge, to depri ue his heires : fo as the warres grew hot in M/nia both during the fix yceres raigne 
of A d v l p h, and in the time of A l b b r t of lyiujlria his fucce/Tor, but God protected the 
brethren and expelled theEmperours Army both ouxoiTurmgk and uMifnia. 

The Emperour A lrbrt put F r k d e r \ c k in hope of peace/ but finding Mifniaat\d t 
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Tur'mgU fitt for him to make warres againft the Bohemian, he decciued F r i d i r i c k and 
entredtheCountriewithan Armie. They write that Frederick was called to a counter- 
fet creatie;\vhere being inuited to a banket by the Emperor, a fouldier ftept forth with his (Word 1 
drawnc to (trike F & i d i fc i c k; but a Citizen of Erifarge, being among the guard, rcceiued 
the blow that he might efcape. TheEmperour excufed him felfe • yet all men thought that he 


had fuborned the murthcrer. 


Tic i man the younger brother was (oon after trcacheroufly wounded in a Church at 
Ujt/k, on Chriftmas eue at night being at his deuotion, and died within two daiesafter. It wa$ 
thoughtthat Philip of Nijjatt had imployed this murtherer.ofwhom Fudirick vow¬ 
ed to be reuenged, and meeting him in a battaile, he (lew him with his owne hand. 

Albert the father a breaker ofwedlock, cruell to his wife and children,who furioufly 
drew ruinevpon himfelfe and his Countrie, fuflfered bitter punilhment by thelufticeofGod, 
dying in extreamc want and contempt in the ycare 1315'. 

The Emperor fpent two yeers in thofe warres, dt firing to aduance his houfe, and to enlarge, 
his pofle/Tions,as he did .* and tb/s time being expired,he defil ing tofarisfie thc King of England. 
and being vnable to perform the fame (for, the Princes were much difcontenced forthachcc 
gaue them no part of the gold which the King of England fent him) open enmity brake out be* 
tween him and the Duke of Auftria: and the Duke pra&ifed with the other Princes to depofc 
him from the Empire, by the confcnt o( the fame Archbifhop of Msntx> who had chofcn him. 
(o as the Emperor A dvlph was ofnofuch power or authority as was his Predecdfor: and 
men began to (land in fear of what afterwards enfued. While thefe matters paired in Germany, 
which were of great moment, I will tell you what pa(Ted in//^touching the Papacy: which 


was in this manner 5 

At the end of two yeeres and three months after the death of Pope N1 e h o l a $ the 
Fourths in all which rime he had no fuccelfor 5 in Perugia ( whither the Cardinals repayred to 
make their eledlion) was choftrn a very zealous man, who wasbothaMonke andanHermite, 
called Peter Mvrron; who thinking himfelfeto hauc bin called of God accepted the 
Popedom, and was named CitRsTiNBthe Fife: in his beginning (as it was written) he 
was fo highly honoured, that vpon the day of his (acring, there came to Perugia (astofeea 
wonder) 2ooooo.per(bns: but as this man had wholly fecludedhimfclffrom the world,and gi- 
uen himlelf to contemplation and prayer 5 (o the world could not well like of him,nor of hisfa- 
(hions • neither knew he how to deale in the world, for his (mail vnderftanding, and lefTe expe¬ 
rience in worldly matters } which was theoccafion that he gaue credit to what was told him $ 
T Cctefline by meanes whereof he did fometimes one thing contrary toanother: whereupon fomc ofthc 
the Ff rtmw» Cardinals cunningly counfelled and perfwaded him ro renounce the Papacie; wheretothis 
tcdihtvyaey. good man willingly agreed,accounting himfelfe incapable of that charge, and fo oftentimes 
protefted, and in conclufion ( notwit hftanding that Charles King of Naples would haue 
h in dr cd him, and to that end induced him to come to Naples ) didfo, and in a folemne aft re¬ 
nounced the Popedomejfiuemoncths after that he had accepted the fame : and vpon hisre- 
nunciation,was chofen Cardinal Bbnidic r,ivho was called Bomifrci rhe Eight,who 
was the man which chiefly perfwaded C a ustin to renounce thePapacy rand this deuouc 
man being about toretuvne to his hermitage, Bohiirce fearing that the people would 
againehauereftbred him,madehim tobeapptebended and detained in prifon vntill he dyed, 
which was within (hort (pace after : whole fuccelfor Boniface wasrarre vnlike vntohim, 
for he was ambitious, proud, factious, and a great perfecutor of the Gibelins, yet very learned, 
politique, fubtill, and of great experience* whofc end was fuch as hereafter wee will tell 


you. 

Returning to the Empcrour Ad ▼ l p h, vnderftanding that the Duke of ^ujlria pradized 
againft him, and fought to depriue him of the Empire, he made wan e againft him, to whom 
the French king vndcr hand gaue fecrctayd, ttptheend that the Emperourlhouldnotbc able 
to ioyne with the King of Englaudagainfl: him, as he purpoled to haue done. 

Vpon this occafion all Germany was in combuftion,fome holding with one pame,and Tome 
with the other: and A » v t p h’* friends daily forfooke him,through his voequall cariage to¬ 
wards them, for in his fauours he was partiall, a thing which maketh Princes to be hated : by 
meanes whereof Alb bet’s party became foftrong, that the Princes Electors (excepting 
the Archbifhop of Treuier^and the Count Palatine of Rhine who would not be there) met in the 
citie of Mentfhy where alleaging fuch reafons as they thought good (which in my iudgement 

were

jyerc very infuificient) they depriued Advlph of the Empire, and chole his enemie At-' 
j B r t • who Witt) the gfeateft and moft flor idling power that he could procure, of his owne, 
andofhis fricnds,went to be crowned in ^Jken: whom A d v i p ( who was not a coward 7 
orauy way pufillanimous, not withftanding that his power was vnequal) went to mcet:and the 
two Armyes ioyning ncerc the citie of Wormes^ in the monech of Iuly in the yeere of our Lord 
upSy there began betweene them a moft cruell and bloudy battaile ; the ddpairc wherewith 
. Advlph and thofe of his party fought, making their inequalitie equall. The battaije contL 'fj^thc 
niicdaboue fixhoures, either party fighting moft cruelly , before that it could be perceiucd a. 

whether Army (hoiiid haue the vi&orie ; and each General hauing loft great part of his people; dv&ph *nJ Au 
fi d v l 9 h fighting with his face againft the funne (which did greatly afinoy him) in the mid- ^ 

deft of the throng where the fight was moft cruell, was in a great charge ouerthrowne from his 
horfe, whither (by chance) came bis enemy Albert, who (before that he could be able 
toauoid his thruftjwith the point ofhis fword gauehimfo greets wound in theface,thatit bfc-i 
jeaued him ofhis (enfes, fo that he was (laine in the place. Some write, that whileft that he was tI* trout. 
in this fight, Albert cried vnto him alowd • Here Advlph (halt thou lofe the Empire > Adulph^Umr, 
whereto he anfwered, This ( O A l b b r t ) is in the hand of God. 

As foone as the Emperour was flaine,and being perceiued by his ibuldiers, they (without 
making any more refinance) were ouerthrowne, and Albert remained vidfor, although 
itcoft him deere,for a great number of his men were (laine and wounded. Inthis manner wa£ 
this Emperour murthcred by the hands of a Prince fubiedf to theEmpire* in the feucuth yeere 
ofhis raignciwherherthecaufe mouing him thereto were right or wrong,Ileaue to God,wh.b 
isthe righteous ifidge: but the reafons which they alleaged, were that he took pay of t-heKing 
0 {England) wherewith he was grown Co proud , that he caufed a MalTc prieft to be beheaded, 
that he had caufed fal(e money to be coyned,and had degraded certaine Ecclefiafticall potions; 
that he had forced certainedamfels ; and fuch others which they alleaged : which whether 
they were true or falfc , it pleafed G O D that hee dyed in this manner. Some authors, 
write that all thofe which confpjred againft him, and were accelfarie to his death, had! 
euill endes; how Albert (ped, I will tell you hereafter. 

Of A d v l p h’s Tonnes fmali mention is made, excepting one who with many Earles, 
fl/astakenpriloner in the Battaile; and the Duke otBauhre e(cap?d by flight- other men of 
( grearaccounrinthis cruell battaile wereflaine.

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Rome to Amnion^ hefahucrfion of t he Knights called Templar s y the beginning of the houfe of the Ottomans in TxrL 
and many other things worth the reading. He died informally through the confpiracieofa nephewof his who fleJEl 
tteereto the Rhine, itt the tenth yeerc of bis raigne, J w 

S the chief right to Kingdoms and Empires many times cor . 
fiftcchin Arms; fo Albert (who was, as it hath been 
often recited. Tonne to the Emperor R o t> v L * H , Duke 
of ^Aujlria, and Lord of orher eftates) remaining Viaor. 
and theEmperor A d v l p. h (who.Was his riuall) beeine 
dead, he finding no man in field to make head againft him 
remained foie Emperor. But forafmuch as his eleftion 
was made in the time of the Emperor A d v ut H.indif. 
cord (many contradicting the fame) hce fought to legiti* 
mate and ailurehis eftate. For which caufe (accompanied 
with many Princes) he went vnto the City of Franckforl < 
where, in the prefence of the Princes Electors afiembled 
he rcnouncing his firft ele<ftion,and holding theEmpirefoi 
void, was the fecond time by common confenc chofen 
Emperor j and from thence went to i^Aken to be crowned, together with his wife I s a b hi 
daughterto the Earl oflirol and ofCarwthia, by whom he had man y children, whofe brother 
married Alb hr fitter. Which Coronation was performed with lo great folemnity and 
fo many repaired thither to fee the fame, that vpon the coronation day there was fo great a 
throng and preafe of people, that the Duke of Saxony (who married another of the Emperors 
fitters) and many others werefmothered to death, and no man could refeue them • which was 
a great difgrace to the Feaft. 5 

After this Coronations Diet or Councell was held in yyremhergh, wherein he took order 
for fuchmatters as appertained to the Empire rand ihence finding his Ambafiadors toPope 
B o n i f a c Bj he gaue him to vnderftand ofhis election, and intreated him to confirme the 
famewhtchthe Pope at that time would not grant, but like a proud prieft (as it is written) an- 
fweredjthat he washot worthy theEmpire whohad murdered the Emperor. But hee ihortfy 
after confirmed him: for,as this Pope waiof an highmindeand prefumptuous, fo vpon fomc 
occafion which hapned (which I haue no time to relate) he fell at fuch oddes with P HiLtr 
the French King, that the King apprehended a Bi/bop which was his Ambaflador: and fuch 
otherraatters palfed between them, that the Pope furamoned a Councell to proceed againft 
the Kingof Frame^who would not permit any his fubie&s to fue to the Court of neither 

to cariy’or fend any rents or reuefiues to the lame. Whereupon the Pope, meaning tovfethc 
Emperors aid againft the French King, very willingly confirmed his election; and perfwading 
rirt Topt depth him t9 t,ike vpon him the title of King of Frame, hepromifed to depriuc the King, and tome 
ifmlhfu hh j ^cKingdom.* about which matters were many treaties,and in the end the Pope pronoun- 
tenfur<’s, 4 nd ced Sentence againft the French King * whereby he depriued him ofhis Kingdome, and gauc 
M'hiskmg. the fame to the Emperor. Heerin is great difference between the Hiftoriographers; for, they 
fe Z!° 1 Zm ' r ^P 0 ^ t ^ is ' a f t ^ r fundl y ma nncrs. But the truth is, that the Emperor was the Kings friend, and 
had married his eldeftfonnc R o d v l p H,whom he had made Duke of ^Aufim, to the Kings 
daughter Blanch : for which caufe, or for fomc other (for, many arealleagcd) he accep¬ 
ted nofrhe.title to the Crown of Frame ^ but was contented with his confirmation in the E/n-' 
pire, wherein (following his fathers counfell) he raigned in prolperity, without any dclire to 
go into Italy * and fo neuer went thither. 

The hatred betwixt the Pope and the King fo much increafcd, that the King, deadly hating 
Che Pope, prattifed with a Noble-man of Rente, whole name was Sark a, of the houlc and fa¬ 
mily of the C o lvmn o ts (who was Lord of many Towns andCaftles, and was of the fafti* 
on of the Gibclins) whom the Pope had banilhed: for this caufe heeabode in Frame, and was 
highly fauoured in the French Court.- The tbnelufion was, that this Lord Ihould apprehend 
the Pope j which he vndertook, vfing fuch means as you lhall hear. This Lord S a r r a Co* 
l v m n a, hauing many friends of the fa&ion ofthc Gihelinsin K^ilnanU, where the Pope was. 
then refident (Tor, it was his natiue Counrrey) departed Frame difguifed, hauing firft agreed 
with a Captain called No gar b t, to lodge himfelf with two hundred fouldicrsinaplacc

Earl H b n r y’s party being the ftronger, he was receiued dnd eftablilhcd'in the'Kingdome s 
which theBohcmians did fo willingly, that the Emperor (within few daics after) coming .thi¬ 
ther in perlon with a mighty Army to haue preferred his Ion ne Frb db r ick, they all lo 1 
relblntelyfcrucd their new King, that, after much harm donein the Country, the Eirtpei out 
Was forced to return without effacing what he came for, feeing how conftantly the Bohemian^ 
ftoddto their defenfe.

hut ofa great fpirit, and very politick 5 who of a fmall beginning grew to beeio mighty,and 
brought fo many nations to his feruiceand fubie<ttion, that he conquered many Coiintries, and 
made himfelfa King, and laid the foundation elf that Empire, which his fuccelfors haiie from 
Umeto time inlarged, and brought to that eftate wherein we fee it at this day; and from him & 
defended in line mafculine,to thegreat T urkflow raigning,in the yeer of bur Lord 1604.

In the tenth yeer ofthe Emperor A l fe b rt s Raigne y which was in the yeer 1307,^

In the time ofthe Emperor Alb ert, in Lombard) neer to Muma, began a fea of Here, 
ticl&ywhich vfidei* colour of religion and charity, made dll things common : and women in 
llki metier moued mcntOcarnalltonjun&ion, alleaging it to bee a deed of charity 5 and did 
rttafiyothcrthltig?. This error difperfed it ftlf into furidiy parts,and many thoufands of people 
followed the fame. But the Pope and other Princes vfedfuch diligence in pumlhingthefeffc 
ieticks, that in the end it was fuppretfed, yetnot withoutgreatdifficiilty. • • § . 

In the time ofthe Emperor Aleut’s Raign, the Heluecians (now called Swm«s) be* 
gaH to be famous: all which ioy ning together, made a league to enfranchifc themfelues,and to 
defend their liberty,and gouerned and ruled theirBate by their Heads or Cantons; which they 

hauemaintained vntillthis day* and haue done many fingular feats of Arms again ft the Dub

Towards the end ofthis Emperors Raign, Pope Clbwsn r, by the counfell and confent 

ofthe Kihg of diffolued thc whole Order ofthe Knights Templars, and condemning 

their bodies, confined their goods * which wereoffo great value throughout all Chriftendom, 

thatwhat was taken from them, was fufficient to haue enriched many Princes, and the othec 

Orders of Knights whercunto they were applied. In his time alfo Sordini* was taken bythe 
Moors i which Hand Pope Ceewjnt bellowed vpon the King of Sicilia, to the end that hee 

fhould recouer the fame. .r 

; . About the end of the tenth yeer ofthis Emperors Raign, hee hauing leuicd great forces to 
haue gotie into Bohemia , with an intent to haue made his fonne Frh de rick King.wherein 
theriraigned Hike y, Earl oVCdrinthia h a nephew of his, becing his brother Roc vl p h ' s 
fohne, whole name was Io h n, through fecret hatred which he concerned againft him for not 
giuitig him any eftate (he withholding from him in Sueuia, whattohimby inhentancefromhis 

father appertained) relblued to kill him : and vpon this occa fion, con fpi ring with other Barons, 
which were R o p y lph, Vlk i c h and W a l t b r, in the month of April, m theycec 
1208, the Emperorbeing in i#i purpofing the next day to haue paired the Riuer of 
he after dinner for his pleafure taking horfe, and riding ouer the ploughed fields between two 
little riuers called Rif a and Arul^ neer to the iMw, accompanied onely by thefe confpirarors, ?

head; and rhereft wounded him,fome withblowes, fome with thrufts, fo as he was foon flam; jj 
and the murderers, fetting fpurres to their horfes, left the miferablc Emperor dead in theplace j j 
in which, his fonne the Duke of ^yfajiria afterwards built a (lately Monaftery •' his body was j 
carried to Spire. The confpirators were fought out by his fonnes, and moft of them found and 
put to death. This death was reputed to happen in this manner to him through the iuftiudge- j 
raciltof < 5 bd, for killing his Predecetfor the Emperor Adviph; the truth isknownevnto 
God onely, who orders all things according to his good pleafure. All that I can fay,is^hattlie 
higheft eftates arein Ieaft fafety,and moft fubiedlto danger both bodily and ghoftly. Wiiatap' 
pertaineth to the foule is hard to be pvoued,for that it is fecret, whereof God onely can nidge: 
but, as itappeateth, in great eftates liberty to fin maketh it doubtful!,and mens weaknes isalike 
as well in the great as in the/mall; which is an argument ofthe greater danger, as our Samout 
plainly exprelfethin the Gofpell ; wherein he flieweth how hardly rich men inherit the King¬ 
dom ofheauen: wherefore great Princes oughtto be circumfpeO: concerning bodily danger* 
I will not Wearie the Reader with other examples: thofe fhali fuffice which I haue written ot 
Emperorsion whom (asl haue declared) there is riokinde of death that hath not befaln. And, 
to the contrary, iii many mean eftates w,e findc not any that in many yeers fpace haue died ot a 
violent death, but that moft men of mean fortune haue died naturally: but pride and ambition 
dofobliude mens eyes, that what is, moft hatefull is moft defired 5 and we euerfeek to a ttain JO 
that wherein is greateft danger: yet fome haue been offo gowi an vnderftandmg, that tney 
would not accept, but haue refufed Empires and dominions when they haue been oftred tticm. 
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although the number bebut final!.-But returning to the Emperor, A.** b r;t,- he had by E l>„ 
uBB th1i is wife one and twenty children, fonnes and daughters, whereof tennedied. in 
their infancie; and his eldeft fotine Ro dv lp a died in his.rim.e King of Bohemia . fo as when 
thcEmperour Alb h r t died, he left fiue Tons, ahdasmany. daughters: his daughters n?mc? 
were El 1 z-ab eth, Anna, Gvtt a, Katharine and Isb», all which were married 
to fundry Princes: his fons names were F&hdbrick, Leopold, Henry, Albert 
and Oth o, which Otho married the Duchefte o t'Baaurt h all which ( after the Germane 
manner) were called Dukes of ululm, which caufeth a great confufion in hiftories % but the 
houfeofo/^Mieftedin Alb ER t, who (forthathe had^hegowt) was called the lame* 
and was the item & original of the houfe of Aujlm, from whom ate defended his fucepftors. 

At what time as the Emperor Albert was fiaine, Andronicvs was Emperopr of 
Ctn^Mtmople: of whom I findc little written^ and therefore make no particular relation of

Emperour A 1 b b r r beinV ftainc through the treafon of his Hcpbew 
I o hr, and his death being generally publifiibd, his fon^ fought rcuenge, and fo get h is goods? 
and eftates, and fome of them to haucthe Empire. , . 

The princes Eleilofs.to make choice of a new Emperour, retired themfelucs (according to 
' r Bbb cuftome) 
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cuftorti)fo the city Qfmnckford.Ey the translation of the Popes fate from Rome to 
French concerned no fmall hope tp obtaine the Empire, as the Councels of Philip the fi 
ther>the French King,and Chaub s ofvalloh his brother did difeduer. For, hauing 
in their power, who did arrogate vnto himfelfea right to giuethe Hmpire.to whomhepleafed 
they periWaded them/elues that they fliould recouer it by him withovit atw oppofition: Wher* 
fore, when as they were to go to an Election after the murther of A l b b r t, C a a * t B , 0 * 
Falloisby his brothers aduice dtawesan Army together, that he might wi-fcft away the Empire 
euen in fpight of the Pope* who although he were no enemy to the King, yet forefeeing that 
this alteration would befatall to italic, and to,.the Roman Hierarchy he wouldnot/uflerit but 
preuent the French. * uc 

The Pope being fecrctly adueitifcd of his purpofe (and being,together with the greateft 
part of his Cardinals, of opinion, that if the French K ing were Emperour, hp would by that 
ineane make himfelfe Lord ofall Italy, and fo his patrimony fliould be oppreiEd, and brought 
to fubie&ion, and that many other inconveniences would hauc enfued) by his Letters and Buis 
enioyticd the Eledors prefcntly without any delay to chufe an Emperor, fuch a one as ffiould 
be moftfit for the date and common goodiand they knowing his minde (notwithftdhdinp that 
they vWreiolicited and vrged to the contrary by the French King) by common content chofc 
Heflr wAtrU ^'Earlc of Lutunbwgh, vpon the firft day of Noueraber,intheyccr of our Lord no8* 

i^urgb ; Wherein his brother Baldwin Bilbop of Treuiire, and one of the Eiedors did greatly d 
tboftH 1toft*? fift him. When his Eledion was publiffied, and notice giuen to the French King,he was much 
difcotitehtcd (for heaflhrcd himfc Ife to haue been Emperor) and much more after that he vn« 
derftood that the Pope had haftened the Eledors, and had authorifed them ro make the Eled/- 
on • for Which, after wards grew fome difeord between them. The new chofen Emperor, welt 
accompanied, went to the city of Aken , where with great folemnity' hee was crowned • and 
thcncefent his AmbalTadors to the Pope, entreating him to confirme his Elcdion -.which the 
Pope gladly performed, inioyning him within the terme oft wo ycers to come to Rome,thexe ta 
be crowned by his Legates. 

This the Pope did to the end thatthe: Etnpcior Ihould haue cndcuoured to make peace in 
My, for there were then many faction? add tyrannic^ H n n r r accepting the/e conditions, re- 
folued to come int o 1 taly^a nd began to'prouidc for his iourricy,which neither R 9 d v l r h, A- 
d v L’y H,[nor A l bebi t, his predeceflors would doe ; and to this efted called aDiettobeheld 
in Spirt, w hither came (in a manner) all thePrinces. At the fame time new cares and troubles 
aroie, befides his ibiirney for Italy i the firft was, that vnderftandtng that, Hen r x Earlcof C4- 
rinthia, was king of Bohemia, and that the fame Earle was in pofleflion ofthe kingdome, the new i 
Emperor (wanting none to incite him thereto) refolued to depofe the faid Earle, and to make I 
one of his own fonnes King : whereupon hecaufed the daughter of W h n c e s l a v $ king 1

0 CzllMwbcyond Tiber /againft whom the Colonois and their faction held the reft ofthe ci- 
tiej between whom was daily skirmiftiing and (la-; ghter of cither fide: for which^Pope.Gx bv 
ja £ n t j by whofe counfell and inftigation the Emperor came into Italy, was much blamed: for 
it append char where he thought .tp hauc efabliwcd peace, be kindled warn*. 

The Emperour departing from Pifit towards Rome, and (for that he would not be peftered 
with the Florentines ; taking his way necre to the fea fide, fent the Earle of Sarny before with 
partofhishorfe troupes: finally, after fome daies ftay in Viterbo he camero Rome, whereby the 
Cardinals Legates, and the Colonois * he was receiued with great folemnitic j the Kings bro- 
xhetofTiafUs together with the whole faction ofthe Vrfins hauing fortified themfeluesin fuch 
places as they had taken. The Emperour being entred Rome, ho w long he remained there, and 
what befell him, is nor diftin&ly written : fome fay that he ftaied there three moneths, in all 
yihichtime were daily skit miihings,the king of Naples fendinggalleys and fouldicrs vptheriuer 
ofTib/rto relieue his brother, who wirh the Vrfins,held the Vaticane,and the GaftleS. Angelot 
and that the Coronation was deferred vntill they might fend to the Pope to appoint the place 
wherein itfhould be folemnized^for it could not be done in S.P a t a ids Church ( fonhatic 
was held by theenemie) and that the Pope was in doubt rogiue order for theEmperors coro* 
nation,for that many ofhis friends and feruants were of a contrary opinion. Others fetlefte 
time, and write not that the Pope ftood in any fuch doubt: but they all agree that the Emperor 
(for that he could not get into S.P a t u % Church) was crowned by the three Cardinals S 5 , 
which were the Popes Legates in Rome, in S.Iohn i Lateran ; and that during the time hec 
continued there, his people fought daily with the Neapolitans and Vrfins, not onely in the 
ftreetes.but euen in the houfes alfo wherein they dwclt:during the time of which skirmifliings 
he left MW*. 

TheEmperor being highly difplcafcd with Robert King of Naples-, ieauing Rome went 
to ArtbXfi, which being at his deuotion was enemie to the Florentines and Lucois ; whither all 
the Gibelins which were expelled PlorcMce, Luca, Sit/ta,and other cities in Tafcattcfcpmed vnto 
him, and from thence he went to befiege Bhrcmt, in which fiege many notable aduentiires siomtefc 
pafied: but the citie was with their owne people (together with the Sienois and Lucois which 
came to their aide )fo well fortified and manned, thatitfufficiently defended it felfe : where-*- 
uponthcEmperor hauing lien fix weekesbeforit, railed his fiege, hauing firft built a fortreftc 
on amountaine neere to the citie, wherein, and in other Caftles andplaces ofgreateft impor¬ 
tance,he left munition and garrifons toouerrunne the Florentines eountrie,andto make warre 
vpon them i and fo marching vp and downe their countrey for the fpace of two moneths,in the 
endhewent to Pi/a : wherevfingmorethenordinarieauthoritieofanEmperor, he fummoned 
Robert King of Naples to make his appearance before him, as before his Emperour and fo- 
ueraigneLord, and ro anfwere to fuch matters as Ihould be obiedled againft him, for that hee 
meant to proceed againft him, and to caufehim, for fuch matters as he had attempted and fm«no!edtfo 
done againft him, a (well in Rome, as in other parts of Italy, to be indited of trcalon. But King kngofKtfla 
Robert making no account ofthis fummons 5 the Emperour (lying at the fiege of Ploreme) 
procured Frbdhrick King of Sicilia (with whole lonnc he purpofed to marry his daugh¬ 
ter) to make wane againft him in Pulia: which Frederick putting in execution rigged a 
licet,wherein he fent great forces, which began the warre. And in the mcanetime the Empe¬ 
rour Jeftnot to profecutetbe wane againft the Florentines and the other cities of their fa&ion; 
and the Florentines feeing in what diftrelfe they were, and fearing that the Emperour would 
the next Spring in perfon againe returne to the wan e againft them, fent to yceldthemfclues 
fubieftro theking of Naples (re feruing certain preheminences and excmptions)vpon condition 
iHatheinperlon.orlbmcother either his fonne or his brother ftiould come to relieue them. 

The Emperor hauing made his aboad in Pifi, many daies,in the middeft of fommer ( as wri- 
tcthS. An t h on y ) d ep 3 rted thence very ill at eafe ; and patting through the territory of St* 
m ( wherein he did much harme ) he went to the citic of Arcz,&o j whither being come, and 
the time limited to the King of Naples expired, he pronounced fentence againft him, whereby 
be depriued him of his kingdome of Naples, and rclcafed bis fubie< 5 is from the homage and allea- 
gwoce which they ought him ; and gaue authoritie to his enemy Fr bdbrick King of Si- Robert U»g of

•:. ;The Emperor departing from a rcfdlUcibn ro haue befieged J&W,imagining 

that the Florentines feeing themfdues on euery fide opprefled, would haue come toTomconr 
poficion: and being by the way aduertifetfj that in Naples and in other parts of thatkingdom af¬ 
ter the publication of his Sentence pronounced againft theKing,werc feme Gommotionsand 
Infurredions againft him; he thereupon with a defirc to haue been reuCtiged of king Robert 
and to hauemadea conqucft of that kingdome,rcfoliied to goe thither with all hiswholeponJ 
cr • and comming within threemilesof^^helodgedhisArmyinaplacecalledAr^ffL^ 
where feeling himfd f ill at cafe,( by the aduice of his Phyficians) he went thence to the Bathes 
of Mamma, and then (feeling no amendemerit) went to BuomonucMoj&teQtvog hisiourneyto- 
wards Tfafles, whereon he had fettled his thoughts:all which,together with his other defefgns 
were made fruftrateby his death, which thorough hisinfirmitie ouertookehiminthefamc 
place * which happened upon the day of the Afiumption ofour Lady, he hailing the fame day 
ib, 4,4th of wtciued the holie Sacrament of our Lords Supper • wherein (as feme fey ) hee was poyfoned 
the Rmfenur by a Frier of the Orderof S. D o m i n i c k, called B a r.n a rdin, and died thereof the fame 
fe 7 h y ltwAt da y ; which was r ° wicked and fo odious a fa&, thataman would thinke that no Chriftian 
foyfbttyAiutht would haue committed, much lefle a religious man. The fame Hiftorians write, that the Pope 
uojlhj asm. vnderftanding that a religious man was aecqfed thereof, wrbte his Letters and Buis by which 
he publi/hed him for innocent and not guiltier 

If his Emperour died in the y ecre of our Lord 1313.it! the feuenth yeere of his raigne. Moft 
authors which write ofhirn, fay, that he wasalouerofiufticeand equity, ofa pleating Conner- 
fation, amiable, valiant, expert in the wars,of an honeftlife,adcuout Chriftian and one that fea¬ 
red.God :yet Blondvj taxethhim ofindiferetion, and conetou/nes. He had by; his wife 
the Empre/Te one fon and three daughters 5 his fonnes name was 1 oh n, whom he had already 
made King of Bohemia* and waslikewifeby inheritance from his father,Duke ofLutunbmh, 
Thecldeft of his daughters called Beatrice was maried to C h a r l b s King of Hungary, 
brother to Robert King of who within one yeere died in childbed: the fccondivas 

Mi * x, and /he was married to Charles King of France, who alfo died in childbed ; the 
third was maried to Rodviph Count Palatine of ch c Rhine. His body was carried to Pfi, 
and there with great lamentation folemnly entombed. The Emperor being dead there enfued 
a great alteration in all Italy , his Army was difperfed and came to nothing: and great and cruel 
wars enfued between the Florentines and Fi/atts. 

There is fo little written of the Emperors of Go»pntinopk in the/e times, that it is hard to 
accord one Hiftory with another: what I can gather out of the authors is, that the Emperour 
A n t> r o n 1 e v s ,of whom we haue before made mention, by reafon of his great age, made 
hisfonne Michael his companion in the Empire, who prefently dyed, and left one ferine 
called Andronicvs, after the name of his Grand-father, who rebelling again/!: 
the olde Andronicvs after fix yeers warre bercaued Him of the Empire; eauing him his 
Iife,and the Title of Emperor. This Andro n 1 cvs was called theyonger, and wasagreat 
warriour, and very valiant. He that will know more of this Emperour,let himreadeG h okce 
M b it v la in his feuenth and eighth books of the Hiftory of Milan, and Lhonard Ar i-* 
tin in his fourth book of his Hiftory of Florence, 
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Emy being dead, And much timefpent beforetke Primes electors did meete, in the (t/d the} 
were divided, and chofe two Emperors, and each endeavoured to defend and maintain his 
party by. zArmcs. They both were Crowned, and allGermany wot divided into two famous * 
Frederick was favoured by thcTopeynhc would not confirme any of them. This dmipenin- 
creafed the troubles in Italy, wherein wirelongandcruell warres, androlep in Cjermanj be¬ 
tween the two Emperor s, which fought a bait ail continuing a » hovres j at the endwheroj Le¬ 
vies was Viller and Frederick / afenprij>oner .Lewes beingfoie Emperor he warred again# 
the Pope, who excommunicated him: fo that hewas conftrained to fit Frederick at liberty 5 
other Leopold dyed portly after. So as he remained wit hour any ryuall , and without fvfpi* 
cioppdt not withoutgrieferfor that hewa* constrained to come into Italy, called thither bythofc of his faction , where 
tnfudrnany Innovations, by reafon of the factions of the Guclphsand Gibelins . zAfitr many accidents hee came to 
Rome,wberehc was crowned by Stephen Colowtl^haimganintem to haue gone to Naples again# his enemy Ro¬ 
bert. Upon certain occafions he made a ntw Pope in Rome by whom he was abfolvediwhieh the other Pope in France vtt- 
derjiandingj excornmuuinicated him againe with greater vehemency ; and the new Pope after theretvrnt of the Empe¬ 
ror into tjermanyfell into the old Popes hanfo and this Emperor could neuer apreewith the Popes, neither could be ab- 
(duidftom the Topes curfe, fo much were they incenfedagainft him\ <tAndfo the Electors fearing the Popes fulminate* 
wdofcanother Emperor, which was the dccafion that Germany was again divided. So asthis Emperotm raigne was 
k the beginning and ending qfter one manner: and heinihtfe troubles , oitercome with griefs, dyedjttddenly, when her 

bed raigned in company and alone thirty threey teres.

B Fter the deceafeof the Emperor Henry (who died in BU- 
cncMue/siaanclwas buried in Pifa) the Princes of Germany 
which were with him, returned home with Tome part of 
his Army, for the moft of his fouldiers remained in Italy to 
get pay and entertainment in the warres, which were alrea¬ 
dy begun, and as it feemed would neuer haue been ended 5 
the reft were difperfed into/undry parrs. Bur it was one 
wholeyeer after his deceafe before theele&ors chofe him : 
any fucccflbr, by reafon that ft was long before they met, 
and alfo for that they could not agree in their election • fo 
as (the Empire being without an head) there was in all, 
things a great confufioh, and the worft ofall was, that in all 
their treaties and negotiations, they could neuer agree ( as

Frederick and his friends pretended that 
the Marquefs of Brandenbnrghs pro&or had falfified his authority, who bringing in writing the 
hand of the Marquefle for F kidirick, rafed it our, and wrote L ■ was in the place- 
wherefore hee was the man that was chofen ; So as all German/, t he Princes and Cities' 
was diuided into two factions, the one holding for the one party, and the other for the other • 
and from contrariety of opinions, they came to blowes; and the wane continued between* 
them for the fpace of eight or nine yeei s,vntill it ended in fuch manner as hereafter you /hall 
lieare.

Lawns departing from Pramkford with the aide of thofe which tooke his part. went to 
the City ofuiktn, wherehe was crowned by the Archbi/hop of Colen: but for as much as

Citie. The folemnity ofthe Coronations being ended, they could not fend to the Pope for 
that the Sea had been voide aboue two yeeres, through the death of C1 a u s n t the Fift- 
buteytherofthemfentto the Princes, Cities, and Potentates, fignifying by their Letters and 
me/Tengers, the equity of their caufes, and to iuftifie their election. And fome being pcrfwa- 
ded by the one party and others by the other, the moft part of the Cities of the lower Germy 
asfarreasCWr#, held for Levy 1 s •audio did (in a manner) all Sueuia , excepting the City of 
Jraw, and fome Townes which were ofthe contrary faction ; and in high Germany and in Smf- 
rcr/*/»d,almoft all the Cities held F r a derick rorEmperour-and either of the PrincesE- 
Jeftors took his part whom they had chofen, and fo they were diuided : yet the greateft part 
fauored L b vv b s more then F r b d b r i c k- but his brc^iren Albert and Lbopold 
diafo aflut him,that leuying an Army and taking the field, he befieged Smm in Stuw,vA 
brought it to fuch extrcmitiethat theinhabitantsfentto Lew hs for relic fc • who r aifed his 
whole power, and with the aide of the King of Bohemia, and the Archbi/hop otTrcmrefimz to 
free the City : Frederick being aduertifed of his comming, went to meete him,and ncer 
to the Riucr or Necmt ,ioyned battail.whereboth the Emperours fought in their owne perfons:

Lb yy b s, to hade ofhis fide fopuiflant a people and family ^fent him Ambafladors and Vtridl 
ktndc and friendly Letters. But Pope l o w n betngdf the contrary fa&ion, as foon as hfc Was j 
(llofen, perfwaded Frederick to fend his brother 1 H:bnRy into Italy 3 who,in hope'that ^

( conforming themfelues with the time) yielded obedience to L b v v e s : and fo he remained 
foie Emperor, whom all men imagined would haue put Frederick to death 5 but he, rc, 
ceipihg, him to mercy , fent him prifoncr to the Caftlc oflrifnir, Frederick’s brother 
L a o p o 1* d (who as I laid came to ioyn with him) viiderftanding that his brother was ouct* 
throwne and taken, was wonderfully grieued * and the more, when he knew that if he hadfor- 
borntofightvntillhiscoming,hemighthqueobtained the vidioiy. This pa/fiqti continuing 
in him, hee ncuer lefttomoleft the Emperor L e yvr$ during his life j firft procuring his 
brothers libci-ty^and afterwards in rcueoge to execute the wrath and difpleafure which he had 
Gopcqiued. > 

: vln this: manner Lbw es, by thcouerthrowe and imprifonmenc of his enemy Frbdb- 
r 1 e k, remained foie Emperor: but he was not thereforefree from troubles and warres-for, 
ashewaschofenindifcoidandcontrouerfie, fo his Raign (though of long continuance) was 
euervnquietqndfull ofcroflesand troubles: wherefore the hiftory ofhis time will be longer 
than ordinarily of others. When he had obtained this viftory, he fent an Ambaflador to Pope 
John the 2? (who then Jay in ^4umm)and defiling him to confirm his eIe#ion,yeeIdedap- 
parant reafonfor the fame.. Pope Io h n, who had cuer been his aduerfary, would not grant 
hi ( s requeft, whereof F r s d b r i c k’s brother Leopold wastheprincipalloccafiotywho 
leaping his eftatc^ of Aulfoia to h is brothers Omo and Albert, came into Framt to the 
Pope to incenfe him againft the Emperor Lbwb s,and to intreac him to command him to 
refigne the Empire, and to reieafe his brother: and thence he went to the French King to pro¬ 
curethe like 1 in both which places hee found good entertainment and fauotir: and they fent

defirectyind thetas which he had laid vpon them: which deed (although it is written afterfi )n . 
dry manners) was the caufe of great alterations 5 and that the Emperor was noted of ingiati- 
tudednd exCefliuejcruelty, fo to deal with thofe who had called him into the countty,atthough 
k cannot be denied but that they were Tyrants. 

Hauing difpatched hisbufinelTein Lombardy, he took his way th rough Tu/cane towards hme 
by the procurement of C a s t « v c h o,who wasoneofthemoft valiant Captains of his time* 
and fcommauding in Luca, maintained the wane againft the Florentines, and againft Chaus 
thefonne of Robbkt Kin gofJVaples, who with a great garrifon defended that> City by hfe 
fathers dine#ioi?, to whom it was becom fubie& : and he carried with him G a l h a z z q yjf, 
countand hisbreihren, prifoners. 

.TheEmperor, being comn to Luca, was by Castrv cho receiued with very great toy 
and fclemhity .-and from thence d diring to go to P'tfa, the Pifans wore in doubt whether they 
fhouldreceiuehitnornoibutintheend he was entertained, and made,his abode thereabout 
twbmonths. During which time, Cha ri s of Naples being with great forces in Florence,the 
Emperor refblued to hould on his iourncy without troubling himfelf with him jand beeingin 
Pifa, released Galbas Vifcount of Milan, and his fonnes, A z z o and Mar k, vpon their 
oat hs j and at Cast n v c h c his intreaty, whofe authority (gotten by his valoudn Armes) 
was then very great.: who afterwards were rcleafed from all, in fuch manner as you fhall hear.

V s . and making preparation to gO in perfon againft the King of Staples, hee pradfifed with 
Vn S D s H I C K King of Sicitiato do the like: but, flaying longer in Rome than was expedient^ 
it hapn.ed that the Captain whom Charles of Naples had left with the gaitifon in Rlorence $ 
together with the Florentines, furprifed the City of PifloiA, which was at Castrvcho his 
deiiotion, and in league with Pifi and Luca : whereof whenC a s t r v c h o (being then With 
theEmperor in Rome) was aduertifed, he for fear to lofe the reft^ptefehtly departed^ and com- 
ming thither, found great rcfiftance 5 butintheend hee valiantly recouered the City* Ca- 
itRV c h 0 his departure from the Emperor made him fo to alter his refolution, that, gffiing 
oucr the enterprife of Naples, he departed with his Pope from Rome (wherein he lefethe beft or- 
derthat he could for his purpofe, firft eftablifliing two Gouerneis, one of the family of the Vr- 
| and the other oftheCoIonnois, which wei e called the Emperors Vicars) and then hee 
I took his way towards Florence 5 where when it was knowne that hc was coming, all men were of

t Coming to Milan, he was rec eiued with great affection,into the fame place and authority his fa¬ 
ther held • and recouerd in Milan the many promifed, and deliuered the fame to the Germans^ 
fentby the Emperor ; who, forgetting to come therewith to Pifa, returned to their houfes. . 

TheEmperor leauing Pija, refoluing to continue his journy iuto Germany, left hisPope there 
be/j/ndc him ; who after, by the practice of one Ron if a c b of Pi[a t was taken and brought 
tOyf«)i»iw,andcomingin apriuate habit before the Pope,dyed in his power a prifouet. The 
Emperor paffing through Lombardy into Germany, A no Vifcount would not receiue him into 
the City,nor was the Emperor able to aflaultit. And fo, 1 e. 1 uing Italy, he left neither the peace 
nortbe good gouernment which he found there: but the City of Pifa, and others whrch had 
held for him, when he was gon,caft out his Lieutenants andGouernersjand the.former tyrants 
thcrcin^took mo Towns and Cities, moft of which were Gibelins: and thofe of the houfe o£ 

G 0 N 1 a o A then made themfelues abfolute lords of Mantoua ,which they hold till this day. , 

It firms that the long continuance of their poffeffion hath made their title iuft & law full ,ad-j 
ding thereto the confirmations made afterwards by Emperors & PopCs after fundry forts: and 
fome Captains alfo had tyrannized; as, G a l bOtto Malatb s t a ii\ \jitimlrid Man- 
pi b b 0 P10 in Carpi- Richard Mantr e oT in Famcfc, and others in many othet 
places. But for all this.the factions of the Guelphsand Gibelins was fo rooted in Pal//, that all 
the Gibelins which took his part prefently folicited die Emperor fqr bisTpeedy return : for, by 
hisabferice,the.Gudphs,withtheaidoftheFlQremins,thc K.of Noplcs and the Pope, warred 
vpon them: but the Emperor,being otherWife bufied in Germany,con\d not return, though hec 
defired the fame.

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| behalf, alleaging other matters contained in the faid injunction,which the Popes friends would 
notfliould be reuealed in any publike hiftory : which injunction (becing publifhed, and com¬ 
manded to beoblerucd ) caul ed great alterations in Germany, efpecially amongft the Clergy* 
fomcholdingwiththeEmpcror, others with the Pope, But D an t b, a man at that time,tffa- 
l moft excellent wit and profoundly learned, wrote a Book called The Monarchy, wherein hee 
feemed to fauour the Emperor 5 for which he was afterwards condemned, and his Book held 
for herefie : and other great men wrote Books and Treatifes defending the Popes fupremc au^ 
thority, al 1 eaging the fame to be aboue all principalities and powers • which (bcfidcsorherrea- 
fons) they fought to proueby hiftories: as, how that Pope Adrian r ran hared the Eafterne 
Empire into the Weft, in the perfon of C h a r l b s the Great ; and after, in procefle of time, 
the Popes remoued the fame out of France into Germany,\n the perfon of Or h othe Firft^arid 
how that many Emperors were excommunicated by thcm,yea and depriued of their Empires; 
and how that riiomanncr and authority to chufe them, was giuen by the Popes., and from them 
wasderiu’d the power and authority of tlie Priii ces Elettci s; and that the Emperors wore con¬ 
firmed and crowned by the Popes. Yerthere wanted nor fomc which defended thoErnperors 
caufe • and fo the Popes curfes and excommunications were contemned,and rejected: hut hee, 
knowing that the Emperor had publifhed the faid Letter againft him, renewed the fame'; and 
imployinghis whole power, all caged the Empire to be void, and that the gouernment thereof 
belonged vnto him vntill that a new Emperor were chofen,according.to the declaration made 
by C L E m B N T the Fift in the Councdl of Vienne. And v.nder ftanding that the Emperor pur- 
pofed to come into July, he did one thing which theh was held fora point of wifdome, but ex¬ 
perience tcacheth, tl^at it was very prejudicial! to his eftate j which was, that he made thofc Ty¬ 
rants or Princes whii’h in Italy held the T owns of the Empire, his Vicars or Lieutenants in the 
fame Towns they held; to the end they fhould be refolute enemies to the Emperor 5 and, com¬ 
manding that they fhould neither receiue or obey the Emperor, gauc them power and authori- 
tyto defend and maintain the fame, as Lieutenants to the Church ; which were, - L'vchino 
V ifcounr,Tyrantor Gouerner of Milan, arid other Cities jMasthino ScAtAin Verona 
md Vicenza jPhilip G on zag a in Mantoa and Reggio Albertino di Carra in Padoa & 
other places ;Or,i z o da Ejle in Bcrnra and Modena : and forafmuch as thefe were the Church- 
lands,he enjoined them ro pay him yecrly tenthoufand Ducats of gold 5 with which title they 
were the more ftrongly poiTefTed of thofe eftates. 

This contention continuing between the Emperor and the Pope, there failed notfomewho 
vfurped the Popes T owns : to which,or to the moft part of them,in requitall of what the Pope 
had done to him, and to binde them to do him the better fcmice, and che triore to incenfe them 
againft the Pope,the Emperor gaue and fent titles and charters, making them Lieutenants for 
theEmpirein the citiesand lands appertaining to the Church of Home: which they accepted 
and held, and the of-fpring of many of them liaue continued therein vntill this day. Amongft 
"’filch was Galeotto MALATEsTAin Arimino ; Anthony Feretranoui the 
City of Vtbin • Gbntil V a r a n o in Camerino ; Gvido Po.ldnta in Rauema-, Iohn 
'Manfredo in Pauencta - Ismadetio in Sanfeaerino 5 and Nicholas Boscarb- 
| ro in Efio: and in like manner others had the gouernment of, and continued by fucccflion in, 

| other Towns and Cities. 

* Thefe matters pa/fing in this manner in Germany and Italy , Pope Benedict being dead 
| (who had held that fea the (pace of feuen yeers and three months) in his place was chofen in A - 
mion, in the moncth of May, in the yeer of our Lord 1342, Pope Clembnt the Sixt, in 
whofe time were great alterations as well in the Cities. ofZ/Jw^r^ as of Tufeane. The Empe¬ 
ror fought to come to fomc compofttion with the new Pope (as the Germane Authors write) 
W there was no peace £0 be expected; for, the Popcallcagcd, that the Emperor fued not for 
pcaccin fucll humble and fubmifliue manner as he ought to haue done. But Cv s pinian, 
w a v c l n r v s and Mvcivs write, that by means of the French King, who fained to be a 
good mediator between them, the Emperor fent his Agents to Pope Clement with full 
authority, to accept of any condition ofpeace that he would propound vnto them ; to which 
mePope gauea certain notein writing, wherein they in the name of the Emperor were enjoi¬ 
ned to confefle the Emperor tohaue erred,and to haue been afchifmatick,and difohedientto 
( UC Church j and moreouer, that the Emperor iliould prefently renounce his right totheEm- 
Jjire,together with the potTclfton thereof; and that he Ihould not intermeddle therein without 
tnePopes permiftion; and that the Emperors perfon, together with his fonnes, fhould be at the 
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Popes di/pofing: all which Articles the Etnp erors Ambaffadors accepted and granted in his 
name -whereat the Pope wondred. 

Thefe rigorous and tet rible Articles and conditions being brought to the Emperor, hehol- 
dingr*faem for vniuft and intolerable, fent the copy of them to the Princes and Cities of the. 
Empire -and therewith fummoned a generall Diet or Parliament to bee held in Frmkford, 
where with a graue fpeech hee complained ofthe Pope,and fbewed what his Ambafladoms 
without his knowledge or content had y eelded vnto • alleaging thefe demands to be made but 
onely to ruinate the date ofthe Empire, with other matters which hee thought might caufe 
greater indignation againft the Pope, and mouethe Princes the more to fauor his proceedings. 
And his words wrought fuch effe<ft, and the Popes demands feemed fo dilhoneft and intolera¬ 
ble, that they adiudging the lame to be reie&ed and not to be alio wed,made great offers to the 
Emperor for the defenfe of his perfonand eftate: yet fome were of a contrary opinion, who af¬ 
firmed that the Pope ought to be obeyed, and that the matter ought to be referred to him,as it 
wasfwornandpromifed. Hee which held this opinion, was Iohn King of Bohemia, and his 
fonne Charl b s, who were difeontent with the Emperour for fome other caufesibut the 
Councell relolued to fend Ambaffadorsto Pope Clement, to fhew him that the condi¬ 
tions ought not bee performed, and fo Ambafiadours went: what enfe wed wee will foone tell 
you * which vyas, that the Pope holding himfelfe for deluded, was fo enraged,that heeagaine 
proceeding aga inft the Emperor, lent to all parrs copies ofthe Eliminations and cenfures giuen 
by Pope lb h n, with a relation of his offcnfes,including the fame within the compafleofhere- 
fie ; and alfo that he had chofen and inftalled another Pope, and that he was not accordingto 
due order chofen Emperor,but by deceit and bribery - and that he neuer was Emperor,neither 
ought to be fo called *and that he gaue Bifliopricks and Prelacies at his pleafure, placing fuch 
as pleafed him, and displacing fuch as were preferred by the Pope • and that he making marria¬ 
ges, difptnfcd like a Pope with fuch as were married within prohibited degrees of confangui- 
nity, as he had done by his fonne Lbwbs. and the Counteffe of Tin/, being allied vnto her 
within an vnlawfull degree *, and (he hauing an husband aliuc, which was the fonne of the king 
of Bohemia; for which caufe the Pope; fending his generall edi&s againft him, enioyned the H- 
laftors, vpon pain of excommunication, to meet and chufe a new Emperor- excommunicating 
all fuch as followed the Emperor Lbyy b s , or obeyed him. So as the Popes edifts, and the 
Emperors contradictions caufed many infolencies and combuftions in Italy and Germany. As 
the King of Bohemiaand his fonne were his ( aclueilaries, fo they procuring the good will of the 
Duke, of Saxony, and ofthe Archbifhop of Colon, by bribes and large promites, fought to pro* 
curea meeting, and fotoele&and chufe an Emperour. At the lame time there were two 
which pretended to be Archbifliops ofoW^w/A, the one called Henrv^ Vierner (whom the 
Pope condemned and depriued, for that he defended the Emperors caufe) the other was by 
name called Gbuassb of Najjar#, whom the Pope had appointed to enioy the others 
place. 

This Gbrlajss, to fhew his authority, and to accompli/h the Popes commandement, 
fummoned the Princes Elcftors to meet in the City of Rms, in the yeer 1346: where met the 
Duke of Saxony, the King of Bohemia , the Archbi/hops of Mentz., Treuier\ and Colcn: and fo by 
reafbn ofthe Popes decree, alleaging the Empire to be void, they chofe the King of Bohemia's 
fonne Chaiibs for Emperor ; L b vv b s being then in Bauiere, bufie in leuyingforcesto 
Hay the fume. The new cleft Charl e s would prefentlyhauegone to hane been crowned 
in Aken, but could not : for, that City held for the Emperor L e v v e s, and was flrfficiently 
fortified. Pope Cl * m hnt beeing aduertifed of the eleftion of Ch ar l e s (as a thing 
done by his commandement, and againft Levvi s)prefently confirmed and approoued the 
fame, and procured the French King toaid and aflift him, which he promifed to do with all his 
power: bur in the mean time befell a ftrange accident which marred all • which was,that Ihort- 
ly after, E b vv a r d the Third, King of England, came into France with a mighty Army sand 
Philip the French King railed his whole power to fight with him-whereof the Kingof 
Bohemia and his fon Charl.s (newly chofen Emperor) hailing intelligence, they with more 
hafte than good fpeed with all their forces cameinperfontohisaid, the more tobindehimto 
perform his pr omiCc'to them againft the Emperor : and theyioynint* in battell againft the En- 

glilh (Which;as all Writers affirm^was very cruell and bloudy, and continued fully fix houres) 
the King of Englariiln the end had the viftory, arid many great Perfonages ofthe vanquifin'd 
wereflaine. Amongft which was Iohn King of Bohemia j and the French King,and the new 
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deft Emperor C h a r l b s efcapcd by flight. Through the Ioffe of this battaile, the French 
King had fo much to do to defend his ownc count ley, that he could yeeld Charl h s -no re- 
licfeor fuccor at all againft the Emperor Levy e s, which made his cafe the more doubtfuJI t 
but as he had the Popes fauor and the fauor of thofe; which chofe him,, fo was Germany diuided 3 
fome holding with him, others with theEmperor L h vv e.s : fo as L h w b s his raighe en¬ 
ded as it began, with competencies and faftions.But yet he forgat hot ro raife forces and to feek 
aid and friends, which with his life lafted but a while: but before" we declare his end - f I will 
briefly relate a ftrange accident that hapned in the city of Some, which ihall neither be imperci- 
nentmorvnworchy to be vela,ted, which was this. • . ! / , 

Rome at that time being gouerned in the Popes abfence by two Senatours, as the Popes Vi* 
cars or Lieutenants s one of which was ofthe family of the Colonnois, the other of theVr/Ins* 
a certain manborn in Rome of meane parentage, whofe name was Nicholas R^nzo,- 
who being ofa great courage and high minde, yet of no greater calling then a Notary pyblikc, 
in fuch manner wonne the goodwill of the people, which repaired vnto him, that heperfwa- 
deed them to recoucr the antient liberty of Rome, which (as a man well read in Hiftories j he laid 
open vnto them, and was not afliamed to tell them that it was r£quifite,for thegood ofthe com- 
mon-wealth, to alter the manner ofthe gouernemerit, and ro reforme and reduce the fame to 
the antient clfaie.mlc and order: forfeeingRome was a free City and Lady ofthe whole world* 
they ought and were bound in duty to recoucr her liberty. to checfe fpecchcs together with 
many other to the like effect he common people (as light of beliefe, and defitous of noueities) 
willinglygaueeare.-and he found fuch fauorand good liking amongftthcm,as gathering a head, 
he feifed on the Capitoll, and without that any man durft make head againft him, he depofed 
the Popes Vicars or Lieutenants from the gouernment,and intituling himfelf Nicholavs 
Sbvbrvs (the fauourabl# Tribune of peace, liberty and Jhftice, the noble redeemer and re-* 
florer ofthe facred Roman common-wealth) he made and ordained Senators, and fettled the 
gouernment of Rome in fuch manner as it was in the time ofthe antient Romanes, with fo great 
obedience in all men, asifhehad come from heauen fof the fame purpofe. And heprefcntlye- 
mhlifhed fuch peace and iufticein the Cityyand made the fame to be obfetued in fuch manner, 
asthelike hadnotbeen fecniq K^?in5ooyeersbqfor^i 

The fame whereofwas prefemly fpred into many pafts, and ail the Towris necre fo Romi 
became obedient vnto him, and fo did many other tha.t were farre off; and all the tyrants and 
Princes hearing of fo ftrange an accident,and ofthe title, and the ciiterprife which this man vn« 
dertook, fent AmbaiTadors to him 5 and makinggreat offers, fought his fauor and friendfhi ppe. 
And the matter was lo carried in the beginning, as it feemed that in ftiort fpacc Rome would a- 
gatnehauc become Lady of a great part ofthe world. And as the report of fitch accidents ise- 
uer greater then the effect,fo thefe news being carried out of Jtalie.futh feare was generally that 
many aitred their refolutions : And this N icholas as a proud vaine man (norhing confi- 
deiingehat vpon fo wealk and feeble a foundation, he could not pOffibly build any greqtedifice} 
making Rome to bethe hfadand Lady Of all the World, he'wrote his Letters with the aforefaid 
proud titles, fo the Popp, requiring him to makehisrefidence in Rotne^ and to the Etnperour 
Ibvvb s and his competitor C ri a r l s, commanding them withina bertaine prefixed 
time to maktf their appearance before him and^the Romaile Senate; ftiewe by what 
Title they held the Empire T’he like face yvrote to the.Princes JEletftors and to other 
Princes. v ' A 1 lv 

Thelc Letters being feen and read (notwithfta^ding that they were held for vainc arid fri- 
uolous) did put the Pope in a great perplexitie ? feeing that Rofneand the territ ory thereof in hiss 
timewasvfurped. Stic this vanity continued not atoue feuen o,r, eight moncths : foras it wa? 
grounded but vpon the fauor ofthe common people; fo it foorie waxing cold, and they repen¬ 
ting of what they had dpnc,begah to murmur and fo to forfake him : whereupon he forefee- 
fngldMaflydep^rted^pin''^^ arid went to*' C'tt a ri l b s,thfe Emp/elbfs competitor; thirife- 
to hauedpurid. fauor, apd to jiao!cVii*a!dc'(oiif>c.5*but lie caufed him to be aj?pre- 
hended,andfenrhim to 4 nmoft tathcJPope, >Vno commanded him to be deteined priforier J 
What end he had we will tell you, 1 which ttulyis apieafantdifcourfe^ as you Ihall fee in the end , 
and fo liaue all the vanities of the world} although fome laft longer then .or hers. , What I haue 
fpoken iswritten by B l on riv s',P t a # 1 a a^N kvcl and all the rfiftoviographers.

Apoplexie, that he fell from his horfe and died fuddenlyl, when he hadfaigned^yeeres, the 
fir/f ifitie in contention and competency with F r e d m i c k , who was called Emperour: it 
was alfojTufpe&ed that he was poyfoned by the widow of A l b bkt Cfyiujim, with wham 
he fijfcf fcteen familial This Emperor hauing bin twice married,had fix fdnnes, and one daugh¬ 
ter^ their father inherited fundry Lordfiiips.and eftates.

The chiefeft caufe of tlieir departure was the plague in that countrey ; which in that time was 
io great and fo vniuerfall through all partsof Etsrdfrey that the like thereof before that tittlC had Europe. 
neucr beenefeene nbr heard of:for Hiftoriographers affirme chat itcontinuedaboue one-whole 
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yeere, beginning in theyccr one thoufand three hundred forty eight, and ending in 
i3$ o 5 which'ragdd'ih fueh extreme manner,that where it did leaft harme, the tenth perfon 
escaped not. 

BtONDVs faith, that he heard his grandfather GajPauBiondvi affitme with an 
oath jthat many tbwnesin Italy were therewith fo difpeopled, that not any one remained therm 
aJiue/ivdpuring the time ofthis alamkyjhcre was a generall peace,fb as not any could or dmft 
make Warre againft Others except a little which'was made againft the Synagogues ofthe Je wes- 
tor the common people took a conceit* and it was firmly boleeued,that the Iewes had poyfoned 
the waters*arid caufed this plague ‘ whereupon (thePiinees’and governors bcingno way a 5| c 
to preuent the fame) the Iewes were cuery where torne in'peeces, and an infinite number of 
them were by thelG hriftians fackcd and robbed, in France, mite, Germany and Spaine. At this 
timealfo the French King gat the Countrey of Daulpbine,and the City of tfennethehead there¬ 
of; which doe now belong to the Princes ®F France * which was giuen him by H v M - 
» b r t, * Daulphin o fVienne, hauing no heire to fucceede htmj vpon condition that the eldcft 
fbnne of France fhonld bee called DaulphineofViennois. ' j 
Inrheyeere ijfo.our Lord mitigating his ire, andthe plague ceafing, Pope Clement 
this yeere by the confent of his Cardinals ordained that the lubile which Pope Bpnipac* 
the.8. had granted to bee held in Rme euery hundredth yeere , fhould he held that yeere; and 
thenceforth euery fifrith yeere, confideling the fhortne* of mans life 5 fo as an infinite number 
of people repaired to Rome to the lubile. After the daunger of the plague waspaft,men prefent- 
ly being free from the fcarc thereof, returned to their wars and defTenfion, principally the a- 
forenamed foure Princes Electors, Hbnrv Archbifhop of tMentx,, L b w s s Marcjucfsof 
Bnndenbrugb, Rodvlph Duke of Bamerc and Count Palatine of Rhine, and H e n ry Duke 
Gunther Writ of Saxony : all which rebelled againft the rhe Emperour Chahie j,and Hood vpon their 
InrTZfin S uard i and the one aiding and aflifting the other, they againe met at Frankford , and aftennauy 
tmpfrbrdgmft cdn/iileations , chofc G vn the a Earle of Syvdr&emburgb , who was an excellent and very va- 
^Lw K,ws ,ianttoari of war.This man with the aid of thqfe that chofe him,and of his friends and kinsfolks 
v withagreat numberof very good men ofwarre, cameto Frankford 5 where attending liisenc* 

mies commingi, be£ kept the field r’he./pafce of fixe weekes ( for fo they write was then the 
mariner of the hew cbofen Emperors). That time being expired, he was recciucd into the city, 
aiKK^OrneandobcycdforEmpcrotv And notwiih landing that the Emperor Charhs 
had leuyed a very great power,y^t,being vnwilling to hazard his whole fortune in one battaile, 
he Would hoc fight with G vn r« a * ; but piUhc Princes ofhis faction, meeting in the City 
of Spire, it was concluded that lie fhould employ his wliolepower to make head againfl G v w - 
Vhb r, and by force oFArmesdefeate him* 

With this refolqtion the Emperor G k AR l b s with his Army took his way towards 
Rfettt *$and the one drawing ne.ere.the other,the war began between them, which men thought 
would haueproriedjyery rerribleand cruell: but through the death of G y nt he r peace cn- 
fued: before wbitb time fome write it was concluded, for as ibonc as. Gvnth b r fell tick., 
fome vnpaflionate Princes fought to reconcile them: the conditions of the peace were, that: 
Gv'NTKf E s fhould renounce the Empire to Char 'lb s> and dm ;C u;a r l $ fhould giue 
him two walled Citiesin Twinge*, together with their confines; But inthe time of this treaty 
(asmoftwritetsaftume)Gv n t.h e it died»poyfonedhy his Phyficianjwho being to giue him 
apurgingpotiqn,andtakingbut the affay ofjr,died together, with G v.n men the next mot- 
^ ow 3 which ftiadfc men to thinke, that without the knowledge of thcipoor? Phy fiejan, poy/on 
wasput.into the dccodlion. ffo as; ,Q v n or; hi r dying ■ in the time of the paiie of peace, 
G h A r l si remam^d foie Emperour, and in good fort compounded \yith thofe which were his 
adua/aries, wliO bcing weary of choofing Emperors, the controucrfy ^ipded, to the content¬ 
ment of all men. And for as much as the plague was in jiken jne was widi great folemnity crow¬ 
ned in another. cky$ and going after wards .in his progreffe* he vifited many Cities, to which he

.1 .Irfdtheofithisprafperity hehad a (onnewhole name, was Wencbslav s,ofwhomwc 
mall haue cauft to fpe&kehereafter: and he^pplying hirnfelf witli great pare to maintain peace 
and juftice, there yet refted for him to goe to be crowned in Italy • whereoFPope C l b m b n y 
the fixt was very defitops: but in bi^ time it cquld npt be, .for be died within few daies after. Ac 
thisit/mc the Viicounrs hauing made thcmfduss Lords of Milan , were ofgreat power in many 

Other Cities^ thechiefeftof which was IoHfiVifcoimfcArchbifliopoffc^/w, a man feared 
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through all Italy-, who by the Popes permiffion vnder the tide ofhis Vicar,or Lieutenant, made 
liimfelf Lord of Bologna, for which he was to pay yeercly noooducatsofgold. Pope Cle¬ 
ment being dead, I n n o c b n t the fixe was chofen; T his Pope fent for Legate into Italy 
the valiant Cardinal Giles^ a Spaniard borne, who was called Don G r lCariLloAlbor- 
02 who by his great witt and valour, comming twife into -Italy recouered all the Cities and 
lands of the Church whichhadbeen vfurped by tyrants: in the beginning of whofe Papacie 
was fought the memorable battaile by fea betweene threefcore galleys of the Geno waies, vn- 
der the commandofPAGXMo DoniAjand fourefcore ofthe Venccians, the Kings of 
^Armon, and the Emperours of ConJlmtmople, who were in league together againft them j 
which battaile was fought in the ftreight of Confantinople , and.lafted from the break of day vn - 
till the euening,in which the Genowaieshadthevi(ftory, but with Ioffe of many of their peo¬ 
ple : andtheyeere following which was in theyeere 1354, the Venecians and Catalonians re- 1 A thWitll bat* 
pairing their fleete,againe fought with the Genowaies,neere to the lie of Corfica, wherein the 
Genovvaies were fo pitifully ouerthrowne and withfo great loife, that one and fortie of their and the yene- 
ealleys,with all the men in them, werefunkeinthe fea 5 by meanes of which oucrthrow their tim. 
power was fo much weakned, that they became fubie# to Iohn Vifcount Archbifliop of 
Milan, vpon condition that he fhould protea them : yet there enfuing other alterations, they 
afterwards committed themfelucs to the protection of the French King. 

At this timealfo was a treaty betweenethe Emperour and rhe Pope, concerning the Em- 
perours comming into Italy to be crowned in Rome, he making preparation for the fame. There 
befell in Rome alfo another great accident,akhough not fo much fpoken of as that of N 1 c u o- 
IAS Renzo who would haueraifed Rome toherauncient ftateand dignitie, and was called 
theEnfranchifer of it<w/e:which was,that another Hotary called FrancisVaroncil- 
io , imitating the faid Nichola s,incenfedthepcople,and withthefametideof Romane 
Tribune, depofed the two Senatours, IohnVrsino, and Peter, de Colonna, who goucr- 
ned as the Popes Vicars: whereofthe Pope being aduertifed,and fearing that the matter would 
hauegrowne of importance^ auoid a further inconuenience, he thought it beftto releafeNi- 
cHOtAs Renzo, whom his predeceffor ClbMhn t had left in prifon; and thinking (as 
wday) tO driueoutone naile with another, fent him to Rome againft Francis- who vfed 
fuch meanes* through the hclpe oftheRomane Nobilitie, that by forcehee expellcd/PRAN- 
c i s'V a r o'n cEito out ofthe Gapitoll and flew him in fight ■ butafeer this victory,the Did 
Nicholas with a defire to vfurpe^ pc. freuting the Colonnois fell at variance with thepijin- 
cipal men of Rome, and in the end was (Dine j and fo Rome was deliuered from both the one and 
thenther : and then one G v 1 d o 1 0 r ban (by the Popes confcnt) was made Goucrnor^iid 
afterwards there were two. 

While thefc matters were in hand, it was agreed between the Pope and the Emperour (as 
write the Italian authors) that as foon as the Emperour fhould be crowned in Rome by Cardi- 
nals,without making any longer ftay, he fhould returne into Germany* The Emperour and Em- 
preffe accompanied with many Princes and a great Army, in the yeere 1355 camHnto^ 
with intent onely tobe crowned, and to fauour and further the Popes proceedings, which hee imo j t4 ij, 
did accordingly, which made his ioumey eafte : for being come into///</> and feene to vfe no 
violencej or to oppreffe any man, neither to depriue ordifpoffcffe any man of his goods or 
lands, he was very honorably rcceiued by the Lords of C a r r a r a in PatfM, and afterwards 
by the G on zaga sin Mo»tM,and by tbofeof rhebonfe of Es t b in Ferrary -'and by the Vif- 
counts in Milan, and by the tnoft of the Lords of 'Italy, which did him homage, and acknowled¬ 
ged him for their Emperour; and he left them in their lands and eftates ; and comming to chd 
city of Mdan be was crownd there with the Iron Crown ■ and from Milan went to Pifai Whither 
came Comiftioners to him from Florence i and from many otlvtf cities, who aclcnOwleftging him! 
fortheir Emperour, and fuing for peace and his fauour, furnifhed him with money for the pSi- 
ment ofhis fouldiers 5 and fo departing from Pifa, he went peaceably to Rome ,where they attend 
ded his comming,and was folemnely receiued by the Cardinals Legats which came fo crowne 
him, together with the Senators,the Popes Vicars, and with allthe Clergy arid Romane peo¬ 
ple : and on Barter day, which Was the morrow after his comming, hee together with nis wifo 
thcEmpreffc,vvas after theaccuftomed manner by the aforefaid CardinalsCrowncd with great 
pompef His^coronation being ended, as he came in peace arid quietly, without offendingor 
griming any man, fo hedeparred from Rome, contenting himfelfewiththeirferuiccandthe 
money which they had giuen him,which ( fome write ) amounted to a very great fumme 5 ana 
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fo he returned into his countrie, mnrcpeaceably and with leiTc tumult, then euer any Emnem, 
that came into Italy before him had done. Being in Italy he fauoured Dan Gila Cardinal of, >/ 
bormz, who recoucred the pacrimonie of the Church. 

At this time King I o h n of France being in a battaile taken prifoner by the King of Emknd 
after foureyccres impriibnmenf, was vpon ceitaine conditions ofpeace fee at liberty. This 
King had by inheritance the Duchie and County of Burgundy, which after his deceafehegaue 
tohisfecondfonne P ajia.?, whofeoffpring enioyed the fame* from whom lineally deicen 
ded the Emperour C ha kies rheFifr, by his grandmother, who was Lady of that eliate 
What enfued after theEmperours returneinto Germany is briefly and confufedly written and 
the Annalcs of Germany create of fome matters of fmall importance,and that very prepoftemu 
fly; wherefore I will write onely what (hall feeme moft agreeable, vntill we come to theend of 
his life. . Firft,this Prince is commended for his wit and humanitie, and to haue been difereete 
and iuft in adimniftring iufticc,and to haue been learned in the tongues,and wcl toe in hiftotv 
and indifferently well in other Arts and Sciences, whereof he made*© fmall benefit in his a&i 
ons. C a r i o n writes, that after the Emperors returne out of Italy, he called a famous aflem" 
bly of Princes in the Cities of uMentz, h where the matter being wifely difeuft with the 
ch ^ cfc ° rdcrs of thc Empire,for the contra&ing into one, and reducing into order, the antient 
and modcrneinflitmionsconccrning theMaiefticand honor of the Empire, and ofe ueryone 
Charles. ln particular, he made a law which is famous by the name of the golden Bull, comprehendino 

certain orders to be obferued in the Emperors election, and prouiding for the power, author? 
ty, and digmtie of all orders: which worke of his was very commendable s for that hath been a 
hrrne bond of publike peace. By this law he did ftrengthen the Maieftic ofthe Empire, and 
did cut oft all occauons of diffenfionin the election,* by this he did fo bind the Empcrourand 
Princes, as no man durft attempt any thing to the prejudice ofthe Common-wealth or Empe* 
rot. And as he was much affc&ed to his countrey of Bohemia,Co ( as Pope P x y s Qy i n T v s 
and other authors write) in Prage he erected fundvy (lately edifices. and made the Church and 
Archbifliopnck of that citie a Metropolitane, exempting it from the Church of Mema, and 
ereded an Vniuerfitie in that citic,wherein Arts and Sciences were read < and all his whole life 
time he had fo great a care to adorne that citie and kingdome, that thc reft of Gm<m> murmii. 
lcdagainfthimforif, and fodoethe Hiftoriographers which write thereof. In thole daies 
iome [edition and tumults arofe in the citie,of^uremhurgh, which in the end he pacified, al- 
though with fome difficultie. It happened alfo that Eb P uo Earle of 'Wittemkrgh madean 
ngainfl: this Emperour, and had a great-Army and many followers $ but all was pa* 
Cited,and Charle s raigned peaceably. In the yeere folio wine, which was in the yeere 
15^2,died Pope Innocent chcSixt, and in his place was cholcn Cardin all W1 m am 
ot>. w^aMonkeof S.Bb n uet’s order, and was called Vkeanb the Fife. 

1 This Pope hauing refolued to come into Italy, t he better to feme and fettle hiseftate he feat 
to entreate the Emperor to doe thc like; which lie chiefly did , for feare ofthe Vifcounti Lords 
ofiV^.andofthe greateft part of which the Emperor at his entreatie performed^ 

Which his comining I flnde it not written that lie came by Milan , for that B a r n a % x and 
O a t e a s Viiconti were not his friends 5 but he took his waie by Padrn, and from Padoa to Bo- 
iagtM, and thence to P if a,and fo to Rome, where he found the Pope: what they did there,I finde 
not written, either through negligence or for that it little imported 5 one thing Bl o ndv ,

The Emperor,<n,the fame yeere fumpaoned a Dictto be held in thc cirie of Fmckfcrl where 
after many.pvstfhces, he entreated the PrincesTleftois to make his fonne Whnce s lav s , 
K lrt g Oprhtj'Romanes, and his fucceffor • which was not onely folicited by entreatie, but by 
gre?t gift? and large ptomifes 5 . which werefo.excefliuc, that (asPiv s Ovintvs writeth) he 
promifed an hundred thoufind Ducats to epery Elcftor: and as the fumirc was greater then he 
wa$ able to pay, he gaue in, pawne for the fame many towncs and lands ofthe Empire, which 
they hold vntftl this day. This they write robe the caufc ofthe wcakning ofthe Empcrours 

power 



power which were his fucceffors • which Albert Crantz alfo confirmeth in his Hiflo- 
w of^x<wy,alleaging that this Emperor morgaged fixteen Imperiall townes in Sucuia to the 
neighbour Princes, which, together with the imbecillity and bafenclsdf his fon Wa h c es¬ 
says who fucceedcd him in the Empire, fo decayed and weakened the power of the Empe** 
iors in Germany,that they neuer recouered their former vigour: this was imputed to hauebeeti 
3 great ouerfight info wife a Prince, not withftanding that in all his^pther a< 5 lions he gouerned 
with great policy and wifedome. Yet many imperiall cities, throu|ll fundry acci deiits'Which 
hapned, without his commdndempnt or leaue, made war vpOn the Earle of (VtUcmhefjgbfw hicli, 
war continued many daies>sind many were (lain of either party: wherewith the Empeitl being 
much difplealed, and fauorlng and affifting the Earie, hebefieged the city of vlme , wher^'he pu- 
ni/hed fome for examples fake. 

In this meane time, fome cities in Italy belonging to the Church of Rome , difeontent with 
the gouernmentofthe Popes Vicars or Lieutenants, rebelled againft him : Whereupon, the 

Pope knowing the great pveiudice which his Churcn receiued through his ablence, relblued td 

letuvne with his court to for which purpofe (vnder another, pretext) in the yee^e one 

thoufand three hundred feuenty fix, he caufed certain gallics to be rigged and armed in the ri- 
wherein embarking himfclfc he failed into Italic, and fo the PapalFcouit after it 
had continued in France the (pace of threefcore and ten yeersand fomwhat more, and the moft 
part of that time in the city of ^Autnim, returned to Rome. 

c?The Emperour hauing rai'gned now 32 yeers, and being bufie in pacifying the cities id 
Germany which warred agairift the Earle of Witttmbergh, was in thc yeere of our Lord, one thou- 
find three hundred feuenty eight, taken with an infirmity, whereof he dying, left two fonnes 
legitimate b the elded of which was called Whnceslavs, who was already King ofthe 
Romans, and fuccceded his father in the kitigdome of Bohemia by inheritance, and in the Em¬ 
pire by election *. the others name was Sioismynd, who afterwards by the right ofiiis 
wfewaskingofU/mgary,and in procefTeoFtimecametobeEmperor. , 

Some Authors write ofthe Emperour Charles, that he had been worthy ofpraife, if 
fie had not more a fiefted Bohemia and France then the Empire, if he had not been more careful! 
of his owne priuate intereft then of the publike} and to aduance his pofterity ,then to enlarge the 
Empire j if he had not been more greedy of money,then to do what was right and iuft,and if hd 
had not both in Germany and' Italie, diminilhedthedignity and wealth ofthe Empire, alienating 
kingdoms and the publike reuenues, felling Immunities, and granting liberties.* wherefore the 
Empirebeing /poiledofmanyornaments,hispofterity didnot raigneiong, but was Unfortu¬ 
nate,and inthe end fell* but yet he may not be depriued of his due commendation, for the con- 
ftitution which he made, which was very beneficiall to thecommon-wealth. 

Touching the Em perors of Confiatttibo^le (of whom I am bound to make" fome I 

finde fo great confufion in the Hiftoncs of thofe times, as there Jwas in that flmpirc ; yirjiercirt 
werefliiftionsand warres t but in fumme,in the'fime of C h a r x b s theEqdrthin 
difeord in Conftantiwple between I o h n P a l e o l 00 v s Caloio Ay n h s , and his fa¬ 
ther in law Iohn Catacyzehvs (both which were called Empcrpis) was the caufbthat 
A m v r a t h King ofthe T urks (hauing taken all that the Chrifti ans held in cjja)vnder color 
to help and face or Cat acv t bn v $, paffing HeUefpent, icarne into Europe, and took GalUpplt, eimitg 
md other cities in that coaft, and after wards the City oCjddmnopk : and he paffing foVewarcfej 
there came againft him L a z a r v 9 p 1 s p o t a v of Serna (which in antient time was called 
the vppexMifta) and Mark b D i spots of Bulgaria ( which is part of the antient lower 
tMifta) and many other Princes s which in a battaile about the yeer of our Lord 13153 .being o- 
ueithrown, Amv* at h became Lord of a gfe^t|>art of^he Chriftiansiahdsin finra/^andhiiS 
fonne B,ai a 2 e t hi fucceeding him' conquered mbre ^ arid fo the Empireof Gdrift antinopU dldr 
ly decreafed.

7 feldome hdpueth that the founts imitate theirfat hersgoo duefit, chiefly among Trincct, fin( 
Wenceflaus would verifie this rule inhtmftlfe ifer being -without any OontradiclsonchiftH 
Emperor, he frontedfi vn(ik$ his father ingoodneffe, that he it ft ofhmfelfe at much ittfm), 
at his fathtr didgltry : Neither did he facjfie the wars which in Germany were kindled in bis 
fathers time, hut fuffertdthemto precede 5 which wot the cattfe of much miferyin that cm. 
trey . In his time began the great fchifme which continued forty yeers. The Turks in his rime 
made great cenejUejfsvponthe Chriftians: and John Galeas made himfelfein his time Leri 
of Lombardy, The Ele Hors feeing the fmall care that this Emperor toofto beerowHidtfortkt 
defense ofChrsHendonsefto fet his hand to thegoodgouertimentofthe Empire, cfptciaUj in the affaires ofGirmnj t 
and that ihe ledabafe'and a licemiow life, dtpofed him, As unprofitable and of no worth. When he had vmmhslym- 
ntdEmperor tm mi twenty yeers, he afterwards died aptitude Lord: 



Lthough that the dtfire to come to an end of this Hiftory 
(being neer thereunto) doth incite me to make hafte } yet 
there arc fo many matters to be written of,and modem Hi- 
Monographers haue fo.copionfly fet down thefame,as I am 
contained (euen again ft my wi ll)to profocute t/iereraain- 
dermorcat large 3 wherein I prefume to be held.excufcd, 
for theplcafure and profit which the Reader foall receiue 
thereby wherefore to auoide prolixity,! fay,that Wen - 
ch$ ia r« King ofBohemia ,andeldeft fonne to the Em¬ 
peror Charles the Fourth,fuccecded his jfather in the 
Empire 5 who proued very vnlike to his father} for hec 
grew to be vicious, and of little worth. Ic is written of 

i ■ > • ' -- 77 -,.—- tpt, ‘ him* that he bad nothing in him like vnto a man, but the 

roirnej gndthat wa^s crpoked and deformed, more like eo T^uites then a Prince. He 
WasduUwittcd, bp fely inclined^ aftedhng nothing but pleafores, not caring for the Common- 
wealc nor any honefty. A coward and very cruell* Of a lazy body, fit for nothing but the pica* 
jures of gluttony and filthy lulls, if they may be called pleafures : But yet in the beginning, as 
he was yong, and men were in good hope of him 3 being chofcn in his fatherstime King of the 
Romanes he was preftntly without any great contradiction obeyed for Emperor, and was fo 
two and twenty yeers, and in the end loft it, as you Ifiall hearc. 

His brother Sioismvnd beingof more fpirit, and fifteen yeers yongef then Whn- 
crslavs > Lhvvr$ king of Hungary married him to his daughter (who was alfo by his mo* 
' * ther 


ther King of Poland) a n d thereby Siou«vn D came afterwards to be King of Hungary , as 
we will declare, of whom in theHiftory of Whnchslavswc lhall make efpeciall menti¬ 
on, for in precede of time became to be Emperour 3 for by veafon oft he inefficiency of 
WnNCM-s lavs; little is to be written of himtfods of thefe two and twenty yeeres that he 
held the name of Emperor, the leaft that is to be faid, is of him 5 but yet neuerthclcife paffing ic 
vnder his name, we will briefly.relatewharpa/fod in the countries fubieift to the Empire in his 
time, wherein he foduld haue borne the grcaceft fway, if he had not been fo baft and negligent* 
for although it fecmcliitcle to the purpofe, yet it fliali beexpedieut for the knowledge of fuch 
matters as follow. 

Firft, for the warre between the cities of Germany, an^ foe Earle of Witpembergh, which his 
fathcrbeforehisdeceafefoughttohaueextinguifhcdjhisfonnc had no fuch care : for in his 
time ifeticreafed • and Germany from the beginning of his raigne, vntill the end thereof j endu¬ 
red waht both ofpeaceandiuftice. In his timealfohapned a fchifme in the Church of Rome, 
for in the fame yecr that the Emperor C h arl b s the Fourth died in Germany, in Jhwedied 
Pope Gr b 00 h y the deuenth, who as I faid returned the Papallcourtrotfww.* and after hi^ 
deceafeihe Cardinals alfembling themfehes in the Condaue to choofe a fucceffor, of which, 
thirteene were French-men,and foure Italians, whither all the Romane people runningjdefired 
them to choofe an Iralian, and no French-man ; and the French Cardinals vfed all nieanes to 
haue had a French-man 5 and the reft an Italian : And notwithftanding that thegreateftmmv- 
ber were French, yet difagreeingamongft themfclues,one BaiHOLMEvva Neapolitan, 
and ArchbifhopofItorw was chofcn Pope, who tooke for his name V R ® a * a thelixt. The 
French Cardinals ptefently repenting, alleaged that what they had done was for feare of the 
Roman people-whereupon of them departed from Rome ; yet Vubun Enotwithftan- 

ding was eonfecratcd)and generally obeyed; and thofe which bad abfemed rbemfdues mur- 
nefoand fo they contiritied three riioneths.* which being expired, through fome difeontent- 
tnents which they concerned again ft him (and as P l *a t 1 n a writeth; for that he foe wed him- 
felfefeuere and rigorous againft the abufes and pride of the Clergy) eight of the French Car¬ 
dinals, faining that they left Rome by reafon ofthe heate, went to Pundt, . where being fauoured 
by Queene Ioane of Naples Which fold the City of busman to the Pope, they pretending; 
and publilhing the election of V k b an i to haue been made by violence,thathcwasnoPope# 
sndthat the Sea was voide* they amongft themfelues in Funds chofe a new Pope and called 
him Clement thdfeuenth 5 whom Queene to anb and all the kingdom of Naples obeyed 
and held for Pope; and lo began the fchilmc, which laded forty yeers. T hrough the warres 
and diftenfion betweene Princes, Cbriftendome was diuided into two fa&ions 9 forbelides 
Queene ioanb and h^r kingdome of Naples, the French king fauoured Pope C t a m e n t, 
and perfwaded the KingofCatfilc to doe the like. AH Italic (excepting Naples ) obeyed Pope 
Vb b an-bj fo did the Emperor Wnc b sxa v «, Germany Englandand Portugall ; and the 
oneand theother alleaged (uch reaalbns, and fo great and (b worthy pci fonages took part with 
the one and the other, as it rpade the matter very doubtfull. 

This fchifme (as 1 fay) Continued long, notwithftanding that thofe which were chofen dl- 
cd,for the Cardinalsdf either party chofca ftccefior,and held the chaire for voidc, as hercaf* 
ter (hall appearc. Pope Cnuim went into Frame, where with the aide of the French 
King,and of the Queene^^of Naples and of Prouience, he held his court in i^Juin'ton, and V r- 
« anb remained in Rome 5;'and they two making warre, either of them by all meanes pofliblc 
fought the others deftrudtion. Pope Vrba n b fent his Ambalfadours to complaineto 
the Emperour W b n c "e s lav s, ofwhat had happened,and toperfwade him to come 
into 7 /tf/winfauorofhim, againft the Queene of iViiy/w, who then was the widow of L s vv a s 
Luke ofT4rr»f,after that Hie had murthered her fivft husband i But he gluing them good words 
took little care for the matter, but yet he and his brother Sigumvnd fent to Pope Ct h- 
«*nt atoiwW<?ff,admonifoinghimtoleaucthe name of Pope, and to fubmit himfclfeto 
Pope Vrb ANB. 

Pope Vsban finding himfelf much grieucda^airiftQneeene I oa n e , for that through 
her afliffonce the fchifme began (that kingdom beihpfubied: and held of the Church of Rome) 
Pent to treate with Ch a r t s,Nephew to L HWES'Kingof//««g4ry (who as fome fty) was 
the fonne of her husband A n dr e vv King ofNafles, whom foe had made away) to come into 
liaise with' an Army ;promifing him (as a fchifniatickanddifobedicntto his Church) to depriue 
Queene Io an b, and to make him King of Naples, whereto Charles and his Vricle

L b V V » s King of Hungary willingly gauc car* which L = w e s. was father-in-law tQ §49 i s - 
uvnd the Emperors brother; who, being very glad thereof* gaue him his aid and. couofell. 
Charles, when as he was called to the Kingdome of Naples, made warre. againft the Ve- 
nccians : for he and his Ynde,the King of Hungary and Poland t fauoured.the Genowaies 5 be¬ 
tween which and the Venetians in thofc daies were very great and cruell warres, many Princes 
aflifting both the one and the other party: in : Which war many great exploits were performd, 

* chiefly by fea; fometimes the one party preuailing, and fomecimes the other. But at this time 

^ * *'- the-Genowaies bad the Vencciansstt fuctvanaduantage, that with a mighty.fieet of Gallies by 
fea they befieged the City of Venice, and their partakers and friends made very fharp warrea- 
gainft them by land 5 fo as the City was in danger.to haue been taken and ruined. We mayhy y 
this was the moft cruell warre that vntill that time euer was feen in the world: for, therein was 
Artillery fr ft artillery firft of all vfed by theVenecians 5 which was about the ycer of our Lord one thoufand 
yfidmthe t h reQ hundred, eighty two, ora little while after. The inueution of this peftilent fcoflrgeof 

* 4ri ' mankinds was attributed to the Gamancs; fome fay that a Monk, who was a great Philofo- 

pher, Found out the fame • not to thatpurpofetohaue killed and flain men therewith, but with 

a defircto haue experimented the quality and. naturall force of things. Others are of opinion, 
that it wasone P fa t e r, a great Magician : but it imported} little to knowe who it was 5 for, 
befides the ordinary HiftoriographeiB which I follow in this place, ther be many others write 

thereof. • ■. ; - 

Venite efcaping from being taken in this warre, and many other matter? focceeding. the 
Duke of Smy treated, and fet downe articles of peace between thofe two Common-wealths, 
which peace was concluded. So as to return to my difeourfe, Char l.s being called to the 
kingdom of Naplesfhz went into Hungary: where being furnifhed with men and other fauors by 
his Vnclc King Lbwbs, and the Emperor Whhceslavs, he came intq /w/y,andtobe 
briefe (leaning what befell him vpon the way) he went to Rente, and was very honorably reeei- 
ued by the Pope, and thence took his way towards the kingdom of Naples ; and comming to 
blowes with Queen Io an $ Army,*he ouerthrew and fcattered the lame 5 and then matching 
to the City of Naplestooke it Land the Queene retiring to Cafielmtto was therein befieged, and 
fo C h ar l h s in fhortfpace made himfelfc Lord of the whole kingdom, which was in the 
yeerofour Lord one thoufand, three hundred, eighty tw,o* Queen Ioa^, beeing befieged, 
fentto the French King, to her Gountrcy of Brouence, and. to Pope Clement, for relief* 
and fbrafrnuch as Ihe had no iftuc, foe adopted L^wss Duke of Vncle to the French 
King, for her heir : which Lb we s,withapuilfant Army pfFrench : men,andwithallthefk* 
uour that Pope Cumbni and the Countrey of ProuiUce could yeeld him, went to relieue 
her; which was fo great, that what is written thereof feems incredible: for they write, that he I 
came with aboue thirty thoufand hotfe. Being comn into theTerritory ot Bologna in italit, war- j

rclicoe them,the rebellion could not be pacified: whereupon the pvincipall men of that kin w - 

dofflfi-lent for Cha ribs kingof Naples, alleaging thatthe inheritance of the kingdom of 
Hungary appertained vnto him, and to no other j for that he was a man,and neeveliofbto dk vri- 
to King Lb v..v b s dcceafed. King Charu thirftingafter another kingdom , and hopitw 
ofthe like good fuccefie in Hungary as he had in Naples,acceded the offer. and making'prepara- 
don for hisiourney^ leauing the gouernement of Naples to his wife 5 with the greateft prouifiori

The Queene being morecortfident then Ihe ought fo haue been confidering what foe had 
done, went from the place where foe made her abode, togoe in progrefle into the countrie, 
carrying her daughter with her; and palling one day carekfly with a fmall guard • a great Lord 
ofHtUfgAry, called I o riN Ba n de Horubach (who had been of theaduerfe^party) meeting her 
vpon the way, apprehended the two Queenes, motherand daughter, and fo many as were with 
them; and there in her pretence flew Blase Fo r b Ac,whomunhercd King Char: l b s • ^Qunneop 
and made the old Qneene and others of her company to be drowned in a lake of water which '*>•#*>« 
W s thereby: and hauing thus cruelly rctienged the death of king Chaus, he carried the: md ' 
fofrowftillyongQueene Mary prifonertoa Caftlc. When King Si gismv n d wascerti^ 
lied of this great and ftrangedifafter,moued with iuft forrow for his mother in law and his wifej 
with the aide of his brother the Emperor, he enired Hungary, where, by the moft part hee was 
receiued and obeyed; moued therto with companion to fee his wife impvifoned; which when" 

Io an Horvba ch, the cruell reuenger of King Charles his death vndcrftood; repen¬ 
ting ofwhat he )?ad done, or fearing to be bi ought ro ruine for the lame, he fo prattifed with 
the Queene, whom he held priloner, that foe promited and fware to obtainc his pardon of hed 
husband, whereupon Hie being fet at liberty went prcfcntly to Biida, where her husband was, 1 
and there they both were again crowned, and receiued for King and Queene, which happened 
intheyeer of our Lord, one thoufand three hundred eighty and fix. But Sigismvnd not- 
withftanding his wiuesoathes andpromifes, in fuch manner perfected I o h n de Hornbacbi 
that after many con flhfts hauing gotten him intohis power,he commanded him to be flain : and 
fo he remained King of Hungary, wherein he raigned many ycen> after the chances and changes 
of fortune before recited, in that Kingdom, and in Naples^ fuch as if they haue be; n rend with at-i 
tention, are as ftrange as moft that haue paflcdm the world; yet afterwards enfued other as 
great or greater, as foallappeare. 

Sigismvn d hauing brought that king’d o'm to fubiedion, and throughly fo.ltcd himfelfe 
therein • in reuenge of matters paft, he at a Parliament held at Buda (as writech Pm t n- 
' rv s , who before was called ^neas SyivIv s ) who beheaded two and thirty ofthe 
chiefeft Lordes of that Kingdome, who had beene his enemies and made warre againfl; 
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him :which truly was cruell and feuere juftice, not withftanding that they had deferued ir: f or 
which caiflb, the kinsFolke and friends;ofthofe which were executed did euer after fo much 
hate him, that they brought him into many difficulties and extremities; for it is a fatre more 
Summumi ius, fa fe co.urfe to pardon, and to vfe moderate iuftice, with clemency: then to extend the rigor and 
fumma iiuutia extremity of the laws.In the kingdom of staples raigned Ladislavs Ion to king Ghaal s 
although not without trouble by thofe which held for Law as DukeQfjfmm (fonnetothat 
L b vv b s which died in that a&ion as is before declared) who challenged the kingdom of 
>$#| Naples, and Queen Io a n s’ s other dominions. 

T o h a, G a l b a s Vifcounr, fonne to G a l e a s, in thofe daies made bim/elfe Lord of aft 
Lombardy, by putting his Vncle Barnabyw death by treafon, with whom he had in his fa^ 
thers time diuided the Countrey, in this manner. Barnaby held Platencta, Cremona,Parma 
Lodi , Rrefcia , Bergamo and other places thereto appertaining : and his Nephew I o h n held 
W*i Fercelli, Nornrra, Tnma, and the reft between that and the Alps; the City of Milan was for 
them both, conditionally that they fliould peaceably gouern the fame. ' But as foueraignty 
.cap endureno company or equality: fo Io h n Gau a s,to make himftlfLord ofthe whole 
found a mcanes in a Caftle to feize vpon his Vncle, and father in law, who trufted him as his 
own fonne, wherein either of poyfon or other infirmity he died prifoner: and he made himfelf 
Lord of Milan, and the other cities, notwithftanding that Barnaby had one fonne called A- 
■moci o,and another called Char l e s Vifcounr, who afterwards troubled his kinfe* 
man all that he might. But the ambition and power of IohnGalbas refted not here • 
for as at that time there were wanes between Anthony de/a Scala Lord of Ferernt and Vi- 
ctn&a.and Francis Carrara, Lord of Padoa and other towns;he in fuch manner fauored 
the party of F ra n e i s Carrara, t hat expelling Anthon y dela Scala , Gar e as took 
thofe Townes to bimfclfe, and poftefted the fame: and after that he had fubuerted the enemy 1, 
hebenthis Armesagainft his friend, and befieged Fran ci s Carrara inPodux and en* ' 
tring it by force, he took the poore old man prifoner:; and fo forthattime made himfelfeLord 
of thofe Cities,and was the moft mighty and redoubted man in all Italie: fo as this was the right \ 
and title of the Hid Dukes ofMdan: yet vntill that time they were not called Dukes, for this 
G a l b a $ was called Earlcof Fcrtues, vntill that theEmperor Wencbslavs gaue him the ; 
title of Duke, as hereafter we will declare. 

The Lords which were thus depofed, left fonnes behinde them, with whom he afterwards ! 
had warres, and maqy accidents happened, which I tnuft of force relate, for the beitervnder- i 
Handing of my principall intent : but this for theprefent/hall fuffice, to bring that toiighc I 
whereofwepurpofeto difeourfe, which is ofthe raigne of the Emperour Wikcsjuu, \ 
for that it concei neth the ftate of the Im periall townes and lands ofthe Empire in Germany ,and | ■ 
-Mr, whereof the Emperour took not fuch care as he ought to haue done, and cared not to be [ 
crowned in Rome, neither to come into Italy. And as for Germany, hee gouerned it with folittlc j' 
order,that the warres bet weene the cities of the Empire, and theDukesof WHttembcrgbttlfcd 
not • lundrie Princes fauouring both the one and the other partic, and all the reft was out of or- | 
der*whereupon they began to confultofdepofinghim from the Empire,which was afterwards !; 
effected • and the Bohemians, which were his o wne fubie&s being much difcontented with his I 
gouernmenr,; held him for the fpace of feuenteene weekes prifoner • and hee being afterwards | 
vpon certaine conditions releafed, fell to his old manner of lining j at the end whereof, r vk, I, 
in the yeere of our Lord, one thousand, three hundred, c/ghtic and nine, Pope V r b a n e the | 
Sixt died in Rome, hauing been fb eleuen yeeres, and Cardinal! Peter ToNACBiioa | 
Neapolitane,was by the Romane Cardinals chofen for his fucceftor, and called B o n i b ag b \ 
the ninth: yet in t yittimn ,Clbment the feuenth was held and obeyed for Pope in all ; 
Frame. 

T his Boniface vfed fuch policy,that getting the abfolute gouernment of Rome, he /up- 
prefled the power and liberty ofthe people; and making officers at his pleafurc, fortified the 
Caftle Saint Angelo with a garrifon, which of long time had lien defert, an habitacle for Goates 
and other beafts: otherwife he was not greatly commended, for the contention between thefe 
two Popes opened the gate to Symony and many other abufos. And Pope B o n i f a c b 
afterwards fent a Cardinall Legate to crowne Ladislavs, King of Naples, fonne 
to King Charles who was flaine in Hungary : and Pope Clement in i^Auiuionn 
little before gaue the fame title to L e V v b s Duke of vy*wow,fon to the other Lewes his 
fathers riuall > fo as many thingspaffied between thefe two Princes, which I omit: but King 
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L a i» i s l a v s preuailing in the yeere following Pope BoniFaci his elc#ion, Pope ' 
CiEMBNT died in ^Auinioii : and Che Cardinals which followed him, chofe one P b r & r de 
lunA a Spanyard to be his fucceflor* a very excellent learned man, if he could haue been. rc« 

{trained from the ambition to haue bin Pope, who Was called B h n e o 1 c r the thir¬ 
teenth. 1 . • 

John Galeas Vifcount being of great power, fent the Archbilhop of Milan fd r his 
Jlmbaffadour, to entreate the Emperor to giuehim the title of Duke of Milan, and to ajpprooue 
his right thereto: which the Emperor without the confent ofthe Princes of the Empire graun- 
ted, more for the delirc ofthe money, which was prefenced him, then for any right or reafod 
that might induce him thereto: and all things happened ioIohn Galeas fo well accor¬ 
ding to his defire, that he came to be one ofthe moft puilfanc and redoubted PrincesinGhri- 
ftendome. . . ; ; . 

The fohifme betweene the two Popes, and the warres in Italy and Germany in thofe daies, 
together with the Emperors bafenefs arid infufBciencie,wcrc the caufc why the Emperour and 
Empire of Conflmtinople could not be relieued or fuccoured,. which at that time were mightily 
opprelfed by B a i a uth the fourth King ofthe Tuvkes; who withapuiflant Arrnycom* Baia ,jc t ii% 
ining into JE/z/'^ouercameand flew in bartaile Ma r k b Db spot e o'tMlgam, andouef- oj the tiirhi 
ranneallhiscountrey : and within three yeeres after, returning into the prouinces of Grxwy 
took and conquered cities and prouinces : and paffing forwards marched through a llWah'cbiu, ‘ ' 

Which in auntient time was called Dacia i and fo came into Hungary, whence he returned with 
great fpoyle, remaining Lord ( befides what he held before) ofthe prouinces of Macedonia, , of 
rhegreateftpartofl^rWjOfT^f^/w, oftheprouince ofthe auntient Athens and other coun¬ 
tries- and comming viftorious bee befieged theImpciallcitieof Conjlantimple .‘whereupon 
Sigismvnd King of Hungary , with theaide of his brother the Emperour (but with much 
more and farre better from fundric other Chriftian Princes; chiefly from England, and Frame{ 
whither he fent to fue for the fame, and alfo from the Emperour of Conjlaminople) came to feeke 
the great Turke,with 100000.tnen,'whereoftwentiethoularid were hoi femen: whereofB a i a* 
uth being aduertiled, raifed his liege from before Conftaritinopk, and withthrefc hiindred 
thoiifand men came to meete him; and the two Armies vpon Michaelmas day in the yeere of 

oar Lord, one thouland, three hundred, ninety and feuen, fought a bloudy and cruell batcaile^ , ■ 

wherein the King of Hungary, and the other Princes and Nobles which were with him were 
p«crthrowne,and as itis written a very great llaughter was made of the Chriftians,through the oJHn>i£;vy And 
fault ofthe French, which charged before their time; and the Kirig 6 f Hungary,and the Maftef the mb, 
-ofthe Order ofthe Knights ofthe Rhodes efcapmg by ft/ght,thegreateftpartofche French were 
cither (lain or taken prifoners. After this victory, Baiubth returned to the liege of Con- 
ftammopU: at whicli time if the great T a ii o r l a n (who was one of the moft mighty and 
moft vi&orious Captains that euer was- in the world) had not rifen in Afia, he had taken the tk 
ty,and.atthat time had wholly fobdued the Empire : wherefore hee leauing in the bed 
^arrilbns he could, went to the defenle of Afia, wherein he was in a bat tell buerthrowne and J jrotv>lt Kn y 
taken, and in T a m o r t an s power died prifoner -which (for that time) brought fome reft uknhjfo 
toChriftendome. King Sioxsmvb b, efcaping from this infovtunate battell, came vnito -

foned, and fell into great troubles; the occalion whereof was the malice and hatred wlticK

Thefe matters being paft, and other which for t hat they concernc not the hiftoty ofthd 
Emperors, I ouerpafle •; rhe Princes Eledfprs of the Empire, and the reft, feeing the inefficient 
ere and little,care the Emipero'ur took to fuppfefle and'p'acifie flie warres and COntrouerfi'es be¬ 
tween the cities amongft themfelues, and among thcPrinccs; and that he gauehimfelfetohisi 
pleafure and vaine delights, by reafon whereof hee was little regarded; refolued to meete,’ 
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and to depofe him, as dangerous, and vnprofitable for the Empire ; and to chufe anotherEm- 
pci or; alleging him to be altogether vnfic for thegouernmenr; that he defil ed not, neither 
fought tP be crowned; that hehad without reafon, order, or equitiegiuen the title of Duke 
I,o in n G a l * a 9 the tyrant of Mifatt-f hat he had put many men oi Sacerdotal order to death 
and (ome prelates; that he was vicious, and no good Chriftian; that he tookeno care to refill 
theTurkes; and finally, that he wasaman vnprofhable. for the Cbriftian Common-wealth- 
with many other matters which they laid tohis charge ; and putting their rcfoluuon inched* 
they met for that purpofe in the citieof Framkford, inthcyeereofourLord,onethoufand > 
foure hundred. Pope Boniface being the chiefeft author thereof, who publifhed him for 
depriuedand vnwotthy of the Empire, in the 22. yeereof his raigne. During the raigneofthis 
Emperor Wincbslav s, they began to diff u.e againft the vanitic ofthe Popes indulgences 
in the Vniuerfiry of Prague which then fioi i/hed. Iohn H v s a Bohemian, who then was very 
famous for his learning and pietie,did much oppugne them,laying,that they were meer Impof. 
turcs. Heinueighed againft the Popes tyrannic, as the cheef caufe thereof, arid blamed the aua- 
rjce,luxurie and pride of the Clergie, reiefting their vowes, impure Celibate fuperftitions, fic¬ 
tions and all their monafticall life, and whatfoeuer did not agree with the Analogic of faith. 
Thcte matters were formerly brought in queftion in England by W1 c k li* r a about the 
yeereof our Lord 1372. '

fome Cities and Townes in that kingdome, with the title which he inherited from his father 
and from Quecne Ioani, being inueftedin that kingdome by Climb n r.7, who 
in i^Attinm was called Pope : And Ladislavs his power encreafing, iiee in the end 
preuailed. 

Themoft powerftillnian in all the reft of Italic, was I o h k Gahas Vifcount Duke of 
Milan, who (as 1 Faid) was an haughty minded man $ who not contented robe Duke and Loti 
offo great eftates, and off® many.Cities as he was, thought tQ hauc been a King, yea an Empc- 
rour and Ldrd of all Italic j and at that rime made cruell warre againft the Florentines, who on¬ 
ly durft and were able to make head againft him, they being aflifted by the fonnes of B a r n a- 
> y who had been tyrant oCMilan-, and by the fbnnes of thofe which had beene tyrannes or 
Gouernours of Padoa, whom hee had depofed , and others which hec had wrbngedand 
difpoflefled j and by many orhers which did Hand in feare to bee dealt withal! in the 1 
like manner. x j 

Matters (landing in thefe tearmes, and the £le<ftion and Coronation of the Emperor IU- ! 
b h r y being publifhed, the Florentines lent Ambafladors to entreate and to perfwade him 
(for feeing he was Emperour he was bound thereto) to come into italic, to free the Coumrcy 
from fo cruell and pernicious a tyrant, as was Duke I o h n of (Milan (who had vfurped fo ma¬ 
ny townesofthe Empire, and or the Church) and therewith offered to giue him towards his 
charges the fumme of t wahundrdd thousand Florines,whereof one hundred thouiand prefent- « 
Jy in hand^and the rqft the nrft day that he ihpuy^nter into the Tyrant Dukes countrey with r 
his Army 3 wherein they would,aflift him .with th^greateil power they were able to make both f 
offoote and horfe. Thefe Ambafladors beingarpued in German),they were very well enteitai- f 
ned by the Emperor, who prefen tly accepting their offer and ieruicc, promiied to come into /- 
talic, afwel for the enterprise of Milan, as to be crowned in Rome : and he therupon prefcntly be¬ 
gan to prouide all things neceftafy for his iourhey. i, 

The Duke o FxMila/f hauing intelligence hereof, little regarded the deuiccs andpolicics f 
which hi? predeccuorshad vfed with former Emperors, feekingby their Ambafladors to pro¬ 
cure peace with them, and to obtain their grace and fauour, to beare themfelues as their va/fiils , 

and fubic&s 3 but he as a mighty abfolute Lord, with great re{plution mufteredvp hi$men>and 
prouided armour and Artillery (which then was invfe)and all t hings elfe needefull for the warss ! 

fo thatgreatpreparation was made ofboth fides-and^all Italy and Germany were very attcntiuQ 
to fee theeuent of this great adlion.; The Emperor flayed longer then Hjc, of thofe which ex- 
petfecffii^qnriming, thought he would haue done: for hauing refoluedto cofnc in the begins 
jning b£kb$yeere 1401, he came to Trent (which is at the entry into Italy) in the end of harueflj 
follovyingyaccompanied by the Dukeof x^Aujlria, the Archbifliop of Colein , and fome othei; 
/‘/.Prince^ vyi c h many Captainesj of Germany and Italy. . And to performe the conditions made 
With FI91 entines, he fame With his Army within fight of J 9 refeia, which held for the. Duke!

remt in naif Trent, whPCe hc ffood in great doU9t and pe;plc 3 ti^y, to thinke^^whither he fhou ld retut ne into - 
Germany^ or reinfpree his Army to retpme info jfjilie -where theDuke olAuftria and the Arch- 
fcifhop of pfiJem leaning him rqrurne : 4 hpme, wherewith the Emperor was fo ( griened as be was 
ready to haue done tbe,like 5 butperfwaijed;by r s Q a r r a r a, the fonneof Ca^- 



rAR a the tyrant of Padca, and by other Italian Captaines: and thinking it a fhame for him to 
tettune without further rryall of his fortune,he went with his Army( which he had reinforced) 
as farre as Triaigi^ and thence to Padca • where by meanes of Carrara he was receiued 3 
whither came to him foure Ambafladoursfrom theFloventins,beingof thechiefeofthe City t 
tvhoalfofenttwo Captaines with certain troupes of horfe and foote; one of which (as faith 
Blomdvs) was S vo r z a At e n dvlo, who aftctwards was an excellent and very Fa 1 
jnous captain,and was father to that Francis Sfoua which was one ofthe beft captains 
in the world, and a ft er wards duke of Milan. 

This -Ssorza Atbndvlo was borne in 3 village called CatimoU,oF meane parentage 
and very poore. With thefe Ambafladors Robert had Ions; treaties, concluding that the 
DuVeoF Milan was of Fuch power, that neither he nor theybad forces fufficient to ruine him, or 
to expel! him out of his eftate: wherefore he held it beft forhim 10 return,and that they fiiould 
feck new aid and relief: befides this he demanded fogreat a fumof money for the payment of 
hisiouldiers, thatitfeemed nottoberaifed. 

The Florentines fearing their ruine if the Emperour Ihould abandon them and retutne, 
they left no meanes to dccaine him ; wherefore two of the Ambafladours returned in p oft to^ 
Plorence,to conferre with their citizens about this matter s and the other two remained with' 
the Em peronr: who for that it was winter, and no fit time to make warre ( hauing a great defire 
rofeethat citie) went to Venice, where he was moftfumptuoufly entertained. The Florentines 
in the meanetime hauing heard their Ambafladours, refoluing what anfwerethcy would make 
to the Emperour, determined to procure the friend/liip of theVenetians,and^tomake a league 
withthem, and with the Pope, and to giue the Emperour great aide of men and money: here¬ 
with the Ambafladours returned to Venice, relating to him the refolution of their citizen s. The 
Emperour complained of them to theVenecians, for that they had not giuen him that money 
Which 1 hey had promifed; and they excufirig themfelues, alleagcd that he came not with fuch 
power as was requifite, neither had entred the tenitoric of Milan. Finally, many treaties and 
Leches pafled,as well with theEmperor as the Duke of Milam Ambafladours, who came thi¬ 
therto defend their caufe before the Venecians; the Florentines ftill infifting-to flay the Empe* 
rour in My ; who giuing them fometimes hope, and fometimes making the matter doubtfull, 
came from Venice to Padoa, where he lay all the reft of the winter : and the moneth of Aprill be¬ 
ing come, in theyeere of our Lord 1402, in the third yeereofhis raigne, he perceiuing that the 
Venecians would be but lookers on,and newters,and would not helpe the Florentines; and that 
Ladislavs King of Naples had enough to doe with L e we s 0 fr/ww, and that Pope 
Bonifach( notwithftanding that the Duke of Milan had taken many townesfrom him) 
duvftnot attempt ought againft him 3 he refolued with himfelfto returne into Germany, and did 
fo, although with Ioffe of reputation : whereby it appeared that the Empire was not of fuch 
power as in former times 5 whereat the Florentines were much grieued, andvfedallpoflible 
meanes to haue ftaied him. And although I fliall make fome digreflion, yet I will declare what: 
end the warberweene the Duke of Milan and the Florentines had, and how it was interrupted 
by the death of the laid Duke. ^ _ 

The Emperour being departed out of Italy -the Duke oFeJHilan refolued prefcntly to eJrtCt 
his defircs, and to make himfelfe Lord of Florence*, fending his Generali, called Alberico 
Earle of Cum, with all the force which hec had leuicd to make head againft the Emperour, to 
aflault Bologna, which was gouerned byloHNBBNrivooLio, a friend and confederate 
with the Florentines. And with the Dukes Army went the Marquefs of Mourn, his mend and 
confederate,and PandolphoMalatesta Lord of Ar'tmmo. The Florentines to the 
reliefe of B bntivog l 10, fent their beft Captainesandmen of warre, amongft which was 
Francis Carrara the fon of Francis Carrara Lord of Padoa. Bent r v o- 
olio herewith and with his owne forces tooke the field, with a refolution to fight with the 
Dukeof Milans power, which refufed not the fame : wherein ,Iohn Bhntivooiio and 
his partakers being oucrchrownc, he efcaped by flight, and the Carrari were taken pnfo- 
ners: and Alberico prefently bcficgingthe citic of Bologna, and battering it in many parts, 
by one of which fome of his men, by the permiflion offotne within the citic began to enter i 
but B B N t I V o g L I o refoluing to die honourably Lord of Bologna, charged thofe which 
were entred, and fought with fuch obftinacie, that being vnknowne hee was there flame, and 
cut in pieces. Being knowne that he was dead,the citie without any more refiftance was entred, 

and fo the Duke of Milan had that citie. Ml™. 
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This victory ft rake fuch a fear into the Florentines, that they holding themfelues for loft, 
would haue accepted any conditions of peace, had they been neuerfo hard • and fent to de/ire 
the Vcnecians to pure hale the fame for them: but the Duke of Mian, which now allured hi m , 
fclf to be Lordof Florence, refuting to hear them, commanded his Army to march forwards: 
and being in the height of his greatrtes, that God which onelyisablc, and vfeth to abate wens 
pride, meafured his ambitious thoughts • for, hce was fuddenly taken with a pcftilent Feuer 
whereof within fewe daics after hedied :and notwithftanding that his death was kept/ecref 5 
yet it was foon difcoucrcd, and the Florentines were freed from the great fear of the feruitude 
which they expend. I knowe well that I haue fpent much timeabout this man: but I doo it 
for that it is a notable matter to lee to what great power this Duke tyrannically, in defpight of 
Kings and Emperors which were his aduerfaries, attained; and for as much as hee wasafub- 
jeti of the Empire, whereof this Hiftory is, it may bee faid to be of rhefubftance of thef^. 
Hiftory. 

This Prince Iohn Gal b as Vifcount, Duke of Milan, was tall of ftature, of a faire and 
comely afpeft, indifferently well feen in the liberali Aits and Sciences, very well fpoken, of a 
quick and lhat p vvir, hardy and valiant in Arms, and therewith very politick and fubtile in his 
aftipns; but he was foambitious and defirous to raign and coinmand,that to attain thereto, he 
fet ting a fide the fear of God, made no queftion to attempt any means, juft or vniuft whatioeuer 
fohe might obtain his purpofes 5 which were lo many and fuch, that I cannot delcribe them! 

It is certain that he acquired much ofwhat he ddired : for, before his death hee was Lord of 
nine and twenty Cities in Italy j which were, Milan, Pauia,tMonjrigal, Nouarra , Bercelh, Alba, a- 
qu't, Alexandria, Tmena, Drobb, Placencta, Parma, Rezzo, Bologna, Pi/a, Siena,Marfa, GrojfetoyClu. 
fa, Perugia, A fa Nocera, Lodi, Feltre, Vicenza, Krona, Brefcia, Bergamo,Como, Cremona and Crcmt, 
befides the Towns and Gaftlcsfubica and appertaining to thefe Cities, which were very ma¬ 
ny. He died in the month of Nouember, in theyeer of our Lord onethouland, foure hundred 
and two. 

This mighty Duke left two fonnes behinde him, the cldeft of which was called I o h n Ma¬ 
il i a Vifcount i and the other, Philip Maria Vifcount: to the elder he left by hisTe- 
ftament the title of Duke, and the Ciry of Mian, with all the Towns and Cities within the iurif- 
diftion thereof; and out of it the Cities of Bologna, Siena, Perugiaan d A fa To his fecond fon 
Philip he left the Cities of Pauia, Verona, Vicenza, and other places: and to a baftard fonne, 
whofename was G a b it i a l, he left the City of Pt/a. Which diuifton made to his Ions was 
imputed vnto him for a great ouerfight,and was after very prciudiciall tothateftate: for, the 
two brothers difagrecing, it came to decay and ruinc; for they w ere foyong, that the eldeft of 
them was but fifteen ycers old ;fo as there pi efentlybcgannc factions and partakings between 
them and the widow Duchclfe their mothcr-in law, and their kinred and fauourites, about the 
gouernment and command. Finally (for that irwoi-kibcc Jong to relate) the matter grew to 
thatiflue, that as loon asthedilcord was knowne to be between the heads, all the members be¬ 
came fo out oforder,as the greateft part of the Cities rofe and rebelled againft the Duke; fome \ 
with thofe which firft held them, and others with the new Captains and Tyrants: fo as what 
in the time of the Duke was held for the greateft euill (which was, To beefubietft to one) Tee¬ 
med afterwards to be the leaft, by reafon of the multitude of Tyrants, and the wane and gveas 
difeord which enfued: for, in Cremona arole Veoi in o Cavalcabo, andPANDvi- 
pho Malathsta with Brefcia and Berga 5 1 J iiu i p A r celuno in Placencta • 
Pavio Gvittigi with Luca jFacino Canb with VsrceUt, Alexandria, and other 
places; the S v a r d i in Bergamo ; Fogliano R1 * c o n l m Como • Gianino Ve¬ 
na t s SB itl Lodi • G b o r a b Be n zone in Crema • Otho Vitale in Parma : and 
others/ought to do the like in other places ias 3 the Cakemusi & thofe of Scala fought to 
make them/elues Lords of Verona and Padoa: in fuch forr, that the ftatc of Iohn Maria, the 
new Dnkcof Milanywas in great combuftion and danger‘and what did 1110 ft bmt,was his owne 
tyrannicall condition: for he (as a proud cruell boy) beheaded fundry of the chief men of that 
Country. He alio apprehended his mother, and committed many other infolencies, which in 
the end coll him his life: whereof being reprehended by a feruant and fhuourite of his, which 
told him that he was vftliketo his Anceftors,he ycelded a rcafon anfiverable to his aftions, wil¬ 
ling him to let him alone; for,that houle or family could not be accounted excellent or famous 
Which produced not men of all conditions. Thus, what the father had gotten by his valour 
and policy, t he fonne loft by his weaknes and cruelty; for, befides the aboue-named Townes

wm ,being his familiar friend, and one who had aflifted him both with counfdl and Armes, 
hepoifoned him to getVerona,and afterwards caufed his Tons Ant h o n y and B r v n o to be 
rrccheroufty murtheredi He alfo attempted Vinceniia : but they hating his tyrannic craued pro- 
teftion from the Venccians, who imb racing this occafion, cooke Armes againft him, befieged 
him in Padoua,and in the end forced him toyeeld; fo as he with.two of his Tons were ftrangled 
bv the Vcnecians. By this vi&ory they got Padoua, Verona, Vmcentia, with otherTowncs. 
y But P h 1 l 1F , his fucceflor, reuenged his brothers death arid expelled fome of the tyrants-, 
herccouered Bergamo and Brefcia- hauing chafed away M a l a t b s t a , and Lodi,by the taking 
and happing of Vbnatbsb. He got Placentia and flew fome of the Archl.ani and ba* 
niflied the reft. Hecaft FuanchinoRvsc a outofc^.-.wirh a promife of reward,he got 
Cremona hauing taken Gab. Fv n d v li, neglecting thofe which lay farther off. Letthisfuf- 
ficefor his eftate,and now to our purpofc; ; 

The Emperour Robert going into Germany (as isbeforcfaid) applied himieit to the paci¬ 
fying thereof: for befides the antient controuerfiesbecweene the cities( as'beforc is fpecified> 

In thofe dates many great men in Hungary through the old hatred which they long beforehad 
concerned againft Siqisuvno their King, for the cruell execution which he caufed to.be 
done in the beginning Of his raigne, rebelled againft him, and they apprehending him com¬ 
mitted him in a Caftle to the cuftodie of a widow and her two fonnes; whofc father he had put 
to death. Si o ismvnd being thus prifoner, they fent to Ladislavj King of Naples tb 
come and take poflc/fion of thatKingdome,to whom it belonged : who although hee was not 
throughly confirmed in theKingdome of Titles, yet moued with an ambitious defire to raigne 
and to commaund, he made th c greateft hafte thither that he could 5 and leauing2^^/became 
I i nto StaHonia, where, in a citic fubie« 5 t to theKingdome of Hungary, he was crowned and pro-, 

1 claimed King: but in the meanetime Sigismvnd vfed fuch meaner with the widow and 
1 her fonnes,that they releafed him outofprifon^nd being at liberty, - with the aide o r his friends 
and many others which he reduced to his fcruice,he recouered his Kingdom; and Ladi s l a- 
vs being thereof aduertifed, without proceeding any further (his hope andpurpofe failing 
J,im) returned to hisKingdome of Naples: but before his departure, ini requitall.of hisgood 
entertainment, he fold to the Vcnecians that citiewhereih he was harboured. For all there mat- 
fersCas itappearcth by the hiftorics) his brother Wbncbslays King of Bobemiaand de- 
pofed Emperour, took little care - for he had enough to doc to hold himfclfc in hisKingdome- 
and as little is written ofwhat the Emperour Robert did herein,or in the cruell warresbe- 
tweene the Swiflers and the Duke of Attftriay.be originall and ifluc;whereofwere long to be re¬ 
lated. It feems he was otherwife bulled in the Empires affairs; whereof,feeing it was in peace, 
no notable matter is written •, and matters offmall importancearenot worth reading: f^eer^ 
tairicly although it be the blefling of God to Hue in peaceable times, and vnder the rule of good 
kings and princes for the time pre/entjyet the hiftories of them after their death are nothing de- 
Hghtful.and commonly men take inore pleafure in reading of battailes,alterations of kingdoms,: 
the fallcs of Kings and tlieir eftates, then in hiftorics of peace,iuftice,and quiet times: and this. 
is the reafon why bookes oflies and fables are read with fuch delight, for that they arc full of 
fuch fained accidents and aduentures. True ic isthat thofe times were not without matter*, 
worthie r© be related : butforafmuchasthcy conCerne not the Emperour ,-1 am not fo write 
them in this hiftory.. . . „ 

The Emperour Robert raigning in peace in Germany, in the fift yeere of his raigne Pope. 
Boniface died in Kerne, in the yeere of our Lord 1404.* and he being dead the Cardinal! of 
S.Crcjfwas chofen & called Innocent the Seucnth, who before Was called C o s m o. } B a^ : 
n a Die t the Thirteenth liuing ftill in Attinm. Before that In no c a * was chplen,all 
the Ca rdinals fware and promifed, that whether lbeuer of them fhould happen to be made 
Pope.he fliould doe his belt endeuour to end the fchifine in the Church,-and this I n n o c e n^ 
t i v s fware the fame: but after that he was Pope, he vfedno fuch care therein as was expend.

»«»,anlwered, that the quell ion was between him and Pope Cmto.r, whether of them 
two fhould be Pope: wherefore they could not,neither did it appei taine to them to determine 
thecaufe j and that he marnei ed at their preemption in attempting the fame. Pope Gtiso- 
* v alfo fent thettr word that they well knew him to be right Pope and canonically chofemand 
therefore they neither could nor ought to call a Councelfwitbout his authority,for it appertai- 
ned vntohim,and that he would not haue it held in rfo, but in fome other place; andthar they 

wereboundtogotothatplacewhichhefhouldappoint,which wasr o^u/Uea, whither hee

The 
fchifme for all this ceafed not,but encteafed: for in lieu of two Popes now there were three.and 
cachofthem held his court apart, and had Cardinals,and many followers • but the new chofen 
Pope had the greatell; and ftrongeftpartie *. and Pope Gregory ivandring vp and downe 
remained fora fpace in Gaeta, (for L a d i s i a vs King ofNaples was his friend) but in the end 
he came to Kjirimino s where Charles Malatbsta Lord ofthat citie harboured him » 
hethere continuing vntill the Councell of Conflance. Pope Alexander went to Bologna •

that Pope I o h n (being thenin Rome) wasglad to make peace with him* and Lad h l a v 9 
fcnttoyecld him obedience: but as it appeareth fainedly, fptj within few daies after he came 
vndercolor of other occasions with an Aimy into the territory of Rome, and entiedthe City by 
force; and Pope Iohn hauing no power to make head againft him, fled to Florence • fo as the

Afterwards there were o- 
thcr meetings between thefc Princes and this Popeabout the fame matter, but to no cfFeft • for 
Benedict notwithftandingtheKingof ^Jrragens entreaty, and the Ambafladors from 
the King of France^ for the fame purpoie deferring the conclusion with dclaiesjdeparting^oin 
Perfinian, went to Coltbre : where imbarking himfelfe in a Galley, without any flay (notwithftan- 
dingthatthe King and the Emperor by theirLetters defired the contrary) he went thence by J 
Sea to Penifcola, which is a little Towne (but very throng) in the countrey of pUleue/aiti Spat tie, 
vpoh the Sea coaft 5 whither both the Emperor and king of^rrAg** fent vnto him; but he per- 
fitting obftinate, the king vpon the ftft oflanuary, in theyeer of our Lord, 1416, reie&ing him, 
denyed him to bee Pope. 

This being publithed,the Emperor and the Atnbaffadors took their way towards Canftme : 
and in his rcturnc (as I guefle) was his iourney to the Kings of England and of concerning 

Pope Bbni Dicr; forbyrheHiftoriesitapperethnot when it was, but it feemeth to be at 
hisreturne,for he came not to Cenliance vnrill the beginning of the yecre of our Lord, one 
thoufand foure hundred and fcuentccnc, hairing fpent one whole yeer vpon the way betweenc 
Sgoineand Genjlance $ being one yeerand a halfeafter his departure from the Councell to goe 
this iourncy.Thofc which write that he/pent three yeers therein are to beexcufed/or he took | 
partofallthreeyeers,towit,i415,1416,and 1417. The Emperor andthcAmbalTadors be* p 
ing returned, and the Councell hauing at large heard their relation, theyrelolued to proceede *! 
againft Pope Benedict, as againft a rcbell, and one whom they ncuer had held for Pope j jj 
andhisaccufation was fignified vnto him, with a new charge to renounce: but heCpeififting in | 
his obftinacy) was denounced for no Pope, but an Hcr?tick,a fchifmatick,and a fcandalous per- jj 
turber of the vnity and vniuetlall peace of the Chriftian Church and Common-wealth; f 
Andthe Kingdoms of Cajlile, Nmrre, and Portugall , which vntillthen had been at his deuoti- \ 
on r reie&ed him. £ 

The Gouncell(by reafon of the renunciations madeby Iohn and G r boor r ,and B a- u 
nidict being depriued) holding the Papacy for voide, determined to chufe a new Pope* j- 
and appointing hue Prelates of fiue fcuer.ill nations, to wit, French, Englifli, Spanifh, Italian f 
and Dutch, to theie, together with the Patriarch ofConfiantinople^ and to the Cardinals which | 
had chpfen the other Popes, the Councell gauc order to choofe a Pope* all which agreeing to- j- 
gether, chofe Cardinall Otho de Celunna, and he was called M a r t i n the fift. This Mar- • 
tin being cho/en(to auoidealloccafion offcruple) ordayned that cuery tenth yeer a Coun- 
cell ihould be held, and that the firft (hould begin at the end of fiue yecrs,and that all the bene- | 
ficcsgiuen by the three Popes before that Iohn and Or i gory renounced,and B bn b- |<] 
dict was depriued, ftiould he confirmed. After this, in the fiue and fortith Se/fion, in the | j 
moneth of Aprill, in the yecre of our Lord., one thoufand foure hundicd and eighteene, j'-i 
three yecres and a halfe after the beginning ofthis Councell, it was diftolued, and the Pope 
tooke his way towards Rome, and all the reft towards their Countries. At this time the Em- <

Th e Emperor hauing nc\yly redeemed the Marquifate of Brandenhurgh, from Wiuiam 
Lantzgraue of Turinge \ to whom Iodocys, Marquette oftMorauia, his cofen germane, had 
pawned it when he afpired to the Empire, the fame with the Eledtorall dignity he fold to F R a- 
p. b rick Burgraueof Noremhergh, a Prince of knowne wifHome, magnanimity, loyaltie and 
authority, hauing deferued well both ofthe Emperor and Commonwealth, for foure hundred 
thoufand Crowns; with this condition, that if.thc Emperor fliould haue a fonne, it (hould then 
be law full for him to redeem if. And yet in this fale the price was not fo much regarded , as the 
rewards# Frederic k*s vercuesand merits,who had done Sigishvhd great feruices, 
and vndeigone many dangers forlhinu Thcrei is one memorable thing written of this F r «-

on,and will honor and loueyou,who by your lath will bequeath reftto me and cares to him. A 
notable example in old Fred brick, not of fatherly attention, but of wifedome, prouidinc 
for the publike ; andofmodefty in Iohn the fonne, yeelding to his fathers judgement tou¬ 
ching the fuccefiion, without any froward oppofition. 

This being ended, the Emperor wentro pacific the troubles in Bohemia , where rhe follow* 
ersof Io n« hi v s s a and Ibrom of Prague which were,burnt at the Councell o fCentime 
wereoffuchpowcrthatthcy pulled down feme Churches and Monaftcries,which did moiea- 
bound m Ubrnta then in any kingdome in all Chi:iftendom 5 the King hauing little meanes to 
redreffe thefame. I fay King, ForWiNCEjuvi who had been Emperor,liued vntill this 
time, who holding not himfelfe to be in fafety in the City of Prague, retired himfelfe to a mod 
ftrong Cattle, about hue miles from thence , and being there the Hmfitcs rofe and committed 
| many infolencies : Which King Wbnceslavs pcrcciuing, he fent to his brother the 
Emperor (as at other times he had done) for aide, about the time that the Councell brake vp 
| at; conjtme : but hewasforefolued to goto the wanes againft the Turkcs which annoyed him 
[ in Hungary, or peraduenture in hope to be reuenged for the battaile which he loft againft them 
before that he was Emperor, which I write not for chat it maketh nothing to my purpofei the 
! which he did contrary to his duty, and therein had illfucceftc, and in Bohemia worle, for pre- 
fently after this. King Wencu u vs dying without Ieauing any fucccttoor but his wife 
theQueenc,the Emperourwasfcnt for to take polfettion of that Kingdom : bur defirous to re¬ 
new the war re againft theTurks, wherein moft commonly he had il lfucceffe, lice would not 
come 5 thinking to entertainethe matter by Gouernors which he fent thither ; wherein he er¬ 
red,for that occafion being loft, the troubles encreafed 5 and there arofe one John Cjjca, atoapuA* 
aman of a noble houfe and very expert in the warres, whom the Huffitcs made their Capline, 
to whom out of Prague and other parts thereto ad joyning^ came 40 oo o of the Huifites , who inmhemiA ‘ 
not content with the fubuerdng of Monaftcries and pulling down of Images ,pofl'c(re<i them* 
felues ofthe forci efles of that City, and being matters ofthe field, took the towne of Relt&iha. 
and other towns and caftles. j, . p 

Cz s c a belbre the comming ofthe Emperors Gouernors, was grown fo mighty^thatthev 
were conftraincd to make peace with him and with the Hufiitcs, to the end that they. Ihould 
Siu ?yP and other Caftles, which they defired to haue vntill the Emperouts commingi, 

which was Ihoitly after s wherwith far greater accidents enfiied,^when peace and qiiietnels was 
hopedior s as we will declare after that we haue madefome relation ofthe ftate of the Empire 
m Italte, wherein they now knew no Emperor but in name only ; and likewife of the comming, 
and fuccclfe ofthe new Pope, ./ , - - 

The Councell being dilToIued 5 Pope Marti n notv/ithftanding that heviras diuerflw 
coimftlled, (by fomc,thathe/hould continue in Germany, and by others, in France) remained 
nrmeinhis resolution to goe into Italy and to Hwe,allcagingthat he w hich gouerneth thefhip, 
ought to fit at the Helmc, and not in the Prow, neither in the mid (hip. In condufion,be de¬ 
parted from Germany the fame yeer that he was chofen, and came di redly to t Milan ,* for Duke 
Philip (who by his policy and valour was grown very mighty) was his friend. At chat time 
Philip was bufied in the warres againft Pancviph Malatbsta, whd withheld 
3 « 24 »wand Brefcii from him, and againft Garrimo Fondvu, who held Gremcm j and 
againft other Lords which held other places which had been his fathers, the mighty Iohn 
GA z.As^andwereloftinthcCimeofhisbrother Iohn Mar 1 a ; in which warres Ph 1* 

11 ' good fuccefle, that he recouered all thofe eftates, and was aftenvardes bne.of the 

moft puiftanr princes ofthe world,and was Lord alfo of Genoa. He poftefled the ftate of 1 Milan 
vntill he died, which were two and thirty yeers,in which timehe had great wars with the Ve» 
nccians and Florentines, and with other Princes 5 wherfore of neceftiry we muft fom'etifoes 
make mention of him. ’? ioU. ; 

From 'Milan the Pope came to Fhrme, but could not goe to Rome, for that one 1 B r a cci o 

Ee e 4 Mon- 
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Moilforno (an excellent Captain,and of very great power) in the timeof Stden>m»ie,and 
of the Councell, had taken the City of Perugia, and the Territory thereof, and many other 
Towns in the iurifdi&ion of JRaiae: and many others of his condition ioyned with him -To as 
there was no fafe paflfagc for the Pope to Rome, wherein the faid B r a c c i o M o n t o n i 0 
had a ftroifg party. Bucac the interceflion of the Florentines, which were mediators between 
them, B*accio Montonio afterwards fubmitted himfelf to the Pope, and rendered 
fome Towns whiclfhe had taken j and the Pope made him his Generali againft Bologna which 
rebelled: which by him,and by Gabriei Cardinall of Saint C l h m e n r, was reduced 
to the Popes obedience. ' ' 

In thofe dates (but fomewhat before this time) Balthasar Co s s a, which nadbee« 
pope Iohn (who renounced his Papacy in the Cobncell of Canftam, of whom Pope M a r- 
t i n flood in no fmall fear Chat he would haueattempted fomc alrerarion by taking vpon him 
as Pope, and would haue renewed the fchifm) came into Italy, and finding fauor and entertain¬ 
ment among fomeof his friends,would hot intermeddle in any matter • but of hisowneaccoid 
withoutany fafe conduct or other agreement, at fuch rime as no man thought thereof, came 

voluntarily to Florence where the -Pope lay -and comming into hisPalace,kift his foot, and ac¬ 
knowledged him for Pope, Saint Pst br’s Succeflor, and Christs Vicar • whereupon, 
Pope M a r t i n made him a Blfhop and a Cardinall: but he, within few months after dying, 
was in Florence moft folenmly buried, by the procurement (principally) of C o s m o de Medb 
cU,a rich and noble Citizen therof,and chief of the houfe and family of the Medicf s, whofe be¬ 
ginning (as’it is written) was through the treafure and riches which hee inherited from this 
Balthasar C oss A^otherwifc calledPope Iohn. 

Pope M a r tim, knowing what troubleswere in the Kingdome of Bohemia, foughtby his 
Buis to haue pacified the matter: but feeing it was comn to blowes, the friendihip betwixt him 
and the Emperor Sigismvnd was foorr after broken* In thofe dates came to Rome L e vv- 
b s, Duke and Earl of Proue/icefonto the other Laws s deceafed,toreceiuc from 

the Pope the titlesuidinueflitcfeofthe Kingdome of Naples, againft Queen l o an, filler and 
heir to King L a d i slavs - being called thither by the Pope for the fame purpofo,through 
henill gouernmertt and tyranny, bur chiefly for that ihe ioyned with Braccio Monro- 
•. ni N I 0 ypnd made Wan e vpOh him, and for other matters too long to relate. The Pope procee- 
' ' ding againft h ! cf,ahd holding her vnworthy tp enioy the feudatory lands of the Church, fent 

for Duke L a v? e s, offering hinithe Kingdome of Naples :but Qu,een I o a n, being thereof 
pdoWtifcd/adopted A l o n z b King of ^ 4 fragon(wh& was alfo King of Sicilia) whom ihcc 
called to iier aid, and to the fucceflio \ in that Kingdome • who came accordingly. The Queen 
afterwards (according to her natmall condition) falling at oddes with him, and reuoking the 
adoption w<hich foe had made of A l o n z o, adopted the fame Lewes whom the Pope

Thefe things patted in Italy, where the Emperors were now of fmall power ; and in <?<rmt- 
*7, the wa ires which the Turk made in Hungary being affwaged, the Emperor refolued (though 
late) to comeintO Bohemia\ to take poMon of that Kingdome j whither if hee had prefently 
comnj it is very likely that the troubles there had been pacified: for,at his commingto Brim, 
which is in Mtrauia, Ambalfadors came to him from Prague to fubmir themfducs,and tofuefor 
pardon 3 which he entertained and heard* and proponing certain tolerable conditions^ granted 

themiagenerall pardon ithenewes whereof were veryloyfull to the Inhabitants of that City

terwards by Letters abd ddaics temporized wirh him many dales in Parma and in Placentia^ yet 
ndtftuniihitig him with ftich things as he had promifed* againft the Florentines ; who, as ene«

the inftigation of Duke Philip he came againft him. Thc'Emperor,without fpeaking with 
the Duke^iri thebeft manner that he could came ro Z^ 5 and notwithttanding that the Pope 
litidthe Florentines fought to ftay him, yet he, afterfoihe accidents which hapned between the 
fouIdicrs-Ofthe one and other fide, came to Sim > where he ftaied fix mOnetlvs: in which time 
he came t6 a compofition With the Pope, many ambaftages paffing between them in themean 
feafon 5 foas he peaceably departing tow ards Rome, was therein folemnly rectiucd, and with 
great folemnity crowned by the hands of the Pope, vpon thelaft day of May in theycer of our the natron? 
lord 143X; and after fome treaties he took his Icane to return into Germany Hy thevvay hevvas Si R ifmurul . 
entertain ed in Ferrara and eMantoa, by their Lords and Dukes (the warres continuing in Italy, lyZvoiS™ 
asbefore) wherein pafled many great matters: the principals were the Florentines and Vene¬ 
tians which made war againft the Duke of (Milan, who now was becomLord of Genoa, the 
Which hce tooke by meanes of the diffenlion and difeotd that grew bctwectie the Inhabi¬ 
tants , - 

Whifftthe Emperor was in Italy J nthe Councell at B^Imany matters were treated of, but 
Had nor yet token filch effe(ft as they defired; for, the Huffitcs perfifting conftant in their opi- 
biohs, the Gbuncellfeht thither certain learned men, fuch as well knew the Country, who by 
flattery arid Fair means fought to haue feduced ihe Bohemians * in w horn they fomtimes found 
hopeof peace, and at Other times fignes of warre: and fo the cafe continuing asdoubtfull as be- 
ibiejir pka/ed God that by.fecret means vr.knowne to man,thcre grew fome fufpicion 6c iea- 
louue between the Nobility ofthat Kingdome (whereof one M e n a n d er was the chiefe) 
and the Tabor ites and the Hufiites (notwithftanding that fome of the Nobles were Hulfites)* 
butin tht eiidkgrieued them alltobcgouemedby P r o c o p i v s, a man of bafe parentage,' 
who being Generali of the Taborites, commanded all ; and by another Procop 1 v s cAlfd 
the yonger. Captain of the Huffitcs. After char they had long murmured at the matter, they 

fummoned a Parliament to be held by all the eftatesofthe Realm, vnder pretext to fet fome 
order in the gouernment ; for they were dilcontcnted with the violences and infokncics daily 

commitrcd. Finally, the Parliament was aftcmbled, and a Noble-man and nobly defended, 
although of mean eftate, whofe name was Aigion, was nominated and made their Gouer- 
hor, and he prefently vndertook the gouernment. And although he had the title and outwavd 
Ihew, yet all was done by the order and direction of Mi n and br the chief of the Nobili'- 
ty. HeerwiththeHufsitesandtheProcopii vverefo much difeontent, that the matter caWe to 
blowes, I cannot deferibe ail that patted 5 for there were many notable accidents ; but I wil tell 
you the euent thereof. 

When the Emperor, coming out of Italy into Germany, was vpon his way towards Bajtl, hee 
Vndei flood that between the Pope and the Court cell there was great difeord ; for, the Pope d#«^ 
percciuing that the Councell began to treat of many matters again ft his authovityand dignity, twxtthrpoj/e 
commanded it to bedifTolued,and to be transferred to Bologna^ and the Counccll,rejecting his * 
cominandements, wduld notaccompli/b what he rec^uired, but made other aefts and ftatutes to * J * 
his difgrace. Whereupon many matters pafted,and the Emperor came to the Councelli and 
there heaving the matter debated, made a reconciliation between them r and the Pope againe 
ratified the Councell 3 yet they afterwards fell further at variance, as you fliall hear .* for, thole. 
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of the Cou tied I, refusing ro make an end, continued the Councell a longtime in de/pfteof the 
Pope: but the Emperor by his authority in the beft manner that he could took vp the matter. 
and vndeiftand.ing ofthe warres between the Nobility and the Huflitcs in Bohemia folding the 
fume for the moft allured mean for him to recouer that Kingdom,wcnc from Bafil to,vlm : where 
he was aduertifed of a battell fought between them, wherein the Lords had the-victory, and 
therein were both the Procopii (Captaincs of the Huflitcs and Taborircs) flame, with niany 
thoufimds of others; and a great number were taken prifoners: and they found themcanes aL 
terwards to kill or burn all thofe which were taken, or efcaped from the bat tell. The Emperor, 
vndertadiog heerof,fent his Ambafladorsinto Bohemia, to perfwadethc Nobility tp obey and 
rccduehim for their King, forthatof right it appertained to him,as to thefonne and brother to 
the Kings of Bohemia. And it p leafed God to work fuch an alteration in the hearts of L the Bohe¬ 
mians, that they fent their Ambatfadors to Ratisfanc, whither the Emperor was gon from rime ,. 
to whom they gaue order to recciue him for their King and foueraign Lcfrd: and they, agreed 
with him concerning his coming into Bohemk 5 and he there ratified the conditions Concluded 
by thofe of the Councell with the Bohemians, concerning points of religion 5 which in fumme 
was,thatthat theBohcmians wholly fubmitfed rhcmfelues to the Church of Rme, and that 
they,bclecuingas itdid, forfookall matters in queftioji, except communicating ynder both 
kindesof bread and wine ; which was granted them vpon this condition,that the matter fliould 
be referred to the determination of the Coimcell: and all other matters concerning Church- 

rents and goods, and other ecclcfiafticall benefices, were concluded andagreed vpon. 

Thefe matters being ended, the Emperor within fewe daks after peaceably entring BehmU % 
waswith feafting and great folemnity, vpon tl\e fourth day of Auguft;in the yeer of our Lord 
143 6, rccciucd into the City of Prague: he had been there but a fewe daics fpace, but ther was : 
fo great an alteration, that it feemed a new world, and another kindeof people: for,notwith- ; 
(landing that there remained fome of the fed of the Hulfitcs,yet the greateft and moft common 
werePapifis. The Temples which had been fpoiled and ruinated were new built, and thofe 
which were defaced were repaired, and the Altai s were decked with Images and Reliques,and 
the Monks and Friers tciumed totheir Couents and Cloifters • finally, all was reftored to the | 
former order. Of the pretended Hcrcticks, which would not be conucrted,fomc fled for fcarc ? 
of imprisonment, and to others a time was limited wherin they fliould recant-and againftfudi 
as perfifted conftanf, the Emperor proceeded: forhisfuccefsheerin , Pope Ev c bn jvj fent 
him a Rofe of gold, who at that time commanded the Councell at Bafil to bee diflblued, and a jj 
enerall Councell to be held at Ferrara $ where they expelled the Emperour of Confantinyle: 
ut the Councell of Bafil, holding themfelues to be aboue the Pope, would not obey him,nci- jj 
therbediflolued. . ij 

The Emperor being now fhrecfcore and tenyeers old, and tired with warres and troubles }' 
both before and after he was Emperor (which were more than Ihaue written) began to wax r 
feeble and fickly • and perceiuing deathto approach, he was aduertifed that his wife (confide- j; 
ring that he was old, and could not Hue long, and that he had but one daughter which was mar- J 
nedto Albert of %^/luJlria) fought,as foon as he fliould be dcad,to marry with theKingof : 
faland; and that theBoheinians fliould rake him and her for King and Queen. For redrefs heer- ;; 
of, and being fomewhat iealous of the Bohemians for matters part, he fent for the Noblc-men r 
of Hungary which came with him into Bohemia 5 to whom in feeret (adueitifing them of what l 
paflfed) he recommended his daughter and fon-in-law, and made them to promifo to take them 
for their King and Queen after his dec cafe. Andnotwithftanding that he was very fick,yet hee 
caufed him felt to be carried out of Prague towards Hungary , where he defired to die; bucking 
vnabfe to reach thither, he was carried to his daughter and fon-in-law in Morauia, who hy his 
gift, poflefTed that Prouince, which came to meet him in the City ofZemmia; whither alfb 
came his wife the Emprefle, who thereby his commandement was apprehended. The Empe¬ 
ror within fewe daics after, in the'37 yeer ofhisRaign, vpon the day of the conception of our 
Lady, in the yeer of our Lord 1437, died. And fo ended this Prince both his life and troubles > 
who although he had vnfortunate fuccefle, efpecially in Arms and warres, yet he failed in no- 

j*un<£, thing that belonged to a wife and valiant Knight. ThisEmperormighf well be paralleld with 

the antient O r h o b s and C h a r l e s , for the excellency of his wit, piety, wifedome, 
greatnesofmindc,induftiy, dexterity of counfell, and patience in labor, if fortune had been 
answerable to h is wife resolutions and commendable attempts, and that God had not denyed 
fuccdTc to his iuft and neceflary Arms againft the Turk. He returned no more to theft Turkilb 




wars,being hindred with inteftine combuftions, and terrified (as l.concciue) with the remem- 
br anceoftwo ouerthrowesj and although he deft red to be revenged ofchcle cruell and Barba¬ 
rous edemies, yet he durft nbtmake triall of a third battell. He delighted much in the reading 
ofHiftories. He had always this Saying in his mouth, He knowes pot howtp raign, tjisic caii- 
iiot'dilfemble 5 meaning, that he muft not do all thirigsacccrding to His own c will, Hehatcd d 
flatterer as the plague; but jwhen as a (lander by did blame the Emperor, faying that hee was 
gouerhed by flatterers 3 hebnfvveied, So it Fals out in Courts: thofe wliorii wee hate mbit and 
feek cci fhun, we are forced (0 obey. Speaking of gouernmenr, hc.yas wont to fay,that all men 
refufed to pra&ift any Art which they had not learnd • hut no* hrtmiefuftd to comruand,which 
jsthe moft difficult of all Arts. Bleffed were Kings on earth, if hauing excluded proud men 
from all gouernmenr, they drew into their Courts fuch as are miide and gtaue. And when j ks 
‘his Courtiers did blame the railing of the German multitude, who commonly fpakc ill of their 
Princes j fnhiling he anfwettd, t)oyou think it ftrange that they fpcakili, when as we dbd ill? 
In his youth he was vindicatiue 3 but age and experience tempered this heat : wherefore one 
cxpoftulating with him, that he not oncly pardoned his enemies, but alfo fauoufed dnd aduan - 
ced them j Thou, faid he, thinkcftic a benefit to kill an enemy, for that there isnotany danget 
inadcadman.-butlkillanencmiewhenlfparehiin 5 and I make him my friend when I ad- 
uancehim. He was twicemarried,firfl:to Mary daughter ro the King ofHungary,by whom 
he hadf chat Kingdome; the iecond time with Barbara, daughter to the Earle of Cilid, by 
whom he had his daughter I $ ab el which was his heir, and married to Aubrt One of 
the Dukes of t^drijlria, who then was Lord and Marquefle of Marauia. His wife after His death 
was fer at liberty; but fpending her daics infamoufly, in the end flic died of th ; e plague. . 

Theftatcof/r^when Sigismvnd died was foconfufed and out oforder, that except I 
fliould relate the whole, I cannot exprefle the fame in fuch fortaS it may be vnderftood. Duke 
Philip of Mian, being an enemy to Pope Evghnivs, fauoiired the Councell of : 
and the Florentines and Venecians fupported the Pope againft him. There were other warres 
among them ; wherein the moft famous Captains were, Francis Sforcb before na¬ 
med,and NicnoiAs Pichinimo. Alonso King of 1 jirhgon (Queen I b a n e 
and Lewes being dead) contended with R e n b, L e w b s his brother, about the King¬ 
dom of Naples, A little before that Lewes died,K. Alonso and his brother the King of 
hmrrc being taken in a battell by fea, and with them many other Lords by the fleet of the Ge- 
noais, were carried prifoners to Duke Philip of Milan, who then was Lord of Genoa 5 who, 1 
{hewing his magnificence, releafedthem,andfet them at liberty: which the GenOais took iri 
/o ill parr, that they reuolting made themfelues free from the Duke. 

In thofe daies were cruell wars between the Kings of kngUnd and France ; and among!! the

But he tould not make any peace or union between the Cony, cels which were held 
tn titsttpte, one in Baft l without the Pope, the other in Ferrara where the Pope wat in p erf on ; which Cauncellwas after• 
wards ended in Florence. Hetookjsirmsagainfl Amurath King of the Turks, in the behalf of the T)i(pote of Ser¬ 
ai* : but , being in a little village vpon his way, he 0lied ofDyfenteria, hauing raigned but afmallt imc .

H E fame day that the Emperor Sioiimvno died, his

And 
ioraimuch as there cameridings of the coming of A m vr.a>t h the great Turk with a great 
power into Hungary, Ai mr was conftrainedto Ieauc Gouerneis in Bohemia,M to take his 
J a y thitherward,with a determination to leuie forces and to fight with the Tui ksjnotwithftan- 1 
TO. that he was counfelled by many to the contrary, being feared with the infortunate battell 
•pught by the Emperor .S ioumyhd. But notwithftanding all their admonitions and per- 
ivvaiions, nothing could diuert the Emperor, fo great a defire had he to fight; and that which 
moreincrcafed his refolurion, was, that the Difpote of^M.fleeing from A m v r a t H.camc 
into Hungary> to implore aid and fuccor to relieue and vnfet his fonne which was befiesed in the 
<-ity otstndenm, fituate vpon the fide of the riuer Datmbius, which the Turk held hefteged, 
and put it to great diftrefle: wherefore the Emperor refolued <0 raife his forces for that iour* 
ney, wb/ch was in the yeerofour Lord 1439. i . 

At this time the difeord and contention between the Councell of lafihnd the Pope grew 
more violent; for, notwithftanding the Popes commandements to difialue (it hauing now 

con- 
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continued eight or nine yeeres fincc it fit ft began ) they held,and refufing to be d/tfblued,cited 
the Pope to make his perloriall appearance before them. In this Councell they difputed long 
of the authority and power of the Popes and in the end they decreed that the authority of the 
Councell was aboue the Pope, and that they might difplacc the Pope 5 and thatnot onely Bi- 
fhops, but other learned and godly men fhould haue their voices. Hereupon E v g i n r y s fin¬ 
ding that this Decree would/hake the Popes authority, and that the Councell would arrogate 

more liberty then he thought fit,he refolued to diftbluc it.' 

The Pope hereupon fummoned agenerall Councell to be held in Ferrara, which was the 
yeercbefore (by his commandement) begun by the CardinallS. Crcje, wbirherthe Pope 
himfelf came in perfon. Here was that which had neuer beene feene ( a fchifme of Gouncels) 
for tho(eoffi<i/i( would not giueouer, yet many which had been there came to Ferrara, lathe 
Councel of Bajil Were many difputations and arguments concerning this matter.To the Coua- 
ccll of Ferrara came Iohn Paleolocvs, Emperor ofCotffiattt'mapLe, with a grea't number 
of Greeke Prelates,notwithftanding that thofe of B4yi/foughtto haueinduced him to come thi¬ 
ther : but a great plague falling amongft them at Ferrara, the Pope remoued the Councellto 
BUrtnct * where the Greeks and their Emperour fubmitted them fellies to the Latines , touching 
the proceeding of the Holy Ghoft, the third perfon of the Trinitie, which they held to hauc 
proceeded but from the Father onely t and other matters were there handled, vvhich A n r o- 
nznv 8 Archbllhop of Plortssci in his hiftories, and Platina and others writeat large. Buc 
this notwithftanding,thofe of F4/?/pi oce^ded in their Councel againft the Pope ;and although 
the Emperour (ought to bring them to vnity, yet his other affaires were fo great (confidering 
the fmall time he ragined) that he could not effeft it 5 and now worft of all,for he had railed his 
whole power,and was marching with his Army againft the Turk,to free the citie of Stndcmk, 
Being paft Buda, and encamped betweene the riuers Ticitts and Danubm , he was certified that 
the Turk had taken tbefaid citie & had put out the Di spot i’s fonseyes;andAMV a a th 
being aduertifed of his comming,retiring with his Army towards Tbejjalamca, a famous ckieiti 
afterwards many cities in Efire and They alia.

The widovirfitripreffc (& beforeds faid) at the tmife'hfheir husbands^ccea&was with 
childe: and as fo one as he was dead,the Lords of Hungry aflembling together confulted about 
the choofing ofanew King: for fith the Emprefle before had already two daughters, they 
thought not that/he now would haue had a fon : whereupon after many doubts they choo/ing 
iht Kin£ if Vladislavs King of Poland for their King ( yet fome fay it was the Kings brother) fent to 

ItinnS aduertife him thereof. Inthe meane timethat the Ambafladours were vpon their way,rheEm- 
l *y! * prelie was deliucrcd of a fan, who was named Ladisuvsj which when they faw, they 

then wilhed they had not font to the King of Poland : yet they held it more expedient fovthc 
good ofthe Kingdom to haue him for their King, for that he was of age and power to protect 
their countrie, and to gouerne the lame, which would be wanting in the infant'; and they in 
like manner were of opinion that the Bohemians would haue made him their King alio*. 

Standing in this doubt, the King of Poland (to take bepefic ofthe time) in the gteateft hafte 
he could, came into Hungary and was in Buda by thofe which defired to haue him fo receiued 
for their King. In the meane iime, the widow Queene with her new borne fon, together with 
the Earle of Cilia and great part ofthe nobilitie, went to utlk i Regain, where vpon Whit- 
(onday theyoung child was crowned King by rhe Archbifhop ofsertgM/um. 

. Thisfolcmnity being ended,and fealtie fworn to him by thofe which were prefent,as to their 
Lord and King, the Queene with her Ion fearing the inconftancie ofthe Hungars,by the coun- 
fiff of/bme her friends prefently took her way to wards Viena^ and committing him to the pro¬ 
tection ofhisVnclcthe new Emperour, togetherwith thecrowneofthat Kingdoms, which 
Ihe had in her power (which is there held for the belt right to haue the polTeflion thereof) Ihe 
teturned into Hungary ,to fe if fhe might haue the gouernment rherof,during her foris minority. 
Some fay that Ihe fent theyoung King to the Emperor: but howfoeucr it was,the Emperour as I 
his Vnclehad the ward/hip ofthe childe, for to him appertained the protection ofthe houfeof 
In Hungary was great contention who /hould be King: but thofe which took part with 
Vladislavs King of Poland being aflifted by IohnHvnuois Va ivo da (avery 
famous Captaine for thegreat victories which hee bad obtained againftthcTurkes) for that 
time preuailed: and theyoung Ladiuavs, although crowned, remained a long timedif- 
po/Teflcd in the Emperors keeping. Inthe Kingdomeoffiafo/n/rt was no ldfecombu (lions: for 
theEmperoor Alb brt being dead, they in like mannenreated ofthe chufing a new Kings 
and they hauing appointed a day for that purpofe; before the time came, the widow Efnpere/T$ 
wasdeliucred of her fon L a d z s l a v s, and /he prefcnrly vpon her deliuerie fent into Bohemia, 
toenforme the Bohemians ofthe cquitie of her caufe,and to put them in minde that Ihe was the 
daughter of the Emperour Si o i s m^v n d, King ofBehemia 5 and that/heand her husband A i-

■. The Ambalfadours doing what in them lay, found fauotir and afliftants } but Tajcoh 
arid the reftwhich had been Ali i rt’t enemies, weieoffitehauthorityjChatnQtwith/lan- 
ding they confeffed that the child Lad i s lavs had right to the Crowne,yet they alleged 
that he ought not to be King before he was foure and t wentie yeeres of age: and their fentence 
prcuailing,they chofe Albert Duke of Bauiere for their King,who /hewing the greatnes of 
h^s minde, would not accept it: a rare example of magnanimitie, and feldomefeene. The Bo¬ 
hemians meeting againe agreed to fend to entreate the Emperour Frbdbrick; that feeing 
hehad charged himfclf with the protection oftheper/onof the young King, that he would alto 
bepleafed to take vpon him the gouernment of the kingdome of Bohemia : and T a s c o n who 
was one of the Ambafladors, counfelled him to haue made himfelf King thereof * which was a

King VlAbisl a vs being flaine in this manner, the Noble- men and Burgefies ot Ci- 
ticsaflembling,chofethechilde-L a d i s l a vs theirrightSoueraigne, for their King; whd 
(as! /aid) at the age of foure moneths was Crowned in Alba Regalis ; and they hauing proclaimed 
him for their King, fent a folemn Ambaflage to ehtreate the Emperor to permit them to haue 
the cuftody of him, to the end that they might crovVnc him; whereto the Emperor (commen¬ 
ding their doings) anfweved, that there needed no ele&ion, fit h he was their naturall Lord; 
neither was there any neede to erowne him, fith he was already croWned. And foeing that he 
wasbutan infant, and wanted a tutor, vntill that he /hould come to age, he willed them to 
chofe them Gouernors * and he would take careTor his perfon vntill he mould be of yeers fit to. 
joucrti. With this anfwere the Hungars being greatly difeontented, refolued to haue that by 
-Jorce which by faire meanesthey could not Obtainc f And Igiin HvnIades being choiert 
for their Gouernor, came into ^Aujlm to wan e vpon the Emperor, for that he gauc them tioc 
their King} bat finding Sufficient refinance, mlftpf his purpofe.

Francis Sforcb being certified of the death of his father in law Philip, and 
that the Venepians made rhemfclues Lords of thp.counrrie * hafiedJdpi tpCremM y which was 
hisowne townejgiuen him for hia^ues dftwfieyand %tifying,,gafrifoning,andfurnifiiiog 
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the fame with all things needefuli, he went to jPmw, whither being called by the inhabirants, 
be became Lord thereof. The Milanois made him Generall.of their Army againft the Vene- 
cianSj and he accepting the charge, hauing good fuccefTejOuei threw them in battaile: and be¬ 
ing victorious (imitating Octavivs Casar) made peace with them, which they gladly 
accepted , and in their agreement they bound thkmfelues to aflitthim with certain troupes of 
men of warre: and he refoluing to put in execution wHac he had intended (which was to make 
himfelfc Lord of Milan) bent his forces againft the Townes and Cities of Lombardy . ibme of 
which he tooke by force, and other by fairemeanes, and in the end befieged the city of dMJlari 
itfelfe : and after many accidents, was receiued into it 5 and fo with the. title and by right of 
Amies, was called Duke of Milan^ and after wards coming to be Lord ofthe whole eftate,was a 
mighty and a valiant Prince, and iiued many yeers Lord thereof. 1 v 

.At the fame time when thele matters paffed in Milan and Ualy % the Emperor Fr. *: d eri c ity 
after the diftolution of the Gouncell of Bafil, fought by all means to root outithefehifin betwixt 
the Popes, for F b l! i x was ftill called Pope and obey ed by the Sauoifihi: but the- Emperont 
Counfell and Authorityfo m uch preuailed with him, as he was foreed to coine to obedience^ 
and renouncing the Papacy, was by Pope Nicholas madea Cardinill, and his Legate in 
S4Wj(, and in certaine other Prouiriccs. Shortly after enfuedgreat warres in Gfr^/jny, between 
many of the Imperiall cities, and the Marqucife of Bnmde»burgb, who was affifted by the Earle 
ofWittembergh : the warie was fuc h, as in the fpacc of twoyeers thatit lafted, they (fought nine 
fcucrall times, and fortune fauoringiomedmeone,and fomecimcthcocheri Hiuch har^rie was 
donebefore that the Etnperour could pacifiethefame: vntill at lengthiby hi9 intcrcelfion arid 
commandement, a peace was concluded between thefe Princes and the cities. And he hauing 
fettled this concord, refolued to come into Italy, for the great defirehee had to be trownedi 
wherein At on s o King of Naples and ^irragon was his allieand great-friend 5 theVenecians 
wirealfo his friends, for as he loued peace, fo he euer fought to maintaine tfic fame; He hauing 
refolued to goc his iourney, and agreed to marry with the Lady Eife:»OR daughter to the 
King of Pomgall , it was decreed that Ihee (he being there) Ihould come into Halit by Sea, and 
thatthenuptialsfhould there be folemnized.

? The Empreffe tarrying 8. daies longer in Naples then the Emperour, went by land to Manfre- 
and from thence by fea to Venice, for the knew that the Emperour would go to fee that ci- 
tie before hi^returneinto The'Emperour in his iourney took Ferrara in his way, 

where in reward oftheferuice done him by Bonsio Duke of Ferrara at his comming and 
goings hemade him Duke of Modena and Reggie,and gaue him the title and foueraigntic of thofc 
cities: andbeing there ,G aleasSfoblc* Yifcount,fon to Francis S * o a e ■ Duke 
ofMlan came tofee him, and brought him gifts and preferits from his father. The Emperour 
friendly entertaining him dubbed him Knight, for the good conceit he hadof his pciion. And 
from Ftfrara the Emperour fending his people by land, went downethe riuer of mo the ci tic 
:of^w^here hd was receiued with infinite forts of triumphs, whither theEmpcre/Te was 
already com, and was recciued with no lefle folemnitiefin fuch feafting and paftimes hefpenC 
there other ten dayes: and then departed, accompanied with the Duke and Senate of raw* to 
the fea fide, who fent Pouruoiers before with order, that in all their dominion, his whole court 
ihould be furniffied Withal things ncceffarygw*. Andfothis peaceable Prince paffed through 
Italy in peace, and with euery mans ioueand applaufe, which he could not haue done if he had

The chief reafonsthey fay were,for that he oppofed himfclf ftoutly a- 
gainft the Popes vniuftexa&ions, wherewith the Provinces were oppreft vnder colour of the 
Turkifh warre; and that Pope P1 v s requiredan oath, whereby his fucceffbrs fhould alfo bee 
bound, that he fiiould not call the EIc<ftors together for the chufing of a new Emperor, or te 
determine of any other thing concerning the Empire, before they had acquainted the Pope 
therewith, and knowne his pleafure, which he tefufed to doo., This quarell drew moft of the 
Princes and chiefeft Lords of Germany into Armes and combuftions,' as you haue formerly 
hcardf 

This warre continued long: but yet in the end, by the Emperorsdrder and authority,the 
matter was taken vp • but the harms which were done befortf that time^ could not be repaired 
as he would haue had them. For, he was fo ill obeyed by his fubie&s in o Jtlfiria, that thole of 
Piene ioyningone day withhisbtother Aiber t, in the yeer of our Lord 1463, took Aftnesf 
and befieged the Emperor in the Fortreffe of that City i and, battrine the fame, would haue ta¬ 
ken him prifoner. 

The King of Bohemia, who was his next neighbour, defiring to win his grace and fauour,cani 
to his aid 5 ancfrefcuinghim,infuch manner pacified the rebellion, that the Emperor if it had 
ropleafed him might haue apprehended his brother Albert, but hee of purpose let him go: 
and it pleafed Goa that a while after Duke Albert died, when as without his death there 
was no mean of peace in the date of Aupin, He being dead, the Auftvians together with Duke 
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Si 01 s my u » wholly fubmitingthemfelucs, became fubje<ft to thefjriiperour, 
ibjeji 6 f In the yeere 1464, in the 24 yeer oftheraigne of the Emperor F r b d e r i t diedthat 
Mneas Syiui. excellency learned Pope, P 1 v s the Second, otherwife called M n e a $ S y i v i v «, 
'plpeP'mst w hom was chofen Cardinal Ba r s o a Venccian, and was called Pav l the Second ,• who 
•t* iu»*. that the 'Fuvkcs daily conquered the Chridian-countries»appliecl himfelfe to p rQ . 

cate a remedy: but the fame reafon which hindred others , preuented him alfo t foas he could 
not bring it to pafle. Yet the Venecians entred into league with Matthias King of Hm* 
g*ry* whofc fame and reputation was then very great • and they giuin g him a certain fumme of I 
money, refiftance was made in diuers parts. About this time died Fran 01* S * 0 * c « 
Duke of Milan, whom his eldeft Ion Galias Maria Sr o r c a , Hiccecdcd in that Duke- 
dome. About this time alio died P u 1 t i p Dukeo f Burgundy, and Earle of Flanders, whom 
fucceededthemoftvaliantandrenowned Captaine Duke Charlis, called Q .$4* l g t 
the Hatdy. &jT, 

In the fecond yeer after Pope P a y 1 s election, the Empcrour F r a d i x i c x came to 
A***, whereby the Pope he was moft honorably receiued : the caufe of hi* comming, fo^ 
fay was to pertortne a vow which he had made; others fay that it was to conferre with tnc Pope 
concerning warres againfttheTurke: but howfoeucr it was, he came and returned quietly into 
Germany, where through his meanes peace continued long after • at the laft there was no great 
warre, eyther in Germany or in Italy. In thofe daies notwithstanding that thefe countries were 
in peace and quiet, yet Duke C h a r l a 9 of Burgundy had cruell warres with France, and with 
the Swilfers, and with other Princes . Pope Pa v l being dead, Sixrys the 4 fuccccdcd 
him, who although he was but a Francifcane Frier, yet they write that he was fo warlike, that 
the moft part ofthe time that he was Pope he warred in italic. The next yeer after his ele&ion 
which was in theyeer 1472, and the p of the Emperors raign, Duke Ch arlm s of Burgundy 
(of whole power and afpiririg mindeand of his warres, and the battails which he fought, won* 
ders are written) procured Icaue to fee, and to fpeake with the Emperor: and they meeting in 
iMx-emburgb, the Duke requefted many matters at the Emperors hands j amongft which, this 
was one,that theEmperor jfhould giuc him the title of King of Nvplct,a nd make him his Vicar or 
Lieutenant in Italic, for hepurpofed to haue made a conqueft thereof* 

The Emperor difliking the ambition ofthis Prince, temporizing in the bell manner hee 
could, anfwered him in general 1 tearmes without concluding any thing, and in a night without 
bidding him farewell, departed the City; wherewith the Duke was very much difconiented, 
and the nekr yeer following he leuied a very great Army,'and marching towards Calen befieged 
the City of which he did to the end (as he Paid) to r cRorcCclen to Robbrt of Btmia 
the Archbifhop thereof, who was his kinfman and good friend. The Empcrour vnderftanding 
that the Dukes meaning was (if he could) to take Ca/** ; required him to raife his liege 5 which 
taking no effe<ft he leuied a very great Array, and therewith marched dire&Iy again!! the Duke; 
but as he was flack in his bufinclle,lb he needed (confideringthe Dukes power) to haue fpec- 
dily brought* great Army: but as he came not with fuch expedition as the caufe required * fo 
the befieged, and the countrey thereabout end ured great extremity, and the liege continued 
manymonethS: but he comming at length (though late firft) and the one Army encamping 
neere to the other (with the Emperor came the Duke of Saxony, the Marquette of Brandenburg, 
the Archbiihoppesof Mentx, and Treuiere) and being at the point to haue giuen battaile ( which 
as it was thought would haue been very cruell) a treaty ofpeace was propounded betweetie 
them, whereto the Emperour neuer refufed to giue eare, in fo much that hee was therefore 
called T he peaceable Prince. What the Conditions of the peace were, I linde not written by 
thofe Authors which I haue read: butthe effeft of what enfued, was that the Duke railing his 
fiegefrom before the Town, returned with his Army into his Countrey • and fo the war ended 
betwixt theEmperor and him. 

Some write, that by this peace it was concluded that M a x i m i 11 a v the Empe- 
rours fonne Ihould marry with the only daughter of C h a r l b s, and enioy all his Prouinccs, l 
if he died without iflue male. Out of this peace were excepted by Charles, Levvss 
the French King, SioisMVNDof \^Anftria the Emperors colin-germane, R bnb Duke of 
Urrtdtie,ax[d the S witters, who had made ani irruption into Burgundy by the pfocurement of 
lavris: and hee was incenfed againft S 1 o 1 s m v n d , for the redeeming of cei caine 
Towns which had beene pawned to him. But the Duke had other warres, for hee euer 
ddiredand procured the fame, ind thereby enlarged his Countries and Dominions vntill 
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that in the yeere one thoufand foure hundred lixeylix, ina cruell battaile which he fought , , , 
with the DukcofZ<wvw7c,he was ouerthrown and llain.His death was rhe caufe that theEmpe- ch tCt 
ror and his fon' M a x i mi l i a m warred with the French King, the rcliquesand feed whereof hardy, t>nkf if 
continuediong,andhapnedinthismanner: sur^tdy. 

The warlike Duke Chau b 3 dying in fuch manner, as I faid, left no heire bueoneonly 
daughter 5 whofeeftate contained thetwo Burgundies, the elates of Flanders, Brabant, Guelder*. 

Holland, Zealand, Artoys, and many other Towns, bolides thofe which hejiad taken in Lorraine, 

in Aw^v^ud from the Switters 5 for his minde and valour was fo great, that he durft hold all 
the world for his enemy,and made no reckoning to take theit to wnes. But this fmoake (for lo 

iftoay wellbe called) being by his death ouerblowne jcuenashehaddoneby all others, foall 
men dealt with his. TheDuke of Lorraine, and his confederats the Switters, recouered what 
he had taken from them. Lsvvbs the French King, fpeedily leuying an Army , recouered. 

Picardy,(oak the Cities of Perenne, Meuntdidier, Ttirnay and other Townes. The Flemmings 
and BurgOnians withthofeoftheir party,in the nameoftheit Soueraign Lady, M ary daugh- 
teroftliedeceafed Duke,for theirdefenceputthemfcluesin Armes. The French King alfea- 
ged that Burgundy for want of heir es males, was to retutne to the houfe of France : the Duke of 
Ltrraine byhis eommandcmententringB^^took the greateftpaic thereof, and the King 
fentto require the Duchefle Mary to come into P/VMwinperfon todoehim homage for the 
Earledome of Flanders , and her other eftates fubieeft to the Crown of France : but (he vndcrftani 
ding his meaning, refilling to come flood vpon her guard. Hereabout were many treaties and 
parley s,arid many Towns were taken,too long to be recited. , 

The Flemmings fending to theEmperourforaide, offered thciYDuchclfe M a r y inmar- 
liagetp his fonne Max imi l z an* who was then one and twenty yceres old, a yong man ofa 
great fpirit,valiant,a comely perfonage,ofa very good cqnftitmion, andapt for any attempt. 

The Emperor being very glad of this proffer, granted their requefts,notwithftanding thathee 
faw he vndertook a warre againft France, and that hetalrcady had warres with Matthias 
K ing of Hungary, who (like the Duke of Burgundy) was neuer content with what he had, hut 
thought all too littlcj and incenfing the Auftrians againft the Emperor, took fome towns from 
himin Aujlria and warred vpon him. ■ • ! ; 

The French King hauing intelligence of this treaty of marriage, fentto the’Emperour and 
hisfonne M aximilian perfwadlngthemtodefift. Thisnotwithftanding, Maximili- 
an who was now called Avch-dukeofAu/lr/a, with many good men of warre, in Iu (y, in the 
yeere 1467, went into F Understand marrying this Lady M a r. y had with her all her dotriini- 
ons; the warres on the Flemmings fide againft the French through his comming,were well re¬ 
inforced .-and he therein fighting oftentimes in his owne pc rlon, /hewing the greatnefte of his 
minde, obtainedfome victories, elpecially one memorable battaile between Turnay and Arras, 
ivherdn he alighting from his horfe, put himfelfe into a fqusdron offoore. Afterwards fomc Tiutnuibif 
treaties of peace being motioned, a truce wastaken for a time jwh^ein the French King ren- 
drtng lome Towns, continued in pottettion of what he had taken in Burgundy, and fo for a feafon 
the warre ceafed. This peace (fo farre as I can conie&ure) was made by the Emperors pro¬ 
curement , by reafon of warres made againft him by M a yVir'iri a s King of Hungary : for 
which, being otherwife troubled with other occaiions of the’Empit e, he could make no fuffi- 
dent prouilion, and alfo for thatthepeacewith Frmt (asprefently (hall be faid)continued but 
afmalltime. 

The reafon of the warre,betwixt the Emperor and Matthrw Corvinvs King ' 

offfungary,mSy for that the Pope hauing by his Buis giuen the kingdom e of Bohemia to C o r- 
v 1 n v s, from Gsoeoe Boihbrac, who conftantiy defended and maintayned the do* 
fttineof Io h n Hv ss a, which was hatefull to the Court of Rome, the Emperor refuled to 
iriueft him in the faid kingdome. But this quarrel! grew violent after the death of G b o r o b, 
when as the Noble-men ofBchcmii, and the Emperor neglecting Cotvmv s, made choice 
of L a ti 1 s l a v s the fonne of Casimir a King of Poland, theEmperor hauing firft refn- 
fed to come vnto the faid kingdome; eyther terrified with the mutinies of the Bohemians, or 
elfe that he fled from toyle and danger, wherein he knew he Ihould be engaged againft fo po- 
vverfull and valiant a Competitor. In this warre the Emperour was in very great daunger to 
haue loft i^dufiria, if A l b e r t Duke of Saxony had not valiantly and fortunately made 
head againft Matthias, forcing him in the end to accept of conditions ofpeace. Mat- 
1 H 1 a 3 did ib honour Alb b r t for the euent of this warre, as hee gaue him onely 
Ggg » the 
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" the prayfe, to be one of the greateft and moft valiant Captaines among allthc Princes of Chri- 

^At fheVamc time GmusMahu hauing been nine yeers DukeoftJW/'/^certainehis 
fiibxe<ftsand fauorites, for his licentioufnelTe, and infatiable Luxury , confpiring ag^nft him, 
(lew him as he was in S. St b p h b n s Church at Maff^hebeing then oftheageof three and 
• ^irty yceres. - He left for his fucceffor a fonne of the age of nine yeers, whole name was 
I O HN G A L H a s, who by rcafon ofhis nonage was vnderthe tutelc of his mother B o n a: 

through whofe negligenceand.vnchaftelife, his vncle L i w .b s or ; L o d o vv i c k, called 

the Moore ( a man blinded with ambition and defire of command) feized vpon the perfon of 
the vouneDuke. whom heeonfumed away with a flow poifon, and vfurped the government, 
oetcing into his hands all the ftrong holds, or whatfoeuer elfe did belong to that flats, whereby 
Ee came to be abfolute Lord of the whole Duchie.*and his N ephew(languilhingtwoand twen¬ 
ty veers) had onely the title of D ukc 5 and Lo d e yv.'i c k the.authority anupofleffion: 
where many matters happened, which for that they concern not my Hiftovy i pmit. The 
truce between M aximilian and France continued little more then one yeere* at the end 
whereof the French King and he renewed the warre, which laded a cettaine fpaec*and Come 
Townes were taken both of the one fide and of the other.; vntill at length through the 
procurement of the Emperour Frbm rick, a peace betweenc them was concluded for 

Atdiefame time when thefe matters pafled, the great and mighty Turke Maho m b t , 
hauingdone much harme in the Chriftian countries, held Rhodes befieged little lcfle then three 
moneths • but it plcafcd God that he could not then take it : this happened in the yeere of our 
Lord 1480. After this in the fame yeere, he lent t mighty Army by Sea, which landingjn H- 
elid and in the kingdom of Tipples, took fomc T ownes, and amongft others Otranto^ which they 

Pfi 1 if h c |d more then one yeere after: and ifthrbugh the goodnefle of God the great Turke had not 

Mahomet^ died, all Unite was in danger to haue been loft: but through the death of this mighty Tyrant 
g*ut Turfy- (who in Gracia, befides Cenjlantineple and Thracia) had taken and fubdued many Provinces»and 

an infinite number of Oidcs and Towns) thofe towncsin Unite were recpuered,and Chrirten- 
dome was freed from the opprclfion which it endured : and the rather for that hi$ fonne and 
heire Ba iazb th inthebeginnmgofhisraigne,wastroubledwithdQmefticalt waranddif- 
fenfion. At this time died Rini EarkotPreuenceandDidiCof An / ow,an antientchallenger j 


of the crown of Naples. , ( . , , , 

In 7w/« was great war at that time, which beginning between the Yenecians,and tnc Duw 

of Ferrara, fpread it felf ouer all Italit : Which the Emperour F r bd 1 r i c x-perceiuing, 
and confidering how great danger all Chriftendome was in, hee procured tl)e Princes of 
Germany to fettle fomc perpetuali peace and concord , thereby; to bee able fo refill the 
Turkes: thelikehepra&ifed with the French King, and with his ownfon thqArchdukcof 
yjiuftria, and Duke of Burgundy* Whii’ft he was thus bufie, the Duchelfe M a r y, daughter 
to the bran eDuke Chari s, with whom Max im lun hadfo many prouinccs, cave 
vnfprtunatelytoherend: forIhe(asofcuftomcIhe vfed todoo) ridingahimting,feIlfforanei 
horfe - and,as forne fay, the hor/e trode vpon her, orkickther, whereof Ibee died: others lay, 
that wfth the fall fhc was fo bruifed, that fhedied thereofthe clcuenth day after, which was vp* 
on the feuenteenth day of March.intheyeerofour Lord 1482, when fliee had been Lady of 
thofe Countries little more than fiueyeers. Sheleftatherdeceafeonefonneandonedaugnter 
Which were P h i l i p,who afterward was King of Spain,and father to the Emperor C h a r l s 
the Eift j and M am oars t, which afterwards was a PrincefTe in Spain. When this Duchdie 
Mary died ? L».vvBS the French Kingwas very fick,and lying vpon his death-bed, uchred 
peak# 1 wherewith the Emperour being well pleated $ they agreed, that Mar gar. h r 
(which was a childe of two yeers old) when fhc fiiould be of age, Ihould bee married to his 
fonne Charies, who afterwards was King and then twelue yeers old : and that their fa¬ 
thers and they fhould keepe perpetuali peace: with this condition, that eyther of rhem mould 
continue in poflelfion of what they heldin Burgundy. This being concluded, the young M a r- 
o a r e t with great pompe was brought to Paris, where her wedding f eaft was held , althougli 
it afterwards took no effedt, as fhall be laid. . 

Thtdutbof Within fewedaies after this folemnity King Lsvvb * died, leaumg his fon Char h * 
i.cwcf iwgcf ofthe age almoft of tbirteene yeers, to fucceede him. At the fame time a peace was coucluded 
*” H “- * - n ml and at)0Ut t ^ c f amc t j[ me t h c Emperour affcmbled the Princes Electors and other 
9 Prmc€S 
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Princes of Germany in the City of Branchfor d, where he defired and bbcained of them to - make 
his fonne Maximilian King ofthe Romans, which was effected in rhefeuen and foitith 
yeere ofhis vaigne,vpon the fixteenth day of February, inthcycer of our Lord one thoufand 
foure hundred eighty fix: and departing thence with a very great court of Princes and Lords, 
they went to the Ciry of <^ 4 hen, where lie was with great folemnity crowned with thecroivne 
which fomecime was of Chariss the Great 5 brought for that put pofe from Nmmbergb , 
where it was kept with great refpeA. Thcfameday, by the confent of all the Princes* he ^ 
jnade a Law : Whereby hee ordained vnder great penalties that peace fhould bee kept 
through all Germany-^ which was obeyed, and in the greateft part of Germany ^obferued a long 
rimeafter. • 

After this,the new king ofthe Romans eameinto the Lowe countries,wherofhis foti Philip 
was now lord,whole tutor he was,where at firft he had great oppofitions, A bot?H D.of Ghel- 
fori being head of a faction,who (confpiring with the French) was flaine at Tourney jWherup-' 
on tlieDutchicof Gueldcrsyeelded vnto him. hebeing aflifted by the counfelland fortune of 
that valiant warriour AiSsrt Dukeof Saxeny: the Belgians fa&ioully mutyhing, and info^ 
lently reiedfing the command oftheir new Prince Ph ilip of Rauenfie in being head of the 
fa&ion,he fo daunted them witl^incountersand fieges, duringthe fpacc of eight yeers, as ha- 
uing taken fome Townes by force and others by compofition, he fo terrified the reft, as they 
willingly fubmitted thcmfclucs, and craued pardon. 

After which Alb br t of transported the warres into Prifland, the which (in re¬ 
ward ofhis great Feruice, and recompence ofhis charges ) Maximilian (with the con¬ 
fent of the Princes of the Empire) gaue vnto him and to his heires for euer, whereof although 
he fubdued a great part, yet being preuented by death, he left the victory imperfect to his fons. 
Butrhe euenrofthisF/i^^was, that although that G 1 o a g'b and H b n r r brethren, 
Dukes of Saxeuy ,bad fubdued the greateft part of the counrrey, yee afterwards they fell into a 
new rebellion, not able to endure a ftrangersyoake: wherewith the brethren of Saxony being 
tyred, this Prouince lying farre from their hereditary poflcfiions, the enioying whereof would 
be more chargeablethen beneficiall, they afterwards paft it ouer by tranfatfion, to the Empe¬ 
ror C H A R L 1 s the Fift, for a certain fum of money. 

Maximilian being inthc City of Bruges, in the yeere one thoufand foure hundred 
eighty feuen, vpon certain difeontentments the Burghers io/e again ft hi m, and in this tumult 
apprehending his perfbn,with certain ofhis traine, they held him prifbner the fpacc of foutc 
inoneths: whereofwhen his father had intelligence, leuying the beft forces that he could, he 
iiafted to him, and norwithftanding that his fonne before his comming was at liberty, yet he fe- 
uerely punifhed the Burghers of fln*g«andofG4«#t,andfothe king of the Romans peaceably 
enioyed thegouernment ofthe Prouinccs ofthe Low Countries, and of that which he held 
in Burgundy, and his father the Emperor being now old and tyred, returned into Germany , to 
maintaine peace and iuftice,and to prouide for defence to be made againft the Tut ks. For the 
preferuation whereof, notwithftanding that Matthias King of Hungary had taken Viena 
and other townes in CiuJirta t he endured if,and attempted not by force to recouer the lame: 
but within lliort fpace after King Matthias died, without any heires, when he had raig- 
nedfeuen and thirty yeers. His death being made knowne to Maximilian King of the 
Romanes,he with great fpeede departed from Flanders . and through his fathers aide, leuying 
a puiffant Army,in fiiort fpace rccouercdfTWA, and all the reft which King Matthi as 
had vfurped. 

Whileft thefe matters were in handling, L a t> 1 st a v s fonne to Cah Mini Kingof 
Poland wholly recoucred the kingdom ofBohemu, for which both he and his father C a s i- 
mirb had warred with king Matt hias, from the tithe that Gbokub Pooio- 
1 sac cio /died. After this,borh heand Maximiiiaju pretending to beKi ng]of Hungary^ 
each of them fought to marry the Qu£ ene widdo w, the Lady Be a t r i x of, jfrragon,daughtee 
to Ferdinand King of Naples, who was ofgrfcat authority in that Kingdome. Maximi¬ 
lian being fomwhat flow in the matter deferred thetimejbnt Iabisiav s making more 
hafte, married her and v/as receiued for King of Hungary, and crowned in Alba Regalu , and pre- 
ftntly between him, the Emperor and Maximilians peace was concluded, whei in it wa9. 
ordained by the confqnt of thofe ofthe kingdom,that if Ladis lavs died without la wfull iflue 
male,then Maxim, and his heirs (hould inherit the kingdom. But Ladhlavi raigned ti 
yeers after,and his fonne LhvEs fucceeded him,who married Mart lifter to the Emperor

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Ch ajkl b s che-Fift: and FiiRD ina n d brothefr to theEmperour C h ah l b s, married 
his fiftet A n s b ; : by wh ith marriage ( King L b we s being in the yeere of our Lord 1526. 
ouerthrowncanidilaine by S o x 1 m an the great T uvk ) this Ferdinand fuccceded in 
Lew«s k >»£of thekingdomes of Hungary and Bohemia: and fo the couenant by meanes neuer thought of, came 
r brnmand^" to t3 ^ e bemecne \Ladislavs and Maximilian; which pafled in the ye re 1490, 

Jlmtbytbt '^Lecuming to our hiftory, after this agreement, Maximilian comming to. Norimbergb, 

T>m } ? H x 6 by the confent ofhis father hetreated of a marriage betweenc him and the Duchcfie of Britaiue[ 
. w k 0 j a ft er her fathers deceafe without heires males, fucceedcd in that Dukedome and 
G h A r l a s the French King in like mannet fought to haue her, notwithftanding that he was 
alreadie betrothed toMAROAi£r of Burgundy^ which was but a child, and whom he had in 
his power, as hath been declared. 

The French writers excufe him herein, and yeelde reafous for what he did • whereofthofe 
Kings Urcneuerto feeke which haue not the feare of God before their eyes. Theyalleaged 
that the Kings contra® with the young Lady Margaret was of no.force, for that flic was 
vndcr age 5 and a ICo for that King Chau? s neuer consented thereto; and notwhhftanding 
thathehadconfcnted,yethcwas likewifcvnderage,and afterwards reuoked thefame; And 
that the contra&ofthe Duchelfe of Brume with Max imi tj A n was of no effe® : for the 
Ducheffe gaue thereto no fuflicienc authorise, for none of the AmbafTadours being foure in 
number,had any authority infolidumto make any contra® 3 neither had the DuchdTe any mea¬ 
ning to do it : and that which /lie did was but to temporizewith the Britaines, to the end they 
fhould not yeeld themfelues to King Ch a r l ■ s of France, And admitting that the contra® 
had been made by men hauingfufficient authority, not being confirmed it was of no force, for 
that the conditions and couenants were not afterwards performed. Finally,by thefe and other 
reaibns they excufe him, holding their arguments for true and fuflicient in their opinion. And 
the French King going into Britaine , the Pi incefle Margaret ( who was nothing fbrie for 
it) returned: for (they fay) fhe neuer liked of the match, yet yeelded thereto by the perfwafi- 
y ort of the Flemmings: and fo a very furious and crucll warre began betweene the Emperor, his 

Meat the Em* ion M a x 1 m i l i a n, and the French King. And forafmueh as his father was now old, M a x- 
yemrtndth 1 m i l i a n had the foie gouernment, and had already vnderraken the charge: but after fome 
fmxb Kt»i. bickerings , a hi aed peace was made betweene them ; whereto Maxi hiiian by reafon 
ofthe great and excefliue charges ofthe wary and for fome other refpefls, was confirmed to 
condcfbend; but principally for that at the fametime, which was in the yeere i492,the.men of 
warre which had ferued the valiant Matthias King of Hungary, which keptjftill : together ,

This yeere was much noted aboue others for three /peciall things .* the firft was, for that 
therein died Pope Innocent the8,in the eighth yeereofhis Papacic; whom R 0 d r i- 
00 de Borin a Spaniard, borne inVakucioin ^bMfucceedihg,was called Alexander the 
Sixt: Gvicchardin writing ofhis ele®ion faith, thatheecametobcPopebybriberie, 
hauing corrupted fome of the Cardinals withmoncy, and poifbned the reft with promifes of 
offices and great preferments; which made him hatefull to the world«and drew vpon him the 
vengeance of God.But his ele®ion was not fo diftaftefull,buthis conditions were moreodious: 
who although hewerefliarpewitted, exccllentjin counfell, a good Orator to pcrlwade and of 
great Iudgement in the greateft affaires,yct thefe vertues were wonderfully blemilhed by his vi¬ 
ces sf&r his manners were difhoncfh, in hisatiions wasnofinceritie , there was no modeftie in 
his coufttenanceijfmall truth in his words,little faith in his heart,and lefle religion inhisfoutc. Al 
his anions were ftained with inlatiable couctoufnes, immoderate ambition, barbarous cruelty, 
and &buvnihg defire to aduance his children ( by what meanes foeuer) being many in number, 
among the whichthere was one no lefle deteftable then the father, towhofe curfed counfels 
he bccamea wicked inftrument. Thefecond was, for that the great citie of Granada in Spaine, 
was in the beginning of that yeere, by Ferdinand and I easel King and Queeneof 
Cajlikt aken from the Moores : the third was, for that in the fame yeere, by the commandc- 
mertt pf the fame Prin ces, theWif/were difeouered in the Ocean fea.

was in theyeereofour Lord 1494. the French king Char l b s the Eight made preparation 
to come into Italy, who a little before had giuen outinfpcechcsthathcmeanttomakeacan- 
queft of the kingdome of Naples.* which he pretended to belong to him, by the Iaft will and fuc- 
ceffion of Reni Lord of Prouence^nd his anceftors Dukes of Aniew'.w hereto he was chiefly 
induccdby L b we s DukcofAft/4wVncIe to the right Duke lo h n : For F * r d in a n d 
K ing of Naples* and his fonne Alonso, had required him to leaue the government of Milan* 
toDnke lo h m Galba s, who was married to King Ferdinands Niece, and vpon this 
quarrell they determined to make warre vpon him: by reafon whereof hebyallmeanes po/fible 
perfwaded the French King to comcagainft him into Italy, and to that efFetft furnifhed him with 
a great fumme of money. And to the end that the Emperor Maximilian fhouid not be 
his enemy inthis cafe, Lbwes Sporcb procured this marrijge of his Niece with 
theEmperour, In the time wherein his comming was moft bruited, died F bkdimhd 
K ing of Naples, when he had raigned fenen and chirry yee res, and his fon A 1 0 n j 0 Duke of 

CaUiriafuccecded him. 


Atthistime wasthcnewEmpre/le B l a n c h carried into Germany,and there was married 
to Ma x 1 m ilian* GttwMny being in peacp and quiet, and the Emperor taking care for the 
warres,and refiftance to be madeagainft the Turkes. But the King of Prance neuerthelefletook 
his way towards Italy; and to the end kc might page in morefafety, hegauetoKing F 8 R o r- 
n an d the Earledomeof Rofsillm ,and the lie of Sardinia which 1 0 h n, father to F b r »i« 
nand had m engaged toL b vv b $ the French King,father to this Ch.ar lb s.

King Charlis then with $ 0000. men offooteand horfc, in the moneth of September 
in thefameyeere came into Lombardy, where he was by Duke L b vv B s receiued with great 
honor, and his Army was by him furniflied with all things ncceflarie. Being there he went to 
vifit the right Duke, IoiinGalhas, who lay ficke in Paula* and within few daies after died, 
leauirig a young fon called F r a n e 1 s: He was his cofin germane: for the King and G a l b as 
catne, qftwo Sifljers, daughters to L h w h s theSecondjDukeofJ’^w/. Tfie word she vfed to 
him were in general!, for that Lod 0 vv i c k was prefect, onely exprefling how much he was

Into this league alfo entred Lewh Duke of kMilart (notwithftanding 
that by his procurement King C haul b s took occafion to come into Italy) being gricued in 
minde for that King Charlis had fo good fucceffe in Naples , which made him ft and in 
feareofh is owneeftate 5 whereto the French King euer had an eye } as afterwards £ bwbs 
D uke ofor^wwandcofingermane to King CHAitL es. Who afterwards was King, madeap-i 
parant* who challenged that Dukedome toappertaine vnto hinijfor that he was Nephew of the 
other Lbwes Duke alfo of Orleans* brother to King Citarlhs the Sixt, and of his wife 
Valentina, fifter to Dulse Philip qfMlan, the lafi; ofthe Vifcounts ;whofebaftard *' 
Francis Sporcb Duke of \Mlan took to wife, when he became Lord of thatDuchie! 
Whereupon Lbwes for the better confirmation of his eftate,obtained of M aximilian 
( asfupreme Lord ofall Lombardy ) to be inuefted in the Duchie of Milan: which in my iudge-

IMI n A N had giuen the title to the Duke, or to his Father* or to his Nephew • neither could 
itdefeend to them by the feminine fex, and much Me to this L a w b s Dukeof 0 rto/,who 
then fought,and afterwards took the fame,whe n he came to be King of France-, and by Co niuch 
the more,for that the dependents from this S porc h, came from the woman being a baftard * 
whereby he vniuflly and without reafon poirefTed fo great an eftate : he being inuetfedby the 
Emperour with great ioy and folemnitie, took the DucallEnfignes. King Charlb shauing 
intelligence ofthe League newly made by thefe Princes, refolued to leaue fuch forces in the

The French King departing from Reme y continued his iourneyi towards France^ notwich- 
ftandingthat lie knew that in Lombardy the Vcneciansand the Dukcof<JMi/<w had an Army in a 
readmeffc to fight with him; and in iawfor#L hw es Duke of Orleans ..had already taken the 
tw^xtthtPfhb City of Nouarra^ vnder pretext of the title afore/aid: whereupon theDukeof Milan made hade 
*tldtheittIUtv tobe/iegehim. King Char l s comingneerto Parma^pattingthe riuer Tarra, foundagreac 
4 t fHiwwf. Army of his enemies ; whereof Funcu Gobuoa Marqueffe of Mantoa was General: 

with whom neer ro the riuer rhey cam to a battel, where hapned very nprable accidents. .But 
heerin isgreat difference among Writers about this matter: for, the French attribute, the vic¬ 
tory to their King j and the Italians giuc it tothe Venecians and totheMilanois, The truthis, 
that neithcrofthc Armies was wholly broken or ouerthrowne, but the Italians that dayfeemj 
to be Mailers of the field: which appears in this,that they taking many French prifoners,none 
of them were taken by the French, and they morcouer compelled the French king to icck ano¬ 
ther paffage, by reafon whereof they were reputed to haue the v iftory. 

Theredied in this battell, which was fought on thefixt day of Iuly, in the yeer of our Lord 
14PJ, athoufandmen ofbothfides. But Gvichjudin, writing of this battell of Tar9 or 
F»riWM>faith,that the French had not aboue 200 (Iain -,and of the confederates there were flam 
3000: among which was Rain vcio de Sarnezt, Leader of theVenecian hotTemen. Tou¬ 
ching the honour ofthevuftory, either fide fought to appropriate it to himlelf with, what rea- 
fonsthey could produce 5 The Italians,for that theirtents and carriages were not fpoiled: but, 
by thegenerall opinion of all indifferent men, the French were held to hauetheglory of the 
vi&ory, both for that they flue more of their enemies, they chafed them ouer the riuer, and 
wonne their liberty ro pafte on. But after fame treaties between the two Armies,the French in 
a night went towards \yifte • wherethe King remained certain daies, and a peace was conclu¬ 
ded between him and the Duke of tMilan:. and Lbwej Duke of Orleans rendring Namra^ 
King C u a r. l s returned into France $ and ihortly after, Ferdinand King of Maples reco- 
uered that Kingdomc, but not without great difficulty, by reafon of the French which remai¬ 
ned in garrifon there, and of thole which the King afterwards fent thither. In which war, mat¬ 
ters ofgreateft importance for the fcruice of King Ferdinand, were guided and dire&ed 
ihtKtHiim' tj h Y famous Captain Gonsalo Fernandi s ofcW!p 04 ,who for his excellency was 

VdpUsYtetutrd called the great Captain of Spain - fent thither by King Firdinan d, called the Carholid, 
^ or ^edefenfc that Kingdomethe filft timethat he went thither: and ib of all this grcateii- 
Joj#. J n " terprile,thcrcrcmainednothingtotheFrenchKing, but that heedidmuchharm, andputall 
Italy in great fear (for, the reputation and power wherewith he came, was very great) and rna* 
king a iourney, gaue a bold attempt, and therewith returned. 

Whil'ft the/c matters paffed in Italy y the Emperor in the fame yeer 14^5, affembled a Coun- 
cell or Diet in the City of Worm j where the matter was debated, whether theEmperor fbould 
go to relieuc the Pope again ft the French King , or make wane again/! the Turk : but the Prin¬ 
ces were fo contrary in their opinions, that nothing was concluded. The Emperor at this Af- 
Icmbly gaueto theEarls of Wittembergh the title of Dukes, which they hould to this day: and 
from thencehe fent the Enfignesandinueftiturebeforcnamed to Loo o vv ic K-DukeofML 
latti and other matters were ordained concerning the government and peace of Germany. Ac 
that time was Maximilian daily foheited by the Duke of Milan to come into Italy : and in 
the end by his importunity,and promi/eof certain money for the defraying of his Army, the 
wuS'Lh. ^ m P er ? r P a ft mountains but flenderly accompanied, giuing it out that the body of the Au- 

my which he had promifed, marched after. Being entred Italy, he fent to haue the Duke of Si- 
etoy and forne other Princes come and /peak with him: but his forces were fo contemptible,that 
tiotanyone would obey .

And for that it did belong to his Imperiall Autbori* 
ty, he required to be informed of the controuerfies between them and the Pifims; comman¬ 
ding them In the mean time to futceaft from Arms, with affurance chat hee would adminiftec 
iufticc indifferently.

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King Lsvv*s being in this manner become Lord of all Lombardy, leaping therein fiich 
goucrhoww 9nd gflirifons 35 he thought expedient, returned viAorious and triumphant irito his 

countrey. The Duke of Milan being come before the Emperour (who loued him very well) 
was bv him very honorably and kindly intemined • and within few dales after, the Emperour 
aflcmbling the greateft part of the Princes of the Empire, refolued to relieueand fuccour him 
as a princcby him inuefted, and who had the beft title to that eftate 5 and fo with the greateft, 
expedition that could be made,a good Army was leuied, the greateft part whereofwere Swif- 
fersx wherein the Cardinall Ascanivs the Dukes brother vfed great diligence. With thefe 
ipen and with fuch others as he leuied in Italy,the Duke in theyeerc 1500. returned into Lorn* 
bardfand his brother the Cardinal going before, was rcceiued into Milan and other cities- who 

fpeedily conduced thither his brorfier. 

The French King being certified hereof; in the greatest haftc pomhle font into Lombardy 
khegreateft number of choice men that hecouldget, the greateft part whereof likewifewctc 
Suffers : and the Duke who. wanted neither men nor courage to fight; attended in field the 
comming of the French Army : the two Armies beingat the poynr to haucioyned, the Swif 
fers which were withthe Duke, not onelyrefufed to fight, but (ssfomefay) corrupted with 
money, deliuered vp the poore Duke to the French, who was carried prifoner into France and 
afterwards his brother the Cardinall was taken. And fo in few daies fpace, the French King 
recovered the cftarc of Milan, andDuke Lims afterwards, poorc, affliacd, and depriued 
of his Duchy; dyed in prifon,hauing been one of the moft puiffanr, valiant and redoubted Pri/i- 
cesoftheworla. 

Pope Alexander (whoneuerhadany feeling or companion ofan other mans afflic¬ 
tion and miferies ) felt tragical} ctoffes in bis owne howfe, the fruits of luft and vnnaturallcru- 
eltie; for he ftill defiring to aduance the Duke of Gandie his eldcft fon to all temporal greatnes, 
the Cardinall ofK4^^ambitiouflyaffe<ainohisbrothersplaee,and withall eriuying him that 
he had a better foai'einthc loueof the Lady L tgrrtia their common fiftcr 5 thruft on by luft 
and ambition, hee c&ufcd him to be murthcred as he rode one night alone in the fireetes of 
Home, and his body to be call into Tiber. Gvichardih writes, that it was reported, that 
the father w^s 3 pdnciVrrent with his two (mines in the louc of his daughter Lvc rbtia who 
beingmadc Pope took'her from her husbanef^sisfooo ibeiih.and married her to 1 o hn S porcb 

Lord 0$ Pefaro: but notable to endure her husband to be his corriuall, he diffolued this fecond 
marriagp, fuggefiing that I o h n was coldebynature, and vnabletocohabit* Thcdcaihof 
theDiike of Gandie afflicted himfo,aswithtearesinthc open confiftorie heaccufed his owne 


a&ions and life, and promifedreformation. 

In this yeere 1500, vpon Saint Matthias day, being he fiue and twentieth day of Ferny, 
Charles who afterwards was King of Spain* and Emperour, and Was called Charlij 
the Fift, was borne in the citieof Gatmt in Flanders. Duke Lewis hauing in this manner loft 
hisefate, theEmperorreceiuedhisfons which the Cardinal A s c a n i v s brought with him: 
what became of them, you (hall heaic hereafter. In the yer 1 yo 1, prodigious Hghts,much to 
bcadmired,appeared in Germany*, for certaine erodes of fundry colours, andforae blacke, were 
feene vpon men and womens apparel, vpon their heads, and vpon the beds whereon they did 
lic,made fo perfedt and fo liuely for the time they lafted,tli2f it was wonderful to behold 5 after 
which, enfued a moft grieuous and crucll Pcfiilence. In thofe dayes alfo in i^Afta began the 
Empire and dominion of that great Prince, called the Sophi of Perfia, who had his beginning 
from one called S « h 1 n, or S a c h i h , who was laid to be delcended from the aunf/ent 
Kings of the Perfians: thisPrincc by Armcs made himfelfc Lord of all Perjia,znd of great part 
of Armenia, of Mefipotamiayxnd other Prouinces: and afterwards the Kingdome of Perfta was 
cflablilhcd in his fucceflors 5 which fincc encreafing,is in Come fort a bridle to the.vnnrfurable 
rapine and power of the great Turk. > , 

At thefame time, L b v y s s the French King Handing in forae doubt ofthe Emperor, by 
reafon of his late conqueft of Milan, and the entevpxiCe of Naples, whichhepurpofedtovnder- 
takc, fought to enter into a league with him, and to giue his eldcft daughter Ciavd it a m 
marriagetoyoung Ch a r lbs, who afterwards war Emperour and King of Spatne, being 
then but one yeere olde (foe being allb an infant) to whom appertained the fuccemon and in¬ 
heritance of the Duchy of Britaine: With this match, the Emperour and his Ion P h i l 1 * were 
well content : and Q ueene Ioaki and the faid Philip being then to gocipto Spaitte, by 
the lea uc and confent of the faid French King, went through France, and in the citie of Pam this

The 

French King beingin this manner in league with the Emperour, fought alfo to enter into the 

like with Ferdinand King of Caftilc , with chefe conditions that they two making a con* 

quell ofthe kingdome of and depofing King Frederick Ihould diuide the fame 

bet weene them : which conditions were accepted by King Firdinand (asfalth S a b el- 

lic vs, a writer of that time) for that King Frrdbrick Ihe wed himfelfc ingratefull to wSttL * 

his Nephew, 1 who fent him ayde and fuccours jaud the fame went, that hciTecV|tl&pfd£lifing Fi wb xmjr, 

vnderhand with the French King, offered to pay him tribute, to the end not mike JJ 'cS in£ 

warre againfthim, butfuffer himtoliuein peace 5 and that hce promifed^j^ his help for * lf ‘ 

the taking ofthe lie ofAki/M, which appertained to King Fa rdinan d, and to thchoufeof 


Arragen. 

This being concluded, thetwo Kings fending thither their Armies and Cenera!s,the warre 
began; and after fomc matters (which I haueno time to relate) King Frederick abando¬ 
ning the Kingdome, yeelded himfclfinto the French Kings hands, who vfed him very kindely: 
but his Army ncuerchelcfTc tookall his Countrey, Calabria and Pulia excepted, which the Spa¬ 
niards feifed on in the behalf ofKing Ferdinand. And fo fora while the peace continu¬ 
ed between theFrench and the Spanilh, vfctill that the French feeking to intrude themfelucs in¬ 
to the Spanifo limits, they made warre one againft the other, which warre was one ofthe moft 
crucll and famous that eucr was, and wherein the French imployed the greateft force and pow¬ 
er : and Gonulo Fernandes of Cerdena, being Generali for King Ferdinand,' 
in the Ipaceof three yeers that this warre lafted, obtained lb many notable victories, and per¬ 
formed fuch exploits in Arms, and vfed fo many policicsand ftratagems,that he pure hafed the 
name of a great Captain; and wholly expelling the French out of that Kingdome,made a con- 
quell thereof for his King: and lhit remains vntill this day fubieti to the houfe of CaJliU. In 
thetimeofthis war,which was in he ycer 1503,died Pope Albxandb R,when he had been 
Pope eleuen yeers. He died (as it is written) ofpoifon ; which, Gvic char din 1 relates 
after this manner: Going the 18 of A uguft to fup in a Vineyard neer to the Vatican,he was fud- 
denly carried away dead to the Palace, being (according to moft mens opinions) poifoned af- 
terthis manner: The Duke of yaUntmis hi s gracclcifc fonne had refolued to poifon Adrian 
C ardinallof Corn cue in the wine they Ihould haue at Tapper :for, it is moft certain, that both fa - 
therand fonne were well pra&ifed in poifoning inotoncly to be reuengedof their enemies, or 
to be freed from iealoufies, but cucn ofa wicked defireto get the goods ofthe rich whofoeucr 
they were 5 As happened to the Cardinall of S. ^Juge who was very rich,yea they would poy- 
lin their greateft friends and moft faithful! foruants, fuch as were the Cardinalls ol Capuaand 
Modena. Valent i n o i s had fent certaine flagons of poy toned wine before, giuing charge 
to his man that no man Ihould touch them. The Pope comming thither before and fo me whac 
altered with hear,called for drink,his owneprouifion being not yet come:hethat had thecharge 
of the poyfoned wine (thinking it had been recommended vnto him forthe rareneffc thereof) 
gauethePopcthercoftodritikiandhisfonne Valentinoi s, arriuing at the lame Inftanr, 
drankalfo ofthe famewine. The father died inftantly:but Valent in 01«. by the vigor of 
his youth and the helpeof ftrong counterpoyfons rtcouered after a long and grieuous ficknes. 
A 1 Rome reioyced eofeethebodyofthismonRerdead;a man ful ofambition,infidelity, cruelty, 
luxury,andftrangecouetoufnels,felling both holy andprophane things withoutdiftin&ion. 
With which vices he had infe&ed the whole world. In his place was chofen Cardinall Fran-, 
els Piccolhomini, Nephew to Pope P 1 v s, being his fillers fonne, and 
was therefore called Pi v s T e r t i y * 5 but he being Pope but thirtie dayes, Cardinall Iv- 
11 a n was chofen, and called I v l 1 v s the Second. 

The Emperour intermedled notin theaffaires of Naples, as well forthepreferuationpfthe 
league and friendship with France , as alfo the better to prouidc for other matters in the Empire^, 
wherein at the very fame time, which was in the yeere of our Lord 1^02, befellaftrangg 
aduenture in the countrey of spire ; wherein an infinite number of people gatheringthemfclues

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^ infurrcmon together ynder the name of liberty,addrcifed themfelues againft the temporal! Lords and Prin. 
cfJxommZs ccs, and atfo againft the ftate of the Clcrgie: thefe men hauing made them two Captaines, be-

%rc? m ' y ° phfetue.cei tainq articles, w hich they meant to hold rdigioufly for alaw i the firft was to 

<ir “ pu.rchajfc. liberty, and to make themfelues free, or to dye in the a&ioit ;.>janotlier-.was, to fay 
cucry day a certaine n umber of PaterNofttn, andother prayers j vpon another day, to deftrpy 
all the Princes, and to kill all thofe which {hould refift them, and fome others they purpofed 
to robbe,and to make all the clergy goods common* with,other ftrangeaod dangerous deuiecs. 
Thefe men within few daies gathercd themfelues together in Co great a number, that ifthe Em- 
peronr had not very fpeedily fentan Army againft them, which brake and Ouerthrew them • 
they had brought the eftate of Germany in hazard, if they had continued as they began ; but 

thronghthcEmperours sndeariourthis combuftion was pacified, and theoffcnders werPj for 

CKmp&Mfcpftyiputyfacd- Neuerthdeftc, at the fame time the citieb)fB<j// ( which was 
an 'Imperial! o*jft#bd tributary to the Empire) gat liberty,.and making it fclfe free, emred into 
a leagueand c^edmeie with the Swiflers, which was a matter of great importance and dan- 
gei^ as well for the charge to provide for fuchacafe, as for the wane againft P un t P , the 
Countie Palatine,and his fonR os br t, which fprang through this occafion. 

Gior oi Dukeo fBa/ws, called the rich,hauing no more bur one daughter, whotename 
was IsABitj and marrying her to Robert theeldeftfonpftheCountPalatineofii^fl^ 
who wasalfo called Duke of Ba«/Vre,for in auntienttime both had been but one houfe* he gaue 
him with her for her dowric, the inheritance andfucctfiioo of his whole patrimonip, which 
was againft law and reafon, and a wrong done to his brother Am b RT,whp wasalfo Duke of 
Battitn,at\d had married the Emperor Maximilian’s fiftcr. This marriage being made, 
Duke G b o r g s, father in-law to A l s brt, in the ycere 1503, dyed : and Rob u-t ha¬ 
uing I s a b b l to wife ( being by his father in-laws laft Will made his heire generall) with the 
hclpeofhis father, the Count Palatine of Rhine, b c gan to take Tpwucsund Cattles in Baum, 

and to make himfclfc Lord of a great part thereof 5 and fo began the wane. The Emperor fee- 
king meanes t o bring them to an agreement, R o e a r t would not acccp the conditions : 
whereupon the Emperour proceeding againft him, and againft his father the Count Palatine 
(who notwithftanding that he had bin often required and perfwaded to the conrraric,counfel- 
ling his fon to proceede, aflifted him both with men and money ) con fished his goqds, and ex¬ 
posing the fame to him that would take them* made prefcntly ciuellwarrevpon him : and by 
his order,the like was done by the Lantzgraueofi/*^w,the Duke ofWtuemhrghjhc Marquette 
of Brandenburgh , and the faid Alb* r t and Alexander Dukes of Bcutere , and other 
Princes : againft all which the father and the fon armed themfelues, with the hclpe of the king 
of Hungary and Bohemia, from whence many men came to their aide . and fo betweene them be- 
ganamoftcrucllwarre 5 wherein the Emperor warred in his owneperfon particularly in the 
countricoFBauureCwhei eofR o * b r r was in pofteftion :) And Wiliam Lant.zgraueof 
Heffen.md the Duke of Wittenbergh, cither of them for their portion,together with their friends 
and kinffolks made warres in feucrall parts of the countries, fubie& to his father the Count 
Palatine of Rhine. 

The Emperour warred with fuch force and courage, that obtaining certaine notable vi&o- 
ries againft Rosbrt and the Bohemians, he recouered all the townes which he had taken* 
but Ro b brt fauedhimfelfeby flight s and the Emperour giuing thofe townes to his co/m 
A lb b r t, went with his Army intothe Count Palatines countrie,wherein the Princesaboue 
named had taken feme townes: and comming wirh the like Foree and fury as he had recouered 
the eftate ofBauiere, he took the greateft part of that dominion : and Ph ilip beingvnahle 
to defend what he held, fending to the Emperour for pardon, promifed from thenceforth to 
be his loyall feruant. Christophbr Marqueffeof together with certaine religious 
perfons being interceftors* the Emperour eonfidering that if he /hould wholly ruine him,being • 
a Prince Ele<ftor, there would be great controuerfic about the right of the election, herhoughe 
it beft to pardon him; and fo ceafed the warres on all parts, and the Count Palatine returning 
to his obedience was pardoned ? but his countrieand eftate was much diminifhed. His fonne 
Robbrt after the warres were ended, being of the age of fiue and twentieyeeres, feeing 
himfclf ouercomeand difpoflefIcd,dyed of for row and his wifealfo,by whofe right he challen- 1 
ged that which is aboue fpecified. 

Whileft the Emperor was bulled about thefe matters, the great Captaiue of Spain*, Go«-

1; This Cm ar BBS Duke of Gaeldets,hyxhe prouocation and fupport of the French, with 
whom after his fathers death he had been bred vp in hatred of the houfe of Bufgundy , violating 
hisfaith by the which he was bound to Maximilian, did infeft tfic Brabantinn, commit- 
tinggreat fpoiles andmurthers. This young,Prince was,of a fowre and proudedifpofitionj 
whofo’Grand-father A k n ox,j>, was ion to Jid^Rr, daughter to I o k n Lord of ZlrkeKy 
by the death of R-b y n o l d i thelaftofthe Dukcs^of luliers and Qufldfrs , of the hoqfe of 
Wjjat *, his mothers Vncle, itwas conferred into thefamiTy of Egmont who ftill was an 
enemy ro the BOufe. of Burgundy in fauour of the French,; 

;, Thehexcyeer following, the Emperour being diiplcal^diwiththc King of Hungary and Bohe¬ 
mia, for the aififtancc giuen to the Count Pala tine againft him, and for bis rebellion again ft the 
Empire, leuied an Army and went againft him ; and entring Hangar/,did great fpoiles diere,and 
put the king thereof in fuchfeare, that he (with great humility fuedto. him for peace,, which 
was granted vpon fuch conditions as plcafed the Emperour 5 and fo the wavtc ended. In the 
mednetirae, £ e tv b s the French King, hauing no meaning to marry his daughter C l a y- 
b 1 a to Prince Charles, who being after wards Empqrour, was called Charles the 
Fife, ihoitly after married her to Francis Duke of Angulcfmc and Dolphin of Frame , who 
afterwards was King: and fearing warres with rhe Emperour about the Duchy of Milan, made 
aperp'etdall league with Fbadinand Kingof Cajtile, who was vpon his departure from 
uliVrfgiwrftorcturneto Haplts ^ fob he c^cpetftt d King. P ht l i p who went thither in the begin 7 

ning of theyeer 1 y 06 iteleagne being made,between ihemi King Fhr dinan d married 
iheLady Gh xm an a, filler to the Earle of Faix: and in A prill, intheyeere lyo^, leaning 
Sfm, he went to papier ; and vpon the fiue and t wentith of September in the ftmeyeer, King 
Phili p being of the age of eight and twenty y.eeres, departed out of this World.: his death 
was much deplored by all his fubic<fts,but more byihc Emperor his Father, whowas extream- 
lyiory for the fame. After hisdeceafe,for that the Queen was fickly,and fhc Prince Chaau 
achilde,King Fbr p in and of Napits was called tothe Gouernment of thofe Kingdomes, 
whereupon theyeer next following hecame into .T/4W to that effedf: and the, Emperor, po the 
cnd’heeftiouldvndettaketheGonerncmentofthe Lowe Couptrics ^was by. AmbaffadourS 
from the States thereof, foliciced to come thither 5 who accepting the Gouerncment , went 
prefemly into Flanders. 

The French King hauing leuied an Army to go into Italy to fupprcfte the rebellion at Gcnta^ 
the Pope arid the Venecians were in fbme doubt that he had a further defigne: wherupon they 
fenttheirAmbaffadors to the Emperor apd Princes Electors, to let th^m vnderftand that the 
French king had an intent to opprefle the,ftate of the Ghutch,^nd to vfurpe the digniryofthe 
Empire; This cauled Maximilian to ^(Temble a Diet of the Princes arid free Qitfos at 
Co»Jlance \giuing them to vnderflandthat the French Kings intention was ro aduahee the Car? 
dinallof Ambits, and to receiueofhim the Imperial! Crowne. The Princes were herewith 
much incenfed with difdaine •,that through their negligence the Maiefty ofthe Empire ftiould 
betranftated into another Nation. After much confutation ,• in the end they concluded to 
furnifti theEtnperor for his voyage int 07 t 4 //>, with eight thoufand horfe, and two and twenty 
thouland footC, paid for fikmQneths,and ^oopflorens pf the Rhyne fox the chafges of theAr- 

fillcry moncthly ; But the French King hauing difmiflcd his Army and . himfclfc retired into 
France , the Pope and the Venecians grew cold in their liote purfuite. the Pope giuing charge 
tohisLegateto perfwadetheEmpcior, in hisname^topafteinto italie, without an Army,offe- 
ringto doe him more honour,then had been at the. .crowning of any former Emperor: and the 
Venecians vpon great inftance made h^his. Ambafiadprsto that State,for the paflffng of 
toy through their Territories , madean fwcre i That their rclolution was to gran.t him p^ge,

* The Pope being refolute,ahd loth to fee the Emperour too great m Italy, he defired rather 
to obtaine part by accord ,then the whole by Armes* labouring to induce the Venecians to ref- 
tote him AMriand Baenu j letting them know that the danger which threatned thembythe 
vnion offo many Princes,would be farre greater ifhe did concurre with them,and purfue them 
both With his fpirituall and temporall Armes j but if they rendted thofe townes he fliould haue 
luftcaufc not to ratifie the league,which without his Pontifical! authority would cafily yanim. 
The Venccians were herewith much perplexed, there being great contrariety of opinions a* 
mongftthe Senatorsibut in the end the worfe counfel! preuailed, which was not to yeeld vflto 
the Popes defire, whereupon his Holincflc ratified tli e league.

/w&f,,and being come to Verona^ ioyning with the Spantth Army, and with thole which were 
in league with the Pope, the French were ftrickcn with fuch fear, that the Cardinall of Same 
Cre/fcand the reft of the Councell ofPifa (which had withdrawn themfclues to Milan) with 
ullfpeed polfible departing thence, fled into Prance .* and Monsi bvr d»i a Pau.j j 
the French Generall.lcauingfuchgarrifons as hee thought good in the Caftlcsof M,U»md 
Brefcia.and other Towns in Lombardy, abandoning the City, retired to and the enemy : 

coming thither, hedeparted from thencc,and went alfo into frame. Andfo Maximilian 
S f o m e », in fiiort fpace rccouering the Duchy of Milan, was with great toy (through the ; 
Emperors aid and fauour) receiued into the City: to whom prcfently came Ambafladotsfrom 
Cowitodohim honour, and to congratulate his return: for, the Genoais then rebelling againft 
the French,and hauing chofcn them a Duke* befieged the Caftleof thewhich was at 
the French deuotion. In the procelfe ofhis war .the King of Nauarre, for that he held with the 
French King againft the Emperor, againft the Pope,and the King ofCaJble,and wouldnot glue 
palfage to the Spanifli Armies, was bereaued ofhis Kingdome; ard the Kings of Cay tic poms 

After thefe things,"and other which fuccccded, inthebeginningoftheyeer, vponthethree 
andtwentith day of February, in Rente Pope Iv 11 o died, in the tenth yeer of his Papacy * 
and in his place was cholen Iohn, Cardinall de iMedicis , who beeing taken at the rout ofSa- 
tanna, and^f ter wards fet at liberty, wa» called L a o the Tenth : in the beginning of whole [ 
Papacv.thc French King,the Lord of Tummlte , and the Duke of^dlbama, with a great Army 
came mto Lombardy againft Maximimah Duke of M,U» h who.With aid from the Empe¬ 
ror and the S wifTers, coming to a batteU neer to Nmm (where his father was taken prifoner) 
obtained the vi&ory, with the death, ouerthrowe, and imprifonment of many ofthcmtloas 
he, driuine the French out of that Duchy,remained Lord^thereof in peace. 

Prefemly after this in the fame yeere, the Emperor (refolumg to let the French King know 

that he had commiftedan error, in not keeping the peace made and concluded with him) came 
to acompofitionwith H ■ * * v the Eight King of England (who was enemie to theFrench 
Kins) to enter France, and to make wavre againft him : for performance of which conditions, 
thcKingof England came to Calls ; and entring Frame , the Emperour with his Army catnc and 
ioyned with him: and although the French King durft not fight in battaile, yec there paiTed 
many notable skirmilhesbetweene them.: and notwithftanding that the King of England lay 
two moneths before Temuenne,yet the French King in all that fpace not daring to come to tree 
it, the towne was conftrained to yeelde : and fa the,King after the taking offomeot er P * 

went toTmnay, which he battered with fuch fury, that it yeclded, together with the ^ a “T 
and other townes neere adiacent ? whereof the King of Enfold being Lord, made £^ 1 ?^ 
in the countrey, without finding any Army in the field to make head againft him. Tne fcmpc- 
rour inlikemanner by another way,Cent V d \ kxi c x Duke oMtemhrg^mth great fro p 
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ofSwifiersinto Burgundy , who befiegingDyM,and hauing brought it tothatdiftrefte as it was 
thought theprouince would haue been loft; the Swiflers ( according to the accuftomed man¬ 
ner) in copfideration of one hundred thou fan d Ducats; Cent them by the French King, and 
moutd with the hope ofa promifed greater furnrne, railing the fiege, returned home to their 
houfes,maugrethe Duke of Wlttem 6 ergh their Generali: who with his people feeing himfelfe 
abandoned, returned alfo into his countrey. It Ikewife happened, that whileft the KingofE»^- 
Und made W rc in Pramcythc King of Sew (through the inftigacion of the French King)encred 
England i againft whom in perfon came Kathemni Qucenc of England, accompanied by 
fp/Se of the Nobility and Commons of that Realm e* and fighting with the & cats ( ndtwftthftart- 
ding that the vitftory was very doubtful and vncquall,by realott ofthe great multitude dfthem) 
yet their King was fiaine in the battaile : and the Scots not dar ing any longer to hold the field, 
returned home $ and the Englifh entring Shetland,took certaine places therein ftich fortthat the 
King of England through his wiuesmeanes in England, and the Emperors ayde in France^ retuf- 
ntd vi&ptiOUf into his iountrey. And the Emperour, for that his prefence was very requifit in 
Germany & id the like 5 for in Wormes was much debate and contention betweene the eftarcsEc*

Dukes of the Emperors Ncphcwes, the Tons of his brot her in-liw Alb a k n Where¬ 

upon the Emperour went to them, andmlome fort mitigating the contention, brought them 
to be in peace. In theiafneyeere 1513, the Venecians made a league with the French King, 
which was Cffe&ed by mcanes of Bartsimiw D*a iviano their Generali, who was 
taken prilbner by the King, and Audu vv Gritti a Venecian gentleman v who 
was afterwards one of the moft excellent Dukes that hath been in Feme, who likewlfewas 
prifoner. 

After this, a peace being concluded betweene England and France, the French King took to 
wife M a r y the King of Englandsfifter ,with whom heliued but a while after his mariage - for 
he falling extremely fick, died vpon the firft day of Ianuary, intheyeercofour Lord 1514. and 
the 17. ofhis Raignei whom fucceeded the often named Francis Duke of Angnltfme,who 
after his Coronation,procured a league to be made with the Em perour: whereupon the Earle 
of^i^AW came to P4r«r,and (b a new mariage was concluded between Chaubs who then 
was Prince of Spine, and Rinata fifterto Clavdi a the new QuecneofFrflwsj which 
Marriage afterwards took no eflfc< 5 L The Emperour confented, and liked well of the match, as 
well by reafon of the troubles he had in Germany,as for the peace and common good which was 
cxpe&ed to enfiie thereof. And for the better pre/eruation of the particularpeacemadewich 
L a d 1 s l a v s King of Hungary teBthemia, he refolued to marry his niece M a r y to Law 1 s, 
the eldeftfon of the laid King, notwithftanding that they both were very young : whereupon 
in Iuly in theyeare 1515.3 meeting was appointed to be held in View in whither came 

Sioumvhd King ofPdand, L a d i s l a v s King of Hungary and Bohemia, with his fonne 
In we j, the Emperour, the Dukes of Ban/err, and many other Princes of Germany, where the 
faidL»vvmsprinceof^«A!g4r; was betrothed to M a r e the Emperors niece:and it was alfo 
agreed,that Ferdinand ot Cajlile, (hould martie with hisfifter Anhh, which afterwards 
rookdfe&j whoraigned in thofe kingdomes after the deceafe of his brother in-law L r vv b s- 
which marriages were accomplifhed after the Emperors deceafc,in the ycer 1521. The French 
King Francis knowing the Emperor to be enclined to peace, feafting and banquetting; 
andhauing a little before confirmed a peace with England, arid with the Venecians,as he had al¬ 
fo done the like with the fame Emperor 5 within fiiort fpace after he leuied a very great Army 
of Germans,and Lantzknechts, with a refolution to inuade the Duchie of Mlan$ and being 
with his Army part the Alps, neere to Twin, he ioyned with his Vncle Chaub s Dukeof 
Saury • and then comming to Verfelli, thither catne 2000 fouldicrs lent him by the Genoais, at 
the requeft ofOct avian Frbgoso their Duke: from thence he went to Non&m ,which 
yeelded without aftaultjand palling on towards Milamand knowing that the Duke had an Army 

ofSwifiersfenihimbytheEmperor; and that he intended to giue him battaile, he fou^hr to 
haue corrupted the Swiflers with money, as king Levvbs did when he took the faid Dukes 
father • but failing thereof (for it was difeouered to his enemies) he fought with rhem betweene

inalLthatprouince was move famousjfor many dualities, astheittheof his life made maoifeft 5 

forhe becam a Cardinal},and a fcei wards being made Pope, a far the death ofL « o the tentfe 
was called A d r i a n the Sixt. But in his exercife.ofarmes he was infttufted by C h arl m 
ie Cbeures, a valiant man at arms in that Age.' It feemeth that hce profited little in learning,yet 
bee attained to theSpanilh, Dutch,and French tongues,, .the Latin tongue he vnde/ ftood Com- 
whatgroflely. Three bookesoncly hce lowed to reade, whichheecaufed to be tranttated into 
his ownevulgar tongue, of which, one was the Inftitution ofaciuill life, which was the Cour¬ 
tier of the Earle Baitasar^ Cajlilbne j the other was of matters of ftate, which was the 
Prince, withthedilcourfcofM a ch i a v bl: the third was thc.Order of Knighthood, which 
was the hiftoi iejof P olibivs .But he moft delighted in armes,which befides religion, arethe 
foundation ofkingdomes ; and hee more efteemed the warres then any inrin.in the world.. Hee 
wasskiifullin the managing of Artillery, and very expert in the mat dialling of an armie, and 
lodged the fame very skilfully i and knew all the means and dcuiccs how to batter and alTanlt h 
City * fb as all hisattempts, or the greateft part which he vndertook, might well hauegoodfuc^ 
cettc. The coriftitution of his body was neither fat norgro/Tc, but of a gallant proportion and 
ftrongly finued. His hands were great and ftrong,fit to wield weapons and to manage Armes^ 

His legs were ttraight and ofa due proportion, which chiefly appeared when he was on horfe- 
back: for, he rode with fuch majefty when he was armed, and managed his hovle (o gallantly^ 
thatitfeemedno gallantcr Knight could be found, or more fit.to bear Arms than himfelf^ iHet 
was of a fair complexion, with cleer azured dcs, which (although he were angry). Wefe not 
terrible, but accompanied with a graue battifolnes and manly modefly. Hee waSlbmewhat 
liooknofed, after the manner of the antient Kings of Perjta, which was a figtie of the greatnes 
of his minde. He had along chin, and a yellow beard; bis hair was yellow of the color of gold, 
after the vfc of the antient Emperors of Rome. It was thought by thofe which were wife, that 
neuer was man of better conftitutiou, better aduifed, or of riper judgement than he : for, with 1 
a certain motion which accompaniedhis fpeeches,hemudemen to wonder at his proceedingse 
He was very curteous in difeourfe, but double; fo as his fpecches might hauc diuerfe Conftru rt 
<ttions: andfoheeuerfauedhimfelf by the interpretation, fitting it to bis purpofej alleging,' 
that his meaning was to be vndcrftood in this and in this manner. He was neuer throughly an¬ 
gry j bur telling the truth,and grounding hisifpeeches vpon rcafon, hcfacisfied the hearers. He 
was neuer ouer-hafty in his anfwers: for,he firfli confulted, and then concluded - but thCcon- 
ciufion mutt depend of him onely.. He made great account of thofe which might either plea- 
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fure or annoy him t but made no fheW thereof in outward apparauce, to the end to maintains 
his reparation in greatnefs. He was neither bloody nor vindicatiuc vpon hts enemies, but re'for- 

mC HefddomepunXcd^ feruantsand officers,butvphcldthem in rheir defe&s. And al- 
thoueh that by his enemies he was noted of cruelty, in the matters of and in the death of 

the Children of France, yet was he milde and pittifull, and they of malice Hander him wrongful. 
]v As for his friends which were made great by him, he conftantly maintained them, and 
would nor endure to heare them ill fpoken of* giuing more credit to his owne iudgement 
then to other mens reports. reputing them to fpcake of enuy or malice. He wasan cam eft de- 
fendov of his Ambafladours* notwithftanding that they did ought that were not tolerable• for 
he loued to haue good intelligence, and knew all that parted mall parts of the World. He vfed 
to difeourfeof his affaires the fpace of foure or fiuc houres together, and wrote downs the ica- 
fons pro & centra* the better to eonfider thereof; and his arguments were fo well compounded, 
and all of one poize, that who fo vndcrftood the beginning of the matter,might prefcntly com- 

^Heltt^ inclination ofthofePrinces with whom he had to deale, and /pent 

much mohey to haue full notice of them, by reafon whereof, he negotiated with them, with 
liuely reafons and found argumcnts,and not with gcnevalitie$sand had his butincs m all parts in 
rcadineft attendingoportunity &fit occafion to put them in execution: Hence it grew, that in 
regard of his affaires, he was mortified in all hispleafures: concerning the lawes, he was iuff, 
and made profeflion to maintain and hold his word, and to preferre his honour before all things 
in the World • wherefore whofoeuer defired to get his fauour, wastoyfe the mcanes of honor, 
and of modefty* with (hew of Religion; whereto he was fo much addi&ed, as he communica¬ 
ted foure times in thcyccrc. He was very patient in hearing caufes, and gauc audienceafwdl 
to the meane as the great,with much attention: and notwithftanding that he was (low to rcfoluc 
of his owne affaires, afwcllas ofother mens 5 yet he concluded very prudently. But he that will 
blame him may fay, that he was remiflfeand ir rcfolutc s and he that will commend him may at- 
firm, that he was well aduifed and politick. . c p , 

Touching his liberality, lie was held rather niggardly and rpanng,then bountifull s ejpeci- 

ally towards his feruants.whom he entertained with hope many yeers; but when he did re¬ 
ward, if enough were enough, he gaue enough 5 for he had great mcanes to giuc, ofthe three 
orders of Knight-hood which arc in Spam, belides Bilhopricks, Abbeys, Titles, Offices, and 
other rcuenuesineucttheleffe, it feemedthat in giuing he much more fauoured the Flemmings 
then the Spaniards or Italians. He was bountifull tofuch Captaines asferued him in the wars, 
and to fuch as he loued % but it came but flowly. He made Hiew to loue peace, and not to de- 
fire wars, but when he was prouoked. Briefly, he gaue example for all to follow, and abftained 
from all fuch vices as might ftaine his Confciencc, or good name. He effe&ed great matters 
by negociation, wherein he was more then in Armesj notwithftanding that in Armcs he was 

inuincfole andp ^ raorn i n g,and after he was ready (clad in no better then infiIke,or cloatji, 
clofe made, more like a priuate Gentleman then a great Lord, but yet very neatcly) he heard a 
priuateMaffe for the foule ofthe Empreffejand then gaue audience and difpatchcd 
finefle. then going out of his chamber, he heard another Mafte openly in a Chappell, which 
being ended, he went to dinner: Whei upon they vfed thisprouerbinhis Court, Fr6m Mane 

He wasa great feeder,and did eate fuch things as did breede groffe and vifeous humors, 
wherof proceeded the Gowte, and the Ptifick - which infirmities in his later daies greatly tor¬ 
mented him, efpecially the Cowtj which was of fo maligne a condition, chat it fent the vapour 
thereof from the ftomack into the head, which put him often in danger of his life, which he al- 
fured himfelfcould not be long: but yet when he was wel,hc made fmall reckoning of Phyiict- 
ans, as though hertiould neuer be rtekagaine. Hedid eate littleat night, thinking to make a- 
mends for difordcring himfclfc at noone. After dinner he gaue audience, and fometime reti¬ 
ring himfelfe into fome fe cret place, he pafied the time in drawing the plot of fome fortreltc,or 

other edifice-, but mofi commonly he vfed to ieafi: with a Polonian dwarfe which he had, or 
with one A d r 1 a n agroomeof his chamber * knd often with the Baron of mnfakon on¬ 
ward of his houfe, in whofe company hetook great delight, for his ready and quick wit. He 
fometimes rode on hunting, not with aboue eight or ten horfe at the moft, and returned otcen- 
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fpecially at Vailledolit, where they took Arhiesagainft Cardinal Xiui n * $ as agaihft an enemy 
ut\Z "inf" °^ er ‘ n K violence to his officers Who were font to maketfie ituoJmcnts, wherein they were atu- 
thtCtrdmtl. raatedbythc Admiraliof Cajtile who had fome hereditaty rights in the gouernmeiit of the 
towne,andthdBiihopof^^/Vwhohad been SchooleMafter to the intanr,z>wi F ER D r- 
n and. Thcfe alterations did-miich trouble the Cardinaljyef would he hot procede rigOfoufly 
againftth'cm vritillthathehadreceiued approbation from King Chaui s, the which was 
fent him theyefcre following • ifoas'at the comming pfthefe Letters into Spaitte, the inhabitants 
of all tlie mutinous townes, fubniitted therrifelues and gaue over their factions. 

In the yeere 1517 there grew a mutiny in Malaga dgainft the officers of the Admiralty, the 
mS. ^ ^ fdwheTmcn being ddirous to free themfelues from that iurifdi&ion,' pretending that it did but 

hinder the coiirFe of iuftice, and giue way to ill liuers, tb auoid delerued punifhmeflt. This 
muifitude of ^Malaga hauing no patience to attend an anftVere from King C h a r t e s of A*. 
jtrUfd id tumultuary ebafeaway the iudges, and defaced all this markes of the Admiralty in 
theirtbwne and iurifdi<ftioni The Admiral ofC^//foconYplamed to the Cardinal and Councel 
Whdfought by admoriitions'arid threats tofupprefs the fifty of this peoplerbut they perfifted hi] 
in Atthesand plSnledthc Artillery vpon their walles. feut the Cardinall feeing nomilde cour- 
fes could p reuail^fent 6000 of his legionary hotand 406 horfoagainft them, voder thecom- 
mduhdofz>w Am t onto dtticucua^v pon whole approach the Malagins fainted, and fued 

for mercy; w hercofthc Cardinal being aducrcifcd jhccoinmanded him to proceede wit h mild. 

nes and clemency, preferuing the Kings honour and dignity } So as there were flue of the chiefs 
authors of this feditionhanged arid the reft pardoned. 

Cardinall X1 m e n b s was much troubled with the pitifull eftate of l o a n e Queene of 
Me ft Ate of cafiile ; for this Princefle being poffefl with afharpe melancholy humor led a moft lamentable 

tfCAjJilemo* hfein the Cable of lordcjtllat whereas King F hrdinan d her father Had lodged her, being 
tber to kw £ a very pleafant place: yet L h vv b s F1*. r i hr of Valenti* who had the chrge of her could nc- 

chadei. her get her to lodge in any wel-aired chamber, but fhe would ftill lurk in fome dark placeneere 

the ground, lit to entertaine hermahneholy. She did abhorre loft beds,and would ly vpon the 
ground, or vpon a boord couered withacarpet by importunity. They could not getherto 
weare a furred gowne in winter, nor any thing that was rich : She was many times three daics | 
together without eating, complaining often, that ftie Waskeptlikea prifoner, and that they ! 
withheld her from the gouernment of affaires like a priuateperfon. The Cardinall was much 
grfotie.d hcreat:and fomewhat to redrefle it, holding that the negligence of L b vv b s F b r- 
r 1« a. did feed the malice of her infirmity ,he remoued him,putting in his place Fhrdinand 
D v c a ofr*/dwr*,amannobly borncandwifo, who by his diferetion in a fhort time did mo¬ 
derate this violent humor in the Queene, getting her to becontenr to haue her chamber made 
cleane, which grew vnfauory by reafon of the meate which Ihe wouldnot fuffer them to carry 
awtey, and by little and little heperfwaded her to ly in a bed and to goe abroad to Church, and 
he made her to haue fome feeling and apprehenfion that Ihe was a Queen-,and fo acknowledged. 
And in time he made her familiar and brought her to a more mild and humane kind of life: The 
whkh did much pleafeK.CHARts her fon, who thanked Cardinal X1 m en bs by his Letters. 

Cardinall Xjmenbs found many croflcs and oppofitions in his gouernment: yet he was 
CAd'mll fo itppatientofanyiniury, as whatlbeuer King Charlb sordeihed touching the affaires of 
eiOUlfSt M h proceeded not from him and his counfell, he held it done in contempt of him, and 

condemned it as a fubiedt of fed itiori jaccufing the N oblemen & Councel of Plan Jen of ralhnes, 
whobeingignorant of the manners of the Spaniards meddled with the gouernment, thcwhich 
did wholly depend of the Viceroyes authority & of the kings Councel which was in the coun¬ 
trey she did much honour 1 A drian Florint who wasioyned with him inrhegouem* 
meht: for that he yeeld^ed vnto him. 

The Spaniards who are by nature hauty and proud, couldnot longindurc the integrity of 
Cardinall Xiwrnb s, neither were they well pleafed with the FI emmings,who entertaining 
the King in PUnders were too bufie with the affaires of Spaitte , fo as all things tended there 
to a combuftion. But to preuent all diforders which were feared by reafon of the Kings 
. abfence, it was refolued to fend the Lord of Chaux thither to haue the third place in 

mlvfmim* the gouernment with Cardinall X 1 m b n s s , and Dolour Adrian, who had 

sfAiw. v formerly beene the principall caufe of his fending •, for that (as he (kid ) he was not Cubic lent 

to refift Cardinal! X’x m 1 n 1 s a hauty man, who did manage all things at bis plea* 
furc, and could in no fort indiire any companions His comming was very pleafing to 

the 
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theNobIe*men and people of Spain, who were much difeontented with the Cardinally and 
they all went forth toreceiue him with great honour, being the firft that euer had been fent in- * 
to Spain with authority, (ince Charles of K^duftria took vpon him the title, of King. But 
the Cardinall maintained his authority refolutely,and held ftill the fiift place in all difpatchesj, 
as may well appear by that which follows: for, the other two hauing on a time fign&l certain 
Letters, leauing a fpace for the Cardinall to fignevnder themj he tore .them in pieces, eaufing | 

others to be made to the fame effect, which he figned aboue; and thus he continued vntill the 
Kings coming. It was often refolued in Flanders to. haue fent fomegrear map into Spain to ma¬ 
nage the gouertimenr, and to check the fowre and har/h difpofition of the Cardinall. L ew b s , 

Count Palatine was propounded both to take chargeoftheStateiand, of the Infant; D. F e 'r- p 

d 1 n a n d : but the Cardinall could indure no corriuall, befeeching the. King by his Letter,' !, 

not to lend any one into Spain with whom he muft bee in cpntinuall quarcll 5 but rather to giue 
him leaue to retire himfelf to his Dioceffe, where he would liue religioufl.yin j 3 eacc,forcfeeing 
that many would feck malitioufly to crofte his good defign? to ferue the Common-weal; they 
hauing no other end bnt to breed fome great tumults in Spain , hee defired not to bee engaged 
therein, but rat her to be a fpe<ftator jaduertifing the King, that the oneiy means topreuentaU 
dangers,was,To commit the whole affairs of the cftatesgoueinmcm to his tried faith, and to 
rely wholly vpon him, fecking to diuidc the loyall Soueraignry beiwixr the King and hjmfelfi 

for,lie faid the Flemings vnderftood nothing in the affairs of Spain, and the King for his tender 
age could not vndergofo many cares: but the Cardinals proud courlesbted him much;hatrcd. 

The King was greatly defired in by the Nobility.who thought thereby to fupplant the , . . 

Cardinall in his gouernment: and this voyage was much preffed by the Emperor Ma x i m i- 
HAN, who held it very neceflary; and to that end came to fee the King at Bruxelles, and to 
conferrc with him, fearing that hislongftay in theLow Countries would breed fqme alterati¬ 
on in the (hate of Spain, where he was much defired. This conference bred fome jealoufie in 
theCardinall; who wrote, that the entevuiew of great men did neucr bring pvofit ^o tjHein- 
feiues,nor to their affairs. The Spaniards, feeing the time fpentin vain hopes of their Kjpg’s 
coming, began togrowe into mutinies, making great complaints of thegreedinelfe of tfieFJc- 
mings, who difpofed of the affairs, and wafted the Kings treafure, tranfporcing ic’out'Qfthc 
Realm. Many of the belt Towns of Spain, being inccnfed with thefe complaints, fought lroyv 
to preuent the diforders, and to curb the greedineffe of the Flemmifli Goiptiers. > The 
nalland Councell, knowing well, that what the Towns had defired was juft, y et , fearing, fppyt 
popular tumults, rhey perfwaded them to forbear all Affcmblics till there were ccrtain ncwes 
of the Kings coming, who they vnderftood made preparation to i/nbark fpeedily': and in the 
mean time theyaduertifed the King of what had paft. Bur tM CardiuallTancl Qpuncell were a- 
g^in importuned for an aflembly ofthe States,promifing ope}y>to foliciijethe Kipg t(y:pme in¬ 
to Spaine, to maintain the lawes and cuftomes Of the Countiy,and to r^form fuch diforders aS 
were crept in 5 or elfe the people did proteft to, fend Ambaftadors to thjq King, and to prouide 
thatthe Common-weal fliould take no prejudice; The Gavdloall could pot refufe their juft 
demand, appointing the Aflembly in September hopingby that tinfo the King would be 

atriued in Spain j hauing to that end fent him a flectof fliips* and fending Ppft daily toaduancc 
his coming, the oneiy means to maintain peace: for, the/Cavdinall held ic a dangerous thing 
when as people (hauing caufe ofgrieuance) prefume to co.nrtpMn pub liquefy: for hauing once 
loft the refpeddue to the magiftrate, there is no! m Q re any rpftraint 5 and popular complaints are 
eafily belieued by fuch as haue a defife to troubld.the State. ■ ■ ,. ,

At one Inftanctherewere three ofthe greac«?ft Noble*i:rienof Spain confpived together^ 
gainft the Cardinall vpon fundiy difcontentsji which were, fhe Duke of Jii/M^^o^the'Duke 
ofi^/tf/tUnd the‘Earl of Vregndi The Duke of infmaitgo had' offred violence to, a Promoter yioUctctm- 
fent by llie'Cardinall touching fome proceedingiaf <j/i#4drf^/>/'^,threatnir>g to hang him. 1 The MitteA h 
Garditwllgaueit out,;that he would call the D u&in queftron 5 for tlwbe fed violated rdigion^ 
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and broken the publike peace; and the Duke, defirousto braue the Cardinall, fent a Chaplain 
of his Vnto him, with a meflage full ofdifgracefull reproachcsand vain threats. To whom the 
CardinalK hearing him quietly without any alteration) anfwerd,Go back to thy mailer,whom 
thou flialt finde repenting the foolilh words which thou haft deliuerd: and in truth before his 
return, the Dukes choler was part, and he very forty for his raihnes 5 but he was afterwards re¬ 
conciled to the Cardinall by the Conftable of Vclafco. 

The Earl ofVragnas exceffe was of a higher Brain: for,Don G v t t i a k e of guixadA hauing 
a llite againft him for the reftitution of pUUfraue , a Town neer to Vailledolit 5 and certain officer 
of juftice coming thither by order of the Court to put him in pofleflion,they were outraged & 
beaten by R o d a r t o o Giron the Earls fonne, Bbrnardin of Velofce the Conftables 
fonne,BBiL t'rav d deUCtuaa fonnetothe Duke of yjllbuguergue, Ferdinand Hrh- 
ki^vbj fon to the Admirall, with other ill aduifed yong Noblc-men then prelent. The 
Court being much incenfed heerat(the Bilhop of Malaga being Prefident)commanded certain 
legionary fouidiers to atm to affift juftice,and to punilh thole rebels, getting himfelf in perfott 
towards the place 1 . The Conftable, foreseeing the danger, polled thither before, and caufed 
therh to giue way to the Sentence of the Court: for which good office, the Bifliopofilf^a 
gauethanks to the Conftable,'and difmifl: his fouidiers. But the Cardinall was not lo triable, 
but fent out his warrant to apprehend thefe yong N oble-men * who,feeing him proceed crimi¬ 
nally again ft them, returned to their old frenzy, putting themfelues again into VtiUfmte , mea-, 
ning tokeep it. This buline/fe tended to fedition, many blaming the Cardinals feuerity, wher. 
by theWHole Realm might be drawn into combuftion: but the Cardinall held it a glory to op- 
pole himftlfagainft great men, feeking fuch occalioris ambirioully to ihew his magnanimity & 
courage. Finally, they proceeded againft thefe young Noble-men by courfe of juftice jand 
their names were proclaimed, and they cited to appear and to giuc an account of thea&ion. 

» The Fathers of thefe young men were much troubled: who kno wing the Cardinalls power 
ahdfowfedilpolition, refolued to pacify himby all faire meanes,fending to intreat him to haue 
regard vnto the youth oftheir children, complaining notwithftanding by their letters vnto the i 
Kii^bfthe Cardinalls harflidifpoiition, whereby Sprint was filled with combuftions-,The 
CardlnalHri like manner did aggrauate this a<ftion vnto the King, complayningof thedifobe- !

Fear ihgthe ; Vicetoy <»s power, left theplaceanddiflodgedby night. The towne was by fen- 
tencc cbttdfchhWd to be burned, and the ground to bee fowed with fait: And the Earle of Vrtg* 
ttd with' his fdhne and their other confederats were conuifted of high treafon, which fcntencc 

was presently put id 'execution :'Thetowne was burnt to A flies and Feauen of the inhabitant 
pUblik&y whipt. This feuerity bred great hatred againft the Cardinall. But the Admiral! 
H i <vy s s camming to M ad rid, told him with great mildnes, that hee did himfelfe 
wrong,krtd thewholiRealme(beihgArchbiftiopof Tried* andPrimatefo toblemiftitbeho- 
nour ofthe-greateft hoiifes of Sprint Jo well deferuing, both in thefe publike executions and in 
many bad bffiees which he had done them with the King * perfwading him for the good of the 
Reautie,ahd the kings fdruicc, to temper his auftere behauiour, and to intreat men with more 
equity * and leffe choler.The Cardinall ( with a fettled countenance ) anfwered, that hee had 
neuer fought to winrie fauour of Kings otto maintayne his reputation in the world by doing 

wrong to any,btit had euer indeauored to acquit himfelfe duly, of the gouerment which bad 

been committed vnto him; neither had hee done any bad offices to the king^as many didtnali- 
tibufly publifh. 

The Duke of^A’idifcontentgcewevpon a fute depending betwixt D^D i bgo,oiTmm 
his fonrib, andD. Anthony otEfimgea, brother to the Duke of Briar, for the Priory of 
SaintloH n of MUjalem.T>. Anthon y, who had itatthefirft by refignationfromhisYnclc 
the whichPope L * ! o confirmed with confent of King Ph iliip, and now againe hauing 
fewed at it owe, he had wonne his caufe, and gotten letters of execution from the Pope, who 
recommended him with other fauorable letters to King Cnun s,who fent him into Spawe 
td Cardinall X i men n s^giuing him charge to fcqucfirare all the places ofthePriory into his 
hands,commaundihg the Duke of Kjilua and his fon to retire their mcn,3nd to refer the caufe to 
his compromife,and if they Ihould refufe then to execute the Kings letters, and the fentcnce. 
The Duke of Alud was loath to difpoflefle himfelfe, concerning that the Cardinall did not 
affedfc his caufe * And therefore hee reined fuch re'afonable conditiphs as hee offered vnto 
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him; and falling into choler and rage, he muftred vp his friends and forces, thinkine to main- 
tain that by Arms winch was not juftifieableby law or reafon: wherefore the Cardinall fee¬ 
ing his furiousprocecding, was forced to come to thelaift remedy, calling together hisleeia- 
nary bands,as well to guard and fortifie the cotmftll and iuaice, as to fupprdTe and difpcrfe 
the mutinies i of whom they cncountred about a rhoufand foot and fome horfe drawne toee^ 
therby the Duke ofo^/^, and put them to rout. The Duke prcfently f aw his owne errour 
imploying the fauour of his beftfriends for his reconcilement • fubmitting himfelf vnto the 
Cardinal^ into whofe hands he y eelded vp the Priory; which com toner fie was after ended in 
friendly manner.

thht City, fit for theft and Piracies, he made himfelfe king of figure, hauing flaine C mli m mAr ^- ^ 
the Iawfull Prince, and then he began to fpoile the coafts of Sprint , and to tyrannize ouer the 
petty Kings ofhis otvne fe<ft, feeking po difpoflelfe A l b v z a v B N , King of Tunis- 

whom hauing flaine, he forced Iahia his fonne to flic into Sprite, who imparting his mife- 
ries to Catdinall Ximenis, intreated him to affift him in the recouery ofhis Kinedome 
The Cardinall caufed men to be leuied to fend againft this Pirat Barbarokssb muin« 
thechargeoftheArmytoDiHoo V hr a, arafliandindifereetman. This Army bccinc 
about eight thou/and ftrong, came ncer vnto Algicr in Otfober, the Moores beeing aduertifed 
and prepared to hinder his landing. The Town was manned with Very good fouidiers T^rks , 
which Ho.it v sc o had brought with him out of Aftu Diboo.VeA*, commingneer 
the Town, diuided his Army into fourc parts, contrary to aduice: for, the Barbarians were in 
all places ftronger than the Spaniards-fo as the whole Ghriftian Army was chafed anddiP 
perfed with great/laughter. Dr boo V.u abandoned all , and hid himfelf with his fonne 
among the rocks till the cuening * when as he found a veffcU lying at anchor, with which he£ 
returned into Sprin, with much difgrace and diflronour 5 the children flnging, thar Dr a ad 
wastooweaktowraftlewith Hons co, who had but one ar me. Cardinall Ximb n h s 
made fmall account ofthis Ioffe j faying, that by this means Spain fhould bee pursed of a great 
many of leud infolent companions. ® 

The Cardinall was much importuned to fend a fleet into Flanders to tranfport K. C h a r t $ 

lion, and vitals with other refrelhings to bee fent vnto all places} where the fleet fliould ar- 
riue: he himfelfe went vritb ^irdttdaofDuir^ there to attend the Kings comming; haufoo in 
histompanythe TnfantDon Frrdi^and, Doftor A u & i an now made Cardinal] % n d 
A*, m A s To #. Dining at Meguillas, a BoroUgii in the mountaines, it was thought that hec 
waspoifoned 5 fo as hee fell into a lingering confumptioh. Hauing dined, hee found himfelfe 
very ill,the blood comming out at hiscarcsand nailes : this fufpicion was augmented by art 
vnknowne horfeman, who that morning hauing neer vnto the village metre with the Prouind- <W' u xr - 
aH M arq^vi nh and other Monks which went vnto the Cardinal!, he willed them to make 
Iwflc arid to aduife him not to eat of a great T rout which would be fet before him: for witlr^ 
out doubt it was poyfoned.

The King of Sftwe thought the Em pire did belong vnto him by right, as hauing continued 
by a long lucceffion in the houte of i^Auflria , and that it had not been the cuftome to deptiuc 
thedefeendents of thedead, without apparantcaufe of difability ; hauing diuers other reafons 

to feed his hopes to attaine vnto the Empire. , 

The French King on the other fide had no lefie hopes, grounded vpon an opinion he had 

to purchafe the Electors voices by money, whereof fome were his antient friends and penfio- 

hers, to which enterprife they incouraged him, as a matter eafie to effe<ft : Hee alio knew well 
that it was very grieuous to many great houlcs in Germany, who held themfelues capable of fo 
greata dignity,to fee the Empire continiiefo long in onehoufe^ and become as it were heredi¬ 
tary -and that they might call thatEledion a fucceffion, which durft nor Icaue the next defeen- 
dents of the deceated Emperour. Thefc humours of the Germane Princes made him liOpe,' 
that the iealoufies among them might helpe his Caute. 11 

TheEletos wereaffemblcd at Fmckford to agree vpon their election; The French King 
was (till abuted by the promifes of the Marqu effe of Brandtnhurgk\ who was drawne thereunto 
by offers of great fummes of money; for the which he did not qncly binde himlelfe to glue his . p-' 

Voice: but healfo promifed that bis brother.the Archbifiiop of tMentz fhould doe the lik^and £ 

the French King was in hope that fome other of the Electors were well affefted to his party. 

But the Germane people had no wil to fee the Imperiall dignity transferred tdaftrangefjintte^ iwrscfthyr 
ting the Pope that he would not fauour any one in that cleftion, that were nOt of the Gefffiane trifle/,. 
Hatton j yet in fhew he teemed to fauour the French King, but in his heart liec defired hot to * 

haue either of them chofen Emperour, fearing their great power, but laboured to cautefome 
other of the German Princes to be elected. During all thefe prices and the Electors differtni 
ces about the ele&ion, they were aduertifed of ah Army put to field by the King of Sptlme 
(who was more ready to leuie Souldicrs with his money then to giue it to the Eledldrsi Wltlch 
Army drawing neare to Franckford vpon colour to bridle fuch as fiiould offer ro fol ceflteEle- 
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Aiongatecourageto thofe Electors which fauoured hhcaufc,and drew fuch a$ftood doubtful 
vntothcm, The Marquc/Te ofBrandenburgbwho ftoqd for the French King, was ip amazed as 
dc/pairingofthe other Ektfors,and fearing the hatred^the whale nation, he durftnot difeo- 
uer hi$intention } fo as.cpraming to the a<ft of Ele&ionG h a x *,•*.,* .of AuJirU King o fsprine 
was chofen Emperour byfpureofthe Ele<ftor$,onely the Archbi(^ppiof^r«i?i gape his voice 
forth c Marquc 0 e ofBrandtnfargh who wasalfo concurrent in theEtefti on for hurifelfe. 

This election 4 id much trouble the French king, fo as many conceiued that .thefe two young 
Princes, betweenc wiiom there were fo many caufcs of iealo ufie and debate, vpon fundry pre¬ 
tentions, would in the end grow to fome great & dangerous Warre,as you (hall hereafter vnder- 
ftand, King Cha? lbs being at Barcelona,he had newes ofhis cledion tathe Empire of Gfr- 
m»y,by an Embaflage fent. frpm the Ele<ftors, whereupon Jie wenfrto mate prepj*t;*ripn for his 
iourney,and to fee order for the affaires ota/frfc,which were very confuted t Buc he was forced 
to make hafte and to ieauemany things vndecided,; being-aduerfjfed of the cpnfpiracies and 
leagues betwixt the to wnes and N oblemen of the Regime,for the defonceofthc priuiledges of 
the countrcy, again# the greedine/s of the flemifo CounfcIIors. The king was loath to bcinga- 

t ed in thc Spanifh mutinies with whofc humors he was not yet Acquainted.* wherefore he em- 
arqued fodenly at the Groyne, lcauing for gouernours Cardinall A dr z a h and the Conftablc 
Vhiajco, with whom afterwardsheioyned F n a d.i r i c k, H b ( n r i qjr a s great Ad- 
mirall of Cafiile: And fo paffing by fca with a great fleetc he landed in England, to fee king H a 
a v the Eightth, with whom he was in good correfpondence, where he was Very honourably 
entertained for fome daies, and then parted over into the Low countries, from whence he went 
with an honourable traine to vyrtx, where he made his entrie with all the Princes Ele&or^and 
many Other Princes Embafladours And Noblemen,fq.as fome write there were in the trake 
ijrooohorfe,ana there he receiued the firft Imperial, crowne of Iron. 

fn the meanc time the combuftions incrcafcd daily in Coflile , many townes andN oblemen 
complaining of the breach ofthelawes and priuiledges of the Realms andofthe badgoucuh 
mentoftheFlemifh Lords, moftofthe chief,townes fell to Arraes and actual rebellion,hauing 
ioyned with diuerfe Noblemen and Knights and committing all forts of riots and infolencies & 
refufing to obey the Kings officers, but of thcmfelucs they fet dovvne a formepf gouernment’ 
which was made by the gcnerall multitude,and they called it, U Santa Junta, The gouernours 
feeing this generall rcuolt, ieuied forces to fypprerte the rebclls,in the which there were many 
exploits don,which I omit.But inthe end the two Armies met neercto Villa Zara t w herethcre* 
beis weredefeated,and thereby al tumults pacified,& the conddcvate cities labored to recouer 
theirformer fauour. ThcBifhop of Zamorra one ofthe chicfe ofthecon federates was taken & 
ftrangled,and fome other condemned to lofe their heads:and thus their ciuil wars ended,which 
grew by the exceffe and violent gouernment of the Flemings. 

During this rebellion in Caffilc, the gouernours being weak, were forced to draw the garri- 
fons out ox Navarre, and to draw away fome of the ordinance out ofPampelona, whereupon the 
Lord of ^Afperant brother to the Lord of Lamreck , with fome French wel affcCted to Hb n r y 
of t^Alirct, the right heire of that Realme, entred the countrey and took fome places,and inthe 
end was rccciued into Pampctona; yet being abandoned by the Duke of who was Vice¬ 

roy, and finding no refiftance in the whole Countrey, during the ciuil warres, he vnaduifedly 
part the riuer of Ebro and laid ficgc to Zagrogna: but the Gouemors hawing gotten the vi<rtory at 
Villa Lora, marched towards him, and forced him to reparte the riuer, following the French vn- 
tili t{\e Armies came necre to Pampelona, where the Lord of Afptram refolued to hazard a battaii 
and would notattend fuch forces as were to loyne with them the nexr day, in the which the 
French were defeated,and the Generali taken prifonervjvhereupon the whole countrcy of Na» 
uarra was cafilyrccoucrcd by the Caftilians, ' 

The heartburning betwixt the Emperor and the French King began now to difeouer it fclf, 
for the Duke of Bouillon (hauing put himfclfc vndcr the protc&ion of the French) fent to defic 
the Emperor being at a Diet at Womos, and his fonne the Lord ofplcrenges ham ng Ieuied fome 
forces in fww#,wcnt to befiegea final town in Luxottburg^yut the king of England diffwaded the 
French King, from entring into quarreil vpon fo fmalt a fubie&i there was nothing done, and 
the Puke of B wi/^difmifTcd his Army: but the Emperor raifed forces, and took diuers places 
andfownes from the Duke, who finding himfclfc too wcake obtained a Truce for fix weekes. 
After thcEmperors coronation the firftad he did, was to fupprerte,/f he could by mild mcanes, 
thedoflrine preached by L v t h b r the which increafed much in Germany, To this end,and 
-.•a for 
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for fome othe rcaufes of importance concerning theEmpire,he caufed the Princes and eftateS 
to affemble at Warns, whither Lvthir came, hauing a pafpott, and was hcarddifpU* 
ting againft DoCtour Eckiv j and diuers others, but there followed finall fruices of. this mmc*. 
Diet* ' 


King Francis being much difeontented with the ouerthrow of the Lord of l Afperantt 
army,hefent the Lord of Bojtgvet admiral of Prance mthagreatcr power,who entred by Guipufcox 
and befieged Fontarrabi the which after fbrae daies he took by compofition,add manned Voimmbi 
it wich a gatrifon of 3000 Gafcoines, vnder the commaund of the Earle of L v d b : and about uhm bthl 
thefame^timethe Viceroy of Navarre receiued commandemcnt from the Emperor, to ruine all * muh ' 
the walled Townes and forces of Nauarre, to preuent another rebellion, the which Was execu¬ 
ted but at Pampalotta and fome few other places. Both thefe great Princes in like manner were 
in Armes vpon thefrontiers ofFr^and Burgundy, where there were diuerfe exploits done but 
ofno great moment. 

Thisyere the Emperor hearing of the alterations which had been in Spaint agAinfl: the go- 
ueinours; hauing confulted with the Princes Ele&ors he difpofed of his affaires there and of

In the yeer one thoufand fiue hundred tWenty fix, after many confulrations, in th e end was 
atreaty concluded for the deliucry of the French King; butthc Emperour ty ed him to fuch 7he delim *»/ 
condirions as were very vnreafonableryet he promifed vpon his oath to obferue them faithful- theSrtnthk/n Z' 
ly, hauing left his two fonnes in Hoftage, and cohtra^d him! elfe to Queeene Ei'bnor the 
Emperors fitter. This accord held all the Princes of Ghriftendome in fufpence, for they confi- 
cleted that if he obferuedthe treaty of Madrid^ali mile being vnable to defend it felfe, would 
fall into feruitude, but the world was foone fatisfied ofthe French kings intention ^ For, being 
armed at Baysm,he was required td ratiRe the Accord, which h chad promifed to doe when 
he came to a free place,but he delayed it with many excutts: giuing the Emperorto vnderftand 
that bef ore he proceeded to fuch an a(tt,it wesnecettary he fliould pacific his fubie<fts, who were 
difcoiitented with bonds which tended to the'ditniriution ofthe Crownc of Framee : But not- 


withftanding all difficulties he would obferue what he had promifed j notwithftanding the 
Pope and the Venetians fending mettengers vntq him, he complained much of the Emperors 
inhumanity vnto him, during his imprifonment, not vfing him like a Prince,nor with that com- M*” 1 #*’**#. 
miferation ofhis calamity that befitted a Prince. That he had not found him any mildlier dif- 
pofed towards others, but perceiued by his fpeeches yfed at Madrid that he affe&ed nothing ’ 
more then how to bring the Church, Italy, and all other Princes into feruitude : and therefore 
he wifhed them to be care full of their owne fafeties: which if they did,he would concurce with 
them for the common good, and make a league with them againft the Emperor, not that he had 
any intent to recouer the State of Milan, or to addeany thing to his own greatnefle, but only by 
warreto recouer hischildren, and atture the liberty of italic, fecingtheEmpeiours great couc- 
toufnefle had left him no colour to binde him to obferue the treaty; For that both at the firft 
when he was in the Caftle of Fifqueton and afterwards in Spaine , he had often prorefted to the 
Emperour, by reafon of his exorbitant demands] that if through neceffity he were driuen to 
compound vpon vniutt conditions, or fuchas were not in his power to performe, that not only 
he would not obferue them* but holding himfelfe wronged in that he had forced him to make 
irapottible promifes, he would be reuehged if euer occafion were offered,and that he had often

■:, The' Emperor, growing jealous of the Kings ddaies for the ratification, fent onevnto him 
nh tm; *h* r tobe certified ofhis inrent, who found him very vnwilling to leaue Burgundy • which, beeing 
tmthKinr very prcjudiciall to the.Crown o f Franca, he faid was nor in his power to obferue: but defiring 

tmhvtgm mU ch to-entertain thcamity begun with the Emperor,and to giue perfeflion to the marriage, 

he would be contented (obferuingill other Articles) to pay him two millions of crownes for 
the resignation of Burgundy. 

The Emperor, hearing this anfwcr, wasmuch troubled in minde, yet he refolued not to aU 
ter any thing touching the reftirution of Burgundy y and rather to accord with the Pope, and to 
confent to the reintegration of Francis Sforch; being more fitting for him to nardon 
. a Prince le/Te than himfclf, than by yeelding to the will of a powerful! Prince, and one that ea¬ 
rned his greatnes,to make as it were a confefllon of fear. But the French King hearing that the 
Eimperor would alter nothing touching the Articles of the capitulation, be prefently began to 
hearken to the treaty of the league, the which was concluded the tenth of May 1526, between 
the French King on the one part, the Pope and the Venccians on the pther^that between the

The Army of confederates being in field, they.,came and fare down before UMlatt, and foon 
retired again without any effect: and in the meane time the poore Inhabitants of Milan were 
wonderfully oppreftby the rigour and crticltyof the Spaniards • and the’face of this Cityap- 
P«red very miferableand almoft naked of Inhabitants, many beeing wafted by the plague, and 

reuiued by the coming of the Duke of Bcttrhn-, perfwading them felues, that feeing hee had 
brought fomc prouifion of money, and that the confederates Camp was retired, their nccelfi- 
ties and dangers would decreafe, and they fliould not bee fo much opprefled and cruelly han¬ 
dled: furthermore, they had a conceit, that the Duke (to whom it was /aid the Emperor had 
giuen thcDuchie of Milan) would prouidefor hisowne profit, that they fliould be no more fo 
miferably afAided. Wherefore, aflembling themfdues together, they came to the Duke,and 
deliuered their gricuanccs vnto him by the mouth ofone of their company, with tears and la¬ 
mentations. The Duke feemed to be much grieued for their miferies, promifing to doo his 
beAtoreleeuethe City, which had been fo much oppreft contrary tothe Emperours will and 
pleafure: he tould them, moreouer, that he had brought fome prouifion of money, but not fo 
much as might content the/ouldiers; yet if the City would furni/h him with 30000 Ducafes 
for the pay of one tnoneth, he would caufe the Army to retire out of Milan ; afluringthem,that 

hee would not break his faith and word, vpon which they might confidently rely 5 praying 
God,that,if he failed ofhis promi/c, his head might bee taken from his /boulders by the fitft 
/hot of Cannon from the enemy: whereupon,the poor Citizens with great difficulty began to 
make prouifion of the money. But the Duke of Btnrban made no reckoning to keep his word 
and promi/e, or at the leaft ic lay not in his power to curb the pride and infolericie of the foul- 
diers.

15000 Ducates, and 
tiien tney fliould goto Naples or to Caittta, and there attend the Emperors pleafure 5 that for 
a nirance ofthe other paiments he fliould giue in hoftage certain /peciall men whom they na¬ 
med. This fack of Rom drew all the fouldiers ofthe Realm of Naples thither. fo as there werd 
attnatorielnftant 24000men,whoJiued there tiimuhuouflyjnd infolemly, and would not 
depart: but a grear number of them were dcupuredbythe plague. 

Matters being treated of before for the prepavation’of a new war, in April a league wsf$ cori- 
cli^ded .betwixt the Kings of France and England , vpon certain conditions ferdown .-and it was 
molued,that either of them /hould fend Embaifadovs to the Emperor to acquaint him with A lugHtfc 
tne league they had made,and to fummon him to reftore the Kings children, and to enter into twixnht 
Enounce war conditions i which ihhc would not mspt mhin one mo'neth,- then to 

This league being concluded,the two Kings fent ^WQiGcBtfemcn in pofte. fo make this fum- 

mons 
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mons to the Emperor- which ad the two Ambafladors performed. And in like manner,on the 
fifteenth ofMay 1527, the French King( hauing newes of the fack of Rome, andthe death of the 
Duke of Bourbon) contra&ed with the Vcnecians and the Duke of Milan, for the leuying of an 
Army in Italy. Of this Army of the league, Monjibvh de Lautrecb was made Captain ge¬ 
neral 5 who, hauing paiTed into Italic took Genoa and tyilexandm, and fackt Pavia. After which 
he was importuned by the Pope to aduance with his Army: whereupon the Imperialifts, fea¬ 
ring his defeent into the Realm of Naples, which they were of neccflity to defend, made an ac. 
kmti ktwixt cord with the Pope. The Articles were, that the Pope fhould make no enterprife againftthe 
tbtfft atUtbt g m p Croij e i c hcr in Milan, or the Kingdom e of Naples 5 that hee ihould grant him a Croifadein 
imitmsditnu 0 f a U the Clcrgy-rcucnucs in thofe Realms * that he ihould leaueintheEm- 

perors hands (for alfurance of the obferuation) oJlia,ciuita <ve(chia,cimu Cajlellm, and the Ca- 
ftlc of Pttrlle, and glue for lioftagea hi* nephews jHiPPotlfo and ALEKlNBffc * that 
he Ihould pay to the Lance-Knights $7000 Ducats, and to the Spaniards 35000; which being 
performed, they fhould releafehim with all his Cardinals: and they Ihould goeout of Rome, 
and the Caftle . conuaying the Pope in fafety to Omtlta,SpoUto or Pemfa,v mill the reft of their 
money were paid. t ^ 

4 The night before the tenth of December, which was appointed for the Popes departure, he 

fearing that fomefinifter accident might happen vnto him, ftole,inthe ciofing; of the euening, 
fccrccly out of the Cattle in the habit of m merchant s being attended by Lew as de Gonzage, 
who was in the Emperors payt and conduced him fafely to oruietta : from whence he wrote a 
Letter to Mohiiivr^ Luutrec, thanking him for that which he had done touching his 
deliuery. . f , 

Moft part of the former ycer there had been treating of a peace betwixt the Emperourand 
AnfaernidJe the Kings of France and England-, and taking no effe&,thc Ambafladors being retired, their He- 
Ijtkeempew raids came to denounce warre againft: the Emperor: whereto (as fomc write) hee made this 
tttbeiutuh an fwer,that the French King could not denounce war again ft him being his prilbner,although 
KtH£ ' he were at liberty, hauing giuen hisfonnes for hoftages: if hec could not obferue his promife 

which he had folemnlv iworn, being hindred by hi* fubje&s, he ihould return again to prifon ; 
and that he could not by the law of Nations, being not yet freed from his oath, denounce war 
againft him: and Gvichardinb writes, that hec tould fome of the Kings rainifters,that 
he would end all quarels with the French King by Angle combate of both their peribns, and 
that he had dealt villanoufly and cowardly with him in falfifying his faith. The King, hearing 
hecrof, held it a diihonour to pafle it bucr in (ilcncc s and therefore on the twentith of Match, 
in agfcataflembly of all his Princes, all the Ambafladors and his whole Court, calling for 
Pa?* 1 not the Emperors Ambaflador, after fomefpeeches hee defired him to carry a Let- 
The tomb k. ter and deliuer a meflage to the Emperor from him ofthis tenor,that whereas the Emperor had 
guattht Bmp- tojd hj s Herald that he had falfified his faith, he had fpoken an vntruth- and that as often as hee 
nrtbtij* had fpoken it, fo often he had lied j and not to' deferre the triall of their quarels,that hee Ihould 

aflignehimthe place where they might together perform the combate. The Ambaflador re* 
fufing to carry this Letter or deliuer the meflage, tould him hee would fignifie as much to the 
Emperor by an Herald: and although he were not ignorant that he had fpoken againft the ho- 
nourofhis brother fie King of Engfind, yet hec would (ay nothing therein,knowing that the 
King was well able to defend himfclt: but if through the indifpofition of his body he had any 

lawfullifnpcdimenrjheoftrcdtoaduenturchisbodyforhim. But not many daies after, the 
King of England gaue him the like defiance with the fame (blcmnitics. The Army ofthe league 
vnder the command ofMonfieur de Lamm their Generali, entred into the Realrae of Napier, 
Vdfks ht^ged. being ftill followed by the Imperial! Army, cutting offtheir vi&uals: but in the end of April 
he came to Napier, which herefolued to befiege both by fca and land; where m the beginning 
there was a great fightatfea between PhiiipDo a r a whoferijedtheFrench.andthcIm- 
pcrialifts 5 in which Don H v o o de Menard* Viceroy of Naples, with aboue roo o Spaniards,

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w v De Lena, at Lauidriam. Thefemany crofles canfed the French King willingly to giue earc to 
a treaty of peace, the which was debated at Cam^ray in they cere 1530 by L a w a $ of Saucy, 
the French Kings mother, and Marqaabt of ^ujlria the Emperours Aunt, whereafter 
much debating the two Princes were reconciledjby the which the Infants Of France wcrcto be 
deliuered in regarde of two millions and 500000 crownes, paiable at (euerall times, whereof 
part was in difeharge ofthe Emperour to the King of England, that the King ihould renounce 7 be 
theSoueraigntieofF/twdw,&^r/^,andhis pretentions tothe buchicofMilatt&Npfa, with '^nlflywh 
diuci fc other Articles which did not hold• During the negotiation at Catnbraye, the Emperour thtrnwb^ng, 
pafled into Italy with great forces, which amazed all the States of Italy: he landed at Gem, and t crHU ,k»of 
went to Belcgna,whereas Pope Clement attended him and receiued him with great honor, the Empmt 
and lodged him in the fame palace with him, where by their outward demon ftrations tlwy ntttloeu.- 
feemed to hauc been alwaics in great amity, There he rccciucd the impcriall Crownes, one 
oflron, which fhe Emperours haue bin accuftomed to receiue ac Milan, and the other of Cold 
which he (houldhaue taken at Rattsei and during his abode thereby the Popes mediation, the 
Venetians, and the Duke of Mian, vpon certaine conditions, were reconciled to the Emperor, 
who reftored ioFrancisSporcb, Milan, with the wholcDuchie : from whencehepaf- 
fed into Germany, to an Impcriall Diet which was held at K yinfhnrge, where aflifted Ferdi¬ 
nand King of Hungary his brother, with the Princes of the Empire. There the Proteftanc 
Princes,NobIe-men>andImperiaUtownesbefought the Emperor toheare the confeflionof 
their do&rine, where were many difputations by the Do&ors on both fides; where theProte* 

Rants feeing they could not preuaileany thing, madeaproreftation that they could not con¬ 
tribute to thewarres againftthe Turke who threatned to befiege Viena: After which, King Fcr<Iinani 
Fb « din and was chofen King ofthe Romanes,with whom the Emperor went to Ax where 
he was folemnely crowned, in Ianuary 1531. And from thence the Emperour went into the 
Low countrieSjWhere he madea very feucreEdia: againft them of the reformed religion ; and 
then he rcrurned into Germany and went with his brother Feadinam nroa Diet at Rnt'tsbm, 
where the Councell of Aufbwg was allowed vntill a Councell were called .* and fo a peace was 
concluded in Germany, vpon certaine Articles- fo as the Proteftants for their parts, being feuen 
Princes and 24 towncs, offered obedience to the Emperor, and promifed him fuccours againft 
the Turk. 1 1 ' jiants in Gtf* 

This treaty was ratified by thcEhiperbur the feebnd ofAuguft 1532, commanding the r 

Imperial chamber and all other Iudges toobey it. The Emperor leauing Germany returned in¬ 
to Italy, an<d had an enter uiew with the Pope at Bologna, in (hew to treat of a generall Couneell, 
which was nothing pleafing vnto the Pope: but the chiefe end was, to make a league betwecnc a ka^th: 
them and the other Potentates of Italy,for the afllirance of their eftates againft the enterprifes of tope 

the French .* which done, rbeEmperor returned to Genoa and from thence paffed into Spain, 

The Emperour being in Spam, he was folicited byMuBTHAscBN King of Tunis who 
had been difpofleft by HaradinBarbarovsib^ to reftore him to his Realme, promi- u fi 
fing to hold it ofthe Crowne of Spain. This occafion Was willingly imbraced, as ncceflary for e ml'tor! * ‘‘ 
the good of Chriftendomc, and very honourable forthe Emperour in particular. Hauing refol¬ 
ded vpon this enterprife, he aducitifed all Chriftian Princes, inuiting them to contribute men, 
mony and (hips to this wan e, whither hee would go in perfomtheitowfee vans was in Sardinia, 
where he (hipped his Army bceingnccre 40000 men, with the which he landed happily with- Twiwf 
infixmiIesofTfl»ii ihefirftaflaulted Gculettawhich was a ftrong Fort fet vpon themouth ofthe 
lake, the which was taken by aflaulf, in which there were flaine in fighting or in flying away a- 
houexycc Turks and all Bariaaovsui ordinanceand Galleys taken. There was great 
confultation touching the enterprife of Tunis, which fomc held difficult and others made it ea- 
fie. If is written that Barba*©v s s s being much gricued for the Ioffe ofGeulcttawa* 

<Jnce in minde to haue flaine all the Chriftian flaucs: from which cruell refolution hewasdi- 
uertedby fome,fhewing him that fo foule a fa<ft would not oricly blemifli his name perpetually, 
butbringhim in difgrace with Soli mas, who wasa generous Prince,and hated all fuch bafe 
aftions v as to kill people imprifoned which could not offend him. The Emperour marched 
with his Army towards Tunis,ax\d BArbarovssb cam forth ofthe citie in (hew to giuc him 
battaile, hauing (as fome write; twenty thoufand horfe,100000 footjMoorcs and Arabians, umibbe, 
with yoco Turks on whom he did chiefly rely. The two Armies drawing necre,the charge be- twmethe 
gan;buc the Barbarians vpon the firft charge, fled away bafely,neither did Barbarovssb 
(hew any courage that day, but fled fpeedily to the City, where the (laughter in this battaTle SS' 
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was not great y thcBarbarians' flying prefently.. Barb axo.y s s h being mTums entred into a 
'new ifefdlutionto murder the Cbriftian flaues,which moued two Renegados(much fauoured by 
him), to canipailion, who opened the prifon dores to tbefe wrethes,who (as fome.write) were 
(brittUn pm ioboo: and they hauingbroken their chaines, got ftaues and fuch other weapons and became 
'* ht • raaifters of the Caftle, driuing away thole few T inks which were lefuthere in guarde, feizing 
C4jte of mu. ypQjjjjjg. crcafure,vi<ftuajs and Atraes which B a r. b aho y s s b had left there,Who pofted to 
the Cattle feekingto be let in,but they chafed him away.with reproches, This happened the 
day after the battaile, when as thole flaues made fighe.vntothe Emperour to approach, but 
by reafbn of the diftance they could not befeene;yet the Emperor finding there was fomcaltc- 
ration font to difeouer it. In the meane time B a a b a r o v s s b fearing the inconftancie of 
his Moores,left the citie, and went towards Bm with his 7000 Turks; the Chriftfoh Army 
marching towards Tunis, they were met by Embafladoui s from the city,who offred to yeeld 
vntothcEmperouv vpon what conditions he would prcfcribe,foashe would fccurc them from 
fack,the which was granted: But foone after the Emperors entrance the Spaniards and Ger- 
manes fell to fpoile and kill,committing all a#s of hostility. After all this M v n Hascbk 
was reftored to his kingdomc by the Emperour, Ypon ccrtainc Articles fet downe, doing him 
The imptYOHY homage: and then the Emperor difmifling part of his Army from Goufetta he returned with the 
reft into Sidy,and fo came to Naples. 

TheEmperour being returned to Naples there began a new warre .betwixt him, and the 
French king, for the Duke of Savoy brother in law to the Emperour, whom the French fought 
to difpofleffe of his eftate. The Emperour confulted with his captaines of the manner how he 
(hould begin this war, whether he /hould flay in Piepont or pafle prefently into Provence: 
where after diuerfc opinions it was concluded to inuade Frwwce 5 for the which enterprife 
t / j » Empmn he made preparation ofa mighty Ai my,hauing (as fome write) 24000 Germanes, 14000 
2£r Spaniards, 120 00 Italians and $000 horfe, with which he marched into Provence, where he at- . 

tempted MarfelUs invaine, neither did he any thing in that voiage worth the memory, butwas 
forced to retire with his Army with great loflTcand di(honor,thc particularities you may reade 
at large in the French hiftorie. After theEmpCrouis retraite out of France the warre being (fill 
hot in f/«w«tf,Pope P a v L-confideringwhatmiferies it brought vnto C hri fiend 01 ne,and fore- 
Jnenterukw feeing the ruine of Italy if it continued, he labored an enteruiew of thefetwo Princes and,him* 
felieatN/ee, where ; they could not be .reconciled, there being a truce bnely for tenneyeers

In the yeearc 1 5 39, the Ganthois in the County of Flanders began to mutine: the Compa¬ 
nies of Trades and occupations, aflembled in their feuerall Halls, and then went to Armes,fee- 
king to extort imany thingsfrom the great BailifFe, and the Magiftrates of theTowne; they 
committed many to prifon, and one they publikely beheaded of their o wne authority. The 
T hr 'Bwetm Emperour hearing of this rebellion; (vpon the French Kings word and fafe condu&)be potted 
pdjfeih through fro hi Spaine , to come by land, into the Netherlands throtigh France, The Prince Dolphin 
prtfrthGM* Duk e °f Orleans,were ready to receiue him at the foOcdf 1 the Pyrenian fflountaines,who 

tb&. , " conduced him to Parts, being in great ftate, in all the townes where hce patted: approching 

neerevnto Parts the King met him hauing a godly ttaine ofPrinces, Noblemen, and Gentle* 
men; and being coraeito the Z^wvbothc the King and Queene El b n or his fitter, gaue him 
a very Royall reception, from whence hee was conducted to Valmienes in Kenalt: and from 
thence he went to Brttjfels , where hearing: many complaints of the Ganthois rebellion, he 
went thither with 4000 men,wherccoraming ncerethe townethe Magiftratesmethim,and 
brought him into the towne with great honor. Being duly informed pfall matters, he cau- 
rhcOdnthoU fed many Burgefles to beapprehended .* and their procefs being made, there were nine of the 
rthellmpuni - c hicfe beheaded, and the inhabitants were forbidden to cary'kniues, vnleffe the points were 
Ae ' btoken: and the better to keepc the towne in awe,the Empefour caufod a flrong cittadcl! to be

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• The wanes continued hot betwixt the Emperour and the French King, w ho had entred: 

Pfabant, and fpoiled the Countrey vntill they came to xyiwwerp, being a (lifted by the troups of ter hilt 
(heDukcof Qtieldets. The Emperour fiauing fettled his affaires in rhe Netherlahdsj he went to 
pattMt, where he had appointed anlmperiall Diet , as well.to prouide for the warre againft 
the Turke, as to bring the Proteftants vnder the obedience of the Ch urch of Rome: and vn- 
der the colour of Religion^ hethoiight toftaytheFrench king.from making vvarre (be*/ 
ing much incenfed, for that his Emba(Tado;irs had becnc murdered go in g to Venice ) by vn^ 
deitaking the Conqueft:of <. Algier . for which attempt hee aftembled his :Forces, i eiefting' fmpmm 

the wife cpunfdlof his beft Captaines j who aduifed him to deferre the enteiprifc vntillthc« 

Spring following: but the enterprife pfOoued very fatal! 5 fo’r die Army wasnotontly dn- 
noied by Land by the Barbarians, but his Fleet was miferably tome and fpoylcd at Seaby.

TheEmperour fainted not ifbratl this ^ but tiiat vvhjch troubled him much was to hcdrc 
that SoiiwA h had newly rcpulft the forces of the Empire from before Buda, and that 
hee prepared to returnethis yeere into Hungary with a mighty Army : and that which did 
afflict him more, was to vnderftand that Bar.bar.ovs s h wesatfeawith a great fleeter 
meaning to inuade his countries of^ Naples, and Sicily ,or spam if hee could. To preuent all 
, thefemifehids hee pah into J/alyandmadea league with the King of England, fromwhencehd 
went into Germany, and fo into the Lowe Countries, and then began the warre in thole 
parts betwixt the two Princes: for after many incounters, and fieges of townes, the two f 

Armies being neere, dnd ready to giue battaile, by the mediation of fome good men, a peace 
was concluded betwixt them, arid the Empcrouf retired to BruJJels in O&ober, whither 
came in the fame moncth Queeiic E l e n q r the French Kings wife, with the 
Duke of Orleme, where they were reeeiued and entertained with great ftate and mag^ ' 

nificence. 

The Emperour went from thence to an ImperiaU Diet at Warmes , where he meant to ! 
treat of matters of Religion ; Pope P a v l and he hauing made a league in Iune 1546, uhagmU: 
Concluding, that feeing the Proteftanfs would not allow oFthe Coimcellot Trent, norfubmit 
: themfclucsvnto ic, the Emperour foould force them by Ai mes, and if he entred into any Emperor AgAmJl 
treaty with them, he (hould not preiudice the Church of Rome: That the Pope (hould the vrottjlmi 
configneiooooo crowncs- at Venice, befides 100000 Crownes which he had already payed, 9 l GtmAr T . 
tobeimploiediri this warre^that he (hould alfo intertaine izboo foot, and 700 horfe,fot 
(ixmoncthsj Thatrhe Emperour might for this warre, take the one halfe ofthereuenewof 
the Clergie, and fell of Abbey Lands, to the value of 700000 crownes : And ifany Prince 
(hould fecke to hindec their refolution they (hould ioyne their forces together torefift • 

them* Then they began to make preparation for this warre, both ih Germany, Spains, and, 

Italy. , . , 

The Emperour r( as ic foemCd) had a further dcligne $ Fix. that hauing ruined the pro- ; 

teftants, which made the greateft power ofGcrw/i»7,hewouldfubic(^theftatesofthc Empire' 
to his will, that he might keepe the Empire in his family, and make it hereditary : and for 
fome proofe of this abfolute power Which he did affe’d, he had mad a truce with the Turk the 
better to attend this warre, without taking the aduice of thofe Princes and States, who had 
contributed great fummes of money,’ to make warre again ft the enemy of Chrifteh- 1 ). 

dome. 

Finally - after many conferences, and refufottof peace, which they had demanded; the 
confederate Princes raifed a mighty Army, whereupon the Emperour proclaimed them' 
guilty of high treafon. Thetwo Armies lay neere together,and the proteftants offered battaile 
to the Emperor, but he would none; a (Turing himfolfe that they could not long continue toge- / 

ther^The proteftants Army had two commanders,the D. of SaxoHoy St the Lantgr ant of Heffen , 

^ho did not concurre wel in their confutations, befides they wanted vi&uals, and money 5 fo «nA ' 
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»they were forced to diflodge and ret ire further off ;whereupon, diuufe protean t Townes 
compounded to pay money, and to recciue garrifons. The Emperor purfued the filedtor, and 
forced him to fight with difaduantage,whcre he was defeated and taken. Withih fewe dayes 
the Emperor gaue Sentence of death againft him, which was reuoked vpon fuit made (yet vp- 
on epfiditionj thathefoouidrefigne thedignity ofEledor. which was giuen to M a v a i c r, 
withall his Lands. There were many other conditions impofed vpon him, all which hccfig- 
ned • ondy he would nor promile to obey the decrees of the Courted! of T v/tf,prot-efling con- 
' ftaiitly that he had rather dy than yeeld to it: whereupon the Emperor caufed that Article to 
be left out 5 yet for all this, FuedhMck continued prifoner to the Emperor. - 
DM A v r I c I being now Elector of Saxany ,and the Marquefs of Brandenbnrgki ons-in-law 
to the Lantzeraue of HeJJm, were filters fot him 5 who obtaind a promife ftom the Emperor l0 
pardon hislife, to remit all other punifiiments due to the Rebels, to leaue him his Countrey, 
7cnJitkns r ^ with one Fort furnilhed with artillery ,fo as he did renounce all leagues which did prejudice 
the ^. m 0r b rot h cr Ferdinand, obey the Imperial! Chamber, deliuer vp the reft of his 
Untune. Q v & m a n ce 150000 crowns within fourc monthsfor the charges of the war, and deliuer 
the prifoners which he held ,and come and craue pardon of the Emperor. The Lantzgraue 
accepted thefe conditions, and prefented hitnfelf to the Emperor vpon his knees 5 who retur¬ 
ned him an ambiguous anlwer: yet, thinking that all went well,, hec thanked the Emperour. 
Then goin a to fup with the Duke of %^Alna,at\d thinking after (upper to retire with his two Ions 
in law, he was detained prifoner, and^iuen in guard to Spaniards, the which miniftred matter 
of great difeontent,Duke Mavuch and Br^«^rg6chargingthe Emperor with breach $ 
of his promife. This aft depriued the Emperor of the fruits hee pretended of his enterprifes, ^ 
and was a means to chafe him out of Germany. . ; 

Prince Philip, being fent for by the Emperor his father, came from spam into mly ; and 
fo parting through Germany, amued at Brufftiles, the Emperor inuefting him in the Duchicof j : 

County o f Flanders, ofHenalt,and of Arthais, and afterwards of the Town of Ant* 
Tmte Philip m and thc Marquifatc of the holy Empire; all which was performed with great pomp and 
% r £hZ ceremonies. In May 1550, the Emperor parted from BruJJellts with the Prince his forme, to ■ 
mb**. gotoan ImperiallDiet held at Kjimbwgh. where he preft his brother Fer din ah d to re-

\ Draovt was 1 efolued to relieuc them by Land, hauing gathered together many Moors, 

which he ioyned to feuen hundred Turkes, who making often attempts, did much annoy the 
Chriftians: But in the end, hauing loft many of his men in a furious skirmilh, he defpaired, and 
retired himfelfe to Gerbe • after which they concluded to make three batteries, one by Sea, and 
two by land,where hauing made fufficient breaches,they came to the af&ulr and tooke it, the 
Turks hauing defended it very valiantly : InwhichTowne (fome write) there were 10000 
prifoners taken s it was afterwards to be razed by theaduice of the Emperors Councel, being 
held a place ofgreat charge, and not guardable. 

After all the war res vpon the Frontiers of France and the Netherlands, betwixt the Empe- 
'MalJewilj (* rour and the French king, they fent their deputies, who met in a Plain berwixr Ardm,Calais, and 
trt*t cfitfmr. Graveling* hailing Tents fet vp for thatpurpofe, whither camc*CardinaIl Pools fromfiag- 
/<W,toaffiftasa mediator and vmpicr betwixt them : The demands on cither fide were id 
exCjpiTiue,as they could not agree, and fo the aifemblyproued fruitlcife. 

TkJuitbtf This yeer, on the ninth ofMay 5 ncwc6 came to the Emperor of the death of Queen Ioan 
jiHceniomtht his mother, in the Town of Tor dejillar, hauing been alwaies troubled in her fenfes and diftrac- 
Emjiewsm. ted fince the death of King Phi l i p her husband, vntillihe was 7? yeci sold. This Princelfe 
troubling'ber/elfinfinitely for chat /he thought flie was contemned and keptas a prifoner, this 
ambitious humour ofcommand would not fuffer her to take any reft 5 fo as this (harp and vio¬ 
lent humour’.of melancholy (which ihe had as it were by inheritance from Queen Isabsu 
of Portugal!, h er grandmother, wife to John the fecond King of Cattle) was continually aug¬ 
mented in her; herfunerallwasdeferrcdvntillthccoming of King Philip, who was then 
in England with Queen Mart his wife, who arriued at Brujjelcin September. At wbac time 
the funerals were celebrated with great pomp and ftate. 

This ycer the Emperor performed an ad, which bred admiration in all.the Worlds for, be¬ 
ing broken with thetoilesand cares of the World, and willing to free himfelfe of fo great a bur- 
then, he renounced theabfolute Gouernment, with all the titles of thofe Rcahncsand Eftates, 
except the Empire, in the which his brother Ferdinand was to fucccede. And to this 
end he called all the Knights ofthe order of the Golden-fleece to Court, in whofeprefcncehe 
pulled the Coller of thefaide order, frqm his owne neck,and put it about his foflnes 5 faying, I 
x htZmperory* doenow make you Soucraigne ofthe noble order of the Golden-fleece 5 maintaine it in the 
fifH'thitgt- like dignity that I,my Father,and prpdeccfTors haue done. Then turning, to the knights hefaid, 
*emtnt t« his Prifice my fonne,thefe are the faithfull /eruants,which haue been the fupport of my Empire, by 
/o»X. Philip. whom I haue ouergone many perils and dangers, and therefore I haue loued them dearly. If 
youdoo the like, failure my felfthey will carry you the like affc&ion and obedience :buc if 
you in treat them otherwife,they will be the caufe ofthe mine ofyoureflate; wherefore hue 
and honour them. 

On the twenty fift of Nouember, all the States being aflembled in the great Hall a t the Pa¬ 
lace of Brujfels, the Emperor came thither, being accompanied by the King*his fonne, Queen 
Mary the Regent, with many other Noble-men * whereas the Queen caufcd all men to de¬ 
part, of what degree foeucr, but fuch as were called to this folemnAft. 

TheEmperour, King, Qjjeenc and all the deputies being Fet according to their degrees. 
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Phil l 1 » e r r of Bruflelt the Emperors Orator, made a long fpeech to them .'in bis Maieft/cs 
name* giuing them to vnderfknd,that he had gouerned thofe his hereditary countries long,and 
had alwaies endeuoured to maintaine thepublikeciuiec i that lie had vndertaken many paineful 
and dangerous voiages to come vnto them 5 that He had been carerull to gouerne them with iu* ™ e ' 9un 
flice,to maintaine their rights and priuiledges,anid to doe all other things whercunto a good 
Prince is bound 5 All which he held well imploy ed, being done for fuch faithfull, dutifull, and 
obedient fubiedts. But his age and the weakeneffe of his bodie making him vnable to Vnderga 
his forepafled toyles, he was refolued to giueduer that burthen and to commit it to another^ 
who might continue as he had begunne • and fo retire himfelfe into sptiini , from whence hee 
had been long abfent, the climate being more agreeable to his health then any other j Wherforq 
he refolued to fubftitute in his place, his deere and only fonne, and their Lord and lawfhll 
Prince, to whom they had giuen their oath 5 his maiefty knowing well, that the king his fori 
was nor only fufficient to vndergo the charge, but alfo had a will and a defire to im ploy him^ 
felfefor the good of thofe countries: wherefore his Imperial! riiaiefty trufting that they would 
like thereof, and that for the Ioue of him, they would willinglyaccept in his place the king j 
their Lord and Prince 3 he did then glue ouer thofe Countries, and refigne them into bisforines 
hands, inrreating them earneftly to receiue him willingly and cheerefully; And accordingly 
hedidfredyacquitanddifchargcthemofcheiroathoffealcy and homage, that they might 
take the fame vnto their king at the reception of their eftates and offices. 

His Maiefty did alfointreate them to take in good part the affe<ftion which he had /hewed 
by the eflfe<fts, hauing omitted no trauaile nor care.belonging to his dutic,confcffing withallthat 
they had been good and loyall fubie&s, and had affifbed him faithfully and dutifully; He vfed 
many words more, admonifliing them ofdiuers things which concerned their eftate. After 
which fpcech the Emperor began to fpeakeynto them in French,faying* 

That he had forty yeers fince in the fame place beeen emancipated by the Emperof Ma* 
xiuJLiAN his Grand-father, and put in poffeffion of thofe Countries, Once which rime he Vxmptrm. 
had runne through many fortunes, and endured much as well in Spaine, touching the affaires of 
Queene I o a n b hismother^ and chegouernment of her kingdoms, as in his other eftates: he StA "* 
fhewed alfo how many troublefome, long, painefull and daungerous voyages he had made 
in pafling and repaffing the Seas, as well into Spaine as into Italic, tothe great peril! of hisper- 
fon 5 namely in the voyages to Barbatyfinnu and he lhewed alfo into what daunger be 

had willingly thrufl: himfelfe, paffing through France, to preuent the tioubles which were like 
to grow in the Nether-lands, which he euer had in great recommendation. And as they had 
alwaies been to him louing fubic&s and faithfull vaffallsj fo he intreated them to be the likevn* 
to his fonne, into whofe hands he had refigned thofe Countries* In fpeaking of Which words 
he fhewed Rich pa (lion, as fighs interrupting his fpeech, the teares trickled ao wnc his cheekess 
which moiied many to the like compaffion:hauing made a little paufe, he tookc his Spedtades;, 
and looking vpon a remembrance which he had in his hand, he faid that his fight andmemorfe 
were nor fogood as they had been, and that he felt himfelfe todecline,and grow wcake hours- 
lyvvnable to endure thetrauaile that was requifite for the preferuation of the Coimtrey and of 
them all, the which didmoue him chiefly to returne into SpAh*,atid not to prolong his li fe, the 
Which he referred into the hands of God* Laftly,he intreated them to continue in the Chrifii- 
an Religion,as they had dobe, and to obforueiuftice. After thefe‘Words,the kifig kneeling dowM 
beforebisFather, (aid vnto him that he was vriworthy of fo great k fauour: but feeing it wishis 
Maicfties pleafurc^ he humbly thahked him, accepting the fhargcj protefting to be fo Careful! 
to gouerne his Subiecfts with iuftice, as he‘hoped they fhoiihl reft fatisfied with him y referuing 
to make manifeft by his deedes the lope Which h£ bare them: And turning to the! affembly,* he 
fpak^in French, faying -1 would, my : Lbt<ds s that ; my skill in this language weremore thettiC 
is* to the end I might make you the better vndefHand,what affeiStion I bearc you * but fot is 
much asI cannot expreflfeit in fuchteaimsaswerofit,the Bifhop of ^Arros fhal 'fpeak for i foe ; 
who rifing vp, deliuered the Kings thinde at large r which being ended, King P tf iii f refifed . , , 

<0 his feat. ' AftefWhich,Do«ftor M a 's e v s an fcfoquenc Orator, deputed to that end by thi 
States, made ahfwer to the former fpefeches, faying^ that they knew well his Imperiall Maiefty Emptmi 
had forffiariy yeers gouerned that eftate carefully 1 ancfreligioufly j chat he had vhdergon great 
and many toils in many accidents • that notvyithftafildibghis Majefties great and vrgent affaires* 
yet hchid al^ais carried a ik/herly loiie and afFc^i6ri f 'co thofe Countries of bis inheritance^ 
whereof tlie people had tafted the fruit whenfoeuetthey ftood in need rail Which duely cohfi- 

dcred ? 
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dcrcd, they found that his Majefty was well aduifed in that which he had propounded. And 
therefore the Nobles, Prelates, and Deputies of Townes there prefenc (although it were a 
(word which did wound their hearts to hear of his Majefties departure,yet deiiring to conform 
them&lues ini alt things to his good will and pleafure) did humbly thank his Imperiall Majefty 
for the great honour and fauour he had done them; cuery one being very ready to confent irre- 
uocably to the faidCeflion or refignation made by his Imperiall Majefty of all thofe Nether¬ 
lands to the behoof ofthe King there prefent, whom they did acknowledge for their naturall 
Lord and Prince,the lawfull fonne and onely heif of his Imperiall Maiefty,bering ready to re¬ 
new the oath which they had formerly made vnto him,with all other duties requifite in thclike 
cafe: and fo, after thanks giuen, he ended his Ipeech. 

During this action, Queen Mar y of Hungary , the Emperors lifter, audGouernelTe of 
The vords #/ ^ofe Countries, riling from her feat, /aid reuerently to the Emperor, that /he had euer endea- 
i 9 uoured to gouern thofe Countries in fuch manner as /he thoughtmoft expedient for his Maje- 
ftics bencncandthc publike good; but if peraduenture,according to his defire and her good 
intent Ihe bad nor attained thereto, flic humbly befought his Majefty topardon her. To whom 
the Emperor, both with his hands and his countenance, made great Ihew to bee well pleafed .• 
and thenfoe,tumingherfelftowardstheScates,viedinamanner the lame words which ftiee 
had done to the Emperor. 

After all thefe fpeeches, the Emperor by a publike A refigned to his fon K. Phiu p the 
Kingdoms o f Spain, Sicily Sardinia, kMaima, Minorca, the Indies , and all others depending vpon 
the Crowne of Spun, referuing onely a fraall y eerly reuenue for the maintaining of hirafelfand 
afeweferuants. The next morning the Deputies of the Duchy of Brabant coming to Court, 
ffa. King Philip in their prefence renewed the oath which he had formeily taken in theyeec 
vuivyitAMt 1549, to keep,maintain and preferue them in their antient rights, priuiledges and cuftomcs, 
withoutbreakingthem,orfuffering them to be broken in any fortwhatlbeueiv And the Depu¬ 
ties ofthe chief To wns of Brabant did allb take the oath of fealty and homage to him,as to their 
Lord and Duke of Brabant, 

About this time there ended an Imperiall Diet held at Ambmg , where king F a r b i- 
n a h d did prefide in the Emperors namej in the which, after much debate, it was concluded, 
f eU *t Xf that neither the Emperor, King Fhrdinan d, nor any other Prince, or State Ihould doe 

i>m£. wrong to any ofthe Empire, in what fort foeuer, by reafon of the confcflion of Aushourg • that 

from thenceforth they Ihould not force by editor other meanes, the allies of this confeffion , 
to abandon their Religion; but Ihould fuffer them to cnioy it freely with their goods, rights, 
andpofleflions,' with many other priuiledges, granted in fauour of their Religion. It was 
thought that the Pope was wonderfully difeontenred with this decree, and that he did folicite 
the Emperor to difannull it.Bcfore the Att of the Emperors refignation, he gaue inftruflions to. 
his fonne Phi i p, touchingthegoucrnemcntofhisperfonandeftate- the which being very 1 
long, would take vp too much roome in this Volume t but I will only make mention ofthe rea- 
fons which moued him to this refignation, who /peaking vnto him, laid : 

•the Emit,*/'' I haue refolued deer fonne, to come to the point of refigninginto your hands, theabfo- 

Idtegouernement of all my Realmes and eftates- wherefore my pleafure is, that againlli the 
iribmirig you gi ucorder for the performance of this Adi, with all due Ceremonies: you (hill 
giueorderwith(peede,thatallGouernors,Magiftrates, and all other perlons, acknowledge 
y6u for their fuperior 5 that all perfons (except the fabie&s of the Empire) takethe Oath of al- 
icgcance : the morerare this prefidentis, the greater are the fignes,both ofmy louetoyou, and 
ofthe aflurance I haue of your good inclination, and alfo of the great care I haue to fee your c- 
ftatc fettled. I could deferrethis A <2 (as moll Princes doe) vntill my death • but hauinga defire 
rather to imitate the linaller number of Fathers in this point, I haue cholen willingly by this 
A&in my life time, to make my felfe a fuperior, rather then a companion to any. It is a weake 
triall ofthe valour and rcfolution ofa Prince, to fubdue.kingdoms by force, in comparifon of 
conquering himfelfe, being not only content to bridle all ambition and delire of Rule, but to 
fubmittehimlelfeto a certain kinde of obedience : Againftchiscour/ej feu fuality doth fitiue 
with all her forpcj and in exchange ofall worldly fausfaftions,which are cnioyed by the prero- 
gatiue of abfolute authority, fetteth before our eyes the rigor of the La wes $ to which (Princes 
fettmg their authorities alide) muftleuell all theiradlions, as well as priuate men. To blinde 
our vnderftanding with like veiles, the fame fenfuall confideration ftirreth vp,by way of adrao- 
nirioM prouident forccaft ofdiucrs incomtenienccsy whcrcinto many fall , which haue made 

them- 
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ihcmfclues fubie& to the will of other men, by the diuerfity of their conceites and cenfures, 
the which by the corruption of the care of priuate intereft, are apt to Iwarue from the right 
rule ofimegritie. It may be that fomc will be terrified with this common fnppofition,thaC 
Princes which are once poflelfed with authority ,may refigne it at their own pleafn res* but they 

mull refume it at the plealures of other men yet fatherly lone and affc&ion hath pieua/led 

more with me, then all thefe worldly conlidcrations, and ducie allb in fomc fort s for, finding 
my felfe now aged (which may be accounted greater, in regard of my fickly eftate) my fatiety 
of glory in this World, and wearinefle of toyle • finding morcouer that by my continual tra- 
uaile vnto this day, I could not fatisfie in any part the dutie which belongcrh vnto the prbfefli- 
on ofa Chriftian; I firide my felfe enflamed with a moft carneft defire to free my folfefrom lb 
many troubles and incombrances,and then retire to a more religious kinde of life, and more 
fit for a Chriftian. On the other fide the confideration ofyour age being now ripe, and fit f'ot 
goucrnerocnr,rogcthcr with the expectation which you haue gotten in the Woild, by ma¬ 
naging thegrea teft affairs of Spain with great judgement,moueiiic now the rather to proceed in 
my rcfolution. Beingincited with all thefe good considerations,! haue thought it fitto lay this 

waighty burthen vpon your IhouIdcrSjand to eafe mine ownc> which time and trauaile haue 
now weakened and difabled. Idoe confidently hope, that the fubie&s of all my countries, 

/hall haiiccaulc tothankc God firft, and then me for this rcfolution 9 in refpeti of r he gracious 
vfage they (hall receiuc at your hands, fucceeding in my place s neither is it hurtfull vnto your 
felfe, that by this occafion, during my life, you /hall fettle your felfe more firmely in 
my Dominions. And fo hec proceeded to his aduice and counfd, touching the gouernment 
ofhis Eftates. 

After that the Emperour had refigned all his kingdomes vnto king Philip hisfonfie.and 
difpofedofhisaffairesin the Netherlands,being defirous to free himfelfe from all remporall 
cares, and to /pend the remainderofhis daies in peace, applying himfelfe wholly to the leruice 
of God; he refolued to retire himfelfe with his two lifters, E l e n o r the French Queen, and 
Mary Queene of Hungary into Spirne: But before his departure,he would alfo difpofe of the f 

Empire, the which he would refigne vnto his brother Ferdinand King of the Romanes, The rmprot 
and to that end he wrote his Letters vnto the Princes Electors and States oftne Empire • giuing * r,tcstu ' h ' 
them to vnderftand, thatfinding himfelfe ouercharged with age t and continuall infirmities, ?r,nctsL m 
whichhaddilabledhimforthemanagingofaffairesi hauinglong before refolued to refigne 
all his Rcalracsof^w to the Prince his fonne, hauing taken Icauc of the Court, being ready 
toimbarque with the firft profperouswindej and feeing that by his abfence, the gouernement 

of the Empire did of right belong vnto bis deerc and welbeloued brother Ferdinand 
king ofthe Romanes,of Hungary and Bohemia, as his lawfull fucccfior in the laid qualitic of King 
of Romanes-, which gouernment he had for many yeers well deferued in his abfence Suppor¬ 
ting the burthen with a brotherly loue and affe^ion ; wherefore left the holy Empire Ihould 
falinto fome dangerous inconuenience,be had refolued that bis laid brother, king of Romans, 

Ihould haue abfolute and irreuocable pewer totrcatc,negociate and command in all things that 
hc/hould Hnde requifite and necelfary for the great nc fie, profperity and increafe of the Em¬ 
pire, as abfolutcly as he himfelfe being Emperor m ight doetand for that he could not Come vn¬ 
to the Imperiall Diet at Rotishnc, there to haue refigned the gouernment of the Empire vnto 
theking ofRomaneSj as hehad intended^ he thought it good by tbofeLetterstoacquaint them 
with his rcfolution, inioyning all men by his Imperiall authority to Ihew all loyalty and obe¬ 
dience vnto the King of Romanes, and to honour and relpeft him inallhiscommandements, 
and Decrees, without any contradiction, as they would doe himfelfe , if hce were there 
inperfon* 

. After this,the fleet being ready in Ze6n»d,hc took hisleaue of P h 1 lip his fon, and ofall rttUmpwr 
thePrinccs arid Noblc-mcn: then he imbarked with his two lifters, and arriued within Fewe ttyMtthwh- 

dalesin Spain ; whrre, after fome daies reft, he retired to a Mona fiery of Saint I h R o m h the 
Hermitc, in Efiremdura necr Placentia,ai\ vnfrequented place,and fit for heauenly meditations, thiUnds, 
where he liued not abouetvvo yeers, fpending his time in holy and godly works. Andthcbet- 
ter to attend theferuice of God, he would haue his fifters^ to liue from him at VtilUMtjhatthey 
might not trouble him. He referued but 100000 crownsa yeerto himlelf, whereof hce em¬ 
ployed only 40 00, for his diet and entertainment: the reft he'dilpofed of,for the marrying of V u 

yong maids, and to relieuewiddowes and orphancs* arid foi-other works ofChatity. I 9 


Di r ft opinions ' This Act of rendncia tion,being on e of th e ra r eft prefed cn ts,tha t hod bin feen for manie ages, 
toSgthe minified occalton vnto the world,to difeourfe of the reafons that might induce him to depriue 

Ewjxmsrf jn'ipfejf qffo great adignity. Some held opinion that his infirmity of the gowc being jpy grie- 
miK " tmu uojusj ahd fprefeeing that it would fhorten his life, was the caufe that moued him to thk r C fo- 

lution. Others fa id that he did it vpon difeontent, feing himftdf bearded andouamatched, by 
H s m n y the French king: and fome affirmed that to auoide the croflfes of fortune,which (by 
the relation of cerraine Aftrologians) he knew would befall him, he with great iudgement re- 
Iblucd to retire him fclf before it fhould in that fore obfeure the brightne/Tc of chat glory, 

which he with fo much toile had gotten. There were aifo fome which faid that foftune began 
tofrowheon himwhen as he made his retreat tovilaccomd went to befiege tMetsi fo as fome 
commending and others blaming his refolution all did cenfure diuerfely thereon.:

then reputed happieamongft all the Kings of jy/awe, for being,father of King A lon^o, who 
for his rare knowledge in Sciences, was furnamed the Sage .’ who in the long fchifme of the 
Empire* in the yeere 1258, being by the greateft part ofthe Princes Eledors of the Empire 
chofen Emperour • by the perfwafion of Pope=.<J rboory the Tenth,far the common qui- 
ctnes of,Chriftcndome,voluntarily refigncd,andgaueyp his right, after that hebad cniovedthc 

name of Emperor the fpace of fixtecneyeeres, approouing and ratifying the fucceifiue eletaioii 

of R o d v l p h the FirRofthat name, from whom from father to fonne this F,b r dxn amd ‘ 
lineally defeended. 

This Ferdinand being brought vp in Spa/tfe, vnder the Gatholike King, was for his 
rate qualities fo much bcloucd by, the Spaniardcs,that his brother Charles in theyeerc 
1520. remaining (through the death of his Grandfather Ferdinand* which happened in 
theyeerei5i<5.) heire general! of the kingdoms ofof both the SiriUes, ofthe Wctt/ndies 
of Burgundy and in theyeerc 1 519. through the death of his Gland-father Max’ 

1 mi lx , chofen to wear e the tmperiall Diadem, was by thofe which (tumultuonfly muti¬ 
nying vnder thenameof the holy afTembly)rebelled againil his brother Chalks, by reafon 
of fhevnmeafurableoppreffionslaid vpon them l>y his pollingofficers,inftantly requeftedand 
entreated to make himfclfe King of Spain whereto not confenting (much moreeftceming the 
preferuation of his faith, by refufingthofe eftat.es^ then the greatnes of them* by violating the 
fame to his eternall infamie) with lingular integrity of minde,he not onely ref ufed their offer 
but vied all meancs po/Hble to retaine tholfikingdomcs in his brothers fubie&ion ; for which' 
he was cuer after entirely beloued by him*Wlio returning into Spain, in the yet 1 p?.not on elf 
iecon firmed vnto him the donation ofthe Archduchy of Ldufria (the antient pacrimonic of 
their family ) madeouertohim by teftament, by tfipir Grandfather Maximilian, by his 
brother; G h:ar l b s hisconfent,to whomastotheeldeRfonneit didapperraine • buthealfd 
freely gdtie him the Countries of Stma^atidCarwtJpfa, with the Counties of ffabfpurgc, 
and A^/w.-ihauing fir ft in the Diet at Worms, declared him (to the good, liking Ofthe Princes 
Hledlors ) his Lieutenant, and Imperial! Vicar in Germany 3 whither^ within a while after this 
giannt, going in the yeerc 1521. bee was honorably receiucd by the Germanes • and as 
Vicar of the Empire.was with great magniflcehc<?»met by all the Potentates: whefc making no 
long abode,he went to take pofteffion of his dominions,to the great good liking ofthat people. 

In the fame yeere he celebrated his contra^ed nuptials, with Anne filler to L b w b 5 king 
ofHatjgaryand Bohemia, s renewing the oathsfiworue in the yeere 1515. betwccnc his Grandfa¬ 
ther M a x 1 m 1 l 1 an ,and Lad i slavs father to King L b we s-; which were* that 
Lbwbs dying without iflue, F b d d i n a n d, or any other begotten by him, and his faid 
fillet Ann b, mould fuccced in his'kingdome.^teithcrthrpugh the iuft wrath of God kindr 
led againft the manifold iniquities ofthe Hungaiis* opwhat other occafion Iknow not, the two 
brothers in*law had fcarcely enioyed the beloued'fruite of the eftablifhed fucceffioh two 
inoncths,_but Ferd in a n d being mblefted ( by theinfiabilityoffortunfcffcldomeconfiane 
inprofperity) was aduettifed that So l i m An Emperour ofthe Turks, being victorious, ha¬ 
wing fubdued Qa 2 e 11 b s in^rwiMChcycci'cintf; andalfo for that his:father S el iu y 
had in three feuerall battailes, with incredible fortune, firft buerthiowtie C a m b s o n, and r D?t uknfy 
fooneafttf.i* Tomombey, Souldaiiesof Egypt ,a % bllbs gluing place to fortune, and tfieTl * r k' 
voluntarily yeelding himfelfe into the power of his vi&orious enemy , was' with great, fauout 
rtlceiued'into grace : fo that notwithftanding that the Empire ofthe Souldanes was extingui- 
med in Egfpe^ yet he haurng liberty wa$ made Gou'ernour of Sdria (not without much.murmu- 
ting ofthe Turkilh Gaptaines,his Lieutenants in that countrey,) ♦ iNeuetthelfcfle G a.z t hb » 
in the yeere 1519. being certified of the death of S bli m, thinking himfelfnovv dilchargedof 
the oath of fealtie which he had fworpe vnto him onely (without any mention made of his 
fucceffors) and therewith Cam eft)y defiring to reqiue the antient dominion of the SohWier^ 
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Icuiedihegreatcft forces of Mamaluks, Arabiansj and Syrians that he poflibly could • with 
which^rebelfing^emadehimfidfeTordoffundry Cities in S*r/a: againltwhom in the cere 
lyao, So'ti m an fcnt'FARAAT Balha with a great Army; who fighting with him neere to 
the City of Damfco } Gaze l lbs being flainein the battaiie, he obrained a notable viftory 
“S which happened in rheend ofthe yeer 15:20.

But F h r d i. a a n d as it feemeth taking more care to fuppreflfe Lvthsk’i doftrinc 
then for the defence of Hungary againft the Turkesj in a Councell held at Norimburgh, vpon 
grieuous penalties, prohibited the reading ofthc Bible, which Lyt h i a, had tranflated ♦ but 
yet L v t h i.r neuerthclefie being countenanced by Iohn Frederick Duke o f Sa¬ 
xony publilhed his booke, wherein he touchtall the Romifh Princes of Germany , but chiefly 
Firdi'nand. Hereupon Fhrdinand fummoned a Counccll to be held in Ratismc 
inthcyccr 1523, whither from Pope Climbnt thefcuenrh,whofuccecded A r»ia wthe 
fixt, came Cardinall Lavri nce Campiivs, to procure (although in vaine) the fup. 
preffion of Lvthbks doftrine. About which matter Ferdinand hauing fpenc the 
yeersij43,andiy24, had intelligence that Soximan after the taking of the Ifle of Rhode! 
(which he vpon compofition entred vpon tliefiue and twentith day of December,beint> Chrift. 
mas day, in the yecr 1722, after that it had b*±Wj»y the Knights of the order, held and valiantly 
defended againft the-whole forces of the Infidels,fdf the fpace of 214 y eets,from the y cer 1380 
at which time it was taken from the Infidels? VntiJI then; and af ter that it had been now befieged 
the fpace of fixe moncths, in which timetheTurke loft the greateft partofhis Armyjfor befides 
thole which were flaine at the many aflaulcs which were giuen, aboue 30000 died of the flix) 

threaded to bring greater calamities vpon tbeChriftisns ! among which a man would hata 

thought, the long troubles of the former wars, in theyeer xyay,would hauc ended. For the im- 
prifonmenr of F rancu the fir ft King of Prance, who by the Emperors Captaincs. vpon the 
foure and twentith of February in the fame y eer, was taken at the battaiie of Pauia, made moft 
men to fhinke that the Emperor would not haue releafed him, withoutan allured peace with 
France- by which meanc, he might not only haue been able to haue performed any great at- 
tempt, but alfo haue made fruftrate Soliiaan’s defignes. But as men in future accidents are 
moft commonly decciued in their opinions, fothe affaires of the ChriHians fella ftcrmrds into 
farre tvorfe tearmes 5 for the moft part of the Chriftian Pritjces being moued againft the Empe¬ 
ror either through griefe for the French kings aduerfitie (a Prince for the worth of his perfon, 
arid the greatnefle of fo flourilhing a kingdoms highly efteemed) or elfe for feare of their owne 
particular intereft, doubting that he would haue a/pired to the abfbluce Monarchy , theftateof 
. Chriftendomc came to befo confufed and out oforder, efpecially inltalie, that Inens iudge- 
ment prouednot only vaine,but the troubles continued a long time afeer^

Among tlie which PaviTo mo h b v s Archbifhop of ColoJJa iliewed himfelfc mPft vaine, 
jifuiing himfelfe confidently of the vi&ory,bragging that he would be the R rftrhatlh 0 uld 
charge the Turkilh troupes with his lance. The King had not in his Army abouc^^oodyand 
yet T omorbv* would ncedesprefle him to fight: whofeprcfiuhption all meWbfiudgmerit 
toudemnedi and the old foldiersfaidthat it wds the parr df diffpeiatc men, toioyhe battaiie 
w ith fuch an enemy who had neere eight times as many fighting men in his Armyiwhere- 
forefome were of opinion that the king ihould retire hfmfclf,and StjphihVer bh's it s

there being not halfe a foot of water : his page efcaped and ^bferued the place, fo as Many Lewes 
daies after the enemies retreat,the Kinges bodic was found, and buried in OilU Regal #. 1 After 
thevi&oryitisfaid that Soumaw wondred atthc beaftly humor of the Hungarians/and 
thatthekings Counfellers Ihould be poffcft with Aich iiiadnes, as with fofmallforces toin- 
counter fogreat an Avmy.Hauing leenethe pi&ures ofthe King and the Queene his wife,he waS 
grieued (hefaid) for the difgrace of that young king,who hauirtg had fuch foolifli counfellors, 
in a matter of fuch importance,had groflely made hafte to ioyne battaiie; adding withall that he 
came not into Hungary to depriue him of his kingdom?, but to revenge the wrong done him by 
the HungarianSj and if he hadefcapcd from the battaiie he would onely Haue hnppfedja tri¬ 
bute, and reftored him tohiskingdome: and that he would haue held it a glory to haueprefer- 
ucd one who was fon to a brother of Sioumvnd King of Poland his friend, and foftri<ftIy 
silled to the Noble houfe of Attflm: which words he deliucred with great maiefty* This bat- 
tsile was foughtin 0<ftobcri526. 

For the ihfortunate death of King L b v v h s,Ferdi nan d wasveryforrowfullifdrbe- 
lides the lode of his friend and brother in-law, he was aduertiled that $ o t -i m a n belides 

other places, without one blow ftriken, had taken the city of huda ; and that from thcncc, be- 

fides the moft excellent Artillery which he found there^he had carried the ftatues of H b k c v- 
ies, ApotLOj and Diana, moft cxquificely made in broffe, and left there by the great 
M a t t h b w C o r v 1 n v s :and that with an infinite number Ofcaptiues,and lodcu with prey 
and bootie,hewas returned to Conftantinople. ( 

After So liman’s departure, King F b r d i n a n d went into Bohemia, and there was 
crowned together with his wife, who a little before wasdcliuercd of a daughter called Is a- 
b a l, which afterwards was married to Si g 1 lu vnd King of Poland: and being in peace 
King of Bohemia, he challenged to be Kingof Hutigary.

After whofe example 
Hunivji p H v t Barchit aSeruian, one of the chiefeft Captain es of king FudinahI’, 
Army, retired himfelfe to a dole place, a good difiance from the Army *, with a determination 
to charge his enemies in flanke. Tobebriefe, the two Armies ioyned in a battaile, wherein 
forafpace the fight was very doubt full: for the left wing of King Ionns battaile charging the 
right of the Stirian horfe, and gallantly ouerbearing them, had put king Fuoinano's pco- 
pie to tout, had not the men at Arraes ofAnfiria in refeuing them, with fuch furie charged the 
enemy, that they were conftrained to retire fighting.

before the word was giuen,euery company taking h is owne way. Cat tuniu hearing 
this, was much amazed 5 andthmkmg that all the troops had takenthe fame courfe, hewent a- 
way vnatmed and without his baggage. They write,that thefc infoi tunatc newes being deli- 
iicred to the Earl of Udrn (who flept, being oppreflfed with toil and watching) he returned to Cauiaai8r - 
bis 1 eft vntill that fome of his Captains awaked him, a flu ring him that their Generali was fled: 
wherewith ^is valiant man being troubled, he flood for a time in doubt,and could not belieue 
rhatarnanpra<ai(ed m fo many wars, and who had ncueryet deferued the name of a bafecow- 
ard, Ihould with fo great impiety do an a«ft contrary to his honour. Then calling the Captains 
and chicfofthe companies together, he comforted them, and exhorted them cither ro d v elo - 
1'iQUuy, or to wmne perpetuall honour by the viftoi'y .* and being intreated by them all to take 
charge ofthe Army, hegaueorder for their march, that they might recouer r*lmw if it were 
pothble. Being ready to march, at the break ofday they difcoucrcd the enemies troops, with

TeterV/ineetf Aboutthistimc 1538,1* b t r r gouerned in yalachta or Moldauia: he was nephew to Dra- 
COLA, who had made the league with King Matthias againft Amvut h. This P b- 
ctnpnt rnd T B R although he were a Chriftian of the Greek Church, yet was he a man of an ill difpofition, • 
f*tne [. faithlefle, inconftant, greedy offpoil, and without any confidence, to make his ownc eflate 
greit.i He was Tributary to So liman ; but he carried himfelf/o, that when any occafion 
was offred whereby he might annoy him for his owne good, he had no refpeft foashee might 
do it couertly, or haucany colour to excufe it. He had friend/hip with King Io h Nyatid Iike- 
wifefWith Ferdinan D,andyethe laid vvaittomurderthcm.Heaflaulted F erd i n andV 
■ Camptraiteroufly,necr to Braffouia: for which. King Iohn gauebim great thanks, thinking, 
he had done it for his relief. Pbtir (whoneuer took Arms but for his ownc profit) grovvnc 
proud by that former victory and the artillery which he had taken, loon after he inuaded Tr&n*. 
JUmnU s tookmany places, and fpoiled the Countrey. King Iohn fent to expoftulate with, 
him, why he did him wrong vnder the colour offriendfh ip; requiring reftiturion. The Mol- 
dauian anfwered, that he meant to be his friend ; whereof he had giuen him good proof when 
he relieued himagainft Ferdinand, And if hee had made vie of Vestkic k, it was to 
fecure Cizovio , againft whom Ferdinand had a pia&ice. He inuaded the confines 
of Poland often: but at the laft he was encountrcd by Iohn EarlcofTormu a valiant Captaine 
who fought with him, andouerthrew his Army, and took forty pecces of Ordinance with 
Fbrdinands Armcs; hehimfelfc was wounded and fled into his countrcy. King Si- 
c i j 11 v n d was importuned by his fubiefis to make wane againft him , and to mine him , the 
Soliman fated which he would not doe without So limans leaue, being his tributary; who atthat time ha- 
Peter Trim ted P b t b r much, for that vpon his faith, Lb vvh sGritti had gone fort h,and was flain, 
«/ Mol ahi 4 , an( j a jp 0 j ie ^ ac | mur d e red his innocent children with great cruelty. And moreouer he paid not 
his tribute duely. 

They write,that Soliman tookthis requeftof Sicismvnd verykindely , flicwing 
him fuch refpe<ftr to whom he made this anfwer* That he knew well the delerts; of the Molda- 
uian,but it did belong to him as well to punifli his (editions and wicked tributaries, as to defend 
the good; and foon after he entred y&Utbk with an Armie, but Pbtbr fled out ofthe countrie: 
whereupon Soliman made Stephen his brother, Prince in his place; and then retur¬ 
ned, freeing both King Iohn and Ferdinand from the fear of his Aimes. Pbtir 
being fled into Ciscoum with his wife and children and chicfeft treafure. King Iohn (who ha¬ 
ted him very much) went to befiege the place; which being very ftrong, and well furniflied 
with men and vi&uals, continued foure months, vntill that he had withdrawne the Tranfiluani- 
ans who were his fubie&s: whereat Peter being amazed, and feeing the danger, yeelded 
himfelf and theplace. King Iohn (who was pitiful] by nature) although he knew his trea¬ 
cherous difpo/ition, yet had he compaflion ofhis mifei able date,and receiued him curteoufly. 
Soon after, Soliman wrote his Letters to King I o h n to fend Piter t:o ConjlmmpU: 
to whom Iohn mpdean humble relation in what manner Petbr had yeelded,and that 
he had promifed him his life ■ befeeching him, that, as he was a Noble and generous Emperor, 
he would not fufFer him, being his vaflall and triburary, to fail of the faith he had giuen to that 
wretch, promifingfo to keep him as Stmhin ihould haue no caufeto fear. But S o 11- 
m a n. was not fofatisfied, /ending fliarper Letters for him ; and King Iohn, fearing to in- 
cenfe him, refolued to fend him; but in fuchforr, that Soliman, being a generous Prince, 
fliould bee forced to vfe him with all clemency: and therefore being well accompanied, hee 
wrote, thathehadfenthimasanAmbaffcdor, not as a pri/oner 5 recommending hitu much. 
S o l i m a m vpon his fubmiflion, and the faith which King I o u n his friend had giuen him* 
was moued to mercy, and confined him ondy to Pent. Stephen his brother, who raigned 
in his place in Moldauta, began togroweodious to all his fubje&s lor his couctous difpo/ition 
and cruell extortion ofmoney; whereupon they flue him, which gaue good hope to Pbt h r 
to recouer his Country again: but the Nobility made choiceof a young man called A uxi- 
v s, ofthe fame houfe of Dracola. Butfoon after, thofe Noble-men which are called Boi- 
ai’i,who made choice of him, cut oft his head, and /cut it to Pete r, who was vpon the con- 
p «trrtfhrtd fines with an Army of Turks, to reftore him into his eftate; who by degrees put all thofe trai-

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In the beginning of theyecr 1538, D t v it $ A s * b m b b r (a mail of great account in 
Bohemia) feeing the negligence of Saw si vs his people, gathered together certain compa¬ 
nies offoot and and horfe; and going towards the Countries the Turks gadfohs, 

particularly to the City ofToccayffmate on the other Tid&ofthetiuer Tiff* , there hauiiig eafi- 
ly furprifedthofe which had it in guard, ih fewe hom es took it : and hauing almoft ftfeked it 
he went through to the Citadel againft a fquadion ofthe Turks hor/t; who vnderftanding of 
the furprifeof Teccay, came to relieue the garrifon : and coming to blowes with them, hee fo 
diiliclfed them >that they were conftrained to retire; whereupon, returning to the oty> and 
malting an end of Packing it, loaden with the fpoil, and hailing gotten certain peecds Of artille¬ 
ry, he returned: whereat Ferdinand greatly rejoycing, beftowed many gifts Vp6h him. 
The Emperor, the Pope, and the Venecian s being ioyned together in league again ft the Turk, 
hcwascomprifcd in the numberofthc confcder*ts,tti the yeerottfcthoufand fine hundred thir¬ 
ty nine. F1 r p i n a n d helping his brother the Emperor to ihppteflTe theOntois, whlchifc* 
belled againft him, and tired with rhecontinuall Wkrresof Hungary, he came to an agt’eeftienc 
With King Iohn, vpon condition, that each ofthem fliould continue in poftetfion of What he 
held in Hungary, and that I o hn fliould freely cnioy the title of king : and if that T 6 • ft n 
fliould haue no hcircs, that then the kingdome fliould fall to F s r d i nan-d and his hfcires:

And M a h o m b t Bafha } fcndingtovifittheyongking 
and Queen mother, perfwaded her to hope well of Souman the great Turk 3 who,coming 
from Adrmo[lc into tfwg^fliorcjy after came to the Camp, bringing with him a great num¬ 
ber of fouldiers, with a relolucion to free himfeif from troubles, and wholly to put F a r di- 
nan d out of all hope cuer to recouer that eftatei 

Soiiwan being comeneere vnto BuM,hefent vnto the infant king three goodly hoife$ y 
with their furnitures of gold, fetwithiewels, and three Royall Robes of Gold, and to euery 
Hungarian Baron a Robe with a chaine of Gold: by his Embaffadors he fent word vnto the 

Queene that ihe fliould fend the childe with thofe Barons, vnto the Campe, cxcuflng him that 
he came hot to fee her, being not the cuftomc ofthe Ottomans to fee women in another houfe* 
neither would he in refpe&ofher honor (being young and beautifull, the daughter ofaKing 
his friend, and the wife ofhis confederate) that ihe fliould goe into his campe. The Queerie 
(they fay) Was much amazedj fearing for her fbn: but Fribr Gioaob perfwadedhcfto 
fend him fpeedily,leaft (he fliould fliew any diftruft of that great Emperour. Being brought tb 
Soum.ani pauilion he embraced him louingly* the Hungarian Barons were honoured, and 
dined with the Bafliarbut in the meane time So 11 m a n had giuen order, that fome ofhis 
captaines (making (hew to vifit the city) fliould feife vpon apartand draw in their men ; the 
which they did before it was difeouered • whereupon theydifarmed the citizens, and lodged 
iheircroupesjbut with greatmodeftie and fliewesoffriendfliip. 

Souman being aduertifed that the city was at his command,he fent the Infant back vn- e [ B „: 

to the Queene, but retained Hue of the Barons, which were Fribr George, PhtbA ^inthepwer 
Vtc .c HI o,V A L B N r IN B S T -B f K A N i o, Va r b e s i o the head Chancelor,and^V run o/Soliman * 

B A s H i A N O who had the guard of the city. The Queene feeing the city taken by fraud, and 
her Barons deteyned, fent humbly to i.ntreare Soloman that he would not blemifh h is great 
name of clemency and magnanimity, but obferue the faith giuen; and fend (>ack her faithfull 
Barons, who had alwaies deferued well ofhis grearnes and of the Turkifh name. S o l i m a n 
was three daies in counfdl couching this a^wn. Some perfwaded him to put the Barons to 
death and feife vpon the whole date. But R o stam Bafhaw his fon in-law whom he fauored 
much,was of a milder difpofition,aduiflng him to reftore vnto the Queene the city and theBa* 
rons,and that Souman being a iuft Prince fliould nd>t vniuftly take from that poore pupiJtl 
bis kingdom, feeing that the father was his tributary and the Queene had offered it for her foni 
that he fliould remember he had taken the Infant into his protedlion* and had confirmed him irl 
that Realme with the vfuall enfignes and ornaradnts- the whichifhe fliould nowtakeawaie, he* 
fliould purchafeliimfelfeperpetuall infamie with the world, to haue by fraude vfurped the 
Realme of a poore pupil, who had recommended himfelfe vnto him, and had been confirmed 
byhimjgiuingmanyotherreafonstothclikeeffeft. Souman took*middlecourfe,fending 
word vnto the Queene,that flie fliould part from Bud*, for that he meant to hold it as a Bulwark 
againft Fbrdin a n d ; and that ftic fliould go and raigne at LtppA beyond the riuei of Tiuifee* 
that lie would recciuenothing of that kingdome, but his ordinary rribote,and defend the city 
and caftle at his ownecharge 3 whereupon all the Barons were fent back, but V a l b n t i n c 
whom (he could not obcaine by any fuiteryct hepromifed he fliould haue no harme,and withal 
he affured that the young king fhould be no fooncrable togouci nc,but.he would reftore what- 
fbeuer belonged to him and was in his power* 

The Queene departed from Buda to Lift* with her fbn and all her Royall furniture,accom** 
pankd with all her Barons, except V alehtinb, curling the infidelity of fuch a Tirant', 
andrepenting in her hart, that flie had not accepted the conditions offered by F e r dinand, Uinint o^nud4 a 

to giue the prouince of and other places which he had taken, where (he might haue li- 

uedwith more quiet ofminde, then to haue her fon king of the whole Realme, fubie^to ft? 
perfidious a Barbarian,as flie might doubt hourely he would depriue him.Shefaid that this hap* 
ned.for her fins,to haue rather trufted in the friendfliip of a ci uel Mahometan then in a Chrifti- 
an King; who wasmilde, iuft, an d of the famC faith': but flie durftnot difeouer her thoughts. 

F a R b i n a n d hearing of the defeat of his Armyj in fear of fome greatcrloffe, beeing alfo 
fbrry forthe Jofte of Bud(t y a place of great importance for the del enfe of Ch rifiendorhe, here- condition fro. 
(blued to fend Ambaffadors prefently to conquering So t i m a n, with conditions of peace, p d w f dby ; 
who were difpatch ed vnto him with very rich Prefents • arid falling down the riuer of Sohm!^ , M 

ihey camc to the Camp lying before Buda y and were honourably entertained 'by R o s’ t a n 
Bafha 5 an;d brought into tliepvcfcncc of S 6t x m a n : fo whpm they deliuered their Ambaf- 
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fagev requiring in the name of:F .,m b r ha H^that he would grant him the Realm of 
forthefame tribute which King lo h n had pdJd ' promififig to fatisfie thc Queen in the behalf 
of her fon; (hewing alfo that thefipd K.I o HKmoucd in his confcience, who told hifohe had 
no title to that Kingdom, hauing vniuftlyvfutptit, had promifed it him after his death *, where- 
of they produced rheconrrafl:; by reafon whereof, Ferdinand made war. > 

After two daiespaufe, Sou man gaueatilwcrtotheAmbafladorsby Rost an, that hce 
Solimansi»« was content togiuepeace to F Hi ; 'b i n a n d whenfoeuer he flioiiidreftore the Forts, .Cities, 
fwtrto the Jim* an( j p] ace5 j n Hungary ; and for that he had been often prouoked to war, and fpent much, yet he 
woU id jmpofe no other penalty, but thepaiment of a fmall tribute yeerly for the Archduchy 
ofudufim y and that he ihould quit his pretchfions to Hungary; threatning, that if F br di- 
nan d did not accept of thefe conditions of peace, he would not failto take thofeplaces by 
Arms which were vniuftly vfurped. The Amhaffadors faid , that Fstini and could not 
refolue t6 accept of thefe conditions without the priuity of the Emperor his brother,aridther- 
fore they craued fomc time of truce that he might write tohim, and receiiie his anfwer. But 
Son man knew we)l that their defigne was pnelyto win time, to the end that winter’might 
approach,and the warbedeferrd jafruring himfelf, that Fa a d i n an d would neuer accept 
of fuch vnreafonable conditions, and therefore hce would not grant any truce.. After twentie 
daies ftay at Buda he r etired to Conputmple, hauing giuen charge to the Sangiac of Belgrade to 
make an incutfton into AuJ?m> and to put all to ftre and fword *and hec commanded, Gacon 
G enerali of the Aduentui ers to fpoil Merduid : but God had companion of his people; for,there 
fell iueh abundance ofrain, that they could not do any thing to annoy the Chriftians. 

This yeer 1542, King Fbrdinan d loft a place of great importance, ^nd>£r Pore 

umno trnbt- of the fea vponthe Adriatick Gulf,neer to uiquilegia and the confines of the V cnecians x it was 
Youjij fmpifut. treacheroiifly furprifed by B a l t r a n 1 o S a v c e h 1 a of Vdena who pretended to bc a great 
friend vnto the gouernour, promifing to bring him two barkes of come, whereof the Caftle 
was in want: by which colour he broughtin diuerfe fouldieiis and became matter of the Caftle, 
and put the gouernour his wife and fonneinprifon: but Toon after, Sa>Cg hia himfelf was 
ihutoutofthe Caftle by his companion T-.y.r oh t vrlo da Settle, and forced toiflee to Ve* 
nice. Itwasbcfiegedby Ferdinan. d*S‘ forces which lay at Gradifiaindi hereabouts. Tv r- 
ch irro did pretend to hold ir for the French ’King, fending to P 1 1- a a Str o z z i(who 
was then leuying of m l en for theKing^tofenddiiin fome troops. F a r d i n a n d, bbeing ad- 
uertiicd heerof,caufcd>mento be Icuied in the County of Tirtell and the bordering places, for 
the recouery of Manno, fending alfo a little Aimy:of.Barks, befieging it by fca and land. Ha¬ 
uing after a long fiege reduced the Caftle to extremity for Want of victuals,in the end there ap¬ 
peared certain Venetian Gallies • who gaiie thbCommander to vnderftand, that they ihould 
depart from thence, for that t he Segnory ofvitoke had bought the place of the.French; and fo 
theVenccianscntredprefcntly,anditwasyccldcdvpvntothcm. ; . r:.? ;a- 

The Emperors Ambaftador complaining heerdf to the State, they anfwered that they had 
bought-tow (that is to fiiy^he-circuit as it {lands in the wat er, not . meddling with the firm 
land) toauoid a greatehfcandall, the French King being elfe reiblued to deliuer itro the Turk; 
which they hoped Ferdinan d being a wife Prince would not take in ill part. And thus 
kM4r4WiCOntinued.in.the hands ofthe Venecians, and doth to this day.

After this repulfc^theCommandersand Councell hea- 
rmgof the coming of Ac c omat SangiackofB^radu, and winter growing on, thev refbl- 
ued to retire the Army, and returne to tftmt, much againft the »iJl of the Hungarians, the 
Matqaeueof iMimitMand yuMf who perfwadedthem to batter itagainthenexc dav with- 
out gluing any aflaulr, tothe end it ihould not feem thatthe amazement of the former daves 
fucceflehadmadethem depart: which done, they withdrew their artillery. and the Arinie

At this time Pet u PVr i n o, a Noble-man of Hungary, ofgreat account, who had ai¬ 
waies commanded the Hungarian horfe, and done great fcruicc, being accufcd that hce praefti- 
fed tomakehimfelfKmg of HungAfy, was by Ferdinand’s commiffion taken in the Caftle 
of Stngemum by L escano aSpamard, and giuen to Marion an, who conduced him i 
t° 5 where he was put m prifon, and could not be admitted to iuftifie himfelf pubbkefy . 

Which much dlieontented the Hungarians/ccing he was a valiant Caprain,grcatly beloued of 1 
thcm 5 fom thinking he wasfalfly accufed by fuch as were neer F > r d i n a n d and enui’d him 

Ferdinan p, imploying himfelf to the affairs ofGermtnfc vfed all means to hinder the 
meeting of the Prmces ofGermany in Smaleaid, with the AmbaiTadois of the free Towns who 
(as the feme went) were aflcmblcd to the prejudice of the Emperor. Which for that he could 
not effect, heaflaied to make peace between the Emperor and the French King, notwithstan¬ 
ding that both in the one and the other he found great difficulty ; ncucrthclefle, hce (6 handled J 
thematter, that in the beginning of the nextyeer they agreeing vpon fundry conditions, in the I 

yeer i J44 the articles of peace were confirmed by them both. 
Inthebeginningofthcyceriy 45 ,FEiDi v a n n fent his Ambaftadors to the Councell of

as his Lieutenant Generalcomming to ty^rMdenied 570 ofoote-men, and 1700 hprfe. wirh 

which paffing the riuer rp, he weht to Dtbre&en , where finding Andrew Batter , and Thomas 
NacIa/J/f principal! Lords ot that kingdome^ he Went into Tranfifmmct : where hauing for the 
fpacc of three moneths befieged colofutrre in the behalfe of the Frier, he was aduertifed that 
the Frier through a new compofition with the Queen, hauing taken aWa lulU , was retired from 
the warres; and that he had neuerrhelcfte fent him word, thatif he would meet him a t Egmt 
he would fpeake with him. WhitherC4/?4/da being come , after many difeourfes and treaties 
paft between them,obtainingoftheFr!errheCitieof(^r/^//// < f4to winter his people in i he 
had word from the Queen, that/he would come to an agreement with Fbr d i n an d, ac¬ 
cording to the couenants made with her husband: fo that after many conuentions, comming to 
Colofmrre , whither were already come the moft part of the Lords of that kingdome, jfahel in 
the name of her fonne renounced, and gaue vp the kingdome and eftate of Hungary to Caftdlde , 
whoin'thenamcof Ferdinand accepted the lame. After which renunciation fhe gran¬ 
ted to the moft infatiable Frier all his demands, Which were vnreafonable, together with the 
Archbifhoprickof Strigdniam^hei ng at that time voidc. Cajlaldo accommodating that Pro- 
uince according to the order fecciued from Ferdinand, and as bethought moft expedi¬ 
ent, celebrated the nuptials between oneof F erdinands daughters, and John, at the firft 
called S/e/hen, the Queenes fonne. But the ambitious Frier, not content with the agreement, 
by the meanes ofa Frenchman, who was a fpie for the Turkc in that kingdome, he acquainted 
Selimm with the whole agreement and compofition made between Ferdinand and the 
Queen. Wherewith Soliman being highly difpleafed, {hortly after fent the Bc°lcrbey ofGre- 
aa ; who palling with great celerity to Belgrade came to Babe, and tooke it, with Bektrque and 
Senate: and hauing without any refiftance, vpon compofition taken Zfoa, be went without anv 
oppofition made by the Chriftians,to Themefuar h whereencamping himfelfe, he vnderftood 
that Caftaldos Armie vvascomc. Wfto with much'adoe, hauing induced Frier George ,then made 
Treaforer ofthat kingdome, and Vaiuode of Tmfilttam, toleuie forces againft the Turke he 
brought it fo to pafte that he confirained the Beglerbey to raife his fiege from before Thcmef- 
uarre j notwithftanding that the Frier cuer endeuored all that he could to hinder CMtldds 
proceedings. • 

, The Frier vnderftanding of the T urkes departure, went to Zippa 5 where he ftayed not 

long } tilbyPope 7 »/wattherequcftofFBRDiNAN d, hewas made Cardinal!, yet he fought 
tocrofle Cajlaldes defignes, and to betray him and Fudiman d*s whole Army into the 
hands of the Turks: hoping by this meanes, not onely to reconcile himfelfeto SoUmm. but to UmuUnb, 
become ablolute Lord of 2 ranjiluma. Whole wicked practice being made fi uftrate, Cajlaldo Gaftaldo.

Where¬ 
upon Casta l do dirc&ing.thofcwhich Should kill him,in what mannerthey Should diTpatch 
him 5 heappointed his fecretary Marc Anton'.ioFbrrau of Alexandria (vndcr co¬ 
lour to,gist the Friers hand to certain Letters which SborzaPaiuvicino fliould beare 
to F b R d i;n a n d) to come to him, vpon the eighteenth day of December, the fame yeere. 
Who coming in the company of Pallauicino into the Caftle with ccrtaineHarguebuziers, and 
prefenting. the Letters to the Fricr,to the end he ftiould fubferibe them-,after that the Frierhad 
aduifedly read theip, ftoopingdownero write vpon a little table which was in the chamber 
Ferrari drawing his poynard ftabbed him twicer which being ofno fufficie.nt force to kill him^ 
it behoued Pallauicino (who vpon the noyfe ramie into the chamber) to fet his helping hand to 
TbcJcAtbof t 5 ' c ' wor !^ ; f * orthe was a gallant ftrong fellow • who turning to him that ftabbed him 

FricnGc o/gc. ^^whimto the ground, and therewith made Co great a noyfe, that Fallmcm comming into 
the chamber and feeing Ferrari dovvne, fetting hand to his fword, gauc the Frier fuch a blow 
on his head, that he cleft the fame in two: an ad truely worthy of great reprehenfion, if the be- 
hauior.ofthemanhadnotdeferued it.. For Frier George was endued with fuch excellency of 
ivif, and ther with wasoffo generous a fpirit, and fo diligent in all matters of importance, that 
F b r d i n a n d himfelfc (who caufed him to be flaine) would often fay-openly, that he enuv- 
ed the Vayuode for nothing, but Frier George. 1 

TheFricrdyingmthismannerfuddenIy,C<f/rf 4 /(;imprifonedhisgreatfriend Francis Then- 
diy who to efcape from Ferdinands forces, had after the Turkiih manner clad h imfclfe 
in Scarlet, whofe imprifonment was a great helpe to Caft aide: for Tbendi being reconciled, was 
the caufe that the Sicoli,a moft fierce people o( Tranjiluania t ycdded obedience to the King of 
the Romanes ; which people with others, through Caftaldo’sendevtour, within fewe daies fub- 
mitted them fellies. But in theyeer one thouland Hue hundred forty two, sdinm vnderftan- 
dingof the death of Frier George ^ fent two Armies into Tranftluania^ to inuadc the fame in two 
ieuerall places: w here Cap Ido thinking by fortifying the frontiers, to entemine theTurkcs vn* 
till the comming of an Army out ofGermatiy, he fent FiierGeo/gestreafure to Ferdinand- 
and taking Segbedin 3 had fundry fupplies from the Lords of that kingdome; and fortifying Lip- 
paandTbcmefuarre he gathered chofc men together which (to auoide the rage of the Turkes) 
cameto hisCampe. ' V - 

The death of Cardinall George bred great rumors and difeontenrs in Tranjilumai the inha¬ 
bitants being much affc&ed to their King, imagined thatthe death of Flier George did not pro- 
he had with the Turkes, but that Ferdinand taking away the dogge 
whichkepttheflocliijhemightCastheyiqidlj vvith moreeafeaftervvard deuoure it; but in the 
■ v Cpnftftoryat Ponte y ihey were much fcandalized, and F hr dinand blamed to haue com- 
' ^^tedfogreatanexceflevponafacredperfomandof thateminency. The matter was much 
aggrauated; and although that Fbrdinand was oth erwife well refpedted,and held fora iuSt 
Prince, and of great bounty ; yet the Pope would not abfolue him, being excommunicate, 
without the content ofthe Cardinalls: but making the truth appeart by his minifters, and the 
danger wherein thofeRealmcs were, if he ftiould not haue vfed that preuention , in the end 
hee obtained abfolution, not without the contradi&ion of many Cardinalls, where¬ 
to the Popes facility was a great helpe : And not long after, Sfirm, and all the reft

F b r D-,1 n a n d vnablc' to fend fuch fuccours as he had promifed, by reafon of the warres 
in Germany (between his brother the Emperor and Maurice Duke of Saxony , perfwaded Caftaldo 
to beare his fortune in the heft manner that po SJibly he could $ promifing with all poftible 
fpeedtorelieuehim. Who perceiuing that the Moldauian, and Mahomet Balha were with a 
8 i rC r> A n r i my r C ° me ^ inuade Tranfituania j h e fent Felix Earle of Area , to defend 

the Qanleot Brafonia. And obtaining great reliefe and victuals, from the City of Zifanio, he 
endeuovcd to reinforce his troupes, and to fortific many places • but this nothing furthered 
F b R d in a n d’s proceedings.: For by reafon thatthe Articles of agreement were not 
obterued to Jfabel, many of thole people rebelled againft him, and after much contention, 
hee was conftrained to come to blowes withithem : For (pending much time , both in 
lofing, and in recouering, the Turks daily conquered moreandmore. Who taking Zippa, and 
Themefuam, with many other places, by an order from Mahomet^ the Balha, together with 




t he BaShaofBuda, marched to the Caftle ofiDrg<*// ; before which lay S form Pallauicino with Cm 
thoufmd men, Germanes and others: who valiantly alfaulting the Caftle, was at vnawaresfet 
vpon by the Baflia^ with whom comming to Sight, and performing the office both ol a valiant , , u 

Souldier, and prudent Captaine, he was in the end ouerthrowne* and Ihoitly after with many SfomPaik- 
othipCaptaines taken priloncr, and brought ( by a Turkc which charging him in the ftanke 
wirnhisCimitarc had wounded him very fore) to the Baffia: from whom he vvas afterwards ran- .ndukn pnff 
fomed for a great fumme of mony. After which, Mahomet to the great daughter of his men,took n ^ l V l} \ f i 
Salonch, built by Ferdinand in a ftrong place beyond theriuerT^i jrhe lofte wherofgrekt- tCclm/off 
ly troubled Fbrdinahd. Who Seeing that his affaires notwithftanding the valour and wife- D ngail 
dome of Cafialdo daily went from ill to worle,and vnderftanding that the people of Trknfilmni* 
were wholly rcuolted to the Queene,greatly fauoured by Mahomet Baiba, and chat they had of¬ 
ten pratfti fed to kill CaJlaldo i he commanded him that notwithftanding iMahometr retreit* des¬ 
pairing to take ^r/4, long attempted by his people, he Should retire. Which Caftaldo putting 
in execution,placedthe^Spanifli and Dutch fouldiers in Zibinio,ax\d other places neere adiaCent: 
and hauing fortified Dew, after much prouilion made, he went to dlba iitlia to winter the reft of 
his Army. In the raeane time, abfolution camefrom Rome for thofe which kild Frier George* 

And the ycere 15 53 being come, Francis Tbendi , fauouring the Quccnes caufe, brought it £b to 
palfoithat notwithftanding the many Councels,wherein Caftaldo was cucr prelenr, a great num¬ 
ber of the Lords of TranfUttanid in the bchalfe of the Qoeene, tooke Armes againft Ferdi¬ 
nand, and expulfing F r r d 1 n a n d's forccs,reeftablilhed her,together with her fonne in 


her eSiatc. ; 

That yeer being ended 5 and theyeer 1554 begun, Ferdinand fent his Ambaffiidors. fo 
his Nephew Philip in England , to congratulate his mariage with Mary Queen of that Country, 
who fucceeded her brother Edward. Andintheyeere 15*5 dyed loane, mother to Fa r d-i* 

N a N d, and theEinperor Charles the lift, in Spaine whofe death Ferdinand took veiy 
grieuoufly. In the meanetime taking a truce with the Turke,who vpon an ack nowledgcmcnc 
of a tribute, fulfered him peaceably to enioy all that he held in Hungary. King Ferdi¬ 
nand ( as fbmc write) did vpon the conclusion of this trace yeeld to pay vnto the Turkc 
aycerely penfion of 30000, crowncs, but not by way of tribute; for the confirmation where- 
ofjhc font his Ambafladors to c onflantinople. But the .Balha ofBwi/t had no will to peace: for 
in the beginning ofthe y cere, 1 he complained of wrongs done vnto them by the Garrl- 
foUSof Stgeth , Babott, and other neighbour places 5 whereupon he drew together 10000. men, 
and furprifed Capofumrand Bdbot fufpeifting nodanger s with rh’elikc hope he wentto ^rt^but 
-tarried not: yet he returned foone after with a greet Army and began the liege. The towns sj ^ ^ . 
was defended by valiant fouldiars, vnder the command of Mdrke Horuato a worthie gentleman, th in vAincby 
andol a noble family. At that time F e r d in and was troubled with tumults in Tranfiluania, the Ms. 
procured by PcterVtcchius: who not onely petfwaded soliman to caufe Tranjilttatiia to be reftpred 
vnto him, belonging vnto him as he faid by hereditary right • but he alfodiffwaded all the fub- 
ic<fts from their obedience to the young Vayuode* Moreouer George Bebequius infefted the con¬ 
fines of Jgria, taking certaine caftles with the helpe of the Valacchians. F e Rd i n a n d being 
oppre/Ted ivith f0 many enemies, he fent to the Princes 6f Germany beingalfembied at Rdtobm t 
to craueaide,an<S in the meanetime he leuied foldiers with his owpe reuenues. His troupe, be^ 
ing ready, the rendez vous was appointedat Canttia a towne in Stiria, where they refolued to 
beliegc Babotj thereby to relieue Stgeih. The Turks left the liege, and went with all fpeedefo . • , 

incouriter the chriftians, where notwithftanding that they were more- in number and had th? 
aduantagcohhegound,yet they were beaten and forced to retire with very great lolTciWhereih naiw, 

300 Auftrian horfe which they called the black bandes, did fo charge the Turks in the retreat as 
they con felled they neuer dealt with more fearefuil enemies. , 

Ferdinand being aduertifed of this incouhter at Babothe did much honour the Earle 
Of Serine and the other commanders : and being defirous to finifhthe warres .-he leuied new 
troupes and made his fon F br d in a' n d Geneiall ofthe Army, but before he could attaine 
totheCampe,theTnrks had againe inuefted Sigethmxh a new fiege:alfuringthemfeluesto car- 
rie it, they planted their battailes, and Vfed all perfwalions and rh rears to draw them to yeeld;. 
biitthegouernour nor his fouldiers would not bempued, althoiighthey were 1 in Tome w^nt of 
powder and victuals, but made daily fallycs and returned with'much honour, and great fpoiles, ; 

which made the Bafha deSpaircofth&euent,and refolued to leau&lt.' They white thattheBelie- 
gedlhewed fuch valour, as the Balha' wept, hearing that he hadft’aine but ohechriftian itt fitre & 
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daics.aridfohcrctired. ThcArch*dukc F s r d'x'n and becingcometo Canifia totheAr- 
SiVtcrl m yi tlicy took Carioth> Babst, Saint Martins, and diuerfe other Townes in thofc parts ;and the 
dinand / " garrifon of Stgeth being now at liberty, went as far as the walls of ^uinqueecclejia^ and brought 
m%way- great fpoils, CharlesSeretin ^a Baron ofMorau'ttt, was Tent to refreffi Sigetb with vi&ualls 
< powder, and all kindc of warlike munition: the which hauing performed accordingly, tie re¬ 
turned within few dayes to the Archduke s who hearing thatthe Turkes drew all their forces 
. together,and feeing Winter approach, and difeafes to creepe into his Armie, hauing freed si- 
, mh fvqm Seegefwhich was the chiefe end of that expedition)he refoluedto returne to Vienna^ 
being alfo called home by Letters from Ferdinand his father, who recciued him ioifuJiy 
about the end of Muemher. In the Archdukes retreat,the Turkes (contrary to their vfuall cu- 
wuhtkeTurkr ^ ome ) ncuer followed, but like men amazed kept themfelues within their defences: fooneafter 
t e soliman made a truce with F h r. d i n a n d, but the affaires of 7 ranftlttania would hot fuffer itto 

hold. 

:; v There came a Turkifli Embaffador into Tranjiloania , who bringing (as bee fayd) hope of 
peace, they intreated F irdinan d to giue them leaue to treat with him. Aconference 
then being appointed by his fufferancc, the Turke deliucred a farre other charge then they ex¬ 
pected .- which was, that expelling Ferdinand’* foldiers, they fhould prefentlyreceiuc 
(who was baptized by the name of Stephen) fonne to the firfl Vayuode,for their King: 
whichbeingdone^/ttiLMiwouldacceptof their tribute, and vouchfafe them his fauour 5 but 
if they did otherwife,he would take reuenge of them. He did alfo write vnto Andrew zlttori 
tbmtmhthe a man °* g l ‘ cat cre ^i c amongft the Tranfiluanians, complaining that they had rcceiucdforraine 
Tt4n[iluMim, forces, who committed many infolencies,and that he would come with a grear Army,to expel 
them, punifhing them feuerely, ifthey did not obey his commandements. The Ti anfiluani- 
«ns being terrified with theft threats, acquainted Ca&aldo withall: who came vnto the affembly 
ofthe Noble men. where he refuted all Satimans threats,perfwading the Tranfiluanians, rather 
to dye honorably, then to liue bafeJy in the Turkifli feruitude. Wherefore, it was concluded 
to pay him the promifed tribute, thewhichifhcrefufed, then to command hirn to depart out 
.of their confines* but the Ambaffador feeing he could obtain no ocher thing, receiued the tri¬ 
bute and returned. 

.After which, lfahell mother to lohn the Vaiuo^evexpelling all that fauoured Fe r di* 
n and got the whole gouernment into her hands,partly through the peoples fauour, and part¬ 
ly relying vpon the T urks> and Poloniaris fricndfbip: which flie might effcft the more ea%, 
for that the plague hadconfumed many thoufandsof men, and made the whole countrey iaa 
manner dcfblate. Fhrdinan d did forbeare to take Armes again ft her though iuftly inccn* 

' . fed, knowing that the king of PWWand other Princes, would treat with him about a peace. 

'• CnTa u»s the Emperdr hauing giuen vp the Bates of the Low Countries, the kingdoms 
ofspaine, and all his other kingdomesro his ion Philip •¥ brdinan d fought to fupprefleand 
•cktinguilh the preaching oftheGofpelJ in Germany and redeiuing Letters of his brothers re¬ 
nunciation madeto bis /on, he infinitely commended bis rcfolution . 

; ru That yeerobeing ended^and the yecre 1556 being come,he was aduertifed that his brother 
the Emperouf hauing renounced the Empire vnto him, was retired into Spaitie, to Icadeafoli- 
tary Jife 5 for which yeelding him thankes by his Letters and Ambaffadours, he went t often* 
Co hiake prouifion for the wanesjwhich (as it was faidysoliman would make in Hungary : where 
spending the reft of that yeer, he remained vntill the yetre 155:7. In the beginning of which 
yeere, he interpoftdhimfelfe betweene King PA/ty and the Pope, perlwading them to peace: 
... ibfithe Pope induced by his Nephew theCardinall Carajfa, made warreagainft the King. And 

thatyeerc being ended, in the beginning of theyeere 1.558, he was by theEle&ors according 
to the will of his brother Charles , chofen and proclaimed Emperor. no man but the Pope con- 
tradiding his elctftion, who affirmed chat the refignation made by the Emperoui: Charles could 
not bU done without the Popes confcnt:buthis exception being reie&ed, Ferdinand was 
chofen iand proclaimed lawfull Emperout: Not long after,hee had newes that his brother 
Charles,was departed out of this world;for whofe death he with his whole Court were very fo- 
tfc; neucrtheleffe fuppreiTing his gricfeihe cdebratedthe cxcquies with great pompe,and pie- 
; fendy fent h it Ambafiadpur^ to King Pbtfifrto condolb th.c common Ioffe. Soone after the do- 
wPhZ"f e cedfeoftheEmperourC^r/f^inthebeginning ofeheyere 1559, Ferdinand vfedallhis 
Jnemi endeauourtq makea peace betweene King Philip s and Henry the French King. which after ma- 

l W«/ • ny. treaties being concluded^nd an ’alliance made, he wjaa^xceeding glad, forth# after ftuen* 
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tie yeeres continuall diffenfion, peace was now madebctweencthofc two mighty kings^which 
was proclaimed thro ugh all Chriftcndome. A little while after, in the beginning of theycere-. 
j$6o , Fer dina n d was confirmed in thc'Empirc by thenevv Pope, who willinglyappro- 

U cd his ele< 5 iion, and held it an vnvvorthie thing, after a peace lb long defired, againe to bring 

jtdy into new combuftions: and Co following the defire of that Prince, hec confentcdco the Pius J ■ 

calling of a Couneell. In theyeere 1561 he made proclamation to all Prelates and Nations, r of 

a Councell to be held the yeere following, wherein the Articles proponed by the Lutherans ‘ : 
{bould be determined. Andintheyeere 15^2 a CouhceIPwasagaine called, tobeheldmthe 
city of^ Trent, whither Ferdinand fendingt he Prelates of his dominion,petfwaded althc 
Princes ofGerrnany to doe the like : arid writingto bis Nephew King Phiii r, andto the 
King of/W«g4/,and to all the other PrincesofChriftendome, he vied fuch mcancsthatal the 
Princes according to his defire, lent the Biffiops oftheir countries with |t heir particular Am- 
baffadours to that Couneell, wherein the mattersof grcatefV importance were handled con¬ 
cerning religion. In which time Fi id inamd defiring thatTome oneofhis fonsafter his 
dcceafe might fucceede him in the Imperiall dignity,he called the Princes Ele&oi s to a’Couh- 
cell held at Branckford, where propounding to them his defirey he alleaged that in refpeft of the 
Turk it was requifiteit ffiould be fo j and after the matter had been long debated;, he obtained 
hispurpole to his content: which being concluded, he made his (on Maxim i Il i a n With¬ 
in fewcdaics after to be crowned King ofthe Romans. After which ceremonies, going to if* 
froth to fee bis daughters , he vnderftood that the truce lately treated of with S o t r man, not 
only took effe& for ten ycets, but that at his fute Don Alvaro de Sandewas releafedoutof 
prifon, together with three other principal! Knights, taken in the yecr one thouian d, flue hun¬ 
dred fixty, in the enterprifeof Tripoli; byDiuovr Rai s. Atj that time were great wars in 
France between the Papifts and the Huguenots, which the Emperor foughttohaue pacified: 
but that nation was fo extremely incenfed, that the Emperors perfwafions could nothing pre- 
uail among them. ' : 

In the yeer 1564, the Couneell of Tr^lbeing diffolued, F s r din a n d came M Henna % 
where falling fickpfan Ague, and knowing by thevehcmeriCy of his difeafethat his life drew vkiettboftk 
neertoan end, he fent for all his children, which then were difperfed into fundry places. 4 to SZf** 
whom after he bad giuen bis blefling, together with manygood exhortations> bee rendred bia 
foule to God Vpon the fift day of Iuly in the fame yeer. He wa« a Prince by all men reputed to 
beof fingular bounty and piety, and of a moft gentle and pleafing difpofition, not very ftrong 
ofbodyj but repleni/hed with fo much majeffy, that whofoeuerfaw him could not but refpeft. 
him; for 5 being of a pleafing and affable condition, hee would moft curteoufly incline himfelf 
to euery one that came to falute him. He was naturally merry, free frpm-furfetting, and wore 
his beard rather fhort than long j and his hair fo long, that it Couered his eifcsi, wkh fome bauld - 
ties. He was in all his a«ftions (profperous or aduerfe) alwaies cohftanc, houkfirig all things to 
| happen tohim by the will of God. He confclTed himfelf three of foureumes inthe yeer, > and 
with great deuotion reedued the Communion^ willing that euery one in'his Court /hould dbe • 
the like : iothat his houftfecmdto be rarhera tegular Monaftery, chan a CouFtfofVecuIarnicn!.

Fikdinan d feeing his end draw neere, called King Maximilian his fonne 
(who was tofuccecde him in the Empire) to Whom he made a long fpeach, touching the 
Ferdinand’s gouehiment of himfelfe, and ftate, the which according to riba's relacioo,Ihaue prefumed to 
fodovmcrcrhti/*, for that it dcfcrucs ro be writcen in gold, for a perpetual! prefidem for all 
' Princes to imitate: his words were thefc. Deere fon feeing it hath pleafed his diuinc maieftv to 
call me vnto him, and that my foulefliall leauc thefe earthly fpoilcs,Ihaue thought good to 
impart fome things vnto you, which I hold very neccflary : the which I intreatc you toheare 
with an attentiue ears, feeing I deliuec them with a ioyfull heart: know then fonne that IW 
this world Joyfully* for that I found my felfe in a lodging which was not firm enor confUt 
whetewith I was much troubled: I repent not the time that I haue liued, hauing imploy ed tftf 
whole icourfc ofmy life in the feruicc of god,and the increafe of his holy faithjand I depart con 
tented for that I lcaucthce my fon, in whom as in a liuely image of my body and foule I truft 
although I be dead, yet I (hall infome fort Hue, and that thdu wilt imitate me in all my anions* 
according to raydcfirc.

Barbarous Kings, efpeciallyin maintained their Maic- 
fty by hiding themfeluesfrom their fubie&sjbutthou on the other fideCfolIowing my example) 
fhalt keepethy gates al waies open to th e poore, rather then the rich 5 for they haue more neede 
ofthyfauor then the/e. In thy anfweres follow the a Juice of Ariitotl*, Thole which be 
good and milde giue thy fdfe: the bitter and fowrelcauc vnto thy Minifters, and let no man 
depart from thee iuftly difeontented. What thou haft to giue,giue it fpcedily and cheereful- 
]y, of thine own e free will * and giue them no caufe to thanke others, for the fauors which thou 
thy iclfe doeft them. Bani/h from thee fuch as leeke out new meanes to opprefle, and gvieue 

thy fubiefts, and remember that the poore, not the rich, pay tributes and exactions. Befode- 
firous to doe good, as thou maift thinke to haue loft that day, wherein thou haft not aflifted Com 
one. Honor the good and vertuous* more then the rich and powerful/, and thou (halt make all 
men to follow vertue. Admit no idle men into thy kingdomes, for they will breede a world 
of mifehiefes. Be trattable to pardon thine owne injuries* for, if an equall to thy felfe hath 
done it, thou canll not take reuenge, without preiudice to thy fubieds and his , who haue not 
offended ;Ifa priuate man doth thee wrong, the greater thy power is to rcuenge, the better 
will thy clemency appeare. Letthyexercifes be honeft, holy, good, and profitable to the 
Common-wealth. O how well it becomes a Prince, to hearc the afflictions and grieuances of 
his fubie&s,andtoredrefle them! Imitate not thofe who vnburthcnthcmfelues,all they can, of 
matters of iuftice- for it is thy chiefe office.Thinkal waies of the meanes, by the which thou 
maift gouerne thy fubie&s: endeuoralwaies to know thenatureand manners, not only ofehine 
owne fubietfs, but a ICo of Grangers. Be alwaies in peace and friendfhippe with thy neighbors; 
contend not with them, left it breede thee warre and difeord. Learnc rather by Hiftoi ies,then 
by experience, how dangerous and pernicious warre is : Let this be a fpeciall remembrance 
vnto thee , that thou neuer vndertake vrarre, for hatred, or priuateintercft; and when thou /halt 
be forced vnto it,let it not be fo much for thy felts as for thy fubiefis. Confider firft of ail 
(whichwillbemoftcommodious) whether to vndertake it, orleaueit ; and being forced 
vnto it, let it bee with extreme neceflity. But firft endeuour to make an accord : for, 
peace is better then iuft warre;from the which thou muft endeuor to flie.ifit were for no other 
refpett, but for the honor of the name of a Chriftian, being much oppo/icevnto it. Make war 
againft Turks and Infidels; for otherwi/e they will not only make Chriftians iflaues, and force 
them by torments to deny the faith ofChrift b but alfo ruine Chriftendome, and prophane the 
Temples of Chrift: Butlct it neuer copie into thy rninde,tomake warre againft them,forthine 
owne priuate intereft,or for Ambition. Confider,that vnder this colour of making warre a- 
gainft Infidels, there lurkes much poy/bnrand when thou haft conquered them, labor to con- 
•uert them to the faith ofChrift, principally by good workes 5 For, with what face canft thou 
adui/e them to becom Chriftians, if thou and thine in youradtions be wor/e then Infidels? It 
will be no great matter to conquer the Moores and Turkes, if they /hall fee Chriftian ver tues to 
Ihihcintheeand thine, wherefore with thefe labor to conuert them : It imports much whe¬ 
ther thy conucrfation.begood or bad, and with whom thou dolt conuerfei therefore (itiue air 
waies to draw into thy company good and vertuous men, and chafe away the wicked and vici- 
ous v which may corrupt thee and be very hurifull. Louethem which reprooue thee freely, and 
hatefuch as flatter thee. Doenorobfcrue what company is moftpleafing vnto thee: butwhat 
will be moft bchoouefull for thce;for there is no beaft fo venemous. nor creature fo pernicious 
and uhrtfull about a Prince, as flatterers, and ambitiousperfons : For, the vulgar fort, who 
knbw not the difpofition of their Prince, doe alwaies thinke that he is like vnto his Fauorites; 
iftheybevertuous,thcyholdhimforvcrtuous;ifwickedand vicious, they eftceme him the 
like : Confider then how carefull thou oughreftto be in making choice of fuch as /hall con- 
iierfe with thee j chiefly make choice of a Confeflor that is fincere, pure, incorrupt, of good life 
and fame, and not ambitious. Theprincipallpartofchegoodgouernementorthy kingdome 
Confifts, in that thou beeft good : and the fccond, that thou prouide good Minifters • where¬ 
fore confider well how thou giueft thy Offices,.thy Benefices and thy Bi/hoppericks • there is 
lione worthy ofanyadminiftration in the Common-weale, but he that rakes it by conftrainf, 
and againft his will. Wherefore it would be very profitable vnto thee, neuer to giue any Of¬ 
fice, BeneficeorBifhopperick, to him t hat feekes if 5 but to him that being vertuous, and full of 
ba/hfulnefle, will not Cue for any thing. And know for certain?, that fuch as leek them, are inef¬ 
ficient to gouernc them; for cither they know what they demand,or not.If they know not,they 

de- 


deferueitnot* and if they know and demand it, they difcouerthemfeluestobe proud, ambi¬ 
tious, and wicked. N eucr ^mmit matter of iuftice, but to mefi that are vneorrupt and good ^ 
and who accept them being incrcatcd; for,committing them co others, thy fubiefts fhall fuffer 
oppreffion; for there is nothing more pernicious, then to haue couerous judges, whoaffe<ft «o. 
uernementtoopprelTethep'eople. Let the judges keejje their refidehce* and forget not fome- 
timcsto ouerfeethem , rewarding the good and puni/hing the badde • where I would not 

haue thee vfe clemency,nor with thy feruants, which/hail forget their duties: but punilh them 

with njore rigour then other men, both for that they are more bound to Be good, being neere 
vnto thee j as alfo for that part of the infamy redounds vpo.n thee. Punifli falfc-witndfes and 
fcandalous accufers by f a h o n’s Law. In making of Lawes, haue more refpetft vnto thef 
publikegood, then to thine owneparticular. What thou/hair fee profitable to chyfubiedls, do 
it before they intreate thee. Be diligent and refolute in that thou haft to doe, left in the a<iiori 
thou lofclttheoccaGon,and in the benefit the thankes. Striue eufcr to purchafe a gbod name 
rather then riches or great eftates: for,the one,wicked men attaine vnto by money - but theo- 
iher good men only purchafe by vertue. Loueand feare God, who will teach thee all the reft 
and guide thee in all thy anions. I haue long defireclto/peakcthisvntochee, butlneucrhad 
oportunity • wherefore I intreate thee (deere fonne) fo to imprint it in thine heart, that thou 
maift neuer forget it. Laftly, I commend vnto thee thy brethren, fitters, and kinsfolkes: in¬ 
treate them in fuch formas they may not be difgra ced, their old father beingdead, norgrowe 
proude feeing their brother Emperor. Moreoucr I recommend vnto thee my old feruants to 
whom my long cares,my troubles, warres, affaires, and my long infirmitie, haue been the caufe 
ofmuchtoyle. And iftheyferued me faithfully vnto death, it is rcafon they fliould be rewar¬ 
ded: and although my bodictcmaincs in the graue with the Wormcs, yet will I be alwaie'g 
mindefullofthem before God. Herein thou /halt (hew thy felfe a good fonne, rewarding 
thofe which ferued thy Father. Aboue all things I will put thee in mind, and hold it for good 
aduice, Beeuer in peace and league with Philip King of Spine, my Nephew,, and thy 
Cozen, and fonne to that father whom I Ioued much ;from whom thou maift alwaies receiue 
good afliftance. And when it /hall befit for thee to makea league with liim againft Infidels' 

I exhort you to doe it, for that with your two forces, you may with more facility ruine the 
common Enemy. I commend vnto you your brethren, whom I haue enioyned to be obtf 
dient vnto you. Louethem, and Hue in Peace and Charitie, like good brethren : It (hall 
bee a great ioy vnto mee, and my blefltog /hall bee. with thee, and with you all together, 
with rhe Grace of our Lord GOD: to whom I giuc infinite thankes , that hee hath

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M a x i m i l i a n the Second, _ 

Philip warring againft the Emperour, was proclaimed traitor: but it was not long before 
the Emperor was freed from that trouble. And Maximilian recalling his forces,peaceably 
applied himfelfe to thegouernment of Bohomia,w ithouttlm any matter of moment happened; 
vntill that in the yeere 15*4, he together with his father fent his Ambaffiidou rs to congratulate 
the marriage of his cofin King Philip with the daughter of King Hhnrv the Eight, then 
by thedeath of her brother Edward, Queeneof England. 

In the yeere , he was prefent at the Coronation of his father, who by the Emperour 
Char IE s the flft was adopted Emperour, and accepted by the Princes of German;. After- 
wards taking his way with his father towards Fiona, he returned into Bohemia ; where within a 
whileafcer,vnderftanding of the death of his Vncle and father in law the Emperor Chauj, 
he with great pomp celebrating his Obfcquics, fen t Ambalfadors to his cofin Phihmo 
condole the death of the deceafed Emperour. In which anions ending the yeere prefentand 
next following 5 in the yeere jytfo, after foure moneths vacancie, Iohh Angiilo di 
Midicis being chofen Pope, and called Pivs the fourth, he fent his Ambalfadors to 
yeeld his obedience to the Church of Rome. And in the yeere 1562, Fbrpin an d defi¬ 
ring that his fonne Maximilian lhould fucccede him m the Empire, aflemblcd a Coun- 
M«imilian cell in Branckford • where proponing to the Electors his determination, he fo handled the mat- 
(boftntnd rer that by tbe penerall confent and good will of all men, Maximilian wascholen and 
crowned Kingof the Romanes; with great applaufe of the Ger manes and the Italians, who 
* for his rare qualities dcatclyloucd him . Thenbeingaccoidmgtohisfathersddirecrcated 
hisfuccelfor, he departed towards View, firft vifiting his fitters which were in ifprucb, where 
he remained vntill the yeere 1^4, in which yeere his father dyed; whofcObfcquiesheeto- 
gether with his brothers fumptuoufly celebrated. After which, hee receiued Ambafladors 
from the Princes, which as to the fucceffiue Emperour and Kingof Hungary and Bohemia came 
to doe him honour: amongft many which came, were the Ambafladors of Spaine and or For- 
tugall. Maximilian being then receiued and accepted by the Chriftians for lawful

Balassvs was gouernourthereof forF b r din an d, a valiant man and adliue, who infor¬ 
mer times,had taken many towncs from the Vaiuode vpon the confines ofTratiJiluania. Hauing 
taken the towne, the Caftle (although it were very ftrong) made/mail refinance: where thego* 
uernour loft his goods, and his wife and children were led into captiuity. Balassvs (being 
fore wounded ) efcaped.and after his recouery he furprifed pohroim, a towne of good note be¬ 
longing to theTranfiluanians.-and hauing fpoiled it he fet it on fire. The newes of the Ioffe 
of Satmaria was vnexpe&ed to Maximilian, and the more troublefome for that hee was 
then diuerted with other cares. The Vauoide was nor ignorant that it would bedi Mealing vn- 
toCisAR, pretending that he had done nothing againft the peace, laying ail the blame vpon 
the Emperors gouernors,efpeciaIIy vpon Balassvs; affirming that the beginning of all miu- 
rica fpKang from them, who opprefled hi$fubie<fts with vnaccuftomed tribute$,and daily incur® 
fiohs; adding that he had often complained, but could finde no remedy wherefore it was no 
wonder,ifhc ha d found fome meanes to reuenge thole iniuries and torepaiie tbeloiles.M A x I-

marcHt prefen tly into the countrie of Sepujio, from whence hefent to intreate M a x 1 m i l ban 
toeiue him leaueto manage that warre at his will, and not be compelled alwaies to lend to 
htemaiefty- left before a refolution lhould betaken,agoodopommity might be loft.Hereuppn 
the Kingof Poland Cent his Embafladors to let the Emperor vnderftand how much hewasgne* 
ucd with this war, the Tranfiluanian being fo neere allied vnto him: wherefore belaboured 
to hauea furceafc of Armes,and the offence remitted. The Emperor gaue him good words,but 
, Med not his warlike preparation. hi$

This yeere Lazar vs S v b n d i e, went to befiege the Caftle of Temi, a place ftrong 
both by nature and art , Banding vpon rhe confines of Tranfiluania and Hungary ; The which 
F a r di n a n d had giuen to a Nobleman of Hungary, for his good deferts; who dying recom¬ 
mended it,and the guard ofhis young Ton to Francis M e n 1 t v s. This man ofa tutor 
became a Tirant: hefted to the Tranfiluanian and dcliuered both the the Caftle and Pupil into 
his hands. This Caftle being battered, and M » n ■ r v $ the Traitor fiainc, they yeclded 
vpon condition to depart with their fwords,and not to beare Armcs againft the Emperor Af¬ 
ter which he recouered^fw^/A, the which the Tranfiluanian had abandoned diftrufting his 
owneforces* After which he took Erdod (the which Ferdinand had often attempted 
in vaine) with diuerfc other places. . 

The Vaiuode finding himfelfe too weake to cope with Maximilian, he craned aiefe 
fromthe Turk, who being bufie at the fiege oft Malta, hefent Stmphbn Ba rr obi (who 
afterwards was King off Am) with other Embafladours to the Empcrout co fue for peace * 
the King of Poland did the like, and So liman fent aRcncgado to Fiona to expoftulatethe 
wrongs done vnto his tributarie, and to finde fome meanes of reconcilement. But C b s a r 
was not ignorant, that this was a practice to ftay thecourfeof Sv a n d i b's profperous fucc- 
efte, and daunt the mindes of the Hungarians with a hope of peace: but for that Itihoiild not 
feeme that he hindred the conclufion ofa peace, he commanded his Army to Forbearc from 
ffioile,£>ut vpon this condition that all the towncs on this fide the mountaines lhould be his 
This was ofharddigeftion to the Vaiuode: wherefore he incenfad Soliman, who being re- 
tuided from Malta with Ioffe and diflionor, refolued to tranfport the war into Hungary and to 
imploy alibis forces againft thcEmperor 5 hereupon he fends a new Erabaftage to Vicnafi or the 
tribute which had been long vnpaid : complaining much of the wrong done vnto the Vaiuode 
his client • faying it was not lawful! for him to make a peace with the Emperor,without hig pri- 
uity, commanding reftitution of all that had been taken from him, and withall he renoune’e fhc 
peace, which he had obferued with Ferdinand. Maximilian gauc him <?ood rea- 
fons for non paim ent of the fribute-that the peace had been violated by the Vaiuode and not by 
hirn $ that all the places did neuer belong to the Tranfiluanian, but to hispt edeceflbrs from 
whom they had been violently taken away: whereupon Soliman refolued to befiege Julid. 
ThisyecretheVaiuodeCintheabfenceof Sv in di a, who was gon to Vicm concerning 1 he 
warres )went to befiege Erdod with the helpe of theTurks: the which being battered, and Vali¬ 
antly defended, in the end they yclded vpon compofition to depart with bagge and hap&aoe 
butthey were all trekcherouflyllaineby the Turks. 5c> 

n Thisfbmmcr ttfs A vovsvvs Plexor of Saxony Cent 1000 Saxon horfesto Svend i ■ 
Gamp,protriifing to entertaine them for fiuemoneths,with whom thereioyned 550 Noblemen 
and Gentlemen. The T urkifh and T ratlfiluanian Embafladours were ftill in Viena treating ofa 
ppace,defirous as itfeemedrojprotraift time* yet Syjnd 1 * did often aduife the Emperor by 
hisJLette^not to truft their faire words,nor to be abufed by their falfe promifes: but new Em- 
bafiaclaurscommingfrom So liman and the Turkes hauing retired their Camp, the E A 
peror commanded his Generali to forbeare from alhoftileattempts. At that time the Earle of 
SA r l:V 1 jouernour of lauerin, had an enterprife vpon < Alfa Regalis which hee had a great hope 
tofurprife, by meanes offome of the rowne: but the Emperour commanded him to furceafej 
Jnd retire, fo as his credulity made the enterprife fruftrate, and the Turks difco'ucred the edrt- 
fpiracie, and putifoofthecitisiens cruelly to death. : “ 

- The treaty continued ftill at Fiona, and the Emperour fent an Embaffador to Conjlanfmpk to 
conclude apeace with So liman, who detained him there vntill the yeere i$£*». In the 
mean time the Bafha o fBuda made art incurfion towards' JauePin and carried away great /poi/cy* 
Itappeared by probable conieiftures that the T urks midefiidw ofa peace outwardly,but prepai 
redfor warre. The; which a Turk ofgood liote being acquainted with the focret counfelsbf this

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waft-and hcc was an Ambaffadour, whom he might not flay, without doing jyrong vnto his

Afar his departure, the Emperor imploid all his care to make prouifion for the Turkifli 
wattes: and being vnable to incounter S n i m an wich his ownc forces, heaffembled a Di- 
Ut) UtuM ct attjlufburge,this yeer vpon the tenth of March, to confult with the Princes of- the Empire, 

'JtjfltHrt. touching the Turkifh warres,and many other things concerning the Empire. In the meane 
time .Max imilun was full ofcarcs,the fame ofthe Turkifh warre increafing daily, and 
it was faid the rmfiltumim gathered together great forces. The Princes being affembled } 
Alhit Duke of Bauarid, fpeaking in the Emperours name, promifed , that touching mat¬ 
ters of Religion, there fliould be nothing changed, fo as the Princes would endeuour to expell 
all ftraqgc opinionswhich had crept intotheEmpire: That thepublikePeacecori firmed by fo 
manyEdi&s,fliould be obferued: That fuch as had been profcribedforthcfa&at Herbipolis, 

' fhould be punilht, and iuttice done to cuery man in the Imperial} Chamber. But laying afidz 

all other things, he perfwaded them , firft to confidcr of aide againft the Turkes *. whereupon 
The Tmttiof they promifed to enterraine twelue thoufand horfe, and twenty thoufand foote, for eight mo- 
»btEm;ire Aide ne ths$and moreOuer to pay foure thoufand horfe, for two yeeres and a halfe; which the Empe- 
rour accepted very thankefully. At the lame time the Arch-dukc Charles, called an af- 
fembly of Hungarians, at PoJJcma, and of Auftrians atvitnna-, whereas euery houfe promifed to 
giue a Florine: and the Nobility and Gentry, were fo willing to contribute to thefe Turkifh 
warres, as he that had but one hundred crownesof yeerely rent , was content to maintainc a 
horfe^ and the Nobility in generall promifed to goe in perfon, if Cjesak orany of his bre¬ 
thren fhould be there. The Pope, with the Princes of Itdlie, and the French king,werefolicited 
fof aide in this warre. 

At the AfTcmbly at ^Aufburge, Grombvch, with his confedcrats, who had flaine the 
Biflioppe ofHerbipolis, and afterwards furprifed the City, and fpoiled it in hoftile manner, 
troubling the peace of Franconia, was by a new profeription condemned by a generall content 
Grombach ofall the orders ofthe Empire. Iohn Frbderi c k Dukcof Sax$ny y fent his depinies,and 
pn)mbtdA» Jawiersropleadefor Ghomiajich, and to vrge an 'abolition of the firft profeription 5 a- 
futfr mong which HbnkyHv $an a famous lawiei was the chiefc; who being partly diffwaded 

by his friends, and partly terrified with the weightineffe of the. caufe, left it j and fought 
to perfwade the Duke by his Letters to ielinquifh their protection ; bm; hec could not 
beediuerred. 

in the interim,the Tranfiluanian Vaiuode flept not:for hauing prepared himlelfc to Armes, 
he perfwaded the Nobility of Hungary, to fall from their allcgeanoe, writing Letters, by the 
which he faid he was inioy ndd by the Turkifo Emperor, to perfwadeall the orders of Hungry 
to yeeld him frith and obedience, whereon, and their good agreement , the hope and health of 
affii&ed Hungary depended ; and by that only mcanes, the Turkifli Army might be kept from 
tl)eir con fines :,and alleagiiig many other reafons,in the end he perfwaded them, to meeteatan 
Sueudiui-wi affembly at 3 rW<jor to fend foure deputies with full authority. Thefe Letters being divul- 
fvtrsHtht ged dn Hungary, Svbndivs made an anfwere vnto them, whereby he difeouered the Vai- 
^ updes impoftures, and gaue the World to vndei ftand, that Cjlsar had alwaies fought for 
withthe TurkeandTranfiluanianvbutitfucceedednoc, chiefly by this mans (landers, 
and-ambition, who had often broken the peace, the which C m s a r had fo M&ly obferued, 
as he had negle&ed many good occaflons to aduance his affaires.. .Moreouer if there were ho 
hppffcftofany future Peace, yet the Hungarians fhould not fearc.thac G & $ar would fcaue 
thfm>KWhGbeingaflUled firft by God, and then by the Germanes.,and all forraine Princes, 
fbppld haue power fofficicnt to refift all their enemies attempts, perfwading them not to; fails 
in'rhe/r obedience both to their King and Countrey, the warre. being nocqneJy iuft, ?nd 
lawfully buimoft neceflarie i and therefore they fhould not doubt, of /theihappy euent< 
Laflly, hecommaunded them all in the Emperours name, not to haue any commerce with 
thPiTwnfiluah'ian;. -v 

rXhcTranfllu»nian,what hccouId nQt getby faite mcanes,’ he fought to, attainc vnto by 
fprceiand thcTurkes Omitting no opportunity, furprifed ^diuat by Scdlode,in the abfence of

There were come to Hutrine twelue companies of Germans 5 whereof poo horfe with ninety 

carts were fent out for forrage onthc fourteenth of lune: which the Turkifh Scouts feeing a- 

far of, and thinkirigthem tobefarremorein number, they returned amazed to the Camp i teL- 

ling them, there was a great Army coming to relieue the Befieged : wherewith they were fo 

terrified, that they prefentiy left it,and departed in fuch hafte,that they left behinde them their 

tents, much ordinance, powder, and other munition. 

„ In the mean time, the Earl of Salmts, going out of Uverwe, befieged Vefttrkte, the which he 
foon tookfputtmg a garnfon of Turks to the fwotd. The like he did to Tm/a, being fiue Gcr- »/ sihntf, 
man leagues from laverinc: he alfo tookGefiefo, with diuerfe other Forts vpon that Confine- 
the Turks being all fled to Strigcmm, the which the Earle meant to befiegc * but, acquainting 
Maximi li an therewith, he would not fufferhimto attempt fogreat a City withfo (mail 
an Army, hearing that S o l 1 m a n was ready to march. 

In the beginning of luly, S o iiman hauingallthingsreadyforthewarre, hecomihanded So!iman^/« 
the Bafha of Bud* to caft a bridge ouer the riuer of Draw, being very fwife .-the which hauing T>r4ve w ”' ;> 
often attempted in vain, he fent word toSoiiMA w,that it could not be done; whereupon j a ° 000 ° 
he fent him a halter,commanding he fhould be hangd ifit were not finifhed againft his coming. 

The Bafha terrified hCerwith, fetting 25-000 men on work, finifhed his bridge in tenne dayes • 
where Sou man pafledan Army of 200000 men, the which he diuided into three. The 
one he fent to Alba Rcgalis, the other to Sigeth, and the third to fpoil the Countr ey. Vpon the . 
way the Vaiuode of IrAHftltomi mette him with rich Prefents, giuing him great thanks for his 
afliftance. 

So LI MAN, hauing pafTed the riuer Draw, refolued to beficge%?/£and Hula. SlgethAs a 
Town ftrong both by natureand art, feared in a Marifh : it was commanded by the Earle of Se¬ 
rin, hauing 1800 foot,200 horfe, 150 Citizens, wich great ftorcof Ordinance andmunicion. 

The Gouerner, feeing the Turks forces approach,called allthe fouldiersand citizens together, 
making an Oration vnto them, to incourage them to conftancy and refolurion. After which 
hetook an path to liueand dy with them,and neuer to forfake them: the like did all the fouldi- 
efsto him, fwcaring toobey him, and to liuc and dy with him.The Turks hauing planted their 
Camp, they prefentiy attempted thenew Town; the which, for that it could no longer be dc- 
fended, he earned to be burnt. They then planted their Ordinance In three parts, and raifed 
tht^e Mounts which ouer-lookt the wals. Soiiman, feeing thisfiege very bloody, fought 
totempt thcEail wich gifts and promife of great rewards * offering him thegouernment oF//- 
liyu, and the pofleffion ofCrMk , if he would yeeld him the Cattle: but , finding him conftqnt, 
hetried him byanother means. A Ttumpctter which ferued the Earls fonrtc^ was by Chance 
taken by the Turks: him S o l 1 m a nfent into the Caftle to tell the Earle that hisfonrie was a 
prifoner,and to perfwade him to yeeld the Caftle if he would pi eferue his fonries life, Biitihc 
Bad, neither by the hope of great reward,nor the infbrtunatc accident of his fonne (although 

it were falfe) could not be wonne-rdpetfting more his Countriefiliberty, and his faith giuwi 
totheEmperor, than hisfonnes fafety, left by this fatft heefliould lay a foule ftairi vpon hfs for- > 

meidcferts. This notfuccccding, S 011 m a n gPe$ : to force, commanding 1 many afianits to 
be giucn,not with fmall troops,but with whole armies, one fecbhdirig another / fo as th^befie- 
ged being opprefled with multitudes, and their forces andfpirits fpent with continuall fiph- 
tln& towards night they were Forced to retire into the Cattle : the which the Turks attempted 
twice in vain, fetting fire in one part of it which was diuided from the ocher, there beeine a

immorcall fame, religion,liberty (which no good man lofeth but with his life) and your coun¬ 
try which bareyou and bred you vp: wherefore endeauor thatyou fall not vnreuenged nor ca- 
keMrbeflaughreredlike/beep • but may leaue to the enemy a bloudyand mourn full vkftoiy: 
wlifcreto the fouldiersgaue a ioy full content, all vowing to dy with their Commander.. J 
At this time there fell out a memorable accident. One ofthefouldicrs, preparing himfelf to 
A fjttguUr tx' fightand dy, hailing a wife of a Noble family & very fair, refolued to kill her left /he fhould be 
TjttT^fe the lufts and reproaches ofthc Turks -.which his wife perceiuing,ihec intreated him 

*• to forbear 5 faying, that it was a wicked thing for a husband ro imbrue his hands in the blood of 
his wife whom hee had loued fo much 5 but it was more vn worthy, if a good and chafte wife 
{hould leaue her husband in the extremity of danger. I kno we,quoth the, I hape fworn neuer 
tofbrfake thee: wherfore I will be thy companion in deathjthat whom loue in life hath ioyned 
together,death may not part j whereupon fhe put on mans apparel}, and her hufband Igaue her 
Armes wherewith/he ioynedherfelfe to her husband. ' 

TheDhtjtcf The Earl of 'Serin, feeing his men in Arms.attired himfdfinhisrichcft robes,asifhec had 

J2S" keen 8 oin § t0 fonie foIcmn f caft » putting 2 oo crowns in his pocket, the which he faid /hould be 
J 1 ’ a reward for fome Barbarian to bury him. After which, he put the keies of the Caftle in his bo- 

fofnc, faying 5 With thefe the Emperor put me in truft, and whil’ft I breathe no man fhall take 
them from me. He would not couer his b.ody with any Arms • laying, that hehad no need of 
them feeing,hee defil ed nothing hut a fair death by wounds. He made choice of thefharpeft 
; of his ftvords, laying 5 With this fword I firft wonne my honour, and whatfoeuer I enioy, and 

with it I will willingly bear whatfoeuer God hath decreed of me, where I fhall findean end of 
danger or of life. So, hauing a great Standard carried before him, calling vpon the Name of 
IB S y S, he commanded rhe gates to be opened, crying out ,• Follow mee noble fouldicrs, as 
you baue done euer, and let vs perform this laft work of mortall men s and fo.thrufting into the 
midfl of their enemies, they made a great /laughter vpoh the bridge.

The Vauoid of Tranfiluania, required to haue the Caftle bf/Ww,which Barth* Ba/ha had 
taken, reftored vnto him,/or that it did belong to Tranfiluania j the which the Bafha promifed 
to doe, if he would pay him 400 o o o crownes,for the charges of that fiege: which the Vauoide 
being not able to performe.it continued in the Turks power; 

S slim comming to rhe Army was proclaimed Emperour ofthe Tin ksjand then retired 
towards Cwpntinopte: vpon whofe departure Umin was by chance fet on fire, wherewith the 
whole towne except the Temple, the Palace,and fome feW other buildings was confumed.-but 
the Emperor knowing it to bean excellent bulwark againft the enemy, caufcd it to. be repaired 5 
& feeing the Turks retired, he difloliied his Camp,and went to tffciM, leaning the Earle 
gouernonrof imrin. 

S b l 1 m left Bartha Baflia in Hungary with a great number of Tartarian*;, who committed 
vnfpeakeableeruelties. The Vauoid had drawne part ofthem vnto hinii^^to the fiege of Tdccij; 
whereas Sv bndivs lay fick, hauing formerly promded for the fiege, atldreceiucdfuccours 
from the Emperour- but the Vaupide hearing that the Tartarians fpoiled his cduntrey,hc raifed 
hisfiege to relieuehisfubieds. The Emperor being returned toriena 7 hcafTembled thceftates 
and obtained a yeerely ayd of 13800 o crownes againft the T urk,and for the repairing of lAuerkt 
jjooo. Then hegaue Letters to Avovsrvs EIe<ftor of Sax0»y, to execute the feritcfice giueh 
againft IohnFudeuck Duke of saxa/iy y who had vndertaken the protection of Wi l- 
liamGrambath and others condemned by the Emperour: whereupon the Saxon foldi- 
ers who had ferued in Hungary were commanded to prepare for the fiege ofthc Cattle of Goth*• 
whither A v c v s t v s went with his forces,being accompanied by the Emperors commiftio- 
ners, commanding all gentlemen, citizens, and countrey men, in the Emperots name to leaue 
him.and to returne to their houfes, vpon paine oflofTeoflifeand goods, and abfoluingthem 
from their oath vnto the Duke j but the/e per/wafions could not moue them to leaue hint» 
whereupon they preft the fiege, fo as on the thirteenth of Aprill the Caftle was yeelded, and 
Io hn Fr bDerick became a prifon to the Emperour. In the Caftle Grombdcbius (being 
feuenty three yeers old) with feue nteene more of his confederates were takcn,and all publikely 
executed. 

The 12 of May there wasa Diet ended at JtAtijbMetwhere although that neither the Eiriperor 
nor any of the Princes of the Empire wereprefenr, except Alb b r t Duke of Bauaria^vho re- 
prefented the Emperors per/bn, yet it was decreed that the contribution promifed at the Diet 
0 f^ufburg for three yeares /hould be paied in two; That the defences ofthc towne of Gdlhd:

for that expedition. '

men who pafed rents both to the Turke and C e s a r, /hould nowpay onely to the Turks,and 
performe their workes onely to them • and the tribute orpenfion of 30000 Hungarian duckets 
which Fbid'inan d did yearly pay, fhould in like manner be paied by Max i m i l * anK> 
Selim. This peace was very pleafing to all Chriftendomc,anddid much incrcafetheEmpe- 
rot^power in.Tranfiluania by the helpebfSv end 1 v s . " •%}. 

In theyeere 1570, the cruell warre, which had continued long betwixt the Kings of Den- 
markeand Svhthh N,was compounded by the mediation of M axiuiua NjtheFrcnch 
fCifig and the Princes Ele&ors of Germany ,vfho fending their Embafiadours to a treaty at Sitm 
in Pomerania, peace was concluded to the content of both the Kings. And about the fametime

In the mean time, Stephen B a t t o r being called out of Tranjiluaniaby the Noble- 
mefrofhis fa&jon, pofted fpeedily into Pobnia 3 and, taking Ann b to wife, was crowned in 
tom-rflww^K, Craeouia, the firft of May, hauing firft taken an oath to obferue all the rights, priuiledges and li- 
ofvoiand. bertics, as they had been obferued by Casimibr and other Kings his Predeceflors 5 adding 

withall, that ifhc/hould violate them in any parr, he fhould then lofe all the right he had in the 
Kingdome, and theNoble-men (liouldbe freed from the faith and obedience which they did 
owe him as their lawfull King. 

During this, the Emperor.M a x i m i lian called a Diet at Ratisbone, whither the Noble- 
menof Poland fent Ambafladors to him after the Coronation of King S t b p h en j intreating 
him, that feeing amidft the diuifions of Noble-men, and famous Citizens, he could not attain

to thatkingdome, he fhould take it in good part, the Realmc being no w come vntp a king, who 
was his friend , and denoted Vnifo him : to whom he anfwered, thacir fhouldplaindy appeare, 
that he would not fo eafily renounce the right which heethought he bad by this ele&ion. At 
this Diet the Emperour confirmed F r an c i s do CModicit,with the eonfent of thefc Princes 
in the title of great Duke of fuftanc , the which Pope P1 v $ the Fife had granted to C 0 S m o’ 
the Great in the yeare 1566. ' 

Maximilian (Jiuing but few moneths after the elecftioq of his fon tobeKingofRo- T hcdmbof 
manes) departed this life on the twelfth of O&ober in the yeere 1577* He left great testimonies thc Em ? etor 
of his wifcdome,piety,and vertues,worthy of an excellent Emperor : he had often that fy mbol lkIax ' mllian> 
of Abraham in his mouth, Dom'mm prouidebit, and did much blame them which made for- 
tuneagoddelfe. He condemned thofe Princes which would commande ouer the beliefeof 
their fubie<fts,affirming that there was no greater (Inne then to force mens confcicncies; forCfaid 
he) they that wreft the foule,whil’d they couet after heauen } lofc earth. He defired to fupbreffe 
all controuerfies of religion: He was mercifull to his enemies, and louing to his faithful! fer- 
uants: he honoured and rc(pc<fted Princes and Noblemen: he was an enemy to intemperance:, 
he loued naturall PhiIofophie,fpake many tongues readily, of an exquifite iudgement; admiral' 
ble of memoiy,eloquen!,graue,and ponderous in his (peachjAn ohferuer of equity and bounty, 
a feuere ccnfurer ofcouetoufnes,and much delighted in gardeningjhe conferred oft ofthe holy 
feriptures, ofthe immortality of the foule, and ofthe refurre<ftion from the dead. 

To conclude,he was a Prince ful ofal pictie & bounty.-and if the troubles & ciuil wars in Ger- 
mny had nor croft his good refolutions, and weakned his power, he would hauc left nothing 
vnaccenipred to haue ruined the Ottoman Empire. Hce was ofan ordinary ftature, hiscouiif 
tenance full of grauitie, and his head fqmewhat balde. He was a great fauorer of Learning, and 
learned-men, to whom he gaue great penfions, and e/pecially to Mathematicians, and'Antir 
quaries, being greatly delighted in thofe faculties. He was very aiftiue of his body : by Av- 
oysta Maria daughter to Charles thcFift,and his cofin-germane, he had fixceen 
children,whereofrennewereliuing. Ofhisfouredaughrers, Labs h was married to her 
Vncle Philip KingofSpainc, Mary was wife to Charles the Ninth, the French 
King. ANNiandEtENOR were then but children. His fonnes were Rodvlph and 
M a t h 1 a s, both Emperours; ALmrvs,a Cardinal and Arcb-bi(hoppe of Toledo (but 
afterwards renouncing his Eccle/iafticall dignities, he married with Isabella Infanta of 
Spaino, in whofe right he is duke of Brabant , Earle of Flanden , &c.) Ernbstvs,Maxi- 
m 1 l 1 a n, and VbncbslaVs. Hehad but one wife, after whofe deceafe he would net 
marry any other. Hee was, blindely, very Religious; and refpe&ing much thc greats 
ndfc of the Pope, hee endeuoured alfo to haue drawne all thc Princes of Germany tojbauc 
donethc like. 
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He Imperial dignity (being in a manner made hereditarie to 
the houle of CAuJiria ) after the death of M a ximi^uh 
the Second of that name, was by a gcnerall confent of all 
theElc&ors, confirmed to hisfon R o dtiph, King of 
Bohemia and Hungary . chofen a little before King of Ro¬ 
manes, at his fathers intreaty. At his firft entrance,he gaue 
great hopesto rcftorc the Empire to her auncient dignity 
andfplendor, andfcorecouerfuch countries ashadbeene 
vfurped from the Empire ; But he was a prince of too fofc 
a fpirit,and loued peace and eafe,referring thegouernment 
of affaires to his Councilors. Heliued much in the Caftle 
of Prague, and was much delighted in the gathering toge¬ 
ther ofpretious (tones, and the exquifite fetting and wor- 
• . ' h . king of them. He bid Armes Adue,yet he valiantly protec- 

ted Hungary, Bebewia, Jujlria,and other prouinces. Prefendy after his coronation (for the bet¬ 
ter fettling of his new dignitie) he fent to the Pope to be confirmed by him, and to intreat him 
to declare him the eldeftfon of the Church. Then calling a Dier at heimployedall 

hiscicditatidmeaties,tohaue mattersconceming theRomane Religion reformed, prefling 
the Princes of Germany to confent to his new reformation. After this, hefent an Kmbafladout 
to the Ottoman Emperour, to haue a confirmation of the truce made betweenehim and 
his rather Maximilian, and in the meane time hee perfwaded his brother Mathias 
( who was gon into the Mcther-lands, with hope to make himfclfc Lord of thole prouinces) 
to abandon that enterprife, and to returnc into Germany, flawing him, howdiflionorableic 
would be if through his fault, the troubles of thole countreys fhould be increased But his per- 
fwafions could not preuaile again ft his refolucion: yet foone after (being difeontented with the 
eftatesofthofe countries) Ieauingthem he returned (withlittle honor) into Germany.

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freachery:and as he had been alwaies careful! of the quiet and good of his fubiefis, and to a- 
yoidetheeffufionofinnoccntbloodjfowouldhenotnowbe auer/e from a peace, if S r n a ft 
would reftore thofe places which he had taken, That the Tranfiluanians, Moldauians, and Va¬ 
lachians, had for many ages paft, been vnited to the crowne of Hungary, as the members to the 
body: and therefore theTurkefliouldnottakeit ill, if the Emperour vndeitooke their prote* 1 
diion, but rather promife neuer to inuade thofe Prouinccs in hoftile manner. If they perfor¬ 
med this, and made fatisfaflion forthe wrong done vnto his Ambafladour (which all Prin¬ 
ces did dereft) and fet hisferuantsat liberrie, there might b&fomc mcanes for a Peace j but if 
they did othcrwife r there were no way of reconcilement. 

iC h a a l h s' Earle of Mmdifcld> fonne to PbtbrErnbst (hauing fpent many yeeres 
in the wanes of Flanders and Prme)wa s by rheEmperour(wirh the King of Spa/us good liking) 
called into Hungary t to gouerne thofe warres vnder the Arch-duke M a t t h i a s : he carried 
with him two thoufand horfej and fix thoufand fodte, mod Wailons; with thefe forces he came ch,,n,4n 
to the Prague, where theEmperour didbim much honour, after which he began to reform the 
martiall difcipljne,and to leade the Army with more circumfpe<ftion then formerly it had been. 

He riiarchedj being accompanied by the Duke ofFerraraand Mawea, and others of great note, 

from yiennato ulltenfourg, with fifty thoufand foote, and fiftccne thoufand horfe,and laid liege u* 

to Str'tgomttm f where at fir Raffault he took theold town j the Turks Hying into the- new: then 

heplanted his Ordinance, with the Which he fobatcered the new Towne, and Saint T h o- cy $ mtm - 

mas Fort,asafmaIl breach being made,they entred, and put all to the Sword: then planting 

three batteries, and making a large breach, he commanded an aflaul t to he giuen to the Caftle 5 

but they were repulft with great loflk 

The Beglarbie or Goucrnour of Greece, drew together a great Army, to relieue the befie- 
ged .’approaching neere vnto the Chriftians, Mandsfbid went forth to meete them, ha¬ 
uing put his Army in Battaile: but the Bafha ofBuda , feeing himfelfeinferior, both in valorand 
multitude, retired confufedly, and the Chriftianspurfuing them,put the whole Army to flight; 
but commingagaine to renew the battaile, the Chriftians were difordered and fled : Count 
Man Diprid, knowing that he mud either vanquilh or ra ife the fiege, refolued to g/ue them 
battaile with his whole Army, in which (hauing made a great flaughter of the Turkcs with his 
ordinance) both Armies commingto ioyne, he defeated them quite, and flew fix thoufand; a- 
mong whom died the Bafha of lattermand his fon,and theBeglarbyof G/wr*(being fore wourt- 
ded) fled to Bttda, 

The next day Count Mandjjbld fummoned the Towne to yeeld, whereunto they 
anfwered: that although they defpaired ofall help, yet they had refolued to preferre a glorious 
death, before an ignominious lifef whereupon the Chriftians (being incenfed with this anfwer) 
returned againe to a frefh charge. Count Mandsfeld did not liue to enioy the fruits of count 
this victory • for, hauinglpent his force and his fpirirsin the batraile,playing the part ofa com- 
mander with his tongue , and ofa fouldier with his hands, fweating and diftempered, he called 
fordrinke,fbashefcllintoaFever,wherofhedied foone after, at Gomorrba , before the yeei- 
dingoftheTowne. The fiege was ftill continued with great violence j the Arch-duke Ma¬ 
thias comming to the Campe: foas in the end, being brought to defpaire, they compoun- 
dedto yield theTown,and the foldiers to depart with their fwords by their fides, euery one 
carrying a pack at his back. 

Before the yielding of the Towne Sikan Bafha prepared a great Army to inuade VaU- Sinan *^ i /< . 

Moldauia^nd Tranfifaaniaiwho hearing of his intent, raifed an Army of twenty thoufand ulZntwke. 
men, and charged the T urkes at thepaflage of a Riuer, where there was a long and furious bat¬ 
taile, being doubtfull to whom the vidiory would incline; but on the fuddaine there came a 
fupply offix thoufand horfe to the chriftians,which did much relieue thofe that were tired with 
fighting, by whofe helpe they obteyned the vi&ory, making a great flaughter of their enemies; 
and many being drowned in the Riuer of Darmcw, the bridge breaking, with the weight of thofe 
that fled. The Germane Chroniclers write,there were 25000 Tui kes flaine,and halfe as many 
Chriftians. 

S in a w hauingrecoueredanewArmyoffeuentythoufandfooteandhoi fejhepalTedthe 
Riuer of Danmw , vpon the confines of Moldauia, neere to the towne of Giorgum , lodging part of 
his Army in the Caftles and Townes, vpon the borders of Valacbia and Mldauia. Thither came 
vnto him Hasan Bafha, Michael the expulft Vaiuode of Tranfiluania , with many o- 
ther T urkes and Tartarians of note. S 1 n a n with the reft of his Army went to Tergiutjl , a 

famous 


famomMonaftery. whichhcconuertedintoa Caftle, and fortified it with all thingsnecefla- 
ry j refolui ng, not to depart before that he had fobdued thole Prouinccs: but the cu€nt proued 
otherwife. ■ ■; 

In Hungary, Hum $ r bin, Gouerner of part of that Country, burnt the Towns of ebe* 
ringa^uMapnaand Bcllabma-, where he flue many Turks,and carried away many prifoners • a 
tnong the which there were fome of great authority. And at the fame time the Haiducs took 
the Town of iVakrnr on the other fide of the riucr ofDawow, where they founda great prev 
And about the fame feafon, A i Dfjfc randin Generali of the Popes forces, and Palpi 
yfatAdttAen befieged the Town and Cattle of Vifigtadt, lying betwixt Bud* and Strigonium, vpon the right 
bythtTurly, . bank of the riner Damow , where in antient time the CrownofHungarywasWually kept :this 
place the Turks held inuincible, neither could they force it in the yeer r.^3, when as Stri m y A 
um was made fubie# to the Turkith yoke 5 but twoycers after, the Chrjftiansabandoned it for 
want of victuals. Hauing planted their Ordinance, they battered it inceffamly jand hauing 

madealargebrcachjthefouldicrslodged vnderthewals; ivhichthebefiegedperceiuingjthev 

began to faint $ which Fear opinion inci eafed that there was no relief to be expected. Where- 
fore, on the twenty fifcofSeptemberitheymadeafigneofparley-andbeeing admitted thev 
■ olfred to yeeld both Town & Caftle,fo as they might haue the fame conditions the Turks had 
at Strigonhm \ but ic would not bee granted; onely they had leaue to depart with their lines 

without Arms or baggage-which they accepted, and yeelded the place. ’ 

TbeT^k . The T urks, which were vnder the command of the Botha ofBofr^ had an intent to footle 
Jlrnm ctoaua. Croatia neer to Petriaa. The Chriftians liuing in chofe parts, hearing of their refolut ion,making 
a body often thoufandfouldicrs, meant to encounter them. The Turks beeing twenty thou- 
fand (if that weretrue which themfelues report) coming to fight, the Chriftians /hewed fuch 
refolution and courage, that they flue the greateft part of the Turks, the reft fleeing away. The 
Chriftians returning from this expedition, their forces incrcafed, many frefli fupplies beeing 
comn vnto them :and thereioyned with them the ho\fcmenofGmtia,carimhia,and cheneigh- 
bour Prouinccs , and the Baron ofUerbcnftem^hh certain Hungarian Troops. AH thefe forces 
VitAnobefat* being Vnited, they came to Petrirn, which they battered for the fpace of two houres,and loft 
intheaffaultno men. And finding that they fliould not preuail without greaterOrdinance 
(the which was hard to bring through the mountains) they delittcd,and retired to Si feck there 
toconfulc what they had to do. The famenighr,one Bribe o, very familiar with' the^Bege 
H v r s t a n, fled out of Peirim . giuing them to vnderftand, that the Bege being Ihot into the 
body,died foon after • that if they returnd to Petrim *without doubt they fliould rake the town 
T hechMmt ^ or that the Inhabitants were fo amazed, that vpon fight of theenemic they would all forfake 
takVetm*. the Town. The Chriftians with this hope marched fpeedilyaway, and came to Petrm,wl\icl\ 

they found abandoned 5 the which they entred,and fortified with a good garrifonjwherin they 

■ found ninety barrels of powder. 1 

Whil’eft that thefcthings paffed in Hungary, the quiet of mldaufo was difturbed by S a m 0 s» 
civs the great Chancellor of Poland, who fought to expell theVaiuode whom the Tranfil- 
uanian had appointed, and to bring-in a new,bcfiegingthechiefCity ofMoldmadlc was twice 
beaten and putto flight by the old Vaiuode: in which incounters the chief Authours of that 
counfell were 1 lain, and the new Vaiuode expeld again. The Arch-duke Maximilian 
was then cald with his whole Army into TratiJiluanU. This fummer, not onely men, but cuen 
the elements did fight againft the Tuvkifli Sultan: for,after many defeats,another mifehief fol¬ 
lowed; for, JtMbein/>fct on fire, moft of rhe Towns visuals were burnt : and Mad as rr, 
meeting with aconuoy of corne going to Rhab, hec flue the fouldiers,and carried away all the 
corn. J 

. After Count Man dsj e lds death, his Kfetherland and Walloon Ibuldiersfel into a mu¬ 
tiny. M a N D s F 1 L D had brought them into a Countrey which did not abound with gold 
and filuer, like to the JBelgick Prouinces; but defolatc.cxhauftcd and wafted, where there was 
nothing to be expefted but blowes, wounds, and death. They often complained of this in his 
life time .* but they durft not, byreafon of hisfeuere difeipline, threaten any open defection. 
Being now in a mutiny, the Captains laboured fouretecn daies together to pacifie them, and to 
contain them in their duties. In the mean time, many fleeing away, fome were brought back 
and imprifoned, others were llain by the pea fonts. On the tenth day ofO&ober, foure and 
.twenty foot and horfe came to rienm .-being let-in and lodged, they were fought for, and at 
length found. In the beginning they defended themfelues valiantly 5 and one of them ihotte 

himfclf 



hirafelfthrough. Ac length they were taken, and dcliuered oucr to the Iudge as Traitors. 

Mahomrt, hauing recciued fo many Ioffes,efpecially by thofe who were wont to be his Mahomet W 
friends and confederates,was wonderfully tranfported with rage and indignation, /wearing by thtrr ^ hdni - 
hisfcepcer,and by his Prophet Mahomet, that he would reuenge thofe injuries, and pro- 
fecute warre againft the TranfiIuaniaus,VaIachian$ and Moldauians, vntill that hec hadflaine 
them all * fending forth into all places tolcuie men, and to make prouifion of corn and muniti* 

on. Sicisuvnd the Tranfiluanian, being aduemfedheerof, fortified his Army with new 
fupplies: he caufed flue troops of Silefianhorfemen, which were vpon rhe way, to aduancej 
and, to haue the greater forces to encounter his enemie, hec granted to a certain people of his 
Country, colled Dockeieri (who had refolued to forfake the l urk) their antient liberties,rights 
and priulledges, giuing them withall great poffcffions; but, vpon thefe conditions, that during 
the wars they Ihould entertain 40 600 armed men at their owne charge,and yeerly euery houic 
fliould payadoller, with a certain mea fore of wheat f oats and barley] andif the Prince hada 
fon which did fucceed him,then euery family to contribute a fat Ox. Thefe conditions plea- 
fed them well } and withall they promifed a good donariuc at the birth of a fon. Thefe things 
were proclaimed in the Camp oftheDockcicrij which,all did confirm by oath : and hauing 
buU5°QO men in their Army,they fent to leuic the other 1 5 000,the which was foon effected. 

The Prince, finding in his Army 80600 footand horfe, left the delights of Court, and went to 
Camp 5 where his onely care was, how to intercept and oucrchro we rhe enemy. Being aduer- 
tifedby hisfpies,that S1 n a n and Ha s a n Ba(haes,withthefugitiuc Vaiuode of Meldum , 
were encamped by Tfrg<»M'i?rf,andthreatned vtter ruin to his Countries ,the Prince refolued to 
fight with them. Wherefore, hauing commanded all to Arms,he put his Army in battell, and 
marched towards theenemie. 


Beeing come neer to Tergomjla, the Prince called a Councell, to refolue (by their aduice) 
what was fitteft to be done. In the afternoon, two Chriftians (which had been freed from the 
Turks) were brought to the Prince ; who toiild him, that there had been fuch an amazement ^rhe^mp. 
for two daies together in the Turks Camp,that no man could eafily beleeue fuch an alteration: " rv 
for they, which but fewe daies before had dcuoured the Prince in hope, and had refolued to 
meet him with his whole Army, were nowftricken with fuch fear,that, had not S1 w a n ftai- 
cd his Ianizaries within the Camp both by threats and promifes.yca and by force, all had fled 
away tbutfomehundredsbrakeoutindefpiteof Si nan. Inthecnd, Si u a m, no leffe ter- sininfbn, 
rified than the reft, fled with his whole Army, leauing in the Camp his tents, ordinance, war¬ 
like preparation and vi&uals; carrying nothing with him but what was moft pretious. Hce left 
Hasan Balhaand Mich a bl the Vaiuode in with 4000 horfeand foot, promi¬ 

sing to lend them /peedy fupplies: after which, hee fled in all hafte to Bacdrejld# daies iourney 
offjto.attend the euent writing Lettersprefcntly to H a s s kn, and aduifing him if it .verc 
poflible to defend the Caftle,or elfetoprouideintimeforhiscfcape: which Letters were in¬ 
tercepted by the Chriftians. 

TheTranfiiuanian,hearingthattheTurksmeanttofendaway4oooChriftians,men,women ThtTnnfit* ; 
and children, by the bridge into Turkic, lent 500 choice foot men to purfuethem, and to free w"’**'* 1 ** 
the Chriftians j who gotbeforethc Turks, flue them all, and freed the captiues. The Prince 3uwns m ** ’ 
of TranfilmnU entred Span’s Camp, and cnioyed what they had left. Then hcc futnmoned 
Hasan toyeeld Tergeuifia ; who, corifidering of S 1 v a n's flight, of the great power of 
the Chriftians who had fpoiled his Camp, refolued to yeeld the place, and to faue himfelf and 
kis fouldiers: but the lanizaries (who were 2000 in number) would not content to the Bafhaes 
aduicc, but prepared themfelues for defenfe. TheTranfiluanian prefcntly ouerthrew the wals, 
and affaulted the Town and Caftlej the which within fewehoureshee forced, putting all the 
garrifontothefwordthcfparedthcBalha (whom hce had taken with his owne hands) ^ and 
Michael the Vaiuode (who was turned Turk) was (lain in the fight. S1 n a n a little be¬ 
fore his flight had lent foure thoufand men forth to fpoil. who returning to the Camp (being 
ignorant of what had paft) were (lain by the Chriftians, loling all the booty they had taken in 
ftUckia. " " 

The Prince, leaning a good ganifon in TergoutJlA, marched with rhe reft of his Army to B0* 

Mrtfla^ hoping to finde Sin an there. Buc he, hearing of the loflc of 'twgotyfta (doubting of Sinmftwd j 
his l afety) left the place, with nine and thirty pieces of great ordinance,and great (tore of pow- 
der,victuals and other munition 5 and fledde to Zor&a or Georgia. The Tranfiluanian took JB«- 
ttre(ld without any Ioffe or labour - and fending fome Troops of horfe before, hee flew many

Georgia u\m The Tranfiluanian after this happie victory, befieged Georgia: the which he battered conti- 

nuafiy,and hauingmadea breach entred it by force; in which were flaine30000 Turks which 
^ ,,M * could not follow Sinan in his fpeedie flight: they found in it 40 peeces of Cannon, with 
fuch ftorc of Armes,and munition,as would fuflice two kingdomes.Thcy took many (hips loa- 
den with ftuffes and other commodities j many Captiues were freed, with which the Prince 
triumphing returned to Bucarejla. It is written, that the Ottoman houfe for many ages, neucr 
receiued fo great a Ioffe . For which victories,the Prince commanded pubiike thankes to be gi- 
uento God,throughoutall the towns of Tranjiluania.

In Croatia there is a kinde of people whoknowe no other art but healing. wherein they ex¬ 
ceed all mortal! men, being Chrifiiansin Chew :thefe,bcing gathered together in Troops, had 
concluded with two Chriftian Rcnegadoes tofurprifoefi^a, avery ftrong Fortin/fiin'4. the 
which they effected, and flue the garrifon. The Turks prefcntly drew their forces together to 
recouer this Town j where the Croatians annoyed them much, neither did the Ba/ha of Befna 
fee any means to preuail but by trcafbn or famine. The ^efieged were fo oppi eft with hunger, 
that t hey fent word to the Emperors Lieutenant in «/>/4, that if they were not prcfently rebe¬ 
lled, famine would force therti to yeeld 5 fb as heprefently gatherd an Army together, and pro- 
uided fhipping with vitftuals,landifig his men within fbure miles of the Turks Camp,marching 

fpeedily to charge them 5 who, being terrified with their fudden approach, fled. The Ulirians 
and Croatians who were in the fore-ward,breaking their ranks,fell to fpoil; which the Bafha 
perceiuing,commandedhismentoreturntotbecharge:in which, the Chriftians, who were 
thecaufe ofthis difordci, were (lain; and the reft,bceing amazed, were put to fhamefull flight. 

After which,Clijfa (defpairing of all luccours) yeclded, vpon condition to depart with bag and 
baggage. 

The garifbn of Tottadtew the Turks of Gtmorrba by a ftratagem into an ambufh; in which the 
Gouerner was (lain, with all his Troops: and the fame day Nadajti, who commanded in 
the lower Hungary for the Emperour, hauing lodged 15:00 horfe in a wood, fen t fome of his 
Troops to Uu trine to get fome prey,and to draw out the Turks: who,following the Chriftians 
that fled.fellinto the ambufh, and were moft of them put to the fword. 

Thelaft yeer,theTranfi!uanians hauing taken the Turk Pent forty thoufand men to be- 

liege it. The Tranfiluanian font 500 o men ro relieue it; who valiantly defended the Towue, Twit/*' 
and made great (laughter of their enemies. The Bafha of Ttmefuarre fearfully raifed his fiege by 
night, leauingall his warlike inftruments. The Hungarian and German Writers fay, that there 
were 4000 Turksflain at this fiege. 

Zim being freed,the Tranfiluanian befieged, Tbtmtfuar fending forth 2000 horfo and foot JfZ’ttb/'* 
to difeouerand fpoil • thefe brought him word,thar a certain Bafiia.with his wifeand children, cfmms? 
with great ftore of commodities, lodged in a poorTown, the which rheyfealed in rhenight, 
put the foufdiers to the fword : gather/ngtogether t heprifoners and fpoifs, they let fire on the 
Town, and departed. The garrifon of Tyinpolu, hearing which way the Chriftians marched, 
went to encounter them, where there wasacruell fight: butin the end the Chriftians had the 
vitory,andftue3ooo Turks, and fo returned tothcCampat Tbemefiar with their fpoile and 
captiues, Tne Barbarians, drawing all their forces together, came to charge the Tranfiliiani- 
where at the firft the vitory was doubtful!: but in the end the Chriftians preuailed, ha- 
uing (Iain about fiue thoufand of their enemies 3 but yet they were at length forced to raife the 
fiege. 

M a h 0 m £ r conceding that his Commanders had either been negligent or vn fortunate 
dn the wanes, and refoluing to ruinc the Chriftians, came in perfoti to Belgrade, where he drew 
together an Army of 150 o o o men, with which he befieged Jgria j the Gouei ner Niauvs

hauing bin a little before fupplied with men and victuals by the Arcb-dukc M a x i u iti a n . 
There was a Town and two Cattles: the old ftood vpon the declining of a hill \ and the new 
* onthefop. The Chriftians left the Town, and retired into the old Cattle without any force * 
which the Turks hauing bartered, they left this alfo, and fled into the new Cattle,- where they 
carried tliemfelucs no more valiantly than they had done before : for, after they had endured 
fomeafliiults.and rcpulftthcTurks,thefouldiers wouldneedsyceld to h.aue their lilies faued, 
contrary to the will of the Gouerner aijd Captains: but the Turks, violating theirfaith, hauing 
kept the Gouerner and other chief Commanders, flue all the fouldiers, but fuch as impiouflyj 
ro fade their liucs, would abiure their religion. 

The mm< The Arch-duke Maximilian, Generali of the Emperors Army, hauing ioyned with 
Maximilian the Prince of Tranjifoawa and the Hungarians, and making an Army of ^oooo men, re/blued 
Mabowt togiuebattell to the Turks, contrary to the aduice of his counfell. After diuerfeskirmifhes the 
* ' Turks paft a riuer with part of their Army, and came in good order to charge the Chriftians; 

who attended them refolutely, and repulft them valiantly, forcingthem after great flaughter to 
turn their backs, and repaffe the riuer, the Ctiriftians following them cuen vnto their Camp; 
where falling greedily to fpoil, and bufying themfeluesin M a hom it's Tent, to free the 
Gouerner of from bonds, they were let vpon by Cioau, wholed the rcreward of 

theTurkilh Army,and puttothefword whil’ft they were butte infpoiling jfoasby their gree¬ 
dy defircthey loft rheglory of a famous vittory. Mahombt, hauing not been fo fortunate 
in fight as he expe&ed, and being weary of the Hungarian wars, returned to Cenjlantmple to his 
delights and venery: and the Chriftian Artny was dilfolued, and went to garri/on. 

In the beginning of this y«er 1597, Mahomet refolued to return again into Hungary as 
fo'onas thefeafon of theyeer would ferue,andto beficgeVienna: but aWTurkie being oppreffed 
with famine, and Mahomet failing of a peace with the King of Perfw, whereof they then 
treated at Conttantmplc, he was forced to defift from his refolued enterprife. And for that the 
defection ofTratiftludm, yalacbid and MoUauid, did much trouble him, being very neceflary for 
the feeding of his Countries and Armies, he therefore fent Ambafladors to the Prince of Tran- 
The J^¥ h JH*t*i* with rich Pi cfents, to the end hce might draw him from all league with the Chriftians. 
fmZfTtM. The Prince entertained them curteouflyjandinthebeginning anfwered them doubtfully, to 
fil/uni*. the end he might protra<tt the warre, and difeouer theenemies counfels: but hearing that the 

Turks were on foot,and marched towards yalachid, he drew his Army prefently together, and 
charged them j at which encounter the Turks were in a manner all flain. After this exploit lice 
went with 40 coaches to Prague ; where hauing had fecret conference with the Emperor, fiee 
rcceiuedthe Order of the golden Fleece,with many rich Prcfents $and then returnd into Tran- 
filuania,the Emperor hauing pfomifed toalfift him with 6000 foot before the end of May. 

.. . , In May, Palfi, Nadasti and Bhasthin, Bohemians, with fome of the Empe- 

cirljjim! 1 rors forces, hauing by night forced one of the gates of 7 ottdy a Cattle in Hungaryy t hey entred it 
without any Ioffe, and flue the garrifon. And the Arch-duke Maximilian,^ Auguft fol¬ 
lowing,after fix daies fiege took Pappa • from whence he went to the fiegc of Jauerine: but hea¬ 
ring that the enemy came to relieuc it with a good Army, he railed his fiegc, and went towards 
yaicfai whereas Mahomet Baflia oflfred him battel: but the Imperialifts being far weaker, 
they kept themfelues within their Camp j which, Mahomet attempted to force, and was 
lhamefully repulft, with the lofle of 700 Ianizarics,a Baflia,and many of his choice horfemen. 

The next day, hauing by his meflengei s obtained a treaty ofa counterfeit peace, withthisfub- 

tiledeuice he retired with his Army, and went to Buda. Soon after, the Turks returned to 7 */- 
ta of Totifa (taken a little before by the Chriftians) and laid fiege vnto it. Oh r i s top h b r 
WeIda commanded in this Cattle with 250 fouldiers • who although he performed the du¬ 
ty of a good Captain with great valour and refolution,yet in the end he was forced to yeeld,and 
to piOuidc for his ownc fafety and his fouldiers: for, theTuiks hauing bittered it continually, 
and made a breach »they gaue diuerfe aflault6, and attempted to force it • but they were alwaies , 
repulft by the valour of the garrifon. In the mean time they had vndermined one of the Bub 
warks of the Cattle, and blew it vp ; which made a great breach. The fouldiers beeing moued 
with this ruine, many ofthein being flain, fome wounded, and fbme burnt withthettre, they 
per fwaded their Captain not to caft himfelfand them away defperately; whereupon, in a tem- 
IcmrTotu peftuous night they ifliied fecretly by a poftern gate,and went to the riuer Dannoiv. The enemy 
* this while giues an aflault,and enters the breach ? but he found the Cattle empty, the fouldiers 
before their departure hauing laid a train of powder, which taking fire flue many of the Turks. 
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In March 15518, theEarl of^rtew^^Lieikenanttothe Avchrduke M aximilian, .. ■ 1 
and the Baron of Palfi, laid a plot for the fiirpr ifing of Jauerine !• th ey brought ladders, bridgeSy^^fZ^ 
and all other ipftrurnentsof war, fecretly by niglwro Comorrka ,and prepared forces fit for fuch M"- “ 
an enterprife, giuing to cucry man his char^eKbbrting'thefouIdicrs to abftain from foiling, 
and to regard the general good oFGhriftend<Wttfor6 than’theibowne profttk.The Earl hauing 
preparffd'flll things ready for the execution,finding the draw-biidge-down, and the vtcer gate 
openithey madefaftthbir,Petard to the inner gatift. which they forced. The fouldiers which 
were in guard cried To Arms, and difeharged their Pieces: imt the Chriftians ent red,feifing 
on theports, ordinance^ and places of ftrengthyaevording to their directions; The Turks; in, i 
this fuddenamaajemlent went to Arms; but theywere all put to'che fword,. without refpd^t of 
age or ftxi -The confliltt lafted 5 holitcs • and the Turks fobght with fuch obftinacy, that they 
willingly offred their throats to their enemies fwords -.the Bafliaihauin^defehded hlmfelffong, 
was flain. Svar 1 t.ze n^evo -V.r o (hauing got this vi<ftory,hbt vYithout the lofs of much bloud) 
caufed allrh'cfpoil,to begathered together, accendingtlie Emperors plcafirrc'- who, refeming 
only the ordinance ahd warlike preparation, commanded all the reft tobe ginen to thefoldiers. 

The fame of this vnexpefted viftory as it reuiuCd the fpiritsof the Chriftians, fo it daunted 
the Turks, who relied much vpon this place; as appeared by certain words grauen in a ftOne; 
which were brought to the Emperor: that is to fay, Jauerine a Towne of the Turks is the; key v ., 
which can opens)} the Towns and Forts of the Chriftians. Sv art z e n r ov r 6 was rrfade 
Gouerner of the Town,with a garrifon of 10090 men 5 and Palpi Fabacovrt the.Pe-: 
tardier, a French Gentleman, with^thers, wafc honoured by the Emperor with the dignity of 
Knighthood,and had great rewards. : 

In. the mean time, Sigismvnd Battori Prince of Trattjilttama, who hitherto had rbc'vmct of 
foughtagainfttheTuikswithgreatcourageandvalour, and faithfully entertained the league 
with the Emperor, whether now moued with the defire of a quieter life.or drawn by fom other f %ll\o%ce£ 
coiifideration., refolued to giue-oucr the dominion of thofe three Prouinces to the Empctoui'i pnot. 
fo as he might haue fome duchy giuen him fit for his perfon within the bounds of the Empire. 
TheEmperor accepted of this Condition, and offred him a Duchy in Silefia- and the bufinefle 
was concluded in A p unconditionally that Tranjiluania , with all the Towns,Citics and fubic<5b, 
ihould heerafter acknowledge the Emperor and the Princes of thehoufe of Aftjlm, foritheir 
lawfull Lords, and yeeld them all obedience due to their natural Princes; and that they fhould 
accept of the Arch-duke Maxim ilia N,whom the Emperor had named,to be their Prince, 
and fliould cnioy their religion as they formerly had done. This being concluded; the Prince, 
calling his Noble-men together, acquainred;chem with this a&ion ; and,freeing them of their 
oath ofalleageance,hewiflitthem to obey th’eJEmperor,and then wencto poflefle his Duchies 

InMay, Svar.t z enb o vro attcmp'ted tofurprifetxf/^ Regaii^butin vain. Hauing 
drawn together 8 Covnetsof Auftrian horfc,ioining with them of Hungary, and fome footmen "“climit in 
out oflauittinc, he marched fecretly towards theTowri ; but this proiofivvas difcoucred to the >-<«. 

Turks,foasthefamenight they fortified the Towne with a ftrbnger garrifon, and kept good 
guards without it j fo as the Chriftians vnderftood by their fpies,whom they had fent to difeo¬ 
uer, that there was fmall hope to rake the Town: The Army was come within half a mile -and 
for that they would not return without fome exploit, Nadasti was fent before with 150 
horfeto draw forth the enemy: whereupon,therefalying forth 6 00 horfe, they purfucd.N x- 
DAST1 J who drawing them intoanambufh, there wercaboue 250 (lain. The Turks , rctuf- 
ningto^l^camcfoithagainwithgreaterforces.-whom Svartlrm b ovro incountfcd, 
defeated and put to flight, hauing flain many, and taken fome prifoners. 

The Prince of Tranfiluam, hauing taken poiMon of his Duchy in SiJefia, was not much sigifmuni £ 
pleafed with that eftare: but repenting him of his exchange, oft the one and twentith of Auguft tHrns 
difguifing himfelfin a Friers habit,he retired fecretly with two more in his company into Tran rr ^ ,lHftn ^ 
filmma. And coming to cUtifenbourg, he found ills wife at her deuorion s whom hauing kindly 
faluted, he took a new oath of the Citizens, and carried himfelf for Lord as hce had formerty 1 
done. Then, fending meflengers into all parts, hce aduertifed them of his comming, requiring 
them to obey him as they had formerly done. He alfo fent Letters to the Arch-duke M a x 1- Mivtitueeif 
m ilia tty to whom the Em peror his brother had giuen the gouernment of thofe Prouinces ; 
intimating, that whereas the D uchies of .opelia and RAtisbim^whkh the Emperor had exchanged Il'ich Juki, 
with him,did in no fort equall his Countries,he had therefore great reafon to return into 1 Tran- Maximilian.' 
filum)a t and that henow held cktifenburg the chief city of that Prouincc 5 that heneither could 
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nor would yield ir,or fuch other places as hadcohtinu’dinhkpdwe^orreturndvnderhis com¬ 
mand, but would endeauour to defend them train al forralne forcej whei fore lie intreated him 
CO defift from his intended enterprifo, Sc not to attempt any thing againfohim in TrmfitmnU^ 
rather tobend his forces for thc.recoucry ofiWgr«»lefthcc Ihould force him by neceifity(whil’ft 
he feekes to defend himfelfe and; his fubie&s) to deferue ill Of them, to, whom he swifted all 
good. Moreouer that he w6uld honour the Emperour, and the whole honfo of cytuftm^ith 
thie maiefty Oft he Roman Empirefand would endcuor to do any thingtMt might tendto their 
profit abd good; Hiswifedidalfoaccompany'them withherletters, by the which ibecex~ 
horccdfM a x fm i l i a k, notto attempt any thing agiihft her husband s, which if he did, it 
would not onely be hurtfull,and diihonorable to himfelfe, but alio to the Emperour, and the 
wholeChriftian' Gomm6n*wealth. Whil’ft that the Tranfiluanian wasbufiein fettling of his 
eftatei, the Archduke MXximi ii an interceptedccraine: waggonsloadenwithfiliierand 
other rich commodities, the which hecaufedio bebroughtto CAjfauia: the Tranfiluanian ta¬ 
king this very ill, layed hold vpon ccrcainc Commiflioncr* of the Emperors, which Were then 
in TrariJUudm, the which he faid he would not releafe, vntill he had reftitutioa. This was the 
caufe of great warre, which not ondy afflicted thofc Countries, but bred great fccurity to 
theTurks. 

;• The peace ofGwwi*; was much difquieted thisyecrc , by thclowe Countries Army: for 
the Arch-duke vnder the command of Mendoza Admirall of Calf Hr, who had lodged his 
Army in clem^Jifhtddy and the countries adjacent, taking many townes, and committing 
more rhen barbarous cruelties$ the Duke of Cleues , who was a Prince of the Empire, com¬ 
plained to the Emperour and to the Princes and imperiall townes,ofthe irifolencics committed 
by the Admirall and his ^rmy: to whom the Emperour and the Princes font often to deraande 
reftitutiom which the'Admirall neglecting, in the end the Princes raifodan Army ofiooo© 
foote and 3000 horfo to force him to rctireout of the quarters of Wcfifhdtid, and JWM>/ 7 er$wher- 
uponthe Spaniard, fearing that this would draw all Germany into Armes, left thole countries, 
which they had fpoiled. 

M ah o m Hr to reuengc thelofleof/duerwfcnt O s m as Bafha with an Army of 60000

ThePopeforefaw thc Cardinals ruinc; and,by his Nuncio, laboured to retire 
him from ccmporall Armes to his profdfion: God beheld his enterprife, full of iniuftice and 
treachery,and ftirred vp a fcourge to punilh him. Michabi Vauoide, or Lord of 
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cbh) who wholly depended vpon the Emperor, hauingleiueU anAmiyof 3 oooo tncn enti:cd 
into Tratijikma and took cmjlar to flop the Polonians palfage, who he thought would aifift 
the Cardinall. • . . . , . 

After which he came with his Army neere vnto the Gaidinalls Camp, giuing him to vn- 
derftand, that he camenot to fliedde Chriftian bloud,but would willingly fpare it f but where¬ 
as he had refufed to take an oath to the Emperor andto reftore that which he had Vfurped,’ and' 
being forced by no necetfitie,had craued aid from die Turk * for this eafufcifhe did not.prefent- 
csMlBzt- ly yield himfelfe into the Emperors power,he would profecute him by Armes.The Cardinall 

ZdjlZT refufing to pciformethis,theVamode led his Army againft him, and the Cardinal did the like- 

in the beginning thefight was fuvioiis^but the vitiot y inclined to the Vaiuode,who lent to pur- 
fuethc Cardinal being fled,and to bring him backithe Vakchiam ouertook the Cardinall in the 
mountaines,where they flew him and carried his head to f che Vaiuode.. Which being done he 
brought all Tranjiluama fubiedi vnto the Emperor, whofe Embafladour was rcceiuedby them, ;

that he doubted fomefraude, or that he ment by that policietocouerthemaliceofhisheart •• | 
but hegauefomefarisfaaion.byputtingto death certaincfpies oftheBalhas S s r d b r and 1 
deliuering the whole eftate of Tranjiluama into the Emperors hands. - | 

InOdobcr S ib. dhr Birtiamadcagreatl 1 icwtoaffcrtp?ace,fending EmbalMoursto J 
treat of a peace, the Arch-duke Mathias: whereupon a place oftreaty was appointed, in an Hand betwixt 1 
Strigoniaand Vifigrade, and Commiflioners were fent on either fide.Thc Turks demanded refti- I 
Union of all thole places which had becne taken by the Chriftians, the M Hue yeares,efpeci- t 
. The Chriftians yeelded to all except Strigonia, which thcTurks did vrge much i)

B a t t o r.s* The Turke knowing him to be a man > 
rSl offeruicqfought his friendfliip. And although that heindcuored to-free himfelffrom all Ihew j- 
orTufpicioii : yet GboiohBas t*a Lieutenant for the Etnperorin Tranftluania,had difeoue- 
lcd certaincfocret intelligences which he had with the'Turke, whereof he gaue him notice. 
Soojie after he gaue ouer his fecret prances, & receiued the Turks Embafladors & his maiftets l 
prefents publikely:and caufed them to be carried before them, entring into Crattjlar wichthe 
Emb aflador. And to the end they fliould giue no fintfter. imprcfllon of his fidelity to the Em^ 
perour • he told his minifters, that his defire was to haue that aftion. performed, in view of the } 
whole towne. to the end they fliould not thinke, lie would do any thing in Iccrcctothe preiu- i 
diceor Chiiftendomc. And withallheihtreaced them tomouctheEmperour, to reuokc B a- [

After which he ouerthrew S i gj s m v n d J3 at tori | 
who fought to enter into Trwfiltimaagaine, with I u rbmi the Vaiuode of Mdmti ; but I 
being annoyed by the Chancellor of Potandin yaUchut , he craued aide from the Lieutenant of 
r• {If ff'. Army in high Hungary, and promifed the Emperour by his Letters, to ferue him 
raithruUy in this occurrent, fo as he would but call Bast a out of TranJUuama. The Emperor 
would not that his vaflaiie fliould capitulate with him. Itwasaprefidcntofbad confcquence; 
and therefore he commanded him roobey B A $ r a. Afterwards hee grew hatefulltoallthe 
Polonians, Eas t a purfuedhim, andfiirprifed him being incampcdatr^»rgwithi8ooo 
men > w “ Cfe “C fourc thouland, and chafed him into the Mountaines, where he was redu- 
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cedtothatexcremity,ashe was forced to gocan humble fuppli^nt to the Emperor, andtoof- 
fer his wife and children for hoftages. J 

The Garrifon of Pajpa, confifting for the moft part of Walfoons and French,fell into a mu- 
tinic for their pay, hauing alfo fome fcarcity of victuals ^ they made one called Z/iMott their Ijltt llrr^n, 
Captaine, forcing their companions to figne their reuolt^ they feized vpon Marot their go- 
uernor, and of the other Captaines : They fet all the Turkes at liberty (whoby thecounfcllof 
thele Traitors, carried euery man his hofte prifoner to i^yilba Regalia, or to yefperine) and with¬ 
all, they promifed to deliuerthem Swartxenbovr g, lieutenant Generali of the Impe- 
riallArmy,ortogiuethemmeanestotakehimat Zolnock , when he Ihould come with their 
pay. Marot theGouemovFoundmeanestoadiicrtUehimhereof,andhewent thither pre- 
fently with nine thoufand men i where, at his fit ft coraming, he tooke one of their Captaines, 
whomhccaufedtobefleyedaliue,andhisheadtobcfetvponaPike, to terrifie the reft ; hec 
took from them a Baflia, whereby they did hope to be relieued by the Turke $ who could not 
aflift them either with men or prouifion: hunger prefl: them, and they grew defperate, hauing 
no hope of any humane aide • whereupon they falied out by night, and made a great flaughter 
in one of the Quarters jSwartzbnbovro runnes thither to repairc this difordcr, but he 

wasouerthrownewithalhotandflaine: his death caufed great heauineflein the Imperial 1 Ar- 
my,and all Chriftendome had caufeto lament his lofle. Thefe Wretches made a fecond falie 3 
faying that before they would yeeld ,they would feede vpon their Gouernour M mi 0 t, and 
their other prifoners. 

Melchior Rbdbr, who had wonne much honor in the defence of yamdine, had the 
charge of the Army, and prefled the fiege, and the Traitors indured the laft extremity. They 
had a pofterne gate bchinde, in which they did put all'the hope of their fafety, feeking ro make 
dryapoole,whichdidinuironthcTowneoftheonefidejbutforthat the muddc would not 
eafily carry them, they could not couerit fofecretly, with hardies, ftrawe, reede, and fuch o- 
ther materials, but R a d b r was aduertifed. Hereupon he fent Nadasti the Earle of 
Thttrttc and Colmcs: whoouettakingthem neere vnto a Wood, brought fome of them back 
prifoners, andflew IaMott their Captaine, with fome hundred others which would not 
yield j forcing the reft to keepethemfelues within the Fort. The Gouernour Marott 
with certaine others , who had freed thcmfelucs From their bondes, came fpeedily vnto 
theCampc. t . 

R b d b r then enters the town, kils fome of the remainder,and referues thereft forth ieir de- -p y 
feiued puniihmcntSjWhom he fent into diuers garifons:and that by the hoi ror of their example mPmemof the 
they might abhorrethe like trcacherie, fome were impaled, others broken ypon the whecle, J 
orroftedac a flowefire, bafted with Larde; others had their bowels pulled out of their bellies, 

and burnt before their eyes, their thighs, flioulders,and other parts being pinched with hotte 

pincers: Some had their hearts pulled out of their bodies aliue, others their throates and 
mouths ftuft ful of Sulphur and Powder and then fired,and fome were buried in !the ground vp 
to the neck, and their heads bruifed with bullets. And thus were thofertairors cruelly tormen¬ 
ted by order of niartiall law. 

PafU, a fort of importance,being then prcferucd,B4^« could not fo efcapejthe town wat ^ 

flrong, and fortified with fiue hundred men, hauing.ftore of all forts of neccflaiy prouifion. But lnfAy ' the 
the Garrifon (terrified by the defoent oftwelae thoufand Ianitzaries, fent from Conjlautimyk) Tnr\u, 
yeelded it vpon the firft attempt^ and by theinbafeneflfc, made the Ioffe of Camfa eafy,t he which 
followed to rhe preiudice of all Chriftendome. It was an ill prefitlcnt for the Gouernor of that 
place,being the ftrongeft fort the Chriftians had inJfim.-an example the which, it may be, he 
would not foeafily haueimitated, if the Gouernor of Babaites had receiued that puniflimenc 
which martiall law infii&s vpon thofe that yeeld vp a. place of importance, without extreame 
neceffity ^but the Chriftian Army, had bcede of a commander ofgreater authority, who by his 
prefence might containe both foldiers and Captaines in their duties. ; ^ 

TheDuke o FtMercceur, would not accept tbe charge of Lieutenant gencrall of the ArmiC 
of Hungary , but with the kings good liking: who hauing fignified liis pleafute, the Duke Came 
into Hungary, and was faluted Lieutenant generall of the Army in lauerin ■ an Army weake in 

forces, but ftrong in courage and refolution, to fight for the defence of Religion. He march¬ 
ed with fifteene thoufand men, of diuers Nations, to relieue them, being refolued either to 
lodg in Cam fa, or to die in the field. The firft ofOCloher, he gaue a figne vnto the befieged 
of his comming, and fought to keep from his enemy the knowledge of his fmall Army 5 Cant ft 

• was 
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was bdieged by 50 000 men vnder the command of rhe Vetzicr Bafha. The Duke refolues 
to hazard a battaile to relieue the Towne. The Vetzicr, vnderftanding, by his fpies,thc weak* 
neffc of the Dukes Army,aduifcd him ? noc to oppofc his fmall troups, againft fo great forces. 
The Duke made anfwere: That,he did not feare to aflaile a greater number of Infidels with 
fewer Chriftians jand, that God fauoured rheiufticeofhis caufe. 

The Duke aduanccd towards Camfsj nd the Verzier attended himin his paflage with a bat- 
lurrtur'Jf'h ta ^ on twenty thoufand men, which came to charge him with their accuftomed cries. The 
1 Dukes Artillery amazed their furious clamours, /bid their hear, dimini/hed their numbers" 
and beat them backc towards their Trenchcs 5 the Duke,remaining matter ofthe ficldc.of two 
Cannons, and of many flaine and hurt. The next day hcc feekes to draw them out of their 
Campe, and takes foureteene fielde pieces; and on the other lide, the Turkes intercepted the 
Chriftians vi&uals, comming unto them. The Vetzier, feeing that force could not prevaile 
fought to vanquifli them by ncccifity. The Army being in great want, they cried out to retire* 
The Generali preached patience; and would not confent unto a retreat, untill the Golond* 
and Captaincshad confirmed their opinions under their hands. In their retreat there fell a fo. 
daincamazement among them, which put thearmyindifordcr: whereupon the TurkeS arri¬ 
ved , and put many Germanesto the [word. The Duke rallied his men together, and incoura- 
ged them rather to dye honourably, then by flight to fall into miferable fervitude. Thus, in- 
couraged by the prefcncc of the General,they returned to the charge, rcpulfed.the enemy,and 
made the retreat cafic. The befieged in Canifa difpaired of all liiccours, and P a rad iY the 
c *jf* » 4 f»b Governour was eafily perfwaded by them to yccld. Tlius Gmfa t one of rhe chiefe bulwarks 
thtTuriy. chriftendome, was made fubje<ft to the tyranny of this barbarous enemy. Paradis, 

prefenting himfelfe to the Duke of Merfoem^ he fent him to the Duke M a t h i a s , who was £ 
Governour of the Countrey; And having no fufficient reafon to excufe his co wardife, he was fi

The Pope and Princes did thanke the Sophy for his affe^ion to the good of Chriftendome* I 
exhorting him to be a raeanes, that the great Duke of Mufcevie might give his confent and affift- j 
ance to this general enterprize. Mahomit, advertifed hereof, fent his Phyfitian, a Chri- !•' 
ftian Renegado, into Frawe, to intreat the King, to mediateatcuce for him with the Chrifti- I 
an 'Emperor • and to call the Duke oftMenmr backe into Brme: for (faid hee) the Turkes do f 
greatly apprehend one of their prophecies., which faith, that, The Sword ofthe FrcnchftaU i 
chafe them out of Europe.

Cark h S y vnto the Emperour j proteftingthat they were very Tory for thefe alterations: that - 
hauing no Prince vnder whom they might be more allured, they had again opened their Arms | 
toSioisMVND Batt om .-That they would alway yeeld that obedience and fidelity § 
which they did owe vnto his Imperiall maiefty, and would not conclude any peace with the I

Bat ro m comes into TrAnfiluanUxfrom whence by his Letters to B a s t a, he laments the 
Battori return miferies into which he had vndeferucdly bccncrcduccd. He craucs pardon for thatwhichhad 
wtTMftfan,. b eenc d one i n hisabfence,tothepreiudiceofhismaieftiesferuice,andthathemightbefuffered 
rofend his excufes by an Embaflador to the Emperour. Ba sr a anCwcred hi in, thatall depen¬ 
ded vpon the Emperors pleafure,whole edmmandement he attended. The Vaiuode M1 c h a- | 
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at tooke the captiuity of his wife and Tonne impatiently, Hee pretended to be able to doe 

the Emperour great feruice 5 ifhe would aflift him with fome forces, hoping foone to reduce 

the whole Prouinceto obedience. This Valachian had his defignes apart, fortifying himfelfe 

vpon diuers occurrents, both with the T urke and Emperor: But to reie& the feruicc of this 

Prince, were to thruft him into furic; and make him either feeke vnto the Turke, or reconcile •' 

himfelfe with Sicijmvnd, andfotocrofletheEmperours affaires with their joynt forces. 

The Emperour therefore furnifhc him with men and money, to ioyne with B a s r a, who had 
awatchfullcyeouerhis actions, left he fhould attempt fomething to his mafters prejudice. 

They haddrawnetogether twenty thoufand men, and camped vpon a mounrainc, attending 
rpmehorfe-men from Silejia. Sigismvnd had eightecne thoufand horfe, and twenty 
twothouland foote* with the which herefolued to charge theni before their fupplies came; 
whereupon,both Armies royned battaile; where, after a bloody fight, Rattou wasoucr- n Att0 v\H^ ’ 
throwne.withthelofleoftennc thoufand men, forty peeces of great Ordinance, one hun- uibytkeVAi., 
dred and tenne Enfignes, and all his baggage. After this , cjaufirfflfarg was taken, pay- 
ing three moneths entertainement for the whole Army, and, likewife, vecciuing a good 
Garrifon.

The Valachian, in this battaile, performed the paitdfafaichfull feruant; but hec thought 
himfelfe rather borne to command, then to obey ^and thruft on by his natural! ambition, he 
continued, fecretly, his fraudulent intelligences with the Turkes and Tartarians. B a s t a in¬ 
formed the Emperour of all his a&ions, and namely ofhis rigour againft the inhabitants of the 
champaigne Councrey, vnder colour to reuenge their difloyalty ro the Emperour. Rasta 
perfwaded him,in the Emperoursname,not to blemifh his generous and well deferuitig afts, 
with the infamous name ofcruelty. To whom he anfwered, proudly; That he would no more 
obey hiscommandements, or the Emperours 5 And that he meant to enioyTrattJiluaitia 9 which 
he had gotten by his fword and valour; doing many afts of abfolute power. Soone after, B a- 
s v a difeouered by his owne Letters, that he treated with the Bafha of Themefmr , and fought 
the friendfhippe of B a t t o r 1 , to dcliuer the Imperiall Army into the Enemies hands. Here¬ 
upon the Counceil fent for him,meaning to fend him vnto the Empcrourjbut refilling to come, 

Golonell Put z was commanded to inuefthis Quarter, with his regiment, and fome other 
troups,who comming into the Valachians Tent,and telling him that hcarrefted him as the Em- ThevmtdtMu 
perours prifoncr, hee drew out his Sword, whereupon they prcfently flew him; and cut off dud/ Um. 
his Head. ' . 

They found in his Tent, Letters which did mahifeflly difeouer his treacherous defignes: 
the which being imparted to the Valachians (who began to mutinc vpon his death) they coiv 
feft that he had been iuftly flaine. Moft of them tooke a new oath to the Empierour, and in- 
lolk'dthenifelucsvnderBASr a’s Enfignes. Batt or r was againc defeated before C/wfa- 
bourg, which hethought to furprife;and being purfued by B a s r a, he fled, like a Vagabond, 
into the Mountaines and Dcferts. 

ThcDukeoffe^/w^r hauing drawne rogetheran Army of 18000 mcn,wirh Cannon and ^ 

hiunitionofwane,neccnrarie for allege, gaue it out that he would attempt yet holding fitged bj Dul'X 
his enterprife fo fee ret as the troups knew not where their Generali would imploy them : vntil Mcrcoeur. 
that after the taking of fome Caftles by compofitiori, they found themfelues in the fuburbes of 
\jiUtA Regdis^a fmall towne, but of great importance, inuironed with adeepe marifh, which 
made the approaches difficult. Hauing obferued the fituation, bcc caft vpa trench towards 
Bail, from whencethey might berelieued j refoluing firff to aflault the bafe towne and the 
fuburbes: where hauing planted his petardes and appointed a fealado at thefameinftant, the 
fouldiers entred with little lofle,forcing the T utkes to retire into their chief Fort. Then hee 
made his.approachcs:and hauing planted his batterie,within fix daies he made two fmall brea¬ 
ches in the walles, commanding Rochbvormb Marfhall ofthe Camp, with xooogoodf 
fouldiers to feeke a paflage through the marilh, to one of the breaches, euery one carying a fa¬ 
got in his hand^ meaning at the fame inftant to giue an aflault to the other breach • Roche- 
vo r m b was difeouraged by the Countrey people,who'aflured him that there was no paflage 
that way;but giuing no credit to their words,he fent to difeouer it, and they brought him word 
that the paffage was difficult, but not impoffible: whereupon at night they entred thofe fennes 
which they found farre deeper then was related, almoft with the hazard of their liues-but they 
Vanquished all difficulties, and came vnto the breach: which they entred, the Turks being bufie 
to defend the other j whereupon the towne was taken and moft of them put to the fword, the 
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Caftle, and a great part of the towne was blownc vp by ccrtaine tvaines which the Turkes had 
hyed. The which did fo incenfe the vigors, as they would not receive any toranfome ex¬ 
cept rheBa/ha, and Tome hundred fouldi ers._ which were retired into a Foi e 5 who ,-making 
fbew to yeeld, had theii liues granted them. . V ° 

The plague did much afflift the Dukes Army, who hadde mired two miles off, afwell to 
refrefh it, as to obferue the countenance of the great V b rzm *, who refolued itnhcabfcnce 
ofthe chrjftian gerierall to attempt to reduce that place vndcr his obedience, before the ruines 
were-repaired and the vi&uals fupplied. The Duke aduertifed that the Baffoa turned head,to¬ 
wards MU RegAlUy he approached alfo with his troupes* and taking with him fo me 1*0 French 
horfi'i he puthimfelfe into the towne to a fibre them by bis preicn.ce.-, where liee was prefcntJy 
inueftedby 8900 horfe, the whole Amy (being <50000 men) following after; TheDukeha- 
uing giuing order for the moft vrgent affaires of the towne, returned by night vnto his Army* 
the which did much rcuiue their daunted fpiritsjwhcre they performed braue cxploitcs againft 
the enemy, by their daily incountcrsandskirmifhes,in which they took p Gannons andflew 
M £ h e m 1 t TicAiAa Bafha, the Bafha of BuJa , 6 Saniacs, one C a d i i and many other 
men of note in the Army^vhofe heads were giuen in exchange, for many Chriftianjprifoners 
The red of the T urkiih Army being difperfed here and there, the Duke had liberty to affure 
hisgarrifons, and ro returne to View with much honour. 

In the meane rime the Arch-duke Fiuinand went to recoucr Cawfa( which had 
bene taken the yere before by the Turk) with an Army of 4500 horfc,and 13090 foot: of which 
the Pope and Princes of Italy had fent 12000, vnder the commande of Fran ci, Amo- 
» n ah.di *» a his Nephew, and the Duke of Mamma was Lieutenant Generali to the Arch¬ 
duke. Hauing planted their Cannon, they made a refonable breach, and fiimmoncd the befie- 
ged, with offer of all fauour, if they yeelded; but if they attended the extremity, they muft cx- 
peft no better vftgc then they of ls*/U Kegtlis. Their example did nothing terrific the Wal- 
loones,and Chriftians Renegades, which commanded in the place* - they found eafily by their 
wcake attempts to force them, that either there was fometroublc & baddc intelligence in the J 
Army, or want of that which was needfull ro giue an affaultj letting them vnderfiandthat they ! 
had 11a more fcare then if their walles were freed. There was great confufion among the Itali¬ 
ans: which troubled the whole Camp. The bridge,which they had made to paffe coucrcd ouer 
the ditch, was too weak and fliort. They were annoyed with raine,fnow, and tempeft. and 
many other difficulties were in their Camp,fo as many fouldiers died without helpc, and there 
was no apparance to ftay any longer,without a totall ruine of the Army.Whereupon the Arch¬ 
duke Fe r di n and refolued to retire, in the which he wonnekfle honour then in the fiege* 
for wanting al things neceffarie to draw away their Cannons they were forced to breake them', 
to burne their cents, and to abandon their fickc men, to the fpoile oftheir enemies. / 

The Duke of Mtrmur hauing taken t jilt* Regalis theyecre before,it was now againe made 
fubieft to the Turkifh tyranny,whereas thegarrifon was all put to the f word - the gonernour 
laying the fault vpon the negligence of the Souldicrs* The fpoile was very great * in which 
they found all the old Ordinance, with t weiue pccccs new caft, an infinite number of Swords, 
forty tunne of powder, 200 tunneofmeale, eightie of Bisket, with ten thou/and Fiorcns to 
pay the Garrifon. 

After the death of the Duke ofkMncKMr t Rvsovrmh a was Generali of the Chriftian 
Army, preparing to relieue ullbARegality ifhe had not been aduertifed of the Ioffe. And hea¬ 
ring that the Turkes Army was difperfed ( fome gone again ft the Stribian*, and others into 
againft Bast a) he marched directly to Bud a, the chiefe towne in Hungary, with 
fiue thoufand horjfe, and twenty thoufand foote 5 hauing in his company the Duke of X(ners, a 
valiant Noble-man of Prance. At their firft approach they atrempred the bale Towne, by land 
and water, and tooke it by night. Bud* was diuided from Pefta % by the Riuer ofD mmw, hauing 
a bridge whereby they might aflift one another. The Chriftians refolued to cut off this bridge, 
the which they efe&ed } and whileft the Turkes were bufie in the defence of the Riuer, they 
tookPefia by ScaIado,and put all they cncountrcd to the Sword; the reft being retired into 
fome places of ftrength, compounded for their Liues, Wiues and Children, and pmmi- 

fedtocaufethemofWitodoe the like ; but there were more men, and they had greater 
courage. 

The Turkifh Army hearing hereof,ported prefently back to faue BuJa ,leauing the defignes 
ofTra»Jti«AM.R vsovrmj being thus furprifed,puttcs men into Pefamd prepares for his re¬ 
trace,

fort: fo,the effects did not fecond the hopes which were Conceiucd.Some did contribute more 
then wasdemanded; The Ele^orof^xa^gauc the Emperor tweiue field pieces /with the 
furniture neceflary for a yeer. TheDukeof Brunfwrtfcnt 1000 horfc and 2000 foot. Others 
affixed this pubiiquecaufe, with the like bounty. Somealfo* vnder that pretext* haue extorted 
fromtheiifubieflsfarregreaterfummesthentheirtaxe.imployingitto their ownv/ej tothe 
diihpnour of t heir order, and againft the dignity of their rahke. 

. Buck was much pre/led with famine : they had eaten all their hotfes , and tumultuoufly car- 

tHJJ. " >th tied a way all the victuals in the Baflia's houfq: which threatned fome dangerous cflFe&.iffhort- 
ly they were not relieued with fufficient prouifion. The greatVerier brought them visuals: 
bur, C o l lo n it s with his horfe-men hyjantl, and Syltz and Ax tueu with their 
footer men vpon the Riuer, wereabvaies watchful! to intercept it. Victuals were fo fcant, as if 
thefecond conuay had been loft,there had-been no-hope to haue furnifhed a third. In the end, 
the Vetzier put it into the Towne,but not without incounter and great Ioffe of his men. And 
if S v i r a,fearing fome amby{h,had not by force retired his men,who purfued the beginning 
pf a yiftory ,they were likely to haue reaped great benefit ofthatdaies feruicc: For rhefe Barba¬ 
rians carried with them one whole yeers entcrtainment,due to the Garrifon of£#^.Thc Cham 
o fTartaria returned much difeontented: For, the Vetzier had quarrelled with him, as ifby his 
negligence he had hindrcd the victualing of Buda, carrying great forces with him, not with/lan¬ 
ding that the Vetzier inrreated him to flay in Hungary^ wherewith theTurkifh Army was much 
Turfy Jtfottds weakened,and difabled to doe any great exploits this yeete.The Vetzier,after the victualing of 
“ Btf'd *,fought to cxpell the Chriftians out ofthe Hand of Adonis, making great preparation both 
by fhips and bridge, to tranfport their men. Rviormbu incotmtred th\?m with his troupes : 
where,afteralong%ht,theyforcedthemtoflietotheir fhips in confufion. The Chriftians 
followed them vntp ^hc Riuer Bannew : the which for many dales after was died with Infidels 
blood : arrd they ,.whjch ran by troups into their veffels being ouerladcn ,were drowned. There 
was (lain in this battail a Bafha of great authority,the Bege of Belgrade, with many other of note, 
and 1509 ranitzaries: but thenumber ofthe drowned was far greater. Finally,it was known by a 
certain tuvkjwho after this conflift followed the Chi i/lian party,that of 4000 hoi f 6c 6000 foot 
Khtu fdb»h l ^ cre w(?l ' e ^ carce iaued iooo.& thofereturned without Arms. The Vetzier began his rctrait to- 
ij^ chrijiiam, warfls Belgrade,and gius meansto the Chriftians to a flail Hatua- which hindrcd the victualing of 
ofPejla. Ry^ormb, vpon his approach,fummons the town 5 threatning them that if they yiel¬ 
ded .not wijlingly (buttaken by aflault)they fhould fuffer the like miferifes and indignities,as be¬ 
foretime j where the Walloons had committed vnfpcakeablcinhumanities^The remembrance 
wberofrpadeagreat impreflioninthefc mifcreants: wherupon, they yielded on condition to 
depart with ( t|i^ii' vvfnes & children, and what goods they could carry. It was a town reafonable 
ftrong, wellftored ofcorn,pouder^ccattelI, with2/j.pccccs of Ordinance mountedi ; • 

M a m o m b.t. tl)e Turkilh Emperor hauing receiued many lofles and difgraccs in Hungary, 
and troubled witbt^e reuolts of 4 j* 4 % he reiolued to treatc a pca.ee with the Chiiltiaiw at whac 

rate 
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rate foeuer: bee gave chaigc to the Vetzier , and to A c h m a t and M v r. a t h Bafhats to 
move the Emperors Minifters thereunto. They had often treated, but the ifluc did ihew they 
proceeded with fraude: to free them from whichfcare the Baihaesdid write vnto the chiefc *) thtcbnj,H** 
commanders. That their moft mighty Emperour had a will to create a firme and liable peace 
for the eafe of the poore pcoplcand quiet oftheir cftatcs. J chc which we in like manner did hard- 
lie defire. The which ifyounegle&faid they, many prouinces will be defolate. Whereupon 
Coramiilioneis were fent by the Arch-dukc M a t h i a «, and they met in an Idand aboue 
Bejla and Buda . The T urkes intreated that Aithbm mightgo to Buda ^ where he was rccei- 
ued with great (licwes of ioy: to whometheBaihadeliucred great prefents for thcEmperour, 
andrhe Arch-dukc M a t h i a s, which were very rare and rich, and likewife for himfelfe DMt&ofM** 
aiid the other Commi/fioners. The Bafha had rcafbnto prefie a peace Mahoust being ' 

dead: and the new fucccflbr dould not better fettle his affaires,then by a peace,which his father 
hadprocurcd before his death. Whereupon the Bafha of Buda wrote his Letter* to A l t h b m, 
that Achai at fucceeded Mahouiv his father, not onely in his eftatcs,but in his inrenti- r ^ 

©ns,for the fettling of a good peace in Hungary . that he defired to vnderftand whar had bin con- A i° a ?' /0H 
eluded, that he might ratific it-that, if the bufineffe were not yet finiflied, they fhould vfe all 4 
diligence to bring it ro a good end: but yet for that time it took no eftl<ft. Yet on the twenty 
fift off eb.thcy f eturnd to Pefia, with an intent to treat • whereas the Emperors Commifiionei $ 
feafted them folemnly in Tents without the Town, being 600 in number: but, going ro repafs 
the riuer,they arrempred ro furprjfe Pep with the help ofthe forces of Buda ; bur they were re- 
ptilfed with fhameand lofie, leaning their ladders behinde them as witneftes of their treachery. 

The Bafiiaesdifa vowed the fa<ft,and intreated the Chriftian Amhaftadorsto come the next day 
to Buda: but they were aduertifed,that there was no fafety for them. And thus the hope of this 
peace, which all Chriftendomc expected, was loft. 

After this, they went to Arms. A e hm a t promifedtogoinperfontothe conqueft of Achmat* m 
H ungayy, Valaekia, Tranfilaania, Vienna and t^lajlru. HefendsS 1 cala againft the Perfian, and 
giuesrheVcrzierrhe charge ofthe Hungarian warre. He commands the Bcgkrbey of Grew* to 
Ieuic 80000 men. Hcfends Hass an Bafha towards Belgrade to prouide victuals for the ar¬ 
my. He drawes, from Egyptto Belgrade, an infinite quantity of bisket and powder : and it was 
conceited, that the Ottomans power was able ro vanquifi) the King of PerJU, and to preferibe 
alawctotheKingofr#ww(as he called him)* but hee wasdeceiuedin hisaccompt: for, che 
Pcrfian defeated S1 o a l a, and took 80 Towns, with a great Country in ejifu-, who conti¬ 
nuing the courfe of his vi&ories, the Turk returns to his ordinary pra&ices, and demandeth a t^t wfc 
peace of the Emperor: who although he knew there was little to be hoped for from fo perfidi- /«**/<«**»/ 
ous a Nation,yet hegaue charge to fome in Hungary to hear vpon what conditions they would 
treat. The Ba/haes demanded, that the Emperor fiiould pay yccrly the tribute which had bin m f% 
formerly paid-, that he fhould fend Prefents to Ac « mat 5 that he fhotdd keep an Agent in 
Conftamimpli 5 that he fiiould yeeld to him the places taken during this warre of Hungary, with \ 

the Countries of and Valachia .• which done, they would fend to intreat the Sultane 1 

to tcborcCattip. To which the Emperor anfwercd: If they would haue a peace,he would wil¬ 
lingly imbracc it, fo as they would reftore to him Agria and Canijia. I cannot abandon Tranjil* 
uania, houJding it by a iuftand lawfull title* as for Valachia, there might happely fome means be 
propounded,which might be accepted by both parties*, fo as they Ipake nothing ofany tribute, 
or of entertaining an ordinary Agent at the great T urks Port. 

The Em perors anfwer was receiued with fcorn From the Bafhaes. The Vetzier approached 
with 10000 Ianitzaries, and a great number of Tartarians: they onely fought to diuerc the 
Chiiftiansfromallenterprifesvntilltheirfbrceswereamued. Iaoenrhvthr. a German, 

Gouerncr of Pep, hearing thacthe Vetzier had charge to recoucr that town with other places* 
growing amazed, he packed vp his baggage,and retired without fightofany enemy, and went 
to StrigMtutn\ hauing no other excufe for his deferrion, but fear and amazement. Althim 
the Gouerner put him in ftfe keeping vntill the Emperor had otherwife ordained. They oP/fi- 
iua with the like ba/enes abandoned the Town : which made the Turks vnderrake the fiet»e of 
Strigentum ; the which was valiantly defended. They endured many aflaults with the like va¬ 
lour. The Ianitzaries, feeing there was nothing but blowes and death to be gotten at this fiege 
fdobflinately defended,they forced the Vetzier and Serdbr Bafha with threats to retire. 

B uiooBva, Licutenantto Bast a, had brought the forces ofTranfilmma for the fuc* 
co ws of Strigemum ,to his Generali,forefeeing no enemy in the Country. But he had no fooner 
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turned his back but a new combuftion forced him. to return. :■ for,B o r s c a y, I try A u* ;a ■ 
NobIe*man of that part, had made a great ieuie.of fouldiers, and proclaimed himfelf Prince of 
7'r4»^/«aw4,anddcmandedaidfromtheSuIcari for theednqueftof the Countrpy*; B a n o-; 
y b v a b 1 drawes what forces he can together, and ioyncth with the Earle of Tampim • whofe" 
Trooj>s, being three thoufand horfe, were of B o t s ca y's fa&ion, and defirous.co bee freed 
from the Imperial! yoke: who, when they came to fight, abandons! cheEmperorspattie, and 
wentto Botscay * yet the combat was long and furious. The Germans and Silefians per¬ 
formed their duties valiantly: but, wanting, powder and fhot, they were defeated'* where, rher 
were many braue men {lain. Botscay fent certain Enfignes to.S.H uer Baftia * who fo 
recompenlc qualified him with thetitle that he aflfefted vnderthe Turks authority vpon con". 
ditiori that he Should imploy his Arms to reduce the Prouince voder his obedience*hee fhi'ni- 

ftjing him with men and money. . ; . , 

Lipp ay, who had been taken in the battell, and wounded, became BotscSa xhis liiteu-i 
tenant • who, in the beginning of his new authority,made proclamation, that wbofoeuer would 
vndertake the defenfe of religion, fiiould edme and envoulc themfelues; foas in fewe daiesan 
infinitcnumbcrborhofrhcNobilityandotherseame vntpthcm ; all binding themfelues,by 
oath, not to carry Arms ngainfi: the Emperor, nor for the T urk, but for the defenfe of religion. 
They feifed vpon €a(fm^ took an oath of the Citizens * expelled the Imperiali/ls* feifedvpon 
the Churches, draue away the Priefts and Clergie, and laid wait to furprife B i iii oV sv i b. 
B a s r a, hearing of this combuftion, polled thither with 14000 men,andfummQned them by 
a Herald to return to their duties 5 but it was in vain: fo as the enemy growing-very ftrong, and 
winter approaching, he was forced to retire. c . . , , 

Achmat, being much croft by the diflenfions of his Baftiacs in Ajia* renewed the treatie 
ofpeace . and, to difpofe the Chiiftians thereto, hee was content that all prilbnei'S; fiiould bee 
exchanged which had been taken for three yeers fpace, fuffering his fubje&sto carryall kindc 
of merchandize to the Chriftian Towns. Sbrper Baftia made the oumurevnto, the chief 
Commanders in Hungary. At the fame time, the King ofPerfia had fent an Ambaflage with; a 
final! train to the Emperor and Princes of Chi iftendome j protefting, that hee was refolued to 
fldtwn ce that warre with all his power,inti eating them not to make sny peace w ith A c h m a t* 

and offering money for to continue the war, and to {end-great forces to ouerthroWe their cona- 

mon enemy. Achmat grew jealous thereat, and entertained better coriefpondcnce with 
the Princes ofChriftendome than he had formerly done. . : 

•The tumults increafing daily in Tranfiluaniaand Hungary , Bast A admonifiied Botscay 
by his Letters to lay down Arms,andtodrawthefeditiousmultititude,to theEmperors obe¬ 
dience. Botscay made anfwer, that he thought a peace might be made vpon thefe condi¬ 
tions: that the whole gouernment of Tranjiluamafhould be left to him • that he /liquid be Lieu - 
tenant Generali in Hungary-* that none but Hungarians fiiould bee there in ganifon* thatthe 
Walloons and French fiiould be retired out of Hungary-* that the Hungariansfiipuld, bee main¬ 
tained in their degrees and honours * that the fouldiers fiiould be ducly paid * that there fiiould 
be frceexcrcifeof the proteftant religion * that B a uotsviE,. and they which had bin the 
caufesof their troubles,fiiould bedeliucred into their hands* that the Emperor fiiouidcomein 
perfonto the States at Pounfon-* and that the Germans fiiould contain themfelues Avithih -their 
garri(bns,and not go to the Viceroy ,Ba *ta would make no anfwer to thefe demands, as be¬ 
ing too ralh. • r- 

The Haiduques (for, fo all B o t s c a y’s- fouldiers were called) continuing their enterpri- 
fes, drew all the peopleofhigh Hungary and Tran/tluania into Arms : and B o.,r $ cat hauing 
the whole Country of Tranjiluama at his dcuotion, he called the Eftates of Hungary to a gerierall 
Aflembly the laft of April. Asfor B a s t a, being fick* his fouldiers,wanting pay, committed 
greater infolcncics in ^yfufiria and Hungary* than the Turks: they, murined ag3inft their Gene¬ 
rali, and offered to force his lodging 5 and the Haiduques and Turks fpoiled and .wafted the 
Countrey as farre asViema - fo as many which dwelt aboad, were forced to retire themfelues 
intotheCity. ' , ••* 1 

Neither was Morauia free from thefe common calamities, the Haiduques entring and put- 
tingalltofireand fwordjCarryingawayfourethoufandprifonersto fell to the Turks. And-in 
the midft offummer there was a troop of theeues entred into Sttria-* who, finding no man to 
makerefiftance,fpoyledtheCountrey,carriedawaythcirgoods,andforced the poore coun- 
trey men, to flie into Gretz*. In this prefent calamitie and danger * the Earles of Serin , Nadajli 

and 


R. o d v l p h the Second. 

and Buda* who had fought fo valiantly many yeares againftthc Turkes, for the Chriftian com¬ 
mon-wealth , feeing themfelues now reduced to the extremity of danger, y eelded themfelues 
and their fortunes to the mercy of Botscay: Bast a, hauing recouered his health* drew 
his Army together* and raifed the fiege at oedembourg* a place in the higher Hungary , then went, 
to Campe ncerc vnto Cmorrba . During the fiege of Ncuhcufell, vpon the Frontiers of 
^Aujiria , and of Oedembturg , Hungary was wonderfully fpoiled by the Haiduques, anti 
likewife by the Turkes : Yec the Imperiallifts tooke heart and courage in many places, and 
there weremany ftrong Townes and Forts whichheld for theEmperor in diuers Prouinces. 

RAdvil the Vaiuode o fyalackta, a partizan to theEmperor, wentto field, and feized vpon 
the chiefe Fort which Bo r s c ay had necr vnto Harad/ne, called &rde j inuaded his partizansj 
-burnttheir houfesand committed ftrangelpoilcs. Botscay began to grow iealous of his 
Lieutenant L1 p p a i,who was gouernor of Cajfoma. Some,that enuied his aduancement,made 
Bor s cay bdecLie,thathewenrabouttoreconcilehimfelfevntotheEmperor,and for a/fu- 
ranceofhis Faith, to yield Coffom vnto his hands. He takes thisaduice,fora prefageofwhat 
' might happen.T o free himfelffrom this feare,and to pull fo troublefom a thorn out of his foot, 
he holds it the beft courle to take ofFL 1 p p a t’s head,whom he caufed to be executed,with 5 o- 
ther Gentlemen of note, by the great Turk's content feizing 6n 10000 o Duckets 5 and feauen 
chaines of Gold, which L i p p a i had gotten being his Licutenanr. 

,B a s x a didftillfolicite Bof sca y to forlakethe Infidel ^ firom whom he could cx- 
pe^nothing but fade friendfiiippe, with a dangerous Cataftrophe of his bad faith, which had 
been fo often tried. The Arch-duke Mathias, lent pommilfioners vnto him in the Empe¬ 
rors name, to treateofa Peace: and he, to (he we himfelfea Prince that would not make the 
warre immortall in his owne countrey, referred this treaty toHuia Haskay* who, ha¬ 
uing conferred with the Emperors CommUIioners,gaucthcimo vnderftand, that his matter 1 
Botscay would not refufea Peace,if thofe conditions might be granted which had been 
propounded * demanding moreouer*that in the Senate of Hungary , there fiiould be but one Bi- 
ftioppe, which fiiould be Chancellor * that no man fiiould be forced in Religion • and that none 
fiiould bepreferred to Bifiiop-ricks,ifthey were nor borne in Hungary* and Noble* and that 
«1 that was paft fiiould be pardoned Sc forgotten.If thefe things might be performed, he promi- 
fed to procure a Peace betwixtthe Emperor,and the Turk,with the beft conditions he might. 

During this treaty which was fomewhat long, Achmat fends a Bafiia to Botscay 
with a prefent of eight hundred thoufand Florens to maintaincthewarreSj wirh ten Horfes of 
great.price,andafiurancenottofaiIehimofhispromife. In the mcane time, Botscay 
fends to the King of Palma* to craue aide from him in this warre, which he made for the de¬ 
fence of Religion. The King accepted of hisoffered friendfiiippe: Bur,be could not apjfroue 
hisdefc&ionfromahoufetothe which he was fo neerely allied - yet he would acquaint his 
Lords with his propofitions: who afterwards decreed in Councell, that no man fiiould afiifil 
Bot sca Y,vponpaineofdeath. Inthemeanetime B otscaye s feditiousArmyioytied 
with the Turkes, being fifty thoufand in their Campe, and befieged Strigontum in the end of 
Auguft: they battered it with forty peccesof Ordinance continually during a moricths fpace; 
Hauing ouerthrowneall their defences, and flaine nine hundred of their beft men, with the 
Earle of Oetinge , then they attempted the Caftle: the which they fired in fuch fort, as the (oul- 
diers were fcarce able to quench k. Whereupon,they came running to the Earle of Tampiere f 
importuning him to yeeld it vp: who refufingat the firft,hc perfivaded them to remember their 
oath,and to continue conftant with him in the defence of thetowne : but feeing the Turkes 
prefle the fiege move violently, and the Souldiers to call away their Armes, he was forced to 
compound : And fo on the third of October * they yeelded vppe the Townc and Caftle, 
Vnto the Turkes. 

Allthe Nobility of TranJUuania* tzMdldauia and VaUchii* hauing fworncto Botscay, 
who had an Army of twenty fiuethoufand men, he refolued during the treaty ofPcace to take 
in the other places of Hungary, The Arch-duke Mathias had fent one of his chiefe mini- 
ftersvntohimjwho returned with this charge ; That the Hungarians required Mathias 
fortheirKing jand that he fhould keepe his Seate at Pajfonia or Vienna* and gouerne the affaires 
of the kingdom in pcrlon: and if they could not obtaine this within one moncth, they would 
chufe themfelues a King. .* . , . 

Thelmperiall Army had lien long abbut Cmorrba, vnderthe command of Generali Ba- 
sta : But, they were not able to giue the Turkes Generali battaile, and to relieue Smgenium t 
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Winter approaching, the Turkes began to disband, and to retire towards Bud* • and the Chri- 
(lians left their lodging necre vnto Comrrha. The 25 of Nouember, ] 4000 Turks came and 
charged a Regiment of Reiftres, which made thdir rctreitc : But, the whole Army turning 
head, they fl ed back to the mountaines; but on the third of December, they came early in the 
morning, and charged the foreward: but feeing the whole Army aduance, they beganne to 
retire ; and being purfued to the paflage of a Riuer, there were 1500 (lain and drowned. In this 
charge the Earle of Lanai, a yong Nobleman of Brunei was fliot,* whereof he died, to the *reat 
griefe of the whole Army. b 

There was an antientquarrell depending betwixt the Duke of Brunfwick and the Cine 
touching theiurifdi&ion. The Duke had formerly attempted to take it, by a Stratagem * 
where he loft many men: and now defii ous to haue his reuenge 5 knowing they flood watch* 
fully vpon their guard for feareoffurprife, he would cry it by open force - andhauing raifed a 
good Army came to inueftthcTowne. The inhabitants grew amazed, and fent Ambafladors 
to the Duke: but they flood foftifly vpon their priuiledges, as the treaty was in vaine. They 
.complained to the Imperiall Chamber; where they obtained Letters from the Emperour 
commanding the Duke to giuc ouerthc ficge,and to retire his Army, vpon paine of proferip! 
tion .* but he continued his liege.* The Hanfe-townes leuied forces to relieue the befieged. Am« 
bafladors came from the States of lower* Germany; who concluded a Truce for a moneth - pro¬ 
filing to doe their beft indeauors to conclude this warre. The Emperor did likewife fend his 
Ambafladors for the like effect; where, after fome treaty, the Duke retired his Army, vpon 
certain conditions. t 1 J r 

This yeere in May, a Tower in the Caftlc of Buda was fet on fire: the which, being full of 
powder, flew into the ayre, and flue and hurt about 8 00 perfons in the ruines. In the end of 
the M yeere the Turkes beganne to treate of a Peace with the Impcrlalls; how pleatfng it was 
vnto them, the Garrifbn of lauerin did findc vpon the eighteenth of March. There was a day 
appointed at the Turkes defirc, whereboth parties might meete to aduance the bufinefle .. for 
which cauCe, there'came not aboue fifty Turkesto the Cate,defiring to be let ini The Garri- 
fon, doubting no fraude,prepared to open the Gates; when as fuddenly a Centinell cfpied three 
thoufand Souldierscouered with a thick eloude: whereupon, he cried To armes, difeouering 
the treacherie of the enemies; who were forced to retire by the great Ordinance. & 

, fyP ey > a Tovvne holding for the Emperour, was Co oppreft by the feditious Haiduqucs, as no 
visuals could enter into it - hoping that being pi eft by famine, and the want ofall other necef- 
faries,thc Citizens would yeeld. By thefame meanes they had taken r&ccai not long before • 
Whereas the famine was fo great, as they not only boyled their bootes and flioocs to make 
foodeof , but the Garrilon Souldicrs had alio flainc two children; and form? of them had 
caft Lottes for the killing of themfelucs to make meate, vntill that extreame neceflity forced 
them to yeeld. * 

On thefiftcenthofIune,theTurkilh Garrifon oft^ilba Regalia , ioyning with iome other 
Troupes, made an incuiiion as farre as Mount Saint Martin : Where they defeated and 
tooke the Gouernor, and carried away many prifoners of all fexes and ages. The Gouernout 
oCBraJlay wentprefently tohorfe with his troupes j and purfued them with fuch fpeedc, as 
hauing ouertaken them, hee fought with them, and flewe one thoufand flue hundred vpon the 
place .• He carried away three thoufand prifoners, and freed fix thoufand Chriftians from 
thefe Infidels. 

H a s k 1» (who had beenc much imployed for the treaty of peace with Boncir) wrote 
letters from Cajfwti to Vienna. , giving them to underftand, that B o r s cat could performe 
nothingrouchingthepeace, without the confent of the States; who had often tou/d him , that 
They would rather feeke protection from the Tuikcs,then be fubje&to the fervitude of ftrange 
Governours: Yet hee would endeavour at the next aflembly, to draw rhe Srares unto him ; fo, 
as what had beehe concluded at Vienna miglit not bee retraced : many fearing, that, whac’had 
beene promiled for matter of Religion, would not bee obferved: and therfore they would not 
lay downc Armes, nor renounce the Turkes prote&ion, untill they had good aflurance for the 
libertie of Religion,and their priviledges. They would have no ftrange Govetnour,with whom 
they could not confer; nor fuffer Clergy men to give their voyces in matters of policy: where¬ 
fore hee thought it neceflary, the Emperor fliould gratific the Hungarians in thispoint; and 
leaving T ranfilvania toBonci y,appoint fuch a Governour in Hungaty as the States fliould 
require. That the con cludoti of a peace with the Turkes, depended wholly upon a peace with 
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B 0 T s c A Y, and the Hungarians; whereof there was no hope, imlcffe that Bo* s cay and 
the Eftates of Hungary did finifh the treaty. ' 

The grand Seignior , being much troubled this yeare with the fedition in ^fia ,and the Per- 
fian war res 5 advci tifed alfo of the treaties of peace betwixt the Emperor and Botscat hee 
fent his great Vctzier into Hungary,with charge to conclude a peace with the Emperor and the 
houfcof^«/b74. Being come to Buda , Botjcay lent Embafladors unto him, to inform him 
fully of the propofitions made for the peace of Hungary, betwixt the Emperors Deptuies & his: 

And for that hee would not infringe the promife which hee had made to A c h m a t the grand* 

Seignior, hot to conclude any peacewfth the Emperor Rod v x, e H without his privitie and 
content, which hee now fummoned him to imbrace, feeing that matters might be reconciled j 
hee intreatedthe Vetzicr, not to alter the affaires by any new fiege,- and to containers Turks 

within.thcir campeand garrifons. The Verier, who came to no other end, was glad ro fee it 
Co well advanced: whereupon it was concluded, that Botscay fliould fend Embafladors to 
rienm , to conclude this peace, and that of the Hungarians; and that the Emperor and the Vet- 
zier fliould fend fomcof quality, to makea truce, whilft chat the Deputies of either fide fliould 
meete, for the conclufion of a generall peace. 

Embafladors came to Vienna , from B o t s c a y and the Hungarians, in September - and 
within few dayes after, the Articles of peace were figned by the Arch-dukc Math r as! and 
fhem.Firftthat they fhould lire with liberty of confcience throughout all f/umtry, where > 'T‘ZtL 
there fliould bee no exacifeofany other Religion, but the Catholike, the Lutheran, and the «*»»«». 
Calvinift. Secondly, thatthe Archduke Mathias fliould bee Lievtenant generall for the 
Emperor, throughout all Hungary h and carie the title of Viceroy. Thirdly, that Botscay 
/ houW bee confirmed Prince o fTranfihwh , Eflrlc of Smkf s and PalaCIIlC Ofhigh tiWmj 
to which principality and County, his heyres males fliould fiicceed. for want whereof, all 
fliould returne to the Emperors difpofition. Fourthly, that hereafter the Palatine, Trcafurcr 
generall ,and all the Receivers ihould bee chofcn by the Eftates of Hungary. Fiftly, 'that none 
fliould hould any benefit in Hungary but the natives. Sixtly, that there fliould be a generall abo¬ 
lition ofall that had paft during this laft warre. 

In themeane time, a Truce was accorded betwixt the Arch-dukes Deputies, and the Vet- d tminfaih 
ziers, andeucry one prepared to meete at the place appointcd,ncerc vnto Cemorrha : Bot- rnlp'mLd 
s c a yb s Ambafladors returned to Neuheufelfix French-leagues from Cammha. to be as it Turl j m J e,4w{ 
were,arbitrators offuch differences as might arife. The place of Conference,was halfea league 
beneath Ccmorrba ., in an Hand diuided in three parts by deepe Riuers,lo as one could not go vn¬ 
to another, but by boatc • being thus chofen to auoide all treacheri*. The Deputies for the 
Emperour, Grand-Segnior,and Bor s c a y, met often an d treated,and in the end concluded 
a Peace for twenty ycers, contained in fifteen Articies; the which they figned the ninth of No¬ 
uember. The fame day the Articles were figned, the Bafha of Buda made a ftately feaft vnto 
the Emperors Deputies, giuing to cytherofthem a goodly bojfe, or fome peeces oCcloathof 
Gold, or of rare hikes. The fame day, he fent three Pofts to Con(tantinoplt,to aduercize the Sul- 
ran Ach mat ofthis Peace; the which newes he, receiued with fo great ioy, as hee went 
prefently to a Mofque to giue thanks to his Mahomit, and the day following raadea Co - 
lemnefeaftc. D 

But Bot sc A Y, after fo many toylcs and labours, was no fooner acknowledged Prince of 
Trattfiluamahy the Emperor, but(i» fteade of cnioying the Peace which he had propounded to 
himfeJf, with hope to leaue a pofterity to eternize the memory of his valor) C a t t at his 
Chancellor confpircd to poyfon him; hoping, by the death of his Prince, to make himfelfe 
hen- of his Eftatc: Botscay hauing fwallowed the poifon, which made him die languifhine, 
difeouered that it was his Chancellors deede ; whomhecaufed to be apprehended, and being 
conuided he cut offhis head in C^w 5 giuing that dignity to Ian I an vs 1: but no prefer- 
uatiucs could prolong his life, but foone after he mu ft go giue an account to the Eternall, forfo 
many ruines,and lo much Chriftian blood, fpiltin Hungary and Tranfiluania. The Haiduques 
which had been accuftomed to Hue by Armes, fbme hauing neither lands nor goods to feede 1 
them ;and other knowing no trade andbeing now to old to lea: ne any, could notfubied thent-i 
felues to this peace ; and, notwithftanding any commandements, they- crouped together,liuin^ 
vpon the Pea/anr, and left nothing but de/blation where they paft : But being comn into thl 
County of Bocotfi , hauin g fee fire vpon three villages,the Commons came vpon them with fuch 
fune, as there were many flaine of either fide in diuers encounters.

B 0 T s c A Y to rcdrdTethefc difordcrs, had appointed an aflcmbly of theeftates of further 
Hungary,at Caffouiam December; bur feeling his death approach,be could nor aflift, but gauein- 
ftru&ions to his Chancellor and others, what order they (hould obferue, in the aflcmbly of the 
x6o 7 States after his death ; and what they fliould do for the tranquillity of Hungary,and for the com¬ 

merce betwixt the Hungarians and Tranfiluanians $ charging them not to infringeany thin® of 
iht dtAth if thc P eace n?ade wich t,le Emperour, and exhorting them to kcepe their faith with him. And 

Botfcay. fo hedied,the3o of December,being much lamented by them of bis party :yet foone after for¬ 

getting his aduice, they made a change in 7 ranftluama, for that he died without children. 

T he eftates ofTranfiluania prefently after the death oFBotscay aflemblcd at Clduftn- 
sigifmundiu- b ur g -> where they did chufc Sigismynd R. a g o t s i for their Prince,to whomethey went 
gotfi tbtftn prefently and tookethe oath of alleageance in the great Church. After which, they fent Etn- 

bafladors to the Arch-duke Math ia s, who made their excufe for this ekaion^humbly be* 
feecjiing his Imperiall Maiefty to bcleeuc, that they had done it forced by neceflity,and to pre- 
uentthe practices of many Noble-men of Hungary and Tranjiluania y pretending to feize vpon 
that ftate; and that the ele&ion of R a g o i s i fhould be no hindrance, but that they would 
alway acknowledge the Erriperour for their true Prince. This Raoot s i was amanadmi- 
rable in bounty, and who had not affefled this election, but did accept it for the good of his 
countrey, and left it againe for the quiet thereof, as you fhall heare hereafter. 
l>e Act ill oitftf The peace was ill obferued in Hungary ofall /ides. The Baflia of Bud# wroc vnto the Archduke 

Mathias, that he fhould be forced to take Arms if he did not hinder the courfes ofthe Im¬ 
perials,the which he fliould be very vnwilling to do,protcfting to obferue the peace.The Impe- 
riallgnrrifons continued their courfesand Nehufel vvasfoldanddeliueredto Cox to nx t s. 

Some difeontented Haiduques trouped together, and ioyned their numbers with fbme 
Turkcs, making a body ofijooo men, which fpoiled all Hungary where they paft. TheBafha 
of Buda was thecaufe thereof, whogaue the commanders money to enterrainc this mutinic. To 
preuent thdcdifbrders and the murmurings ofthe Barrons of Hungary, who defired to hauea 
King that might remaine in the countrcy, and not at Prague in Bohemia, who by his prefence 
might difperfe all thefe new alterations, the Arch-duke M a th i a 8 appointed an Aflcmbly 
in the Emperors name,\vhichcrtheDeputies ofHungarycame : andattending the Arch-dukc 
Mathias long, in the end they made a folemne proteftation, thathauingattendedthefaid 
Arch-duke feauen weekes.in vainc, they were forced to returneto them that fent them $ that if 
pleafed theEmperour to afligne another day for an aflcmbly, and publifli it,they would come; 
and if inthemeanetime their were any thing decreed contrary to the Articles of peace con¬ 
cluded at Plena, although theEmperour fhould ratifieit, they proteBed a nullity again Ball that 
fhould be done in their abfence. 

_ The Nobility of Hungary refolded to take Armesagainftthe rebellious Haiduques, and 
of tie Hoi Tutkes which were ioyned with them • and they fent to intreate the Baiba of Bnda to retire the 
ditqm. Turkcs. The Haiduques continued their hoftiliries, and proclaimed that they were friends to 
the Turkcs, and enemies to the Germaines and Wallooncs: They lent to intreat Hvmanoy 
G overnor ofC 4 j/ 4 #/ 4 , to take the Diademe which had beenegiuen to Bot sc aij, and to be 
their King 3 buthefcorned their ofler: faying,I will haueno other King but C je s a r : finally, 
continuing their fpoiles (beeing aflifted with fome Cannon from the Bafhaes of Buda and 
ssigtiaam with 500000 duckets) they went to befiege Fibck with 16000 men • B o skiack 
commanded in the place.* wild carried himfelfe Co valiantly againft all their attemptes as he for¬ 
ced them to raife the fiege.

The Arch-duke, feeing all things fucceed according to his defire, fent commandement to TheEniptm 
haue all his Troops come to the rende&vonzvpon the Frontiers of vMmuia by the foureteenth 
ofApril. The Emperor being aduertifed ofthcfeleuies (which they gaue out was for that his Mathias. 
Majefty did not ratifie the treaty of peace made at Vienna) he fent the Cardinall .of Bitrtjlein to 
the Arch-duke, with a ratification of the treaty • but with this daufe, that hee would haue t]ie 
offenfiueand defenfiue league,made betwixt the Eftates of Hungary ahd l JuJtria, diflolued : 
whdfto the Arch-duke anfwcred, it could not bee) and fo returned the Cardinall with certain 
demands 5 who, finding that he had another defigne than he madefhew of, aduertifed the Em- 
perdr, that he might prouide for his fafety. The Emperor growes amazed :hce prefently cals 
the States of Bohemia to Prague: he fummons all his forces together, lodges them about bisper- 
fon, and cranes aid from the Electors, Princes and Statcsof the Empire. The Arch-duke, hea¬ 
ring that the Emperor had taken the alarum, came into Morauia joining to Austria, with an army T he JMh 
ofaoooo old foiildicrs arid 28 Cannon. He fent to the Eftates of Bohemia, commanding cuery 
Town to lend two Deputies to Cssajld, where they fliould vnderftand riom his owne mouth the C /impsbefon 
caufe «f b’is taking Arms. The Emperor, hearing this, exhorted them to per lift in their fideli- ^r a

UonftwueMt rence was appointed at Ddrits-, where after much debate, the Emperor obtained a peace of 
Vitkin. his brotherjbut it was with the preiudiceofhis eftate & hondttr.Tbr he was forced to ftnppcoff 

1608 his clothes before he was deadend to refigne vnto his brother the graced pate of his patrimo 

niall inheritance. 

'H'inwxt This peace was concluded in 17 Articles: wherof the chiefe were. That he (hould yeeld the 

thexmftrcrcr Realmeof Hungary, and deliuer the Crowne vnto the Arch-duke Math 1*1, freeing' the 
Hungarians of their oath* That he (hould yeeld prcfently all the Arch-duchic of vn¬ 
to him, and to his heires males. That iftheEmperour died without iffue male, the Arch-duke 
/hould fuccccd him in the Kingdom of Bthe/nia,and carrie prc/cntly in his tides, Defigned king 
of Bohemia, And that he and his heires (hould haue the adminiftration of cMerauia, with the 
title of Marqueffe, with diuerfe others tending ro the aduancemenc ofthe Archduke Ma¬

Kmg Mathias This peace being confirmed, the Emperour fent the Crowne of Hungary, with, all the 

mitnimivitti* Regallornaments,tothc Arch-dukes Camp: where they werercceiued with great pomp e. And 
thus the Archduke^ing of Hungary being pleafcd,taifed his Camp and returned to fiena: where 
he made a ftacely entry, and was rcceiucd with great pompc by all the eftates of the countrey, 
who alluring him oftheir fidelity and obediencc,congratuled his new foueraignty,and hegaue 
them great thankesfor their good affedf ion. In October the eftates of Aujlm were to take the 
oath of fidelity and alleageahce to the king, as to their Arch-duke, the which was (olemncly 
performed: but the proteftants were not prefent, for that the king (bythcaduicc of the Arch¬ 
duke, LaopotD,of Cat dinall M a l 1 u the Popes N untio,and of Cardinal Foroatsi) 
had by an edi<ftforbidden the exercifc ofthc proteftants religion in Thisbreddcnew

The Arch-duke Maximilian was intreated by the Hungarians, to intercede in this 
difference, who hauing conferred with KingM athiai, brought them anfwer, that the king 
had neuer any intent to trouble the peace of : but as for the free cxercifeof the prote- 

ftant religon within townes,rhat his maiefty could by no meancs graunt ir,partly in regardcof 
his confciencc,and partly for feareof his Holincfs,andof the kingoftyrin: yet he had his maic- 
dies word, t hat ifthc Proteftants of vtnJMd would lay downe their Avmes, and ackowledge 
their fault, they ftjould haue liberty of religionallovved them out of tow nest and as for publike 
affaires his maiefty would aduance his fubie<fts,without acception of religion. The Hungarians 
hauingrecciuedthisanfvverc,hcper(wadedthemtoIay dovvnc Armes, and tofubmit thccu- 
felucsto the Kings will, refuting the aide which they defired * laying beforcthem the dangers 
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ofadoisbrfullwarre, The Proteftants returned tojAuftm difeontented, yet afterwards by the 
intcrcelfion of the Morauians and others, after fome little combuftion,thcy obtained a peace

This enterprife wasdifeouered, 
and Dc 0 quartered. The Bafha of Bmln alfo feifed vpon abouc400 villages, caufing the 
inhabitants to taketheoath ofallegeance vnto the Turke. The Emperour as we haue faid had 
giiicn his brother M a ihias what he demanded, and hod padded the eftates of Bohemia as ino*hmi«fw 
well as he could/uffering euery one to Hue in the liberty of his religion, promifing to fet downe rtli ^ in ° 
an ordefat the next aflembly, which was this yeare in Ianuary. The Catholikes fought by all 
meanesto entertaine the Emperour in hatred with the Proteftants, and to haue thatdifanulled, 
which had beene formerly granted^ faying, that their opinions had beene condemned,andthat 
the exercift of their religion was but by fuffcrance. The Proteftants fent tbeii Embafladors to 
jthe King of Hungary, and to the Ele&ors and Princes of the Empire, tointerceede forthem 
to his maiefty, for the continuance of the free exercifc of their religion. • ; ;; 

The Emperour hauing forbidden the Proteftants to make any aflembly in the court bfnew 
T^^ they went vnto him, and befought him to appoint them a place where they mighc 
a((emble,and to write their defence, and to prefent it vnto him, and to let the world know the 
infticc of their demand the which they could not obtainc; So as on the eight of May, they re- 
folued notwithftanding the Emperoursprohibition, to goe and make their aflemblyJn the 
court ofhewFr^wrj where they brake open the dores, and entred, putting themfelues in de« 
fence, ifany fhould come to aflaile them., The Emperour hearing of this alteration, fent the 
fivftBurgvaue of Prague with his chiefe officers, who (aid vnto them, that his Imperiall Maie¬ 
fty had alwaies had a will to loue them as his fairhfull fubiedsj and that he was refolucd-ftiort- 
ly to call an aflembly, and to end that controueifie touching the liberty ofreligions. The Pro- 
reftanrs made aiifvvere by tbc'Barron of Budmes, that they thanked his Imperiall Maiefty for 
■his good will towards them; and befought him to beleeue that they had beene alwaies faithful! 
vnto him : yet they knew well what had beene treated hitherto in the ftates by fbrne coun¬ 
cilors, who vndei pretext, of aduancing the Catholike religion, were the caufeoftbefe trou¬ 
bles which had followed 5 and they did hope to let his Maiefty vtiderftand,that the end o( fucb 
counfells and pra< 3 ices> could bring nothing bur ruinc to Bohemia , and the Ioffe of his Real mes, 
j»Vk) prouinces. As for the publication of theaflemby of the eftates, they defired it might be 
within three dates, to preuent many accidents which might happen. Both parties,both Gittho- 
iifeesand Proteftants,remained 15 daies in continuall iealoufie one of another,fearing furprifes. 

But as foonc as the Emperour had publifhed theaflcmbly,all was pacified,by reafon of the Em- 
perours declaration- whereby he did auow, that what the proteftants had done, was for his fer- T/;f ^ y v 
uice nnd the good of the Kingdomc. At which aflembly, there was free exercife of religion nhmiHforrt 
graunted to the Proteftants, and Temples allowed them to preach in the vulgar tongue,-decla- 
ting all them troublers of the publike peace, that (hould any way infringe it. . . ■ 

The Iefuites were fnfpedfed to haue beene the caufe of thefe broiles: both Catholikes and ^ 
Proteftants com plained, and prefented a petition vnto the King, that they being ftrangers»and ^3 ttefe 
come poore into Prague, had in a fhort time gotten great pofleflions, yet payed no tribute or /«""» 
contribution, neither bare any charge like vnto others: whereforethey required that hereafter 
they might beare the charges of the Common-wealth like others of the Clergie, that they

brealce the Peace, io newly fworne; yet he intreated them, if neede were, to fuccour him in his 
rifcce$cy. The Leopoldians enfred into Bohemia, and furprized Rudtuitx, by policie and fpoy- 
Iedit,and then marcbcdtowards Prague. The Emperor (being required by the States ) lent a 
Herauld to the Arch-duke Liopold) with commaridement to retire the Army to Crumn , 
andtheretoatrendtheirpayi. . 

Hauing deliuered his charge in fecret to the ArCh-duke, he was brought to Romeo; Who

depriue them of their liberties; But they,hearing ofthe Kings approacb,refofod his demaund. | 
r Bold 1/ Th^Emperor, forePceing the danger if thefe two Armies ihould rneecc,caus’d 300000 Florens ; 

$Jin»jre- fobegiuen to pay the Army for three moneths;and folio? old retired away by night,and | 

tirftfitm • rC^qucred the Frontiers of Bohemia. 

Ro m h o, Lieutenant to rhe Arch-dukc Leopold, would not leaue Bohemia as he had , 
don£ Prague , without the full payment of his Army. Whereupon, he fortifies himfclfe within j 

Rom eofirifiet and furnifheth it with visuals, Arms,and pouder: he melts the Bels to caft Ordinance; 

and fortifies himfelfe fo well, as they muft compound with him, before they get him out. As 
for King Mathias; hearing that Lbopoid was gone from Prague, he fent word vnto 
the States, that he would not arriue there before the 24 of March. Before which time, diuers Ot 
pftfieEmp.Counccll were iraprifonedj Be among others,? kanchDikmioii who was 
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alfo of fecrec counft l to the Arch-duke L b 0 p 0 l D.Being put to theRack ? he confeft the Arch- 

dukesdefignes,and that he had bcencfcnc by the Emperours tofomc Ele<ft ors and Princes,to 1>ema 8';«1««4* 
draw aide from them againft King Mat h 1 a s, they being at iarre: That Lh o vol d ste- 
folution was to change many things not onely in the gouernment of Prague , but in the whole 
Empire,and tharfome great men of the Emperors Councelmuftbedifinift.WhcreuntoD m h- 
nagbl made anfwerej That it might be done iolulji but that Bohemia was gouerned after* 
ahother manner. ThactheArch-dukesintentionwastofcize vponallthe toWnesof Bohemia* 
to vnite his forces with thofe of Bohemia,to defend theEmperour, arid to imploy his Armesa- 
gainftKing Math i as, whofo^entry into Behemia they would hinder 5 And if this defighc 
had fuccceded.then by an Imperial edift they would hauc forbidden the cxcrcife of the Proto* 

Rants religion throughout all Bohemia, He alfo confeft that he was feruant to rhe Areh^ 
duke Lho po t d, and that he would gladly hauc procured himthe kingdom q£ Bohemia- 

King Mathias hauing difeouered his enemies counfells^marched on, and came within 
hnlfe a league of Prague; whither all the Nobility and others went to honour this rifingifiinno, 
leauing thefunnefetting. He made his entry into Prague with great pompe .‘ Where after his 
an iuall the Emperouv lent to congratulate his comming,by fuch of hisCouncel as he thought 
ihould be moft plafing vnto him. The Eledtor of Saxony aduifed the ftares of Bohemia to 
bee well aduifed in the pacifying of thele troubles,and not to bclieue thatthe Emperour Thebuhof 
( who had fo peaceably gouernea not onely Bohemia but the whole Empire thefe thirty fiue 
yeares)wasthecaufe thereof; but that it proceeded from fomebufic and turbulent fpirirs, in EofomiT'"* 
the punilbmthtofwhomtheymuftvfemoderationjnotchaftizingtheinnocentwiththecul- 
pable;That the lavyes of Bohemia bee not violated,and the Imperial! Maiefty with the dignity o£ 
the Eletftors, and ftates of the Empire wronged: That all their counfells fhould tend to obey the 
Emperor onely,and not fuller his age to be oppreft with cares and difconcents*By other priuate 
letters he aduertiled HbmxyIvlzbrs Duke of Brunfwickyxot to abandon the Emperor,nor 
to fuller any thing to paflfe pveiudicial to his Imperial maiefty,and admonilhed K. M a t h i a s 
thatal things proceeding with moderation,the houfe ofAujlm would be much contented. 

ThcEmperour aftembled the States of Bohemia vpon the twelfth of Aprill: where hee gaue The nmem 
them to vttdet(land, that he could not conceals the brotherly affedlion which he bare to M a- 
7Hia$ King of Hungary his firft brother, and his fuccelTor defigned in the Realm c of Bohemia: 
he entreated them to relolue he might be crowned in his life time,as many of his prcdecdlbrs 
haddonetothcirfiicceflbrsibutwithconditiontofufterhimco enioy the Rcalme during his 
life: As for certaine differences betwixt him and king Mathias, that they Ihould treate 
thereof at the end ofthe Aflembly. In the mcane time he required them togiue him where¬ 
with to entertaine the Imperiall Maiefty • That his officers might bee paied theirwages-his 
counfellorsimpiifoned,fct at liberty: And that all the power and royall authority in bohemia 
ihould rcmainc to him. 


Theeftates in their Aflembly drew many Articles, which king Mathias was to fwearC ‘ Pro ^ ptimto / 
before his coronation 5 And they were read in the prefence ofthe Embafladors of Moramai who 
alfo for themfel ues and the Silefians (who are incorporated to the crowne of Bohemia) prefen- 
ted their complaints and grieuanccs containing 49 Articles: And the inhabitants of Prague 
required the confirmation of eight Articles, before his coronation, the which concerned 
the priuate gouernment of their City: all which lam forced for breuity fake toomitf, and 
to referre the Reader to the originall, whereby hee may iudge what the eftate of Bohemia 
might be after thofe demandes; the Emperour (whowas thclawfull King) hauingnothing 
in a manner but the title. Hee had a good heart; but his body was growne old and weake: 

Hee had the the greatnefte of courage of his prcdccclfors ; but croft by fortune, hec is 
conftrained to yeeld to that which they defire : And he that prefteth himtothisconfent* 
we fee him (being halfe forced) to quitt fome ofthe flowers ofthe liberty of this crowne* 
to rhofo which did him homage, before that heauen had raken away him, whole fucceffot , 
he had beenc without condition. King Mathias hauing fworne to all their Articles, n %„ c 2 K ^ o } 
and the Emperour hauing freed all the fubieefts of Bohemia and incorporated prouince$,from Bthtmi*. * 
their oath of allegeancc, they proceeded to the Coronation of Mathias; whom 
the whole court and the inhabitants of Prague honoured much, hauing much defired it* 

And after the Coronation, certaine Deputies being appointed to end the differences 
betwixt the Emperour and King Mathias, they concluded (and figned vnto) thefe 
Article# ; Firftly, That the Caftle of Prague fhould nemaine to the Emperour, andthatthe 
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1611 king (hould lodge neere vntoit, bailing the Church common to them both. Secondly, That 
titles of*', thegouernour of the Caftle and thd guard (hould fweare fidelity to both’, and if there were any 
cordbnwxtti>e change to be made, it (hould be left to the Emperours difpofition. Thirdly, That the gouern- 
tXthiaf oFthe Em f ire & ouW l ‘ emaine ' in the Emperor,and that hc/hotildnot be difquietcd in any 

* thing that concerned thelmperial iutifditfion. Fourthly,That the gouci nment of Bohemia and 
vtheprouinccs depending, (liould be left to King Math i a s, to Whome the Emperor (hould 
yccld al the right he pretendedjbut as for the difference for the title of king of Bohemia! t (hould 
be referred to the next Afiembly of the States . Fiftly, That in regard of the Ceflion,which the 
Enip^rourmadeVntoking Math i a s offi^ew/iandtheprouinces depending, he (hould 
pay yearely vnto his imperiall maiefty 300000 florens,at two equall payments.Sixtly,That the 
Emperour(hould enioythcSegniorics, demeafusand Kucnues of Budouits^ Branded Zi/au 
and PHxJgtM , during his life 5 the which he (hould by no mcanes ingagc,fell,or tranipovt. Sea- 
lidnthly.Thfit the Emperor (hould hauc liberty to difjmfeby his teftament of 100000 florens. 
.EigHtly, That the king (hould effeft his promife made to theEmperour,touchingthecounty of 
T r a o t, and (hould fatisfie his brother A l b e r t, for his intereft in Anfiria . Ninthly, That 
thflEmperor/houid recommend king Mathias to the EIe<ftors and Princes of the Empire 
to boaduanced to the Imperiall dignity. Tenthly,That at the next Diet they (hould labour by 
all meanes to obtainc contribution andfuccoutsagainfttheTurke. Eleuerithly, That the pri- 
uilcdgesofthe Arch-duchic of ^tufiria (hould be deliuered into the Kings bands 5 with this 
condition, that if the Emperour had need,thc king (hould affift him. Twelfthly,and laftly,That 
within one yea re the Emperour /hould giue the inueftiturc of Bohemia to the (aid king. 

T»#Mrf At Thetowncof Ais (whereas the Emperor receiues his firft Growne ) was in great combu- 

Aiv. ftions by reafon of religion. The Catholike magiftrate,by vertue of the Emperours comman- 

dement, had hindred the exercife of the Proteftantreligion within the towne and territory ; 
the which the others taking very impatiently, they fell into atumult andtook Armes, feifing 
vpon the rownedioufeand whole town,and difpofTetl the Catholikemagiftrate. The Catho- 
likes fleddeto the Arch-duke A lb e r t and to the Eleftor o fculletfy fob fupport: And the 
Proteftants fentprefently to the Princes poflefling luticrsfov aide, and to fend fome men of 
note to reconcile their differences. In the end by the mediation of the French Kings 
Embafladours, there were ccrtaine Articlesfet downefor their reconciliation, but they took 
no great effeft, 

tmnfwck m- The Duke of Brmfmck had (as wc haue faid) befieged the city of Brunfwck , but had left it 

ftriMhtht by reafon of the hope ofa peace. This yeare the Duke was at the Emperours court, topurfiie 
mfmM ' the proferiptionofthe faid towne, in cafe ofdifobedience. The Hanfe-townes (fearingthat 
his fauour in court would pieuaile more then the iufticeoftheircaufc)intreatedkingM athi- 
a 5 by their Letters, to fauour the right of the towne of Brtwfwick. But the Duke preuailcd: 
for hee obtained Letters parents for the profeription of the Senate and inhabitants of Bran- 
fwick, as violaters of the publike peace* declaringthemguiltyof treafbn, andall their goods 
confifcateto the Duke, if that within one yeare they did not fubmir themfelucs vnder his 
obedience. Whereunto the magiftrate and citizens publilhed a declaration, containing a pro- 
teftation ofth eir innocency. 

About the end of September the Electors had called a Diet to 2 yurmbottrg : from whence 
^ey ^ ent Ambafladors to the Emperour, who found not any perlon of quality- but the Duke of 
N uimUutgf, Brutifwick about his Maiefty. They acquainted him with the prefent eftate of the Empire* 
telling him, That the Electors required, aboue all things, a reformation in jufticc • That he 
ihould wake choice of wore faith full officers and CounfeHors then he formerly had done s 
T ^ at a 8 enera ^ Dict ra *gkt callec * in tJie S P r ‘ n g following^That what King M a t h 1 a s had 
Mkflmjt the <J or *5 was nothing plcafing vnto them *That the reafon of the bad gouernment of the Com- 
Emjtmm mon-weale, was, for that his imperiall Maiefty did not impart the important affaires ofthe Em¬ 

pire vnto them,as his predeceflors haue vfually done. They alfo befought him,in the name of 
the faid Eletfors.chac if he had no will to (lay in Bohemia ; to let them vnderftand the time when 
he meant to depart, and the place where he would make his refidence And as for the Ele&i* 
on ofa King of Romanes, they would not treatethereofwithouc his conlcntj yet,not wiftiing 
that the Empire (hould goe out of the houfeof^dujiria, they defired to know which of them 
he would haue to fucceede him. 

'The Emperor* TheEmperourmade.anfwere, That he had long proie&ed to appoint a fucce/for In the 
ttifwtrt. Empire, but the troubles in Bohemia had diuerted him j That he defired before they did create 
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of him that/hould fuccecdc him, there (hould be a general! Diet, where he might aflift; That 
he was of the Electors opinion, concerning the ncceffity to proceede to the Eleaion of a King 
of the Romanes jbpt^eadinfed them to giiie order, that he might tell them freely in th'4 A? 
ferhbly, what was rrecefigry for the (afety of the Common-Wcale; / The Ambafladours beina 
retdmed, with this anfwere, the Elc<ftors appointed a Diet to be Held in April! following in 
the yeere i5i2^ to choofe a King of Romanes in’the City of Branch ford y after thcraecu- 
domed manner. . . ,c 

The Emperour R o o v v r H growing fickly (in the end of December,’ aftctthe old com^ 
putation).with extreame paines in his Legges (the which increafed daily) he yeelded his foule 
to Godi on the tehthoflanuary^hauing raigned Emperour aboue thirty fiuc yeercs. They liMofthi 
thought to hauc kept his death (ecret, vntill the comming of King Mat h i a s, and therefore fW'nrfa 
they tent vppe his feruicc at dinner time into his chamber, to the end no man Ihould fufpeft dulpIi * ., 
it 5 but (bone aftei’i being known tb T ran t it a n s tort, it wa'sdiuulgedouer.all Praeaet ' - 

and ih irhe meane rime they ft/it Poftes to aduertife King Mathias , arid the ElcftorS : "

MUXHm vrithinthe Empire i The whole Territory of Grr/w^belongsto the Electors, Bilhops; Ab- 
intlKEwprf. ba ^Princes, Earl«,Noble-men and Free Townes.* yet if theEmperout had.noplace where 
to.»Fcmaine but within the Empire i the Biflioppc of Bamberg is bound to giuc him hit 
Towne.and himfelfeco retircto Vtllacf Wherefore the Emperour Mathu s, who had king- 
domes out of Germany, de/iring to retire himfeife to Prague,t he chiefe City of Bohemia, he par- 
ted from Branch fird the three and twentith day of lime, being accompanied by many Princes 
and Noblc-mcn, and paft by Nurtmbourg in the beginning of Iuly* where he had a very (lately 
. andmagnificent reception* Beforethe Emperours departure from Franekfird , the Citizens 
canieand presented a Petition vnto him i whereby they required that they might be made «u> 
quanted with the piiuilcdges of the City, which had remained wholly in the cuftody of the 
" Senate ^ That the Iewcs, whofe number exceeded, might be expelled ♦ T hat there ihould.bc a 

cOurfe let downe for vfury, and a meale market ereAed in the City. To whom the Emperor 
gauc good words, and put them in hope : But when asafeer the Emperours departure, the Cit- 
tizens (aw no point of their Petition performed, there grew a great diflenfion betwixt them and 
the Senate: the which would haue grown to a great combuflion, if fome wifband temperate 
men] hadno tin terpofed themfelues. Cm s a r aduertifed hereof,being yet at Tfurembourg, 
he fent commandto the Citizens to referre all contiouerfics to him \ who made choice ofthc 


Archbifhop of iMenlx,) and the Lantz-graueof Hejfe, to heare thebufinefle, and to reconcile it ; 
the which after many and tropblefome treaties, by their wifedomand moderation, they pacifi¬ 
ed and gaue cpntcntmcnt fo both parties. 

The Emperour, leauing Germany, returned to Bohemia, The EftaCes,hearing of his comming 
to Prague, fejit the Duke ofTefchin with a thoufand horfe to receiue him,being accompanied by 
the Duke pfjBrnnfwifk^nd many Noble-menof Grrwwriy, whocOndutfcd him to the Cathc- 
drall Church, and then to the Caftlcj where they made great fljcwes of ioy for his happy E- 
le<ftion. Soone after, Ambafiadours came vnto theEmperour from the Perfians and Mufco- 
UmhdJ)dA«n UI * tes . The Perfian, hailing deliuered bis Kings Letters vnto the Emperour, he pet ftvaded him 

Zretij, tQ continue warres againft the Turkes, as the dcccafed Emperour had promifed .faying, That if 
to'pr*gM, he could prjtuaile nothing, he Ihould then returne fpeedily home, his King hauing alfo refoh 

tied to conclude a Peace with theTuike- hauing made triall, to his griefe, that the Chri/lians 
had made a peace with the Turkes,at fuch times as they might greatly haue annoyed them. 
The Mufcouite Ambafladour laid 5 That the Mufcouite intreated his Maiefty,to be an Vmpire 
betwixt them and the King ofPf/Wjthathe would procurea Peace to thofc Countries, and 
prouidejthem a good and worthy Prince: That they had formerly required the King of Be- 
ends Tonne, to be theirgreat Duke, and to that end and purpofc they had diuers and fundiy 
times, fent vnto the King : but when as they found that he had no fuch intent,but that wider 
the pretext thereof he might the more ca/ily liibdue them, they fell from him againe •, md,ioy- 
ning battaile not farre from the City of Mu fee } they flewmany Polonians* after which,they had 
an intentto call-in Chau,;, Ton to the King of Sweihen\ but, if the Emperour could by any 
qt^ier m«|ne$prpuidc for them, they would moft willingly obey him. 

"j i>Jewesca^qthentoCouft,ofacontrouerfiegrowne betwixt N10* o n x v $ theEm- 
$(oiirs A^bmdoratCcnfiminep^ and N a s s v s Baiba, about the confirmation of the 
Peace which bad been made fopie yceres before. The ♦Atnhafladour, perfwading the 
burkes tpeptertain the Peace which had been made, N ass vs Ba(ha required him to (hew 

f h^in the Emperor had nor been fatisfied :To whom he anfwered,That tbefixt Article of the 
{•apfaftion had been violated • for that C ^ s a r, as King of Hungary, hauing a lawfull Title 
yntsTrwJUwtnia, he required to haue that Article ratified; the which Najs vs denied,a/fir- 
.jftipglhaiTranfiluMfa did properly belong vnto the Sultan: vpon which point there grew a 
great contention betwi xt them, whereby it appeared the Turkes fought nothing, but fome co¬ 
lour iq infringe the Peace. 

The Emperour, bcingaduertized hereof.gaue anfwere vnto the Perfian Ambafiador, That 
jhe would by #1 means tmbrace& entertain the frictidlhip,which the king his mallet Had delired 
ofthc dcceafcd Emperour his brother: who, although he had refolued to continue the warre 
againft the Turkes^yet, being hindred by the (editions of Hungary, he was then forced to make 
aPeace 5 but now feeing rhc Turkes (hauing feized vpon Mlrnta and yalaebia) topra&ifetoiii- 
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nadel'mfduama, he would conferre with the Prirtccsiand States of theEmput > and aduettife 
the King vrhatwastobe done jperfwadihghim ihthe meanedmdiro Continue the watres, 
anfwcrod the Mufcouitcs, that he wouldintci pole hisauithority s ft^r chetn»kingofaPcace,'be-r / 

twixt them and the king off eland, and to prouide agtfeat Duke for thofc Countries* wSoone t ft 
after,the Emperour fent his Letters to the Ele6torsand Princesofthe Empire, complainingof 
the Turkes iniufticc,and (hewing how diflionorablc a thing^t would be, (br the Chriftiaii^ 
Common-Wealth, to fufierfc goodly a Prouince co be inuaded, and (jpoiled^ by them, Without . 
any oppofition: writing alfo his Lettersto the States and Impcrioll Cities - That, being aduan*. 
ced to the Empire,hisfirft and chicfeftcarc wasrOfettlepcaceand tranquillicy,and thaciuftke 
might be duly adminiftred, and that all iealoufics and diftrufts being taken away by a firmean^ 
defired concord, the dates of the Empire might be ready vpon all occifions, with their ioynt 
forces to refift the enemy ofthe chriftian name-fpecially when again/1 the peace made with him 
( hauing gotten tMoldam* land ValachU ) he praifttfcd to make TranfiUtania fubiedt vnto him: the 
which being loft, Hungary, and the Empire would be in great danger^ and that hauing made a 
peace with the Perfian, hfc had notdefifted to call the treaty of peace in queftiori, andtomakea 
challenge to Trimfiiuania. Wherefore if he (hould violate the peace, it were nccclTai y they 
(hould haue forces,and the finewes of warre rcady,by a bountifulland neceflary contribution^ 
for the effe^ing whereof he appointed a Diet to be held atRatubcne on the 24 of Aprilljidi^. 

The Emperor going from Prague to Biena, GAB*mBAnoii r PmceofTrahfiluania 
(landing in fcare oiBithum G a box (who they ft id had craucd aide .againft him of the 
Turkes) fent his Embafladors. and crauing the Emperours affiflanee, hepromifed himallfub- 
ie&ion, and obedience : and withall he lent him many rich prefenrs. Whereupon the Emperor Em^rwr. 
aduertifedcheBaftaofWdjthatthisatcemptoftheTurkesdid inanifeftly impugne thearti- 
clesofpeace;by the which it was prouided,that the date of^ Tranjiluania (hould not be molefted* 

To which the Baiba made anfwere, that the Chriftians had driuen away much eattell from li¬ 
ner in : That the king of Poland had violated the peace^and that it was to be feared, that lie would 
feize vpon Tranjilnma with yalachia ind Meidauia-, and therefore his Emperour was not to bee 
blamed, if he did feize vpon this prouince, which did immediately belong vnto him. Soone 
jiftei^the Emperours Embafiadouratthe Sultans Port gaue him to vnderfland, that he did nou- 
ri(haraonfter,andthat Battoxi had alfo fcntEmbaftadours to the Sultan, and had fee ret 
treaties with the Balhaes. There came alfo vnto the Emperor ccrtainc Deputies from the Sax* Tfc tmUktf 
ons which Jiue in diuerfe cities ofTranJtluaniawho Hole away in ruftick habits, left they Ihould 
haue beenedifeouered, com plaining much of the tyranny and cruelty of B attori .and that Tmi/iIhm*, 
contrarie to his faith, and the oath which he had taken,he had depriued them of their priuiled- 
ges,andhad inamanner ruinedthem. That from the firftyeare of his tyrannicall rule and go- 
uernment, he had pra^lifcdto extirpate and to root out the antient families ofthe Saxons, 
making a relation ot all his infolencies and tyrannyes: the which I cannor fcrdowneinparticu- 
lar^being tied to ftraighter bounds. TheyalfovnderftoodthatBATTOR 1 did crane fauout 
and aide from the Turkes againft the Saxons ofTranfi/uama^exculinghimCelf that he had fcne 
Embafladours to the Emperour, being forced thereunto by fcare, "and that he had fought to 
peruert and diuert the Emperors mindc with prefents. C a s a r hearing all this,bidde them 
oc of good hope, promifing to prouidea remedy for their miferies, at the next Aflem by of the 
States of Vagary and the Empire. 

The Emperour called an Aftcmbly of the dates of Hungary at Pejfiuia or Prefbonrg, whither M apmblyof 
he went in perfon,during whole abfence SieiiMvnDB*t-oxt (ometimes Prince of Tran- 
fiiuania, hauing liued fome yeares a priuate life at Prague, died there of an apoplexie,where he * j 

was honourably enterred. At theaftembly ar Pojfam, there was much contention, for admit* 
ting of Germane fouldjers into their frontier garrifons of Hungary, There was great reafon to 
indure it, for that Hungary could not be defended againft the T urks without the helps ofGer¬ 
mans} and that an infinite number of all degrees and qualities, had loft their Hues in Hungary, it 
being commonly called the Church-yard oftheGermanes. The Hungarians refufed to Tub-

K^n*u%> nwn feared a nevywarre in Hungary 5 but it happened by the prouidence ofGod y • that the peo- 
utrttdijbu pic oftoatolia in Kjtfia brake out into rebellion * and burnt and fpoilcd many places ; And in

thibjwarisjand feiftdohthe ftrongForr of Oiden, vpon the red Tea i rhiswas a great prejudice to 
the.’TtiHcs, and vetyibeneficiall to the Portugals and Perfians. Whereupon, the Sultan, beeing 
incenfed with thislriew rebellion, and an indignity which the King of,Perjta had done him, re- 
voided his forces,that were appointed for Tranfiluania y o beiinploied againft the rebels of 0 <?Ji* 
and thcPei fians j difpofing of an Army in the garrifons of the Ft on tiers Of Hungary, comman¬ 
ding themtocontain thcmfelues: fo as at this time the Hungarians were freed from the fearc 
of war r e. 

The day for the Aflembly atJta/Jjhnebeing cornu, all the Princes and States of the Empire 
repaired thither, aod.went forth of the City to meet the Emperor ; whom, theyconduced in¬ 
to the Gity with great pomp,as you may reade at large in diuerfc Authors* : , In the beginning 
of thisAflembly, the Emperor deliuerea to them the chief points andreafons why he had cal¬ 
led chem* fettingdown at large the Turks pra&ices tofeife vponTranfiluanU contrary vnto the 
Articles of peace,} the fpoils which he had done, and the preparations which hce had made for 
war j Moreouer, although there were no fear of the Turk, yet ic was neceflary to leuie money 
fcofupply thefromicrgarrifbnswithmunition,andfbrthcbuildingofcwoncw Forts in Cam- 
fit. Wherefore, he intreated the States, that, confidering the common danger, they would 
confent to makefome contribution for the flue next fucceeding yeers, recommending this to 
thcEleftors, Princesand Srarcs. 

%'VweftAnts ^ e f°t e they came to the conclufionof thefe heads, the Deputies of the proteftant Ele&ors, 
fn/tr * petition Princes and Statesof the Empire, prefented a petition of their grieuances vnto him, requiring 
their grit hah- to be eafed (as they had often doncto the Emperor RobvtP h v s) but could not obtain it: 
wtdt £mpe a jj, Jt now, feeing that his Majefty did fo much defire tofettle a peace in the Empire, hcc would 
alfobc careful] to iemoucall obftacles that might hinder it * being the only thing they defired, 
that, being eafed of their grieuances, they might liue friendly and quietly, with the reft of the 
Ele&ors, Pi inccs,and Eftates ofthe Empire. After which, they made a particular: relation of 
all their complaints,concluding again with a petition to the Emperor for the fame j and that if, 
they might be eafed thereof, they promifed to bee ready to aduance any thing that might con¬ 
cern the publike good or his Majefiies dignity. 

The Emperor made anfwer to the Proteftants petition, that hee would take confideration 
thereof* yet admonifhing them not to preferre their ownepriuare intereft before thegenerall 
good of the ftate: but they intreated him, that he would not take it in ill part if they preferred a 
petition of their grieuances • which they could not auoid, for that in the yeer 1608; when they 
would not rake knowledge oftbeir grieuances , the Diet proued fruitlefle. Thus they preffing 
relief,and the Emperor handing firm to his lirft anfwer,they forbare to come to the Afiembly} 
fo that nbthing could beconcludcd* After which the Cathoiiques made a declaration for the 
defenfeof their league,and deliucred it tofomeof the Councell; wher in they inueighed much 
againft the Proteftants of the Vnion, and laboured to lay the blame of all the miferics on them, 
making a long repetition of their grieuances: which contentions troubled the whole aflembly 
for a long time. 

During thefe fruitlefic contentions at the Diet of newes canie vnto the Emperor, 

that the Turks had made an irruption into Tranfiluania. Wee hauc formerly made mentipnqf 
the tyranny ofG a b r i i i B a t t o r i in thefe Countries, and how much he had opprefled 
the Saxon Cities .‘.wherefore, hauwg by this means diuerted the mindes of rheNobility and 
others,; B a thum Gabor, who (fleeing his cruelty) had lined hitherto in exile, imbra- 
cingt.his occafion, repaired to the gtand Seignior, and folicited him to expel! Battori out 
Betttcm Ga* of Tranfiluania, and to fubftitute him in his place j pi omifing to be his vaflall and tributary, and 
T^ttofTrdn- *° ^?bucr into his hands lifpa y Qmu y and certain other Forts. The Sultan, yeelding to his rc- 
fiuAmA i>y the qiieft, commanded Sander Bafha to expell Battou : whereupon,he entred TmfiluA* 
TwA. tiia with agreat Aimy, and took diuerfc places, being accompanied by B b t jh l s m. Bat- 

tor i^aduertifedheerof.fent Is.tv an his Generali with a great Army to encounter him: 
v but, being terrified withtheir numbers, he returned, perfwading B a t, t o r x to prouide for 

bisfafety. There entted another Bafha into Tranftluani^ by the ftraights of the mountains not 

farre 



farrefrom Cronijlad, hauing defeated the Zecclerians who kept thofe pafTages } foas in a raaner i$i 

all Tranfiluania was in the Turks power. In the mean time, the Turks in Hungary forced many * 
villages to take the oathofobcdience to the Sultan} carrying away all their goods andcattell 
that refufed it. T he Balha of Kjigm hauing notice that they cried To Arms In Hungary, Beke- 
pjidand Siieftd-, to fuppreffe thefe infolencies, fenr an Ambaffador to Caftma to F o r. t gats i 

Generali of the Army 5 affuring him, that all thefe things were vnknowne to him, and that hee 
was willing to entertain the peace with the King of Hungary & the Roman Empir^ that Ba ; t- 
t o r i had been the caufe of all thefe troubles ; whom the Sultan required to haue’puniflit for 
his tyranny: but he would not attend and fight with the Turks, but fled vnto Varadine- faying, 
that heedidit tothe end that hee fliould not fall away from the Emperor, whofe aide hee had 
implored. * 

The PalatineofHungaryind Fo r t o a t s i lent him fome fuccours, but not fuch as were 
able to rcftorc him} and the rather,for that the whole Prouince depended now vpon B a t h- 
1 mu G A B o R : who foon after was appointed Prince of Tranfiluania by Sa nc hr Bafha- 
with this admonition, that being taught by the example of Bat tori, he fhould not follow 
his rteps 5 that he fhould chufe his Counfcllors out ot TranJUuania and Hungary ^ and fhould doo 
nothing without the Sultans priuity. He laboured to free the further Hungary from the fear oF 
intiafion 5 the Bafha writing to Fortoatsi, that he had onely charge from the Sultan, to 
expelt B a t t o r x out of Tranjiluania, 

The Diet at Ratishne hauing been prorogued vntill the thirtith of September, the Emperor the 
came and made an ample relation of all that had pad in Tranjiluania. He carneftly intreated all 
the Electors, Princes and States, that as he himfclf had fb much preferred the publike good of iff At ***** 
the Empire, that leauing his owne hereditary Prouince*, he had come thither not without the ^ 
hazard of his life by reafon of the plague 5 fo they would fall into confiderarion of their com¬ 
mon danger, and raife a certain fummeof money for forty moneths, to refift the common ene¬ 
my; who, hearing of their readineffe, might be diuerted from his enterpi ifes: but,after much 
debating of thefe bufinelfes, the Aflembly was prorogued till another meeting. 

The Empeiror remaining with bis Court at Zint^an Ambaflador came from Mufmy ; who, 
hauing deliucred his Piefents,faid, that Michael F i n d r o v i t i v s the great Duke of 
\MttJmyfittued from the great Dukes of Mufmy, and chofen to that Empire by thegenerall 
confent of all the Nobles ,de fired to continue thcloueand friend/hip which the Emperors his 
Predccefloi s had with that ftatc 5 and that he would diffwade the King of Poland from his vniuft 
attempts againft Mufcouy ; and be a means that (hauing releafed fome Noble-men which hee 
held prifoners) he would liue in peace with them. The Emperor, promifing to beea mediator 
betwixt him and the King of Poland, difinift his Ambaflador with rewards. 

. B a t t o r i continued at yaradim. The Gouerner of Taccay brought him fuccours in the 
King of Hungary's name; who, hearing what numbers hee had brought, faid, that they would 
preuaii nothing againft the Turks forces ; fending prefently meflengers to Tirriauia and other 
places for greater fupplics. In the meantime hedifdained the Gouerners company } refoluing 
if he could obtain no greater forces, to make his compofition with the Turks,and to yield them 
that Fort for his veditution. The Gouerner, vnderftandingthis^ conferred with his friends; 
where they refolued to cut off this incumber, dealing with the Groom of his chamber to kill 
him as he flept: but when that fucceeded not, he perfwaded him to go out ofthe gates to view 
the Army 5 where he was (hot by his owne fouldiers. The tumult being ended, they took con- GabrielBatw- 
fultation with the Gouerner of Varadine to preferue the place for the Emperor: yet he perfwa- ri prince of J 
ded them not to put any garrifon into the Caftle, left the Turks Ihould come and befiegeit. Yet 
foonafter, heyeelded it vp to B h t h l b m Q a b o r. ^ m ‘ 

Battori beingflain,the Turks left Tranfiluania. Bbthlbm Gabor called the E- 
ftates to Claufenbourg: where they firft of all reftored all men that had been banilbed by B a r- ' 

tori. They concluded free exercife of religion ; that the Prince fhould acknowledge the J 
Sultan for his fuperior ; that he fhould entertain peace with his neighbours, efpecially the Ro¬ 
man Emperor 5 that he fhould make a league with the Princes of eMoldauia and Valacbia 5 that he 
fhould chufe his Councell out of three nations,and do nothing without their priuity; that he 
fhould maintain all the antient priuiledges j that he fhould maintain iuftice 5 and that he fhould 
not hinder the free election ofa Prince whom the Sultan fhould confirm. There were many o- 
rher Articles concluded at this Affcmbly, which arctoo longto relate. After which, Beth- 
lbm wrote Lettcrsrto the Palatine of Hungary, of all his proceedings in this a&ion^conclu- 
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dingthat he was aduertifed, there were fomc that prefumed to inuade fomc places belonging 
to that Frouincc;: the which he admonifhed them not to attempt, feeing that he was ready to 
perforin all go.od offices, to theEmperour, and King of Hungary: Bur, if they did continue in 
their defignes, he would not diftemble 5 but that he, and the Sultan in like manner, were bound 
by path to defend them, who would haue as great a care as himfclf of the Prouince, and would 
neqer fuffer any thing to be drawne away. Wherefore heintreated him, for the loue of his 
Countrcy, and of.Peace, to command all his Goucrnours and Captaines, not to attempt any 
thing, 1 wherby any combuftions or alterations might arife, but cijery man to enioy his owne 
in Peace. 

The Turfa ad- 'There werefome yet remaining in Tranfiltunta , who, allied to B aw or i, had raifed 
rnmfl) the Sttts fomc tumults 5 and fome,dcfirous to draw that Prouince to the Emperour, had taken Httji and 
i T tTd!he4i 4 rpflie Other places in his name. The Sultan, hearing this, fent his Lrtters to the Noble-men 
rI 2 /,-BetWem and.States, letting them vnderftand, that when as Tra»ftl« 4 »iAyec\dcd obedience to his prede- 
ceffors and him, they lined in quiet 5 and had often craued aide from him, and obtained it. 
concluding that he had made Bbthiim Gabor, their Prince, to gouerne the Prouince 
vnder his protection : Bur, heartogthere were many things done on C^ejarj fide againft 
the Peace, and many Townes and Forts taken i he had fully refolued not to fpoile any Fort in 
Tranfilruma, nor to doe wrong to any man,nor yet to fuffer any man to doe it, but would de¬ 
fend that Prouince with all his power. Wherefore he defired the Emperour fhould know 
thatifhc would haue this Peaccinuiolable, hc/hould prefentiy make refiitution ofthe faid pla¬ 
ces, to the Prince of Tranjiluama , or elfe fignifie his mind vnto him by Letters. r 

'The Emp.contmuing at L««*>cald an Affembly of his hereditary Countris & Produces,w*. 
Bohemians, Auftrians, Stirians, Carinthians, Carniolans, Silefians, Lufatians , Moravians 
prnrTum, a «d Hungarians: To whom he propounded, that the Peace had been broken by the Tiukcs’, 
by their many incur/ions, carrying away men and cattell, and committing many other infolen- 
ciesin hoftile manner: And the rather, chat befides raUchia, and Moldmf they had now of late 
feized vpon Tnnftluama, and fortified it with Garrifons, vnder the command of Bethlem 
G a .b o r ; that they had affembled the Eftates, and admonifhed the Emperour by Letters not 
to meddle with it. 

In the end, hemademention of B r r harms defigne,hauing madehimfelfe a vaffaile to 
thcTnrkes,totheendthe Prouince might be vnited vnto them. Wherefore considering how 
preiudiciall it was to the Chriftian ftate, and bchoouefull for theTurkes, he held it nccefltry by 
all meanes to be recouered, feeingthetime was very fit to make warrevponeither of them. It 
was further demanded, feeing the Sultan did challenge this Prouince ashisownc, and would 1 
not fuffer the Germans ±\o pi eferibeany lawes to the Tranfiluanians, what he fhould anfvvere ! 
in this point,That if aTurkilh Ambalfador,contrary to the expreffe conditions of Peace, and I 
inihu6tcd with no charge , fhould come, and thatthc Sultan fhould refufe to confirm the fixt I 
Article ofthe Tranfaflion; whether this Ambaffadour were to bcadmitted, and his Letters to | 
beaccepted by theEmperour. The laftqtieftion was, whether they Ihould make anew Tranf- 
a&ion with the Sultan, when as he would nor Band to the firII 5 and how they fhould procccdc 
in the bufinefie of tMoUauia, rakchia and Trmflmnia s and what they fhould doc, if HUHWJ in 
like lore fhould be inuaded before an Aflembly.The Hungarians made anfwere, that they ! 
thought it fit to deuife fome meanes how the Tranfa<ftion made betwixt the Sultan, and the de- 
cealed Emperor might ftand firme,and the Emperours authority maintained; and as for future I 
ncceffity, it was fit fome meanes wereprouided for neceffary defence. 

The inhabitants of Womeshzd many yeers complained ofthe intolerable vfury ofthe lews: 
The Citizens defired much to be freed from this vnncccfiary loadc, and to be vnburthened of 
W TZSmS thcir In tc refts. intreating the Senate,to punifh their frauds as it was fit. The Senate therefore, 
f meaning tofetdowne fome courfe, made a new Editt: but the Iewes defiring to preuent them, 

fentaPetition to theEmperour- who, defiring to be better inftrufted in theoaule, required to 
haue all the Ads fent vnto him, with the priuiledges of the City concerning the Iewes,which 
had been granted by former Emperors. 

In the meane time, the caufe was referred to the Imperial! Chamber ; and a penall iniun- 
aion lent, to pay againc vnto the Citiiens, whatfoeucr they had exacted , contrary to the 
conftitution of theEmpire. In the end, there was a decree made, whereby theSenate was in- 
inioyned bythe Emperours authority, vpon a penaltie of i oooo marks ofGold,prefcntlyafcer 
the receitc theof, to reduce all vfury, both future, and that which was pall,and not paid> to fiue 
' in 



inthehundred 5 and thauhey ihould fuflfer them to make a defalcation of chat which waspaft, 
vnleflc they wouldincurre the faid penalty. This Edi& svas publifhed inO&ober thcycer be- 

forewhich pufthe Citizens in good hope chat all things would be well compoundcd.Butfm- 
ding their hopes fruftj ate, in the enc^they refolued to caft all the Iewes out of Worms j the which 
they put in execution vpon the feuenth of April, being Eafter Munday; at which time, fome 
200 of them coming together into the market place, they fent feuenteen into the Iewes ftreer, 
to let them vnderftand, that they muft prefcntly depart the City,carrying with them.what they 
held moft prctiouSjthe reft Ihould be put in Inuentory; and whatfoeucr they had recouered by 
judgement,fliOuld be reftored to them. Hauing receiued this mefiagC,they packed away with¬ 
in one houre,nuich lamenting their hard fortunes. The Magiftratcs blamed the Citiiens fox 
this attempt and they cdnftantly maintained the action: and after their departure they ruined 
their monuments.their Temple, and whatfoeucr belonged to the lewilh Ceremony, i ■: 

In May, the EmpcrOx being at Vienna, there came a Turkifh Ambaffador, attended with a the peace ^ 
great train. Beitig brought to the Emperor, he deliucred bis Prefents which were many, with 
his Letters; containing in fubftance, thatthe Sultan defired much to maintain the peace with ftm nn A the' 
the Emperor, and that he Ihould fend Commiflioncrs to the Frontiers, as he would do, to take zM. 

View ofthe wrongs which had'bcendoneon either fide, and tomakefatisfa^ion. TheEmpe- 
tor, hauing heard his Ambaflage, went to Prague* and left certain CounfcIIors to treat with 
him touebingthe confirmation of the peace 3 who (aid, the Sultan hadgiueii him great charge 
to aduance it, for that, being ingaged in diuerfe warres, hce could not attend all together ; that 
the tonnes of Emir, Gouerner of relying vpon the Perfians aid, had lately flaine the 
BafliaofDiwifwjandthcfonneof N as s v rBathahadbeenftranglcdin Aft*, where they 
put all to fire and fword. The King of Perju in like manner did not abftain from Arms : and the 
Coflacks of /madid much annoy his fubiefts. Being thus aftaulted by many,he was forced 
to retire his fouldiers out of Hungary to fend them into A(t*, and to defire a peace with the Em¬ 
peror* the which was concluded vpon thefe conditions .-that the treaty of peace, made in the 
veer i^o^,fhould (land firm; and for that, fincethe timeof thattreaty,therehadbeenmany 
controucrfiesfor the (pace ofeight yeers ,it was agreed, that the peace fiiould bee continued 
for t wenty yeers longer • that, for 150 villages belonging to thcArch-bifhoprickof StrigonUy 
and had been formerly demanded by the Sultan, there fiiould be fixty deliucred 5 that all con- 
trduerfies vpon the Frontiers fiiould be compounded within foure months by Commiflioners 5 
that the goods taken from the Turks at UllMtu* by the Haiduques, fhould be reftored, and the 
Authors punifhed ; the prifoners on cither fide fhould be rcleafed, and the Forts built, during 
thclaft eightyeers ruined; that Priefts,Iefuitsand Monks, might repair their Churches in the 
Turks Territories, and celebrate diuine feruice ♦ that merchants might freely trafficktoCwf- 
Qmimpli, hauing the Emperors Letters-parents to fhew to the Gouerners of the Frontiers and 
to the Ambaflador and Confull refidingthcre • that the tribute once paid, the party might paft 
on freely, and be no more queftioned; that a merchant dying in the T ui ks Kingdom, his goods 
fhouldbe deliucred to thcEmperors Ambaffador at Ccnjlmwople. Thefe Articles were fighed 

by the Commiffioners,and were to be confirmed by both the Emperors. 

* The Empire, after the peace concluded betwixt IUpviphv* and Sultan A c h m a 
had not been afflifted with the heauy burden of forrain warres: yet was it not free from inte- 
ftinccombuftions. The pretenfions for Juliets had drawn all the Electors, Princes and States 
ofthe Empire, into factions: and the troubles of Bruttfwiek , with the mutinies of BrMckfsrd 
and Warmer, had much troubled the Quiet of Germany, The Puke of Brunfwick being dead,thcr 
was hope of a reconciliation betwixt his fbnne and the City ofByunfwicJe, by the mediation of 

theDukeof^«(?w^tbut,ittakingnocffe<a,theDukeprefcntlyraifedanArmy, and he fie- B ^ 
ged it -and the Beficged defended thcmfelues valiantly. The hanfe-towns raifed forces to re- the

AttheinaugurationoftheEmperor Mat Hi A J, there had been fomc controucrfic be¬ 
twixt the Senate and the Citizens of Prartekford ■ the which the A rch-bifiiop of Mm& and the

The yeer before, Sreir.io. c °u°»in (amanfamousfonhegreatfemiceshe 5 
shad done the Empire againft the Turk) hauing called the Bcgc of stream to combate forthat ' 
he had willingly fuffred the Turks to fpoil his lands, was brought in difgracewith the Empe¬ 
ror, and committed to prifon at v(ci»ftad: his feruanrs were put in cuftody, and all his papers & . 
fecrcts fcarchcd by the Emperors command. But, finding nothing wherewith to charge him 
he was releafed, promifing to attempt nothing againft the Emperor nor the houfe of xstidrU •

peror did by afolemn Ad, in fauourofthe Arch duke F b r d i n a h d s and the Arch-duke ! 
F H R D IN A N D in like manner by a folemn Aft did promife reftitution thereof to the King of \ 
Spaint , if he or his Defccndents ofthe right line fliould dy without iflue male .• which fcuerall i 
Ads, being paft at Prague, the Emperor did rati fic and confirm. j. 

rhstMtcf The Emperor, hauing obtained this renunciation from the King of tyai/i, and from Maxi- ! 
bUdT*' M i U a N and A L B B R t V s his brethren, called an Aflembly of the States at Prague: where : 
r4iUt ' ^e chief Chancellor made a fpeech vnro them • that the Emperor,hauing found them fo faith- \ 
full and ready to do him fei uicc, would not oncly be thankfull vnto them during his life, but i 

would alfo endcauour to fettle a future peace in the Kingdome, all caufes ofdifcoid beeing ta¬ 
ken away. Confidering therefore that he was mortall,and being dead the Realm with the Pro- I 
yinces annexed fhould be left without a King, whereby might follow dangerous innouations, f 

he had therefore refolued (after the example of his Predeceflors) to prouidethemagood and ; 
fit King. Wherefoi e,feeing that Maximil ian and Aabbrt his brethren were grownc 
aged, and himfeifnot likely to haue any heirs, he had thought it good to adopt the Arch-duke 
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Fhudinand for his many good parts and vertues, that he might bee fworh and folcmnly 1617 
crowned future King of Bohemia and the rather, for that his brethren would not pretend any 
title to this Kingdom: and the whole houfe of Anflm had giuen their contents to his ele&iono 
Wherefore hee defired theln to chute Ferdinand for rheir future King, and that they 
would appoint a certain day for his Coronation jgiuing them to vndcrftand,chatthc Archduke 
Ferdinand was ready for his part to take the oath,to confirm their pi iuiledges, and per¬ 
form all other things that former Kings were wont to do. 

The States^ hauing confultcd on this propofition, foon after on the ninth of Iunc made art-: 
fwettothe Emperor jgiuing him firftofall great thanks for his Angular care for the peace and 
tranquillity of the Realm oi Bohemia, and highly exrolling the rare ver rues of the Arch-dukc 
Per din and. In the end they concludcd,thac they had chofen the faid Arch-duke for their 
King of Bohemia, and fhat he fhould be proclaimed vpon condition, that if his Maicfty fhould 
dy without any lawful iflue male,he fliould then take vpon him thegouernmeht ofthe Realixi: 
and the day of his Coronation Was appointed on the 29 of Iune. Moreouer,ic was added, that 
he fhould confirm to the States before his Coronation by oath,to maintain all the priuiledges, 
charters, immunities,municipall rights, conftitutions and cuftoraes, as the Emperor and his 
Predeceflors had done • and for that this confirmation, during the Emperors life could not bee 
performed,but muft neccflarily be dcferdtil his death,he fliould a month after deliuer it in wri¬ 
ting to the chief Buvgraue of Prague if he were then liuing,or to thefirft officer of theking- 
dome- Moreouer,before his Coronation he fhould promife to the States by writing, that hee p^nand" 
would not deal with the gouernment, nor attempeany thing without the Emperors confent, cbtftH&mw • 
and the chief officers and Senates j that he fhould reft content till the Emperors death,with the 
titleDfeleriandcrownedKingofJ3i>h^/4:thewhich if hcfhould infringe, the States fliould ™ * 
not be bound to yceld him obedience. After which,the Archduke Fbrdinaand was pro¬ 
claimed King of Bohemia, and crowned with the accuftomed ceremonies. 

This made the hundreth yeer compleat after that Martin Lvtthhr had oppofed ji Mnti* 
the Romifhdo<ftrinc,and propounded his questions at Wittembcrg againft T« z b l i vs his in- ,ht , 
dulgcnces, reducing all to the triallof Gods word. Iohn G s or q », Ele^or of Saxony, si 
Prince ful of zeal and religion,in memory heerof commanded a Iubileto be celebrate throgh- Martin Luther 
out dll his Electorate; writing to the Diuines of Zipjttk, that whereas i*>6 yeers before it had 
pleafed God to ftir vp• M A r t i n Lvthu publikly to oppofc the Popifh doctrines, and to 
begin to reform religion,which had hitherto bin maintaind in al his territories againft their di- 1 

uellifh pra&ices; He had decreed by good aduice to inftitute a folemn feaft, to thank God - the 
which fliould continue 3 daies,from 0<ftob.3i,till Nouemb.2>cotnmartdingth’cm to giue pub- 
Jick notice in their pulpits, to the end the people might prepare themfclues accordingly;that 
vpon the Eue the Pfalms fliould be fung t 'dnd preparation made to receiuc the Communion the 
next day j that on either ofthc feaft daies they fliould haue two Sermons, one in the morning, 
the other in the afternoon,and their Text fpccialiy appointed out ofthc holy Scriptures to that 
vfe. Which Iubile was duely obferued in saxony ^ and in imitation thereof, at Heidelberg in the 
Palatinate, and in other Prouinccs and Cities of the reformed religion, was celebrated with 
great folemnity: and there were piecesof gold and filuer coined, both by the Elector of Saw- 
ay, and by fbme Other Towns,in memory of this foleninity. 

I In the end of this yeer, the States of Hungary were a (Fern bled at Pojfom* or Preshsurg* The *(?,§. ; • 

Emperor went xxsvUim with hiswife and whole Court: but not able to aflift at this Aucmbly 
by reafon of ficknes,he commanded Fbrdi n and. King of Behemia, to fupply his place* 

The reafon of this Aflembly, was, to redreffe many grieuances,atid to chufe.a King who might 
fuccced the Emperor: in which, relation was ihadc to the States of the Emperors gfcat loue 
to Hungary, and his defire to haue bin there prefent,if his infirmities had not preuented his rc- 
folucion i telling them,that as the pea’ccfull gouernment of that Kingdom had bin alwaies dear 
to him,fo he would vfe all means,that (peace being fettled at home and abroad ) jail interrup¬ 
ting occafions might betaken away. And eonficlerino his great age, and the many infirmities 
which did accompany it, he feared that the eftate of Hungary would bee very mifcrable, if hee 
fhould dy before a new King were chofcn to fucCced him, of whom the fafety oftheCountry 
might dcpcnd-which othenvife might be fubie^f to popular tumulrs and the incurfions of their 
neighbours: the which the Etnperour defired might bee preuented. Imitating therefore his 
predeceflors, he requefted they would preuent the calamities of future times, by their prefent 
counfells, and chufea King tofucceedehim, and to take vpon him the gouernment of that

1618 Realmc, if his Maicfty Ihould dy without any lawfull ilfue male: for the effe< 3 ing whereof, 
Maximilian, and Albert Arch-dukes of Aufiria his brethren had not oncly rcnounc’t 
al their pretenfions by Letters to the cro wne of Hungary > but had often intreated him,that(forafi. 
much as they were aged and without children) he would prouide for thcneceflfity of that king. 
dom,by fome other mcanes.Wherefore he held it iuft, profitable, and fit for the goodofthe 
Stace,that Firdikand king of Bohemia^ his cofin Germane (whom his Maiefty for his ex* 
client parts, had adopted for his ion ) /hould be chofen, proclaimed,and crowned Kmgof Hun¬ 
gary by the States. Wherefore he intreated them louingly (the former teafons conefidered) that 
they would chufcand proclaimehis deare chofen fonne, King Fa r din a n d, for kingofHw- 

f 4rjrj affiuing the eftates that King Ferdinand fiiould promife faithfully by bis reuerfall 
.etters, not to meddle with the goiiernment of that Realme,without his malefties exprefle wil, 
and tlieaduiceoftheHungarhns } but/hould content himfelf with the bare title ofUingof/Zun- 
g4ry,vntill that his Imperiall maiefty ftiould otherwise difpofe or dy 3 and if heihould attempt 
any thing to the contrary, the States fiiould be freed from their oath of obedience. Moreoucr: 
that he fhould do any thing for the cohfirmation ofthepri nil edges of the kingdom, liberties 
immunities, and all other things thereunto belonging, as the Emperor^and other kings ofJffuul 
gary hispredeceftors had formerly done. 

Whifft they are about this propofition at VeJfoma y the Proteftant States of Bohemia, made an 
aflemb/y at Prague.the Emperour being abfenc at View, for that his Letters Patents had bcene 
violated. The Archbifiiop of Prague, hauing caufed fomeof the Proteftant Churches to bee 
ruined, and the fubie&s who had complained thereof put in prifon ; fome Counfellors which 
remained at Prague, exceed the fa6t, maintaining that there was nothing done againft the Em¬ 
perors Letters, nor the prouinciallconftitution. The Emperor being aduertifed of this aflem- 
bly, admonilhed them by his Letters to forbeare, hearing that this aftembly was made againft 
The Ewptrtur his perfon: That what had beenedone by the Archbifliop was by his command: That they had 
ZvZdL exceeded the boundes of his Maicfties graunr,and had prefumed to take v pon them the prote&i- 
sutesof on ofbthers fubiefts, inan vniuft caufeagainft his fentencc: That they had complained ofhis 

® Maicfties Letters for the abrogating of the tranfactions, and bringing in fouldicrs into Bohemia, 

whereby they bred ieaioufics in the ignorant people, and had brought him in hatred with his 
faithfull fubieftsiwhereby many dangers,and tumults, might arife in his abfence, which hejne- 
ucr hadexpe<fted from fomeof them: That they had abufed his bounty,and exceeded his grant: 
And that it was their duties to preuent all innouacions and combuftions. He had therefore rc- 
folued,after due inquiry to punifti the authors. In the meane time he commanded them to for¬ 
beare from all aflemblies,vntil he himfelfwere prefent, or did otherwife detennincsThat they 
fiiould not meddle with other folkes bufincfs,nor miniftcrany occafion of fedition and tumult. 

This admonition did fo little preuaile, as the States were the more incenfed, feekihg by all 
meanesto aduance the Affembly, againft thofe that oppofed ic. The day being comn,andthe 
States being aficmbled, with fome ofthe Citizens, out of all the Tribes of Prague, there was a 
Sermon in the Bohemian tongue for the preferuation of Religion,and the Churches not on ely 
in Pragye,but through the wholekingdome againft their malitiousaducrfarics who fought Co 
fubuercthem. On the 23 of May, the Noblemen came onhorfebacketo Court, euery one ha¬ 
uing a feruant with two piftols charged; where they deliuerd their gricuanccs before the coun- 
. cellOrs and chiefe officers of the kingdom.The chiefe Burgraue, and Pophbuy sthegrand 

Prior Of S. Mam a s, did feeme to yceldvnto their requefts: but S l a b at Achiefeludgeof 
ftiUrscAjieut the prouincc,and Smbsansivs oppofed rhemfelues • wherefore the States calling away 
* t heother two » th ^y too]c S XA B A r $ M B 5 A N SIV S, with a Sccretarie,and caft them head- 
1 ‘ ouciat a window, into the court of the Caftlefthe w hich was very deepe, yet by the will 

ofGod they werepieferucdaliue.Theregrewprefently in the caftlea great amazement and tu- 
mult : whereupon fome oftheStates, and among them the Earle of Thurrt, went through the 
city on horfeback, pferfwading the people not to fcare,nor to attempt any thing, proofing that 
no manfhould be wrongd;and that they would maintain what had been done,and prefently ad- 
uertife the Emperor thereof. The people being pacified and the chiefe Burgraue conduced 
quietly to his lodg!ng,the States did binde the officers of the caftle,with thegouemer,and por¬ 
ters ahd all the inhabitants of the three townes of Prague jinto them by oath: and meeting daily 
in thepfouincial chamber,being guarded by 800 /hot,they made a leaguemromi/ing to fight a- 
gainft the common enemies 0 f God, the King, and Religion* and in that caufe to liue 

anddy* to which end they prouided for the leuyingofa good Army. ^

Afccrthisjthey madea decree againft the Ie/uits,as the Authors of all the mifoies and afflic- 
tions which had hapned in Bohemia and in many ocher Realms & States of Ghriftendom ycom* 
paring them to the Templars, and faying that they had incited murderers to kill Kings, .which 
would not liue after their manner, that they meddled with affairs of State, and held all them | 

hcreticks which were not Roman Catholicks-thatthey had flanderoufly dcfamcd the 
ftant States, and had made an explication contrary to the Letters of pacification mode rn the 
yeer 160p j that they had drawn the whole Countrcy into the hubds of certain perfi(|iousr^a- 
tholicks,by whole practices the Country was^n danger of ruinc. For which caufe$itheyb<|ni- 
nifht them for euer out of the Realm of Bohemia^ enioyning them to depart within eight 
and neucr to rerurn: and to keep them from fpoil during the time prefixed, they fet y o mu$Ve- 
tiers before their Colledge and Church. As for the other religious Orders,thc faid Statestpok 
them into their proteftion - and the Earl of 7 hum prouided daily to hauc the begging Friers fc 
the Cappucbens fupplied withvi<ftuals. ; rf. 

The Emperor, hearing of thefe alterations, wrote to them,that he could not allow of that, jj ttM 
which rhey had done in the Cattle of Prague againft the Counfellers of State, before they had *<> 

been accufed and heard; that they ought not to hauc made fo great leuies of fouldiers without 
his priuity (feeing that no man declared himfelf their enemy) nor by confequencc to aduancc J ’ ^ 
the ruine of Innocents,who knew not to what end all this tended • wherefore he enioind'Vhem 
to difmifie their fouldiers, and not to attempt any thing againft the ordinanceSof the Realm- 
that he would not conceal,that,hearing of their preparation to Arms, he had alfo commanded 
leuies to be made, as well for thedefenfe of the Realm of Bohemia and ofhis faithfull fubieifts,as 
for the maintenance of the rank & authority which he held: yet he afiiired himfelf they would 
rather imbrace peace than war, and not force him by their difobedience to come to Arms ^t|ie 
which he would willingly forbear ifthey would perform their duties. . . T 

The Emperor, feeing be could prenail nothing by his Letters and declarations, and that thff UnAto tbifriii? 
Proteftant States of Bohemia prepared ftill to Arms, therefore wrote his Letters to the Elector?,- tcsA»Jstdtit ‘ 
Princes, and other States of the Empire,thereby to hinder them from makingany leuies in the f f (he£m ^ 
faid States • aduertifing them of all that had hapnedin the Caftle of Prague- and. that the authors 
pfthefecombuftions-difdainingallobcdicnce,and making naaccounc of his remonftran.ee]?* 
perfifted ftill in in their firft refoiution • and that to the prejudice and contempt of his Imperial! 

Maiefty, and ofhis foueraign dignity of King of Bohemia^ they leuied foldiers from allparts^yea

yeeld the towne vnto him, if not hee would put all to fire and fword; That it was not 
(itt' that hec being Emperour (bould endure theft indignities: Wherefore hec was for¬ 
ce dto commaunde the Leaders of his Army to enter ipeedily into Bohemia , to defend his faith- 
full fubie&s from all oppreflion:whereof he thoyghtgood to aduertife them, that by the con- 
i{deration of theruines which would follow this war , they might defift from their enterprise, 
and thereby auoid the aflured ruinc, which threatned them and theirs. 

. , To this Letter the Directors made anfwere,protefting that the Earle ofTbnrn had not com- 

tb?Sill it mitted any fpoiles about ^dw/jftjbut onely aduertifed the inhabitants not roentertaine any 
thr Mmfcrtn ftrange fouldicrsfThat he could not doc lefle then fignifie thefe defences vnto thera,being con- 
form able to the ordinances of the Realms That in cafe they would difmiffe their fouldieis and 
rCteilie no new garrifon into their to wne,thc eftates would forget that which was part- But ha- 
uingmadc rcfufail,and declared thcmfelues enemies to the countrcy, it was no wonder if the 
Earle had vfed fomethreats, although he had no intent to hurt them ; Whereof the towneof 
Cremlan was a good example, whereas they forced not any man, nor put any fbuldicrs into the 
towne, for mac they hadobeyed,and difmift their garrifon 5 and therefore it was notneedfull, 
thatthe Emperour (hould draw an Army into Bohemia, in regard of Budnitx>, hoping that hec 
wouldneuer willingly confent thereunto, not giue way to the pernitious counfels oftheir ene¬ 
mies; After this there were other replyes and anfwcrcs, touching the bringing in of forces into 
Bohemia, which I cannot mild vpon.

The Emperours Army coniifted of 10000 horfe and foote, with many commanders and 
Captaincs : as the Earles of Buebeim , Tamfierre, and CeUlte, Hinrt Ivins of Landem-

Troops, and /hould be General! j the which in the beginning bred Come iealou/ic, and cro/Ted i6xS 
their de/ignes. It was bruited they meant to befiegc^^ Prague-, whcic the Inhabitants laboured 
daily in the fortifications ofthe new Town: yetthis Army did nothing burpreferueitfelf and 
Budvitt,. The Earl of Tampierre had coramandemenrfrom theEmperor to enter with his Ar~ 
my into Bohemia,and to croffetheEailof tburns defignes vpon Budvitz. Coming to Bijlritz, 
it ycelded 5 into which he put a garrifon, thinking to do the like at Neubaus: but hee was pre-* 
uented by a garrifon the Earl oi Thorn had put into the Town and CaUle. Whereupon the foul- . 

diers fired thefuburbs jgiuingnew occafionof diftontenc to the Proteftantsagainft theEmp. 

Some fewe dates after, he attempted to force by Petard: buthe was forced to retire »zjw b tkmri* 

Notwithftanding this difgrace, he entred further into Bohemia and 
took Pilgrnm and Palm. He had a dcfignc rofeife on lome place vpon the riucr Saftua within

M a x 1 m 1 l. they tookc counfell to rcmouc Cardinall Cibjblivs from Court, fending fehus/ent C4£- 
bim word to come vnto the Caftle at two ofthe clock in the after-noone, on the 20 of Iuly: t,t,cimrir * ll ° 
whereupon he took his Coach with the Popes Nuncio , hauin g much priuate difeourft with 
him-, where being arriued, hedifmiftthcNuntio,and wenttowardsthe Arch dukes Cabinet. 

Being rncr vpon the way, he was giuen to vndcrftand that the Arch-duke was not well, and defi- 
red to be excufed ; and being led into another room e, he was cold that the houfeof Auftrh had 
decreed (with the Popesconfcnt)not to fuffer him any longerin Court, for his bad gouerne- 
ment in the Prouince, and.many other caufes: wbercfoielayingafidchis Cardinals habir, he 
fhould take an ordinary black gownc (which was offered him) and /hould prefently follow fuch 
as attended for him. The Cardinal (who could trot auoide it by any proteftations) was prefently 
conueyed by a fecret paffage to a Coach, and fo conduced vnto the confines of Stiria, and from 
thence to Tiroll, with 200 horfe. His fecretaty and feruants (who attended for him in the 
Court) werecald into the Arch-dukes Cabinet, where being commanded to dcliuer the Car¬ 
dinals keyes,they were committed. This was done with fuch fecrecy, as no man difeouered it 
in Court, neither did the Cardinals feruants know it, vntill at night they faw their Lords houft 
fearcht.and his goods feized. The Cardinal being fent away; the King and the Arch-duke went 
vnto the Emperor, whom they made acquainted with what had paft. 

In Bohemia the Proteftant States, feeing the infolcncies which the Impcrialifts had commit¬ 
ted, wrote vnto the Emperor, and to the Ele&ors Palatincand ofsaxony, and to the Proteftant 
States of Si/e/Sa, to make their complaints ofthe infolenciesand violences which had bin done • 

And they did alfo write vntoking Fbkdihan d, and to the Arch-duke M a x i m i l i a N,to 
moue his Imperiall Maiefty to giue care vnto a good Peace. 

All theProteftant Princes and States of Germany, or neighbors to Bohemia, afliftcd them with . • 
men, money, or counfell, except the Ele&or of Saxony j who did all good officesto reconcile VZILZirk 
this quarell, being a friend to the houfe of Aufiria. The Protcftants of Morauia and Silefia in the the P voceflautt 
beginning fent Ambafladors to the Emperor and the Proteftant Dirc&orsat Prague, The Mo- 
rauiansimploiedthemfelueseffe^ually to procure a peace, and refufed to aid the Protcftants 
of Bohemia : but at the y eers end they changed their opinion. As for the Princes and Proteftant 
States of Silefia,they made fhew to haue a particular intereft in this war with the Bohemians- to 
whom theyfent 6000 horfe and foot. They pubiifht a declaration to iuftifie their aCtion-con- 
dudingj that they found this trouble was meet Iy by rcafon of the contraucntionsand perfecu^-. 
tibns madefor religion 5 the Catholicks hauing rafed the Protcftants Temples,and committed 
them to prifon which had built them 5 that the Emperors Officers, of caufcs of religion made 
crimes of rebellion - that the Proteftant* of Bohemia had furprifed Letters of the Iefuits - contai- 
ningvthat The time war come that Bohemia would he afjnredfor the Catholicks, and that the Fretefiants 
would fodepriuedoftheir priuiltdges •, and the edittsfor the peace ifreligion, moked'. the which thefaid 
Iefuits had often preacht in their Sermons: that ifthe Princes and States of Silefia kad knowne 
there had bin any other adfion againft the Bohemians but for religion , they would not hauc 
fucfco.ured them; defiring abouc all things to be moft obedient to the Emperor.

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M.arqucfie of lAgtrn&oiff and the SilefiAm, the Earle of Bucquoy made an enterprifevponthe i6t8 
Towneand Caftle of Neubaus, meaning to furprize it by night 3 but it fucceeded not, forhee 
found the garri/on and inhabitants readie in Armes, fo as heedurft not attempt to battcr.iri 
TheEarlcof Thurn hauing ioy ned with the Silejim , being within twenty fouvchourcs march, 
he returned with his troupes ro Buduitx. TheEai leof T^mrhauingrecouered Pilgram,\vith. tie n^h of 
all the places which Tampierrk had taken at his entrie into Bohemia , he made his Arniie T ,cs 
to turne head, to charge the Earle of Bucquy in his lodging at Camnits; whereof beeing ad- TXof * ’* 
uertifed he cau fed his troupes prefently to retume towards Budu 'tts : yet he could not doeitv Buc^y. 
fo (peedily, but the Proteftants Fore-ward. came to skirmilh with the,Rere-ward of the Im- ' 
peridifts, whereas B v g qj/ o y had fome difficulty to retire his Cannon : and. if he had not 
broken abridge, and lodged fome Harquebuziers in a wood, where the Proteftants were to 
pafle, he had bccne in danger to haue beene defeated.

After this exploit thcEarlc of Thurne hearing there were 30 waggons comming from View 
to Buduitz, with a*comioy of 800 men ,he laied an ambufh for thtm : which charging them TrZfllml 
within a mile of Bufaitz ,they put the fouldiers to flight, and took the waggons. The fiege con¬ 
tinued Hill at Pilfen :where hauing made a breach they wefe vpon tearmes of compofition, but 
theinhabiranrsgreivobftinare; whereupon M a n ds field doubted his batteries,and made 
a great breach right againft a houfe which the Emperor Rod v lph v s had built 3 the which 
the fouldiers took by aflault and lodged there. Yet the inhabitants and garrifon annoyed them 
much from S.Bartholmhvvs Church,apd began to fet fire on their houfes to keep them 
from pafling; lb as all things tended to a great ruine and dc/oIation,if God in an inftant had not 
mollified their hearts on cither fide.

confequence thereof, fetit to aduife the Burgefies and fouldiers not to lofc themfelues, and the obeAL 
that there was meancs togiue them an honourable compofition: that the Burgeftes fiiould bee Znms'J*^' 
preferued in their goods and liberties,ioyning to the vnion of the Proteftant eftates,carry ing all " %

jiild: Asfor the fouldiers (ifthey would not feruethe States) they fhoulddepart with 
their Armes and bee conduced to a place of Zafety: andfothetownewas ycelded the next 
day vnto Count M a w d s field, and fome of the fouldiers followed the Prote¬ 
ftants Army* 

After the taking of Pilfen ^all the towns of BohemiA yielded to the Proteftant Eftates, except 
BnJwtz, and fome few places thereabouts, which were couered by the Imperiall Armie: and 
the Earle of Bucquoy extending his limits cook Cromku , which he mand with a good garrifon, crmUnufyn 
Winter being fan e aduane’e, the Directors lodged part ofthe Earle of Thurn’$ footmen in IVtty- 1

/hoiild be imputed to thofe which gaue him countell ro warre, who fhould now finds meancs 
toffee their countrcy from fo many affli&ions: Thatthey would notaduize his Imperiall Ma- 
iefty to begins warre, knowing that the.end is alwaies doubtfull, and the errors irreparable s

In the beginning of the yeere, the Emperour wrote his Letters to the Directors of Bohemia, 
to in'ducethem toaMpenfion of Arms 5 and the hie ft or of Saxony (to whom the Emperor had 
referred the conditions)fent his Ambaffadour alfo to the Directors, to know their will 2 But, ifiijj; 
they excufed themfelucs,that they could not giueany anfwere,without the aduice of the States 
of Silejid .: Yctaftcrwards they fent him an anfwere, and intreated him to confidcr well how 
this fufpenfion might be made, and vpon whataflurance, that it fhould not be violated • For,all 
thefe troubles (faid they) hay no other beginning, but for promifes made and not obterued : 

That the Earle of Bucquoy , Generallofthe At my, was a ftranger;and had no dignity in the Ror 
maneEmpire : That hauing many times cranfgreft cuen the Emperors commandcmcnts, and 
continhed thebui ningsini^wWjhemight when he pleafedbreake thefufpenfion: And that 

in thelaft troubles of Anjlria, during the Truce, the Earle of Tamfurre had tranfgrcft 5 to whom 
they only made a verballrcprehenfion. Hereupon the Ele&or of Saxony, feeing the Emperor 
with the States of Morauia , Silefia and ^Aupria, defire a treaty for the concluding a peacewith 
the Bohemians 5 he appointed the place of meeting in the Town offgr^on thefouretcenthof 
April : whereof he aduertifed the Direftors of Bohemia. 

The Emperor was much incenfcd againft Count Ernist of Mindsftldt^ho had comman- Trt ; cr k t ; in 
ded the Proteftants Army at the fiege of Pilfen ‘ whereupon, hee caufed a pro/cription or ba- tbetJu 1 
nifhment to be fetvpagainft him in allthe publike places of Henna . intimating, that whereas Ma fl d * fcWf . 
by the Imperiall conftitutions, all men of what dignity or quality foeucr were forbidden to 
carry Armes againft the Emperor, or againft any State of the Empire vpon paihe of ProIcriptJ- 
on j to the end that the Peace of the Empire might be the more rcligioufly obferued : yet ic 
was notorious, that E n n b s t of Mandsfeldthad not only leuied fouldiers without his priui- 
ty, conduced them into Bohemia , and imployed them againft his faithfull fubie&s 5 but alfo had 
befieged and forced the Towne of Pilfen, whereby he had incurred the punishments inflicted 
by the faid conftitutions : Wherefore according to the fame he declared him aProicript 
and banifhed man, abandoning his life andgoods to him that could take them. 

TheDircdiors of Bohemia, being aduertifed that they leuied in Plunders fix thoufand Foote 
and two thoufand Hbrle for the Emperour* they fentforth a commandement, That all Bo¬ 
hemians, hauing attained the age of twenty yeers, Ihould be ready in Armes ; the Caualiers 
with two horfes, and the Souldiers with their Musket or Harquebuze, and reduce themfelues 
into companies. Moreouer, they gaue them to vnderftand, that touching the fulpenfion pro¬ 
pounded by the Emperour, there had been nothing concluded by the Elector of saxony, wftb 
had only faid that the Aftembly to treate of a Peace fhould be held at Egt a , and that they 
fliouia begin by afufpenfion of Armes * the which was not very certain to be concluded, for 
that the Earle of Tampierre ,]hauing leuied new troupes, had renewed his incurfions^putting all to 
fire and fword as he paft, and that comming into the towne of Grdetfen , and not able to take the 
CaRlcihchad fet fire of the Town.Otnhc tenth of March one thoufand fix hundred nineteen, 
the Emperour Mathias died in his Caftlc at pfc»w,bcing fixty two yeers old and fifrcenc 
daies. Afcerwhich Fhiduick the'Eledor Palatine * and the Elcftors of Saxony , being ThtJcdthof < 
Viceroyesofthe Empire during the vacancy, wrote their Letters vnto all the Princes and thtumferir 1 
States of the Empire, in their fcuerall Iuiifdi<ftions,for the maintenance of the Peace ofthe Em- Mathu8 * 
pire, vntill the Elc<ftion of a new Emperor. 

The Proteftant States of Bohemia, by their decree, had expelled the Iefuites out of Prague; ■ . 
and out ofthe whole ReaIme,who retired to Brin in oWW*w/4,which is a member of the Crown 
of Bohemia : Into the which the old Earle of Thurn wbs now entred with an Army,to draw them 
into an offenfiue and defenfiue league with theBohemiansjVridcr fauour of whofe Armes the 
Proteftants ol Mcrauiafent their Deputies to an affembiy at Srieim. TheCardinall of Ditrijlein; 
who wasgreat Matter and Captaine generall of Moram for F er d i n an d, had called an at- 
fcmbly of the Catholiquc States at Brin, and with the faid Cardinall ioyned the Senate, the TheBerhof 
Princeof Lichtenjle'm, the Baron of Ttaro tine and others, who would gladly haue maintained T kurntmli 
their Faith to Fbrdinan d, but they wanted forces to make good their authority : For the 
Burgeifies and Towne-houfe enclirted to the Proteftants, whofe deputies came with a conuoy 
of 806 horfc from Smim to the gates of Brin - where they entred the third of May, and went 
prelently to Councell: and foon after the Townefmen went to Arms, drawing in 7 Cornets of 
German horfe-men : Then they feized Vpon thekeyes of the Towne, the Ports, Bulwarkes* 
and all the approaches’. v 

After 
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i* *9 After this, the Pi oteftant States came from Councell to the market-place s Where inmro- 

ne< 3 by the ToWncfiMen they inuited one another to take an Oath there puhlik&ly In the fight 
ofheaucn,to maintqinc the liberty of Religion,the auchoriry of the States and their priuiledges. 
From thence they went to the Cardihall, to the Prince of Licfftentfein, T&rctin, and other Ko- 
blemeh Catholiqucs,being in their feuerall lodgings: who feeing this alteration and apprehen¬ 
ding the danger, gaue them to vnderftand, that they defired Peace, and to maintain themfdues 
vnited with the Proteftants, for the preferuationof the authority of the States, But this could 
not fatisfie them t For in the end they commanded the Cardinall to forbeafe to call himfolfe 
Captaine generall of Morauk, or to execute the charge, which he promifed-to doe j and alio to 
fend back his Gommiflion to King Ferdinand, andtbremaine vnited to the will of the 
Stated And it is written that the fame night of the third of May, they fent a Commandement 
vntorhe Cardinallandto T z e not * not to goe out of their lodgings vpon paineofdcath, 
c^r^iDitti- placing guards about them. 

«c<n w Tzc- The next day, they changed all cheofficerg > depofod thc;Papifticali Senator, and placed 

Iri/ZrJljlbl Proteftants. In ihe end, they made an irreuocable Decree to banifli the Iefuites out of Brin 
Pretcpnts, an d Merauta,as the Bohemians had formerly done : And on the laft of Iuly following, a gene¬ 

rall League was concluded betweene the Proteftants of Bohemia,Silcjia, Moram and Lufatk,\p - 
on certain Articles, which are too long to relate. 

The Directors had refolued to preffe the States ofMorauia to chafe the lefuites out of their 
Prouince, for two reafons which moued them. Firft, That fince they had been chafed out of 
Bohemk i, they had pra&ifed to breakc the vnion and correfpondency which the State of Bohemk 
"TheitfuUt ex - had with the S rates ofMorauia, and their neighbours: And Secondly, Thatrhey animated the 
pelltd p CO p[ e to hold good for the h oufo of t^/iujlrk. Whereupon, the Dirc$ors of Bohemk made a 

Proclamation in Brin with the con font of the Magiftf ace, that the lefuites ffiould depart out of 
Merauk within fifteen daies,vpon paine of corporall punifhment : But,for that it was not made 
in the name of the States of Merauk, the Ie/uites regarded it nor. Whereupon the Dire&ors 
of Bohemk 'lent two Commiflaiies , who(fauoiucdby thcMagiftrarcsof^r/>) went directly 
to the Iefuits Colledge * and finding them ready to fit downe to dinner, commanded them in 
the name of the States of Bohemia to depart the Towne p refen dy. The Iefuits de fired leaue to 
take their-refe&ion: which being denied,they were forced to pack vp their baggage and begon. 
Before they were a league out of Brin their Colledge was on fire, and burnt with fuch violence 
as it was-wholly confumed, and Tome twenty houfes adioyning. The Proteftants faid that it 
was a pra&ice of the Iefuits to mine the Towne of Brin : and the lefuites on the other fide af¬ 
firmed, that the Proteftants had fot it on fire to inccnfc the people, to mafiacre both them and 
the Catholiques. 

TheEaileofr^wwaftertheEmpcroursdeathvpon an aduertifoment giuen him by the 
Proteftants of yyiufrk, of an enterprife vpon Vienna (which they held allured by reafon of the 
7heexploits«f great intelligence they had with them of their Religion ) being entred into \Mufiria, hee 
ihtjrtiptmh. Yvas aduereized vpon the way that the enterprife was difeoueredi which made him rcturne 
into Bohemia, hauing reqeiued fomc lofie by the Imperialifts. The Earle Of Bucquoj , being in 
Buduits^ with fome forces more then ordinary, hauing rcceiucd the Troupes of Hungary, and 
1000 hoi fo from the Low-countries, he refolued togoe out Budvitz, with his Army to aftaile 
the Caftleof2^4fc/ftr; the which being fummoned yeclded prefently : After which , he went 
and forced the quarrer of Count M a n »s f 11 d r, and defeated all his troupes being 5000 
dntMant- mc^at which charge they tookefcuenEnfigncs, two Cornets,the one being Count Mamd s- 
SmfijISuc* r 11D T s > t ^ irec Pieces of O rdinance, eight or nine hundred flain,one thoufand foure hundred 
vjuo/* prifoners 5 among which there was a Captain c of Horfc, feuen of jfoote, foure Lieutenants, fix 

Enfignes, and the Sergeant Maior to Count Mandsiudt : And fo hauing taken a great 
booty, they returned to Budvit*: Hcrupon the Proteftants, being with their Army wijhin two 
leagues of Budvitt, retired in order of battaile, towards Ferinau and Newham. 

The Diredors of Bohemk, feeing thelmperialifts fortified, and to haue had good fuccefle 
in fome enterprifos, they font vnto the Protcftant States of Morauk , Kjiufirk , Siiejta, and Germa* 
SetMems for fbecors ; and withall they wrote Letters vnto Bbthibm Gabor Prince of Tranfil - 
JIwXd/-' uauk, acquaintinghim with the ettate of their affaires, and the caufe of their wanes } intreating 
Viters of sohe* him toaflift them in the generall defenfoof Religion. Towhombemadealonganfwerej a £ 
furing them, that for the pacifying of thofc combuftions in Chriftendomc, he would not be an 
jdle/pe&ator,butwouldimploybothheartandband, to find out fit and holfome remedies .*

Butfor that his Countrey lies in the very mouth of the Turke, who in his Connfells (like vnto 
thcwauesoftheSca)isneuer quiet, but ftill watchfull vpon the leaft difoord of Chriftians 1619 
(and the rather now, when as all things were pacified in <^4jia and Perjia) to take from them all 
meanesto annoy, and to inuade the neighbour Pi ouinces,and (thediuifionof Chriftians being- 
fpeedtly fuppreft) to foet^e a more firm fecurity, he had propounded vnto himfelfe two things* 

The one, to procure the fauour and good liking ofthe Ottoman Emperour, for the working of 
this reconciliation 5 the other, that hemight trucly vnderftand the ftate and intent of the States 
of Bohemk : wherefore by the Prouidence of God,thefo occafions did ib concurre, as he vnder- 1 
ftood by their Letters of the feuenth of Auguft, how they flood affeded vnto him; And irt like 
manner, on the feuenteenth of the fame moncth, he had receiued from the Sultan, his confcnt 
and fauour (beyond his expectation) for the preferuation of Chriftian affaires. Whereupon, 
he promifedto be with an Army the next moneth vpon the confines of Morauk, vnleffe fome 
great caufe fhould flay him in Hungary - p erfwading them to ptefeme then- forces together;and 
not to hazard any bittailobefore his comming. ° . 

rhe Dire-aors hauing lent an Ambaffidour with Letters in anfwere of his ■. vpon tfae'ie* S£i" 
ceipt thereof, heeprefontly gathered together a great Army at claufenbonrg : with the which, into 
he mat ched into the higher Hungary, with eighteene Cannon : Where, the people being ter¬ 
rified, hee reconciled the Noble-men vnto him, Hvmanoi only excepted * whov being 
too wcake to make refiftance, fled into Poland.

bafladefurs s wherefore they thought good to admonifh them, that they might prepare them- 
felues accordingly j and fo moderate their counfels, as all extremities being layed afide,all men 
might conceiue an vndoubted hope of the conclusion ofa peace. 

The itbemiMi T ^ e Directors of Bohemia were carefull to fend 3 Ambaffadors to Bratsckfort to the cle&ion- 

but, they were not futfered to enter into the townc: whereupon, they retired to Hanm .* from 
Ferdinand whence they wrote Letters vnto the Elector of Meat*, intimating, that King Ferdinand 
had ho right to the Elc&orfhip of Bohemia, for that he had neuer bccne in aftuall poffcffion of 
that ldngdome - neither had thefummation beene made immediately tothe refidenceofJVvgw 
— as it ought to haue beene, but was fent dirc&ly to riena. Wherefore they humbly entreated 

him to impart their Letter vnto the reft of the Electors, and take order that the Diet afligned 
might be fufpended and deferred vntill the troubles and combuftions were pacified, and the 
point of Ele&ion decided: If not, that they would be pleafed to call the States ofthe Crownc 
of Bohemia to the Dict,for that they pretended a proprietary right to the Election. But,this pre- 
uailed nothing with the Ecclefiafticall Ele&ors - who would needs proceede to an Ele&ion; fo 
Ferdinand as on the 18 of Auguft, Fhadinand was cholen King of Romanes,and crowned the ?o with 

f hc accuftomed fokmuity. 

This Emperour was called Arc-hduke of of Grets in Stirs*, to diftinguilh thcFami- 

lies. For, the Emperour Fsr'dinand the Firft -had three fonnes. Maimui an, the 
. eldeft ( whofucceeded him in thcEmpire) had diuerfefons jail which were Riled Arch-dukes 

X of xyiufria, without any diftin£ion. Frrdinanb, his fecond fon, was intituled Arch-dukc 

f of\yiupia of Grets 5 from whom this Emperour now Jiuing, defeends. And Cha«lm, the 

third fon to Ferdinand the Firft, was Arch-dukc of Auftria of Infpmk, 

Thefe ciuillwarresof Bohemia troubled the miudes of many Chriftian Princes, fearing that 
this diftcaftion would open a gappe for the barbarous Turk roaduancehis conquefls in Chri- 
ftendome. Our Kings Maiefty of great Bgitmtef who hath alwaies been a Princcofpcace) 
defirousto fee thefe dangerous warresfuppreft in the brceding,byfome good accord -fent an 
honourable Embaffic by the Lord- H a y s, V ifeount of Doncajler,now Earleaf£j*liJk v to F ■ a- 
a n d newly yhoicn Emperour, to treate ofa reconciliation betwixt him and hisfubjelts 
of Bohemia j but it did riot fort with his Maiefties religious intent and de/ire $ for in the In¬ 
terim, the States ofBsbemia{ being diftafted with the r fiction oftheir Ambaffadours at Franck- 
/art, and before the receit of the Electors Letters after the Emperors Ele<ftors) being affcm- 
blcd together in Prague with the Deputies of the incorporated Prouinccs, concluded and pro- 
tefted by oath, ncucr to acknowledge Firdinand for their King ,refoluingtoproceedcro 
7 bt Bohemian 3 ? cwEle<aion > f°. as on the ^ofAugufi Stils veiere they made choife ofFxioi&rci the 
rdtHtii hne FiftElc&or Palatine of fhcRbme to be their King \ whereof they aduertifed him by Letters, 
FtxdiMnddnd and that he had bccne folemnlic proclaimed- yet he would not prcfently accept of this cle&i- 
Sbir. r on > without the aduice of the Princes and Proreftant States ofthe v.nion in German; - whom he 
entreated to mcetc at Roe/emburg, toaffili him with their counfclls s where they were all of 
opinion, thathcfhouldaccept of this dignity, as neceflariefor the generall good of German;, 
and of other Pfirices and ftates their confederates.

The States of Bohemia (as he 
faith ) hauing made choice ofthe Ele&or Palatine to be their King, fent their Ambaffadours 
vnto him being at Heidelberg in the lower Palatinate: whom although he entertained well j yet 
he gaue them a dilacorie anfwcrc, being not yet fully refolued ; which wasthecauieofamee^ 
ting at M/436M in the vpper Palatinate, betwixt the Eleftor Palatine and the Directors of Bt- 
herhk.-At this afiembly,the Elector feemed not vn willing to embrace fo braue and free an offer:

The offers which rhe Bohemians made to the Prince of (^^/irand tlie reft, were, That M * 
the Prince fhould be Generali of all the Army : That, Christopher, Baron of Done; 
fhouIdbeChamberlaineof Bohemia ^That Tothosivs, his brother (who \yas afterwards 
lenthithcras AmbafTadour) iliould haue the beft marriage in Bohemia-, and (which was worft of 
all) that the Earle of Holoch fhould be made Lieutenant generall of the Army. Thefe great ofA 
fers drew all thefe great perfons (who aymed at their owhcpriuateeiids)to the Bohemians pur* 
pofes: Befides, they gaue way to others in both the Palarinats, to come into thofe. places which 
thefe men had formerly enioyed . The King being crowncd,and thefe men poflefled of chofc 
places,they did as needy greedy men vfe to doe, looking only to their owne profit, and negle- 
fted wholly the honour of the King and fafety of the Srate • ftill difgracing Count T h v r n 
and Count Mandsfhldt, who were the only inen that euer gaue good coun/cls> orpei- 
formed any worthy and generous A<ftduring the.warrc. 

Thencwes of the Ele&ors fuddaineacceptanceoftheCrowne of Bohemia, were very di- 
flaftefull to our kings Maiefty, the Prince Palatines father in lawjwho held it a prefident of dan¬ 
gerous confluence for all Chriftian KingSj to auow this fuddaine tranflation of a Crownc by 
the authority of the people $ nor yet warrantable by the word of God, to transferrea Crovynfe 
vpon any pretext of Religion, being bound to obey ourkingsandtemporallfuperiorswhatfoe- 
uerthey be; and therefore heprotefted td remainc Newter touching the affaires ofthe king* 
dorrio f Bohemia, 


TheEmperour, after his coronation,wen t to K^dnsbo^gtahd from thence (being accom¬ 
panied by the Duke of Bastarn) he came to Munich, the Diikes chiefe place of refidence; where 
he had a princely reception. During his abode there* ds fome write,he had much conference 
with the Duke, touching the warres ofBehewM ipromifing, that if he would aflifl: him in thofe 
warres, he wohld giue him the Eledlorfliippc ofthe Kh)ne and the vpper Palatiitat, for a tewaid 
of his labour; and for fuch funimes of moneyas he fhould disburfe, he ingaged vnto him lands 
in the vpper K^Anjlrh. This was a fweet baire, able to mouc any ambitious Prince to forgetall 
the ties & bonds of blood and confanguinity,vpoh hope to addc a Princely title to his dwftdig^ 
nity,and alargc extent of land to his Territories. You niay prefume by the future euentS 
what their conclufion then was: After which the Emperour went to Gretz* andfoiopienna*: ) 

; In the meane time before the Emperoursrcturndnto^/ri<< Bt c q^vo'y hauing takc^ 
Piffeck in Bohemia , he refolued to goe to Tkafor: But, being preuented by the Bohemians; hec 
went and enCampt at Merov'tts. The Bohemians followed him, and camptoppofite- vnto him,' 
0 bferuingall his entet prifes-fbas they had many skinpiftieis ; And the fourth of September, 
a troupe ofSpaniards, going fom what fair e from the Cdmpe, Were charged by the Bohemi¬ 
ans, and fiuehundred of them flaitie. Thus the two Armies lay encamped • when asfuddenly 
B YCt^vo y rccehredaduercifcment, from the Arch'.duke Leopold, of thcvnexpctft'cd 
commingof B e tulIn Gabos into Hungary • commanding him to man his chicfe Ca- 
ftles and Townes, and to returne into Aufiria .• But, before his departure out of Bohemia he rook 
the Caftle of Kefemberg 5 and bailing fortified all the paftages he left the Countrey. After which,’ 
the Bohemians fent part oftheir Army to rccouef *Bitcbin : the which they forced with the pc-M 
tardi flew moft of the Garrifon ,and took the Gouernor with his Lieutenatitiand fent them tof 
Prague. After which, they recouercdTi&WjWhich B v c qjr o y had formerly taken: and in the 
meane time the Earle ofTamierre had taken Lundibotirg in Marini* far th'e Emperor * butiwith 
great Ioffe of his men. ' : v j.

To whom the Ele- 
ftotof Stxmsrfadt a genelall anfwere-concluding, that he referred all to the prouidence and 
V{illofGojd, mftiihg with all h is heart , that he might imbraceRich counfell,as might be fitting 
fitt his Efottorall and Kingly dignity, profitable to his fubieds, honourable to the whole Em¬ 
pire, helpefull to the kingdome of Behemia and theannexed Prouinces, and might tend to the 
protouring of a Peace,and the auoiding ofall ruinc and defolation. In the meane time,he would 
pray ynto AlmightyGod to diuert all danger from the bounds of the Empire, and that no 
qccafion might begiuenthe Turk’s,to obraine that which hitherto they could not do by Arms. 
/. jin the beginning of O&ober, a Colloncll called Gousteine, entred Bohemia with 
4 Qo fhotte, Committing infinite inlblencies and fpoilcs in the territory of Satfir: where the 
QbuAtrey-menfelWpon them,ahd flew moft part. Count Bvc^vor, being called out of 
Aatt^wiaby the Arch duke L fi o »oib, pre/ently toohHoruea Towne in the lower ^uflria, 
and^lcft itftgalhe, and thcnjnarchtto Suam, a Towne in uMorauia , with nine thou land Horfc 
afed Foote j Which hee pr efently fummoned : but the Garrifon prepared for defence j and he, 
hearing that twpIucthoufan'dHungarians and Tranfiluanians drew neere, marched a way by 
ntght, and vVcnt.to ioyne with the Earle of TampierrcAn the meane time, the Tranfiluanians ioy- 
Twdwithrhc Bohemians,and Morauiansv and certaine companies of the Hungarians left the 
PUtXeofTampietre, to go&vnto the Tran filuanians.

In the morning,M!he 

Fighp beganneagaine very forioufly j where many were flaineand murdered by f he? ordinance . , 

The Earle of had a great Ioffe in his Camp, there beeing thjree barrells of powder fet ^ 

on fire by negligence and carclefncffe, and very many fiaine and drowned in the riuerv >Thto. 

Fight continued vntill it wasnijght: but,ibeing ouerpreffed by the Bohemians,' theyabafli 
doncda Fortat thecnd of thebridge, and retired vnto thc other fide; breaking the bridge a& 
ter them. The number ofthedead bodies was vneertaiwe: buttherc were very many Carried 
thenextday vnto Vienna in waggons, whereof mod died foon after. Count Bvt qjv o y wak 
fliotte into thearme 5 and his'Lieutenant Generali had three feuerall wounds; but they were 
notmortall. . . 

B i t h l i n G k i o i iti the mean time mavcht with a great Army to Pr«W^,taking in the BetMin^# > 
way the Cable of Petrenel % the Which he burnt. The ne wes hecrof being brought-Witb yiemta i vr*tU»tg. 
they fent three companies of foot with three piece of ordinance by boatjwhich entred the fub- 
urbs of Pre 'sboutg on the 13 ofO&ober. The night was very tempeftuous,rainy and windy^and 
the Tranfiluanians imbraced this occafion, and furprifed the fonldiers,who flept without fear- 
whereof moft of them were flain, and their Commander with fome few others fled a way. Thto 
fuburbs being Curprifed^B e iu it n fummoned the Palatine to anfwer him, 1 whether he would 
defend the Town and Cable,or yceld it Without force. Hauing fome daies granted to confulii 
with Pa 1 pi and other N obje-menibeing notable to defend ir, he refolued to yeeld it: ■ 

In the mean tlme^ the new cie<ft King of Bohemia^ with his wife, children,and whole train; 
came to Walfacketiy whither the Arabaffadors of Bohemia and the incorporated Produces came 
vnto him .* whereas one, in thename of all the reft, deliuered therealons why they had rejected 
the Emperors gouernnaent in Bohemia , and madechoitoe ofhim to be their King ♦ giuing bird 
many thanks for his acceptance, and praying for his happy arid long continuance. Which cri^ 
dcdihedeliucfedyntothemhisreuerfallLettersibythewhichhepromifedbeforehisCoro- 
UafiOri to take the oath after the example of his prcdecefforS Kings of Bohemia, to confii me all 
the priuiledges. Immunities, liberties, rights, ftatutes, and the arident laudable cuftomcs of 
Mrwwjand efpecially the Charter granted by the Emperor R o p v l r ri the ScCorid, asking 
of Bohemia, to the States and Inhabitants of the laid Realm, for the free excrcifc of their religi¬ 
on, or whatfoeuer eHe might concern the good of the Realm and the incorporated Prouinces "i 
vrhich Letters ofreuerfall were confirmed yndet his hand and feal; thefe beeing receiued by 
the Depuries, they returned to Egra. After which, the King wirh his Qoeen ana whole Court 
part on, and arriued at Prague the laft of October. 

I may not omit the Elector Palatines courfc before his going into Bohemia. Hauing met with PMt 

diuei fe of the confederate Princes at Retttnbourg, before his departure hee fent to the Arch-bi- 
fllbp and Ele<ftor o fuMenta - 3 to whom he propounded, that whereas it had plcafed God that he bk**[*£'* 
had been lately chofcn King of Bohemia^ and was refolued to accept thereof, he defired to knOW 
of his Grace, in what tearmshis eftate flood with the Ele&o'rall houfe ofiMcntz \ and whether 
that corrcfpondency which had for a long tim'cbecij maintained betwixt both hou fes, /hould 
continue bill firm and inuiolable: and whereas the Prince Palatine vnderflood,that there were 
good forces netr at hand, hee demanded whither they went, and whether his Grace would 
Vouchfafe them paffage. To theferbeEleftorof MM/j&anfwcred, that he would obferue the 
^ntient correfpondency which the Elcftors of Menu, harie had with the Elc<ftorS Palatines,in- 
utolaby in all iawfull things, that touching that which concerned the tumults in Bohemia , hee 
Was appointed no Iudge, neither did they concern him jaifor the Army, he knew nothing cer* 
tain : that hitherto he had denied no man paflage, and continued bill in the fame mindc, (o as 
they gauegood fecurity according to the conftirutionsof the Roman Empire, torepair all da¬ 
mages : yet he would conferre touchingthis Article with the other Ele&ors. And foon after, 
thtyicavgenerallovGouemerofireielelherg had (laid all the rcucnucs of the Clergy, Which 
they of Menu,Spire,Wormes, and the Tturn Knights hold in the Palatinate. 

; ’ The Elcftor of Menu, being moued with themany complaints of the Clergie, fent Vnfothe

pf$#ditbis prohibition would haue been made by lo good a neighbour. .^hereunto they 
indeanfwcre, That they were not ignorant of the promifes made- on either; fide 5 but, being 
adWiftd that the Clergy had promifed a great fumme of money to the Crowne of Sfaine, 
fyp theoppre/fion of the Bohemians, to whom the Elector Palatine was cfpecially bound • for 
tW^oofideration they hadgranted this inhibition of Ecclefiafticall remSineither were they to 
beamed, nor any man of iudgement would thinke it fit for aide togo vrito fomin Prmccs.ouc 
ofthe territories of their owne Prince,to fubdue the Boheti?ians,anU their Lo.thePALMtN£;If 
therefore the EJe&orofAfc*/*, and others whom it concerned,\vohld take a coutfe that there 
ftold be no aides fent to preiudicc the Bohemians, and their Lord the Palatine 5 then no other 
rcjfofuuon might be expelled: And foon after the Ele&or of Metitz,, hauing written other Let¬ 
ters to the Elector Palatine, freed the Clergy from this inhibition. 

The Eletf king of Bohemia (as wc haue faid) being comnto Prague on thelaft of O(Sober, was 
me^by the Directors and Nobility, with certain troups of horfe and foot,,and fowascondu- 
’ efed into the Cirty, they being all it) Arms 5 where he was recciued with great ioy and accla¬ 
mations. After which, it was decreed by the generall States of Bohemia, That the king fliould 
receiue a moity ofthe tributes,rents, and contributions ; and the Queen,a fourth part- and euc- 
ry man ihould pay his due, yecrly, at the feaft of S. G e o r g » i That the Diiedtois mould be 
freed from their Oath, and giue an account vnto the AflembIy,of fuch money as they had dif- 
bui’/ed for the Common-wealcj That the Dire^ors and Gouernors for the kingdom, ihould 
yield the gouernment of Arms vnto the king, who fliould imploy them for thedcfencc ofhim- 
feJfe, the kingdom, and incorporated Prouinccsivfing yet the aduice of the Governors of the 
ftealmand Prouinces ; That Commiflioncrs ihould be fent our,to examine what harms had bin 
done in the Countries,that confideration might be had therofat the next Statc-aflembly, &c, 
Mavdsmidt , meaning to rccouer certain places which Bvcqjgy had taken,marcht to Win- 
s ttnhturg - where, the Goucrnor refufing to yield vpon fummons, the Earle forced a Port with 
f the Petard j where, entring, he put ail chcgarriibn to the fword, except Come fewe that were ta¬ 
ken prifoneis: After which,diuers towns and Caftlcs ycelded willingly, the gatrifons departing 
to T hen the Earl marcht to Praguditz, where the gan ifon put t hemfelues in defence • 

bjut he took the town by force. On the 24 of Oflobc r the Army marcht to Modem : which they 
knowing was but weakelymand, and that two Noblemen of Bohemia (which had ferued the 
Emperor) were retired into the* town, hauing ftopt all the paflages, they fought to force it; but 
thcigauifoii made great refiftaiice* yet the next day the Gouernor compounded to depart; the 
Which was willingly granted,fo as the two Noblemen might be dcliucred vncothcm,who were 
lent to Prague, and committed to prifon. 

All things in the meanc time were made ready for the coronation at Prague ; a Theater was 
• ejected in the Temple j no fufpefted perfon admitted; all cloy fters and corners fearchc for feare 
11 pf rreafon 5 the Chanons and Clergy men remoued out ofthe Cathedrall Church, and another 
>/ appointed them for diuinc feruice, and a wcekely ftipend alio wed them .-They changed the 
Aimes of the kingdome vpon the ncw*gatcj and for thofc ofthe houfe of Aujlria which flood 
vpon the breaft ofthe Lion of Bohemia, they fetthe.armes of the Palatinate. All things being 
thus in a readineffe, Frbdikicx was crowned King the fourth of Nouember, all theCi- 
tizens and fbuldievs being in Armcs. The office was performed by the Adminiftracor and an 
Elder,who fupplied the places of Biflioppes in that action, the which was performed with great 

pomp cand retie. The parficulari ties whereofyou may read eat large in Got ar d v s. 
And on thefeuenth of Nouember the Lady Elizabeth, wife to King F« » » » » 1 c x 
(- was in like manner crowned with the fame ceremonies, After which, the King made pubhke 
declaration of the caufes which had moued him to take vpon him the gouernement of Bobemu 
with the incorporated Prouinces, feuding it toallChriftian Princesand States-, and withall. 
writing particular Letters, That he had receiued the gouernement and Crowne of Bohemia 
with the incorporated Prouinces, with theaccuftomed folemnities, and the generall applaufe 
ofallthcStatcsandpeople;Thatnopriuaceprofit of his owne had induced him thereunto; 
butra defire to free the affixed from a generall mine had moued him to take vpon him their

The King of Bohemia ^efoxe his going to the AfTcmbly at Nuren^ hauing heard the Prince 
of Tranmuama s Ambaftadour) made anfwere, that he could not presently giue him a full refb- 
lutionj for that fome of their demands concerned the whole Romane Empire : That as con¬ 
cerning the League, the Earle of Hohentoe fliould come prefently to the States at Presbmg 
with full power and authority to conferre with them touching the railing or leuy ing of a great 
bumme of money. With which anfwere the Ambaftadour returned forthwith to 
Preshnrg. 

The King of Poland fent vnto the Bohemians to folicite them to a Peace with the Empe¬ 
rour, and they returned him in wrighting a declaration of their reie&ion • perfwading the ThePdhnmt 
King and the States of Pohuia, to remember their old treaties , and not to attempt any 
thing agamft them. Some Counfellors perfwaded the King no\ to engage himfelfe in the/c d* " 
combuftions; nor to attempt any thing againft the Aealme of Bohemia or the incorporated 
J roumces : That hee Ihould remember , that when as Polonia was on fire with inteftine 
wai res, they contained themfelues : That they entertained friendfliippe with the Turkes 
anaTajtaiians : That the Hungarians,theEnglifti, the vnited Prouinces, the Danes, with 
many other Princes and States were their confederates : In fo much that it appeared plainely 
the wane would bee long and bloody, and dangerous for Poland , if they ineaged them¬ 
felues in-ir. 3 & 

In the mcane time, there being rumours ofgteat preparations for warre in Polohia, and that 
Hv mas or( who fled thither from Hungary ) would inuade Silejia , tMorauia, or Hungary with 
a great Army ; they commanded euery t wentith man in Silejia to rake Armcs, and had eight 
thouland choice men alwaies in readindTe. The lower ^syjria was wonderfully afflided 
bythemfolcncy ofSouldiers, and the inhabitants were forced to f% with their wiues and chil- 
dren. About rmm, the Eai les of B v c qjv 0 y and Tam^ierrbj fpoiled and burnt many 7 * 
villages, that they might not be ofany vie to the enemy ; which bred a great dearth in Vienna c- 
fpecially when it came to be befieged. Bvc^voy and Tampibkr Blearing that the go¬ 
uernor of Hemhourg had been defeated by the Hungarians, they went to fuccour him with £000 
Doric and foot, where there was a great encounter and many thine on either fide - after which 
they returned to Vienna: but there were 1600 Hungarians foifookc them, and went to their 
Countrcy-men. 
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The fire ofthefeciuill and inteftine warresof Bohemia, beganne to flame out iti Gtrmatiy - 3 
the Electors, Princes and Imperiall Cittics and States grew into fa&ions, and made particular 
Aflemblies,to prouide forces to fupporc their parties« eyther pretending a feare to be fupplan- 
ted in their religion. And although I am tied to ftri# bounds,and cannot relate aftions at large, 
considering the copioufnes ofmy fubjett, and the fhort time this Emperour hath yet raigned, 
vnlcifc I fliould make it exceed the Hues of many of his Prcdeceflors 5 yet, to giue the Reader 
the better fttisfa&ion, I hould it fit to fet downe in particular he w they were cantoned,as you 
tjtmhly oftht may judge by their particular Aflemblies.

Cullen and Treats, from the Dukes of Bamria and Lorrain , from the Palatine of Newbwg, and 
from many Princes, Bifhops, Abbats and Prelates $ as,thofe of Saltnbourg, Ambourg, Virsbowg, 
Mo tutl, Wormes, Spire, Betides hein , Confiance, Strasbourg, Fafj'm, RatUbone, Erifnigen, Sap, tMun- 
fter 9 Pater born, Liege, Fuld, Eluangen, Kefttn, and others. Thither came alfo Agents for the king 
of Spain, In this Attembly, the means how to maintain peace in Germany were treated of, and 
how to defend tbemfeluesagainfttheAimspftheProteftant Princes, and what leuies euerie 
one fliould make j fo as it feemed all tended to warre in Germany, both parties bceing much in-

tends tt the jf- The Emperor fent the Earl of Bohenfellernt o the attembly at Nuremberg ■ who, making a long 

reSre, relation to them of the troubles of Bohemia, and of his Ma jetties peaceable inclination , exhor¬ 

ted the Electors, Princes and States there aflemblcd, to giuc credit to his words and promifes, 
r^er than to falfeimpoftures and flandersj and not to fuffer themfelues to bee corrupted by 
the falfe reports ofthe Bohemiansj but rather to imploy their counfels and care to preuent fo 
many mifcrics as would vndoubtedly growein the Kingdome of Bohemia, if matters Continued 
in the fame eflate they then were: the which might giue a great ad uantage to the Enemie of 
Chriftendome, and be very dangerous for the Empire. Wherefore, they fliould dire# their 
confutations to fome good cnd.fo as the honour ofthe Imperial! Majefty might be preferued; 
whoprotefted,not to do any thing that were not iuft and honeft, and worthy of his Imperiall 
graceand fauour j promifing to recompenfe the pains and merits offuch as had imploi’d them- 
T hwAHfwtr ^ ucs to end & g reat occa fions of trouble. 

Heerto the Attembly at Nuremberg made anfwer, that they were glad of his Maiefties good 
refolution,conformable to theirs, which was onely to preuent the miferable eftate of the fa¬ 
ded Empire. They made repetition of the difllnfions of the Empire, and of the gricuances 
ofthe Proteftants -which I muft for breuitics fake omit. But, touching the affairs of Bohemia, 
they Aid that they were not to be blamed , if, feeing the Catholiques begin motions of warre, 
they were carefull ofthe welfare of their fubie< 5 ts,and prepared themfelues to fomc kinde of 

defenfe. knowing,that they arq>not onely bound to chafe away the danger out of the frontiers 
oftheir Country, but alfo to fuccour the Proteftants j yea, euen the Ele&or Palatine Fit bpjb- 
r 1 c x,cholcn KingofBohemia, efpecially when he (hall be molefted in his lawful!, inheritance 
and fcigneuries in Germany 5 being bound thereto by the Imperiall conftitutions, and by their 
Vnion. 

They therefore be fought his Imperiall Majefty to difpofe hi s counfels for. the pacifying of 
the prefent troubles in Bohemia, and to be carefull that no difafter might fall vpon the Empire. 
As for them, they would neuer fuffer themfelues to be wonneby any contrary perfwafion; ho¬ 
ping, that his Majefty would not giue ear to thofe which were more defirous to entertain for- 
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rain forcesjn the Empire, than to leek the fafety and authority of the Emperor- and that hec 1610 
fliould rather giue eareto the iuft reafonsof fo many Ele&ors, Princes, and States oftheEm- 
pne, then vnto the difeourfes of certaine men, who breathed nothing but warrelandadefirC to 
rumeandrooteoutthofewhofntheyAlfelycal!edHcretique$: : :

Exploit ft of the 
my towards Viena, putting all to the fword: He took Eberfdorf, with other townes and villages, 7 r4 "f ,!u/,ni ^- 
fpoiling fome and wafting the reft by fire, and then returned to Prefbourg . In their retrait,they 
writethat Count Bvc^vor and T a.mpie#u charged the R ere ward, and flew 20 dp 
Hungarians. 

The Emperour commanded the States of high yyititfria, to fcnd their Deputies to court, 
to take their dew oath of allcgeance, whereby they might preuent the imminent danger^ and 5 STL* 
giue no caufe of greater miferies ! But they delaying to make any anfweie, he fent other Lee- from the States 
ters vnto them, fignifying, That they had not onely forborne to fend him an anfwere, but had °l ht i b \ Au i"*' 
alfo madcan incurfion into the lower ^iupia ,and furprifed certaine townes; which wereap- 
parantfignes of hoflility. Wherefore he admonilht them againe to fend their Deputies td take 
the oath 5 to call back their fouldiers 5 and to defift from their enterprifes 5 if nor, he would vfc 
other remedies. About that time there came out ofthe Duchie of Milan, into the Bi/hopprick 
Oa Pajjau ( hauing paft the Alpes through StviflerJand) p000 louldicrs, leaning behindc them 
mournefull marks of their bloudy, cruelty s who hauing no raeanes to pa (fc into the vpper fjnTTi 

//r^thecountrey-men hauing ftoptvpthepaflages- part ofthem paft into Bohemia towards BohJZi 
Buduttx>, vnder the lending of Don BeIthazbr: who being entred, caufed the Kings edi& 
to be fet vp in all places written to this fcnfc; That it was knowne to all men, how that hisfub- 
ie^s of Bohemia, partlythrough their owne malice, and partly by the periwafion of others, had 
runne into rebellion, violated the oath which they had taken to him, being their ele< 5 ted and 
crowned King, and had prefumed to chufe them another King, and fcttle him in his throne* 

Wherefore to prefcrue his right and to defend his fubie<fts from ruine, he had beene conftrai- 
ned to fcnd in new forces -That he doubted not but there were many who either not pleafcd 
with thefe attempts, or changing their opinions, would performc their due obedience to their 
lawfull King j admonifliing all others,that remembring the oath whereunto they were bound, 
and hauing a care oftheir wiues, children and families, they fliould fpeedily returne to their 
obedience, and giue in theirnames, to ftich commanders as hee fliould haue in the Countrey, 
and thereby prefcrue themfelues from ruine5 promifing pardon to all that (hould demaund it in 
this manner. 

The Emperour being come to Viena, the Hungarians and Bohemians marcht with a great vimkfupei 
Army towards the City 3 they tpok Eberfdorf, and thenlaied fiege Vnto Viena, fpoiling all the h the HmpU 
townes and villages round about. The Countrey peopfc flying intothe Ciry,there grew a great 
dearth of come, which made the enemy hope that in fliort rime they fliould force them to yield 
by famine. In thcmcanctimcH v n n a v 0 i made an irruption into Hungary with 8000 Polo- 
nians: but he was incountred byRAooTzi, whom the Prince of Tranjiiuania had left at Caf- 
fouia, and receiued a great ouerthrovv. Then ioyning with Raduljmd the Earle of Altbem, being 
in all three orfourethoufand men, they encountred the Polonians againe; where there wasa A great jl*ngij r 
cruell combat, the which continued almoft the whole night, there being flaine on either part 
three thoufand men. The Polonians retiring, made a fhew ofof flighty whereupon theHunga- 
rian footfellprefently to fpoil: but the Polonians returning fuddenly (the Hungarian horfmtn 
flying away) they were for the moft part flaine.

TrZfhm. hjs monaftei y fpared, but he could not preuaile : they hauing three feuerali batteries, • they 

cutoff the water from the Garrifon: an d the fouldiers wh ich fetcht it from the riuer of Damiow, 
>wfer'e much annoyed by the (hott } but it was relicued by B vc qjv o y. Not long before,the 
fyAe ofMandsfield had recouered Pifeck,after a moneths fiege,being valiantly defended by Den 
Tiffed uhnly btnn 1 m o a Spaniard 5 who was taken prifoner with diuerfe other Capraines, andfentto 
C'Mmdsteldt. f The fouldiers, being 400 in number,and many of them fick, were let goc freely with 
their baggage.and conduced to the frontiers of l Aujlria. PiJJeck being taken after this manner, 
the Emperors fouldiers left all the garrifon towns in Bohemia(exceplBudnili, & Ca o ml a v) 
rctirihginto placesof more fafety, and carrying with them whac they had gotten. There was 
fuch r a ftink in Pifeck, by feafon of the dead carcafcsofmen and beafts, that both fouldiers and 
citizens were forced to le^uethe towne:thc which, Man'dsfibld canfed to be repaired, 

and manned with a good garrifon. 

'/ ;B by hli n G a bor (as we hauc faid)1 being retired towards Frw^wrgtorefifttheinua- 
fionof Hvm a no i, and the Bohemians being gone towards Mofauia^ Count Bv c ov oy, 
embracing this occafion, followed the Hungarians towards Presbourg : Where hauing taken 
fortie places which had rcuolted from the Emperour, he flew one thoufand hue hundred Hun¬ 
garians. And the Empcrour, hearing there was fomeiinall difference betwixt the Hungari¬ 
ans & Bohemians,fent his Commiffioners to the Hungarians to perfwade them to obedience, 
and to dilfwadc them from entring into League withthe Bohemians. Duringthcfefeucrala&i- 
oris in feuerali places, the prouinciall Stares of Morauia met at olmrn • whereas they feifed vpon 
all the goods of the Clergy, amounting to many millions,and put all the platewhich was in the 
Romane Catholike Temples into coyne; wherewith they payed their fouldiers. And the States 
of Lufaiia were alfo aflembled to prouide for the needfuy ofthe prouince : who with the pro- 
'suusMml teftants of AUftria{ hearing that there were 12000 fouldiers come out of Italy to PaJJau for the 
uuto- lufAttA. Emperour) drew all their forces towards rhofc frontiers for their defence. 

ThTtUni • ■ The King of Poland, meaning to affift the Emperour conditionally, made a declaration; 
pmMtbis /d That for as much as the troublesof Bohemia concerned Religion, and that the Bohemians with 
the Emperour t j ie j c CGn f c derats, had expelled a Bifhoppe out of SiUJta,an d burthened the Clergy contrary to 
m uma j. priuilccJgcs, liberties, and immunities; he was therefore refolued to afllfl tfie Emperour 

with thirty thoufand Souldiers. But ifthe Bohemians and Silefians would reftore their Bi- 

fhop, Clergy ,and other Romane Catholiques to their former dignitie, and maintaine them in 
their priuiiedgeSj and withal! reuerfe what they had done again# the houfc of Rufina • he was 
theh refolued not to meddle any more in thofe quarrels; yer, notwithftanding,hc kept his fot* 
ces ready,attending a finall refolution ofthe Bohemians. 

L In the beginning of No u ember, ccrtainc troupes of the Earle of Bv c Ivor’s meaning 
to furprife Odtnbmg\ Bbthbin Gabor, ported thither, and entred the Town, and mand 
it with two thoufand Hungarians. That moneth John Char ih s the Empcrours eldcffi 

(brine died at Gret&, and within few dales after, John Sioismvm ^ Marquette of Brat* Jen- 

fattrg left this life. On the one and twentith ofthis moneth, all the images in the Church ofthe 
Caftle ofwere demoljfhed by the kings commandement* and on Chriftmarteday, 
the kings Preacher made aSermon, prouingby the facred Scriptures, That images werCnotto 
be allowed in Temples: After which,the King,with his brother,and the whole Court,rcceiued 
theComftumion. 

; On thefeuenand twentith of Nouember, the Lady Elizabeth , Queene of Bohemia, 
wasdeliucred ofa fonne, to the great ioy of his maiefty, and the whole court. The chiefe offi- 
cers of the Crowne of Bohemia came vnto the King to congratulate the birth of hisnewheire, 
x6io all,the Bells rung,and the ordinance ofthe towne often difehatged.

to do any more. About the fame time, the Arch-duke Lhopoid fearchtall theftore-hou- 
, fain drew out great ftorc of ordinance, and caufed many troupes ofhorfe and foot 
tobeleuied. He gaue com million to raife 1500 horfe in Loraine, and fome thoufands of foot 
thbre, and on the the frontiers of France 5 and appointed money for the paiment thereof. 

Jn February*the Emperour held a fecret Councell at Vienna • where there affifted the Pope* 

N untio, the Embalfadors of Spaine and Florence, the Earles of JB mqmy an d Tmj>itrrt y m\h other 
Commanders at warre^ where they con fulted of a new enterprife again ft Bohemia; For the 
reebuery of which Countrie, thcEmpcror proteftcd,that he would fpend the lift drop of his 
bloudj and the rather, for that the Florentine Embafladour had brought eight hundred Soul- 
diers tohisMaieftiej and nioreouer,there waspromifed from Spmejtaly and theLowe-coun- 
trics three millions of gold, with the which the Emperor thought to performe great matter. 
During this teonfultarion, NicUrbmg in Morau'ta was befieged by the Morauians; and in the 
torJimn. end the towne was taken 5 but, the Caftle held out, and was battered continually for fixtecnc 

dales together. The Cardinall of Diethericbfiein, was much perplexed,and grieucd,prdfingthc 
Emperour to fend forcesto relieuc this towne, for that the Emperour and others had carried 
much wealth into it, as into a place of fafety. Whereupon, the Earles of Bucquoy and Tampierre, 
refoluing to take it from the enemy , caff a long bridge ouer the riuer of Dannow: but they were 
fb hindred by great frofts and cold thaj: they were forced to defift from their enterprife. 

0 '.This monech of February, the King of Bohemia went into uMorauia, being accompanied by 
hls brother and other Princes: he made his enrrey into Brin- where he was receiued with great 
pompe by the Senate and States, who conduced him tothe Iefuites Church : where hauing 
heard Diuine/eruice, he went to the Palace, and their receiued the oath from the States, and 
confirmed all their priuiledgcs : after which he took his way towards Silefia. He was fcarce gon 
out.ofj/orautt, but there encrc<| 4000 Coffaqucs from Dolonia : yet t hey fta ied mot long there, 
but marcht day and night vritill they came into utuftria, fending fome which knew the Coun¬ 
try, to difeouer, breaking all thebriages behindcthcrti as they pall. In their paflage,they fpoi- 
led many villages and townes j and among others, dMeferits, whereat that time there was ccle- { 

byated a very folmne manage: but, they marr'd the fcaft, and carried away their ornaments 5 |

ii^ilThe Horfemen of Morauia , being aduertifed hereoffomewhat too late, followed them 
vmhall fjiccdij and,ouertaking them in Aufiria aboucmidnigh^ncerc vnto the banks of Dannsw, 
t 9 wy : flew rood of them , the re/1: palling ouer the R iuer vnto Vienna, Thefc Souldiers after - 
\yardscommitted horrible murders ana fpoilesin the lower Aufiria : theywafted fiftie villa- 
gcsbck&ngingto the Proteftants • forcing many of the inhdbitanr * to fly into the woods with 
theip^ivics and Children, where they perilhed with hunger and cold. It was reported, that 
8&oU"mbte followed them. Whereupon, the Silefians and Morauians went to Armes, and 
fbhatoBethlin for aide: who gaue notice to the King of Polenta, that if he attempted any thing 
again ft him or his confederates, he would caufe the Turkes and Tartarians to inuade Polonia: 
flpdwithailhefent word vntofV^,thatvnleifethey difeharged the Coflaques (whomthey 
hadidrawnein, contrary to the truce) he would prcfcntly aifift the oppreffed with idoob 
Hungarians. 

At the fame time Count Bvc^v o r. (hauing receiued fome Ioffe by the Bohemians at 
Chit/e) wentwith 8000 horfe and footetoLangeloj^ where therwerefeiien companies of the 
Earle ofkMandsfeldtsin garrifon ,he himfelfc being gone to Prag^.Comming to the towne hee 
fcntfometroupesbefore,and laid the reft in arabufh : The garrifon falying forth fell into this 
ambufh, where there was a great fight: but the Bohemian horfemen being difperft, there were 
£00 footemen flaine, where the Imperialls alio loft 400 men. 

’ Some write that this enterprife ofthe Earle of Bucquoi's was vpon a quarcerof the Bohemi¬ 
ans Army,where the Barroh of Betts, Marfhall ofthe Army commanded,and who in the charge 
was flainc and their troupes put to rout j That there were flainc vpon the place 600 horfemen 
sind jo 0 foote, among which were many Noblemen,Captaines & Commanders,and namely a

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Duke of Sixty who (enicd the Bohcmiaaparty. Therewetealinoftjoo prifoners taken-raoft

Some few dates after, they charged a troupe, ofthe Earle of fftlochmddw 6oo.SopurfuJ 
ing their victories, they forced Lam , and flew 200 which were there m garrifon. The Earle of 
fampler re ^ heaving of this fucccfle, ioyned his forces with Count Bvc qjiq Y:and then they 
refolued togotta Prague ,commanding the fouldiers to make fufficient prouifion ofpoulder and 
viduall for fix daies. But the Prince of ,Anhalt, hauing prefently gathered together theBqhe- 
mian and Movauian forces at Egenbonrg ,, ftopt all the paffages ; commanding aft the officers and 
fouldiers which were in Prague, to retui n to the Camp within. 24 hourqs., The Spaniards, 
whichcamevnder Balthazar, made an inemfion towards Wodian, and Pragddih, fpqRing 
rhecountrey with fireand fword. After which they went to befog eMnldau .- bur, the garrifon j 
not able to kcepc it, yeelded ic vpon compofition, Whereupon, t here was a new cOmmandc- 
ment, that euery twentith man in Bohemia fhould be alwaics ready in Armes. 

F r » d m i c x K.of Bohemia comming roPr^, the Princes and Noblemen ofsMamet 
him with a great traine.-entring into the City, there marcht before three Senators, ,with many 
citizens, who had pre/enced him with the keys of their City by their aduocate 5 after whom, " 
followed the Gentlemen of Prepue, - s then the Batons, and after them, the Princes of Stleftd: 

After whom came the kings brother, betwixt the Duke of Lignits, and the Marquefle olf lagern- 
dorf. The Marfhall oftheReahne, carrying a fword, marcht alone : and the King followed 
him; and after him, the whole Trainc. There were $0 fliott at the gate : and all the Citizens 
were in Armeseuen to the Kings court. Comming to the market place, there wasacriutnphai.fi 
Arch, with very rare mufiek. From whence, the king was conduced toS.E.L 1 2 ab r t p's 
Church *where he was entertained by the chiefe Paftor,with an Oration in Latin: and hauing 
heard Diuine feruicehe went vnto the Palace • where,on the feaueo and twentith of February, 
he receiued an oath ofthe Noblemen 5 and the day following, fome Orations* the Abbats and 
Priors of the monafteries, came to court and took die fame oath .-after whom, the citizensdid 
the like. All this being happily performed, andeertaine Deputies being appointed by the 
Princes of Silefia to go in EtnbafTage to Constantinople and Poland, in the behalfe ofthe Rqalme 
of Bohemia and the incorporated prouinccs* the king hauing viewed the ciryand thebiffiopps 
Palace, and confirmed all their priuiledges, he prepared togoe vnto Lnfiuia bur, hearing of 
Count Bv c envoi’s attempts, he deferd chat tourney and returned toFragut. 

The Bohemians hauing refolued to afTemblc the States at Pragne, by the kings commande- emt Bucquoy 
mentj the Emperour refolued to doe the like at Buduitz, to hinder and dire< 5 f the afTeuibly.mea- fi ! ft4!Cli b M 
ning to profecuteall the States which /hould not come to Buduitz with fire and fword, and in IPS! 1 
like manner to befiege Prague . B v c q_v o y and Tampibrrb marched forward with their 
Army meaning to feize vpon Horne , and the Caflle of Echenberg, places neere adioyning - but 
being ready to alTaile the caftle, the States of that prouincc thinking it would be very preiudi- 
Ciali vnto them, entreated the Prince of AHhak ( Generali for the king of Bohemia) torejeeuc 
thefaid Caftle: who although he were inferior in number ro the Imperial! (is,yet knowing how 
much it did import* hee refolued to flop Bvc qv 01 s pafTage towards Buduitz: to which end 
be marched forward with his Army being fortified with certaine croupes which came vntoi 

him, fo as he was efteemed to baueiioOo men. The 10 ofMarqh the Armies met and ioyned 

battaile. B v c q_v o y thought to terrifie the Bohemians with a ftratagem, caufing the bodies 
of trees to be laid vpon carjages,as ifhchad had many Cannons-which at the firft fight amafed 
the horfmembut hauing difeouered his Height by their neerer approach,they charged valiantly* 

The Prince ofi^nhalt vfed another policie, caufing his Artillery to 6c charged with final fhoc 
behinde his horfemeoi who were commanded after they had fet vpon the enemy, to open their 
rankes in the middeft: which being fpeedily executed according to direction, all their ordi¬ 
nance was difchai ged together, which made a great fpoile vpon the enemies horfmen, and for- 
fied their Army to retire into a wood. Whereupon theP.of Anha/tfinding his aduantage, plan¬ 
ted his ordinance vpon certaine hils* which did fo annoy the enemy as he forced them to leaue 
the wood, and at their eomming out purfued them fo hotly, as they were forced to fly to 
CrembsaT owne 15 Englifh miles from thence: the purfuic continued diuers daies.

that thev mieht on ly giue fiiccor to theEmperor, or the Bohemians, according to their affcai- 
ons and that wit hin the Realme of Bohemia and AuBria, and not elfe-where. And, Secondly, to 
labor for feme good reconciliation between the Emperor, and the Statesof BehemtA, and theb- 

ietftor Palatine, whom they had chofen for their King. 

the Thefe ArabaflMors, being honorably attended with 400 horfe, parted, in May, and arriued 

m at rime the fixt orlune, where the Proteftant Princes ofthe Vnion were then aflembled. The 
French AmbafTadors, comming into the AfTembly ,and hauing the place of precedence eiuen 
them-the Duke of gaue them to vnderfland, that the king had commanded them 

to vifite all in particular, and to afture them of his louc as his good friends and Allies, and tolet 
them know. That, heaving ofthe contributions in in Germany, he was defirous (like vftto other 
kinas his predece/Tors) to be a mediator in their control)erfies, and to let them know,asamoft 
iuft Prince that after he had giuen Peace tohisown«fubieas, he would be moftglad it nee 
might procure it to his good friends, neighbours and Allies, whom he conjured to contribute 
what was neceflafy for their parts $ confidering, that ifthe Generali fuffer bythc furyofciuill 
watres whereas Religion and temporall interefts haue a Ihare, with greater reafon reafonpri- 
uate men /hall be much opprefled : A feare which fliould touch you necre: feeing, that beljdes 

theimjfetie. which are prepared for you by this prefent danger, the fuccefle is moft pcnlious 
and without remedy, but by rcconcifiationjthc which vndoubtedly will come out of fcafon it 
vou fuflfer the Enemy of Chriftendome to make vfc of your diuifions; It is m you,ray Matters, 
tolavopenvmo vs the meanes of your reft and Peace.-the which we will gladly embrace, alwel 
to performe the commandemcnt of the King our Mafter, as to difeharge our Consciences for 
the eenerall eood of all Chriftendom, & the particular affection we bcarc to all your interefts. 

|h e Princes hauing giuen thanks to the moft Chriftian King,for his louc and affection to¬ 
wards-them forthc Peace of Germany $ there were many propofitions made, touching the grie- 
uances which they futfered, and whereof they had often complained to his Imperiall Maicfty, 
and to the Catholique Princes, whereof they gaue in ftr unions to the laid Ambafladours, 
which was the fubied ofa fccond fpccch, made by the Dukeof^ft^/^won thismanner: 

MvMafters.lt were fuperfluous to offer any new matter on his Maieftics behalrc* feeing chat 
his intamons beingfo good* and hisaflitranecs fo ccitainc, there wants not any thing, but that 
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bis good offices might be fcconded with a happy encounter, for the good and quiet of all Ger¬ 
many^ which muft be furthered by the iuft and reafonabjle propofitions ofthe parties interefledi i&io 

and not to ftahd vpon fuch things, which only feeme to colour the pretences of warre , and to 
make it not only inore bloody, but alfolelfe iuft in their eyes, which, hauing no paftion vnto 
the bufincftc but the general! good, might rightly condcmnc them i That if the King had 
bclccucd, that,from the complaints of the vniced and correfpondent Princes and States, thefe 
prefent troubles would haue fprung,hc would not hauc failed to haue carefully embraced any 
occafion to haue vied all good offices for remedy thereof; well remembring himielfe of the 
good aftc^ion and fcruiccs which they hauc done to his Crowne : Which, the more cafilic 
they may beleeue, feeing that (following the glorious adtions of his Anceftors) as well in the 
cafe of WefeU % as that of Gulich, he had contributed all the power and authority he had’ and ioy- 
ned it with the king of great Brittaine 5 which had furcly brought forth a profitable agreement 
for both parties, had not both vhconeand the other feemed vnwilling to make any vfc thereof; 
aiubiett, verily, which might haue occafioned the King to flight the conrfeof their affaires, 
but that his bounty and goodnefte hath herein furpaflbd all common fenfc j for that being yet 
willing to doe the like through all Chriftendome, he hath now fent vs to procure the Peace and 
reft ofall thefe people which are in combuftion, and whofc mine is very necre if it be hot pre- 
uented. Thar to ftand talking of grieuances paft, will no way prouide for the caufe prefent 5 
and yet we will willingly receiue your memorials,which promife to giue all your afliftance 
therein: which, when the Emperourflialldefcrre, the bufinefle will not be decided without 
an Aflemblyofboth parties-, in which, each forming his complaints,it will rather bea renuing 
ofthe caufts ofdiuifion,thena re-eftabliftimentofformer order: That herein there is queftiort 
ofa Crowne taken from off the head of a Prince who was in pofleflion thereof; here is the 
ground of the bufinefle whereupon dependeth not only, the Peace of < hermty , but may prooue 
rheopeningofa gap pc vnto the general 1 enemy of the Chriftian Faith ; That the buying of 
Armes by the neighbour Princes on either part,doe intend the defence of the Palatinate t That 
verily it would riot be iuft the Emperor fliould be Iudgc in his ownc caufe, and inuade the Pala¬ 
tinate,and forcibly appropriate it vnto himfelfe, without any other fubiedf then by vertue of 
the Imperiall Ban. But, in this A&ion, we muft Carefully obferue by the pro j>reflc of the bufi 4 
lieflei whoihall be in fault • from whom fhall proceede the firft offence • and, in a word, bend 
the eyes of equity and not of paftion vpon the firft motiue of thefe calamities; For, although ifi 
may be alleaged thatthc Elector Palatini (without any pratficc of his) hath been chofcn by the 
States of Bohemia for their King: yet it doth not follow, that, in receiuing it, the Emperor hath 
not a iuft caufe to fcekea-remedy.forthis mifehiefe which lb neerely toucheth him, transferring 
it vpon him from whom he receiucd it 5 fceing it depended vpon the free will of the Elcftor Pa¬ 
latine, to refufe or accept the Crowne as others had done: yea, BbthlinGa»or Prince 
of7 ranfiluanU, ihewed himfelfe more ftaid - feeing, that refufing the T itle of King, he drily ad¬ 
mitted ofthat of Prince • lefle fignificant, but as powerfull : ..That for thefe rcafons wee neede 
not doubt that theEmpcrour and all his.houfc will fooner lofe all they haue, then leaue things 
at this fay: That the enemies ofyour PcaCeand quiet will be very glad that the troubles of 
happen to hazard that Crowne, whereby they may haue meanes to inuadethat, whiehi 
is next at hand and moft commodious : Th&t the forrairie forces,whereofyou make reckonings v 

fome of them are without vigour, and the other without powers feeing that oppofition in Arms 
Will impeach the one , and the other will want meanesr to entertaine thofe which they, hauc le-i 
uied : That the zcale alone which we bcare to their good, according to our Kings commanded 
rnent, hath giuen vs this fretdome of fpeech,which wc pray yoti to accept as from your moft 

afteflionatc friends and well wifticis, as we haue fauourably tecciucd what was prefented vnto 
vs by the EledlorPA lat in's Deputie: Vnto whom if out Prefence might be ought auailea- 
ble, and the caufes why we doe not vifit him were remoued ,• we fhould be verie glad to allure 
him by word ofm'outh,of the King his good interition,and of the good a flexion which in par¬ 
ticular we all fliould haue, to do him fcruice, as we w il make kno wnc when occafion (hall feftfc^ 
alluring you that we will be euerreadie to be of the like mind towards you alii . , . , 

The Duke of Bauar/4, Generali of the vnited Catholikes in Germany, hauing fent his Ambaf- Duke of 

fador to Vlffte, they began to treat of the meanes how to maintaine the peace in the Empire,and ^4 

that the Armies leuied by the Catholikes vnited and the Proteftant Princes (whereof the Mar- tholes, fmfy 
quefle of ^Anfyach was Generali) fliould not encounter : In th’end by the mediationof the 
French Ambaflkdors,after amOncthsconfultation,an accord was made,as you fell heard here¬ 
after.

itfio There ^Iw'eleuied manie troupes of Horfc and Foote by theCatholike Vnion .and 
the.commandement of the Arch-duke 1 >bopoi d Bifliop of Strasbourg an d Paffaw to the 
numberoffix or feuen thoufand Foote, and one thoufand fiue hundred horfc, in the Countries 
of Trents,tMem^Luxenbourg,udlfatia,Lorain ,andeuen in.Flanders : But,G bo ro h Fkb- 
j b rj C K of Brandenbourg ,Marquefle of DurUch (vyhofe lands iy neere vnto Stmhom) as 
X,reut?nant to the Princes ofthevnion, prepared himfelfe to oppofe their paflage which they 
would make at Brifach, betwixt Va/ite and Strasbourg; and, hauing gathered fotne forcesti 
went and encamped on the other fide of the Rhine. The Arch-duke L so fold, 
DuriAchm a »ucttuta ofithiscontradiftion, lent him many Letters 5 bun had no other anfwere, butthathe 
mtsuhf mulM> Maine a paffage from the Marquette of i^insbdeh, Generali for their Vniom which obtai- 
csmliqm. ned, he would not hinder them .* So as the Arch-duke was forced to fend vnto the Marquette; 
who, with the other Germane Princes(whoare very wariein their resolutions) feeing that the 
Empcrbur hadwritten vnto them, that all the iouldiers fhould patte without dping any wrong 
vnto their T erritories s they gaue charge vnto the MarquelTe otDurlul-, to fufler them to pSiflS

gcr which might befall the whole Empire. wifhing they had not happened or were pacified * 
That they had fore-feene thefe inconveniences when the Bohemians were rcie&ed at the Ele¬ 
ction of the Emperoutymd were not differed to enter into Franck/ort; Which,beingdonecon- 
tmytothe law ofNations, had inccnfed them, and giuen them occafion to choofe another 
King 5 That, matters being as they were, there was no remedy: they were grieued , and leftthe 
cuent to God, who would call them to an account that were the caufe of fo many miferies* 
That tt .was a fearefull thmg^as euery man might conceiue) when as in matters which concern 
Conference they found no eafe, and yet they would haue been glad they had applied milder 
remedies, to tins cuill, then that of War re. being willing to haue imployed themfelucs therein, 
it they had thought their labours would haue been taken in good parr. To judge whether the 
retewton or election of a new King had been done according to the laws of the Councrey- they 
could not doe ir, being a point of too high a Ursine • neither would they, by thc/r ccnfure,* pre- 
ludice the whole Romanc Empire, leaumg that bufinette : yet v notwithttaoding s they would 
preieiue the authority ofthe Empcrour, wherein their Vnion might aifift him* Thaf it had 
beenrtore expedient for theEmpire, if the EleCfors and Princes had tupprefk all complaints 
letded a gent-rall peace, and reconciled the troubles of Bohemia 5 That they were doubtfull 
wnecnerrthethreats, publiihed againft them, might bring any remedy. Finally, they did not

Uh'cvh*. tne^djjorders, miferiesand calamities whicharc crept into the Roman Empire and neighbour 
" Nations by means ofcombuftions and wars,threading a totall mine and defolation. by means 
whereqf, notonely the Electors, Princes, and Catholick States vnited, but alfo the Proteftants 
fiauetaken occalion to makcLcuics and preparero warte: the which hath bred a bad intelli- 
gence betwixt them, mixt with iealoufieand diftruft ; with this perfwafion, that this railing of 
Forces by Che Vnions, is to moleft one another, and lb to difturb thecommon peace ofthe 
Empire, and to bring it tp the extremities of warre: To preuent the which, and to take a way 
all <Wcahonstof bad mteUigence, jealoufic and diftruft;^by the mediation of the AmbalTadbrsof 
the French King, they concluded thefe Articles following,: 

Firft, We prOmife for our fclues in particular, and for all the EleClors, Princes and"Sfates a C- 

fociated 
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fociated of both the Vnions,that not any of them Cvpon any caufe or pretext whatfoeuer)lhall 
aflailormoleiftby way of hoftility,force and arms 4 the periods and cerricorifs ofthe other par- 
ty,nor innouate^any thing concerning religion and the publique peace. 

Secondly, it was agreed, that if any one vpon vrgent necelfity fliould require free paRage , 

(giuing good and fufficient caution, according to the conflitutions of the Empire) for defenfe 1 
ofhis perfon^nd fubieCfs,itfiiould not be denied,prouided the demand were made in timeand 
plade, and not fuddenly when they are vpon the Frontiers, or entred into another mans Coun- 
try^which wouldbe an oppreflionto theirfubieCts. 

. Thirdly, ch&Duke of Bauaria and the Catholick States vnited did exclude out of this Treaty 
the Kingdom of Bohemia and the incorporated Prouinccs, and did onely comprehend theprin- 
cipalicics,lands; countries ah^fegniorics belonging to the Electors, Princes,and States of both 
Viiiohs s yw, the Palatinateand orher lands adiaccnt and annexed by fucceffiue right, in regard; 
of the good intCliigenceandcorrefpondency which was between the faid Palatinate and the b- 
therprincipalitics<the continuance whereof is in a manner aiTured) : and the laid Treaty lhall 
ndc extend further, or haue any other interpretation. : ■ y 

And We, Ioach in ,E;r.nh s r Marquf Ife oft^fnsbach, with the Ele&ors, Princes and 
States vnited, referre bur felues wholly to the declaration Which the Electors, Princes, andCa- 
tholique States haue made-, as alfotothc exception of the Realm of Bohemia and the incorpora¬ 
ted Prouinces5notmeaningto comprehend them in this Treaty,leauing thofeaffairs to their 

ordinary courle. 

Fourthly,it is agreed,that in regard ofthe Ihortnes of time, and the abfence ofthe gccateft 
and foundeft parr ofrhe States of the Empire, both Gatholiques and Proreftants.they fliall Ae- 
ferrethereftitution and compenlation oflofles and opprdfions liapned by reafon ofLeuiesof 
fouldiers, to a more con uenient time. 

Aftcrthis accord, the French Ambafladors with theii whole train embarked vpon the Dan* 
ratio the fixt of Inly, and arriued at Vienna the twentith • where they found a hundred caroches 
attending them, euery one hauing fix horfes, which conduced them to their lodgings. As for 
their audience with the Emperor, their ftay at Vienna, their mediation to accommodate the ; af¬ 
fairs of Hungary with B b t h lin Gabor, it belongs to the following Hiftory. .>. ~ 

In the beginning of Iuneand during the aflembly at Vlmes formerly fpoken of,diuers reports 
went throughout all Germany ofthe preparation of 2 royal! Armies to be leuied in Flanders : the 
' one vnderthe leading of MarquelTe Smnola conliftingof^oooomen forthc conqueftof 
the-Palatinate > the other of i2ooofooteand 3000 horfe vnderthe conduct ofDonL 6 vis do 
Velafio to oppofe the Prince of Orange and the States of Holland, in cafe they Ihouldvndertake 
any thing in Spihou'i abfence vpon thofe places which the Spaniard holds in Cleveland 
orvpontheArchbiffioprickofC’<n//f/>. * 

Vpon report of the diligence which Sp i no*, Amade to compofthisArmy for to goe in¬ 
to the Palatinate, thetwo Armies wee formerly faid were encamped necrc vnto one another 
vpon thcotherfidcoitheDannoWi to wit, that of theDuke of Bauaria which was of 25000 at tfen* 
ding : and the other ofthe Corefpondent Princes led by the Marquefieof x^dnfgach confifting 
of 15000 at Langenau neere r/w« 5 raifed their Camps: and turning taile one vpon another, the 
Duke of Bauaria matched along the Danube into Aujlria: and the MarquelTe of Anfpach aduah- , 
ced to get the Rhine, to the end he might come into the Palatinate to defend it if it were inua- 
dcd. What followed you fliall heare hereafter. 

> The Emperour hauing receiued great forces both of horfe and Foote which had beene Ie- stujfterimi 
uied in droafta^ljlm and Garinthia, with thofe which were font him from Italy ; and the Duke of 
Bauaria approaching the frontiers ofvpper Aujlria , defiring ( before he would vfe extremities Jlri*» 
agaihfttnc Proteftahts of ^Auftria ) to know whether they would perfift in their rebellion, he 
tent them hlsmonttoriall Letters 5 importing, T hat the Proteftantsoi the lower <^ 4 ujlria hauing 
confirmed the League with the Bohemians (which was contraric to alldiuineand humane 
lawfes and the confiitutions ofthe Empire ) againft him and the Princes ofhis howfe,there was 
norcafon he/hould make any fauourable anfwere, totheirpetirions, iftheydid not firftdefilt 
from the Taid league with the Bohemians, and acknowledge it by fomt loyal! adion. Where- ■ 

fore his Imperiall Maiefty defired that without any farther delay, the Catholike States Ihould 
come to plena, arid the Proteftants fend f heir Deputies, to witnefie vnto him by a publike Ad 
that they renounced the confederation and League ofthe Bohemians: This done, he would 
anfwere their petition to their contentment. . v

fmZcH. tlon of affociatioti with the Bohemians,and befought him to giue them equality with the Ca- 
trttmjthc iholiksand free exercife of religion throughout all Austria. - 

Vppon this fupplication they had anfwcrc, that they ought not to doubt, but that his Impe- 
„ iwjmut v j a ii ivtaicfty would be a father vnto hisfaithfull and loyall States, and that he would fpend his 
life to prefetue and maintainc them in peace one with another } And as for vvhatconcerned the 
free exercife of the eonfeffioft of Jmkutrg in he gaue them his word itihould bccob.

Hauing rccciucd this anfwerc, the States of the lower Aujlria, both Catholikcs and Prote- 
'htDuhof ft ant5 w hicn were at yiwM,ftaicd there to take the hereditary oath vnto the Emperour as Arch- 
ZIVaZ dukco f^iuBria. Asforthevpper^^.theProtcftanrSratcswercairemblcdatZw/ctoop- 
jothevflier p0 {cthqmfclucs aeainft the Duke of Amm** who before he would vndertake any thing againft 
t^4. [hem fenta Commiffary to let them vndcrftand that hec was aduanced withhis Army by the 
Emperours commandement to reduce them to their obedience, requiring them to renounce 
the League they had made with the Bohemians, and to take the hcreditarie oath ofallcgcancc, 
giuing them only flue daies to refolue. In the meafic time he fent Has la no the chicfcCap* 
raine ofhis guards with 1500 horfe and a regiment of foote intothe vpper ^m.-whetc hauing 
defeated 300 fouldiers and many Pefants neer to the caftle ofhe,burnt the village where 

they were fortified: the Caftlcyeelded by compofition. 

The Cattle of Suinfxtg was alfo fummoned.andthc Captain threafnedto be hanged if hee 
yeeldednot prefentJy: wherewith being terrified,hegaue vptbe place • and fo did many other 

Cattles and Churches whither the Proteftants had retired thcmfclues. 

At the fame time, Ernut Li whs Dukcof^x^of the houfc of Laujtemhrg % going 
Liuuttobtttg down the DArmw by boat, hauing landed at ufschar fourc miles from Lititz, and telling certain 
S bjTe ' peafants that they (hould ttiortly haue otherguefts, they fell violently vpon him, and murde- 

rC ^TheProteftant States of thevpper Aujlrit aflemblcd at Limz> fent to Count Mak stilt 
M arihall of the Bohemian Army, to intreaf him to come thither in refpett of the danger they 
feared, in regard the Duke of Bahama was fo neer them with his Army. To whom he madean- 
wer that,being fo Weak of men,he could not aid them; but that daily he cxpc&ed greater for¬ 
ces, and then he would mott willingly come vnto them .• whereof he aduertifed the King of Si- 
htmUj giuing him aduicc what was to be done for the fortifying of the Country 5 but his aduice 
was not followed, there being enuy and iealoufics between the Commanders or the Bohemian 
Army. In the meantime, the Auftracians feeing no hope of relief, and that their ruinc was ap¬ 
parent ifthey made any fhew of refiftance againft rhe Duke of Bahama's great forces, that they 

had no expert Commanders, and that their confederates of Bthemia would not bee able to re- 
Sulmi a it » 9 f leeue them ; they fent their Deputies to the Duke of Bauam to crauc pardon, and tointcrccde 
the vrntpAMH f or them to the Emperor, that they might be in treated Jikero thofe ofthe lower cA*fln*y and

uXitiZ’ that they ftiould return to Zfot*, abandon the Cattle, difmifle their fouldiers, and thatcueric

They of Lintf* hcerupon hauing taken vp the chains which crone the nuer of Douhov j they 
L Ur /^ not onely opened the paflage, but exhorted all the people not to refift the Duke of Bauaria, left 
JuS ° they ftiould caft oil into the fire. Thus, theDuke of iAttam, hauing taken the chief Forts and 

Towns which the Proteftants held,feifed vpon ail the paflagcs,and defeated about eight hun¬ 
dred men which would haueioyned with the States troupes: he entred Lint* with his Army 
the fourth of Auguft, where the States excufed thcmfclues afwell as they could , promifed 
to yceld obedience,and took the oath of alleagcance. 

Mcane while,thcBohemian Army lay at rhymeynbete they framed their camp and fpent all 
the moneth of Auguft vnprofitablie: during which ftaie the fouldiers grew difeontentedfor 
Difctnmtmt theirpay, and Count Makd*pi« ad much morejboth forthe vainepromifes hebadrecei-

the Prince agaih tbdoo him the fauour as to giue him Icauc to depart: which he did. Count 
Man 8 r hi being much altered with thcfedifcontents,andttilopprcffed with enuy, refol- 

ued to retire hirafelf. To this end he wrote to the King and the States 5 who made him a graci¬ 
ous anfwcr, perfwading him to continue their friend, and not to abandon them info dangerous 
a time: yet after much importunity,and many meffages fent by him, in rhe end they decreed, 
that he ftiould pi efently recciuetwo months pay for his fouldiers, who ftiould be intreated like 
to thofe of the Royall Army $ that he/hould execute his office of Lord Marfhall as the Baron 
of Felts, had done, and not attend the command of any other than the Lord Generali .‘where¬ 
upon he refblued to continucin his Maicfties feruice tillthe end of O&ober. So matters retted* 
yet his malitious enemies laid a fouleafperfion vpon him, that hee meant to turn his coat and 
feruetheEmperorj the which was generally bruited, and fupported in Court: but the King 
would neuer harbour it in his thought,but ftill perfwaded the Lord Marfhal not to refpeft fuch 
malitious reports, affuring him ofhis royall fauour. I haue been bould to make this little di- 
grernon, to fiiew what iealoufie and diuifion was among the Commanders of the Bohemian 
Army • which no doubt was very preiudiciall to the Kings affairs and to the State;. 

We haue formerly made mention,that at the truce made between the Emperor and Prince At* 

Bay hl 1 n, it was concluded, that an Aflembly ofthe States ofHuttgAry fhould bee held at f Z h ? y %uL 
Muheufd to treat of the means how to reconcile the diflenfions betwixt his Imperiall Maiefty &rj. 
and the States. Itbeganinluly. whereas Prince Bbthlih propounded the Articles fol¬ 
lowing : that He Bb thlin Gabo*, Prince of Hungary and Tranjituma, de fired nothing 
more than to fettle a peace in the troubled eftate of Hungary^ arid the liberty of religion: and to 
fiiew that he defired nothing but peace, he bad refufed the Crown which had been prefented 
to him ‘that the ground of a peace was to ratifiethe league with the Bohemians 5 that the truce 
rtiadcwith the Emperor, and that which fhould be treated of inthatprefent Aftcmbly, might 
help much to apeace; that during the truce he had iuftly affifted the confederacy feeing that Gabor * 
the Emperor had refufed them a truce at their requeft. As for the refolutions they were to cake ' 

withrheEmperorsAmbaftadors,hedefiredtheScaccstoaduifefpeedily-thathe had alwaics 
defired peace, but firicere and without fraud j that to obtain it, he was com to aflifthisconfede- 
lates miferably oppreft and afflitfted • that the Emperor defired not peace but warre, the which 
appeared by many fignesj yea,for that his fouldiers rhe Coftaques had entred into Kunwj.mX 
ruined diuerfe places with fireand fword: 

That the Emperor hauing ftopped and denied all paffage to the Deputies of Behetnh and An” 

Jlrky they ought notto treat of any peace with him, but of warre i that they fhould aduifeby 
what means they might conucniently begin it and continue it 5 how to finde money, which is 
a C ? newes °fwarre,-to repair the Frontiers, and furnifh them with things neceffary ; to fend 
Ambafladors to the Turk,left: that the States being imployed elfewhere, they might receiue 
fome lofie and prejudice that way; that it being lawfull for the States according to the lawes 
to punifh their bad affected Country-mien who had donegreat harm to the confederates, they 
fhould do iuftice. - 


The Emperor fent Ambaffadorstothis Affembly.They demanded to haue the league, made 
between the Bohemians and their new chofen King with the States of Hungary and the Prince 
BithibMj broken : but it was in vain. The Ambafladors of France which were at fieftH** 
lent alfo Letters to this Aftembly, making offer of their cndcauour to reconcile the differences 
. between 
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betvyqenith? Eatpcrpr and them, ButyPrince Bit iu i n, made anfwcr, chat there was no ap- 
pii&hce of (peaking of peace, feeing that his Imperiall Maiefty hauing fo great forces on footc, 
would employ them whil'ft they entertained them with an accord. It was therefore conclu * 
ded in this a(Tembly,at the requeft of the Ambaffadors of Bohemia, that they fhould fend ioboo 
Hungarians to fuccouv the Bohemians againftfo many Armies as were failing vpon their Goun- 
treyjthe,which was fpeedily pur in execution: That there fh'ould be no continuanct of Truce 
with the Emperourj the which being ended,they fliouid beginne wane in \Jtuftrfo, againft the 
Imperialism to diuert the Army marching into Bohemia.: and that IBsthl in changing the 
name of Prince of Hungary which he had affumed in the beginnirigjfhould takothat of Kirigland 
be.crovynedat Prefbourg in Odober. Itis written,that theTutkeSiAmbaifadouis atfuredthe 
aflembly that the Sultan would giue confent ro this coronation 5 but the cheefe Noblemen of 
iftWjg^XiCatholikesoppofedthemfelues, and continued conftant tp,the Empcrpr. i * - 

t:-> Tne Bohemians, feeing i^uftrh wholly reduced vndcr the Emperors obedience, thought 
thatthepukcof Banana and the Earle of Bucquoy ioining their forces, and making an Armieof 
50006 men,would enter into Bohemia*. They fawe that the fucco^ms which,they.expe&edat 
need from the vnited Princes of Germany y would bediuerted co defend the Palatinate againft 
Sfmla’s Army; that all their Forces were but 20000 men (befides 10000 Hungarians which 
came to their aide) eommandedby Christiam, Princeof Generali of chcirAr- 

mie ; in the which there were many Noble-men, butfewgood Commanders. Yetnotwith- 
ftartdingjthey were of opinion that with thefe forces they fhould bc.able to hinder the Imperi¬ 
al! Armic from performing any great matter, if they did furniih their Frontier Toiv/ies with 
men, monieand munition 3 to ftaietbem atlbmeSeegc, which is commonly the ruine of great 
Armies : whereupon they commanded Count M a n s f b l d to march with all his Forces 
to aflure the Frontiers of Bohemia againft the Duke of Bauaria • a (Turing him that all the Coun¬ 
try was in Aimes, and that great numbers of horfe and foote were commanded to ioine with 
him, neereto Gluts and Tanx ^ butmarching thither with his Troupes, he found nor anic: and 
complaining vnto the Officers, they made an excufc that they, had been countermanded and 
imploied in other places againft ;Don Balthazars forces. M ansf b t d being difap- 
pointed of fuccours & followed clofe by the enemy, fearing they fhould take the way of pilfers 
before him, he refolued to retire thither, which he did in the end of September. He found the 
Townefnll of wants, the fortifications little aduanccd, few labourers, and no money to fupplic 
allj wherewith he prcfently acquainted the officers & with the danger ifehey were not fpeedily 
iiippliedjhe requefted them to fend him fome munition,whereby he might be enabled to hould 
out a fiegc,and money to fatisfie the officer and fouldier. who being already difeontented, ic 
tvas to bee feared they might fall into a mutinie, to the great prejudice of the place andcaufc. 
To thefe Letters he had afaircanfwere,butnoeffe<ft$. In the meane time Count Mansfud 
fortified the Townc all he could, dravving-in what prouifion he might. The enemy was not 
idle but grew daily .ftronger, talcing Vbdnian^ Prachadits^ Wimerberg^ and Pifech with great effufion 
ofbloud: oftcr which, Scottwkefcn,Tattx ,and Gteyeelded by coinpofition.. 

The Eleftor of Saxonie, who made great preparation to Armcs, did much perplex theBo- 
htmians- for being aflailed by him vpon the North fide, when as the Impcriallslhould enter 
vpon the South, they fhould then be (hut vp betwixt them. Whereupon they prefendy font 
AmbafTadors to the (aid E!e<ftor, with particular inftru<ftions,to induce the Eftates of his Coun- 
trie to diuert him from attempting anie thing in fauour of the Emperor, from whom he had re- 
cciued Letters for the execution of the profeription againft them, giuing him authority to doc 
what he fhould thinke fit; to take Townes, punifh rebels, and pardon thofc which fhould re- 
turne to their duties and take the oath due to his Maiefty,and not to forget any thing for the re- 
eouetie ofthe Realme,and fettlingall in peace. The Ambaftadours of Bohemia being at Drcfda 
with the Ele<ftor,they entreated his highnesto giue their King and the States of Bohemia that 
contentment as to declare vnto them his intention, touching the Letters ofexecution fent vnto 
him from tbcEmperour, and whether he de fired nottoremaine Newter as hee had hitherto 
done* TheEle&ormadcalong repetition vnto them of the progreffc of thefe troublesjcon- 
cluding in the end,that he had accepted of this commiffion in regarde of his duty .* hoping that 
it might bee executed without force or hoftile attempts, if they would fhew themfelues difpo- 
fed vnto peace rather then to warre, That his oncly aime was to maintaine peace,true religion, 
the priuiledges of thcRcalme, and the Imperiall and Royal) authority • That ifthe Proteftants 
amongft them had the likeaffe&ion, it was the raeanes toaitaine vnto that end 5 That the Pro te¬

In themean timc,onthc cightrhofAuguft, he took hislcaueof the Arch-dukes, andon the 
feuenteenth came to Chapell^ whcrche attended his munition and carriages comming 
from ^niwer^eonmm^ of^o wagons ioaden with pouder, bullets, boats to make bridges, 
and all other munition of warre. Hehadforty cannons that came from toekli*, all with the 
Emperors Arms prepared for this Army jouens of brafle, and milles vpon wagons fufficient 
to make bread for 20000 men in foureand twenty houres. Ail things being ready, he parted 
b om ^i,x the one and twentith of Auguft towards Cmfiumcf, where he muftered his whole 
Army, being flx and twenty thouland foot and foure thoufand horfe. Then hee opened his . -r 

Commiffion, wherewith be acquainted the Englifo Embaftador j which contained a declarati- 
on to makewarre againft all thofc whichfhould be confederate and allied to the Bohemians, 
rebels to his Imperiall Maiefty. Hauinggiuen his fouldiers two months pay, hepaft the Rhine

S p i n o l a, hearing that Count H b n r y and Sir H o r a t i o V1R * marched with j 
their Troops, had a defire to encounter them and cut them offin their paflage (and forthatin- 
ccnt he palled the Rhine with 000 foot and 300a horfe) and Jikewifc to fee, whether rheyof j 
Framkfm would giue them paflage through ’their Town,comrary to their piomife: but he was 
deceiued in his expectation, by reafon of their Ipcedy march (going fomc times twenty miles f 
a day and more) and taking their way aboue Pranekjert by the County of Hannaw: and Co they j 
drew neer to Wormes , where they patted the riucr,and in the end ioyned with the Princes of the 
Vnion. 


Theday after the coming of the Englifli and Prince Hanky to the Army of the Vnion, 
The Army «f there was great cxpc&ation of a battell, for that Marquette Spinola had drawn his Army 
out of his ftrength, and could not well retire to his rrcnches without fighting* for that the Prin- 
wth Spfnola. ces Army lay fo neer them. The Commanders therefore rtfolued togiuehim battell: where¬ 
upon the whole Army was put in order, the foreward being giuen to Sir Horatio Van 
with hisEnglifli Troops,bring fccondcd by Count Ha wry with his horfe. Eucryfouldter 
prepared himfelf to fight with great refo!ution,the Englifli being incourag'd by their preacher* 

who tould them the caufe was iuft, they fought for God and religion,for the honour of their 
Country^and to maintain the right of their Soueraign’s daughter and her children. His fpecch 
lb inflamed the refolute fou!diers,that they caft vp their caps for ioy, attending but the fignall 
for battell• but,their courages were foon danted: for,the Maiquefle of K^Amb&cb, the Generali 
(infteed of crying To Ai ms) caufed a rctreic to be founded ; whereby the enemy had ocarfion 
to recouer his trenchcs,to the gcnerall grief of the Englifli. He prerended this reafon,That the 
day was too far fpent: bur,by the opinion of fuch as were there,they loft a fair aduantage, and 
almoft the hopcofanaflured vhftory * their Army being far greater than Shnoi A’s,hisfor- 
ccs being diuided. This retreic much blcmifhed the reputation ofthe Marqucfle; of whom 
men fpake diuerfly s fometcarming him a coward,others faying he was corrupted, and had be- 
traidtheArmy .* but,doubtlefs,it much hindred the Palatinate's affaires, and gaue the enemie 
meansto aduancc his conquefts; the Army of the Vnion retiring to Warmest where they were 
incampt.* buffoon after.it being winter,and the German heat abated,their army tvas garifbned. 

Prince B ithu N,poffeffmg Presl>ourg,and willingto bring the war on this fide of the riuer 
Donnow towards fiom 3 had caufed a bridge of boats to bee made there, with a Fore at the end 
thereof: 1 vpon which hauing paft his Army,confiftingofioooo men, and his cannon, he went 
and befieged Hmhourg -,but the intelligence which he had with the townfmen being difeouerd, 
he planted his batteries to win it by force : but.,after a breach made, and foure affmlts giuen, 
with the lofle of athoufand Hungarians,he raifed his fiege, and retired to robbing. 

When the Imperials pcrceiued Prince Bithuh’s purpofe to bririg the war neer piennd, 
for that he had patted thcDanww, there wasa goodly cn ter prife propounded in the Emperors 
Councell (if it had happily fucceeded) to go and break the bridge of boats at Prtsbeurg r and 
whiTft Prince Bdthlih was on this fide of the Domew (where he had noTown ofrecreir*

Caftle by Petard 5 conceiuingthatifitmightbe taken, the towne could not long houldout 
Bur being aduanced before the Countercarfc with fifcic musketiers and one of his Colonells 
called E 5 r a o N b, the Morauians which were within difeouering him, ihotre vpon him 
without mtermilfion: eight of his men wereflaineneere vnro him , and a musket ttiot carried 
his hat from his head.

PfW B . T H11» being comn again before timforg, and hauing won the fame, heo ap- ^ 

pomccdthis place forthe French AmbaflTadorstomeetatjWhohadfentvntohiin to knoweif dredto 

he would vfe their help for the pacifying of the troubles. And knowing that they parted the 
hxt of Otfober to repair vnto him, he fent them aeon uoy of foure hundred horfe : which be* 
ing defeated and put to flight between that placeand Piitnnjtby thelmperialifts, he forbare not 
tor all that to fend forth another conuoyfomewhacftrongcr than the former, and to rccdue 
and entertame them two miles fliort of Hmbourg&y two hundred Gentlemen attired in cloth 
or gould, and with many precious iewels^ who prefented them with the Princes caroaches 
in the which they were conduced with no leffc than an hundred torches forth on to their tu«b und#

On the morrow,theday of their Audience, they were with magnificence led vnto the 
Caftle through all the fouidiers of the guard cloathed in blew, and found the Prince in the Hal 
of the caftle accompanied with 200 Gentlemen apparelled after the Turkifli fattiionwith lone 
robes of velucc and cloath of gold lined with fables* who after their reception conduttedthern 
vnto his Cabinet: whatpafled in this fii-ftaudience and in a fecond afterwards, isnotknownc.' 

A few dates after they returned vnto view, where they endeauoured thcmfclues by all meancs 
to reconcile and bring to an end thofe cruellwarres, not onely with Prince B i t a l i n and 
the Hungarians, butalfo with the Eleftor Palatine king of^W: and to that end they Cent 
one to Prague (who had beene al waies Agent For Ptanee in the Palatines court at ffeidlebetg be¬ 
fore he had accepted the cro wnc of Bohemia) to treate with Sir Richard Wtjlnn , and Sir Edward 
Conaway, now Counfellors of State (whowerefent Ambafladorsfrom his Maieftie vhtohis 
Sonne in Iawe, and had charge ro employ thcmfelues ferioufly for the pacifying ofrhofe trou* 
blcs)touching thefe alterations 5 and to vnderttand from them what courfe they would take for 
the attaining vnto a peace* Butthe battaile being loft within few dayes after by the king of Bp* 
hernia, it changed theface ofall thofe good intentions to treat of peace. 

Whilft they ftaicd yet at HainUurg^ this Prince fent for the body of rhe Earle of Tam• 
fterre from Presbourg, , ana caufed it to bee very honourably interred. The Baron de Pnner,

tmitbtEm. States of that Prouince I a qjv * s G r vnthau, one of his Counfellers, to publifh an af- 
■ortBan, fembly ofthc States ofthat Prouince in the Town ofBautfen on the feuenth of September, old 

ftile,that he might communicate to the Emperors commiflion. 

Whereof Fr*dbrick Eleftor Palatine being aduertifed * as king of Bohemia and Mar¬ 
quette of Lufatia, hefent to forbidd Adqlp h of Gcrfdoff, Gouernour of the prouince, to 
make any fuch conuocation. And withall gaue Commiflion to the Marquette of lagerndorf of 
Brandebourg^ to enter into lufatia with 6000 men to re/erue itagainft the forces of the duke of 
$4x«»y:which hee executed with fuch diligence, ashewasfooncrat thegatesof Bautfen then 
they had any newesofhiscomming: where being entred, heefeifed vpon A d o lfh of Gerf 
dorfand Grvntnau with Avov stin Schmid, Agent for his Imperiall Maicfty; 
and fome other Deputies which were already come to Bautfen. This done and hauing left 
2000 men in garrifon at Baut/in, and a new Gouernour, he went to Gorlitz where he did the like 
and in other places of this Prouince, Which the Elcftor of Saxony vnderftanding, he enters 
into lufatia with his Army, and layeth feege to Bautfen, where he was 3 weekes before it: and 
then taking it by force at the fiftattault, hecaufed4oof the principall rebels tobc hangd. 
Thus was lufatia reduced, and the Marqueffe of lagerndoyf confti ained to withd raw himfelf in- 
to Silefia, hauing attempted in vaine to rclccue the Townc. 

The Duke of Bantm after his taking of Lint z> as is aforefaid, hauing no more to do in Aufiria, 
(I _ and his Imperial Maiefty being alfodefirous that the 2 Armie$,thatistofay,hi$own which the 
Ear lofBwqnoy conduft;d,and was then vpon the frontiers of Auftm & Morauia, and the D. of 
Bimili’s might ioin together, to enter into Hibernia and march towards Prague: He turned a- 
bout the head ofhis Armie to wards Snetball and went and joined it with the Earle of Bucyuoy. 

Before he enters into Bohemia, hec Cent the Emperors Letter s-patents to the States* and by 
hiso,wne.hcexhortsthemtoacceptofthegtaceoffi:cdtothem,toappear beforchim, tofatis- 
.**;• fie his Imperiall Maiefties Commandement • to prouide better for their Kingdome, to receiue 
thcirdawfull King foliberall and benigne* and to preuentgreater mifcrics,ifthcyloued their 
ownegood. j; 

Tothefelctters theStatcsofBokwwmadeanfwcrthejo.of Auguft, fending back th’ori- 
ginallofthe Emperors Letters patterns • Letting him vnderftand,that they would defend their 
party,to the hazard of their goods and liucs; That they committed to God th’euenr, and did 
yet notwithflanding hope,that he whom they neuer had offended,but euer reputed as a friend, 
and a worthy qpd prudent Piinceof the Empire, would not /utter bimfelfe to be perfwaded to 
vfcanieaftof hoftilityagainft them and thcii Kingdome. 

• f ; The Bohemians, feeing their Army nothing equall to the Emperors and the Duke of Baua- 

mita ***** being ioined, they caufc it to return out of Aujlr'ta into Bohemia, to vnite all their forces with 
the ioooo Hungarians which Prince Bithlih had fentto their fuccours. The Prince of 
Anba/tinhis retreit put garrifons into all places,and augmented thofe which were weak, that 
they might make fome oppofition againft the Itfiperialifts: but their Armies being thus ioined, 
thofe which made anie refinance found but bad vfage.

fatisfaftion * wherein hefpent much time : but,finding thefe prafticcs not to preuaiLhc rcfolued 
to attempt it by force,and to |iue a gcnerall aflault * yet,changing his minde, he departed with 
his whole Army about the 21 of Oftober,andfo marched towards Pragt*. His rcrc-wardkee- 
ing lodged but half an houres march from Pilfen * the next day the Earl of tob&lo camcjwith 
aJJ the Kings horic, as well Germans as Hungarians, and 3000 musketiers within one houres 
march Officii; where Counts A N S P B t d meeting him, he propounded a means how to 
enemies Rere; that if it would pleafe him to adua nee his T roops,he would aflo ioin 
with him with the heft he had in Pilfen - and fo, charging the enemy together, they Ihould ey- 
thcr defeat his Rerc-ward,or ellc greatly diftreffe it: but the Earl thought it better to turn back 
and take the paflage.to intereepttheenemies way to Prague. In the end ofO/Jober the two ar¬ 
mies lodged within a league one of another * where there were daily skirrailhes with various 
iucceftc,accordingtothefortuneofwar: and fo drawing daily neerer and neerer togecher*it 
was concerned that B v c qj 0 y would hazard abattell. Whereupon, the Prince of Anhalt 
minted Ma n sfhd to come and attend his pleafure* who thanked him,and aflured him he 
w _°uWnot fail to perform his command ; aftui ing himfelf, he (h ould be entertained as Mar/jial 
ofthe neldjto command according to his charge * defiring his HjgHnes to fend him word fbee~ 
any,what his refolution was, and to that efleft fent a particular meflenger with Letters t but 
before he could be heard and difpatcht,thc ouerthrowe ofthe Army decided the queftion*, 

The Imperiall Army aduanced ftill, and no day paft without fome aftion. On the fourth of 7 
Nouember theEarl of Buequey waslightly hurt with a (hot * which was fo troublefomc to him, T 
that he could not well rideon horfeback. On the 6 and 7 daies the Armies were within cannon 
fliot one of another. Coming within halfa league of Prague, vpon Sunday morning the eight 
day ofthc monerh the battell was fought * which I cannot relate in particular, being forced to 
vfeoreaity. ; 

The Impcrialifls being refolued to fight, the Duke of Bavaria rooke the right wing, and 
Count Bvc ojf o y took the left • who, fitting armed in his caroach, went from fquadron to 
iquadron to harten and encourage them to carry thcmfclucs valiantly. The Baron of Titfy, 

who was the Leader ofthc left point, hauing pafled a little bridge and marilh ground with the 

Bauarian Troops, was fo welcomed and entertained by the Bohemians, that lie was forced to 
lend for all the Bauarian Troops in the fore-ward to come to fuccour and aflift him : all which 
being loy ned, and vnder the Bohemians, the whole Imperial! Army was conftrained in the like 
manner to march vpon the left hand jfoasthey were much annoyed, and recciucd great iofle 
by the Bohemians ArtmeryiwhichdidfobcatintoaBattaliion of Walloons, and the whole 
body ofthe Bauarian horfe, that they were routed and put to flight. The danger wherein the 
fofe-ward of the Bauarians and the Baron of Tilly were ingaged , forced Count 
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tecfetfOOitWmf Who (notwithftanding thathc was wounded and weak)'went to horfeback to 
efififfgagofifi t'-ultfv^'Who was id danger to bedoft.

med t-fbi^on the-dhy of the battell (which wasSunday) hauing marcht 8 miles, the Army cam 
SO opiate wirhiVd mile of Prague,ofgreat aduantage,calkd the white Hill; where they incam' 
•pediSftd rangedtheir Army.findingthelmperiall Army aduanced with a refolution to fight. 
The Bbhemianshad a great aduantage of the ground : for, their cannon might beat into their 
enemas troops from the Mill j lo as at their firft approach they were much difordered, and loft 
many men : hefidi^the Imperials had a marifh ground and a bridge to paife; where the Bohe- 
mtilti#hadplantedypeccesof[>rdinatice,with yoomusketiers to guard it: which p adage if 
they had maiftfaihod,and kcptthdrpofture on the Hill,in the opinion of all maitiaU men they 
Could not haue ldft the vi&ory. But the firft ftep to their ouevthrowe was the indiferetion or 
peifidioufrietofabe Earl of Hohenlo or Hollor, Lieutenant Generali of the Bohemian Army,who 
drCWawayche-musketieis which werefet to guard the paflagc of the bridge *,fo as the Imperi- 
a#>ifttbradngrhi3oportunity,paftoucrchcir troops,and curnd thofe 3 pieces on the Bohemias.

Seblto ,fought valiantly,and were moft of them (lain or taken prlfoners-On the left hand the Earl 
ofi<r*«#,Licutdnqnc Colonel to C.M an $ fel d’s regiment of horfe,charged valiantly with 
3 of his companies and fome others who helpt him,on a regiment of the cnimies foor,and beat 
fhtfhidOwntothe bottom of thehill .* but,beingoppreft withmultitiides,and left by the Hun¬ 
garians who were to fccond him,he was fore'e to get off as well as he could. The Prince of A»- 
hil^Wiih Holoc his Lieutenant >fled with the fivft to carry newes to Prague of thisdifafter. 
Tbebld Earl 6 f 7 hurn followed,but with more honour and better teftimonies of his valour. 

Th&Kitlgof Bohemia (who had bin a month together with the Army,and came but the day be¬ 
fore the battell to Prague) wasnow going forth after dinner to view his Army,ignorant of what 
had pa ft* Being fom 12 fcore from the Town,he law the Hungarians fleeing fo faft, that he was 
fbtcedto retire fpeedily,or elfe his peifon had been in danger to be opprdTcd by the multitude 
that (led. Touching the Ioffe he affirms confidently,there were not aboue 3000 (lain * wherof 
mbftbfthem,fleeingintothebut-worksofthe Town (thegates being fhut) were there flainC 
by the enemy; that there were rewc drown'd in parting the riuer vpdn floats of timber,and that 
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the enemies Ioffe wasno leffe than theirs. There were fbme companies of horfc and foot Which 
hiad retired themfelues into starpark, neer adjoining to their Camp•; the which that night Or the 16 ^o 

n<&t day morning were either {lain or taken prifoners .* among which,ther was theydrig PrihCe 
dfJtubab, Captain oftheKingsguard, and other Commanders; who, fending a Drummc to 
Count B v c qJ o y, craued fair Quarter: which granted,they yeelded themfelues prifbnetsi 
V In thisgreat confufionandamazement.thcKing with his Queen and Court left the Caftle jht EUnofPA* 
Which^is in petty Prague, and retired into the old Town. The ould Earle of Thurn with Other ChewU^hL- 
Corrnnandeis petfwaded the King to ftay in the Town and defend it, wanting neither men,vi* amPreguf, 
<5tuall, nor munition* which they might well haue done: but the King, cdnlideting that his 
foiildiers Were danted with this ouerthrowe,thatthe Inhabitants were light and incortftant,and 
Would adhere to the ftronger,that he was in a weak Town,and a victorious enemy at thegates^ 
ivhono doubt would imploy all his forces to make his victory abfolute ; refolued to retire him-, 
{clfiahdgiucway. ton ece/ficy:fo as the next day after the battell he left the Town by feuchdf 
the clock in the ttiorning; the Queen talcing her caroche with her young fori but nine moncths 
old ,whe> was born in Prague . Coming to tfic Port,they found it fhut,and the Burgers in Arms, 
refuling to let them paife* it may be wirh a hope to make their peace the better with the enemy 
Vponf heir retention: but by the perfwafions of thcBurgraue and Chancellor of Bohemia who 
did accompany them', they opened the gates. Prefently after, the Queen took horfe, they be¬ 
ing accompanied by Sir Ri c h.W a s ton andSir Ed vv are> Conn ovvay, Ambaffa- 
dors there for his Maiefty,the old Prince of ^a/f,two Dukes,of Saxony , of Wcymar, the Earle 
of £fo//w.f,the old Earl of Thurn,the Earl of Lduallfon to the Duke o fTremonille, a French-man, 
the Burgraue of Praguejnd the Chanccllor,with many others. That night they went toD’xa- 
furk^o Erigliflimiles from Prague: wherethey arriued late,and en tred with m uch difficulty ■ a 
long iourncy fora Queen great with childc and vnfit to traucll,hauing no time to reft or refiefh 
herfelf by the way. The next day they departed from Limpurg towards Silefia , and after eight 
daies camctbPi'ejlaw: during which,that N oble and vertuous Queen fuffred hunger, cold^ thb 
extremity of bad lodging (lying fbmenightsonftiaw) theapprehenfton of apitrfuing enemy, 
and the loflc ofplatc anagoods which were fpoiled by their own fouldiers that followd them: ( 
yec ihc bore all thefe crofles arid affli<ftions with a generous refolution,to the adiriiratiori of all. , ,, , , 

: The Dukc of B4«4rwandCount Bvc o^v o y entringintoFr^wthcncxcday,they lent 
certain troopS tbwards Braridiz fifteen miles off(a place’of pleafute belonging to the Kings of ^BohL^ 
Bohemia) to purfue them, thinking to fin de the Queen thereby reafon ofher difability totrauel; 
where hearing what courfe they had cakenjnd how far they were aduanced,they left purfuing 
them,andfpent their time in fpoilingofthat place and the country thereabout. His Maiqfties 
Aritbaftadors took their leriue of the King and Queen going from Limpurg • from whence they 
gaub the Duke of.ffdfl/ri'Af to vriderftand, that according to theirdutiesthey had accompanied 
the King their Mafias daughter to Lirhpurg', defiring to haue a Cafe condu<ft to return to Prague,, 

Which he fent them: where finding no means to treat with a victorious enemy vpon any good 
tear,ms of peace, they returned towards England. 

After this famous victory the two Generals marched dire&iy to Prague. In the mean time, 
the Catholiques wrote to the Duke of Bawr/d, that thcy gauc God thanks that hec had giueti 
him vi&ory. that they would reioicetofeehi'm come triumphing into their Towns; that tfie^ ■ v 

ortVe^ to him both their goods arid fiues,an’d that they Freely yeelded themfelues , bcfeechiri^ 
him to exempt them from pillage and fpoil. His Highnesrcceiuedthem with all curtcfic,-aijd 
riiade a proclamation that no fouldier vpon pain of death fhould depart from his colours j'aticf 
if any disbanded, their Officers fhould be hanged for them. The next day the fouldiers began 
tO Rale the wals fbuc the Duke iftaid their inft>tency,andfec guards at the gates of petty Pragffi 
and vpon all thbappfoaches.The Inhabitants of the old T own difpatcht a trumpet to his High-| 
nesj befeechinghimto grant them threb dayes fpace,in Which time they hoped to giuefuCh^W-l 
fWcr as fhould content him: yet he would ttdt hearthbir demafid j but fent theto’word, thqc’K^ 

Wo'ril.dhot gfanf them fo miich as three hoin'bS, but Wbuld haut them prefently come fprth ih- r 
to thb fipld; where like a Conqubref he wblild ahf nd them to receiub the obedience due ynt6

The Generals, hauing reftored the States to their antient places, they caufed them to write; vft- 
to the.

pcrfwadingthcmtoyeeldvp the Townc, with other places', vnto hjsimpcriail Maiefty,.,ancl 
UbmthiHt theythould receiue a certaine fum of money in hand,and the reft afterwards: Moreouer 5 that 
pilftnjctUtd. feeing the King was now retired outof5afo/w4,it was in the power of the (aid States to ettfc 
charge him* feeing they had entertained him into their feruice., and to them hce had taken 
his Oath.

He ptotefted that he had no other defire but to fee them in their former Eftare. Freed from 
the continuance of fo many ruines, and to enioy rheir priihkdgcs by the free exercife o f Reli¬ 
gion, the which his Maiefty hadconfirmed vntotbem at hiscomming vnto the foumignty of 
M/ta : But ifthey continued obftinate in their leagues and former refolutiohs, he could not 
but lament the miieries which would follow • being reftdute ro continue confront and 
faithfull to ghis Imperial) Maiefty j. and to d$e his beft cndcuour to maintaine the obedience 
due to the lawfull Magiftraie,and that nothing fliould hec attempted to the preiudice of the 
Empire. 

Thefe Letters Ofthe Eleftor of Satiny,and the copy of hi* Commiflion being read in the 
Aifembly of the Princes and States of Silrjia,xhofe ofthc Impciiall Party were ofaduice,thaf ? . 
confidering the ftate of affaires, it wa3 expedient to fend an Ambafladour vnto the Eletftor of 
Sanany,t o treate of their agreement: The others Were ofopinion that it was not fit to make too 
muchhafte. but, conti arb Wife, to make new Icuks of Souldiers in the name ofthe States, to : 
makeit appeare,in cafe they fhould enter into treaty with the Elector of Sain, that it was ney- 
ther for fen re nor weakened .• A nd to fend word vnro all rhe Townes of ^/q^andthchigh- 
cr x»/itw,to*haue great care, and in no wife to difunitc themfelues ; becaufe that in all treaties 
and accords, the preferuation of priuilcdges promifed in gcncrall, is betrer maintained then by 
particular yceldings. This later aduice was' followed ; So as the Elccftor of San* hauing fum- 
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1621 moned Gorlitz and Sittau to yeeld obedience vnto the Emperour, left they /bould fall into the 
misfortune of thofc of Bam fen .-he was anfwered, that the States of Siiefia and the Deputies of 
the higher Lufatia were at Prejlau to refolue. touching the Letters whichhehadfentthem,be- 
feeching him in the meane time not to attempt any thing againft their townes. 

At the fame time, CountS vc c^v o r, Generali of the Imperial! Army, marching out of 
Bohemia, by the frontiers of Morauia and the Lower AufirU,btC\eged and took JgUw and Irehnits, 
frontier townes of Morauia. He forced Swim with many other places to yeeld obedience to 
the Emperor: the which did fo amaze thegarrifons and fouldiers which the Baron of Landau 
held in many places in the lower ^iujiria, that they abandoned them to retire themfclucs in¬ 
to Hungary \ whither the laid Baron him/elfe in the end was forced to fly;

To whom thc Emperour made anfwcre, That 
forgetting what was paft he rcceiued them as his other fubie&s into his protection, and would 
maintaine them in all their priuiledges and rbe liberty of religion: but, feeing there were fome 
few which were the Authors of the rebellion,That the Commiffarie, whom he fhould depute 
to be his Lleucenantin M>rama,(kouU caufi? information to be made againft them; after which 
the States ft ould vnderftand his pleafure. The Deputies being returned, the Inhabitants of 
Brin and Oldnitz (the two chiefe townes of Morauia ) woke a new oatli of fealty to the Empe¬ 
rour j and fo did the fouldiers whom they had entertained: who.being muttered and recciuing 
pay in thc Emperours name, went and ioynedthemfelues with Count Bv c q„v<, y, who be- 

fiegcdzrad//fh s which he took and thereby flopped the paffagebetweene HungarU and Morauia: 
fo as Biyhm'n Gabor could not fend the fuecours which he had promifed to the Elector 
Palatine; who was much affliftcd for thenewes of this reunion, as you may iudge by thefol- 
lowing Letter written to the Earle of Thurno which was intercepted. 

I hauc rcceiued Letters from Morauia with great griefe : the fouldiers being in mutiny for 
want ofpay: thc States haue font to theEmpcrour to make their accord; but God be thanked 
the affaires in Silejia arc in better tearms. The Princes are refolute &haue decreed to leuienew 
forces; blaming the Morauians for their perfidioufnefle. And for my parte, Idoubtnot but in 
fhort time they will receiue the thedue reward of rheir raftnes. I did not conftraine theBohe- 
miahs and Morauians to chufe mce for their King. I could haue liued content in mine owne 
Countrey: yet for all thepainesand trauaile I haue taken j thefe for whom Iftaue venfred my 
life and goods, and thc Hues and goods of my friends and fubie&s, leaucmec, and eucn now 
treate about ycelding themfelues vnto another. What right they haue to do this,I will leaue to 
the iudgement of the whole world. I may trulf lay, that neither couetoufncfs nor ambition 
earned me to come into Bohemia: and I hope,God will foguideme by his grace, as the fuffering

your Maiefty may take order how to be relieued with fuccors from your owne Subieas and 
Friends. And whereas your Maiefty hath defired, that if we treate with the Ele&orof Saxony, 
vou might be alfo comprehended jyou may beleeuc that your faithfull Nobles and States will 
let your Maiefty vnderftand all which (hall paffe in that treaty. Wealfobefeechyou to think 
ofthe confederation made with the Hungarians,and not tofee vs plunged into the like mifenc 
as the Morauians which haue been threatned by the Turks and Tartars : Asfor thc 3 moheths 
pay which your Maiefty defires, as well for the muttering of 1000 horfc of his croups j»s for his 
toor-raenJt/hallberefolued onin our firft Affembly, and your Maiefty acquainted witivouv 

rcfolution; the Princcsand States defiring nothing fo much, as to continue faithfull vnto you, 
and conftant in their obedience. • . . . , ,, ' , . . ■' 

On the morrow,the Kingfent them his anfwere in writing; That he had recciucd theiric* 7heEMofPA , 
folution by their Deputies,and perceiued thereby their good intention, and the aftcCtion they Jatinfs 4nf „ tYt 
bare vnto him • praying them to bcleeue that his was no leffe : That hauing obferued the dai- »a the suits. 
ly falling away of the Morauians, and that the Prouinccs incorporated vnto Bohemia,in that tur¬ 
bulent ettate whereunto things were brought, could notfoi' rhe prefent refift the EmperouiS 
power, it was neceffary he fhould withdraw himfelfe into fome place of fafety, hot ta rrc from 

them; where he might obfevue what was done,and prouidc fufficient forces to defend them, 

giuing way vnto the Embaffie they fhould fend to the Elector of Saxony* 

Before thc king of Bohemia made his retreit out of Silejia, he lent the Eatlfi Of Hdhtuld tO tllC 
Elector ofSaxony,to propound a'Truce vnto him for the obtaining of a Peace*, with Letters 

I doubt not but you haue fccne the declarations ofthe caufes, for the which I haue accepted Hi* tMtie ft* 
the Crownc of Bohemia : I haue not done it by force nor practice ; but fearing the Realme thvsfswv 
fhould fall into the hand of fti angers,and the Empire rcceiue prejudice, t cannotbelecue but 
God called me to thegouerncment thereof, to the end they fhould not be depriued of the free 
exercife of Religion,andtheir priuiledges-, but I haueaccepted icchiefly for two reafons :Firft, 
that it mightnotbe hereditary* and,tothegreat preiudice ofthe Eledlors, fall into the hands 
of the houfe of Spaine: And Secondly, that the elc&ion of the king of Romanes, to be Empe¬ 
rour, might, by moft voices, beinthepowerofthe.Proteftants. whereby they fhould no 
more feare to be vnder theyoakc of the Romane Carholiques. ■ I was confident that all the E* 

ledors and Proteftant Princes would alloweofmy intention, and finde r..,eanes to fatisfie the 

aduerfe parties; and that I fhould be maintainecNn thc poffcffion of the fame Realme, by fome 

good accord. I haue neuer refufed to enter into treaty, but feeing my fdfefruftrate of my dc* 

fire I haue been forced to take Armes to defend my felfc againft the forces of 'Spume, and the 
Catholiquc league ; But being ftill defuous of Peace, I haue though j good to fend the Earle 
of Hohenlov ntoyou^ to treate of themeanes whereby the Empire might be in quiet, his heredi¬ 
tary Countries (which the Spaniards had inuaded) reftored, all grieuances taken away*, free 
exercife of Religion maintained, with the free cle&ion ofthe Realme of Bohemia with the in¬ 
corporated Prouinces 5 and to prouide for the defence otHungary atid Poland , to the end the 
Empiremight not thereby receiue any danger. To attain^ Vnto the which, I haue giuen 
charge vnto the Eaile of Hohenlo to propound a gcnerail Truce vnto you for a moneth 
or two,, throughout thc whole Empire, the Realme of Bohemia, and thc incorporated 
Prouinces ; During the which time, there might bee Tome courfc taken totreatcofagCne- 

r aHThcE*lcittorof^^ made anfwere 5 That he would not difpute of the caufes which had rb'«n(»trt 
made him to accept the Crownc of BohemU ; but he would fell him freely that he had neuer ap- 
proued ofthe proceedings of the Bohemians, and had written vnto him to diffwade him from’ 
ir fore-feeing that in this action fome Princes would ftand N ewters, and others would follow 
theEmpcrour • Thatthc Bohemians could not in Confcicncc proceede to anew Elc<ftionV 
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their, king whom they had crowned and anointed being aliue : that hee had alwaies defired he 
1621 ihould not haue engaged himfelfe in the Bohemian affaires, nor trouble the Empcrour in rhe 

Gouiitrics which hcenioyed: and that he ihouldhaucgiucn credit to his counfell and to the 
adJiiccof many Princes who had alwaies defired his happineflej but feeing he could not he di~ 

uerted from the acceptance of the crowne 0$Bohemia, he had left it to the will of God and time 
doing bis heft endeauqur to comfort the Emperourin his afflictions, vntiftthe memorable 
victory of Prague*, whereby it appeared that God would protect the lawful! Magiftrate. That 
hefeduld not denie but the Empire was in great danger.and that this war of Bohemia might opcq 
a gate to lerr in the Turlce to become maifter of the frontier townes in Hungtrj. That hec 
Wflftthccaufeofall thefe mifcrics 5 the which might haue been avoided ifhee hadgiuenway 
CO bis exhortation, and rcictfed thatgreat defire to raigne: That to preuentall thefe dangers and 
ruiadS/hemuft take a good and free refolution to renounce the realme of Bohemia and the incor¬ 
porated prouinces, to fubmit himfelfe to the Emperour and to craue pardon: but if he did not 
raRcehis courfe, it was to be feared he would draw himfclf and all his friends inro great extre¬ 
mities the Emperour being refolued to purfue his vi&ory. 

■ The JCingof Bahama finding no meanes to mooue the EleAor of Saxony to procure a truce 
and £nding that the Princes of silepa had deputed the Duke of Munjltrfarg and flue other men

» a a t e jc for a condemned perfon • not to fuffer hi m in their Terrirorics and Countries; not 
to giychim any fuccour or eotinfellvpon any pretext whatfoeuer 5 not to relieue or conuerfe 
with him, nor to fuffer their fubiedls to do it cither publickly or fecretly j but to aflift his Com* 
miflary in the execution ofhis Commiflion. 

After the Ioffeofthat infortunate battell of Prague, the Eie&or Palatine had written to *11 his 
btmV/t*°t'o aUiysapd confederates, imputing the caufe ofthatlofikto the wanted men and money which 
tbtymttd frw. hadibecn promifcd,and that he could ncuer perfwade the Proteftants to ioin theirforce* to his, 
(tt ' and them equall to the CathoJiques. In his Letter to the Princes of the Vnion, he prayed 

Godnot to fuffer them to be daunted nor deiefted, and to giue them grace to take good refolu- 
tions • that the vnited Princes had now more caufe to refolue to war re and to ioin all their for¬ 
ces together, like to the Catholique Romane league, and to attempt with all their power to 
chafe Sr i n o la out of the Empire and the lower Palatinate, a Country which was heredita¬ 
ry vft to himfrif and his brother Laws* Philip* that the Treaty of Vtm«h although it 
was made in fauour of the Catholique league, could not preiudice them, but rather open a way 
for the good of all Proteftants and the preferuation of religion and liberty 4 that hec doubted 
not but the Spaniards, feeing Bohemia arid the incorporated Prouinccs fubiugared, would draw 
their vi&orious Armies into the Empire, hould Diets by force, preferibe lawes to the Prbte- 
ftants,and conftrain them to reftorc the reuenues which had belonged to the Roman Clergie, 
and bring vnder their yoke all the Countries of the proteftant Ele&ors: wherefore they fhould 
refolue to follow the example ofthe Elector M a v*. i c », and prepare themielues to warre, 
to fhakeoffthis yoke rather than to admit it; reafon it felfc perfwading them tocontinue their 
Vnion: the Imperiall Cities (hould alfo remember what hath been done by the enemy in\ff*« 
hernias nd and beleeue, that if their Vnion did not fubfift,they fhould not oncly bee 

deprived of their wealth, but alfo forced to entertain and feedfouldiers, endure cittadcls, and 
be reduced into feruitude ten times more thin during the Vnion 5 that if the Bohemians would 
haufeitoploied towards the charges ofthe war.but the tenth part ofthat which they haue fince 
loft, they had eafily preuented the miferies which haue fallen on them': wherefore he entreated 
them to confider of all thefe things, to haue his caufe and that of thereformed proteftantsin re¬ 
commendation, and to defend bis hereditary Countries: the which they fhould do fpeedily, 
that they might transfer the war into their countries who had been thecaufes of fo manymi-

About the end of September 1620, L a vv a s of Hejfe, Lantzgraue of Darmftdt, had written 
t6 the Princes ofthe Vnion to perfwade them to confidei ofthe means whereby peace might 
be fettled in the Empire, and they reconciled to his Imperiall Maicfty. To whom they made 
this anfwer 5 that The Princes of the Vnion had neuer oppofed themfelues to the Emperor,but 
hiil ahvaics 5 honourcd him-that they had faithfully obferued the Treaty of Vlmc y and had not 
participated any thing with the troubles of and yet Sp inou hadriot forborncto 

inuade matiy places belonging to thePrinccsand States vnited, who neuer had any thing com¬ 
mon; with the Bohemians; whererhe Spaniard had vfed great cxa&ions,which had forc’t them 
totike Arms: thatthe Lantzgraue fhould preffe his Imperial Maicfty ;to the end that S pin o- 
l a with his forces might leauc the Territories ofthe Empire, whexeby euery man might re- 
tumtto bis owne houfe, which would be the onely means to fettle a peace. 

The Emperor,Showing that the vnion ofthe Princes and States w hich had begunin the yeet 

jwattoendih May following^ wrote to the Imperiall Towns dnd Cities of this Vnion, 
LMySitf admonifhingthem to lcaue it,and not continue it.He fent thefe Lctteistothe Ble&orof Meutb, 
VAmfa nude jmdto L fc v* a « Lant zgraue of Hejfe of Damftit,to fee them conuaied,and to requirean an- 
StUMwmr fwcmaking them his Commiflioners to treat with all the Princesand States that fhould wu- 
7heEmpmt * nite themfelues with his ImperiallMaiefty.

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Countrey ‘ That hitherto God had giuen him many victories, and might by^the fame fauour

fo as they would giue way to his admonitions j That the commendable de/igne of the LamJ

And therforc he ofTered them pardon 
foi all that had been done agamft him or his predeceflor?* promifing to receiue them all into his 
grace and fa uor, and not to fuffer any one to be cald in queftion dire^Jy or indire%,or receiue 
any Ioffe fiomhimfdfe, his cofen the king of Spain y or from any other Prince ofthe houfe of 
Auftm : bur contranwife he would giueorder that they fhould not be molcftcd by garrifons or 
Ins Armies* but would defend and protcift them in all necdTaryocca/ions.

I haue vnderftood with much griefe and affliiftion of minde, by Letters from many Princes °/P c ” m ' p A c ^ 
ofthe Empire, my Cozins, Allies and Friends, that you are entred, with an Army, into the Spi0f82 ' 
heart of the Empire,and the midft of high Germany • whereas you haue taken many townsca- 
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ftlcs and forts in the Palatinate by force, and continuethelikeviolenceagainft the countries & 
162 i territories of many other Pritices,Earls, States and Towns of the Empire; yea, againft thofe 

which belong to Widows and Orphans, who haue no waies offended the Emperor; exafling 
grieuous contributions: which hath made theneighbor Princes grow jealous,left you fliould vfc 
the like violence againft them,their countries,and territories,as they haue bin threatned by you, 
if they would nor. difeharge thegarrifons they entertained for the fafety of their places& coun* 
tries,ifthey did not renounce their vnions and leagues(which haue bin alwais allowd by Diuine 
and humane laws, and efpecially by the golden Bull of Char l s theq) and did not giucfrec 
paflage to your Army,both by water & land, and through your towns,caftles, forts&paflages, 
according to your will and pleasure. Thefc proceedings arc not only repugnant to the imperial 
conftitutions,the liberty of Germany^ and thepublique Peace 5 but alfoto the Letters-patents 
which his imperial Maiefty hath caufed to be publi/hed for the publique fafety : whcrforc it 
was not to be fuffered, that the States of rheEmpire, our cofins, and kinf-folkc, hailing done 
wrong to no man, fliould be abandoned for want of defence, vnder the yoake of an vniuft op- 
preflion: And cherfore wc entreatcyou louingly, that we may haue no cau/c to vndertakc their 
iuftdefencetofreethemfromtheviolencewhichthey fuffer • but that you woulddefiftfrom 
all thefb inuafion$,and abandon that which hath been taken by force from the States of the Em* 
pi re 3 and reftore it to their Princes & Lords: which done, p oHerity will commend you to haue 
bin a wife and prudent Prince,and all the Princes of the Empire, and my felfwill thanke you. 

As for the Aflembly of the Catholique Princes and States held at Ansbourg^ and that of the 
Princes of the Vnion at Hctlbrun , and their conclufions; may be feen in this Letter following. 

Written by one of the aflembly of Ansbourg. 

lam returned from rhcDierar Ambourg the 19 ofMarch, where the Princes and Catholique 
States of the Empire haue been aflembled thcfpaceof? weekes : Wehaucrefoluedacontinu- 
anceof contribution for a defenfiue warre, fo long as the troubles fliall continue; for the which 
there {hall be an aduance of10 moneths, for the entertainment of 120 o o foot,and 3000 horfc, 
" vnder the Duke of Bauaria their Generali. I can allure you that the faid Princes and Catholique 

Sratesare fo well refolued as they were neucr ; and that if they had bin of rhe like minde lome 
fewe yeers fince,thc Proteftant States had been at a low Eb. They being aflembled at Heilbrun, 
fent an Ambaflage tg our Aflembly • the fubiedl was, that hauing no other aime nor intent but 
Peace, which they called thcobferuation of the treaty of Vlme ; the Catholikes haue graunted 
them the Aid obferuation. They are all vpon the point of reconciling themfelues vntothe Em¬ 
peror & to abandon the Elc&or Palatine,My L.Biihopofr/w*Hands vpon his guard on the de¬ 
fenfiue ♦ becaufe he isafl'ured thefaid proreftant Princes crie out againft his Fort o fydetsbeim, 
hauingcauled theElctfot ofM<ntz>md D. ofBauaria to be moued to per/vvade him to giue oucr 
that new fortification; but they haue giuen them anfwere in writing, (hewing the iuft occafions 
and rights, for the which the faid Bifliop had reafon to feck thcaflurance and quiet of his coun¬ 
try, after fo many oppreflions and wrongs which he had endured from his neighbours. 

In the beginning of March, the Princes of the Vnion,and the Imperiall Townes of their 
partie,beganroreconcile themfeIues vnrotheEmperour, promi/lngtogiueno more fuccour 
vnto the Ele<ftor Palatine, and not to prolong their Vnion, nor to make any new. There were 
fomeofthem which treated for their owne particular, being thereunto prefled; and the reft 
in general). And thus you fee, that all they which had advifed and perfwaded the Eleftor Pala¬ 
tine toaccept of the Crowne of Bahemia^ for thegenerallgood of as they pretended, 

and fo ing 3 ged him in a moft dangerous war, contrary to the will and advice of his beft friend, 
when as hee might have lived happic and peaccfull daies in his owne Country, much honou¬ 
red and rfcfpe&cd • doe now, after fome frown es of fortune, abandon him and his, bafelyand 
cowardly,to the affronts and oppreflionofa proud and infblentenemy;who,nodoubt,»ntime 
will tnnkethefti knowthe dangeroftheir dif-union,and repent their rafti refolutions. 
MauriccKMi^ M a vri'cb, Lantzgrave of Hijfe , feeing Spinoza’ s expedition in the Palatinate; and 

jraut- of Htjje hisArmie readic vpon the fir ft occafion to enter into his countryjthetedioufhefsof the Princes 

in their refolution to treate with the Empcrour • and that hee fhould bee the firft in danger: he 
* was alfo the firft which fent vnto rhe Emperors Commiffioners, and to Marquis S p i n o l a , 

touching bis re-union. T he place of treaty was at Bwirg*/*; where, after many con fultations of 

their Deputies 1 in the end theft Articles following were concluded. 

Firft, that Prince M a v r 1 c b ,Lant»grave,fliould promife, not to attempt by himfelfeor 
any other, an ya<ft of hoftility againft his Imperial! Majeftie, or his’ Annie; and not to give any 
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afliftarree, dire&ly or iridire&ly, of men, money, munition, vhftuals, jor coun fell to the Count 
Palatine; not? to the utiitcd Princes, and Other Kings, Electors, Princes, and Eftatcs which had 
relieved the faid Palatine, and the Palatinate, the Realme of Bebemia , and other Provinces in- 
corporate; . 2' That the laid LantZgrave flioud withdraw his Troupes and Souldiers from the 
Princes Avmie,and from the Palatinate. 3 That by the fourteenth of May (which wofuld be 
the expiration oftheir Vnion) he fhould fend an Ambafladour exprefly to giue notice to the 
other Princes 3 ,that he did renounce the faid Vnion, or any other new Vnion which might bee* 
made,againft his Imperiall Maiefty, to fuccou r the Palatine and Palatinate , and /fio.uld;keepe 
tKefe^refWit Articlesinuiolable* 4. That Marquefle S p 1 n o l a fliould alfo promife , that 
neifh'etf ttektf his Army fliould commit any a^t of hoftility, make any eruption, nor cx.aft any 
dbliffibutibn vppri the Landk,Principality andSegnioriesof thefaid Lante^graue M a v r z 1 c e, 
ribi-vpbti his vaflailcSjMmifters and fubMs,nor their goods, mqueable or immoueaMe; but 
/h'bulifkeepe'them from all mbleftarions, and fuffer them to line in. Peace, both for Religion 
and polici^ according to thd Iigperiall conftitutions : But ifanyofthefaid Laiit r-graues ; fub/ 
ieifts flibul^dbecontrary to this tranfa<ftion, they fhould be excepted. And daftly, that this 
Treaty fhould be figned by Marquefle S p 1 w o l a, and the Lantz-graue M a.v r i c e ,and 
that withihitHreomonethstbe faid Marquefle fliould caufe it to be figned and ratified by the 
Emperor, atid the Arch-duke :Al b h r t : which he fliould deliuer to theLantz-gcauc, ariditi 
the meane time thefe Articled which were concluded, the 23 of March, fliould beobferued* . 

: The three ehiefe Imperiall proteftant Cities, Strasbourg., rime,and ^urembourg^ hauing aotbe 
fame time fent their priuate Deputies to the Elector of Mentz>, and thcLantz-graue L e w e : s* 

treated oftheir reconciliation withthe Emperor,and promifed to renounce the Vnion.of the. 

Coirefpondents : which was concluded and figned tliep of April], and proclaimed afterwards 
in their ‘Cirids. ’ ; 

- They of Womes feared a fiegc,for the great preparations which S p i n o. l a made, fo a3 
they carried what they had, moft prctious,to Spire, as to a place of refuge : They would glad* 
ly haue imitated Strasbourg and Vlme, but the Princes of the Vnion were too necre them; who, 
defiling totreatc in generall, had fent their Ambafladours to the Emperour: but confidering. 
that the ftate dftheir affaires required a more fpcedy remedy then the return of the faid Am- 
bafladors,there was a meetihgappointed betwixt theLantzgraueL h vv B"s,and the Marquefs 
of OlnosUch , Generali of the Vnion,and Iohn Frederick D. of Virtemberg, at Veinheim ; 
Where, after many difeourfes of the means to treate an accord for the Peace of Germany , the D. 
ofVirtembetg Wen talone to Wormes, to impart it to the Marqucfs of Baden; from whence,being 
returned,theywent all to whither Spinola alfo came,and the Articles following for 

the Peace ahdrb-vnionofthe Princes and States cotreftondents were concluded and figned 
the i 2 of Aptill. Firft, it is agreed betwixt the abouc named Princes, that they {hall forbeare 
tovfeanya^s of hoftilicy one againft another ; that the Princes and States of the Vnion., and 
their Souldiers (hall not offer any wrong to the Marque/s S p inoia or his Army and traups* 
nor to thofe places which he hath made fubieft to his obedience,.or to any which are cortipre- 
hehded in this treatie, theli* couiftries and Hates. 2. They fliall not giue any fuccorsofmoney 
or men, to F r 1 d* Count Palatin of the Ttfijw, be it dire<ftiy or indire<ftly,by themftlues or by o* 
thdrsin anyfortwhatfoeuer. 3. They Ihall not continue the Vnion hertofore made by them; 
neither irt Favor ofthePalatine, nor hatred of his Imperiall Ma .: Norfljall make any ncW-biit 
they fliall retire their troupS out of the Palsttinat by the 14 of May next to come • whether they 
belong to priuat perfons or to the general,and they {hall al continue faithful to his imperial Ma. 
4. The Marquefs Spin o l a doth alfo promife not to vfe or caufe to be vfed, any hoftility a- 
gainft the Princes and vniced States Proteftants, their foldiers,officers, fubie<fts, caftles; towns, 
and territories. 5. That in this treaty of Peace fliall be comprehended, as well thofe mentiohed 
in the Treaty of Vlme, as all the other Electors, Princes, States and Knights of the Empire 5 ex¬ 
cept the country ct ten itories of the houft of 6. TouchingtheCountP. Freds r ig; 

the Mar. Spi n;o i a, hauing been required by the king ofgreac Britan not to execute his com- 
mifli on againft the countries which remained vnder the Palatinsobediencc,till the end of the, 
nion, which/houldexpi’re the 14 of May, noragainft his fubietis or their goods • he pr omifed 
that no A<ft Of hoftility fhould be committed by him or any other vntillchat day, conditianally, 

that the Princes & vnited States fhall take order that the particular croups now in the Palatinat 
alrid neighborplacesifliall not attempt ought againft the (aid Spinola or liis Ataxy > nor 
the Townes and places which hee now holdeth, or againft any State of the Empire that is 
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faithfull to his Maiefty. Seucnthly, and to the end that the neighbour Princes and States and 
their fubietfs may not be wronged by the Souldiers of either party * the Princes abouc named 
pidmife.euery one for thcmfelues, to hinder all incurfions, robberies, and thefts, andtoaffurc 
the high-waies for the free liberty of commerce. Thefe Articles being figned and fealed by 
all thfe Princes yS mnola hauing promifed to caufc them to be figned and ratified by 
his Imperiall Maiefty , and the Arch-duke Am u 5 the Elcftour ofyMtntn made 
them a (lately Featl ; and on the morrow after, S p i n o i a did the like wirh^great 

ma BufaSrwai ds it was added to the (aid treaty ; that if the King of Greac^Brfttain® /hduld 
demand that the fufpenfioa againft the execution of the Palatinat ihould be prolongd till thefc- 
condoflune^that Spinou wouldyceldvntoit, fo as his Maiefty did promife that his 
fonne in law ft juld not attempt any thing againft thofc places which he held, nor againft his 
Army. Moreouer, if the Kings Letters could not come by the fouretcenth of May * that the 
Marquette ofolnesbacb, hauing giuen notice thereof to Marquefle S 11 n o t a, and if he requi¬ 
red alonger delay often daies, that he would grant it: the which was again figned by the two 
Generals Spinola and BranbiniovrgOlnsbach. 

After thefe treaties of Peace, Mavucs Lgntz-gtaueof Rtjfe retired his iouldies from 
the Army of the vnited Princes \ and they alfo countermanded their croups which were m the 
Palatinate vnder the command of C n i p h v s j fo as forthe guard thereof, there remained rto 
Germanes but Obbutxaht with his horfe, Sir H o r a t i © V ax* with his Engli(h,attd 
fome Troups of Holland \ who were lodged in Heidelberg, Afattheim, and Branktndale, where they 
fortified rhemfclues againft the enemies attempts, as well as time and their nacanes would giuc 


them leaue. , . . 

A bruitc difperfedouer all touching a great Army which was leuied in Dettmdrke 

and the lower Saxony, in fauour ofthc Palatine, was the fubieftof this following Lcctcr^writtcn 
35 ® by the Ele&or of F r. * dbrickVuicx Dukeof Brnfwck. Being aduertifed 

nn\ to the from many pans that there are greate numbers offouldicrs leuied in the circle ofthc lower Sa- 

xMpvtogo into the Palatinate *, I thought good to aduertife you of the treaty of pacification 
which hathbeen made betwixt the Marquette Spikoia ontheonefide, and the Marquette 
of olmsbaeh, with other of the confederate Princes on the other 3 whereby a Truce is conclu¬ 
ded for the Palatinate, as you may fee by the Articles I fend you. There is no man of judge¬ 
ment but forefees, if thefe fouldiers (leuied in bafe Soxonyyl hall goe into the Palatinate, that all 
the paines fb many Princes haue taken to fettle a Peace in Goman}, and Trucc in the Palatinate, 
will be vainc and without any fruitc^ if we rcturncagainc to warre, and that the 6re of ciuill 
diftenfion be againe reuiued. Weconiureandintreateyoufo to deale with the Princes and 
States of Saxony, that nothing may beeattempted which may minifter fubieft to breake the 
treatyofPcacc- in whichyouandall thePrinccsandStatcsoftheEmpircarc comprehended; 
you (hall herein doe a commendable worke for the good of the common-weale, whereof WC 

thought good to aduertife you, &c. this 24 of April!. 

The Empcrour wrote alio at the lame time to the Duke of Brtnefwie, concerning the lame 
fubie&, asalfo againft thofe which had publifhed in the lower tox«i/,that S f i n o l a's intent 
wasto march thither to difpolleflethe Princes of chat circle of the Arch-bifhopricks and Ec- 
clefiafticall reuenues which they held: the which his Maiefty, by his Letters, didauerre to be a 
(launder; alluring him that his Maiefty would maintainc the Peace as well incauies of Religion, 
as of State, according tothe Letters of affurance which he had caufedtobe publilhed at his 
comming to the Empire: and as for the exceffe committed by Spinola s. Army, againft 
fomc Princes and places in rtfemia,* nd vpon the Rhine • he had written vnto him Co make fatif- 
Faftion for the fame,and to forbid the doing of the like hereafter : wherefore he aduifed him 
notto belccUcfuch falfc reports, but rather to giue credit to the words and promi/es of his Im¬ 
periall Maiefty; to keepe himfclfc in Peace and not to enter into an vnncceflaric charge»lecing 
the intention of his Maiefty was like that of his predeceflbrs,defiring nothing more thea to con¬ 
tinue his good a#e<ftion vnto the Princes and States of the Empire. 

; Let vs now returne into Bohemia,and fee what exploits were done there during the moncths 
btpmetdmit of March, Aprill, May, and Iune. The Empcrour had caufed two Armies to be leuied, the 
t9hima * one on this fide of the riuer of Mold*, towards Pilfen, whereof the Baron of T/Uy was Generali,to 

befiege luch places as held yet for M an d sm »• and thcother beyond the Riuer, comman¬ 
ded by Den Balthazar, to let vpon Tabor, Mamospjib was returned from Hdlbrun 
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into the vpper Palatinate to leuie new Troops, ahd to attend others which the Duke of Wtimr 
leuied vpon his Lands by order from the Eleftor Palatine, to ioyn with him, ahd fuccour thofe 1 6»i 

places which held yet for him in Bohemia, The enemy made profit of his abfence j and by the 
treachery of Colonell Franck, Isron imo deForta, and Leminobr hisowneinftru- 
ments and feruants, Tilly entred into a particular Treaty with the Captaines for the yiel¬ 
ding vp of Pilfin, while chat in outward (hew he ieemd to defirea T rcatywith Count Mans- 
r bib : foils the Captains, hauing already paft the bounds of duty .beganne to fpeak more o- 
penly. They wrote to their Commander Count Manspbl D,tfiat they purpofed to expeft 
no longer, but would either bee prefently paid or affu red of their pay 5 and, if they had not a 
Ipeedy refolution. would prouide for themfclues. 

HisAuditor L b m i n o 1 r, after conference with Monficur Tilly about his laft Com-* 
miffion, returned to the Lord Matftiall without any effeft; cxcufing if, that hee was fentback 
with threats, and denied audience 5 pretending, that the enemy took it ill, that, changing the 
Contents of his firft Commiflion, he had inferted thislaft Article concerning the vpper Palati¬ 
nate (as you haue heard) which had no dependency vpon Bohemia. Bering now affined of the 
Captains difpoficions, he had no will co treat with the Lord Marshall, it being oncly to enter¬ 
tain time.and to ftayhimfrom further proceeding. Lbmih on, adueitifing him of this fc* 
crec Treaty, and that his Captains inclined to the Emperors party, did what hee could to pro¬ 
cure mony to farisffc thefe traitors: but, all was in vain 5 for, thofe whom hee trufted mofl, be- 
traid him: and the Letter which he lent to FUfen to diuert the Officers from fofoute a fa<ft* was T>]fenfcit]d hj 
intercepted by the enemy, and not deliuered s fo as on the twenty fixt of March,the treaty that the irwhtrj g . 
had been long a-working was concluded at Utes betwixt the Baron of Tilly, Generali of the Em- the cyum. 
perors Army,and the Captains of the Garrifon of Pilfer*: where it was allured, that in regard of 
their^blolute departure from the faid Town, the Captains Ihould rcceiue 140000 Horens from 
his Imperial! Maiefty to be diuided equally among the leuen companies of the Regiment. Co¬ 
lonel! Franck made his treaty apart, and got a promife of 30 0 o pound fading for the re- 
ftitution of Taber 5 that all the (buldiers, which would retire to Count Mandsiel d,I hould 
be conduced toa place of fafety with their Enfignes, Arms and baggage ; that in going forth, 
they Ihould not molcft the Clergy nor Inhabitants in any fore 5 and that they fhould leaue all 
the cannon and munition within the Town in the lame eftate they were. Thus was Piljtn pre¬ 
fently deliuered, and thefe merchants receiued the price of their accurfed fale 5 and euery one 
departed whither he plcafcd. . • . . 

The Lord Marlhall, after the con clufion of this Treaty, wrote kinde Letters, thinking to 
draw them into the Palatinate: but, their guilty confciences would not fuffer them to appeare 
before him. His Auditor L i m ingu, hauing receiued 40 00 Ricks dollcrs (thchireqfhis 
pewury) thought to conueigh itfecretly through the Palatinate; thinking by his wit fo to iufti- 
Jie the reft of his anions, that the Lord Marlhall Ihould receiue good fatiifaftion! but he foon 
difeouered his money and his villany; caufingboth the money and the man to be attached, and 
made him to be queftioned at a Marlhals Court: where, being condemned to dy, he was exe¬ 
cuted according to martiall law. , 

Colonell Franck grew much amazed at his imprifonment. The Lord Marlhall, beeing 
come to x^imberg , called him before the Earl of Seims, Lieutenant Goucrner of the vpper Pala- 
tinate,and the Lords of the Councell,to clear himfclf concerning the yeclding vp ofBe¬ 
ing fummoned by the Lord Marlhall, he came thither in his caroach • but was furprffed with 
luch fear, that he returned prefently with all fpeed, leauing both caroach, feruants and baggage 
behindehim. He got to Nuremberg,from thence to Rcgembarg, andafterco Taber, where hee 
hoped to be receiued by the garrifon: but he was pveuentedby the vigilancy of the Lord Mar¬ 
shall, who fent a command to the contrary. Finding himfelf thus fruftratc of his cxpe<ftation, 
he went and (laid fome time in the enemies Camp,and then retired to Prague to makchis apo¬ 
logy. Some weU-willers to Colonell Fra n c *,whoprefumetoknowchimandhisadwos 
well, and were impioied in thofe wavres,faid that thefe are fcandalous afperfions laid vpon him 
without caule. They confeffe, that hegaue way tothe enemies Captains and Officers tocomc 
familiarly into Filfa where they had all good reception; which was only to prolong the trea¬ 
ty by delates, that in the mean time they might gecte (brae relief from the King of Bohemia or* 

Count M a n s j e l x>: but they abfolutcly deny, that hee made any compofitiOnfor himfclf 
vpon the yeclding vp of the T own. They alio confefte, that he retired himfclf iecretly 
^dmbtrg rand the rcafon was, for that, feeing how Lbmznc* r was intrearcd,he feared the 




likfralchough hybrid not deferued it. And touching his retiring to Tabor, they fay he came tHi- 
th'er during thctime it was beficged,andpaftthrough-the enemies Camp by night; where,co¬ 
ming to the Port, they would not rccciuc him, hauing been formerly aduertifed to the contra¬ 
ry from Count M a v * r ■ l d j thatin the morning the enemy difeouered him,and took him 
prifoner: with whom he continued till the Town was yeelded, ; and then was releafed, it being 
oneoftheir conditions, faccaufc they then held him for an honeft-man. Thus haue I written 
the opinions on both fides touching Coionell Franck- thecenfure whereof Ileauetotha 
iudiciousReader* • ■ v v i 

: /The enemy feeing himftlf freed ofc his thorn, being mafter of Pilfin which hadfo. mueffim- 
noyed them ; Generali T i l l y led his Army to ioin with the Troops of Saxony which were 
come to the ritier of Egraj arid had forced a Town, of the fame name to declare it felf for'the 
Emperor, and receiue^agarrifon : which Town is tlic proper inheritance of the Eletfor Pala¬ 
tine. There remained no more on that fide but FatkemmM Eltnbogen. They- went firft to Faf- 
kenttf ;where Coionell Gray commahddd with certain companies of Englifli and others: 
they battered and afiaulted it diuerfe times 5 fo as the Golonell.hauing defended it many daies, 
and performed the part of a braue fouldrer, was forced to treat and depart with Arms and bag¬ 
gage, This placebeing ycelded, there remained nothing in thofe Quarters but EUnbogth • be- 
ingnot great, yet ftrongly fituated by nature.Therc were in it three companies of goodfouldb 
ers, befidcs rhe Citizens,which were much affe&ed to the Kings party. Count H b n r r of 
ottembtrg, a braue and generous yong N obie-raan, commanded in the Town by the appoynt- 
ment of the Lord Mar/hall. The liege began the,fecond of April,and continued till the iix and 
twentith with as much refolution and obftinacy as could be deuifed,imploying' all their forces 
and ftvatagems. The cannon plaid continually, and they (hot balles of wilde*fire inceffantly: 
yet, notwith/hmdifig all their fury , they within the Town, encouraged by their yongEarle to 
continue con ftant in his Maicfties feruice, were not tired with any labour 5 butfthe more the c- 
nemy prefled vpon them, the more refolutely they caricd themfelues to repel! them; had 

they, not wanted pouder, without doubt they had made good the place. The Lord Marfhall, 
during the fiege, did what he could poffibly to fuccour them; (till giuing aduice to the Earle, 
that fin cafe he fawhimfelfprelfed beforevhatfuccours came) hefliould treat in time^'rather 
than be brought to extreamity,andlofc the hope of an honourable compofition to faue the 
Troops. About the fix and twentith of April the Lord Marfliall went with his Array '(which 
was but fmall) with an intent to raife the fiege at what rate foeuer.i His Fore-ward entringinto 
Bohemia, they had newes that the Town was y eclded vpon compofition- the Gouctner beeing 
forced by theforenamed want and other inconuenienees. The Articles were honourable: that 
the garrifonfhoutd depart with bag and bagagge,bullets in the mouth, matches light, drums 
beating, colours fleeing, &c .• but the enemy (accuftomcd to break his faith to thofe of the reli¬ 
gion) vfed them as they had done others before at Tacehau . for, as the fouldier3 came out, they 
ipoiled them one after another: which particular Ioffe was very fcnfible to the poor fouldiers. 
Blenbogen being loft, the Lord Marfiiall retired again into the vpper Palatinat to go on with his 
Lcuies of fouldiers, and to prepare himfelf for fome better dtfigne. Some write, that the Inha¬ 
bitants of Elcnbogen were taxed at ioooooflorens by Till r to redeem their Townefrora 
lpoil,and that he feifed on the chief Burgeffes till the fumme were paid. 

At the fame time Don Balthazar forced the garrifons of Varling and Clingenberg to yield 
thofe two places to him,vpon condition that tbcfouldiei s fhould not rhruft themfelues into 7*4- 
&r,but depart out of Bohemia, and fliodld be conduced to the higher Palatinate with allfafety: 
which was duely performed. There now remainednomorein Bohemia butTabor and ymgm t 
which fortified themfelues to endure a fiege wherwitll Dan Balthazar threatned them: 
you (hall heerafter hear what paffed there. Let vs now fee the executions of iuftice Which 
were done at Prague both vpon the Directors and the chief Authors of thofe combuftions and 
troubles. ■ .. 

We haueformerly related howthat hfs ImperialbMaierty had appointed the Earl of liehttu* 
ftemrnd other Commiffioners to proceed againft the Authors of the Bohemian troubles^ -On 
the three and twentith of April, a Sentence was giued againft the deceafed (who were.-thfln na ¬ 
med) in the prefence of their heires 5 whereby they were connived of high trea fon> arichthcir 
memoi y for eucr condemned, and their goods corjfifeate to his ImpeliallMaiefty, as King: of 
Bohemia :yctxheit condemnation ftiouldnot touch theln kinsfolks with any note ofinfamyjthe 
which his Maiefty of his fpeciall grace would haueinferted. 
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Onthei^ofMay, Iohn Andrrvv EearIeofAV6/w (oneofthegreateft {.ordsoLB*- 
hemiaand chief of thofe combuftions ) being retired to cerraine lands he had vpon the riucrof 
Egrifi) and from thence into roythitd j he was encountred by the Elector of Skxonie’s horfemen, 
who carried him prifoner to Dresda: whichbeingknownevnrotheEmperour, he fent rode- 
mandehim of the Ele<ftor. Whereupon,he was deliuered to his Commiflarie • who conduced 
him to Prague vnder fure guard: where bis procefte was made with the other prifoners,they be¬ 
ing in all forty fiue: whereof feuen were condemned to perpetnali imprifonment in Prague- two a, 
to be fent in chain es to lauer'm } two to remaine in prifon for a yeere; three were to be hanged; tkn 
threetobewhiptandbanifhedforeuer , and one to haue his tongue nailed to a Poft for an 
hoursfpace,andtobebani(hedforeuerto/4»erw: All the reft were tolofe their heads, and 
many ofthem to haue their right hands cut off, and fer vpon the towres of the bridge. All their 

lands and goods were by the fame iudgementconfilcatc to his tmpei iall Maiefty; onely their 
wiues dowries excepted. 

The manner oftheir execution I will bebould to relate more particularly, becaufeitwas 
fomewhat extraordinarie. After their condemnation they were returned to prifon: where cue- t'prSr*^ 
ty man had liberty to vifitthem, and conferre with them.They were all Lutherans, except one 
Baron (who wasaCaluinift) andaCaptaine which was aRomifli Catholike, There was a 
fcaffold built in the accuftomcd place neere vnto theTowne-houfe, foure elles high and twen¬ 
ty two (paces fquare, and bourded round about. This fcaffold was afterwards couered with 
black cloth : vpon the which, on the day of execution.therc was a man fet in a long black robe 
and his face couered, holdinga Crucifix in his hand, to pre/entit to euery one of the condem¬ 
ned as he (hould come vp onthefcaffold. There were two others attired in like manner to re- 
ceiue the condemned as they went to dy, and to fpred before them a black cloth,whcredn they 
kneeled when they were executed; and, thirdly,fixmen in like attire with their faces couered , 
appointed to take vp their bodies being deadend to wrapt them in the black cloth wheron they 
had kneeled, to ddiuer them co their kinsfolk. Onfunday the 20 of lune (the day before the 
execution ) many of their wiues and children caft themfelues at the Prince of Lkhteincs feete, 
to (he for their husbands : but he made them anfwerc,It was not in his power, but onely in the 
Emperors, to giue. 

At fiue of the dock in the morning, at the (hooting off a Cannon from the Caftle, all the 
gates of Prague wereprefently (hut vp, and the execution began. 

Firft of all the Earle of Scblic, attired inagowne of black (ilk, houlding abooke in his 
hand, went vp to execution. The man,appointed to that office, prefented him the Croflc: his 
feruant vnclothed him . and, after his prayers ended, the Executioner cut offhis head .* which 
done, his ownc feruant laid his right hand vpon a block the which, in like manner,was cut off, 
and layed apart with the head: the body was wrapped vp in the cloth whereon he had kneeled, 
and carried from the fcaffold by thofe fix men appointed tothatpurpofc } fo as the body was 
ncucr touc hed by the Executioner. The like forme was obferued with all the reft which were 


beheaded. Nicholas Dvms, whofe tongue was nailed for an hours fpace to thegab 
lowes,dicd with the torment within three daics after. , 


The Countcffeof Sckltc, did fo much lament the Ioffe and death of her husband, as flic did 
notfuruiue him many daies. As forthc bodies of fuch as were executed by the fword, they 
were deliuered to their kinsfolkes & friends,to be enterred fome in their Scgniories,and others 
in Prague. 

At the (ame inftam,there was the like inquificion in both x^iufirUs ,againft the chiefe which 
had held the Bohemian party. The Commiflioncrs did fummonmany toappeareperfonally 
before them at Lints,, to iuftifie themfelues. Some came: other (who thought there was more 
(afetytin abfence) forbare. Some, which came in, were committed : againft fuch as flood 
out, they proceeded, by feifu re oftheir goods; the which,as L v ndorrhnis wrires,were 
reftored for mony, and vpon other conditions. Frbdbrick, Baron of tieffenibach, one of 
rhe chief aftors in Morauiahad beene taken at the Bathes in the County ofT/ra/A’bcing brought 
to Oenypm, the Emperou pfent Commiffaries, who made his proceffe,and cut offhis head. 

The Mai queffe lagerndorf (who had not bccnc comprehended in the treaty of StUJii, but 
proferibed by the Emperour, and the execution thereof com mitted to the Elector of Saxony ) 
thought, by thefe terrible executions at Prague, to put the Silefians in fearc, and to make them 
rcturperoArmesagaiiifttheEmperoiir. At his departure out of Lufatid, he marched with his 
troupes being3ooomen into the County of Qiats ; re(oluing,that the States of Si/efttfm whole «■ 
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name, and for whom, he had leuied thefe forces) fliould pay them what was their due. Hcc 
required the States therefore to giue him fatisfaeftion : bur, they fo delayed hirers he well ocr- 
cciued they defired to be ridde of him. ^ 

The C ounty o fGlats is a frontiere of Bohemia^ Zufatia, silc yfc, arid Morm*. T he riuer of It- 
gerne^poo which heth Icgcrndorfi that is to fay, theBourroughof/tf^O is betwixe Wse 
Tropau and Gluts. This Marquette feeing all the Emperors forces employed dither in tiunlan 
or eyond the riuer of dMoldajand that round about the Countie of G/a/j, there werenone but 
enemies, where his fouldiers might get good bootyjhe refolued to furprife fome fuch places.as 
they fliould be forced to demande a peace of him: all w hich fucceeded happily. For, the Elec¬ 
tor Palatine King of Bohemia hearing ofhisdefigne/enr him his Letters , by the which he made 
him Comimilane Generali in his Realme of Behcmiasmd the incorporated prouinces withful 
power to gouerne thofe Countries according to his difcrction • to make kuies of fouldiers 
and to doc whatfoeucr he thought necettiuy. commanding all his fubieifts to yeeld obedience 
and affiftance vnto the faid Marquette his Commiflaric. HauingthisCommiflion, heeauc li- 
berty to his troupes t P commit all atf s of hoftility: whereby his number foencrcafed as hemade 
. 1 ; e Maicitcr ofTropau and and forced the inhabitants of the whole Bifljoprick of 
Mjjt to pay him iooooodollers, and the fourereceiuers ofthc Cotintrey (who were his ori- 
loners ) to furmfJi him with 10000 Hungarian duckets within two daies. After which goinff 
with his horfe and fome part offoore (being in ail i *ao men) he entered into Bohemia : where 
he committed great fpoiles .and, making vfe of the Pefmts which werein Armes.he feifed voon 
diuer. places. After which,he went to bcfifgc Gluts : which being yeclded.he fumiihed it with 
3000 good fouldiers and 13 Cannons.

They had refolued to rccouer Olatt: but theMatciuefs had taken fuch order 
and his new enrerprifes> vpon the territorie of Prcfianf, from whence hedrew 60000 dollers to 
retire his troupes) made them in the beginnings ftand vpon the defenfiue, and to affiiretheir 
otherTowncs without attempting any thing againft theMarqueffe who hauing retired his 
h°T M f ea l d many f'^rp^es, which he held notable to refill their forces • hec 
made the body Of an Army; which be led intotheprincipality of 7 ifehmvoon the frontiers of 
AWvt.Mt where after great fpoiles committed by his troupes, the inhabitants were forced to giue 
himccitaiiicthouiandsofHungarian ducketsroleauethem &to pafleon to Bbthlin Gubob.

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The Elector of saxony ^madeanfwere to thefe Letters, (hewing the iuftiee of theEmperors T , f 
proceeding in the execution at Prague rAnd as touching the breirchbf the cranfd(Sion which he 
had made with the Silefians, hegauc them his word ar<* Ele^oral faith, that it fliould be rai?h- f mrs tht 
fuliy kept and obferued 5 and that there wasneuer anytent,neither fliould their beany featch iH(fsh i L " m 
or execution vpon any colour whatfoeucr, fo long L they concerned themfelUcs within the l6lt 
boundsofthefaid tranfa^ion. 

The Empetourallo madeaniwereto thofe Letters t by which, he affured the Silefibns 
tbathe would ncuer forget thegraccand pardon which be had imparted vnro rhemj promiflng, 
to mainraine the tranfadion made with the Elector of Saxony : which he did confli mc by thole 
prefents,ib as they continued in their fidelity and obedience. Hcc alfo exhorted the Princes* 

States and all hi? fubiefts of Stlefia , not to fuffer thcmfelues to be feduced by the inuentioh and 
fraude ofthat prescript or any other perfon ; but,to remaine within the termes of the trahla^fi- 
ou, and to employ all their forces to opprefle that rebel and his pattifans, by whom they hod 
becnc often fcduccdj tothc end that Sikfia might be reftored to her former eftate and enioy 
a full andabfolute peace. 

The firft of Aprill the Eraperour appointed a Diet of the Ele&ors and Prihces to beheld 
at RdtishotteonSamt Iohn Baptist'* day following,to confult of the mcanes how to fer^ 
tic a generall peace in the Empire. The Eledtor Palatine King of Bohemia, aduertifed hereof .; 
lent his Letters vnto all the Eledforsand Princes which had beene called thither 5 by which hec 
complained that hehad beene aduertifed, how that fome imputed vnto him (that contrarie to Tbekmomi 
his Imperial Maiefties intention, who had called a Diet of the Electors and Princes of the Em- hemi/ts lefttrs , 
pire at Rmikne on the 24offune,to refolue how peace might be fettled in the Empire) he was 
more pleaied in the a&ions of warrc,then in treaties of peace j but contrarie wife his confluence £ twpre. 1 
did witneifevnto him, that he rather defired an honeft peace then warre. Than, touching the 
Troubles then in the Empire, hce hadnotingaged himfelfe throughambitiori, or to wrong 
any priuace pcrlbn^but by the perfwafion and promife ofalawfullcalling and a iuft defence. 

That he confcfled truly,and ingenuoufly* to owe vnto his Imperial Maiefty,obedience and ho¬ 
nour, as to the foueraigne head of the Empire. That he was depriued (contrary to his hope 
and expectation )ofhis Electoral and hereditarie countreys, which was the caufe of great in- 
con ucniences and prejudice to many States ofthc Empire, entangled in thefe warres. for the 
Which he was much afflifted, efpecially for the great miferies which had befallen, the Turks 
preparing to enter into Germany. That he hoped,Cod would fo dire# the hearts of thc Empc« 

rour,EIe<ftors and Princes which fhould aflift at this alTembly.t hat all their counfells and eonful- 

tations would tchd onely to the reftoring of peace in the Empire, tobanilh icloufies & diftruft, 

and to fettle a new confidence. That he doubted not, but in this Diet they would treate cheefc 

ly of the meanes of his reconciliation withthc Emperour, as many kings and Princes haue for^ 

meriy done by their Ambafladors: to whofegood counfells and aduieche would alwaies fub* 

mit himfelfe, fo farre fomf^i as his dignity and cotifcienee might not bee wounded. That bee ' 

would alwaies witneflfe, and defired the world to lcnOW,that he UCUCT had a thought to olfend ? 

bislmperiall Maiefty,bur defiled fo yeeld all honour due vnto him according to the conftitutfe 
ons oftheEmpire. That he hoped his Imperiall Maiefty would procui*ea remedy forfoinany 
mifchcefesbya generall odwwyfMorfbrgetfulnes* and fo moderate alithings, as the Prints 
and States of the Empire, his friends, counfellors, officers, and fubie&s might be freed froid 
the irifolencieofforraine fouldiers, and all things reftdred to their former Hate and Jibertyl 

This was thctchor of his Letter. Let vshdw fee whttt patted atrutr*. 

haue formerly heard how thatthcPrinCesofthcVnion had fent their Ambafladourg 
to the Emperour, touching their reconciliation, which in the tneane time was concluded at 
d\teM* f witk the EleClor and theLantzgraue Li v-v t $; fo as after their arriuall at Vicna, they 
hadno other charge but to entreate his Imperiall Maiefty to confirfnc the treaty of recohcili-» , 

adon,and to cotomandctheExecution for thereftitutfah of places taken and dtteined front the 
Earlesand Noblemen ofyetirauia :whereutt to,according to their inftruCtions, they added the 
reftoring ofthc Ele&or Palatine to his countries, or to ftay the execution ofthc Imperiall pib- 
feription. Whereunto they teceiued anfwere rhe frtt of May, That his Imperiall Maieflywas 
very well pleated that the Prbreftant Princes hadabftalhed from defence of the EU&Or Pala- 
tine, whom hohad proferibed* and forpmmifingnot to continue the Vnion or* to reuiue it any 
more 5 which will be a principall point for the eftaMifliing of peace in the Empire. Thit-hiS ofthevnitrd 
faid Imperial! Maiefty defired not to r <fpate any painCs forth^ riftorirtgof peace, buc cOuld * m " u - 

not 
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not yet fee how he might fatisfic their demandcof reertablifliing the Palatine, or at the leaft to 
l ? 11 retract the execution of the Imperiall Ban denounced againft him. That although It bee not 

lawfull, by the conftitutions of the Empire, to make intcrceffion for a proferibed perfon * yet 
for fo good a thing as the fettling of peace in the Empire, his Imperiall Maiefly would be well 
pleafed the faid Princes fliould endeuour that the Elector Palatineftiould acknowledge his 
fault, craue pardon of him,and (as the faid confy'eutions require in matters oflctfc importance) 
make Offer to fotisfie the charges and lofle he hathprocured. That hitherto it hath norbeene 
obferued that the Palatine is willing to take this good courfcj but,on the contrarie,he faw both 
within the Empire and without, inHottsnAand other places, that through his pratficcs and on 
bis bchalfe* many leuics of fouldiers were made; which conftrained his Imperiall Maiefty alfo 
to make preparation to keepe the faithfull States of the Empire from the oppreflion of the 
faid Elector Palatines adherents. And touching thedclay of the execution which they deman* 
ded; he did not chink that all the Proteftant Princes confcatcd thereunto. And as for the relti* 
tution of theTowncs and Cables which had bccnc taken from diuers Noblemen ofreterjmid. 
his Maiefty had declared his plcafureby his Letters Patents, that he had no dcflre the innocent 
fhould /lifter with thcnoccntibutcontrariwifc would rcpcli the violence which had bccne 
donethera, by force. That ifthey did not giuc them fatisfaCtion accordingly, hewould caufe 
them to haueall content. 


it£ib 7 In the fame, month of May, AmhafTadourscame toyiem from the King of Denmark, with 

mtf D/m. inft motions from the aflfembly at Smhrg s demanding a difannulling of the Palatines proferip- 
urkfta tht tion and of all the reft,and that they might bee reftored totheir lands and eftates: without the 
which, there was no hope of any peace in the Empire. The Emperour, hauing fent this pro¬ 
position to the Electors, and recciuing their aduicc, made anfwcrc tothe Ambafladours, that 
the proferiprion could nor be made voide ,butrather to be executed with all fpeede according 

to the conftitutions of the Empirc.Thc Ambafladors replycd,that their kings intention wasnot 

to meddle with queftions of times j but oneiy to procure a peace in the Empire , and a firm e 
confidence betwcencthe head and the members: to which end theEmperour faid, hehad ap¬ 
pointed an Aflembly at Aatufotte, to refolue vpon all things concerning that queftion. 

In the mesne time,the conference at AM/&#rg grew to fuch length, and both parties fo full 
of diftruft, as the French Ambafladors were not able to reconcile them. TheEmperour had 
fefohted in counfell, vpon thefeauenth of April!, that he would accept of* peace vpon chcfc 
conditions: That Bbthxin Gabor fliould be againc confirmed Prince of Hungary, and 
haueforhis entertainment looooo florensyeately, and 100 marckes of filuer from the moun¬ 
tains Townes. They wrire,tbat Prince B * r m i uwas content to accept of thefc conditions j 
but he demanded CV*fwwand many other towncs of lafety, with cheic etaufes : That his Ma- 
iefty fhould pardon all the confederates ofwhat pi ouincc foeucr * who fhould be reftored to 
their eftates; and that no queftion fhould bee made for what was paft ; whereuetotheEmpc- 
tour would not yceld ; foas the conference brake off; before the which, Bit mlihGaiol 
was retired from frcibnurg ro Timm, and had drawne his Chancellor from the conference, 
vpon fome pretexts. His partifans faid, that the Imperialifts made fhew by their daily pra<fti- 
ccs, to draw the Noblemen of Hungry to their partie, and by the preparations they made at 
ptaM, and by their profccutions againft their confederates in BthemM, ufnJtria, and MmuU, 
that this conference to tveate of a peace ,was butaftare toentrap them, and fuddcnly to fhut 
Prince BjrwirK into PntbtHrg, The Imperial Is on the other fide gauc out, that Prince 
B it h l i u, hauing carried away the Crownc of Hungary, defired to haue the title of King* 
and if he had had anie good intent to makea peace, he would not hauc made leauics of Tran- 
ffluanians and Tarfarians,which weremarching into Hungwy^ writing his Letter vnto G at. © a 
Prince of T*rt*ry : which fqr breuity fake I muft omit.

In thcmeanc time, F o r q a t s y Palatine of Hungary^ with other Noblc+mcn which Wert 
in Prcsbotrg, feeingthemfelucs inuefted by Count-B v c oy o t,* defired toi lend Deputies: fo 
the Emperour j which was graunced; Who hauing obtained from his Maiefty a treaty ofth(?ir 
rcdu<ftioni by the which they were allmaincained in their Dignities^ Eftates and Offices, with 
abolition‘the Towneof rreibmg >^was ycelded to the Emperour thcfccond ofMay; into the Pmh rf . 

Which they put a great Garrifon. Thd Caftlc only remained j in the which there werc^ many Zf~, 

Germanes and Hungarians, who demanded their pay and a general! pardon* There were 
fome homes of Truce to heare theiv demautidsThe which being ended, and nothing 
graunted to the befieged, they Ihotte continually from the Caftle • fo as many of them 

wcrcflaineandhuic. :: 

They defended themfelucs brauely for the fpacc often dayes; but, on the tenth of May, 
feeing a new batterie planted offeuen double Cannon, they demanded a Parley j which was! 

granted. After many conteftations,thcy promiled co yccld the Caftle, and they were fuffered 
to depart with Aimes and baggage, their matches deadend their Enfignes folded vp, the Hun- 
garianstobeconduttcdtoNtubufil, and the Germanes roi the Frontiers of MorAUid. Count 
Bvc c^v o y hauing aftured the Towne and Caftle of Prcsb'ourg with new Garrifons, T»«mw 
hee ledde the Imperiall Army (beingt wo and twenty thouland men) towards Timm : vpon *° ucguoy ‘ 
the way, diuers Townes and Caftlcs fubmitted themfelucs. The Garrifon of Timm ffiri" 
ding themfelucs too wcakc to make r cfiftance, accepted of a compofition to depart with their 
Armesand baggage. ^ : i , 

Count Bvc qv oy being aducrtized,thaf there was diflenfion between the Soldiers ahd 
the inhabitants in Neuhufd^it was tefolued ip Gouncell toleade the Army thitlier; yet they 
which were of a contrary opinion, gaue them to vhderftand that the fouldiers fliould finde no Bucquoy 
visual for themfelucs, nor forrage for their hdrfes, for that the whole Countrey was ruinated, hoiftU 

and the Townes and Villages burnt; And in ti'hththiificge had like ro‘ haue ruined rheBm- 
perours partie in Hungary, 

In the beginning,the Imperialifts had Ionic aduantage at their* approaches; and the bat¬ 
teries being well planed, did fomewhat annoy the befieged > They muttered their Souldiers» 
and to put courage into them, they gaue them three moneths pay. FoSoats r, Palatirieof

Prince fent to Ncuheufel, conducing a conuoy of Viftualsj Money, arid Munition * but Iboric 
after they had their rcuengc. IiulKlovvci/f^drybctweenethe Vmnow and Stirrii , B v- 
siani a Proteftant and a Noble-man of great power, hauing madehimfelfe aniircCoh- 
cilabie Encmie vuto thehoufc of KyinJlrU,hdd many places vpon the lake of igcwAfiller i^arid 
the Riuci s of Rtbnh and of Tfcbiniz, which did much annoy ht»»t , by the incurfions of the 
Budianits : to preuentthe which, the Emperourfenr the Earle of Colalte with eight thoufand 
men, and fome Cannon to take tlrofc placcsof ferreate from Bvdian i, who retired to Wards 
CMijifStom whence wee dial! fee him returne with Turkifli fuccours , and fife diuers parti’

Prince 
B aw, h u n held an Aflembly of the States at Perm, neere to CaJJom. , letting them fee that he 
had the CrOwSe ofHungary in his pofftfion r the which encouraged them to follow 
b&fW.ty ^ and it was rcfolued,- firft to free befiegedby PaipySrtsky and Others, 
and*# hazard a bflttaile to raifethat of Ntabufoll. 

The Barons of Pdji^etihy and Pofmafitting lodged Vtrirh rheir troupes it .a///a>vKrfa moun¬ 
tains Towne, Prince Bbt h l i n entertained them with good words, touching a peace 
which hee defired to make vvith the Eniperour, and in the raeanc time furprifed them 
fudderrly ; whereafter a bloudy fight, P all * y, was found flaine vpon the field, with two 
thoufimd Imperialls : S e t s ky and the reftefcaped * but wholly defeated. After this ex¬ 
pedition) alt the mountaine Townes returned to B e t h l in’s party. This was the firft 
:V‘,' vnfortunate croffc ofthe Imperialls* let vs now obferue the fecond; The liege of 2 ^uhu(all 
continued : The Port of Carmel* towards the Tiuer oEoriar was Ml free for the befieged, 
they! being alwaiesrelieued ( when they: had neede) with 10000 men which lay encamped 
at tftcir gare j who,when they pad the viucr,Uid faftoppethepafiagesand approached foneere 
vnto the Imperiall Army, as nothing could be conueighed to them without very greatforces; 
Count B v c Qi, o y was therefore often conftrained, for want of forage for hishorfe, 
to fend out many companies both of hoj ft and foote. The tenth of July all his foore which 
hehad Pent aforraging (except two hundred musketiers) being returned with the Cares, and 
the horfe being trinumber fifteene hundred, confiding of all the nations of the Army (except 
Walloones which they had left in MorauU for fafegard ofthe Countrey ) beingyet aCannon 
fhotttifromtheir quarter,fifteene hundred CauallicrsHungarians, diuidedinto Troupes,left 
iheifiCampandpfifttheriucr of Omar, vnderthefauourof the Towne Cannon, and began to 
charge the Imperiall horfe. Vpon this AlaitnC, Count B v c q_v oy went to horfe: and being 
acc.Ompained.by (bme officersyhe came to the head of his Troupes, to encourage them by his 
prefence, to mainraine the brunt ofthisimportantskirmi/h, and to auoide the di/grace of any 
lofTe,.,. Hauing. obferued the . order of the Uftailants, hee presently drew his men into di¬ 
ners fqi>adron?»v$nd commanded the Earle ot Torqnaty, Lieutenant Collonell to the Earle 
of Wlftm's Regiment (which confifted-cf low Dutch and the Emperotirs troupes) hauing 
the point of the vantguard, to goe by charge: which hedidrefolutely, and forced intotheene- 
* miesifquadvonst>dng pellmdl umongft them • But* the fquadion, which followed, wheeled 

about * and difeharging their Piftols, betook themfelues to flight - whereupon thclowGer- 
manes werecnclbfed and defeated, and Count Toa^vat z and all the Captarines taken 
priCPDfirs : AH; the reft of thefquadrons, appointed tofecondhimon bothfidcs, fled alloby 
theMxampIe ;fo as; the Earle of Buiquey was left alone. 

,! The Earle, feeing this diforder, did what hee might to ftay them, riding from fqua- 
drppto fquadion with his fword and Piftoll in his hands , thinking to make thefc runna- 
ivaiesto turne-head againe but, nothing could preuaile. At the fime infiant the Earle 
ofBuequoy wasinueftedby fifteene Hungarians which werebeft mounted 5 whochargcdhim 
on all ftde s. Hede fended himfdfe a long fpace very valiantly, vntill he had rcceiucd a piftoll 
fhpnc through the body, and a blow with a Lance, which ouerthrew- him from hishorfe.

After the death ofthe Earle of Bucquoy , The Hungarians, and Bohemians,Prince £ e 7 w. 

1 in s Partilans, were much encouraged, and the Imperials afmuchdekaed. The continuall 
rame alio at this fime,contrarie to the (cafotijCeemed to augment this fbrrow,and miniftcr occa- 
rtlbufU lKl0{rC ofchcCannonVvllich thc Y Icft bchindc them at the raifing ofthe liege ot 

Roboiphvs Ti bjpbnbac, a l.otdofJHarattM,whofe father had becnc Generaliin 
the warres of Hungary 1 ^Succeeded Count Bvc^vor, in his charge, and had bcene him- 
idte Sergeant maior at the battaile of Prague. Through the diuifions which grew among fo ma¬ 
ny nations which were in the Army* itwas rcfolued inCounccII, that thefiegc fhouldbce 
railed, and that they fhquld march towards Gmta vpoh thc Darmffl three miles aboue Camera. 
Moreouer.vponaducrtilementthatthe Hungarians and Bohemians which were fled out of 
their countrey, being fortified with new Troupes, wcrerclolucd to purfuckhemin theirre- 
traitjtt was rcfolued they ihould abandon tf Cannons which they had for that fiege, to the 
■end they might march awaywith the more fpeede}bcing impoflible for themto draw them 
awayby rcafon ofthe abundance of rainc which had fallen,and ipoiled the waies. 

Gn i J b $r 27 of Iul y. the fic S e was raifed inatempeftuousrainie night, fo as the Hungari¬ 
ans could dilcouernothing before the morning. This rctrait hath beene diucrily related: and 
thus they write on either fide. At the riling of the Camp, the Hungarians (being fortified 
with ne w Troupes) wererefolued to charge the Imperialls, who had abandoned their Cannon, 
and to defcate the better part: but fourc hundred muskecieres, Walloones, defended a palTage 
i° valiantly, as the whole Army rccouercd Qmta without lofTe: from thence they went to 
JPreibearg and to other necefiarie places for the ptrfcmation of the Empcrours proidnccs, 
Oothardvs faith, That the Hungarians feeing the fiege raifed, purfued the Imperialls 
with great fune, who had let Captaine Marker e-in at a paftage to fauour their retreate* 
who after fome rcfiftance was forced and flaine with three hundred of his men and fome of the 
jxxf.r The Almy catnc t0 Gmt * anc * was ver y wcI1 entrenched: yet 1 many French 
and Walloones fled towards Presbourg: part of the Army was fent to Camara and the red 
towards Irnrw. As for the fifteene Cannons which they had abandoned at Neubufoll, they 
were carried into the Towne in great triumph. 3

As for the fiegc of Presbourg, it was continued by Bit hu n, whom 
the Imperials called At t i,la King OfHuns, for that there was fome conformity, being both 
Hungarians born, commanding one Nation, like in humours and conditions, both feourgesto 
Chriftehdome, hauing both put all to fireandfwordasthey part. H e prefTcdPm^rg to y eeldj 
in which there was a greatgarr ifoti of horfe and toot: rhebe/ieged were forced to make falies 
to fetch forrage fot their horfes; where there were diuei fe encounters, with variety of fuccefs

; Let vs now return to Vienna, and fee what good fuccefte the.interceflion hath had which ma¬ 
ny great Princes made for the reftoring of the Palatine to his hereditary rights. Ambalfa- 
dors had been With his Imperiall Maiefty from the King of Denmark andthe Princes of the V- 
nion, and receiucd their feuerall anfwersas you haueheard,with /mall Cucccffc, Our Kings Ma¬ 
iefty of great Britanne, who intermitted no care, nor charge to repair this breach ofdifunion 
between his Imperiall Maiefty and hisfonne-in-law the Elc&or Palatine, andtofaue his here¬ 
ditary Countrey for bis pofterity, which now lay in danger to be ruined, being inuaded by po¬ 
tent enemies, vnder the Emperors Gommilfion 5 he difpatched the Baron of Digbte, now Earle 
it lord Dig* of Briflowc, Vicc*chamberlain to his Maiefty, in ambaflage to the Emperor; who, arriuing at 
tl)l Vienna in the beginning of Iuly with an honourable train, was recciued with great ftate.andhad 

nJI ' his audience on the fifteenth of Iuly, Some Writers relate, thatthe two chief points ofhis am- 

baffie were, firft, that the Elector Palatine, fon-jn-law to our King’s Maiefty,might be rcceiued 
into grace and fauour with his Imperiall Maiefty, and reftored to all his hereditary eftates and 
titles which he had enioyed before thctroubles ofand, lecondiy, that the Imperiall 
Profcription giuen out againft him might bee rcuokcd, or the execution fufpended. Which 
being performed,the King's Maiefty ofgreat Britanne would ciaufe the Ele&or Palatirito yield 
ill due obedience to his Imperiall Maiefty, and fubmithimfelf to all honeft conditions of fa- 
tisfaftion. 

To phis demand he receiued an anfwer in writing, that his Imperiall Maiefty had a great de¬ 
fire to gratifiethe King of great Britanne, and other Kingsand Princes who had made the like 
interceftionforthc Elector Palatine •, but the whole bufinelfe confided vpon two points: firft, 
that hefhould caufetheEle&orPalatinetoycelddue obedience vnto his Imperiall Maiefty s 
and, fecondly, that he {hould make farisfadtion. His Imperiall Maiefty hauing alfo,during thefe 
troubles, vied the aduice and coun/ell of many Electors and Princes, to the end they mould 
notthink that in this important bufinefle he would do any thing which might preiudice them, 
he had appointed an Aflembly at Rotitfona-, that he would let the King vnderftand the refoluti- 
on that mould betaken touching this bufineffc by the common confent ofclie faid Ele&orsand 
Princes • that in this warre which had been continued with iuftice by his Imperiall Maieftie, 
there was no proportion between the parties for the continuance of hoMity 5 that there wasa 
difference between his Imperiall Maiefty who was feudatorie and foueraigne ludge, and the 
Eledtor Palatine who was condemned • that, according to the Kings requeft,his Imperiall Ma¬ 
iefty had granted a truce: but as foon as there was a fufpenfion of Armes in the lower Palati¬ 
nate, at the fame Inftant hee cauled warre to bee reuiued in the vpper Palatinate • and perfifting 
inhisenterprifes,hehadfenthisGommiflIons vnto'M a n $ j b l d and the Marquclfe of ia» 
gernderfy io caufe new combuftions in Behemid, SileJU and Mcrauia ; that he left it to the Ambaf- 
fadour to iudge whether he could doo otherwife than oppofe his iuft Armes againft thole who 
were railed againft him: yet if F r b d b b i c k the Elector Palatine did yeeld and confent 
vnto the admonitions ofthe King his father-in-law, all matters might well bee compounded* 
freeing his Imperial Maiefty and the obedient Princes ofthe Empire from the iealoufics which 
they bad iuftly concerned. And thus much writes the French Mbxcvrib touching this 
Treaty.

Ambafladour did much prefle the Empcrohr and the Duke of Banana by his Letters for his fufc 
oenfion ofArnieS-but he preuailed little:for the Emperour changed his mindc,as it appeared' 
by his Letters vnto the Duke of Maturity dated the thirtith Of September * by the which he Coni- 
maridedhim to inuadc the Palatinate by vertue of his Commiffion, and to reduccitvnto his 
bedjence,and to takean Oath of Ailegeancein his name.

AbditiaPoilferiptto the fame 
Letter he addes another motiue ofno fmall confederation: which is ,t hat by histranflation they 
fhould haue a Catholike voice more then formerly they had * whereby they fhould be allured, 
that the Empire fhould be alwaies in,the hands of the Gathollkes, and by all reaion in their 
houfe k WhCrCih the Duke of Bauam would willingly concurre, in requitall of the benefit he 
hadtooei uedi fo bee ad uanced tbfo great adignity, by an Emperor oftheif houfc

T1 i ly and Bat v e *,feeking to repaire this difgrace.puc alltheiritroups iri bittail, on the 
fifteenth ofluly, with an intent to charge him $ which, Mahjjif a-i © Adding, hec did the 
like as well as he could in thofe mountainous places, hauing twenty Comets of Horfe,and fifty 
companies of fodte: This day was /pent in skirmi/hes from eight of the clock in; the morning,- 
vhtill niti e at night : but Maud sji id, hauing foure ficld-peeccs, fhotte diredlyvpon the 
Imperialifts 5 who receiued a farre greatcrlo/ie then the Mansteldians,and yet they came not to 
rntowet agCRcrallbattaile : Sonic write that Ma.n^iild loft but 100 men,;and the Imperialifts 
u iooo,fix Captains,and their Generali B a v. v h a who was {hot in thehead, being afterwards 

embalmed at Egrs. As they conduced hisbody toFmbiurgwith a fmalltrain, they were char¬ 
ged by the gar rifon of V a l » « a x ■ who tool; all his baggageand thirty three horle.

The Empcrour, being aduertized ofthe *?arrc which Man 05 .mo made in the vpper 
Palatinate, caufed a fecond Edift of Profcription to be pnblifhed againft him ; containing, 
That it was wcllknowhe to all.the World,how that his Prcdcceftbr thcEmperourM a t h 1 - 
sifeldT^ a s had Profcribed Brnhs T,baftard of M a njiub for his felonies and crimes; and that 
thefaid M a k s » a t », continuing hisdifobedience,thrcatned toputthe Countriesand Prin¬ 
ces of thc Hmpirc(which had continued faithful! in their obedience vrito his Imperial Maiefty) 
to Fire and Sword. Thatjfome Princes and States, againft the conftijtutions of the Empire, 
fauouted him andgauehim palfage through their territories ; induced thereunto by the Pala-* 
tinman apparanr enemy to his Imperiall Maiefty, and by him alfo Profcribed ■: Which Pala¬ 
tine, the faid M an d * p* t d, byhis laft Mandats, did ftili tearme King of Bohemti* That his 
Imperiall Maiefty had well hoped that hereafter the faid Manus? hid, /houldnotfinde a- 
ny one to feuourandprotedhim, fearing thepuni/hment inflicted by the conftitutions of the 
^Empire j which bad not fucceeded. That to /hew his naturall clemency,he thought good a- 
gain e to aduenife all the Princes, States,and members of the Empire 5, that vpon the Penalties 
containedinthefaidconftitutions,theyfliouldriotglueany pa/Tage through their;Territories 
to the/aid Man s e i 1» nor his feuldiers. As for the Captaines, Officers and Souldiers, 
1 Which followed the faid Mahuubj that they fhould abandon him vpon paine (for fuch 

‘ , j v as werefubie&s to the Em pi re) of the lofle of ail their dignities, priuiledges and immunities ♦ 
and fox thofe which were Grangers, vpon lofle ofli fc. 

Ie/ ttmmh- The Town of Nuremberg hauing fubmitted it felf to the Emperors obedience (as hath been 

y Mandr- formerly /aid) would not fuffer any fould iers to be Jeuicd, nor go out of the Tov^n, before they 
4itHt had taken a new oath to the Duke ofDarwin the name of his Imperiall Maiefty. Moreouer, 

the Imperiall Banagainft Mansiud had been proclaimed there; whereat he was wonder¬ 
fully incenfed: apq» 1to take reuenge, he went into the Terrirorres of the City neer vnto it with 
foo horfeand 1000 musketiers on horfeback; who, difperfing thenlfeluesround about if, and 
vpon all the approaches, committed infinite fpoils. 

The Duje of Bdutrid was intreated by the Biihops of rirsbmg, Bamberg, and other States of 
the Empire.* to free them from the oppreflion of Mans m i>*s incurfions and fpoyles:

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whereupon, leauing his inftrum.ents of mufick (which is his greateft delight) heegaue the Ren* 
dez-vout for all his troops, his cannon and munition, at Straubw ,to march into the vpper Pala- x£ai 
tinate. 

Mandsh l D(aswe haue formerly related)being encamped With his Army in the Vpper 
Palatinate, they were not onely much affli&ed with peftilent difeafes,by rea/bn of the dead 
carcafes both of men and catteil,but the Bauarians did alfo much annoy them with their ordi¬ 
nance and'daily aflfaults. To repaire which Ioffe he gaue money to certaine Captaines to leuic 
new fouldicrsjand he rook 4000 men, who hiding theirinacchcs vrider their hatts, marched all; 
night to furpriie the Bauarians in their Camp: but it hapned that being neere.a French-man by 
chanccdifcharged a peece, which made the whole Camp cry To Armes; fo as this attempt be¬ 
ing made voide, he refolued to firea wood which the Bauarians held, (pl eading great (lore of 
powder on the one fide with pitch barrels burning: but ther fuddcnly fel/o great a /bower of 
raine as it took no eflfe<ft. 

The Duke qf Ba/iarU, hauing prepared all things readie to march into the vper Palatinate, 
he parted from Munch or Munich on the 13 ofluly : and hauing paft the riuer of Datwow arid ioV- 
ned with Tilly his Lieutenant,he rauftered his Army- in which were fix and twenty thop- 
fand mcn.Wbat his exploits were,and how MandsMib left the vpper Palatinate you /hall 
foonehcare. 

In the moncthof May, thefouldicrs which remained in the Palatinate for the Eje&or, fell sum. 
vpon certaine Townes and villages belonging to the Bi/hop of Spire: as Perfi, HocUorf, Nider- b 
kicbyMambi and otherstand the twenty two of Auguft folio vvingj £>/>/» Govz A 1 u $ deGcrdm^ 

Generali for the Spaniard,put in execution an enterprife which hec had, vpon the Caftle and 
Tower of Stein, aftrongplace,fituatedinamarifii ground betwixt Warmer and Germensbeim • 
whereas fifeeene Pefants which kept it were all flaine. This Caftle being one of the keyesofehe 
.'Palatinate on that fide,the Army which was lefc for the guard of the Palatinate with fificcne 
hundred Boors, ranne prefently thither to recouer it if they might: bur they found 1 that the 
Spaniard had fortified it well with a good garrifon and munition. At their fii ft approach they 
recouered a Rauelimbutmoftofthem being forced to Hand vp to the wafte in water,and fo to 
fight with the enemie, being alfo beaten by three cannon which the Spaniard had planted on 
the other fide of the Rhine, they were after three daies forced to raife their fiege, hauing loft 
30 o men, and 70 hurt. What number of Spaniards were /lain is vn Certain : there were many 
hurt in the Caftle, which they carried away with them: and fince,they haue fo fortified this 
place, that they haue made it a receit of contribution ; to the which they haue made the towns 
of Mrtbeim,Wdrtembem and Byblifc with their territories, fubie<ft. 

The Duke of Bauariabeing entredI with his Army into the vpper Palatinate, hearing tlu/t D . - 

Mandsfuld receiued moft of his visual and refrcfhing from Aniberg ; meaning to depriue itiuriA rtlpc 
them of thofe helpes and to cut offthat paflage,hefurprifed certaine rich monafteries vponthe c/;<4m b 
way , and went to belie ge Cbamb,which he /umnioned to yeeld by his trumpet. The Gouernor 
tiiade anfwere he had no commandement from them of u Amberg to yeeld; whereupon he bat¬ 
tered it with foure Cannon : whereupon the Gouernour miftrufting his forces began to per- 
fwadehisfouldiers, that it were better to departe with their liuesthen to endure the difebm- 
moditiC 5 of a fiege and preuaile nothing; fo as in the end they made their compofition, and de- 
parted with Armes and baggage, and ioyned themfcluesto Mandsfhld with threecom- 
pariies of fbote and two of horfe. Hauing taken this T owne,the Duke went on arid made him- 
lelfe maiftcr of diuers others. In the meane time Mandstud hauing intercepted a melfcn- 
ger with Letters, whereby the Dukeaduettifcd the Lantzgraue of Lucbtemberg that his intent 
was to fend certaine troupes of Bauarians to cutoff MANosmo's paffage 5 hereupori rhe 
fending /bme forces to Sfremds , he forced the To wne arid took the Lantzgraue in itjwhome he °f lutb&t 
brought to Amberg. MtndsfciJ' 

The Noblemen and States of the vpper Palatinate, feeing that they reteiued more Ioffe and nJe ? 

prejudice from the Mansfcldian fouldiers, who fliould haue defended them, then from the Ba- 
uarians;hauing receiued monitorial Letters from the Dukc,that they fhould abandon Man ds- 
r * l d, who would ruine their countrey, they refolued to leaue him arid to fubmict themfelueu 
vnto the Duke; with this Prenifc, that he fiiould not alter any thing in point of religion nor poli- 
cie. Masdsphid knowing the refolution with the States of the vper Palatinate had taken,; 
and feeing that his palfage would becutoffbytheBauairians, and that he fhould fihde little 
mcarics u releeue his Army: to auoide this danger, being pre/Fcd by a Potent aduerfary and in 
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want both of money to pay his fouldiers and of other meanes to releeue them, hee made offer 
1611 to fubmit himfelfcto the Empcrours obedience, protruYing to ferue him with his Army,fo as he 
nsfcld «/<- mightreceiuea certainefummeofmoney togiuethem content 5 whereupon, hauingreceiued 
fif!o£ P arr > he deliuered V P his fortification at Verdbaufe ( which hee could no longer keepe ) to the 
'mi!' Bauarians. 

This treaty of Man diield hathbeenediuerfly cenfured. Some haue thought that he 
diditin policie,onely toentertaine timeand to finde meanes to flip downfcinto the lower Pa¬ 
latinate. Others affirme,that he treated ferioufly being in great wants • That his fouldiers pref 
fed him for money and were ready to mutine, which might haucbcene dangerous tohisper- 
foni and that the Lord Diosy his Maiefties Ambafladour, hauing fent fo the Duke ofBwj- 
rU,and finding no hope of any fufpenfion of'Arms, came by Ma nshid 5 with whom he 

had conference, putting-firm in mindcofhisoath to the Elector Palatine,chofcn King of Bobc- 
ma, of the honour which he had formerly gotten by Arms,the which would now be quite ble- 
mhhed by this *& ofjnfidclity 5 perfwading him to be conftantymd withall fupplying nim with 
a good fumme of money to giue his fouldiers fomc content: whereupon, hcc forbarc to con¬ 
clude the Treaty, vntili he had gotten a paffage with his forces into the lower Palatinate. Being 
freed from this danger* he brake off rhe Treaty , and declared himfelf an enemy to the Bauarian 
Ambaffadors who had ftill followed his Camp. This newes did fruftrate their ioy at Prague 
whichthey had concerned for M a n s pil ds reduction to the Emperor. 

TheSIpaniardsin the lower Palatinacevnderthecommandof Gokzuss deCordua,g o- 
ing out Of and feeing that Sir Horatio Viu had fortified Heidelberg^ tManheim 

and Pranktodalt, with ftrong garrifons, went and took mofl of the Towns towards the moun¬ 
tains, and then returned to Ltttkra a Town not well prepared to endure a fiege, nor the citizens 
inured to labour and danger: wherefore, the Gouerner and his garrifon being let out at the vp- 
per porr,-they receiued-in troops of Spaniards. 

The. truce between the Spaniard andtheStates ofthe vnited Prouinces being now ended, 
Marquefic St in o la came down with a power full Army, and layncervnto iVefcll^ fending 
Count Ha n * y of Wndenberg to inueft I v l i b b. s a Fee of the Empire,difputed by the Mar- 
quefle of Brandenburg ar)d the Duke of Mbnrg, as heirsto the Duke of cleats • but now held by 
the vnited States, as cUnesis by the Spaniard. There was a ftrong garrifon in the Town 5 who, 
feeing themfelues befieged, made a great falie on the foure and twentith of September, and 
tookc their neercft Trenches in defpiteof theSpaniard. In the mcane time there grewa great 
Tier in the Campe, many Tents were burnt, and the befieged annoyed them much with their 
Cannon ; and, making anew ialietfhcy (polled Count H a n r i b s quarter,carrying what they 
gor intotheTovvne.; The Earle following them with moftofhishoufe, the Townef-men loft 
a Captaine with thirty fix horfe-men * which, being flaine, they had leaue the next day to 
burie them. 

In the meane time,the Spaniards in the lower Palatinate took the ftrong Caftle of L<mdjlu{e» 
which hauing {fortified with a great garrifon and munition,they turned their forces to Fronken- 
dale, vnder Gonzaabb de Car duds command-, they being,as fome write, twelue or thirtcene 
thoufatidmen They pitched their Campe on the twenty feuenth of September, towards 
Spire and. Manheim , and fortified themfelues both againft the befieged, or any forraineEncmy • 
which dohC|they began to plant their Ordinance. ThisTowne hath been built of late ycers 
by Wallons,which were fled out ofthe low Countries for Religion , during the time of the 
Duke of c Alua, when as the Ele&or Palatine protefted them with their families, andgaue them 
leaue to build and fortifie it,being before of no import. 

Vpon theapproach of the Spanifo Army, the Towne being vnder the command of the En- 
glifh, Captaine Bvuovves being Gouernour • Captaine Fairfax, a gallant Gentle¬ 
man,who was there flaine,and buried in the bed of honour, hauing command ofthe out-works 
ofthe Towne, encouraged his Souldicrs, telling them that the Towne was a part of the King 
of England's daughters iointi'ire - and the warres they vndertook were for two reafons: firft ,for 
that being Proteftants the Papifls came to aflault them, and to take the place-, and, fecondly, 
they were fent to defend her right, which was the place whereon they Rood* and that for his 
part he would not lofe one foot whil’ft he breathed, neither did he doubt but they would doo 
the like: whereat they all protefted they would dy in her defen fe. The enemy, hauing made 
his trenches and fortifications, came late in the euening being very dark, and furprifed a fenti- 
nell: who,beingamazed,caftaway hisJ^rrasandfleddej and, miftaking the out-work from 

which 
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whichhewasrent.rarinefottebalfMoonwlHchlay vndenh e Tow n .waIs. They within the 

out-workSj hauing no aduertifement pf the enemies approach, were for the mod part (lain be 
mg fixty Enghihand Dutch. Captiin F a t a t a x, then Sergeant maior, hearingrhe Sine * 
came to the half Moon, takes a pike, asked what Gentlemen would go with him ■ and bceine in 
hafte, wentwtthouchts corflet with his pike and fwordonely, and entted the trachea, whfch 
he found flrpngiy guarded by the enemy j where he charged and hurt diuerfe : but, the niel.t 
being exceeding datk, he was thrufi through-his buffe coat into the left fide, and was caried off 

by one of his Followers 5 ofwhich wound nc was foon cured. .. . °" 

The enemy plaid vpon the Town with his cannon i and on the thii tith of September the be- 

h fhe^ 3 (liLH W UCr i thr r W V hCU r nCheS >f d h n d takcn fOUrC l’ Ce “ ordinance if they 
hadbeenlffiftedbyany horfe ibtit they were forced to retire. They continued their batteries 

butdidnptannpytheTPwn,(hootin g ftiIiouerit: whereof beeing aduertifed by two boiel 
which went out mgather grapes, they planted their cannon lower, and did much annov their 
houfes 5 fo as they hoped it would fo terrifie the Townfmen, that they would foon vecld. The 
enemy, hamng taken the out-work, approached neer to the half Moon where the Englilh laws 
whither Captain F * in a x came, beingfomewhat recouefcd * whereincouragingthefoul- 

diers,andofferingtomakeamusketlhotintothe enemies work,hehad his thigh brokenwitha 

demi-caonoiy wherewith falling down, he cried, Gentlemen, l haue loft my leg: y et bee not 
difmaid, but fight like btauc Engh(hmen 5 for, my heart (hall be alwaies with you. Whereup¬ 
on, he was caned awayjand died that night, and wa. buried with an honourable funcratpomp, 
to thegreat grief of thefouidiersandtheBurgersofthe Town.•who,to(hcwtheiiloue,erec- 

ted a monument in remembrance of fo worthy a fouldicr. 

The enemy (feeing he could preuail nothing by forcenor by his cannon) vpon the ninth of 
Nouembcr began to (hoot fiery bullets into the Town i but the Befieged with their wiues and 
children Vied fuch diligence to quench the fire, that it proued fruitleflc. The fame night they 
made an alfault vpon the Port of Spire: but it took no effect, beeing repul/ed by the Befieged. 

The next day there fell a great rain, which was very preiudiciall to the Spaniard : for, their 
trenches being madein a moift ground, and growne dry for want of water, their fortifications 
feil.and their trenches were full ofwater. In the mean time, Count Man , * e t p came out rit nJ 
ofthe vpper Palatinate with Ins forces and ten pecccs of ordinance,towards Mrmhra ; where Smt 
tordiai r ^hat the Spaniards had befieged Fraitkendale^ hcc marched on (peedily with his forces ^ e rrA » l <p* 

On the thirteenth of Oiftober the Spaniard fent a Trumpet to the Town to require them t6 
yeeld in the Emperors name, with promife that the BurgdTesfliould enioy theit liberties with 
free exercite of religion j and that the fouldiers fliould depart with their colours fleeing, their 
Arms and all their baggage : but they had an anfwer fent them from Captain Bouovvij 
the Gouerner, thatthe Towne was not his, but had charge from Generali V b rh to keep it 
and that they muft bring his confenc from Manheim ; that he could not truft their promifes, ha¬ 
uing(ecn the contrary by the example of others. The Trumpet hauing rccciucd this anfwer, 
with many threats he returned to theenfcmy, who renewed his battery againft the Town.The 

fame night the Befieged heard a great noife of horfes in the wood, nothing fufpe<fting the Spa¬ 
niards nfing,who had fo lately fummoned them to yield: but they being aduertifed that Cdunt 

M a n s p e i d and Generali Vb n » made hafte to raife the fiege,departed fuddcnly,leauifig imhvid 
many fiekand wounded, with much Arms and munition behind them. At the break of day the 
Englim which guarded the out-works went into their Camp, where they found fome Italians • " ‘ 

whom they fpared for that they were not Spaniards. The Spaniards being gon to wards Worm* 
the Befieged threw down their fortifications and trenches. The Citizens were very refolute 
to defend the Town, fparing neither coft nor labour. Ofthe Spaniards there were flain aobo, 
by the report of fome pnfoners. The Befieged loftiop fouldiers; among which were Capcain 
F a i r f a x and his brother, and the brother ofthe Gouerner By rrovves. 

. buying this fiege of Frankendale^ Don GonZaib s drew out fomc of his forces to brdak off 
tile Bridge at MAnheim. Sir Horatio Vb r a the Generali (who was neuer daunted at the 
fight at anyenemy) commanded his men to come into the out-work before the bridge* and 
thereto be quiet tillthe enemies approach: who Coming oil with a great refolution, theygaue 
them fuch a volley of (hot, that they were forced to retire with the loflfe of many - yet beeifie 
not daunted heerwithjthey came to a fecond aflault, where they were entertained iri th^ Iikt 
manner, and with as great Ioffe: fo as, defpairing ofany fueceffe,they retired* -calling nfoft of 

their 
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their /lain men into rhe riuer of Rhine. Count Mandsfud, being ignorant of rhe railing 
i6z i 0 f t h e flege at Brankendale, marched ouer the bridge at cMankeim with ibg companies of foot, 

$6 ofhorle,andfourepccccs, to rclicuc chcBefiegcd j with whom ioined Generali'y ;e re, 
Mbrv i v s Gouerner of Heidelberg, Ob'bmtiavd, and others With their Forces! The Ci¬ 
tizens of Brankcndalegaue to Man dsfsld 12000 florens for railing of their fiege, tothe 
end he might giuc'fome content to his fouldicrs. He followed the Spaniards towards Steim; 
butfinding them well fortified* and not able to attempt any thing without danger,he difmiflcd 
General! Verb and the ocher Commanders; marching himfelfwith hisarmy into the Bi/ho~ 
prickof spirt) to get what he could, 

The Duke of Mum, feeing himfelf circumuentedby Count Mansbeld (hauingtaken 
rilly/(M<irtto’ anoat hfrom them of ^HmbergyJVewmrk, and others) fent 47 T roops of horfeand 85 compa- 
jtjwt Yu t.'* 0 ^ 0QCjVn< j er t h e command of Generali TinY.to follow him into the lower Palati¬ 

nate : whereof foihe Dutchmen ran away, , others fell to robbing and fpoiling without refpeft 
offriendorfoe. At his firft coming into the Palatinate, heetbok many places towards the 
Mountain: and,drawing neer to Heidelberg, he fent Letters vnto them Signifying, chat he had 
cofomiffion from his Imperial! Maieftyand the Duke of Bawrwjtoreduce the lower Palatinate 
to the Emperors obedience 3to the which end he had brought an Army: but beforehe would 
proceed to force, he would admonilh and require them nor to oppofe thcmfclucs in fo iuft a 
caufe, whereby they Ihould draw ruinc vponthemfeluesand the whole Prouince ^ thathec ex- 
pe<aed a kindeanfwer from them, hopingthat they would willingly fubmic thcmfclucs to the 

Emperors command*, whereby heeprqmifed them allfafety and good vfage, andthatthey 
ffiouldrcceiue no wrong from the fouldiers, but fiiould be defended like to the fubie<fts of the 

vpper Palatinate; but if they fiiould do other wife, and not obey the Emperors commandment, 
hewould ioin his forces with Hon Cor o-vrt. Lieutenant Generali of the Spaniards, and fufc- 

due them by force. 

The Citizens of Heidelberg made anfwer to thefe Letters, that they were much gtieued'to te- 
ceiuc them by night by a Trumpet * that it was not in their power, neither could they by their 
oath refignea government to another which was committed vnro them by the Magiftrate: 
wherefore they did hope, that lie would exeule them if they did notfatisfiehis defire; that 
they would fpeedily aduertite their Magiflrate thereof, and cxpcCt his anfwer: in the mcane 
time they did hope, that he would not attehipt any thing by force. This anfwer, being gfuen 
by the Counlcllers of Heidelberg, was not pleafing to the Gouerners i who, Haying it, fent ano* 
ther to. T1 l l y after this mancr: that they had receiued his Letters which werefentby night 
contrary to the di fcipline of war, and feen with admiration what he defired from the Counfel- 
lers.of Heidelberg \ that the gouernment was committed ro them, but referred to them by Gene¬ 
rali V a re their Commander - that they could not gratifie him,nor difpofc of any thing in fo 
difficult a bufineflfe without his confent, efpecially for that the whole Ele&orfliip was commit- 
ted to Generali Ver E,and the City of Heidelberg to their guard; the which they refolued to 
defend to their laft gafp ; that if he or any other defired to try their valor, they could not hinder 
it x but he might come and fee whether there were lefle worth in the fouldicrs, than in chcgar- 
rifonof FrankettdeU. 

rhe El/fltr of The Elector of Saxony >coming to Prejldw to receiue the oath of alleagcancc in the Emperors 

Sdtcmrtmsto name from the Princes and States in Silefa y was receiued with great pomp, and brought into 
prrjtAymre. t heCiry : the22 ofO&ober by the Princes of Zigmfsand Munfterberg . Thcnext day,the Princes 
33 j£ * and States being affembled in the Caftle, he caufed the Emperors propofifion to bee read vnro 
them * Whereby he let thCnivndcrftand, that his Maiefty was glad the Princes and Statcsof Si - 
lejia had fo willingly come to that prouincial afiembly ; neither could any thing haue bin more 
pleafing to him than to haue been prefent therehimfelf: but beingidiuerted by many affairs of 
importance, he had,committed that bufinefle to the Elector of Saxony to reprefent his perfon ; 
the which, for his obedience towards his Maiefty, and his loue to the Princes and States of Si- 
Ufa ,hewould not ref ufe. He ivifhed them as much happinefle as rhey had inioyed in the time 
ofhisPrcdeCeftois: and feeing the Prouinces were now fettled in peace by the grace of God 
and his great care, he hoped they would continue conftant, and giuc him aid to repell his bar¬ 
barous enemies : to which end he defired a fpcedy contribution of 500000 dollers^ for that 
m*nyP.ther poorer Prouinces,apd which had been much exhaufted, had dealt bountifully 5 
that they knew how much it concerned them to haue the bounds of Hungary preferued. To the 
which end both their Anccftors and the States of Bohemia had fpent much: and now the danger 
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was very great: for defenfe whereof,the Emperor required 10 00 00 dollers yeerly for 6 yeers, 
As for the tribute or excife of beer for the maintenance of the Court, hee defired they would 
continue it as they formerly had doric* hisritafure being exhaufted byreafon of ciuill warres. 
And for the rcmouinc of ail oocafions ofwar in that Prouince,he aduifed them not to entertain 


continue it as they formerly had done* ms creature oqng exnaurrea oy rcaion or ciu m warres. 
And for the remouing of ail oocafions ofwar in that Prouince,he aduifed them not to entertain 
any more fouldiers than were fit to defend their Frontiers; and to fond the reft againft the Turk 
with a yeerly contribution. The next day the Elector coming to the Caftie,the Princes,States 
and Citizens, tobk a new oath to the Emperor. ..... 

During this Afiembly, theMarqueife of Ugemdwf font twoT/ umpers vnto them, wirh Let¬ 
ters'to perfwade them not to take an oath to the Emperor, but to continue coftantin the league 
andfaith which they hid once fworn to Er e d b m c k their King, andnotto haftenthc ru- ' 
ine of their Country by an vhneceflary defeftion: they could not be ignorant how grieuous it 
would be to them who knew Hisgood difpofition,hauing defended Silejia froqi hoftiie inuafi- 
ons; And being bound to fatisfie God and the league they had fwoi nc, hcc pcrhyaded them to 


fend their Deputies td B b t h l in G a b 0R,andtohimfelfasiCommi(rary to the Kingpf 
sebmiJ, wiehin 74 daies with a declaration ohheir intents. Bur if any thing hapned tothecon- 
trarybhe fiiould be very much grieued fortherujneofthc Country, but the caufe ihould be inj- 
puted to them who had been the motiues ofthefe Co.mbuftions by their ambition and couetize. 

Notwithftanding thefe threading Letters, the Princes and States of silefid made anfwer to 
the Emperors pi opofition,that they were ready to pay 400 000 Imperials or dollers at certain 
daies • that they would contribute 7000.0 dollersyeerly during chc fpace of fix yeeres for tfie 
defenfe of the Frontiers of Hungary: for the excife of beer they were content to fupply his Ma¬ 
iefty for ten yeers, and for their auxiliarie forces: according to the prefent eftate of the Coun¬ 
trey. This arihver being pleafing to the Eleftor Palatine, a gerierall peace tvas proclaimed in 
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Silejia . 

Christ r a n, Duke of Brunfwick, and Bifhop of Halberfiad, cofin germane to the Queen 
o fBebemU, hauing a defire to relieue the Palatinate^ gathered what forces: he could together in. mtfl t u Va t : 
thcLowc-countries, and oh the iBofOiftober departed from Emericq with bis Army. Hauing' 
fent 2<5oo foot and 500 horfe before into the territories of iMtnden, Hildefbeim and Brunfmc\t i 
they committed great fpoils: and being commanded from the Biftiop of Halberfiai^ brother, 

the Duke of Luneburg, , and the Adminiftrator of Magdebarg^o remoue their Camp,they would 
not obey j foasthey were fuddcnly fet vpon by the fouldiers of the Country ,and moft of them 
flain,lofing their Arms and Enfignes; The Duke was not daunted for this misfortune,but con¬ 
tinued his refolutionto go into the Palatinat with thirteen companies of foot arid fine hundred 


horfe. . , ; 

Ma v r 1 c a, Lantzgimic of Heff> at this time invaded theiurifdiaion of theEarles of ms- 
decy for thatthey had demanded theirfees from theEtnperor, and not from him ; .as alfo for chc 
antient contentions for the City of Corbtc. Hee took the Caftle of Efingbottrgy draue away the 
Gouerner, and manned it with agoodgarrifon, leaning all to thefpoilc of the fouldiers 3 who 

tare in peeces all their Regiftres, Letters, Seals and Documents which did concern Ment^CuU 
letiy Patter front and HeJfCy which had been kept there for many yeers in an originall form. From 
thence he went to other Caftles, Cities and Towns, making them fubieft to him. He.c called 
together the Knights and other States o fCdrbic } letting them vnderftand,that the.Earlsof^/- 
dec had loft their fee by their owne fault: wherefore they Ihould nor affift them againft the fo- 
lifdiiftions of Corbie an d Hejfc but ioin with his Officers. The Earles in the meane time fledde 
to fame places offafety 5 One of them polling ro rhe Emperor roacquaint him with the whole 


bufinefle. . ' . ... . . 

In the Palatinate, Tilly with his Bauarian Army made hauock m the mountame-Coun- 
tfies, fpoiling all places .foasthelnhabitantswereforcedtoflecaway for extreame want and 
penury. Man d sf e l d committed noTcife Ipoile on this fide of the riuer of Rhine in the 
Bilhoppeof Spire's Countrey, caufing the fowne of jBrttgfel f6 redeeme it felfe for a great 
Tumme of money. Tilly and Cord ova with their ioynt forces might eafily haue re^ 
leeued it: but there was fome diftaft between them • fo as he had good meanes to efcape.them i. 
and on the thirteenth of November, paffingthe bridge at Marihcm^ hebefieged Didesbeim^nd 
took it, finding in it a great booty. committing the guard thereof VntO the Duke of Lmtitottrg, 
of Saxony: after which he toolce the ToWnc and Caftle ol Kerchmtl\ where the Captaine and 
earrifon followed his colours. Afterwards he feifed vpon Latvterbourg,which was very rich* 
becaufethofc which inhabited the Countrey had brought their wealth into it- all which hee; 
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gauc to the fouldicts for fooil. Planting his Gamp there, he caufed 6000 foot and 16 compa¬ 
nies of hotfe to be leuied. 

The Spaniards ?nd theBauarians on the 21 of Nouember, being 18000 men,marchedto- 
wavfe La*t»l»urg ro recouer that Town; to telieue which, Maws f a ld ported thither with 
fourepecces of ordinance 5 but feeing the Spaniards lodged vponaduantage, heretired : after 
which the Town yeelded.'After Count Man s f b l d’s departure out ofthe vpper Palatinat 
though the garrifon of Tabtr could hope for no relief, yet they refufed to yecld VfltO DM B A L- 
T nr A z a R ; proteftingjthat they would defend it to the laft gafp. Hauing planted his canndn. 
hefoughtby all meanstomakea breach. The thirteenth of O&ober, rhe Befieged endured an 
artault the /pace of three houres: they repuift the Imperials with great lofle, there being three 
Caplins and many /ouldicrs /lain, and 20 0 Cove wounded. They had refolued to defend if till 
S.Mart in’s day, and to expea fuccoursifhappdy any might,come ; as appeared by their 
lexers intercepted to CouhtM AM *F • t *>. The dayatorefaid being comn, and no fuccour# 
appeaVi rig, the garrifon being in great want both of wood and fait, and the Gouerncr alittlc be¬ 
fore dead, they did capitulate,and left the Town on the 18 ofNouember, going out with their 

colours fleeing, Arms and baggage.* which the Imperials mand with a ftrong garrifon, the Citi¬ 
zens Redeeming themfelues from fpoil for a fumrneofmoncy: but yet they were not fuffredto 
goout ofthe Town. The Noble-men oiBobmk which had fled thither, andcontinued there 
during the fiegc, were apprehended and pur in prifon. 

* Cm, r i s t j an theyonger, Prince of who had been hitherto kept prifaner at iVfcl V- 

after many inrercertions wasbrought to ff'ctitMthc 2 6 of Nouember with a conuoy of fifty 

? horfe. He was lodged in an Inne,and had free liberty to walk vp and down the City. The 12 of 
December he was admitted.ro the Emperorsprcfencc, and humbly craued pardon for his of- 
fenfe j the which he obtained after fome repetition made by the Vice-chancellor. 

Some months before, Christian the elder, Prince otAnhdlL filed to the Emperor For 
pardon, writing Letters to this fenfe: 

f The mercy which his Maicfty had /hewed to offenders againft him in thisBohcmian warre, 

t bad made him (plunged in great miferics) to flee to his Imperiall Maiefty, hoping that the gate 
ofgrace Ihould not be /hut againft him* eipecially for that he had this more peculiar than the 
reft,hiuingbeen neither theaUthor nor beginner of theft combuftions,but waslately drawnin- 
to them .-neither was he abfolutely fubiea to hit Maierty as a great number of others, but me¬ 
dially as a Prince of the Empire 5 neither was he at that time tied to him by oath • that he could 
truly affirm, he camenot to thofe warres with any bad intent to his Maierty, being his fupremc 
Magiftrate: but the care and loue to religion which the Bohemians fo much complaind would 
be opprefled, and the faith which hehad vowed for many yeers to the Eleftor Palatine had 
ingaged him in thefe miferies * neither had he euer any wil to oppofc himfclfagainft C/esa r, 
but ohely to pfeuent rhe falling of thofe countries into any ftt angers hands, and to fee the com- 
buftionspaciffedbyfome honeftTreaty:to whichend hehadvfed manygraueadmonitions. 
But, all hope of compofition being taken away, he could do no le/Te than became the Generali 
Of an Army } preuenting as much as in him lay all vnnece/Tary deuaftations and fpoils, and pre¬ 
ferring thercepuery ofpeace and publike fafety before the difcommoditics of war. In the end 
fitwingthat God.hadnot onely giuen C je a a r vi<ftory,but made it knowne to the world that 
hetyOuldnot haue religion alwaiesdefended by the fword, he had fpeedily laid down ArmeS, 

ahdperfwadcd the Palatine to make his compofition, although in Ihewhe had great means to 
retiue the war. Hee wopld not deny,but theloueof thereformed religion and of the Elc<ftor 
yahtmehaddvawnehimintothiserror:yetitwastrue,noman liued without fault and neuet 
erred | God onely was free from finne, it was not giuen to men. It was common for all men to 
erre: if he in like manner had failed, he humbly befought his Imperial Maiefty to couer his er¬ 
ror with the cloke of hismercy and clemency,and to pardon all his offen/es,to receiuc him and 
hiS again into fauour, and reftore his captiuc fonne to liberty and his former dignity * which 
ffiOUld bean honour to his Maierty, and binde him for/ogreat a fauour to do0 him pejpctuall 
feruice. N r r 

: 1 6fNoucmb'\lie Spaniatds<who lay claim to any thing lying fit for them) attempted

The Spa- 
m'atxJ fought to cxcufe Che fa«rt, vpon a pretence of the Duke of Br*»[mchs comming, de/iring 
only to hold this Caftle for atime.to the end they might flop his paflage through ffafsi*. 

Christian, Duke of Bru»fwichfii(hop of 7fci#4t/W,pafled on the eighteenth of No- Bnmfwicfe 
uember through the Eleaorof^TMte Countries where he tooke ^AmnUurg by a 

ftratagem. Whilft that the Captaine treated with fome Officers for the lodging of his Troups, 

cercaine fouldiersgoingbelore with a guide, whoknew the place, crept vp a Hill,and got into 

the Ca(Ue by an old Priuie which was ruined : Beingin po/Tcffion thereof and giuihg a figne 
to fome horfe-men which were neer,they left their horfes and went vp with their peecesi The 
Tow-ne/imen, hereupon, went to the wallesto defend themfelues; buv Brvn sw icr's for¬ 
ces, Giving out ofthe Caftle, took the Towne • whereupon they fled, leauing a great booty vn- 
to 1 hr Enemy. After Which they took NcwHad* with all that trad, with fome Townes belon¬ 
ging to the Lantz graue of JDand other Noble-mens Caftlcs in the valley of B»/w,fpoy- 
ling the-Countric thereabout . 

Inthemeanetime LbvVes ot'mfsk, Lanti-graue of Darmpt, fent his Deputies to the Datmftat/w.. 
Duke of Brmfwck Signifying,that whereas he and the EleOov of Mentz, had receiued great »bmi wick, 
fpoiles by the paffitge of Souldim jhis Imperiall Maiefty had exprefly forbidden, that no foul- 
dicr/hould be futfered to paffe, vpon the penalties pre/cribedby the Imperiall conftitutions 5 

perfwading him to forbeare to appoint them any lodgings* and that he rtiould ret urac the fame 

Way The Duke of Brtwfmk made anfvvcre, that he would willingly much as in him lay) 
forbeare his Countrie 5 yet he was aduertifed that he took Atmi's to opprefte Ins Souldters • 
which he could notbeleeue, hauing not deferued it ; but if hereafter any wrong rtiould be done 

vnto them, he would reuengeit by what meanesfoeuer. ., , 4 i^owicko/ 

Hereunto the Lamz-graue made anfwere, that he was glad he would neither doe wrong to 
him nor his* yet he vnderftood, by faithfull relation, that his fouldiers had entred into diuers 
places of hisiui ifdi<ftion, ilaine his fubiedls, and fpoiled them of their goods 2 which taft hec 
alfo vnderftood he had detefted, and therefore hce entreated him to Peckeoutrhe Autbois, and 
punirti them for examples fake. Touching his refolution and end, hewould fpeake nothing! 

As for his paftage, fo it was, that the Generali of the Burgundian Army, in the Palatinate, 
hearin,® that the Baron Doha was marching vp with fome troups againft t he Emperour, had en¬ 
treatedhim and other Princes robe carcfull that no Army, oppofiteto the Emperour, rtiould 
pa/Te by the Riuers of Mam and Rb'w 4 5 whereby it may be cafily gathered, that he makes him- 

/elfca partaker of the warres which fliould giuepartage to ftrangeSouldiei s, and Therefore he 

did aduife Dona, that he rtiould not raoleft him in his pa/Tagc- the which he eafily obtained. 

The like caufe hehad now for this admonition, neither did he hope that he would willingly o£ 
fer any violence to his Countrey .- And whereas he had with the neighbour Electors and Prin¬ 
ces leuied fome Souldiers to preuent the imminent dangers which might enfue 5 he hoped hee 
rtiould be blamed no more then the Saxon Princes 4 who had denied pa/Tage to many. That the 
Spaniards and Bauarians .prepared themfelues tomeete him and ftop his paflage with all their 

forces, whereby his Countries might receiuc much fpoilejthe which he might eafily preuentj 

if he would retire and leaue thofe vpper parts of the Rhyne : Wherefore he entreated him that 
he wduld take the fafeftandnioft excufable way.and defiftfrom his enterprife j That before he 
vnderftood of his txpcditionjhe had entred into treaty with the neighbor Electors and PrinceF# 
not to giuc paflage to any Souldiers* wherefore he rtiould not take this his declaration in ill part* 

Wl ^ 3 TI?a c^e wit ?h c SS*i r es of the Palatinate, but fought only to ftop the paflage 

ofSouldiets,which would be a preiudicc to his Countrey. That he might turne his forces a- 

gainft the Enemy of-Chriftendome, where he rtiould reape more honour 5 fot m thefe placed he 
rtiould but afflia hisfriends and innocent /’ubicas. He entreated him therefore to change his 
mindeani to returne into the Lowe-countreys, and to free his territories from danger, noC 
doubting but he woulifgiue more eard to- His fatherly admonition (which honour hce had 
OnceVohchfafed him)khento the pbrAvafions oif otheri which were not fo well affeaed vn- 

^ The young Duke of Brutifwick expefted another anfwac: but being moued thcrewitUie 
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wrote vnto him like a fouldicv; that whereas he vnderftood (beyond his expectation; that hee 
If 2 1 with his fnbieCts and other fouldiers inte nded to ftop his paflage, he feared them nor, nor the 

Spanish forces j but vefolued to proceed in his refolution by the grace of God,not wi t h ftandin g 
any oppofition: wherefore he fliould reft refolued,that if he or his fouldiers fliould receiue any 
wrong v bothhcand his poftciityHiould repent it. 

'he univ Before the receipt of thefe Letters, the Lantzgraue had written vnto Mavuice, Lantz- 
-lueojvtm* gxamofffcjfe, informing him how that he had aduifed the Duke of Brurtfmck to abandon thofe 
mutter to V pper parts of the Rhine, and not ro molcft his fubic&s • which hefeemea not to regard : it bee- 
lltjfe!^ 411 * ing therefore to be feared, that if he ftiould continue in his reiolution, and try thedoubtfull e- 
ucftt of wane,the feat of the warre would be drawne into Hcfsia, and their Countries afflicted 
with all difeommodities, he could not but intreat him to deal with theDuke of Bfuitfmk, and 
to perfwade him to depart 3 the which if he would effect, hee would doo his belt endeauour to ’ 
flay the Emperors Troops, being ready to march into thofe parts againft him; it being alfo ne- 
ceffary in thefe dangerous times that fome agreement ftiould be made between neighbor Prin¬ 
ces, how paflage ftiould be allowed or denied, it agreeing both with the law of nature and of 
nations $ and therefore he did hope,and likewifc intreated him,if he ftiould beany way prefled 
by the Bifliop of Halberttat, or in danger,that he for their old contracts would come tofuccour 
him, as he would do for him in the like cafe. 

f ^ . The Lantzgraue M a v r i g h made anfwer to thefe Letters, that whereas he intreated him 

' to caufe the Bifhop of Halberjiat to retire with his Army, thinking it to be in his power, hee did 
not doubt, but he vndei flood well by his former Letters,that thofe Troops were not onely le- 
uied in the King of Bohemia s name, but by the States of the vnited Prouinccs, and fent to thofe 
parts: wherefore to fet vpon thofe fouldiers, and thereby to offend fuch potent Princes, was 
not fafe $ that he wasaduertifed,the Bifhop was palling to another Territory 5 that he was vnac- 
quainted with his counfels,neither had he aduertifed him ofhiscourfe. that it was not in his 
power to preferibe or command any thing to the Bifhop of Halherftat in this action i that both 
they and all Hefsi/t were bound by the duty of their fee vnto the Palatine, of which fee the faid 
Lant zgrauc Lodowick was in pofleflion: wherefore, as he deftred not to meddle in the 
affairs of Bohemia againft t he Emperor, fo he could not forget the oath he hadtaken to the Pala¬ 
tine. And whereas he required his aid againft any force which fliould be offred him,according 
to the antient contracts ofneighbourhood and confanguiniry,the like he expeCted from him to 
whom his innocency was well knownc; alluring himfclf,thatif by the league of the Catholick 
Princes againft the Protcftants he ftiould be inuaded, he would not fail to aflift him according 
to the faid Treaties :yet he could not forget, that oflatehee had been wronged by the Spani¬ 
ards, who had attempted to furprife the Caftle of Reimfelt, and fummoned them to yceld in the 
Emperor and King of tydiw's name 5 from the which they were forced to retire } for which at¬ 
tempt they had no colour, hauing neuer been wronged by him. He therefore intreated him to 
imploy his credit with the Spanifh fouldiers touching this b.ufiucflc, foe that delaies were dan¬ 
gerous *and that they would appoint a meeting for their Deputies. 

Many Letters part betwixt them touching thisaCfion of the t)ukeof B rtmfmch 5 the which I 
muftforbreuities fake omit. In the mean time, the Duke of Brunjwick, hearing that,the Baron 
ofapproached with forces to ftop his paflage into the Palatinate,and todriue him out of 
tho/e partsj being fortified with fometroops from the Bifhdps of Mentx>,Vwhnrg,zndthe L&ntz- 
gxaueoiDarmJlat,and hearing that An h a lt approachtneer the vallie of Bufec, hee attended 
him there in open field (the weather being exceeding cold,about the end of December) mea¬ 
ning to fight with him: but, finding his forces too weak, he mired Spotted, Af/ebcurg, and burnt 
NcwfiXdv and then tnarchtwith his Troops towards Wejiphalia,z %you ftiali hear, 

7 he Mmifiers The Preachers and Minifters of Gods word in Prague being taxed, that during the Bohemi- 
4»d Preachers an com,buftions they had exceeded the bounds of modefty, and incenfedthe people bytheit 
oftohmU fo- admonitions 8c preachings,and fo made them felqes partakers in thefe broils, were now banifht 
w/he ‘ , theKingdome of Bohemia,by ar\ Edi&madeby thePrince ofLicbtenfteit} r asfo\\owet\\. 

Forthat the Minifters and Preachersof Bohemia had been the firft fo iversof fedition in the 
Kingdom,ahd publiftit fcandalous books both againft the Erpp, M athus then liuing,and 
findeagainft F h n d. now Emperor,asalfo againft his Lieutenants,Officers and COtinfeUers* 
and drawn the people into a<ftuall itLellion,andapproued,the ele<ftion6f anew King* laboring 
by al perfivafionsto haue him crownd;for thefe 8c other caufes fpecifi'd atlarge,ic wasordaindj 
thofe feditious men (as they faid) chiefly thofe who made the .edl& vw. 16 18, or apprqued the 
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P 0 ™ n ,f io, '' /5l , Ljuldl ’ cl ’ ; ' n ' fl,c<it ' orcl,< ' r . outof ^‘'" / ''> t l'eincoruomcJPiouiiKCs,andaUtllc; 
iunfdi<ftionsofthe houfe of AuHria, hauing deferued a far greater punifhmenr • whereby they i 6 \t 
were commanded to depart out of Prague the day after the proclamation made, and within $ 
daies out of the Kmgdome of Bohemia, the incorporated Prouinces, and all the iurifduftions of 
the houfe of Rufina, and neuer to return during their liucs*ycc they did them this fauour, To 
fuffer them to carry away their moucables * and, if they had any lands, they were fuffred to fell 
them by their Deputies within three moneths. This claufe was annexed, char Ifafteuhcrime 
prefixed any one was found in Prague or any place aboue-mentioned, and conui(fled of thefe 
crimes, he fliould without all exception lofc his head. The likepuniftiment was infixed vpon 
all thole who ihould entertain them, lodge them,or conceal them after the time prefixed. This 
Edtdl being proclaimed , there were fifty Minifters of the Huflits (whereof fomc were excee¬ 
ding old) forced to abandon their Country. 

.Count M a N 5 F I L D, hearing thatl>#* Gokzalb i deCordti* (after the recoiierre of v, , , , 
r^«W) had put h« Troops intogarrifim, tnarcht with his Army towards Htgutnm ; where 
he forced from the Catholique Inhabitants and lews a contribution of aboue iooooo dollers • 
thcwbich they were willing to pay,hoping to auoid any further oppretfiomBut returnine in il 
dates with greater forces,he got entrance into the Town, the Citizens bein§ vnablc to endure 
aficgejthewhtch he fortified withagoodgarrifon, Hauing got this Town without any lofle 
ofmcn,andthinkingthat others in would follow their example, he fehr a Trumpet to* 

Elfaiiaber/t, fummdning them toyeeld: which they denying, hee drew g, eat ftorc of munition , 

From /fagaena^and w&rchc thither with his.Army; which he battered with fuch fury, that hee 
thought they would hatic yedded the fii ft day • but,finding the Gouerner refolute to defend ir ‘ 

he continued his battery daies } hauing madca breach, but not fit for an aflaulr,,f lie Befieocd 
defended themfelues refolutely,and flue 300 of his men who had entred the fuburbsiand m a 
falic took fome pvifoners,carry ingfpm intothetown, hanging others ouci the wals. 

The weather growing fo exceeding cold that they were notable to endure it, hauing loft ma^ 
ny braue men, there was a truce made for ten daies at the interceffton of the Duke of Lorraine • 
but with this condition* that they fliould chufe whether they would pay him iooooo Ph i« 

11 fs dollcrs,or endure the excreamiry ofa flege. The befieged accepted of this condition; 
but hauing m the mean time recciued a fupply of ao ooflior, they fent an anfwer ynto Count 
Mandsfeid (who wasgontoffagueiraw) that they had bought powder and bullets witfi 
their monyi and that he might returnifhedefired.ro fmellofthem. Afrerwhiclr, they burned 
their fubufbs, fent their wiues and children into Lerrnh, mured vp all their Ports but one, and * 
prepared themfelues for a fiege. 

Count M X n s F e l d, feeing the Town thus foitificd^and that the continuance of a liege in 
fo vnfeafonable and /harp a time of winter wovld be the ruine of his Army,lodged fomc of his 
Troops in thofe parts,and part with the reft into the further yjf ifau and the hereditary Coun- 
tries ofthe houfe of M(lria: where he put all to fire and fwotdj and where he ftj’pek fuch terror 
into the Inhabitants,that they thought of nothing bur flight, laming much cattell in their fta/tf 
and ftables: whereof fome died for, hunger, and others were carried away by the fouldiers £ 
which bred a great dearth of vi<ftuall thrpugh all the Country, ^oloncll OabantrvdA 
on the other fide being in Brifgo ,madean incurfion to Brijac and Enftsheim 5 where he Ipoilcd the 
Country, and put all the garrifons to the fword^ 

Mean while,the Emperor fent out another proferipfion againft 6ount i .* 

thisfenfe: that whereas E a n b s t oF iMaudsfelt had fome yeers before been proforibed by 
the.Empcror Mathiaj his Prcdeceffor, for that he had prefumed to take Arms, and been 9 
chiefadtor in the Bohemian, rebellionjhoping he would haue acknowledged his fault,and yiel¬ 
ded him due obedience as the fuprenie head of the Empire, to which dignity he had been ad- ■ 
uanced by theiointconfent bfall theEJe^ors; yet it wasknownC toaft men how that (&ah s- 
l> e t d had pcrfifted ftill in his rcfoIutipn,vfed all means to entertain tne rebeliidn, gluing aft 
aid and aftiftance to the head thereof who was alfo a baniftied man, and after that memorable 
vi&ovy of Prague; had not forborn to leuie new fouldiers, and to annoy thofe who Were faithful 
. to hint and the States ofthe Empire, efpecially vpon the RhhtCj with tpurdersy fpoils, burnings 
and grieuous exactions 5 whereby it was eafie tobecomeauved , that he would neuer ceafe (at- 
though he had nothing of his Ownc) to ttQubJc the Empire during his life.. Wherefore to pre- 
feruc his authority, to maintain peace in the Empire^ and to free his faithfull States from this 
his tyrannyjhee didadmonifh all Ele^ors, Princes, and Common-wealths, to obferue him " 
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carcfully,and wherefoeuer they (hould take him to keepc him fafely ,and not dcliuer him at any 
mans interceffion without his commande. He alfo commauded them notto lodge him, feede 
him orrcleeue Him, and to call prefently back their vaffitles and fubie<fts which fe.ru ed voder 

him,by publike proclamation, vpon paine of the lofle of alltheir goods,priuiledges and digni¬ 
ties and the banifhment of their wiues and children. 

Bbthun GABORpin the meane time, hauing miferably spoiled tMotduid , there 
being nothing left to relieue his fouldiers, hee retired into Hungary, where there was a trea¬ 
ty of peace propounded betweene the Emperors Deputies, Bb t hun’i, and the Hungarians 

at Nicbolasbourg,v\>on thefe Articles following. That the Emperour fliould graunt agencrall 
pardon to ail the Hungarians. That B h r h t r n Should forbeare to vfe the title of King. That 
he (hould reftore the Crownc of Hungary to the Emperour, reftore the frontier forts, yccld vp 
thekingdome,and attempt nothing againft the Emperor nor the houfe of Aujlria . On the other 
Side,hefhould haue from the Emperour the title ofa Prince of the Empire with feauen Jurisdic¬ 
tions and the towne of during his life: he fliould alfo hould the Principalities of off til 
and Ridihrm in Silefu • with the forts of Momts,Tocciy,sagmrymd Efchet fora cerrainefumtnc 
of money, and jo thoufand florens yearelyfor the entertainement of his fouldiers 5 but vpon 
condition they {hould afwell be bound by oath to the Emperour as to Bithiim. That the 
Crowne of Hungary ihotild be left in the Caftle of Trmcbin vntilhheaflembly of States. To the 
which, the compofirion for grieuances and the admitting of Germanes vnto publike offices 
Should be referr'd. That matters concerning Religion Should remaine in the fame eflate,they 
were in, when the Emperour came vnto the Crowne. That the Iefuitcs (hould be againc te- 
cciued,but Ihould enioy ho lands & c. 

The Marque/Te of Ugerndorf being abfent from his Camp during this winter feafon, the 
States of Silejid began to treate with his fouldicrs,pcrfwading them to diflolue their Camp and 
be gon for a certaine fummeofmoney 5 but they requiring too great a fumme perfifted in their 
telolution. In the meane time there was fo great a want of vi Auals among the Imperialifts in 
Sitejin , as they fliould be enforced fo abandon their lodgingor endure all extremities: where¬ 
upon thecommandersrefolued rather to dy valiantly then to retire (hamefully *fo as on tha 

fixteenthof Ianuary they marched a way in an extreame colde night, with 30 companies of 
horfc and foote,and fo wer Cannon (befides ftx companies vnder Collonell B o 0 a rhv s)and 
came early in the morning to Wageftidi where hauing feized vpon all theapproaches,thcy fum- 
moned the Towne to yeeld: buttheGouCrnour makinganfwer, theTownewasgmenhimto 
defend & not to yceldjthey beganne to batter it,the befieged anfwering them in the like maner. 
During which, they had newes that two miles off, there lay certaine ofthe Marqucfle his (oul- 
diers: whom they fuddenly furprifed, dilarmed ,and bound them by oath,that for fix moneths 
they.(hould not carrie Armes againft the Emperour, the Ele<ftor of Saxony, the Prince of Baud- 
ria, nor the States of Silejia, and fo difmifled them. The next day the gatrifon ofWdgtftddycel- 
ded and took the like oarh. After this they marched towards odera, whereas there layleauen 
of the Marqueflehis troupcs:buc before their comming to the place,they had newesby atrum- 
pet, that if they might obtaine the fame conditions they would depart. The report hereof be¬ 
ing brought to the Earle of Ortenkurg who lay at Tetscbm with fix companies of horfe and foot, 
abandoningthe place he departed. Other Gaptaines and fouldiers followed this example, fo 
a 5 .infiuedaics 4 o companies ofhorfe and foote were difarmed, and all thofe places except the 
Cable of G/4/1 reduced vnder theEmperouvs obedience. 

There had beene a marriage treated ofbetwccnc the Emperour and E 1 1 a s o it the Duke 
ofM$nut<is Sifter,by I o hnVlrick Baron ofEgenberg. When as they had agreed vpon the 
eoriditions and dowry .the Duke of Mantua conduced her with 30 0 Noblemen and Gentlemen 
&a great band of fouldiers from the monafterie of Saint V *• s v l aIo the Cathedral Church: 
where fhee rcceiuing the keys ofthe City from the Bifliop, as the Emperours future wife, and 
the ceremonies being ended, on the 2 6 of Ianuary fhee beganne her iourney with a great 
ffainc.and palling through the Venetian territories camemomipsht \ whither alfo the Emperor 
cartlC with a great Troupe of Princes, Earles, Barons, and Noblemen: where finding His fpoufe 
the fourth of February j the marriage was afterwards folemnly celebrated with great 
Pbtnpe. , ■ ■ 

The King qf^r/ww, remaining in the Low Countries , had refolued to retutne into the 
Palatinate, and to attempt if he might by force recouer his inheritance & free hispoore afflic- 
tedfiibie&s from the cruelty ofhis infulting enemies. But before he vndertook his iourney,he 
- wrote 
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wrote letters virto the Ele&cmft, to the Princes,and to the Prbteftant States * after this 
manner. ' • ' 1: • f ' ■ ’ n ' 

Hee did not doubt ((aid hee) but they all remembred what pradlces Had beene for 

many yeeres againftthe Proteftant Ele&ours, Princes and States, and how faithfully his houfe 
had alwaiesoppbfed it felfe,and euer ehdeuoured to maintaine the liberty of Religion in all af- 
femblies of the Empire } his Father, Grandfather and great Grand-father, hauing nothing but 
the glory ofGod; andthe publique good,before their eyes ; as did well appeare by the Ads ;of 
rheEmpire. That hehad followed their commendable example 5 and.as fooneas he came to 
the Ele&orftiippe, had directed all his counfels and actions to the fame end, Without refpeft 1 of 
perfohs or priuate profit: Whereby he grew into great hatred of the aduet fe party , ahd fo 
continued • vntill at laft, the troubles falling out in Bohemia, and the alteration of that Oowrie, 
the States’defiring and preffing it, he had accepted of that Kingdome- being conferred Vpon 
ftim With all theit eonfctttS, COmming into a voide pofteffion, not with any defire to raign&j but 
moued With A friendly cate to rclecue fo many Chriftians, and to free the Empire from greater 
dangers j ithd the rather, for that he wasgiuen to vndet ftand from many Proteftant Stares, that 
thele pci fecutions in Bohemia were forthe common caufe of Religion. And although: there 

had been many things publifhed in Print, whereby he had beene taxed that he had not oridly 

engaged the Turke in thefe troubles of Bohemia- but alfo fought to expofe the Romane Empire, 
in prey, vnto him * yet he hoped no man fhould euer proue, nor would giue credir vnto thofe 
fcandales. And fo refuting thofe furmifes, he faid he would not then make any Apologieofhis 
innocency, but deferre it vnto another time; only he would make knowne vnto r tic World,chat 
ashencuerwas afhamed ofhis adions; fo after the taking of the Crownc of Bohemia, he had 
al waies offered to fubmit himfelfe to jufticeand right, and to yeeld due obedience vnro the Em« 
perour j yea, the Eletos and Princes ofthe Empire, with other forraigne Kings, forthe fet¬ 
tling ofa good Peace in the Empire, had vndertaken that he fliould accept of, and doe any thing 
Which he might with his dignity and Confidence s fo as thofe places (which had been taken and 
fpoiled in hisEle&orall Countrey) might be faithfully reftored vnto him. Thacic was ncuer 
Beard of, yea ir was contrary to Law, and all the conftitutions of the Empire, that without any 
citation of knowledge of the fa<ft, any man fliould be proferibed, andthe judgement begih by 
the Execution, inuading his Countries, and oppreffing his mifcrable fubieds with hoftile fury • 
hauing neuer imparted it to the Ele^ors, and other States of the Empire, who haue receiu ,a d 
much prejudice thereby. Seeing then the proceeding hath not been lawfulll neither can the 
execution be juft, nor reftitutionofthc charges be demanded. Touching this execution, the 
capitulatiohs were made with fom e few, who were partakers and aduancers of thefe combuft^ 
oris for their o wne priuate profit j when farre lighter bufinefies were referred to Diets and-Ai* 
fettibliesof the Electors : Neither fliould they make fuch ha ft e to the execution, whereby m 
neighbor and innocent States might receiue great Iofle, and many poorc innocent creatures bi 

• They to whom this execution was Committed, might well haue excufed thcmfelues - hey: 
thei did he doubt but they would haue done fo, if they had not regarded their owne profit^nd 
aduaricement, contrary to the treaty which they themfelues had made • in the which the Pal^ 
tiriite was comprehended.To diuert all thele miferies,and to preferue the Empiie from 
many Kings and Princes had interpofed their Authoritie, but haue not preuailcd any thin’gj fd 
as vp6n the treaty propounded by the Lord Dsoby although that the Emperor hadyeelded 
toafufpenfionof Armes in the vpperand lower Palatinate, and Mandjf b l u withdfaiVne 
his Army out of the confincs.of Bohemia . yet did the Duke of Bauaria muade and take the vpper 
Palatinate, as may well appeare by the Lord Di gb iis Letters of complaint to the Empe- 
toti At the fume time Cor d o v a, Lieutenant generall of the Spanilh ArmyCneglecting tnc 
Truce) tookc many places in the lower Palatinate, befieged mnhndall (his wiues Dowrft in

The young Duke of Brunfmk , being fallen out of Heffh , and thefe vpper partes of Germa- vmifwck /«- 
#y,in toWe/lfbalia, hetookin a manner all the Townes of the Diocefe of Pater borne with the 
CitieitfelfejHefufferedthefouldiersto fpoilcthe Iewes which dwelt there, and ■ exadted a tert/™*’ 
great fumme of money from the Clergie,and found -greattreafure in the Cathedrall Churchy 
befides the patron of the Church called Saint Ziborios which was made of pure goUld. To flay 
his couifes , the Eletforof Cullen fent for part of the Bauarian forces out of the Palatinate and 
Veter aula, vnder the commanded the Baron of .-who palling through the County of 

Mjfau and Dillenbourg marched towards the Elector of Cttlkfa whofe forces hearing of Anbalts 
approach,patted the Jtbine,onthe2iof February, and ioyned with him, with 5000 footeand 
tfoohorfe, 

Ha uing formerly made mention the Jaft ycarc of the fiege of luliers (it being a fee belon- Iu i itri 
ging to the Empire thbugh held by the vnited States) I hould it fitt to fpeakc fomething ofthe to the Sfnnwk\ 
yeelding ofit. Ithauing beene 1 ong blockt vp by Count HbnryVandhnbbro and the 
Spanilh Army,and diftrelfed for want of visuals,hefummoned them toyeeld,rhrcatning them 
that if theyforced him to vfe extremity he would not /pare any. Pythanivs the Gouer- 
nouranfwered.thathewasbut aferuant and could notyecld without the relblution of the 
vnite-d States, but they confcnting he would vfe no delay. After this anfwcrc they fell ro their 
Gannon on both fides: and beingagaine prelfed toyeeld, he laid, they Ihould expetft. it at Ea- 
ftcr 5 yet he began to treatc with the Spaniards on the 17 of lanuary, fending t.’ rec Captaincs 
out ofthe Towne to that end.

Towne^ afl the ordinance was (hot off, and a guard fet on either fide from the Port vnto the Z^ ,sEm '

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t v s ,hisMaieftieseldcft fon. The Sindiquesand Senators carried the Canopy.ThcEmpreflb 
1622 was in a rich Chariot, accompanied by C h a r l b s W i l l i a m the Emperours youngeft fon, 
and two of his daughters * being enuironed by Ceucnty fouve Noblemens children and many 
fouldiers: after which, followed D etristbin with fome troupes of horfe. 
njubfukt r his action was ioyfull at Vitm y fo was the funerall of the Arch-duke Ala b rt of Au- 

Jbert/ H ' moumfull at BruJJels : the which was performed with fo great pompe,as thofe of the Em¬ 
perour Chr.ribs the Fife wire not «omparable, as fome write* whereoflmuftmake 
fome little mention. Omitting the ordinary ceremonies, I will oncly make relation of thofe 
things which were extraordinary. Before the Herfe there were 3*horfescouered with black 
hauingeucry one a Gentleman going beforethem, carrying the Armes of fo many prouinces* 
Euery horfe had two Gentlemen to leadethem, with diucife Heralds. After which the Archi- 
ducall Diademe, his fccpter,thegoulden fleece, with twofwords (whercoftheone with a cup 
of great price wasgiuen him by Pope C t e m b n t the Eightch) were carried by Noblemen. 
Betwixt thefe,and the body went a triumphant Chariot of Liberality, in remembrance of his 
great bounty, for that after the death of the Emperour Mathias he had freely giuen to the 
Emperour Feidin an.d eleuen Kingdomes: namely, Hungary , Bohemia^ JDalmatia t Croatia, 
Sclauom, Bofm/ty SeruittyHdliJiayLedmiciOyCumwapnd JW^r/^with the Arch-duchy of Aufiria, 
theDuchie otSilefu , the Marquefates 0 ftMmuhy Lufatia, and Burgau, the Earledomes of 
Habsburg, ttroll and Ferret, the Principalitie of Sweuia, the Marquifatc of ^Alfatiu, with other 
territories which defeended vnto him by hereditaric right. In this Chariot fate Liberty (a 
beawtifull Ny ph)and before her an altar whereon were diuers Scepters and Crownes with this 
infeription, Hufpretiscbijt. About this Chariot were the Annes of 27 Kingdomes and pronin- 
ccs, which in hislifetimehehadlbbountifulIybeftowedvpontheEmpcror Ferdinand. 
Thistiumphant Chariot was drawneby fix horfes,reprefenting fix vertues j namely,Nobility, 
Mildnefle, WildomejLouejRealonandProuidence *, whereon late fix boyes, reprelcnting 
Nymphs. After the body followed the Popes Nuntio, the Spanilh Ambafladour, Marque^ 
fes, Earles,and Knights of the Goulden fleece, with the reft of the trainees is vfuall in fuchfn- 
:plm,m ncrdl pomps. 

tfybdli* , The Duke of Brunfwickt hauing taken many Townes in Wcjlpb&lia (as was laid ) E r v i t s (a 

Commander of the Eie&or of Cullens forces ) came by night withathoufand horle and fome 
companies of foote, on the 8 of March, to G/^ee: which he took, with fome other Townes, by 
the fccrct practices of the Inhabitants \ where they (lew 900 of Brunfwicks fouldiers, and took 
fome few priioners. The Duke (to reuengethis lofleanddilgrace.) hearing that 8 troupes of 
horfe and fou re Companies of foot, lay not far from Sufat, he prefently polled from Zippa thi¬ 
ther,with his Horfe. The commandersofthc Cullen forces ,feeing his furious approach, aban¬ 
doned theirfoot and baggage,and fled. The foot retired intoa Church-yard: whereof 200 
were flaine, and 748 with their officers taken prifoners.Thereweieaifo^horfemenraken and 
fourecnfignesjwhich were fent vnto the Elc&or Palatine. After which, the Duke recouered 
fome places which they had taken, and punilhed lorne which had beene authors of the 
Treafon. 


hmuyttldtd TheTowne of Wittengau in Bohemia held yet againft the Emperor: thegarrilon being with-. 

thcEmpew. outall hope offuccours, prefled with hunger, and feeing all the paflages flopped, they entred 
into treaty, and com pounded to yeeldvp the Towne and Caftle, and rodeparc with baggeSe 
bsg&ge whither they pleafed. But the Garrifon of CUngenberg, although they law all paflages 
flopt, would by no means confent to yeeld.

Syheroas lom'c ill a£fe<fted had fought to trouble the quiet ftate of Europe with combffftions, 
none but his Maiefty hadendeauord to reconcile them,and like a rifing fun to difpelthofe clou-i 
dy vapours of diftenfion, to the great honor of his royal name for fo worthy a work: in beating, 
his Maiefty, in the Emperours name, to continue ftill in the fame courfe, that the Princes of

And', to let him vnderftatid how highly his Imperial! Maiefty did efteeme of his lone arid- 
affection, and his endcuour to gratifie him, as faTre as honourable correfpondcnce might 

extend 5 he hadfent him, as his Ambafladour, to acquaint his Maiefty wich his gracious intent, 
and to aflure him that hedid alfe<ft the common good ofChriftcndom, and efpecially the wel- 
fa re of his Mlieftieshoufe. Although there hadbeen fome caufe ofdifconceoUyec it was part 
ofhis care, that the decayed peace ( which had beene interrupted by fome turbulent fpints) 
might, be reftoved • acknowledging, that thofe violent courfes had beene diftaftfull vntdhis 
Maiefty; who out of his regall piety had alwaies endeauored to p reuent thofe mifehiefes, af~ 
well fipr the gencrall good of ChriftendomCj as for the fettling of a peace in Germany, which 
had beene difmert»bred by dilfenfion. And whereas his ImperiallyMaiefty had taken Armesfor 
his owne defence and the maintaining of his honor and dignity. fo: hefaid he would beas eafily 
entreated to lay them down againe,anddefift from all hoftility, if others wirhont any iuft caufe 
did not Ihew tlxcmfclues refraitarie: to the which, he was the more tradable, for that his Ma* 
iefty could fo nobly aft his part in defending the dignity of kings, and thepicrogatiue ofmo* 
natchs. His conclufion was,that his Imperiall Maiefty had a worthy intent roi treace fincerely^ 
really and without fraude,with him about thofe affaires* that all might bee firmly ratified and 
performed^ whereunto the king ofSpaine was alio willing; and that they were both ready to 
harken to his Imperial Maiefties proportions,when his Maiefty ihould think fit to treate about 
the fame: neither did they doubt, but that the work being generally good, charitable andper- 
fitable for all the Prouinccs of Europe^ it would hauca happie fuccefTe; therebeing nothing in¬ 
tended but truth, fincerity,and the hope ofan indifloluble friendffiip. 

His Maiefty was well pleafed with this propoficion, and willingly embraced the offer of a sir Richard. 
Treaty appointed at Bruffelsi whereupon, after an honourable difmilfion ofthe faid Ambafla- Weftoh/uirtii 
dour, his Maiefty made choice of SirR 1 c har d Wi stow, Chancellorofhis Exchequer 
and Counfellor of State, to be employed in this A&ion: whome he lent prefently after him ,ro 
treateofa peace fort he Elector, and reftitution to his hereditaric landsand dignities; and du¬ 
ring the tfc .-aty to procure a ceflation of Armes. Andtotheend all obftacles might be taken a- N \ 
way, his Maiefty fooneafeer fent the Lord Chich ■ stir, Baron of Belfoce^mto the Palati- 
nare, to acquainre his fonne in law the Ele<ftor with this treaty, that he might conforme himfelf 
accordingly • whereby no exception might be taken: but there followed no fucli fruite of this 
treaty,as all good men did with. For,there was neither any fufpenfion of Armes,nor any peace 
concluded j but after fix monetbs treaty, his Maiefties Ambafladour returned home without 
any fatisfa&ion, as the world did conietoe. ( . 

^ In this rnoneth the Duke ot Bauaridfent an Ambaflador to the Duke of Virtemhergy requiring T/j* 
him,to lend him thofelouldiers which he had leuied (hauing no ncede ofthem ) to be cmploi- fuftntjctui* 
edagainft Count Mansfeld. To whomthc Duke anfwered, that he had noquarrella- h,s 
gainft the Palatinate, in the defence whereof M and si r u D was to be employed- arid,be- 
fides, it was contrary to the treaty of Vims, by the which it was decreed that nothing ihould be 
attempted againft the Palatinate. Moreouer, the fouldiers being leuied by the States for the 
defence ofthe countrey,they could nor be drawne away to any other place, without their con- 
fents. Count Mandsfbl d,- hauing fpoiled WAnfenaUyand fortified Hagucnaw with two Ccum 
Bullwarks, 20 Companies of foote and 4 troupes of horfe, he returned with his Army into fdd tAkrjth/’, 
the Biflioprick of Spire . where he demanded a great quantity of corn e, wine, and money from *p? nlt °f 
the Clergy : but, preuailingnothing, h eecaufed the Cathie of toeidelourg. ( into the which the 
inhabitants of the Countrey had carried great ftore of goods ) to bCe befieged by the Earle oi* 

Lmenflein: the which was yeelded the fourth of April!. 

After this, T1 lu cut down call the tree* about Ladehaurg, and ouerthrew the walles Tillvnuktin'e 
and ditches,arid ruined Saint Martins Church without the Towne: and that he might rm> fo HtidcL 
haue the better meancs to befiege Heidelberg^ he took one Towne after another ; and on the Ur % 
fiift day of AprilK as Gothardvs writes) falling vpon 20 troupes of Count M a n d 
f * Lt>*s horfe and three thoufand foote at I 0 hgatiy he ouerthrew them , took a hundred 
and fifeie waggons with fiue hundred Kories, and a great prey; the reft fauing them fdues 
by flight. 

To prepare his way ( as I laic) to Heidelberg, on the fourth day ofAprill he laidc ficgc, 
to'the Towne of Nec&rgemond being a mile from the lame: and for that the garrifon refolued 

to 
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to yeeld vpon the firft /ummonsj the next day he forced them, and put them all to the Sword, 
moftofthe inhabitants,their Wiucs, and Children* as he had done fome daies before at 
b - dkembtlsbae. . ThefamedayhefehttoZ>i/j^tofumriionthe Caftle in the Emperours name; 
)dS»h Gouernbur refuting to yeeld, T x l l y marched thither on the 6 of April!, with all his 
^ b AUAriM*. forces, and battered it the next day for the /pace of due houreS* butthe Gouernor ofthc Caftle 
(toho/e name was' BuTHiuouaw Smid, borne at Sedan) defended it fb valiantly, as 
hailing endured foure fierce a/Taults, they were forced to retire with great Ioffe, leauing great 
/lore of Armes and Ladders behinde them. After this a Truce wp!s made for the burying of 
thriirdead,andretyring oftheir wounded • Tilly fending a mdfengerto Heidelberg with a 
pbomife that he had no intent to annoy their Towne, but only toiovce that Cattle j whereup¬ 
on they returned to Armes, on the tenth of Aprill * where, continuing his battery from teti of 
the clock in the morning till £x at night,he had made fome breaches in the walks,the which the 
Garrifondid refolutely defcnd j and rhe enemy ceafmg to giueany further aflault, they were 
furamoned againe to yeeld.* which the Garrifon refuftd, requiring three daies refpite to con- 
fult * which being granted, they lent a Meflengcr to Manhtim & Heidelberg for ayde $ who retur¬ 
ned on the 14 of Aprill with thefc comfortable ncw.es ; That they fhould not onely haue ayde, 
butthat theEIe&our Palatinehimfelfe was commihg into tho/e parts. Being againe prefled 
byGencrall Till y to ycelde 3 the Gouernor anfwcred that he was yetready to defend it 2 
dayes longer, and then he would come to a treaty. In the meanetime, they being aduertifed in 
the Gamp that fuccors were comming,and that the Elector Palatine was arriued in his country, 
the Bauarian retired/peedily, burned his Camp, and left much Munition, Come, Wine and 
Mealc behinde him. 

The Elector Palatine king of Bahmid, having refolved to fee his Countrey ,and Subje&s- 
r htKmgtf which were ruined by the enemy •, having no fafepaflagc ifheefhould be difeovered, beihgto 
uhTi&Z goe through the enemies countrcy: hee tookc a generous refolncion, rather to hazard his life 
then to abandon his afflicted fubje&s 3 wherefore in March hee departed from the Hague i im- 
barked himfelfe and arrived at Callis with a/mall company, hee beingdi/guifed and attendant 
to one of them. He pafled through part of Prance,went by Sedan and Lerrane .* at Bitsfi he (com¬ 
ming into an Inne)> fell amongft fome of the Archduke Lb o p old’s fouldiers 5 where, being 
at the table, he heard them raile freely at the Palatine , the which hee {wallowed up quietly. He 
paftfrom thence in the night, and never difeovered himfelfe untill hee came to Landaw^ to 
George Lhvves Earle of Lauejiciti, who prefently gauc notice thereof to the Earle of 
Maw&sfbld, who lay then at Germnjhtm, and was in treaty with an Ambaflador Pent from 
Srujfels fronrthc infanta 3 who propounded many faire conditions vnto him , as Gothar* 
iMsfcl/h D v 5 Vvritcs; namely that he fhould hold the Towneand Prouince of H&gutnw in fee for him 
<ei»fAHt 4 of and his heires 5 That hee fhould be a Prince of rhe Empire: thatbee/hould enjoy the lands of 
ume. the Prince of Orange, during the congestion 5 and, ifa peace were made, then he fhould have 
the like ycerely penfion 5 or, if it might bee redeemed from the Prince, hee fhould enjoy it for 
ever in fee: that hee fhould receive a great fum of money for thcentertainement of his fouldi¬ 
ers.* that hee fhould bee Mar/hall tothelnfanid, with a penfton of 1 200 evownesa month,and 
fhould bee fubjc<ft to no mans command but Marque/feS pxn o l a's. But receiving rewes of 
thcKingoffidkwwV arrivall,hcc brake off the treatiewith the Ambafiador,|who prepared to 
depart :but Count Massjeib would not fuffer him. The King of Beherm arriving foone 
after, invited him to dinner- and tould him, that,He laboured in vaine in fecking to withdraw a 
faithfullfcrvant from him: that hee had need of his help r that hee was come to as fitt& defend 
his poore fubje<fts,miferably afflifted 5 and, if hee had any further charge hee might freely de¬ 
liver it* 

The Infanta’s Amba/Tadour being difmiflcd,thc King of Bahemia and Count Man s* e l d, 
with the whole Array ,fpoyling the Bifhop of Spirts Countrey,pafhheJ?/?jw, with an intent to 
charge die Bavarians, who were lodged neer to Wtfjlcch in a little wood', having fortified them- 
/elves uponan eminent place of*good advantage, where they had planted fix peeces of Ordi¬ 
nance, but did not much annoy the Kings Army, which went and lodged neer e unto Minglefm 
which was not above halfe a mile from the enemies Camp. Onthe/evententth of Aprill Count 
M a n s r 1 l d mar/hailed his Army, and marched againft the Enemy. but they,having advan- 
\ dejute. tage by reafon of the countrey's fituation , after a hot skirmifh, valiantly maintained on both 

fides, the Mansfeldians were forced to retyre, with the lolfe of fome few men, Tilly grew 
proud with this fuccc/Tc, per/wad/ng himfelfe uponthis retreat, that he had already gotten the

were put in battail.T illy prefently feifed on thfc Village,and drew ail his forces over it a nar¬ 
row Bridge to purfue the King of bohemia's Army: which he imagined to be fled, forthat hee 
could nor well difeovtr it. ' ! / 

T he Kirtg'a Armybeing in battaile, he, and his Generali Man-* f e l d encouraged the 
Souldiers co i hew fometeftimonies oftheir valour, whereof the King himfelfe would ibeawif" 
ne/Te, refolving to fightin perfon: whereupon'' the Vantguard marched on and charged: vali# 
a^tly 5 yet; feeming a little to rctyre^ the enemy puVfued them, and wene lo entertayned by 
Couns Man cpbj, d's forces, as they were forced to retyre in confufion, hoping to (ave 
themfdves by flight * but the pa/Tagc of the bridge wa&b narrow, as within lefle then halfe an 
bower they were quite overchrownc, and above 2000 men/]ainevpontlie place* whore the 
Enemy loft many Cornets and Enfigncs* with foure pceces of Ordinance, and many priio'icrs 
taken. After this oiierthrowe, the Banarians which Were left in Garrifon in Wifhlctb, 

Snits/n, Hiljpach f and fome other places, abandoned them and fledde j of which there were 
i joflayne by the Marque/le of flip’s Souldiers, and three hundred taken prifoners^' 

On the Aprill, Generali M a n sf i l d went co beliegc Ladtbonrg^ which,hauing baf- 1M0,j it¬ 
tered with 7 peeces oi Ordinance,hefummonedto yeeld by his Trumpet: The Goucrnour,//^ rf Jf<.^» 
whofe name was Einbt, gauc him thanks that he thought him worthy to be vifitedby fuch 
an Army 3 yet he did not hold it fit to giue vpthe Townc fo eafily: That he was tyed by oeth to 
the King of Spain, that he fhould defend it to the vttermoft of his power. M an s f h l u,hauing 
rcceiued his anfwere, renewed his battery , fending for 4 peeces more from Mttsheim, whetwith 
after 3 daies battery he made a reafonable breach. He then/ent again to the Gouernor, giuing 
him to vnderftand that vnles heyiclded,he wold not fparc the children in the mothers wombs; 
whercunto he anfweired*that he had no womb,yet he would not refufe an honeft treaty.fo as the 
Cannon might ceafe,that he might take coun/cll with thefoldicrs^ promifing to yeeld it if he 
were not relieued within 4 daies, vpon the lame conditions that were granted to rhe Earle of /- 
fedourg at Didejhelm , or clfc that he fliould fend Gommiflioners to treate, and he would do the 
like: the which was performed accordingly. Td the racanetimc the Gouernor encouraged the 
foldies to haue a cave of their guard,and that the town/men with their wiues and children /hold 
carry wood,ftone & other prouifions to mend the breaches.During the treaty Manstud^ 
foldicrs p reft the garrifon tocomc Vnto them, if they would faue their UucS'Wliertore feeing 7

his paflage into the Palatinate. Hauing made his vfuall fummoni to yeeld, and the garrifon re- 
fufing to.parlcy, lie fell to his battery, fecking to getvir before they fhould be rclieued: and,foi? 
thefpeediereffe<fting thereof, he wrote his Letters to tliiem of Strasbourg^ requiiing thciil to 
fend him aid to force the Town. The Citizens (being very wary) forbare to anfvircr him 'pte* 
fently s yet they fenthimfome visuals and munition, Count Manjpeu) had left ftithitt 
Haguenm 4000 foot & 500 horfe, who defended it valiantly til rlrcy might aduertifc their Ge* 
ncrafi of the danger* who vpon the firftaduertifement ported out ofthe Pafatinat with the kihg 
bffi^tf»fwandaImoft2oooo mentorelieuethefiegc. His coming was very feAfonablerfott 
the enemy had gotten into the Town-ditches * fo as it was feared they could not haue held it a* 
boue two daies longer. Lbopo l d, hauing intercepted a Letter of aduice, which Generkli 
M a n s t a l d hadfenttothe Befieged*and finding by hisfcouts that his Army was on foot 
the 16 of May, and feeing no poflibility to take the Town fuddenly, fearing to bee hemd-in be¬ 
twixt the Kings Army,the riuer Rhine ^and the town-garrifonjhe lent tooo Cioatian.horfe with 
fom foot-companies to encounter him about Wifem&erg, that by this flay he might faue the reft 
of his Army; with which h^rofeforumultuoufly,that thegarrifon faly/ng forth, flue j or 6bo * 
of his men in the trenches and rereward. They likewife wlio werefent agaihft Count Mans- 
f,e l to wcrc.ouerthro wne,and mortofthem (lain or taken prifoners. The Arch-dukc L b o- 
v 01 d fled.ouerthe Rhine: many of hisfouldiers were flain in the flight: fix companies of hbrffc 
retired into a wood*whereafter 3 daies hunger,they yielded themfclucs to Colonel O s a ft ii- 
r r a v d a,and ferued the King.Somecompanies fled into Licbtemxv which they fortified,brin^ 
gingwith them fix peeces of ordinance from before Haguemw .* but they were in great fealc of 
the Marqucffc ofDnrkch ; who although he had reebiued an oumhrowe,and loft his baggage 
andcannon,ycthedrewtogetheragainhisdifperfcdregiments,andfwore the companies hec 
had cafhierd before,to the king of BckertiM j fo as he had again an Army in field of 60 0 0 foot & 
ijoohoife. 

After the relief of HagttendWi and thcoiicrthrowcof the Arch-duke Leopol n’s Army, Mamftld/K. 
Count Mansfbld retired with his Army to Germemheim^mkenddleand Mdnhtim^whcxt in 

putting the fouldiers in hopethathe wouldbiingthcmtogoodpaftures 5 and leaue all to theft 
fpoiijfoas they would abftain from firingand murder*vpon the two and twentith of May hec 
with the King of Bohemia, went with 16000 horfe and foot to Darmtfat, a Town belonging Vhto 
Lodovvick, Lantzgraueoffli^jand hauing enuironed the Town by nighr, early in the 
morning they fummonedic to yeeld. The Inhabitants, being amazedat this fuddeti a'ceeflOjO- 
pened their gates. The King’s and Mans fb 1 u’s guards being Within the wak,the one went 
to the Court,and the Kings to the Caftle: the reftoftlie fouldiers, gaping for prey,fpoilcd the 
Town, Villages and the whole Country, driuing away their carrcll,fomc to and fomc 

to Erankfort^ where the^Eurgers were fuffred to buy then:,ion this condition* that they fhould 
reftore them to their owners* paying the fame price. The mifery and lamentation of the Inhai- 
bitants was great,the fouldiersfparing no man. Hauing continued 7 daies in Da r m sf a Yi 
Country * Mansfbld, hearing that Tut y, wh o had bin fupplied with 5doo men frqttf 
the Duke of Bmm , came to encounter him with an Army of 2000 0 rtrong, he thought it fibt 
fit to make any longer flay there,but retired the fame way tbejt came, carrying the Lantzgtaue 
Lo d o w i ce with deem, who had fought to efcape : hue being knOwne* bee was brought 
back again, and conduced to Manheim. This Printc had been alWaies a prdfeflcd enemy to the 
King of Bohemia^nd was the chief inftrument to make the accord between the Princes of thfe 
VnipnandMarquefle S p i o la. Hchadalwaiesgiuenpaflageandafliftance to the Spanilh 
forces, and diflwaded the Marqudfc of Durlach and other Princes from taking Armes Vnder a 
colour of defire of peace, and had perfwaded the Inhabitants of Heidelberg from their b'bedi* 
ence and duty to their lawfull Prince t for the which rcafons, the King took him ptifdner, and 
carried him to Manheim , fuft’ering his countrey (which was very rich and plentiful!) to be fp oi¬ 
led by the poore and hungry Souldicrs^ who were well rebelled and the needy garrifons fupply- 
ed with ftore ofBceus, and flieep, and other neceffaries.

The Qukeof Zrunfmk, hauing rccciucd victuals, paft quietly by the iurifdi&ion of Coburg to- 
ward* the AbbyoffiisM^whereheexa&ed from the Chapter^oooo dollers. The Ele&or 
Of Saxony, hauing freed his Frontiers from fcare, entred into Lipfick in great Pompe, with his 
royal Standard before him, bringing with him Captaine Fisc n b r prifbner, for that hee 
had exceeded his Com million contrary to the Edi&, and had fpoiled ccrrain villages about Byf- 
fell belonging to the EledorofMnfz. This Captain had many good friends which did inter¬ 
cede for him, efpecially Fr h d S r 1C K a Duke of«y<ix 0 »y,who Ioued him much; yet he could 

* not fo palliate the offence, but 3 of his chief e officers were hanged. * 

he I chidici H/s Maie % of great Brittain, hauing (as I faid before) rcfolued to fend the Lord Chighs- 
* ' 8 T B R » Baronof Belface, into the Palatinate,to theEle&or Palatine hisfonin Law, to difpofc 
u«6f»w. him to imbrace this treaty of Peace now in hand at Brujfels, and to remoue all lets & obftacles 

that might hinder it,or a fufpenfion of Arms, which his Maiefty fo much de/ired: about the end 
of May he arriued fafely at Manbeim; whereat the king of Bohemia was much fatisficd,& the poor 
foldicrsgrcatly reioyced, hoping that the prefence offuch a peifonfhold fupply all their wants- 
where, after great welcome and entertainment, the king and his General M an sm », retur¬ 
ned co the Army j which, about the end of May,marched to Achenburg,a town of the Bifhop of 
//tote lying about mrnkfm, to meet with B r v n svv i c k whoasthey heard was marching 
into Franconia: But ere he could get to the riuerofito,which of force they muft paft,'T illy 
m ; fiauing a very ftrong Army(beeing newly fortified with 6a o omen from the Duke of Bauaria, 

and fupplied with the /^w’shorfe* troops from Gonzaies) had got before him jfo as he 
muft of nCceflity fight or retire: for, Bx vn s w i c k was not yet cometothcriuer, neither 
had any notice of the Kings being fo neer. Finally, it was not held conuenienr to fight ypon 
fuch difaduantages: for,the Country was very poor,and not able to feed them • and the enemy 
wasiftrong a,nd very well prouided , which might endanger their Army.- whereforeit was 
thpught fit to retire ; which was done in fo good order, that the King himftlf was much com¬ 
mended.. Notwithftand/ng all their diligence , yet the enemy followed them fb faft, that he 0- 
ucrtodk thcm.^ and their horfe made fuch way through and about the woods, that they were 
forced to skirmifh,the King going from place to place to make head againft the enemy. This 
VQtitfo ned about two daies, the 30 and 31 of May. During thefe encounters of the horfe , the 
fopfi retired to Manheim ,hauing loft not aboue 100 on cither fide: the horfe skirmifht ftibwher- 
in the.King demeaned himfdffo brauely,as he drew on others by his example to noble perfor¬ 
mances} where many Gentlemen were much praifed for their valor : among which Colonell 
Ob bate av N r T (Commander of the Palatines horfe) and Sir I o h m M a n vy o o d of 
Ktnt (a Captain ofa Troop of Manspbld’s horfe) were fpecially noted.

/ During thisaflembly, B1 r h l i u PrinccofT rtoJil*dMU fent his Deputies, who prefented 
vnto the Emperour a goodly horfe, with other rich pre/ents $ he himfelfe then remaining at 
.Cdjftftiq for tnat his wife Caiou wasnewlydead : Some write,that during the confultari- 
mtouching the Emperours propofitions, among other things it was debated, that thelefuites 
ftiould be no more admit ted into Hungary t ax leaft enioy no Lands : And fecondly that they 
would not only haue a gencrall pardon, but a particular for the Ambaffie they had lent to Ctn- 
jlmtiwpUprd in the raeane time the Emperor appointed a Commiflionertofctch the Crowne 
from Trentfchm.

toAthttb the hath in his march thitherwards. It teeming by all circumftances that his Army approached 

Minute, ncere vnto t he limitts of the City of Branckfm y there was great ftorc of treafure brought from 

theneighbourvillagesatidtownes y thewhichmightfcructheownerstogood purpofc , many 
of them Being fled to the City. On thefourth of Iune his Army drew ncere to f>/f//,a Towne 
belonging to the Arch-biihoppc of Mcmn j the Gouei nour whereof (who was bufic about the 
fortification of theTown) holding hisgreateft fafety to be in flight,abandoned it, to the fpoile 
ofthe Souldicrs 1 After which, Colonell Kmiphvs marched with one thoufand fiuc hun¬ 
dred fliotte^ foure troups of horfe, two peecesof Ordinance, and fome Petards to Htttt, a town 
feated vpon the Maine, a mile from where hemcant to make a bridge to ioyne with 

M au b sr j ids forces. Hauinginuefted the Towne by night,in the morning the Garrifon 
fell to Armcs j {hooting continually at them, fo as the Colonell was hurt in the left armcjwhcrc- 
with,being nothing amazed, he fummoncd’thcm to yecld : but feeing them refolute, tinning 
loftabouea hundred men, he fent prefently to the Duke of Brnnfwich for more forces j the 
which.the Townes-men feeing approach, they grew ama xed and fled prefcntly to the water- 
gate, where they all (with their wiues and children, and the bed of their fubftancc) part the 
Maine 3 fome going to Mtntz^ fome to Brsnekfirt ; whereupon they entred the Towne and Ca¬ 
ttle.; Thcncxtday the Army came thither s In the mcanc time Tillt and Coidova, 
lying at t^Ajhaffenbourg with an Army of thirty thoufimd men at the leaft, they fent two hun- 
dredfootc, andtwotroups of horfe,by night., to relieue Htefi y but they were met withall and 
defeated by B * v w s w * c k*s Troups. 

•On the fouenth of Ipnc they patted the Mainp towards Branckfm : The Duke of Brnnjmtk, 
hcariogof the Enemies march.fent to Count M am d $hld, to let him vnderftand in what 
poflure he flood • refoluing that he would continue fo flill, vntill he might march vnto him : for 
whofe paflage or his owncretrcate (if he were forced) he prepared a bridge ouer the Maine. 
Count Man&svbld rcceiucdthcfenewcsas he was marching with adefigne to breake the 
bridge at Oppenhetm 3 or (that failing) to make fome other diuerfion, thereby to draw G o n z a- 
t ms! homewards 3 commautiding threescore Cornets of horfe to march prefcntly towards the 
' Duke, meaning himfelfe to follow afterthe reft of his Army : but he was flayed by contrary 

news of his ouerthrow as you (hall heart. 

On Whitfonday, thcfouldiers hauing burned many villages thereabouts, the Bauarians 
matched with 15 Regiments offoote, 140 Cornets of horfe and 18 peecesof Ordinance: Ib 
the meane time, the Duke of Brunfmek encamped himfelfe, and fent fome of his carriages ouer 
the bridge. The enemy approaching his Camp, chcfighebeganne prefcntly, and continued 
fix houres: the Bauarians had 18 pceccs of Ordinance fitly placed, which did much annoy his 
horfe; Bav n s wi c k had but three, whereof one was broken in the beginning, and another 
was made vnfcruiccablc by the enemies Cannon 3 foas they could not make the fight good, 
notwithftandingthat his foote-men fought valiantly. The Duke, by the aduice of his com* 
manders, retired himfelfe: whereupon, the whole Army fell into confufion, and fled prefenr- 
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ly towards the bridge: where, by reafon of the natrowneife thereof,many were turned into ihd 
riucr,and drowned. The Bauarians duift not purfue them which fled,fearing fome flfttagem. tfit 
The Duke of Brtmfmk waded through the riuer with fiue troupes of horfe: they loft moftof 
their baggage, and many ofthe fouldiers in their flight threw away their Armcs: which was a 
very great lotte. The number of the dead was vn certain e, for that many both ofhorfeand fooce 
wcrcdro.Wned in thepaflageof the riiicr.* Due the Ioffe had bCcnc farre greater, ifthc Bauarians 
had had any horfe to purfue them or: the ocher fide of the riuer* They had nd great caufcto 
brag of this vidtory, there being three ftrong Armies ioyned againft one, and hauingfix times 
as much Ordinance. The Duke came to Mabfbpm^snd, gathering together his fcatcert'd troupes 
after this lotte,muttered 5000 horfe and 8000 foot. Till t, retiring after this defeate toward* 
Franf/ir^caufed abridge tobe built by StmbtjmjQ pafshis army ouer the riucr of Mmei which 
being finifted, they diuided their Armies. T inr went to Scbrtfe^ a fort which he had ta¬ 
ken vpon the riuer of AWfrr: and Vcn Coidova encamped at 'Ladcnbuutg . where making 
a bridge, Heidelberg was in a manner blockt vp ; without any hoftile attempt. 

Whil'ft the Emperour continued at Edmourg > ( during the attembly ofthe States of jsmb- Jta'up 

g*rj) therearriued an Ambafladour from the King of DeMmark y to intercede againe for the re- tZ&tOet 
flicution of the Ele(ftor Palatine to his hcreditarieCountriesanddignKies; in treating his Ma- m*rl\to the 
iefty,that( for his fatherly attention to the Common-wealth and his innocent fubie&s) hee Ryn f mY ' 
would change his minde ( preferring ciemencie before rigour) and fufler the ISIaftor Palatine 
to be reconciled vnto him. That he had often fliewed himfelfc tcady, both to him and the 
States ofthe Empire, to renounce the crowneof BehemU both for himfelfe and bis heires 5 and 
to yccld all due obedience vnto his Impcriall Maiefty j foas he mighienioy his hereditarie po- 
tteffions with the EleAorall dignity,and recoiiet that which had beene taken from him* But if 
his Maiefty thought-that his offence* were fuch as they could not focafily be pardoned, and 
that hehad caufe fufficier t toprofecutethe execution ofthe profcriptioo 5 yet he could not but 
let him vnderftand, that in thefe extremities whereas the publike fafety was in da iger, it was 
not ncedfiill to proccede according to the rigour ofthe law; but, remember that worthy 
laying of an Antient, It is net neceJJ'arie 7 jbeuld <be all thing* according t& mine w/ts will. Wherefore 
he could nor but ktrcarc his Maiefty againe (feeing that the Elector Palatine was ready vpon 
the former conditions to make his renunciation, fubmiflion, and fatisfadtion) that he would in 
the end vanquilh himfelfe,and forget his ^conceiued difplcafure againft him, for the good of 
rhe Common-wealth: whereby hefliould free many thoufinds from death and defpaire s hcd 
fliould make an end of warre and the dcuaftation of countries 3 fettle peace and the publike qui¬ 
et, and reflore the Common-weale to life 3 being now in the very agonic of death; and as it 
were breathing out hirfoule: And, to conclude, he lhould fo bind all his Noblemen and fub- 


ie&sjycaand his very enemies vnto him,as they wouldnot only he ready to employ their liucs 
and fortunes in all caufes ofncceffity, but would alfo pourc forth their vowes and prayers for 
his health and fafety . 

TheEmperour,in hisanfwere to this Danifli Arhbaflador,made an ample relation of all the r / je Emtmt 
proceedings of the Bohemians,and of the combuttions which had hapned there fincc the yeerc 
1618, as he had formerly don*e to others: That*notwithftanding the great victory which hee 
had gotutPrdgMifhehad not changed his minde, which wasalwaieienciyned topeace: That\ ■ ** 9 ; 
he had appointed diuers attemblies ofthe Electors and Princesjtrieanirtg toaflift there in perfon 
forthelettlingofageneralpeace:thcwhichhadbcendi(appointedbyCoUntMaw d s pbld; 
whojeauyingnew forces in the vpper Palatinate, had entred into the confines of Bohemi^mca* 
ning to infeft it againe, if he had not oppofed the Duke of BeutrU againft him : That both hee 
and Chxiiti ak Duke of Brwefwkk had committed many outrages in ullfatU and Wcjlpba* 

U *: That rheElc&or Palatine could not etcufe himfelfe of thefe proceedings 3 which were no 
figncsofrcpcntance,butofobflinatemaIicc: ycthehadfontthcEarle of Swarefinbefg to the 
King of great SrftMiiW, to ac^uaittthim with the conditions whereby afuipennon of Armcs 
might bee obtained 5 the which he had referred to the lufim of Sprint remaining at BrnffeU. 

Yea,he had beene content, that the Eletffors and Princes fhould mecretouching this bufinefst 
Yet, in the meane time, before he could receiue their conclufions* Frederick Eledlor Pa¬ 
latine, negle^ing the Treaty (which his father in law had fo often deft red ) came againe into 
the Empire,and ioyned with M a«d «# e l d and others, to the end they might inuadethe 
Territories of the Elettotsand Princes which hadbeeerte faithfull vnto him. Whereby the 
Ki ng of Denmark might well perceiue, wirh whar patience he had endured rhefeaffronts; final- 
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ly, when hefhould receiueaduice from his Ambaflador at Brnjfeis what was fir to be done tou- 
ching this delired treaty, he would fo refoluc, that the Kingihould finde that his intcrpefition 
was not in vain. . , ' : • 

be MW* The Ambaflador, (ccmingnot well fatisfied with the Emperors anfwer , vpon a fecondaudi * 

tusrtfb tt tin cnce gaue him to vnderftand, that his Mafter would not.make any quefti on to rlib troubles of 
Bohemia, nor the puni/Jjing of fin h as were the mothicsbuffering that ft is Imperial/ Maiefty 

had now rccoucted this his Kingdoms with the incorporated Prouikesipart by force.part by 
treaty, his King did aim at nothing more than to fee an end of this warreand mi/eiy, that peace. 
and tranquillity might be reftored with due obedience to his Maiefty,'all offenfes forgotten 

and perfe<iHoue and truft confirmed among the States.^'that there was nothing wihtiflg in the 

Elector Palatine, who was ready to make his renunciation] ahd an honeft fatisfa<Sion,i during 
nothing but his owne hereditary Countries andEledforall dignity, as hdenioyned them before 
the troubles • that it was apparanc to all the world, that the Duke of alone laboured to 

expel him by force from his hereditary righticontrary to the treaty ofpfw.Ifthc Palatin accor- 
ding to the law of nature had vfed any defenfe, or fought ;means to preferue his fubiefts lines, 
and thofe poor polMons which yet remaincd,from crnell fubuerfion' fuch as that of Neccar- 
gmond (where they vfed barbarous cruelty againft innocent women and children) he was not 
to be blamed • neither was it to be reputed a new crime of obftinacy and rebellion againft his 
Maiefty, if in his defenfe there had been fome wrong done (as fouldicrs can hardly containc 
thcmfelues within their bounds) to them of Strasbourg, it was that wherofthe King of Denmark 
complained, that the fparks ofthis fire did flee into the neighbour Prouinces j and if it werenoc 
fpeedilyquenched,all Germany would be on flame, and in ^ manner reduced to allies. Hee did 
not doubt but thofe Prouinces,which had fuffred fome Ioffe, had giuen couufell and afliftancc 
againft the Palatine ; that Spiuoia, Generalifor the King of Spain, had been a great caufe 
thereof, who had done great wrongs to Mavjicb Lantzgraueoffl^,tothe Gountefleof 
Hannow, to an innocentpupill, the Count Palatine L o p o w x e x the£le<ftors brother,and to 
diuerfe Impcriall Towns; that he would not be troublefomcto his Maicfty with a cohimemo- 
ration of thofe calamities, but would only intreat him not to blame the Palatin if he had fought 
to protect his fubietfs, nor to think he had done any thing contrary to the promife of the King 
of great Britanne ; being ready to accommodate himfdfto any friendly Treaty, foashemight 
not be forced to fubmit himfelf to the Duke of Bamia and the Catholick League, to the rutne 
of his Country, and blemifh of his dignity. Wherefdrethe King of Denmark did hope,that the 
Emperor would g iue way to fo many interceflions; that hee would forget what had pad in the 
troubles of Bohemia that he would not tax the Palatine with any new crime, nor fpoil him of 
his Country and Eletforall dignity: whereby the Proteftants mindes might be much diftem- 
pered, if, feeing all other men pardoned which had been partakers in thofe troubles, and that 
B * th l x h (who had marched in the fame fteps withthe Palatine, if not worfe) Had been ad¬ 
mitted to a friendly compolition without any interceffton, and diuerfe Principalities and Earl¬ 
doms granted to him during his life; but to the Palatine all fauour was denied, and a crucll re- 

uengc exercifcdagainft him: this might ealily breediealoufie in the Proteftants, as if ther were 
fomc other matter intended to their prejudice by hisopprdfioh. and the rather, for that it was 
commonly fpoken, that the Eleftorall dignity was conferred vpon the Duke of Baum*, which 
mighc^c the caufe of new combuftions; that his Maiefty Ihould notgiue creditto fuch turbu¬ 
lent men who regarded onely their owne priuate profit, nor think that by the defeat at Wimpfen 
the Palatines forces were fo weakned.as he Ihould not be ableto finde mcanes to defend him¬ 
felf y that Man smo could not bee drawne to Icauc his Mafter by the rigor of Profaipti- 
ons,but had made head againft the forces of the Bauariaos: with a good Army, and had beaten 
them at fM-that no enemy xvhatfoeuer was to be contemned; that ifall hope of reconcili¬ 
ation were taken away,and (the titleof rebels continued) they were brought to defpair,his Ma¬ 
iefty might well concciuc what calamities were to be feared, feeing that the wane (incrcafifte 
fince the Treaty of Vlmes) feemed to threaten all eftates. Wherefore hebefoughr the Emperor 
that feeing the Palatine (hewed himfelf willing to renounce the Kingdome of Bohemia and the 
incorporated Prouinces,he would flic w him grace at the requeft of the King his Malta 1 and the 
Ele<ftor of Saxony, who did likewife intercede for him : whereby there might 6c hope of his re¬ 
ft 0 ” 1 ^ to his former dignity and inheritance; that the King would willingly fend an Ambaffo- 
dor to this Treaty, with inftruflions whereby it Ihould plainly appear, that whatfoetierhehad 
done was out of a fincere louc to fettle peace, and to maintain the dignity of his Imperial! maie- 
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fty. Touching Christian Duke of Bruufwick\the king his Mafter h^d vrtderftaod by 
vulgar relations, that he had made an irruption into Wejlpbalid, and had taken diuers placesybut x 

he had not hard of his Tyrannie. Thar what he had done was our of his meere loue and ; piry fo 
Che Palatine, his wife and children, being fo necre allied vneo hint in blotid^and difpoftefiedof 
alltheir States: wherefore, he intreatedthc Emperournottotakeany leuere CounleKs againft 
this Duke; but rather to vfe lenity and mildneffe infelpeft of his youth and other ciiCumftan- 
ces, w hereby he might draw him to better counfells, and make triall of his fidelity andvalour } 
either againft the fwovne enemy ofChriftendomejOr in fome other good occafion. ^ 

The Bmpcrour hereunto made this anfwerc; That what-fo-euer had beene attempted TfoEmpems 
by force in the Palatinate, was done by his commandcment, and by the vertue of his 

Commiflion. That the Army whichwasthen in the Palatinate was to be accounted the Em- °“ f ‘ 
erourss fo as wbatfoeuer watattempted againft it by the Palatine or his commanders, 1 wasro 
e held done againft his per/bn. That lie perfifted conftanc in his firftrefolution, touching & 
treaty of peacciwhcrcin he hoped all longdiipurariOils ihould bee auoided,according vnto the 
defire of the King of Denmark, promifing withall that hee would hauc a refpeft vttto his 
imeredfion. 

During this Embaflte, The EIe< 5 for of Saxony wrote Letters vnto the Etnperour, whereby ritnUttorof 
he gaue h im to vnderftand, that he had beene rcqUefted by the King of Denmark, to be a futer 
vnro his Muiefty,for the reconciliation of F xsderick Elector Pal3tine,vsrho feemed ( Cady vVJJS. 
to renounce the Kingdom of Bdhemia for him and his heires 5 to make his fubmiflion and giue 
fatisfa^lion. Hauing therefore found by diuers Letters and Embaflies fent vnto him, that his 
Maicfty was wholycnclined tofertleawifhed peace, and had referred the wholebufinefs to 
the ittjanta of Spame^yingat Brujfels ,whereby ail A<fts ofhoftility might ceafe,or at leaft a cefla- 
tion of Armes be concluded,that they might proccede in their treaty,and thefaithfull States be 
freed from further danger • and feeing the King of Denmarks loue and affe&ion to his Imperial 
Maiefty, and the publike peace; he thought it his duty to employ his beftihdeuorfor the paci¬ 
fying of all troubles and combuftions in the Empire,neither could he forbeare toaflift this his 
commendable defigneby his Lctters.That he held it very neceffarie and high time that a peace 
were fettled in the Empire; which could bynomeanes be effected, vnlefte the Springo fall 
troubles were ftopt and the fier quenched. Wherefore he entreated his Maiefty not to^fuffer , 

this interceflion of the King of Denmark to be without fruit, but that he would vanquifti him- 
fclfe; and as the Palatine feemed ready to make a renuntiation and fubmiflion, fo in like manner 
he would fuffer him to be reconciled vnto him: whereby hefliould preferue cheloueand affec- 
tionofrheKingofT?4»W4rif,makeancndofaIIthofe miftries, fectlea peace in the Empire, and s 

■purchafe immortall thanks and glory with all the States of the Empire and pofterity. 

About this time, thofe of Glats furprifed rheTowne o fWunfelburg: in the which, werCfiue 
companies of foot belonging to the Prince of Litbtenftem , whereof 1 hey flew the greateft part 5 
fome few flying to Brnn. In like manner, they of Clingenberg, being befieged by the Imperialifts, 
madea falieand flewmany of their fouldiers. About the/ame time yo 00 Coffacks cameUnd 
offered their fcruice to the Emperor ;they (ate downe within two miles of G/dfc,bringing great 
fpoiles with them :of which,they of took agr eat pan: from them ; Charlbs Bilhop of 

■Niffe,thc Emperors brother,fending them word he had no neede of their feruice:yct they con¬ 
tinued their courfe, and marched towards the Duke of B4«4rw,fpoilingtheTowHCofG/«w in 
Bfibemk as they paffed. 

The vnited States hearing that the Countries ofiulien and cMaunts (which areapartof 
the circle of WefiybaliA,znd fubie&to the Empire) had giuen great afliftance to the Spaniards, 
they fent anAmbaffadourto Dufseldorf with thefe demandes following: That they fliould pay 
them one hundred thou/and dollers within three weekes,or ofpcA thelike that had beene done Julhrs W 
in Brabant • That they (hould make yeerely paieme/tr vnto the States ofhalfe their profits. UomU * 
That they Ihould receiuc n6 Spanilh garrifons into their tovvnes as they had done the laft win¬ 
ter. That they vnderftood, they had maintained the king of Spams forces without any charge 
to him; the which if they fliould do againe this winter, they would burne all their Townes 
and villages: And laftly that they fhould giue them as greate a quantity of oates as they had 

done to Spino la, Htiddbergbi « 

Tilly hauing taken the Caftle of Ladebeurg without any great toy Ie, vpon the 21. oflune jagcrf^Tiily 
he marched toward Heidelberg: and finding that the Townc and Caftle might beannoyed from 
a neer place which they call the holy Hill; he pr efently feifed vpon it, and foon after tooke a 

fortification.

The Hungarians hauing had many treaties in the prouincia J 1 A /fern bly, there were thefc 
heads following ottred to the Emperor by theNoble-men to be confirmed: that there fliould 
be free exerci fe of religion vnder both kindest by what name foeuer it (hould be called,and that 
the Palatine of Hungary fhould haue authority to punilh the Bifhops if they fliould attempt any 
thing to the contrary • fccondly, that the Emperor fhould haue power to put Germans in ga- 
rifon into the frontier Towns and Forts, giuing order for their fuflicient pay, and where they 
fhOttld rcceiue it, left they fliould be inforccd to fall to fpoil, and thereby watte the Councrey - 
• if otherwife, they would then place Hnngarians vpon tnc Frontiers, yet vnder the Emperours 
command .-thinly,thatthecoinfhouldbereducedtotheantientvaluejwhercbythe Hunga¬ 
rians might traffick more commodioufly with the Turks, and the fubieds fliould not be fo op- 
prefled by the Magiftrates: fourthly,thac ill gcieuanccs (whereof they had often complained) 
might be taken away and redrefled.

It was generally giuenouf, 
that he fhould ferue the French King vpon very noble conditions; with which fuppoiition, he 
fought to fatisfie his difeontented Souldiers who were ready to murine, telling them that he ex¬ 
pected a meffenger from the King ; whereof there was fomelikely-hood, hauing treated with 
ibmeofhis Minifters. This did fomewhat pacific his Souldiers; yettherewere many which 
would not entcrinto thekingspay.And tomakethe Inhabitants of tMou/in the more confident, 

. he put his Ordinance into their Towne, defil ing them to afiift him with fome vi&uals for his 
Army, for that he was to follow the King.

The Earle,hauingvecciuedrcfolution from the States,fooncafter demanded his Ordinance 
from the Townefinenofjkfoi^wj pretending that he would march dircftly to the King. And to 
the end they (hould the more credit him , he deli tiered money to certain Captaines, for the Je¬ 
llying of Souldiers within their Towne • after which he beganne to march, difcoucring his in¬ 
tent to all his Army,flicwing them his Letters-patcnts which hehadreceiued from the States, 
and withall te.lling them that they muft refoluc to fight more then once. . Seeing himfelfc out 
of daunger, his and the Dukes Army part i^iuc/ncs ; andon the twenty feuenth of Auguft at¬ 
tempted kikbtrg : bur, being fortified with a good garrifon, they only burnt the fuhurbs * and 
fo paft the’Rinei* of Sombre with their whole Army. T here he and the Duke of- Brunfmcb burnt 
mote ofthcir Qarts, mounting their footc-men on the hortes, getting alfb many other in the 
Gountrcy;whereby he might aduance with the more fpeede in the march. They were held to 
haue i 4 ooomeninthcir Army,horfe and foote: but it is confidently reported, his hoife-men 
were very ill Armed, hauing for the moft part no Armcs at all but their Swords and Piftols. 
They were now in an Enemies countrey, where there was nothing to relicue them but whac the 
. Trees would afford • all the Boorcs being in Arms watching fome opommity to fet vpon them, 
if bon C o Vd o v a fliould put them to route. TheEarlc comming to lawblours which Jy- 
eth betwcenc ffaynaultand T^amures, his Souldiers being weary and tyred with long marches 
and.wantof visuals, he caufed them to reft and refrefli themfelucs. Don Cordova was 
encamped, neere-vnto Flettry ,in a ftraite whereasCount -Man** b x, d and the Duke of 
Brunfwick muft ofnc'ccfllty paite, hauingaverygood ArmyofSouIdiers withan infinite num¬ 
ber of Boores. Some write that MansRild, comming neere vnto Cordova** 
Gampe, he fent a Trumpet vnto him, toknow whether he would giue him paflage or fight: 
who anfivering that lie had charge to ftop his pafiage and to fight , The Earle pretently prepa¬ 
red to charge (knowing thereswas daunger in delates) the which his men performed fo rcfolute- 
Iy,astheyput C or d o v a i s nientoroutc and furprifed his Ordinance from the Boorcs, 
the Which they kept for the /pace of two hourcs, but afterwards they rccoucrcd icagaine,;

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Whereupon the fight grew very cruell: theDuleof trmfwUk (bchauing himfelfc moft vali- ~~

clude,afteralongfight. Count Mas psm» hauingflainemany,efpcciallyofchcBooresa 
-f” V . A , wai forced to found a retreit r whereupon Count Man s f b l i> and the 

DukcofBruufmek, being Matters of the field, marched dit€(ftly towards Breda, hauinff taken . 
tnuchofchcEne^mcsbaggagcandfomeof hisOrdinance. What men were loft in this bat- 
tailenot cettaine sbut at their comming to Breda they muttered,as it is wmrcn 5 ioooomcn 4 
bciidcs many fickand vreary, which came daily vnto them. 

r .^ ^non elat c the particular circumttancesofthis battaile, being fi> diuerfly reported bv 
i!-\v!l aUC v y ri . tlcn hereof, nor what their particular lofles were* neither doth it conccrne 
this Hiftory, bem g out of the limits ofthe Empire : But thus much I date boldly affirm e, that 
it Was oneofthe moft rcfolutc(if not defperate) exploits that hath been performed in our Age* 
toiccawcake Army (the horfe-men hauingno Armcs but their Swords and Piftollsjtired with 
long marches in an enemies countrey, where they had nothing to friend but the Hcaucns which 
coucredtheni; to encounter a powerfull Arrtiy*fortified with thebeft men, from the neigh- 
bourgarrifons, and feconded with at leaft 20000 Boores Armed; to chargethem in their own 
ftrength , to force through them, to make them retire after great lofle, and then (being ma* 
itersof the held)to marchaimoft 30 or 40 miles through the enemies couni ty,thei e being 10 or 
iaftrong Towns with greargarrifons in their way • who no doub; would hauecurthem in pee- 
cesifthey had been routed. The Prince of Orraxge (being aduertifed of their march) lcnC 
them bread and other prouifion to refreih their hungry Souldiers before their comming to 
Breda. At bruffcls they proclaimed a Triumph before the vi&ory.and made bonfires with a 
conhnenr aflorance they were quire ouerthi own, for that certaine Bifignes of the Duke of 
Bramfrnch sand Count M a n s f i l d's were brought thither; hut after wards their mirth was 
turned to heaumefTc, when they had intelligence ofhe truth, how that Dm Cqrdova had 
been forced to retire with great lofle 5 that they were Matters of the field, and had burnt the 
corn and countrey as they paft,and were fafely arriued at flred^where they were rcceiued with 
great loy by the Prince of Orrange, the vnited Statcsand the whole Army. 

Towardstheendofluly Count Mam, a li, and the Duke of Brunfimk being retired HeideM 
our of the Palatinate wich their forces, and no man left there able to make head againft the Ene- ^ 

my; The Baron of That, Generali for the Emperour, returned againe to Heidelberg with ^^ T ^* 

an Army of x j o 00 men, and laid a ftraight fiege to the Towne and Cattle. Prefenrlyafier his 
ntrmedownc,hefei 2 cdvponaFort.whichhadbecn built by Iohn Earle of Naffawi but 
firtt abandoned by thebefieged, lying too farre off to be well kept. From this Fort which lay 
behindc the Cattle, he fought to annoy the T owne: and with the reft of his Army, he blocke 
vpAfMheimand Pmkendrieto keepeali reliefe from them. Hauing fortified his Trenches, 
and planted cerwinc Ordinance, heplayed vpon the Towne, but did it no great harme- per- 
fwading mmlclfc that they would loone yceld, being giuen to vndeiftand that they wanted 
Salt and all kinde of vnftuall but Breade and Wine. With this perlwaRon hcc /pent ahouc 
two Moneths before the Towne, and neuer tooke any of their out-workes or place of any im¬ 
portance, but tommoned them often, and perfoaded them to yccid obedience to the Empe¬ 
rour: but finding that his perfwafions preuailed nothing, and that his long ftay there had noe 
yet dnuen them to any extremity of hunger ; he refolued to attempt fome thing by force* 

The Towne was cominaundcd by a Dutch-man,whole namc.was Miavin, vnder whom 
were goodTroupes of Souldiers of diuers Nations befides the Inhabitants, 
c Tnf W3S vn ^^ r r ^ c charge of $ir Ga uit Kami k t with 2 Companies of 

jbnglitti,hisowncandSir Iohn Went worth *, being not abouc two hundred 
ttrongv whereof there were not aboue one hundred and forty Hnglifh, rhereft were of o- 
ther Nations. On the fifrand fixt dai,es;of September, Generali T u h plaid with his 
Oidjriance vpon their out-workes, refoluing togiuc a gcneiall afliult, 

;» Thofc out-workes without Port were defended by the Dutch , and might 
well hauc bcene kept againft any daring Encmic vvhatfocuer, if they had had any courage 
orvalourmthem : But prefenrly after their approach, and before they came to rhe foote of 
their Rampart-, a Dutch Captainewhofc: name was G r a r, and had the commaund of 
the tuft out>worke, moft cowardly abandoned it, andinthis amazement all the reft of the troup

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caft away their Armes and fled towards the towne,or yeelded themfelues to the enemy •where 
\6ii‘ wee will leaue them a while and turne towards the Caftle,, where the enemy had fehr to aifaulc 

an outwork called the Phcfant garden by 2000 menjwhich Sir G a r r s t H a r b ft r t defen¬ 
ded valiantly with one hundred of his men: They came often to the fealado ,and were valiantly 
repul/ed by the defendants^vhercas the Gouernor brake three pikes,hauing his page attending 
himwith 6 more; but to the loiTcofthisbraueCaptaine,anda$ wcmay conicfturc co the lode 
• ofthe place.he was (hot in the head, hauing no head-peece, andwas the firft man which was 
flaine vpon the work: His Lieutenant was alfoihot in the ibouldcr and retired, yet the foul- 
diers defended it valiantly, the fpacc of two hourcs after, vnrill that the enemy had left flido- 
ting. The Duteh being fled from thedefenfe ofthe outworks and comn into the Suburbs,the 
Gouemour fliutthe Towne gates againft them, fothat many ofthem were either flaine or 
taken prifoners. ' , . 

The enemy commingto Spire Port commanded Petards to bebroughe coforceit: butm 
themeanerime certaine Crabats (which arcaduenturing Bootc-halers of Croatia like vnto the 
Cosaques and hue vpon/poile) got by the riuerto the water Poi?,and entrediwherefhey be- 
gannetofierthehoufes and to fpoilc. During the which, T illy forced thePorttand in this 
confufion theGouernour,Captaincs,with many fouldiers,Burgers, and women fled to the Ca¬ 
ttle-and in the meanc rime, tbeinfolent fouldiers fell to daughter and fpoile in the Towne. 
Notwithftanding all this difaftcr,theEnglifh ftill maintained their worke vntill that thegouer- 
nour had perf^aded them to retire.* they alfo fearing that the enemy might come vpon their 
backs fromthe Towne • yet they Ihewed no amazement in their retreat .for they drew away 
their ordinance and munition,and brought offthe bodies of fuch as had becncflaine bcingbue 
13 inall. Till y being Matter ofthe Towne, and hauing abandoned it to the fpoilc ofthe 
fouldier, he fummoned the Cattle to yeeld: where the Gouernout Meivin, hauing pro- 
pounded large conditions for himfelfeand his troupes, in the end it was concluded, 1. That he 
Ihould yeeld vp to Generali T illy, the Cattle, with the Cannon, munition and all other in- 
rtf ft rumeH tsofwarre,to the behoofeofhisImpcriallMaiefty,with all other goods, Iewcls, wri- 

tings or any ot ~r thing belonging to the Count Palatine and thePrinccffc his wifejonely that 
Htidt ttg CXCC pted which the General out ofhisgrace ihould fuflfer to patte. 2* Thacthe Gouernor,Co¬ 
lonels,Captains,and fouldiers wirb all other belonging ro them,might depart with their drums 
beating and full Armes, and with all their baggage s fb that it were their owne and not belonging 
to the Cattle or Townc.3. That they ihould hauca Cafe conduft giuen them to Frankfort or any 
other place whither they would go, except Mtwkeim and Pranhttdall 4. That they ihould haue 
carriages allowed them by the Generali 5.T hat all low Dutcb,Frcnch,Engliih and 01 her ft ran¬ 
gers Which wereprilbners, ihould be fee at liberty without any ranfome : As alfo on the other 
fide,all prifoners ihould be reftored vnto the Generali vpon the fame tearmes. 6. All iick and 
wounded fouldiers ihold be put into iome conuenient place , and- there maintainedwirh nece- 
irariereieefej where hauing recoiierd their health,they ihould haue fuch paileports giuen them 
as they ihould defire: That none ihould be mblcfted in body or goods for debt or any other 
Oceafion. This was the Capitulation concluded vpon the 9 of Scptember.and the next day he 
gaue them a fafe condu<tt 5 entreating all theEleftors, Princes and States of the Empire, of what 
dignity or quality iocucr, to giuc free paflage vnto Mouniieur Menvi k ibmecimes Cohernor 
6f jfeideltor&mth his companies and baggage, through all their Principalities and Segniories, 
gluiite them allatfiftance for the aduancemenc of their Iouney. Thenext day M r a v 1 n went 
out OF Heydelbcrg with feauen hundred men ofall nationsjbut the capitulation was ill obferued: 
Ffcrafr they marched through the ftreete and ouer the bridge, the enemies fouldiers (landing 
inguarde on either fide, Mfrtall they could lay hand onto their verie (liiitSf which bred a 
Wr«S« tumult m the Towne. Whereof Generali T 1 t t r being ad uertifed, heecamc forth of 
Of tiis lodging to flay the fouldiers furie,«nd conduced them three or fourc miles out of towne 
wifh a troupe ofaoohorfr, fearing the fouldiers Ihould haue followed them ro haue cut their 
titroates. I ir^ntiot forget one inhumahe aft of Generali T1t l y*s, who would not fufFer 
the body ofthatbrauc and valiant Knight Sir G ax r « t Hai-urt to be buried like* 
fchViftteh in theToWne Church, but they were forced to lay him in the greene Court in the 
Ottle* there being nothing in the Tdwne toembaline his bodie, which they meant to have 
brought into England , hiS worth dcfcrulnga moment of better note. 

The GOuirhour with the fouldiers,being (asfomc affirmc that were prefent) 70b men* 
Camcfafdv W Framkfort. whereas my Lord Chi c«nr»R then remained attending direc¬ 
tions 
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tions from his Maietty, either to go to the Diet appointedat Aeiusherg^or to retutne home into , 

/Ewg/W;by whofe meanes theEngliih rcceiued money to condufttheminto the Low Goan- 
tries or home, by the hands; of Matter B o vribm a c k, who was’appointed Paymafter in 
tho fe parts to the Englilh -and other fouldiers that were entertained in his Maiefties name for 
the defence ofthe Palatinate, - . J; 1 

Thus the cheefe place ofrefidencefor the Eleftor Palatine was by thfe bafe cowardize of 
the Dutch lofl } and with it one of the goodlicR Libraries in the world 5 a lewell which cannot 
well be valued, for the mdny rare Manufcripts which had beene there gathered together by his 
predeceiiors. The Duke of Battam did highly efteeme this prize, and committed the guard 
thereof to his Iefuits. The fouldiers being gone,the Inhabitants were miferablie ipoiledby the 
cnemyjwho ftripc both men &women,fo as they neither had clothes to coucrthem, nor meat 
to releeuc them^ but what they got from Htilbrim or Frankfort; and yet their cruelty was fuch 
as they forced the poore inhabitants to ranfome themfeiues, and t6 pay the fouldiers which 
were left there in garrifon,: .; . ! l 

The loflc ofthis Towne did addetffuch to the kihg^of Bohemias other afflictions : Hcewas Thckmgof 
then at Sedan vnder the prot'eftion bf .tlie Duke of his Vncle • defiringmuch to beat the 

Hague with that Noble and generous Pvinceffe hiswitc: but the difficulty was to paffe. Togoe 
through the Low Countries was not poflrbIe$all was fubieft to the enemy : and to paife difgui- 
led through France as he had formerly dOne,therc was little hope,he was too well knovvne; but 
he was foone freed of theic apprehensions: for the French king,either by the interceflion ofiom 
others, or out of his owne princely and generous difpoiition commiierating the diftreifed 
ftate of this Prince (whole houfe had alwaies beenefmnely allied rorhe Crown c of France, 
and had affifted it in the greateft extremity of their affaires)fcnf him a fafe conduft to paife free¬ 
ly through his kingdom to what Pore he pleafcd, cotnmandingall his fubiefts to giue him that 
afliftajicc and refpeft which was fit for the greatndfc of his perfon. Whereupon he took ieane 
ofthe Duke of Bouillon, whogauehim a cpnuoy ofioohorfc to conduft him to Callisiw here 
the Gouernour recciued him with much.honour,and the people obferued him with much rcue- 
renceand reipcft.There he embarqufed in fomeofehe States Ships, and fb camefafely to the 
Hague , where he was ioyfplly receiued by the Quetne his wife and the whole Court. 

Let vs turne head a little towards Bohemia and the jncoi poraced prouinces, whereas the Etn- 
perouv was now abfolutcly obeyed, Qlatx* only excepted i which had becne long bciieged: yet bS 
thefubiefts werein no great fecurity.For they were bioth queftioned for their hues and flares, Mew*. 
and were in danger to lofethe free exercife ef religion, the which had beene promifed them at 
the reduftion of thole prouinces. The Emperour lent his Comtniflloners both into Bohemia 8c 
{MmuhyXo call diuers Lords and men of accountin queftion,touching the late combuftions.i. 

All thofe were to be queftioned which where prefentwhen fomeofthe Councell were caft out 
ofthe wiqdowes in Prague. .2. Thoie which had confented to the League againft the Emperor 
and the houfe of t^Aujlrh. 3, Tbofe which had beenC at the Emperours reieftion.and fuch as 
had beene prefent at the Count Palatines eleftion ro the Crowne of Bohemia. . And laftly all 
fuch as had marched in Armes againft rww. - 

. In Moroni*, many Noblemen and others of note j abfenting themfelues,werc proclaimed 
Tj'airors, their names fixed on the common gallows, degraded of their honours, and their 
Lands & goods forfeited,which were prefentlyfeifed oh tothc Emperours vfe^nor did they 
/pare the dead: for the Emperours Commiflioncrs-boganto examine the cauies of the deceafed 
-rebels ( as they tearmed them), meaning to brand them with jnfamie after their deaths^ 
and reduce their heirs to iriiferie, by the confife?tton of their eftates, for .that is alwaies 
the concluiion. being a great mcanes to raife money to pay the Colfaques and other 
foldiers. It was alfo giuen our.tbat the CommiflionCrs in Bohemia would proceede criminally 
tgeiinftall thofe that had borne Armes vnder thePrfacQof t^/uhai/jCount H o kz. o c'n,Count 
Man usr n ld, or any other, his Maiefties enemies ;• which Article had fo large an extent* 
and would comprehend fo many of all degrees,that, if they ihould proceed with rigour againft 
them, the Emperour ihould beefainc fo bring in new, Colonies to repeople thofe Prouinces^ 
but it feemsthey took a milder couifc; fbr,diucrfc Lords and Knights with other Cit&ensjber 
ing condemned at Britt in Mprauia to lofe their heads, their corporall puhifhments were turned 
into i.m prifonmenc j iome for their liu^s/om for yeers: but there Was no grace fortheir goodS- 

they were dill forfeited. And thus haue they proceeded touching the examination of fomG 
Lordsand others,whom they rearmed rebels, in Bohma zndMmm. . 

C c c c 3 Touching 
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Touching matters of religion,it feemd the Emperor had an intent to root out the Pi oteftants 
rfe in B^w/4 andth.e incoapoiated Prouinces: for, the Prince or Lanwgraue of Lichfenf/em,Lieu- 

wZ'fflZ tc hani.o£ Bohemia for the Emperor, had commiffion from him to ftuit vp the two Dutch Protcs* 
"invrlgZ tot Ghurchcsinf r^.and to.preffe the City and Coumry to reformation in religion - the 
which was put in execution: fo as they were likely to lofe the comfort of the Gofpell by the 
preaetong/ofthdir* Minifters, and the grounds of religion which the youth learned by the in- 
ftrutfUonoffhelTTeacherssforjboththc Minillers and Preachers were commanded to be pre« 
feoHy igon * which did much afflidt the Proteftants: and theColledgcs where their youth was 
inftru&cd, ivere flint vp. There was al/o comm an dement g inert by publique proclamation to 
all bqokTellcrs and Stationers, to bring-in a catalogue of all their Lutheran & Caluinian books 
to the Secretary ofSrate,within fourcteen daies,vpon great penalties. 

ThcDukeofi’rfxo^hauing notice giuen him of this alteration in Bohemia touching the /hut¬ 
ting vp of the Protcftant Churches, was much difeontented, both in regard of his owne parti¬ 
cular, being of that religion, and might in time be fubic& to the like calamity with the reft of 
' ■ rheproteftant Princes of Germany^ alfohoulding his'honour to be blcmi/hed, for that, at the 

reduction of thofc Counti ics to the Emperors obedience, hce had promifed them by warrant 
from the Emperor, that the Churches fliould not be molefted, nor they depriued of the free 
exercife oftheir religion, hauingalfo taken them into his proteiftionj and therefore the Duke 
obie&cd thefe proceedings to the Emperors Ambatfadoras a wrong done to him: and beeing 
ftill importuned bythe petitions ofthe Preachers which had been driuen out of their Coun- 
tries^hewrotetothePrinceof Ltcbtenfteitt to this effe<ft • that forafmuch as hee could not but 
eT>uk »f 54- takcnotice by fundry aduertifements from Bohemia and the incorporated Prouinces, as alfo by 
>ty win to the complaints of diuerfe Preachers lately bani/hed out of thofe Countries, of the reftraint of 
Zttnml P u ^^ e proFeflion of the reformed religion, and ofthe/hutting vp their Churches , and the 

putting down of their fchools; yet for that men in miierie do commonly fccktomoue pity by 
the report of theireftates, and for that he had been alwaies better conceited of hisMaiefties 
word, who had promifed him, that ifthofe Countries could bee reduced to obedience by hi* 
forccsjhefhould byhisMakfticsdirc&ionpaflehisword to the fubie&s of thofe Prouinces, 
that thofc ofthe reformed religion ihould ftill enioy their freedome of confidence.* Where¬ 
fore, relying vpon the Emperors word, he would not ra/hly giue credit to thofe informations 
till he might hear the certainty both ofthe authority Of his cortimiftion, and in what manner it 
had been executed: wherefore he could do no IclTe in fauour ofthe caufe, and for the honour 
ofhisowne word (whereon the inhabitants of rhofe Prouinces had much relied) than to en¬ 
treat him eatneflly toaduertife him ot the truth ofthe bufineffe 5 the which if he bound confor¬ 
mable to the Petitioners complaints,he could not but hold his own honor ingaged to take care 
fora timely remedy, and withall imploy his credit and power with his Imperiall Maicfty for 
the flaying of all future proceedings. Some think, thefe alterations In Bohemia ftsied die Duke 
ofSaxw/s iourney to the Diet at Regembourg ; who } continuing his difeontents, gaue the Em¬ 
peror to vnderftand by his Letters, that he wasmuch gr ieued for the/hutting vp ofthe 2 prbte- 
ftant Churchesat Prague, the which did not belong to theBohentos,butto.the Electors and 
Princes of pvofefluig the gofpell j who had built and maintained them at their ownc 

charges, and procured them great priuiledgesand immunities: wherefore his Maicfty had not 
to do with the Proteftants of Bohemia but with theElc&ors and Princes of the Empire, which 
fliouldnotfijfferrhem of their owne religion (contrary to his Imperiall prom ife and the priui- 
lcdgcs ofthe Empire)to be petfecuted and oppreffed. 1 This may breed fome new combufti- 
on and trouble; vnlefleit/hall plea/e the Emperour to reftorcthofe Churches to their former 
eftate and condition. 

v iiiJtThc fiege ofcontinued ftill: whichbeing refolutely attempted by the Imperialifts, it 
ttmim. was asobftinarely defended bythe be flexed. The youngEarle of Thurne, making many falies 
r of tfa ft#t vponthe Encmie,cloyed tome of their Cannons and returned with good ipoiles and much ho* 
ntour: but in September there was an accident which did much impaire the ftate ofthe town > 
for they fetting fire ofrheir fuburbs, to the end the Imperialifts/hould notlodgein them, tome 
fpafksofit fcllby chance into their powder* whereby part of the Town,and much of their pro- 
uifion was burnt* and Iikew/fe a part of the wall, with two peeces of Ordinance falling downe, 
through the violence ofthefire, the Impel ialifts aduanced toafcallado,but they were valiantly 
rcpulftd bythe Garrifon. , 

About the middeft of Otftober, the Imperialifts aflaultcd the Towne with great fury sand 
. 0 k . they 
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they-within, fuffering them to approach to their very walles, they hauihgdifcharged their Or¬ 
dinance, they prefently fet open their Ports and falied forth with one thoufand borfe and foot* 162: 
where they flue fix hundred of the Enemy, and then retired with no great lo/Te. During thefe 
fa&ions of warre before Glatu, there was a parley between the young Earle of Tburtte , Gouer- 
nour of the Towne; the Earle of Torquato , Generali of the fcmpcrours Army/and the 
Princeof Liehten/lein , Gouernour of Bohemia * where there were many propofitions made vnto 
the young Earle with promifes of pardon and great rewards, both tbrhhnlclfcand his Souidi - 
ers, in the Emperors name,if he would yeeld vp the Towne. The young Earle of Tburn made 
them this an fwere: 

That ifthey could procure the King of Bohemia to free him from his double Oath (one as 
he was his fubje<ft,and the other as his Soldier)that then hewould not only yeeldvp thetownc 
and caftle, but would alfo for/ake the quarrell and lay down Arrhes : But, feeing they could 

not difpenfe him of his Oath, that both he and his companie were refolued to make it good a- 
gainft the Imperialifts; and although they might haply, with great Ioffe and charge, take the 
Towne, yet they had a Caftle to retreat into, the which they would defend to the laft man * 
and to the treaty brake off, euery man returning to his quarter * Prefently after which they 
made a great falie, which was very bloody and many were fla inc on cither fide • among the 
which, there were thirteen Captains ofthe Imperialifts. 5 

They foannoyed the Campe with their Ordinance, asthc Emperour Commanded all his 
forces in Bohemia to march towards Glatz> to re-enforcc the fiege, and they fent For powder, bul- 
tofsand munition from all parts. The fiege had continued alniofttwoyecrs, and had put the 
Emperor to wbnderfuligreatchargcSjthewhich could hardly be lupplied; and therefore they 
vfed a policy to make the be/ieged pay for their own ruine : for, by a publique proclamatioti 
in Sikfut j:\icy enidyned all men vpon paine of death,which ought any money,or had any goods 
tn their hands belonging to them of Gfatz>, to bring it prefently into the Townc-houfe at Prc~ 

Jkwei Whereupon,much money and goods was brought thither; which extremity hath beenc 
often, and is ftill, vfed againft the Nobility and Gentry of thofe Countries which had 
beene executed 5 yea » eucn againft fuch as were dead before they had beene called id 
queftion. 

This Proclamation did nothing amaze them of Glatz, who held their Armes to be their 
greacoft wealth, the which could not be violently taken from them, without the loff? of their 
hues; and then their cares werepaft,and their fcores paid : Bur, to auoide tedioufneflbj will o* 
mit the daily skirmi/hes which were before that Towne* and come to the yeelding of it. AI- 
tera long and cbftinate /iege re/blutely defended by theyong Earle of Thurm, they were dri¬ 
lled to fome extremities, by rcafon of fome calmkiesby fier, in the which their fait, powder 
and meale was confumcd,and their water cut off by the Im perialifts: which daunted the 5!oul- 
dieis much,and madethem murine; foasthc Gouernour (although he were one thou/arid fiuc 
hundred ftrong) was glad to come to a parley, and to yeeld vp the Towne vpon honourable 
tearmes on the twenty iixtday of October. The Articles were, Fii ft, that they fliould haue free Ih( 
exercife of the reformed Religion,and their Church remaine as it was , vntill the Emperour «) gL : ^ L 
fnall otherwife di/pofe : And if any Proteftant were defirous to lcaue the Towne, they fliould 
haue freeliberty to fell theirgoods within fix monerbs, and goc where they plea fed. Second - 
ly,thattheGouernour, Captains, Commaundcrs and Souldiers, both of Horfe and Foote* 

/hould freely and fa fely depart with baggeand baggage, Drums beating, Colours flying , and 
their full Armes; conditionally, that all'the companies fliould be caft and difmift about Smk 

and there lbaue their Commanders^ and their Cornets and Enfigncs to be tome from 
their ftaues, and all fworneho/: to beare Armes againft'the Emperour for fix moneths follow¬ 
ing. Thirdly, that the Gouernour, Commanders* Ofli- ers and Souldiers,fliould haue a gene- 
rail pardon for all offences and rebellions committed againft the Emperour, and (offered to de¬ 
part wherethey pleafed. Fourthly, that all Commanders, Officers and Souldiers, which had 
lerued his Maicfty,andnow born Amies againft him in this quai ell, fliould haue Pafports gi- 
ueh them to paffe freely through the Dominions 6 f the Empire, into their own Countries or 
whither they pleafed. Fiftly, thefickand hurt /hould remainc ftill in the Towne of Ghtz, a^d 
there haue all due attendanceaqd prouifion from the Cittizens,for their cureand rccouery • afc 
ter which they (hall haue free leaue to depart* and palports giuehthem to goe where they plea- 
led. Sixtly, that the Earle of Thurne /hould ieaue two Captaincs with the Imperialifts ag 
Hoftages vntill he had difmift his Troups about Swaimta, according to the capitulation.

; Thefc Articles,bciiigvery honourablefortheEarleofT^wandthe befieged, were very 
tbi-i <f ue Iy obferued by the Imperialifts, who gaue them a good conuoy to Swainitz ,, which is fiue 

German miles from Glatz. It was thought that they were very rich when they Icftthe Town 
hauing a hundred waggons heauy lodcn with baggage, befidelighter caniages:of which there 
were fifty belonging to the young Earle of Thurtte, which were conduced to his wife in the 
Marquette of Brandenburgs Country by 500 light horfe of his owne, and a conuoy of 20 00 
Imperialifts. Thus at laft the Emperor hath reduced all Bohemia with the incorporated Pro- 
uinces to his obedience$and his brother, the Arch-duke Ch a 1 es Bilhop of Zgttu or 2gtlfe 
liking wellthe ay re of the Countrey and the ftrength of the place, hath gotten the gouernment 
of the countrey of Gl&tx>, from the Emperor. 

Heidelberg being loft, Generali T illy marched prefen tly with his Army to Matthew, 
vthtmbe- wheicGencrall Verb attended him jit beingthc place ofmoft importance and beft fortified 
inall the Palatinare, Handing neerthepointofa land whercthc Mccar which patter!} by HetitU 
^falleth into the Rhyne, foas it commands both the Riuers,and receiues the Toll ofall boats 
which pafte. The Enemy being fetdowne on theonefide of the Townej Generali V b rh 
confideringthat the guard thereofand of theout-workes was very great, and that he was not 
fufficientlyprouidcdwith men, hauing but feuen companies of Englifh, and nine of Dutch 
(all which were very weake in numbers, and many fick) he Cent to Br*tickendale,to hauc Captain 

Byrrow s to fend hiimhrce companies more ofEnglifti and as many Dutch: which he per¬ 
formed accordingly. 

The Enemy, as foone a6the oportunity of the fvveliing Riuers would glue him leauepntrcn- 
died his Camp, and planted feuerall batteries. During his approaches, Generali Y b r b made 
diners brauc Sallies , efpccialiy one which was generall- in all which he flue many of the E- 
nemy with little Ioffe of his own.* yet confidcring that in continuance he fhould wafte his men 
he hauing not in all full two thou fend ofall Nations,fickand whole, which would hardly bea- 
bie to man his out-works, which were very great * and that after the Ioffe of Manhem , Branken- 
dale could not fubfift; He fent a Commiflary againe to Captaine Byrrovvbj, vvifliing him 
to abandon the Towneand repaire vnto him with all his T roups: which the inhabitants vndcr- 
ftanding,began to routine, fell to Arms, and flue to the Ports *,giuingthc Goucrnourtovnder- 
ftand,tjiatns he had defended them valiantly the Jaft yeere,fo they would now liueand die with 
him,and not leaue him vnleffe he would paffe by force ouer their bellies,defiring rather to be 
flaine by him then by the Enemy ; Wherupon the Gouernour aduertifed the Generall in what 
Hate he flood • who returned him an anfwcre preftntly, that he fhould doe as he thougbtgood 
referring it to his diferetion: whereupon he flayed in Prankendale. ° 3 

Generall Verb, hauing no hope ofany more fupplies ofmen, was forced to abandon his 
out-workcs,fuffcring the Enemy to approach neere to the Walles. After fome dayes,theTown 
being not defenfible, he fet it on fire, and retired with thofe fewe troupes he had into the Ca¬ 
ttle, from whence he fo annoyed the Enemy,as he could hardly lodge within the Town. Ti 1- 
1. y often fummoned him to yield vpon honourable conditions j but he found an Enemy who 
preferred his honour before his life, and would giue care to no parley, as long as he had any 
meanestokeepeit : Wherefore Tiny being loth to aflault a Fore defended by fuch refo- 
lutc men, refolued to get it by Mine or Sappc. His Pioners being come to the very brimme of 
the Moate, hauing with other Trenches drained away the Water, which at firfl was fome hin- 
draricevntothem; he then refolued to giue an aflault 5 for the which he had prepared great 
{lore ofbauins to fill vp the Dike : yet confidcring that to force this Caflle would coft him 
much blood, and although they could not keepe the place long, yet he fhould hardly get it 
without great Ioffe : He held it the fafeft courfe to fummon them againe, and to get it by 
compofition. ® . 

Generall V * r b, on the other fide, finding that he had neither men fufiicient to man it 
long, and that he had not powder for three daies Peruke - confidering withall , that although 
they fhould lofe themfHues they could not keepe the Fort long, and knowing withall that dead 
/Sly. men could doe their Prince and Countrcy no feruice * he refolued to make a vertue of necefli- 
ty, and not to lofe fo many braue men with obftinacy, whom he might bring off with honour : 
Whereupon, afrerfummonsmadeby the Enemies Drummc, Generall Vbrs acceptedofa 
parley \ in which, after much debating, there were fix Articles concluded betwixt Mounfieur 
Tilly, Generall for the Emperour and the Duke ofRattam on theone fide* and Sir H o ra- 
y 1 o Vs a e, Generall of his Maiefties forces of great Britaane in the Palatinate , on the o- 

ther: 
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ther: The Articles were, that t,he Gouerner, Captaines,Officersand Souldiers,fhouldhaue : ?. 
leaue to depart freely with bagand baggage, drums beating, colours fleeing, matches light,and 
bullets in their mouth es; fecondly,that they rr lght take with them two falconets or fmall field- 
pieces, with munition an d inftnimenrs belonging to thefame: to the which , Monfieur T i l- 
l y (after fome conteftation) yeelded, to do honour to Sir H o r a t i o Verb, becaufe he 
wasa General! ^thirdly,that they might carry away with them thirty pipes of wine, with two 
hundred facksol meal, and prouant for three daies oncly .the which was to go with them by 
land, and the reft to be transported by water: fourthly, that they fhould haue a conuoy of one 
thoufand horfe to Frankfort, and there to flay fourctecn daics till the Engiifh Ambafladour oc 
his Commiflaric might come to conueighthem downwards t fiftly,that ail goods and 'm.oue- 
ables, which had been brought into the Caftle for ftfety, fhould be free, and the owners haud 
liberty to tranfport themfelties and their goods whither they pleafed; fixtly, all Minifters and 
Church-men fhould hauc free liberty either to (lay in Manhtim , and exert ife theit function, or 
depart fafcly whither they pleafed. 

Vpon the/e honourable conditions the Caftle of Matthew wasdeliuered vp to the enemy on 
the fiue and cwentich of October,jfibvetcri. And fo Generall Verb retired out of Manhtim 
with ten companies oi Englifh,and twelue of Etyteh vnder the command of Colonel W a i d- 
m a n h v s s. He marched to Brankfort with a good con uoyofone thoufand^^horfe* The Ge- 
ncrallwith hisCaptains was lodged in the City i and his Troops-in the villages thereabouts^ 

After their departurefrorn Frw/flrl, the Dutch left them, ,and would go no further,notwith* 
flandihg they had promifed to march with them into the Lowe-countiies/ and after tome ftay, 
the Generall with the Englifh, being fiue or fix hundred men, were conduced by a Coinmifla- 
ry of the enemies,through the Lantzgraue of Hejfe his Country j where they paft down a riticr 
toBrme, there robe embarked for England. 

After the furrendring of tMattheim, Generall Tilly marched with his Army to Pranken- 
dale (it befog the onely place now remaining inthe Palatinate for the Elctftor) with an intently tefitgrd, 
the taking of this place, to make himfelfabfolute Matter of the whole Palatinate: but he found 
the fame Gouerner Captain Bvrrovvbs, who had fo valiantly defended it the yeet before 
againtt Don Gon zalis dcCerdena, and the fame refolution, hauing vowed to lofe his Hfe 
rather than any iot of that honour which he had gotten at the former liege: neither was he idle 
during the liege of Heidelberg and Matthie/ttt, but furnifhed and forrified it by all the meaneshee 
Could, hauing drowned the land about it on the weaker part of the Townc 5 fo as the cnCmie 
could neither make trenches on that fide to lodge his men in, nor approach his cannon to plant 
bis batrerits.’ycritfeemdftillhewas refolued to force it, drawing fouldiers from all places rhi- 
ther with rhehopeoffpoil, hauing promifed them the flick of that T own: but lie was d,eceiue4 
bfhis prcfent expedation; becaufe the approaches were fo difficult by reafon of the drowned 
hind, and the wayes foflippery and deep with thecontinuall rain, that he forbare to attempt a- 
ny thing by force, and imploied his beft eloquence to pcrfWade the Inhabitants to yeeld. He<s 
afTured them, that they fliouldnot be molcfted in their religion, nqroppreffed with any great 
garrifon; that the commerce fhould be open and free,and that t he Emperor would keep no ga° 
rifons in the Palatinate, butin fome important places. Tothefegood words Generall Ti £« 
i. y added fome threats, that ifthey continued obftinate, they muft expe<ft nothing but the ri¬ 
gor of wane, and the ruines which are incident to Townibefieged ; whereas by their voIurlta*» 
fvyielding they fhould purchafe the Emperors fauour, preferue themfelues, their wiueS and 
children,and haue fair Quarter kept with them,and be prote<ftcd by his Imperiall Maiefty with 
the reft of the Palatinate. All this could not moue the refolute Inhabitants* who had vowed to* 
take the fortune of the warre, and 1 o defend the Town with' the Gouerner and fouldiers: and 
therefore they gaue no anfiver to his propofitioiisV .• 

The Generall,after all his practices to cfraw tbem to a compofition,finding little meanes to 
aduance anything by force in regard of the vnleafoniblcnes of the Weather, and the continuali 
tffm which madethe wares exceedingdc?p,he refolued to retire his camp fora time, marching 
towards Hannow and the Lantzgraue of tteffc hisf.Councr^, with an intent to winter his Troopi 
thereabouts, Icauing fome companies of horfe about Prankendali, to keep them from cxCurfions 
and from all relief. Thus this poor Town, theojnely remainder of all the Palatinate, hath font 
timeof reft and breathing,till that the feafon ofthe yeer will , giue the enemy leaue to return j 
who is well afTured, that they haue no mcansro beVelieued, being enuironed by their enemies 
garrifons which ly in the Towns round about the m -and that time will wafte their prouifion 1 

and 
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Touching matters of reIigion,it fcemd the Emperor had an intent to root out the Pioteftants 
in Bohemia and the incoapo rated Prouinces: for, the Prince or Lantagraue of LichtenliemdAeu- 
tenanf of Bohemia for the Emperor, bad commiffiori from him to Unit vp the two Dutch Prote- 
ftant.Ghurchcs.infr^,andto,prcfretheCityandCouhtry to reformation in religion-thc 
which was put in execution ;fo as they were likely to lofe the comfort of the Gofpell by the 
preadiing-ofthdir Minifters, and the grounds of religion which the youth learned by the in- 
ftruftion'of theftT.eachcrs: for,both t he Minifters and Preachers were commanded to be pre- 
fentlygoiijwhkhdid much sfflittthcProteftants: and the Collcdges where their youth was 
inftru&ed, Werefhut vp. There was alio commandement giuen by publique proclamation to 
all booksellers arid Stationers,to bring-in a catalogue ofall their Lutheran & Caluinian books 
to the Secretary of State, within foureteen daies,vpon great penalties. 

' TheDuke of Saxony 3 hauing notice giuen him ofthis alteration in Bohemia touching the (but¬ 
ting vp of the Protcftant Churches,was much difeontented, both in regard of his owne parti¬ 
cular, being of that religion, and might in time be fubiett to the like calamity with the reft of 
theproreftanr Princes of Germany, as alfo houlding his'honour to be blemi/hed, for that, at the 
redudion of thofe Countries'to the Emperors obedience, hcc had promifed them by warrant 
from the Emperor, that the Churches (hould not be molefted, nor they depriued of the free 
excrcifc oftheir religion, hauing alfo taken them into his prote&ion* and therefore the Duke 
obietfted the/e proceedings to the Emperors Ambaflador as a wrong done to him : and beeing 
ftill importuned by the petitions of the Preachers which had been driuen out of their Com* 
tries,'he wrote to the Prince of Zicbtenjlein to this effeds- that fomftnuch as bee could not but 
, takenotice by fundry aduertifements from Bohemia and the incorporated Prouinces, as alfo by 
the complaints of diuerfe Preachers lately banifhed out of thofe Countries, of the reftraint of 
the pub like profelfton of the reformed religion, and of the fhutting vp their Churches , and. the 
putting down of their fchools: yet for that men in miferiedo commonly fcckto tnoue pity by 
the report oftheir eftates, and for that he had been alwaies better conceited of hisMaiefties 
word, who had promifed him, that ifthofe Countries could bee reduced to obedience by hi* 
forces, he (hould by his Maiefttcs direction pafte his word to the fubie&s of thofe Prouinces, 
that thofe ofthe reformed religion (hould ftill enioy their frecdome of confcience: Where¬ 
fore, relying vpon the Emperors word, he would not rafhlygiue credit to thofe informations 
till he might hear the certainty both ofthe authority of his cottimiftion, and in what manner it 
had been executed .‘wherefore he could do no leffe in fauourofthecaufc, and for the honour 
of his owne word (whereon the inhabitants of rhofe Prouinces had much relied) than ro en¬ 
treat him eameflly toaduertife him of the truth ofthe bufineffc j the which if he found confor¬ 
mable to the Petitioners cotnplaims,he could not but hold his own honor ingaged to take care 
for a timely remedy, and withall imploy his credit and power with his Impcriall Maicfty for 
the ftaying of all future proceedings. Some think, thefe alterations In Bohemia ftaied the Duke 
of tew/s iourney to the Diet at Regembourg ; whoj continuing his difeontents, gaue the Em¬ 
peror to vnderfland by his Letters, that he was much gricued for the (hutting vp of the 2 prote- 
ftant Churches at Prague, the which did not belong to the Bohemians, but to.the Eleflors and 
Pr inces of Germany, profefliug the gofpell j who had built and maintained them at their owne 
charges, and procured rbem greatpriuilcdgesand immunities: wherefore his Maicfty had not 
to do with the Proteftants or Bohemia , but with theEle&ors and Princes of the Empire, which 
(hould not fufter them of their owne religion (contrary to his Imperial! promife and the priui- 
ledges ofthe Empire) to be perfecuted and opprefTed. This may breed fome new combufti- 
on and trouble, vnlcffe it (hall pleafe the Emperour to reftore thole Churches to their former 
eftate and condition. , 

, iiiiThc fiege of Glatzi continued ftill: which being refolutcly attempted by the Impet ialifts, it 
was feobttinately difcndcd by the befieged. The young Earle of Thurne, making many falies 
vpoatbeEncmlej cloyed fome of their Cannons and returned with good fpoilcs and much ho*

Imptxialifis. Thus at kftthcEmperorhathreduced all Bohemia with the incorporated Pro¬ 
vinces to his obediencejand his brother, the Archduke Chaus Bi/Iiop of Ct\(uis or fc , 

hking welltfie ay re oftiic Countrey and the ftrength ofthe place, hath gotten the goueinment 
of the countrey of Glatz,, from the Emperor. 

Heidelberg being loft, Generali Till* marched prefently with his Army to Manbeim 3 

\d»hmbe. where General) Verb attended him, it being the place of moft importance and beft fortified 
^ * in all the Palatinate, (landing ncer the point of a land where the Nectar which pafTeth by HetdiU 

bergfalkt h into the Rhyne , fo as it commands both the Riuers,and receiues the Toll ofall boats 
which pa(Te. The Enemy being fetdowne on the one fide of the Towne* Generali Vb re, 
confideringthatthe guard thereof and of the out-workes was very great, and that he was not 
fufficicntlyprouided with men, hauingbutfeuen companicsof Englifh, and nine of Dutch 
(all which were very weake iri numbers, and many fick) he fent to Frauckeada(e 3 to haue Captain 
Byrkow sto (end himihrce companies more of Englifli andas many Dutch: which heper- 
formed accordingly. 

The Enemy, as foonc as the oporf unity ofthe fvvelling Riuers would giuc him leaue,intren¬ 
ched his Camp, andplanted feuerali batteries. During his approaches, Generali Verb made 
diners braue Sallies, efpccially one which was gencrall ; in all which he flue many of the E- 
nemy with little lofle of his own: yet contidcringthatin continuance he fiiould watte his men, 
he hauing not in all full two thoufand ofall Nations ,fickand whole, which would hardly be a- 
ble to man his out-works, which were very great - 3 and that after the Ioffe ot Mmbe'm , Franken* 
dakcould not fubfiftHefenca Commiffaryagaineto Captains Bvrrovvhi, wifliing him 
to abandon the Towneand repaire vnto him with all his Troups: which the inhabitants vndcr» 
(landing, began tomutine,feIlto Arms, and flue to the Ports *,giuing the Gouernourto vnder- 
ftandjthat as he had defended them valiantly the lad yeere,fo they would now liueand die with 
him,and not leaue him vnlefle he would pafle by force ouer their bellies ,defiring rather to be 
flaine by him then by the Enemy : Whet upon the Goucmouraducrtifed the Generali in what 
date he flood ; who returned him an anfwcre prefcnrly, that hefliould doe as he thought good, 
referring it to his diferetion; whereupon he Hayed in Frankcndalc* 

Generali Verb, hauing no hope of any more fupplies of men, was forced to abandon Ids 
out-workes,differing the Enemy to approach ncere to the Walles.After fome dayes, the Town 
being not dcfcntible, hefet it on tire , and retired with thofe fewe troupes he had into the Ca- 
ftle, from whence he fo annoyed the Enemy,as he could hardly lodge within the Town. T IL- 
1 y often fummoned him to yield vpon honourable conditions; but he found an Enemy who 
preferred his honour before his life, and would giue care to no parley, as long as he had any 

meanestokeepeit : Wherefore Tilly being loth to afTault a Port defended by fuch refo- 
lutcmcn, refolued to get ir by Mine or Sappc. His Pioners being come to the very brimme of 
the Moatc, hauing with oth er Trenches drained away the Water, which at firfl was fome hin¬ 
drance vnto them ; nc then refolued to giuc an affault • for the which he had prepared great 
(lore ofbauins to fill vp the Dike : yet confidcring that to force this Caftlc would coft him 
much blood, and although they could not keepe the place long, yet he fhould hardly get it 
without great lofle .* He held it the lafeft cour/e to fummon them againc , and to get it by 
compofition. 

Generali V ■ .it a, on theotherfide, finding that he had neither men diffident to man ic 
long, and that he had not powder for three daies fcruice- confidcring withall, that although 
they fhould lofe themftlucs they could not keepe the Fort long, and knowing withall that dead 
mZTiVy! men could doe their Prince and Countrey no feruice • he refolued to make a venue of necc!Ti- 
ty, and not to lofe fo many braue men with obftinacy, whom he might bring off with honour; 
Whereupon, after fummons made by the Enemies Drumme, Generali Verb accepted of a 
parley \ in which, after much debating,there were fix Articles concluded betwixt Mounfieur 
Tilly, Generali for the Emperour and the Duke ofRauaria on theone fide i and Sir H o ra- 
r 1 o V« k e, Generali of his Maiefties forces of great Briranne in the Palatinate, on the 0- 

then 
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ther: The Articles were, that nhc Gouerner, Captaines, Officers and Souldiers, (hould haue ?. 
leaue to depart freely with bag and baggage, drums beating, colours fleeing, matches light,and 
bullets in their mouth es: fecondly,that they might take with them two falconets or final! field- 
pieces, with munition and inftruments belonging to the fame; to the which, Monfieur T i l- 
l y (after fome conteftation) yeelded, to do honour to Si r H o r a t i o V e r e, becauie be 
was a General! ♦ thirdly, that they might carry away with them thirty pipes of wine, with two 
hundred facksol meal, and prouant for three daicsoncly. the which was to go with them by 
land, and rbereft robetranlporred by water • Fourthly, that they fhould haue a conuoy of one 
thoufand horfe to Frankfort^ and there to flay fouretecndaics till the Engliffi Ambafladour or 
his Commiflar ic might come to conueigh them down wards t fiftly, that all goods and mouc- 
ablts, which had been brought into the Caftle for fafety, (hould be free, and the owners haue 
liberty to tranfport themfelues and their goods whither they pleafed: fixtly, all Miniftcrs and 
Church men fiiould haue free liberty either to flay in arid exercifc their function, or 

depart fafely whither they pleafed. 

Vpon thetfe honourable conditions the Caftle of Manbetm wasdeliucred vp to the enemy on 
thefiueandtwentithofO<ftober,/?i& , T/*f*rt. And fo Generali V i r * retired out of Manbeim 
with ten companies ol Engli(h,and twilue of Etyjtch vnder the command of Colonel W a ld- 
m a n h v s a. Hemarched to Frankfort with agood conuoy of one thoufand horfe * The Ge¬ 
nerali with his Captains was lodged in the City * and his TroopsJn the villages thereabouts* 

After their departure fro mFranfirt, the Durch left them,, and would go no further,notwith* 

(landing they had promifed to march with them into the Lowe-counti ies: and after fome flay, 
the Generali with the Englifli, being fiue or fix hundred men,were conduced by a Commifla- 
ry ofthe enemies,through the Lantzgrauc of tieffe his Country 5 where they part down a riiicr 
to Breme 3 there to be embarked for England. 

After the furrendring ofUttanbeim^ Generali Till y marched with his Army to Franken- 
dak (it being the onely place now remaining in the Palatinate for the Elc&ot) with an intently 
the taking of this place, to make himfclFabfolute Mafter of the whole Palarinatc: but he found 
the fame Gouerner Captain Bvrrovvbj, who hadio valiantly defended it the yeef before 
againft Don Gonzalbs deC*rdeu*\ and the fame rcfblution, hauing vowed to lofe his life 
rarherthan any iot of thathonour which hehadgorten at the former fiegc: neither was heidfq 
during the fiege of Heidelbergand Manbiiw 3 but furnifhed and fortified it by all the meaneshec 
tould, hauing drowned the land about it on the weaker part of the Towne j fo as the encmie 
could neither make trenches on that fide to lodge his men in, nor approach his cannon to plant 
bis batteries: yetit feemd dill he was refolued to force it, drawing fouldiers from all places thi-» 
tb^r with the hopeof (poil, hauing promifed them the fack of that Town: but lie was dpceiued 
ofhis prcfent expe(flation 5 becaufe the approaches were fo difficult by reafon of the drowned 
land, and the wayes fo (lippery and deep with the continuall rain, that he foi bare to attempt a» 
ny thing l>y force, and imploied his beft eloquence to pei fvvade the Inhabirantstoyeeld. Hefi 
^fliircd them, that they (hould not be molcftcd in their religion, noroppreffed with arty great 
garrifon ; that the Commerce fhould bcopen and free,and that r he Emperor would keep no 
rifonsinthe Palatinate, but in (omc important places. Tothefegood words Generali Ti£« 
t y added (bme threats,that ifthey continuedobft.inate,they muflexpeefl nothing but the ri* 
g or of wane, and the ruines which are incident to Towns befieged 5 whereas by their volunta-; 
tv yeelding they (hould purchafe the Emperors fauour, preferue themfelues, their wiueS and 
c’lii/dren,andhaue fair Quarter kept with them,and be profe<M by his Imperial! Mjriefty with 
the reft ofthe Palatinate. All this could not mope the refolute Inhabitants; who had vowed to 
take the fortune of the warre, and 10 defend the T own with' the Gouerner and fouldiers: and 
therefore they gaue no anfwer to his propofitionsV , 

The Generali,after all his pradiiccs to drawtbenri to a compofition,finding little meancs tc* 
aduanceanythjngby force in regard ofthe vnfea fdnablcn es of the weather, and the continuall 
rain which made the wdies exceeding deep,he refolued to retire his camp fora time,triarching : 
towards fitehnm and the Lantzgraueof tieffe his Country, with an intent to winter his Troops 
th ereabouts, leauing iome companies of horfe about BtanhnAafi, to keep them from exCurfions 
and from all relief. Thus this poor Town, theojnely remainder ofall the Palatinate, bath fom 
time of reft and breathing, till that the fealbn of the peer wilfgiue the enemy leaue to return % 
who is well affured, that they haue no meansto be felieued, being enuironed by theif enemies 
garri/bns which ly in the Towns round about them -and tfciltimg will wafle their protiifion* 
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and nccefliiy force the ftowteft courages toyccld. Tilly retiring his Army, the gouernor 
\6n oftheTowne ialied forth, andflew diuerfe ofthe enemies Rereward, and brought ingood 
/poile. After which,he madeincurftons with two companies of h orfe, as farre as Wemes 8e Spire „ 
bringing-in what the poore wafted Countrey could afford. But, all this will not ftruc to main¬ 
tain the Towne, for any long time. 

The Prince of Orrengt, with the vnited States had (asyouhaue heard) intheyeerei^ao 
built a fore in the riucroflttow betwixt Cuton and which was agrcatcyribrcvnto them, 

and did keepe the paflige ofthe riuer,and the neighbour Prouinces in awe : whereupon this 
Summer, the Duke of Newburg one of the pretendents to the inheritance of the Duchies of 
cieut, tutors and firrtf,/ent fbtnc forces vnder a commander of his to beiiege it,being affifted by 
the Auhduchcfle lujtmu, who fent the Prince of cheme with men,cannonandmumtion.Thcfe 
forces built fortes vpon either fide of the riuerand planted their batteries, hauing receiued 
Come cannon from JuUersox Galich : they alio maintained two ihips of war in the here¬ 

by all boates which came vp or downc with any merchandifc wete forced to difeharge and 
carrie it ouer land by carr, left the befieged Should recciucany. reliefe. They haue fpent a long 
time at this fiege without any great militarie exploits: onely they haue not (pared their powder 
and (hot, but yet made no great breach which might encourage them to offer an alfaultjforthc 
which they haue madegrear preparation oFAW*eboares,Punts, and fuch like,as if they inten¬ 
ded to force itjbut thegarifoniceracd refolutc: Yet finer, in the end of December,the garrifon 
being grownc very wcakc, they haue beenc forced to yeeid. 

Mmd - Count Mahdspild, after his retreitout ot the Palatinate, entred into the States 
pay for three moneths : thofe being ended, and the fie^e of Berube* raifed, hemarched vp with 
rmni*. hjs and the Duke of Brtmfwicks forces towards IVcttphalia, and the Archbiihop of Cutout coun- 

*™‘* ,h * trie, which is within the limi:softheEmpire $ and there took fomc Townes and Cattles, fpoi- 
lingand ranfoming the Countrry to reuengethe wrong which the Archbiihop of Callen had 
done vnto the Elc<ftor Palatine in fending the Baron of ^yinhtlt his Generali with forces thi¬ 
ther : from thence he went into Eift BrtttUni and the County of Emdtn, the Earle whereof 
had maintained a R egiment offoore with theSpaniard againft the vnited Stares. Being in thofe 
parts he blocked vp Lingen a fan e off (which Towne had bccne taken by Sfimola before 
the truce,and did belong by inheritance to the Prince of Qrrenge) and he fore ed the faid Earle 
to abandon his Countrcy and to lcaue his poore fubie&s to the furieofinfolentfouldiers; io as 
the Biihoprick of Manlier and the Territorie of Emdtn were in a manner ruined and left wafte. 
Smnola fent Count HehkyVandbnbbbg, the Baron of l Anh*lt y with fomeothcr 
commanders, with forces to follow him into thofe parts: but M ah j r 1 1 d, hauing fci2cd 
vpon Neppel^RceHen, and Come other Townes about Lingen, kept all vi<ftuall from them, whereby 
the fouldieis are in fomediftrefle: He fortifies himfeUe daily with new troupes which ate leui- 
cd in thofe Countries for the Duke of Irunfmk, and builds feonfes vpon the paflages bythc 
Which the enemy might come vnto him jfo as there is no apparawce of any great exploits to 
be done by thoic Armies, this wintcr(thc way in thofe pans being fo deepe as an Army can 
hardly make any faire march)but that they wil paffe this winter & feede their troupes vpon the 
poore mans puifevntill the Spring drawe them againe into a&ion. 

The Emperour had long fince appointed a Diet at for the fettling ofa ffrme 

peace in the Empire, to reforme abufes, and to redrelfc all grceuances whereof there had been 
many complaints vnto his Maicfty, and they ftill referred for t theiranfwere,to the Diet; the 
which had b eene often adiourned and put off vpon fame important considerations: but now it 
was fully refolued, the Emperour hauing fummonedaU the Electors,Princes, and States ofthe 
Empire,toappcarethereinNouember,andto that end both his Maiefty and all the Prince* 
fent their officers thither to prouide their lodgings. But before the Emperors parting from 
rttfidm rfeu* towards Rcgemtorg, there arriued two Ambafladours, one from the King of Pcrjta-, the 
mthe p trfc ether from the Ottoman Emperour. The Perfian defired confirmation of the League which 
& tht THrk. J, j s father had formerly had with the Emperor,and to intreatc him to employ his forces againft 
the Turk, who Seemed to threaten his countrcy this yccrc with a powerfull inuafion, The Turk 
fent a Bafiia with aftately Embaflic and great Prefents (anvnufuall thing in them who are 
aeCuftomed to reeejue from all Princes which fend vnto them, and nottogiuetoany) but it 
fi cmcd this new State was not Co well /ceded as hcc would rruft the Chriftians, during 
his expedition againft P<r/f(t. entreating the Emperour to continue the truce, or to confirmc 
peace,fearing leaf! lomething might beattempted againft him vpon the frontiers of Hungary

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duiing hisabfcncc: towhomtheEmpcrorgaucnoprermtanfwcr.buttoUft/mt/iache mieht

In the beginningofNoucmber,the Emperor and ttieEmprelfc parted from Vimn, towards 
RcgmUrg^vh a great turn of Ladies and Noble-men. Hoe made his entry onthefiueand 
rwentith ot Notiember in great fete ; the particularities whereof I omit. There was yet a final 
appearance ofPi races I for, there were onely comn three ecclefiafticall Ele&ors, with the Bi- 
ihopsofstilzJjiurgmdyirtzhurg. ThcDukes ofBwjmund Newbtmrg were exposed daylyt 
but the Protcfent Princes made iome flay, and it was doubtful! of their coming : namely; the

Had notmeant to write of the civiill broils in the vdtolin and the Grifons Coun¬ 
try • houlding it impertinent to this Hiftory which treats onely of the Emperors 
liues 3 ahdofthofe things which hauc p aft in then 4 dominions: but, finding that 
the houfc of Aujlrti doth make a chalenge to fome of'thofe Communalties, and 
haueby their Arms brought the Grifons Country in a manner into fubie&ion& 
feruitude,and pofTdfed themfelues ofthc pafl-ige of the faltaltn j I haue thought 
it fit for the Readers better fatisfaCtion to make a fummary relation of thefe combuftions, and 
to/heivthemotiuesand theeuents : for the true vmiei Handing whereof, I mbft rip it vp from 
the fir/t beginning, which was in theyeer 1603. 

: Th evMin is a Valley which depends vpon the Cantons of the Grifons \ the which extends 
it fell ih length fome thirty French leagues from the Lake ofCmam Italy to the County of Ti- 
^/which isin It is watered by the riiierofkj/^.and is /hut vpon either fide byiu- 

acceflible mountains. In the Grifons Countrey their gone 10 mentis Deinocraticall. The Ge¬ 
nerali affembly of the Communaltie hath all foueraign power. Many Boroughs and Villages 
makcaCommunalty-andmany Communalties,a Canton or League : and of three Cantons 
theCommon-wcal ofthe Grifons confifteth. This Affembly hath abfolutc power by plurality 
of voices to makeand abolilhlawcs, to treat of alliances with Princes and forren States, to dif- 
pofo of war and peace, and ofall things belonging to Soueidignty, But,tpconie to thehrft be¬ 
ginning ofthefe fa&iotis,you muft vndcrftand, that in the yeer 1602, H b n r. y the Fourth, 
the French King, had renewed theamient alliance of France with tire Swiffersand Grifons, vp¬ 
on the fame articles and conditions as-had been concluded with other Kings his PredccCfiors 5 
againftthcaduiceoffomc;, who had propounded to* hriake a new league With the Veriecians, 
which might concern tuepaflageof the Alps'; but the Crifons which embraced the alliance of 
Dwfwouldnotyecldtoit. ' 

In the yeer 1 <503 there was a new league concluded at Coin or Chur betwixt the Grifons and 
the Venetians,notwithftanding the oppofition of the French Ambaftadov. Of 2 6 Communal- 
ties of the Grifons, two parts of them are Proteftants Caluenifts, contrary to the Romanics. 
The Proteftants,which fauoured this league, gauethe common people to vnderttand, firft, that 
the moft Chi iflian King was well pleafed with it, being a matter of State, and the onely means 
to fruftrate the Spaniard ofall alliance with the Grifons: ft condly,touching religion,that they 
fhould not doubt but by means of this league which allowed them liberty of conference in Ve¬ 
nice without es;erci{e, the Gofpell would take root in Venice, and from thence difperfe it felfe 

throughout a\\- Italy and, thirdly,theyeerlypenfion and the Arms they fhould receiue from 
theVenecianSjWith the particular penfions for their captains: for a the Grifons donaturally loue

middle antient tnctids to f''<i»«blamed both thefefadions,and the league made with the Ve> 

nectansi as the onely caufe of the confufion which took rootin all the members of their Com¬ 
mon-wealth. Thefe men knew Well, thattlc 3 eounfell the Kinggauethem,Nottocomcto 
At n/s,wasfo!' thegood of their Common-wealth jand that, ifthey oppofed a Fort to that of 
Puentes^ it would prouoke the Spaniard to war. r 

The motions and alterations between the Pope and the Vcnecians (which ended in the 
yeer one thoufand, fix hundred and Ceuen) much augmented the fe diuifions -the Vcnecians 
foelcmg to draw fuccours from the Grifons, and the partifans oZxydw labouring to hinderk* 
^.chtheSpanilhgoldhadbredintheCatholique Comm un dries, was 
ouerfwaied by the Captains, who had receiUcd-twiccas muebmoney from the Venecians to 
make Leuies of fouldiers in the Grifons Counney: and fuch as drew penfions from France, de- 
firmg to fettle an order in rhe Grifons libertyvin rhe Which rhe bafo/f amohgft the multitude 

wouldtakcknOVTledgeoftheState,anddifoou.fethereofintauerncsandftoucs (which is not 

the vtght courle to manage the affairs of a Common-weal, for>that thereSecrets wercasfoon 
Vented as propounded) caufed a fecret Councol to be erected of fifteen Deputies chofon out of 
alltheCommunalties, with a certain limited power -bat this was prefently croft by the two 
other fa<foons, who required to haue this CounccU difiolucdi v ■ 

There was a combuftion at Cwre tliis yecre in May ; whither the Communalties Which 
fumjorted th e Vcnecians came with their En/Igpes difplaied, and required to hauc thit which 
had been promifedby the Vcneciau League, eflfeM- but prefently there comming a greater 
ntimberof other Communalties, by thc^^Spaniards pra(ftice;they demanded the contrary, as 
mayappearby thcfe foUovving Articles, r. That heerafter no Hunger fhould becMrcdto 
paflfe fouldiers through the Alps. 2. That they fhould enquire who was the Author of the nut¬ 
ting a gamfon mto the'and who fooufd pay it. 3. That the Communalties had not 
granted vnto the Vcnecians any pa%e for ft range fouldiers. 4. That the faid Communal 
ties had not made any alliance with the Dolphin of Fr^w^nor promifod to giue pafta^c td the 
French King’s friends, y That the fecret Couhccli new ly crcCted fhould be wholly abrogated. 
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6 That they fliould renew theantient Alliances with Milan. 7 * That the French Captains 
10 2 which were in the rMtn, fliould be discharged. 8. That hereafter no man/hold receiueany 

penfion from aforraine Prince-.and that thofe which were rccciued by priuatc perfons (hold be 
Siftributed amongft the communaltics. p. That Church-men and Minifters fliould not meddle 
with the ciuill oouerrimenc.nor fliould be admitted to theaflemhlies of the communaltics. io. 
That the foldiers leuied by the Venetians might not goe out of the Countrie.n.That the Cri- 
minallchamber fliould proceede againft fuch as fliould be found traitors to their countrie. 12. 
That the Deputies of affemblies fliould hereafter bring the aduicc of the communaltics in wri¬ 
ting and figned by them. Finally* thccombuftionwasfo great, that the Spanifli fa<ftion feifed 

°%hl^b%hy f ff'heSpani(h Agents was well obferued in there Articles- who fecking tode- 
priuethe Ambaflador ofFranctofall liberty togiueh/saccuftomed petitions openly to priuac 
Grifons would thereby diuert them from the amitic of France, whil'ft he praftifed all he could 
bv eift$*to bandie againft them which fupported the Venetians,who had alfo (as was written) 
difperft among their parrifans aboue 8o thoufand crowns, to maintain that they had a free paf- 
fage through the Alpes.In the end of the y eere,the fudges ofthe Criminal chamber (who were 
taxed to be penfloners to the Spaniard) were changed, vpon complaint of rheir great couetouf- 
neffe and iniufticc :but they which fuccecded them in their places exceeded them in arrogan- 
cie, corruption,and cruelty, which they pra<fti(edagainft all thofe which they found partifans 
to^/af^as Traitors to their liberty. 1 . . nfA . ' 

The French Ambaflador, who had difeouered the intention of the Spanilh faction, deman- 
Sm&it ded Audience in a general Aflcmbly of the communalcies 5 where he let them fee by the reading 
Updtut 0 |’ t | ie a H] ance which they had w ith France,\hc Irnpofture of tholfc which had publiflied, That 
the king his Maiefty had no free paffige cither for himfdfe or for his friends through the 
Alpes: and that the Dolphin of France was not comprehendended m the laid Alliance. After 
the reading whereof and an exhortation made to continue conftant in the League, with a pro- 
mifc of bounty,the whole afCcmbly with one voice lifting their hands to hcauen,cried out God 
fiiiethc king, God prelerue France and the Dolphin .Which done, the French Ambaflador de- 
■ ■ '' manded of them a declaration oftheir confirmation ofthe Alliance, defiring to fend it vnto the 

Icine-rhe which they all ioinrly promifed,and afterwards eucry communalty figned. The Ve¬ 
netian Ambaflador, to hauc the like declaration vpon their new treaty of Alliance.made offer 
by his parcifans to giue 3000 crownes to the thrtfe Grifon Cantons : but his proceeding and 
offer was meted ; and the Garrifon of 150 Grifijhs which was in the Valtolin paied by the king, 
hXpLof wasdifeharged:which (bemed to be thefubie#of fome bad intelligence, which hapnedafter- 
wards betwene the Ambaffadovs of France and r<wftf,tcfidenc in thofe parts, the particularities 
whereof I muft for breuitics fake omit. , . . . t 

In the yere x6o8and 1609 , the Grifons State was vnder the power of their Criminall cham¬ 
ber whereas the Bifliop ofCwV was condemned to a pecuniary Fine ; and if he would not figne 
certain Articles which fliould be imparted to him,he fliould be baniflied. Thus the Protcftants 
held the chiefplaces in the gouernment: and the Valtolin Catholiques were much difeonten- 
ted to bee vnder theyoakand gouernment of Podcftate Grifons of a contrary religion ; foas it 
feemed by fome anions,' that the Earl of Puentes would willingly hauegiuen them aid to haue 

^ Inthcyecr 1610, the French King hauingbeen traiteroufly murdered, the Magi (Irate of Car 
repaired to his Ambaflador; where,after many figns of great forrow for fo lamentable a death, 
hee protefted in the name of all the Grifons, to continue conftant in the Alliance which 
they had with the Crown of France .-and the fame ycer. thcEarl of Puentes, Gouerner of Milan, 
died alfo.-About thistime the Venetians purfued a continuation oftheir Alliance for ten yers 
with the Grifonsibut they were let vnderftand,that they hadfufficientiy made trial ofehegood 
&harme which this Alliance had brought themjfo as they defired no more:for there were ma¬ 
ny Articles obferued in that treaty ;which were dirciftly contrary to the Alliace of Prance, the 
Which!omit being very long. , • . _ ,, : ' ... . f 

In the yeere one thoufand and eleuen, Vuasco Conit able of Cajitlc , being newly 
made Gouernourtpf Mian, hec fought ro continue the defines of thcdeceafed Earle of 
Fuent/s, not by Avmcs but by Treatic. Hee promifed at firft to raife the fore of Fnentes: 
But the Ambafladour of France gauc the Magiftrate of Coin to vnderftand,that it was but 
a cunning pra&ce, thinking thereby to reuiue the. Treaty of Mian. Hereupon the Agents 

for 


for Spain*, lay dcafperfions vpon the faid Ambafladour (to make himodious to the Catho- 162a 
liques) in a counterfeit Letter written in the Germane tongue, and dircAed to the Bilhop 
ot C«« 5 by the which they gaue hmi to vndetftand, That the reafo,, why the ProKftanc %SZ 2 f& 
Minifters of the Giifons were fo affe&cd to the French King and his Ambafladour, was fot 
that they had feenein the Regifter oftheir accounts,that he gaue vnto them yeerly many thou*, 
fands of crownes by way of penfion. And on the other fide, the faid Ambafladour ha¬ 
uing laboured by the Kings commandement, that the alliance with the Vehctians fliould 
not bee contynued, their partifans called him Icfuic, and they gaue it out that hee 
had giuen money to P l a n t a and others of rhe Spanilh faction to breake the Alliance 
with Venice. 

In the yeere itfrj, the Grifons hauing againe concluded that the Alliance with Venice 
fliould not bee continued, the next yeere they commaunded their Ambafladour to depart 
the Countrey. After this intheyeere 1616 and i6i 7 the Spanifli faction got themafte- 
rie, and beganne to difpofc abfolutely ofthe gouernment of the State • fo as by their praifti- 
ces, there was a Treaty appointed at Coin, this yeere on the 9 of March to reuiue the 
antient Alliance with Milan, for the King of Spain*. There came Alsonso C a s a t his 
Ambafladour, in the name of Dm P a n r. o de Toled0 Goucrnour of the Duchie of Milan 
where there weie certaine Articles concluded. Firftiy, They promifed that betwixt his 
" Maiefty asDuke of JV// 4 *with thcfubieAs of thclaid Duchie,and rhe three Cantons withtheir ' /,UUhcehe - 
fubictfs of the Countrey of the Valtolin,War method the County ofC byauene fiiall be true, fin- 
cere and perpetuallfrendfliip : fo as they (hall not attempt aughttothe prejudice one of ano- 0rifQtts ' 
ther, lor fuffer any prafticeto be made openly or fecretly in their prouinccs,nor con/ent to any 
paflage,norgiue counfell or ayddircaiy or indircdly, but/hould oppofe themfelues with all 
their force &power.And ifthe one partie fliold know or difeouer any fecrcc pra&iccs.attcmpts 
or counfells to the prciudice of the other.thefaid partie fliold be bound to rcuealeitpiefently, 
and feeke to diuert it with all fidelity. Secondly, And for that his cxcellcncie vndcrftood that 
the three Cantons defired muchthat the fort of Fnentes which had beene built in the yeere 
1603 vpon the frontiers of the Valtolin might be dernoliftied, tothe end they might thereby 
beeaflured to be reflored to his Maiefiics good grace and fauour, his cxcellcncie promifed to 
treat with his Maiefty with allfincereaffctftion in fauourofthefaid three Cantons. andthataf^ 
fertile Articles ofthisprefent capitulation fliall beaccepred, fealcd,and fworne by his Maiefty 
nndrhefaid three Cantons, that with out all delay, the demolition ofthefaid fortsfliaJJ take 
effnft; And that his Maiefty /hall not fuffer them to be built vp againe,fo long as the three Can¬ 
tons fliall for their parts faithfully pbferue the contents ofthefaid Capitulation,and that here¬ 
after no fuch caufe ofiealoufie be giuenvnfo his Maiefty as was in the yeere 1^63. And for a£ 
much as the three Cantons knew wcl that the diftruft which miniftred occafion for the building 
•of the aforefaid forte of Fnentes, did proceede from the Alliance and pjfljgc which they had 
graunted vhto.the SeigniorieofT^: they promifed by this prefenr capitulation for them and J he G r rifm 
their fucccffprs not to renew it hereafter , nor to fuffer the faid Alliance and paflageinany mSwTwp 
forr,fo long as this prefent capitulation (hall be inforce. Thirdly, That both parties fliall haue ^h^emb 
free commerce and trafique From one countrey to another, afwell for themfelues as rheir fub- tbsF<neemh 
icdls, without any cxceptionof perfons; withthis referuation, that touching matters ofreligi- 
on they fliould giue no fcandall, nor carry with them any forbidden bookes. And touching 
the toleofcattell and other commerce which they fliould bring into the Duchie of Milan, or 
tranfpoite from thence, the three Cantons fliould ehioy all the priuiledgcs the which are 
granted vnto the Swiflers,allies vnto hisMaiefty. Fourthly, If it hapned his Maiefty fliold haue 
nc^dc ofony troupes of fouldiers of this nation for the dcfcnccbf the Duchy of Milan, it fliall ^ 
be Iawfull:fol^ him to makea leauie in the Territories of the three Cantops, riot exceeding thd (omJuLdtbi 
number of3000 fouldiers Voluntaries rand the election of the Coloncll and Captaincs fliall s ? 4H ' ,4y *- 

•beTuadcby his Majefties Ambaflador,who flial agree with them for their Armes& pay: And in 
cafe his Maiefty would for the preferuation of his countries &Seigniories caufe fom troupes of 
ftrangefoldiers to pafle through the Grifons countrie into the Duchie of Milan,\i flial be allow- v * 
ed |to his Maiefty Sc his Commanders:fo as euery troupe exceed not the number of2oo perfons 
»nd a daies journey one from Another ifiueiy troupe alfo (halhaue his cap take or conductor to 
keep themin good difcipline,and with them a Commiffarie of the Cantons at the kings charge 
to prciicntafl inconucnicncies: & tothe end alfo that the foldiers may pay for their vi&ualls & 
palfltgcs and carrie themfelues honeftly, they fliall not carrie any other Armcsbut their 
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1622 fwordsand daggers,and the horfemen their Piftols: And in cafe it (hall befufficiently prooued, 
MJeprm'tfed that the fouldiers haue committed any harmpand fpoilcin the Grifons countrcy an d their fab - 
itbt Grijm. Maiefty /hall be bound to make reftitution. y. Xfit /hall happen that the three Cantons 

(hall be hoftilely inuaded by any Prince,Potentate, or free State ; his Maiefty /hall bee bound 
when foeuer they require him, to aflift the Cantons at his owne charge wirbto 00 foore and 
aoo horfe/o long as the warre /hall continue.- and if the three cantons/hall haue neede of grea¬ 
ter afliftance, his Maiefty /hall fend it without delay. But, if the three Cantons /hall think it 
' more commodious to haue money then men ; his Maiefty in that cafe as long as the warre 
/hall continue, /hall c/fetfually pay vntothem 10000 crowncsamonech*and withall/hall lend 
them 6 fceld pccces with their due munition, vpon condition that they /hall be reftored when 
the warre is ended. 6 . His Maiefty as Duke of Milan, out of his royall bounty and in teftimonie 
of his louc and affe&ion vnto the three Cantohs , doth promife to pay to encry Canton y mere¬ 
ly, at the Feaft of Saint Iohn Baptist, the fummeof 3000 florens, euey one being 15 
Batzes of the money of Coin • the firft payment to beginne on the faid fit ft Fealt day ,aftcr the 
accord/hall befwome.Seuenthly, That this prefent capitulation /hall no way preiudice the 
antient League and alliance which the three Cantons haue with the Ciowne of Pronce^ihe 
which /hall remained full force and vigor. And laftly,that this capitulation /hall beperpetuall 
. . and hereditarie. 

mtttdmlm This accord bred a great combuftion among the Grifons (whereof two third parts are Pro* 

thtytm 1618, teftantCalmnifts)and was the cheefc and oncly caufe which made them roproceedecrL 
minally again/! many Catholique perfons and of quality: that is to fay, again/! the Bi/hop of 
earn , the Atch-Pricft of Sfndrta^ R o o v 1 p h , and Pompbivs Planta brethren, 
Iohn Baptista Preuoft, with an infinite number of others. And,for the iuftificatioa 
of their proceedings , they publifhed a Proteftation to the world, giuing all men to vn- 
derftand, that certainepriuate perfons had fought to vfurpethe gouernmenc of their State, 
and to appropriate vnto themfelues ihofe Soueraigntics & powers which did properly belong 
toall the Comrnunalries in generalise which they attempted by their great wealth and pow£ 
cr, by corruption and prefents, and by the alliances of their kindred ; And this was not 
done at one inftant; but, (bmetimes in one Communalty, and fometimes in another, as 
occafion was offered, to reduce themvndcr their particular power. Which fubtill practi¬ 
ces had fucceeded fo well, as not onely the free Allies with their fubie<fts, but al/o if 
Princes and forraine States defired to obtainc any thing from their State, they were 
forced to receiuc it from thefepriuate perfons, whopraaifedallkindesoftreafon,infidelities, 
falfhood, deceits, tyrannies and violences j whei eby they brought their Eftate into great con¬ 
tempt with all Princes and forraigne Potentates $ who, by their Treacherie and ra/hne/re,haue 
beene promiied thofc things which they could not cffedl. Thefc lamentable courfes being ob- 
icrued byfomemen ofiudgement,yeaand byrhecommon people(defiringto preuent thedan- 
gcr by fome lawfull meanes) they complained in the laft Affcmbly held at Dms in thcyecrc 
1617, before the three Cantons, being their fuperiors, of thefc intolerable proceedings; 
and there, after an ample declaration of themifei ies raigning in the State,had fcriovily infilled 
for ancce/Tarie reformation, by the moft conuenient meanes. Which bu/inefs, in regaid of 
the great importance and for other vrgent caufes, was fent by the Magiftrate before the reve¬ 
rend iudges and all the Communalties, being the fupreme power of their eftate: whofe inten¬ 
tion they followed. And whereasafter,in a Synod Ir held in Aprill in theyeere 1618, it had bcenc 
refolued that a writing of the faid tenor fhould be publi/hcd toall Counfellors and Communal- 
ties ofeuerypaiifh, with inftant prayers and exhortations toprouide by all lawfull meanes 
without any commotion, for the reftoring ofthe liberty of their countrcy, freeing themfelues 
from the fraudulent Treaties of fome of their fubie&s with Princes and Forraine eftates, 
to the end they might not bee brought into iuft contempt. but rather to carrie themfelues 
in fuch fort towards them,as their Anceftors had done^and fo,their fidelity and integrity fhould 
beeftcemed: » 

AH which notwithftanding, thofe Authors of/edition had /ought to abufe the com¬ 
mon people, and to maintaine their violent commande by their ordinary practices. Where- 
vpon the reformed Preachers in all the parishes had cavneftly infifted for a neceffarie re¬ 
formation of the whole State • and required, that fomegood men might be chofcn out ofthe 
Commons (which were no way tyed or engaged to any Princes or forraine States) towhofnc 
they might rcuealc ccrtaine treacheries of (bme tyrannous commanders, who were no longer 
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to be fuffered, and whofe reie&ion might be the reftoring of the eftate. But the people being 
out ofhope, that in fo final] a number of Deputies they fhould cucr obtainc any good /ucccflS * 611 

and finding in like manner tha: the/e tyrants could not be vanquifticd but by multitudes: not 
for any /ear of their forces, but oneiy for plurality of voices,and to preuent all kinde of corrup¬ 
tions andIfalfeperfwafionSi Intheendoflunethe yeer 1^18,the fiuc Communaliies of B»- 
gadek and Valtbafm the lower, together with thofe of Muflcrtball , affemblcd thcipfclues, hauing 
Jent Lettersand Embaflicsto theother Communalties of the three Cantons,requiringthem to *”&**{•”*** 
do the like and by vertue of the Vnion to aflift them as being moft oppreft, for that theft power m ° 
and authority was taken frpin them, and vfurped by fome prluace perfons • their lawcs fal/ified, 
their ftatutes chahgedi, and their goods and means wreft.ed from them, vnder. pretext of publike 
authority ;to the end thefenew.lawesmighsbeaboli/hed^ndrhcanticntlibcrty of theiran- 
ceftors reftored, thar alfo rhe rreafures of Princes and forrain States might no more bee walled 
by priuate per/ons without the priuity arid confent of the whole State, and that they might not 
be fo treacheroufty dcceiued by the vain promi/e.spf fuch men. 

! i At their eatneft entreaties, there cAme to thjeir fuccours in the beginning good numblcrsof 
men from fome other Communalties; who willingly agreed for the reftoring of the common 
eftate, and the election of indifferent Iudges to punifh criminal) offenders. RoiJu j hUs 

In the mean time, the chief Author of thefe alterations, and Attempter vpon the loueraigne PLntJ^rr^riv 
authority^called Rqdoiphvs Pjoanta, hauing as ic/eemed a guilty confciencc, re.ti- t ° ye ^‘ he 
red himfelf to his Caftle of fildcnOwg in Zerms • the which he fortified and furnilhed with vi» * MT ' 
dkials and all things neceffary, hauing drawne vnto him fix hundred inen to defend it, and fei- 
fed vpori the paffages, broken the bridges, and committed all a&s ofliolUlhy again/! the neigh¬ 
bours and Allies. ButjfecingthcTroopsoftheCommLinalticsapproach, hee fled into Tirolt 
with fome of his moft confident friends. During thefc proceedings, theotficr Communalt.ies 
ofthe three Cantons fenr an Embaflie to Ungddtn, offering to aflift them to repaire the common 
eftate, to reftore the lawcs, and to fettle iuftice, fo as they would caufe their Troops anclEn- 
iignesro retire; to the end thar^ all violences ceafing, Iufticemighr beadminlftred indifferent- 
ly to all men. But, anfwer being made vnto them, that the power of the /editious delinquents 
and of their adherents was fo great, thaf without the aid and aftlftancc of many men, their en- 
tetprife would be in vaine •, therefore, they preft theother Communalties to affift them with 
filch Troops as they themfelues (hould think good vpon fo iuft a bufineffe ; which thing was 
granted. ...... , 

Vpon this re/blution,cilery Communalty of the whole State affembled, fome with their cn- corf & ?/#>. 
fignes, /bmc without, at Coin, and from thence to Tbufis in the vpper Rbetia 5 where^ with a ge- 
nerall confent, for the reftoring oftheir eftate and policy, they renewed certain antient lawes^ 
and made fome new, touching the late tranfgre/flons: vy hereunto alio their Allies which were irtkla 
ab/cnt,confented, with fome little moderation. The tenor whereof.cpnfifted in thefe Articles; tLdcm ‘jhufr: 
firftjthat the free exercifcof both religions, reformed and Catholick,/hould bee allowed in all 
their lands and iuri/c/i<ftiQns,andcaery .man maintained and defended by the generality in his 
pvbfcffvon • fecondly,that in all their Territories, cuery league, Communalty, iuftice, and par¬ 
ticular perfons,noble or ignoble, fliould be maintained and protc<fted in their priuiledges, cii- 
ftomes, dignities^ goods and antient po/Tcflions j and that in all differences they {Ijoulcf .oee 
boundto fubmitthemfeluestothcdecifionof ancutrall iu.dge.ment : thirdly, that their fub-t 
ieifts fhould be gouerned in equity, and bee no more expo/ed to tyrants, as happely fomc hatf 
been; fourthly, that the treafureofthe common eftate /hould bee better goucrned, and that 
they /hould not fuffer the common reuenues to be any more wafted and confumed by priuate 
perfons; fifrly, tliar no particular man fhould prefume to treat with any Prince and Forrain E- ; 
ftate without expreffccommandement,vpon painofdeath j but,thofe alliances Which /hould 
beorderly made,andby ^common confent.they meant to maintajnc withall loyalty towards 
all eftates their neighbours, /hewing thfcm' faithfull and good neighbourhood, with other icir- 
cumftances,8cc. 

In this Affembly there was appointed a criminal! chamber to proceed againft certain per- EreUmo/jtcru 
fidious perfons; whereof fome were prifoners, and others fled. To the which Court of I.u- tTJLT”*' 
dice eubi y Canton deputed two and twenty Iudges,nineExarniners,two Trea/urers, one />e- * *'. 

cretary, and two Vfliers: and finding, that by the authority ofthe reformed Preachers and Mi- 
nifters, the people had hitherto been maintained in better order, itwas alfo thought gopd,that 
nine of them /hould be admitted in thiibufmeffe, b utnotatdeHnitiue fentences: all thefe were 
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bound to fwearetodifcouer all fuchas had done any thing againft law and equity : That they 
Ihould not refpedt rewards, fricndfhip,hatred, factions or any other thing which might, draw 
them from the rule ofluftice* but rather attend the honor of God, the free and profperous e- 

ftateoftheir countrey, and facredluftice. 

. : Among the prifoners(whofe process they wereto make)thechiefwas IohnBaptist A 

llTTlrt. Preuoft called Z amber., lying at Vtftnn, in the vpper Fregell : who (by the confdfion of ccr- 
oft? ta i n perfons executed fome yeers before, the demolition of witnelfes, and by Letters written 

with His own hand) was conuidled that heaod his conforts hadgiuenaideand counfdl to build 
the fort of Buentes vpon the frontiers of the Grifons countvey : To hauc rcceiucd pvefentsin 
money from MilUn^and to haue been gratified with the free t ran fpo nation of Corn e and Wine, 
paying little for the cuftomcj and to haue taken rewardes to mediate the treaties made in for¬ 
mer time with the State of MiU*; and, on the other fide, to haue receiucd money and a great 
pen/ton from the Amba/Tador of a for nine Prince,to diflwade the Grifon Communalties from 
that alliance: the which being teftified by the witnelfe of men of reputation, in the end he con- 
felted it with allthccircumftanceSi and moreouer fin'd that Rodviphts Planta, with 
fome others which were dead, had refolued the defigne ofthe faid Fort of Buentes at Dams , in 
theyeer 1603, during the Affcmbly of the league there, to the end that they might thereby 
force the people to their dcuotion, and treat c a league with MiUm at their pleafure, the which 
s Plant a had much affc&ed. ForwhichcrimcshewascondemnedUsaTraytoriohiscoun- 
trey to be quartered; his goods to be confiscate to the benefit of the Cantons,yet withoutpre¬ 
judice to his wiues portion and his creditors : His houfe to be rafed, and two pillars fet vp in 
the place for a perpetual! infamy, but at the interccflion of his friends and kinsfolk, he being 74 
veers old, and bauing 0 children, they Ihewed him fome fauor by lofing only his headland the 
demolifhing of his houfe r w«$ referred to the difpofirion of the Cantons. 

NicholasRvsca, Arch-Prceft ofStndirs, being a prifoner , was accufed of the like 
ZrVn t crimes, both by the depofition of witnefles, and the confeihon of fome which had been cxe- 
C M U " cuted, and alio by Letters which were found about him: All which he conftantly denying, or 
Peeking to auoidc by fabric dcuiccs, he was condemned to the rack 3 the which he endured the 
firft day,being without any waight: bur,being tied vnto it again after the fame manner,he grew 
Co wcake as they were forced to vnbind him, fo as he presently after died,not without fufpicion 
t; * near ofpoifon by fome manifeftfignes appearing in his body. They proceeded in like manner, by 
the tiff of 7 way ofconuimacy,againftfuchas had abfentedthcmfclues. Iohn Bifhop of Cwr was accufed 
coin. f or that uyeers before he had bin banifht by the iudgement of certain indifferent Iudges,confi¬ 

ding of both Religions, chofen out ofthe 3 Cantons,for many perfidious aftions, and obftinate 
difobedicnco againft his country 3 That he had taken and giuen money to erode the Svriflers 

their trufty AllieSiThat he had put his Bilhoprick into the protection of their enemies: And,fin¬ 
ding himfclf guilty, he laboured to haue the title of Legat in Germany } That afterwards he had 
fauored their perfidious inhabitants, who had vfurped the Satc-gouernment, and, had returned 
into his Bilhoprick at Cure, whither he was conduced by Rodvlfh Plawta the chief 
Authorofthctrcafon 5 andcontinuinginhiso)dtram t hehadaffil}cdat all confutations which 
had been made againft the liberty of the country. For thefc and diuers other crimes obiedfced a- 
gainft him, and verefied by his own Letters,and the depofition of witnefTes* they confirmed his 
baniflrtnent for euer, and confifcated hisgoods, without preiudice to the Bilhoprick } They de¬ 
graded him of his Epilcopal dignity, commanding the Chapter to choofe another, forbidding 
all men to lodgehim in their Territories j and if he were taken,to be executed by the Sword. 
The proerfc of tMKis criminall Court proceeded in like manner againft diuers others which abfented them- 

Roduiphni ; felucsibut efpecially againft the 2 brethren Rodvlfh&PompbyPlant a, who had bin 
plama,A; con. thfcringdcaucrs ofalithcfe alterations. Ro»yiPH,who had been Captain general!ofallthe 
tmuey ' v&ltoM* Iudge criminall of Zernetz & of the neighbor Comunalties,and Captain of a company 

of Grifons for the French kings Scruice^ was accufed ofmanyhainous crimes,whcron I muftof 
force infift fomwhat the longcr^for that he was the chief a<ftor and procurer ofall thefc cornbu- 
ftions. The Arch duke of Jujlria of inffruck, hath certain rights and priuiledges to be crimi* 
nallludgeinthelowerfiAr^/AonS.GsoR ob s day,with the approbation and confent ofthe 
Commons: fome yeets before,the faid Pt a n t a had bin chofen to that charge for the Arch- 
duke, wherin he had continued & neuer demanded any renuing or confirmation,contrary toal 
cuftom,hauingaudacioufly vfurped this authority's if he had obtained it by purchafc or inhe¬ 
ritance, bringing in criminal fudges at his pleafure to be at his devotion. By which meanes 
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he drew to himfclf the Sonet aignty of all that itA : ffdi<aion,without any oppofition *that he had 
rcinftalled the Bifhop ofecire f who fdr his treafbtt’towards his Country 1 had been banifhed by 
a gcnciall Sentence) into his BifliOjtfiek & Caftlebefore he had obtained pardon j chatby this’ 
means he might haue himat his deudtiori, for that the Bifhop hath power to create certain Ma* 
giftrates, and efpecially tlioffe w hi fame the gduernment'ofrhe reuenues ofthe Church, Ha- 
uing good intelligence with the Ambaftad or $ of JFi*4/w/,not oncly they to whom they gaue pen- 
fions were moft com monly forced to attain to them by the in terceftion of P l a n t a but* allb 
by his practices he hadobtained from the faid Ambafladors great fummes of money, new pen- 
fions and increafe ofthe old for his adherents ; that he vfually entertained /pies in their Court- 
tries and Iurifdi<ftioris, who reuealed to him whatlbeucr was faid or done againft his perfon,pcr- : 
fccutingfueh asany wayoppofed him, Moreoueritoencreafe his authority, hcehad changed 
the ftj»tute$andlawes in his IurifdiAi6i>3.raifed theamercem'ents and fines, and hr 3 f yeers to¬ 
getherbad difpofed of all things at his ovrne pleafure. By thefe andfuch likepraiftices hee had 
grawnc fq pGwerfufithac for many yeers he had thedirciftion ofthe moft important affairs,and 
through great corruptions and prclentshad at his pleafure fwaled their Communalties andfree 
Countries,dilpofed (with his adherents) of many offices,prefumed to make and break leagues, 
and to ftii vp ieditionS'againftgood men.Hisiurifdiiftion wasmiierably tyrannized by him,the . 
pi iuil‘dgesof the Communalties broken • depriuing them of the free election of their Magi- 
ftrares^ndentertaiiiihgrhem with vain hopes, thatfoall'mightcfepend on his fauour. 1 ' » 

When theeftate of die reformed (Clergy oppofed it felf,inthe yeer 1 61 7, againft the dange-' 
reus league pradtiled between the ftate of Mttdn and the three Cantons* murmuring openly a* 
gainft if ^he perfreuted them, and threatned to depriue them of their minifterics, imprisoning 
them, and tovfe them worie. His praAites againft his Country werefuch, that bethought to 
depriu^’chem of their libcccics by fraudulent and preiudiciallarcicles ofconfederacy with the 
duchy of Afi 4 i».vAftdi'hce had obtained and procured by corruption the renun ciatibri ofthe 
league between ^m^dnd the GiilbnSihedeuiledpew Articles: which was called theleague 
of Zutze 3 by which lome Communalties,lying vpon the paftage,bound thcmfclucs not to fuf- 
fer anydneto pafie.through their Ternitories,td hinder all fuccours from the Venecians. But 
when, ini theyeer 1617, the league and paftage wasfolichcd for the Duchy of Mk» t he was one 
of1the fir ft ro yecld to a perpetuall paftagqior the Spaniard againft the former accord 3 that hee 
had forced the Venetian Ambafladorto depart their Countries, had leuied Troops, and had 
made certain barbarous Articles,the which they-would forcethe Inhabitants to obferuc v rf- 
fpecifllly, that ho Minifter ofthe reformed religion /hourdprefume to reueal his intention to 
the Commons,nor giuc his voice in anymatter cortcerning die Countrey t which was allowed 
to the pooreft man oftheir free ftate*and that thdyhad erciftcd a chamber ofiuftice, whofc 
principal! dirc< 5 fcr had treated with all affairs by the direction of the laid R 0 nv lphPi a n« 
t a and his brother,as had been di/couetcd by the Tudges themfclues 3 that they had bound 
thcmfclucs by a particular oath to the Bifliopofca/r againft the lworn cuftoms of the country; 
tbattbey had tyrannized ouer the Miniflersof thereformed religion, commanding them ftriift- 
ly not to meddle with rheaflfairs of Sftarn^ imprifoning lomCj and threatfiing them with death# 

But in thisyccr■xd’i^ ) when as fome Communalties did rifeto preuent this mifchief,heprc- 
fcntly forced the Magiftrates of his iurifditftion to bindthemfcluesto him by oath, and deman¬ 
ded fiufcours from Others, to the end he might rai/e'a ciuill and inteftine war, and the common 
people kill one another^ whereby he might make himfclf Soucraign ofthe Countrey* When 
he faw his enterprifes were fruftrate,and that he, might be called inqueftionfor his adions, he 
ab/ented himfelf^anddid not appear. Wherefore, feeing htihad drawne ynto him thegreate/l 
treafures ofthe liberty ofthir CoUntrey - that isyTo make 'and! difannull lawes, to treat and 
break leagues, to create and depofc Magnates, to difpofe ofwar re and peace,and in this autho¬ 
rity ro. vJe all kinde ofrrcachrric. Force, tyranny and tfcdfotH he was condemned to perpetuall 
banifhmcnt.: and vvho/oeuer IhoUld bring himaliue,to haubone thou/and crowns 3 and he that 
fiiouldbring his head, fiuc hundred. Being Ukenialiue,i his body was to bee broken vpon the 
\vheck>ahtf.q nattered!?his goodsconfifcatetothe CommUndhics without prejudice to the iuft 
prerehfi'orisofhis wifelaud.crcditorsj his houfe to be rafcd 3 ahcliPillai$ of infamy to be there ere- 
died. Tire Cornmimalty which did relieUe,0tld.dgchim, ftiould pay 1000 crowns fora Fine: 
and ifahy.priuateperfbn did entertflinhim, he/houldlofe his honour, and bee condemned in 

thcJikeFihe-and if hee hadnbtmeanestq Catisfie it, hi s body ftiould Suffer for it. Who/oe- 
uer fhould piefume to treat of his liberty, write Letters,conucrft withhira ,or recciue Letters 
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from him fiiould forfeit body and goods The like fcnccnce was giuen againft his brother.

tfWflT&gw/hould be kept by the confederates; that the Spaniards (hould haue only a defend ue 
paffage through the Grilbns Country, going vnarmed, and . through the paltdw armed - that 
the garifons (hould forbear to meddle wichauy ciuill or criminall a&ions - that Rebels (hould k-i: 

be pardoned for their rebellion j the King of Spain on the other fide lhould pay yeerly vnto the 
Grifons 1500 duckets • thar, defiring to haue any Leuies from the Grifons, they (hould not bee 
bound to lend abouefoure and twenty companies, and not lefle than tweiue ; thac theSpflni- 
ards (hould defend the confederate Grifonsagainft all forrain inuafion; that the reflitutiori of 
the Valtolm should bee made onely to the chief of the Grifons,and to fuch as fliould im brace 
thefe Articles; the reft that (hold not within one month allow of that treaty, norlhauc another, 
fliould be held for open enemies. 

This Treaty did not fatisdc the Grifons: for, they of Engaden, going vp to the white hit with 
fome troops, defired to know ofthc Inhabitants whether they would cake their parts, renounce dStTmbi 
• che Spanifli capitulation,and defend religion, giuing them foure and twenty houres to refolue: vMm. 
whoyeelding to their defires,they prefenrly ioyned their forces together,and charged the Ro¬ 
man confederates at the paffageofa bridge 5 where they flue many, and put the reft to flight: 
who, retiring towards ffantx,, were purfued by the Engadins - but, finding themfelucs too 
weak, they (lue their owne horfes and fled, cloying two peeces ofordinance,leaning their arms 
and all their vi&ualsand baggage behindc them, notwithftanding that 2000 Spanifli foot and 
30 ohorfe came to relieue them -who,feeing the flight of their companions, and being much 
troubled with foowe, returned to Milt*. There were many other military exploits performed 
with good fucceffe by the Grifons j whereof I cannot in fid, led I {hould bcc too tedious, The 

Spaniardshadattcmptedc/«feinvain,beingrepul{edbythevalourofthcBefieged. The Ro- 
manifts craued more aid froih the Gouerner of Milan againft their enemies • who fentthem a 
fupplyofiooo foota»d3oohorfe, with good ftorc of money and warlike preparations, vntill 
they (hold be further aflifted with 6000 Germans&4oooNeapoIicans,with4ooooo crowns 
which was promifed from Spain.

J 
thcr the French King fent his Ambaflador,wno propounded thefe following Articles to the 
Cantons ? firft,th at all Ibuldiers (hould be difmift out of th cValtolm • fccondly, that there fliould 
he pardon for all often fos j thirdly,thcr fliould be freecxcrcifoof religion.in all the Vaholin, and 
the Territories of Cieues and Vsrmis • fourthly,that theleague with the Swiflers and the Lords 
of Saint Gal. (hould be inuiolably obferued; fifrly,that Ambafladors fliould meetatz^rwfor 
EMttce, Spam, and the Duchy of Clews, to confirm this hereditary league vnder their hands and 
foals. Morcouer,thc confederate Cantons were required>that hauing forgotten all which was 
paft, they fliould fuffer thofe which were fled,ro return into their pofieflions: but they, fearing 
fome new treafon, made anfwer, they would take fomc further deliberation j and when they of 
Zurirbwete admonifliedto call backthcir fouldiers,thcy promifed to doit willingly when the 
Arch-duke Ljopold had withdrawn bis forces from the frontiers, and the King of Spate 
reftored the Vahelisf, But all thefe Treaties could not fettle a good peace, the Spaniard and the 
Auftrfan being loth to foauc what they had gotten. They fortified fomc Frontiers, made new . 

Forts,and repaired Sonein and Barmen • foas thereftitution was deferred. Ontheotherfide,the 
Swiflers fortified themfelucs ftrongly againft the attempts & hoftile inuafions of the Spaniardsj ImZ m ^ 
in building new Forts, railing Souldiers, and preparing cannon; and although the Spaniard 

, had 
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i€it ; had attempted to furprife a Fort neervntoC/iw by treachery,yet theSwifiers repulfed them 

This yeer in October, the Gouernour ofbMiilan, Iiauing feized vpon the county of Ckue, he 
left the Earl of Serhellane there for Gouernour, fending his Wallons and Neapolitanes towards 
tikfatunnt j who not only took the place, but feized vpon the whole valley. Soon after the Nco- 
politans patting into the valley of£m^<wr,they flue all they met without mercy: and although 
that'a Captain of the Grifons attended the enemy with fometroups, with an intent to fight- yet 
Fndinghimfelf too weake } heyeelded with all his Souldiers to thevi&or: and for that the wo¬ 
men in the lower Engaden had prepared to defend thcmfclues with ftonc*, fpits, and other like 
womahifli weapons,and had cruelly flaine aboue 80 Jujlrim ; therefore the other Soldiers fell 
vpon them, and put very many of them to the Sword. T o end all thefe miferies, the Grifons 
fent a Committioner to the Gouernor of Milm % to mouc him to a treaty of Peace, and a fufpenfi- 
on.df Armes.

. GarrifbnsinallpartsofthcCountry.Soonaftcrinthebcginningofthe ycer 1622, the Gri(on 
*tthtbtZ%nt State growing defperate,and their countrey inamanner wholly poflefled by the Spaniard and 
the Arch-duke L a 0 p o l d, they weregladtofuefor Peace; the which, after fome difficulty, 
\vas confirmed with thefe Articles: 1. That the Romilh Religion fliould remain firm and im¬ 
mutable. 2. T hat C&w fliould be rcflored,and only the Romifh Religion allowed. ^.Thacthe 
placfcs in Engaden and Pretftgaw, fliould remain to the prouinciall Prince 5 the which heretofore 
did belong to the houic of Attftria, 4-That the king ofSpain and the houfe of Auflm fliould hauc 
a perpetuall paflage. 5. That there fliould be 30000 Florens of yeevly penfion paid vnto the 
Grifons. 6.That itfhouldbelawfullforthc Spaniard to Icauic 3000 Grifonswhcn he plcafed. 
7. That hereafter the yMin fhould bea Common‘Wealc,and thc king of Spain haucthctitle of 
Prote<ftor, allowing no other Religion but the Catholick Roman. 8 . That all Leagues fliould 
bemadevoide. 

Ti* Gripms All thefe treaties gaueno contentment to thepoore Grifons, which grew Icalous of their 

»f< ngtmfi the liberty and Religion: for they were giuen to vndcrftand that the Articles of Milan had made 
TSSSm” 4 lhem ^ e< ^ to thc y° aliC s ?*i **»and diuided them from the other confederats $ that their 

jaunt. Conn trey had loft her liberties, was reduced into feruitude, and fpoiled of her wealth ; and 

which was moft ofall to belamented,they weredepriued of thefoodc o f their foules : where¬ 
upon thc poorc people grew defperate, refolukig rather to die then to fuffer that bondage. 
Wherefore* on the fourteenth day of Aprill they (being formerly difarmed) went into the 
Wood, wider colour of gathering greeneboughey, where they armed thcmfclues with Bars 
and Staucs, and let vpon the Spaniards and the Archduke L b o ru dV Souldiers with 
great furie, nothing regarding their fliottej fo as they flue 500 of them in feuerall places. 
Bald iron had a Garrifon of a hundred in the Towne oLfr/>/>y«w, of which they flue 
fifty with their Clubs; thc reft, flying into a fteeple, were fmothered and burnt ; The reft of 
the Souldiers in many places retired thcmfclues from the fury of thefe Clubs, vnto Cajel, Mp* 
jeh,Ct>ire , and other places. 

They that came to Crf/fc//, being befieged by the Prectigauers, tooke an Oath to goc out of 
tht Prouincc, and ncucr to bearc Armes againft the three Cantons; but,comming to Gtttttn- 
jfni^they forgot their Oath, and were againe entertained by R 1 r n a y b r . After this 
thefe Commons went to uMynfelt, where they fortified themfelues after their tumultuous 
manner. Inthemcanetimc Ambattadourscamc from the Swiffers vnto Rimva, 
entreating him toabftaine from Armes, and giuc eare ro fome honeft composition, wherein 
they Would doe all good offices. But hee, negle&ing their requefts, made hafte to Steiga to 
: fight with the Confederats, letting a village on fire, thinkingthey would tutine to quench it; 
but the Prettigaucrs, regarding not the fire, marched againft R 1 t m a y b r; whofcSoul- 
diers feeing them, cryed out, Come ye Cow-fuckers ffor fo they called them in contempt) 
W ee will this day giuc you a new God : To whom they an/wered, Wee are well p leafed 
with that ondy GOD which created vs, redeemed vs by CHRIST, and hath pre- 

ferued 


ferued vs till this time in the vhity of Faith, by the power ofhishply Spirit. For his glo¬ 
ry wee fight * and then, like madde men, they fet vpon them and flue foure huhdred, for- l6l% 
cing aboue two hundred of them into the Riuer of Rhyne , Runavbr himfelf hardly efca- 
ping. After which,they cut off a Mill neere vnto Mayn/elt , forcing the towne Garrifon to re* 
tire with lofle. , f 

In thc meane time there came about one thoufand Neapolitane Souldiers to coin- who 
making an irruption into the valley of Scbdnflce, carried away their Cattdl, burnt the TownC 
of Malt&dcr ,and raged roioft cruelly ouer thole poore wretches which were vnarmed and vn- 
acquainted with Warre : Which the Confederats hearing , they fortified themfelues at 
Stura, againft the Spaniards - and aboue Seiet about nine hundred Grifons charging them 
they forced them to abandon their Campeand retire to Coire, hauing flay ne many of them and 
taken two peeces of Ordinance with great (lore of Armes and much Cattell : After whichex- M Mhuh 
ploitejthey returned fately vnto their Campe. Soone after they feized vpon diues impor- ly the eo»ft 4 c- 
tantpaflages, andpreft Maynfelt with fuch violence and eagernefre,that the Towne and Ca- rAtsGr ^ HJ ' 
ftle were forced toy ecld, vpon compofition thatthey might depart with their Arms and bag- 
gage,on rhe twenty third of May, 0 

After this they tookea ftrong paflage, which was held by fix hundred Spaniards: the Gar¬ 
rifon whereof was fo terrified with their Clubs, as they compounded to depart with their 
Armes and baggage. Thisdonethey went to where they feized vpona Fore before thc Co * u ^ n b 

Townc, which was very commodious for them 5 from whence they fo annoyed thc TOwnef- tbt Gl ^ M * 
men, tharno body durft walkeintheftreetes, hauing ca fie meaaes Co burne the Towne, for 
that they had cutaway their Conduits: ThcSpanifh Garrifon,being driuen to great Streights 
compounded ro depart on the fixt day of June, vpon thefe conditions-. That they fhould the 
next day goe away with tiheir Enfignes, Armes and baggage; That foure Capraines, whowere 
prifoners with the Collonel R v ynb l, fhould be difmiffed and let goc, putting in caution 
to theBifhoppcand Chapter, that none of the Confederate fhould be wronged intheir going 
away ■ leauing three Captaines for Hoftages. The Confederats,on the other fide,thould de- 
fend rhe liberties ofthe Bifiiopjpe and Chapter, and prote& them from all Iniurie; That the 
Souldiers fhould hauemeateanddrinkefor their money in rheir going away, and releafc two 
Captaines whom they had taken prifoners. Thefe conditions being accepted, Collonel 
Balderon went along with thc Italians towards Cleue, and the Germanes ( which 
Were in number nine hundred and fifty) marched another way, hauing all of them taken 
a folemne Oath, neuer to carry Armes eycher againft thefe Confederates, or againft the Pro- 
teftant Cities. * . 

After this happy fucccfTe, the Confederats, hauing giuen thanks to God, wrote Letters vn- *)*«*!&« 
to all the States, Commoti-weales, and free Cities of Germany, to whom the recouery of Ut,trit0An 
their liberty, and fafecy ofthe Church was pleating. Thctenor of their Letters was this, that &"***"• * 
whereas they been vniuftly opprefled by thc Auftrian and Spanifli fouldiers, conrrary to their 
liberties and priuiledges enioyed for many Ages, loft all their pa/Tages, and with them the 
exercife of religion, and forced with threats to imbrace another • they could do no leife than - 
dcfpairing of all reliefe, fcckc to recouer by the fword their loft liberty both of body and con* 
fcience ; that God had fawoured their endeauours with good fucceife , who no doubt would 
ftill aflift them if they did craue it with humble hearts. And whereas thofe mountains places 
had beene difarmed and depriued of all munition fpr the warre by thofe barbarous fouldiers, 
fo as they were not able of themfelues to bearc the charges of the warre, they Were inforced 
humbly to entreat all Common-wealths and Cities which ioued Irberty| aftd religion, to aflift 
them with fome money in this commendable defigne; hoping, that they would take this their 
petition in good part, and confider carefully how much their preferuation concerned all refor¬ 
med Common-wealths, and to hauc thefe paflages free and without danger . thc which , the 
houfeof Aufim had much affe<ftcd,and now (hating the liberty of Germany) had brought In a 
manner vndcr their power • that with the affiflance of God they had recouered fome of the 
chiefe, and doubted not (iffo they might haue any helpe) to recouer thc reft ; fov the which 
they would be thankfull to their Bencfadors,and pray to God to incrcafethe fpirit of wifdom, 
courage, aud Chriftian charity iii.all Common -Wealths a nd free States, and protefi them From 
all their enemies. 

After thc taking and fortifying of Coirc % the Grifons, reuiuing their former vnion, put fome

Afterwards, giving his daughter Iuliasw manage fo Ponipey, he c 
went into France ; which he jubducd, and oner came the Germains. Hcewent after¬ 
wards dfo into Britannic, and by force fnbdued it to the Roman Empire. 1 ulia af¬ 
terwards dying, and Marcus Crallus being fain by the Parthian/, mortal! difeord 

grew between Cadar and Ponipey i the occapon whereof was, for that the (econd 
fittc yeers of Codaxsgouernmtnt of France beeing expired, it was propounded ly 
/Pompeyes/tftfw;, that afucceffir(hould befenthim : andC/xht defin'd, that his 
command in the French Wars might be prolonged , and that in bis abfcnce he might 
demand tI k Conpdfhip : which bccing denied him, hee made another proposition, that he wouldgiue psser his army in 
France, upon condition that Ponipey fbottld do the like by his in Spain. Which being alfo denied, and being enioymd to 
leattc his army, he pajfed the Ritter Rubicon (limit saffigned him which he nvw not to pajfe) and,takingthe city of Art- 
nii HUM, he wt nt with fuels fury dircElly to Rome, as. Pom pey abandoned Italie 5 and he, following him, in the end otecr- 
threw him vi Pharfalta.

Whereupon they fell to wane, which wasthegreatedand f 

mill war. mo ftg<;ncrall that euer was :for,in it there were engaged the Senate, all the Roman Legions, J 

all their friends and fubjetfs, Kings and Cities, for the one or the other panic. On the one fide i 

were eleuen Legions, on the other eighteen j all Roman and Italian fouldicrs, with all the for¬ 
ces of Rme, befides the aids of their confederates. This war was managed in ltaite. ,Fr ance y Spain , 

- Epirus,Thefalie, Egypt, Ajta and Ajfrick,bythemfc\ucs or their Lieutenants and in the end, after 
fiue yeers, it died in Spain. Some Authors fet down the caufes of this ciuilhvar, although they 
Ciiuftsof vary in lome points : bwt the truth is, the chiefreatons were enity, ambition, and defire of com- 
mtilM. r mand, wherewith they were both infc&ed: and the one jealous of the others greatnes (as if the 
Roman Empire had not been diffident for them two) the one fought to ruinc"thc other. That 
p 0 M p e y had any intentto vfurp the State,and become.-} Tyrant, it dorh notappear: but it 
is apparant, he would not haue C /us a r. attain to that dignity wherein he was. Of C ^sar 
fome write, that being forced throughfear he cameto Amis, left he fliould fee himfelf called in 
< <quc-. 


queftion,and condemned: for, Cato had threatncd to accufc him whenfoeuer hec fliould 
giuc-ouer his Prouince. Others objedt, that he had alvvaies a defire to vfurp the State; and thcr- 
fore, balancing his power with Pomps y s, he thought it behoouefull to entertain friendship 
and contract an alliance with him. Cicero faith, that he had alvvaies in his mouth that yerie 
of-Ev r ip 1 d us, that If it were lawfull to infringe the lawes, it was for a Kingdome ; and that 
C je s a h , being greedy of command, could not endure to be without an Army ; bur, in my o- 
pinion, the rea/bns were fuch as haue been related 5 and thefe,the occafions. 

Thisbcingthelaftofthelecondfiue yeers of Ctesars gouernipcnt in France, Linty- 
lvs and Marcellvs being Confuls, and of Pompsy’s fattion; it was propounded in 
the Senate, to fend a Succeflor to C je s a r, and that hee fhould giuc-ouer his gouernmentand 
the Army - and if he would (ashchad written) demand the Confullhip, hediould com to Rome 
inperfon. C^es ar demanded, that his command in the war might be prolonged, and the go* 

Kernmcnt which he had, and that he might demand the Confulate being abfent^before he gaue- L^afordt, 
oner his Annie* which honorten Tribunes had formerly granted him, with Pompe ys good t^mgthe 
liking. But now Pompey would not yeeld vnto it,as being againft the lawes, which did not cw ^'^ 
allow any man to demand the Confullhip but prefen r 5 forgetting, thatlieltad been made Con- 
fill before he came to lawfull age, and had attained to other dignities, contrary to the ordinai re 
co ur/e of law. But ir is the common condition of men, To blame that .in another which they 
allow in thcmfelncs. 

This being denied to C je s a r, he made another propolition * that hee would leaue his Ar- 
my,aod come to Rome as a priuatc man, fo as P o M p b y would giuc-ouer his which beheld in 
Spain, This was put to the queftion, and did caufe a great diftraflion in the Senate. Cicero Ciccro/‘«Jb« 
intcrpo/cd himfelf, labouring to reconcile them, and to conclude their jars with peace. P o m - ^ & pom*e 
p e y would haue been tractable, had not thofeofhisfadlion, being oftheprime men of Rome, ° mpcy 
Rood proudly vpon teamis •, who(notwithftanding any juft and reafonable conditions propoun¬ 
ded by s ar ) wereinflcxiblc. It was therefore decreed in Senate, that Cje sa h, by 
certain time prefixed, Ihould leaue his Army, and that hee fliould not pafle it oner the riuer 
of Rubicon, which did bound-in lus Prouince • declaring him an enemy to the Roman State if c * iar * 
hedidotherwife. Lvcivs Antonivs and Qv.i ntvs C vr i 0, Tribunes of the peo¬ 
ple, fauouring C je s ar, oppofedrhemfeluesro this decree: but they were difgraced, ill-in- 
treated, and thru/lout of the Senate. Whereupon, they fled out of Rome, and went to C je- 

s ar : the which was a great help to him to win the hearts of his fouldicrs, for that the office of 
the Tribunes was held/acred and inuiolable. 

C^sar hearing how matters had part, feeing himfelf depriued of all future hope of peace,’ 
he marcht Ipecdily from Ranmna ,onely with 5000 foot, and 300 horfe, commanding his Lcgi- 
onsto follow piefently after, and to joyn with him. Comming afterwards to Rubicon (which if 
he fliould pafle, there would be no hope of peace remaining) fome fay that he Raid there a good 
fpacc • confidering with himfelf, of what importance th is pafljige was, and what miferies would 
enfue. Plvtarch writes, that he difeomfed thereof with Asinivs Pollio, and other 
his friends which did accompany him. Appianvs Alexanbunvs reports, that hee v- 
fed thefe words, Doubtiefle, if I forbear to palfc this riuer, it will be the beginning of my mine; c^fars words 
if I pafle ir, the mine will be general!. And Svutonivs writes, th^.c turning towards the ri - rvhtn lie r tri , 
uer, hefaiti, Itisycrin our power to turn back-but, palling the riuer, wee mult make our way 
with our weapons. He writes, moi'eouer, that C a esas. /landing thus doubtfull and irrelb- 
lute,he was animated by the apparition of a man of an extraordinary ftature &fliapeffittingneer 1 

vnto his Army, piping vpon a reed. Befides the (hepheards and hcardlmen, many fouldiers left 
their guards, and went down to hear him, and with them fome Trumpetters ; fo as hee caught: 
houldofoneoftheiriTumpcts, and Ieaptforth totheriuer, beginning with a mighty blafl to 
found the battcll.and fo went on his pafetothebankon the other fide.- Then,with a furious re- 
folution, Cae sar cried out, Lervs go whitherrhegods,andcheinjurious dealingsof our e- 
nemies,docall vs; The dice are call. I haue fet vp my Reft,come what will of it. After which 
words, he fet /purs to his horfe,and pad the riuer,the whole Army following him. In this ma- 
iier he refolucd : which was the beginning of the ciuill wars,and of Rowes feruitude, and the firlh 
flop to a Monarchy and the foueraigne command of one, as I will briefly fet it down. 

Whofo defires to haue a full view of this Hiftory,let him read Appianvs Alexandri- 
nv s,Sv rt0 n 1 vs,P lvt arc h inthcfiuesof C a e s ar,C at o,.andC i c n R o ; Saint 
A v c v s v i n 3 HkjJe cimt.Dei, IvlivsCaesar himfelf in his Commentaries, Lvcivs 
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Fiorvs,^4 Titvs Livi vs his Abbreuiats, Pa vevs Orosivs, Evtropivs, 
hijl. L v c a n, P l i n i e de a ir is illtt(lribws,V alemvs Maximvs, with diucrfe others. 

, Caesar hauing part thel'itier, and drawn his whole Army together, where (as S v e r o- 
n i vs writes) the Tribunes ofthe Commons came vnto him, in bale and difliononrable gar¬ 
ments, with the which they had fkdde F;otu Rome ; there hee made an excellent Ovation to his 
fouldiers • fhedding fonie tears, and tearing his ga rment down the breft, laying before them the 
equity of his cau/e, and crauing their helps and a/fiftance. To whom hauing with a general] ap- 
plau/eand content made anfwer, that they were ready to obey his will, he parted p re lent ly, and 
•mini °f thenext day came to Arimimm, whereon he feized: the like hee did to all the Towns and Cu- 
illmr. fl.j es w hcre he paft. Domitivs, who in a fadlious tumult had been nominated his SuccelTour 


in Gan/,held Corfinium with a garrifon of 30 Cohorts : which being taken,he pardoned the foul- 
diers and inhabitants, and intreated Domitivs kindly, gluing him leaue to depart (who 
wentpre/enrly ro Po m ph y)which was ana# of a Noble and generous minde : the which,' 
Ca esar ob/erued inall his viftories during the ciuill war 5 by which clemency he purchased 
to himfelf as great honour, as by his victories. 

C a e sa r s refolurion being knownent Rome, it troubled P ompb y, amazed thcSenat, and 


terrified the common people* and it would bcetedious to relate what piouiflons they made. 
tfser - Pqmpby W3S much deceiued, for that hee could not bjeleeue tliat Caesar would thruft 
cho/ifm himfelf into fo great a danger, or that hee fhould bee able to 1 aife fufficicnt forces to refill him: 
but the fucce/spi oued orherwife. For,notwithftandingthat he had authority from the Confuls 
andSenatetoJeuiefouldiers,tocallhoinctheJegions,andtofend Captains for the defenfc of 
diuerfe cities of Italie whereas Caesar fhould paffe, yet all this was not fufficicnt to refill 


Caesars fury, and.the power he brought with him. The fame of his coming increafing dai- 
ly. Pomp e y wichthewhoIeSenatabandoned itowe, goin g to C4/>«4, and from thence to Brtm- 
dujium, a fea-town vpon the confines of /M/«,featcd at the mouth ofthe gulf of Venice '.where he 
gaueordcr, the Confuls fhould paffe to Dirrachittm, no tv called Durra&zo, a fca-town of Macedo- 
me (whereofa great part is now called Albania) to voiteall t^eir fqi ces • beeing out of hope to 
be able to refill C a e s a r. in italic, who had already taken Corjinim , as I hauc formerly laid: 
where, hauing drawn Domitivs Cohorts to feme him, bee marcht on ; and, hearing that 
Pompey and the Confuls were together at Brmdnfmm , he went tow aids them with his Legi¬ 
ons with all thefpecd hee could. Bur Pompey had fortified himfelf fufficiently to make de- 
fenfe 5 yet vpon C ah s a r s approach, beginning to inuell the Town, he imbarkr himfelf in the 
night time, and fo paft ouer to Birrachtum, where the Confuls attended him. And thus Ca j- 


s a r remained in italic without refiflanee - being very doubtfull what to refolue 1 for,although 
he would gladly haue followed Po mp e Y,yet hehadnoprouifionof/hips :and,byreafonthat 
it was winter,/hipping could not come fofoon as was requi/ire; and confidcring withall, how 
much it imported, not to leaue any enemy behinde him, which might caufe any alteration in 
France or italic by his abfcnce, he refolued to deferre rhe purfuit of P o m p e y, and to take his 
way towards Spain, which held for Pompey: where he had his bell legions, and two captains, 
Pbtrbivs and Afranivs. Svbtonivs Tran q^v x l l y s faith, that when hee had 
thus refolued, he laid to his friends,Let vs firllgo againft an Army which is without a Captain; 
and afterwards let vs return againftthe Captain that hath neuer an Army: for,the fouldiers that 
Pompey had in Spain were valiant , and had been long trained vp in Arms • but their Com¬ 
manders, P a r r e its and A fran i ys, were not held for politick or expert in the wars. And, 
onthe contrary, P ompey wasmoft wife,anda very valiant Captain : but the fouldiers which 
he had with him were newly leuied, and of fmall experience. 
rtftfd Returning from Brnndufium, in fixty daics, without bloudfhed or battcll, Caesar becam 

eMd Tord ofall Italic ; and corning ro Rome, they were in very great fear, rein cm bring the cruelrics 
committed in the time of Sylla: But Cab? ar, vfinghisaccuftomcd clemency, did hurt 
no man ofany degree, high or Iowe; but called to the Senate thofe Senators which remained, 
and which came with him,comforting cuery one with rnilde and good words, and laying the 
whole fault vpon Pompe y, in accufing him ofall things which had hapned, and of tbisdif- 
cord. He fought by all means to juftifie bis owne caufe,and declared hew much he did then and 
r„/ eucr defired peace,and therewith requeued that Embaffadors might be fent to Pompey 

M H to procure the fame 5 and, caufing himfelf to be prefently chofen ConfuI,hc opened the Roman 
Treafury, notwithftanding that Mete levs, one of the Tribunes ofthe people,was defirous 

and went about to hinder the fame. The treafure which he took from thence he diuided among 
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his fouldiers: which, as P l 1 n i e in his three and thircith Book reports, was very great; the 
which Lvcan alfoaffirmetb. Thefe things being ended, and Caesar defirous to go from 
Rome into ^»(likcawiieanddifcreetCaptain)fi ft took order afwell for the ciuill gouern- 
menr, as for the wars; and, making choice ofthe legions which weretogo with him, hee left: 
parr of his troops in Brundujiumaud Otranto, and in othei ftrong places vpon the Sea fide,to keep 
Pompey from landing if he fought to return into Italiei He alto nominated Hortensiys 
and Dolabeila for his Captains, to make prouifion of/hipping to be brought to the port 
of Brmdufim,there to bcc in a readinefie againft: his return from his journeyQ vinttvs 
Valeriys hee font with a legion to Sardinia againfh M arc vs Cotta, which held the 
fame for P o 14 p b y. 'fo Sicilia he fent Cyrivs againft Marcvs Cato, with direction, 
that hailing taken the lame, hcefliouldpaftcouerinto^/w*. Lepidvs lice left in Rome as 
Prefed thereof* and Marcvs A nt o n 1 v s, for Gouernor of all Italic: and, determining to 
leaue Licinivs Crass vs in France , with his accuftomed celerity he went on his journy, 
and found no refinance, neither in Italic, nor in France, but onely at Marfeiles, which held for 
Pompey: who (in my opinion) more likebould and aduenturous friends, than wife men, 
would nor veceiue nor lodge him in their city, but put themftlucs in Arms againft him for their 
defenfe. Caesar coming thither befieged the City j and, to auoid Ioffe of time, left Dec i- 
vs Brvtvs and Caivs Trbbonivs with fufficicnt forces, who continued the fiege, 
and endured much : he himfelf followed his way into Spain , where his comming was ah eadic C^far siting 
kuowne ; and Afranivs and Pbtrbivs attended him,with the aid of their friends,and ZVfvtttm, 
foure Roman legions; between which and Caesar the warres continued many daies, and ^Airamu*. 
chiefly neer the city of Lerida. In the beginning, C a e s a r was in great danger and much di- 
ftrelfed, afwell tlirough want of victuals, as by reafon ofthe winter being com, which annoyed 
him with the fwelling ofriuers : before and after which,there pafled' many great skirmilhes and 
conflicts between the two Annies, and other accidenrsandaducnturCs too long to bee recoun¬ 
ted. Finally, C a esar knew howto make war in fuch fort, as, witholft giiu'ngthem opommi- 

ty to come to a battcll, he brought hisaduerfaries to fuch extremity and diftreffe, as perifhing 
with hunger t hey came to a compofition; which was, that to the legions (who now were able 
neither to offend nor defend) fhould be grant ed liberty to depart & 10 gb whither they would: 
which was performed accordingly ; and Petreivs and Apranhs went to Pompey: 
and part of the legions, which would not abide with Ca £SAR,h.idleauetodoas they lifted;

1 his war being ended, and the fpring come (not to leaue any thing in Spain to be fubdued) he 
palfcd foi wards, and came into theprouince of B^,now called (_Jndal»&ia, with part of his 
forces, leaning commandement with rhe Armie to march whirherhceh'ad appointed,andchere 
to flay for him, be caufe that Marcvs Varro, being Pompey’s Lieutenant in that pro- 
uincc,heldit for him, with one legion of good fouldicis: but not daring to oppofe himfelf a- 
gainft Caesar, he peaceably yeelded vp vnto him both the countrey and the legion. and fo Cxfafulducd 
all was pacified, and at his command. Thence hee went to Cordotta , where hee called a parlia- 
ment, and anaflfcmbly of all the eftates of that prouince: wherein, among other things which 
there were treated of, he highly commending the Cordouefes and Seuillians which had taken 
his part (as himfelf writeth) marched forwai’ds, and vifiting the prouince he came to the life and 
city of Calcs ■, and, prouiding there certain neceflarics, hee took the fhippes and gallics which 
Marcvs V a r r o had thereina readmelfe,and fuch other as hec could get, and embarked 
himfelf. And, leauing Qvintvs Cassivs with foure legions in that prouince, he took his 
paftageby fca ro Taragona, fending commandement by land to his legions to march thither: 
where hauing in few daies taken order for that prouince, hee departed with his Army towards 
Nar bom,and from thence to Marfelles .-which yeelded vnto him, hauing in the fiege and aftaults rht of 
endured many calamities, Caesar, nothing refpe&ing the fmall regard and ingratitude 0 f hUf I dur > aml 
that city, but the antiquity and fametherof,would not permit any violence tobeoffred to the m “ m 
citizens & inhabitants; bur,leauing a fufficientgan jfon to guard the fame,he commanded his le¬ 
gions by appointed journies to march towards Italic ; himfelf, with a neceflary guard for his 
per/on, and others in hfscompany,tookpaflagefor Rome ; all things fu'ccccding profpcroully 
with him, although that fome of his Captains had ill fucce/Te. Por. Caivs Antoni vs, 
whom (we/aid) he left with Dolabella for Captain of his Nauic, Was ouerthrowne and 
taken prifoncr in the gulf of Venice by Octavivs, Pompe y’s Lieutenant. At this ouer- 
throwc there was an hCt don worthy to be recommended with honour to pofterity. Antho. 
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n i e wasconftrainedtofiiiphisfouldiersin long boats for want offeruicenblcfiiips; the which 
were taken by a ftratagem as in a toil, by the Pompeians, who tied ropes vndcr the water. One 
of them, which carried almoft a thoufand Opicergins, young men and valiant, was intangled in I 
this fnare, and was affaulted by the power of the whole Annie, they making refinance from I 
morning vntill night: but, in the end being oppreft by the multitudes of their enemies, and fee- 
ingno means to e/cape by their valour, by the incouragcmcnt of V v l t i> i v s their Colonel j..

thenumber of his fouldicrs and of C a b s a a s .• for certain,they were very mighty Armiesfouc | 

thegreateft number were of Pompi y’s fide. Who imagining (bccaulethatit was in the hart | 

of winter) that Caesar fiiould not be able, nor haue time, commodioufiy to pafle the leas • / 

and hauing (as indeed he had) aduertifement that C a e s ar was in Rome, he diuided and lod- ‘i 
ged his people \\\Mocedonux and Theffalia, retiring himfclf from the lea, commanding and char- 1 
ging his Captains by lea (of which, Marcvs Bibv tvs was cliicfe) that they (hould guard )i 
and defend thecoaft. But Caesar knowing, that in the fpcedy execution confided the prin- \ 
muHity loft cipall point of his virtory, and that occafion once Jet Hip is fcldomc rccouercd ; being departed % 

ftldm mo - f rom Rome^and arriued at Brundujitm (as we haue before faid) notwithftanding that all his legi¬ 
ons were not yet come,yet heembaikcd aboord thole fliips which hec had there in veadinefie, 
fo many as they could contain,which were feuen legions of his choife men (as lie himfclf recor- 
deth) and fent commandement to thofe which were conmiing, to make hafte, to the end they 
Ihould join with the reft which there remained, whom he would fpeedily fend for. And fo hce 
efus ipdfae departed from Brundujium, now called Brindezfn the beginning of Ianuavie : and, eroding the 
3v f c f lA ' feas with prolperous weathcr,thc third day after,he arriued vpon the coaft of cMaccdcniaJoclom 
nj ompey t j iat p 0 M p E y had a n y intelligence of his embarking $ and, letting his people on Chore in the 
delpite of P o m p b y’s Captains, hee commanded the fliips and gallies prcfently to returne to 
Brundufiumto fetch the red of his Annie which hee had there left and commanded to come. 

And the wars beginning, hec prefently leized vpon the cities of Apolloma , which is now called 
J 3 ff!if«M,and Erico • drilling from thence Lvcivs Torqjtatvs and Lvcivs Syr abf.~ 
r i v s, which held the fame for Pompey: who as foon as lie was aduertifed of C a ns a its 
landing, with the grearefi: fpeed polfible fending for his troops (fuch as were necreft hand) hee 
marched towards Dirrachmm , where lay all his virtual/, munition, and prouifion for the wanes; 
doubting that Caesar would come to furprife the fame, as in truth he did • but in vain: for, 
the fituation thereof made it inexpugnable. 

4n j Pomp e y being conic, their Camps were lodged within few forlongs one ofthe other, a ri- 
n i ,c r 9 & net running between them: there palled many aduenturcs, skirmilhes, and alfo fome treaties of 

peace. 
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peacewhich C a b SS r officd.the wl]ich vverenot accepted by P om P B v,fomuchhe 
red himlclr or his powci i and Cae sar daily exporting the coming ot his other legions, who rxc ^ mm - 
fiaied longer than he thought they ought to haue done,without the which he thought it no wif- 
domero come to a barrel 1 j beeing much grieued, and very carcfuil for the fame, hecrefolued 
in perfon, with three confident feruants oncly, fccrcdy to embark himfelf in a Brisandinc and 
to pafle that freight of the lea to fetch them, chinking to bee able to perform the fame without 
the knowledge ot any. And,putting it in execution accordingly,hcpafied down theviuev to the 
fea, which he found fo troubled and tempeftuous, as the Matter of thcBrigandine (not knowing 

whom he carried) nor daring to pa/fe any further, would haue returned. Then Ca e s ar dif 
coueiing his face, as it is reported, faid. Be not afraid. Friend: for, thou carried with thee c *- 
s a r and all his fortune. The Mailer, heerwith encouraged, firiued to hould-on his voyage • 
but, at iength, the force ofthe tempeft was lb great, and the winde lo contrary, that (notwithlfwc^' 
Handing s ar s courageous words) they were conftrained to return, vnable to pafle anie 
further forwards. Which being vndcrftood in his Armie, they much wondred grieued and 
murmured thereat * praifing him more fora valiant Knight, than a wife Captain’: and foY a- 
iBRivs Max i mvs recounts it for a ra/h aduentute;which,inmy opinion, was the occafi¬ 
on why r v 1.1 v s C tE sar records it not in his Commentaries. 

This being pall, within fewe daies after, Antoni vs arriued with foure ofthofe legions 
which were left behm dein Italic, prefently returning the /hips back again for the reft: and (after 
fome aduenturcs which hapned) joyning with Caesars Armie, and all things fet in good 
order (andchelike being doneon Pomp b ys fide) there paffed fome things between them 
which for breuity I omit, vntill that neer to the city of Dyrrachium (whither C a b s a r went" 
witha determination to haue furprifed thefame ,and Pompby to relieue it) the two Armies 
lodged thcmfelues the one fo neer the other, as there were daily skirniillies and daughters of 
men of either paitie • and that one day the skirmifli waxing hor,and refeues coming from either 
Armie 3 it came to abattcll: wherein the fuccefte was fuch, that Caesars troops began toAW/J,. 
flee, and could not bee made tojland by any intreaties or threats, till they came to their cam 
which they had fortified i and yet fomc abandoned the fame,and durft notdefend it.But P 6 I- And 
p a y, either for that (as fome think) hee imagined their flight to bee fained, and that there was K»! 
lomedecdtorambufi^orthat he fuppofed there was no more to be done, and that C a b sar. 
had been ouerthrowne with finall toil, foas lie fiiould beeno more able to recouer himfelf, did 
nor profecute the virtoric, neither followed the charge, but rather cauled a retreit to bee foun¬ 
ded, without aflailing his enemies camp*. Whither when C a h s ar came, he took fuch order 
as was moll conuenient, being nolelfc courageous and politick in time of aduerftty y thanoFpro- 
fpenty : and it is reported that he faid to his friends, Truely, this day had ended our warres if 
our enemies had bad a Captain which had knownehow to haue ouercome. This day, Tv l i v s 
Caesar loft a great number of his fouldicrs, amongft which were foure hundred Romane 
Knights, ten Tribunes,and tivo and thirty Centurions ; and his enemies took from him two and 
thuty Enfigncs. This battell ended, Pompby fent the newes thereof to diuerfe parts ofthe Pomp „. s y4 . 
world, houldinghunfell for abfolutely virtonous: And Ivlivs Caesar hauing blamed "’O- 1 
lome of his Captains and Enfignc-bearers (notwithftanding that his whole Armie grieued and 
were afliamed of their latelofs)again defired the battell; yet he would not then fight, his Amiie 
being timorous, again ft thole which were in-heart & virtor ious, but rather took a new courfe: 

nJ , ding his fickand hurt men t0 the city of Apolloma, hee departed by night, with rbe greal 
teftfilence that could be, from the place where he was, and took his way towards Theffalia with 
intent to reft elh and encourage his Armie, and to draw hisenemie further from the fea-coaft 
where his chief force lay, and where his camp was fortified and victualled * or, at the Ieaft to go 
to meet andfiuerrhrowc Scipio, who (as hee was aduertifed) came to join with P o m’p b y. 

Pompby, feeing Caesars departure,after that hee had followed him fome fewe dayes, 
took counfelf,and (as App.ianvs teftifieth) was determined (leauing fo fufficient a Nauie ac 
ica,as Caesar fiiould not be able to makeany benefit thereof) topaffeinto Italic,andtoreco- 
uer the fame, with France and Spain, and then after wards to return againft Cabsar: but; bee- 
importuned and ouer-ruled by the Roman Lords which came with him, he altered his determi- 
nation, and prefently departed to purfue C a e s a R,whomadeaftay in the fields of P bar [alia, 
w lich arc in Theffalia (making his retreit with fuch dilcretion and in fo good order, as in all oc- 
calions that were offted he had euer the better) vntill that at length, feeinghis men full of refo- 
lution, force and courage, he refolucd no longer to forbear the Fight j and therefore cared not 

any 
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any more to refufe the battell, but rather daily prefenced the fame to Pomphy. Who know¬ 
ing (as indeed it was true) that Caesar began to want victuals, and that his Annie began to 
weaken and diminhb, he deferred the/ame, and would not fight j«nnd,as a wife and well-experi¬ 
mented Captain, would hauc prolonged the wan, defeating his enemic without putting his own 
Armie in hazard: and although that Pomp by had thus refolued 5 yet the opinions, murmu- 
rings, and importunity of thofe which were with him prevailed fomuch (as L v c a n, P l v- 
^ /n 7 A R c anc * ^ A H s A R himfclf, report) that they made him yeeld togiuc battel!, euen con- 
wy to hi* traty to his owne opinion and will: wherein joined, ofthe one fide and the other, all the flower 
i inm ‘ and force of Rome, And although that Cabsars Forces were fewer in number (for, all Wri- 
tersaffirnijthat Pompe y’s Armie was twice as great) yet his men were more a<ftiue, and bet¬ 
ter trained. How many there were of the one fide and the other, I cannot certi he; the Authors 
doo fo much differ among themfelucs therein. A p p i a n v s fetteth down the diuerfc opinions 
which are held thereof. Someraife the number to three hundred rhou/and men, whereof L v- 
c i v s F l o r v s was one 5 others, to threelcore and ten thoufand; and fome fee down fomc- 
whatlefle,among which is Plytarc h • who faith, that Poupey brought to this battell 
45.000 men, whereof 7000 were on horfeback • and Ivuvs Caesa r, two & twenty rhou- 
fand Foot,and ofhorfefewcmore than one thou/and. But Appianvs vnderftandeth, that 
this lefler number of theie Armies was to be vndcrftood of Romans onely, who were the force 
and hope of both thefe Generals: for, it is not likely, that of all nations there fliould be fo fmali 
a number in a war fo long prepenfed,and of fuch importance: and, in my opinion, this is moll 
likely to be true. But,howfoeuer it was, this battel I was between the belt captains and belt foul- 
diers, afwell for experience,as for force and valour,that euer were in the world; and yet being 
fo, it was not much fought, neither did it long continue. So llrangeand variable are theaduen- 
tures which happen in wars and battels :for, where there fecmethtobechegteateft force and 
atfiirance, oftentimes is found the greateftweakties. andthat which is leaft feared, doth fome- 
Httfgfus t ‘ IT)es anno y moft. Before the battell there were many fignes of an eminent do wnFall • The 1 un- 
the Unci ring away of beads appointed for the facrifice,(warms of Bees, the sky darkned in the day time, 
Pomps y’s fearful! dream ouer night of mourning in his Theatre at Romce, and in the morning 
early he was feen in the head of his main battell in a black Robe. 

Either ofthefe two great Commandei Sjhauing refolued to giue battell, ordered his battali¬ 
ons and (quadrons as to him feemed mo ft expedient, making fpeeches and orations to animate 
their fouldiers; and, theaccuftomedfigne being giuen, the battell prcfently beganne on either 
fide.’ In the beginning whereof, Pompsy’s hot fe-men (wherein he repo fed his greateft hope) 
who were all of the Roman Nobi!ity,andofthc Order of Knighthood, and who alwaies had 
the better • began to come where Caesar's Cauallcry was, and forced them to fotfake the 
tt tell of Field. Which, Caesar pei , cciuing .(lofingnothingbyouerfight)hemadeafignetoabatta- 
lion, which for that purpofe he had left a-part from the other fquadrons, to charge Pom p e y's 
2 »l? A ‘ Cauallery; who charged them with fuch fury, wounding them (according to C ah sars di- 
r . region) no where but in the face-that P om p e y’s liorfe-men either vnable or vn willing to en¬ 

dure i t, began to retire, in fuch fort, «as from that part whence Pompe y thought to haue ob¬ 
tained the victory, from thence (prang the beginning of his ouerthrowe. For, notwithftanding 
that they had broken the fuftfquadron, and were entred into the fccond, and the other battali- 
ous continued Bill fighting,and that they maintained the fame with great re.folucion • yet, feeing 
that Pompe y's Cauallcry fled, and that Caesar’s came to charge them afrcfli,they all did 
thelike;infuch manner,as in (hortfpace the victory plainly appeared for C a h s a r ? and P o m- 
f e y, hauing loft all hope to preuail, fled to his camp, leaning the field and vi&ory to his enemy. 
Happy had Pompbv been in this tni(eiy,ifhe had runne the fame fortune with his flaughtc- 
red Armie; but he out-liuedhis owne glory, that with difbonour he might flee forlifc through 
TheJfaUe,be chafed from Larif[a,and vpon a forlorn rock ofC/toftudie whether to flee ; to Par- 
tbia , Afffich, or Egypt: Finally , that vpon the Peluflan flioar, by the command of a moft vnwor- 
thie treacherous King, by the councell of gelded men, he (hould be murdered by the fword of 
Sept imivs his Fugitiue, in the view ofnisforrowfull wife and children. Ca es a r, letting 
(lip no occafton, feeing that hec found no refinance in the field, affembled his Forces toafiaile 
Pompe y’s camp, which with flnall difficulty hee entred : which Pomeey percciuing, lea¬ 
ning llis enfignesand robesof Generali,and putting on otherapparall, vpon the fhflhorfo that 
he could get, with foure on horfe-back onely that accompanied him, which (as V e l l b i y s 
P A r B R C V L V S faith) werehisfon Sex tvs Pom.miys, and the two .Lentyl i, and 
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F A V O N I V s ofthePretorianorder: he fled fo ft,ft as he could, as you hauc heard, andneuer Pomp(:v . s 
ftaied vmftl he cam to the citie of Lmp 5 where ioyning with fome tllirtic other horfe which /¥"• 
had fled, without any ftay he continued his flight, vntifl became vnto the fh ore-fid c of the £- 
gtm fea 5 where, finding a certaine Merchants (hip of Rome , he embarked himfclfc therein and 
failed to the-Ifle of Lesbos, which is in that fea which now is called Archipelago, to the citie of 
Myuleut in that Hand: For., in that citie were his wife and famific, which he. tooke with him: 
and, gathering together fuch fliips and men as he was able,he departed from thence very doubr- 
full, and not able to refolue whither to go. Some counfelled him to fail into Africa, for that 
King I vba was his friend, and very mighty. Others were of opinion, that hee fliould retire 
himlelf to the Parchians. Finally, he refolued to go into E?ypt, for the frientlfhip which hee held 
with Kmg Ptolomy, father of that P to lomy, then raiening. and did fo. Hauing firft 
touched m the prouince of Cilicia in Afia, and in the Me of Cyprus, failing into Egypt, and arriuine 
at the city of Alexandria, he'had fuch an end as we will prcfently declare. 6 f * 

Ivlivs Caesar hauing obtained fogreata viftory,as isaforefaid, vfed therein his acc«- rk**n**tf 
ftomed clemency, not fullering any Romane to be cither (laineor hurt after chebattailevvas c * far - ‘ * 
ended,and pardoning all thofe which were taken therein,or found in the CampC;amone which 

was Mar evs Tvlli vs Cicero. And although that in the battaile were flaine of Pom- 
ph ies; fidefifteenthoufand men, and of the Conquerors lelTe then two thoufand, asCAasAR 
himlelfe writeth : yet vndcrflanding whicn way Pompe y fled, to the end to giuc him no 
place or meanes to renmie and repairc himfelfc • without lofing any time, he purfued him with 
the lighted and fvvifeeft of his Army. And comming to the Sea fide, bringing to his obedience 
in his way all the Cities whereby he paflcd, and gathering together fuch Ships and Gallics as 
hee then could, together with thofe which Cass 1 vs had, who was at this time receincd to 
his grace and feruice, he therein dripped fuch troupes as he was able, and raffed into Aft* the 
ieffe- where being aduertifed that P o M p b y had been in Cyprus, he prefumed that he tooke his 
way towards Egypt. For which caufc he tooke the fame comfc,taking with him two whole Icgi - Cxlhv W * 4 
ons of old fouldicrs onlyj and arriuing in flifcty at Alexandria in Egypt (where we faid that Po m- r ° mpcy ‘ 
p s v had lately taken port) he vndcrftood that P o M p a v was ari-iued there: who pi efurmV 
of thebenehrs and good entertainment which this King Ptolomibs father hadrcceiucd in 
his houfe-j he fan to requeft P t o l o m y to harbour and aflift him . But as with men which are 
fallen from a high fortune, few men hold faith and frien d/hip- and in theiraduerihies,the bene¬ 
fits and good turncs receiucd are commonly forgotten : fo this King (ent him his promife to 
perform what he required: and comming vpon (afe condiuft, in a fnrall'boattowardsthc fljorc t . 
hee was murdered before he came to land by the Kings commandement, by rb c liands of one of 

callCQ S e P t 1 m i v s,and another Achu a 5 thinking by meanes hereof to winne Caesars 
tfiendihip. Tnis was done by the perfwaflon and counfell of F o r 1 n vs an Eunuch, who 
• vvfrof groat authority in the Court, and by whom the King was much ruled. He vndcrftood 
alio that Cornelia, Pompeies wife, and his fonne SextvsPompeivs were fled 
hoin that port m the fame fliip, wherein they came. C ae s a r being landed and receiued into 
the City, they prcfently brought him for a prefent, the great Pompeies head • which hee 
wovild not fee : and his ring and fealeof Ai mes being prefenred vnto him, he wept for pity, CxC M 
conhdcnng the end and f ucccffe of the great aduenrures and profpcritics of Fomtey, who 
\mh luch honour an d fame- hadthrcc tiincstnumphcd.and bin fo manv times Confiil in Rome, 
and hadgouctncd the fame, and had been the moft eminent man there for fo many yem and 
had in like (oit obtained many vitftorics and dignities. / 4 

When Iviivs Caesar landed in Egypt, he found the countrcy infefted with ciuill wars, 
and great difeord between yong King Ptolomy and his After, the lair Cleopatra a- 
bont rhediujiion and inheritance of that Kingdome : wherein Ivuvs Caesar (as a Ro- 
man Confiil) took vpon him to intermeddle. For which caufe (as C a e s ar Iiimfclf writeth) 
or becaufethat their guilty confcicncc, for the treacherous murder of P o m p e Yj made them 
toieav,as PivmcH affirmcs 5 the before-named F on.vvj which had been Che pradifer 
or tins murder, and Ach i la who had been the a&or thereof (both which were in oreat au¬ 
thority ir1 Coiii't and with the King) imagining that Caesar inclined tofauour C ? e o p a- 
tras faCfion, lent for the Armie which the King had neer the city, confiding of 20000 good 
men pnrpohng to doby Iv ztf s C a n s ar as they had done by Pompry : and fb within 
Jcvv dates there beganne between Caesar and the fmallforces which he brought with him, 
otli within the city and in the harbour, between thefhipsand gallics, the moft cmdl war and

incountcrs that he euer had ; which I cannot diftin&ly fet down, for the many nducnturcs that 
pa fled. But letthisfuffice, that'Iv nvs Caesar foughtthcicinmanytimesinhisowncpcr- 
lon, both within the city (whereof his enemies held the greateft part) and alio in the harbour 
with his lliips} and was fometimes in fuch peril! and danger, as he was driuen to leap out of the 
boat wherein hee was,into the water, nndby fwimming to flee into oneofhis gallics : and, ns 
Svktonivs writes, he carried his Commentaries in the one hand out ofthe water, led they 
fliould bee wetland his Robcinhistecth,tothccnd it fliould not fall into his enemies hands. 
But at length his forces and aid being comn from Ajia and other parts, he at the end of nine mo- 
neths (for, fo long lafled thefe wars) remained victorious, as in all others hee had been^ and the 
dmbof yong King Ptolomy was flain in Fight. In this wane C a e s a r. did fuch exploits, and 
lomy m* fc ewe d f uc fa valour and wifdorne, that for the fame onely hee did well defcnic the fame and re- 
nowmofa molt excellent Captain. 

Caesar hauing tamed the pride of the. Egyptians, and put to death the munherers of 
lopatrn, Pomp e y 3 and eftablifbed Cleopatra for Queen and Gonernefle in that Kingdome, 
'afoimi?** whom during his ftaie there he entertained for his friend, and fhe concerned and had a fonne by 
faV. J him , called Caesau.o; all things being quietly fettled , he dcparted from Egypt towards cA- 

>, trauclling through Syria , now Soria, by rcafon that he was giuen to vnderftand, that while he 
was bufied in rhe war res of Egypt, King P iiahnac b s, fonne of the mighty King Mithri- 
dat Es, thought it now a fit time (feeing the ciuill difeofd between the Romans) to rccouer 
that which his father had loft; and hauing ouerthrownc Domitivs, whom Cars ar had 
fent to gouern thofe parrs,and al fo killing taken by force of Arms the pronin ccs of Bithym and 
Cappadocia^ expelling thence King Ariobarzanes, a friend and fubic&to Rome, and be¬ 
ginnings do the like m.<lriwe#MiheIefl^ Deiourys had made fubjrdtothc 

Romans: I v l i v s C a e s a r coming with his Annie fooner than King Pharmaces i- 
magined, although hee had, exposed him, and had intelligence of his approach ; within fewc 
daies they came to a battel!: in which (without any great reft fiance) the King was oueithrowne 
farsand put to flight, with great flaughtcr of his people, from which hee cfcapcd by flight. Great 
cfitmof was t ^ lC i°y Gabs ar ! .concerned of this victory, for the defire he had to return to Rome* where 
mu, s he knew that many fcandalsand infolcncies were committed,by reafon of his abfencc: he knew 

alfo,that Pomps y ’s .eldcftfon had feized on a great part of Spain, and had railed great forces 
of thofe which M. Varr o had there left, and of his fathers troops. Hee alfo vnderftood, 
that in Africa many principal! Romans, which had cfcapcd from the battcll at Pharfalia , were 
, gathered together,wherof M.C a t o (called Yticbnsi s, becaufe that in Vtica he flue him - 
felf) was the chief, and Scipi o,P ompe y’s father-in-law; and that rhefc went thither with a 
great part of the gallics and {hips of Pomph y’s Nauie, and with the greateft power they were 
able to lcuie;joyning with Ivba King of Mauritania^ they hadflibduccjMl that countrey, and 
had a great Armie in readinefleagainft: Cars a iwhauing chofen Scipio for th.ei: Generali, 
becaufe that Cato would not take that charge vpon him, and fort hat the name of S c i p r () 
was very fortunate in Africa, Cabs a r, hauing intelligence of all thefe things, wit [tin fewe 
daies, with great celerity and diligence, rccouered all that which Pharnachs had vliirpcd: 
and, chafing him out of PoMuSy he rccouered all thofe countries : and leaning C j. i v s, M r- 
n v c x v s for Generali, with two legionsto guard that prouince, pacifying the content ions and 
controuerfics inthc reft, rewarding the Kings&Tetrarchs which had continued firm in league 
and amity with Rome 5 without any longer aboad he departed from Afia , and in fhort fnacc pal¬ 
ling into Jtalie t came to Rome ; within little more than a yeer after that,he depaitul from thence- 
afliorttimein truth, forthe performance offo great matters and folonga journey. 

Within few daies after hiscommingto itfw^hcmadehimfEfeto becholen the third time 
Conftil, and reforming (the heft that he could in fofliort a time) all di/brders in Rome, being 
gfiencd and not able to endure that his enemies fliould pofiefle Africa , witfl great expedition 
he prepared all things neccfllny, and from Rmetookc his way thitherward,commanding his 
forces to follow him. Fir ft he went into Sicilia, and there flapped him fife , and thence palled 
into Africa ;and notwithftanding that neither his Nauie nor Annie arriued with him • truftiug 
in the valour and goodnefleofhisfoiildiers, and his owne good fortune , he tookc land with 
thofe flnall forces which he brought with him, ncere vnto the citie of Adrtmenlum in Africa ; 
and from thence marched to another citie called Leptis^ where he was receiued; and after (bine 
efti-s w.ir in confli&s which palled, his legions being come, and ccrtainc rroopcs both on footc.ind horfe- 
lld back s he began the warre, which lafted fourc moncths, -viz. from the beginning of Ianuarie

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till the end of A prill, beginning firftagainft Pethrivs and L ahieny s : afterwards it was 

continued again ft Scimo and King Ivra, which shifted the contrary fiction with fcooo. 

men, the one halfc whereof were horfemen, whereof the prouince of Africa did then and to 

this day doth abound ,• among all which werdenied againft C ai s /ut eight legions of footc- 

inenand 20000..boric .* In this warre were many encounters, sUmiifhes'and battailcs which 

H y itcn sin his Commentaries, P l v r a r c ii , L v c a n, L v c i v s F i. o u v s & others write 

of at large, in which C m s a r was in great danger : but at the laft with hi> force and rood 

form nc, he ouercame them all in a great bat tail e • wherein,of rhe enemies, were flainc io"ooo.

him ; and afterwards commanded afiaue of his own, to kill himfdf, and fo he died dcfpcratcly, 

The good Marcv s Cato vvlio wa§ in the citie offtica, knowing that Ctesar marched I '. ,!,arfWA ' [ "’ 
thitherwards , and although he Knew that he would not put him to death, but had rather a defirc ^ 
to pardon him, and to doe him honor. yet to the end that lie would receiue neither life nor ho¬ 
nor from his encinie, lie flue himfclfc : in whole death pafled many notable accidents recorded c «°Vticcnfi s 
by many authors both chriftian and heathen. Cicero did write in commendation ofthe SA^'tr 
death of C a t o, againft the which Caesar, did writ e another difeourfe: both tvhicli are loft. lASJdfm. 
And Fl or vs writes his death after this manner; Hearing of the dcccafe of his partners, hee 
dally eel not at all, but (as it became a wife man) did ioyfuliy haften his owne death : for after he 
had imbraccd his fbnnc and friends and bid them good night; herefted a while vpon his bed ^Unmius' 
bailing perilled Plato u s bookc of the immortaUtie of the Soule ; then about t lie frf relic- Auiv^'cHii 
uing ofthe watch, he drew his f word,and thruft himfelfe into the bodie: After which the Phy- <» 
fttians fought to wrong this rcfolute man, by applying fomefalucs, the which he endured vntilj 6 C 00 ^- . . 
they were out of the roome; but then he pulled them away rand, the blood following abun- 
dandy, he left his dying hand in the very wound. Scipi o,who had been GencvaU°in this Vll,nus NKl - 
warre, cfcapcd from the battaile by flight, and fhipping himfelfe in cerrainc gallcyes, wherein c'd.usXif 
be fled, was met witballby Cabs ars nauie-who, to the end hee would not be taken, giuinp- »wfb f . 
himfelfe fmie wounds, caft himfelfe into the fca, and fb was drowned. Cars a r, hauing ob^ 
tained(bgreatand abfoiuteaviiftory,fpcndingfomefewe dayes in ordering the prouinccs of 
^AfftCiiy reducing thekingdome of king Ivba into a prouince, lice came to the citie ofvticty 
where lie im barked himfelfe the third of lime, and came to thcUlc of Sardinia, wherein he flay¬ 
ed fome few dayes, and arriued at Rome the flue and twentith day of Inly. At his comminp (as 
b v h r o n i v s, A m> i a n vs,and Piviarch record) there were granted vino him fourc 
ti inmphs.The fit ft tiiumph was for his concjucft and victories in Fratfccj whedt were fet the por- 
t khl ures ofthe riuers of liodamts and the Rhine, wrought in gold : and inthc fccond triumph of 
Egypty and of King Ptolom e y, were fet the liner otM/vxid the. Phams of Alexandria Inuninv. 

Jbe third triumph was of the prouince of Pom us and of King Pharnachs, wherein for the

C jt, s a r s Nephew, who afterwards was Emperor, as we will declare, notwithftandiim that 

I,c was prefent in thofe wanes by reafon of his yong age: for he was not then fully fixtecne 

ycares old. As for the battaile which C al s a r, wanne againft Pomph v,hc would not triumph Us 

tor it , becaufe it was againft Citizens of Rome. ~ 1 g^pVon^cy, 

Thefe triumphs being ended, giuing great rewards to his fou]diers,and entenayning the Ro- 
mane people^ wit nfeafts, gifts and other great bountie, hee caufcd himfclfc to he chofen the 
ionn h time Conlul , and to the cud that there fliould be no place in the world wherein he would 
not be obeyed, he refolued to goe into Spme, where lie vnderflood that G NEVS p 0 m p /■ r v s 
(Pompe iv s fonne) with the remainder of thcarmic which had cfcapcd out of Africa was 
gone to loync with his brother S jxtvsPo m p e i vs, who already vvasthcrc,as I liaueftlid. 
and was in pofMon of a great part of Spainc, with the cities of Semi and Cordon *, and many o- 
thers m that coaft, and many Spaniards were come to their ayde. Cars A r, departing carried 
with him his moft experienced and chofen fouldicrs, and made fo good fpeede, as within few

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daycs he arriued in Spairte , and in this iourncy (as Svetonivs and Vellhvs Pater- 
c v l v s recordc) his Nephew O c t a v i v s followed him. 

C s a r, being entred Spaing came into the pro wince of Betica, which is Jndaluzia , where 
'jfJ/fw? Sbxtys P o m p b i v s and his brother GnhivsPompbivs were with fuch legions and 
fPompy’s fouldicrs as they had gathered togcthcr$and To there began bet vvecnc them a crucll and bloudie 
'?"• warrc.Thc end whctcofwas,that ncere to the cirie of Mtmcla, C ve s a r and GnbivsPomp e i-. 

a, 1 vs(forSE X'rvs Pomp e i vs was inCordoua) ioyned battaile • which was one oft he moftob- 

ftinate and cruclhthat euer was in the woi Id. For C te s a r being the mod excellent Captaine, 
and the fouldicrs which he brought with him, the rnoft valiant and accuftomed to oucrcome; 
the resolution and courage of P o m p e y and his men was fuch, and they fought in fuch man¬ 
ner, as C je s a rs efquadrons began togiueground and were ready toforfake the field, and at 
the very point to hauc been wholly oner thro wne k And the matter came rothis iffiic, that(as 
Svetonivs and HvTRoPivsdo write) C je s a vL was about to ha ue killed himfelfe, be- 
caufe he would not fee himfelfe oucrcome • and that he tooka tat get from one of his fouldiers 
and rufhed in among his enemies, faying with a loud voice (as P l v t a r c h reporteth) If you 
be not afhamed, lcaue me and deliuer me into die hands ofthefe boyes for this /ball be thck/l 
day of my life and of your honour. With which words, and his example, his fouldicrs took 
[merited heart in fuch manner, that, rccoucring the ground which rhey had Ioft,rhcbartcII becam equal, 
Jj A f mfl which (as A i> r i a n v s affirmeth) lafted the 1110ft part of one whole day, without any figne of 
ipcicsVw. victory} fomedmes feeming to incline to one par tic, and fometimes to the other, vntillthatat 
length Caesar and his men did fo great exploits, as the cucning being come his enemies be¬ 
came faint, and began to flee, and the vidfoiy was apparently Caesars. There died of his 
enemies aboue joooo men in this fight: and of C je sa r s part, wereflainca thou/and men of 
account, befides many other of Icflfer note. C ves ar. cftccmcdthis vi&orie fo much,and fo glo¬ 
ried in the danger wherein he had been, that after rhe vittoric he vied tofiy, that only that day 
he fought for his life, and in all other batrailes euer for honor and vi&orie. He then remayning 
matter ofthe field, hisaduerfarie P o mp e y, who in nothing had failed ofthc office of a valiant 
and good captaine (afterthat he faw no other hope) efcaped by flight, and wandring through 
many places was afterwards taken andflaineby CvESARsfriends,whofeheadwasbroughtvn- 
to him-the like hapned vntoLA b r e nvs. Hisfceond brothers e xt vs Pomp ei vs fled 
form Cor dona, &in the end forfook Spain'. hereafter move mention (ball be made of him. I. C vf.- 
s a r recoucrcd the cities of Semllind Cordona,U all there!!* and difpofing ofall things in Sparne 
aC ^ ,s p^ ca ^ ,re 5 reri,rnc ^ to Ro ™ e & entred in triumph for the waives in Spa/ne,which was his fife 
Zm. ° r,tS and laft triumph: in this place Lvc.Florvs and Patercvlvs (peak of all his triumphs. 

C je s a r came to bethemoft mightie,the mod redoubted, and n^off highly efteemed man 
that euer had been in the world, bauing fubdued and conquered thegreatefi part thereof, with 
an Armic and by force An as little time, as it might feeme that another man might be able to 
trenail thole countries by reafonableiourneys. All which being in fubiedion vnto him,he made 
bimfrlfepcrpclruaUDiAatorof 3 andfo without contraditftion he fitiiflied the making of 
himfelfe foucraignc Lord and Monarch of the. Romauc Empire, within little Icffe then fiue 
Xt™?* yeerosafrer that be began the fame. And this was the original! and beginning of the Romane 
te Me . Hmperours: for IvuvsCisar would not be called King (for the name of King was odi¬ 
ous to the Romans aboue all things,ener fines the Kings were chafed from Rome) but contented 
himfelfe to be called pcvpetnall Dictator and alfo Emperor, although not with a nameoffuch 
. .. poweranddignitieashisfuccefTorshaiiedonefince-butasby a name vv ch fignified he had been 
w 2 ri/£»j! a conqueror in the wan es,which in this fenfc was giuen to the Romane Captaincs, when they 
r. . had obtained any notable vi£toric:but afterl v l ivsCiESAR,allhisfuccdforstook thatname, 
gloryingto be called Emperors,which was held for the highe/t tidcand digniricin rhe world. 

Iv l ivsC /esar hailingattainedtothatabfblutcpowerwhiclihefomuchdefircd,hcfliew- 
ed in all things great clemency and magnanimitic, honouring and rewarding his fricnds,and ca- 
fily forgiuing, and very chccrcfully pardoning.all thofe which had been his aducifaries * and fo 
lie uot only pardoned B r. v t v s and C a s s i v s, Cic ero,Marceuvs, and many others: 
but alfo fomc of them he admitted to his companie and priuare familiaricie, and to offices and 
toMiKof dignities. ^ * s ccrta “ ic that among all the many vermes wherewith C^sar was endued, his 
[hr! clcmencie and libcralitie were moft glorious. But this fufficcd nor ro quench the delire oftheir 
loft libertie, neither to aftwage the hatred and malice concerned again ft him by his aduerfaries, 


as in time did appearc. 


And 
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And notwithftanding that many were gricued: yet fomc for the loue which they bare him • 
others for feare and diffiinitiation ; the Senate and people of Komi, and finally all, gaue him 
names,prehcminencies and tides ofhonour, fuch as ncuer had been giuen to any other • neither 
ought he to haue accepted the fame, as P l v t a r c h , A p p i a n and others doe report • But 
C m s a r s minde and ambition was fuch, and his thoughts fo donated and fo high • as he held 
nothing Co great, hut he was wonhie thereof and had defamed the fame: and fo he not only ac¬ 
cepted that whichthey offered him ; but many more were offered, becaufe they knew that he 
defired the fame; Whereupon they gaue him the name of Emperour, Father, leftover and pre- j} e » d f s ^ 
feruer of his countrcy: He was created pcrpctuall Di<2ator,and Conful for ten yeeres, and net- S/htm 
pctuall Cenfor of their cuftomes. His ftatue and image was erc&ed among the Kings of Rome 

and a chayrcand throneofluorie in rhe Temples and Senate, and a high pulpit and throne in 
the Theatre, and in the place where the Senators did vfe to fit, his pictures and ftatucs were fet 
vp in all the Temples and publike places. I pafle ouer fome titles which they gaue him , and he 
accepted, which only, to thofe whom they held for God, ought to haue been atrrilmred.The 
moneth whichthey called Quintifthey called I vl i vs after his name, as March of their god 
Mars, and Iune after the goddeffel v n o : they did alfo confccrateand builds Temples vnto 
him, as vnto Iypit e r, and their other gods; and gaue him certaine honours whichthey held 
pai rici Tally for their gods, which they call Thenfas: and fo they did many other things to his 
honour, which exceeded all meafure. ~ 

Ivlivs Cje s a r enioying fuch honour and power, fo as he had no equall or fccond in the 
world with whom he might contend; it feemeth that he would contend with himfelfe, and at¬ 
tempt fomething wherein he might excell himfelfe: for he was not content ed with all the vi- 
<ftorics which he had obtained.neither (as P l i n i e, S o l i n v s and other report) to haue 
fought in fiftie feuetall battailes (in all which he ouercamc) fauing in that one ar Dyrv/ichwm o.- 
gainft P o m p e y • where,as we hauealreadie fiiid, he was not wholly ouerthrowne, neither 
(according to thetime authors) to haue flainc in the warres and battailes which hce fought, a 
million, ninetie and oddc thoufmd mcn 5 and yet they fay that they reckon not thofe which died 
in the citiill wanes: but that as he was of a mofthaughtie minde, he fought to doe greater mat¬ 
ters, if greater might be. For, Hitt he refolued to pafte into the Eaft, there to conquer and fub- 
due the fierce nation ofthe Parthians, and to reuengq rhe death of M a r c v s C r a s s v s ,and d 

topaffe through Hinamand other countries, vntill he /liquid come to the Cafpian fea, and fo^JsojC^ 
through alltheprouinces of Scythia jlfima^nd paffing theriuer Tarnis, to retume through Scy - /ar * 
thh in Europe , and in this retreit to come into Germany, and other prouinces bordei ing there¬ 
upon, conquering and fubduingthem all tothe Romane Empire . for the which conquefthec 
prefently caufed to be leuied in fundrie places, ten thoufand horfemen, and fixteene legions of 
chofcn footmen, andappointing the time wherein he thought to depart, he commanded them 
to march towards their Rendeuous. And befides all this, he fought nor only tofubdue all the 
nations ofthe world, but to correct and tefoiwe nature it felfe: for he purpofed to haue made 
an Hand o $ Peloponefus, which now Is crdlcd^Morea, by cutting the neck of the land which is be- 
tweene the Egean and the Ionian Seas. 

Ofthe Riner Tibsr and the Riuer Amen (as Plvtarch faith) he purpofed to hauc altered 
the courfcs, and to haue opened new chanels .through which they fhould run into the Sea, ma¬ 
king them to lcaue their naturall courfc, and capeablc to bear great Blips. He commanded, and 
already began todig down and make plain many hils and high mountains in italic, and todry vp 
and dreme fome ofthe great lakes and mariflies which are therein : and, in this manner, hee 
thought to haue done other things more than a man, which feemed to becpoffiblc to none but 
to God alone. He correfted (as many Authors affirm) the computation ofthe yeer, conforming 
it with the courfe of die Sun,and brought it to that rule which is yet held: for,bcfore that time Cx(ht e * re{t; 
it was much out of order. He did the like in the courfe of the Moon, and the conjunctions and 
oppoutions of her and the Sun: and this was attributed to him for tyrannic,by thofe which did Sucton .4 
hate mm. For, one day, in a difeourfein the prefence of Cicero, it was laid , that the next 

day there fliould bean Eclipfeofihe Sun ; yea, quoth lie,ids fo. for, C a b»i hathfocom- c '" t ° n ““’' 

manded. Many other things Caesar began, which were very great,in reforming thclawes, 
cuftomes and offices,which for breuity I omit: among which, the reedifying ofthe ruined city 
of- Carthage by Scipio (as all die world kno wetfi) was one, and he fent thither Colon ies and ranha/e retro 
Komay citizens ro mhabitc: the like hce did by Corinth. But all thefe works and tlicfefohH) 

concatsandrefolutions wereabbridgedby death, which within fewe daics enfued : and this
